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PREFACE. 


For  the  proper  study  of  history,  literature,  or  art,  a  biographical 
dictionary  is  scarcely  less  important  than  an  English  dictionary  is 
for  those  who  desire  to  become  thoroughly  acquainted  with  the 
English  language.  No  doubt  one  may  acquire  a  very  considerable 
knowledge  of  English  by  listening  to  conversation  and  by  reading ; 
but  if  he  has  no  other  aids  than  these,  there  will  often  be  an 
indistinctness  and  uncertainty  in  his  knowledge  of  words  which 
would  be  fatal  to  any  claim  he  might  wish  to  make  to  being — we 
do  not  say  a  thoroughly  educated,  but  even  a  respectably  educated, 
person. 

In  like  manner,  though  one  might  acquire,  by  reading,  an  ex- 
tensive knowledge  of  history,  literature,  or  art,  yet  questions  or 
doubts  will  not  unfrequently  arise  in  the  minds  even  of  those  who 
are  generally  well  informed,  as  to  the  exact  date  of  some  important 
event  or  the  correct  spelling  of  a  name,  or,  it  may  be,  the  particular 
line  or  field  in  which  the  person  about  whom  information  is  sought 
has  diBtinguished  himself.  It  then  becomes  eminently  desirable,  if 
not  absolutely  necessary,  to  have  at  hand  some  convenient  resource 
by  which  all  doubt  or  difficulty  may  be  at  once  removed. 

The  aim  of  the  present  work  has  been  to  furnish  in  a  compara- 
tively brief  compass  and  at  a  moderate  price,  a  book  of  biograpliical 
reference  sufficiently  full  for  all  ordinary  occasions.  Particular 
attention  has  been  given  to  the  notices  of  those  persons  wlu)  have 
quite  recently  risen  to  distinction,  both  because  the  generality  of 
readers  naturally  take  a  deeper  interest  in  such  characters,  and 
because  it  is  precisely  this  class  of  persons  about  whom  it  is  es|)e- 
cially  difficult  to  obtain  the  information  which  one  requires. 
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Aaron,  brother  of  Moees  and 
ereat-grandson  of  Levi,  was  the  first 
High  Friest  of  the  IsraeliteB.  As  a 
fluent  speaker  he  rendered  valuable 
assistance  to  hb  brother  in  the  liber- 
ation of  that  peo^e.  He  was  bom 
about  1600  B.  c.  His  death  occurred 
at  the  age  of  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
three  years. 

AajTSchotyorAerschotyPhil- 
Ippe  de  Croiy  Duke  of.  a  Flem- 
ish general  and  statesman  auring  the 
reigns  of  Charles  V.  and  Philip  II. 
The  date  of  his  birth  b  unknown. 
He  was  a  prominent  leader,  under 
the  latter  sovereign,  of  the  party  in 
the  Netherlands  that  favored  the  au- 
thority of  Spain,  and  as  such  he  a]^ 
proved  of  some  of  the  greatest  atroa- 
ties  committed  by  the  Spanish  Gk>v- 
emors.    Died  1595. 

Aarsens,  van,  Franz,  a  Dutch 
politician  and  diplomatist;  bom  at 
the  Hague  in  1572.  He  possessed 
rare  shrewdness  and  ability,  but  was 
cruel  and  unsorupulous.  He  b 
charged  with  having  promoted  the 
judicial  murder  of  JOSumeveldt  Died 
1641. 

Abasealy  Jos^  Fernando,  a 
Spanbh  general;  bom  in  1743;  be- 
came Viceroy  of  Pern  in  1804.  He 
gained  sevend  victories  over  the  in- 
sursents  of  that  colony,  and  by  hb 
ability  and  energy  sustained  for  a 
long  time  the  authority  of  Spain. 
Qea.  Pezuela  succeeded  him  as  Vice- 
roy in  1816.    Died  1821. 

Abatiy  Boccoy  desrll,  aFloren- 
tine  traitor,  who  in  a  battle  between 


the  Ouelphs  and  Ghibelines  in  1260 
led  to  the  defeat  of  hb  countrymen 
by  striking  off  the  hand  of  their 
standard-beEurer.  He  b  mentioned 
in  canto  xxxii.  of  Dante's  Inferno, 

Abbas  1. 9  sumamed  the  Great, 
succeeded  hb  father,  Mohammed  Mur- 
za,  on  the  throne  of  Persia  in  1582, 
at  the  age  of  twenty-five  years.  He 
established  peace  and  concord  among 
hb  own  subjects,  who  had  been  en- 
gaged in  internal  dissensions.  He 
afterward  carried  on  a  successful  war 
against  the  Turks,  who  had  invaded 
Persia.  With  an  army  containing 
but  little  more  than  haLf  their  num- 
ber he  gained  a  decbive  victory  over 
them  in  1605.  •This  led  to  a  perma- 
nent peace  between  the  Persians  and 
Turks,  and  to  the  restoration  of  all 
the  Persian  territory  which  had  been 
overrun  by  the  latter  nation.  Abbas 
died  in  1627,  leaving  the  reputation 
of  a  wise  and  magnanimous  sover- 
eign. 

AbbaSy  a  native  of  Mecca  and  an 
uncle  of  Mohammed,  was  bora  about 
566  A.  D.  Hostile  at  first  to  the  teach- 
ings of  the  Arabian  Prophet  he  op- 
p(Med  him  at  the  battle  of  Bedr,  but 
subsequently  became  one  of  hb  most 
zealous  followers.  Fron^  Abbas  was 
descended  the  founder  of  the  most 
powerful  and  illustrious  of  the  dy- 
nasties of  the  Caliphs,  the  Abbas- 
sides,  who  reigned  at  Damascus  and 
Baffdad.    Died  652. 

Abboty  Creorgre,  bom  in  1562 ; 
graduated  at  Oxford,  and  became  a 
clergyman  of  the  Church  of  £ng^ 
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land,  in  which  position  he  was  dis- 
tinguished for  his  eloquence.  He 
was  one  of  the  eiglit  persons  appoint- 
ed to  translate  the  four  Gospels  and 
the  hook  of  Acts  for  King  James's 
Version  of  the  Bihle.  He  was  suc- 
cessively Bishop  of  Liclifield,  Bishop 
of  London,  and  Archbishop  of  Can- 
terbury. He  was  a  strict  Calvinist, 
and  was  bitterly  opposed  by  Laud  in 
matters  relating  to  the  doctrines  and 
discipline  of  the  Church.    Died  1633. 

Aoboty  Rev*  tJacob,  a  volumi- 
nous writer ;  born  in  Maine  in  1803. 
His  works,  among  which  are  the 
BoUo  Books  and  several  other  series 
for  children,  have  had  an  extensive 
circulation  in  America  and  Europe, 
and  have  been  translated  into  many 
languages.    Died  October  31,  1879. 

Abbotty  GharleSy  Lord  Ten- 
terden,  an  English  author  and  judge; 
bom  in  1762;  studied  at  Oxford,  and 
was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1795.  He 
pablbhed  in  1 802  a  TreatUe  on  the  Law 
of  Merchant  Ships  and  Seamen^  which 
has  been  regarded  as  the  highest  au- 
thority upon  that  branch  of  law  in 
this  country,  as  well  as  in  England. 
In  1816  he  was  made  a  judge  of  the 
Court  of  Common  Pleas,  and  in 
1818  succeeded  Lord  Ellenborough 
as  Chief-Justice  of  the  King's  Bench. 
He  became  a  peer  of  great  Britain 
in  1827,  witli  the  title  of  Lord  Ten- 
terden.     Died  1832. 

Abd-al-Kadir*  See  Abd-el- 
Kader. 

Abd-el-Kiider  was  bom  of  a 
noble  family  in  Algeria  about  1807. 
Conspicuous  for  his  energy,  ability, 
and  (levotion  to  the  Moslem  faith,  he 
was  selected,  with  the  title  of  ^^  Emir,'' 
about  1830  to  command  the  Arabian 
tribes  in  their  hostilities  against  the 
French,  who  were  then  commencing 
the  oonouest  of  his  native  country. 
During  the  struggle  against  great  odds 
which  ensued  for  nearly  twenty  years, 
Abd-el-Kader  evinced  rare  qualities 
both  as  a  general  and  as  a  ruler,  but 
was  finally  conquered  in  1847,  and, 
contrary  to  the  terms  of  surrender, 
was  imprisoned  in  France  for  about 


five  years.  Liberated  hj  Louis  Na- 
poleon, he  went  to  Syria,  wliere  in 
i860,  at  the  imminent  risk  of  his  own 
life,  he  succeeded  in  saving  from  mas- 
sacre many  thousands  of  Christians. 
He  was  unusually  expert  as  a  horse- 
man and  in  the  use  of  arms ;  he  pos- 
sessed literary  attainments  of  a  higli 
order,  and  was  gitted  with  an  eloquence 
which  alone  would  have  made  him 
distinguislied.    Died  in  1879 

Abd-el-MaUk,  or  Abd-ul- 
MaUk,  a  Moorish  Sultan  of  North- 
western Africa;  bom  at  Fez  about 
1500.  Sebastian,  King  of  Portugal, 
instigated  bv  Mohanmied,  a  nephew 
of  Abd-el-Malik,  invaded  the  domin- 
ions of  the  latter,  but  in  1578  was  de- 
feated in  what  was  known  as  "the 
Battle  of  the  Three  Kings,"  captured, 
and  put  to  death.  Mohammed  was 
drowned  while  attempting  to  escape, 
and  the  Sultan,  who  was  suffermg 
from  disease,  died  of  fatigue  during 
the  battle. 

Abd-el-Moomen,  or  Abdul - 
Mnmeily  the  second  soverei^  of 
the  dynasty  of  Almohades,  of  North- 
ern Africa,  was  bom  about  1 100 ;  as- 
cended the  throne  at  the  age  of  thirty 
and  reigned  until  his  death,  m  1163. 
In  the  numerous  wars  in  which  he 
wascn^ged  he  proved  himself  an  able 
and  victorious  leader.  He  changed 
his  title  of  Sultan  to  that  of  Caliph. 

Abd-el-Wababy  an  Arabian 
reformer  and  founder  of  the  sect  of 
dissenters  from  the  Moslem  faith 
known  as  Wahabees  or  Wahabys, 
I  was  bom  in  1691.  While  admitting 
the  divine  origin  of  the  Koran,  he 
urged  the  necessity  of  refomi  in  the 
habits  and  teachings  of  the  religious 
leaders,  and  was  especially  opposed  to 
the  honors  paid  to  the  tombs  of  Mo- 
hammed and  others  prominent  in  the 
Moslem  faith.  He  maintained  that  all 
persons  were  equal  before  God,  and 
permitted  his  followers  to  destroy  every 
ornamented  tomb,  even  that  of  the 
great  Prophet.    Died  1787. 

Abd-er-Kahman  III.9  sur- 
named  An-Nasir-Lideen-Iixah, 
tlie  most  illustrious  Prince  of  the  dy- 
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nagtj  of  Ommejyah,  was  the  eighth 
Sultan  and  first  Caliph  of  Cor- 
dova. He  ascended  the  throne  in 
912.  During  his  reign,  which  con- 
tinued for  nearly  half  a  century,  the 
Spanish  Moors  attained  to  their  great- 
est power  and  splendor.  He  was  a 
skilful  and  brave  commander,  and  a 
generous  patron  of  learning  and  of 
art    Died  961. 

Abd-er-Bahman-Algrhafe- 
kee,  a  Moorish  leader  of  Spain; 
invaded  France  at  the  head  of  a 
Moslem  army  estimated  at  eighty 
thousand  men,  and  after  ravaging 
Aquitaine  was  defeated  and  killed  in 
tlie  decisive  battle  of  Tours  by  the 
French  under  Charles  Martel  in  Oc- 
tober, 732.  This  victory  relieved 
France  from  all  danger  of  subjection 
to  the  Moorish  power. 

Abd-ool-MeJeed,  Abdiil- 
Mcjid,  or  Al>doul-Me4)id, 
bom  in  1823;  succeeded  his  father, 
Mahmood  II.,  as  Sultan  of  Turkey 
July  1, 1839.  At  the  commencement 
of  his  reign  his  dominions  were  saved 
from  invasion  by  the  Egyptian  army 
of  Mehemet  Ali,  through  the  inter- 
vejition  of  England  and  other  Euro- 
pean powers.  In  1853  the  hostilities 
Known  as  the  Crimean  War  were 
commenced  between  France,  Eng- 
land, and  Turkey  as  allies  on  one 
side  and  Russia  on  the  other.  Abd- 
ool-Mejeed  promoted  reform  and  fa- 
vored the  toleration  of  Christians.  At 
his  death,  in  June,  1861,  his  brother, 
Abdul- Aziz,  ascended  the  throne  of 
Turkey. 

Ab'dul- Aziz-Khan,  Sultan  of 
Turkey,  was  bom  Febmary  9,  1830, 
and  succeeded  his  brother,  Abd-ool- 
Mejeedy  June  25,  1861.  He  was  the 
second  son  of  the  Sultan  Mahmood- 
Khan.  At  the  commencement  of  his 
reign  he  promoted  numerous  reforms 
ana  favored  religious  toleration.  He 
visited  France  in  1867,  and  in  1869 
founded  an  observatory  at  Constanti- 
nople, and  in  the  year  following 
caused  a  dvil  code  to  be  prepared 
and  promoted  the  construction  of  rail- 
ways and  of  telegraph  lines ;  but  this 


liberal  policy  caused  many  of  his 
Moslem  subjects  to  regard  him  with 
enmity,  and  he  was  greatly  embar- 
rassed by  the  desperate  condition  of 
the  national  finances.  Formidable 
insurrections  broke  out  in  Herzego- 
vina and  Bosnia  in  July,  1875,  and  in 
Ma^r  of  the  following  year  an  insur- 
rection of  the  palace  was  incited  bv 
the  fanatical  Moslems  and  Abdul- 
Aziz  was  deposed.  Hb  death,  which 
occurred  June  4,  1876,  was  at  first 
supposed  to  have  been  caused  by  his 
own  hand,  but  it  is  now  generally  be- 
lieved that  he  was  assassinated. 

Abdul-Uamid  II. »  Sultan  of 
Turkey;  bom  September  22,  1842; 
was  the  younger  son  of  Sultan  Abd- 
ool-Mejeed,  who  died  in  1861.  His 
brother,  Mourad  V.,  having  become 
insane,  was  deposed,  and  Abdul- 
Hamid  succeeded  him  August  31, 
1876.  Russia  declared  war  against 
Turkey  April  21,  1877.  In  the  cam- 
paign which  followed  the  Turks  at  first 
gained  some  successes,  but  were  after- 
ward defeated  in  numerous  battles  by 
the  Russians,  and  after  the  capture  by 
them  of  Plevna  the  Porte  asked  for 
peace;  an  armistice  was  signed  in 
February,  1878,  and  the  Treaty  of  San 
Stefano  on  March  3.  The  latter  was 
materially  modified  by  the  Congress 
of  Berlin. 

Abdul-Kadir.  See  Abd-el- 
Kader. 

Abdurrahman.  See  Abd-er- 
Rahman. 

A  Becket»  Thomas.  See 
Becket. 

Abelardy  or  Abailard, 
Pierre*  a  French  orator,  scholar, 
philosopher,  and  writer,  was  bom 
near  Nantes  in  1079.  Devoting  his 
attention  at  first  to  ancient  languages, 
he  subsequently  removed  to  Paris, 
where  he  pursued  his  studies  under 
William  de  Champeaux,  whom  it  is 
said  that  he  soon  excelled  as  a  debater 
and  rhetorician.  In  1 101  he  established 
a  school  at  Melun  which  was  resorted 
to  by  large  numbers  of  students.  He 
aiterwaru  taught  in  Paris  with  great 
success,  and  about  1113  commenced 
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the  study  of  theology  nnder  Anselm 
at  Laon.  His  vanity,  his  arrogance, 
and  his  brilliant  suooess  made  him 
bitter  enemies,  and  caused  him  on 
several  occasions  to  be  opposed  and 
persecuted.  The  sad  results  of  hb 
love  for  H^loise  have  furnished  a 
theme  for  many  writers  of  tragedy, 
and  have  added  greatly  to  the  celebrity 
of  his  name.    Died  in  1142. 

^  Abelard,"  says  Hallam.  "  was  al- 
most the  first  who  awakenea  mankind 
in  the  age  of  darkness  to  a  sympathy 
with  intellectual  excellence.  His  bold 
theories,  not  the  less  attractive  per- 
haps for  treading  upon  the  bounds  of 
heresy,  his  imprudent  vanity  that 
scorned  the  regularly  acquired  repu- 
tation of  older  men,  allured  a  multi- 
tude of  disciples  who  would  never 
have  listened  to  an  ordinary  teacher. 
.  .  .  But  the  whole  of  Abelard's  life 
was  the  shipvrreck  of  geniu&  and  of 
genius  both  the  source  of  his  own 
calamities  and  unserviceable  to  pos- 
terity." 

ADercom,  James  Hamil- 
ton, E.  G.,  Duke  of.  Duke  of  Cha- 
telherault,  in  France,  tne  head  of  the 
Scottish  house  of  Hamilton,  was  bom 
in  London,  January  21, 1811,  and  was 
educated  at  Christ  Church,  Oxford. 
He  was  created  a  Knight  of  the  Gar- 
ter in  1844,  and  in  1866,  being  then 
the  Marquis  of  Abercom,  was  ap- 
pointed Lord-Lieutenant  of  Ireland, 
and  two  years  later,  in  recognition  of 
his  very  able  administration,  was 
created  Duke  of  Abercom  in  the 
peerage  of  Ireland.  He  retired  from 
the  office  of  Lord-Lieutenant  during 
the  same  year,  but  was  reappointed  in 
1874.  He  was  in  1878  sent  bv  the 
Queen  on  a  special  mission  to  Kome, 
to  present  Bang  Humbert  with  the 
Order  of  the  Garter.  Three  of  his 
sons  were  recently  members  of  the 
House  of  Commons.  In  politics  he 
is  a  Conservative. 

Abercrombie,  James,  an 
English  officer  appointed  in  1756, 
with  the  rank  of  mi\jor-^neral,  to 
command  against  the  French  in 
America.    Two  years  later,  with  an 


army  amounting  to  50,000  men,  he 
attempted  to  recover  possession  of 
several  important  fortresses  which 
had  been  lost  by  the  British  ;  but  he 
was  defeated  by  the  French,  under 
Montcalm,  at  Ticonderoga,  in  July, 
1758,  and  was  soon  after  succeeded  by 
Lord  Amherst. 

Abercromby,  Sir  Jolin,  a 
British  general ;  served  in  Egypt  under 
his  father.  Sir  Ralph  Amrcromby. 
and  in  1810,  while  Governor  ot 
Madras,  captured  Mauritius  from  the 
French.    Died  about  1817. 

Abercromby,  Sir  Ralphy  a 
British  general ;  bom  in  Scotland  in 
1734;  studied  at  the  Universities  of 
Edinburgh  and  Leipsic ;  entered  the 
anny,  and  in  1773  became  a  member 
of  Farliament.  He  gained  distinc- 
tion in  Holland  under  the  Duke  of 
York  as  an  able  commander  in  the 
various  campaigns  against  the  French 
from  1793  to  1799,  and  for  his  ser- 
vices was  created,  in  1795,  Knight  of 
the  Bath.  In  1800  he  was  appointed 
commander-in-chief  of  the  British 
forces  in  Egypt,  where,  in  1801,  he 
was  mortally  wounded  in  battle  against 
the  French,  and  expired  soon  after. 
He  possessed  great  bravery,  military 
talents  of  a  high  order,  generosity, 
and  a  fine  sense  of  honor.  He  left 
four  sons,  the  first  Lord  Abercromby. 
Sir  John  (mentioned  above).  Lord 
Dunfermline,  and  Lieutenant-Colonel 
Alexander  Abercrumby. 

Abercromby,  Sir  Robert, 
brother  of  the  preceding,  was  ap- 
pointed commander-in-chief  in  British 
India  in  1792.  He  was  successful  in 
subduing  the  Rohillas,  and  after 
holding  the  office  for  about  five  years 
retumra  to  Elugland,  and  was  chosen  a 
member  of  Parliament.  Died  about 
1827. 

Aberdeen,  Georgre  Hamil- 
ton Gordon,  Earl  of,  a  states- 
man and  diplomat;  bom  in  1784 ;  suc- 
ceeded to  the  Scottish  earldom  of 
Aberdeen  at  the  age  of  eighteen.  At 
twenty  he  was  chosen  one  of  the  rep- 
resentative peers  of  Scotland.  lie 
espoused  the  politics   of  the   Tory 
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nurkj,  fluid  wbb  sent  as  an  envoy  to  ! 
Vienna  in  181^  In  the  year  follow-  ' 
ing  he  was  created  Viscount  Gordon 
in  the  peerage  of  the  United  King- 
dom. He  was  Secretary  of  State  for 
Foreign  Affiurs  in  the  Uabinets  of  the 
Duke  of  Wellington  and  Sir  Bobert 
Peel.  He  became  Prime  Minister  of 
Englfluad  in  1852 ;  was  opposed  to  the 
war  with  Russia,  imd  for  that  reason 
lost  his  popularity,  and  resigned  his 
office  in  1855.  Lord  Palmerston  suc- 
ceeded him  as  Prime  Minister.  Died 
December,  1860. 

Abemethy,  John,  a  physi- 
cian, surgeon,  and  anatomist;  bom 
in  London,  England,  in  1764  He 
studied  meoicine  under  the  celebrated 
John  Hunter.  He  became  chief  sur- 
seon  of  St  Bartholomew's  Hospital, 
London,  and  was  very  successful  as  a 
lecturer  on  anatomy  and  surgery.  By 
his  lectures,  writings,  and  practice  he 
effected  very  beneficial  and  important 
changes  in  the  system  of  surp^erv.  He 
was  fuso  distinguished  for  his  shrewd- 
ness and  eccentricity.    Died  1831. 

Aboo-Bekr,  Abu-Bekr,  or 
Abou-Bekr,  a  Moslem  leader  and 
Caliph ;  bom  of  the  celebrated  tribe 
of  Koreish  in  Arabia  in  571  A.  D. 
He  was  one  of  the  earliest  and  most 
ardent  of  the  converts  of  Moham- 
med. Ayeshah,  the  daughter  of  Aboo- 
Bekr.  became  the  favorite  wife  of  that 
prophet.  Upon  the  death  of  Moham- 
meo,  in  632  A.  d.,  Aboo-Bekr  was 
elected  hb  successor.    Died  634. 

Aboo  - 1  -  Abbas  -  Abdallah* 
aoraamed  Ab-Seffab,  **  The  Shedder 
of  Blood,"  the  twenty-second  Caliph 
of  the  Moslems  and  the  first  of  tne 
Abbaaside  dynasty,  was  bom  at  Damas- 
cus about  720.  As  a  descendant  of 
Abbas  (before  mentioned),  he,  with 
his  family,  regarded  the  Caliphs  of 
the  line  of  Ommeyyah  as  usurpers 
fluid  themselves  as  the  only  legitimate 
princes.  A  revolt  in  favor  of  the 
Abbaasides  occurred  in  the  reign  of 
Merwflm  XL,  who  had  Ibraheem,  the 
brother  of  Aboo-1-Abbas-Abdallah, 
pot  to  defluth  at  Damascus.  Aboo-1- 
Abbas-Abdallah  escaped  to  Koofah, 


where  in  749  he  was  proclaimed  Car 
liph,  and  soon  after  gtdned  a  decis- 
ive victory  over  Merwan,  who  fled  to 
Egypt,  where  he  was  slain.  Although 
the  new  Cidiph  was  accused  of  hav- 
ing put  to  death  at  least  one  hundred 
members  of  the  house  of  Ommeyyah. 
against  whom  he  had  lone  cherishea 
a  bitter  hatred,  he  was  ouierwise  re- 
garded, by  his  subjects  as  well  as  by 
historians,  as  a  wise  and  generous 
ruler.  He  was  noted  for  his  great  per- 
sonal beauty.    Died  754. 

Aboolutzly  a  statesman  and  his- 
torian, becflune  Prime  Minister  to  the 
illustrious  Akbar,  Emperor  of  the 
Moguls,  in  1572.  He  held  that  posi- 
tion until  about  the  year  1600,  when 
he  was  assassinated.  He  was  the 
author  of  many  historical  works  of 
great  value,  relating  chiefly  to  the 
reign  and  times  of  Akbar.  As  a 
minister  he  was  wise,  liberal,  and  en- 
lightened. 

Aboolfeda*  an  Arabian  Prince 
and  military  commander,  the  author 
of  several  valuable  works  on  histor^r 
flmd  science,  was  bom  of  royal  lineage 
at  Damascus  about  1273.     He  was  &• 

E rived  of  the  crown  of  Hamah,  the 
eritage  of  his  family,  by  Nasir,  the 
Sultan  of  Egypt  and  Syria,  but  was 
subsequently  created  Prince  of  Hamah 
by  the  same  sovereign  as  a  reward  for 
distinguished  military  services.  He 
was  esteemed  by  his  contemporaries, 
flui  well  as  by  the  writers  of  a  later 
period,  as  a  man  endowed  with  rare 
genius,  wisdom,  and  courage.  His 
works  exhibit  extensive  research  and 
careful  study.    Died  1331. 

AboOy  Aba,  or  Abou,  Mos- 
leniy  or  Muslim,  a  Mohammedan 
general;  bom  about  720;  rendered 
conspicuous  service  in  establishing 
the  AblMisside  dynasty  of  Caliphs. 
After  subduing  a  powerful  rebellion 
against  that  house,  he  was  treacher- 
ously assassinated,  in  755,  by  order  of 
Aboio-JaafiEur,  whose  jealousy  he  had 
incurred. 

Aboo,  Aboa,  or  Abu,  So- 
fian,  Sophian,  or  Sophyan,  an 
Arabian  chief  of  the  tribe  of  Koreish, 
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wail  for  a  long  time  a  bitter  opponent 
of  Mohammed  and  his  teachings,  but 
finally  embraced  the  faith  of  Islam. 
His  son  Moaweeyeh  founded  the  dy- 
nasty Ommeyyah  and  reigned  as 
Caliph  at  Damascus. 

Aboo-Talib,  or  Abu  Talif, 
uncle  of  Mohammed  and  father  of 
All,  who  was  a  distinguished  Moslem 
leader  and  the  husband  of  Fatima, 
only  daughter  of  the  Prophet  He 
belonged  to  the  tribe  of  Koreish. 
Died  about  620. 

Aboo-Yoosuf-Takooby 
Abu-Yu8uf-Yakub,  or  Abou- 
Yonsouf-Yakoub,  sumamed 
Almaksoob,  "The  Victorious,"  was 
bom  at  Morocco  in  1160,  and  suc- 
ceeded his  father,  Aboo-Yakoob-Yoo- 
^suf^  as  Sultan  of  Africa  and  Spain,  of 
the  Almohade  dynasty,  in  1 184.  After 
subduing  a  number  of  insurrections  in 
Africa,  he  made  three  expeditions 
into  Spain  and  Portugal  to  avenge 
his  fiEitner's  death,  captured  40,000 
prisoners  of  war,  whom  he  sent  to 
Africa,  reduced  many  important 
towns  and  fortresses,  and  in  1195 
gained  a  grcaat  and  decisive  victory 
over  the  Christian  forces,  under  King 
Alfonso  III.,  near  Valencia.  Died 
1198. 

Abonty  Edmond-Fran^is- 
Yalentiiiy  a  French  author :  bom  at 
Dieuze,  Febmary  14,  1828.  He  stud- 
ied at  the  Lvo6e  Charlemagne  and  at 
the  French  School  of  Athens.  He  has 
contributed  numerous  articles  to  the 
leading  journals  of  Paris,  and  is  the 
author  of  a  larse  number  of  works, 
including  novcSs,  political  treatises, 
and  general  literary  articles.  In  1868 
he  became  one  of  the  contributors  to 
the  Oaulois  newspaper,  and  in  187^ 
while  on  a  visit  to  Strasburg,  was  ar- 
rested by  the  Germans.  He  became 
in  1873  the  Paris  correspondent  of  the 
London  Athenueum, 

Abovllley  d%  Fran4;^i8  Ma- 
rie*  Count,  bom  at  Brest,  France, 
in  1730 ;  served  as  colonel  with  gpreat 
credit  in  the  French  armv  in  America. 
In  1781,  at  York  town,  Va.,  he  gained 
distinction  as  commander  of  the  artil- 


lery, and  was  promoted  to  the  rank 
of  general  about  1790.  Under  the 
First  Empire  he  became  Senator  and 
Inspector-General  of  Artillery.  Died 
1817. 

Abrabanely  Abarbanel*  or 
Abrabaniely  iHaac,  a  rabbi  of 
great  eminence,  supposed  to  be  a 
direct  descendant  oi  David,  King  of 
Israel,  was  bom  of  a  wealthy  family 
in  Lisbon  in  1437.  He  was  the  author 
of  several  commentaries  on  the  Scrip- 
tures. His  works  evince  a  profound 
knowledge  of  Hebrew  theology,  and 
are  admired  for  elegance  of  style. 
Though  at  one  period  Abrabanel  was 
treat^  with  great  distinction  at  the 
courts  of  Portugal  and  Spain,  he  suf- 
fered severely  from  persecution  in 
those  countries,  and  in  1492,  after  the 
edict  of  banishment  against  the  Jews 
was  promulgated  bv  Ferdinand  and 
Isabella,  went  to  Italy.  Died  in  Ven- 
ice, 1508. 

Abrahaniy  or  Abram,  signi- 
fying **  the  father  of  a  numerous  peo- 
ple," a  Hebrew  Prince  and  patriarch, 
sumamed  the  Father  op  the 
Faithful;  bom  at  Ur,  in  Chaldea, 
about  2000  B.  c.  From  him  the  Israel- 
ites and  Ishmaelites  are  descended. 
Died  at  the  age  of  one  hundred  and 
seventy-five  years. 

AbranebeH,  de*  AlvarOy  a 
patriot  and  nobleman  of  Portugal, 
was  a  leader  in  the  revolution  of 
1640,  by  which  the  Spaniards  were 
expellea  from  that  country. 

AbranteSy  Marquess  of,  a  poli- 
tician of  Portugal  in  the  early  part  of 
the  nineteenth  century.  Immicated 
in  1824  in  the  murder  of  the  Marquess 
of  Loul^,  he  was  sentenced  to  banish- 
ment.   Died  in  England  in  1827. 

AbranteSyDuKEOF.  SeeJuNOT. 

Abrialy  Joseph  Audrey  a 
lawyer;  bom  at  Annonay,  France,  in 
1760.  In  1800  he  was  empowered  by 
the  French  authorities  to  form  a  re- 
publican government  at  Naples.  He 
performed  the  duties  assigned  to  him 
with  great  ability  and  success.  He 
held  the  rank  of  Senator  and  Count 
under  Napoleon  I.,  and  was  made  a 
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peer  of  Fnmoe  by  Louts  XVIII. 
I^ed  1828. 

Absaloniy  third  son  of  David, 
King  of  Israel,  distinguished  for  his 
personal  beauty,  is  supposed  to  have 
been  bom  about  ICHK)  b.  o.  He  raised 
a  rebellion  and  aspired  to  hb  Other's 
throne,  but  was  slain  in  battle  by 
Joab,  the  commander  of  the  King's 
forces. 

AcevedOy  or  Azevedo»  Felix 
AlvareZy  a  Spanish  commander 
and  leader  of  the  revolutionists,  in 
1820  gained  a  victory  over  the  royal- 
ist forces  near  Minho.  He  was  soon 
after  killed  by  the  enemy,  whom  he 
was  approaching  under  a  flag  of  truce. 

Acneuy  or  Aacheny  van,  Jo- 
liauiiy  a  German  historical  and  por- 
trait painter ;  born  at  Cologne  in  1552. 
He  was  patronised  by  the  Elector  of 
Bavaria,  and  by  Emperors  Rudolph 
and  Matthias.  He  amassed  great 
wealth  as  air  artist    Died  about  1 620. 

AcllillaSy  an  Egyptian  military 
commander  who,  on  the  death  of 
l^lemy  Auletes,  became  regent  of 
Egypt  and  guardian  of  rtolemy 
XI Ii.  and  Cleopatra. 

Acier*  Michel  Yictor,  a  sculp- 
tor. Bom  in  France  in  1736;  died 
1799. 

Acilius  Glabrio»  Manius* 
Consul  of  Rome  191  B.  c;  defeated 
Antiochus,  King  of  Syria,  at  Ther- 
mopylie,  and  subsequently  reduced 
the  BcBotians  and  Jikolians  to  subjec- 
tion. A  statue  of  gold  was  erected  to 
him  in  Italy. 

Ackermann,  Budolphy  bom 
in  Saxony  in  1764;  removed  to  Lon- 
doiL  where  he  was  celebrated  as  a 
dealer  in  prints  and  other  works  of 
art,  and  for  his  rare  collections.  He 
published  several  volumes  of  colored 
engravings,  and  to  him  is  attributed 
the  introduction  of  the  art  of  litho- 
graphy into  England.    Died  1834. 

Aeo8ta»  or  d'Acosta,  Joh^, 
bom  in  Spain  about  1539,  became  a 
Jesuit  ana  went  as  a  missionary  to 
South  America,  where  he  remained 
seven  years.  He  was  dbtinguished  as 
the  author  of  the  JVahiro/  and  Moral 


Higlnry  of  the  IndieSj  which  had  an  ex- 
tensive circulation.  He  was  afterward 
chosen  rector  of  the  University  of 
Salamanca.    Died  1600. 

Acrotatus  sained  distinction  as 
commander  of  Uic  forces  of  Sparta 
against  Pyrrhus  in  272  b.  c.',  and  as- 
cended the  throne  of  that  country  on 
the  death  of  his  father.  Areas.  He 
was  killed  in  battle  about  264  b.  c. 

ActOIIy  tJoseplly  the  descendant 
of  an  Irish  family ;  bom  at  Besanpon 
in  1737.  After  serving  as  captain  in 
the  Tuscan  navy  he  entered  the  Nea- 
politan service,  became  Minister  of 
Marine  and  atlerward  Prime  Minister 
to  the  King  of  Naples.  He  was  noted 
for  his  bitter  hostility  to  France.  Died 
1810. 

Acufia,    de*    Don    Pedro 

BravOy  a  Spanish  soldier  and  naval 
officer  who,  while  Governor  of  the 
Philippine  Islands,  wrested  the  Mo- 
luccas from  the  Dutch  and  restored 
them  to  the  Spanish  crown.  Died 
1606. 

Adair 9  Johiiy  a  Senator  and 
general ;  born  in  South  Carolina  in 
1757 ;  removed  to  Kentucky ;  fought  in 
the  Indian  wars  in  1791-2-3;  was 
elected  to  the  Senate  of  the  United 
States  in  1805,  and  served  with  great 
credit  at  the  head  of  the  Kentucky 
troops  in  1814  at  the  battle  of  New 
Orleans.  He  was  subsequently  Gov- 
ernor of  Kentucky  and  a  member  of 
the  Lower  House  of  C!ongress.  Died 
1840. 

Adam  was,  according  to  the  Books 
of  Moses,  the  father  of  the  human 
race,  and  lived  about  4000  B.  c. 

AdaiuH,  Charles  FranciSy 
son  of  John  Quincy  Adams,  sixth  Presi- 
dent, and  grandson  of  John  Adams, 
second  President,  of  the  United  States, 
was  bom  in  Boston,  August  18,  1807. 
At  the  age  of  two  vears  he  was  taken 
to  St.  Petersburg  by  his  father,  who 
was  then  Minister  to  Russia,  and 
afterward,  while  his  father  was  Minis- 
ter to  Great  Britain,  attended  a  board- 
ing-school in  England.  He  returned 
to  America;  graduated  at  Harvard 
College  in   1825;   was  subsequently 
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ildmitted  to  the  bar.  but  never  en- 
ffaged  in  practice.  He  married  the 
cukughter  of  Peter  C.  Brooks,  an  opu- 
lent merchant  of  Boston.  After  being 
elected  to  the  MaasachusettB  Legisla- 
ture for  five  years,  he  was  in  1848 
nominate!!  by  the  "  Free  Soil  "party 
for  the  Vioe-rresidency  of  tlie  United 
States,  Martin  Van  Buren  being  the 
candidate  of  the  same  party  for  the 
Presidency.  At  the  ensuing  election 
Taylor  and  Fillmore,  the  Whig  can- 
didates, were  successful.  He  after- 
ward united  with  the  Republican 
party ;  was  elected  to  Congress  in  1858, 
and  was  appointed,  in  1861,  Minister 
to  England  bv  President  Lincoln — a 
position  whicn  he  retained  until  re- 
called, at  his  own  request,  in  1868. 
He  served  in  1871  ana  1872  as  arbi- 
trator for  the  United  States  in  the 
Commission  to  settle  claims  between 
the  United  States  and  Great  Britain 
arising  out  of  the  civil  war,  and  in 
1876  was  the  candidate  of  the  Demo- 
cratic partv  for  Governor  of  Massa- 
chusetts. Mr.  Adams  has  contributed 
numerous  articles  to  The  North  Ameri- 
can Renew  and  The  ChrigUan  Eaaaad- 
ncr,  and  has  published  The  Lde  and 
Worke  of  John  Adams  and  The 
Life  ana  Worke  oj  John  Qidney 
Aaame, 

AdamSy  Johii»  second  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States;  bom  at 
Braintree,  Mass..  October  10,  1735 
(O.  S.).  He  graduated  at  Harvard  at 
the  age  of  twenty^  and  had  serious 
intentions  of  entering  the  ministry ; 
but  his  opposition  to  the  Calvinistic 
theolo^  induced  him  to  seek  another 
profession.  He  studied  law ;  was  ad- 
mitted to  the  bar  in  1758,  and  ob- 
tained an  extensive  practice.  Early 
in  life  he  advocated  the  rights  of  the 
American  colonies  with  ability  and 
enthusiasm,  and  was  soon  recognized 
as  the  chief  legal  adviser  of  his  party. 
A  series  of  resolutions  offered  by  him 
in  a  meeting  at  Braintree  in  reference 
to  the  Stamp  Act  were  adopted  by 
forty  other  towns  in  the  State,  and 
he  was  retained,  with  others,  as  coun- 
sel by  the  people  of  Boston  in  their 


efibrt  to  procure  from  the  Governor 
and  Council  an  order  to  reopen  the 
courts  of  law.  In  order  to  withdraw 
him  from  the  cause  of  the  colonists,  he 
was  offered,  in  1763,  the  position  of 
advocate-general,  which  he  refused  to 
accept  Drawn  at  first  to  the  defence 
of  the  popular  cause  as  a  lawyer,  he 
became  one  of  the  most  intrepid 
leaders  of  the  patriots.  At  the  same 
time,  he  exhibited  moderation  on 
many  important  occasions.  He  was 
elected,  in  1770,  to  the  Legislature  of 
Massachusetts,  and  was  chosen  as  one 
of  the  five  delegates  from  that  State 
to  the  First  Continental  Congress, 
which  assembled  in  Philadelphia  in 
the  autumn  of  1774.  He  was  re- 
elected in  1776.  While  a  member  of 
that  body  he  used  his  pen  vigorously 
in  support  and  defence  of  the  cause 
of  the  patriots,  and  also  rendered 
eminent  services  as  an  orator  and  de- 
bater. On  the  11th  of  #une,  1776, 
he  was  appointed,  with  Jefferson, 
Franklin,  Sherman,  and  Livingston, 
to  prepare  a  declaration  of  independ- 
ence. In  the  debate  which  followed 
he  took  a  verv  prominent  part  '*  John 
Adams,"  said  Jefferson,  ''was  the 
ablest  advocate  and  champion  of  in- 
dependence on  the  floor  of  the  House. 
.  .  .  He  was  the  Colossus  of  that 
Congress."  While  a  member  of  that 
body  he  acted  as  chairman  of  twenty- 
five  committees,  and  also  served  as 
President  of  the  Board  of  War,  which 
was  appointed  in  1776.  Sent  as  a 
Commissioner  to  France  in  1777,  he 
was  afterward  associated  with  Frank- 
lin, Jay,  and  Laurens  to  negotiate  a 
treaty  with  England.  In  this  they 
succeeded.  A  treaty  of  peace  between 
that  country  and  America  was  signed 
in  November,  1782. 

Adams  subsequently  served  as  Min- 
ister to  England  for  three  years,  dur- 
ing which  time  his  Dffence  of  the 
American  Constitution  appeared.  lie 
became  Vice-President  of  the  United 
States  in  1789,  and  was  a  zealous  sup- 
porter of  the  policy  of  Washington 
and  of  the  principles  of  the  Federal- 
ists.   In  1796  he  was  nominated  for 
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the  Presidency  by  that  party,  and  was 
elected  over  Thomas  JeiTerson,  the 
Bepublican  candidate^  who,  having 
received  the  next  highest  number  of 
votes,  became,  as  the  law  then  existed, 
Vice-President  Adams  retained  the 
Cabinet  of  Washington,  although  he 
was  not  on  good  terms  with  two  mem- 
bers of  it,  Timothy  Pickering  and 
Oliver  Woloott.  Apprehensions  of  a 
war  with  France  having  caused  the 
American  Government,  in  1798,  to 
organize  a  new  army,  Washington 
was  made  general-in-cniefl  He  suc- 
ceeded, in  opposition  to  the  wishes  of 
Adams,  in  naving  the  next  highest 
oommand  conferred  on  Alexander 
Hamilton.  Mr.  Adams  soon  after 
nominated  one  Murray  as  Minister  to 
the  French  Republic  without  consult- 
ing any  membo*  of  his  Cabinet.  Ey 
this  act  he  alienated  many  of  his 
warmest  friends  and  opened  the  way 
£r>r  other  measures  which  rendered 
his  administration  very  unpopular. 
The  feelings  of  hostility  were  increased 
against  him  bythepossageof  the^'Alien 
and  Sedition  Laws.''  He  was  again 
nominated  for  President  in  1800,  but 
was  defeated  by  J  efierson.  He  retired 
to  private  life  disliked  and  censured 
by  both  Federalists  and  Republicans. 
As  time  has  passed  on,  however,  the 
recollection  of  his  rare  talents,  lofty 
patriotism,  and  great  services  rendered 
to  his  country  when  the  cause  of  lib- 
erty was  in  imminent  dan^r,  have 
reinstated  him  in  the  public  esteem, 
and  caused  him  to  be  regarded  as  one 
of  the  greatest  and  most  patriotic  of 
tlie  founders  of  American  independ- 
ence.    Died  July  4,  1826. 

AdainH,  Joliii  Conoliy  F. 
R.  S.,  an  Ehiglish  astronomer,  the 
son  of  a  small  farmer,  was  bom  near 
Bodmin,  in  Cornwall,  about  1818; 
paduated  at  St.  John's  College,  Cam- 
bridge, of  which  he  was  elected  a  Fel- 
low in  184  J.  He  has  contributed 
some  valuable  treatises  to  the  study 
of  astronomy,  and  in  1858  was  chosen 
Lowndean  professor  of  astronomy  at 
Cambridge. 

AdaiQA,  Jolin  Quincy,  eldest 


son  of  John  Adanis,  and  sixth  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States;  bom  at 
Braintree,  Mass.,  Jul^  11,  1767 ;  stud- 
ied while  very  young  in  France  and  at 
the  University  of  Leyden,  and  at  the 
age  of  fourteen  became  private  secre- 
tary to  Francis  Dana,  Minister  to  Rus- 
sia. Returning  to  America,  he  entered 
Harvard  College,  and  graduated  there 
in  1788.  He  read  law  in  the  office  of 
Theophilus  Parsons,  was  admitted  to 
practice  in  1791,  and  opened  an  office 
in  Boston.  During  the  same  year  he 
published  a  series  of  articles  in  the 
lk)ston  Sentinel  in  which  the  doctrine 
of  strict  neutrality  between  France 
and  England  was  vigorously  main- 
tained. To  him  William  H.  Seward 
attributed  the  honor  of  first  pub- 
licly advocating  the  line  of  policy 
of  non-interference  in  the  affairs  of 
Europe  whicli  afterward  became  tlie 
settled  principle  of  the  American 
Government.  He  was  apijointed  Min- 
ister to  Holland  in  1794  by  Washing- 
ton, at  whose  suggestion  he  was  sent  in 
1797  in  thesamecapaeity  to  Berlin.  He 
wassubsetiuently  Senator  of  the  United 
States,  and  professor  of  rhetoric  and 
belles-lettres  at  Harvard  College, 
where  hb  lectures  attracted  great 
admiration. 

As  a  Senator,  Adams  was  distin- 
guished for  hb  genius,  accomplish- 
ments, and  rare  eloquence.  Having 
given  offence,  however,  to  the  Feder- 
albts  by  supporting  some  of  the 
measures  of  J  efierson,  he  resigned 
that  office  in  1808,  and  united  with 
the  Democratic  party.  He  was  after- 
ward sent  as  Minister  to  Rusnia,  and 
was  offered  the  position  of  justice  of 
the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United 
States,  which  office,  however,  he  re- 
fiised  to  accept  In  1815  lie  was  ap- 
pointed Minister  to  England,  and  two 
vears  later  became  Secretarv  of  State 
in  the  Cabinet  of  James  Monroe. 

In  1824,  Adams,  Clay,  Jackson,  and 
Crawford — all  members  of  the  same 

Sarty— were  candidates  for  the  Presi- 
ency.  As  no  one  received  the  ne- 
cessary majority,  the  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives   proceeded    to    exercise 
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its  oonstitntional  right,  and  elected 
Adams.  This  act  aroused  the  hos- 
tility of  the  friends  of  Jackson,  who 
charged  Adams  and  Clay  with  having 
made  a  corrupt  bargain,  by  which  the 
former  was  to  be  chosen  President  on 
condition  of  the  latter  b^g  made 
Secretary  of  State. 

As  President,  Adams  fitvored  in- 
ternal improvements  and  refVised  to 
remove  competent  officera  on  pur^y 
political  gnNinds.  Toward  the  close 
of  his  administration,  the  opposition 
having  a  mi^rity  of  members  in 
both  Houses  of  Congress,  his  person 
and  policy  were  bitterlv  asouiled  by 
tliem.  Uaving  a  second  time  become 
a  candidate  for  the  Presidency,  in  1 828, 
he  was  defeated  by  Gen.  Jackson. 

He  was  in  1880  elected  to  the 
National  House  of  Representatives, 
where  he  won  great  distinction 
by  his  untiring  devotion  to  public 
business,  by  his  intrepidity  as  a 
champion  of  freedom  of  speech  and 
of  petition,  and  by  his  rare  powers  of 
oratory,  which  procured  for  him  the 
title  of  ''The  Old  Man  Eloquent.'' 
He  continued  in  Congress  until  the 
21st  day  of  Febniary,  1848,  when  he 
received,  while  in  nis  seat  at  the 
Capitol,  a  stroke  of  paralysis,  which 
two  days  later  caused  his  death. 

Adamsy  Sainuely  one  of  the 
most  eminent  of  American  patriots 
and  orators  during  the  early  nays  of 
the  nation;  bom  m  Boston  in  1722; 
graduated  at  Harvard  in  1740.  He 
early  distinguished  himself  as  a  po- 
litical writer  of  great  ability.  He 
was  in  1785  elected  from  Boston  a 
member  of  the  General  Assembly  of 
Massachusetts,  to  which  position  he 
was  successively  re-elected  for  nine 
Years.  He  was  one  of  the  first  men 
of  prominence  who  favored  American 
independence.  On  account  of  the 
prominent  part  he  took  in  organiz- 
ing measures  of  resistance  to  the 
British  Government,  he  was  one  of 
the  two  popular  leaders  who  were 
excepted  from  the  general  pardon 
offered  in  June,  1775.  Elected  in 
1774   to   the  Continental  Congress, 


he  was  in  1776  one  of  the  signers 
of  the  Declaration  of  Independ- 
ence, and  afterward  served  as 
State  Senator,  member  of  the  Conven- 
tion which  ratified  the  Federal  Con- 
stitution, Lieutenant-Governor  and 
Governor  of  his  native  State.  As  an  ora- 
tor he  was  ardent,  luminous,  and  elo- 
quent. Died  in  Boston,  October  2, 1 803. 

Adansoii,  Michel »  a  natural- 
ist and  scientific  writer  of  Scottish  ex- 
traction, was  bom  at  Aix,  in  France 
in  1727.  After  studying  with  unusual 
success  at  the  Collece  of  Plessis  he 
spent  five  years  in  Senegal,  Africa, 
where  he  devoted  his  attention  to  the 
natural  history  of  that  country,  and 
to  the  customs  and  habits  of  its 
people.  Upon  his  return  to  Europe 
he  was  chosen  a  member  of  the  Royal 
Academy  of  Sciences  of  Paris.  As  a 
writer  he  strongly  opposed  the  system 
of  Linnteus;  as  a  naturalist  he  was 
regarded  by  many  as  the  equal,  and  by 
Cuvier  as  the  superior,  of  the  distin- 
guished Swede.     Died  ]  806. 

Adashefy  or  A  dash cy,  Alcx- 
iSy  a  Russian  statesman  distinguislied 
for  his  wise,  humane,  and  Hbcrul 
course,  was  Minister  under  Ivan  IV. 
from  1M7  to  1660.  He  was  after- 
ward disorraced  by  that  sovereign, 
and  imprisoned  at  Dorpat,  where  he 
died  in  1561. 

Addin^rton,  Anthony,  a  phy- 
sician and  intimate  friend  of  the  Earl 
of  Chatham,  was  educated  at  Oxford, 
England,  and  practised  at  Reading, 
where  he  died  m  1790. 

Addington,  Henry,  Lord 
SiDMOUTH,  an  English  politician 
and  statesman;  bom  in  17«56 ;  was  the 
son  of  Dr.  Addington,  above  men- 
tioned. He  was  a  warm  friend  and 
adherent  of  William  Pitt,  and  was,  in 
1789,  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Com- 
mons, and,  in  1801,  Chancellor  of  the 
Exchequer  and  First  Lord  of  the 
Treasury.  He  retired  from  the  lat- 
ter positions  in  1804,  and  was  then 
created  Lord  Viscount  Sidmouth. 
He  was  appointed  Home  Secretary 
in  1812.    rSed  1844. 

Addison,  Joseph,  an  English 
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muthor  of  rare  senilis  and  wit;  bom 
in  Wiltehire,  AUy  1, 1(>72;  Btudiedat 
Oxford,  where  he  acquired  distinction 
for  his  claasical  attainments  and  as  an 
accomplished  writer  of  Latin  verse. 
His  fint  production  in  English  was  a 
complimentary  poem  addressed  *  to 
Dryden,  who  was  gratified  by  the 
praise  of  the  voans  student,  and  be- 
came his  coroial  uiend.  Addison's 
family  desired  that  he  should  be  a 
clergyman ;  bat,  having  acquired  the 
friendship  of  Charles  Montagu,  the 
great  Whig  leader  and  financier,  he 
wss  induced  to  become  a  diplomatist. 
He  was  granted  a  pension  ol  £300  per 
annum ;  and,  in  order  to  study  the 
French  language  and  otherwise  pre- 
pare himself  for  diplomacy,  he  spent 
sc»me  time  in  France^  where  he  was 
complimented  by  Boileau  upon  the 
elegance  of  his  Latin  poetry.  He 
then  visited  Italy ;  but  upon  the  death 
of  William  III.  and  the  accession  of 
the  Tory  party  to  power,  he  was  de- 
prived of  his  pension  and  obliged  to 
return  to  ICngland.  Wliile  livmg  in 
a  garret  in  the  Haymarket  he  was  re- 
quested by  Lord  Godolphin,  who 
neld  the  chief  place  in  the  English 
Ministry,  to  write  a  poem  on  the  bat- 
tle of  Blenheim.  In  compliance  with 
the  wishes  of  that  Minister,  Addison 
composed  "The  Campaign,''  which 
was  received  by  the  public  with  great 
enthusiasm,  and  procured  for  the 
author  a  lucrative  position  under 
Government  In  1705  he  became 
Under-tSei'retary  of  State,  and  was  in 

1708  elected  to  rarliament,  but  fiiiled 
as  a  speaker.     He  was  appointed  in 

1709  chief  secretary  to  Lord  Whar- 
ton, Lord- Lieutenant  of  Ireland,  and 
Buon  aAer,  by  his  witty,  refined,  and 
sparkling  contributions  to  the  Tatlnr 
wad  Spjuitutor,  greatly  increased  his 
reputation  as  a  writer  and  made  the 
latter  publication  a  splendid  success. 
At  the  same  time  oe  enjoyed  un- 
bounded popularity  and  was  regarded 
as  one  of  tne  pillars  of  the  Whig 
party.  His  tragedy  of  "Cato"  ap- 
peared in  1713  amid  "thunders  of 
applause,"  and,  though  not  so  favor* 


ably  regarded  by  modem  critics, 
greatlv  added  at  that  time  to  his 
already  pre-eminmt  litenuy  fiime. 
In  1716  he  married,  after  a  long 
courtship,  the  Countess  Dowager  of 
Warwick,  who,  possessing  an  over- 
bearing and  very  jealous  disposition, 
did  not,  according  to  Dr.  Johnson, 
add  materially  to  the  happiness  of 
her  accomplished  husband.  The  year 
previous  ne  began  to  publish  the 
Freeholder,  which  is  regarded  as  his 
most  valuable  political  work,  and  was 
afterward  appointed  to  several  import- 
ant positions  in  the  Government  He 
became  in  1717  one  of  the  two  princi- 
pal (Secretaries  of  State  umler  a  new 
Ministry.  Addison,  according  to  Lord 
Macauiay,  furnished  the  only  in- 
stance where  a  person  reached  a  very 
high  position  in  the  State  by  literary 
talent  alone.    He  died  June  19,  1719. 

While  Addison'  was  a  wit,  a  poli- 
tician, and  a  man  of  the  world,  his 
writings,  in  addition  to  their  grace 
and  ele^aiic'C,  are  nearly  all  remark- 
able lor  their  genial  spirit  and  their 
loity  religious  and  moral  temlency. 
Besides  liiose  already  mentioned,  Ad- 
dison was  the  author  of  many  works, 
among  which  are  poems,  operas,  ana 
p(>litii-al  and  other  essays.  "  He  not 
only  niude  the  proper  use  of  wit  him- 
scll,"  says  Dr.  Johnson,  *'  but  taught 
it  to  others.  .  .  .  He  has  restored  vir- 
tue to  its  dignity,  and  taught  inno- 
cence not  to  be  sshamed.  This  is  an 
elevation  of  literarv  character  '  alK>ve 
all  Greek,  above  all  Koman,  fame.' " 

AdcUHon,  Bev.  Laiiceloty 
the  father  of  Joseph  Addison,  was 
bom  in  Westmoreland,  England,  in 
1G32;  studied  at  Oxfonl,  and  became 
clmplain  to  the  garrison  at  Tangier, 
A  t'rica,  where  he  remained  seven  years. 
He  was  subsequently  a  royal  chaplain. 
Dean  of  Lichfield,  and  Archdeacon 
of  Coventry.  He  was  the  author  of 
works  on  various  subjects,  including 
some  religious  treatises.     Died  1703. 

Adeler,  or  Adelaar,  Cord 
or  Coiira<l  Sivcrtseii*  bora  in 
Norway  in  1022 ;  served  with  great 
distinction  in  the  navies  of  Venice 
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and  Denmark.  He  aasiuned  com- 
mand of  the  Danish  navy  in  1663, 
and  was  created  grand  admiral  in 
1675,  during  which  year  he  died. 

Adeluni^y  Jouaan  Chiis- 
tophy  a  German  historian,  philolo- 
gist, and  lexicographer;  bom  in 
romerania  in  1732.  The  author  of 
several  works^  he  ^ned  especial  dis- 
tinction by  his  Dtetionai'y  of  the  Oer- 
man  Language,  which  cntics  have 
compared  to  the  great  work  of  Dr. 
Johnson.  It  has,  however,  been  pro- 
nounced far  superior  to  that  in  many 
particulars.  For  his  services  to  Ger- 
man literature  he  was  appointed  to 
the  office  of  Chief  Librarian  at  Dres- 
den by  the  Elector  of  Saxony,  with 
the  title  of  Court  Councillor,  which 
position  he  held  until  his  death,  in 
1806. 

Adenez^  or  Adenes^  sumamed 
Le  Roi,  a  minstrel,  was  bom  in  Bra- 
bant about  1240;  flourished  at  the 
courts  of  Henry  111.,  Duke  of  that 
country,  and  of  Philip  the  Bold,  King 
of  France. 

Adherbal*  son  of  King  Micipsa, 
ascended  the  throne  of  J^umidia  with 
Hiempsal,  his  brother,  anti  Jugurtha. 
his  cousin,  118  B.  c.  He  was  killea 
by  the  latter,  112  B.  c. 

Adil-Sliah-YiiHiify  or  Yoo- 
sufy  son  of  Amurath  11.,  Sultan  of 
Turkey,  escaping  from  the  assassins 
sent  to  kill  him  by  Mohammed  11., 
fled  flrst  to  Persia,  and  then  to  India. 
He  entered  the  military  service  of 
the  King  of  Dekkan,  under  whom  he 
rose  to  the  highest  command.  After 
the  death  of  that  monarch,  Adil-Shah- 
Yusuf  founded  a  dynasty  which 
reismed  at  B^iapoor  until  1689,  when 
it  was  overthrown  by  Aurangzebe. 
Died  about  1510. 

Adolplius,  or  Adolphy  II. » 
John,  or  Johaiuiy  Duke  of  Saxe- 
Wcissenfels;  bom  in  1685,  of  the 
electoral  or  royal  line  of  Saxony ;  en- 
tered the  military  service  of  Hesse, 
in  whicli  he  received  the  commission 
of  lieutenant-general  in  1704.  Six 
years  later  he  was  made  one  of  the 
generak  of  the  Saxon  army  by  the 


Elector  Augtistus,  and  served  against 
Charles  XII.  of  Sweden.  He  suc- 
ceeded to  the  dukedom  of  Saxe-Weis- 
senfels  in  1736.  He  was  distinguished 
as  a  brave  and  able  general.  Died 
1746. 

Adrets»  des,  Francois 
Heaumonty  a  French  nobleman 
and  Huguenot  leader,  evinced  rare 
military  genius  in  opposing  the  Catho- 
lic party.  He  afterward  joined  the 
Catnolics,  but  was  imprisoned  bv 
them  for  a  long  perioa.  He  died, 
generally  detest^  oy  all  parties,  in 
1587. 

Adrian  I«,  Pope,  was  elected  in 
772.  His  provinces  were  invaded  by 
Desideriiis,  King  of  the  Longobards, 
whom  he  threatened  with  excommu- 
nication. Although  the  invader 
halted  in  his  career,  he  appears  tp 
have  been  more  influenced  by  nis  fears 
of  Charlemagne,  tlie  protector  of  the 
Pope,  than  by  any  dread  of  the 
anathemas  of  the  Cliurch.  During  the 
pontiflcate  of  Adrian  the  worship  of  im- 
ages was  fully  reco^ized  as  one  of  the 
fundamental  doctrines  of  the  Church 
of  Rome  by  the  Gix;umenical  Council 
of  Nice.  As  a  ruler  Adrian  appears 
to  have  been  wise  and  munificent,  and 
the  time  of  his  pontificate  was  one  of 
prosperity  to  his  people.  Died  795. 
Adrian  II. »  Pope  of  Rome  from 
867  until  his  death,  in  872. 

Adrian  III.,  elected  Pope  in 
884.    Died  885. 

Adrian   IV«    was   bom    about 
1100,  near  St  Albans,  England.    His 
;  true  name  was  Nicholas  Breakspere. 
j  He  removed  to  France,  where  he  was 
chosen  abbot  of  a  monastery  in  1137. 
I  The  strictness  of  his  mle  causing  dif- 
I  ficulty  with  his  sul)ordinate8,  he  went 
I  to  Rome,  where  he  was  received  with 
■  great  favor  by  Pope  Engenius  111., 
I  who  in   1146  made    him   Cardinal- 
I  Bishop  of  Albano.    He  was  elected 
Pope  to  succeed  Anastasius  IV.  in 
;  llo4.    His  lofty  idea  of  the  papal 
I  power  involved  him  in  serious  diffi- 
culties with  Frederick  of  Suabia,  Em- 
peror of  Gemianv,  which  continued 
to  the  next  pontificate.    Died  1159. 
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Adrian  Y*f  elected  Pope  in 
1276.     Died  in  that  year. 

Adrian  VI*,  born  at  Utredit, 
succeeded  Leo  X.  as  Pope  in  1521. 
B[e  became  very  unpopular  by  reason 
of  his  attempts  at  reformation  in  the 
Catholic  Church.  The  Roman  people 
and  courtiers  openly  rejoiced  at  his 
death,  which  occurred  in  1523. 

Adye,  Sir  John  Miller,  K. 
C.  6.,  an  English  general;  bom  in 
Kent  in  1819 ;  studied  at  the  Military 
Academy,  Woolwich,  and  served  with 
distinction  as  a  brigadier-general 
throughout  the  Crimean  War  and 
Indian  Mutiny.  Several  medals  have 
been  conferred  upon  him,  and  in 
1874,  with  the  Queen's  permission,  he 
received  from  the  President  of  the 
French  Republic  the  insignia  of  Com- 
mander of  the  Order  of  the  Legion 
of  Honor.  He  was  appointed  Oover^ 
nor  of  the  Royal  Military  College  at 
Woolwich  in  June,  1875,  and  in  the 
following  December  was  given  the 
brevet  rank  of  major-general. 

ilSmiHa  Tertia,  a  Roman  ma- 
tron, wife  of  the  elder  Scipio  Afri- 
canua.  Her  father  was  Paul  us 
^milius,  and  her  daughter  Cornelia 
was  mother  of  the  Gracchi. 

^milianusy  Marcus  Ju- 
lius ^miliuSy  bom  in  Mauritania 
about  208  A.  D.;  served  in  the  Ro- 
man army  during  the  reign  of  the 
£mperor  Gallus,  and  was  by  him 
appointed  Governor  of  Pannonia  and 
Mcesia.  He  was  afterward  proclaimed 
Emperor  by  his  soldiers ;  and  Gallus, 
while  attempting  to  subdue  him,  was 
killed  by  his  own  troops,  who  favored 
the  new  Emperor.  jE^ilianus  met 
with  the  same  fate  at  Spoletum  in 
25-1  A.  D. 

.^UuiliuSy  Mamercus,  three 
times  Dictator  of  Rome,  was  first 
chosen  to  that  office  in  437  b.  c. 

.^Bniilius,  Paulus  or  Paul- 
luSy  1*9  Consul  of  Rome  and  an  able 
military  commander,  was  killed  at 
the  battle  of  Canntt,  216  B.  c. 

.ffimilius,  Paulus  or  Paul- 
Ins,  II.    See  Paulus. 

.Maeeef   Henricus^  a  Dutch 


mathematician  and  the  author  of  va- 
rious scientific  treatises.  Bom  1743; 
died  1810. 

.^neas  Sylvius*    See  Pits  II. 

u^Bpinus,  Franz  Maria  Ul- 
ric  Theodory  a  Germra  scientist 
and  writer  whose  real  name  was 
Hoch ;  bOm  at  Rostock  in  1724.  He 
went  in  1757  to  St.  Petersburg,  where 
he  was  appointed  professor  of  physios, 
and  where  he  made  several  important 
discoveries  in  reference  to  electricity 
and  other  subjects  of  natural  philoso- 
phy.   Died  1802. 

^pinusy  John,  a  Lutheran 
theologian  and  polemical  writer. 
Bom  in  Brandenburg  in  1499 ;  died 
1553. 

Aerschoty  Dukb  of.    See  Aab-

Aersens.    See  Aabsens. 

Aertsen,  Peter,  a  Dutch  his- 
torical painter  of  rare  ability.  Bom 
1519 ;  died  1573. 

Aertsz,  Bichardy  a  Dutch  his- 
torical painter.  Born  1482;  died 
1577. 

^SchineSy  an  Athenian  orator ; 
bom  about  389  b.  c.  ;  famous  as  the 
rival  of  ^Demosthenes;  served  with 
distinction  under  Phocion  at  the 
battle  of  Tanivnse  and  in  other  en- 

fa^ements.  lie  was  at  first  hostile  to 
*hilip  of  Macedon,  but  his  entire 
conduct  was  changed  ailer  visiting 
that  sovereign,  and  he  was  charged  by 
Demosthenes  with  preferring  the  gold 
of  Macedonia  to  the  interests  of 
Athens.  Then  began  the  ever-mem- 
orable contest  between  these  mighty 
orators.  Demosthenes  was  finally  de- 
clared the  conqueror  and  .^schines 
was  banished,  «330  B.  c.  He  added 
to  his  distinction  by  teaching  rhetoric 
at  Rhodes.    Died  314  B.  c. 

^scliineSy  sumamed  Socrati- 
cus,  a  &vorite  disciple  of  Socrates ; 
livcKl  about  860  B.  c. 

iBschyluSy  the  earliest  of  the  great 
trafrie  poets  of  Greece ;  bom  at  Eleu- 
sis,  in  Attica,  525  B.  c. ;  served  with 
distinction  at  the  battle  of  Marathon, 
and  in  484  was  awarded  his  first  prize 
in  tragedy.     Being  vanquished  in  a 
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oontest  with  Sophocles  in  468,  he 
visited  Svraciue,  where  he  was  cor- 
dially welcomed  by  King  Hiero.  Be- 
tuming  to  Athens,  he  was  killed,  456 
B.  c,  by  a  tortoise  which  an  eagle 
dropped  upon  his  head.  Among  th« 
wonu  of  .£8chylu8  were  seventy 
tragedies  (seven  of  which,  including 
PrometKeuB  Bound,  have  been  pre- 
served until  the  present  time)  and 
many  satires.  He  is  said  to  have  won 
thirteen  prizes.  Lord  Macaulay  says 
of  his  wntings :  **  Considered  as  plays, 
his  works  are  absurd ;  considered  as 
choruses,  they  are  above  all  pruse. 
.  .  .  But  if  we  forset  the  characters 
and  think  only  of  the  poetry,  we  shall 
admit  that  it  has  never  been  sur- 
passed in  energy  and  magnificence.'' 

^SOPy  famous  as  the  author  ^f 
many  ikbles  to  which  his  name  is  at- 
tached, is  supposed  to  have  been  bom 
in  Phrygia  about  619  B.  c.  Havinjg; 
been  enslaved,  he  was  liberated  by  his 
master,  ladraon  the  Samian,  on  ac- 
count of  his  talents.  His  writings  are 
marked  bv  good  sense,  brevity,  and 
wit.    Died  564  b.  c. 

^HOpiiSy  regarded  as  the  great- 
est of  Roman  tragic  actors,  was  a  con- 
temporary of  Rcwcius  and  a  friend  of 
Cicero,    lie  left  the  stage  about  55 

B.C. 

AetioOy  a  Greek  painter  of  rare 
merit)  is  supposed  to  have  flourished 
near  the  end  of  the  fourth  century 
B.C.  The  best-known  of  his  paint- 
ings is  that  of  **The  Marriage  of 
Alexander  the  Great  and  Roxana." 

AetiuSy  a  Roman  general ;  bom 
about  400  A.  D. ;  for  many  vears  de- 
fended Gaul  fVom  the  inroaos  of  bar- 
barians with  skill  and  success.  In  451, 
with  Theodoric,  King  of  the  Visi- 
goths, he  gained  a  decisive  victory 
over  Attila  near  Chalons-sur-Mame, 
compelling  him  to  raise  the  siege  of 
Orleans  and  to  retreat  beyond  the 
Rhine.  He  was  killed  454  by  the 
Emperor  Yalentinian,  who  was  jeal- 
ous of  his  popular  and  able  officer. 

Aetius,  a  distinguished  Greek 
physician  and  writer  of  the  latter 
part  of  the  fifth  century. 


AiTOy  IreneOt  a  philolop:i8ty  an- 
tiquary, and  voluminous  historical 
writer :  bom  in  the  Duchy  of  Pftrma 
in  1741.    Died  about  1800. 

Aflfonso.    See  Alfonso. 

AlAre,  Denis  Ausruste,  a 
French  prelate  and  writer;  bom  in 
1793;  became  Archbishop  of  Paris 
in  1840,  and  was  killed  during  the 
insurrection  of  1848  while  attempting 
to  check  the  fearfiil  slaughter  of  the 
people.  He  was  the  author  of  several 
religious  works. 

Africanufiu    See  Scipio  Afbi- 

CANT78. 

Afzelins,  Adam,  bora  in  Swe- 
den in  1750:  studied  botany  under 
the  celebratea  Linnseus;  went  to  Eng- 
land in  1789,  and  as  botanist  to  the 
Sierra  Leone  Company  visited  Africa, 
where  he  remained  for  two  years  mak- 
ing collections.  He  was  afterward 
professor  in  the  University  of  UpsaL 
Died  1836. 

Ag«9  Mohammedy  a  successful 
conqueror  and  founder  of  the  reign- 
ing dynasty  of  Persia ;  bom  in  1734. 
He  began  in  1780  the  conquest  of 
Persia,  Georgia,  and  Khorassan,  and 
reduced  the  greater  portion  of  these 
countries  to  subjection.  He  was  killed 
by  an  assassin  in  1797. 

Agassiz,  Liouf  Hy  one  of  the  most 
eminent  naturalists  of  the  present  cen- 
tury ;  was  bom  in  the  parish  of  Mot- 
tier,  Switzerland,  in  1807.  He  was  the 
son  of  a  Protestant  clergyman.  After 
pursuing  his  scientific  studies  at  dif- 
ferent universities,  he  graduated  at 
Munich  in  1830.  At  about  that  time 
he  prepared  a  valuable  work  in  Latin 
on  the  fishes  of  Brazil.  He  travelled 
extensively  in  Europe  to  perfSect  him- 
self especially  in  ichthyology,  and 
about  1833  accepted  the  chair  of 
natural  history  at  Neufch&tel.  He 
came  to  the  United  States  in  1846, 
and  the  year  after  became  professor 
of  zoology  and  geolo^  in  tne  Uni- 
versitv  of  Harvard.  He  was  subse- 
quently offered  the  professorship  of 
natural  history  in  the  University  of 
Edinburgh,  but  refused  it,  as  he  pre- 
ferred to  remain  in  America.  In  lo65, 
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with  several  aggiatanta,  he  made  a 
fldentifio  expedition  to  the  Amazon. 
In  1868  he  wajs  appointed  to  a  non- 
resident profetsonhip  at  Cornell  Uni- 
versity, N.  Y. 

AoiMii  has  rendered  immense 
benefits  to  the  cautie  of  science 
throughout  the  dvilized  world,  and 
has  especially  luded  in  the  difiuuon 
of  acieutific  knoirledge  in  America. 
He  wrote  numerous  works,  some  of 
them  in  the  French  language,  on  nat- 
ural history,  besides  contributing  many 
articles  on  the  same  subject  to  the 

eiriodicals  of  Europe  ana  America, 
e  also  gave  several  courses  of  lec- 
tures at  l^ston.  He  originated  some 
brilliant  theories  in  reference  to 
geology  and  the  action  of  glaciers^  to 
which  latter  subject  he  gave  minute  at- 
tention, and  about  whicn  he  produced 
one  of  his  greatest  works,  entitled 
EtadtB  tw  lei  Oiaeien.  He  also  de- 
voted much  time  and  several  of  his 
works  to  ichthyology. 

Although  Agaasia  attempted  to 
harmonize  the  statements  of  tne  Pen- 
tateuch with  the  teachings  of  science, 
he  opposed  ihe  theory  that  all  the 
human  family  are  descended  from  a 
single  pair.  "  He  is,"  says  a  promi- 
nent writer,  **  not  merely  a  scieutific 
thinker :  he  is  a  scientim:  force ;  and 
no  small  portion  of  the  immense  in- 
fluence he  exerts  is  due  to  the  ener^, 
intensity,  and  geniality  which  distin- 
guish the  nature  of  the  man."  Died 
December  14, 1873. 

Ap^tharchuSy  a  Greek  painter ; 
flourished  shout  480  b.  c. ;  is  said  to 
have  been  the  first  to  adopt  the  rules 
of  perspective  as  appliea  to  his  art, 
and  to  have  invented  scene- painting. 
It  is  said  that  he  painted  a  scene  for  a 
tragedy  which  Juichylus  exhibited. 

A^^tliarchuSy  a  Greek  painter, 
bom  at  Samos,  in  Asia  Minor,  about 
450  B.  c.  He  was  patronized,  among 
others,  by  Alcibiades. 

AgatnocleSy  a  tyrant  of  Syra- 
cuse noted  for  his  ability,  cruelty,  and 
perfidy,  was  a  native  of  Sicily,  and 
began  his  reign  in  317  b.  c,  at  the 
age  of  forty-four.     It  is  stated  by 


Diodorus  Siculns  that  Agathodes's 
death,  which  occurred  in  280  b.  c, 
was  caused  by  a  poisoned  toothpick, 
given  him  at  the  instigation  of  his 
grandson,  which  produced  gangrene  of 
the  mouth  and  rendered  him  speech- 
less, in  which  condition  he  was  placed 
on  a  funeral  pyre  and  burnt  alive. 

Ac^thon,  or  Agratho,  a  tragic 
poet ;  bom  at  Athens,  Greece,  about 
450  B.  c.    Died  at  the  ase  of  fifty. 

Agrosandery  a  celeLrated  scul^ 
tor  of  Bhodes;  said  to  have  lived 
during  the  first  century  of  the  Chris- 
tian enu 

Agresllaus  I.,  King  of  Sparta; 
reigned  about  900  b.  c. 

Agresilaus  II.  ascended  the 
throne  <^  Sparta  398  B.  c,  and 
reigned  for  thirty-seven  years — a 
most  important  period  in  the  history 
of  that  country.  He  directed  a  suo- 
cessifiil  invasion  of  Persia,  during 
which,  as  well  as  in  the  subsequent  hos- 
tilities between  Sparta  and  the  other 
states  of  Greece,  he  displayed  rare 
ability  both  as  a  general  and  as  a 
statesman.    Died  about  301  b.  c. 

Agriluinis,  or  Agrilulphns,  at 
one  time  Duke  of  Turin,  beuuue 
King  of  the  Longobards  in  590  a.  d.; 
embraced  Christianity  and  materially 
promoted  the  civilization  and  welfare 
of  his  people.    Died  616. 

AjgiSy  the  name  of  four  kings 
of  Sparta  who  respectively  began 
their  reigns  1000  B.  c,  427  b.  c,  338 
B.  c,  and  244  B.  o.  The  last,  attempt- 
ing to  reform  the  manners  of  his 
people  and  to  restore  the  ancient  cus- 
toms of  Sparta,  became  very  unpopu- 
lar ;  was  condemned  to  death  by  the 
Ephori  for  undertaking  to  subvert  the 
laws  of  the  country,  and  was  exe- 
cuted 240  B.  c. 

Ag^ellOy  an  historical  writer  and 
Abbot  of  Ravenna,  Italv;  lived  in 
the  latter  part  of  the  nintii  century. 

AgneSf  daughter  of  Albert  I., 
Duke  of  Austria,  who  was  assassi- 
nated in  1308.  She  became  notorious 
for  the  extreme  cruelty  with  which 
she  caused  not  only  those  guilty  of  the 
death  of  her  fitiher,  but  also  parties 
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entirely  innooeDt  of  that  ciimei  to  be 
tortured  and  put  to  death.  Died 
1364. 

Agrnesiy  Maiia  Gaetana*  an 
Italian  lady  poeseflsing  rare  talents  as 
a  mathematician  and  linguist:  bom 
at  Milan  in  1718 ;  was  the  author  of 
the  fnstiiuzioni AruUUiehe  (^'Analyti- 
cal Institutions"),  a  mathematical 
work  of  great  merit  and  celebrity. 
While  her  father,  a  professor  in  the 
University  of  Bologna,  was  ill,  she 
performed  his  duties  in  that  capacity 
for  a  considerable  period.  Died  1799. 

Agrnolo,  d%  BacciOy  an  archi- 
tect and  sculptor  in  wood  of  great 
merit;  bom  at  Florence,  Italy,  in 
1460.    Died  1543. 

Afirricola^  Cnaeus  JuIinSy  a 

Roman  general;  bom  in  GauL  87 
A.  D.  He  was  a  favorite  of  the  Em- 
peror Vespasian,  who  conferred  many 
honors  upon  him.  He  became  Consul 
in  77,  and  soon  after  was  appointed 
Governor  of  Britain,  where  he  pur- 
sued a  wise  and  liberal  policy  toward 
the  people  of  that  country.  He  sub- 
sequently led  an  army  into  Scotland 
and  established  a  line  of  fortresses 
from  the  Frith  of  Forth  to  the  Clyde. 
He  was  removed  from  his  command 
by  the  Emperor  Domitian,  who  is  ac- 
cused of  having  caused  his  death  by 
poison  in  93.  A  daughter  of  Agrio- 
ola  became  the  wife  of  Tacitus  the 
historian. 

Afirricola,  QeoT^f  a  German 
mineralogist  and  scientific  writer; 
bom  in  &ixony  about  1490.  He  was 
highly  commended  by  Cuvier.  Died 
1555. 

Agrricola,  John,  or  Johann, 
originally  John  Schneider,  or 
Scnnitter,  a  voluminous  theologi- 
cal writer,  and  the  founder  of  the 
sect  called  Antinomians;  bom  in 
Prussian  Saxony  in  1492 ;  was  at  one 
time  an  ardent  disciple  of  Luther, 
but  subsequently  became  very  hostile 
to  him  and  his  doctrines.  Died  in 
1566. 

Aprricola,  Rudolph,  a  Dutch 
daasical  scholar;  bom  in  Friesland 
in  1443.    Died  1485. 


Afirrippa,  Henry  ComeliuB, 

a  notorious  astrologer,  physician,  and 
writer  on  theology ;  bom  at  Cologne 
in  1486.  In  early  life  he  served  in 
the  German  army  with  credit,  and 
was  afterward  favored  by  several  sov- 
ereigns, though  by  many  be  was  re- 
garoed  as  a  heretic  and  impostor. 
Died  1535. 

Agrrippa,  Marcos  Yipsani- 
us,  a  Roman  soldier  and  statesman ; 
bom  63  B.  c. ;  married  Julia,  the 
widow  of  Maroellus,  and  became  the 
intimate  friend  of  0!ctavius,  afterward 
the  Emperor  Augustus.  To  the  wis- 
dom of  Agrippa's  counsel  Is  attributed 
a  laige  portion  of  the  success  of  Oo- 
tavius,  wno  subseouently  adopted  two 
(^  his  sons.    Diea  12  b.  c. 

A^Ti^ppina,  daughter  of  the 
precedii^,  was  the  wife  of  Caesar 
Uermanicus  and  the  mother  of  the 
Emperor  Caligula.    Died  about  31 

A.  D. 

Agrrippina  II.,  or  Agrip- 
pina  Augrusta,  daughter  of  the 
preceding ;  noted  for  her  cruelty  and 
immorality ;  was  the  mother  of  Nero 
by  DomitiuS)  her  first  husband.  After 
the  death  of  the  latter  she  married  her 
uncle^  the  Emperor  Claudius,  whom 
she  poisoned.  Nero  caused  her  to  be 
executed  in  60  a.  b. 

Ag^esseau,  d%  Henri  Fran- 
cis, or  Dagruesseau,  a  French 
lawyer  and  statesman  under  Louis 
XIV.,  and  the  author  of  numerous 
State  and  political  papers ;  bom  at 
Lunoges  in  1668.  He  stood  at  the 
head  of  the  legal  profession  in 
France,  and  was  greatly  distinguished 
as  well  for  his  eloquence  as  for  his  learn- 
ing. In  public  affairs  he  pursued,  as 
far  as  possible,  a  liberal  policy  and 
inaugurated  important  legislative  re- 
forms.   Died  in  Febroary,  1761. 

Agruilar,  Grace,  a  popular  au- 
thoress and  descendant  of  a  family 
of  Spanish  Jews ;  bom  near  London 
in  1816.    Died  1847. 

Alienobarbus,  liUcius  Do- 
mitius,  a  Boman  general;  chosen 
Consul  in  54  B.  o. ;  was  an  enemy  of 
Julius  Cssar,  whom  he  was  appointed 
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to  saooeed  in  tiie  oomiuaiid  of  Farther 
Gaul  in  49  B.  c.  He  ably  opposed 
OBeaar^s  invasion  of  Italy;  but,  the 
troops  favoring  his  enemy,  Ahen- 
o^jarbus   was    defeated    and    taken 

Srisoner  at  Corfiniom.  Afterward 
berated,  he  was  slain,  while  com- 
manding a  portion  of  the  army  of 
Pompey,  at  the  battle  of  Pharaalia, 
in  48  B.  o. 

Ahlwardt,  Christian  Wil- 
helniy  a  German  linguist  of  great 
learning.    Bom  in  1760;  died  1830. 

Aluned-Keduky  or  Aeh- 
met  GreduCy  a  Turkish  general 
and  Grand  Yitier  to  Mahomet  II. ; 
gained  great  renown  as  a  military 
commander  under  Bajazet,  the  tuo- 
oesBor  of  Mahomet,  by  the  conqoest 
of  the  Crimea  and  other  provinces, 
and  by  the  suppression  of  the  rebel 
Jem,  brother  to  the  Sultan.  His  over- 
bearing conduct,  however,  alienated 
the  friendship  of  Bajazet,  who  ordered 
him  put  to  death  in  1482. 

Ahmed  Khan  Abdalee,  or 
Abdallee^  also  known  as  Ahmed 
Shah,  a  victorious  military  leader 
who  first  served  under  Nadir  Shah. 
He  reduced  to  his  own  sway  Afghan- 
istan and  the  eastern  portion  of  Per- 
sia. He  founded  m  the  former 
country  the  Dooranee  dynastv,  and 
ascended  the  throne  at  Cwidahar  in 
1747.    Died  1773. 

Aiken,  John,  an  English 
vrriter;  bom  in  1747.  Among  his 
works  a  large  biographical  diction- 
ary, entitled  Oeneral  Biography^  has 
adcled  the  most  to  his  reputation. 
Died  1822. 

Aiken,  liUcy,  daughter  of  the 
foregoing;  bom  in  1781;  was  the 
author  of  a  Life  of  Jowph  Addiaon 
and  other  works.    Died  1864. 

Ainsworth,  Robert,  an  Eng- 
lish classical  scholar  and  writer; 
widely  known  for  his  valuable  Latin 
dictionary.    Bora  1660-  died  1743. 

Ainsworth,  William  Har- 
li8on,  an  English  novelist;  bom  in 
1805 ;  was  at  an  early  age  articled  to 
a  solicitor,  and  before  attaining  his 
majority  produced  the  romance   of 


Sir  John  CkiverUmj  which  was  highly 
commended  by  Sir  AValter  Scott.  He 
soon  after  renounced  the  study  of  law 
and  devoted  his  attention  exclusively 
to  literature.  He  became  in  184^ 
editor  of  the  New  MofMy  Magatine, 
His  works  are  very  popular  in  Ameri- 
ca. Among  them  are :  Jack  Hkey' 
pard ;  Ovy  FdwktB ;  The  Star  Cham- 
ber; BalktdSf  RomantiCflbntastiecUfOind 
Humoroua;  Marvyn  GlUheroe;  The 
(hmbat  of  the  Thirty;  OardincU  PnU; 
of^  7%e  Days  </  PhUm  and  Mary; 
Meny  Enyiand  ;  or.  Nobles  and  Serfs  ; 
and  Ohetwjfnd  CtUverley,  Died  Janu- 
ary 2,  1882. 

Airy,  Sir  George  Biddell, 
K.  C.  B.,  F.  R.  S.,  Astronomer  Royal 
of  England  ;  bom  at  Alnwick,  Noith- 
umbenand,  June  27,  1801 ;  was 
educated  at  Trinity  College.  Cam- 
bridge, where  he  graduated  in  1823, 
and  of  which  he  was  chosen  a  Fel- 
low in  1824.  He  was  elected  Lucasian 
professor  in  1820,  and  to  the  Plumian 
professorship  in  1828,  in  which  posi- 
tion he  hsA  the  entire  management 
of  the  Cambridge  Observatory.  He 
became  Astronomer  Royal  in  1835, 
since  which  time  he  has  made  many 
valuable  contributions  to  science,  and 
has  been  awarded  the  medal  of  the 
French  Institute,  the  Copley  medal 
of  the  Royal  Society,  the  Royal 
medal  of  the  same,  two  medals  of  the 
Royal  Astronomical  Society,  and  the 
medal  of  the  Institution  of  Civil 
Engineers,  as  a  reward  for  his  valu- 
able discoveries  and  other  services. 
Several  honorary  d^jees  and  mem- 
berships have  also  been  conferred 
upon  him,  and  in  July,  1872,  he  was 
created  a  Knight  Commander  of  the 
Bath.  He  was  for  some  years  Presi- 
dent of  the  Royal  Society  of  London. 

Aischah.    See  Ateshah. 

Aiyoob,  Ibn-Shadi,  a  native 
of  Armenia,  of  the  twelfth  century : 
was  the  father  of  the  celebrated 
Saladin,  who  founded  the  dynasty  of 
the  Aivoobites.     Died  1173. 

Akoar,  Akber,  Acbar,  or 
Ackbar,  sumamed  Jalal-ed- 
Deen,  "Glory  of  the    Faith,"  the 
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most  illusirioue  of  the  Mogul  Em- 
perors ;  born  in  the  valley  of  uie  Indus 
in  1541^  durins  the  deposition  and  exile 
of  his  father,  Humayoon.  While  very 
young  he  rendered  efficient  services  as 
a  soloier  in  the  restoration  of  that  sov- 
ereign to  his  throne,  and  was  early  dia- 
tiuguished  for  his  courage,  accomplish- 
ments, generosity,  and  rare  military  ge- 
nius. His  court  waa  cekbrated  for  its 
Oriental  splendor.  During  his  reign 
he  conquered  Bengal  and  the  greater 
part  of  the  Dekkan.  As  a  ruler  he  dis- 
played great  wisdom  and  magnanim- 
ity, and  deserved  especial  commenda- 
tion for  the  humanity  and  liberality 
jwith  which  he  treated  his  subjects^ 
of  whatever  nationality  or  religious 
belief.  He  caused  a  census  to  be 
carefully  taken  and  post-routes  to  be 
establhihed  throughout  his  immense 
dominions,  and  eflected  many  import- 
ant reforms  in  the  administration  of 
public  affiurs.  He  died  in  1C05,  having 
reined  fifty-one  years.  His  son 
Selim,  or  Jehangeer,  succeeded  him 
as  Emperor  of  the  Moguls. 

Akenside,  Mark,  an  English 
physician,  poet,  and  classical  scholar ; 
bom  at  ISewcastle-on-Tyne  in  1721 ; 
studied  at  Edinbursh  and  Leyden. 
His  poem  entitled  The  Pieasurtu  o/'  iht 
ImagifuUMn  was  greatly  admirea  by 
Dr.  Johnson  ana  other  critics,  and 
was  the  most  celebrated  of  his  works. 
Died  1770. 

Ala-ed-Deen,  or  Aladdin, 
a  military  commander;  son  of  Os- 
man,  founder  of  the  Ottoman  dv- 
nastv;  flourished  in  the  latter  half 
of  the  fourteenth  centurv.  He  was 
the  first  to  organize  ana  discipline 
the  celebrated  body  of  troops  known 
as  Janissaries. 

Alarcou  y  Mendoza^dey  Don 
tJuau  Ruiz,  a  Spanish  lawyer  and 
dramatic  poet ;  bom  in  Mexico  about 
1700.  He  went  to  Spain  at  an  earl^ 
age,  and  made  his  permanent  reu- 
dence  in  that  country.  His  dramatic 
works  are  admired  as  well  for  their 
monl  tone  as  for  Uieir  literary  merits. 

AlariCf  one  of  the  most  celebrated 
barbarian  conquerors  of  the   Dark 


Ages  and  King  of  the  Visi^ths; 
bom  about  350  a.  d.  ;  served  in  the 
Roman  army  during  the  reign  of 
Theodosius,  and  all^:ward,  in  396. 
invaded  the  Empire  of  the  East  and 
reduced  Corinth  and  other  places  of 
importance.  He  was  soon  after  sue- 
oeesiully  opposed  by  Stilicho  and  in- 
duced to  make  a  treaty  with  the  Em- 
peror Arcadius,  whose  service  he 
entered  with  the  rank  of  ^^eneral. 
He  invaded  Italy,  however,  m  402; 
was  defeated  at  PoUentia,  and  evacu- 
ated the  country.  Six  years  later  he 
marched  to  the  gates  of  Bome^  but 
retired  on  receiving  from  the  dtixens 
five  thousand  pounds  of  gold  and 
thirty  thousand  pounds  of  saver.  In 
410,  his  propoHils  for  a  treaty  not 
having  been  accepted  by  the  Empe- 
ror Ilonoriiis,  he  again  marched  to 
Rome,  took  the  city,  and  for  six  days 
allowed  it  to  be  pillaged  by  his  troops. 
He  died  on  his  march  toward  Sicily 
during  the  same  year. 

Albani,  or  Albano,  Fran- 
cesco, an  Italian  painter.  Bom  at 
Bologna  in  1578;  died  1660. 

Albeuiarle,  Dtjks  of.  See 
Monk. 

Alberoni,  Giulio,  Cabdimal, 
bom  at  Piacenza  in  1604.  Sent  as 
agent  for  the  Duke  of  Parma  to  the 
court  of  Madrid,  he  became  a  favor- 
ite of  Philip  v.,  who  obtained  for 
him  a  Cardinal's  liat  and  made  him 
Prime  Minister  of  Spain  in  17 Id. 
Ambitious  to  restore  that  country  to 
its  former  power  and  glory,  and  re- 
strained by  neither  wisdom  nor  pru- 
dence, he  caused  the  Spanish  forces 
to  invade  Sardinia,  then  belonging  to 
the  Emperor  of  Germany,  and  to 
seize  several  towns.  This  conduct 
caused  great  indignation  throughout 
Europe.  Alberoni  was  removed  from 
ofiice  and  banished  from  Spain.  Died 
in  Italy  in  1792. 

Albert  I«,  Duke  of  Austria; 
bom  in  1248;  elected  Emperor  of 
Germany  in  1298.  Several  of  his 
noble&  incited  by  his  tyrannical  con- 
duct, formed  a  conspiracy  and  assassi- 
nated him  in  1308. 
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Albert^  Abchduke,  of  Aus- 
tria ;  bom  in  1559 ;  was  one  of  the 
Qoveraore  of  the  Low  CknintrieB  dur- 
ing the  reign  of  Philip  II.,  whose 
daughter  Isabella  he  had  married^ 
Albert  was  defeated  in  1600  at  Nieu- 
port  by  the  Butch  under  Maurice  of 
X^asBau.  Four  years  later  he  captured 
Ostend,  after  a  siege  of  three  yeais. 
Died  1621. 

Albert,  Frederick  Ru- 
dolph, an  Austrian  Archduke  and 
general ;  bom  at  Vienna  in  1817 ; 
served  in  Italy,  where  he  won  the 
battle  of  Custocza  in  1806,  and  was 
made  commander-in-chief  of  the  Aus- 
trian forces. 

Albert,  or  Albert  Francis 
Augustus  Charles  Emman- 
uel, Prince  of  Saxe-Coburg-Ootha, 
and  consort  of  Queen  Victoria  of 
£ngland ;  bora  in  1819:  was  married 
in  1840.  Two  years  later  he  was 
chosen  Chancellor  of  the  University 
of  Cambridge.  He  was  made  a  Fiela- 
Marshal  and  appointed  to  many  other 
positions.  To  nis  enterprise  and  abil- 
ity as  chairman  of  the  Council,  the 
country  was  indebted  for  the  success 
of  the  great  Exhibition  at  London  in 
1851.  He  displayed  great  wisdom  in 
the  delicate  position  which  he  occu- 
pied ;  and,  while  he  was  careful  not 
to  arouse  the  jealousy  of  the  British 
people,  he  rendered,  as  chief  coun- 
sellor of  the  Queen,  invaluable  ser- 
vices to  her  and  to  tne  nation,  and  by 
his  enlightened  policy  and  able  states- 
manship won  universal  esteem  and 
admiration.  Died  December  14, 1861. 

Albert  Edward.    See  Wales. 

Albertl,  Lieon  Battista,  an 
Italian  architect  and  painter ;  bom  in 
1404.  He  was  the  author  of  many 
poemsy  a  valuable  TVeaiise  on  Arehi- 
kthartf  and  of  other  works.  Died  in 
1472. 

Albinos   Flaccus.    See    Al- 

CUIN. 

Alboin  succeeded  his  father,  Al- 
duin,  as  King  of  the  Longobards 
about  653.  He  reduced  the  Oepid« 
to  pofect  submission,  slew  their  King, 
Cunimund,  whose    daughter    Bosa* 


mond  he  forcibly  married.  In  570 
he  invaded  Northern  Italy,  amquer- 
ing  a  large  portion  of  that  country, 
and  carrying  his  arms  as  fiar  as  Spo- 
leto.  He  was  assassinated  in  573  at 
the  instigation  of  his  wife,  whom  he 
had  requested  to  drink  wine  at  a  ban- 
quet from  the  skull  of  her  £either, 
Cunimund. 

Alboni,  Marietta,  an  Italian 
vocalist :  born  at  Cesena,  in  the  States 
of  the  Church,  in  1824 ;  studied  under 
Rossini,  and  made  her  dibut  at  the 
communal  theatre  at  Bologna,  and 
afterward  fiilly  established  her  repu- 
tation at  the  theatre  of  La  Scala,  at 
Milan.  She  appeared  in  London  in 
1846  as  a  counter-attraction  to  Jenny 
Lind,  and  in  Paris  the  year  follow- 
ing. She  was  recognized  as  one  of 
the  leading  singers  of  Europe.  After 
visiting  Amenca  and  various  coun- 
tries of  Europe,  she  married  Count 
Pepolo  of  the  Koman  States,  but  con- 
tinued on  the  stage  under  her  maiden- 
name.  She  retired  from  the  stage  in 
1863. 

Albuquerque,  Alfonso, 
Marquis  de,  sumamed  the  Great, 
a  military  and  naval  commander,  was 
bom  of  royal  lineage  near  Alhandra, 
in  Portugal,  in  1453.  He  subdued 
Malacca,  Goa^  and  other  provinces 
and  places  of  importance,  and  during 
his  administration  of  affairs  raised 
the  power  and  glory  of  his  native 
land  to  the  highest  point  in  India 
and  in  the  surrounding  countries. 
Died  1616. 

AlcaeuSy  a  Greek  lyric  poet  who 
lived  about  600  b.  c.  His  productions 
were  greatly  admired  by  Horace, 
Quintilian,  and  other  celebrated  wri- 
ters. 

AlelbiadeSy  an  Athenian  gen- 
eral and  statesman,  the  son  of  Cleinias 
and  Dionomache,  the  sister  of  Peri- 
cles, was  bom  450  B.  c.  He  was  the 
ward  of  Pericles  and  the  disciple  of 
Socrates.  In  416  he  was  given  the 
command  of  the  expedition  to  Sicily, 
having  urgently  advocated  the  con- 
quest of  that  island.  During  his  ab- 
sence he  was  accused  of  impiety.   His 
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property  was  confiscated  and  he  was 
forced  to  seek  refuge  at  Sparta,  and 
atlerward  with  Tissaphemes,  a  Per- 
sian Satrap.  He  was  recalled  in  407 
by  the  Athenians,  who,  under  his 
command,  regained  their  ascendency 
over  the  Spartans.  Further  chaises 
having  been  preferred  against  him, 
he  sought  the  protection  of  Phama- 
basus,  another  Pendan  Satrap,  by 
whom,  at  the  instigation  of  Lysaiider, 
he  was  assassinated  in  404  B.  c 

Alcmaiiy  said  to  have  been  the 
greatest  of  the  lyric  poets  of  Sparta ; 
uved  about  650  B.  c.  His  poems  were 
greatly  admired  by  the  ancients^  and 
the  few  fragments  of  them  which  yet 
remain  are  distinguished  for  their 
spirit  and  beauty. 

Alcbtty  Louisa  May,  an 
Am^ican  author,  daughter  of  Amos 
Bronson  Alcott,  was  bora  at  Grerman- 
town.  Pa.,  in  1833.  She  was  during  the 
civil  war  a  hospital  nurse.  She  has 
contributed  numerous  articles  to  the 
AUaniie  Monthly  and  written  several 
novels,  among  which  are  LUtU  Wo- 
mtn,  An  (Md-FoMhioned  Qirl,  Work: 
A  Story  of  JSxperienoe,  Silver  PUehera 
and  Other  Siorie^  and  Rose  in  Bloom, 
She  also  published  in  1863  a  volume 
entitled  liospital  Sketches, 

Alcuin,  or  Alcwin,  whose  iuU 
name  was  FlaeouB  Albinus  Al- 
GUinus,  was  bom  at  York,  England, 
about  735 ;  became  an  ecclesiastic,  and 
was  distinguished  for  his  rare  schol- 
arship. He  entered  the  service  of 
Charlemagne^  and  rendered  valuable 
aid  in  carrymg  out  the  enlightened 
policy  of  that  monarch  by  establish- 
ing schools  and  otherwise  promoting 
the  cause  of  education.  In  796,  Alcuin 
was  chosen  Abbot  of  Saint  Martin  at 
Tours.    Died  804 

Aldrich,  Thomas  Bailey,  an 
American  author ;  bom  at  Portsmouth, 
N.  H.,  in  1836.   He  spent  three  years 
in  the  counting-house  of  his  uncle,  a 
merchant  in  New  York,  and  while 
there  began  to  write  for  various  peri-  \ 
odicals.    Among  his  productions  are  | 
numerous  poems  and  the  following  | 
works  in  prose :  The  SUnry  of  a  Bod  \

AldrovauduSy    Ulysses,   an 

Italian  naturalist  and  writer.  Bom 
at  Bologna  about  1524;  died  1607. 

Alee,  All,  or  Ali-Ibn-Abi- 
Talib,  sumamed  the  Lion  of  God, 
cousin  and  son-in-law  of  Mohammed 
the  Prophet,  was  bom  at  Mecca  about 
600.  lie  was  an  early  and  ardent  ad- 
vocate of  the  doctrines  of  Islam.  On 
the  death  of  the  Prophet,  in  632,  he 
was  an  unsuccessful  candidate  .for  the 
leadershijp  of  the  **  Faithful,''  which 
was  obtained  by  Aboo-Bekr.  He  be- 
came Caliph,  however,  upon  the  death 
of  Othman,  in  655.  His  followers 
were  termed  Sheeites,  as  opposed  to 
the  Soonnites,  or  orthodox  branch. 
He  was  assassinated  in  660,  and  was 
succeeded  by  his  son  Hassan. 

Alee,  or  All  Bey,  or  Alee 
Bey,  a  leader  of  the  Mamelukes  in 
i^ypt ;  bom  near  Mount  Caucasus  in 
1728.  Raised  by  his  talents  and  bra- 
very.to  the  head  of  afiairs  in  £g}'pt,  he 
resolved  to  found  an  independent  dy- 
nasty. He  vainly  endeavored  to  wrest 
Syria  and  Palestine  from  the  Turks, 
and  was  slain  in  battle  against  them  in 
1776. 

Alee- Welee-Zade,  known  also 
as  All  Pasha,  sumamed  Arslan, 
a  Turkish  Pasha  and  military  com- 
mander of  rare  ability  and  courage; 
bom  in  Albania  about  1750.  He  began 
his  career  as  a  robber.  Subsequently 
raising  2000  men,  he  entered  the 
Turkish  army,  rendered  efficient  ser- 
vices against  the  Austrians  and  Rus- 
sians, and  was  made  Pasha  of  Trikala 
in  1787.  Soon  after,  by  the  unscrupu- 
lous use  of  money  and  force,  he  ob- 
tained the  pashalic  of  Yanina  or 
Janina.  He  rapidly  rose  to  the  high- 
est position  of  glory  and  power  that 
can  DC  occupied  by  a  subject,  and  ex- 
erted great  influence  on  the  foreign 
policy  of  the  Turkish  Government 
at  the  commencement  of  the  French 
Revolution.  He  favored  different  na- 
tions as  his  interests  dictated,  without 
pursuing  any  fixed  policy.  He  finally 
treated  the  Sublime  Porte  in  such  an 
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arrogant  manner  as  to  arouse  the  spirit 
of  Mahmood  II.  That  monarch  sent 
a  strong  force  under  Khurshid  Paslia 
against  Alee,  who  rapidly  lost  his 
several  strongholds,  and  in  1822  was 
himself  captured  and  shot 

Alemberty  d%  Jean  leBond, 
a  French  geometer  and  scientific 
writer  of  great  merit  and  distinction ; 
bom  in  Paris  in  1717.  He  studied  at 
the  Collie  Mazarin,  and  afterward 
wrote  his  celebrated  Memoir  on  the  In- 
tegral Ouleulu8f  which  procured  his 
election  to  the  Academy  of  Sciences 
in  1741.  He  was  one  of  the  editors 
of  the  EncychpSdiej  and  was  offered 
pensions  and  important  positions  by 
r  rederick  the  Great  of  Prussia  and 
Catherine  II.  of  Russia,  which  he 
declined.  Frederick,  however,  in 
1754  settled  upon  him  an  annual  pen- 
sion of  twelve  hundred  francs,  and 
soon  after  Louis  XV.  granted  him 
one  for  the  same  amount  At  the  age 
of  thirty-seven  Alerabert  was  elected 
a  memoer  of  the  French  Academy. 
Died  in  1783.  Among  his  most  im- 
portant works  besides  those  that  have 
been  mentioned  are  a  Tr&dUe  on 
Jhfnamu^y  On  the  General  Theory  of 
the  WindSf  Beaearchea  on  Varioue 
Important  Points  of  the  Syxtem  of  the 
Univeraty  and  Melangeji  of  Literatare 
and  Philosophy, 

Alexander  9  sumamed  the 
Gbeat,  third  King  of  Mace  Ion  of 
that  name,  and  son  of  Philip  of 
Macedon,  was  born  at  Pella,  356 B.C., 
and  at  a  very  early  age  gave  indica- 
tions of  tluit  remarkable  spirit  which 
raised  him  to  the  very  first  rank  of 
military  commanders.  Aristotle  was 
his  principal  instructor.  He  also 
studied  under  Leonidas  and  Lysim- 
acbus.  During  the  lifetime  of  his 
father  he  became  distinguished  for 
undaunted  courage,  and  especially  for 
his  conduct  at  the  battle  of^Chaeronea, 
where  the  victory  won  by  Philip  was 
due  in  a  great  measure  to  his  son's 
valor  and  ability. 

Alexander  ascended  the  throne  of 
Macedon  at  the  age  of  twenty,  and 
immediately  prepared  to  carry  out 


'  his  father's  intended  invasion  of 
I  Persia.  He  was  first  compelled,  how- 
!  ever,  to  suppress  the  insurrection  of 
several  of  tlie  Grecian  States,  which, 
having  been  subjugated  by  Philip, 
thought  that  a  iavorable  opportunity 
had  arrived  for  regaining  their  inde- 
pendence. Alexander,  by  his  energy 
and  promptness,  thwarted  ail  their 
plans,  and  even  the  most  active  of 
them  submitted  to  him  without  a 
contest.  He  next  subdued  the  Tri- 
balli  and  other  barbarous  nations  in 
the  East  of  Europe.  His  death  hav- 
ing been  reported,  Thebes  again  re- 
volted. Alexander  marched  rapidly 
into  Boeotia,  took  Thebes  by  storm, 
levelled  the  houses  to  the  ground, 
and  sold  into  slavery  all  the  citizens 
who  had  survived  the  massacre  that 
followed  the  assault,  the  descendants 
of  Pindar  the  poet  and  the  families 
of  those  who  had  opposed  the  revolt 
alone  excepted. 

In  334  B.  c,  Alexander,  at  the 
head  of  40,000  well-disciplined 
troops,  crossed  the  Hellespont,  de- 
feated the  army  of  Darius  on  the 
banks  of  the  Granicus,  and  in  one 
campaign  subjugated  Asia  Minor. 
In  333  he  was  delayed  for  a  time  by 
serious  illncKs;  but  recovering,  he 
nearly  annihilated  the  Persian  army, 
numl>eriug  600,000  men,  at  the  battle 
of  Issus,  and  took  prisoners  the  entire 
fiEimilv  of  Darius.  He  then  reduced 
Tyre,  subdued  Egypt — where  he 
founded  the  city  of  Alexandria — and 
penetrated  into  Libya,  where  he 
caused  the  Ammonian  oracle  to  de- 
chare  him  the  son  of  Jupiter  Ammon. 
The  ensiling  year  he  won,  over  Darius, 
the  decisive  victory  of  Arbela,  where 
the  fate  of  Persia  wos  decided.  From 
this  time,  Alexander,  elated  and  ren- 
dered arrogant  by  his  great  successes, 
claimed  from  his  subjects  the  homage 
due  to  a  god ;  in  a  paroxysm  of  rage 
he  stabbed  and  killed  his  friend  and 
foster-brother,  Clitus,  because  he  re- 
fused to  pay  such  homage.  In  327 
B.  c,  Alexander  invaded  India,  and 
after  many  sanguinary  battles  with 
Porus  and  otlier  kings  he  advanced  as 
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far  as  the  Hjphasia,  where  hia 
soldiers  refused  to  iidTaiioe  fiurther. 
He  built  the  dties  of  Nicsea  and 
Bucephala  on  the  banks  of  the  Hjr- 
daspes,  and  then  commenced  his 
retrograde  movement,  marching  by 
way  of  Susa  and  £d>atana  to  Baby- 
lon, where  he  was  seized  with  a  fever 
(said  to  have  been  aggravated  by  ex- 
cetsive  drinking),  ol  which  he  died, 
April  12,  323  b.  c.  He  was  buried  at 
Alexandria. 

Alexander  I*,  Emperor  of  Rus- 
sia, son  of  Paul  and  Maria  Feo- 
doruvna,  daughter  of  Prince  Eugene 
of  Wiirtembeig,  was  born  at  St. 
Petersburg  in  1777.  The  rare  of  his 
education  was  assumed  bv  his  grand- 
mother, Cathurine  11.,  who,  it  is  said, 
named  him  as  her  successor  in  a  will 
which  was  destroyed  bv  Paul.  Paul 
was  assassinated  in  1801,  when  Alex- 
ander ascended  the  throne.  In  1805 
he  entered  the  coalition  with  Austria 
against  France,  which  was  dissolved 
by  the  victory  of  Napoleon  at  Auster- 
litz.  In  the  year  following  he  united 
with  Prussia  a^nst  I  ranee,  btit  in 
1807,  after  havmg  been  defeated  at 
Friedland,  he  signed  the  Treaty  of 
Tilsit,  and  soon  after  lecame  a  warm 
friend  and  allv  of  the  French  Em- 
peror; but  subseonently  Alexander 
again  joined  the  allies,  took  the  field 
in  person,  and  in  July,  1815,  entered 
Paris  with  the  allied'  army.  In  the 
following  September  he  concluded 
with  the  Emperor  of  Austria  and  the 
King  of  Prussia  a  treaty  called  **  The 
Holy  Alliance,*'  which,  ostensibly 
formed  to  promoto  religion,  peace, 
and  justice,  nad  directly  the  opposite 
effect,  and  was  used  to  check  the 
progress  of  liberal  principles.  Per^ 
secution,  however,  on  account  of  re- 
ligion was  first  abolished  in  Russia 
during  his  reign,  and  reforms  were 
introduced  by  him  into  every  depart- 
ment, civil  and  military.  Dying 
without  children,  at  Taganrog,  De- 
cember 1,  1825,  he  was  succeeded  by 
his  brother  Nicholas. 

Al<^xander  II.  (  Nicolaevitch  ), 
Emperor  and  Autocrat  of  all   the 


Russias,  was  bom  April  29,  1818,  and 
succeeded  his  father,  Nicholas  I.,  in 
1855.  He  immediately  commenced  a 
system  of  reform,  greatly  reduced  the 
army,  made  vi^rous  etforts  to  place 
the  national  finances  on  a  firmer 
basis  and  to  promote  commercial 
prosperity,  and  in  1861,  with  the 
consent  of  the  nobles  of  the  em- 
pire, emancipated,  by  an  imperial 
ukase,  the  serfs  of  Russia,  amounting 
to  23,000,000  of  human  beings,  and 
in  February,  1864,  conferred  the  same 
boon  upon  the  serfs  of  Poland.  He 
also  made  great  efforts  to  promote 
education  throughout  Russia,  to  ren- 
der the  State  colleges  equal  to  the 
best  educational  institutions,  and  to 
reform  the  elective  representative 
system  in  the  provinces.  He  also 
inti'oduced  trial  oy  jury.  A  war  was 
commenced  by  the  Kussians  in  Tur- 
kestan in  1866  against  the  Ameer  of 
Bokhara,  which  ended,  in  about  a 
year  and  a  half,  in  the  dispersion  of 
the  forces  of  the  latter,  and  in  the  oc- 
cupation of  the  citv  of  Samarcand  by 
the  Russians.  tn  1867,  Russian 
America  was  sold  to  the  United 
States  for  about  |;7,000,000.  Khiva 
was  conquered  by  a  Russian  army 
under  Gen.  Kaufmann  in  1873.  A 
portion  of  the  territory  was  annexed 
to  Russia,  and  the  sur^rainty  of  the 
Emperor  was  established  over  the 
khanate.  Khokand  was  invaded  by 
the  Russians  in  1875,  when  Gen. 
Kaufmann  gained  a  decisive  victory 
which  resulted  in  the  annexation  to 
the  Russian  empire  of  all  Khokand 
north  of  the  Sir  Darva. 

Alexander  declared  war  against 
Tiirkev,  April  24,  1877.  The  Turks 
ofiered  a  desiderate  resistance,  but 
were  defeated  in  numerous  tattles; 
and  the  Russian  army  penetrated  al- 
most to  Constantinople.  The  Treaty 
of  San  Stefano  was  signed  March  3. 
1878.  This  treaty  was  aften^ara 
modified  by  the  Congress  of  Berlin. 
»  Alexander  married,  April  28, 1841, 
Maria  Alexandrovna,  Princess  of 
Hesse-Darmstadt.  AUtr  two  unsuc- 
oeesful  attempts  on  his  life — one  at 
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BL  PeteraboTff,  April  16,  1866,  and 
the  other  at  Paria,  June  6, 1867— he 
waa  aasaaunated  March  13,  1881,  by 
the  Nihilists. 

Alexander  ill*9  Emperor  and 
Autocrat  of  all  the  Russias,  son  of  the 
preceding,  was  bom  March  10,  1845. 
He  married,  November  9,  1866,  the 
Princess  Marie  Sophia  Frederique 
Dagmar  of  Denmark,  who  since  her 
having;  united  with  tlie  Greek  Chnrch 
is  called  Maria  Feodoroyna.  The 
Grand  Duchess  Marie,  only  sister  of 
Alexander  III.,  was  married  January 
23, 1874,  to  the  Duke  of  Edinburgh, 
son  of  Queen  Victoria.  Alexander 
ascended  the  imperial  throne  March 
13, 1881. 

Alexander  I.  became  Pope  or 
Bishop  of  Rome  in  108  A.  d.,  and  is 
said  to  haye  been  the  first  to  intro- 
duce the  use  of  holy  water  in  the  ser- 
Tioe  of  the  Church.    Died  117. 

Alexander  II.  (originally  An- 
8ELMO  Badaoio),  elected  Pope  in 
1061.    Died  107a 

Alexander  HI.  (previously 
Cardinal  Rolando  Kanuccio 
Bandinelli)  became  Pope  in  1159. 
Died  1181. 

Alexander  IV.  (Rinaldo  di 
Anaoni)  was  raised  to  the  pap<al 
chair  in  1254.    Died  1261. 

Alexander  V.  (Pietro  Fi- 
LAROo),  elected  Pope  in  1409.  Died 
1410. 

Alexander  VI.  (Rodrioo  Len- 
ZUOLI  Boroia),  a  native  of  Valencia, 
in  Spain,  was  bom  about  1430.  He 
was  a  nephew  of  Pope  Calixtus  III., 
and  father  of  the  notorious  Cesare 
Borgia.  He  was  himself  raised  to 
the  Papal  See  in  1492  as  successor  to 
Innocent  VIII.  The  name  of  Alex- 
ander has  been  rendered  infamous  by 
his  licentiousness,  ojruelty,  treachery, 
and  uUer  di8re;^ird,  in  the  attain- 
ment of  his  ambitious  projects,  of  all 
laws,  human  or  divine.  His  death, 
which  occurred  in  August,  1503,  is 
said  to  have  been  caused  by  his  acci- 
dentally swallowing  poison  which  he 
and  his  son  had  prepared  for  another. 

Alexander  I. ,  King  of  Scotland, 


reigned  from  1107  until  his  death,  in 
1 1 2^.  His  Queen  was  a  natural  daugh- 
ter of  King  Henry  I.  of  England. 

Alexander  ll.  of  ScoUand,  son 
of  William  the  Lion;  bom  in  1198; 
reigned  from  1214  until  his  death,  in 
1249.  He  fought  as  an  ally  of  the 
Barons  of  England  i^tinot  King 
John. 

Alexander  III.,  bom  in  1241 ; 
ascended  the  throne  of  Scotland  at 
the  age  of  eight  years  and  reigned 
until  1286,  when  he  was  killed  b^  the 
falling  of  his  horse  over  a  precipice. 
His  Queen,  Margaret,  was  daughter 
of  Henry  III.  of  England.  His  long 
reign  was  marked  by  the  wisdom  ot 
his  policy  and  prosperity  of  his  sub- 
jects. He  successfully  defended  his 
kingdom  against  an  myasion  of  the 
Danes  in  ]2($3. 

Alexander  9  Archibald,  D.D., 
a  scholar  and  theoloj^ian  of  Scotch- 
Irish  descent;  bom  in  Virginia  in 
1772;  was  licensed  to  preach  in  1791, 
and  in  1706  was  elected  President 
of  Hampden-Sidney  College,  in  his 
native  State.  In  1807  he  accepted  a 
call  as  pastor  to  the  Pine  Street  Pres- 
byterian Church  of  Philadelphia. 
h  iye  years  later,  when  the  theologi- 
cal seminary  at  Princeton  was  organ- 
ised, he  was  the  first,  and  for  some 
time  only,  professor  of  that  institu- 
tion. As  other  professors  were  elected, 
he  assumed  the  chair  of  pastoral  and 
polemic  theology,  which  he  filled 
with  ability  until  his  death,  in  1851. 
He  was  remarkable  for  his  eloquence 
as  a  preacher,  and  gained  further  dis- 
tinction as  the  author  of  several  theo- 
logical and  other  religious  works. 

Alexander,  James  Wad- 
dell,  D.D.J  eldest  son  of  the  preced- 
ing; bom  in  Vir^^inia  in  1804;  was  a 
Presbyterian  minister  of  fine  scholar- 
ship; was  professor  of  rhetoric  and 
belles-lettres  in  the  College  of  New 
Jersey,  at  Princeton,  and  afterward 
professor  of  ecclcsia.stical  history  and 
church  goyernment  in  the  theological 
seminary  at  that  place.  He  was  the 
author  of  numerous  religious  works. 
Died  in  July,  1859. 
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Alexander,  Joseph  Addi- 
SOII9  D.D.,  brother  of  the  preced- 
ing ;  an  Oriental  scholar,  theological 
writer,  and  professor  in  the  Collef^e 
of  New  Jersey  and  the  theological 
seminary  at  Inrinceton ;  was  bom  in 
Philadelphia  in  1809.    Died  1859. 

Alexander,  Stephen,  LL.D., 
an  American  astronomer  and  mathe- 
matician, and  the  author  of  several 
works  on  astronomy,  was  bom  at 
Schenectady,  N.  Y^m  1806. 

Alexanaer,  William,  Earl  of 
Stirling,  a  Scotch  poet.  Bom  about 
1580;  died  1640. 

Alexander,  William,  known 
as  Lord  StirlingTy  ft  miyor-gen- 
eral  of  the  American  forces  in  the 
Revolutionary  War,  was  bom  in  New 
York  in  1726.  After  serving  in  what 
is  known  as  the  French  War  he  went 
to  Scotland,  where,  claiming  to  be 
the  lawful  heir,  he  vuinly  endeavored 
to  obtain  the  earldom  of  Stirling.  He 
was  an  ardent  American  in  sentiment, 
and  upon  returning  to  this  country 
was  one  of  the  first  to  engage  in  the 
cause  of  inde}^ndence.  Lord  Stirling 
rendered  in  many  ways  efficient  ser- 
vice to  Washington,  who  cherished 
for  him  an  unwavering  trust  and 
friendship.  He  gained  dintinction  for 
ability  and  courage  at  Gemiantown, 
Monmouth,  and  on  several  other  fields 
of  battle.  Lord  Stirling  was  also  dis- 
tinguished as  a  mathemetician  and 
astronomer.    Died  1783. 

Alexander  Farnese.  See 
Farnese. 

Alexis,  a  Greek  comic  poet ;  lived 
alx)ut  300  B.  c. 

Alexis,  or  Alexins  I.  (Com- 
neiius ),  bom  about  1048 ;  was  a  gen- 
eral in  the  armies  of  the  Greek  em- 
pire, and  was  raised  to  the  throne  of 
Constantinople  in  1080.  During  his 
reign  the  first  crusade  to  Palestine 
was  organized,  and  he  was  greatly  dis- 
turbed by  the  irruption  of  whnt  were 
termed  the  Western  barbarians.  Died 
Ills. 

Alexis  Michaelovitcli,  father 
of  Peter  the  Great;  bom  about  16*21); 
ascended  the  throne  of  Russia  in  lt>4d 


as  successor  to  his  father,  Michael. 
He  efiected  several  wise  and  import- 
ant reforms.  During  his  reign  the 
Cossacks  changed  tlieir  allegiance 
from  Poland  to  Russia.    Died  1676. 

Alexis  Petrovitch,  son  of 
Peter  the  Great;  bom  in  Russia  in 
1690;  was,  on  account  of  his  oppo- 
sition to  the  policy  of  his  father  and 
his  dislike  to  military  pursuits,  forced 
to  renounce  all  claims  to  the  throne 
of  Russia,  and  was  tried  and  con- 
demned for  treason  in  1718.  His 
death,  which  occurred  in  prison  soon 
after,  is  believed  to  have  been  caused 
by  poison  administered  by  the  order 
of  his  father.  Peter,,  son  of  Alexis, 
became  Czar  in  1727. 

Aliieri,  Yittorio,  an  Italian 
poet  of  rare  genius ;  bom  of  a  noble 
and  wealthy  family  at  Asti,  in  Pied- 
mont, J  anuary  17, 1749.  He  travelled 
extensively  in  Europe,  and  produced 
about  1775his  first  drama,  "Cleopatra,** 
which  met  with  such  a  cordial  recep- 
tion as  induced  him  to  devote  his  time 
almost  exclusively  to  dramatic  writ- 
ing. In  the  seven  years  following  he 
wrote  fourteen  tragedies,  of  which 
the  most  successful  were  "  Filippo  II." 
and  •*  Saul." 

As  a  poet  Alfieri  was  distinguished 
by  the  intensity  of  his  passion,  the 
grandeur  of  his  sentiments,  and  the 
elegance  of  his  style,  which,  though 
concise,  was  luminous.  He  was  the 
author  of  many  other  poems  and  the 
translator  into  Italian  of  numerous 
Greek  tragedies.  He  was  the  lover 
of  the  Coimtess  of  Albany,  wife  of 
Charles  Edward  Stuart  (called  The 
Pretender),  after  whose  death  he  is 
said  to  have  married  her  secretly  in 
1788.  Dieil  at  Florence,  October  8, 
1803. 

Alfonso  XII.  (Alfonso 
Francesco  de  Assisi  Ferdi- 
nando  Pio  Juan  Maria  dc  la 
Concepcion  Gregorio),  King 
of  Spain,  eldest  son  of  Queen  Isabella 
II.,  was  born  November  28,  1857. 
After  the  revolution  of  1868  he  ac- 
companied his  mother  to  Paris,  and 
subsequently  went  to  Austria,  where  he 
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atudied  at  Vienna.  Visiting  England 
in  1874,  he  was  admitted  as  a  student 
at  the  Military  Goll^  at  Sandhurst. 
He  was  proclaimed  King  of  Spain, 
December  29,  1874,  in  Valencia,  by 
Gen.  Martines  Campos,  and,  arrivuig 
at  Madrid  January  14, 1875,  met  ¥ritE 
a  most  enthusiasdc  reception.  In  the 
^ear  following  he  subdued  the  Carlist 
insurrection^  and  January  28,  1878, 
marri^  his  cousin,  the  Princess 
Maria  de  las  Mercedes,  In&nta  of 
Spain,  daughter  of  the  Duke  de 
Montpensier.  She  died  June  26, 
1878.  He  subsequently  married  an 
Archduchess  of  Austria. 

Alfred,  mifredp  Elfired,  or 
Alvred  (Alubed^.  sumamed  the 
Great,  the  most  illustrious  of  the 
Saxon  Kings  of  England ;  bom  about 
849  A.  D. ;  was  the  son  of  Kinsr  Ethel- 
wulf  and  brother  of  Ethelred,  whom 
he  succeeded  on  the  throne  of  the 
West  Saxons  in  871.  At  that  period 
the  Danes  had  subdued  the  greater 
part  of  England.  Ethelred  had  been 
mortally  wounded  while  opposing 
them,  and  the  Saxon  power  was  al- 
most  annihilated.  In  this  condition 
of  affairs  Alfred  attempted  to  pur- 
chase peace  with  the  Danes  and  tneir 
withdrawal  from  Ensland,  but  all  his 
plans  were  thwarted  by  their  per- 
fidious conduct. 

Finding  resistance  impossible,  Al- 
fred  disbuided  his  few  followers  and 
concealed  himself  for  some  time  with 
a  herdsman.  At  length,  with  the  aid 
of  several  of  his  nobles,  who  had  dis- 
coyered  his  place  of  concealment,  he 
organized  a  considerable  force  and 
carried  on  a  predatory  but  successful 
warfare  against  the  Danes.  Ghiining 
strength,  and  encouraged  by  the  vic- 
tory which  the  Earl  of  Devon  had 
gained  over  one  of  the  armies  of  the 
enemy,  Alfred  in  878  attacked  the 
main  army  of  the  Danes  at  Edding- 
ton,  where  he  gained  a  complete  vic- 
tory, and  soon  after  captured  the  re- 
mains of  the  Danish  army.  Their 
Kin^,  Godrun,  was  baptizea  into  the 
Chnidan  Church,  ana  a  portion  of 
land  was  appropriated  for  his  followers. 


Alfred  next  turned  his  attention  to 
building  a  powerful  navy,  thoroughly 
fortifying  his  coasts,  improving  the 
system  of  jurisprudence,  enforcing 
energetic  measures  for  the  administra- 
tion of  justice,  establishing  schools 
and  otherwise  promoting  the  cause 
of  education,  and  effecting  many 
reforms.  Guided  by  profound  wis- 
dom and  an  enlightened  policy,  all 
of  his  measures  were  crowned  with 
eminent  success.  He  was  himself  an 
accomj^lished  scholar  for  the  times 
in  which  he  lived,  and  translati^ 
several  works  from  the  Latin  for  the 
use  of  his  people. 

In  894^  England  was  a^n  invaded 
by  the  Northmen,  or  Danes,  who 
came  with  a  fleet  of  three  hundred 
vessels.  Alfred  gained  a  decisive 
victory  over  them.  Great  numb^v 
of  the  enemy  were  killed  in  battle, 
others  executed  as  pirates,  and  the 
remainder  compellea  to  return  to 
their  own  country.    Died  901. 

Alsrardi,  Aiessandro»  aa 
Italian  sculptor  and  architect;  born 
at  Bologna  about  1600.  His  colossal 
bas-relief  in  the  Church  of  St.  Peter 
at  Rome,  in  which  St  Leo  is  repre- 
sented as  forbidding  Attila  to  enter 
that  dty,  is  regarded  as  his  greatest 
work  as  a  sculptor.     Died  in  1654. 

Alger,  William  Bounse- 
vHley  an  American  author  and  di- 
vine ;  bom  in  Massachusetts  in  1823 : 
graduated  at  Harvard  College  ana 
the  Cambridge  Divinity  School. 
After  being  pastor  of  a  Unitarian 
church  at  Koxbury,  near  Boston,  he 
succeeded  Theodore  Parker  in  1855 
as  minister  of  the  "  Society  of  Libe- 
ral Christians,''  and  became  in  1876 
pastor  of  the  Unitarian  Church  of 
the  Messiah  in  New  York.  Among 
his  works  are  The  Poetry  of  the  Orienty 
A  Critical  Hutorv  of  the  Voctrine  of  a 
Future  Ltfey  and  The  Life  of  Edwin 
Forrest. 

Al-Hakein-Ibn-Atta^  known 
asAI-Mo-kennay-Mocanuayor 
"Mukaima,  "  the  veiled  one/'  a 
religious  impostor,  began  his  career 
as  a  prophet  at  Merv  or  Meru,  in 
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Khorassan,  during  the  reign  of  Aboo- 
Jaa&r  Al-Mansoor,  second  of  the 
Abbaaside  Caliphs.  When  his  chief 
stronghold  was  attacked,  about  780, 
by  the  forces  of  the  Caliph  Mahdee, 
Al-Hakem,  finding  that  escape  was 
impossible,  is  said  to  have  oumed 
himself,  so  as  to  leave  nothing  re- 
maining but  his  ashes.  He  forms  the 
£rincip^  character  in  Moore's  Mo- 
lima/  or^  The  Veiled  Prophet  cf 
Khorasaan,

AlimentuSy  a  Roman  historian, 
tribune,  and  praetor;  lived  in  the 
latter  part  of  the  third  century  b.  c. 

Al&on,  Rev*  Arcliibald,  a 
Scotch  writer  and  clergyman  of  the 
Episcopal  Church.  Bom  in  Edin- 
buiph  m  1757 ;  died  1839. 

Alison,  Sir  Archibald,  an 
Englbh  historian,  son  of  the  preced- 
ing ;  bom  in  Shropshire  in  1792 ;  was 
the  author  of  a  History  of  Europe  from 
the  OommeneemerU  of  the  French  kevo- 
luUon  to  the  BeatonUion  of  the  BourbonSf 
Prvneiples  of  Oriminai  Law,  The  Life 
of  JokOf  Jjuke  of  Marlborough,  and 
several  other  works.  He  wa<  made  a 
baronet  in  1852.    Died  May,  1867. 

Alkibiades.    See  Alcibiades. 

Allan,  Sir  William,  an  his- 
torical painter;  bom  in  Edinburgh 
in  1782.  Among  his  works  are  tne 
famous  pictures  of  the  '^  Battle  of 
Waterloo"  and  "John  Knox  admon- 
ishimr  Queen  Mary."    Died  1850. 

AUen,  Eithan,  a  commander  in 
the  Revolution ;  bom  in  Connecticut 
about  1742;  was  the  leader  of  the 
"Green  Mountain  Boys"  in  their  dis- 
putes with  New  York  about  the  bound- 
aries of  the  States.  In  1775,  with 
only  eighty-three  men,  he  captured 
Ticonderoga  and  Crown  Point.  He 
was  afterward  taken  prisoner  while  en- 
gaged in  the  expedition  against  Mon- 
tr^, and  was  Kept  in  confinement 
by  the  British  for  more  than  two 
years  and  a  half,  during  which  time 
he  was  barbarously  treated.  Having 
been  exchanged,  he  was  commissioned 
major-general  of  the  State  militia. 
He  wrote  an  account  of  his  imprison- 


ments a  book  entitled  lUaaon  the  otiiv 
Oi-aele  of  MaOj  and  some  political 
treatises.    Died  Febraary  13,  1789. 

Allen,  John,  M.  D.,  a  writer 
on  constitutional  history,  metaphysics^ 
and  other  subjects.  Bom  near  Edin- 
bunh  in  1770:  died  1843. 

Allen,  William,  a  philanthro- 
pist^ chemist,  and  minister  of  the  So- 
ciety of  Friends.  Bom  in  London  in 
1770 :  died  1843. 

Allen,  William  Henry,  % 
naval  commander;  bom  in  Provi- 
dence, 1784;  served  under  Decatur 
until  promoted  to  the  rank  of  captain. 
He  was  killed  in  1813  while  com- 
manding the  Argus  in  a  fight  with  the 
Pelican. 

Allen,  William  Howard,  a 
naval  officer ;  bom  in  New  York  in 
1792 ;  succeeaed  to  the  command  of 
the  Argus  in  181^  upon  the  death  of 
the  preceding,  and  was  killed  in  1822 
while  fighting  pirates  near  Matancaa. 

AlliDone,  Samuel  Austin, 
LL.D..  an  American  author ;  bom  in 
Philadelphia,  April  17, 1816.  Though 
engaged  in  mercantile  pursuits,  he  was 
in  early  life  distin^bhed  for  his  at- 
tainments in  English  literature.  He 
commenced  about  1853  his  aeaX  work 
A  Critical  Dictionary  cfJEir^itth  Litera- 
ture and  British  and  American  Authors. 
the  preparation  of  which  oocupiea 
him  for  more  than  seventeen  years. 
It  comprises  three  volumes,  the  first 
of  which  appeared  in  1858,  the  sec- 
ond in  1870,  and  the  ]ast  in  1871.  It 
contains  notices  of  46,499  authors. 
He  has  also  contributed  articles  to 
several  leading  periodicals,  has  pub- 
lished several  religious  essays  and 
tracts,  and  has  been,  since  May,  1879, 
in  charge  of  the  Lenox  Library  in 
New  York. 

AUston,  Washini^n,  an 
American  painter  of  areaX  merit; 
bom  in  South  Carolina,  jNovember  5, 
1779 ;  studied  at  Newport,  R.  1. ;  en- 
tered Harvard  College  in  1796,  and 
graduated  there  in  1800.  The  follow- 
ing year  he  went  to  Europe.  Bemain- 
ing  for  some  time  at  Ix>ndon  and 
Paris,  he  proceeded  to  Italy,  where 
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he  stayed  four  jeara.  During  that 
period  he  formed  a  friendship  with 
Ck>leridge  and  Washington  Irving. 
Betaming  to  America  in  1809,  he 
married  a  sister  of  William  Ellery 
Channing.  Two  y^ars  later  he  re- 
moved to  London,  and  was  afterward 
elected  Associate  of  the  Boyal  Acad- 
emy. He  returned  to  America  in 
1818.  He  was  the  author  of  several 
poems  evincing  true  genius ;  a  vol- 
ume of  them  was  published  in  1813. 
Among  his  great  paintings  may  be 
mentioned  "  The  Dead  Man  Revived 
by  Elisha's  Bones,"  "  Spalatro's  Vis- 
ion of  the  Bloody  Hand,"  and  **  Ja- 
cob's Dream."    Died  July  9,  1843. 

Alma^TOy  jyiegOf  a  Spanish 
officer  distinguished  for  his  enterprise 
and  courage,  and  as  chief  associate  of 
Pizarro  in  tne  conquest  of  Peru,  was 
bom  in  Spain  about  1464 ;  went  to 
America,  where,  in  1525,  he  united 
his  interests  with  Pizarro  and  Luaue 
for  the  purpose  of  subjugating  under 
the  Spanish  flag  the  western  portions 
of  South  America.  After  their  sig- 
lud  success  in  Peru,  Almagro  was 
given  command  in  the  territory  lying 
south  of  it,  and  in  a  short  time  re- 
duced Chili.  Difficulties  arising  be- 
tween himself  and  Pizarro,  he  re- 
turned to  Peru  and  took  Cuzco  from 
the  troops  of  his  former  associate,  but 
was  defeated  in  a  battle  fought  near 
theone  in  1538,  captured,  and  executed. 

Alma-Tadema,  Liawrencey 
A.  B.  A»  a  painter ;  bom  at  Dronryp, 
in  the  Netherlands,  January  8, 1836. 
He  studied  in  the  Boyal  Academy  of 
Antwerp,  one  of  his  preceptors  being 
Baron  H.  Levs,  and  afterward  re- 
moved to  London.  He  was  awarded 
a  gold  medal  at  Paris  in  1864,  and 
another  at  Berlin  in  1872.  He  has 
been  elected  a  member  of  numerous 
Boyal  and  other  Academies  in  Eu- 
rope, and  has  had  several  orders  of 
knighthood  conferred  upon  him,  and 
in  1876  was  elected  an  Associate  of 
the  Boyal  Academy  of  London.  His 
paintings  already  exceed  sixty  in 
number. 

Alineida»  Dom  Francisco, 


son  of  the  Count  of  Abrantes ;  bom  at 
Lisbon  about  1450;  gained  distinc- 
tion in  the  Moorish  wars,  and  in  1505 
was  appointed  Viceroy  of  India.  He 
was  tne  first  person  who  held  that 
office.  In  1508  he  won  a  decisive  vic- 
tory over  the  Egyptian  fleet^  but  was 
superseded  the  same  year  oy  Albu- 
querque. While  returning  to  Portu- 
gal in  1510.  he  was  killed  by  the  na- 
tives near  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope. 

Alp-Arslan,  a  Sultan  of  the 
Seljook  dynasty ;  bom  in  Turkestan 
in  1030;  ascended  the  throne  in  1063. 
He  was  distinguished  for  magnanim- 
ity, love  of  justice,  and  as  a  patron  of 
learning.  Alp-Arslan — whose  name 
signifies  '' strong  lion'' — was  also 
noted  for  his  great  strength  and  per- 
sonal beauty.  In  1071  he  defeated 
Bomanus  Diogenes  in  battle  and  took 
him  prisoner,  but  treated  him  with 
generosity.  Persia  and  other  coun- 
tries within  his  dominions  attained 
during  his  reign  an  unusual  degree 
of  prosperity.  He  was  assassinated 
in  1072. 

Altdorfer,  Albrecht,  a  Ger- 
man painter  and  engraver.  Bom  in 
Bavaria  in  1488 ;  died  in  1538. 

Alva,  Fernando  Alvarez 
de  Toledo*  Duke  of,  a  Spanish 
commander  of  great  ability,  but  in- 
famous for  his  inhuman  cruelties; 
bom  in  1508.  He  was  a  favorite  of 
Charles  V.,  and  was  appointed  by 
Philip  II.  Governor  of  tte  Nether- 
lands. The  enormities  perpetrated 
by  him,  with  the  full  approval  of  his 
sovereign,  upon  the  people  of  that 
country  were  a  disgrace  to  the  Spanish 
name.  He  himself  claimed  to  have 
caused  in  four  years  the  execution  of 
eighteen  thousand  persons  by  the  gib- 
bet, the  axe,  snd  the  faggot.  But  his 
terrible  cruelties,  instead  of  aiding  in 
the  reduction  of  the  people  of  the 
Netherlands,  only  tended  to  still  fur- 
ther alienate  them  from  the  Spanish 
Crown,  and  caused  them  to  make  re- 
newed exertion  for  that  independ- 
ence which  they  finally  attained.  He 
was  recalled  in  1573,  and  seven  years 
later  efifected  the  conquest  of  Portugal 
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and  the  annexation  of  that  kingdom 
to  Spain.    Died  1582. 
Alvaradot    de,    Alonzo,   a 

Spanish  officer ;  served  under  Cortez 
in  the  conquest  of  Mexico,  and  under 
Pizarro  in  the  conquest  of  Peru.  He 
commanded,  with  the  rank  of  lieu- 
tenant-general, the  Spanish  army 
which  in  1548  defeated  the  rebel 
Gonzalo  Pizarro.    Died  1553. 

Aivarado,  de,  Pedro,  bom  in 
Spain  about  1500,  was  one  of  the  most 
trusted  and  efficient  of  the  officers  of 
Cortez  in  the  conquest  of  Mexico. 
He  was  afterward  appointed  Gover- 
nor of  Guatemala  oy  the  King  of 
Spain.  He  was  killed  in  1541  by  a 
band  of  Indians. 

Alvarez,  Francisco,  a  Portu- 
guese priest ;  bom  in  the  latter  part 
of  the  fifteenth  century ;  went  on  a 
mission  with  Duarte  Galvam  to 
John,  Kins  of  AbyHsinia  (known  as 
Prester  John).  He  remained  in  that 
country  for  several  years,  and  after 
his  return  home,  in  1527,  wrote  an 
interestine  and  ftill  accoimt  of  Abys- 
sinia.   Died  about  1540. 

Alvarez,  Oon  Jos^,  a  Spanish 
sculptor.  Bom  near  Cordova  in  1768 ; 
died  1827. 

Alviano,  Bartolommeo,  an 
Italian  general ;  bom  about  1455.  As 
commander  of  the  Venetian  forces  he 
gained  a  decisive  victory  over  the 
imperialists  in  1508  near  Cadore, 
but  was  defeated  and  taken  misoner 
the  following  year  by  Louis  All.  of 
France.  A  treaty  of  alliance  having 
been  formed  between  that  country 
and  Venice  in  1513,  he  was  given 
his  freedom,  and  in  1515  contributed 

Seatly  to  the  victory  of  the  French  at 
arignano.  Died  the  same  year. 
Alvlnczy,  Alvinzi,  or  Al- 
viwzy,  voii,  JoHeph,  Babon,  an 
Austrian  Field-Marshal  of  decided 
military  talents,  but  unable  to  cope 
with  the  rare  genius  of  Napoleon, 
was,  after  having  fought  with  distinc- 
tion against  the  French  in  other 
quarters,  defeated  by  him  at  Areola 
after  a  three  days'  battle  in  November, 
1796,  and  again  at  Bivoli  in  January, 


1797.  Bora  in  Transylvania  in  1736; 
died  1810. 

Amadeus  Vlll.  succeeded  his 
father,  Amadeus  VII.,  as  Count  of 
Savoy,  in  1391,  at  the  age  of  eight 
years.  In  1416  he  became  Duke  of 
Savoy,  and  in  1434  retired  to  a  con- 
vent In  1439  he  was  elected  Pope 
by  the  Council  of  BAle.  He  accepted 
the  office  under  the  title  of  Felix  V., 
but  soon  afterward,  to  promote  har- 
mony in  the  Church,  ^thdrew  in 
favor  of  Nicholas  V.    Died  1451. 

Amar,  Andr^  a  Jacobin 
leader  in  Paris  during  the  Reign  of 
Terror.  He  excelled  even  his  asso- 
ciates in  the  perpetration  of  atroci- 
ties.   Bom  1750;  died  1816. 

Ambrose,  Baint,  one  of  the 
''Fathers"  of  the  Catholic  Church, 
was  a  son  of  a  Roman  noble  ana 
pnetorian  prefect  of  Gaul,  and  was 
t)om  at  Treves  about  340  A.  D.  After 
being  Governor  of  Liguria,  in  whidi 
Milan  was  situate,  he  was  in  374 
chosen  Archbishop  of  that  dtv.  He 
was  active  in  the  suppression  of 
Arianism,  and  courageously  defended 
the  weak  and  unprotected.  He  wrote 
several  theologiod  works.  He  was  a 
man  of  singuUur  pnritv  of  character^ 
energy  of  purpose,  an(f  generosity  of 
mind.    Died  m  397. 

Ameilhon,  Hubert  Pascal* 
a  French  scholar  and  revolutionist ; 
bom  in  Paris  in  1730 ;  is  said  to  have 
saved  800,000  volumes  from  destruc- 
tion by  the  Jacobins.  He  was  libra- 
rian of  the  ''Arsenal "  for  many  yean, 
and  a  writer  on  antiquarian  and  other 
subjects.    Died  1811. 

Ames,  Fisher,  an  orator  and 
statesman;  bom  in  Massachusetts  in 
April,  1758 ;  graduated  at  Harvard 
College  in  1774 ;  studied  law  in  Bos- 
ton, and  commenced  practice  in 
Dedham,  his  native  town,  in  1781. 
He  gained  distinction  as  the  wri- 
ter of  several  political  treatises.  As  a 
member  of  the  State  Convention  in 
1788  called  to  ratify  the  Federal  Con- 
stitution, he  became  conspicuous  for 
his  great  eloquence  and  power. 
Electeid  as  a  member  of  the  Federal 
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pttrty  to  CongreaB  in  1789,  he  served 
in  the  Lower  House  of  that  body  for 
eight  years,  and  won  further  laurels 
as  an  orator  and  as  the  leader  there 
of  his  party.    Died  July  4, 1808. 

Amnersty  Jeffrey,  known  as 
Lord  Amhersty  an  ikiglish  ffen- 
eral :  bom  in  Kent  in  1717 ;  served  on 
the  Continent,  and  was,  ii^l758,  raised 
to  the  rank  of  m^jor-general ;  afterward 
commanded  in  America,  capturing 
Cape  Breton  and  Tioonderoga  from 
the  French.  He  was  consecutively 
Commander-in-Chief  in  America, 
Governor  of  Virginia,  Lieutenant- 
Greneral  of  Ordnance  in  England, 
Commander-in-Chief  of  the  British 
Army,  and  Field-Marshal.  He  was 
created  Baion  Amherst  in  1776.  Died 
1797. 

Aniniianus  Marcellinusy 
bom  at  Antioch  about  300  A.  D. ; 
served  in  the  Boman  army  under  the 
Emperor  Julian,  and  settled  in  Home, 
where  he  wrote  a  HiUoryof  the  Roman 
Empirt  in  thirty-one  blooks — a  work 
greatly  commended  by  Gibbon  and 
others.    Died  about  395. 

Ampere,  Andr^  Marie,  a 
mathematician  and  natural  philoeo- 

5 her;  bom  at  Lyons,  France,  in 
anuary,  1775.  In  1805  he  received 
an  appointment  in  the  Polytechnic 
School  of  Paris,  and  three  years  later 
was  chosen  professor  of  analysis  in 
the  same  institution.  He  was  also 
Inspector-General  of  the  University 
and  a  member  of  the  Institute.  H!e 
made  remarkable  discoveries  in  elec- 
tro-magnetism, and  was  the  author  of 
numerous  works  on  various  branches 
of  science.    Died  1836. 

Amuratb,  or  Moorad  I.,  the 
first  Turkish  sovereign  who  made  any 
concjuests  in  Europe;  succeeded  his 
iather,  Orkhan,  as  Sultan  of  the  Otto- 
mans in  1360.  He  captured  Adrian- 
ople,  making  that  his  capital;  re- 
duced Servia  and  most  of  the  ter- 
ritory now  composing  Turkey  in 
Europe.  He  was  fatally  stabbed  in 
1389  by  a  Servian  soldier  on  the  field 
of  KoMOvo,  where,  after  a  terrible 
ooniBict,  the  Turks  had  won  a  decisive 


victory.  Amurath  died  in  a  few  days, 
at  the  age  of  sixty-three,  after  a  reign 
of  extraordinary  success  and  of  nearly 
thirty  years'  duration. 

Amurath,  or  Moorad  II. , 
son  of  Mahomet  I.,  ascended  the 
Ottoman  throne  in  1422.  In  1429  he 
captured  Thessalonia  from  the  Vene- 
tians, and  subsequently  took  Yanina, 
but  in  1442  suffered  two  terrible  de- 
feats by  the  Hungarians  under  Huni- 
ades,  who  in  the  year  following  gained 
several  more  decisive  victories  over 
the  armies  of  Amurath.  In  the  same 
year,  however,  he  was  victorious  over 
the  Hungarians  near  Varna,  where 
the  Sultan  himself  unhorsed  the  Hun- 
garian Kin^,  who  was  instantly  slain ; 
and  again  m  1468,  at  Kossovo,  where 
Huniades  fled,  and  his  army  was  al- 
most annihilated.  Died  14ol. — Ma- 
HOMST  II.,  son  of  Amurath,  was  the 
conqueror  of  Constantinople. 

Anacreon,  a  lyric  poet  of  Greece, 
a  native  of  Teos,  in  Ionia,  was  born 
about  560  b.  g.  A  large  number  of 
his  poems,  which  were  devoted  mostly 
to  love  and  wine,  have  been  rendered 
into  elegant  English  verse  by  Moore. 

Anaxagroras,  a  Greek  ohiloso- 
pher  of  distinction ;  bom  near  dmyma, 
500  B.  c. ;  removed  to  Athens,  where 
Socrates  and  Euripides  became,  it  is 
said,  disciples  of  his.  In  432  he  was 
charged  with,  and  tried  for,  impiety, 
when  Pericles,  another  disciple,  aided 
in  his  defence,  which,  however,  was 
ineffectual ;  and  Anaxagoras  fled  to 
Asia  Minor,  where  he  died,  at  Lamp- 
sacus,  428  b.  c.  His  ideas  upon  natu- 
ral philosophy  and  kindred  subjects 
accord  very  nearly  with  the  belief  of 
the  present  time,  and  he  has  been 
called  the  father  of  modem  science. 

Andersen,  Hans  Christian, 
a  celebrated  Danish  author  and  novel- 
ist ;  bom  at  Odense,  in  the  island  of 
Fiinen,  in  April,  1805;  removed  to 
Copenhagen,  and  travelled  extensively 
through  Europe.  His  works,  consist- 
ing chiefly  of  romances  and  tales  of 
especial  interest  for  the  young,  have 
been  translated  into  nearly  every  lan- 
guage of  Europe.  Died  August  5, 1875. 
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Anderson,  Robert,  the  com- 
mander of  the  United  States  troops 
at  Fort  Sumter  during  its  bombard- 
ment and  at  its  surrender,  in  April, 
1861,  was  bom  near  Louisville,  Ky., 
in  1805,  and  graduated  at  West  Point 
at  the  age  of  twenty.  He  was  com- 
missioned a  brigadier-general  of  the 
regular  army  in  May,  IStil.  Died 
Mav,  1871. 

Andrassy,  Julius,  Couxt,  a 
Hungarian  statesman,  the  son  of 
Count  Charles  Andrassy,  was  bom  at 
Zemplin,  March  8,  1823 ;  was  elected 
in  1847  to  the  Diet,  where  he  gained 
distinction  as  an  orator  and  as  a 
shrewd  politician.  He  favored  the 
revolutionary  movement  of  1848 ;  was 
sent  on  a  mission  to  Turkey,  and  after 
the  defeat  of  the  revolutionists  went 
into  exile  and  did  not  return  until 
1857,  when  a  general  amnesty  was 
granted.  He  was  in  1860  again 
elected  to  the  Hungarian  Diet,  of 
which  he  was  chosen  Vice-President ; 
and  in  1867,  on  the  reorganization  of 
the  Austrian  empire,  he  became 
Prime  Minister  of  Hun^rv.  He 
promoted  the  civil  and  political  eman- 
cipation of  the  Jews  and  the  exten- 
sion and  completion  of  the  rail- 
way system  in  Hungary.  He  suc- 
ceeded Count  Beust  as  Minister  for 
Foreign  Affairs  November  14,  1871, 
and  received  in  1878,  from  the  Em- 
peror of  Austria,  the  order  of  the 
Golden  Fleece.  During  the  same 
year  he  was  the  first  plenipotentiary 
of  Austria  at  the  Congress  of  Berlin. 

Audrey  tJoliU,  an  adjutant- 
general  and  major  of  the  British 
army  during  the  war  of  American 
independence,  rendered  famous  by 
hb  connection  with  the  contemplated 
treason  of  Arnold,  and  for  his  own 
early  and  ignominious  death,  was 
bom  of  a  Swiss  Oeunily,  in  London,  in 
1751.  He  intended  to  become  a  mer- 
chant ;  but,  being  disappointed  in  an 
affair  of  the  heart,  he  entered  the 
British  army  in  1771,  and  came  to 
America  with  the  rank  of  lieutenant. 
Possessing  wit,  culture,  and  fascinat- 
ing manners,  he  became  very  popular 


with  his  superior  and  other  officers, 
as  well  as  in  the  society  of  the  loy- 
alists, and  was  soon  made  adjutant- 
general,  with  the  rank  of  major.  He 
afterward  devoted  a  large  portion  of 
his  time  to  satirizing  the  officers  of 
the  American  arm^  and  to  correspond- 
ing with  the  Tories.  He  was  desig- 
nated by  Sft  Henry  Clinton  to  carry 
on  the  negotiations  with  Benedict 
Arnold  for  the  surrender  of  West 
Point  To  accomplish  that  purpose, 
in  citizen's  dress  and  under  the  name 
of  John  Anderson,  he  met  Arnold  with- 
in the  American  lines,  and  received 
from  him  a  passport  and  several  papers 
of  value  in  rererence  to  West  Point 
and  its  fortifications.  Andr^  antici- 
pating but  little  difficulty,  attempted 
to  return  by  land  to  New  York,  but 
was  stopped  by  three  sentries,  to 
whom,  in  his  embarrassment^  and 
vainly  supposing  them  to  be  friends, 
he  admitted  that  he  was  a  British 
officer  travelling  on  important  busi- 
ness. He  was  then  searched;  the 
papers  given  him  by  Arnold  were 
found.  He  endeavored  unsuccessfully 
to  bribe  his  captors,  who  soon  de- 
livered him  to  Colonel  Jameson,  of 
the  American  army.  That  officer,  for 
reasons  never  explained,  furnished 
Arnold  with  information  which 
enabled  him  to  make  a  timely  escape 
to  the  British;  but  Andr4  was  de- 
tained, tried  as  a  spy,  found  guilty, 
and  sentenced  to  be  hung.  Great  ef- 
forts to  save  his  life  were  made  bv 
Sir  Henry  Clinton,  but  without  avail, 
and  An<u^  himself  sought  to  have 
the  mode  of  death  changed  from 
hanging  to  shooting.  The  American 
authorities,  however,  did  not  think 
it  advisable  in  his  case  to  deviate 
from  the  strict  rules  of  war.  The 
sentence  of  the  court-martial  was 
executed  on  Andr^  at  Tarrvtown, 
October  2,  1780.  He  died  with  the 
resi^ation  of  a  trul^  brave  and  lofty 
spirit  In  1821  his  remains  were 
taken  to  England  and  deposited  in 
Westminster  Abbey.  His  captors, 
John  Paulding,  David  Williams,  and 
Isaac  Van  W^rt,  received  a  liberal 
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reward  from  Congress,  and  in  1853  a 
monument  was  erectea  to  their  mem- 
ory on  the  spot  where  Andr^  was 
captured. 

Andrea,  PisanOy  an  archi- 
tect and  sculptor  of  merit  Born  at 
Pisa,  Italy,  about  1270;  died  at 
Florence,  1345. 

Andreae,  or  Andrea,  Jo- 
hann  Valentin,  a  German 
satirical  writer  commended  by  Hal- 
lam  and  other  critics.  Bom  in  Wiir- 
tembexv  in  1586 ;  died  1654. 

Anoreossi,  or  Andreossy, 
Antoine  Francois,  Ck)UNT  of, 
a  French  general  and  diplomatist; 
bom  in  Lui^edoc  in  1761 ;  served 
with  distinction  under  Napoleon  in 
Italy  and  Egypt ;  beoime  his  chief 
of  staff  in  1799,  and  was  made  gen- 
eral of  division  the  same  year.  He 
represented  France  socoessively  as 
ambassador  at  the  courts  of  London 
and  Vienna  and  at  the  Sublime 
Porte.  He  was  the  author  of  several 
miscellaneous  works.    Died  1828. 

Andrew,  John  Albion,  bora 
at  Windham,  Maine,  in  1818;  re- 
moved to  Boston ;  was  admitted  to 
the  bar  there  in  1840 ;  became  an  ar- 
dent Abolitionist  and  Republican, 
and,  beginning  in  1860,  was  five 
times  elected  Gk>vemor  of  Massachu- 
setts. While  filling  that  office  he 
gained  great  distinction  by  the  ener- 
gy and  abili^  with  which  he  pro- 
moted the  enlistment  and  forwaraing 
of  troops,  by  the  great  care  with 
which  he  attended  to  their  wants  in 
the  field,  and  by  his  patriotic  efforts 
in  other  wa^  to  sustain  the  national 
administration.    Died  October,  1867. 

Andres,  Sir  Edmund,  bom 
in  London  in  1637 ;  served  as  miyor 
under  Prince  Rupert ;  was  appointed, 
in  1674,  Governor  of  New  York ;  was 
kniffhted  in  1681 ;  and  in  1686  was 
made  Governor  of  idl  New  Eng- 
land by  Kin^  James  II.  His  arro- 
Rant  and  aroitrary  course  rendered 
him  very  unpopular,  and  he  was 
superseded  on  the  accession  of  Wil- 
liam III.  In  1692  he  became  Gov- 
emor  of  Virginia,  from  which  office 


he  was  removed  six  years  later. 
Died  about  1714. 

Anfirelo  di  Buonarotti,  Mi- 
chael.   See  Michael  AnoeiiO. 

Anglesey,  Henry  William 
Paget,  Marquess  of,  an  English 
general  and  statesman,  eldest  son  of 
the  £arl  of  Uxbridge ;  bom  in  1768 ; 
served  in  the  Netherlands  under  the 
Duke  of  York  as  commander  of  the 
cavalry,  in  which  branch  of  the  ser- 
vice he  especially  distinguished  him- 
self. He  waa  subsequently  raised  to 
the  rank  of  miuor-geueral ;  fought 
under  Sir  John  Moore  in  Spain,  and 
rendered  efficient  service  at  Waterloo, 
where  he  was  dangerously  wounded. 
He  had  in  1812  succeeded  his  father 
to  the  earldom,  and  was  immediately 
after  the  batUe  mentioned  created 
Marquess  of  Anglesey.  He  was  af- 
terward given  tne  rank  of  general 
anil  made  Lord-Lieutenant  of  Ireland. 
Died  1854. 

Anicet-Bourgeois,  Au- 
guste,  a  French  dramatic  author; 
born  at  Paris,  December  25,  1806. 
His  works  are  very  numerous.  Died 
January  12,  1871. 

AoJou,  Duke  or  Count  op,  the 
title  of  several  eminent  French  nobles 
during  the  Middle  Ages,  and  after- 
ward of  several  princes  of  the  blood 
royal.  Fulke,  Count  of  Anjou, 
was  a  prominent  leader  in  the  Cru- 
sades, and  became  King  of  Jerusalem 
in  1131.  His  son,  G^ffroy  Planta- 
genet,  married  Matilda,  Empress- 
Dowager  of  Germany  and  daughter 
of  Henry  I.  of  England.  Their  son 
became  Henry  II.  of  England,  and 
the  first  sovereign  of  the  house  of 
Plantagenet. 

Anna  Comnena^  daughter  of 
Alexis  I.,  Emperor  of  Constantino- 
ple, was  bom  1083.  She  was  remark- 
able for  her  learning  and  beauty,  and 
was  the  author  of  a  work  entitled  the 
Alexiady  a  biography  in  Greek  of  her 
fetther,  which,  though  vrritten  in  a 
pedantic  style,  possesses  great  his- 
toric value.  In  1118,  upon  the  death 
of  her  father,  she  conspired,  but  un- 
successfully, to  raise  her  husband,  Ni- 
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oephorus  Bryennius,  to  the  imperial 
throne.    Died  1148. 

Anne  of  Austria*  Queen  of 
Frano^  was  a  daughter  of  Philip  II L 
of  Spain,  and  the  mother  of  Louis 
XIV.;  bom  in  1601.  She  was  mar- 
ried at  the  age  of  fourteen  to  Louis 
XIII.  Having  excited  the  enmity  of 
Cardinal  Richelieu^  that  powerful 
minister  used  his  influence  suocees- 
fiilly  to  alienate  from  her  the  afleo- 
tion  of  the  King.  Upon  the  death 
of  her  husband  she  became  regent  of 
France,  with  Mazarin  as  her  Prime 
Minister.  She  was  victorious  in 
the  civil  war  of  the  Fronde,  which 
was  commenced  in  1648  by  a  num- 
ber of  diuafiected  nohlemen.  Died 
1666. 

Anne»  Queen  of  England,  second 
daughter  of  James  II. ;  bom  Febm- 
ary  6, 1664 ;  was  educated  as  a  Prot- 
estant, and  married  in  1683  to  Prince 
George  of  Denmark.  Induced  by  the 
counsels  of  Sarah  Jennings^  afterward 
Duchess  of  Marlborough,  who  then 
and  for  a  lon^  time  afterward  exerted 
an  extraordinary^  power  over  her, 
Anne  used  her  influence  to  promote 
the  interests  of  the  Prince  of  Orange. 
Upon  the  death  of  William  III.  she 
ascended  the  throne,  in  March,  1702, 
and  continued  his  foreixn  policy  as 
the  enemy  of  France  and  the  ally  of 
Austria  and  Holland.  During  the 
war  which  ensued  manv  brilliant  vic- 
tories were  won  over  the  French  by 
the  allies  under  the  Duke  of  Marl- 
borough. 

In  British  politics  Queen  Anne  was 
a  Tory.  She  gave  to  Lords  Oxford 
and  Bolingbroke  the  chief  manage- 
ment of  the  aflkirs  of  State.  In  1713 
peace  was  made  with  France  by  the 
Treaty  of  Utrecht,  when  Philip  V.,  a 
French  Prince  of  the  house  of  Bour- 
bon, was  recognized  by  the  allies  as 
King  of  Spain. 

Though  Anne  herself  possessed  a 
narrow  mind  and  very  inferior  abili- 
ties, her  reign  was  distinguished  by 
great  national  prosperity,  and  was 
rendered  brilliant  by  the  victories  of 
Marlborough  and  by  the  genius  of 


Addison,  of  Swift,  of  Pope,  and  of 

Bolingbroke. 

Although  she  had  been  the  mother 
of  a  large  number  of  children,  Anne 
was  childless  when  she  ascended  the 
throne.  One  son,  the  Duke  of  Glouces- 
ter, lived  until  reaching  the  age  of 
eleven,  dying  in  1700.  AH  the  ^ers 
died  in  infancy.  At  the  close  of  her 
reign  she  vainly  endeavored  to  secure 
the  succession  of  her  half-brother  the 
Pretender,  but  died  on  the  Ist  of 
August,  1714,  the  last  sovereign  of 
the  house  of  Stuart 

Anselm*  Saints  Archbishop  of 
Cuiterbury  fh>m  1093  until  his  death, 
in  1109,  was  a  native  of  AoetiL  in 
Piedmont.  He  wrote  several  theo- 
logical works. 

Anson,  Lord  Georg^Of  an 
English  admiral  of  distinction.  Bom 
in  1697 ;  died  1762. 

Ansted,  David  Thomas,  an 

Enfflish  geologist,  professor  of  geology 
in  King's  College,  London,  was  bom 
in  that  city  about  1812.  He  was  the 
author  of  many  valuable  works  on 
geology. 

Anster,  John,  an  Irish  poet 
Bora  in  Cork  County  about  1796; 
died  1867. 

Antar,  an  Arabian  warrior  and 
poet  of  rare  attainments;  flourished 
about  the  middle  of  the  sixth  cen- 
tury, ▲.  D. 

Anthon,  Charles,  LL.D.,  an 
American  scholar  and  the  author  of 
a  Ctamoal  Dietionaryf  a  Dictionary  tf 
Greek  and  Booian  AntiguiUeSf  and 
other  valuable  works.  Bora  in  New 
York  in  1797 ;  died  1867. 

Anthony,  Henry  B.,  a  United 
States  Senator ;  born  in  Rhode  Island, 
April  1, 1815 ;  was  educated  at  Brown 
University.  At  the  age  of  twenty- 
three  he  became  editor  and  proprietor 
of  The  Providence  Journal^  which  under 
his  management  became  one  of  the 
leading  newspapers  of  the  United 
States.  He  was  elected  Governor  of 
Bhode  Island  by  the  Bepublicans  in 
1849  and  again  in  1850,  and  in  1859 
was  chosen  a  United  States  Senator, 
to  which  position  he  has  been  sue- 
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ooHiTely  re-elected.  His  present  term 
will  expire  in  1883. 

AnnfiTonuSy  King  of  AsU;  bom 
in  Maceaonia  about  382  B.  c. ;  served 
as  a  general  of  the  highest  rank  under 
Alexander  the  Great  in  his  expedi- 
tion against  Persia,  and  was  made 
Satrap  of  Phrygia  in  333  B.  c.  On 
the  oeath  of  that  monarch,  in  323 
B.  c^  Antigonus  became  the  ruler  of 
Lyda,  Pamphylia,  and  Greater  Phry- 
gia, and  subsequently  reduced  a  large 
portion  of  Asia  to  his  sway.  He  met 
with  strong  opposition  from  different 
leaders,  over  whom  he  gained  several 
victories  by  sea  and  land.  He  assumed 
the  title  of  King  about  306.  Antig- 
onus was  defeated  and  killed  at  the 
battle  of  Ipsusj  in  Phrysia,  while  op- 
posing a  coalition  formed  against  him 
by  Cassander,  Ptolemy,  and  others, 
301  B.  o. 

Antiochus  I.,sumamedSoTER, 
King  of  Syria  and  Babylonia; 
reigned  from  280  b.  c.  until  261  b.  c, 
when  he  was  killed  in  battle  against 
the  Gairia 

Antiochus  II. »  Theos,  son 
and  successor  of  the  preceding ;  oom- 
m^iced  his  reign  in  261  b.  c,  and  was 
poisoned  by  his  Queen,  Laodice,  in  246. 

Antioclius  III. 9  sumamed  the 
Gbsat,  erandson  of  the  preceding 
and  brother  of  Seleucus  Ceraunus, 
whom  he  succeeded  to  the  throne  223 
b.  c,  at  the  age  of  fiileen.  He  car- 
ried on  a  wat  against  Egypt,  which 
was  at  first  successful,  but  was  finally 
defeated  by  Ptolemy  in  the  decisive 
battle  of  KaphiiL  in  Palestine.  An- 
tiochus afterward  suppressed  one  or 
more  important  insurrections  and 
gained  several  victories  over  the  Par- 
thians,  commanded  by  Arsaoes,  whom 
he  drove  from  his  dominions.  He 
made  a  successful  expedition  to  India, 
but  met  with  a  terrible  defeat  from 
the  Bomans  under  Cornelius  Scipio, 
near  Magnesia,  in  190.  He  was 
killed  in  an  insurrection  187  B.  c. 

Antiocbus  IV.^  sumamed 
Epifhanes  ("the  Illustrious''),  son 
of  tbe  preceding,  began  to  reign  175 
B.  c.    tte  conquered  the  greater  part 


of  £gypt;  took  King  Ptolemv  pris- 
oner: persecuted  the  Jews  and  plun- 
dered tneir  temple  at  Jerusalem,  but 
was  defeated  in  several  battles  by 
them  under  Judas  Maccabseus.  Died 
about  165  B.  c. 

Antipater^  a  general  and  states- 
man under  Philip  of  Maoedon  and 
Alexander  the  Great,  and  a  pupil  Of 
Aristotle;  was  appointed  regent  of 
Macedonia  by  both  of  those  sover- 
eigns. He  gained  victories  over  the 
Spartans  and  Athenians.  Soon  after 
the  death  of  Alexander  he  became 
r^ent  of  the  empire  and  guardian  of 
Alexander  IV.    l)ied319B.c. 

AntistheneSy  a  Greek  philoso- 
pher who  lived  in  the  latter  part  of 
the  fourth  century  B.  c.  He  is  re- 
garded as  the  founder  of  the  Cynic 
school.  He  was  a  native  of  Athensj, 
a  friend  and  pupil  of  Socrates,  and  a 

g receptor  of  Diogenes.  He  is  said  to 
ave  oeen  an  enemy  of  Plato. 
Antokolskiy  Marc,  a  Polish 
sculptor;  bom  at  Wilna  in  1842. 
He  was  admitted  to  the  Academy  of 
St.  Petersburg  in  1863 ;  was  awarded 
the  year  following  a  silver  medal  for 
one  of  his  works,  and  in  1867  was 
granted  a  pension  for  one  which  he 
exhibited  at  Paris.  For  another  of 
his  productions  he  was  in  1878 
awaroed  the  medal  of  honor  and 
elected  a  member  of  the  Academy 
of  Fine  Arts  at  Paris.  Among  his 
works  are  *'The  Kiss  of  Judas,'' 
"Ivan  the  Terrible,"  "Jews  Massa- 
cred by  the  Inquisitors,"  "  Peter  the 
Great,"  and  "The  Death  of  Socra- 
tes." 

Antonelliy  Giacomo,  Car- 
dinal, bom  at  Sonnino,  in  Italy,  of 
a  distinguished  family,  April  2,  1806. 
He  was  educated  at  Rome  and  be- 
came a  fiavorite  of  Pope  Gregory 
XVI. ;  was  Minister  of  Finance  to 
the  Pope  in  1845,  and  was  created 
a  Cardinal  in  1847  by  Pins  IX.  He 
was  elected  President  of  the  Council 
of  State  during  the  same  year  and 
became  the  most  intimate  and  confi- 
dential adviser  of  the  Pope,  and  so 
continued  to  be  after  he  had  resigned 
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his  positions  in  the  Council.    Died 
November  6,  1876. 

Antonina^  the  wife  of  the  great 
general  Belisarius,  was  distinguished 
for  her  wit,  talents,  energy,  and  oeauty. 
She  exerted  great  influence  in  the  af- 
fiiirs  of  State,  but  was  exceedingly  im- 
moral and  dissolute  in  her  conduct 
Bom  499  a.  d.  ;  died  about  570  a.  d. 

Antoninus  Pius,  a  Roman 
Emperor  distinguished  for  his  vir- 
tues, was  the  son  of  Aurelius  Fulvus, 
and  was  bom  at  Lanuvium  in  86  a.  d. 
He  was  elected  Consul  in  120  a.  d., 
and  was  adopted  in  138  by  Hadrian, 
whom  he  succeeded  in  July  of  that 
year.  He  married  Anna  Gtaleria 
Faustina.  He  died,  after  a  wise  and 
prosperous  re^,  in  161,  and  was  suc- 
ceeded by  Marcus  Aurelius.  The 
name  of  Antoninus  was  held  in  such 
veneration  by  the  Romans  that  five 
subsequent  Etmperors  assumed  it. 

AntoniuSy  Marcus  (common- 
ly called  in  English  Mark  An- 
tony), a  fjBunous  Roman  general 
and  statesman ;  bom  about  83  b.  c. ; 
was  commander  of  the  cavalry  in 
Syria  and  Egypt,  and  was  elected 
qusestor  in  53  or  62.  He  served 
under  Caesar  in  Gaul,  and  afterward 
became  augur  and  trioune.  He  was 
a  firm  adherent  of  Ceesar  in  his  con- 
test with  the  Senate :  and  when  that 
leader  went  to  Spain,  he  ^ve  An- 
tony the  chief  command  in  Italy. 
He  gained  distinction  for  skill  and 
bravery  at  the  battle  of  Pharsalia,  in 
48  B.  c,  where  he  commanded  the 
left  wing  of  Caesar's  army,  and  was 
afterward  appointed  by  the  Dictator 
master  of  horse.  By  his  eloquence 
he  excited  the  Bktman  *  populace 
against  the  assassins  of  CsMar,  and 
caused  them  to  be  driven  from  the 
dty.  He  afterward  united  with  Oc- 
tavins  and  Lepidus  in  forming  a  tri- 
umvirate, and  held  the  chief  com- 
mand at  Philippi  in  42  b.  c,  where 
the  forces  of  Brutus  and  Cassius  were 
overthrown.  In  the  division  of 
provinces  which  followed,  Asia  and 
Egypt  were  assigned  to  Antony,  who 
heaaae  enraptured  with  the  beauty 


Gif  Cleopatra,  and  n^lected  for  her 
charms  nearly  all  the  duties  of  his 
position.  In  the  war  whidi  final- 
ly ensued  between  the  triumvirs,  An- 
tony met  with  a  decisive  defeat  in 
the  naval  battle  of  Actium,  in  31  b.  c, 
fled  to  Ejpypt)  and  killed  himself 
there  the  Killowing  year. 

Anvilley  d%  Jean  Baptiste 
Bourgui^on,  a  French  geogra- 
pher ;  born  in  Paris  in  1697  ;  was  the 
author  of  numerous  works.  Died 
1782. 

ApelleSy  the  most  distinguished 
painter  of  ancient  times;  flourished 
about  330  b.  c,  and,  according  to 
some  writers,  was  a  native  of  the 
island  of  Cos;  to  others^  of  Ephesus 
or  Colophon.  Surpassing  all  his 
competitors  in  the  carefm  study  of 
his  art  and  in  the  elegance  and  grace 
of  his  style,  he  was  liberally  patron- 
ised by  Alexander  the  Great.  His 
most  important  work  is  said  to  have 
been  '^  Venus  Anadyomene  Rising 
from  the  Sea.''  The  date  of  his 
death  is  unknown,  except  that  he 
survived  his  royal  patron. 

ApolloniuSy  sumamed  Per- 
QJEUB,  an  ancient  geometer  of  a  pro- 
found and  original  mind;  bom  at 
Perga,  in  Pamphylia,  about  250  b.  c.  ; 
lived  at  Alexandria,  and  was  the  au- 
thor of  several  mathematical  works, 
among  which  the  best  kno¥m  is  his 
JVeoHae  on  Qmic  Sections, 

Apollonius  Rhodius,  a 
Greek  epic  poet  and  rhetorician; 
bom  at  Alexandria  about  235  B.  c. 

Applegrart;li»  Robert,  a  lead- 
er of  the  workin^en  of  England, 
was  bom  at  Kmgston-upon-Hull, 
January  23,  1831 ;  worked  in  his  na- 
tive town  as  a  cabinet-maker  and 
joiner,  and  removed  to  the  United 
States,  where  he  remained  some  years. 
Returning  to  England,  he  was  em- 
ployed at  Sheflield,  where,  in  1860l 
he  participated  in  the  formation  of 
the  Amalgamated  Society  of  Carpen- 
ters and  Joiners,  and,  beoominff  con- 
spicuous for  his  energy  and  iu>ility, 
was  in  1862  elected  general  secre- 
tary of  the  society,  and  was  re-elected 
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to  the  same  pontioii  eveir  sucoeedine 
jtar  antil  1871,  when  he  resigned. 
At  his  first  election  the  societj  con- 
sisted of  32  branches  and  805  mem- 
bers, vrith  a  fund  of  £790 ;  when  he 
resigned,  the  number  of  branches 
had  increased  to  240,  the  membership 
to  10,000,  and  the  fUnd  to  more  than 
£18,000.  He  opposed  strikes  and 
fiivored  arbitration.  Having  visited 
Switzerland  in  1869,  he  contributed 
several  articles  to  the  Sheffield  InJe- 
pendent  on  the  working  of  the  school 
system  there,  and  in  1870  was  ap- 
pointed a  member  of  the  royal  com- 
mission of  inquiry  into  the  operation 
of  the  Contagious  Diseases  Acts. 
This  is  said  to  be  the  first  instance 
of  a  workingman  being  invited  by 
the  Government  to  occupy  a  similiur 
position. 

ApnleluSy  a  Latin  author  and  Pla- 
tonic philosopher  of  the  second  cen- 
tary  a.  d.,  was  a  native  of  Madoura, 
in  Africa.  Among  his  productions 
are  JfafetomorpAons  ;  or^  The  Qolden  .4w, 
and  a  treatise  On  the  DoelrinM  of 
Plato. 

AquinaSy  Thomas^  Saint, 
sumamed  the  Angelic  Doctor,  a 
verv  eminent  **  schoolman,''  teacher, 
ana  writer;  bom  of  a  noble  fiimily 
near  Naples  about  1225 ;  was  related 
to  Frederick  1.  (Barbarossa)  of  Ger- 
many. He  entered  the  order  of  St. 
Dominic,  and  gained  high  distinction 
as  a  teacher  and  preaoher;  but  he 
refused  all  ecclesiastical  promotion. 
His  numerous  works  treat  chiefly  of 
theologv  and  metaphysics.  Hallam 
places  Aquinas,  witn  his  rival  Duns 
Scotus,  at  the  head  of  the  schoolmen. 
Died  1274. 

ArtkgOf  Dominic  Francis,  a 
French  astronomer  and  philosopher; 
bom  Febraary  26,  1786;  studied  at 
the  Polytechnic  School,  and  at  an 
early  age  became  attached  to  the  Ob- 
servatory of  Paris  as  secretary  of  the 
Bureau  of  Longitudes.  In  1809  he 
became  professor  of  analysis  in  the 
Polytechnic  School,  where  he  lec- 
tured for  twentv  years.  He  made 
discoveries  in  electro-magnetism,  for 


which  he  was  awarded  the  Copley 
medal  of  the  Royal  Society  of  Lon- 
don about  1829,  and  in  1830  wss  ap- 
pointed director  of  the  observatory, 
perpetual  secretary  of  the  Academy 
of  Sciences,  and  was  elected  to  the 
Chamber  of  Deputies,  where  he  be- 
came a  leader  of  the  radical  republi- 
cans. He  was  for  a  few  montns  in 
1848  Minister  of  War  find  the  Ma- 
rine under  the  provisional  govern- 
ment. He  contributed  numerous 
articles  to  the  scientific  journals  of 
his  time  on  astronomy,  lightninK, 
steam,  and  other  subjects,  which 
tended  greatly  to  make  the  study 
of  them  exceedingly  popular.  Died 
October  2,  1853. 

AragrOy  Elnunanuely  bom  in 
Paris  in  1812;  was  a  prominent  law- 
yer and  diplomatist. 

Ara&rOy  £tienne9  a  dramatic 
and  poutical  writer,  brother  of  the 
celebrated  Arago;  born  near  Perpi- 
gnan,  France,  in  1803. 

Aragrona,  Tulliay  an  Italian 
poetess  of  the  sixteenth  century. 

Aram,  Gugrene^  known  for  his 
learning,  ability,  and  tragic  fate,  as 
well  as  for  being  the  chief  character 
in  one  of  Bulwer's  most  celebrated 
novels,  was  bom  in  Yorkshire,  Eng- 
land, in  1704.  His  love  of  knowledge 
amounted  to  a  passion.  In  1759  he 
was  tried,  convicted,  and  executed  for 
the  murder  of  one  Daniel  Clark,  whom 
he  killed,  it  is  stated,  in  order  to  pro- 
cure means  for  the  further  prosecu- 
tion of  his  studies.  Although  nis  own 
instructor,  he  was  an  excellent  scholar 
in  the  Wdsh,  Irish,  Chaldee,  Hebrew, 
Arabic,  Latin,  and  Greek  languages. 

Aranda,  Don  Pedro  Abar- 
ca  y  Holea,  Count  of,  a  Spanish 
general,  statesman,  and  diplomatist; 
bom  of  noble  parentage  at  Saragossa 
in  1718.  After  serving  in  the  army 
successfully  for  some  years,  he  was 
appointed,  in  1766,  Prime  Minister  of 
Spain,  with  the  title  of  President  of 
the  Council  of  Castile.  His  admin- 
istration was  distinguished  by  the  sup- 
pression of  the  order  of  Jesuits,  the 
diminishing  of  the  powers  of  the  In- 
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i^uisition,  and  other  important  re- 
lorms.  He  waa  afterward  AmbasBador 
to  the  French  court.    Died  1799. 

AratuSy  a  Greek  poet  and  as- 
tronomer; bom  at  Soli,  in  Cilida: 
lived  in  the  latter  part  of  the  third 
.century  b.  c.  His  poems  were  greatly 
admired  by  Cicero,  Ovid,  and  others. 

AratuSy  a  Greek  general ;  bom  at 
Sicyon,  271  b.c.  ;  is  known  as  the 
founder  of  the  Achsean  League  and 
for  his  determined  opposition  to  Mace- 
donian influence  in  Greece.  Died  213 

B.C. 

Aratdo  d'Azevedo»  An- 
tonio, Count  da  Barca,  a  Portu- 
guese statesman.  Bom  in  1754;  died 
m  1817. 

Arblay,    See  D'Abblay. 

Arbuthnot,  John,  an  author 
and  phvsidan ;  bom  near  Montrose, 
in  Scotland,  in  1675 :  was  educated  at 
Aberdeen ;  removed  to  London,  where 
he  became  celebrated  for  learning, 
talentSj  and  wit  He  was  appointed 
physician  in  ordinary  to  Queen  Anne, 
ana  became  intimately  associated  with 
Pope,  Swiftj  and  other  men  of  letters 
ana  distinction.  He  was  the  author  of 
numerous  works  of  a  learned  as  well 
as  of  a  political  nature.  He  belonged 
to  the  Tory  party,  and  especially  ex- 
celled in  political  satire.  His  writ- 
ings have  been  highly  commended 
by  Dean  Swift,  Ih*.  Johnson,  and 
Lord  Macanlay.    Died  1735. 

ArcadiuSy  Emperor  of  the  East, 
was  the  ^dest  son  of  Theodosius  the 
Great,  and  was  bom  in  Spain  in  383 
A.  D.  He  inherited  the  Empire  of 
the  East  upon  his  father^s  death,  in 
395,  while  iiis  brother  Honorius  re- 
ceived the  Western  Empire.  Arca- 
dius  favored  the  orthodox  faith,  per- 
seaited  the  Arians,  and  was  completely 
subjected  to  the  influence  of  Eudoxia, 
his  Empress.  Died  408.  He  was  suc- 
ceeded by  his  son,  Theodosius  II. 

Archy  Joseph,  leader  of  the 
agricultural  laborers'  movement  in 
England,  the  son  of  a  laborer,  was 
bom  at  Barford,  Warwickshire,  No- 
vember 10,  1826.  He  acquired  con- 
siderable   education    by    reading  at 


night ;  preached  among  the  Primitive 
Methodists,  and  became  the  recog- 
nized leader  of  the  agricultural  la- 
borers. He  founded,  in  187^  Uie 
National  Agricultural  Laborers' 
Union,  of  which  he  was  elected  Presi- 
dent. 

ArchilocliuSy  a  Greek  lyric  poet 
and  satirist  of  the  seventh  century 
B.  c,  was  a  native  of  the  island  of 
Paros.  He  is  said  to  have  been  the 
first  Greek  who  composed  iambic 
verses  according  to  definite  rules. 

Archimedes  9  the  most  able  and 
distinguished  mathematician  and  nai^ 
ural  philosopher  of  ancient  times, 
was  bom  near  Syracuse,  in  Sicily, 
about  287  B.  c,  of  Greek  extraction. 
But  little  of  his  life  b  known.  He  is 
said  to  have  invented  several  very 
destmctive  military  engines.  He  was 
the  author  of  numerous  treatises  on 
scientific  questions.  Archimedes  pos- 
sessed intellect  of  tKe  highest  order 
and  a  rare  genius  for  inquiry  and  dis- 
covery. He  was  killed  at  the  cap- 
ture of  Syracuse  by  the  Bomans,  212 

B.C. 

AretinOy  Pietro»  an  Italian 
satirical  writer,  sumamed,  firom  the 
character  of  his  works,  the  Scourge 
OP  PRIKGES.    Bom  1492 ;  died  1557. 

ArgryUy  Oeor^re  Douglas 
Campbelly  K.  T.,  Dvke  of,  a 
British  statesman,  son  of  the  seventh 
Duke  of  Argyll,  was  bom  at  Arden- 
caple  Castle,  in  Dumbartonshire,  in 
1823,  and  succeeded  to  the  dukeaom 
in  1847^  when  he  had  already  acquired 
distinction  as  a  public  speaker  and  an 
author.  He  was  an  active  adherent 
of  Dr.  Chalmers  in  the  controversy  in 
the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Scotland- 
in  reference  to  patronage.  He  was 
elected  Chancellor  of  the  University 
of  St.  Andrews  in  1851,  and  the  next 
year  became  Lord  Privy  Seal  in  the 
Cabinet  of  the  Earl  of  Aberdeen, 
which  position  he  continued  to  hold 
in  the  Cabinet  of  Lord  Palmerston, 
and  was  appointed  Postmaster-Gen- 
eral in  1855.  He  had  been  elected 
rector  of  the  Universitv  of  Glasgow 
the  year  previous,  ana  was  chosto 
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President  of  the  Royal  Society  of 
Edinburah  in  1861.  He  was  Secre- 
tary of  State  lor  India  from  1868  to 
1874,  and  Lord  Privy  Seal  from  April, 
1880,  to  April,  1881.— His  eldest  son, 
the  Marquess  of  Lome,  married  the 
Princess  Louise,  daughter  of  Queen 
Victoria,  in  1871. 

AriostOy  liUdovicOy  an  Italian 
poet  of  rare  merit  and  distinction; 
bom  near  Modena,  September  8, 
1474,  and  was  educated  at  the  Col- 
lege of  Ferrara.  He  read  law  for 
several  years,  but  his  ardent  love  of 
poetry  induced  him  to  abandon  the 
legal  profession.  He  early  won,  by 
his  genius  and  accomplishments,  the 
admiration  and  patrona^  of  Cardinal 
Ippolito  d'Este  and  his  brother  Al- 
fonso, Duke  of  Ferrara,  and  was  by 
them  sent  on  missions  to  several 
Italian  courts  and  appointed  to  other 
offices.  Among  his  most  celebrated 
wc^ks  are  Orlando  Furiaao,  seven 
satire^  five  comedies,  and  a  number 
of  lyric  poems  especially  admired  for 
their  elesranoe  and  grace.  "Ariosto," 
says  Hallam,  "  has  been,  after  Homer, 
the  favorite  poet  of  Europe.  His  grace 
and  facility,  nis  dear  ana  rapid  stream 
of  language,  his  variety  and  beauty 
of  invention,  his  very  transitions  of 
subject^  so  frequentlv  censured  by 
critics,  but  artfully  devised  to  spare 
the  tediousness  that  hangs  on  a  pro- 
tracted story,  left  him  no  rival  in 
general  popularity.''  Died  June  6, 
1633. 

Alistarchos,  a  Greek  astrono- 
mer ;  lived  at  SauKW  about  260  B.  o. 

AxistarchuSy  a  Greek  critic  and 
grammarian;  lived  at  Alexandria 
about  156  B.  c.  His  commentaries  on 
Homer  have  been  highly  commended. 
He  was  the  author  of  several  works 
of  a  similar  nature  on  the  other  poets 
of  Greece.  He  also  wrote  a  number 
of  treatises  on  grammar.  Died  at  the 
age  of  seventy-two. 

AristideSy  sumamed  the  Just, 
an  illustrious  general  and  statesman 
of  Athens;  bdonged  to  the  aristo- 
cratic pai^,  and  was  a  rival  of 
ThemiitocleB.    In  490  b.  c,  when  the 


Persians  invaded  Greece,  he  was 
designated  as  one  of  the  ten  generab 
to  oppose  them,  and  in  489  was 
elected  chief  archon.  His  rare  jus- 
tice and  virtue  and  the  enmity  of 
Themistocl^  caused  him  to  be  ostra^ 
dzed  in  483.  He  was  recalled  in  480, 
when  Xerxes  invaded  Greece;  re- 
gained his  influence,  and  command- 
ed the  Athenian  contingent  of  eight 
thousand  men  at  the  battle  of  Platsea 
in  479.  The  victory  won  on  that 
field  bv  the  Greeks  was  largely  at- 
tributable to  the  ability  and  skill  of 
Aristides.    Died  about  468  B.  c. 

AristippuSy  a  Greek  philoso- 
pher; bom  at  Cyrene,  Africa,  about 
425  B.  c. ;  was  a  pupil  of  Socrates,  and 
the  founder  of  the  Cyrenaic  school. 

AristophaneSy  a  comic  poet  of 
Greece,  was  bom  about  444.  Athens 
is  supposed  to  have  been  the  place  of 
his  birth.  He  was  the  author  of 
about  fifty  comedies,  eleven  of  which 
remain  at  the  present  time.  Died 
about  380  b.  o. 

Aristotle^  sdrnamed  thb  Staqi- 
BIT£,  a  Greek  philosopher,  the  son 
of  Nicomachus,  physician  of  King 
Amyntas  of  Macedon,  was  bom  at 
Stagira,  in  Thrace,  384  b.  c.  Being 
left  an  orphan  at  an  early  age,  he  was 
placed  under  the  guardianship  of 
Proxenus,  who  had  his  education 
car^Uy  attended  to,  until,  at  the 
age  of  seventeen,  he  became  a  pupil 
of  Plato.  Aristotle,  although  ditier- 
ing  from  Plato  on  many  important 
doctrines,  always  entertained  for  him 
the  highest  respect  and  affection. 
Hermias,  ruler  of  Atameus,  in  Asia 
Minor,  in  347  b.  c,  invited  Aristotle 
to  visit  him.  While  there  he  mar- 
ried Pythias,  an  adopted  daughter  of 
Hermias,  but  on  the  assassination  of 
Hermias  fled  to  Mitylene.  At  the 
expiration  of  two  years  he  was  selected 
by  Philip  of  Maoedon  to  become  the 
instnictor  of  his  son  Alexander,  in 
which  occupation  he  passed  six  years. 
Aristotle  went  to  Athens  when  Alex- 
ander ascended  the  throne,  and  opened 
a  school,  which,  from  his  habit  of 
walking  about  during  the  delivery  of 
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his  lectures,  was  called  the  Peripa- 
tetic School.  This  school  was  largely 
attended^  and  Aristotle  had  among 
his  pupils  Callisthenes,  Theophras- 
tus,  and  Demetrius  Phalereus.  After 
the  death  of  Alexander  th^  Athenians 
suspected  Aristotle  of  being  friendly 
to  Macedon,  and  brought  against  him 
a  char^  of  impiety.  Aristotle,  with- 
out waitine  for  his  trial,  withdrew  to 
Chalcis,  where  he  remained  until  his 
death,  in  322  b.  c. 

Aristotle  was  profoundly  versed  in 
all  the  sciences.  Cuvicr  says  of  him 
that  as  a  naturalist  he  was  twenty- 
two  hundred  years  in  advance  of  his 
age.  His  ¥rritingB  that  have  come 
down  to  us  treat  of  a  great  variety  of 
subjects.  Many  of  hi:  works  were 
lost,  but  those  that  have  been  pre- 
served may  be  classified  under 
the  heads  of  Dialectics  and  Logic, 
Physics,  Mathematics,  Metaphysics, 
Ethics,  Politics,  (Economics,  His- 
torical Writing  and  Miscellaneous. 

No  other  philosopher  has  ever  ex- 
erted BO  g^eat  an  influence  on  the 
minds  of  men  as  has  Aristotle.  For 
two  thousand  years  his  authority  was 
almost  despotic;  even  in  the  Dark 
A^  his  works  were  studied  in  the 
Moslem  capitals  of  Bagdad  and  Cor- 
dova. 

Alias,  or  AreinSy  the  founder 
of  the  Arian  schism,  the  greatest 
which  occurred  in  the  Christian 
Church  prior  to  the  time  of  Luther, 
was  bom  about  255  a.  d.,  at  GVrene, 
in  Africa.  He  was  ordained  deacon 
at  Alexandria,  and  was  promoted  to 
the  first  rank  of  the  priesthood. 
About  318  a  controversy  arose  be- 
tween him  and  Alexander,  the  patri- 
arch of  that  city,  in  reference  to  the 
doctrine  of  Arius,  which  was  ''that 
the  Son  is  not  co-eternal  and  co-essen- 
tial with  the  Father."  The  First 
General  Council,  which  was  sum- 
moned to  meet  at  Nice  by  the  Em- 
peror Constantine,  almost  unanimous- 
ly condemned  the  theology  of  Arius, 
and  he  was  exiled  by  that  sovereign, 
who  subsequently  called  him  to  Con- 
stantinople, where  he  had  numerous 


disciples.  On  the  other  side,  Arian- 
ism  was  approved  by  the  Synods  of 
Tyre  and  Jerusalem  and  embraced 
by  nearly  all  the  Goths^  Vandals,  and 
Suevi  of  the  fifth  and  sixth  centuries. 
The  contest  between  the  Arians — ^also 
called  Eusebians — and  the  Athanasi- 
ans  or  orthodox  party^  continued  for 
more  than  two  centuries,  and  caused 
many  battles,  a  large  amount  of  blood- 
shed^ and  bitter  persecutions  by  both 
parties.     Died  about  336  a.  d. 

Arkwright,  Sir  Richard,  an 
English  manufacturer ;  bom  at  Pres- 
ton, in  Lancashire,  in  1732 ;  known 
as  the  inventor  of  a  machine  for  spin- 
ning cotton,  which  greatly  extended 
the  manufacture  of  cotton  in  Great 
Britain,  and  as  the  founder  of  the 
present  fieu^ry  system  in  that  coun- 
try. He  received  the  order  of  knight- 
hood from  King  George  HI,  Died 
1792. 

ArmagnaCy  d%  Bernard, 
succeeded  to  the  estates  and  title  of 
Count  in  1391,  and  was  in  1410  leader 
of  the  Princes  of  the  blood  in  their 
coalition  against  the  Duke  of  Bur- 
Rundv.  In  the  civil  war  which  fol- 
lowed, one  party  was  called  Arma- 
gnacs:  the  other,  Bureundians.  He 
also  oecame  Constable  of  France. 
Killed  at  the  capture  of  Pans  in  1418 
by  the  Bur^undians. 

ArminiuSy  Jacobus,  the 
founder  of  the  Arminian  theology; 
bom  at  Gudewater  in  1560;  was  oiv 
dained  a  minister  at  Amsterdam  in 
1588,  and  appointed  professor  of  divin- 
ity at  Leyaen  in  1603.  The  following 
year  he  renounced  the  doctrines  of  Cal- 
vin on  grace  and  predestination,  and 
became  the  advocate  of  the  doctrine  of 
freewill.  His  theological  views  were 
after  his  death  condemned  by  the 
National  Synod  of  Dort,  but  have 
been  embraced  by  the  majority  of  the 
members  of  the  Episcopal  ana  Meth- 
odist churches,  and  in  Holland  were 
adhered  to  by  many,  who  suffered 
a  bitter  persecution  from  Maurice, 
Prince  of  Grange.    Died  1609. 

Armitagey  Edward,  R.  A.,  an 
English  historical  and  mural  painter ;

bom  in  London,  May  20, 1817 ;  stud- 
ied in  Fnmoe  and  Germany,  and  sub- 
sequooUy  pasBed  some  time  in  Rom& 
toA  during  the  war  with  Russia  visited 
the  Crimea.  He  was  in  1875  chosen 
profeasor  of  painting  in  the  Royal 
Academy  of  London.  Among  his 
numerous  productions  are  ^'The 
Spirit  of  Religion,"  a  fresco,  **  The 
Ravine  at  Inkermann,"  "Souvenir  of 
Scutari,"  "  HennrVIII.  and  Cath- 
erine Parr"  "The  Death  of  Mar- 
mion,"  "The  Death  of  Nelson," 
"Savonarola  and  Lorenzo  the  Mag- 
nificent," "The  Dawn  of  the  First 
Easter  Sunday,"  and  "  In  Memory  of 
the  Great  Fire  at  Chicago." 

ArmstrongTy  Johiiy  a  poet  and 
physician:  bom  in  Scotland  about 
1709;  settled  in  London,  where  he 
produced  several  poems,  satires,  and 
medical  essays.    Died  1779. 

Armstrong't  John,  an  English 
medical  writer.  Bora  in  1784 ;  died 
1829. 

AmaldOy  or  Arnold,  of 
Bresciay  an  Italian  orator  and 
popular  lender;  bom  about  the  end 
of  the  eleventh  century ;  attempted 
to  reform  the  corruption  of  the  clergy, 
and  was  banished  from  Italy  in  1139 
by  Pone  Lonocent  II.  Four  years 
later  tne  people  of  Rome  revolted 
atfainst  the  Pojpe.  Arnold  returned ; 
placed  himseli  at  their  head ;  advo- 
cated dvil  liberty  and  religious  re- 
fonn:  established  a  Senate,  and  drove 
out  Pope  Eugenius  III.  The  insur- 
gents were,  however,  reduced  to  sub- 
mission by  Adrian  lY.  in  1154.  and 
Arnold  was  taken,  and  put  to  aeaih 
the  year  following. 

Amaudy  Henriy  a  heroic  pastor 
of  the  Waldenses ;  bom  in  1641 ;  ex- 
hibited great  skill  and  courage  as  a 
military  leader  of  his  people,  and 
won  several  victories  over  the  forces 
of  France  and  the  Duke  of  Savoj^, 
and  afterward  served  as  colonel  in 
the  army  of  the  allies  against  the 
French.    Died  1721. 

Amauld,  Antoiney  a  theo- 
logian, philosopher,  and  doctor  of  the 
Sorbonne;  bom  in  Paris,  Febmary  6, 


1612.  He  was  an  ardent  supporter 
of  the  doctrines  of  the  Jansenists  and 
a  decided  opponent  of  those  of  the 
Jesuits.  He  was  afterward  expelled 
from  the  Sorbonne  and  with  his  party 
suffered  firom  the  persecutions  of  the 
Jesuits,  and  in  1679  retired  to  the 
Netherlands.  Died  at  Brussels  in  1 694. 
He  was  the  author  of  several  polemi- 
cal, theological,  and  other  worW 

Arndty  Elrnst  Moritz,  a  Ger- 
man poet  and  political  writer;  bom 
in  Prussia  in  1769.  Amone  his  pro- 
ductions are  many  national  songs  of  . 
beauty  and  spirit,  one  of  which,  "  Was 
ist  des  Deutschen  Vaterland?"  ("  What 
is  the  German^s  Fatherland?"),  was 
said  at  that  period  to  have  been  the 
most  popular  song  in  Germany.  Died 
1860. 

Arne,  Thomas  Ausrustiney 
an  English  musician  and  composer  of 
high  merit.  Born  in  London  m  1710; 
died  in  1778. 

Arnlieiiny  or  Amim^  von» 
Joliann  Georg^y  a  general  and 
diplomatist;  born  in  Brandenburg 
about  1581;  served  under  Wallen- 
stein  in  the  army  of  Ferdinand  II. 
of  Grermany,  and  was  made  Field- 
Marshal  in  1628.  Two  years  later  he 
was  appointed  commander-in-chief 
of  the  army  of  the  Elector  of  Saxony, 
in  which  capacity  he  led  the  left  wing, 
under  Gustavus  Adolphus^  at  Leipsic, 
in  1631,  and  defeated  the  imperiuists 
at  LiegniU  in  1634.    Died  1641. 

Arnimy  Elizabeth,  or  Bet- 
tina,  a  German  authoress.  Bom  in 
1785;  died  1859. 

Arniniy  voiiy  Harry  Karl 
£dward,  Count,  a  Prussian  diplo- 
matist ;  bom  in  Pomerania,  October 
3,  1824.  His  father  was  at  one  time 
Minister  of  Foreign  Affairs.  He  stud- 
ied at  the  University  of  Berlin  and 
represented  Pmssia  at  Rome  as  Am- 
baj»ador  from  1864  until  1870,  and 
in  July,  1870,  was  created  a  Count 
He  was  subseK^uently  sent  as  Ambas- 
sador to  Pans.  Misunderstandings 
arising  between  him  and  Prince 
Bismarck,  he  was  recalled  in  1874 
and  appointed  to  Constantinople,  but 
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was  placed  upon  half  pay  before 
he  had  time  to  set  out  on  his  new 
mission,  and  in  October  of  the  same 
year  was  arrested  at  his  private  resi- 
dence near  Stettin  by  Bismarck's  or- 
ders and  taken  to  Berlin,  where  he 
was  imprisoned.  He  was  charged 
with  haying  embezzled  important 
State  documents  from  the  archives  of 
the  German  embassy  at  Paris.  On 
his  trial  before  the  municipal  court 
of  Berlin  the  charge  of  embezzlement 
was  withdhiwn,  but  he  was  found 
guilty  of  having  removed  thirteen 
documents  relating  to  ecclesiastical 
afiairs.  He  was  sentenced  to  three 
months'  imprisonment,  but  escaped  to 
Switzerland,  and  the  sentence  was 
never  enforced.  He  was  afterward 
indicted  for  hieh  treason;  tried  in 
1876,  during  his  absence;  found 
gailty  by  the  High  Court  of  State 
on  the  chax^  of  betraying  his 
country,  ofiending  the  Emperor,  and 
insulting  Prince  Bismarck  ana  the 
Foreign  Office ;  and  was  sentenced  to 
five  years'  penal  servitude.  After  re- 
siding for  some  time  at  Nice  he  pur- 
chase an  estate  in  Hungary^  which 
gave  him  the  rights  of  a  citizen  of 
Austria.    Died  1879. 

Arnim,  von,  Ludwigr 
Achim,  a  German  poet  Bom  in 
Berlin  in  1781 ;  died  1881. 

Amobius,  noted  for  the  ardent 
and  eloquent  manner  in  which  he 
advocated  the  truths  of  Christianity 
and  opposed  the  ]M^n  svstem  of  the- 
ology, lived  at  Sicca,  in  Numidia, 
about  the  end  of  the  third  century. 
He  left  a  few  religious  works  of  deep 
interest. 

Arnold,  Benedict,  an  Ameri- 
can general,  one  of  the  most  infamous 
traitors  mentioned  in  history,  was 
bom  at  Norwich,  Conn.,  January  3, 
1740.  Early  in  life  he  was  known 
for  his  courage,  as  well  as  for  his  [ 
overbearing  and  mischievous  dispo- 
sition. Apprenticed  to  a  drug^st,  he 
ran  away,  enlisted  as  a  soldier,  de- 
serted, went  to  New  Haven,  became  a 
merchant,  and  engaged  in  a  large 
trade  with  the  West  Indies.    Failing 


in  business,  he  was  accosed  ofgoing 
into  bankruptcy  fraudul^itly.  He¥ra0 
commissioned  as  colonel  by  the  au- 
thorities of  Massachusetts  after  the 
battle  of  Lexington,  in  1775.  In  the 
same  year  he  assisted  in  the  capture 
of  Ticonderoga.  and  was  given  the 
command  of  atx)tit  twelve  hundred 
men  in  the  expedition  a^nst  Qne- 
bec.  Though  this  enterprise  was  un- 
successfol,  Amold  displayed  military 
talents  oi  a  high  order.  He  was 
wounded  at  Quebec,  and  was  soon 
after  promoted  to  the  rank  of  briga- 
dier-general. On  the  1 1th  of  October, 
1776,  while  in  command  of  a  flotilla 
of  small  vessels  on  Lake  Champlain. 
he  gained  further  distinction  for  skill 
and  undaunted  courage  in  an  encoun- 
ter with  a  greatly  superior  force  of  the 
enemy.  Although  ne  did  not  win  a 
victory,  the  result  of  the  battle  gave 
great  encouragement  to  the  cause  of 
the  patriots.  At  the  commencement 
of  the  following  year  he  was  f^reatly 
ofTended  because  five  of  his  juniors 
were  raised  to  the  rank  of  migor- 
general.  He  was  shortly  after  pro- 
moted to  the  same  rank,  but  he  still 
thought  that  he  had  been  slichted, 
and  cherished  ill-feeling  toward  Con- 
gress. His  arrogance^  violent  temper, 
and  dishonest  pecuniary  transactions 
involved  him  at  this  period  in  many 
difficulties.  Commanding  the  left 
wing  at  the  battle  of  Bemus  Heights, 
September  19, 1777,  he  quarrelled  with 
Gen.  Gates,  who  is  charged  with  hav- 
ing been  j^ous  of  Amold.  For  these 
reasons  the  latter  resigned.  But  dur- 
ing the  battle  of  Stillwater,  fought 
October  7  in  the  Bame  year,  and  with- 
out the  permission  of  Gen.  Gates,  he 
issued  orders,  participated  in  the  en- 
gagement, and  exhibited  desperate 
courage.  "Amold,"  says  Sparks,  "re- 
ceived no  orders  during  the  day,  but 
rode  about  the  field  in  every  direc- 
tion, seeking  the  hottest  parts  of  the 
action  and  issuing  his  commands 
wherever  he  went.  Being  the  high- 
est officer  in  rank  that  appeared  in 
the  field^  his  orders  were  obeyed  when 
practicable;  but  all   accounts  agree 
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that  his  conduct  was  rash  in  the  ex- 
treme, indicating  rather  the  frenzy  of 
a  marinntn  than  the  considerate  wis- 
dom of  an  experienced  general." 
Arnold  was  severely  woundd  in  this 
battle.  He  was  appointed,  in  June, 
1778,  to  the  command  of  Philadel- 
phia, where  he  lived  in  extravagant 
Btyle^  became  deeply  involved  finan- 
dally,  and  in  order  to  extricate  him- 
self from  his  difficulties  resorted  to 
dishonest  practices.  He  married  in 
that  city,  in  1779,  Margaret,  a  daugh- 
ter of  Edward  Shippen.  Tried  by  a 
oourt-martial  on  charges  affecting  his 
official  conduct  in  Philadelphia,  he 
was  sentenced  to  receive  a  reprimand 
from  the  commander-in-chief. 

Althoueh  this  was  administered  by 
Oen.  Wasiiington  in  a  most  ^ntle 
and  oondiiatory  manner,  the  vindic- 
tive spirit  of  Arnold  was  thoroughly 
aroused.  He  had  about  six  montlis 
prior  to  thb  made  treasonable  over- 
tures to  the  enemy.  To  increase  with 
the  British  the  value  of  his  treason, 
he  obtained  command  of  West  Point, 
one  of  the  strongest  and  most  import- 
ant of  the  American  fortresses,  with 
the  intention  of  betraying  it  into  the 
hands  of  Sir  Henry  Clinton.  Miyor 
Andr^  acted  as  agent  for  the  latter  in 
the  negotiations  which  ensued.  The* 
plot  was,  however,  detected  by  the 
capture  of  Andr4,  and  Arnold  barely 
escaped  (September  25,  1780)  to  a 
British  sloop-of-war  lying  below  West 
Point.  He  is  said  to  have  received 
£6315  from  the  British  to  indemnify 
him  for  what  he  had  lost  by  his  treach- 
erous conduct.  He  became  a  colonel 
in  the  British  army,  and  issued  two 
addresses  to  his  countrymen,  in  which 
he  endeavored  to  justify  his  own 
oonise  and  to  persuade  them  to  imi- 
tate it.  He  afterward  commanded  a 
bodv  of  troops  in  Connecticut,  where, 
by  his  rapacity  and  inhumanity,  he 
added  to  the  infamy  which  he  had 
already  aoouired.  He  passed  the  re- 
mainder of  his  life  mostly  in  Eng- 
land, where  he  was  shunned  and  de- 
tested bv  nearly  every  one.  Died 
in  LoiMKMi  in  June^  1801. — His  son. 


James  Robebtson  Arnold,  became 
a  major-general  in  the  British  arm^. 

Arnold,  Gdwiiiy  an  English 
poet;  bom  June  10,  1832;  graduated 
at  Oxford  in  1854,  and  soon  after  be- 
came principal  of  the  government 
Sanscrit  CoU^  at  Poona,  in  the 
Bombay  Presidency,  and  Fellow  of 
the  University  of  Bombav,  and  for 
the  able  manner  in  whicn  he  ner- 
formed  the  duties  of  those  omces 
twice  received  the  thanks  of  the  Gov- 
emor-in-Council.  He  is  an  extensive 
contributor  to  critical  and  literary 
journals,  and  the  author  of  several 
works  and  translations.  He  is  a  Fel- 
low of  the  Royal  (Geographical  So- 
ciety of  London,  and  in  1877  was 
named  a  Companion  of  the  Star  of 
India.  He  has  since  1861  been  upon 
the  editorial  stati'  of  the  London  Daily 
Telegraph,  Among  his  productions  are 
The  Light  of  Aaia,  The  Indian  Song  of 
Songs  J  Qriaelda :  A  DramOy  and  Poems^ 
Nan'otive  and  Lyrical. 

Amoldy  Matthew,  an  English 
author,  son  of  Rev.  Thomas  Arnold, 
was  born  December  24, 1822,  and  was 
educated  at  Rugby  and  Oxford.  He 
graduated  with  honor  in  1844,  and 
the  year  following  was  elected  a  Fel- 
low of  Oriel  College.  He  was  chosen 
professor  of  poetry  at  Oxford  in  1857, 
in  1869  received  the  honorary  degree 
of  Doctor  of  Laws  from  the  University 
of  Edinburgh,  and  the  same  degree  in 
1870  from  the  University  of  Oxford. 
About  1878  the  order  of  Commander 
of  the  Crown  of  Italy  was  conferred 
upon  him  by  the  King  of  Italy. 
Among  his  works  are  The  Strayed 
Reveller  and  other  PoemSf  Empedodea 
on  Etna  and  other  PoemSy  Essays  on 
Oritidmnj  New  PoemSf  Friendship's 
Oarlandj  and  Lectures  on  the  Study  of 
the  Odtie  Literature. 

Arnold,  Thomas,  D.  D.,  an 
English  historian,  preacher,  and 
teacher  of  great  ability;  bom  in 
June,  1795;  studied  at  Oxford;  was 
ordained  as  a  priest  in  1828,  and  ap- 
pointed head-master  of  Rugby  school, 
where  he  exhibited  rare  talents  as  an 
instructor  of  the  young.    He  was  in 
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1841  appointed  regius  professor  of 
history  at  the  University  of  Oxford. 
Died  in  Jnne,  1842. 

Arnold  von  Winkelried, 
a  Swiss  patriot  who  decided  the  fate 
of  the  l^Ie  of  Sempach  in  favor  of 
his  countrymen  in  1386.  He  broke 
the  Austrian  phalanx  by  rushing 
against  the  points  of  the  spears  and 
gathering  in  his  arms  all  the  spears 
that  he  could  reach.  He  received 
a  large  number  of  mortal  wounds. 

Aniotty  I>r.  Neily  an  experi- 
mental philosopher;  bom  in  Scot- 
land in  1788 ;  removed  in  early  life 
to  London,  where  he  was  chosen  Fel- 
low of  the  Royal  Society,  and  was 
awarded  several  medals  for  his  dis- 
coveries. 

Arriaiiy  a  Greek  historian  and 
native  of  Nicomedia,  in  Bithynia; 
lived  in  the  second  century  a.  d.  He 
waH  the  author  of  several  works,  the 
chief  of  which  is  a  History  <^  the  Expe- 
dition of  Alexander  the  Oreat. 

Arrowsniithy  Aaron,  an  Eng- 
lish geographer.  Bom  in  1750 ;  died 
1823. 

Artaxerxes  I.,  liongima- 
nu8y  succeeded  his  father,  Xerxes  I., 
as  King  of  Persia  in  465  b.  c.  He 
slew  wiUi  his  own  hand  Artabanus,  the 
assassin  of  Xerxes,  and  about  455  re- 
duced to  subjection  the  Egyptians, 
who  had  revolted ;  but  the  Persians 
were  defeated  by  the  Athenians,  allies 
of  the  Egyptians,  in  a  battle  near 
Salamis,  in  tne  isle  of  Cvprus,  in  449. 
Died  425  b.  c. 

Artaxerxes  II* »  surnamed 
MvEMON,  son  of  Darius  II. ;  ascend- 
ed the  throne  of  Persia  405  b.  c.  He 
defeated  his  brother  Cyrus  at  the  bat- 
tle of  Cunaxa  in  401  B.  c.  Cyrus  had 
ndsed  a  large  army,  composed  partly 
of  ten  thousand  Greeks  (rendered 
famous  by  Xenophon),  to  wrest  the 
crown  of  Persia  m>m  Artaxerxes,  b|^t 
was  kUled  at  Cunaxa.  Artaxerxes 
died  in  362  b.  c,  after  a  very  turbu- 
lent reign. 

Artediy  Peter,  a  distln^^uished 
naturalist.  Bom  at  Anund,  in  Swe- 
den, in  1705;  died  1735. 


Artemisia,  Queen  of  Halicar- 
nassus,  joined  the  fleet  of  Xerxes  in 
his  war .  against  Greece.  She  giuned 
distinction  for  courage  and  abuity  at 
the  battle  of  Salamis,  where  she  com- 
manded her  own  ship,  in  480  b.  c. 

Artemisia,  an  Eastern  princessy 
wife  of  Mausolus,  Prince  of  Caria^ 
who  died  352  b.  c.  She  was  notea 
for  her  devotion  to  the  memory  of  her 
husband,  to  whom  she  erected  a  tomb 
which,  from  its  magnificence,  was  re- 
garded as  one  of  Uie  Seven  Wonden 
of  the  world,  and  from  which  th« 
term  "mausoleum"  is  said  to  be  de- 
rived. She  is  reported  to  have  died 
of  grief  two  years  after  the  death  of 
Mausolus. 

Arteveld,  or  Artevelide, 
van,  Jacob,  a  celebrated  leader 
of  the  people  of  Ghent  in  their  re- 
volt against  the  Count  of  Flandera 
was  born  about  1300.  He  proscribed 
the  nobles,  governed  in  a  tyrannical 
manner,  and  formed  a  league  with 
Edward  ILL  of  England,  whom  he 
persuaded  the  Fleniiugs  to  recognize 
as  King  of  France.  He  was  killed 
in  a  revolt  by  the  citizens  of  Gheut  in 
1345. 

Arte  veld,  van,  Philip,  son 
of  the  preceding ;  born  at  Ghent  in 
1340;  was  chosen  in  1881  captain  of 
the  forces  of  his  native  city  in  their 
revolt  against  Louis,  Count  of  Flan- 
ders. He  defeated  Louis  at  Bruges^ 
took  possession  of  that  city,  and  a»- 
sumea  the  title  of  regent.  He  was 
killed  in  November,  1:^2,  at  the  bat- 
tle of  Koosebeke,  where  the  Flem- 
ings were  defeated  by  the  French, 
who  were  supporting  Count  Louis. 

Arthur,  Chester  Absalom, 
twenty -first  President  of  the  United 
States,  was  bom  at  St  Albans,  in  Ver- 
mont, in  1831.  He  read  law,  was  ad' 
mitted  to  the  bar,  and  began  to  prac- 
tise in  New  York  City.  He  was  in 
1860  quartermaster-general  on  the 
staff  of  Governor  Morgan  of  New 
York,  in  which  position  he  exhibited 
great  executive  ability.  He  became 
veryprominent  in  politics  as  a  seal- 
ous  Kepublican,  and  was  appointed  in 
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1871  Collector  of  the  port  of  New 
York.  He  was  sacceeaed  in  this 
position  in  1878  by  Qen.  Merritt,  the 
ftppointee  of  President  Hayee. 

in  1880,  Mr.  Arthur  was  placed  in 
nomination  for  Vice-President  of  the 
United  States  by  the  National  Re- 
publican Convention  at  Chicago,  and 
m  the  ensuing  November  he  was 
elected  to  that  position  with  Qen. 
GhLrfield  as  President.  On  the  death 
of  President  Carfield,  September  19, 
1881,  he  succeeded  to  the  Presidency. 
He  has  at  this  time  (1882)  retained 
one  member  of  President  Oarfield's 
Cabinet — viz.,  Mr.  Lincoln,  Secretary 
of  War — and  has  appointed,  in  the 
place  of  the  other  members,  Mr.  Fre- 
linghuysen  as  Secretary  of  State,  Mr. 
Folger  as  Secretary  of  the  Treasury, 
Mr.  Teller  as  Secretary  of  the  In- 
terior, Mr.  Chandler  as  Secretary  of 
the  Navy,  Mr.  Brewster  as  Attomey- 
Oeneral,  Mr.  Howe  as  Postmaster- 
Greneral. 

Arthur,  Timothy  Shay,  an 
American  author ;  bom  at  Newbury, 
N.  Y.,  in  1809 ;  was  educated  in  Bal- 
timore, and  settled  in  Philadelphia  in 
1841.  His  numerous  works,  which 
have  been  quite  popular,  were  written 
to  illustrate  domestic  life  and  to  pro- 
mote temperance  and  morality. 
Among  them  may  be  mentioned 
Lights  and  Shadows  cf  Real  Life,  The 
Oood  Time  Commg,  TtUes  of  Married 
Life,  Ten  Nights  in  a  Bar-Roomy  and 
histories  of  Kentucky,  Oeorgia,  Vir- 
ginia, and  New  Jersey. 

Artigas,  Don  Juan,  or  Fer- 
nando «Tos^  a  South  American 
eeoeral  in  the  service  of  the  repub- 
lic of  Buenos  Ayres.  Bom  in  Monte- 
video about  1760:  died  about  1825. 

Aflcham,  Roflrer,  a  leamed 
English  scholar  and  author;  bom  in 
Yorkshire  in  1515 ;  was  educated  at 
Cambridge.  Although  a  Protestant, 
he  was  the  Latin  secretary  of  Queen 
Mary,  and  held  the  same  position 
under  Queen  Elizabeth,  to  whom  he 
had  been  tutor  in  the  Greek  and 
Latin  tongues.  Elizabeth  aJso  re- 
ceived Inrtmction  from  him  in  the 


classics  after  she  had  ascended  the 
throne.    Died  in  1508. 

Ascheber^,  von,  Rut^er, 
Count,  a  Swedish  general  and  Field- 
Marshal  ;  bom  in  1021 ;  gained  a  de- 
cisive victory  over  the  Poles  in  1655, 
and  afterward  defeated  the  Danes  in 
several  important  battles  between 
1658  and  1676.    Died  1693. 

Asdepiades  Bithynus,  a 
Greek  physician;  bom  in  Bithynia 
in  the  second  century  B.O.,  and  re- 
moved to  Rome,  where  he  established 
a  medicad  school.  He  is  said  to  have 
died  about  70  B.  o. 

Asfeld,  d%  Claude  Fran- 
cois Bidal,  Marquess,  an  able 
French  ^enend  during  the  reign  of 
Louis  XIV.  He  gained  several  im- 
portant victories  both  in  Spain  and 
in  Italy.  He  was  made  Marshjil  of 
France  and  commander-in-chief  in 
Germany,  where  he  was  opposed  to 
the  celebrated  Prince  Eugene.  Died 
1743. 

Ash  burton,  Alexander 
Baring^y  Lord,  an  English  diplo- 
matist, sou  of  Sir  Francis  Baring; 
bora  in  1774;  spent  several  years  in 
the  United  States,  where  he  married 
a  daughter  of  Senator  Bingham  of 
Pennsylvania,  and  in  1810  succeeded 
his  father  as  head  oi  the  celebrated 
firm  of  Baring  Brothers  &  Co.  He 
entered  Parliament  in  1812,  was  cre- 
ated Baron  Ashburton  in  1835,  and  in 
1841  was  sent  as  special  envoy  to  the 
United  States  to  adjust  the  northern 
boundary  between  Maine  and  the 
British  possessions,  and  succeeded  in 
negotiating  with  Daniel  Webster  what 
is  known  as  the  Ashburton  Treaty. 
Died  in  May,  1848. 

Asoka^  or  A^^ka,  a  powerful 
sovereign  who  in  the  third  century 
B.  o.  ruled  over  the  ^^reater  part  of 
Hindostan  under  the  title  of  King  of 
Ma^hada. 

Aspasia^  distinguished  for  her 
beauty,  genius,  and .  political  influ- 
ence; bom  at  Miletus;  removed  to 
Athens,  where  she  won  the  admira- 
tion of  Pericles,  with  whom,  thoueh 
unmarried,  she  lived  as  his  wife,  the 
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laws  of  the  Athenians  not  permitting 
a  citizen  to  marry  a  foreigner.  Her 
house  was  the  resort  of  the  leading 
men  of  Athens,  and  Socrates  called 
himself  one  of  her  disciples.  Her 
death  occurred  subsequent  to  that  of 
Pericles,  in  429  b.  c.  ;  but  the  exact 
date  is  unknown. 

AstOFy  John  Jacoby  a  mer- 
chant of  New  York  City  celebrated 
for  the  accumulation  of  great  wealth, 
was  bom  in  Heidelberg,  Germany,  in 
1763.  He  visited  London  and  New 
York,  and  finally  settled  in  the  latter 
city,  where  he  entered  into  the  fur 
trade  with  great  success.  He  after- 
ward established  trading-posts  in  the 
great  North-west  as  far  as  the  Pacific 
Ocean,  and  founded  Astoria,  at  the 
mouth  of  the  Columbia  River,  in 
April,  1811.  Two  of  his  expeditions, 
however,  were  disastrous ;  some  of  his 
employ^  deserted  him,  and  he  was 
opposed  by  the  North-west  (British 
Fur)  Company.  He  next  turned  his 
attention  to  real  estate  in  New  York 
City,  where  he  made  extensive  in- 
vestments, erected  a  large  number 
of  buildings,  and  reaped  enormous 
profits.  The  poet  Fitz-Greene  Halleck 
was  for  a  long  time  his  private  secre- 
tary. When  Astor  diedf  in  1848,  his 
property  was  estimated  at  twenty  mil- 
lions of  dollars.  He  left  four  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars  to  found  the 
Astor  Library,  and  after  his  death 
his  son,  William  B.  Astor,  contributed 
a  nearly  equal  amount  for  the  same 
purpose. 

Aialiualpay  the  last  Inca  of 
Peru,  succeeded  his  father,  Huayna- 
Capac,  as  King  of  Quito  about  1525, 
ana  soon  after  invaded  with  a  power- 
ful f<yrce  the  dominions  of  his  brother 
Huascar  (who  reigned  in  Peru,  and 
who  was  legitimately  entitled  to  all 
the  possessions  of  Huayna-Capac),  de- 
feated and  captured  him.  During  the 
same  year  Pizarro,  beginning  the  con- 
quest of  Peru,  imprisoned  Atahualpa, 
and  in  1533  put  him  to  death.  He 
was  known  as  a  brave,  liberal,  high- 
minded,  and  ambitious  Prince. 

Athanasius,  one  of  the  moit 


distinguished  of  the  Greek  Fathers 
of  the  Christian  Church,  was  bom  at 
Alexandria,  E^pt,  about  296.  At 
the  Council  of  Nice,  325  a.  d.,  he  was 
one  of  the  most  able,  eloquent,  and 
earnest  opponents  of  the  doctrines  of 
Arius,  and  was  the  year  following 
chosen  Archbishop  of  Alexandria. 
He  subsequently  sunered  severe  per- 
secution &om  the  Arians  and  those 
who  desired  to  favor  them,  but  he 
remained  steadfast  in  his  faith  and 
exhibited  great  courage  and  fortitude. 
From  him  the  orthodox  party  of  the 
Church  were  called  Athanasians.  He 
was  finally  restored  to  his  See,  in  the 
possession  of  which  he  died,  373  A.  d., 
leaving  behind  him  numerous  theo- 
logical works. 

Atlielstan,  or  ^thelstan^ 
one  of  the  most  distinguished  of  the 
Anglo-Saxon  Kings,  grandson  of  Al- 
fred the  Great ;  bom  about  895  A.  D. : 
ascend^  the  throne  in  925.  He  added 
Northumbria  to  his  dominions.  He 
gained  in  937  a  decisive  victory  over 
an  army  composed  of  Danes,  Scots, 
and  Picts,  and  extended  his  sway  over 
the  greater  part  of  Fngland.  Died 
941. 

AthenagroraSy  a  Christian 
philosopher,  and  the  author  of  two 
valuable  works  in  defence  of  Chris- 
tianity, was  a  native  of  Athens  and 
lived  in  the  second  century.  His  writ- 
ings, which  were  in  the  Greek  lan- 
guage, have  been  translated  into  Eng- 
lish and  highly  commended  by  men 
of  learning. 

Atterbury,  Francis,  bom  in 
Buckinghamshire,  England,  in  1062; 
studied  at  Oxford :  became  success- 
ively chaplain  to  Queen  Anne,  Dean 
of  Carlisle,  and  Bishop  of  Rochester 
(1713).  He  was  distinguished  as  an 
eloquent  preacher,  as  an  able  writer, 
and  as  an  active  politician  of  the 
Jacobite  party.  His  sermons  have 
been  greatly  admired  for  their  ele- 
gance of  style  by  some  of  the  first 
critics  in  the  English  language.  En- 
gaging in  a  plot  to  place  me  Pre- 
tender on  the  throne  at  the  death  of 
Anne,  he  was  in  1723  tried  and  con- 
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▼icted  by  the  House  of  Lords,  and 
aentenoea  to  deprivation  of  all  offices 
and  to  banishment.  Died  in  Paris  in 
1732. 

Atticus,  Titus  Pomponius, 
a  Boman  jphiloeopher  and  philan- 
thropist Bom  109  B.  0.;  med  32 
B.  c. 

AttUa,  sumamed  the  Scouroe 
OF  God.  became  Shagan,  or  sovereign, 
of  the  Huns  in  the  territory  now  form- 
ing the  kingdom  of  Hungary,  about 
432  A.  D.  He  conquered  the  greater 
part  of  Scjrthia  and  Germany,  in- 
vaded the  Boman  Empire  in  447, 
gained  several  victories  over  the 
Emperor  Theodoeius,  and  finally  con- 
duded  with  him  a  treatv  of  peace. 
Having  entered  Gaul  at  the  head  of 
a  large  army,  he  met  with  an  over- 
whelming defeat  by  Aetius,  com- 
mander of  the  Bomans,  and  Theod- 
oric,  of  the  Visigoths,  near  Ch&lons- 
sur-Mame,  451  a.  d.  He  afterward 
ravaged  Northern  Italy,  concluded  a 
treaty  with  the  Emperor,  and  return- 
ed to  Hungary,  wnere  he  died,  in 
453  A.  D. 

Auber,  Daniel  Firan<;oi8 
Esprity  a  distinpiished  French 
composer  and  musician.  Bom  1784 ; 
died^l871. 

Aubigrn^y  d%  Merle.  See 
IVAubionA. 

Aubigrn^»  cl%  Theodore 
Anrippa,  distinguished  as  a  brave 
and  able  officer  under  Henry  IV.  of 
France,  and  as  a  learned  and  witty 
Huguenot  vrriter.  Bom  in  France  in 
1550;  died  1630. 

AuchmutVy  Sir  Samuel,  a 
British  general;  bom  in  New  York 
in  1756 ;  fought  against  the  colonies 
during  the  earlv  part  of  the  Bevolu- 
tionary  war,  ana  afterward  served  in 
India,  Egypt,  and  South  America, 
where  he  captured  Montevideo  from 
the  SpaniaroB  and  rendered  other  im- 
portant services.  He  was  again  sent 
to  India,  where  he  captured  Java,  and 
was  raised  to  the  rank  of  lieutenant- 
general.    Died  1822. 

Audoiiin,  Jean  Victor,,  a 
French     entomologist,    oompamtive 


anatomist,  scientific  writer,  and  mem- 
ber of  the  Academy  of  Sciences  at 
Paris,  was  bom  in  that  city  in  1797. 
Died  November,  1841. 

Audran,  Girard,  an  historical 
engraver  of  remarkable  skill.  Bom 
at  Lyons,  France,  in  1640 ;  died  1703. 

Audubon,  John  James, 
an  American  ornithologist  of  mat 
distinction ;  bom  in  Louisiana,  May 
4,  1780 ;  went  to  France ;  studied  the 
art  of  design  under  the  painter  David ; 
returned  to  America,  and  spent  many 
years  in  travelling  through  the  great 
forests  of  this  country,  peitecting  nim- 
self  in  his  knowledge  of  omitnology 
and  in  making  those  sketches  from 
which  he  prepared  colored  plates  of 
every  species  of  bird  with  which  he 
was  acquainted.  In  1826  he  again 
visited  Europe,  where  he  was  treated 
with  marks  of  the  greatest  respect  by 
Cuvier,  Humboldt,  and  other  cele- 
brated scientists,  and  began  to  pub- 
lish, in  London,  his  first  great  work 
on  ornithology.  He  subsequently 
brought  out  many  works  on  the  same 
subject,  which  were  distinguished 
alike  by  Audubon's  profound  know- 
led^  of  the  science,  by  his  skill  in 
designing  the  plates,  and  by  the  clear, 
terse  language  in  which  he  described 
the  birds.  For  one  of  his  works,  T9ie 
Birds  of  Ameritxi,  he  received  numer- 
ous subscriptions  at  one  thousand  dol- 
lars per  copy.  Died  in  New  York  in 
1851. 

Auerbach,  Berthold,  a  Ger- 
man author  and  poet ;  bom  of  Jewish 
parentage  at  Nordstetten,  in  Wiirtem- 
bere,  February  28,  1812.  He  studied 
at  Hechingen,  Stuttgard,  Munich,  and 
Heidelberg,  and  afterward  devoted 
himself  to  historv^  philosophy,  and 
literature.  His  nrst  work,  entitled 
Tne  Jewish  Nation  and  its  Mecent  Liir 
enUurCy  appeared  in  1836.  This  was 
followed  by  the  Potl  and  Merchant  in 
1837,  and  Spinota  in  1839.  Attached 
to  the  doctrines  of  that  philosopher, 
he  published  in  1841  a  biography  of 
Spinoza,  accompanied  by  a  transla- 
tion of  his  complete  works.  Auerbach 
was  also  the  author  of  Edxkcaied  CUi- 
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Mens:  A  Book  for  the  Thinkina  Middle 
Oauu,  Village  TaU»  from  ike  Block 
Forest,  The  Prcfeeem's  Wife,  The  Qod- 
father.  The  Country  Mouse  on  the 
Ithiney  On  the  Heighie,  and  several  other 
works  which  have  been  very  success- 
fill  and  have  added  to  his  reputation 
as  an  author.   Died  Februarj  8. 1882. 

Augereauy  Pierre  Fran- 
cis CharleSy  Due  de  Castioli- 
OKE,  a  French  general ;  bom  in  Paris 
in  1757 ;  was  the  son  of  a  meclianic, 
and  received  but  little  education. 
Prior  to  the  Revolution  he  was  a 
fencing-master  at  Naples.  He  en- 
listed as  a  private  in  the  French 
army  in  1792;  was  rapidly  promoted, 
and  became  a  general  or  division 
about  the  end  of  the  year  following. 
It  was  chiefly  by  his  conduct  that  the 
victory  at  Loano  was  gained,  in  No- 
vember, 1795,  and  in  the  campaign 
of  1796  he  was  one  of  the  most  ener- 
getic and  successful  of  the  French 
generals.  Capturing  Millesimo  in 
April,  he  gained  further  distinction 
in  May  by  his  charge  at  the  Bridge 
of  Lodi,  which  decided  that  battle  in 
&vor  of  Bonaparte.  During  the  same 
year  he  defenaed  Gastiglione  and  led 
a  brilliant  charge  at  Ajt»la.  He  was 
appointed  in  1797  commander  of  the 
seventeenth  military  division,  with 
headquarters  at  Paris.  An  ardent 
supporter  of  the  Directory,  he  be- 
haved with  great  boldness  and  saga- 
city in  the  coup  d^Stdt  of  the  18th 
Fructidor  (4th  of  September  1797). 
His  conduct  on  this  occasion  appears 
to  have  promoted  friendly  relations 
between  nimself  and  Bonaparte,  each 
of  whom  had  previously  regarded  the 
other  with  feelings  of  jealousy. 

Augereau  was  elected  to  the  Coun- 
cil of  Five  Hundred  in  1799:  was 
g'ven  the  command  of  the  Gallo- 
Eitavian  army  in  1800 ;  was  created 
a  Marshal  of  France  in  1804  and 
Duke  of  Castiglione  in  1805.  He 
participated  in  the  battle  of  Jena  in 
1806;  was  severely  wounded  at  £y- 
lan;  served  in  Spain  in  1809;  com- 
manded an  army  in  Gennany  when 
Napoleon    invaded  Russia,  in  1812, 


I  and  exhibited  his  usual  abili^  and 
I  valor  at  the  disastrous  battle  of  lieip- 
sic,  in  1813.  Havinff,  the  year  al- 
lowing, declared  his  adhesion  to 
Louis  XVIII.,  his  rank  and  dir- 
ties were  assured  to  him,  but  he  joined 
Napoleon  in  1815.    Died  1816. 

Augnstine,  St.,  the  most  emi- 
nent Latin  Father  of  the  Church, 
was  bom  at  Tagasta,  in  Numidia, 
November  13, 354  A.  D.  His  mother, 
Monica,  earlv  instructed  him  in  the 
principies  or  religion.  He  studied 
Greek,  rhetoric,  and  philosophy  at 
Madaura  and  Carthage.  At  the  age 
of  nineteen  he  embraced  the  tenets 
of  the  Manichseans.  He  afterward 
taught  grammar  and  rhetoric  at  Ta- 
gasta,  Carthage,  and  Rome,  and  in 
384  was  appointed  professor  of  rhet- 
oric and  philosophy  at  Milan.  Two 
years  later,  while  leading  an  immoral 
and  voluptuous  life^  he  was  converted 
to  the  orthodox  faith,  chiefly  by  the 
teachings  of  St  Ambrose,  ^turning 
to  Africa,  he  was  ordained  a  priest 
about  391 :  succeeded  Valerius  as 
Bishop  of  Hippo  in  396,  and  distin- 
guished himself  as  an  opponent  of  the 
Donatists  at  the  Council  of  Carthage 
in  401.  He  was  already  celebrated  as 
an  eloquent  preacher.  He  produced 
about  418  A.  D.  two  works  against  the 
Pelagians:  On  the  Oraoe  </  ChriU 
and  On  Original  Sin,  His  most  im- 
portant work,  entitled  On  the  Oity  of 
God,  was  completed  about  426,  and 
was  intended  to  aid  in  the  overthrow 
of  paganism  and  the  establishment  of 
Christianity.  He  was  the  author  of 
numerous  other  works.  His  habits 
were  simple  and  temperate,  but  not 
ascetic  He  died  August  2S,  430,  at 
Hippo,  while  that  city  was  being  be- 
sieged by  the  Vandals. 

Augrustine,  or  Austin,  St., 
Bumamed  the  Apostlb  of  Eng- 
land, Prior  of  a  monastery  of  St 
Benedict,  at  Rome,  was  sent  by  Greg- 
ory I.  to  convert  the  Anglo-Saxons. 
He  was  well  received  by  Ethelbert 
King  of  England,  where  he  arrived 
about  597  a.  d.  He  soon  afterward 
baptised  the  King  and  a  great  num-

id  about  610. 
Aagnstiu  I.,  or  XI.,  Fred- 
crlckt  King  of  Polaiid ;  born  in 
Dreodea,  1670;  «m  the  eeoond  «oiiof 
John  Q«orgs  III.,  Elector  of  Bu- 
aaj,  uhI  Ann*  Sophia  of  Dmmurk. 
In  1490  and  16&I  he  served  with  dis- 
tinctioD  in  the  imperial  ancT  agwiut 
the  French.  He  becume  Elector  of 
Sazon;  in  1694,  obtained  the  chief 
eonunand  of  the  imperial  army  in  the 
war  againM  the  Turte,  and  wai  defeat- 
ed bj  them  in  1697  in  Hungar?.  Au- 
ROBtiu  was  elected  King  of  Poland  in 
the  wme  year,  abjuring  the  Froteetant 
faith  in  order  to  obtain  the  throne. 
He  nailed  with  Peter  the  Great  of 
Hunia  in  a  league  againit  Sweden ; 
wu  defeated  \>j  Charles  XII.  of  Swe- 
den in  1701  and  1702;  was  expelled 
from  his  own  dominions  in  1704,  and 
two  7eai«  later  was  obliged,  in  order 
to  BBTe  his  Saxon  dominions,  to  re- 
nounce the  throne  of  Poland.  After 
Charles  XII.   was  defeated  at  Pul- 


Poland  by  refusing  to  remove  the  Sal- 
on tracn»  at  the  demand  of  the  Diet 
in  ]7ll  but  was  finally  obliged  lo 
yield.  Died  Febniary,  1733— Mau- 
rice OP  IJAZONT,  the  Eamoiu  general, 
was  hie  natnral  ion. 

The  tare  taloila  of  Auguatua  were 
carefiilly  cultivated.  He  was  ambi- 
tions and  poaseased  of  great  physical 
strength,  lAit  was  licentious  and  prod- 
igal. His  court  at  Dresden  was  the 
moet  splendid  in  Europe  except  that 
of  Louis  XIV. 

Augustus  II.,  or  III.,  Fred- 
CriclE,  son  of  the  preceding,  was 
bom  St  Dresden  in  1896.  He  was  ed- 
ucated a  Protestant,  but  in  1712  be- 
came a  Roman  Catholic;  He  suc- 
ceeded his  father  as  Elector  of  Sax- 
ony in  1733,  and  was  elected  King  of 
Poland  about  the  same  time  by  one 
party  in  the  Diet,  Stanislaus  being  his 
nnsuooeMful  rival.  In  1740  or  1741 
be  joined  the  league  against  Maria 
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Theresa,  but  two  yeare  later  became 
her  ally.  In  the  Seven  Years'  war 
Saxony  was  overrun  by  the  Prusaiana. 
Died  October,  1763,  and  was  succeeded 
as  Elector  by  his  son,  Frederick  Chris- 
tian August. 

AUffU8tii8|OrAiIKiiHtI.,Eleo- 
tot  of  Suonj,  son  of  Henry  the  Pious, 
was  bom  in  1S26,  and  suoeeeded  iiis 
brother  Maurice.  He  was  a  wise  ruler, 
but  a  strong  and  intolerant  Lutheran. 
Died  I6H<i. 

Augustus  CsBsar,  or  Octa- 
vi  UB  Ctesar  Augustus,  afterward 
named,  as  the  heir  of  Julius  (^kcaar 
the  Dictsto(,Gaiu8  Julius  Catsar 
OctavlauuH,  first  Emperor  of 
Borne,  was  bom  at,  VelitrK,  near  that 
cil^,  in  63  n.  c.  He  was  the  son  of 
Caius  OctaviuB  and  Atia,  the  daughter 
ofJulia,asia(erofthegr^CBSar.  His 
father  dying  in  60  B.  c,  his  mother  mar- 
ried L.  Mardus  Philippus,  who  four 
years  later  was  elected  Consul.  Atthe 
age  of  twelve  Octavius  pronounced  a 
funeral  oration  on  his  grandmother  Ju- 
lia, and  was  afterwanl  adopted  as  % 
■on  by  Julius  Cteaar,  whom  he  accom* 
panied  to  Spain  in  46.  He  was  study- 
ing at  ApoQonia  in  44  b.  c.  when  he 
learned  that  Ca»ar  was  killed,  and 
that  he  was  his  heir.  He  returned  to 
Bome  and  claimed  his  inheritance, 
but  found  a  dangerous  opponent  in 
Mark  Antony,  who  held  all  the  money 
and  papers  of  the  late  Dictator  and 
refused  to  surrender  them.  Oclavius 
pursued  a  course  in  which  he  exhib- 
ited great  shrewdness  and  skill,  and 
gain^  lo  his  support  Cicero  and  other 


and  was  sent  with  the  Consuls  Hirtius 
and  Paosa  against  Antony  in  Cisal- 
pine UbuI.  Antony  was  defeated  by 
them  near  Mutins  (Modraial,  bnt 
both  Clonsiib  were  killed  in  the  Utile. 
The  Senate,  (earing  the  ambitioua 
projects  and  growing  power  of  Oclavi- 
us,  placed  D.  Brutus  in  command  of 
the  army ;  but  the  former,  defying  the 
orders  of  the  Senate,  marched  with 
his  forces  lo  Rome,  was  elected  Con- 
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8ul  in  August,  43  b.  c.  (prior  to  his 
having  arrived  at  the  lawful  age),  and 
formed  a  coalition,  known  as  Uie  Sec- 
ond Triumvirate,  with  Antony  and 
Lepidus  against  M.  Brutus  and  other 
republicans.  At  the  battle  of  Philip- 
pi,  fought  42  B.  c,  Octavius  and  An- 
tony gained  a  complete  victory  over 
Brutus  and  Cassius.  A  cruel  proscrip- 
tion, in  which  thousands  of  persons 
perished,  was  ordered  by  the  Trium- 
virs, who  next  turned  their  attention 
against  Sextus  Pompey,  who  was  in 
possession  of  Sicily  and  Sardinia. 
Octayius  gained  a  decisive  victory 
over  him  in  36  B.  c,  and  w^s  re-elected 
Consul  in  33,  and  again  in  31. 

An  irreconcilable  quarrel  between 
Octavius  and  Antony  now  commenced. 
It  was  partly  caused  by  Antony's  care- 
less management  of  public  afiairs,  and 
partly  by  his  infatuation  for  Cleopatra 
and  his  neglect  of  his  wife,  Octavia, 
the  sister  of  the  Consul.  Octavius 
gained  a  brilliant  victory  over  Anto- 
ny at  the  naval  battle  of  Actium,  31 
B.  c,  and  became  sole  master  of  the 
Roman  Empire.  At  first  promising 
to  restore  the  republic,  he  decided  to 
assume  imperial  power,  somewhat  dis- 
guised under  the  form  of  a  republican 
government.  He  was  re-elected  Con- 
sul for  several  terms,  was  granted  the 
title  of  Augustus  by  the  Senate  in  27 
B.  c.,  and  four  years  later  accepted  the 
tribunitian  power  for  life. 

Augustus  liberally  patronized  Vir- 
gil and  Horace,  whose  genius  rendered 
the  Augustan  age  so  illustrious.  He 
greatly  beautified  the  city  of  Rome, 
which  he  said  he  had  found  a  city  of 
brick  and  left  a  city  of  marble ;  and 
during  his  reign  the  people  ei^joyed 
Hn  unusual  share  of  peace  and  pros- 
perity. He  was  an  accomplished  schol- 
ar and  the  author  of  a  history  of  his 
own  times  and  of  several  other  pro- 
ductions, including  verses.  Died  in 
August,  14  ▲.  D. 

Aunialey  Henri  Eugene 
Philippe  Liouis  d'Orleans, 
Due  d'.  Prince  of  the  family  of  Or- 
leans, heir  of  the  great  house  of  Cond^ 
and  fourth  son  of  the  late  King  Louis 


Philippe,  was  bom  in  Paris,  Januaiy 
16, 1822,  and  educated  in  the  Coll^;e 
Henri  IV.,  and  entered  the  army  at 
the  age  of  seventeen.  He  oerved 
with  great  distinction  in  Algeria  £rom 
about  1840  to  1843,  and  as  commander 
of  the  subdivision  of  Medeah  con- 
ducted one  of  the  most  sucoeflBful 
campaigns  of  the  war,  captured  an 
immense  treasure,  thirty-six  hundred 
prisoners  and  all  the  oorrespondenoe 
of  Abd-el-Kader.  For  these  services 
he  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  lieu- 
tenant-general and  given  the  com- 
mand of  the  province  of  Constantine. 
He  was  appointed^  in  1847,  Govemor^ 
General  of  Algeria,  but,  upon  hear- 
ing of  the  revolution  of  February, 
1848,  he  resigned  his  command  ana 
ioined  his  father's  family  in  Eng- 
land, where  he  resided  until  1871, 
when,  ther  law  banishing  the  members 
of  the  Orleans  family  having  been  re- 
pealed, he  returned  to  Frano&  and, 
having  been  previously  electecL  took 
his  seat  in  the  National  Assembly  in 
December  of  that  year.  He  is  the 
author  of  a  work  entitled  HiMory  of 
the  Princes  of  the  House  of  OondS,  whidi 
has  been  translated  into  English. 

Aurelian,  or  AiirelianuSy  a 
Roman  Emperor;  bom  in  Pannonia 
about  212  A.D.;  entered  the  anny  as 
a  private  soldier ;  rose  to  high  rank 
under  the  Emperor  Valerian;  was 
elected  Consul  m  258,  and  succeeded 
Qaudius  in  270.  He  defeated  Ze- 
nobia,  Queen  of  Palmyra,  and  carried 
her  a  captive  to  Rome,  and  also  gained 
numerous  victories  over  the  Germans. 
He  was  an  able  commander,  but  was 
noted  for  his  severity.  He  was  assas- 
sinated by  some  of  his  officers  in  275 
▲.  D.,  and  was  succeeded  by  Tacitus. 

Aurelius  Antoninus,  Mar- 
cuSy  commonly  called  Marcus 
AureliuSy  sumamed  the  Philoso- 
PHEB,  was  bom  at  Rome  in  April, 
121  A.  D.  He  was  the  son  of  Annius 
Verus,  a  pnetor,  and  his  own  original 
name  was  Marcus  Annius  Verus.  He 
received  an  excellent  education  under 
Fronto,  Apolloniusof  Chalcis,  Herodes 
Atticus,  and  other  able  teachers.    He 
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embraced  the  philosophy  of  the  Stoio& 
and  rigidly  adhered  to  the  practice  of 
their  aoctrineB.  In  188  he  assnmed 
the  name  of  M.  ^iius  Aurelius  Verus 
OuBar,  npoo  being  adopted  by  Antoni- 
nus Pius,  and  the  year  following  was 
aasociated  by  that  Emperor  with  him 
in  the  admmistration.  He  married, 
in  146,  Faustina,  a  daughter  of  An- 
toninus, and  succeeded  him  as  Em- 
peror in  161. 

The  reign  of  Marcus  Aurelius  was 
disturbed  bjr  numerous  insurrections 
and  by  the  mcursions  of  Qerman  and 
other  barbarians.  Preferring  peace, 
he  was  g^enerall^  engaged  in  war.  He 
distinguished  himsdf  as  an  able  gen- 
eral, imd  was  usually  victorious.  He 
drove  the  Maroomanni  out  of  Pan- 
nonia,  and  gained  a  great  victory  over 
the  Quadi  in  174.  The  year  follow- 
ing, AvidiuB  Cassius,  who  colnmanded 
the  Roman  army  in  Syria,  rebelled, 
assumed  the  imperial  purple,  redu(»a 
£)gypt  and  a  part  of  Asui,  but  was 
soon  killed  by  nis  own  officers. 

In  176,  Aurelius  visited  Egypt, 
Syria,  and  Greece,  and  was  at  Atnens 
initiated  into  the  Eleusinian  Mys- 
teries. He  associated  his  son  Corn- 
modus  with  himself  in  the  empire  in 
177,  and  died^  while  engaged  in  a 
campaign  against  the  Marcomanni 
and  Qtuidi,  at  Sirmium,  or  Vindebona 
(Vienna),  in  March,  180  a.  d. 

Aurelius  produced  his  thoughts  and 
doctrines  in  a  work  in  Greek  entitled 
MedUaUonB.  He  was  greatly  beloved 
by  his  subjects  generally,  but  was  prej- 
udiced against  the  Christians,  whom  he 
persecuted. 

Aumngr-Zeby  or  Aurene- 
Zebe^  the  ''ornament  of  the 
throne,''  afterward  sumamed  Alum- 
Geeb,  or  Alam-Gib,  "  conqueror  of 
the  world,''  Emperor  of  Hindostan, 
was  bom  in  1618.  He  was  the  third 
son  of  Shah  Jehan,  but  succeeded,  by 
creating  dissension  amone  his  brothers, 
by  the  assassination  of  the  two  oldest 
and  the  imprisonment  of  the  younger, 
and  the  imprisonment  of  ShaJi  Jehan 
himself^  in  obtaining  possession  of  the 
whole  empire.    He  was  an  able  ruler 


and  treated  his  Mohammedan  subjects 
with  wisdom  and  iustioe,  but  by  his 
intolerance  toward  the  Hindoos  caused 
the  first  formidable  insurrection  among 
the  powerful  Mahrattas.  Heincreas^ 
the  revenue  of  the  empire  to  forty 
million  pounds,  and  added  Beejapore 
and  Golconda  to  his  dominions.  He 
died  in  1707,  in  the  fiftieth  year  of  his 
reisp,  regarded  by  the  Moslems  of 
India  as  one  of  the  greatest  of  their 
monarchs;  but  his  treacherous  and 
intolerant  policy  led  apparently  to 
the  decadence  of  the  empire,  and  to 
the  ultimate  ruin  of  the  resources  and 
prosperity  of  the  country. 

AusoniuSy  a  Latin  poet ;  bom  in 
Gaul  about  310  a.  d.    Gratian,  after- 
ward Emperor,  was  one  of  his  pupils.    • 
Died  about  394. 

Austen 9  Janey  an  English 
author;  bom  at  Steventon  in  1775. 
Among  her  productions  are  the  novels 
of  Smae  and  Sensibility,  Norihanger 
Abbey,  and  Perstuuion,  Her  father 
was  a  clergyman  of  the  Church  of 
England.    Died  1817. 

Austin,  Stephen  F.,  the 
founder  of  the  State  of  Texas,  was  a 
son  of  Moses  Austin.  He  explored, 
in  1821,  the  country  watered  by  the 
Colorado  and  Brazos  Bivers,  and 
brought  a  party  of  emigrants  from 
New  Orleans  to  the  site  of  the  pres- 
ent city  of  Austin.  The  next  year  a 
grant  made  to  his  father  by  the  Mexi- 
can Government  was  confirmed  to  him. 
The  Texan  colonists,  having  formed 
a  Constitution  in  1833,  sent  Austin  to 
the  Cit^  of  Mexico  to  obtain  for  them 
admission  to  the  Mexican  confeder- 
acy ;  but  he  found  the  country  in  a 
state  of  anarchy  and  totally  failed  in 
his  mission,  and  was  himself  impris- 
oned in  that  city  until  September, 
1835.  At  that  time  the  Texans,  hav- 
ing armed  to  drive  out  the  Mexi- 
cans, appointed  Austin  commander- 
in-chief.  In  November  of  the  same 
year  he  was  sent  as  commissioner  to 
the  United  States.    Died  1836. 

Avalosy  d%  FerdinandOy 
Marquess  of  Pescara,  an  Italian  gen- 
eral ;  bora  at  Naples  about  1490;  was 
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the  son  of  Alfonso  d'Avalos,  Mar- 
quess of  Pescara.  He  married,  in 
1508,  Vittoria  Colonna.  a  poet.  He 
was  captured  by  the  French  at  Ra^ 
▼enna  in  1512;  was  appointed  gen- 
eral of  infantry  in  Italy  by  Chiirles 
V.  in  1518;  captured  Milan  in  1521. 
and  in  1522  took  Genoa  by  storm  and 
pillaged  it.  With  the  Duke  of  Bour- 
bon he  invaded  Provence  in  1524,  but 
was  compelled  to  retreat  To  his 
stratagem  was  attributed  the  victory, 
in  1525,  of  Pavia,  where  he  was 
wounded.  He  subsequently  divulged 
to  Charles  V.  the  plan  of  several  Ital- 
ian Princes  to  drive  the  Spaniards 
out  of  Italy.  After  receiving  the 
appointment  of  commander-in-chief 
•  in  Italy,  he  died  at  Milan,  in  Novem- 
ber. 1525. 

Avicenna  (the  Latin  for  Ibn- 
Sina),  regardeid  as  the  greatest  of 
Arabian  {)ny8ician8,  was  bom  at  Af- 
shena,  a  village  of  Bokhara,  980  A.  D. 
He  was  possessed  of  an  active  and 
precocious  intellect,  and  obtained  a 
profound  knowledge  of  Moslem  the- 
ology, mathematics,  and  of  physical 
science,  as  then  taught,  before  he  was 
sixteen.  At  that  age  he  commenced 
the  study  of  medicine  and  the  meta- 
physical writings  of  Aristotle,  and  ac- 
quired, before  he  was  twenty,  great 
reputation  for  talents  and  learning, 
and  obtained  the  patronage  of  several 
Moslem  Princes.  As  a  physician  he 
met  with  extraordinary  success  in  the 
cure  of  diseases.  He  was  the  author 
of  several  scientific  and  medical  works. 
Died  1037. 

Ayeshah,  the  favorite  wife  of 
Mohammed,  was  the  daughter  of 
Aboo-Bekr.    She  was  married  to  the 


Prophet  at  the  age  of  nine  jemn. 
After  his  death  she  carried  on  war 
against  two  successive  Caliphs,  bat 
was  at  length  subdued.    Died  677. 

Ayscue,  Ayscougrlif  As- 
cougrhy  or  Askewy  Sir 
Greorgey  an  English  admiral  who 
rose  to  prominence  during  the  reign 
of  Charles  I.  Adhering  to  the  cause 
of  the  Parliament,  in  July,  1648, 
when  the  greater  portion  of  the  navj 
went  over  to  the  Prince  of  Wales^  he 
was  for  his  fidelity  rewarded  with  the 
rank  of  vice-admiral  in  1649.  He 
conveyed  Cromwell's  army  to  Ire- 
land, and  captured  Barbadoes  from 
the  Royalists  in  1651.  After  resign- 
ing he  again  entered  the  navy,  and  in 
1665,  while  commanding  a  squadron, 
he  contributed  greatly  to  the  victory 
gained  by  the  Earl  of  Sandwich  over 
the  Dutch.  Becoming  admiral  of 
the  blue,  he  participated  in  the  great 
naval  battle  of  Jiine,  1666,  and  was 
taken  prisoner  by  the  Dutch.  The 
date  of  his  death  is  not  known. 

Aytoun,  William  Edniond- 
Btoune^  a  critic  and  poet;  bom  in 
Fifeshire  in  1813.  He  married  a 
daughter  of  Professor  John  Wilson. 
He  studied  law,  was  called  to  the  bar 
in  1840,  and  was  appointed  professor 
of  rhetoric  in  the  Univendty  of  Edin- 
burgh in  1845.  He  contributed  numer- 
ous articles  to  BUtckwood^t  Ma>ffajdne^ 
writing  under  the  nom  de  pwme  of 
''Augustus  Dunshunner,"  and  was  the 
author  of  several  poems  and  other 
productions.    Died  m  1865. 

Azara,  de,  Don  FeUx,  a 
Spanish  naturalist  and  writer.  Bom 
near  Balbastro,  in  Aragon,  in  1746; 
died  in  1811. 
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Haaiiy  van,  Jan,  an  eminent 
portrait-painter.  Bom  at  Haarlem, 
Ui  Holland,  about  1633 ;  died  at  The 
Hague  in  1702. 

Babbafire,  Charles,  F.  R.  S., 
an  Enciish  mathematician  of  distinc- 
tion ;  Dom  about  1790 ;  was  Lucasian 
piofeflBor  at  Cambridge  from  1828  to 
1839.  He  wrote  several  scientific 
works.    Died  1871. 

Baber,  or  Babiir,  Moham- 
medy  sumamed  Zaheer  kd-Deen, 
illustrious  as  the  founder  of  the  Mo- 
gul Empire  in  India,  was  bom  of  the 
dynasty  of  Tamerlane  about  1483. 
At  the  a^  of  twelve  years  he  suc- 
ceeded his  father  as  King  of  Fer- 
ghana. He  was  distinguished  for  his 
rare  ability  as  a  military  commander, 
and  for  his  great  courage  and  personal 
strength.  After  passing  through  many 
vidflsitudes  of  fortune,  he  suppressed 
a  powerful  insurrection,  invaded  In- 
dia, and  conquered  Delhi.  He  died 
in  1530,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  son, 
Hnmavoon. 

Bafoinet,  Jacques,  a  Frmch 
natural  philosopher  and  scientific 
writer ;  bom  at  Lusignan  in  1794. 

Baccio  della  Porta,  an  emi- 
nent Italian  painter,  also  known  as 
Fra  Bartolommeo  di  San 
Marco,  was  bom  near  Florence  in 
1469.  He  was  an  ardent  adherent  of 
Savonarola,  and  after  his  death  en- 
tered the  order  of  St.  Dominic  and 
remained  in  a  convent  for  nearly  four 
years.  He  afterward  visited  Kome 
and  lived  on  terms  of  intimacy  with 
Raphael.  Among  the  greatest  of  his 
masterpieces  are  a  fresco  of  the  **  Last 
Judgment,''  at  Florence,  the  "Mar- 
riage of  St  Catherine,"  and  a  "  Vir- 
gin on  a  Throne."     Died  1517. 

Bacli,  Johann  Sebastian, 
an  eminent  composer  and  musical 
director:  bom  at  Eisenach,  in  Ger- 
many, March  21, 1685.  He  was  great- 


ly admired  and  liberally  patronised 
l^  Frederick  the  Great  of  Prussia. 
He  was  especially  distinguished  for 
his  skill  as  a  performer  on  the  organ 
and  piano,  and  was  the  author  of 
numerous  compositions  of  exceeding- 
ly rare  merit    Died  in  1750. 

Bach,  Wilbelm  Friede- 
mann,  a  distinffuiahed  Grerman  mu- 
sician. Bom  at  Weimar  in  1710 ;  died 
1784. 

Bache,  Alexander  Dallas, 

a  philosopher  and  satnn^  and  great- 
grandson  of  Dr.  Franklin ;  bom .  in 
Philadelphia  in  1806.  He  graduated 
at  West  Point,  became  professor  of 
mathematics  in  the  University  of 
Pennsylvania,  and  afterward  Presi- 
dent of  Girard  College.  He  was  ap- 
gointed  Superintendent  of  the  United 
tates  Coast  Survey  in  1843.  He  was 
the  author  of  a  lar^  number  of  valu- 
able scientific  treatises.    Died  1867. 

Bache,  Be^Janiin  Frank- 
lin, an  American  printer  and  jour- 
nalist Bom  in  Philadelphia  about 
1768 ;  died  1799. 

Bache,  Franklin,  a  physician 
and  chemist  and  one  of  the  authors 
of  Wood  and  Bache's  DispenscUory  of 
the  United  SUUet.  Bom  m  Philadel- 
phia in  1792 ;  died  1864. 

Baohelin*    See  Basselin. 

Back,  Sir  Oeorg^e,  an  Eng- 
lish navi^tor ;  bom  in  1796 ;  accom- 
panied Sir  John  Franklin  in  his  ex- 
pedition to  the  Arctic  regions  in  1819 
and  1823.  Ten  years  later,  while  in 
command  of  an  expedition,  he  made 
several  discoveries  in  the  same  re- 
gions. The  date  of  his  death  is  un- 
known. 

Bacon,  Francis,  Babon  Veru- 
LAM,  Viscount  Saint  Albans  (gen- 
erally known  as  Liord  Bacon),  an 
illustrious  philosopher  and  Lord  High 
Chancellor  of  England,  was  the  son 
of  Sir  Nicholas  Bacon,  keeper  of  the 
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ffreat  seal  under  Elizabeth,  and  was 
bom  in  London,  January  22,  15(>1. 
His  mother  was  the  daughter  of  Sir 
Anthony  Cooke  and  the  sister  of  Mil- 
dred, the  second  wife  of  Lord  Bur- 
leigh. His  genius  was  so  precocious 
that  Queen  Llizabeth  was  accustomed 
to  call  him  her  *^  little  lord  keeper/' 
He  studied  at  Trinity  College,  Cam- 
bridge,  and  while  there,  and  before  he 
was  sixteen,  he  began  to  oppose  the 
philosophy  of  Aristotle.  After  aocom- 

Eanying  Sir  Amias  Paulet  to  France 
e  ent^^  Gray's  Inn,  was  called  to 
the  bar,  and  at  the  age  of  twenty-eight 
was  made  Queen's  Counsel. 

Bacon,  through  the  jealousy  of  his 
relatives,  the  Cecils,  was  in  a  great 
measure  debarred  from  preferment. 
His  merits,  however,  were  strenuously 
urged  by  the  young  Earl  of  Essex,  who 
at  that  time  powcssed  great  influence 
with  the  Queen.  In  1607  he  was  ap- 
pointed Solicitor-General,  in  1611  a 
judge  of  the  Marshal's  court,  and  in 
1613  Attorney-General.  Bacon  re- 
paid the  deep  interest  which  the  Earl 
of  Essex  tooK  in  his  aflairs  with  base 
ingratitude,  and  voluntarily  assisted 
in  the  prosecution  ef  that  unfortunate 
nobleman  when  he  was  tried  for  his 
life,  and  afterward  wrote  a  treatise  in 
which  he  bitterly  attacked  the  mem- 
ory of  his  beneflEustor.  As  a  lawyer 
for  the  Crown  he  was  unduly  obse- 
quious to  the  court,  and  was  a  dan- 
gerous and  subtle  enemy  to  the  cause 
of  freedom.  In  1617  he  was  made 
lord  keeper  and  two  years  later  at- 
tained the  great  object  of  his  ambi- 
tion, being  created  Lord  High  Chan- 
cellor of  England  with  the  title  of 
Baron  Venilam.  He  was  made  Vis- 
count Saint  Albans  in  1620.  During 
this  period  Lord  Bacon  had  devoted 
a  large  share  of  his  time  to  philoso- 
phy and  science,  and  produced  in  the 
year  last  mentioned  his  Novum  Orgor 
niim,  which  is  generally  considered 
as  his  principal  work,  but  which  is 
really  only  a  portion  of  his  InslaunMiio 
McLpncLy  which  is  his  greatest  work,  and 
which  caused  a  complete  revolution 
in  the  scientific  world.    It  embodied 


the  ripest  and  most  valuable  results  of 
his  lifelong  studies. 

Bacon  had  in  1596  courted  unsao- 
oessfiilly  a  rich  widow  named  Hatton. 
who  afterward  married  Sir  Edwara 
Coke  and  **  did  her  best,"  as  Macau- 
lay  says,  "to  make  him  as  miserable 
as  he  deserved  to  be."  In  May,  1606, 
Bacon  married  Alice  Bamham^  the 
daughter  of  an  opulent  merchant  of 
London.  At  about  this  period  he  be- 
g|an  to  acquire  an  extensive  law  prac- 
tice, which  became  far  more  lucrative 
after  he  was  made  Attomey-GenoraL 

In  1621,  Lord  Bacon  was  chained 
in  Parliament  with  gross  bribery  and 
corruption.  Pleading  guilty,  lie  was 
sentenced  by  the  House  of  Lords  to 
pay  a  fine  of  forty  thousand  pounds 
to  be  imprisoned  during  the  royal 
pleasure,  and  to  be  rendered  incapsr 
ble  of  filling  any  ofiice,  of  sitting 
among  the  peers,  and  of  oominff  with- 
in the  verge  of  the  court.  He  was 
sent  to  the  Tower,  but  regained  his 
liberty  in  two  days,  his  fine  and  im- 
prisonment being  remitted  b^  King 
James.  He  was  even  permitted  to 
present  himself  at  court,  and  was  al- 
lowed a  pension  of  twelve  hundred 
pounds  per  annum.  The  remainder 
of  his  life  was  spent  in  retirement 
and  in  the  diligent  study  of  science 
and  literature.  He  diea  at  High- 
gate,  April  9,  1626.  He  was  the 
author  of  several  other  works,  of 
which  his  collection  of  apothegms 
has  been  greatly  admired. 

In  reference  to  the  legal  attain- 
ments of  Lord  Bacon,  Lord  Camp- 
bell, in  his  Lives  of  ike  CkanceUorB, 
says:  ''His  mind  was  thoroughly 
femiiliar  with  the  principles  of  juris- 
prudence; ...  he  had  made  him- 
self complete  master  of  the  com- 
mon law  of  England.  .  .  .  No  one 
ever  sat  in  Westminster  Hall  with  a 
finer  judicial  understanding ;  no  one 
ever  more  thoroughly  understood  the 
duties  of  a  judge." 

Bacon,  Joliny  an  English  sculp- 
tor. .  Bom  in  1740 ;  died  in  1799. 

Bacon,  Lieonard,  D.  D.,  an 
American  divine;  bom  in  Detroit, 
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Hichigui,  Februuy  19,  1802;  wu 
educsud  at  Yale  College  and  An- 
do?er  Thealo^cal  Beminary,  and  waa 
putor  of  (he  FiiM  Coagregstioiial 
Cbmcb  of  New  Haveo  from  1825 
vntil  1866.  He  waa  afterward  pro- 
flDBBOT  of  ravealed  theology  in  Yale 
College,  aod  waa  the  author  of  a  gteU 
nmnber  of  raligioua  and  theological 
trmlaam.    IHedlSSl. 

Bacon.  Nathaniel,  the  leader 
of  an  inBorrectioQ  in  Virginia  in  167S, 
is  anppaaed  to  have  been  Dom  in  Eng- 
land about  1630.  He  waa  an  eloquent 
lawyer  and  a  man  of  great  influence 
among  the  coloniata.  He  waa  euc- 
oenAil  in  leveral  contesta  with  the 
Indiana  and  with  the  forces  of  Gov- 
ernor Berkeley.    Died  1677. 

Bacon,  Sir  Nicholaa,  an  Eng- 
llah  Wleeman  and  tiuherof  the  great 
Lord  Bacon;  bora  in  Kent  in  1510. 
He  held  the  office  of  lord  keeper  of 
the  great  seal  for  more  than  twenty 

Ssara  during  the  reign  of  Queen 
luabeth,  and  waa  raided  by  Ma 
eoniemporaried  as  a  alatAaman  second 
onlvin  ability  to  Lord  Burleigh.  Died 
167S. 

Bacon,  Bogrcr,  called  The 
Admirable  Doctor,  an  English 
philoeopher-  bom  in  Somersetshire 
m  1214;  atudied  at  Oxford  and  Paria, 
and  entered  the  monaMic  order  of 
St.  Francia.  He  posKwed  a  profound 
knowledge  of  the  ancient  languagea 
and  of  meiaphygica,  theology,  and  of 
many  other  aciencea,  ana  was  the 
aalhor  of  Dumeroua  works  on  differ- 
oit  scientific  aubjecta.  His  prindpat 
work,  entitled  Opua  Mnju*,  treats  of 
nearly  all  the  si^ieaces.  His  skill  in 
nechania  was  ao  great  that  he  was 
accused  of  dealing  in  magic,  and  in 
1278  the  Frandacans  condemned  his 
writings  and  imprisoned  him  for  ten 
years.     tfitA  about  1292. 

Bacnn,  Rover.    See  Bacoit. 

Baffin,  WlUlam,  an  English 
navigator;  born  about  1580;  com- 
manded three  eipeditiona  mcceasive- 
ly  to  the  Arctic  regions,  in  1612,1615, 
and  1616,  and  in  the  last-named  year 
diaoorered  the  large  bay  which  bean 


his  name.  He  waa  killed  while  fight- 
ing the  Portugueee  at  the  siegeof  Or- 
muz  in  1622. 

Baggesen,  Jens  Imman- 
uel,  a  Danish  poet  Bora  in  1764 ; 
died  in  1826. 

Ba^llvl,  Giorgio,  an  Italian 
physician  and  medical  writer.  Born 
in  1669;  died  in  1707. 

Bagratlon,  Peter,  Pbwcb,  a 
Rusuan  general ;  bom  of  a  Ueorsian 
family  about  1765.  He  served  in 
Italy  and  Switzerland  under  Suwar- 
row,  and  afterward  oppoaed  with  suo- 
ceaa  the  superior  Ibrcee  of  Hurat  and 
Lannes.  He  commanded  the  van- 
guard at  Austerliti,  and  afterward 
fought  at  Eylau  and  Friedland, 
where  he  was  especially  distinguish- 
ed for  his  skill  and  courage.  He 
gained  several  victories  over  the 
Swedes  and  Turka,  and  was  mortally 
wounded  in  1812  at  Borodino. 

Bailey,  Philip  Jaines,  an 
English  poet;  bom  in  181(3;  atudied 
tft  Glasgow,  and  was  admitt^l  to  tlie 
bar.  Fatya,  the  greatest  of  bis  works, 
appeared  in  1839. 

BailUei  Joanna,  one  of  the 
meet  distinguished  of  British  female 
poets;  bom  near  Glasgow  in  1782; 
removed  to  Hampetead,  near  London, 
in  early  life.  She  was  the  intimato 
friend  of  Sir  Walter  Scott,  and  of 
several  other  literary  persons  of  ce- 
lebrity. Among  her  most  important 
works  are  The  Family  iitgend,  a  trag- 
edy which  met  with  remarkable  suc- 
cess, and  a  series  of  volumes  entitled 
Playt  on  tkt  Fiugionr,  which  were 
highly  commended  by  the  writers 
and  critics  of  her  time.  Died  at 
Hampatead  in  1851. 

Balllie,  Matthew,  a  physidan 
and  anatomist,  brother  of  the  preced- 
ing; bom  in  Scotland  in  IT61.  In 
1783  he  succeeded  his  uncle,  the  emi- 
nent William  Hunter,  as  lecturer  on 
anatomy  in  London,  and  afterward 
became  physician  to  George  111.  He 
obtained  an  extensive  practice  in 
London,  and  waa  the  author  of  iiev- 
eralworkeof  great  value.    Died  1823. 

BailUe,  Bobert,  a  Scotch  theo- 
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mud  of  serenl  other  aodetiea  in  En- 
TO|ie  and  America.  In  1869  he  was 
made  >  Pach*  and  mqor-general  by 
the  Saltan  of  Turkey,  and  was  given 
thecommandoffifiaanbaadradtTOOpa, 
with  which  he  made  another  eipeoi- 
tion  to  the  great  AMcan  lakea.  He 
is  the  author  of  levenU  geographicml 
and  litenuT  work*. 

Balboft,  de,  Vasco  Nufkex, 
a  Spanish  diMorerer ;  bom  at  Xet«e 
de  loa  Oahalleroa,  in  Eatremadnra, 
about  1476.  He  went  with  Baatidas 
to  the  West  India  in  16U1,  and  in 
1510,  while  at  Hayti,  joined  the  party 
of  Endao,  who  fbiuided  on  the  latnmua 
of  Panama  Che  town  of  8anU  Maria 
de  la  Antigua.  DieeefiaioiiB  hanns 
ariuen,  BalMia  waa  choaen  leader  of 
the  expedition ;  and,  hanng  obtained 
reinfaroemeate  firom  Coliunraa,  he  be- 
gan to  eifdore  Hut  latlunua  of  Darien, 
and  on  the  2Bth  of  S^ttembar,  1S18, 
diacovered  the  Padfic  Ocean.  De- 
scending to  tiie  ahore  and  itanHing  in 
the  wal«r,  he  took  pomnaton  of  the 
sea  and  the  adjaoent  eoontriw  in  the 
name  of  the  Castilian  aorereigna.  He 
was  aupeiwded  in  his  command  bjr 
Paiirmnaa  Davila,  t>v  whom  he  waa 
appointed  deputy.  Balboa,  howerer, 
having  incurred  Lfae  jealousy  of  hia  xu- 
periorcrfBcer,  was  con  Tided  on  achaive 
of  treaaon,  and  executed  iu  1617.  He 
was  diatinguiahed  aa  a  taave  and  pru- 
dent officer  and  for  the  erEat  human- 
ity with  which  he  tnMed  the  Indians. 

Bttldwln  I.,  King  of  Jerusalem, 
accompanied  hia  brother,  Godfrey  of 
BouiUon,  on  the  first  Cruaade,  in 
1096.  He  became  distinguiahed  for 
bravary.  He  gained  MTend  import- 
ant victoriea  over  tlie  Saracena  in  the 
field  and  tookannmberof  theitoitiee. 
He  became  King  of  Jernaalem  in  1 1 00, 
as  the  •ocoeMot  of  hia  brother  Qod- 
tn^-    Died  1118. 

Baltol,  Jobnt  an  English  Baron 
of  the  thirteenth  centuiy;  was  a  fa- 
vorite of  Henry  III.  He  married  n 
Priucces  of  Scotland,  and  became  the 
father  of  that  Baliol  who  disputed 
with  Bruce  the  Scottish  crown.  Hav- 
s  for  founding 


at  Oxfoid  the  coileoe  wltich  now  bears 
hia  name,  he  died  (in  1269)  before 
they  were  completed ;  bnt  the  founda- 
tion was  efiected  by  hia  widow. 

BaUol.  de,  John,  diwingniahed 
a*  the  rival  of  Brace  for  the  Scottiah 
crown,  Lord  of  Oallowa?,  tad  kMi  of 
the  "  ...  


preoeding,  was  bom  about  1259. 
the  death  of  Mai^ret,  graod- 
dao^hler  of  Alexander -III.,  the  suo- 
cewuin  was  diiiputed  between  Bruc^ 
Hastings,  and  Baliol.  Edward  1.  M 
EnglaiM,  who  had  been  choaen  a*  ar> 
Enter,  decided  in  favor  of  BalioL  on 
oondition  of  his  doing  homage  to  the 
King  of  England  aa  his  lord-para- 
mount. He  waa  crowned  at  Scone  in 
1292.  Repenting  of  hia  oMh  to  Ed- 
ward and  renoundng  his  allegiance^ 
he  marched  against  that  monarch, 
who  had  invaded  Scotland,  but  waa 
defeated  and  made  prisoner.  He  ro- 
Ngned  his  title  to  the  crown  to  Ed- 
ward,  and  anfTered  several  years  of 
confiiwment.  He  afterward  retired  to 
Ftvaet,  where  he  died  in  1314. 

Balloa,  Hosea,  the  founder  of 
the  denomination  of  Univeraalista, 
was  bom  at  Richmond,  New  Hamp- 
shire, April  SO,  1771,  and  afterpreach- 
ing  in  various  parts  of  New  Englaod 
finally  settled  in  Boston  in  1817.  Two 
yeaiB  later  he  established  there  the 

UnivertalUt  Magaiine.  In  1831,  in 
conjunction  with  his  nephew,  he  is- 
sued the  first  number  of  the  Cni- 
iierKiJut  Expailor,  now  known  as  the 

UnivtnaiiH  QuorterJy  Barttie.  He 
WIS  the  author  of  several  theolo^cal 
works.     IKed  in  1862. 

Balzac,  de.  Honor^  a  French 
novelist;  bom  at  Tours  in  May,  1799.

merous other  romances.  He  died  in 
Paris  in  August,  1850.  He  was  highly 
eulogised  by  Victor  Hugo,  and  his 
works  still  enjoy  great  popularity  in 
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Bancroft,  QeorgGf  an  Ameri- 
can  historian;  bom  at  Worcester, 
Massachusetts,  October  3.  1800.  He 
graduated  at  Harvard  College  in  1817. 
and  afterward  went  to  Gtermany  ana 
studied  at  the  University  of  G<)ttin- 
gen,  where  in  1820  he  received  the 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy.  He 
returned  to  America  in  1822  aiid  be- 
gan collecting  materials  for  his  Hia^ 
tory  of  the  United  States,  the  first  vol- 
ume of  which  appeared  in  1834.  He 
became  quite  active  in  politics  as  a 
Democrat,  was  appointed  Collector  of 
the  port  of  Boston  in  1838,  and  in 
1844  was  the  Democratic  candidate 
for  Gk>vemor  of  Massachusetts,  but 
was  not  elected.  The  third  volimie 
of  his  HiMlory  appeared  in  1840.  In 
1846  he  entered  the  ( '^binet  of  Presi- 
dent Polk  as  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  and 
in  1846  was  sent  as  Minister  to  Eng- 
land. Returning  to  America  in  1849, 
he  took  up  his  residence  in  New  York 
and  devoted  most  of  his  time  to  writ- 
ing his  HUtoryy  the  tenth  volume  of 
which  appeared  in  1874.  He  con- 
tributed numerous  articles  to  The 
I^orth  American  Review,  in  1866  de- 
livered an  address  before  Congress  in 
memory  of  Abraham  Lincoln,  in  1867 
was  sent  as  Minister  to  Prussia,  and 
in  1871  was  appointed  Minister  to  the 
Grerman  Empire.  "His  History  of 
(he  United  Sta/es"  savs  an  English 
writer,  "is  not  merely  a  narrative, 
but  is  also  a  philosophical  treatise, 
dealing  with  causes  and  principles  as 
well  as  events,  and  tracing  with  re- 
markable acumen  the  progress  of  en- 
lightenment and  liberal  ideas.''  It  has 
passed  through  numerous  editions,  and 
has  been  translated  into  all  the  prin- 
ci^  languages  of  Europe. 

Baner,  or  Banier,  Johan,  a 
Swedish  general ;  bom  near  Stock- 
holm in  1595.  He  served  with  great 
distinction  under  Gustavus  Adolphus 
in  Germany  in  1630,  and  commanded 
the  right  wing  of  the  Swedish  army 
at  the  battle  of  Leipsic.  As  com- 
mander-in-chief of  that  army,  after 
the  death  of  Gustavus  he  gained  many 
important  victories  over  the  allied 


army,    especially  at  Wittslock    and 
Cheninitz,  and  overran  a  large  part 
of  Germany.    Died  1641. 
Banks,  KatliaiiielPrentis8» 

an  American  statesman  and  general ; 
bom  in  Massachusetts,  January  30, 
1816 ;  worked  while  a  boy  in  a  oot- 
ton-factory;  learned  the  trade  of  a 
machinist;  edited  a  country  news- 
paper; r^  law;  was  admitted  to 
the  bar ;  was  in  1849  elected  to 
the  Legislature  of  Massachusetts,  and 
three  years  later  became  Speaker  of 
the  Lower  House.  He  was  chosen  to 
Congress  in  1852  as  a  Democrat,  but, 
having  soon  after  withdrawn  from  the 
Democratic  party,  he  was  in  1854  re- 
elected by  the  American  and  Repub- 
lican parties.  He  was  elected  Sp^dcer 
of  the  National  House  of  Representa- 
tives in  1855 ;  was  three  times  chosen 
Governor  of  Massachusetts,  and  in 
1861  was  commissioned  a  migor-gen- 
eral  of  volunteers.  After  the  cSose 
of  the  war  he  was  again  elected  to 
Congress,  in  1866,  1868,  and  1870. 
He  advocated  the  election  of  Horace 
Greeley  to  the  Presidency  in  1872, 
and  in  1876  was  again  elected  to  Con- 
gress by  the  Democrats  and  disafifect- 
ed  Republicans,  but  has  acted  with 
the  Republican  party. 

Banks,  Thomas,  one  of  the 
most  eminent  of  British  sculptors; 
bom  in  1735;  studied  architecture 
for  a  while  under  Kent,  but  soon  de- 
voted his  attention  exclusively  to 
sculpture.  His  group  of  "Mercuijr, 
Argus,  and  lo,''  which  he  exhibited  in 
1771,  was  so  greatlv  admired  that  in 
the  following  year  he  was  sent  by  the 
English  Acmemy  to  pursue  his  studies 
at  Rome.  He  afterward  visited  St 
Petersburg  on  the  invitation  of  the 
Empress  Catherine,  and  upon  his  re- 
tum  to  England  was  elected  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Koval  Academy.  Among 
the  most  admirable  of  his  other  pro- 
ductions are  "Psyche  and  the  But- 
terfly," "  Caractacus  before  Claudius," 
and  the  "  Mourning  Achilles."  Died 
1805. 

Banneker,  Benjamin,  a  ne- 
gro mathematician  of  ability;   bom 
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in  Maryland  in  1731.  He  published 
an  almanac  of  such  originality  and 
merit  that  Thomas  Jefierson  sent  a 
copy  of  it  to  the  secretary  of  the 
Academy  of  Natural  Sciences  at 
Paris.  He  waa  employed  by  govern- 
ment as  a  surveyor.    Died  1806. 

BanquOy  Thane  of  Lochaber,  in 
Scotland,  was  an  accomplice  of  Mac- 
beth, by  whom  he  was  slain  in  1066. 
The  royal  family  of  Stuart  were  the 
descendants  of  his  son,  Fleanoe,  who 
escaped  to  France. 

Barbarossa*  See  Frederick 
I.,  of  Germany. 

Barbarossa,  ArooJ,  a  Turk- 
ish pirate  and  ren^nde;  bom  at 
Mitylene;  assassinated  the  Dey  of 
Algiers,  to  whom  he  had  been  sent  as 
an  ally,  and  usurped  his  throne.  He 
afterwfutl  reduced  Tunis  and  Tremecin 
to  subjection.  He  was  killed  in  a  bat- 
tle with  the  Spaniards  in  1518. 

Barbarossa,  Hadher,  brother 
of  the  preceding,  whom  he  succeed- 
ed in  1518  as  sovereign  of  Algiers. 
Threatened  by  the  Spaniards,  he  of- 
fered the  sovereignty  of  Algiers  to 
the  Turkish  Sultan  on  condition  of 
receiving  the  appointment  of  Vice- 
roy and  the  support  of  a  large  force 
of  troops.  Two  thousand  janissaries 
were  sent  him  in  1519,  and  the  do- 
minion of  Turkey  was  established  in 
Algiers.  In  1532  he  expelled  Muley 
Haasan,  King  of  Tunis,  and  assumed 
the  g^ovemment  of  that  country  under 
the  title  of  Great  Admiral,  which  was 
oonferred  upon  him  by  the  Sultan 
Solyman.  Two  years  later  he  rav- 
aged Italy,  but  was  defeated  by 
Charles  V.  and  Doria,  the  great  Gen- 
oese admiral,  who  captured  Tunis. 
Died  at  Constantinople  in  1546. 

Barbaroux,  Charles  Jean 
Marie^  a  distinguished  Girondist 
during  the  French  Revolution,  was 
bom  at  Marseilles  in  1767.  He  was 
successively  elected  from  his  native 
dty  to  the  L^islative  Assembly  and 
National  Convention.  He  became 
intimate  with  Vergniaud,  Roland, 
and  other  leaders  of  his  party.  He 
voted  for  the  death  of  Louis  aVI.— 


with  the  appeal  to  the  people,' how- 
ever.   He  was  beheaded  oy  the  Jaco- 
bins in  1794 
Barbauldy  Anna  Lietitiay  an 

English  author;  bom  at  Kibworth, 
Leicestershire,  in  1743;  was  the 
daughter  of  Rev.  John  Aikin,  from 
whom  she  received  an  excellent  edu- 
cation. In  1773  she  published  a  col- 
lection of  poems  which  gave  her  at 
once  a  hign  literary  reputation,  and 
which  passed  through  four  editions 
in  one  year.  She  was  married  in 
1774  to  the  Rev.  Rochemont  Bar- 
bauld,  a  dissenting  minister  of  French 
extraction.  Mrs.  Barbauld  was  the 
author  of  numerous  works,  among  the 
best  known  of  which  are  those  writ- 
ten for  children.    Died  1825. 

Barbour,  or  Barber,  John, 
the  greatest  of  the  early  poets  of  Scot- 
land, was  born  at  Aberdeen  about 
1320.  He  was  appointed  Archdea- 
con of  Aberdeen,  and  subsequently  con- 
tinued his  studies  at  the  University  of 
Oxford.  His  principal  work,  entitled 
TheBrueej  is  an  historical  poem  which 
gives  an  account  of  the  deeds  of  the 
greatest  of  Scotland's  kings.  The  date 
of  Barbour's  death  is  unknown. 

Barclay  do  Tolly,  Michael, 
Prince,  a  Russian  Field-Marshal; 
bom,  of  Scottish  extraction,  in  Livo- 
nia, about  1755.  Entering  the  army, 
he  gained  great  distinction  during 
different  campaigns  against  the  Turks, 
Poles,  and  Swedes,  and  in  1806  against 
the  French.  After  the  battle  of  Ey- 
lau  he  yss  made  a  lieutenant-general. 
He  became  Minister  of  War  in  1810 
and  commander  of  the  army  of  the 
West  in  1812.  He  exhibited  rare 
skill  in  saving  a  portion  of  the  Rus- 
sian arm^  after  the  disastrous  battle 
of  Borodino,  and  was  commander-in- 
chief  at  the  battles  of  Bautzen,  Culm, 
and  Leipsic  He  was  created  a  Field- 
Marshal  in  1814,  and  a  Prince  of  the 
Empire  soon  after.    Died  1818. 

Barclay,  Robert,  a  writer  and 
member  of  the  Society  of  Friends; 
bom  at  Gordonstown,  in  Morayshire, 
Scotland,  December  23,  1648.  He 
was  the  son  of  Col.  David  Barclay  of 
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Ury  and  Catharine  Gordon,  a  de- 
scendant of  the  noble  fiunily  of  Hunt- 
ley. He  was  educated  at  Scots  Col- 
lege, Paris.  He  returned  to  Scotland 
in  1664,  in  1667  united  with  the  So- 
ciety of  Friends,  and  in  1677  accom- 
panied George  Fox  and  William  Penn 
on  a  reliffious  mission  to  Germany. 
He  was  tne  author  of  many  works, 
among  the  most  important  of  which 
is  i4n  Apology  for  Uie  True  Ckrutian 
Divinity  as  the  mme  is  held  forth  and 
preached  by  the  People  callea  in  tcorn 
^uaker$f  originally  written  and  pub- 
lished in  Latin,  and  subsequently 
translated  by  the  author  into  £ng^ 
lish.    Died  in  1690. 

Barham,  Richard  Harris, 
an  English  clerB3rman  and  humorous 
writer.  Bom  m  1788;  died  1845. 
Among  his  productions  are  Ingoldtby 
Legends  and  My  Cousin  ^iehoku, 

Barillon,  a  French  diplomatist 
and  minister  to  the  English  court 
during  the  latter  part  of  the  reign  of 
Charles  II.  and  in  the  reign  of  James 
II.  He  was  in  1688  ordered  by  WU- 
liam  III.  to  leave  England. 

BarloWy  tJoel,  a  poet  and  pa- 
triot, was  bom  at  Reading,  Connecti- 
cut, in  1755 ;  graduated  at  Yale  Col- 
lege at  the  age  of  twenty-three ;  stud- 
ied theology ;  was  licensed  as  a  Con- 
gregationiuist  minister,  and  was  ap- 
pointed a  chaplain  in  the  army.  In 
1783,  when  tne  army  was  disbanded, 
he  began  the  study  of  law  at  Hart- 
ford, and  was  admitted  to  the  bar  two 
years  later.  He  produced  in  1787  a 
poem  entitled  The  Vision  of  Columr 
bus,  which  was  received  with  great 
applause.  He  afterward  removed  to 
France  and  in  1792  settled  in  Paris, 
where  he  wrote  numerous  works  £&- 
voring  the  French  Revolution.  Re- 
turning to  America,  he  was  appointed 
Minister  to  France  in  1811.  He  died 
the  next  year  at  C*racow  while  pro- 
ceeding to  a  conference  with  Napo- 
leon at  Wilna.  He  was  the  author 
of  numerous  other  poems. 

Barnard,  tJohiiO*,  an  Ameri- 
can general  and  writer ;  bom  in  Mas- 
sadiusetts  in  1815;  graduated  at  West 


Point  in  1838,  and  served  for  eighteen 
years  as  an  officer  in  the  engineer 
corpe.  He  was  superintendent  of  the 
West  Point  Military  Academy  in 
1855-56,  and  was  for  the  foar  yean 
following  in  charge  of  the  de&nces 
of  New  York.  He  was  daring  the 
war  chief-engineer  of  the  Army  of 
the  Potomac.  He  was  promoted  to 
the  grade  of  lieutenantroolonel  of  en- 
gineers, brigadier-general,  and  brevet 
major-general  of  volunteers,  and  in 
1865  was  commissioned  as  cokmel  of 
engineers  in  the  regular  army.  The 
degree  of  LL.D.  \v^as  conferred  npon 
him  by  Yale  College  in  1864.  Died 
Mav  15,  1882. 

Bamavey  Antoine  Pierre 
Joseph  Marie,  a  French  revolu- 
tionist and  orator ;  bom  at  Grenoble 
in  1761.  He  became  a  leader^of  the 
popular  party,  was  opposed  to  Mira- 
beau,  ana  was  elected  to  the  States- 
General  and  National  Assembly.  Be- 
coming friendly  to  the  royal  cause, 
he  was  executed  in  1798. 

Barnes,  Albert,  a  theologian 
and  commentator ;  bom  at  Rome,  in 
the  State  of  New  York,  in  1798; 
graduated  at  Hamilton  College  in 
1820;  studied  theology  at  the  semi- 
nary at  Princeton ;  was  licensed  to 
preach  in  1823,  and  was  soon  after  in- 
stalled pastor  of  the  Presbyterian 
church  at  Morristown,  New  Jersey. 
In  1830  he  became  pastor  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Philadelphia 
— a  position  which  he  held  for  over 
thirty  years.  During  the  controversy 
in  the  Church  between  what  were 
termed  the  Old  and  New  Schools,  Mr. 
Barnes  was  an  able  advocate  and  rep- 
resentative of  the  doctrines  of  the 
latter.  As  a  commentator  on  the 
Scriptures  he  gained  distinction  in 
both  Furope  and  America,  and  his 
Notes  on  the  New  Testament,  of  which 
there  are  eleven  volumes,  are  high- 
ly prized  by  different  denominations 
and  have  met  with  an  extraordinary 
sale.  Mr.  Bames  was  an  early  and 
fearless  opponent  of  the  system  of 
American  slavery  at  a  time  when  such 
a  course  rendered  him  unpopular  with 
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the  mi^rity  of  the  der^  and  mem- 
bers of  the  Presbyterian  Church. 
Previoos  to  his  death,  which  occur- 
red in  December,  1870,  he  declined, 
on  conscientious  grounds,  the  title  of 
Doctor  of  Divinity.  He  left  numer- 
ous other  works  on  theology,  slavery, 
and  yarious  relispious  subjects. 

Barneveldt,  Jolian  van 
Oldeily  a  Dutch  statesman ;  bom  at 
Amersfoort  in  1549;  began  to  prac- 
tise law  at  The  Hague  in  1670 ;  served 
sabeequently  in  the  army  against  the 
Spaniards,  and  was  chosen  Pension- 

Sf  of  Rotterdam  in  1576.  He  was 
ected  as  the  head  of  the  deputation 
which  in  1585  offered  the  sovereignty 
of  the  Dutch  provinces  to  Queen 
Elixabeth.  He  was  soon  afterward 
appointed  Ghrand  Pensionary  of  Hol- 
land and  successftdly  opposed  the  am- 
bitious designs  of  the  £^1  of  Leices- 
ter, who  commanded  the  army.  Bar- 
neveldt  acquired  great  influence  and 
became  the  leader  of  the  republican 
party,  which  was  opposed  to  the  per- 
son and  policy  of  Maurice  of  Nassau. 
In  the  bitter  dissensions  which  arose 
in  Holland  between  the  Arminians 
and  Galvinists,  Bameveldt  identified 
himself  with  the  former  and  Prince 
Maurice  took  sides  with  the  lattor. 
A  National  Synod  was  called  by  the 
Galvinists  to  agree  upon  a  standard 
of  compulsory  conformity.  Barne- 
▼eldt,  mvoring  universal  toleration, 
opposed  the  measure,  but  the  Synod 
met  at  Dort  in  1618  and  condemned 
the  Arminians.  Bameveldt  was  ar- 
rested and  convicted  soon  after  on 
fidae  charges,  and  was  beheaded  in 
May,  1619. 

Aarnuiiiy  Phineas  T.,  an 
American  showman ;  bom  at  Bethel, 
Connecticut,  July  5,  1810;  removed 
to  New  York  in  1834,  and  in  1841 
purchased  the  American  Museum, 
which  he  managed  very  successftilly. 
He  exhibited  (General  Tom  Thumb 
in  Europe,  and  in  1856  engaged  Jen- 
ny Lina  to  visit  America  and  give  a 
nomber  of  concerts.  He  afterward 
exhibited  Joyce  Heth — whom  he  an- 
noQDoed  to  be  at  least  one  hundred 


and  sixty  years  of  age,  and  to  have 
been  the  nurse  of  George  Washing- 
ton— the  **Feejee  Mermaid,"  the 
"  Woolly  Horse,^'  and  the  "  Petrified 
Man."  He  is  the  author  of  The  Hum- 
bum  of  the  World  and  other  works. 

iBaroniuSy  Cesare,  an  Italian 
Cardinal  and  writer  of  ecclesiastical 
history,  was  bom  near  Naples  in  1538. 
He  became  librarian  of  the  Vatican, 
and  in  one  conclave  received  over 
thirty  votes  for  the  position  of  Pope. 
Died  1607. 

BarraSy  de^  Paul  Francis 
Jean  Nicolas^  Count,  a  French 
statesman  and  one  of  the  first  five  Di- 
rectors of  the  French  republic,  was 
bom  of  noble  parentage  in  Provence 
in  1755.  Joining  the  popular  party, 
he  was  in  1792  elected  to  the  Con- 
vention, in  which  he  became  a  partisan 
of  the  Mountain.  He  took  a  promi- 
nent part  in  the  overthrow  of  Robes- 
pierre in  1794,  subsequently  com- 
manded the  National  Guard,  and  in 
1795  was  chosen  a  member  of  the 
Directory.  He  was  one  of  the  first 
to  discover  the  genius  of  Bonaparte, 
whom  he  made  eeneral  of  artillery. 
He  remained  in  the  Directory  until  it 
was  overthrown  by  Bonaparte  in  1799. 
Died  1829. 

Barringrton,  Sir  Jonah»  an 
Irish  writer  and  lawyer;  bom  in 
1767:  entered  Parliament  and  op- 
posed the  Union.  He  was  afterward 
knighted  and  appointed  a  judge  of 
the  court  of  Admiralty.     Died  1834. 

Barrow,  Isaac,  an  English 
clergyman  and  mathematician,  was 
bom  in  London  in  1630;  was  edu- 
cated at  Cambridge,  where  in  1660  he 
was  ordained  and  elected  professor  of 
Greek.  He  was  afterwara  Lucasian 
professor  of  mathematics  and  master 
of  Trinity  CoUe^.  Sir  Isaac  New- 
ton was  one  of  his  pupils.  Barrow 
was  especially  distinguished  as  a  pul- 
pit orator,  and  was  the  author  of 
numerous  works  on  mathematics  and 
theology.    Died  1677. 

Barry,  James,  an  historical 
painter;  bom  at  Cork  in  1741.  His 
lather,  the  captain  of  a  coasting-ves- 
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sel,  destined  him  for  his  own  calling, 
but  he  manifested  a  remarkable  pas- 
sion for  art  at  a  very  early  age,  and 
soon  produced  a  painting  which  rep- 
resented the  conversion  of  a  King  of 
Cashel  by  St.  Patrick.  It  was  greatly 
admiredj  and  gained  for  Barry  the 
friendship  of  Edmund  Burke,  by 
whose  assistance  he  was  enablcKl  to 
visit  Rome,  where  he  studied  art  for 
five  years.  Returning  to  England  in 
1770,  he  was  elected  an  associate  of 
the  Royal  Academy,  and  in  1782  was 
chosen  professor  of  painting  at  that 
institution.  Died  1806.  He  left  .sev- 
eral paintings  of  rare  value  and  a 
work  entitled  an  Inquiry  into  the  Real 
and  Imaginary  Obairudiona  to  the  Prog- 
ress of  Art  in  England^  which  was  re- 
garded as  a  complete  refutation  of 
Winckelmann's  theory  that  the  cli- 
mate of  England  was  unfavorable  to 
the  high  development  of  art 
Barry  CornwaU*    See  Pboc- 

TER. 

Barth^lemy  Saint-Hilaire, 
tJuleSy  a  French  writer  and  states- 
man; bom  in  Paris  in  1805.  In  1838 
he  became  professor  of  Greek  and 
Latin  philosophy  in  the  College  of 
France,  and  ten  years  later  was  elect- 
ed to  the  Constituent  Assembly.  He 
was  returned  in  1869  to  the  Corps 
L^gislatif,  where  he  voted  with  the 
extreme  Left.  He  was  a  warm  sup- 
porter of  M.  Thiers,  and  was  in  1875 
elected  a  life  Senator.  He  is  the 
author  of  numerous  works. 

Bartrain»  John,  an  American 
botanist :  bom  in  Pennsylvania  in 
1699.  He  established  a  botanical 
garden,  which  he  enriched  with  rare 
plants.  He  was  chosen  a  member  of 
several  societies  in  Europe,  and  was 
pronounced  by  LinnaBus  to  be  "the 

Seatest  natural  botanist  in  the  world.'' 
ied  in  1777. 

Basil,  St.,  suraamed  the  Great, 
an  eminent  Christian  Father;  bom 
at  Csesarea  about  329  a.  d.  ;  stud- 
ied at  Constantinople  and  at  Athens. 
He  retired  in  358  to  a  cloister,  where 
he  established  a  svstem  of  discipline 
which  still  prevails  in  Eastern  mon- 


asteries. He  was  a  strenuous  opponent 
of  the  d(K'trines  of  Arius,  and  was  the 
author  of  several  works  which  were 
distinguished  for  the  purity  of  their 
style  and  for  exalted  piety.    Died  379 

A.  D. 

Basselin,  OUTier,  a  French 

poet ;  bom  in  the  Val-de-Vire,  Nor- 
mandy, about  1350.  He  was  a  fuller 
by  trade.  His  convivial  songs  were 
called  "  Vaux-de-Vire,"  from  which 
it  is  supposed  the  modem  term  vaude> 
ville  is  aerived.  He  died  about  1419. 
Bassonipierrey  Francois, 
Baron,  Marquess  d'Harouel,  a  Mar- 
shal of  France;  bom  in  1579;  was 
distinguished  for  his  accomplishments 
at  the  court  of  Henry  IV.  He  became 
the  favorite  of  that  sovereign.  He 
served  in  the  French  army  in  Savoy 
and  against  the  Turks,  and  was  cre- 
ated Marshal  of  France  in  1622.  He 
was  afterward  imprisoned  by  Cardi- 
nal Richelieu.  He  wrote  during  his 
confinement  two  volumes  of  Memoirs, 
which  have  been  highly  commended. 
Died  1646. 

Bathursty  Alien,  Earl  Bath- 
UR8T,  an  English  statesman  ;  bom  in 
1684:  belonged  to  the  Tory  party; 
was  distinguished  for  his  literary  ac- 
quirements, and  was  the  friend  of 
Pope,  Swift,  and  other  prominent 
writers.    Died  1775. 

Baxter,  Richard ,  an  English 
divine  of  great  learning:  bom  at 
Rowdon,  in  Shropshire,  November 
12,  1615.  Ordained  in  1638,  he  was 
two  years  later  chosen  Vicar  of  Kid- 
derminster, and  in  a  short  time  be- 
came distinguished  as  an  eloquent 
preacher.  He  was  ai)pointed  chap- 
lain to  a  regiment  in  Cromwell's 
!  army  about  1645,  but  afterward  op- 
posed die  government  of  the  Pro- 
tector. In  1660  he  was  chosen  one 
of  the  chaplains  of  Charles  II.,  and 
was  offered  a  bishopric,  which  he  re- 
fused. He  was  subsequently  sepa- 
rated from  the  Church  of  England 
by  the  Act  of  Uniformity,  which  was 
passed  in  1662.  In  1685  he  was 
I  Drought  before  the  infamous  Jefiries 
I  upon  the  charge  that  one  of  his  works 
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contained  seditious  matter.  He  was 
sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  of  five  hun- 
dred pounds,  and  to  be  committed  to 
prison  until  the  same  was  paid ;  but 
after  an  imprisonment  of  eighteen 
months  the  fine  was  remitted  uy  the 
King.    Died  December,  1691. 

Baxter  was  a  voluminous  writer, 
having  produced,  it  is  said,  about  one 
hundrea  and  fifty  religious  treatises. 
Among  the  most  important  of  his 
works  may  be  mentioned  The  Sainfs 
EvedaMing  Best  and  a  Call  to  the  Un- 
coiwerted.  He  was  alike  distingubhed 
for  zeal  and  moderation,  for  his  rare 
ability  as  a  writer,  and  for  his  powers 
as  an  orator.  In  his  theological  doc- 
trines he  held  a  course  between  Cal- 
vinism and  Anninianism  and  founded 
a  new  school  in  theology,  which  bears 
Ilia  name. 

Bayardy  de,  Pierre  du  Ter- 
raily  called  **  le  chevalier  sans  peur  et 
sans  reproche,"  was  bom  at  Castle  Bay- 
ard, near  Grenoble,  in  1475.  Attracting 
the  notice  of  Charles  VIII.  of  France 
by  his  knightly  accomplishments,  he 
was  chosen  to  accompany  that  mon- 
arch on  his  expedition  to  Naples  in 
1494.  He  gained  great  distinction 
for  valor  at  the  battle  of  Fomovo. 
He  afterward  served  in  Italy  under 
Louis  XII. ;  and  at  the  "  Battle  of  the 
Spurs,"  fought  in  the  Low  Countries, 
in  1513,  he  saved  the  French  array 
from  total  rout  when  pursued  by  the 
English  cavalry.  He  served  with 
further  distinction  in  Italy  and  in 
France  against  the  forces  of  Charles 
V.  Such  was  the  reverence  felt  for  his 
character  that  Francis  I.  chose  to  re- 
ceive the  order  of  knighthood  from 
his  hand.  He  was  mortally  wounded 
in  1524  while  commanding  the  French 
army  at  Romagnano,  in  the  Milanese, 
but  refused  to  m  carried  from  the  field 
of  battle,  saying  that  he  would  not 
then  "  turn  his  back  to  the  enemy  for 
the  first  time." 

Bayazeed  (incorrectly  termed 
Bi^azet),  Sultan  of  the  Ottomans, 
was,  on  account  of  the  rapidity  of  his 
movements,  sumamed  Ildereem 
(*^ Lightning");    was    the    son   of 


Amurath  L,  and  was  bom  in  1347. 
He  ascendea  the  throne  in  1390.  In 
a  short  tiipe  he  subjugated  Bulgaria, 
Asia  Minor,  and  a  portion  of  Greece, 
and  in  1396  gained  at  Nicopolis  an 
important  victorv  over  .  the  allied 
army  of  the  Hungarians,  French, 
and  Poles.  Bayazeed  was,  however, 
defeated  and  captured  near  Angora 
in  1401  by  Tamerlane,  who  is  said  to 
have  confined  his  royal  prisoner  in  an 
iron  cage.     Died  1403. 

Hayley  Pierre^  a  philosopher 
and  critic,  son  of  a  Protestant  min- 
ister, was  bom  at  Carlat,  in  France, 
in  1647.  He  studied  at  Toulouse, 
where  he  ioined  the  Boman  Catholic 
Church,  out  soon  returned  to  his 
former  religion.  After  serving  for 
several  years  as  private  tutor  at 
Geneva,  Rouen,  and  Paris,  he  was 
in  1675  appointed  professor  of  phil- 
osophy at  the  Protestant  college  of 
Secfan,  which  was  suppressed  in  1681 
by  Louis  XIV.  He  was  afterward 
appointed  to  the  chair  of  philosophy 
and  history  at  Rotterdam.  He  was 
deprived  of  this  position  by  the  magis- 
trates of  that  city  in  1693  through  the 
malicious  representations  of  Jurieu, 
his  former  friend.  He  was  the  author 
of  numerous  works  on  science,  litera- 
ture, and  religion,  the  most  important 
of  which  is  his  Historical  and  CriiieaL 
DicthOHary,  first  published  in  1696. 
He  was  distinguished  for  wit,  vivaci- 
ty, and  clearness  of  style.  Died  at 
Rotterdam  in  December,  1706. 

Bazaine,  Francois  Achille, 

a  Marshal  of  France;  bom  in  1811  ; 
served  in  Spain  against  the  Carlists 
and  in  Algeria,  and  was  made  a  gen- 
eral of  brigade  and  general  of  division 
during  the  Crimean  war.  In  1862  he 
accepted  a  command  in  the  French 
expedition  to  Mexico,  where  he  great- 
ly distinguished  himself,  succeeding 
Marshal  Forey  in  the  supreme  com- 
mand in  1863.  He  was  created  a 
Marshal  of  France  in  1864,  having 
been  previouslv  nominated  Com- 
mander of  the  Legion  of  Honor  in 
1856,  and  Grand  Cross  in  1863.  In 
1869  he  was  appointed  commander- 
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in-chief  of  the  Imperial  Guard,  and 
in  the  war  between  France  and  Ger- 
many surrendered  the  fortress  of  Metz, 
with  three  marshals,  50  generals,  over 
6000  officers,  and  173,000  men,  and  im- 
mediately alter  fled  to  England.  After  j 
some  months  he  was  cited  to  appear 
at  Versailles,  whither  he  repaired; 
was  subsequently  court-martialled  and 
condemned  to  degradation  and  death. 
This  sentence  was  commuted  by  Presi- 
dent MacMahon  to  imprisonment  for 
twenty  years  in  a  fortress.  He  was 
confined  at  the  He  Sainte  Marguerite, 
in  the  Mediterranean,  from  which,  in 
about  nine  months,  he  escaped,  and 
after  visiting  Germany  and  England 
settled  in  Madrid. 

Beaconsfieldy  Bei^jamin 
Disraelly  K.  G.,  Earl  of,  an  Eng- 
lish statesman  and  novelist ;  bom  in 
London.  December  21,  1804.  He  pub- 
lished his  first  novel,  Vivian  Urayy 
at  the  age  of  twenty-one;  this  was 
speedily  Ibllowed  by  several  other 
successful  and  brilliant  works  of  im- 
agination. After  travelling  exten- 
sively in  Europe  he  entered  Parlia- 
ment in  1837,  was  frequently  re- 
elected as  a  Conservative,  and  after 
the  death  of  Lord  George  Bentinck 
became  the  recognized  leader  of  his 
party  in  the  House  of  Commons.  He 
was  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer 
under  the  three  administrations  of 
Lord  Derby,  and  for  several  months 
of  1868  was  Prime  Minister  of  Enp^- 
land.  He  again  became  Premier  in 
1874,  and  was  in  1876  raised  to  the 
peerage  with  the  title  of  Earl  of 
beaconsfield.  Through  his  eflbrts 
the  Congress  of  Berlin,  which  he  at- 
tended as  one  of  the  plenipotentiaries 
of  Great  Britain,  convened  in  1878. 
He  received  the  order  of  the  Garter 
in  July  of  the  same  year.  He  was 
succeeded  in  1880  as  Premier  by  Wil- 
liam E.  Gladstone.  He  was  the  author 
of  numerous  works  besides  those  men- 
tioned ;  was  a  Governor  of  Welling- 
ton College  and  Lord  Hector  of  the 
University  of  Gla»70w.    Died  1880. 

Beaton,  or  Beatonn,  Da- 
vidy  Cardinal,  and  Archbishop  of 


St.  Andrew's,  was  bom  in  1494 ;  stud- 
ied in  Paris,  and  was-arooinied  in 
1519  Scottish  resident  at  tne  French 
court.  In  1525  he  sat  in  the  Parlia- 
ment of  Scotland  as  Abbot  of  Ar- 
broath, and  was  made  lord  privy  seal 
in  1528.  Five  years  later  he  was 
sent  with  Sir  Thomas  Erskine  as  Am- 
bassador to  France,  where  he  first  ne- 
5otiated  a  marriage  treaty  between 
ames  V.  and  Madeleine,  daughter 
of  Francis  I.,  and  after  her  death 
prepared  the  way  for  the  marriage  of 
his  sovereign  with  the  daughter  of 
the  Duke  of  Guise.  He  was  created 
a  Cardinal  about  1539  by  Pope  Paul 
III.,  and  soon  after  succeeded  hb  un- 
cle as  Archbishop  of  Saint  Andrew's 
and  Primate  of  Scotland,  in  which 
position  he  distinguished  himself  in 
opposing  the  Beformation  and  in  the 
work  ot  persecution.  He  was  assas- 
sinated in  May,  1546,  by  a  band  of 
Kefomiers  led  by  Norman  Leslie. 

Beattie»  Jaiiies»  a  ScottSsh 
poet  and  philosophical  writer  |  bom 
at  Laurencekirk,  Kincardineshire,  in 
1735;  studied  at  Marischal  Collie, 
Aberdeen,  where,  in  1760,  he  became 
professor  of  moral  philosophy^  and 
logic.  He  published  in  1767  his  £V 
M^  on  IriUh,  written  to  refute  the  doc- 
trmes  of  Hume.  It  passed  in  a  short 
time  through  five  editions^  and  was 
translated  into  several  of  the  lan- 
guages of  Europe.  The  first  part  of 
The  Minslrelf  which  appeaji^in  1771, 
was  received  with  great  favor  and 
acouired  for  the  author  the  friendship 
of  Dr.  Johnson,  Goldsmith,  and  other 
literary  men  of  distinction.  The  Uni- 
versity of  Oxford  conferred  upon  him 
in  1773  the  d^ree  of  D.C.L  The 
second  book  of  The  Minstrel  was  pub- 
lished soon  after,  and  was  followed  by 
a  treatise  On  the  Evideneeit  of  Ckruh 
tianity.  He  also  wrote  seyeral  other 
religious  works  and  poems.  Died 
1803. 

Beaufort,  Henry»  Cabdinal, 
an  English  prelate,  half-brother  of 
Henry  IV.  and  son  of  John  of  Gaunt, 
Duke*  of  Lancaster,  was  bom  about 
1370,  and  was  made  Bishop  of  Win- 
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vbmier  and  Lord  Chancellor  in  1404. 
Bb  wbi  in  1422  entrusled  with  the 
are  and  edncalion  of  the  infant  King 
Henry  VI.  Cardinal  Beaufort  wub 
involved  in  a  long  contest  with  hia 
nephew,  the  Duke  of  Gloucester,  in 
which  the  former  finally  triumphed. 
Died  1447. 

BeaahamaiB,  de,  Eu^6ne. 
aon  of  Alexandra  de  BeauliBmaJA 
and  Josephine,  aflerward  Empreas  uf 
France,  was  bom  in  Pa-ria,  Sept«m- 
ber  3,  1781.  He  accompanied  Hapo- 
leon  in  the  expedition  to  Kgypt  in 
1798;  WM  dangeroualy  wounded  at 
Baint  Jean  d'Acre;  wan  promoted  for 
gallant  cuuduct  at  Marengo,  in  1300, 
to  tit»  rank  of  dt^-iVtaaailTOn,  and  in 
1605  became  Archchaucellur  of  Suie, 
Grand  Officer  of  the  Legion  uf  Honor, 
and  Viceroy  of  Italy.  Hia  adminis- 
tration in  that  country  was  distin- 
guished hj  wisdom  and  justice.  He 
married,  in  180G,  Augusta  Amelia, 
daughter  of  the  King  of  Bavaria, 
and  aoon  after  was  recognized  by  Na- 
poleon as  hia  adopted  Hon  and  heir- 
apparent  to  the  Italian  crown.  He 
delealed  John,  Archduke  of  Austria, 
at  Raab,  in  Hnngary,  in  1809,  and  in 
1812  took  a  prominent  part  in  the 
Russian  campaign.  After  the  defeat 
of  the  French  ne  auperseded  Murat 
in  the  cmnmaod  of  the  army,  and  by 
bis  masterly  retreat  from  Mcecow 
obtained  the  warmeM  eulogies  from 
Kapoleon  and  contributed  in  a  great 
measure  to  save  tlie  remmuLt  of  the 
French  army.  Compelled,  in  1814, 
to  surrender  Italy  to  the  Aiistrians, 
he  withdrew  to  Bavaria,  where  he 
was  made  Prince  of  Eichstodt  and 
Duke  of  Leuchlenberg.  Died  Febru- 
ary, 1S24. 

Bmninarchaist  de,  Pierre 
AuglUte  CaroD,  a  French  dram- 
atist; bom  in  Paris  in  17:12;  wss  the 
•on  of  a  watchmaker  named  Caron, 
under  whom  he  for  a  time-  pursued 
that  occupation,  bat  his  skill  and  ac- 
quirements in  DiMic  soon  caused  him 
ia  be  received  at  court  Entering 
iMo  busineM  relations  with  Duvemy, 
tha  oelehrated  financier,  he  accumu- 


lated a  large  fortune,  which  at  the 
commencement  of  the  American  Bev- 

olution  he  increased  by  an  advanta- 
geous contract  to  supply  the  ooloniee 
with  arms  aad  am  munition,  and  in 
which  arrangement  he  wss  the  secret 
asent  of  the  government  of  France. 
He  produced  in  1775  a  very  suc- 
cessful opera,  The  Barbtr  of  SaiilUf 
and  in  17S4  He  itarriaye  {/  Figaro, 
which,  oantaining  attacks  on  the 
aristocracy,  was  prohibited  from 
being  acted  by  Louis  XVI.  It  was 
nevertheless  brought  upon  the  stage, 
and  was  received  with  the  greatest 
applause.  His  drama  of  liagtiae 
formed  the  ground-work  of  Ooethe'a 
Claviga.  He  was  the  author  of 
many  other  plays,  and  of  several 
papeia  or  memorials  relating  to  law- 
suits in  which  he  was  engaged,  and 
in  which  he  exhibited  such  a  com- 
mand of  wit  and  satire  as  to  excite 
the  jealouHy  of  Voltaire,  Beaumai^ 
chain  also  by  his  writings  largely  con- 
tributed to  the  success  of  the  popular 
cause  in  the  French  Revolution. 
Died  1791). 

Beaiununt,  Frarncla,  a  dra- 
matic writer ;  bom  in  Leicestershire  in 
158d,'  graduated  at  Oxford  and  stud- 
ied law  in  the  Inner  Temple.  Ben 
Jonson  and  other  wits  were  his  as- 
sociates in  London;  they  met  n:«u- 
larly  at  the  Mermaid  Tavern.  He 
wrote,  in  conjunction  with  his  inti- 
mate iriend  John  Fletcher,  a  number 
of  very  popular  dramas,  among  which 
are  Phiiailer  and  the  Maiiti  lYagtdv. 
The  Manjue  of  thr.  Inna-  Temple,  which 
appesreiliti  l<il2,  was  written  by  Beau- 
mont aione.    Died  1615. 

Beauregard,  Peter  GuS' 
tavus  Tontaat,  an  American 
general ;  bom  near  New  Orleans  in 
IS16;  graduated  at  West  Point  in 
1838;  served  with  distinction  !n  Mex- 
ico, and  attained  the  rank  of  captain 
and  brevet  major  in  tlie  regular  army. 
He  resigned  hia  commission  in  order 
to  enter  the  Confederate  armv  in  1861. 
He  commanded  at  the  bombardment 
of  Fort  Sumter  and  at  the  first  battle 
of  Bull  Run.    He  was  raised  to  the 
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rank  of  general  in  the  rqgniar  army 
of  the  Southern  Confederacy.  He 
was  in  1862  defeated  by  Gen.  Grant 
at  Shiloh,  and  in  1863  defended 
Charleston  against  the  Federal  arms. 

Beckety  Thomas  It,  Arch- 
bishop of  Canterbury ;  bom  in  Lon- 
don in  1117 ;  studied  at  Oxford,  Paris, 
and  Bologna.  On  his  return  to  Eng- 
land he  entered  the  Church ;  was  ap- 
pointed Archdeacon  of  Canterbury 
about  1154,  and  High  Chancellor  of 
England  in  1158.  He  was  treated 
with  great  contidence  and  distinc- 
tion by  Henry  II.,  who  appointed  him 
preceptor  to  the  young  Prince  Henry, 
and  in  1162  raised  him  to  the  archi- 
episcopal  See  of  Canterburjr.  Becket, 
who  had  previously  lived  in  magnifi- 
cent style,  and  had  assumed  the  charac- 
ter of  a  courtier,  now  totally  changed 
his  demeanor  and  affected  the  strict- 
est austerity.  He  opposed  the  King 
in  his  efforts  to  limit  the  ecclesiasticsd 
power,  and  afterward  appealed  to  the 
Pope  and  took  refu^  in  France. 
Sustained  by  the  Pontiff,  he  excom- 
municate<l  the  ministers  of  Henry, 
and  threatened  him,  if  he  did  not 
change  his  course,  with  the  same  pun- 
ishment. Without  resigning  any  of 
those  loily  pretensions  which  had 
caused  the  quarrel  between  the  King 
and  himself,  he  was  in  1170  permit- 
ted to  return  to  England,  where  he 
continued  to  pursue  his  arrogant 
course  and  to  defy  the  authority  of 
his  sovereign.  Having  excommuni- 
cated two  Bishops  for  the  sole  reason 
that  they  had  complied  with  the  will 
of  the  King,  he  was  soon  after  (De- 
cember 29,  1170)  assassinated  by  four 
Barons  of  Henry's  household. 

Becket  was  the  first  Saxon  who, 
after  the  Norman  Conquest,  became  ' 
Archbishop  of  Canterbury.     He  was  ; 
regarded  alike  by  zealous  churchmen  | 
and  by  patriotic  Saxons  as  a  martyr  i 
in  the  cause  of  religion  and  of  liberty.  ! 
He  was  canonized  in  1 172 ;  his  shrine 
at  Canterbury  became  celebrated  for 
the  miracles   said  to  be  performed 
there,  and  was  resorted  to  by  myriads 
of  pilgrims. 


Bede,  an  English  monk  and  eo- 
clesiastictd  writer  eminent  for  his 
learning  and  virtues,  sumamed  the 
Venerable,  was  bom  in  the  county 
of  Durham  about  673,  and  entered 
the  Church  at  the  age  of  thirty. 
Among  his  works,  which  include 
treatises  on  astronomy,  mathematics, 
grammar,  and  music,  the  most  cele- 
brated is  his  EceUnaaUcal  History  of 
the  English  Nation,  written  in  Latin, 
which  was  completed  about  734  ana 
was  first  printed  in  1474.  It  was 
translated  into  Saxon  by  King  Alfred. 
Died  about  735. 

Bedford*  John  Plantaffe- 
net,  Duke  op,  son  of  Henry  IV. 
of  England,  was  bom  about  1390; 
was  created  Duke  of  Bedford  in  1415, 
and  was  appointed  commander  of  the 
English  army  in  France  during  the 
absence  of  his  brother,  Henry  V. 
Upon  the  death  of  that  King  the 
Duke  of  Bedford  became  regent  of 
France  and  protector  of  England  dur- 
ing the  minority  of  Henry  VI.  He 
gained  several  victories  over  the 
French,  but  finally  his  armies  were 
defeated  by  Joan  of  Arc,  and  the 
English  lost  all  the  Fi*ench  territory 
which  they  had  acquired.    Died  1435. 

Beeoher,  Henry  Ward,  an 
American  divine  and  lecturer,  son  of 
Lyman  Beecher;  bom  at  Litchfield, 
Connecticut,  June  24,  1813;  gradu- 
ated at  Amherst  College  in  1834,  and 
studied  theology  at  Lane  Seminary, 
Ohio.  After  bein^  pastor  of  a  Pres- 
byterian church  in  Indiana,  he  re- 
ceived a  call  in  1847  to  the  Plymouth 
Congregational  Church  at  Brooklyn, 
where  ne  has  since  continued  to  re- 
side. He  has  contributed  a  lai^ 
number  of  articles  to  difierent  peri- 
odicals, was  for  several  years  editor- 
in-chief  of  the  Christian  Union,  and 
has  lectured  extensively  in  the  United 
States  and  Great  Britain.  He  was  an 
early  opponent  of  slavery,  and  is  now 
an  able  advocate  of  temperance  and 
other  reforms. 

Bttecher»  Lyman,  a  distin- 
guished American  divine;  bom  in 
Connecticut,  October  12,  1775.     He 
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studied  at  Yale  College,  and  in  1832 
was  chosen  President  of  Lane  Theo- 
logical Seminary,  at  Cincinnati.  He 
wrote  numerous  religious  works.  Died 
1863.  Several  of  nis  children  are 
very  distinguished.  Among  them  are 
Henry  Ward  Beecher  and  Harriet 
Beecher  Stowe. 

Beethoven,  van,  Ludwlg, 
a  composer ;  of  Dutch  extraction ;  bom 
at  Bonn,  Prussia,  December  17,  1770; 
studied  under  Neefe,  whom  he  after- 
ward succeeded  as  organist  at  the 
court  of  the  Elector  of  Cologne.  He 
was  sent  to  Vienna  to  complete  his 
studies  under  Haydn,  whom  he  found, 
however,  about  to  depart  to  England. 
Beethoven  was  therefore  placed  under 
the  tuition  of  Albrechtsoerger.  He 
settled  in  Vienna,  where  he  ac- 
quired a  high  reputation  by  his  ex- 
tempore compositions.  He  produced 
in  1804  a  symphony  entitled  Sin- 
fbnia  Eroica,  wnich  is  re^rded  as 
a  masterpiece  of  art  and  science,  and 
which  was  intended  to  render  homage 
to  the  genius  of  Napoleon.  In  1809 
he  was  offered  the  position  of  chapel- 
master  at  the  court  of  Jerome  Bona- 
parte, but,  having  been  granted'a  pen- 
sion, he  was  induced  to  remain  at 
Vienna,  where  he  died  in  March, 
1827.  Among  his  productions,  which 
attest  the  originality  and  sublimity  of 
his  genius,  are  many  operas,  sympho- 
ni^  overtures,  and  cantatas. 

Behii»  Mrs.  Aphra,  an  Eng- 
lish dramatist  and  miscellaneous  au- 
thor who  wrote  under  the  pseudonym 
of  "Astrea,"  was  bom  about  1640.  Her 
principal  work  was  a  very  popular  nov- 
el entitled  Oroonoko;  or,  The  Royal 
Slave.  She  was  employed  with  suc- 
cess by  the  English  government  as  a 
secret  agent  at  Antwerp.    Died  1689. 

Behring,  Vitus,  a  Danish 
navigator,  and  the  discoverer  of  the 
straits  which  bear  his  name,  was  bom 
in  Jutland  in  1680.  Entering  the 
Bussian  navy,  he  distinguished  him- 
self in  the  war  against  Sweden,  and  in 
1725  was  given  the  command  of  a 
scientific  expedition  to  the  northern 
seas.    He  commanded  a  similar  ex- 


pedition in  1741.  He  suffered  ship- 
wreck soon  after,  and  died  on  what  is 
known  as  Behring's  Island. 

HelisariuSy  a  Byzantine  general 
of  rare  ability ;  bom  at  Grermania,  in 
lUyria,  about  505  A.  d.  ;  served  in  the 
guard  of  Justinian.  When  that  gen- 
eral was  raised  to  the  purple,  Beli- 
sarius  was  appointed  general-in-chief 
of  the  army  of  the  East.  He  gained 
a  decisive  victory  over  the  Persians 
at  Dara  in  530,  quelled  an  insurrec- 
tion in  Constantinople  in  532,  and 
soon  after  gained  several  victories 
over  the  Vandals  in  Africa,  took  their 
King,  Gelimer,  prisoner,  and  destroyed 
his  kingdom.  Belisarius  was  for  this 
service  honored  with  a  triumph  and 
elected  sole  Consul.  Serving  next 
against  the  Ostrogoths,  who  had  over- 
run Italy,  he  reduced  the  greater  part 
of  that  country  and  took  possession 
of  Rome,  when  he  was  recalled*  to 
Constantinople  in  540.  After  success- 
fully opposing  a  Persian  army  under 
Chosroes,  he  was  degraded  through 
the  machinations  of  the  Empress 
Theodora.  Fined  and  threatened  with 
death,  he  was,  upon  being  reconciled 
with  his  wife,  Antonina,  a  favorite  of 
Theodora,  pardoned.  He  afterward 
served  against  the  Goths  in  Italy  and 
the  Bulgarians,  who  invaded  the  em- 
pire in  559.  Falsely  accused  of  con- 
spiring against  the  life  of  Justinian, 
in  563  his  estates  were  sequestered: 
but  his  innocence  was  established 
prior  to  his  death,  which  occurred  in 
565.  As  a  commander  Belisarius  was 
remarkable  for  presence  of  mind  and 
the  rapidity  of  his  movements,  also  for 
his  humanity  to  the  vanquished. 

Bell,  Sir  Charles,  an  eminent 
physiologist  and  anatomist;  bom  in 
Edinburgh  in  1774;  removed  at  the 
age  of  thirty  to  London,  where  he 
lectured  on  and  practised  surgery. 
He  made  a  valuable  discovery  m 
reference  to  the  nervous  system,  was 
the  author  of  many  works  on  sur- 
gery, and  was  knighted  in  1830  by 
William  IV.  He  became  professor 
of  surgery  in  the  University  of  Edin- 
burgh in  1836.    Died  1842. 
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Bellarminoy  Roberto,  an 

Italian  Cardinal  and  theologian ;  bom 
October  4,  1542 ;  became  professor  of 
theology  at  Louvain  in  1570.  hav- 
ing previously  entered  the  order  of 
Jesuits.  He  was  subsequently  made 
a  Cardinal,  Archbishop  of  Capua,  and 
librarian  of  the  Vatican.  He  excelled 
as  a  controversialist,  and  was  the  au- 
thor of  numerous  works.    Died  1621. 

Bellini,  Yincenzo,  a  musical 
composer;  bom  in  Sicily  in  1802. 
Among  his  productions  are  La  Son- 
wxmbuiOf  NormOj  and  /  FwrUamL  Died 
1835. 

Belzoniy  Giovanni  Bat- 
tista,  an  Italian  traveller ;  bom  at 
Padua  about  1778 ;  removed  to  Eng- 
land in  1803 ;  married  there,  and  per- 
formed for  several  years  as  an  athlete. 
He  afterward  travelled  in  Portugal, 
Spain,  and  Malta,  and  reached  E^7)t 
in  1815.  There  he  commenced  nis 
antiquarian  researches  and  removed 
the  colossal  head  incorrectly  called 
the  "  Young  Memnon,"  in  which  un- 
dertaking he  received  the  assistance 
of  the  British  Consul.  It  was  with 
great  difficulty  shipped  to  England, 
where  it  was  regarded  as  one  of  the 
soundest  ornaments  in  the  Egyptian 
Department  of  the  British  Museum, 
in  which  it  was  placed.  After  visit- 
ing the  temple  of  Ipsambool,  which 
he  was  the  first  to  open,  he  discovered, 
in  1818,  an  ICgyptian  tomb  of  great 
magnificence  in  the  valley  of  Beban- 
el-Molook.  He  afterward  explored 
the  second  pyramid  of  Gizeh  and  dis- 
covered the  ruins  of  the  town  of  Ber- 
enice. He  published,  on  hb  return  to 
England,  in  1819,  an  interesting  and 
valuable  account  of  his  discoveries. 
Havine  set  out  for  Timbuctoo  in  1823, 
he  died  at  Benin  in  December  of  that 
year. 

Bendemann,  Edward,  a 
German  painter;  bom  at  Berlin  in 
1811 ;  studied  at  the  Dusseldorf 
Academv,  and  at  the  a^  of  twenty- 
one  proauced  a  large  painting,  "  The 
Grief  of  the  Jews,"  which  was  a  de- 
cided sucoesB.  He  was  appointed  pro- 
fessor  in  the  Academy  of  Arts  of 


Dresden,  and  in  1860  director  of  the 
Academy  of  Dusseldorfl  Among  hia 
paintings  are  '^  Two  Young  Girls  at 
the  Fountain,'^  ''  Jeremiah  amid  the 
Buins  of  Jerusalem '' — for  which  he 
was  awarded  a  gold  medal — and  a 
fresco  of  **  Poetry  and  the  Arts." 

Benedeky  von,  Ludwiff »  an 
Austrian  general;  bom  in  Hungai7 
in  1804;  was  educated  at  the  Mili- 
tary Academy  of  Neustadt;  entered 
the  Austrian  arm^  in  1822 ;  was  ap- 
pointed a  colonel  m  1843,  and  became 
distinguished  for  ability  and  courage 
in  the  insurrection  of  Gallicia.  He 
served  in  Italy  in  1848-49,  and  was 
soon  afterward  decorated  with  the 
order  of  Maria  Theresa  and  made  a 
general  of  division.  He  subsequently 
commanded  in  Hungary  and  in  Italy, 
where,  in  1859,  he  covered  the  retreat 
of  the  Austrians  from  Milan  to  the 
Mincio,  and  commanded  the  right 
wing  of  the  Austrian  army  at  the 
disastrous  battle  of  Solferino.  He  was 
in  1866  given  the  command  of  the 
army  of  the  North.  The  Pmssians 
gained  a  decisive  victory  over  him  at 
ICoenig^tz  (Sadowa).   Died  in  1878. 

Benedict  I.^  sumamed  Bono- 
sus,  was  elected  Pope  in  575.  Died 
578. 

Benedict  II. »  bom  in  Rome, 
was  chosen  to  succeed  Leo  II.  in  684. 
Died  685. 

Benedict  III.,  succeeded  Leo 
IV.  as  Pope  in  855.    Died  858. 

Beueaict  IV.  was  elected  to 
the  papal  See  as  successor  to  John 
IX.  in  900.    Died  903. 

Benedict  V.  was  chosen  Pope 
in  964,  but  was  driven  from  Home  by 
Otho  I.  of  Germany,  who  favored 
Leo  VIII.    Died  at  Hamburg  in  965. 

Benedict  YI.  succeeded  John 
XIII.  in  972.  He  was  killed  by  the 
people  of  Rome  two  years  later. 

Benedict  YII.^  successor  of  the 
preceding,  was  Pope  from  975  until 
his  death,  in  984. 

Benedict  YIII.  was  Pope  from 
1012  until  his  death,  in  1024. 

Benedict  IX.  was  chosen  to 
succeed  John  XIX.  in  1034.    Disso- 
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Inta  uid  tymuiical,  he  vai  driven 
from  Borne,  Mid  waa  (ucoeeded  by 
Silvester  III. 

Benedict  X.  mcceeded  Stephen 
IX.  in  1058,  but,  having  been  irregu- 
larly elected,  he  was  deposed  in  10<)9, 
and  was  succeeded  by  ^cholas  II. 

BeuedJct  XI.  was  Pope  from 
1303  imiil  his  death,  in  1304,  when 
he  iras  succeeded  by  Clement  V. 

Benedict  XII.  (jAotuts 
Fodbhieb),  born  in  Franct  was 
choeen  to  succeed  John  XXlI.  in 
1334,  and  was  the  third  Pope  who 
held  hi«  court  at  Avignon.  He  was 
micoeeded  at  hia  death,  in  1342,  by 
Clement  VI. 

Benedict  XIII.  (Cardinal 
Obsimi)  ma  elected  Po|>e  in  17^ 
•ltd  was  Eueceeded  at  hu  death,  in 
1730,  by  aement  XII. 

Benedict  XIV.  (Cardinal 
Fbospkbo  Laubebtiki),  bum  at 
Bologna,  in  1675,  waa  elected  the  suc- 
eesBor  of  Clement  XII.  in  1740.  He 
waa  the  author  of  numerous  religious 
worka,  and  was  a,  munificent  patron 
of  literature  and  the  arts.  Died  1758. 

Benedict  XIII.  (Anti-Pope) 
was  bom  in  Aragon  about  1334.  His 
original  name  was  Pedro  de  Luna. 
He  was  in  1394  chosen  Pope  at  Avi- 
gDon,  while  his  rival,  Boniface  IX., 
ragned  at  Borne.  Both  Benedict  aiid 
Boni&ce  were  deposed  by  the  Coun- 
cil of  Conatance  in  1415.     Died  1424. 

Benedict)  ^r  Jullusi  a  mu- 
siciBn  and  composer;  bom  at  ijtult- 
gut,  November  27,  1804 ;  studied 
under  Hammel  at  Weimar,  and  af- 
terward noder  Weber.  At  tlie  age 
of  nineteen  he  conducted  the  Qer- 
man  open  at  Vienna,  and  anerward 
M  Naples.  After  composing  several 
operaa  in  other  languages  he  visited 
London  In  1835,  and  in  a  short  time 
produced  several  Englisb  operas.  In 
1S50  he  accompanied  Jenny  Lind,  as 
conductorond pianist. loAmerica.  He 
has  since  produced  a  large  number 
of  operas,  operettas,  symphoniea,  etc., 
which  have  been  very  suoceeeful  and 
populu.  He  recdved  the  honor  of 
tinightbood  from  Quera  Victoria  in

land,  Sweden,  and  Portugal. 

Benezet,  Anthony,  a  diatin- 
suished  philanthropiat ;  bom  of  a 
Proleslant  family  in  France  in  1713  : 
became  a  member  of  the  Society  of 
Friends;  emigrated  to  America,  and 
settled  in  Philadelphia  as  a  school- 
teacher. He  zealously  opposed  sla- 
very sndthealave-trade,  and  befriend- 
ed the  negroes  in  many  ways.  It  ia 
said  that  his  tracts  upon  the  slave- 
trade  first  (ailed  tiie  attention  of  Wil* 
berforce  and  Clarkson  (o  the  atrod- 
liee  of  the  system,  His  benevolent 
deeds  were,  however,  by  no  means 
confined  to  the  African  race.  Died 
1784. 

Bennettt  James  Gordon, 
a  Journalist;  bom  in  Scotland  in 
ISOO ;  came  to  America  at  the  age  of 
nineteen  ;  became  the  assistant  ^lor 
of  different  papers  in  New  York  City, 
and  in  1830  was  employed  as  associate 
editor  of  the  Qmrier  and  Enquirer. 
Five  years  later  he  established  the 
Nnc  York  Herald,  which  he  conduct- 
ed with  rare  ability  and  remarkable 
autctes  until  his  death,  which  occurred 
June  I,  1872. 

Benthani,  JTeremy,  a  famous 
English  Jurist  and  utilitarian  philoeo- 

rher;  bom  in  London,  February  15, 
748;  was  educated  at  Queen's  Col- 
,  lege,  Uxford.  Having  studied  law, 
he  commenced  the  practice  of  that 
profession.  He  conuoued  i^  how- 
ever, for  a  short  time  only,  being  dis- 
gusted, it  is  said,  at  the  unjust  chargea 
to  suitors.  Mr.  Bentham  devoted  hie 
life  chieSy  to  the  reform  of  legisla- 
tion, and  meinlAined  that  the  happi- 
nesa  of  the  greatest  number  should 
be  the  first  object  of  lefisJatots.  Hia 
numerous  works — in  which  were  ex- 
hibited great  powers  of  logfic  as  well 
as  of  rhetoric— were  first  appreciated 
by  foreigners.  Several  of  hia  writ- 
ings were  translated  by  his  friend 
Dumont  into  French,  in  which  lan- 
guage Ihey  were  first  published.  Died 
at  Weetmmeter,  June  6, 1832. 
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Beutincky  William  Charles 
Cavendishy  Lord,  a  British  gen- 
eral, and  a  younger  son  of  the  third 
Duke  of  Portland;  bom  in  1774; 
was  made  Governor  of  Madras  in 
1803.  He  afterward  served  with  dis- 
tinction against  the  French  in  Italy, 
and  in  J  82?7  was  appointed  Governor- 
General  of  India.  He  abolished  the 
8iUUe  in  that  country,  and  gained 
the  reputation  of  being  a  wise  and 
humane  ruler.    Died  1839. 

Bentley,  Richard,  commonly 
regarded  as  the  greatest  classical 
scholar  that  England  has  j^roduced, 
was  bom  near  Wakefield,  m  York- 
shire, in  1662,  and  was  educated  at 
St  John's  College,  Cambridge.  The 
degree  of  M.  A.  was  conferred  on  him 
St  that  university  in  1684,  and  at  Ox- 
ford in  1689.  He  became  chaplain 
to  Stillingfieet,  Bishop  of  Worcester, 
who  in  1 692  gave  him  a  prebend  in 
his  cathedral.  A  year  later  he  was 
appointed  keeper  of  the  royal  library 
at  St.  James,  and  in  1694  published 
his  DweouTMA  against  Athetsnif  which 
had  been  delivered  in  the  course  of 
'lectures  instituted  by  Boyle.  Having 
denied  the  genuineness  of  the  Epis- 
tles of  Philaris,  he  was  involved  in 
a  warm  controversy  with  Charles 
Boyle,  Atterbury,  Pope,  Swift,  and 
other  wits,  who  at  that  time  claimed 
a  triumph  ;  but  posterity  has  decided 
that  Bentley  was  victorious  in  the 
contest  He  became  Master  of  Trin- 
ity Collie,  Cambridge,  in  1700,  and 
Ajx^deacon  of  Ely  in  the  vear  fol- 
lowing. Soon  after,  he  was  involved 
in  a  long  contest  and  lawsuit  with  the 
Fellows  of  that  college,  who  accused 
Bentley  with  charging  exorbitant  and 
illegal  fees,  and  who  caused  him,  after 
his  having  been  elected  regius  pro- 
fessor of  divinity  in  1717,  to  be  de- 
prived of  all  his  degrees  and  offices. 
He  was,  however,  restored  to  all  his 
honors  and  emoluments  by  a  man- 
damus of  the  court  of  King's  Bench 
about  1724.  Died  in  Julv,  1742. 
Among  his  works  are  excellent  edi- 
tions of  Horace  and  Terence.  Bent- 
ley, says  Hallam,  **  was  master  of  a 


leaming  to  which  nothing  parallel 
had  be^  known  in  England." 
Benton,  Thomas  Hart,  an 

American  statesman  and  political 
writer;  bom  at  Hillsborough,  North 
Carolina,  March  14,  1782;  removed 
to  Tennessee  in  early  life;  studied 
law,  and  commenced  practice  at  the 
age  of  about  twenty-nine.  The  next 
year  he  commanded  a  regiment  under 
Gen.  Jackson,  with  whom  he  quar- 
relled, and  who,  attempting  to  strike 
Benton  with  a  horsewhip  at  Nashville 
in  1813,  was  severely  wounded  with  a 
pistol  by  Benton's  brother.  Col.  Ben- 
ton removed  soon  after  to  St.  Louis, 
Missouri,  and  commenced  the  publi- 
cation of  a  political  paper.  He  was 
elected  in  1820  to  the  United  States 
Senate,  where  he  acted  with  tlie  Dem- 
ocrats and  became  an  adherent  of 
Gen.  Jackson,  and  the  leading  politi- 
cian of  Missouri.  He  was  re-elected 
to  the  Senate  in  1826,  and  from  his 
able  advocacy  of  a  gold  and  silver 
currency  received  the  sobriquet  of 
"Old  Bullion."  He  supported  Jack- 
son in  his  opposition  to  the  Bank  of 
the  United  States;  was  in  1832  again 
re-elected  to  the  Federal  Senate,  of 
which  body  he  continued  to  be  a 
member  for  thirty  years.  He  became 
the  political  friend  of  Van  Buren, 
favored  in  1845  the  annexation  of 
Texas,  and  opposed  Calhoun  in  his 
plans  for  nullification.  A  division 
having  been  created  in  the  Demo- 
cratic party  on  the  question  of  slavery, 
Mr.  Benton  was  defeated  as  Senator 
in  1850,  and  retired  from  that  body 
in  March,  1851.  As  a  member  of  the 
National  House  of  Kepresentatives, 
to  which  he  had  been  elected  in  1852^ 
he  opposed  the  repeal  of  the  Missouri 
Compromise.  In  1856  he  was  the 
candidate  of  one  section  of  the  De- 
mocracy for  Governor  of  Missouri, 
but  was  defeated.  During  that  year 
he  favored  the  election  of  Buchanan 
to  the  Presidency,  in  opposition  to 
Fremont,  who  was  his  son-in-law. 
The  most  important  of  his  works  is 
A  Thirty  Yeart^  View;  or,  A  History 
of  the  Working  of  the  American  Goih 
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emmeiUfar  TlUrty  Yean,  from  1S20  to 
1850.    Died  at  Waflhington  in  April, 
1858. 
B^raneery  de,  Pierre  Jean, 

a  French  lyric  poet;  bom  at  Paris, 
August  19,  1780.  He  lived  with  his 
grandfather,  a  tailor,  until  nine  years 
of  age,  when  he  went  to  reside  with 
an  aunt,  who  gave  him  the  rudiments 
of  an  education.  He  worked  for  a 
short  time  as  a  printer's  apprentice, 
and  commenced  writing  poems  at  the 
a^e  of  sixteen.  These  procured  for 
him  the  patronage  of  Lucien  Bona- 
parte. Ifis  first  collection  of  lyrics, 
published  in  1815,  were  received  with 
great  favor  by  the  people,  but  gave 
offence  to  the  government  by  tneir 
bold,  patriotic,  and  satirical  tone.  As 
his  suWiuent  writings  were  subject 
to  the  same  objections,  he  was  sen- 
tenced to  an  imprisonment  of  nine 
months,  in  1828,  and  to  pay  an  exor- 
bitant fine.  As  an  ardent  republican, 
he  contributed  by  his  poems  to  bring 
about  the  revolution  of  1830,  but  re- 
fused to  accept  any  office  under  the 
government.  His  fifth  collection  of 
songs  appeared  in  1833.  He  was 
elected  to  the  Ck)nstituent  Assembly 
in  1848,  but  refused  to  serve.  Died 
Jidv,  1857. 

Berkeley,  Greorgre,  a  distin- 
guished Protestant  Bishop  and  meta- 
physician; bom  in  Ireland,  March 
12,  1684 ;  studied  at  Trinity  College, 
Dublin,  and  in  1713  visited  London, 
where  he  became  intimate  with  Addi- 
son, Pope,  Swift,  and  other  eminent 
men.  He  was  appointed  Dean  of 
Derry  in  1724,  and  in  1728  visited 
America  for  the  purpose  of  assist- 
ing in  the  conversion  of  the  Indians. 
Falling  to  receive  the  funds  promised 
him  from  England,  he  was  compelled 
to  give  up  the  enterprise  and  to  re- 
turn to  that*  country  after  preaching 
about  two  years  at  Newport,  Bhode 
Island.  He  was  made  Bishop  of 
Cloyne  in  1734.  He  was  a  profound 
scholar,  and  was  the  author  of  numer- 
ous religious  and  controversial  works 
which  evinced  great  merit  Died  1 753. 

Berlichins^en,   von,   Gdtz, 


or  GrOttfiriedy  a  German  knight 
sumamed  of  the  Iron  Hand  fi^m 
an  artificial  hand  which  replaced  one 
he  had  lost  in  battle.  For  assisting 
the  peasants  in  a  war  against  the  no- 
bles he  was  placed  under  the  ban  of 
the  empire  by  Maximilian  I.  He  is 
said  to  have  been  killed  in  1562  while 
defending  his  castle  against  the  impe- 
rial forces.'  His  exploits  furnished  the 
subject  of  one  of  the  dramas  of  Goethe. 

B  e  r  1  i  o  z  9  Liouis  Hector,  a 
French  composer.  Bom  in  1803;  died 
1869.  Among  his  productions  are  the 
symphonies  of  Hwold  and  of  Borneo 
QTid  JulUly  and  a  musical  work  of  high 
reputation  entitled  The  Damnation  of 
FmmL 

Bernadotte,  Carl  XIV.  Jo- 
HAN,  King  of  Sweden  and  Norway, 
Prince  of  Ponte-Corvo,  and  Marshal 
of  France,  was  the  son  of  a  lawyer, 
and  was  bom  at  Pau  in  January, 
1764.  At  the  age  of  sixteen  he  en- 
listed as  a  private  in  the  royal  ma- 
rines. He  was  an  ardent  republican ; 
was  rapidly  promoted  in  the  wara 
which  followed  the  French  Bevolu- 
tion,  and  served  with  distinction  in 
Flanders  and  on  the  Bhine  in  1792. 
Two  years  later  he  was  made  general 
of  division  under  Kleber  and  Jour^ 
dan,  and  gained  further  distinction 
at  the  battle  of  Fleurus.  He  com- 
manded in  Italy  in  1797  under  Bona- 
parte, but,  in  consequence  of  a  mis- 
understanding with  that  general,  he 
applied  to  the  Directory  K>r  another 
position,  and  was  sent  as  Minister  to 
Vienna,  from  which  capital^  however, 
he  was  driven  by  a  ferocious  mob. 
He  soon  after  married  Mademoiselle 
Clary,  a  sister-in-law  of  Joseph  Bona- 
parte, and  in  June,  1799,  was  ap 
pointed  Minister  of  War  at  Paris,  in 
which  position  he  displayed  much 
ener^  and  ability.  Though  refusing 
to  aid  the  movements  which  raisea 
Bonaparte  to  the  French  throne,  he 
was  in  1804  created  by  the  latter 
Marshal  of  France  and  given  the 
command  of  an  army  in  Hanover. 
He  commanded,  Mrith  Lannes,  the  left 
wing  of  the  French  army  at  the  battle 
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of  Aurterliti,  in  1806,  tad  in  the  next 
TMr  wag  created  Prince  of  Pont«- 
Corvo.  He  gained,  in  October  of  that 
j>ear,  a  decisive  victory  over  the  Pni>- 
uuu  at  Halle.  For  his  condnct  at 
Wagram,  in  1809,  he  was  severely 
cenaured  by  the  Emperor. 

Bemadotte,  having  gained  popular- 
ity with  the  Swedes  for  the  modera- 
tion and  humanity  which  be  dis- 
played dnring  the  war  of  1807-8,  was, 
opon  the  death  of  the  Crown  Prince 
of  Sweden,  elected  by  the  Diet  of  that 
country,  in  August,  1810,  as  heir  to 
the  throne.  Having  with  some  diffi- 
culty obt&iiied  the  consent  of  Napo. 
leon,  Bemadotte  immediately  repaired 
to  Sweden,  and  became  the  colleague 
of  Charles  XIII.  in  the  government. 
Tbej  KTuBiDg  to  Bupport  the  conti- 
nental system  of  the  Emperor  and  to 
exclude  English  goods,  a  French  arm  v 
invaded  Pcwennia,  and  the  Swedish 
court,  preparing  for  hostilitiea,  formed 
a  treiUy  witli  Buaaia,  in  which  it  was 
agreed  that  Norway  should  be  an- 
nexed to  Sweden. 

Bemadotte  joined  the  allies  in  Ger- 
many in  1813  with  a  force  of  twenty- 
«ght  thousand  Swedes,  and,  having 
been  appointed  to  a  larger  division  of 
the  allied  army  designed  to  protect 
Berlin,  won  a  decisive  victory  over 
Oudlool  at  Groes-Beeren  in  August, 
and  another  over  Ney  at  Dennewiti 
in  September,  and  also  aided  in  gain- 
ing toe  victory  of  Leipaic.  Return- 
ing to  Sweden,  he  soon  conquered 
Norway,  which  was  opposed  to  an- 
nexation, and  on  the  death  of  the 
King,  February  5,  1818,  he  ascended 
the  throne  as  Carl  XIV.  Joban.  He 
died  March  8,  1844,  after  a  successfol 
and  quiet  reign,  during  which  he  in- 
troduced many  reforms  and  leaiously 
promoted  the  cause  of  education,  and 
was  succeeded  by  his  son,  Oscar  I. 

Bernard,  St.,  an  ecclesiastic: 
bom  in  Burgundy  in  1091 ;  entered 
the  Cistercian  order;  became  distin- 
guished for  eloquence  and  in  1116 
was  choeen  Abbot  of  Clalrvaoz.  He 
reftiaed  all  thrther  prefermenta.  It 
was  (jiiefly  through  his  instrumental- 


in  1153.  and  was  canonised  in  11 74  by 
Pope  Alexander  III. 

Bernardln  de  Saint- 
Pierre.     See  SAlNT^PtBBHB. 

Bert,  Paul,  a  French  politidan 
and  physician  ;  bom  at  Auierre,  Oc- 
tober 17,  1833;  studied  at  Paris,  and 
was  in  1871  appointed  Prefect  of  the 
North,  and  in  1881  entered  the  Hin- 
istry  of  M.Gambelta.  He  is  the  author 
of  several  ecientific  works. 

Berthier,  IvouIb  Alezan- 
dre,  Prince  of  WEwrara';  bom  at 
Versailles  in  November,  1753 ;  serv- 
ed ascaptain  under  La  Fayette  in  the 
United  Slates,  and  was  appointed  in 
1796  chief  of  Btsff  of  the  army  of 
Bonaparte,  with  the  rank  of  general 
of  division.  Acquiring,  in  the  cam- 
paign which  followed,  the  confidence 
ana  favor  of  that  general,  he  accom- 
panied him  to_  Egypt  in  1798,_and 
Bssisted  in  his  victory  over  the  Direc- 
tory in  the  year  following.  Berthier 
was  soon  after  appointed  Minister 
of  War,  and  was  created  a  Marshal 
of  France  in  18D4.  He  guned  dis- 
tinction in  the  Austrian  campaign  of 
1805,  in  1806  was  made  Prince  of 
Neufch&tel,  and  in  1809  was  for  a 
short  time  general- in-chief  of  the 
grande  anaie.  He  gained  further  dis- 
tinction in  1809  at  the  battle  of  Waff; 
ram,  where  he  served  as  chief  of  stafi' 
to  Napoleon,  and  was  created  Prinoe 
of  Wagram.  In  1814  he  was  raised 
to  the  peerage  of  France  by  Louis 
XVIII.,  he  bein^  one  of  the  first 
generals  who  gave  in  their  adhesion  to 
Uiat  King.  Upon  the  return  of  Napo- 
leon from  £lE>a,  Berthier,  desiring  to 
remain  neutral,  retired  to  Bamberg, 
where  he  was  murdered  (as  it  is  sup- 
posed) in  June,  1815. 

BerthoUet,  Claade  liouts, 
an  eminent  chemical  philosopher; 
bom  in  Savoy  in  1748 ;  studied  medi- 
cine at  Turin,  and  removed  to  Paris.

He  made  seven] 
imponant  diMOwies  in  cfaemiatr^, 
VM  the  author  of  msoy  works  on 
that  adetice,  and,  with  Honge.  was 
the  foonder  of  the  lustitate  of  £%Tpt. 
Died  1822. 

Berwick,  Jsmes  FltE- 
JameS)  Dukb  of,  a  distingaiahed 
gmera),  (he  natural  son  of  Jamea  II. 
of  England  and  Arabella  Churchill, 
■JMer  to  the  great  Dulte  of  Marlbor- 
oogli,  wag  bom  in  1860.  After  Berv- 
ing  in  Austria,  he  attempted,  but  in 
r£a,  in  1688,  lo  opputte  William  of 
Onnge  in  England.  He  retired  to 
France,  becsme  a  natiiraliied  citizen 
of  that  country,  and  in  1704  waa  made 
commander  of  the  French  army  in 
Spain,  whers  he  won  the  decisive  vic- 
toiy  of  Almaoza  in  1707,  and  other- 
wiae  diatinguiahed  himself  as  an  able 
general.  After  having  been  created 
a  Marshal  and  Duke  of  Liria  and 
Xerica  hj  Philip  V.  of  Spain  he  waa 
killed  at  the  siege  of  Philipsburg,  in 
1734. 

Berzellns.  Johan  Jakob, 
Babon,  a  Swedish  chemist  of  diatiuc- 
tion;  bom  in  East  Gothland,  August 
20,  1779;  studied  at  Upsal,  and  was 
in  1806  appointed  professor  of  chem- 
istry at  Stockholm.  He  excelled  as 
an  anal^  made  man;  important 
diacovenea  in  the  science  to  which  he 
waa  devoted,  and  contributed  a  great 
nomberof  valuable  treatbes  on  chem- 
istry. He  was  Preeident,  and  subse- 
quently  perpetnal  secretary,  of  the 
Academy  of  Sciencee,  and  was  nre- 
alad  a  Baron  by  the  King  of  Sweden 
in  1832.     Died  1848. 

BeBsel,  Priedrich  WU- 
helm,  an  astronomer ;  bom  at  Min- 
den.  Praasia,  July  22,  1784;  served 
in  the  counting-house  of  a  merchant 
of  Bremen  about  seven  years.  He 
oonimenced  his  scientific  labors  early 
in  life,  and  was  appointed  director  of 
a  new  oheervaCory  constmded  under 
his  own  superintendence  at  Kcenigs- 
bnrg  in  1812,  and  professor  of  astron- 
wny  in  the  university  of  that  city. 
He  waa  afUvward  appointed  a  Privy 
CounMllor  by  the  King  of  Fniwia,

and  bad  several  titles  of  honor  con* 
farred  upon  him.  He  died  in  March, 
1846,  leaving  numeroua  valuable 
works  on  astronomy. 

Bessemer,  Henry,  an  English 
engineer ;  bom  in  1813.  He  is  the 
inventor  of  the  method,  which  bean 
his  name,  of  preparing  and  temper- 
ing steel.  His  process  has  been  adopt- 
ed throughout  Europe.  Knighthood 
and  numerous  other  marks  ofdiBtino 
tion  have  been  conferred  upon  him. 

Beust,  von,  Priedrich 
Ferdinand,  Count,  a  German 
stateeman  ;  bom  at  Dresden,  Januair 
13,  1809;  studied  at  Gottin^-  -' 
Leipaic;  was  sent  as  f 
from  Saxony  to  Berlin  i 
1849  became  Minister  for  Foreign 
A  Salts  for  Saxony,  and  afterward 
Minister  of  Agriculture  and  Minister 
of  the  Interior.  After  the  war  be- 
tween Austria  and  Pnisaia,  be  be- 
came Minister  for  Foreign  AflaiiB  in 
Austria  in  October,  186»,  and  Chan- 
cellor of  the  Empire  and  President 
of  the  Council  in  Febmary,  1867.  By 
his  advice  the  Fmperor  granted  many 
concessions  toHungary,  inaugurated  a 
liberal  policy  toward  the  Protestants 
and  the  Jews,  and  instituted  several 
reforms.  Imprisonment  for  debt  was 
abolished,  and  oSenoes  of  the  preas 
were  tried  before  juries.  Count  von 
Beust  resigned  the  chancellorship  of 
the  empire  in  1 87 1,  and  was  soon  after- 
ward sent  as  Austrian  AmbasBador  to 
the  Court  of  Saint  Jamea.  The  coi^ 
don  of  the  order  of  the  Black  Eagle, 
the  Grand  Cross  of  the  Legion  of 
Honor,  and  numerous  other  decora- 
tiona  have  been  conferred  upon  him, 

Bewick,  Thomas,  an  Enirlish 
artist,  especially  skilful  I 
graver  on  wood.  Bom  r 
castle-upon-Tyne  in  1753;  uicu  sata. 
Among  the  most  admired  of  hia  pro- 
ductions are  HitCory  o/'  Britith  Birdi, 
The  Oid  Hound,  and  iUustrations  for 
Tht  DacrUd  ViUagt. 

Beza,  Theodore,  a  Calvinistio 
theologian  and  scholar;  bom  atVe- 
lelay,  m  Bni;randy,  June  24,  1619. 
He  studied  at  Bonrgea  and  Paris,  be- 
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came  a  Protestant  in  1548,  and  waa 
appointed  professor  of  Greek  at  Lau- 
sanne. He  translated  the  New  Testa- 
ment into  Latin,  removed  to  Geneva, 
was  chosen  rector  of  the  university 
of  that  city,  and  upon  the  death  of 
Calvin,  in  1564,  succeeded  him  as 
professor  of  theology.  Beza  was  the 
author  of  numerous  works.  Died  1 605. 

Biddle,  Nicholas,  an  Ameri- 
can financier;  bom  in  Philadelphia 
in  1786 ;  was  elected  to  the  State  Sen- 
ate of  Pennsylvania  in  1814;  was 
appointed  a  director  of  the  United 
States  Bank  in  1819,  and  President  of 
that  bank  in  1823.  Ue  was  also  Presi- 
dent of  the  trustees  of  the  fund  for 
establishing  Girard  Collie.  Died 
1844. 

Bierstadty  Albert,  a  land- 
scape-painter ;  bom  at  Dusseldorf,  in 
Germany,  in  1828.  Uis  parents 
emigrated  while  he  was  a  cnild  to 
America,  and  settled  in  New  Eng- 
land. At  the  age  of  twenty-five  he 
returned  to  Germany ;  studied  paint- 
ing at  the  Academy  of  Dusseldorf: 
rt  a  winter  in  Borne;  travelled 
ugh  Switzerland,  and  came  back 
to  America  in  1857.  He  accompanied 
Gen,  Lander's  expedition,  the  year 
following,  to  the  Bocky  Mountains, 
where  he  passed  sevexul  months  in 
making  sketches,  and  afterward  ac- 
auired  a  high  reputation  by  his 
"View  of  the  Bocky  Mountains — 
Lander's  Peak,"  which  he  produced 
in  1863.    His  landscapes  are  distin- 

fuished  for  boldness  of  draMring  and 
rilliancy  of  color.  Among  his  other 
paintings  are  **  Sunlight  and  Shadow," 
"  Laramie  Peak,"  "  Emigrants  Cross- 
ing the  Plains,"  and  "  Mount  Hood." 
He  was  in  1871  elected  a  member  of 
the  Academy  of  Fine  Arts  in  St. 
Petersbu  rfir. 

BilderdUk,  Willem,  a  Dutch 
scholar  and  poet  of  rare  ability.  Bom 
in  Amsterdam  in  1756 ;  died  1831. 

Binney,  Horace^  an  American 
lawyer;  bom  in  Philadelphia  in 
1780;  studied  at  Harvard  College, 
and  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1800. 
He  waa  elected  to  OoDgreBS  in  1832. 


He  was  an  eloquent  orator,  and  was 
the  author  of  several  works.  Among 
his  productions  are  ReporU  of  Cams 
in  the  Supreme  Court  of  Fennajfltfania. 
Died  1872. 

Bioiiy  of  Smyrna,  a  bucolic  poet 
who  flourished  under  the  reign  of 
Ptolemy  Philadelphus  U.  of  Egypt 
Among  his  poems  is  a  lament  lor 
Adonis. 

Bioty  JeatH  Baptiste,  an  as- 
tronomer, optician,  and  natural  phil- 
osopher; bom  in  Paris,  April  21, 
1774 ;  studied  at  the  Collie  of  Loub 
le  Grand  and  the  Polytechnic  School ; 
was  appointed  professor  of  physics  in 
the  Collie  of  France  in  1800,  and 
was  elected  a  Fellow  of  the  Boyal 
Sodetv  of  London  about  1815.  He 
was  admitted  to  the  French  Academy 
in  1856.  Biot  was  the  author  of  a 
large  number  of  scientific  works  of 
unusual  merit.    Died  1862. 

Bird,  Robert  Montgom- 
ery^  an  American  author.  Bom  in 
Delaware  in  1803 ;  died  1854.  Among 
his  productions  may  be  mentioned  two 
successful  tragedies,  2'he  Gladiator  and 
Oralooaa,  and  Calavar,  a  Itomance  of 
Mexico. 

B  i  s  m  a  rck-Schcenhauseiiy 
Karl  OttOy  Prince  von,  a  Gei^ 
man  statesman;  bom  at  Schoenhau- 
sen,  April  1,  1815 ;  studied  at  Gottin- 
gen,  Berlin,  and'  Grie&wald.  After 
serving  in  the  army  he  was  elected  to 
the  General  Diet  in  1847 ;  was  sent 
as  Ambassador  to  Vienna  in  1852,  to 
St,  Petersburg  in  1859,  and  to  Paris 
in  1862.  He  became  the  Prussian 
Minister  of  Foreign  Affairs  in  Sep- 
tember of  that  year.  Determined 
upon  the  aggrandizement  of  Prussia, 
he  formed  an  alliance  with  Italy  and 
declared  war  against  Austria.  In  the 
contest  that  ensued  the  Prussian  arms 
were  victorious,  and  a  treaty  was 
concluded  in  1866.  Bismarck  was 
created  a  Count,  and  was  presented  by 
the  King  of  Prussia  with  a  valuable 
estate  in  Luxemburg.  He  proceeded 
by  force  and  intrigue  to  accomplish 
his  favorite  scheme  for  the  unification 
of  Germany.    He  organized  in  1867 
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the  North  German  Ck)nfederation, 
which,  with  the  King  of  Prussia  at 
itB  head,  oomprised  twenty-two  states 
with  a  population  of  twenty-nine 
million.  He  himself  was  made 
Chancellor  of  the  Ck>nfederation  and 
President  of  the  Federal  Council. 
He  was  appointed,  January  1,  1869, 
Foreign  Hmister  of  the  NortJi  Ger- 
man Confederation.  After  King  Wil- 
liiun  of  Prussia  had  heen  crowned 
Emperor  of  Germany,  January  18, 
]87l,  Bismarck  was  appointed  Chan- 
oellor  of  the  German  Empire,  and  was 
raised  to  the  rank  of  Prince.  He  had 
during  the  French  war  of  1870  accom- 
panied the  Kinff  in  his  campaigns, 
and  had  dictated  the  terms  of  peace 
at  Paris.  In  1872  the  Emperor  con- 
ferred upon  him  the  order  bf  the 
Black  Eagle,  set  in  diamonds.  An 
unsuccessful  attempt  was  made  to 
assassinate  him  at  Kissingen,  July 
13,  1874,  by  a  young  man  named 
Knllmann.  The  shot  fired  at  the 
Prince  merely  grazed  his  right  wrist. 

BJdrnseny  Bj^msljemey  a 
Norwegian  poet  and  novelist;  bom  in 
1832.  Among  his  works  are  Anie 
and  The  FUher-Maiden, 

Blacky  Williaiiiy  an  author; 
bom  at  Glasgow  in  1841 ;  became  a 
contributor  to  different  magazines; 
removed  to  London  in  1864,  and  was 
attached  to  the  staff  of  the  Morning 
Siar.  Among  his  productions  are  the 
following  novels:  Love  or  Marriage^ 
In  Silk  AUire^  Kilmeny^  A  Daughter 
<f  Heih,  A  Prinee$8  of  Thule,  and 
if ae  Lead  of  Dare. 

Blackstone,  Sir  William^  an 
English  jurist:  bom  in  London  in 
17iS ;  practiBed  law ;  entered  Parlia- 
ment in  1761,  and  became  Solicitor- 
G^eneral  two  years  later.  He  was  ap- 
pointed one  of  the  justices  of  the 
court  of  Common  Pleas  about  1770. 
His  reputation  rests  chiefly  upon  his 
Oommenlariet  on  the  Laws  of  England, 
Died  1780. 

Blackwood,  William,  the 
foonder  and  publisher  of  Blackwood^ s 
MagoMine.  was  bom  in  Edinburgh  in 
1776.    lie  b^|;an  to  pobliah  his  mag- 


azine in  1817.  Among  its  contribu- 
tors at  diflerent  periods  were  Sir  Wal- 
ter Scott,  Hogg,  Wordsworth,  Cole- 
ridge, De  Quincey,  and  Bulwer.  It 
met  with  Rreat  success,  and  still  con- 
tinues to  be  one  of  the  leading  Brit- 
ishperiodicals.    Died  1834. 

Blaine,  James  Gillespie, 
an  American  statesman ;  bom  in  Penn- 
sylvania in  1830;  removed  to  Maine, 
and  became  the  editor  of  the  Pbrtiand 
ArgvSj  the  leading  Republican  news- 
paper of  that  State.  After  serving 
four  terms  in  the  Legislature,  he  was 
elected  to  Congress  in  1862,  and  was 
successively  re-elected  until  1876. 
He  was  chosen  Speaker  of  the  House 
of  Representatives  tor  three  terms. 
He  was  in  1876  and  in  1880  a  promi- 
nent candidate  for  the  Presidency 
before  the  National  Republican  Con- 
ventions. He  was  in  1877  chosen 
United  States  Senator  from  Maine, 
and  was  in  March,  1881,  appointed 
Secretary  of  State  in  the  Cabinet  of 
President  Garfield.  After  the  death 
of  the  latter  he  remained  in  President 
Arthur's  Cabinet  for  a  short  time,  when 
he  resigned.  In  February,  1882,  at  the 
request  of  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  United  States, 
he  delivered  before  them,  in  the  Capi- 
tol, at  Washington,  an  eloquent  and 
very  able  eulogy  upon  President  Gar- 
field. 

Blair,  Hugh,  a  Scottish  divine; 
bom  in  Edinburgh  in  1718;  was  in 
1762  appointed  professor  of  rhetoric 
and  belles-letters  in  the  university  of 
that  city,  and  in  1783  published  LeO" 
lures  on  Ithetoric,  which  is  still  exten- 
sivelv  used  as  a  text-book.   Died  1800. 

Blair,  Robert,  a  Scottish  poet. 
Bom  in  Edinburgh  in  1699 ;  died  1746. 

Blake,  Robert,  a  British  ad- 
miral; bom  at  Bridgewater  about 
1599;  studied  at  Oxford,  and  entered 
Parliament  for  his  native  city  in  1640. 
An  ardent  republican  and  Puritan, 
he  gained  distinction  in  the  Civil 
War  by  his  successful  defence  of  Taun- 
ton in  1645.  He  was  given,  four  years 
later,  the  command  of  a  squadron, 
with  the  title  of  "  General  of  the  SHJ' 
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He  blockaded  Prince  Rupert  at  Kin- 
sale,  and  after  his  escape  pursued  him 
to  Lisbon  and  captured  a  great  num- 
ber of  Portuguese  ships.  lie  was  for 
these  services  appointed  warden  of 
the  Cinque  Ports.  He  greatly  dis- 
tinguished himself  in  the  war  with 
Holland,  which  commenced  in  1652, 
gaining  several  decisive  victories  over 
the  Dutch  fleets  commanded  by  Ad- 
mirals Van  Tromp  and  De  Witt.  Re- 
tiring for  a  time  from  the  service  on 
account  of  ill-health,  he  was  chosen 
to  tlie  first  two  Parliaments  summoned 
by  Cromwell.  Resuming  his  former 
command  in  1656,  he  blockaded  Ca- 
diz and  destroyed  the  Spanish  plate- 
fleet  at  Santa  Cruz,  in  tne  island  of 
Tenerifle,  for  which  achievements  he 
received  the  thanks  of  Parliament 
and  a  diamond  ring  worth  five  hun- 
dred pounds.  Blake  is  regarded  as 
the  founder  of  the  naval  supremacy 
of  England.    Died  1657. 

Blake,  'Wiliiani,  an  English 
artist  and  poet;  bom  in  London  in 
1757.  After  publishing  a  collection 
of  his  ballads  and  songs  in  1787,  he 
brought  forth,  two  years  later,  his 
Songs  of  InruHxnce  and  Ejcperience^ 
which  was  illustrated  by  etchings  of 
rare  beauty.  This  work  was  followed 
b^  The  Gates  of  Paradise  containing 
sixteen  and  UriMen  containing  twentv- 
seven  designs  of  weird  beauty,  and  in 
which  remarkable  genius  was  dis- 
nlayed.  He  afterward  illustrated 
Young's  Night  Thoughts  and  various 
other  works.    Died  1828. 

BlanCy  LfOuiSy  a  journalist  and 
historian ;  bom,  of  French  extraction, 
in  Madrid  in  181.3;  was  educated  in 
Paris.  He  established  the  journal 
Bon  Sens  ("Good  Sense")  in  1837, 
and  La  Bevue  du  Progrls  two  years 
after.  He  was  a  radical  democrat, 
and,  charged  with  complicity  in  the 
revolt  of  1848,  was  compelled  to  flee  to 
England.  He  is  the  author  of  a  l/i»- 
toryoftheTenYeanl8SO-1840,  Died 
December  6,  1882. 

Blennerhasset,  Harmaoy 
was  bora  in  England  in  1770.  He 
WW  possessed  of  great  wealth,  and 


about  1798  purchased  an  island  in  the 
Ohio  River.  He  became  an  intimate 
friend  and  accomplice  of  Aaron  Burr, 
and  wasted  his  fortune  to  aid  in  Burr's 
enterprises.  Blennerhasset  was  in 
1807  indicted  for  treason,  but  was 
subsequentlv  released.    Died  1831. 

BleHSington,  Marmret, 
Countess  op,  celebrated  for  her 
beauty  and  accomplishments ;  bom  in 
Tipperary,  Ireland,  in  1789;  wasmar^ 
ried  to  the  Earl  of  Blesfongton  in 
1818.  Her  house  in  London  was  for 
many  years  the  resort  of  scholars  and 
literary  men  from  England  and  the 
Continent.  She  wrote  Conversation* 
with  Lord  Byron,  The  Idler  in  France, 
and  other  w^orks.    Died  1849. 

Blind,  Karly  a  German  radical 
and  writer ;  bom  at  Maimheiin,  Sep- 
tember 4,  1820;  studied  at  Heidel- 
berg and  Bonn;  was  tried,  but  ac- 
auitted,  at  Muunheimyifn  1846,  under 
tne  press  law,  and  in  1847  was  im- 
prisoned in  Rhenish  Bavaria  on  a 
charge  of  high  treason.  The  pro- 
ceedings against  him  were,  however, 
discontinue.  He  strenuously  advo- 
cated many  reforms,  was  again  arrest- 
ed for  high  treason,  and  was  wounded 
during  the  street-riots  at  Frankfort. 
Falsely  charged  with  participation  in 
the  Paris  insurrection  of  June,  1847, 
he  was  imprisoned  at  Strasburg,  man- 
acled, and  taken  to  Switzerland,  where 
the  authorities  refused  to  surrender 
him  to  the  government  of  Baden,  as 
had  been  planned  by  the  French  po- 
lice. As  leader  of  the  second  repub- 
lican revolution,  in  the  Black  Forest, 
in  1848,  he  fought  bravely  at  the 
storming  of  Staufen,  was  made,  pris- 
oner, placed  in  chains,  tried,  and  con- 
demned to  eight  years'  imprisonment, 
but  was  liberated  by  the  populace  and 
the  soldiers  while  being  secretly  trans- 
ported to  the  fortress  of  Mainz.  He 
was  afterward  sent  on  a  mission  to 
Louis  Napoleon,  then  President  of 
the  republic  of  France,  but  was  ar- 
rested, imprisoned,  ana  finallpr  ban- 
ished from  the  country.  During  his 
confinement  the  Left  of  the  French 
Assembly  demanded  his  liberation. 
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After  residing  for  some  time  in  Bel- 

Siam  he  removed  to  London,  where 
e  has  written  numerous  works  and 
treatises  on  politics^  history,  and  gen- 
eral literature. 

Bloomfield,  Robert,  an  Eng- 
lish poet,  the  son  of  a  tailor,  and  the 
apprentice  of  a  shoemaker,  was  bom 
in  17d6.  At  an  early  age  he  pro- 
duced The  Farmer't  Boy^  which  met 
with  extraordinary  success/  He  was 
the  author  of  several  other  poems  of 
merit    Died  1823. 

Bliicher,  von,  Gebhard 
Ijebreclitt  a  Prussian  Field-Mar- 
shal ;  bom  at  Rostock  in  1742.  En- 
tering the  Swedish  army  at  an  early 
age,  he  was  made  prisoner  by  the 
same  regiment  of  which  he  was  after- 
ward given  the  command.  He  was 
persuaded  to  join  the  army  of  Fred- 
erick the  Great,  and  afterward,  in  the 
reign  of  Frederick  William,  distin- 
guished himself  in  the  campaigns 
against  the  French.  He  commanded 
the  Prussian  vanguard  in  1806  at 
Auerstadt  and  effected  a  masterly  re- 
treat to  Lubeck,  though  pursued  by 
some  of  the  ablest  marshals  of  France. 
In  1813  he  was  made  commander-in- 
chief  of  the  allied  forces  of  Russia 
and  Pmssia.  He  gained  an  import- 
ant victory  over  Macdonald  on  the 
Katzbach,  and  contributed  largely  to 
the  decisive  victory  of  the  allies  at 
Leipsic.  After  numerous  engagements 
with  the  French,  he  entered  Paris  in 
1814  with  the  allied  sovereigns,  on 
which  occasion  he  was  created  Prince 
of  Wahlstadt  by  the  King  of  Prussia, 
and  was  rewarded  by  other  high 
marks  of  distinction.  As  commander 
of  the  Prussian  army  in  1815,  he  was 
defeated  at  Lignv,  June  16,  but 
reached  the  field  of  Waterloo  on  the 
evening  of  the  18th,  in  time  to  decide 
the  renilt  of  that  great  battle.  He 
purmed  with  his  fresh  troops  the  re- 
treating French,  through  the  night 
marched  to  Paris,  and  assisted  in  the 
re-establishment  of  the  Bourbon  dy- 
nasty. Died  1819.  Bliicher  was  not  a 
neat  strategist,  but  owed  his  success  to 
his  impetuousoourage  and  the  rapidity 


of  his  movements,  which  gained  him 
the  name  of  "  Marshal  Vorwarts." 

Blumenthaly  von,  Leon- 
arcty  a  Prussian  general;  bom  in 
1810 ;  educated  at  the  military  acad- 
emies of  Culm  and  Berlin;  entered 
the  army  as  second  lieutenant  at  the 
age  of  seventeen ;  became  first  lieu- 
tenant in  1846;  was  transferred,  as 
captain,  to  the  general  staff  in  1849, 
and  in  the  same  year  became  chief  of 
the  general  staff  of  the  Schleswig- 
Holstein  army.  For  his  services  as 
a  special  envoy  to  England  he  was 
rewarded  with  the  order  of  the  Red 
Eagle.  He  became  a  colonel  in  1860, 
served  with  distinction  against  Den- 
mark, was  made  a  major-general  in 
1864,  added  to  his  renown  in  the  army 
against  Austria,  and  at  the  commence- 
ment of  the  war  with  France  was  ap- 
pointed chief  of  the  general  staff  of 
the  Crown  Prince.  General  von  Blu- 
mentlial  is  regarded  as  one  of  the 
most  skilful  strategists  of  modern 
times. 

Boadicea,  wife  of  Prasutagus, 
Kinj^  of  the  British  tribe  of  the 
Iceni.  After  the  death  of  her  hus- 
band she  raised  a  formidable  insur- 
rection against  the  Romans,  but  was 
finally  defeated  bv  Suetonius  Pau- 
linus,  and  ended  her  life  by  taking 
poison. 

BooeacciOy  Giovanni,  the 
most  distinguished  of  Italian  novel- 
ists, was  the  illegitimate  son  of  a 
Florentine  merchant  and  a  French- 
woman, and  >vas  bom  in  Paris  in 
1313.  He  at  first  engaged  in  mer^ 
cantile  pursuits,  and  subseciuently 
studied  canon  law,  which  tie  re- 
nounced for  a  literary  life.  He  be- 
came the  intimate  friend  of  Petrarch, 
and  formed  a  UaUon  with  the  Prin- 
cess Mary,  natural  daughter  of  Rob- 
ert, King  of  Naples.  He  was  sent  by 
the  Neapolitan  ^vemment  on  several 
diplomatic  missions,  and  was  appoint- 
ed in  1373  to  lecture  at  Florence  on 
Dante.  Among  his  numerous  works  is 
the  Deoameronef  or  "Hundred  Tales," 
which  is  esteemed  as  a  model  of  Ital- 
ian prose  composition,  and  which  sug- 
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gested  to  Chaucer  his  poem  of  "  The 
Knight's  Tale"  and  furnished  to 
Shakespeare  the  subjects  of  several  of 
his  dramas.    Died  1 375. 

Bodley,  Sir  ThomaSy  founder 
of  the  Bodleian  Library  at  Oxford, 
was  bom  in  1544,  and  graduated  at 
the  University  of  Oxford  in  1566. 
He  was  subsequently  sent  on  various 
important  missions  by  Queen  Eliz- 
abeth, and  was  knighted  on  the  ac- 
cession  of  James  I.    Died  1612. 

Boerhaavey  Hermau,  a  phy- 
sician and  philosopher,  the  sou  of  a 
minister,  was  bom  at  Voorhout,  near 
Ley  den,  in  1668.  He  was  at  first 
educated  for  the  profession  of  his 
father,  but  afterward  delivered  a 
series  of  mathematical  lectures,  and 
finally  devoted  himself  to  the  study 
of  medicine  and  received  the  degree 
of  M.D.  from  the  University  of  Har- 
derwick  in  1693.  He  commenced 
practice  at  Leyden  and  was  appointed 
professor  of  medicine  an4  botany  in 
the  university  of  that  city,  and  ac- 
quired great  distinction  by  his  lec- 
tures, lie  was  made  rector  of  the 
universitv  in  1714.  He  was  a  man 
of  remarkable  learning,  and  was  the 
author  of  many  valuable  scientific 
works.    Died  September  23,  1738. 

Boethinsy  Anicius  Maulius 
Torquatiis  Severinus»  a  phil- 
osopher and  statesman,  was  bom  of  a 
noble  Roman  family  about  475  A.  D. 
He  was  three  times  elected  Consul, 
and  for  several  years  enjoyed  the 
favor  of  Theodoric,  King  of  the 
Goths.  Arousing  the  enmity  of  that 
sovereign,  who  was  an  Arian,  by  his 
zeal  for  orthodoxy,  Boethius  was 
falsely  charged  with  treason  and 
thrown  into  prison,  where,  after 
being  confined  for  some  time,  he  was 
beheaded,  about  525.  While  a  cap- 
tive, and  just  prior  to  his  death,  he 
wrote  his  celebrated  work  J)e  Coitso- 
latione  Philosophice  ("On  the  Consola- 
tion of  Philosophv"),  which  was 
very  popular  during  the  Middle 
Ages.  Translations  of  it  were  made, 
among  others,  by  Alfred  the  Great, 
into    Anglo-Saxon,    and    by    Queen 


Elizabeth,  into  English.    It  was  imi- 
tated by  Chaucer. 

Boileau,  or  Boileau-Des- 
pr^ux,    NicolaSy    one    of   the 

most  eminent  of  French  satirists  and 
poets,  was  bom  at  Crosne,  near  Paris, 
November  1,  1636.  He  was  the  son 
of  Gilles  Boileau,  registrar  of  the 
great  chamber  of  the  Parliament, 
and  was  educated  for  the  -law. 
He  followed  no  profession,  how- 
ever, but  that  of  author.  He 
formed  an  intimacy  with  Kacine  and 
La  Fontaine,  and  in  1660  produced 
his  first  satire,  entitled  Adieu  of  a 
Poet  to  the  City  cf  PariH,  which 
was  distinguishea  for  purity  of  stvle 
and  elegance  of  versincation.  This 
was  followed,  six  ^eare  later,  bv  seven 
other  satires,  which  met  with  great 
success.  He  was  also  the  author  of 
twelve  epistles,  which  are  even  more 
admired  than  his  satires,  and  of  vari- 
ous other  treatises,  essays,  and  poems. 
He  was  elected  a  member  of  the 
French  Academy  in  1684.  To  him 
is  attributed  the  honor  of  having  ef- 
fected a  complete  revolution  in  the 
poetical  taste  of  the  French,  and  of 
greatly  improving  the  same.  Died  in 
March,  1711. 

Bolingrbrokey  Henry  St. 
John,  y  iscouKT,  an  English  author, 
orator,  and  politician,  son  of  Sir  Henry 
St.  John,  was  bom  at  Battersca,  Sur- 
rey, October  1,  1678.  Educated  at 
Christ's  Church,  Oxford,  he  entered 
Parliament  as  a  Tory  m  17(il,  and 
was  in  1704  appointed  Secretary  of 
War,  which  oiface  he  held  for  four 
years.  In  1710  he  became  Secretary 
of  State  for  Forei^  Afiairs  in  the 
Cabinet  of  which  Harley  was  Pre- 
mier. He  was  the  principal  nego- 
tiator on  the  part  of  England,  in 
1713,  of  the  Treaty  of  Utrecht,  which 
terminated  the  long  war  of  the  Span- 
ish succession.  He  was  created  Vis- 
count Bolingbroke  in  1712,  and  in 
1714  succeeded  Harley,  Earl  of  Ox- 
ford, as  Prime  Minister  of  England. 
The  death  of  Queen  Anne,  however, 
which  occurred  August  1,  1714,  de- 
prived him  of  power  and  defeated 
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bis  plans  for  the  restoration  of  the 
Stuart  dynasty.  In  1715  he  escaped 
to  France,  where  he  became  Prime 
Minister  in  the  service  of  the  Pre- 
toider.  He  was  during  the  same 
year  impeached  of  high  treason,  and, 
refusing  to  appear,  was  attainted  by 
the  English  Parliament  He  married 
in  1720  the  Marchioness  de  Villette. 
a  niece  of  Madame  de  Maintenon,  and 
three  years  later  was  permitted  to  re- 
turn to  England,  where  he  recovered 
his  estate,  but  was  refused  admission 
to  the  House  of  Lords.  His  numer- 
ous political  writings  are  distinguish- 
ed for  grace,  terseness,  and  brilliancy. 
Died  in  1751. 

Bolivar,  or  Bolivar  y  Pon- 
tes Simon,  the  Liberator  of  South 
America;  bom  at  Caraccas  in  July, 
1783;  inherited  a  large  estate  from 
his  father ;  received  a  thorough  edu- 
cation at  Madrid,  and  returned  to 
South  America  in  1809.  Two  years 
later  he  joined  the  insurgents  in  their 
efforts  to  free  the  country  from  Span- 
ish rule.  After  serving  as  a  colonel 
under  Miranda,  he  obtained  the  com- 
mand of  an  army  in  1813,  defeated 
the  royalists,  and  declared  himself 
Dictator.  He  was  driven  out  of  Ven- 
ezuela in  1814  and  escaped  to  Jamaica, 
but  returned  in  1816,  assembled  an- 
other armv,  and  gained  a  victory  over 
Morillo,  tde  Spanish  leader,  in  Feb- 
ruary, 1817.  He  afterward  resigned 
his  title  as  Dictator  for  that  of  Pi*esi- 
dent,  and  in  1819  gained  a  decisive 
victory  over  the  royalists  at  Bojaca, 
defeated  them  in  other  engagements, 
and  liberated  New  Grenada.  In  De- 
cember of  the  same  year  that  country 
and  Venezuela  were  united  to  form  the 
republicof  Colombia,  of  which  Bolivar 
was  chosen  the  first  President.  He 
won  another  decisive  victory  over  the 
Spaniards  at  Carobobo  in  June,  1821, 
and  the  next  year  drove  them  out  of 
Peru,  of  which  country,  in  1823,  he 
was  appointed  Dictator.  The  United 
States  and  England  then  recognized 
the  independence  of  the  South  Amer- 
ican republics.  The  war  was  closed 
by  the  important  victory  gained  over 


the  royalists  at  Ayacucho  in  Decem- 
ber, 1824,  and  Bolivar  resigned  the 
office  of  Dictator  of  Peru  immediately 
after.  In  1825,  Upper  Peru  was 
formed  into  the  State  of  Bolivia,  of 
which  he  was  chosen  perpetual  Pro- 
tector. A  rebellion  against  his  au- 
thority was  raised  by  Paez,  but  it  was 
suppressed  in  1826.  During  that  year 
Bolivar  was  declared  perpetual  Pres- 
ident of  Peru.  Died  at  San  Pedro  in 
December,  1830. 

Bonaparte^  Jerome,  King  of 
Westphalia  and  youngest  brother  of 
Napoleon  I.,  was  born  at  Ajaccio  in 
November,  1784.  He  entered  the 
navy  in  1800,  became  a  lieutenant, 
served  in  the  West  Indies,  and  visited 
Baltimore,  where  he  married  Miss 
Patterson  without  the  consent  of  his 
family.  Napoleon  declared  this  mar- 
riage null  in  1805  and  refused  to  per- 
mit the  wife  of  Jerome  to  enter 
France,  but  promoted  him  to  the  rank 
of  rear  admiral  in  1806.  He  passed 
in  the  same  year  from  the  navy  to  the 
army,  which  he  entered  with  the  rank 
of  general  of  brigade.  After  serving 
in  Silesia  as  commander  of  a  corps  in 
1807,  he  was  raised  to  the  throne  of 
the  new  kingdom  of  Westphalia  in 
July  of  that  year,  and  soon  after 
married  Catherine,  a  daughter  of  the 
King  of  Wiirtemberg.  His  reign 
terminated  in  Octol^r,  1813.  He 
joined  the  standard  of  Napoleon 
upon  his  return  from  Elba,  and  com- 
manded a  division  at  Waterloo.  He 
remained  in  exile  imtil  1847,  when  he 
returned  to  France,  and  was  created 
a  Marshal  in  1850.  Died  in  June, 
1860. 

Bonaparte,  Joseph,  King  of 
Spain,  eldest  brother  of  Napoleon  I.; 
born  at  Corte,  in  Corsica,  January  7, 
1768 ;  was  educated  at  the  College  of 
Autun.  He  studied  law  at  Pisa  and 
commenced  practice  as  an  advocate  at 
Bastia,  but  was  expel  letl  from  Corsica 
in  1793  by  the  followers  of  Paoli. 
He  retired  to  France,  and  was  soon 
afterward  married  to  Julie  Clary. 
He  was  sent  as  ambassador  to  Rome 
in  May,  1797,  but  upon  the  murder 
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of  the  French  general  Daphot  by  the 
papal  troops,  in  December  of  the  same 
year,  he  returned  to  Paris,  and  was 
chosen  a  member  of  the  Council  of 
Five  Hundred.  He  negotiated  the 
Treaty  of  Lun^ville  with  Austria  in 
1801,  and  the  Treaty  of  Amiens  with 
the  English  in  1 802.  As  a  diplomatist 
he  evinced  abilities  of  no  common  or- 
der. He  was  made  King  of  Naples 
in  1806,  and  two  years  later  was  trans- 
ferred to  the  throne  of  Spain,  where 
he  encountered  the  bitter  iiostility  of 
the  people  of  that  country.  Enter- 
ing Madrid  in  July,  1808,  he  was 
driven  from  that  city  during  the  same 
month,  but  was  reinstated  m  his  cap- 
ital in  the  following  December  by 
Napoleon,  who  had  gained  several 
si^al  victories  over  the  Spaniards. 
Finding  that  his  authority  over  the 
French  Marshals  in  that  country  was 
only  nominal,  and  that  he  occupied 
an  exceedingly  difficult  and  anomal- 
ous position,  in  March,  1809,  he  ten- 
der^ his  abdication,  which  the  Em- 
peror declined  to  accept.  During  the 
same  year  his  forces  lought  an  inde- 
cisive battle  against  the  English,  un- 
der Wellesley,  at  Talavera.  The  war 
continued  for  several  years.  In  1812 
he  was  made  commander-in-chief  of 
all  the  French  armies  in  Spain,  and 
was  defeated  bv  Wellington  at  Vit- 
toria  in  1813.  ftis  reign  was  termi- 
nated soon  after.  He  subsequently 
cable  to  the  United  States  and  resided 
for  several  years  at  Bordentown,  New 
Jersey,  assuming  the  title  of  Count 
de  Survilliers.  About  1830  he  re- 
turned to  Europe,  passed  several  years 
in  England,  and  finallv  settled  in 
Florence,  where  he  died  in  1844. 

Bonaparte,  LiOiiis,  King  of 
Holland,  brother  of  Napoleon  I.; 
bom  at  Ajaccio  in  1778;  entered  the 
army  at  the  age  of  sixteen,  and  served 
in  Italy  at  the  battles  of  the  Brenta, 
Areola,  and  Rivoli.  For  his  services 
to  Napoleon  in  the  coup  dUHat  of  the 
18th  Brumaire,  1799,  he  was  promo- 
ted to  the  rank  of  colonel.  In  oppo- 
sition to  his  own  wishes,  he  was  in- 
duced in  1802  to  marry  Hortense  de 


Beauhamais,  from  whom  he  finally 
separated  in  1807.  He  was  made  a 
general  of  division  in  April,  1804, 
and  a  Prince  in  the  month  following, 
and  became  King  of  Holland  in  June, 
1806.  Though  inclined  to  consult 
the  welfare  of  his  people,  he  was 
compelled  to  sacrifice  the  mercantile 
interests  of  Holland  to  the  policy  of 
Napoleon.  Disputes  arising  between 
him  and  his  brother  on  this  and  other 
subjects,  all  friendly  relations  were 
suspended  between  them.  A  French 
armv  having  commenced  to  occupy 
Holland  in  1810,  Louis  abdicated  m 
July  of  that  year,  and  his  kingdom 
was  then  annexea  to  the  French  em- 
pire. Retiring  to  private  life,  he  re- 
sided at  Rome,  and  afterward  at  Flor- 
ence. Died  at  Leghorn  in  1846. 
Louis  was  the  father  of  three  sons,  of 
whom  only  one — Louis  Napoleon,  af- 
temard  Emperor  of  France — sur- 
vived him. 

Bonaparte,  Lonis  Napo- 
leon.   See  Napoleon  III. 

Bonaparte,  Lucien,  Prince 
de  Canino,  brother  of  Napoleon  I. ; 
bom  at  Ajaccio  in  March,  1775;  was 
one  of  the  most  talented  members  of 
that  celebrated  family.  He  studied 
at  the  College  of  Autim  and  school  of 
Brienne,  and  zealously  espoused  the 
prinoii>Ie8  of  the  French  Revolution. 
At  the  ape  of  twenty  he  married 
Christine  Boyer,  a  poor  girl  of  Prov- 
ence, was  soon  afterward  made  com- 
missary of  war,  and  in  April,  1798, 
was  elected  to  the  Council  of  Five 
Hundred,  where  he  acquired  great 
influence  and  became  prominent,  first 
for  his  opposition  to  the  Directors, 
and  subsequently  to  the  Jacobins. 
On  the  return  of  Napoleon  from 
Egypt,  Lucien  was  chosen  President 
of  tne  Five  Hundred.  He  distin- 
guished himself  in  the  affair  of  the 
18th  Brumaire,  1799,  and  was  ap- 
pointed Minister  of  the  Interior  m 
December  of  that  year.  In  1800  he 
was  sent  as  Ambassador  to  Spain,  and 
soon  after  his  return  became  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Tribunat.  His  first  wife 
having  died    in  1800,  he   offended 
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.  .  . .  le  JouberthtHi.  He 
d  u  «n  exile  to  Rome  in  1S04, 
utd  devoted  his  attantion  to  literature 
■nd  uU  Ue  «M  otTered  a  throne  by 
NnpoleoQ  on  condition  that  hia  mar- 
riage ahaiild  be  dissolved,  but  Luden 
relused  to  «cMde  to  it.  SaiUng  for 
Amenca  in  ISIO,  he  was  captured  by 
the  EosliBh  durinK  the  voyage  and 
detained  in  England  nearly  four  years. 
He  vas  reooaciled  lo  the  Emperor  in 
1S15,  and  rendered  him  active  and 
efficient  aniatance  during  the  Hun- 
dred Days,  alW  which  he  retired  to 
It«lv  and  died  at  Rome  In  1S40. 

Bonapartei  or  Buonaparte) 
Napoleon.    See  Nafoi.kon  I. 

Bonlieur,  BoHalie,  or  Bosa, 
an  artbt  eepecially  skilful  in  the 
minute  and  Kpiriied  delineation  of 
various  forme  of  animated  life,  is  the 
daughter  of  a  French  artist,  and  was 
bom  at  Bordeaux,  March  22,  18-21. 
Receiving  inetnictiou  in  art  from  her 
father,  she  produced  in  lti4l  at  Paris 
Iwo  pictures,  "Chevree  et  Moulons" 
and  Lea  Deux  Lapins,"  which  at 
once  established  her  reputation.  She 
has  since  painted  a  large  number  of 
pictures  representing  animal  life.

•on  in  Auvergne."  Mademoiselle 
Bonheur  has  been  awarded  several 
medals,  has  been  decorated  with  the 
Legion  of  Honor,  and  elected  ■  mem- 
berof  the  Institute  of  Antwerp.  Dur- 
ing the  siege  of  Paris  her  studio  at 
Fontoinebleau  wan  spared  and  pro- 
tected by  the  Bpecial  order  of  the 
Crown  Prince  of  Pnisaia. 

Bonlfiace  I.  became  Pope  in 
419  A.  D,,  and  was  succeeded  at  his 
death,  in  422,  bv  Celestinus  I. 

Bonl&ce  IX.,  a  neaive  of  Rome, 
was  elected  in  530  as  the  suet 
e  Felii  IV.     Died  532. 


Boniface  V.|  distinguished  for 
his  elTorte  to  convert  the  Britons  lo 
Christianity,  became  Pope  in  619,  and 
was  succeeded  al  his  death,  in  624,  by 
Honorius  1. 

Boniface  VT.  ■  a  native  of  Rome, 
was  elected  Pope  in  885,  and  died  fif- 
teen days  later.   Stephen  VII.  was  his 


a  608.    Died  615. 


BouUbce  VII.  (Anti-Pope)  waa 
elected  in  974  during  the  pontificate 
of  Benedict  VI.,  who  was  soon  after- 
ward killed.  Boniface  was  driven 
from  Rom^  but,  returning  in  93Ji^ 
deposed  and  imprisoned  John  XIV. 
Died  985. 

Boulfuce  VIII.  (Cardinal 
Benedetto  (hkETAHt),  bom  in  Italy 
in  1228,  succeeded  Celestine  V.  in 
1294.  Ho  became  involved  in  a  long 
contest  with  the  great  family  of  Co- 
lonna  and  with  I'hiltp  tlie  Fair  of 
Frauce,  and  was  seized  by  the  latter 
and  imprisoned  at  Anagni.  Boniface 
was  soon  released  by  his  foUowetv,  but 
died  a  short  time  alter,  in  1303. 

Boniface  IX.  (Cardinal  Pib- 
TRO  ToMAOELLi),  hom  In  Naples, 
succeeded  Urban  VI.  in  1389.  Died 
14U1.      Innocent  VII.    was   his    suc- 

Bonner,  E^dmund,  an  Eng- 
lish prelate  infamous  for  his  persecu- 
tions of  the  Protestants,  was  the  son 
of  a  peasant,  and  was  bom  at  Han- 
ley,  in  Woreeelerahire,  about  1490. 
He  studied  at  Pembroke  College,  Ox- 
ford, and  early  obtained  the  favor  of 
Henry  VIII.,  by  whom  he  was  ap- 
pointed a  royal  chaplain,  created 
Bishop  of  Hereford  and  of  I^ndon, 
and  by  whom  he  was  sent  on  seve- 
ral embasaies  to  Germany,  France,  and 
Rome.  On  the  accession  of  Edward 
VI,,  having  refused  to  take  the  nath 
of  supremacy,  he  was  deprived  of  his 
bishopric  and  imprisoned.  Liberated 
and  restored  by  Mary,  he  took  such 
an  active  part  in  the  persecutions  of 
her  reign  that  more  than  a  hundred 
petBons  suflered  martyrdom  through 
his  direct  instrumentality,  and  that 
he  acquired  for  himself  the  title  of 
"  Bloody  Bonner."   It  is  said  that  his 
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brutality  and  cruelty  aided  greatly 
in  the  advancement  of  the  Protestant 
cause,  and  that  he  was  abhorred  even 
by  his  fellow-Catholics.  On  the  ao- 
ceesion  of  Elizabeth,  Bonner  was  the 
only  prelate  who  was  not  permitted 
to  kiss  the  hand  of  that  sovereign. 
He  was  imprisoned  in  the  Marshal- 
sea  for  refusins;  to  take  the  oath  of 
supremacy,  and  died  there,  after  ten 
years  of  confinementin  1569. 

Booddlia,  or  Buddlia.  See 
Gautama. 

Boone*  Daniely  a  pioneer  and 
explorer;  bom  in  Bucks  County, 
Pennsvlvania,  in  1735 ;  distinguished 
himself  as  a  hunter  in  very  early  life. 
While  a  boy  he  removed  with  his 
father  to  North  Carolina,  where  he 
was  married.  In  1769^  with  five  com- 
panions, he  visited  Kentucky,  which 
was  then  unexplored.  He  passed 
several  months  tnere  in  hunting ;  was 
captured  by  Indians,  but,  escaping, 
returned  home  in  1771.  In  1773, 
with  his  own  and  five  other  fami- 
lies, he  emigrated  to  Kentucky,  where, 
after  several  encounters  with  the  In- 
dians, he  constructed  a  fort  at  Boones- 
borough  in  1775.  After  repulsing 
several  attacks  of  the  Indians  on  this 
position,  he  was  captured  by  them  in 
1778,  taken  to  Chillicothe  and  De- 
troit, and  adopted  into  an  Indian 
fjEunily.  Again  escaping,  he  returned 
in  June  of  the  same  ^ear  to  the  fort, 
which  was  attacked  in  August  by  a 
force  of  savages  under  the  British 
flag.  Boone  ably  defended  the  posi- 
tion. Two  of  his  sons  were  kill^  in 
these  hostilities  with  the  Indians. 
Losing  his  lands  in  Kentucky,  he 
removed  in  1795  to  Missouri,  where 
he  pursued  the  occupation  of  hunter 
and  trapper.    Died  about  1820. 

Booth  9  iEdwilly  an  American 
actor;  bom  near  Baltimore  in  1833; 
is  a  son  of  Junius  Brutus  Booth,  and 
was  trained  for  the  dramatic  profes- 
sion. He  excels  in  tragedv,  and  espe- 
cially in  Shakespeare's  ciiaracters  of 
Othello,  Hamlet,  Shylock,  Richard  HI., 
and  lago.  He  has  performed  with 
great  success  in  the  United  States, 


Europe,  Australia,  and  the  Sandwich 
Islands.  He  began  in  1868,  in  New 
York  City,  the  construction  of  a  the- 
atre, which  was  completed  in  1870. 
Although  he  was  compelled  to  dis- 
pose of  it  for  financial  reasons,  it  still 
bears  his  name. 

Booth,  John  Wilkes,  in- 
fieunous  as  the  aasaamn  of  Abraham 
Lincoln,  was  an  American  actor,  and 
was  bom  in  Baltimore  about  1835. 
His  father  was  Junius  Brutus  Booth, 
an  English  actor.  He  was  an  ardent 
sympathizer  with  the  Confederates  dur- 
ing tne  war,  and,  having  entered  into  a 
conspiracy  with  Surratt,  Payne,  Har- 
old, Powell,  and  other^  shot  Presi- 
dent Lincoln  in  the  head  on  the 
evening  of  April  14,  1865,  at  the 
theatre.  Booth  effected  his  escape, 
but  was  traced  b^  detectives  into  Vir- 
ginia, and,  reftismg  to  give  himself 
upjwas  shot,  April  26,  1865. 

Borgria,  Cesare,  Due  de  Val- 
ENTIN0I8,  an  illegitimate  son  of  Pope 
Alexander  VI.,  was  made  a  Cardinal 
in  1492,  but  was  afterward  secular- 
ized ana  created  Due  de  Valentinois 
by  Louis  XII.  In  1499  he  married 
a  daughter  of  the  King  of  Navarre. 
He  afterward  raised  an  army,  com- 
menced the  conquest  of  the  Romagna, 
and  captured  Imola,  Forli,  Pesaro, 
Bimini,  and  other  towns  which  were 
feudatories  of  the  Boman  See,  and, 
in  violation  of  his  oath,  put  to  death 
manj  prisoners.  His  power  rapidly 
dechmng  after  his  father's  deatn,  in 
1503,  and  his  army  having  been  de- 
feated, he  was  captured  and  sent  to 
Spain  in  1504.  He  escaped  in  1506, 
joined  the  army  of  the  King  of  Na- 
varre, and  was  killed  the  next  year 
at  the  siege  of  Viana.  Borgia  was 
notorious  for  treachery,  shrewdness, 
and  cruelty. 

Borgia^  Liucrezia,  a  daughter 
of  Pope  Alexander  VI.,  was  distin- 
guished for  her  beauty  and  talents  and 
as  a  patron  of  learning.  Numerous 
scandalous  reports  were  circulated 
about  her,  while  some  Italian  writers 
have  attempted  to  defend  her  charac- 
ter, and  to  prove  that  it  was  very  dif- 
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ferent  from  that  of  her  fieither  or  of 
her  notorious  brother,  Cesare  Borgia. 
Died  1523. 

Borrow,  Georsre»  an  English 
writer ;  bom  in  1803.  Among  his  pro- 
ductions are  The  Zmoali :  An  A  ceownt  of 
the  Oyptiee  of  Spain,  The  Bible  in  &pain, 
noAJtUnnanyRve.  Died  July  30,  1881. 

Bossuety  Jacques  B^ 
niglkef  a  French  prelate  pre-emi- 
nent as  a  pulpit  orator  and  contro- 
verualist,  tne  son  of  a  councillor  of 
the  Parliament  of  Metz,  was  bom  at 
D^on,  September  27, 1627,  fmd  studied 
in  the  Coll^;e  of  Navarre,  in  Paris. 
He  was  apj^mted  canon  of  Metz,  and, 
his  reputation  having  reached  Paris, 
he  was  invited  there  to  preach  before 
the  royal  family,  and  was  received  with 
great  applause.  He  was  made  Bishop 
of  Condom  in  1669,  preceptor  to  the 
Dauphin  in  1670,  and  Bishop  of  Meauz 
in  1681.  His  works  are  very  volumi- 
nous, comprising  twenty  ouarto  vol- 
omes.    Died  in  Paris,  April  12,  1704. 

BosweU,  James,  a  Scottish  law- 
yer, and  the  biog^pher  of  Dr.  John- 
son, was  the  son  of  the  Laird  of  Au- 
chinleck.  He  was  bom  in  Edinburgh 
in  1740,  made  the  acquaintance  of 
Dr.  Johnson  in  1763,  and  soon  after 
travelled  extensively  in  Europe,  vis- 
ited Corsica,  and  became  a  warm  ad- 
mirer of  Paoli.  On  his  return  he 
miblished,  in  1768,  a  Journal  of  a 
Tour  in  Chrsiea,  Becoming  intimate 
with  Dr.  Johnson,  he  accompanied 
him  on  a  tour  to  the  Hebrides  in 
1773.  Possessed  of  limited  faculties, 
he  rendered  himself  the  laughing- 
stock of  eminent  men,  whose  society 
he  was  continually  seekii^,  and  whose 
&vor  he  courted.  Dr.  Johnson  said 
of  him  that  he  had  lost  his  only 
chance  of  immortality  by  not  having 
been  alive  when  the  **  Dunciad "  was 
written.  BoswelFs  Life  of  Johnson 
has,  however,  been  pronounced  by 
the  literary  world  to  be  the  greatest, 
best,  and  most  complete  biography 
that  has  ever  been  written.  *' Bos- 
well,"  says  MKcaulay,  "  is  the  first  of 
biographers.  He  has  no  second.  .  .  . 
Bo^ell  was  one  of  the  smallest  men 


that  ever  lived,  and  he  has  beaten 
them  all."     Died  1795. 
Botliwelly  James  Hepburn, 

Earl  of,  a  Scottish  conspirator ;  bom 
about  1526;  joined  the  Protestant 
party  on  the  accession  of  Mary,  Queen 
of  Scots.  Detected  in  a  conspiracy  to 
seize  the  person  of  that  sovereign,  he 
fled  to  France  in  1562,  and  was  out- 
lawed. He  returned  to  Scotland,  how- 
ever, three  years  later,  became  a  favor- 
ite of  the  Queen,  and  in  1567  was  re- 
garded by  the  Scottish  people  as  the 
author  of  Damley's  murder.  During 
the  same  year  Bothwell  seized  Queen 
Mary,  carried  her  to  Dimbar  Oastle, 
and  there  married  her.  This  act  caused 
many  of  the  nobility  to  take  up  arms 
against  him.  He  escaped  to  the  Ork- 
neys, and  subseouently  to  Denmark. 
It  is  stated  that  he  lived  some  years 
as  a  pirate.     Died  about  1577. 

Boucicaulty  Dion,  a  dramatist 
and  writer ;  bom  in  Dublin,  Decem- 
ber 26,  1822;  studied  at  the  London 
University,  and  produced  his  first 
drama,  London  AssurancCy  which 
was  brought  out  at  Covent  Garden 
Theatre  in  1841.  After  spending 
about  seven  years  in  the  United  States 
he  returned  to  England,  produced 
numerous  other  dramas,  among  which 
are  the  CoUeen  Bnwn^  I'he  OctorooUy 
After  Darky  A  Dark  NighCs  Worky  and 
The  Rfipparee  ;  ory  The  Treaty  of  Lim- 
ericky  and  became  interested  in  the 
management  of  the  Adelphi  and 
other  theatres.  He  took  up  his  resi- 
dence in  New  York  in  1876. 

Boiigrhton,  George  H.»  a 
landscape-painter;  bom  in  England 
about  1830.  After  a  residence  of 
some  years  in  London,  he  removed 
to  AllJany,  New  York. 

Bourbakiy  Charles  Denis 
Sauter^  a  French  general  of  Greek 
extraction;  bom  in  1816;  entered  the 
array  at  the  age  of  twenty,  and  l)e- 
came  a  general  of  division  in  1857. 
He  gained  great  distinction  in  the 
Crimean  war  and  participated  in  the 
Italian  campaigns  of  1859,  and  in  1870 
was  given  the  chief  command  of  the 
First  Army  of  the  North.    He  was 
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defeated  by  the  Gennan  forces  in  1871 
and  driven  into  Switzerland,  after 
which  he  attempted  to  commit  suicide. 
Returning  to  France  in  July,  1871, 
he  was  given  a  military  command  at 
Lyons,  where  he  suppressed  several 
attempts  at  insurrection. 

BourboDy  de,  Charles,  Due, 
a  French  general,  son  of  Gilbert 
Bourbon,  Count  of  Montpensier,  was 
bom  in  February,  1490.  Marrying 
the  heiress  of  the  Duke  of  Bourbon, 
he  obtained  with  her  the  ducal  title. 
He  served  during  several  campaigns 
in  Italy,  and  was  in  1515  appointed 
to  the  office  of  Constable — tlie  most 
exalted  military  command  in  France. 
He  contributed  during  the  same  year 
to  the  victosy  of  Marignano,  and 
was  soon  after  made  Viceroy  of  the 
Milanese.  Having  been  treated,  at 
the  instigation  of  the  gueen-mother, 
Louisa  of  Savoy,  with  ingratitude  bv 
Francis  I.,  and  having  been  deprived, 
about  1521,  by  legal  process,  of  his 
estates,  he  accepted  the  brilliant  offers 
which  had  been  made  to  him  by 
Charles  V.,  raised  a  large  armv  of 
Germans  in  1523,  and  became  lieu- 
tenant-general of  the  Emperor  in 
Italv.  Though  contributing  largely 
to  tke  vict*>ry  of  Pa  via,  in  1525,  he 
was  regarded  with  distrust  by  that 
Bovemgn,  who  neglected  to  pay  the 
troops  commanded  by  Bourbon.  Ex- 
asperated by  such  treatment,  the  latter 
determined  to  Income  an  independent 
.  Prince  and  to  pay  his  mutinous  troops 
with  the  spoils  of  conquest.  His  first 
undertaking  was  planned  and  con- 
ducted with  great  ability.  Leading 
his  army  for  more  than  three  hun- 
dred miles  through  an  enemy's  coun- 
try, he  assaulted  Rome,  and  was  the 
first  to  mount  the  wall  of  that  city, 
but  was  killed  immediately.  May  6, 
1527.  His  troops,  many  of  wnom 
were  German  Protestants,  committed 
terrible  excesses  in  that  city  after  its 
capture.  Constable  Bourbon  was  re- 
garded as  the  ablest  French  general 
of  that  period,  and  forms  one  of  the 
prominent  characters  in  The  D^ormed 
Trann/ormed  of  Lord  Byron. 


Bouirienne,  de,  Fauvelet, 

a  French  diplomatist  and  biographer, 
and  a  fellow-student  of  Bonaparte  at 
Brienne.    Bom  1769;  died  1834. 
Bowditcli,  Nathanfel,  an 

American  mathematician;  bom  at 
Salem,  Massachusetts,  March,  1773. 
His  father  was  a  cooper.  After  serv- 
ing as  an  apprentice  to  a  ship-chan- 
dler, he  was  for  about  nine  years  an  offi- 
cer on  a  merchant-vessel.  Studying 
mathematics  and  Greek,  Latin,  and 
other  languages,  he  published  in  1802 
llie  Practicf^l  ^iavigaior^  a  work  which 
was  highly  esteemed.  He  removed 
to  Boston  in  1823,  and  was  soon  after- 
ward offered,  but  declined,  the  chair  of 
mathematics  in  Harvard  College.  His 
reputation  as  a  mathematician  rests 
principally  on  his  translation  of  the 
Mioaiiiqw  CiUfte  of  Laplace,  to  which 
he  added  a  copious  commentary.  He 
was  elected  a  Fellow  of  the  Royal  So- 
ciety of  London.    Died  March,  1838. 

BowleSy  William  Liisle,  an 
English  poet ;  bom  at  King's  Sutton, 
September,  1762;  studied  at  Trinity 
College,  Oxford ;  became  a  clei*gyman 
of  the  Church  of  England ;  was  in  1 828 
appointed  a  canon  of  Salisbury  Cathe- 
dral. His  works,  which  are  numerous, 
have  been  admired  and  commended  by 
Coleridge,  Wordsworth,  Southey,  Hal- 
lam,  and  other  critics.    Died  1850. 

Bowringr,  Sir  John,  LL.D.,  a 
British  statesman  and  scholar,  espe- 
cially known  for  his  knowledge  of  the 
Slavonic  languages,  was  born  in  Exe- 
ter in  1792.  He  was  the  author  of  a 
number  of  works,  was  member  of  Par- 
liament from  1835  to  1849,  was  for  sev- 
eral years  editor  of  the  Westminster  Re- 
view, was  appointed  Consul  at  Hong 
Kong  in  1849,  Governor  of  Hong  Kong 
in  1854,  and  was  knighted  the  same 
year.     Died  1872. 

Boydell,  John,  an  English  en- 
graver of  distinction.  He  was  a  great 
enoourager  of  painters  and  engravers, 
and  is  chiefly  known  by  his  Gallery 
of  Shakespearian  Characters,  to  paint 
which  he  employed  the  most  celebrat- 
ed artists  of  the  time.  Bom  1719 :  died 
1804. 
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Boylet  Robert,  a  philosopher, 
•erentn  son  of  Richard,  the  "  great 
Earl  of  Cork;"  bom  at  Liamore,  in 
Ireland,  January  25,  162ti ;  studied 
at  Eton  and  G«iieT&,  and  attorward 
traTelled  eTtonsirely  in  Europe.  lie- 
turning  to  England,  he  reeided  al  Ox- 
ford for  many  years.  He  was  espe- 
cially dislinguiahed  as  an  experi- 
mental  philosopher.  "  Mr.  Boyle," 
■aya  Boerhaave,  "the  ornament  of  his 
ago  and  country,  succeeded  to  the 
genius  and  talents  of  Lord  Verulam. 
We  owe  to  him  the  Berrets  of  lire, 
air,  water,  animals,  plants,  and  fos- 
dla."  He  was  also  remarkable  for 
hit  liberality  and  his  active  benevo- 
leaoe.  He  was  several  times  offered 
a  peerage,  but  always  rehtiied  it.  He 
Rudied  the  Greek  and  Hebrew  lan- 
guages to  especially  qaallf^  him  to 
defend  the  Christian  religion,  and 
caused  lo  be  printed  at  his  own  ex- 
pense a  translation  of  the  (jusiiels  into 
the  Malay  language.  He  was  the  au- 
thor of  various  works  on  botli  phil- 
oaoDhy  and  theolngv  which  haveWn 
highly  priied  and  have  rendered  his 
fame  more  enduring.  Died  in  Lon- 
don, December,  I6m. 

BozzariS)  Marcos,  a  Greek 
patriot ;  bom  near  Suli,  in  Albania, 
about  1790;  enlisted  in  the  French 
army  io  1808,  and  subaeiiuently  lie- 
came  a  leader  of  the  Greeks.  He 
was  killed  in  1823  during  a  night- 
attack  upon  a  greatly  superior  foKe 
of  the  Turks.  His  followers  oii  that 
occasion,  however,  gained  a  brilliant 
and  decisive  viruirv. 

Braddock,  liflward,  an  Eng- 
lish general;  Imm  about  1715;  was 
made  commander- in-chief  in  Amcr- 
i(S  during  the  French  war,  and 
was  defeated  and  killo)  by  Indians, 
allies  of  the  French,  near  Pittsburg, 
in  1755. 

Braddon,  Mary  1^:11  znhelli, 
an  English  novelist,  the  daughter  of 
Henry  Braddon,  a  solicitor,  was  liom  in 
London  in  1837.  Among  her  produc- 
tions are  i«trfy  ..4  udfcy'*  .Veer«.  Jiinfc  n/ 
Pitg,  Dtad-Sta  Fruit,  Jonhna  HoagnTiTi 
Diui^Ut,  and  An  Opm  Vailict,  besides 


dramas  and  poems,    Blie  conducts  the 
Bdgeavia,  an  English  roagszine. 
Bradford.   WilliaDi,  one  of 

the  Pilgrim  Fathers;  born  in  Kng~ 
land  in  1090;  became  in  ltt21  Gov- 
ernor of  Plymouth  Colony,  and  con- 
tinued to  hold  that  olBi.'e  for  about 
thirty  years.     Died  1657. 

Bradshaw,  John,  an  English 
republican  judge;  bum  alxiut  lotW; 
studied  law  in  Gray's  Inn,  and  ob- 
tained a  large  practice  prior  to  the 
Civil  War.  He  wais  apgiointed  by  the 
Parliament  of  1647  Chief- Justice  of 
Chester,  and  was  in  IBtll  President 
of  the  High  Court  of  Justice  which 
tried  Charlen  1.  Afterward,  as  t*resi- 
denl  of  the  Council  of  Slate,  he  brave- 
ly opposed  the  assumptions  of  Crom- 
well, Bradshsw  wus  regarded  m  a 
firm  and  consistent  friend  of  liberty. 
He  was  the  friend  and  relative  of  the 
illustrious  Milton.     Died  in  lt>59. 

Brag's,  Braxton,  an  Ameri- 
can general;  bum  in  North  Carolina 
'  about  1815;  graduated  at  West  Point 
'  in  1837  ;  distinguished  himself  In  the 
Mi'xican  war  as  a  captain  under  Gen. 
Taylor;  resigned  his  commission  in 
;  1H5I!,  and  bci-ame  a  brigadier-general 
,  in  the  l^nfe<lerate  army  in  18t!l  and 
;  a  major-general  in  1862.  He  com- 
i  manned  an  armr  corps  at  the  battle 
■  of  .Shiloh  (April  6-7,  1862),  and  in 
May   was   promoted  to  the  rank  of 

Sneral  and  appointed  to  succeed 
Minr^^ard  an  commander  of  the 
I  army  in  Mississippi.  He  invaded 
I,  Kenliickv,  fought  the  indecisive  liat- 
I  tie  of  I'erryrllic  with  (ien.  Buell, 
I  WHS  defeated  at  the  great  battle  of 
I  Straie  River  in  December  (1862)  by 
Gen.  Rosecmns,  and  bv  Gen.  Grant 
at  that  of  Missionary  Kiilge,  Noveni- 
'  ber  2.7,  1863.  Gen.  Bragg  was  soon 
I  after  relieved  of  command. 

Bralio,  Tyclin,  an  astronomer, 
was  bum  iif  a  noble  .Swedish  family 
in  December,  1545,  at  Knudsthorp, 
in  Scania,  which  at  that  time  was  a 
portion  of  Denmark.  He  studied  at 
the  University  of  Copenhagen,  and 
intended  to  pursue  the  study  of  law. 
He  was,  however,  led  to  give  his  at- 
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tention  to  astronomy  by  the  remark- 
able eclipNse  of  the  Bun  August  21, 
1560.  It  is  said  that  while  his  law- 
tutor  was  asleep  Brahe  read  astro- 
nomical works,  watched  the  move- 
ments of  the  heavenly  bodies,  and, 
with  a  pair  of  compasses  for  his  only 
instruments,  discovered  an  important 
error  in  the  Alphonsine  Tables.  After 
a  residence  of  some  years  in  Germany 
he  returned  to  his  native  land,  fitted 
up  an  observatory,  and  practised  al- 
chemv  as  a  means  of  livelihood.  In 
1573  he  noticed  a  new  star,  brighter 
than  Sirius,  in  the  constellation  of 
Cassiopeia,  but  which  finally  disap- 
peared in  March,  1574  After  ofi^end- 
ing  his  family  by  marrying  a  peasant- 
girl,  he  delivered,  by  royal  request,  a 
course  of  lectures  on  astronomy  at 
Copenhagen  in  1574.  He  was  soon 
afl^r  granted  the  island  of  Huen 
for  life  by  King  Frederick  IL,  who 
erected  on  it  for  him  a  splendid  ob- 
servatoiy,  called  Oranienbei^  ("  City 
of  the  Heavens"),  which  was  com- 
pleted in  1577,  and  was  the  most 
magnificent  structure  of  the  kind 
that  had  ever  been  raised  in  Europe. 
For  twenty  years  Tycho  Brahe  pur- 
sued the  study  of  astronomy  under 
the  royal  patronage,  and  rendered 
great  services  in  the  development 
of  that  science.  Upon  the  death 
of  King  Frederick,  however,  in  1588, 
a  powerful  party  envious  of  his  hon- 
ors was  formed  against  Tycho  Brahe. 
He  was  deprived  of  his  pension  soon 
after,  and,  unable  to  support  the  ex- 
pense of  his  establishment,  he  re- 
moved with  his  instruments  to  Ger- 
many in  1597.  Having  obtained  the 
patronage  of  the  Emperor  Rudolph, 
ne  settled  in  1600  at  Prague,  where 
Kepler  became  his  assistant,  and 
where  he  died,  October  13,  1601. 

Branty  Joseph  (Thayenda- 
neoa),  an  Indian  half-breed  and 
chief  of  the  Mohawk  tribe ;  born  in 
1742.  He  held  an  English  commis- 
sion, fought  against  the  Americans 
during  the  Revolutionary  war,  and 
committed  many  atrocities.  Died 
1807. 


Brant6ine»  Pierre  de 
BourdeilleSy  a  French  historian. 
Bom  1540;  died  1614. 

BrasidASy  a  distinguished  Sfmr- 
tan  general  in  the  Feloponnesian 
war,  aefeated  the  Athenians  in  sev- 
eral battles,  and  was  killed  at  Am- 
phipolis,  422  b.  c. 

Breckenrid^e,  JohnG.» 
an  American  statesman  and  general ; 
bom  in  Kentucky  in  1821 ;  was  ad- 
mitted to  the  bar ;  was  in  1851  elected 
to  Congress  as  a  Democrat,  and  was 
re-elected  two  years  later.  He  was 
elected  Vice-President  of  the  United 
States  in  1856,  and  was  nominated  for 
the  Presidency  by  a  portion  of  the 
Democracy  in  1860.  He  was  chosen  a 
Senator  of  the  United  States  by  the 
Legislature  of  Kentucky  in  1861,  and 
took  his  seat  in  March  of  that  year, 
but  went  South  in  the  following  Sep 
tember,  became  a  brigadier-general  in 
the  Confederate  army,  ana  partici- 
pated in  numerous  battles.  He  was 
appointed  Confederate  Secretary  of 
War  in  Febmary,  1865.    Died  1875. 

Bremer,  Frederika,  or 
Fredrika,  a  Swedish  novelist; 
bom  at  Abo,  in  Finland,  in  1802.  In 
early  life  she  removed  with  her  pa- 
rents to  Sweden,  finished  her  educa- 
tion at  Stockholm,  and  was  empiloyed 
as  a  teacher  in  a  female  seminary. 
She  became  known  to  English  and 
American  readers  through  her  novel 
The  Neighbouraj  a  translation  of  which 
by  Mrs.  Mary  Howitt  appeared  in 
1842.  She  visited  the  United  States 
in  1850,  and  upon  her  return  pub- 
lished The  Homes  of  the  New  norld, 
which  was  soon  translated  into  Eng- 
lish and  German.  She  was  the  au- 
thoress of  many  novels,  which  have 
been  translated  into  German,  French, 
and  Dutch.  Several  of  them  besides 
The  Neighbours  were  also  translated 
into  English  by  Mrs.  Howitt.  Died 
1866. 

BrennuSy  chief  of  the  Gallic 
tribe  of  Senones,  invaded  Italy  about 
390  B.  c,  took  Rome,  and  exacted  an 
immense  tribute.  It  is  stated  that 
before  this  was  paid  he  was  defeated 
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and  his  army  totally  annihilated  by 
Camillas. 

Bretoii»  Nicholas,  an  English 
poet    Born  1555;  died  1624. 

Brewster,  Sir  Oavid,  an  ex- 
I>erimental  philosopher  and  British  op- 
tician of  eminence ;  bom  at  Jedburgh, 
Scotland,  December  11, 1781.  He  stud- 
ied for  the  ministry  at  the  University 
of  Edinborgh  and  was  licensed  to 
preach,  but  renounced  the  clerical 
profession  in  order  that  he  might  de- 
vote himself  exclusively  to  scientific 
pursuits.  He  edited  the  Edinburgh 
£neychp<Edia  from  its  commencement, 
in  1808,  until  its  completion,  twenty- 
one  years  later,  and  was  the  author 
of  numerous  valuable  articles  that  ap- 
peared in  that  work.  The  Royal 
Society  of  London  in  1815  elected 
him  a  Fellow  and  awarded  him  the 
Copley  medal  for  his  essay  On  ike 
Polaritaiion  cf  Light  by  RejUetion, 

Sir  David  Brewster  invented  the 
kaleidoscope  in  1816.  During  the 
same  year  he  was  given  half  of  the 
prize  awarded  by  the  French  Insti- 
tute for  making  one  of  the  two  most 
important  discoveries  in  Europe  in 
physical  science  during  the  two  pre- 
ceding years.  He  was  the  author  of 
many  works  on  science  and  made  sev- 
eral valuable  discoveries,  among  the 
most  Important  of  which  was  the  law  of 
the  polarization  of  light  by  reflection. 
His  wife  was  the  daughter  of  Mao- 
*pherKm,  known  as  *the  author  of 
Oainn'B  Poems,    Died  1868. 

Brian  Boroiluney  or  Boru, 
an  Irish  King  who  succeeded  his 
father,  Kennedy,  to  the  throne  of 
Munster  in  978  a.  d.  He  defeated 
the  Danes  in  numerous  battles.  He 
was  killed  in  1014  at  the  battle  of 
Clontarf. 

Bridgrmaiiy   Ijaura,  a  blind 
deaf-mute  distinguished  for  her  men- 
tal aocjuirements:  bom  in  New  Hamp-  i 
shire  in  1829.     Losing  by  an  illness.  | 
at  the  age  of  two  years,  her  sight  and  j 
hearing  completely,  and  other  senses  j 
Dartially,  she  was  educated  by  Dr. 
Howe    at    the   Perkins    Institution, 
Boston. 


Brig-ht,  John,  an  English 
statesman  and  orator ;  bom  at  Green- 
bank,  near  Rochdale,  November  16. 
1811.  After  receiving  a  substantial 
English  education  he  entered  his 
father's  business,  becoming  a  member 
of  the  firm  of  John  Bright  &  Broth- 
ers, cotton-spinners  and  manufacturers. 
He  was  in  1839  one  of  the  first  mem- 
bers of  the  Anti-Com-Law  League, 
and  in  1843  was  returned  to  Parlia- 
ment for  the  city  of  Durham,  for 
which  he  continued  to  sit  until  1847, 
when  he  was  returned  for  Manches- 
ter. He  made  numerous  speeches  in 
Parliament,  and  became  a  very  active 
and  prominent  member.  In  1852  he 
participated  in  the  welcome  given  to 
Kossutn  by  the  advanced  Liberals  of 
Lancashire,  and  in  the  same  year  was 
re-elected  for  Manchester.  By  his  ve- 
hement denunciation  of  the  policy 
which  caused  the  Russian  war  he 
alienated  many  of  his  former  sup- 
porters. He  was  compelled  by  severe 
illness  to  withdraw  for  a  time  from 
public  affairs.  He  then  passed  some 
months  on  the  Continent.  He  was  in 
August,  1857,  elected  to  Parliament 
from  Birmingham,  which  borough  he 
has  since  continued  to  represent.  He 
accepted  in  1868  the  omce  of  Presi- 
dent of  the  Board  of  Trade  under 
Mr.  Gladstone,  and  in  1873  was  ap- 
pointed Chancellor  of  the  duchy  of 
Lancaster.  Mr.  Bright  is  especially 
distinguished  as  a  speaker  of  remark- 
able eloquence  ancl  power.  He  was 
during  the  civil  war  in  this  country  a 
warm  and  avowed  friend  of  the  Union 
cause.     He  resigned  office  in  1882. 

Brissot  de  WarviUe,  Jean 
Pierre^  a  Girondist  leader  and 
writer ;  bom  in  1754,  near  Chartres, 
France ;  entered  the  National  Assem- 
bly in  1791  as  a  representative  from 
Paris ;  became  the  leader  of  the  Bris- 
sotins ;  opposed  the  execution  of  the 
King,  and  was  beheaded  by  the  Ja- 
cobins in  1793. 

Brogrliey  Charles  Jacques 
Victor  Albert,  Due  de,  a  French 
statesman  and  writer ;  born  in  Paris 
June  13,  1821.    He  was  the  eldest 
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son  of  Achille  Charles  L^once  Victor, 
Due  de  Broglie,  a  French  statesman, 
and  was  educated  at  the  University 
of  Paris.  He  became  in  1871  French 
ambassador  at  London,  which  position 
he  resigned  the  year  following,  and 
was  afterward  the  recognized  leader 
of  the  Conservative  party  in  the  Na- 
tional Assembly.  He  was  appointed 
Minister  of  Foreign  Aifairs  and  Pres- 
ident of  the  Council  in  1873,  was 
elected  a  Senator  in  1876,  and  in  1877 
succeeded  M.  Jules  Simon  as  Presi- 
dent of  the  Council  of  Ministers, 
Keeper  of  the  Seals,  and  Minister  of 
Justice.  He  was  in  1862  elected  a 
member  of  the  French  Academy. 

Bronte,  Charlotte  ("Curreb 
Bell  " ),  an  English  novelist,  daughter 
of  Patrick  Bronte,  curate  of  Ila- 
worth  ;  bom  at  Thornton,  Yorkshire, 
April  21,  1816.  She  was  educated  at 
a  boarding-school,  and  ai^er  being  for 
some  years  a  school-teacher  and  gov- 
erness in  a  private  family  she  went 
with  her  sister  Emily  to  Brussels  in 
1842  to  study  the  French  language. 
With  her  two  sisters,  Emily  and  Anne, 
she  published  in  1846  a  volume  enti- 
tled PoetM  by  Currerf  EUis,  and  Acton 
Bellf  and  two  years  later,  while  suf- 
fering under  domestic  afHictions,  she 
produced  the  most  celebrated  of  her 
works,  Jane  Eyre:  An  Autobiography, 
edited  by  Cuirer  Belly  which  became 
exceedingly  popular,  was  translated 
into  numerous  languages,  and  was 
highly  commended  by  the  first  critics 
of  that  day.  Among  the  best  known 
of  her  other  works  are  Shirley:  A 
Tale  and  ViUette.  She  was  married 
in  June,  1854,  to  Arthur  B.  Nicholla, 
a  clergyman  of  the  Church  of  Eng- 
land.   She  died  in  March,  1855. 

Brooks,  Phillipsy  an  eloquent 
American  clergyman ;  born  in  Boston, 
December  13,  1835;  graduated  at 
Harvard  College  at  the  age  of  twenty. 
He  studied  at  the  Episcopal  Theolog- 
ical Seminary  at  Alexandria,  Vir- 
ginia, and  was  ordained  in  1859.  He 
was  rector  of  the  Church  of  the  Ad- 
vent in  Philadelphia,  and  subse- 
quently of  that  of  the  Holy  Trinity 


in  the  same  city.    He  has  since  been 
rector  of  Trinity  Church,  Boston. 

Brougham,  Henry,  Lord,  a 
British  orator,  statesman,  and  author 
of  rare  learning  and  versatility ;  born 
in  Edinburgh,  September  19,  1779. 
He  was  the  son  of  Henry  Brougham 
of  Westmoreland  and  Eleanor  Syme, 
a  niece  of  the  celebrated  historian 
Dr.  Robertson.  He  studied  at  the 
high  school  of  Edinburgh,  and  after- 
ward at  the  university  of  that  citv, 
where  his  favorite  studies  were  math- 
ematics and  physical  sciences,  and 
where  Dugald  Stewart  and  Dr.  Black 
were  among  his  instructors.  Two 
years  after  entering  the  university, 
and  at  the  age  of  seventeen,  he  pro- 
duced a  paper  on  the  Refraction 
and    Reflection  of   Lights   which    was 

Sublisheil  in  the  IVunmetion*  of  the 
Loyal  Society.  He  afterward  studied 
law,  and  about  1800  became  a  member 
of  the  Edinburgh  Society  of  Advo- 
cates. He  united  with  Francis  Jef- 
frey and  Sydney  Smith  in  1802  to 
found  the  Edinburgh  Review,  to  which 
for  twenty-five  years  he  was  a  regular 
contributor.  Kemoving  to  London 
about  1808,  he  was  called  to  the  bar, 
and  soon  attained  high  distinction  as 
a  forensic  orator.  He  entered  Parlia- 
ment as  a  Whig  in  1810,  and  immedi- 
ately assumed  a  high  position  as  a 
debater  and  became  eminent  for  pas- 
sionate vehemence  and  invective. 
Canning,  his  political  opponent,  was' 
for  many  years  regarded  as  his  only 
equal  in  the  House  of  Commons. 
He  was  married  in  1819  to  a  daugh- 
ter of  Thomas  Eden,  brother  to  Lord 
Auckland. 

During  his  parliamentary  career 
Brougham  employed  his  great  powers 
and  influence  for  the  suppression  of 
the  slave-trade,  bitterly  opposed  the 
Holy  Alliance  and  the  foreign  policy 
of  the  Tory  Ministry,  and  was  the 
able  champion  of  popular  education 
and  political  reform.  He  became  ex- 
ceedingly popular  in  1821  by  his  ar- 
guments before  the  House  of  Lords 
and  Privy  Council  in  defence  of  Queeu 
Choline,  for  whom  he  was  appointed 
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Attorney-General.  In  1825  he  was 
elected  Lord  Rector  of  the  University 
of  Qla^gow  over  his  competitor^  Sir 
Walter  Scott  He  was  returned  to 
Parliament  for  Yorkshire  in  1830, 
after  a  spirited  contest,  in  November 
of  the  same  year  was  made  Lord 
Chancellor  of  England,  and  was  raised 
to  the  peerage  with  the  title  of  Baron 
Brougham  uid  Vaux.  He  exhibited 
the  most  remarkable  activity  in  the 
performance  of  his  duties  as  a  iudge 
and  a  legislator,  and  contributed  large- 
ly to  the  abolition  of  slavery  in  the 
colonies  and  to  reforms  in  munici- 
pal jurisprudence.  In  1834,  on  the 
diaBdlution  of  the  Whig  Ministry,  he 
retired  from  office,  and  afterward  pur- 
sued a  political  course  independent  of 
party.  Me  was  chosen  a  foreign  as- 
sociate of  the  Institute  of  France  in 
1833.  He  cordially  favored  the 
French  Revolution  of  1848,  and  de- 
sired to  be  naturalized  as  a  citizen  of 
France,  but  was  officially  notitied  that 
he  could  not  be  received  as  such  un- 
less he  renounced  his  English  peer- 
age. Lord  Brougham  wrote  many 
works  on  science,  politics,  and  history. 
Died  at  Cannes,  Fraiice^ay  9, 1868. 

Brown,  Cliarles  brockden, 
an  American  novelist ;  bom  in  Phila- 
delphia in  January^  1771.  He  was 
descended  from  Friends  who  came 
to  Philadelphia  with  William  Penn. 
After  a  liberal  education,  he  devoted  f 
his  attention  entirely  to  literary  pur- 
suits. He  became  the  editor,  auout 
1799y  of  the  Monthly  Magazine  and 
American  RevieWf  ana  founded,  some 
three  years  later.  The  Litmrary  Magor 
wine  and  American  Regitter,  He  mar- 
ried Miss  Linn  of  New  York  in  1804, 
and  died  of  oonsumntion  in  February, 
1810l  Among  the  best  known  of  his 
prodnctioos  are  Widandy  Ormond  ;  or, 
Tk§  Seerti  WUne98,  Arthur  Mervynj 
Oaru  Howard,  and  Jane  Talbot. 

Rrowily  Johiiy  of  Ossawatomie, 
Wis  bom  at  Torrington,  Connecticut, 
in  May,  1800.  After  residing  for  sev- 
eral years  in  Ohio  and  in  Massachu- 
setts and  working  at  the  trade  of 
tanaer  and  currier,  he  in  1855  re- 


moved to  Kansas,  where  he  became 
prominent  by  his  active  hostility  to 
the  pro-slavery  party.  His  title  of 
"  Os^watomie "  was  derived  from  a 
victory  which  he  ^ned  in  August, 
1856,  at  Ossawatomie,  in  Kansas,  over 
a  band  of  Missourians,  under  Henry 
Clay  Pate,  who  were  ten  times  more 
numerous  than  his  own  company.  He 
is  said  to  have  formed  the  idea  of  be- 
coming a  liberator  of  American  slaves 
as  early  as  1839.  He  convened,  in 
May,  1859,  a  secret  meeting  of  the 
friends  of  emancipation  at  Chatham, 
in  (Janada,  where  a  plan  for  the  in- 
vasion of  Virginia  aud  the  liberation 
of  slaves  was  agreed  upon  and  perfect- 
ed. In  furtherance  ot  this  design,  he 
rented  in  the  following  July,  a  few 
miles  from  Harper's  Ferry,  a  farm- 
house, where  he  laid  in  a  supply  of 
arms  and  ammunition;  and  on  tlie 
night  of  October  10  of  the  same  year, 
with  a  company  of  about  twenty  men, 
he  surprised  and  captureil  llarpor's 
Ferry,  with  the  arsenal  and  armory 
and  over  forty  prisoners.  He  was  at- 
tacked about  noon  on  the  day  follow- 
ing by  the  Virginia  militia  and  the 
Unit^  States  marines.  After  two  of 
his  sons  and  most  of  his  company  had 
been  killed  and  he  himself  several 
times  wounded,  he  was  made  pris- 
oner. He  was  tried  in  November, 
and  was  hung  at  Charlestown,  Vir- 
ginia, December  2,  1859. 

Brown,  ThoiuaSy  a  Scotch 
metaphysician;  born  near  Dumfries 
in  1778 ;  attended  the  lectures  of  Du- 
gald  Stewart  in  Edinburgh,  and  at  a 
very  early  age  attracted  the  attention 
of  that  philosopher  by  the  shrewd- 
ness of  nis  remarks.  He  afterward 
studied  medicine,  and  in  1810  became 
a  colleague  .of  Dugald  Stewart  as  a 
professor  of  moral  philosophy  in  the 
University  of  Edinburgh,  in  which 
position  he  was  very  popular  as  a  lec- 
turer. In  addition  to  his  scientific 
works,  he  was  the  author  of  several 
poems.     Died  in  1820. 

Browne,  Hablot  Kni|^lit» 
an  English  comic  designer  celebrated 
under  his  pseudonym  of  "  Phiz ;"  bom 
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about  1815;  was  successful  as  a  cari- 
caturist, and  in  1835  became  the  il- 
lustrator of  Pickwick,  and  subsequntly 
of  nearly  all  the  works  of  Charles 
Dickens.  He  also  illustrated  the  Wa- 
verUy  NowU,  Byron* s  PoemSf  and  many 
other  works.    Died  July  8,  1882. 

Brownoy  Sir  Tnoinas,  an 
Exiglish  writer,  philosopher,  and  phy- 
sician ;  bom  in  London  in  1605 ;  prac- 
tised medicine  in  Norwich,  ana  was 
knighted  by  Charles  II.  in  1671.  Died 
1682. 

Browning*,  Elizabeth  Bar- 
retty  a  poetess  of  rare  gilts  and  ge- 
nius; born  near  Ledbury,  Hereford- 
shire, about  1807 ;  was  tlie  daughter 
of  a  wealthy  merchant  of  London. 
She  received  a  finished  education 
and  became  a  fine  classical  scholar. 
She  commenced  writing  poetry  at  the 
age  of  ten  years,  and  published  in 
1826  a  volume  entitled  hssay  on  Mind^ 
and  Other  Poenis,  Her  translation 
in  1833  of  Promethetis  Bound  from 
the  Greek  of  ^Eschylus  was  regarded 
as  a  remarkable  performance  for  a 
young  woman.  This  was  followed  in 
1838  by  'JTie  Semphim,  and  Otfur 
PoemHy  and  by  a  series  of  able  criti- 
cal papers  in  the  Athenceum  on  the 
GreeK  Christian  poets.  Her  health, 
naturally  delicate,  was  almost  ruined 
by  grief  at  the  sudden  death  of  her 
brother,  after  which  event  she  was 
compelled  for  several  years  to  remain* 
in  a  darkened  chamber.  She  married 
in  1846  the  poet  Robert  Browning, 
with  whom  she  afterward  resid^ 
in  Italy.  Her  poem  Aurora  Lei^h 
is  regarded  as  her  greatest  produc- 
tion, but  her  Oasa  Ouidi  Windovm 
has  been  almost  equally  admired  by 
the  critics.  Mrs.  Browning  died  at 
Florence  in  June,  1861. 

Browningr,  Robert,  an  Eng- 
lish poet ;  bom  in  1812  j  was  educated 
at  the  London  University.  He  mar- 
ried Elizabeth  Barrett,  since  so  widely 
distinguished  as  the  poetess  Elizabeth 
Barrett  Browning.  Among  his  works 
are  Strafford^  Men  and  Womeny  A 
SouTa  Errand,  and  Fifine  at  the  Fair, 

Bruce,  JameSy  a  Scottish  trav- 


eller ;  bom  near  Stirling  in  1730 ;  was 
appointed  Consul  at  Algiers  in  1762, 
and  three  years  later  explored  ^e 
ruins  of  Barbary,  and  suDscK^uenUy 
those  of  Baalbec  and  Palmyra.  He 
also  visited  Abyssinia,  Nubia,  and 
other  portions  of  Africa,  and  in  No- 
vember, 1770,  discovered  the  source  of 
the  Blue  Nile.    Died  1794. 

Bruce,  Robert,  King  of  Scots, 
and  a  military  commander  of  great 
eminence ;  born  March  21,  1274.  He 
was  descended  from  Robert  de  Brus, 
a  Norman  who  came  over  with  Wil- 
liam the  Conqueror,  and  was  a  grand- 
son of  that  Robert  Bmce,  Earl  of 
Carrick,  who  was  the  competitor  of 
John  Baliol  for  the  throne  of  Scot- 
land. He  inherited  the  earldom  of 
Carrick,  and  in  1296  united  with 
Wallace  in  hb  resistance  to  the  ag- 
gressions of  Edward  1.,  but  aftem'ard 
retired  from  the  contest  and  made 
peace  with  that  sovereign.  In  1305 
he  entered  into  an  agreement  with 
his  rival,  (Retl)  Comyn,  to  free  Scot- 
land from  the  English  domination. 
But  Comvn,  having  revealed  the  plan 
to  the  English  King,  was  slain  by 
Bruce  for  his  treachery. 

Robert  Bmce  was  crowned  at  Scone 
in  1306  and,  gathering  a  small  army, 
was  subsequently  defeated  by  the 
English.  After  exhibiting  remark- 
able valor,  he  was  compelled  to  flee 
to  a  small  island  near  the  Irish  coast. 
His  brother  Nigel  was  captured  and 
put  to  death,  and  many  others  of  his 
followers  were  treated  with  great  bar- 
barity. Bruce  returned  to  Scotland  in 
the  sprin^of  1307,  gained  a  decisive 
victory  over  a  greaUy  superior  force 
of  English  at  Ix>udon  Hill,  and  after 
the  death  of  Edward  I.,  which  oc- 
curred in  July  of  that  year,  he  re- 
duced nearly  every  fortress  in  Scot- 
land except  that  of  Stirling  Castle. 
He  also  gained  numerous  victories 
over  the  English  in  the  field,  invaded 
England,  and  ravaged  several  coun- 
ties of  that  kingdom.  Finally,  in 
1314,  he  gained  a  decisive  and  glori- 
ous victory  at  Bannockbura  over  Ed- 
ward II.,  who  had  inyaded  Scotland 
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with  an  anny  estimated  at  one  hun- 
dred thousand  men.  Although  Scot- 
land virtually  recovered  her  liberty 
at  this  time,  her  independence  was 
not  reoc«nized  by  the  ICine  of  Eng- 
land until  1328.  Bruce  died  in  1329, 
after  evincing  rare  qualities  as  a 
statesman  and  ruler,  as  well  as  a  gen- 
&nd,  and  leaving  the  reputation  of 
being  the  greatest  of  the  sovereigns 
of  Sootland. 

Brummely  George  Bryan, 
distinguished,  for  hb  taste  in  dress,  as 
Beau  Brummel;  bom  in  Lon- 
don in  1778;  was  educated  at  the 
University  of  Oxford,  and  was  for  a 
time  quite  intimate  with  the  Prince 
of  Wales.  After  squandering  an  am- 
ple fortune,  he  retired  to  Caen,  France, 
where  he  oied  in  1840. 

Brunely  Isambard  Kin^- 
dODdy  an  fjuglish  engineer ;  bom  in 
1806:  was  educated  in  Paris.  He 
was  tne  engineer  of  the  Great  West- 
em  Railway,  the  steamship  Great 
Eastern,  and  of  many  other  works, 
and  was  a  Fellow  of  the  Royal  8o- 
dety.    Died  1859. 

Brunei*  Sir  Mark  Isam- 
1>ard9  an  engineer,  father  of  the 
preceding;  bom  in  France  in  1769; 
emiflprated  to  America,  and  after- 
wara  removed  to  London,  where  he 
superintended  the  construction  of  the 
Thames  Tunnel  and  other  works. 
Died  1849. 

Brunelleschi,  Filippo,  a 
Florentine  architect  and  sculptor. 
Bom  in  1377 ;  died  1444. 

Brutusy  Lucius  Junius,  a 
Roman  patriot,  son  of  Tarquinia,  a 
sister  of  Tarquin  the  Proud.  His 
&ther  and  elder  brother  having  been 
murdered  by  that  tyrant,  he  feigned 
idiocv,  renounced  his  possessions  to 
the  king,  and  submitted  to  the  re- 
proachful surname  of"  Brutus,"  which 
was  destined,  however,  to  become  a 
glorious  title  to  his  family.  After  the 
outrage  upon  and  death  of  Lucretia, 
Brutus  threw  aside  his  disguise,  be- 
came the  leader  of  the  Roman  pco- 
plcL  expelled  the  Tarquin  dynasty, 
and  caused  royalty  to  oe  abolishecl. 


about  509  B.C.  While  Brutus  was 
Consul  his  sons  Titus  and  Tiberius 
were  brought  before  him  on  a  charge 
of  conspiring  for  the  restoration  of 
Tarquin.  Their  guilt  having  been 
completely  proven,  he  sentenced  them 
to  death,  although  he  had  the  power 
of  pardoning  them.  Tarquin  led  an 
army  against  Rome,  507  b.  c.  Brutus 
and  Amns.  son  of  Tarquin,  meeting 
on  the  field  of  battle,  killed  each 
other.  The  body  of  Brutus  was  borne 
to  Rome  in  triumph,  a  bronze  statue 
was  erected  to  his  memory,  and  the 
matrons  of  Rome  for  a  full  year  wore 
mourning  for  him  who  had.  avenged 
the  wrongs  of  Lucretia. 

Brutus,  Marcus  Junius, 
the  son  of  a  Roman  jurist  and  gen- 
eral of  the  same  name,  was  born  80 
B.  c.  He  was  the  nephew  and  son- 
in-law  of  Cato  Uticensis.  During 
the  civil  wars  he  joined  the  party  of 
Pompey,  and  after  the  battle  of  Phar- 
salia  was  generously  treated  by  Caesar, 
to  whom,  it  appears,  he  was  for  some 
time  sincerely  attaclied,  but  was  after- 
ward induced  to  join  the  conspiracy 
which  resulted  in  the  Dictator's  death. 
He  and  Cassius  then  became  the  lead- 
ers of  the  republiran  army.  Brutus, 
at  the  battle  of  Philippi,  in  command 
of  the  right  wing,  was  at  first  com- 
pletely successful,  and  gained  a  de- 
cided advantage  over  the  troops  of 
Octavius;  but,  the  soldiers  of  his 
army  leaving  their  ranks  to  pursue 
the  fiigitives,  the  error  was  readily 
seen  and  taken  advantage  of  by  An- 
tony, who  vigorously  charged  the 
left  flank  of  Cassius  and  completely 
changed  the  fortune  of  the  dav. 
Brutus,  after  seeing  his  troops  totally 
defeated  and  his  most  attached  fol- 
lowers slain,  killed  himself  with  his 
own  sword,  36  B.  c. 

Bruyere,  de  la,  Jean,  a 
French  writer  and  moralist.  Bom  in 
Normandy  in  1640-  died  1696. 

Bryant,  William  Cullen,  an 
American  poet;  bom  in  Massjichu- 
setts,  November  3,  1794.  He  studied 
at  Williams  College,  read  law  and 
was  admitted  to  the  bur  in  1815,  and 
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practised  law  for  several  years.  At 
the  age  of  thirteen  he  composed  two 
poems,  The  Spcmish  BevoltUion  and 
The  EmbargOj  which  were  afterward 
printed,  and  in  1816  published  his 
gheat  poem  ThanalopsU,  A  volume 
of  his  poems  appeared  about  five 
years  later.  He  removed  to  New 
York  City  in  1825,  and  became  the 
editor  and  one  of  the  proprietors  of 
The  Evening  Post.  A  complete  edi- 
tion of  his  poems  appeared  in  1832. 
He  visited  £urope  on  several  occa- 
sions, and  in  1849  went  to  Egypt  and 
8yria.  He  was  the  author  of  several 
works  in  prose.  He  was  a  firm  op- 
ponent of  slavery  and  a  staunch  sup- 
porter of  the  cause  of  the  Union  dur- 
mgthe  civil  war.    Died  1879. 

Buchanan,  George*  a  Scot- 
tish historian  and  classical  scholar; 
bom  near  Killeam,  in  Stirlingshire, 
in  1506 ;  studied  at  Paris  and  became 
tutor  to  the  Earl  of  Cassilis,  with 
whom  he  remained  several  years.  He 
returned  to  Scotland  about  1537.  He 
early  adopted  the  Protestant  faith, 
and,  havinff  published  a  satire  on  the 
monks,  entitled  Somniunuhe  was  im- 
prisoned. Escaping  to  England,  he 
soon  after  went  to  France,  where  he 
remained  until  1547,  employing  his 
time  in  teaching  at  Bordeaux  and 
Paris  and  in  writing  several  Latin 
tragedies.  He  afterward  visited  Por- 
tujEi^,  where  he  was  confined  in  the 
prison  of  the  Inquisition  for  several 
months.  He  returned  to  his  native 
country  in  1560,  and  two  years  later 
Was  appointed  classical  tutor  to  Mary, 
Queen  of  Scots,  and  about  1570  be- 
came preceptor  to  King  James  VI. 
Died  in  1582. 

Buchanan,  James,  the  fif- 
teenth President  of  the  United  States ; 
bom  in  Franklin  County,  Pennsyl- 
vania, April,  1791.  After  graduating 
at  Dickinson  College  in  1809  he  read 
law,  and  was  admitted  to  practice  in 
1812,  Elected  to  Congress  in  1820, 
he  acted  with  the  Federal  party,  but 
eight  years  later  supported  G^. 
Jackson  for  the  Presidency,  and  in 
1831  was  sent  as  Minister  to  St  Pe- 


tersburg. He  was  chosen  from  Penn- 
sylvania in  1833  to  the  United  States 
Senate,  where  he  supported  Van  Bu- 
ren's  administration  and  advocated 
the  annexation  of  Texas.  He  re- 
mained in  the  Senate  until  1845, 
when  he  became  Secretary  of  State 
in  the  Cabinet  of  President  Polk, 
which  position  he  held  until  1849. 
He  bitterly  opposed  the  Wilmot  Pro- 
viso and  the  efforts  of  the  anti-sla- 
vey party.  He  was  sent  as  Minister 
to  England  in  1853,  and  in  1856  was 
ilominated  for  President  of  the  United 
States  by  the  National  Democratic 
Convention  at  Cincinnati.  John  C. 
Fremont  was  the  candidate  of  the 
Republican,  and  Millard  Fillmore  of 
the  American,  party.  Mr.  Buchanan 
received  a  large  majority  of  the  elec- 
toral votes,  and  was  duly  inaugurated 
aB  President  in  March,  1857.  During 
the  excitement  which  immediately 
followed,  and  which  was  caused  by 
the  attempt  to  establish  slavery  in 
Kansas,  he  showed  that  his  entire 
sympathy  was  with  the  pro-slavery 
party  and  advocated  the  admission  of 
iCansas  as  a  slave  State,  but  his  wishes 
were  thwarted  by  the  majority  of  Con- 
gress. Having  in  1854  united  with 
John  Y.  Mason  and  Pierre  SouU  in 
the  Ostend  Manifesto  on  the  Cuban 
question,  he  now  used  all  the  influ- 
ence of  his  position  to  procure  the 
purchase  of  Cuba  in  oroer  to  retain 
a  proper  balance  of  power  between 
freedom  and  slavery.  The  men  com- 
posing his  Cabinet  were  nearly  all 
Southern  secessionists  or  those  from 
the  North  who  favored  disunion,  and 
in  his  last  message,  December,  1860, 
Mr.  Buchanan  censured  the  Northern 
people  for  the  disruption  of  the  Union, 
which  then  appeared  imminent,  and 
held  that  neither  Congress  nor  the 
Executive  had  power  to  coerce  a  State 
or  to  prevent  its  secession.  The  re- 
mainder of  his  administration  was 
remarkable  for  the  apathy  with  which 
the  overt  acts  of  the  secessionists  were 
treated,  by  his  refusal  to  reinforce 
Fort  Su(hiter,  and  by  the  aid  that  was 
actually   rendered  to  the  Southern 
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Gftose  by  members  of  bis  Cabinet. 
Died  at  Wbeatland,  near  Lancaster, 
Pennsylvania,  in  June.  1868. 

Buckingham,  Cleorgre  Vil- 
lierSy  first  Duke  of;  bom  in  Leices- 
tersbire,  England,  in  1592;  became  at 
an  early  age  a  great  favorite  vdth 
James  I.  He  was  successively  cre- 
ated Baron,  Viscount,  Earl,  Marquess, 
and  Lord  High  Admiral,  and  was 
made  Duke  of  Buckingham  in  1623. 
He  was  assassinated  by  John  Felton 
in  1628. 

Buckland,  WiUiam,  D.D., 
F. B. 8.,  an  English  geologist;  born 
in  1784;  was  educated  at  Oxford. 
He  was  the  author  of  several  works, 
the  most  important  of  which  is  Qe- 
ology  and  mineralogy  (hnnidered  with 
JUferenee  to  Natwal  Theology.  He 
became  Dean  of  Westminster  in  1845. 
Died  1856. 

Buckle,  Henry  Thomas,  an 
English  writer  of  distinction,  and  son 
of  an  opulent  merchant,  was  bom  at 
Lee  in  1822.  Inheriting  the  estates 
of  his  father,  who  died  in  1840,  he 
was  enabled  to  give  his  entire  atten- 
tion to  literary  pursuits,  and  b  said 
to  have  collected  one  of  the  finest 
private  libraries  in  Europe.  The 
nrst  volume  of  his  HUtory  of  Civiliza- 
tion in  England  appeared  in  1857.  In 
this  celebrated  work  he  evinced  un- 
usual boldness  and  independence  of 
thought  It  created  a  sensation  in 
both  England  and  America,  being  re- 
ceived with  great  applause  by  one 
class  of  readers  and  severely  criticised 
by  another.  His  style  was  remark- 
able for  its  vigor  and  force,  and  for 
the  clearness  with  which  he  presented 
his  ideas.  The  second  volume  of  this 
work  appeared  in  1861.  Mr.  Buckle 
died  at  Damascus,  May  29,  1862. 

Buckstone,  John  Baldwin, 
a  prominent  English  actor  and  dra- 
matist ;  bom  in  London  in  1802.  Died 
October  31,  1879. 

Buell,  Don  Carlos,  an  Amer- 
ican general ;  bom  in  Ohio  about 
1818;  graduated  at  West  Point  in 
1841 ;  became  brigadier-general  of 
volunteers  in  1861;  commanded  the 


Department  of  Kentucky;  was  com- 
missioned a  major-general  in  March, 
1862.  He  was  relieved  of  command  in 
the  same  year,  and  resigned  in  1864. 
Buifon,  de,  deorg-es  Liouis 
Leclerc,  Comte,  a  French  natural- 
ist and  philosopher  of  great  eminence, 
and  son  of  Benjamin  Leclerc,  a  coun- 
j  sellor  of  the  Parliament  of  Dijon, 
I  was  bom  at  Montbard,  in  Burgundy, 
September  7,  1707.  After  receiving 
a  liberal  education,  he  travelled  with 
Lord  Kingston  in  Italy  and  England, 
and  in  1735  published  a  translation 
of  Newton's  Treatise  on  Flitxions, 
While  experimenting  to  test  the  truth 
of  the  statement  that  Archimedes  set 
fire  to  the  Roman  fleet  by  burning- 
mirron^  Bufibn  succeeded  by  similar 
means  m  burning  wood  at  a  distance 
of  two  hundred  t  rench  feet.  Having 
been  chosen  in  1739  a  member  of  the 
Academy  of  Sciences  and  appointed 
intendant  of  the  royal  garden,  he 
from  that  time  gave  his  attention  ex- 
clusively to  scientific  researches.  In 
1753  he  became  a  member  of  the 
French  Academy,  in  1762  married 
Mademoiselle  Saint-Belin,  and  in 
1776  was  given  the  title  of  Count  de 
Bufifon.  He  died  in  Paris,  April  16, 
1788,  leaving  one  son,  who  was  exe- 
cuted during  the  Reign  of  Terror. 
Among  the  many  valuable  works  of 
Buffon,  the  greatest  is  his  Natural 
HiiUoi-y  (Hiiftoire  NaturelU),  which 
raised  his  reputation  to  the  highest 
point,  both  as  a  savant  and  a  fine 
writer. 

Bull,  Die  Bomemann,  a 
Norwegian  violinist ;  bom  at  Bergen, 
February  5,  1810.  He  studied  at  the 
Universitv  of  Christiania  and  was 
intended  by  his  parents  for  a  lawyer, 
but  his  passionate  love  for  music  lea 
him  to  devote  his  attention  to  that 
art,  which  he  studied  at  Minden. 
Having  fought  a  duel  there,  he  was 
com{)eiled  to  fly  from  the  country 
and  went  to  Paris,  where  he  suftered 
from  such  extreme  poverty  that  he 
attempted  to  commit  suicide  by  drown- 
ing himself  in  the  Seine.  He  was, 
however,  rescued,  and  soon  received 
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BufBcient  patronage  to  enable  him  to 
appear  in  public  as  a  violinint.  He  has 
since  travelled  through  Europe  and 
America  as  a  musical  performer.  He 
made  an  unsuccessful  attempt  about 
1852  to  found  a  Norwegian  colony  in 
Potter  County,  Pennsylvania.  Cied 
at  Ber^,  Norway,  August  17,  1880. 

Biilow»  von,  Bemhard 
Hmsty  a  Grerman  statesman ;  bom 
in  Holstein  in  1815;  studied  law  in  the 
universities  of  Berlin,  Crottingen,  and 
Kiel,  and  in  1839  entered  the  diplo- 
matic service  of  Denmark.  After  re- 
ceiving several  important  appoint- 
ments, he  quitted  that  service  and 
assisted  in  the  formation  of  the  North 
German  Confederacy.  He  became 
intimate  with  Bismarck,  and  in  1873 
was  appointed  to  the  German  Secre- 
taryship of  State  for  Foreign  Afiairs; 
and  in  1878  he  and  Bismarck  were 
the  German  plenipotentiaries  at  the 
Congress  of  Berlin. 

Bulwer,  £dward  George 
£arle  Lytton,  Baron  Lytton, 
an  English  novelist ;  bom  at  Hey  don 
Hall,  Norfolk,  in  1805.  He  was  the 
son  of  William  Earle  Bulwer,  a  gen- 
eral in  the  British  army  and  a  mem- 
ber of  one  of  the  oldest  families  in 
that  county,  and  Elizabeth  B.  Lyt- 
ton, of  a  distinguished  family  of 
Knebworth.  in  Hertfordshire.  He 
eraduated  m  182G  at  Trinity  Hall, 
Cambridge,  where  the  previous  year 
he  had  been  awarded  the  Chancel- 
lor's prize  for  his  poem  on  Seuipture. 
After  travelling  in  France,  he  in 
1827  produced  nis  first  novel,  Falk- 
land^ which  was  followed  a  year  later 
by  Pelham,  He  afterward  wrote  about 
twenty  other  novels,  all  of  which  were 
very  successful.  He  was  also  the  au- 
thor of  numerous  plays,  poems,  his- 
torical, critical,  and  miscellaneous 
works,  most  of  which  possess  great 
merit,  and  which  materiallv  aided  in 
the  attainment  of  his  high  literary 
reputation  and  in  his  becoming  one 
of  the  most  popular  of  British  wri- 
ters. He  was  made  a  baronet  in 
1838,  and  assumed  upon  his  mother's 
death,  in  1844,  in  accordance  with 


the  conditions  of  the  will,  the  name 
of  Bulwer-Lytton  when  he  entered 
into  the  possession  of  the  Knebworth 
estates.  He  was  elected  Lord  Rector 
of  the  University  of  Glasgow  in  1856, 
held  the  office  of  Secretary  of  State 
for  the  Colonies,  and  in  1866  was 
raised  to  the  peerage  as  Baron  Lytton. 
He  married,  in  1827,  Miss  Rosina 
Wheeler  of  Limerick,  Ireland,  by 
whom  he  had  one  son,  since  distin- 
guished as  an  author  under  the  pseu- 
donym of  "Owen  Meredith."  Died 
in  1873. 

Bun 8 en 9  von.  Christian 
ELarl  JosiaSy  Chevalier,  a  Ger- 
man philologist;  bom  at  Korbac-h,  in 
W^estphalia,  August  25, 1791 ;  studied 
at  Grottingen  under  the  celebrated 
He3me,  and  became  well  versed  in 
Greek,  Hebrew,  and  other  languages. 
He  subsequently  studied  Arabic  and 
Persian  in  Paris.  He  was  mekn- 
while,  according  to  a  distinguished 
critic,  acquiring  a  vast  and  varied 
knowledge,  neglecting  no  field  of  in- 
tellectual research.  He  formed  in 
1816,  at  Rome,  an  intimate  friendship 
with  Niebuhr,  through  whose  influ- 
ence as  Ambassador  from  the  King  of 
Prussia  he  was  appointed  secretary 
of  the  Prussian  embassy  at  that  capi- 
tal. He  remained  in  that  positioi! 
for  nine  years,  then  he  succeeded 
Niebuhr  as  Ambassador.  He  was  re- 
called in  1838,  but  was  appointed  in 
1841  as  Prussian  Ambassador  to  Eng- 
land, and  continued  as  the  Prussian 
representative  at  London  until  1854. 
He  was  raised  to  the  peerage  in  1857, 
with  the  title  of  Baron  von  Bunsen. 
Died  in  1 860,  leaving  a  large  number 
of  valuable  philosophical  and  theo- 
logk-al  works. 

Bunsen,  Robert  Wilhelm 
Eberhardy  a  distinguished  German 
chemist;  bom  at  Gottingen,  March 
13,  1811.  After  occupying  other  po- 
sitions, he  was  in  1851  appointed  pro- 
fessor of  chemistry  in  the  University 
of  Breslau. 

Bunyan*  John,  celebrated  as 
the  author  of  PUgrim*8  Progress,  the 
son  of  a  tinker,  was  bom  near  Bed- 
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ford,  in  England,  in  1628.  He  fol- 
lowed his  father's  occapation,  and  in 
earlj  life  was  quite  dissipated.  At 
the  age  of  seventeen  he  served  in  the 
armj  of  the  Parliament,  and  was 
married  at  the  age  of  twenty.  After- 
ward becoming  deeply  religious,  he 
joined  the  Societv  of  Baptists,  of 
which  he  was  ordained  a  minister 
about  1655.  He  was  sentenced  after 
the  Restoration  to  transportation  for 
life  on  a  charge  of  promoting  sedi- 
tious assemblies.  This  sentence  was 
not  enforced.  He  was,  however,  im- 
prisoned for  more  than  twelve  years, 
and  did  not  obtain  his  release  until 
1672,  daring  which  time  he  produced 
that  remarkable  work  Pilgrim*8  Pro^ 
reuL  which,  excepting  the  Bible,  is 
saia  to  have  had  a  greater  circulation 
in  England  than  any  other  book. 
Bunyan  was  the  author  of  several 
other  works  of  a  religious  character, 
and  as  a  minister  of  the  gospel  be- 
came exceedingly  popular.  Died 
1688. 

''We  are  not  afraid,''  writes  Lord 
Macaulay,  "to  say  that,  though  there 
were  many  clever  men  in  England 
during  the  latter  half  of  the  seven- 
teenth century,  there  were  only  two 
great  creative  minds.  One  of  those 
minds  produced  Paradise  Lostj  the 
other  2%«  PUgrim*8  Prooress/' 

Buonarotti.  See  Michael 
Anqelo. 

Burckhardty  Johann  Lud- 
wi^9  a  Swiss  traveller ;  bom  at  Lau- 
sanne in  1784:  studied  at  Gottingen, 
and  visited  England,  where,  becom- 
ing acquainted  with  Sir  Joseph 
Banks  and  other  members  of  the 
African  Association,  he  was  sent  out 
by  it  as  a  traveller  to  Africa.  After 
preparing  himself  by  a  thorough 
stuay  of  the  Arabic  language  and  of 
several  sciences,  he  set  out  in  1809. 
He  remained  two  years  in  Syria,  and, 
after  assuming  the  name  of  ''Ibra- 
him" and  the  Oriental  dress,  he  went 
to  E^ypt,  and,  passing  through  the 
Nubian  desert,  reached  Mecca  in 
1814.  As  a  hadji  he  made  pilgrim- 
ages to  Mount  Ararat  and  to  M^na. 


He  was  afterward  attacked  at  Cairo, 
when  about  setting  out  for  Fezzan, 
with  a  violent  fever,  of  which  he  died 
in  1817.  He  was  buried  by  the  Mos- 
lems with  unusual  honors.  Burck- 
hardt  left  several  valuable  works  of 
travels  and  bequeathed  a  rare  collec- 
tion of  Oriental  manuscripts  to  the 
University  of  Cambridge.  He  is  said 
to  have  possessed  in  a  remarkable  de- 
gree the  peculiar  talents  requisite  in 
an  explorer. 

BUr^er,  or  Buergrer,  Gott- 
fried Aug'USty  a  Germanpoet,  the 
author  of  Lenort,  The  Wild  Huntamariy 
and  other  works.  Bom  near  Halber- 
stadt  in  1748 ;  died  1794. 

Burgoyney  John,  an  English 
general  and  dramatist.  He  entered 
Parliament  in  1761,  and  in  1777  was 
given  the  command  of  an  army  in 
America.  While  marching  from  Can- 
ada to  Albany  he  was  repubed  at  Still- 
water, and  was  oompelled  to  surren- 
der at  Saratoga  in  October,  1777 ; 
which  event  produced  great  rejoi- 
cing among  the  patriots.  *  Gen.  Bur- 
eoyne  was  the  author  of  several  popu- 
lar dramas,  and  ei\joyed  the  reputa- 
tion of  a  brave,  generous,  and  accom- 
plished man.    Died  1792. 

Burke,  Udmund,  illustrious 
as  an  orator  and  a  statesman,  was  bom, 
of  Norman  descent,  in  Dublin,  in  1730, 
and  studied  at  Trinity  College  in  that 
dty.  His  father  was  one  of  the  first 
attorneys  of  Ehiblin.  In  1753,  Burke 
commenced  the  studv  of  law  at  the 
Temple  in  London,  but  gave  his  at- 
tention almost  entirely  to  literature. 
He  afterward  formed  a  happy  marriage 
with  a  daughter  of  Dr.  Kugent.  He 
produced  in  1756  his  Vindication  of 
Natural  Society^  which  was  an  admi- 
rable imitation,  as  well  as  an  ironical 
criticism,  of  Lord  Bolingbroke's  stprle 
in  his  writings  against  Christianity. 
The  imitation  was  so  perfect  that 
Lord  Chesterfield,  Dr.  Warburton, 
and  others,  were  convinced  that  it 
was  a  genuine  production  of  Boling- 
broke.  Burke's  Philosophical  Inquiry 
itUo  the  Origin  of  our  Ideas  of  the  Sub' 
lime  and  Beautiful  appeared  the  same 
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year.  It  wa«  greatly  admired  by  sev- 
eral eminent  critics,  and  was  pro- 
nounced by  Dr.  Johnson  to  l^  a 
model  of  philosophical  criticism. 
About  1759  he  became  one  of  the 
founders  of  the  Anniuil  Registery  a 
periodical  of  great  merit.  His  so- 
ciety was  sought  by  men  distinguish- 
ed both  as  authors  and  as  statesmen. 
He  was  said  to  be  the  only  person 
from  whom  Dr.  Johnson  would  sub- 
mit to  contradiction  ;  and  that  great 
critic  was  accustomed  to  remark  that 
''no  man  of  sense  could  meet  Mr. 
Burke  by  accident  under  a  gateway 
to  avoid  a  shower  without  being  con- 
vince that  he  was  the  first  man  in 
England  ; ''  and  Grattan  regarded  him 
as  the  greatest  man  in  conversation 
with  whom  he  had  ever  met. 

In  1759,  Burke  made  the  acquaint- 
ance of  William  Gerard  Hamilton, 
chief  secretary  to  Lord  Halifax, 
Lord-Lieutenant  of  Ireland.  Burke 
became  Hamilton's  private  secretary, 
and  received  through  his  influence  in 
1763  a  pension  from  the  government 
of  three  hundred  pounds  a  year ;  but, 
finding  that  the  pension  was  to  be  the 
price  not  onlv  of  his  services,  but  of 
his  political  independence,  he  indig- 
nantly gave  it  up  in  a  few  months. 
He  soon  after  became  private  secre- 
tary to  the  Marquess  of  Rockingham, 
Prime  Minister  of  England,  and  in 
1765  was  returned  to  Parliament  for 
Wendover,  in  Buckinghamshire.  He 
entered  actively  into  the  discussion 
of  American  afiairs,  in  reference  to 
which  he  exhibited  a  remarkable 
and  profound  knowledge.  He  was 
re-elected  from  Wendover  in  1768. 
and  during  the  same  year  purchasea 
an  estate  near  Beaconsfield,  in  Buck- 
inghamshire, for  which  he  paid  over 
twenty  thousand  pounds.  Upon  the 
appearance  of  the  celebrated  "Let- 
ters" of  Junius,  Burke  was  univer- 
sally regarded  as  the  author  of  them, 
for  the  reason  that  no  one  else  was 
supposed  to  possess  either  the  talents  or 
the  Knowledge  displayed  in  them.  His 
enemies  took  the  occasion  for  heaping 
upon  him  unmeasured  abuse.  His  em- 


phatic denials  of  the  authorship  were 
not  generally  credited,  and  he  was  not 
fiilly  cleared  from  suspicion  until  after 
the  appearance  of  the  "  Grenville  Pa- 
pers." His  admirable  essay  entitled 
Thoughts  on  the  Caune  of  the  Present ' 
IHiteontents  was  published  in  1770. 
He  received  the  following  year,  on 
account  of  his  intimate  knowledge  of 
affairs  in  America,  the  position  of 
agent  to  New  York,  with  a  salary  of 
about  seven  hundred  pounds  per  an- 
num. 

As  the  troubles  in  the  American 
colonies  continued  to  excite  more  and 
more  alarm,  Burke  became  promi- 
nent as  the  ablest  member  who  op- 
posed the  ministerial  policy.  lie 
visited  France  in  1772,  when  the 
condition  of  religion  and  morals  at 
Paris  caused  him  great  apprehension. 
He  was  also  exceedingly  anxious  about 
American  afiairs. 

On  the  dissolution  of  Parliament, 
in  1774,  Burke  was  returned  for  Mal- 
ton,  and  afterward  for  Bristol,  for 
which  latter  city  he  sat  in  the  next 
Parliament,  ana  in  the  following 
March  pronounced  his  great  speech 
in  Parliament  recommending:  con- 
ciliatorv  measures  toward  the  Ameri- 
can colonies,  which  efiTort  was,  as 
Lord  Chatham  remarked,  "  very  sea- 
sonable, very  reasonable,  and  very  elo- 
quent." 

Burke  was  a  strenuous  advocate  of 
the  claims  of  the  Roman  Catholics 
and  strongly  opposed  the  repression 
of  the  trade  of  Ireland,  for  which 
cause  he  became  unpopular  in  Bris- 
tol, and  therefore  at  the  next  election 
offered  himself  as  a  candidate  for 
Malton,  which  he  continued  to  rep- 
resent while  he  remained  in  politics. 

The  Marquess  of  Rockingham  and 
his  friends  again  coming  into  power 
in  1782,  Burke  became  a  privy  coun- 
cillor and  pavmaster-general  of  the 
forces,  and  by  ihis  r^orms  in  the  lat- 
ter office  is  said  to  have  saved  to  the 
!  public  revenues  forty-seven  thousand 
pounds  per  annum,  more  than  half  of 
which  consisted  of  the  fees  formerly 
received  by  his  predecessors.  He  was 
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in  1783  «l«ct«d  Lord  B«ctor  of  the 
Univenit;  of  Olugow. 

At  about  the  nme  time  Burke  re- 
tinid  from  his  pccitions  under  the 
government.  He  attenrBnl  gained 
great  distinction  by  hU  advocac^^  of 
the  impeachment  of  Warren  IlaslingB, 
and  aH  chairman  of  the  comniittee  of 
the  Lower  House  on  the  10th  day  of 
Maf ,  1787,  he  impeached  UiLxlingB  at 
the  bar  of  the  House  of  Lordu  in  tlie 
name  of  the  Commons  of  England. 
I>urii^  the  proceedings  which  en- 
sued Barke  exhibited  an  aatonialiing 
knowledge  of  Eaat  Indian  aflitira, 
and,  althoDsh  Hastings  was  finally 
acquitted,  the  Herculean  efforts  of 
Burke  ■axnupliahed   great  good  fur 

Burke,  as  a  statesman  of  liberal  sen- 
timents and  as  a  disinterested  philan- 
thropist, would,  it  is  to  be  presumed, 
have  under  other  drcumstuices  favor- 
ed the  ouise  of  freedom  in  France,  but 
the  atrocities  which  wi 


there  caused  his  sympathies  to  attach 
theoMelTes  to  the  royal  cause,  and  in' 
hu  own  country  led  him  lo  leave  the 

C'liticHl  party  with  which  lie  hud 
ihelto  been  connected  and  to  act 
with  the  Tories.  His  RtfitUioax  on 
the  JInioJutibn  in  Frtmct  met  with 
an  anpandleled  succchs;  more  than 
thirty  ttiousand  oopies  of  it  were  sold 
within  a  few  months.  It  was  imme- 
diately tjwulaled  into  French,  and 
had  an  immense  circulation  in  France 
and  otlier  |>arts  of  Europe.  His  un- 
compromising  hostility  lo  the  prin- 
ciples of  the  French  Hevolution  pro- 
duced in  1701  a  rupture  with  Fox, 
who,  with  his  followers,  accused 
Burke  of  mat  inconsistencv  as  a 
friend  of  liberty.  Burke  published 
a  vindication,  entitled  An  Appeal 
Jnm  Uie  Nem  lo  tht  <M  Whigi.  He 
was  granted  in  1796  two  pensions  by 
the  King,  of  twelve  hundred  and 
twentj-five  himdied  pounds  respec- 
tively, which  although  a  very  mode- 
Tal«  oonpensation  for  bis  ^reat  ser- 
vioM  (o  the  State,  and  which  wers 
granlad  partly  to  aid  him  in  dis- 
charging  debta  incurred  wbils  Buike 


WHS  laboriug  arduously  without  paj 
in  the  public  service,  caused  him  to 
be  bitterly  censured  in  everj  direc- 
tion, and  even  in  the  House  ot  Lonls. 
He  published  in  reply,  in  1706,  his 
Letten  to  a  ifobU  Lord,  one  of  the 
most  popular  as  well  as  the  most  suc- 
cessful of  his  productions.  In  addi- 
tion to  those  mentioned,  he  was  the 
author  of  numerous  politicol,  literary, 
and  other  works,  which  have  been 
published  and  form  sixteen  octavo  vol- 
Burke's  death  occurred  July  9, 
1797,  hastened,  it  is  believed,  by  the 
loss  of  his  only  son,  Kichard,  a  man 
of  rare  attainments  and  virtue. 

Burlelgli,  William  CecU, 
Baron,  an  English  statesman;  bom 
in  Lincolnshire  in  1520;  studied  law 
at  Gray's  Inn ;  was  BecretaiT  of  Slate 
under  Somerset,  the  Lord  Protector, 
in  1548.  He  entered  Parliament  in 
1653,  and  opposed  the  measures  of  the 
court  of  Queen  Mar^.  Upon  the  ac- 
cession of  (jueen  Eliiabcth  he  again 
became  Secretary  of  State  and  Fnme 
Minisler,  a  position  which  he  held 
from  1568  until  hisdeath,  which  oc- 
curred in  1598.  He  was  raised  to  the 
peerage  as  Baron  Burleigh  in  1571, 
and  became  Lord  High  Treasurer  of 
England  the  year  following. 

Burnet,  Gilbert,  a  British 
prelate  and  historian ;  bom  in  Edin- 
burgh, 6epleml>er  18,  1643;  i)ecame 
minister  of  Salloun  in  1665,  and  pro- 
fessor of  divinity  in  Glasgow  in  1669. 
The  year  following  he  married  a 
daughter  of  the  Earl  of  Ca«Uia.  He 
resigned  his  professorahip  ih  1674,  re* 
moved  to  London,  and  puiilished  there 
in  16T9  the  6iBt  volume  of  his  ift*- 
lory  of  tht  BffornuUion  in  England,  for 
which  the  thanks  of  Parliament  were 
tendered  him.  A  bishopric  was  offer- 
ed him  by  Charles  II.  on  condition 
that  he  would  advocate  the  measur«a 
of  the  court,  but  Bumet  declined  the 
o6er.  He  produced  a  Li/t  of  Sir 
laaUJura  Hale  in  1682,  and  afterward, 
fearing  the  hostility  of  James  11.,  he 
fled  to  The  Hague,  where  he  was  cor- 
dially receivea  by  the  Prince  and 
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PrincesB  of  Orange.  He  rendered 
great  and  efficient  service  to  the  cause 
of  that  Prince  and  Princess  in  the 
revolution  of  1688.  He  was  after- 
ward appointed  chaplain  to  William 
III.,  and  was  raiseu  to  the  See  of 
Salisbury  in  1689.  Among  his  other 
TOoductions  were  an  Eipposiiion  of  the 
Thirty-Nine  Articles  of  the  Church  of 
England  and  a  History  oj  his  Own 
Times,    Died  1715. 

Burneyy  Charles,  a  musical 
compoBer  and  doctor  of  music ;  bom 
in  Shrewsbury,  England,  in  1726. 
He  was  in  1773  elected  a  Fellow  of 
the  Royal  Society.  He  was  the  friend 
of  Edmund  Burke,  Dr.  Johnson,  and 
other  men  of  distinction,  and  was  the 
fiiiher  of  Madame  JLyArblay.  Died 
1814. 

HurnSy  Robert,  a  pre-eminent 
Scottish  poet,  the  son  of  William 
Bums,  a  small  farmer  and  gardener, 
was  bom  at  Ayr,  January  25,  1759. 
He  was  educated  at  a  neighboring 
school,  and  received  also,  according 
to  his  own  statements  valuable  in- 
stmctions  from  an  ola  woman  who 
resided  in  the  family.  ''She  had,  I 
suppose,"  said  he,  'the  largest  col- 
lection in  the  country  of  tales  and 
songs  concerning  devils,  ghosts,  ficd- 
ries.  brownies,  witches,  warlocks, .  .  . 
enchanted  towers,  dragons,  and  other 
trumpery."  He  possessed  a  robust 
and  active  body,  together  with  an 
acute  and  strong  intellect  and  fine  sen- 
sibilities. He  early  became  accus- 
tomed to  the  hardships  suffered  by 
the  poorer  classes  in  that  country. 

Bums  became  an  excellent  plough- 
man while  quite  a  boy,  and  in  nis 
sixteenth  year  ''first  committed,"  as 
he  says,  "the  sin  of  rhyme."  Love 
formed  the  inspiration  of  his  poem, 
and  he  was,  according  to  his  own 
statements,  possessed  of  a  very  ten- 
der heart,  and  was  continually  wor- 
shipping some  goddess  or  other. 
Producing  numerous  poems  of  great 
power  and  of  touching  pathos,  he 
soon  attained  distinction,  which  took 
him  into  society,  where,  unfortunate- 
ly, he  acquired  dissipated  habits.  In 


1785  he  formed  a  liaison  with  a  young 
woman  named  Jean  Armour,  who  was 
above  his  own  rank  in  life.  Hei; 
father  was  bitterly  opposed  to  Boms, 
and,  although  the  poet  offered  to 
marry  his  daughter,  would  not  be  ap- 
peased, but  treated  the  young  people 
with  great  harshness. 

Bums  resolved  to  emigrate  to  Ja- 
maica, but  before  going  decided  to 
publish  his  poems.  The  undertaking 
was  successful,  and,  besides  bringing 
him  some  money,  gained  for  him 
wide  popularity  and  caused  his  ex- 
traordinary talents  to  be  recognized. 
Among  his  prominent  admirers  was 
Lord  Glencaim,  to  whose  mem- 
ory he  dedicated  one  of  the  most 
beautifol  and  pathetic  of  all  his  pro- 
ductions, the  Lament  for  James,  Earl 
of  Qleneaim,  The  new  edition  of 
his  poems  published  in  1787  was  a 
decided  success,  and  is  said  to  have 
paid  him  within  a  short  period  more 
than  five  hundred  pounds.  The  year 
following  he  openly  announced  his 
marriage  with  Jean  Armour,  and  was 
soon  after  appointed  an  officer  of  ex- 
cise, with,  however,  a  very  small  sal- 
ary. He  removed  to  Dumfries  in 
1791,  and  continued  to  reside  there 
during  the  remainder  of  his  life. 
His  intemperate  habits  gained  a  great 
ascendency  over  him,  but  not  so  much 
as  to  interfere  with  the  correct  per- 
formance of  the  duties  of  his  office 
or  to  prevent  his  giving  careful  atten- 
tion to  the  education  of  ]iis  children. 
His  numerous  poems,  none  of  which, 
however,  are  of  great  length,  are  cha- 
racterized by  beauty,  great  independ- 
ence of  thought,  patnos,  and  intensity 
of  passion.  He  possessed  wonderful 
powers  of  concentration,  frequently 
exhibited  rare  flashes  of  wit^  and  as 
an  amatory  poet  is  regarded  as  un- 
equalled among  the  British  bards. 
He  died  July  21,  1796.  His  funeral 
was  attended  by  many  thousands  of 
persons  of  every  rank  and  condition 
m  life.  About  twenty  years  after- 
ward the  poet's  remains  were  trans- 
ferred to  the  churchyard  at  Dumfries, 
where  an.ezpensiye  mausoleum  was 
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erected  over  them  by  his  friends  and 
admirers. 
Bumsidey  Ambrose  £ver- 

etty  an  American  general  and  Sena- 
tor ;  bom  in  Indiana,  May  23,  1824 ; 
graduated  at  West  Point  in  1847,  and 
served  in  the  army  until  1863,  when 
he  resigned.  He  was  in  1861  com- 
missioned colonel  of  the  First  Regi- 
ment of  Rhode  Island  Volunteers. 
He  participated  in  the  battle  of  Bull 
Run,  was  made  a  brigadier-general, 
served  in  the  campaign  of  1862  and 
at  the  battle  of  Antietam,  and  in  No- 
vember of  the  same  year,  contrary  to 
his  own  wishes,  superseded  Gren.  Mc- 
CleUan  as  commander  of  the  army 
of  the  Potomac  He  was  defeated  by 
Gen.  Lee  at  Fredericksburg,  Decem- 
ber 13,  1862,  was  in  1863  appointed 
commander  of  the  Department  of 
Ohio,  and  afterward  served  under 
G^en.  Grant  as  a  division  commander 
ontil  1864.  He  was  in  1866  elected 
Governor  of  the  State  of  Rhode  Isl- 
and, was  twice  re-elected  to  that 
office,  and  in  1875  was  chosen  United 
States  Senator.  Died  Sept.  13,  1881. 
Burr 9    Aaron 9  a  lawyer   and 

Solitician,  son  of  Aaron  Burr,  Presi- 
ent  of  the  College  of  New  Jersev, 
was  bom  at  Newark,  in  that  State,  in 
February,  1756.  He  was  the  grand- 
son of  Jonathan  Edwards,  the  emi- 
nent theologian.  He  graduated  at 
Princeton  in  1772 ;  entered  the  army 
three  years  later ;  was  sent  in  the  ex- 
pedition against  Quebec;  was  raised 
to  the  rank  of  mtyor  in  1776,  and  to 
that  of  lieutenant-colonel  in  1777. 
Resigning  his  commission  in  1779,  he 
read  law,  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in 
1782,  and  soon  aajuired  an  extensive 
practice.  He  was  early  distinguished 
as  an  astute  lawyer  and  an  eloquent 
and  insinuating  speaker.  He  took  an 
active  part  in  politics  as  a  Democrat, 
was  appointed  Attorney-General  of 
New  York  in  1789,  ana  was  elected 
to  the  United  States  Senate  in  1791. 

Jefferson  and  Burr  were  in  1800 
the  Democratic  candidates  for  the 
offices  of  President  and  Vice-Presi- 
dent.   Receiving  the  same  number 


of  votes,  the  election,  as  the  law  then 
stood,  devolved  on  the  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives, which,  after  a  spiirited 
contest,  gave  Jeflerson  the  highest 
position.  By  his  efforts  to  supplant 
Jederson  in  this  contest  Burr  forfeited 
the  regard  of  the  Democrats.  He  be- 
came in  1804  a  candidate  for  the  office 
of  Governor  of  New  York,  but  was 
unsuccessful.  Attributing  his  defeat 
to  Alexander  Hamilton,  he  challenged 
and  killed  him   in  a  duel  in  July, 

1804.  This  act  excited  against  Burr 
such  a  terrible  feeling  of  indignation 
and  hostility  that  he  absent^  him- 
self from  the  State  of  New  York  for 
several  years.  After  the  expiration 
of   his    term    as  Vice-President,   in 

1805,  he  was  charged  with  raising  an 
expedition  for  the  conquest  of  Mex- 
ico and  the  subversion  of  Federal 
authority  in  the  south-western  portion 
of  the  United  States.  Arrested  on  a 
charge  of  treason,  he  was  tried  at 
Richmond,  Virginia,  in  1807,  and  ac- 
quitted. He  then  went  to  Europe, 
where  he  remained  in  poverty  for 
several  years.  He  resumed  the  prac- 
tice of  law  in  New  York  in  1812,  but 
failed  to  recover  his  former  extensive 
business.     Died  in  1836. 

Burritt,  ElihUy  an  American 
scholar  and  journalist ;  bom  in  Con- 
necticut, December  8,  1810 ;  was  the 
son  of  a  shoemaker,  and  was  appren- 
ticed to  a  blacksmith,  but  in  early  life 
acquired  a  good  knowledge  of  English 
literature  and  of  mathematics,  and, 
subsequently  earning  enough  at  hb 
trade  to  enable  him  to  spend  the 
greater  part  of  his  winters  in  study,  he 
learned  Latin,  French,  Spanish,  Greek 
and  Hebrew,  Portuguese,  Flemish, 
Danish,  Sw^ish,  Norwegian,  Ice- 
landic, Welsh^  Gaelic,  and  Russian, 
and  under  native  teachers  studied  the 
French,  Spanish,  Italian,  and  Ger- 
man languages.  He  became  a  dis- 
tinguished and  successful  lecturer  and 
the  advocate  of  many  reforms.  He 
was  especially  active  in  peace  move- 
ments. He  was  the  author  of  sev- 
eral works,  some  of  which  have  been 
translated  into  several  European  Ian- 
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ffuases.  Hejpassed  many  years  in  £ng- 
land,  part  or  the  time  ooctipying  the 

SMition  of  United  States  Consul  at 
irmingham.    Died  March  6, 1879. 

Burton,  Richard  Francis, 
a  distinguished  African  traveller; 
bom  in  Gal  way,  Ireland^  in  1821 ; 
entered  the  British  army  in  India  at 
the  age  of  twenty,  and  subsequently 
explored  Arabia  and  portions  of  £ast^ 
em  Africa  and  Brazil.  He  has  writ^ 
ten  several  interesting  works. 

Burton,  Robert,  an  English 
philosopher  and  humorist;  bom  in 
1576,  and  educated  at  Oxford.  He 
was  the  author  of  several  works,  the 
most  important  of  which  is  The  AmU- 
iniwqf  Mekmeholy.    Died  1640. 

Bushnell,  Horace,  D.  D.,  an 
American  divine ;  bom  in  Connecticut 
in  1802 ;  graduated  at  Yale  Collie  in 
1827,  and  became  literary  editor  of  the 
JovLrnai  <^  Oummeree  in  New  York,  but 
afterward  studied  theology,  and  in  1833 
was  installed  pastor  of  the  North  Con- 
gregational Church  at  Hartford.  He 
was  the  author  of  several  theological 
works.    Died  February  17, 1876. 

Butler,  Bei^Jamin  Franlc- 
lin,  an  American  general  and  law- 
yer ;  bom  at  Deerfield,  New  Hamp- 
shire, November  5,  1818.  At  the  ase 
of  twenty  he  graduated  at  Watcrville 
College,  and  three  years  later  began 
the  practice  of  law  at  Lowell,  Massa- 
cliusetts.  Becoming  prominent  as  a 
Democratic  politician,  he  was  in  1853 
elected  to  the  Massaohusetts  House  of 
Kepresentatives,  in  1859  to  the  State 
Senate,  and  in  1860  as  a  delegate  to 
the  National  Democratic  Convention 
at  Charleston,  South  CWolina,  where 
he  supported  Breckinridge  for  the 
Presidency.  He  was  in  the  same  year 
the  Democratic  candidate  for  Gov- 
ernor of  Massachusetts.  As  com- 
mander of  a  brigade  he  marched 
toward  Washington  in  April,  1861, 
occupied  Baltimore  about  the  14th  of 
Mav,  was  commissioned  a  miyor-gen- 
eral  two  days  later,  and  on  the  22d  of 
the  same  month  was  placed  in  com- 
mand of  Fortress  Monroe,  where  he 
was  the  first  to  apply  the  fiunous  term 


**  contraband  of  war  "  to  the  slaves  who 
sought  protection  at  the  fort  Refer- 
ring to  this  phrase,  Theodore  Win- 
throp  said:  "An  epign:tun  abolished 
slavery  in  the  Unit^  States.''  He 
commanded  the  land  forces  of  the 
expedition  which  captured  Fort  Hat- 
teras  in  1861,  and  in  1862  commanded 
the  land  forces  sent  to  co-operate  with 
the  navy  against  New  Orleans.  He  took 
formal  possession  of  that  city  on  May 
1,  which  city  he  ruled  with  great  vigor 
and  efficiency,  maintaining  order  and 
'■  preserving  it  in  the  summer  of  1862 
from  the  yellow  fever.  He  was  re- 
called in  November,  1862,  and  about 
a  year  later  was  placed  in  command 
of  the  Department  of  Virginia  and 
North  Carolina,  his  forces  being  desig- 
nated as  the  army  of  the  James.  He 
made  an  unsuccessful  attempt  in  July, 
1864,  to  take  Petersburg,  and  in  De- 
cember 01  the  same  vear  to  canture 
Fort  Fisher,  near  Wilmin^n,  North 
Carolina.  He  was  then  relieved  of  his 
command.  He  was  in  1866  elected  to 
Congress  as  a  Republican,  and  has  sev- 
eral times  been  re-elected.  In  1882  Qen. 
Butler  was  elected  Governor  of  Mas- 
sachusetts on  the  Democratic  ticket. 

Butler,  Joseph,  an  English 
bishop,  the  author  of  Butler^ 9  An- 
alogy and  other  works,  was  bom  in 
1692;  was  appointed  Bishop  of  Bris- 
tol in  1738,  and  Bishop  of  Durham  in 
1750.    Died  1752. 

Butler,  Samuel,  an  English 
wit,  tlie  author  of  Hudibra«y  was  bom 
in  Worcestershire  about  1612.  Died 
1680. 

Byron,  George  Gordon 
Noel,  Lord,  an  English  poet  of 
great  eminence ;  bom  in  London, 
January  22,  1788;  was  the  grandson 
of  John  Bvron,  an  English  admiral, 
and  was  the  son  of  Captain  Byron 
and  Catharine  Gordon,  a  Scottish 
heiress.    In  1790  his  mother,  whose 

Eroperty  had  been  souandered  by  her 
usoand,  and  who  had  finally  been 
deserted  by  him,  removed  with  her 
son  to  Aberdeen,  Scotland.  Here  he 
begin  his  education  at  a  day-school, 
and  was  soon  after  sent  to  the  gram- 


nuir  Khool  of  Aberdeen.  At  the  age 
of  Ian  yean  he  succeeded  to  tlie  eetale 
and  title  of  his  gmt-uncle  William, 
filth  Lord  BvTOii,  who  had  lived  at 
Newstead  Ali1>ey.  He  afterward  stud- 
ied At  the  school  of  Dr.  Glennie,  M 
Dulwich,  and  still  later  at  Harrow. 
While  very  young  he  fonned  a  pas- 
sionate and  unfortunate  altadinient 
for  Mies  Ohaworth,  the  heirees  of  es- 
tates lyine  adjacent  to  Newslead.  Her 
father,  it  is  said,  had  beun  killed  in  a 
duel  by  the  puet'ii  great-uncle  just 
mentioned.  His  \ove  was  not  recip- 
rocated, and  the  lady  was  soon  after- 
ward married  (o  a  gentleman  named 


Byron  entered  Trinity  Coll^:e, 
Cambridge,  in  1805:  he  remained 
^ere  two  yeois,  and  then  letl  before 
obtaining  a  degree.  While  at  the 
luuTersity  he  publislied  hiit  first  vol- 
ume of  poems,  entitled  //our*  q/'  fdle- 
ntm,  which  was  severely  criticised  in 
the  Edinburgh  Reviem.  He  wrote  in 
reply  Engliih  Bardi  and  Scotdt  lit- 
viewert,  a  satire  of  great  power,  in 
which  he  evinced  rare  wit  and  genius. 
It  was,  however,  very  unjust  toward 
several  writers  who  had  never  injui'ed 
him,  and  he  afterward  sincerely  re- 
gretted its  publication. 

Lord  Byron  in  1809  cotnmenceil,  in 
company  with  liis  friend  John  Cani 
Ilobnouse,  the  tour  of  Europe,  He 
returned  to  England  in  about  two 
yeara,  and  soon  after  published  [he 
Srst  two  caniub  of  Ohilde  Hutoid't 
PUgrimagt,  wbicli  met  with  a  must 
remarkable  success.  He  luok  Ills  seat 
in  the  House  of  Lords  at  about  I  be 
sane  time,  and  gave  considerable  at- 
lenUon  (o  political  aflaira.  Two  of 
his  poems,  Tht  Oiaour  and  2'hc 
Bride  of  Abydoi,  appeared  in  1813, 
and   JTu   GiTMir  in  January  of  the 
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Ralph  Millbank,  afterward  Noel.  Of 
this  unioD,  which  proved  to  be  a  most 
unhappy  one,  a  daughter,  Ada,  after- 
ward the  Countess  of  Lovelace,  was 
bom,  December  10, 1815.  Lady  Byron 
soon  after  left  her  husband  and  re- 
turned to  her  father,  taking  this  child 
with  her.  Lord  Byron  never  saw 
either  of  Ihem  again.  In  the  spring 
of  1816  he  went  to  the  Continent, 
fully  resolved  never  again  to  return 
lo  England.     Passing   through   Bel- 

Sum  and  vibiling  the  field  of  Waler- 
0,  he  pr<>ceeaed  to  Switzerland, 
where  he  remained  for  some  lime, 
and  wrote  the  third  canlo  of  Oiiide 
Harold.  He  next  visited  Italy, 
spending  considerable  time  at  Ven- 
ice, Eavenna,  Pisa,  and  other  cilies. 
He  formed  at  Ravenna  a  liaaan  with 
the  beautiful  Countess  Guiccioli,  by 
whom  he  was  greatly  fitscinaled.  He 
removed  in  October,  1822,  to  Genoa, 
and  bis  sympathies  about  this  time 
became  deepiv  interested  in  the  cause 
of  Grecian  iiberly.  Deciding  (o  take 
an  active  part  in  the  struggle  between 
the  Greeks  and  their  Turkish  oppres- 
sois,  he  left  Italy  in  the  summer  of 
1823,  went  lo  Cephalonia,  where  he 
remained  for  several  months,  and 
reached  Miusolonghi  in  the  early 
part  of  1824.

Byton  became  the  poetical  idol  of 
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day.  He  soon  after  produced  Lam 
ITte  Siege  of  Oarinth,  Paruiina,  1%

Byron  married,  January  2,  1815, 
Anna  Isabella,  only  daughter  of  Sir

Up»n  his  arrival  in  Greece,  Lord 
Byron  devoted  his  entire  lime  to  buai- 
nesa,  displaying  uncommon  energy 
and  ability.  W  liile  making  prepara- 
tions, however,  for  the  siege  of  Le- 
panlo,  he  sufiered  greatly  from  ex- 
posure. A  severe  illness  followed,  and 
in  February,  1824,  he  had  a  convul- 
sive fit.  While  remaining  prostrate 
from  this  serious  attack  a  land  of  mu- 
tinous Suliotes  burst  into  his  apart- 
ment and  with  fiirious  threats  de- 
.  manded  their  pay ;  but  Loid  Byron 
I  by  his  cool  and  resolute  courage  soon 
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nduoed  them  to  submisBion.  A  noble- 
man ^  Count  Gramba)  who  was  present 
on  this  occasion  said  of  Lord  Byron : 
"A  more  undaunted  man  in  the  hour 
of  peril  never  breathed."  His  sufler- 
ines  having  been  increased  by  a  severe 
cold,  on  the  9th  of  April  he  was  at^ 
tacked  with  fever,  and  afterward  with 
inflammation  of  the  brain,  which  ter- 
minated his  life  April  19,  1824. 

The  poetry  of  Lord  Byron  is  re- 
markable for  the  intense  emotion 
which  it  expresses,  and  for  the  mar- 
vellous feliaty  and  rare  taste  exhib- 
ited in  its  composition.  ''Lord  By- 
ron," writes  Lord  Macaulav  in  his 
my  on  the  grait  poet,  »  baJ  nothing 
dramatic  in  nis  genius.  He  was  in- 
deed the  reverse  of  a  great  dramatist, 
the  very  antithesis  to  a  great  dra- 


matist. All  his  characters  .  .  .  are 
essentially  the  same.  .  .  .  Never  had 
any  writer  so  vast  a  command  of  the 
whole  eloquence  of  scorn,  misan- 
thropy, and  despair.  .  .  .  From  ma- 
niac laughter  to  piercing  lamenta- 
tion, there  is  not  a  single  note  of 
human  anguish  of  which  he  was  not 
master.  ...  A  few  years  more  will 
destroy  whatever  yet  remains  of  that 
maeical  potency  which  once  belonged 
to  uie  name  of  Byron.  .  .  .  That  nis 
poetry  will  undergo  a  severe  sifting, 
that  mudi  of  what,  has  been  admired 
by  his  contemporaries  will  be  rejected 
as  worthless,  we  have  little  doubt. 
But  we  have  as  little  doubt  that  after 
the  closest  scrutiny  there  will  still  re- 
main much  that  can  only  perish  with 
the  English  laEf;uage." 


CABANEL-CADOGAN. 
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Cabanel,  Alexandre,  a 

French  historical  painter;  bom  in 
1823. 

CabaniSy  Pierre  Jean 
Georgfe,  a  French  philosopher, 
physician,  and  writer;  son  of  Jean 
Baptiste  Cabanis;  bom  at  Conac  in 
1757.  He  studied  medicine  under 
Dnbreuil,  began  practice  at  Auteuil, 
near  Paris,  and  became  intimate  with 
Condorcet,  D*  Alembert,  Br.  Franklin, 
and  Miraoeau.  He  was  chosen  in 
1796  a  member  of  the  Institute,  and 
the  year  following  professor  of  clini- 
cal medicine  at  Paris.  His  wife  was 
a  sister  of  Gen.  Grouchy.  His  most 
important  work  is  entitled  ReUUions 
between  the  Physical  System  and  the 
Mental  Faculties  of  Man,  Died  in 
1808. 

Cabot,  Giovanni,  a  Venetian 
navigator,  was  about  1496  in  the  ser- 
vice of  Henry  VII.  of  England,  and 
the  year  following,  with  his  son  Se- 
bastian, discovered  Newfoundland  and 
a  portion  of  the  North  American  con- 
tinent. 

Cabot,  Sebastian,  son  of  the 
preceding;  bom  at  Bristol,  England, 
about  1477  ;  accompanied  his  father  on 
many  voyages ;  aided  him  in  the  dis- 
covery of  Newfoundland  and  what  is 
supposed  to  have  been  that  portion 
of  tne  mainland  now  known  as  Lab- 
rador. He  afterward  sailed  as  far 
south  as  Cape  Florida.  Entering  the 
service  of  the  King  of  Spain  in  1512, 
he  was  made  by  that  sovereign  a 
member  of  the  Council  of  the  Indies, 
and  in  1526  commanded  an  expedi- 
tion which  explored  the  river  La 
Plata.  Subsequently  returning  to 
England,  he  was  treated  with  great 
consideration  by  Edward  VI.,  who 
granted  him  a  pension.  Cabot  was 
chosen  Governor  of  a  company  formed 
to  trade  with  Russia.  He  is  said  to 
have  been  the  first  person  who  dis- 


covered the  variation  of  the  compass. 
Died  about  1557. 
Cabral,  Pedro  Alvarjfe,  a 

Portuguese  discoverer  and  navigator, 
was  in  1500  given  by  King  Emmanuel 
the  command  of  a  fleet  fitted  out  for 
the  East  Indies.  To  avoid  the  calms 
of  the  African  coast,  he  sailed  west- 
ward so  far  as  to  reach  South  America, 
where  he  discovered  Brazil.  Thence 
he  went  east  around  the  Cape  of  Good 
Hope,  reached  the  Indies,  reduced  the 
Zamorin  of  Calicut,  made  several  other 
conquests,  established  the  first  Portu- 
guese factories  in  India,  and  returned 
to  Portugal  in  1501  with  his  fleet 
loaded  with  rare  and  valuable  mer- 
chandise. The  date  of  his  death  is 
unknown. 

Cade,  John,  a  rebel  in  the 
reign  of  Henry  VI.,  was  bom  in 
Ireland,  and  in  1450,  under  the  as- 
sumed name  of  Mortimer,  led  a  large 
body  of  Kentish  insurgents  toward 
London  and  defeated  the  royalist 
army.  The  gates  of  that  city  were 
then  opened  to  him.  He  remained 
there  lor  a  few  days,  during  which 
time  he  caused  Lord  Say,  an  obnox- 
ious Minister,  to  be  put  to  death. 
Liberal  promises  of  pardon  having 
induced  the  followers  of  Cade  to  dis- 
perse, he  fled  to  Lewes,  where  he  was 
killed. 

Cadog'an,  William,  Earl  and 
Baron  Cadogan,  an  English  general ; 
served  in  1704  at  Blenheim  and  Ra- 
millies  under  the  Duke  of  Marlbor- 
ough, of  whom  Cadogan  was  the  de- 
voted friend.  Promoted  to  the  rank 
of  major-general,  ho  rendered  im- 
portant service  at  Oudenarde  in  1708 
and  at  Malnlaquet  in  1709.  In  171 5L 
when  Marlborough  was  deprived  oi 
command.  Gen.  Cadogan  resigned  his 
commission.  He  was  subsequently 
sent  as  Minister  to  Holland,  was  cre- 
ated a  Baron  in  1716,  and  Earl  of  Ca- 
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dogan  two  years  later.  He  succeeded 
Marlborough  in  1722  as  commander- 
in-chief  of  the  British  army  and  mas- 
ter^enenil  of  ordnance.    Died  1726. 

Cadoudaly  Georgesy  a  royal- 
ist insurgent;  bom  in  Brittany  in 
1769 ;  served  in  the  Yendean  war  in 
179^  became  two  years  later  one  of 
the  chouan  chiefe,  and  was  defeated 
by  Gen.  Hoche  in  1796.  In  1799  he 
raised  another  unsuccessful  revolt,  and 
in  1800^  refusing  the  offers  of  Bona^ 
parte,  who  desired  to  enlist  him  in 
nis  service,  he  formed  with  Pich^ru 
a  conspiracy  against  Napoleon.  After 
remaining  concealed  in  Paris  for  sev- 
eral monttis  he  was  arrested,  and,  with 
hb  accomplices,  was  executed  in  1804. 

Cadwalader,  Georgre,  an 
American  general  *  bom  in  Philadel- 

Shia;  commanded  a  brigade  in  the 
[ezican  war,  and  was  made  a  major- 
general  of  volunteers  in  1862.  Died 
1879. 

Cadwalader,  Johny  an  Amer- 
ican general ;  bom  in  Philadelphia 
in  1743;  commanded  a  brigade  at 
the  battles  of  Princeton,  Brandywine. 
Oermantown,  and  Monmouth.  Died 
1786. 

Cfledmony  known  as  "the  father 
of  English  song,''  was  the  author  of 
an  ode  said  to  he  the  first  specimen  of 
metrical  composition  in  the  Anglo- 
Saxon  tongue.  He  is  favorably  men- 
tioned by  Bede,  who  states  that  C»d- 
mon  was  employed  at  the  monastery 
of  Whitby  as  a  ''cowherd."  Died 
about  680  a.  d. 

Caesar,  Caius  Julius,  a  Ro- 
man general  and  statesman  of  traa- 
soendant  genius,  the  son  of  Lucius 
Ctesar  and  Aurelia,  the  daughter  of 
Cotta,  was  bom  in  July,  100  b.  c.  He 
belonged  to  the  Julia  gens,  one  of  the 
most  ancient  of  the  great  families  of 
Bome ;  it  claimed  descent  direct  from 
Julus,  the  son  of  ^neas.  Drawn  to 
the  party  of  Marius  bv  the  marriage 
of  tnat  leader  to  Julia,  the  aunt  of 
Caesar,  the  latter  was  throueh  the  in- 
fluence of  his  unde  elected  priest  of 
Jupiter,  but  at  the  same  time  incurred 
the  enmity  of  SuUa.    This  hostility 


was  increased,  83  B.  c,  when  Cesar 
married  Cornelia,  the  daughter  of 
Cinna.  The  voung  husbana  was  or- 
dered by  Sulla  to  divorce  his  wife; 
refusing  to  do  so,  he  was  proscribed. 
He  fled  to  the  Sabines,  until,  by  the 
intercession  of  friends,  he  was  reluc- 
tantly pardoned  by  the  Dictator  Sulla, 
who  remarked  to  the  intercessors  that 
thev  would  live  to  repent  their  action, 
and  that  "  in  that  boy  are  many  Mar- 
iuses.'' 

After  serving  with  distinction  in 
the  Roman  army  in  Asia  Minor  and 
attending  the  lectures  of  Apollonius 
Molo  at  Rhodes,  Csesar,  learning  of 
the  death  of  Sulla,  returned  to  Rome, 
where  he  exerted  every  art  to  win  the 
love  and  esteem  of  the  people.  To 
attain  this  object  he  expended  great 
sums  of  money,  and,  borrowing  large 
amounts  from  the  usurers,  became 
deeply  involved  financially.  He  was 
elected  to  the  offices  of  Pontifex  Max- 
imus  (chief  pontifiT)  and  pnetor.  His 
wife,  Cornelia,  having  di^  in  68  B.  c, 
he  married,  during  the  next  year, 
Pompeia,  a  relative  of  Pompey  and 
granddaughter  of  Sulla.  In  61  b.  c. 
he  was  sent  as  propraetor  to  Spain, 
where  he  greatly  distinguished  him- 
self both  as  a  general  and  as  a  civil 
magistrate,  and  where  he  was  saluted 
bv  nis  army  as  Jmperator.  He  was 
elected  Consul  in  60  b.  c,  with  L.  Cal- 
pumius  Bibulus  as  his  colleague.  He 
soon  after  gave  his  daughter  Julia  in 
marriage  to  Pompey,  and  formed  with 
CrasBus  and  Pompey  that  secret  alli- 
ance known  as  the  First  Triumvirate. 

Sustained  bv  such  influence.  Csesar 
readily  carried  his  measures  through 
the  Roman  Senate.  The  government 
of  Gaul  and  Ulyria  was  decreed  to  him 
for  five  years.  In  58  he  went  to  Trans- 
alpine Gaul,  and  within  that  year 
triumphantly  terminated  two  formi- 
dable wars — one  against  the  Hclvetii, 
the  other  a^inst  the  Germans.  The 
year  following  he  reduced  to  subieo- 
tion  various  tribes  of  the  Belgse  liv- 
ing between  the  Rhine  and  the  Seine. 
Soon  after,  with  his  forces  divided 
and  under  the  command  of  different 


^enkla,  he  quelled  Beveral  ii 
UODB,  reduced  nearly  tlie  whole  of 
QauI  lo  complete  subjeilion,  and  wir- 
^■ed  and  deelroyed  two  powerful 
Qertnan  tribee  or  nations  vrlio  had  in- 
vaded that  country  with  the  intention 
of  pennanentlv  eatabliahing  theni- 
■elvea  there,  "To  yet  further  instil 
the  terror  of  the  Kuman  arnu  into 
the  mindH  of  the  Germans,  he  crosaed 
the  Rhine  and  ravaged  (he  country 
of  the  Sigarabri.  Immediately  after 
(65  B.  c),  he  invaded  Britain,  and 
the  year  following  defenled  Prince 
CalBlTellaunua,  the  leader  or  generat- 
inimo  of  the  Tarinus  British  tribee, 
and  compelled  them  to  deliver  up 
hoetagee  and  lo  pay  tribute. 

CEeaar  was  next  (Ailed  upon  lo  quell 
■everal  revolts  in  Uaul,  wtiieli  he  did 
promptly.  In  5a  B.  c,  however,  a 
general  iiuiurre<Ttion,  hea<leil  by  V'er- 
cingetorix,anol)lemanoi'  the  Arverui, 
broke  out  The  insu^enls  at  timi 
captured  some  iinporlant  poeiliona, 
ana  obliged  Cteear  to  retreat  until  one 
of  bis  lieutenanta  coiilJ  join  him. 
He  then  defeated  and  captured  Ver- 
dogetnriz,  and  the  year  following  ef- 
fectually completed  the  pacification 
of  Gaal.  It  is  said  that  in  the  course 
of  Char's  Gallic  wara  a  million  of 
men  were  slain,  eight  hundred  cities 
and  towns  were  captured,  and  three 
hundred  tribee  subdued.  A  wider 
sphere  of  actio)!  now  awaited  hini. 
Instigated  by  jealousy,  Pompey  had 
become  his  enemy,  and,  while  he  re- 
tained his  own  command,  induced  the 
Senate  to  deprive  CKsar  of  his  t^iona 
and  authority.  The  latter  croeaed  the 
Kubicon  in  January,  49  h.  c,  compel- 
led Pompey  to  fly,  and  became  in  two 
months  master  of  Italy.  He  then 
hastened  to  Spain  and  defeated  the 
partisans  of  Punipey.  Keturninit  to 
Kom^  he  was  declared  Dictator,  and 
then  Consul.  Immediately  after,  he 
led  hb  armies  into  Greece  and  won  a 
decisive  victory  over  his  gn-at  rival 
at  the  battle  of  Phamalia,  iS 
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diepute  existing  between  Ptolemy  and 
bis  BJsier,  Cleopatra,  reapeeting  their 
claims  to  the  throne  of  that  country, 
the  conqueror,  enamored  of  the 
charms  of  the  latter,  decided  in  her 
favor.  Before  returning  to  Home  he 
gained  a  decisive  victory  over  Phar- 
naces,  Kingof  Pontua,  nearZela.  To 
announce  tliis  victory  Casar  wrote  to 
the  Koman  Senate  the.  famous  letter 
of  three  words ;_  "Veni,  vidi,  vici." 
Remaining  in  Rome  but  a  short  lime, 
lie  returned  lo  Africa,  defeated  the 
partisiiiui  of  Pompey  under  the  lead- 
ership of  Cato  and  Scipio,  was  hon- 
ored by  four  separate  triumphs,  ha»- 
lened  lo  !:^pain,  where  the  sons  of 
Pompey  had  raised  a  powerful  army, 
and  won  a  comuleie  victory  over  them 
at  Munda  in  March,  45  b.  c. 

All  of  C'ssar'H  enemiea  in  arms  had 
now  been  vauquiubed.  lie  waa  cre- 
ated perpetLial  Dictator  and  Prnfectus 
Morum.  lie  received  from  the  Sen- 
I  ale  the  title  of  Imperator,  and,  as 
,  Pontifex  Maximiis,  he  controlled  the 
I  religion  of  the  Slate.  He  desired 
I  also  the  title  of  King;  but,  perceiv- 
I  inn;  that  the  people  were  bitterly  prej- 
I  ucliced  against  the  title,  he  refused  a 
golden  crown  ofiered  him  at  the  fe«i- 
val  of  Lupercalia  by  his  devoted  ad- 
herent Mark  Antony.  He  ruled  with 
fireat  wiwiom  and  moderation,  intro- 
duced many  reforms,  and  was  the  fa- 
vorite of  the  maieeH,  though  hated 
and  feared  by  Ihe  patricians  of  Rome. 
A  conspiracy  was  formed  against  him 
by  Brums,  Caseins,  and  others,  who 
assassinated  him  in  Ihe  Senate-house 
on  the  Idee  of  March,  44  B.C. 

Cssor  ia  regarded  by  many  as  the 

Srcaleet  man  this  world  has  pro- 
uced.  As  a  general  he  was  remark- 
able for  both  his  caiiiion  and  his  dar- 
ing, deliberate  in  forming  his  plans, 
prompt  and  courat;eous  in  ihcir  exe- 
cution. In  the  originality  of  his  con- 
ceptions and  the  fertility  of  bia  re- 
sources he  seems  lo  have  been  superior 
to  every  other  commanaer.  He  np- 
peara  never  to  have  repeated  the  same 
stratagem,  but  lo  have  hod  a  new  ex- 
pedient  fur  every  emergency.    Pre- 
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eminent  as  were  his  militiur^  talents, 
he  was  not  eminent  for  military  tal- 
ents alone.  I{e  was  an  astute  and 
profound  statesman,  a  wise  ruler,  a 
writer  of  rare  excellence.  His  Com' 
meniaries  alone  would  have  rendered 
immortal  the  name  of  any  other  man. 

Cagrliari,  Paolo,  an  Italian 
painter  known  as  Paul  Veronese, 
was  bom  at  Verona  about  1530.  He  re- 
ceived lessons  from  Badile,  his  uncle, 
and  afterward  painted  with  great  suc- 
cess at  Venice,  Rome,  and  other  cities 
of  Italv.  He  was  especially  distin- 
guishea  as  a  colorist  and  for  the  rich- 
ness of  his  imagination.  Died  in 
Venice  in  1588. 

Cagrliostroy  Alexander, 
Count,  a  charlatan  and  impostor 
whose  proper  name  was  Giuseppe 
Balsanio,  was  bom  at  Palermo,  in 
Sicily,  about  1745.  He  travelled  under 
various  names  as  a  physician,  an  astrol- 
oger, and  a  sorcerer  through  diflerent 
portions  of  Europe,  Asia,  and  Africa. 
In  1780  he  visited  France,  where  he 
lived  in  great  splendor  and  acquired 
a  hi^h  reputation  by  his  skill  as  a 
physician  and  b^  his  liberality ;  but 
ne  became  implicated  witli  the  Car- 
dinal de  Bohan  in  the  afiair  of  the 
Diamond  Necklace,  and  was  thrown 
into  the  Bastille.  Being  declared  in- 
nocent, he  was  liberated.  He  went  to 
Bome,  where  he  was  tried  and  impris- 
oned for  Freemasonry.  Died  in  the 
castle  of  St  Angelo  in  1795. 

Caille,  de  la,  Nicolas  liOuis, 
a  French  astronomer;  bom  at  Bu- 
migny  in  1713;  began  the  study  of 
astronomy  at  an  early  age,  and  obtain- 
ed, through  the  influence  of  Cassini,  a 
position  in  the  observatory  at  Paris. 
lie  was  afterward  appointed  professor  I 
of  mathematics  in  Mazarin  College,  j 
He  attempted  to  rectify  the  catalogue  ' 
of  the  stars,   and    for  that  purpose 
visited  in   1751  the  Cape  of  Good  ; 
Hope,  where  he  remained  about  two  ' 
years  under  pay  from  the    French  I 
government     During    that  time  he  I 
accurately  observed  about  ten  thou-  | 
sand  stars  and  ascertained  their  ex- 
act position.    He  was  the  author  g( 


several  scientific  works,  all  of  which 
were  distinguished  for  their  accuracy. 
Died  at  Paris  in  1762. 

Caillet,  Guillaume,  a  French 
peasant,  the  leader  of  the  insurrec- 
tion called  the  Jacquerie,  which 
broke  out  in  the  North  of  France 
in  1358.  During  this  revolt  several 
provinces  were  ravaged,  many  nobles 
and  gentlemen  were  put  to  death,  and 
more  than  two  hunared  castles  were 
burned.  The  insurgents  were,  how- 
ever, subdued,  and  Caillet  was  cap- 
tured and  beheaded  in  1359. 

Caius,  John,  an  English  phy- 
sician; bom  "in  1510;  graduated  at 
the  University  of  Cambridge;  re- 
moved to  London;  became  success- 
ively physician  to  Edward  VI.,  Mary, 
and  Elizabeth.  He  was  the  founder  of 
Caius  College  at  Cambridge,  and  was 
the  author  ot  several  works.  Died  1 57 3. 

Ci^etau,  Tliomas  de  Vio,  an 
Italian  prelate ;  bom  in  1469 ;  was  in 
1517  created  a  Cardinal  by  Leo  X., 
who  sent  him  to  Germany  to  induce 
Luther  to  return  to  the  Catholic 
Church.  He  is  stated  to  have  been 
the  first  churchman  who  maintained 
the  absolute  infallibility  of  the  Pope. 
Died  1534. 

Caldara,  Polidoro,  an  Italian 
painter,  also  known  as  Carava^- 
giOf  was  bom  in  the  Milanese  m 
1492.  He  received  lessons  at  Bome 
from  Maturino,  and  soon  acquired 
such  skill  in  his  art  that  he  was  em- 
ploved  by  Baphael  to  paint  the  friezes 
m  the  Vatican.  He  executed  some  his- 
torical pieces,  but  excelled  in  land- 
scapes. He  was  murdered  by  his  ser- 
vant at  Messina  in  1543. 

Calder,  Sir  Robert,  a  British 
admiral ;  bom  at  Elgin,  Scotland,  in 
1745.  As  a  captain  ne  distinguished 
himself  at  the  naval  battle  off  Cape 
St.,  Vincent,  and  was  knighted  imme- 
diately after.  He  was  made  vice-ad- 
miral in  1804.  In  July  of  the  year 
following,  after  an  indecisive  battle 
with  the  combined  fleets  of  France  and 
Spain,  he  ordered  a  retreat,  for  which 
he  was  censured  by  a  court-martial. 
Died  1818. 
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Calderon  de  la  Barca,  Don 

PedrOy  one  of  the  meet  celebrated 
of  Spanish  dramatists,  was  born  in 
1600;  produced  his  first  drama,  en- 
titled The  Chariot  of  Heaven^  at  the 
age  of  thirteen;  entered  the  army, 
and  served  durine  several  campaigns 
in  ItaJ^  and  the  Netherlands.  He  was 
invited  to  Madrid  by  Philip  IV.,  who 
liberally  patronized  him  and  made 
him  a  knight.  He  took  orders  in 
1652,  and  became  Canon  of  Toledo. 
Like  Lope  de  Ve^a,  as  whose  ec^ual 
he  has  been  regarded  by  some  critics, 
he  was  a  most  voluminous  writer.  He 
possessed  a  powerful  and  brilliant  im- 
affination,  and  many  of  his  works  are 
distinguished  for  the  interesting,  natu- 
ral, and  sublime  passages  which  they 
contain ;  but,  uncontroued  by  conven- 
tional rules,  he  wrote  much  that  was 
absurd  and  extravagant.  He  is  said 
to  have  produced  more  than  fifteen 
hundred  plays.    Died  1683. 

Calderon,  Pliilippe  Her- 
mogrtoe^  a  French  painter;  bom 
in  1833. 

Calhoun,  John  Caldwell,  a 
statesman ;  bom  in  South  Carolina  in 
March,  1782 ;  the  son  of  Patrick  Cal- 
houn, a  native  of  Ireland.  He  studied 
at  Yale  College,  where  in  1802  he 
graduated  with  aistinction,  read  law, 
and  was  admitted  to  the  bar.  In  1808 
he  was  elected  to  the  Legislature  of 
South  Carolina,  and  in  1810  was 
chosen  to  Congress  as  a  Democrat. 
He  became  a  prominent  leader  of  the 
war-party,  and  soon  acquired  a  na- 
tional reputation.  He  favored  a  pro- 
tective tans'  and  the  United  States 
Bank.  In  1817  he  was  appointed  to 
the  Cabinet  of  President  Monroe  as 
Secretary  of  War.  He  was  elected 
Vice-President  of  the  United  States 
in  1824,  with  John  Quincy  Adams  as 
'President,  and  was  re-elected  to  the 
same  office  in  1828. 

The  people  of  South  Carolina  be- 
lieving that  a  protective  tariif  was 
detrimental  to  tne  interests  of  that 
State,  Mr.  Calhoun  changed  his 
course  and  became  an  advocate  of 
the  doctrine  of  free  trade,  and  ad-

vanced  the  theory  that  a  State  may 
nullify  unconstitutional  laws.  At  that 
time  both  Calhoun  and  Van  Buren 
aspired  to  the  Presidency,  but  the 
President  favored  the  claims  of  the 
latter,  and  thereby  incurred  the  en- 
mity of  the  Vice-President.  He  re- 
signed in  1832,  and  was  chosen  a  Sen- 
ator of  the  United  States. 

By  the  advice  and  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Mr.  Calhoun,  a  convention  held 
in  South  Carolina  in  1832  adopted  an 
ordinance  to  nullify  the  tarifi',  and 
prepared  to  resist  by  force  the  collec- 
tion of  the. revenue;  but  the  Presi- 
dent soon  suppressed  the  incipient  re- 
bellion by  preparing  to  meet  force 
with  force,  and  by  declaring  that 
upon  the  commission  of  the  first 
overt  act  of  treason  Calhoun  should 
be  arrested  and  tried  for  that  crime. 
Mr.  Calhoun  aiterward  supported 
the  compromise  tariff'  of  1833  and 
acted  with  the  Whig  party  in  oppos- 
ing Jackson's  policy  relative  to  the 
United  States  Bank.  He  was  the 
avowed  champion  of  slavery,  which 
he  insisted  was  a  positive  political 
and  social  good,  hoping  thereby  to 
form  a  solid  South  that  would  aid 
him  in  his  ambitious  projects.  Re- 
tiring from  the  Senate  in  1833,  he 
was  the  next  year  appointed  Secre- 
tary of  State  by  Mr.  Tyler,  in  which 
position  he  signed  the  treaty  for  the 
annexation  of  Texas  to  this  country. 
He  returned  to  the  Senate  in  1845. 
and  opposed  the  Mexican  war  and 
the  Wilmot  Proviso.    Died  in  1860. 

Caligula,  Caius  Caesar,  a 
Roman  Emperor ;  son  of  Germanicns 
and  Agrippma;  succeeded  Tiberius, 
37  A.  D.  His  reign  began  under 
favorable  auspices.  He  was  popu- 
lar and  for  several  months  governed 
wisely.  He  soon,  however,  exhibited 
the  most  brutal  passions  and  became 
a  monster  of  cruelty.  He  claimed  a 
divine  character,  and  had  a  temple 
erected  in  honor  of  himself.  He  is 
supposed  by  many  to  have  been  in- 
sane. At  one  time  he  expressed  a 
wish  that  the  Roman  people  had  but 
one  head,  that  he  might  decapitate  it 
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at  a  single  blow.  His  place  in  history 
is  among  the  most  infamous  of  nilers. 
A  conspiracy  having  been  formed 
against  him,  lie  was  assassinated  41

Callcotty  Sir  Augustus 
Wall,  an  English  landscape-painter 
of  distinction;  bom  in  1779;  was  in 
1810  elected  a  member  of  the  Koyal 
Academy,  and  was  knighted  in  1837. 
Died  1844. 

Callcotty  John  -Wall,  an  Eng- 
lish musical  composer,  brother  of  the 
preceding.     Born  1766 ;  died  1821. 

CalliciateSy  one  of  the  architects 
of  the  Parthenon  at  Athens ;  flourished 
about  the  middle  of  the  fifth  century 
B.  c. 

CallicratidaSy  a  Spartan  general 
of  distinction,  was  killed  in  battle  by 
the  Athenians,  406  B.  c. 

CallimachuSy  a  Greek  poet; 
bom  at  Cyrene,  and  flourishcKl  at 
Alexandria  between  260  and  240  b.  c. 

CallinuSy  of  Ephesus,  the  most 
ancient  of  the  Greek  elegiac  poets ; 
flourished  more  than  600  years  b.  c. 

Calo- Joannes,  or  Joannes 
n.  ComnenuSy  Emperor  of  the 
East,  was  bom  in  1088.  He  succeeded 
his  father,  Alexis  I.,  in  1118  A.  D. 
Died  114a. 

Calonne,  de,  Charles  Alex- 
andre,  a  French  statesman ;  bom  at 
Douai  in  1734 ;  was  in  1783  appointed 
Controller-General  of  Finances,  and 
in  1786  advised  an  Assembly  of  Nota- 
blesy  whose  meeting  eventually  led  to 
the  French  Revolution.    Died  1802. 

Calpuriiia,  daughter  of  L.  Cal- 
purnius  Pisa  became  the  fourth  and 
last  wife  of  J  ulius  Caesar  in  59  b.  c. 

Calverty  CeciliuSy  second  Lord 
Baltimore,  was  the  first  proprietor  of 
Maryland.  He  was  the  son  of  the 
first  Lord  Baltimore.  He  did  not 
himself  reside  in  Maryland,  but  ap- 
pointed as  deputy  his  brother  Leon- 
ard, who  reacned  the  colony  in  1634 
with  about  two  hundred  persons, 
mostly  Catholics,  of  gentle  birth. 
The  colony  was  treated  by  the  pro- 
prietor in  the  most  liberal  manner, 
and  became  very  prosperous.    Lord 


Baltimore  is  especially  distinguished 
as  one  of  the  pioneers  of  civil  and  re- 
ligious liberty.  Died  1676  at  an  ad- 
vanced age. 

Calvert,  George,  first  Lord 
Baltimore,  and  fieither  of  the  preced- 
ing, was  bom  in  England  about  1580, 
and  was  the  descendant  of  ft  noble 
Flemish  family  of  the  same  name. 
He  studied  at  Oxford  University.  He 
was  appointed  by  James  I.  one  of  the 
principal  secretaries  of  state,  which 
office  he  resigned  in  1624,  when  he 
avowed  his  conversion  to  the  Roman 
Catholic  faith.  James,  however,  re- 
tained him  in  the  Privy  Council  and 
created  him  Baron  (in  the  Irish  peer- 
age) of  Baltimore|^  in  Longford  County, 
Ireland.  Obtaining  a  grant  from  that 
sovereign  of  a  large  tract  of  land  in 
Newfoundland,  he  founded  there  at 
great  expense,  and  for  several  years 
sustained,  a  colony  named  Avalon. 
Owing  to  the  rigorous  climate  and 
difficulties  with  the  French,  his  efiorts 
were  not  crowned  with  success.  De- 
sirous, however,  of  securing  a  place 
where  his  fellow-Catholics  ooula  en- 
joy liberty  of  worship,  he  visited 
Virginia  in  1628  and  explored  the 
adjacent  territory.  Returning  to 
England,  he  obtained  from  Charles 
I.  a  grant  of  land  embracing  the  pres- 
ent State  of  Maryland.  His  aeath 
occurring  in  1632,  before  the  charter 
was  issued,  that  instrument  was  made 
out  directly  to  his' son  Cecilius,  noticed 
above.  It  is  supposed  to  have  been 
drafted  by  Lord  Baltimore  himself, 
but  was  dated  June  20, 1632.  It  guar- 
anteed civil  and  religious  liberty  to 
the  colonists  and  their  exemption 
from  English  taxation. 

"  Calvert,"  says  Bancroft,  "deserves 
to  be  ranked  among  the  most  wise  and 
benevolent  law^vers  of  all  ages.  He 
was  the  first  in  the  history  of  the 
Christian  world  to  seek  for  religious 
security  and  peace  by  the  practice  of 
justice,  and  not  by  the  exercise  of 
power ;  to  plan  the  establishment  of 
popular  institutions  with  the  enjoy- 
ment of  liberty  of  conscience ;  to  ad- 
vance the  career  of  civilitation  by 
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reooffnixing  the  rightful  equality  of 
all  Christian  sects. 

Calyiiiy  tJoliiiy  one  of  the  great- 
est of  Protestant  Reformers,  was  bom 
at  Noyon,  in  Picardy,  July  10,  1509. 
His  £unily-name  was  Cauvin,  which, 
according  to  the  custom  of  the  period, 
he  Latinized  as  Calvinus.  His  father 
fimt  destined  him  for  the  Church,  but 
afterward  for  the  profession  of  civil 
law.  Embracing  Protestantism,  he 
was  compelled  to  quit  France.  He 
finally,  by  the  urgent  persuasions  of 
Farel  and  other  prominent  Reformers, 
settled  in  Oeneva,  where  he  wa«  elect- 
ed preacher  and  teacher  of  theology. 
A  controversy  with  the  city  authori- 
ties, however,  obliged  him  subsequentr 
ly  to  leave  that  city,  and  he  withdrew 
to  Strasburg.  In  1541  he  was  recalled 
to  Geneva,  where,  from  that  time,  he 
exercised  almost  absolute  authority, 
and  where  he  established  the  Pres- 
byterian form  of  church  government. 
The  most  remarkable  feature  of  his 
doctrines  is  that  of  predestination  to 
eternal  happiness  or  misery  by  the 
absolute  decree  of  God.  To  this  doc- 
trine especially  is  applied  the  term 
"Calvinism."  While  he  advocated 
with  great  ability  the  right  of  him- 
self and  his  followers  to  religious 
liberty,  he  was  not  inclined  to  extend 
the  same  privileges  to  those  who 
believed  differently  from  himself; 
and  his  treatment  of  Scrvetus,  who 
was  burned  at  the  stake,  has  fixed 
upon  his  character  an  indelible  stain. 
Died  m  1664. 

Cambac^r^Sy  de,  Jean 
Jacques  B^^rii^y  &  French  states- 
man; bom  in  1757:  was  elected  to 
the  National  Assembly  in  1792,  and 
as  chairman  of  the  Committee  of 
Public  Safety  in  1794,  after  the  fall 
of  Robespierre,  contributed  greatly 
to  the  termination  of  the  Reign  of 
Terror.  He  was  in  1799  Second  Con- 
sul under  Bonaparte,  and  was  subse- 
quently created  Archchancellor,  Duke 
of  Parma,  President  of  the  Senate,  and 
Grand  Eagle  of  the  Legion  of  Honor. 
Died  1824. 

Cambronne,      Pierre 


Jacques  il^tieiine.  Baron,  a 
French  general ;  born  in  1770.  He 
served  in  La  Vend^  under  Hoche,  in 
Switzerland  under  Massena,  and  after- 
ward entered  the  Imperial  Guard.  At 
Waterloo  he  was  in  command  of  that 
famous  corps ;  and  when  the  battle  was 
lost  and  he  was  summoned  to  surren- 
der, he  refused,  and  fell  covered  with 
wounds.  He  was  taken  prisoner  and 
carried  to  London.  The  famous 
phrase,  ''  The  Guard  dies,  and  never 
surrenders,"  was  attributed  to  him, 
but  he  disowned  it.  In  1815  he  was 
admitted  to  the  Chamber  of  Peers,  and 
at  the  revolution  of  1830  was  restored 
to  his  rank  in  the  army.    Died  1842. 

Caiiibysesy  King  of  the  Medes 
and  Persians,  was  the  son  of  Cyrus 
the  Great,  whom  he  succeeded  in  530 
B.  o.  After  currying  on  a  successful 
war  against  Kgypt,  he  died  in  522 
from  an  accidental  wound. 

CauieroUy  Siiuou,  an  Ameri- 
can statesman ;  bom  in  Pennsyl- 
vania, March  8,  1799;  learned  the 
trade  of  a  printer;  was  editor  of  a 
newspaper  in  1820,  and,  afterward 
removing  to  Harrisburg,  became  the 
manager  of  the  leading  Democratic 
paper  of  the  State.  He  was  in  1832 
chosen  President  of  a  bank,  and  in  a 
short  time  President  of  two  railroad 
companies.  He  was  elected  to  the 
United  States  Senate  from  Pennsyl- 
vania in  1845,  united  with  the  Re- 
publican party  in  1856,  and  was  again 
elected  to  the  United  States  Senate. 
He  was  appointed  Secretary  of  War 
by  President  Lincoln  in  March,  1861, 
was  sent  as  Minister  to  Russia  in  Jan- 
uary, 1862,  and  was  again  elected  to  the 
United  States  Senate  in  1866  and  1872. 

Cauiillus,  Marcus  Furius, 
was  chosen  Dictator  of  Rome  in  396 
B.  c,  and  was  four  times  re-elected  to 
the  same  position.  He  gained  nu- 
merous victories  over  Volscians, 
Guuls,  and  other  enemies  of  Rome, 
and  is  said  to  have  twice  defeated^the 
great  leader  Brennus.    Died  364  b.  c. 

Camoeusy  Luis,  or  Luiz,  the 
greatest  of  Portuguese  poets,  was  bom 
of  a  noble   family  at   Lisbon  about 
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1517,  and  studied  at  Goimbra.  An 
amour  with  a  lady  of  honor  at  court 
caused  hinrto  be  exiled  to  Santarem, 
and  was  the  source  of  most  of  the 
misfortunes  which  clouded  hb  subse- 
quent career.  While  at  that  place  he 
wrote  numerous  elegiac  verses.  He 
accompanied  the  Portuguese  expe- 
dition against  Morocco  as  a  vol- 
unteer, lost  an  eye  in  an  engage- 
ment, and  distinguished  himself 
for  braverpr  on  several  fields  of  bat- 
tle. Finding,  on  hb  return  to  court, 
that  neither  hb  military  talents 
nor  hb  poetic  genius  could  pro- 
cure his  advancement^  he  sailed  for 
Ladia  in  1553,  exclaiming  in  the 
words  of  Sdpio,  as  he  left  his  native 
land,  **  UngrateAil  countir !  thou  shalt 
not  possess  my  bones"  ("  Ingrata  pa- 
tria,  non  possidebb  ossa  mea  *').  Alter 
taking  part  in  several  militaiy  enter- 
prises, he  wrote  a  political  satire  enti- 
tled FoUiea  in  Indvoj  for  which  he  was 
banbhed  from  Groato  Macao,  where  he 
composed  The  Lusiad,  the  greatest  of 
hb  works.  He  was  afterward  recalled 
to  Goa,  but  was  shipwrecked  on  the 
way,  and  saved  the  Lutiad  only  by 
holding  it  above  the  waves  as  he 
swam  ashore.  That  poem  was  pub- 
lished in  1572,  three  years  after  his 
return  to  Portugal,  and  was  univer- 
sally admired.  A  mere  pittance  as  a 
pension  was  granted  him  oy  King  Se- 
bastian, but  even  that  was  withdrawn 
by  King  Henry.  Camoens  died  in 
great  poverty  in  1579.  He  was  the 
author  of  many  other  poems  of  great 
merit,  and  his  rare  genius,  in  connec- 
tion with  the  ungenerous  treatment 
which  he  received,  has  caused  him  to 
be  considered  as  "  the  glory  and  shame 
of  Portugal." 

Campan,  Jeanne  Louise 
Heniiette  G^nest,  Madame, 
a  French  lady  distingubhed  tls  a 
teacher ;  bom  in  Paris  in  1 752 ; 
opened  a  boarding-school  at  St.  Ger- 
main, and  was  patronized  by  Napo- 
leon I.    Died  1822. 

Campbell,  Alexander,  D.  p., 
founder  of  the  religious  sect  which 
bears  hb  name,  was  bom  in  the  coun- 


ty of  Antrim,  in  Ireland,  in  1788.  He 
removed  to  the  United  States  in  1809, 
began  to  preach  hb  peculiar  religious 
system,  and  in  1841  founded  Bethany 
(Jollege  in  Virginia.     Died  1866. 

Campbell,  Colin,  Lord  Clyde, 
a  general;  bom  in  Glasgow,  Scot- 
land, in  1792.  Entering  the  British 
army  in  1808,  he  fought  m  the  Penin- 
sula until  1814,  and  against  the  Chi- 
nese in  1842.  He  afterward  served 
with  great  distinction  during  the  Cri- 
mean war  and  in  India,  and  added  to 
hb  renown  by  the  relief  of  Lucknow 
in  November,  1857.  He  was  raised 
to  the  peerage  in  1858.     Died  1863. 

Campbell,  John,  Lobd,  Lord 
Chancellor  of  England,  was  bom  in 
Scotland  in  1779,  and  entered  Par- 
liament as  a  Whig  in  1830.  Hebe- 
came  Solicitor-General  in  1882,  Attor- 
ney-General in  1834,  Lord  Chancellor 
of  Ireland  in  1841^  Chief-Justice  of  the 
Queen's  Bench  in  1850,  and  Lord 
Chancellor  of  England  in  1859.  He 
was  raised  to  the  peerage  in  1841  as 
Baron  Campbell,  and  was  the  author 
of  two  celebratea  works,  2'he  Lives  q^ 
the  Lwd  Chancellors  and  Keejiers  of  the 
Great  Seal  of  England^  and  Lives  nf  the 
Chid-Jvstices  of  Enaland.     Died  1861. 

Campbell,  Thomas,  a  British 
poet ;  bom  at  Glasgow  in  1777  ;  stud- 
ied at  the  university  in  that  city,  and 
at  an  early  age  attained  distinction  as 
a  classical  scholar.  His  poem  The 
Pleasures  of  Hope,  which  appeared  in 
1799,  met  with  the  greatest  success, 
and  fully  establish^  the  literary 
fame  of  the  author.  The  year  fol- 
lowing he  visited  the  Continent  and 
was  present  at  the  battle  of  Hohen- 
linden,  which  furnished  him  the 
theme  for  a  lyric  of  exquisite  beauty. 
He  returned  to  Scotland,  resided  for 
some  time  at  Edinburgh,  and  then 
removed  to  London.  From  1820  to 
1830  he  was  the  editor  of  a  very  suc- 
cessful literary  enterprise  callcKl  the 
New  Monthly  Magaxine,  and  in  1827 
was  elected  Lord  Rector  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Glasgow.  He  died  in  1844, 
and  was  buried  in  Westminster  Ab- 
bey.   Among  the  best  known  of  hb 
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oUi«r  poem*  nre  Otrb-wU  of  Wyoming, 
LadtUtt  Warning,  The  Exile  of  Eiin, 
mod  (/Oonnor'i  ChUd. 

CanAl,  or  CanalettOi  Anto- 
nio, Ml  lUlian  poiater :  bom  ia  Ven- 
ice in  1697.  Hia  isther  being  a  scene- 
punter,  his  ■ttention  was  Gnt  given 
to  that  branch  of  the  art.  After  Btiidy- 
ing  in  Kome  he  returned  to  bin  native 
city,  where  he  became  a  successful 
ftrtut,  particularly  excelling  in  liuid- 
■capes  and  perapeclive  views.  It  U 
■aid  that  he  «as  the  first  to  use  the 
camervobscura  in  painting.  Hia 
works,  which  are  mimeroua,  have 
been  tnuch  admired  by  some  critics 
and  bitterly  criticised  by  others.  Died 
1768. 

Candollet  de,  Auffuetln 
Pyramus,  a  botanist  and  natural- 
bt;  of  French  extraction;  burn  jn 
Geneva,  1778.  He  was  the  authorof 
several  scientific  works  of  great  merit. 
Died  184]. 

Canning,  George,  an  English 
■tatesman  and  orator,  the  son  of  an 
Irish  barrister  of  the  same  name,  was 
bom  in  London,  April  II,  1770.  He 
■todied  at  Eton  and  at  Christ  Church. 
Oxford,  where  he  gained  several 
He  afterward,  intending  to 
t  a  barrister,  entered  himself 

a  member  at  Lincoln's  1  III!  Fields, 
but  was  induced  by  his  friend  Sheri- 
dan to  give  up  the  etudy  uf  law  and 
todevole  his  attention  to  politics.  He 
entered  Parliament  as  a  Tory  in  1793 
and  three  years  later  was  appointed 
Undersecretary  of  Stale.  He  mar- 
ried, in  179fl,  Miss  Scott,  a  sister  of 
the  Ducheea  of  I'ortland,  and  an  heir- 
en  of  great  wealth.  He  resigned 
with  Mr.  Pitt,and  relumed  with  him 
•sain  to  office  as  Treasurer  uf  the 
JJavy,  and  aflerwani  liecame  Secre- 
tary of  State  for  Foreign  A  Hairs. 
The  Walchereii  expedition,  in  1IJ09, 
having  produced  a  quarrel  between 
Mr.  Ginning  and  Lotd  Castlereagh,  a 
duel  was  fought  between  them,  in 
which  the  former  was  wounded  in 
the  thigh.  He  resigned  his  poeiticm 
of  SecretAiv,  wu  sent  as  Minister  to 
Iid>oD,  and  WHS  afterward  appointed 


Governor-General  of  India,  but  be- 
fore embarking  he  was  tendered  by 
Lord  Liverpool  his  former  position 
of  Secretary  for  Foreign  Affiiiti 
which  he  accepted,  and  held  until 
the  death  of  that  statesnuui,  when  he 
himitelf  became  Premier,  in  April, 
1827.    Died  in  August  of  the  same 

Oanova,  AntoniOt  an  Italian 
sculptor ;  born  at  Poesagno,  in  Vene- 
tia,  N'ovember  1,  1757 ;  was  the  eon 
of  F.  Canova,  a  sculptor  and  archi- 
tect. He  received  lessons  in  art  at 
Venice  from  Torretti  and  Ferrari, 
his  group  of  "  DsdaluB  and  Icania, 
which  he  produced  there,  attracting 
great  admiration.  He  exhibited  the 
same  at  Rome  the  year  following,  and 
in  1762  removed  his  studio  to  that 
city,  where  he  was  ahortly  recogniied 
as  the  greatest  sculptor  of  the  age. 
Having  in  1S02  visiled  Paris  on  the 
invitation  of  Bonaparte,  he  executed 
an  admirable  statue  of  the  First  Con- 
sul, which  afterward  came  inlo  the 
Ion  of  the  Duke  of  Welling- 
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the  Institute  of  France  and,  upon  his 
return  to  Home,  Praudent  of  tlie  Acad- 
emy of  St.  Luke,  and  about  1815  was 
created  Marquess  of  Ischia. 

Canova  e^ieculed  during  his  life 
fifty  statues,  aa  many  busts,  and  nu- 
merous groups  and  cenotaphs.  Among 
(he  greatest  of  his  works  may  be  men- 
tioned "Theeeus  and  the  Minotaur," 
"The  Graces,"  "Venus  Victorious," 
with  the  features  of  Pauline  Bona- 

Birle,  and  a  statue  of  Washington, 
ied  at  Venice  in  Octolier,  1822. 
Canrobertt  Francois  Cer- 
tain, a  Senator  and  Manhal  of 
FranL-e;  born  June  7, 1809;  was  edu- 
cated at  the  Military  School  of  SL 
(Jyr,  and  entered  tlie  army  aa  a  sub- 
lieutenant. He  served  with  distinc- 
tion in  Africa,  was  decorated  with  the 
Legion  of  Honor  about  1835,  and  was 
promoted  to  the  rank  of  colonel  in 
1847.  He  was  given  command  of 
seveml  important  expeditions  against 
the  Arabs,  guned  numerous  victories 
over  them,  was  in  1850  made  general 
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of  brigade,  and  soon  after  captured 
and  destroyed  the  Arabian  stronghold 
of  Nazah.  He  was  in  1854  appointed 
to  the  command  of  the  first  division 
in  the  Crimea,  was  wounded  at  the 
battle  of  the  Alma,  and  in  a  short 
time  succeeded  Marshal  St.  Arnaud 
as  commander-in-chief  of  the  French 
army  of  the  East.  He  displayed  great 
courage^  November  6, 1854,  at  the  bat- 
tle of  Inkermann.  where  he  had  a 
horse  killed  unaer  him  and  was 
again  wounded.  Ill-health  subse- 
quently compelled  him  to  resign  hb 
position. 

Returning  to  France,  Gen.  Can- 
robert  was  sent  on  a  mission  to  the 
courts  of  Denmark  and  Sweden.  At 
the  commencement  of  the  war  with 
Austria,  in  1859,  he  was  made  com- 
mander of  the  third  corps  of  the  army 
of  the  Alps,  and  for  his  eminent  ser- 
vices at  Magenta,  Solferino,  and  on 
other  battlefields  he  was  created  a 
Marshal  of  France,  Grand  Cross  of 
the  L^on  of  Honor,  and  an  Hon- 
orary Knight  of  the  Grand  Cross  of 
the  Bath.  He  married,  in  1860,  Miss 
Macdonald,  a  Scottish  lady.  He  again 
commanded  an  army  corps  in  1870 
in  the  war  against  Prussia,  was  with 
Gens.  MacManon  and  De  Failly  de- 
feated at  Woerth  by  the  Crowp  Prince 
of  Prussia,  and  was  afterward  cap- 
tured at  Metz  and  sent  as  a  prison- 
er into  Germany.  Regaining  his  lib- 
erty when  the  preliminaries  of  peace 
were  settled,  he  returned  to  France, 
and  was  in  1876  elected  a  Senator. 

CantacnzeniiSy  Johiiy  a 
Greek  Emperor ;  ascended  the  throne 
of  Constantinople  in  1347  as  a  col- 
league of  John  Palaeologus.  He  ab- 
dicated in  1355,  became  a  monk,  and 
wrote  a  work  on  Byzantine  history. 
The  date  of  his  death  is  unknown. 

Canute  II.,  King  of  Denmark 
and  conqueror  of  England,  was  the 
son  of  King  Sweyn,  who,  after  hav- 
ing reduced  the  greater  part  of  Eng- 
land, died  1014.  Canute,  on  the  death 
of  his  father,  was  immediately  pro- 
claimed King,  and  after  the  death  of 
Edmund  Ironside,  in  101 6,  all  the 


Anglo-Saxons  submitted  to  his  sway. 
He  married  Emma,  the  widow  of 
Ethelred  II.  He  governed  his  three 
kingdoms  of  Denmark,  Norway,  and 
England  with  great  firmness  and  pru- 
dence. After  making  a  pilgrimage  to 
Rome  and  founding  several  monas- 
teries he  died,  in  1036. 

Capet,  Hugh,  the  founder  of 
the  Capetian  dynasty  in  France  and 
the  ancestor  of  thirty-two  French 
monarchs,  was  the  son  of  Hugh  the 
Great,  Count  of  Paris,  and  was  bom 
about  940  A.  D.  On  the  death  of 
Louis  v.,  the  last  Carlovingian  King, 
in  987,  he  assumed  the  regal  power, 
obtained  the  approval  of  the  assem- 
bled Barons,  and  defeated  in  battle 
Charles  of  Lorraine,  the  legitimate 
Prince  of  the  former  dynasty.  He 
reigned  with  wisdom  and  ability,  and 
increased,  and  firmly  establishea,  the 
power  of  the  sovereigns  of  France. 
His  descendants  occupied  the  throne 
of  that  country  until  the  Revolution 
in  1789.  Hugh  Capet  died  in  996, 
and  was  succeeded  by  his  son  Robert. 

Caracalla,  Marcus  Aure- 
liu8  Antoninus  Bassianus,  a 
Roman  Emperor  notorious  for  his  cru- 
elty and  other  vices,  was  the  son  of  the 
Emperor  Septimius  Severus,  and  was 
bom  at  Lvons  in  188  A.  D.  The  empire 
was  left  by  Severus  at  his  death,  in 
212,  to  his  sons  Caracalla  and  Geta, 
but  the  latter,  with  many  of  his  fol- 
lowers, was  put  to  death  b^  Caracalla, 
who,  choosing  for  his  Ministers  and 
favorites  men  of  the  vilest  character, 
rendered  his  reign  one  of  the  most  in- 
famous in  the  annals  of  Rome.  He 
marched  against  the  Parthians  in 
216,  and  was  killed  the  next  year  by 
one  of  his  soldiers  near  Edessa,  in 
Asia. 

Caracciy  Agostino,  an  Italian 
painter  and  engraver;  bom  at  Bo- 
logna about  1558;  studied  under 
Prospero  Fontana  and  Comelius  Cort 
The  "Communion  of  St.  Jerome"  (at 
the  Louvre)  is  regarded  as  his  greatest 
work.

Caracciy  Annibal,  an  Italian 
painter  and  one  of  the  masters  of  the 
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Bol<^eM  tcfaool,  WM  »  brother  of 
Agoitino  CBracd,  uid  mtvs  born  about 
1500.  He  received  leeaons  from  his 
couun  Ludovico.  His  musleruiecee 
are  the  p&iutiDRS  witli  whidi  he 
adorned  the  tamese  Galler;  m 
Bom^  which  for  grace  and  lieuuty 
are  Eaid  to  neorlv  approach  the  works 
of  Raphael.     Died  1609. 

Caraccl,  Ludovico,  the  found- 
ered the  Bolognese  school  of  painting, 
was  bom  in  1555.  He  pursued  llie 
■tndr  of  art  in  the  studios  of  FontanH 
of  Bolcena  and  Tintoretto  of  Venice. 
Aflustea  bj  his  counias,  Agostino  and 
Annibal  Catacci,  he  founded  at  Bo- 
logna an  academy  which  ar(|iiired 
great  celebritj^  and  accnrnpllslied  de- 
cided refbnne  in  (lie  style  of  art.  He 
waapartjcalarly  diiilinguished  for  his 
fidelity  (a  nature,  for  his  desigiis,  and 
•■  a  t«acher  of  art,  "  The  Presching 
of  St  John  the  Baptist "  ( in  tlie  Lou- 
vre) IB  regarded  ua  liis  masterpiece. 
Died  in  1G19. 

Caractacus,  King  of  the  British 
tribe  of  Siiurcs,  was,  after  a  brave  and 

Cracted  resislance,  defeated  by  tlie 
itae  in  61  a.  q.  and  taken  to 
Rome.  The  Emperor  Claudius  spared 
bis  life,  gave  him  valuable  presents, 
and  permitted  him  to  return  to  Brit- 
ain.    Died  about  54.  a.  d. 

Caravafrglo,  da,  Michel 
AnffelOi  an  Italian  painter;  born 
at  ^ravaggio,  in  the  Milanese,  in 
1669.  He  unilated  nature  only  as  a 
model,  and  adopted  a  new  xtyle 
which  gained  him  much  applause. 
Died  1609. 

Cardigran,  James  Tliomas 
BrudeneU.  Earl  oy,   a  British 

Eieral ;  bom  in  1797 ;  succeeded  hia 
her  as  Earl  of  Cardigan  in  1837, 
and  entered  the  House  of  Lords. 
After  holding  Mveral  commiaaioni  in 
the  army  he  wag  appointed  major- 
general  in  1854,  and  was  uiven  the 
ootnmaad  of  the  light  cavdry  in  tlie 
Crimean  war.  He  won  celebrity  by 
the  reckless  coutsge  he  displayed  in 
his  charge  at  the  luttle  of  Balaklava. 
Diedl8&. 
Carducclt  Bartolommeo, 


a  skilful  Florentine  painter  in  fresco 
and  oil ;  bom  in  1560;  studied  under 
Zucchero,  and  accompanied  him  to 
Spain,  where  he  wis  patronized  by 
Philip  II.  He  painted  frescoes  in 
the  Escurial  and  pictures  for  the  pal- 
ace at  Madrid,  llis  masterpiece  is  a 
"Descent  from  the  Cross."  l3iedl6lft 

Carey,  HoiiryCliarles,  distin- 
guished as  a  political  economist ;  bom 
in  PbiladelpW  in  :793.  He  was  rec- 
ognized in  KurupcBswell  as  in  Amer- 
ica as  the  founder  of  a  new  school  of 
■political  economy.  He  wrote  many  val- 
uable works,  some  of  which  were  trans- 
lated into  Italian,  ^Swedish,  and  other 
European  languugea.    Died  1879. 

Carlos,  l>oii,  Dukk  of  Mad- 
bid  (Carlos  Maria  de  los  Do- 
lorex  Jiiau  Ittidoro  Joiwf 
Francesco  Qiiiriuo  Antonio 
Miguel  Gabriel  Bafael),  a 
claimant  lo  the  Spanish  throne,  the 
son  of  Don  Juan,  a  orother  of  Charles 
VI.  of  Spain,  was  bom  Marcli  30, 
184S,  and  was  educated  in  Austria. 
Some  of  his  partisans  raised  an  in- 
surrection in  Spain  In  1872^  and  Don 
Carlos  himself  entered  Spain  in  1873 
and  for  a  long  time  pressed  the  war 
with  vigor.  He  maintained  posscB- 
sion  of  numerous  strongholds  in  the 
North  of  Spain  in  spite  of  the  efforts 
of  the  different  governments  at  Mad- 
rid to  dislodge  him.  At  length,  how- 
ever, the  forces  of  King  Alfonso  were 
BUu«suful,  and  at  the  commencement 
of  1B76  every  fortress  of  the  Carlistfl 
but  Toloea  had  been  captured,  and 
that  was  soon  after  reduced.  Don  Car- 
los afterward  retired  lo  Paris. 

Carlyle,  Thontas,  a   British

.   lall  farmer,  and, 

being  intended  for  the  ministry  by  hia 
parents,  was  educated  at  theUniversitf 
of  Edinburgh,  where  he  remained  for 
seven  years.  After  teaching  nialhe- 
matica  for  a  time  he  resolved  to  de- 
vote himself  to  literature.  In  1823 
he  began  to  contribute  to  Brewster's 
EdMurgh  Eiicyclopadia,  and  soon 
after  published  translalions  of  Le-

cendre's  Qeomelry  and  Goethe's  Wil- 
hdm  Meister,  He  afterward  produced 
his  Life  of  SchiUeTy  and  married  in 
1827.  /Sartor  Resariua  appeared  in 
Frcaei^s  Magazine  in  1833.  About 
1834  he  removed  to  London,  where 
he  continued  to  reside  until  his  death, 
which  occurred  February  6,  1881. 
Among  his  other  works  are  lectures  on 
hero-worship,  The  French  Revoluiionf 
a  history,  and  Life  of  Frederick  the 
Oreat.  lie  was  elected  rector  of  the 
University  of  Edinburgh  in  1865,  and 
President  of  the  London'  Library  the 
vear  following.  In  his  eightieth  year 
he  declined  an  ofier  which  was  made 
to  him  of  the  Grand  Cross  of  the 
order  of  the  Bath. 

Carnoty  Lazare  Nicolas 
Margfuerite^  a  French  statesman 
and  military  administrator  of  great 
distinction,  was  bom  in  Burgundy  in 
1753.  He  entered  the  engineer  corps 
at  an  early  ase,  and  evinced  such 
merit  as  caused  him  to  be  invited  to 
enter  the  service  of  Prussia  by  Prince 
Henry,  but  he  declined.  Espous- 
ing the  republican  cause,  he  was 
elected  in  1791  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly,  and  became  a  promi- 
nent ana  influential  member  of 
that  body.  As  a  member  of  the  Na- 
tional Convention  he  voted  for  tlie 
death  of  Louis  XVI.,  and  was  ap- 
pointed one  of  the  Committee  of 
Public  Safety.  None  of  the  atroci- 
ties of  the  Ileign  of  Terror  are  laid 
to  his  charge.  He  was  at  one  time 
elected  from  fourteen  different  dis- 
tricts. Though  an  ardent  republican, 
he  was  neither  a  Jacobin  nor  a  Gi- 
rondist. He  became  War  Minister  of 
the  republic,  and  performed  the  duties 
of  that  position  with  extraordinary 
ability.  He  contributed  greatly  to  the 
victories  won  bv  the  French  arms, 
and  is  said  to  nave  "  organized  vic- 
tory." He  was  subsequently  chosen 
one  of  the  five  members  of  the  French 
Directory,  but  was  proscribed  as  a  roy- 
alist in  1797,  and  fled  to  Grermanv. 
Recalled  by  Bonaparte,  he  aeain 
served  as  War  Mimster  for  a  short 
time;  but  his  opposition  to  the  am- 


bitious projects  of  the  First  Consul 
led  to  his  withdrawal  from  public 
aflairs.  He  lived  several  years  in 
retirement. 

In  1814,  when  the  situation  of  Na- 
poleon was  becoming  desperate,  Car- 
not  came  forward,  oflered  his  services, 
and  was  entrustea  with  the  defence  of 
Antwerp.  During  the  Hundred  Days 
succeeding  Napoleon's  return  from 
Elba,  Carnot  was  made  Minister  of 
the  Interior  and  created  a  Count.  He 
was  proscribed  by  Louis  XVIII.,  and 
died  at  Magdeburg  in  August,  1823. 

Carnot  was  distinguished  as  a  states- 
man of  rare  integrity  who  refused  to 
enrich  himself  at  the  national  ex- 
pense, when  he  could  have  done  so 
with  little  danger. 

^  Carpenter,  William  Ben- 
jamiily  an  eminent  English  physi- 
ologist; bom  in  1813.  After  studying 
in  London,  he  graduated  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Edinburgh  in  1839.  He  is 
a  Fellow  of  the  Royal  Society  and 
the  author  of  several  scientific  works 
of  great  value. 

Carr,  Robert,  Earl  of  Somer- 
set; bom  in  Scotland  in  1589;  be- 
came the  chief  favorite  of  James  I.  in 
1610,  and  was  raised  to  the  peerage. 
In  1616  he  and  his  wife  were  con- 
victed of  the  murder  by  poison  of  Sir 
Thomas  Overbury,  but  nis  life  was 
spared  by  the  King,  and  Carr  was  re- 
stored to  liberty  after  several  ^ears  of 
imprisonment.  The  date  of  his  death 
is  unknown. 

Carrier,  Jean  Baptiste,  a 
French  Jacobin  infamous  for  his 
cruelties;  bom  in  1756;  elected  to 
the  Convention  in  1792,  and  executed 
after  the  fall  of  Robespierre,  in  1794. 

CarroUy  CliarleSy  of  Carroll- 
ton,  an  American  patriot;  bom  in 
Maryland  in  1737 ;  was  educated  in 
France  and  England,  and,  returning 
to  his  native  State,  where  he  inherit- 
ed great  possessions,  became  an  ardent 
advocate  of  freedom.  Elected  to  Con- 
gress in  1776,  he  signed  the  Declara- 
tion of  Independence,  and  in  1788  was 
elected  to  the  United  Stat«B  Senate 
from  Maryland.    He  was  for  several 
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Years  the  only  surviving  signer  of  the 
Dedaxation  of  Independence.  Died 
1832.  # 

Cartier,  Jacques,  a  French 
navigator  and  the  discoverer  of  the 
river  St.  Lawrence,  was  born  in  1494, 
and  was  sent  on  two  exploring  expe- 
ditions to  North  America  by  King 
Francis  I.,  in  1534  and  1535.  In  his 
first  voyage  he  discovered  the  mouth 
of  the  river  St  Lawrence,  and  in  his 
second  he  penetrated  up  the  river  as 
far  as  where  Montreal  now  stands. 
The  date  of  his  death  is  unknown. 

Cartwrigrhty  Edmund,  in- 
ventor of  the  power-loom,  for  which 
Parliament  voted  him  ten  thorsand 
pounds,  was  bom  in  England  in  1743. 
IMed  1823. 

Cary,  Alice,  an  American  poet 
and  writer;  bom  in  Ohio  in  1822. 
Among  her  productions  are  Married^ 
Not  Moled  and  Ciovemook.  Her  sister, 
Phoebe  Gary,  bom  in  1 824,  was  also 
an  author.  Alice  Carv  diea  in  1870. 
Phoebe  Gary  died  in  1871. 

Gary,  Henry  Francis,  an 
English  poet  especially  distinguished 
as  the  translator  of  Dante,  was  bom 
at  Birmingham  in  1772.     Died  1844. 

Casas,  de  las,  Bartolom^, 
a  Spanbh  jprelate  of  noble  family; 
bom  at  Seville  in  1474.  At  the  age 
of  nineteen  he  accompanied  Golum- 
bus  on  his  second  voyage  to  America. 
Returning  to  Spain,  he  became  a 
Dominican  monk,  and  was  sent  as  a 
missionary  to  Hispaniola,  where  he 
preached  the  gospel  to  the  natives 
and  exerted  himself  diligently  to 
ameliorate  their  condition  and  to 
protect  them  from  their  Spanish 
masters.  Thwarted  in  his  benevo- 
lent designs,  he  sought  the  inter- 
position of  royal  authority,  address- 
ed several  letters  to  Charles  V.,  and 
crossed  the  Atlantic  twelve  times  in 
the  cause  of  the  oppressed  Indians. 
Prior  to  1550  he  was  appointed  Bish- 
op of  Ghiapa,  in  Mexico.  Return- 
ing to  Spain,  he  died  there  in  1566. 
The  charge,  which  has  ft'eouently  been 
made,  that  he  advised  the  importation 
of  negroes  as  substitutes  for  the  natives, 


appears  to  be  entirely  without  founda- 
tion. 

Casaubon,  Isaac,  a  scholar 
and  critic;  bom  of  a  French  Prot- 
estant family  at  Geneva,  1559;  be- 
came in  1582  a  professor  of  Greek  in 
the  college  of  his  native  city,  and  be- 
gan to  publish  those  editions  of  the 
Greek  authors  upon  which  his  fame 
as  a  critic  chiefly  rests.  He  after- 
ward visited  Paris  at  the  request  of 
Henry  IV.,  who  made  him  royal  li- 
brarian, and  in  1610  removed  to  Eng- 
land, where  James  I.  received  him 
with  favor  and  appointed  him  Preb- 
endary of  Canterbury.  Died  in  Lon- 
don in  1614. 

Casimir  I.,  sumamed  the  Pa- 
cific, succeeded  to  the  throne  of  Po- 
land in  1034,  while  an  infant.  He 
was  crowned  in  1041,  subsequently 
married  a  sister  of  the  Duke  of  Rus- 
sia, and,  dying  in  1058,  was  succeeded 
by  his  son,  Boleslaus  II. 

Casimir  II.,  King  of  Poland,  a 
voun^er  son  of  Boleslaus  III.,  was 
bom  in  1137,  and  at  the  a^e  of  forty 
succeeded  his  brother  Micislaus,  who 
had  been  deposed.  After  carrying  on 
a  victorious  war  against  the  Prussians, 
he  died  in  1194. 

Casimir  III.,  sumamed  the 
Great,  succeeded  his  father,  Vladis- 
laus,  in  1333,  as  King  of  Poland.  He 
gained  a  decisive  victory  over  the 
Bohemians  in  1345,  conquered  Red 
Russia  in  1366,  and,  dying  in  1370, 
the  last  of  the  royal  line  of  Piast,  was 
succeeded  by  his  nephew,  Louis  of 
Hungary. 

Casimir  IV.,  King  of  Poland; 
bom  in  1425;  succeeded  his  elder 
brother,  Vladislaus,  at  the  age  of 
twenty ;  married  the  daughter  of  Al- 
bert II.,  Emperor  of  Germany;  car- 
ried on  a  long  and  successful  war 
against  the  Teutonic  knights,  and 
gained  possession  of  a  large  portion 
of  Russia.  Dying  in  1492,  he  was 
succeeded  by  his  son,  John  Albert. 

Casimir  V.,  the  second  son  of 
Sigismund  II I »  was  bom  in  1609. 
was  created  a  Cardinal  in  1645,  and 
was  elected  King  of  Poland  in  1648. 
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He  carried  on  a  successful  war  against 
the  Cossacks  and  Kussians,  but  was 
subsequently  defeated  by  the  Swedes, 
who  captured  Warsaw.  Casimir  ab- 
dicated in  1668,  and  died  in  1672. 

CasSy  Lewis,  an  American 
statesman,  son  of  Jonathan  Cass,  an 
officer  in  the  war  of  the  Revolution, 
was  bom  at  Exeter,  in  New  Hamp- 
shire, in  October,  1782.  He  studied 
law  at  Marietta,  Ohio,  and  oom- 
mencod  practice  at  Zanesville.  In 
1817  he  commanded  a  regiment  un- 
der Gen.  Hull  in  the  invasion  of 
Canada.  The  next  year  he  was  pro- 
moted to  the  rank  of  brigadier-gen- 
eral, and  in  1814  was  appointed  Gov- 
ernor of  Michigan.  He  held  that 
office  until  1831,  when  he  resigned 
and  entered  the  Cabinet  of  President 
Jackson  as  Secretary  of  War.  In 
1836  he^  was  sent  as  Minister  to 
France.  Returning  to  America  in 
1842,  he  was  soon  alter  chosen  United 
States  Senator  by  the  Legislature  of 
Michigan.  He  opposed  the  W^ilmot 
Proviso  and  questioned  the  author- 
ity of  Congress  to  exclude  slavery 
ftt)m  the  Territories.  Nominated  for 
the  Presidency  by  the  Democratic 
National  Convention  at  Baltimore  in 
1848,  he  was  defeated  Ijy  Gen.  Taylor, 
the  candidate  of  the  Whig  party.  He 
became  in  March,  1857,  Secretary  of 
State  under  President  Buchanan,  but, 
dissatisfied  with  the  policj'  pursued  by 
the  chief  magistnite  during  the  winter 
of  1861-2,  he  resigned  that  position. 
Died  in  June,  1866. 

Cassaiidcr,  a  Macedonian 
prince,  son  of  Antipater,  who,  upon 
the  death  of  Alexander  the  Great, 
became  regent  of  Macedonia.     Anti- 

Pater  died  318  B.  c,  having  chosen 
^olysperchftn  his  successor  instead  of 
Cassander.  A  war  ensued  between 
the  rival  parties,  during  which  Cas- 
sander became  master  of  Athens,  re- 
stored the  aristocracy,  and  success- 
fully invaded  Macedonia.  Obtaining 
poesession  of  the  infant  son  of  Alex- 
ander, he  married  Thessalonice,  the 
sister  of  the  young  Prince,  and  as- 
sumed the  regency.    In  300  he  put 


that  Prince,  with  Roxana,  his  mother, 
to  death,  and  usurped  the  throne.  He 
died^^7  b.  c,  ana  was  succeeded  by 
his  son  Philip. 

Cassini,  Giovanni  Domen- 
ico,  an  astronomer ;  bom  near  Nice 
in  1625.  He  discovered  that  the  ro- 
tation of  Jupiter  is  performed  in  nine 
hours  and  fifty-six  minutes.  He  also 
discovered  four  of  the  satellites  of 
Saturn,  and  is  reputed  the  first  ob- 
server of  the  zodiacal  lights.  He  was 
invited  by  Colbert  to  France,  where 
Cassini  and  his  descendants  for  more 
than  a  century  presided  over  the  Ob- 
servatory of  Paris.     Died  1712. 

CasHiodoriiSy  Mag'nus  Aii- 
relillSy  a  Latin  historian  and  states- 
man; bom  in  Italy  about  470  A.  D. 
He  became  chief  minister  to  The- 
odoric  the  Goth  about  493,  and  was 
the  author  of  a  Historv  of  the  OoiM. 
He  died  about  570,  at  the  age  of  one 
hundred  years,  in  a  monastery,  of 
which  he  was  the  founder,  at  Vi- 
vien*. 

Cassiiis  LongrinuSy  Caius,  a 
Roman  general,  and  in  the  assassina- 
tion of  Julius  Ceesar  a  fellow-conspira^ 
tor  with  Brutus,  whose  sister  he  had 
married.  After  that  event  he  com- 
manded in  Syria,  captured  Rhodes, 
effected  a  junction  with  the  army  of 
Brutus,  was  defeated  at  Philippi  by 
Antony,  and  killed  himself  42  b.  c. 

CaHtelar  y  Ris8oll,  EiniliOy 
a  Spanish  orator ;  bom  in  1 832 ; 
espoused  the  democratic  cause  at  an 
early  age;  was  a  contributor  to  vari- 
ous liberal  journals,  and  became  pro- 
fessor of  history  and  philosophy  in 
the  University  of  Madrid.  For  hb 
participation  in  the  revolts  of  1866  he 
was  condemned  to  death,  but  escaped 
to  Switzerland.  He  returned  to  Spain, 
however,  in  1868,  when  the  revolu- 
tion broke  out,  and  was  one  of  the 
most  energetic  of  the  republican  lead- 
ers. He  was  elected  to  the  Constitu- 
ent Cortes  in  1869,  became  President 
of  that  body  in  1873,  and  in  the  same 
year  was  chosen  President  of  the  Ex- 
ecutive Power.  This  position  he  re- 
signed in  January,  1874.     He  was 
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elected  depulj  to  the  Cortet  for  Mad- 
rid in  lH7a.  He  is  the  aullinr  of 
nnmernuB  works  relating  to  politics, 
history,  and  general  lileralure.  A 8 
»ii  orator  he  poeBeegee  great  force  and 
miTivalled  eloquence. 

CastiKlione,  Giovanni 
Benedetto  (  an  Italian  painter 
and  engraver ;  bom  at  Genoa  in 
1616;  was  a  pupil  of  G.  B.  Paegi 
and  G.  Andres  de'  Ferrari.  He 
worked  in  Florence,  Genoa,  Venice, 
Borne,  and  Mantna.  His  portraits, 
luidwkpes,  and  historical  pieces  have 
been  much  admired,  but  he  waf  eape- 
cdaily  succfsafut  as  a  painter  of  ani-  ' 
mala,  in  which  branch  of  art  it  in  said  \ 
Ihat  be  ban  never  been  excelled  by  any 
of  his  countrymen.     Died  16T0. 

Castlcrei^h,  Robert  Stew- 
art) Viscoi.*DT,  Marqiiesa  of  Lon- 
donderry, a  British  gtalenman ;  i)om 
in  the  coiintv  of  Down,  Ireland,  in 
1T69.  He  was  liic  son  of  Kohert 
Stewart,  first  MarquoB  of  London-  | 
derry,  and  Surali,  daughter  of  the 
Mai^iiesj  of  Hertford.  He  Htuclied 
at  8t.  John's  College,  Cambridge,  and 
at  the  aa:e  of  Iwenly-one  was  returned 
to  the  IriBh  Parliament  aa  member 
from  his  native  county.  In  ITOJ  he 
tat  OS  a  mem1>er  of  the  British  Par- 
liament with  a  strong  tendency  to  the 
Tory  party.  His  father  having  been 
promoted,  he  became,  in  1TS6.  Vis- 
rount  Castlerengh,  and  vhh  soon  utter 
choaen  keeper  of  the  privy  Beal  of 
Ireland  and  Hecreiarv  of  the  I.*rd 
LieuloDant.  In  ITQH  he  took  a  prom- 
inent pMTt  in  siippressinj;  the  rebellion

Castro,  de,  Joao,   a    Portn- 

eiese  general  and  navigator;  bom  in 
isbon  in  1500;  studi^i  under  Pedro 
NuBei,  and  acquired  a  profound 
kuowledee  of  maliiematics  and  the 
ancient  languages.  In  1638  he  vis- 
ited India  as  commander  of  a  vessel 
in  the  squadron  of  the  Viceroy,  Gar- 
cia de  Noronha.  He  accompanied 
the  expedition  in  1540  which,  un- 
der F^tcv&u  da  Gania,  explored  Ihe 
B«d  Sea.  He  made  charts  and  wrole 
an  exact  scientilic  description  of  that 
sea,  which  were  first  published  in 
1833  under  the  title  of  The  LoyBook 
of  Don  de  Cuxiro  on  tht  Voyaije  whieh 
llu  Porluijuexe  made  to  the  Btd  Sea, 
He  was  made  Viceroy  of  India  in 
1547,  and  died  the  following  year. 

Castrucvto-Ca)4tracHiii,  a 
distinguished  chief  of  the  Ghibeline 

Enrty ;  bom  at  Lucca  about  I:!82. 
ecoming  Lord  of  Lucca  in  1316,  ho 
ex[)elled  the  Guelphs,  and  subse- 
quently gained  several  im[>ortant  vic- 
tories over  tiic  Florentines.  Acquir- 
ing princely  power,  he  was  created  a 
Count  Palatine  and  was  reci^ized  aa 
Duke  of  Lucca,  Pisloia,  \'olterrB,  and 
Lunigiano.    Died  1328. 

Catherine  I.,  Empreteof  Rita- 
sia,  was  bom  of  poor  parents  at  Ma- 
rienbiirg,  in  Livonia,  about  1688. 
After  marryinE  a  Swedish  officer,  she 
was  captured  W  the  Bussians.  Her 
beauty  attracted  the  attention  of  Peler 
tlie  Great,  who  in  1711  recognised  her 
as  his  wife.  She  accompanied  him 
tlie  same  vear  on  his  campaign 
against  tlie  Turks,  and  rendered  ef- 
ficient services  in  negotiating  a  treaty 
with  Ihem.  She  was  crowneil  by  the 
onier  of  Peter  in  1724,  and  was  pro- 
claimed Empress  at  his  death,  in 
172.').  Died  in  1727.  She  was  the 
mother  of  the  Empress  Elizabeth. 

Catherine  II.,  bom  in  1729, 
was  a  daughter  of  the  Prince  of  An- 
halt-Zerbst.    Her  original  name  was  , 
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Sophia  Augusta,  which  she  changed 
in  1745  on  tier  marriage  with  Peter, 
the  Grand  Duke  of  Russia.  After  his 
accession  to  the  throne^  in  1762,  it  be- 
ing supposed  that  he  intended  to  di- 
vorce her,  he  was  at  her  instigation 
first  dethroned  and  then  murdered. 
She  was  crowned  at  Moscow  in  1762. 
She  carried  on  a  successful  war  against 
Turkey,  by  which  she  extended  her 
I>08Be8sions  on  the  Black  Sea,  was  ao- 
tiye  in  promoting  agriculture,  com- 
merce, and  education,  and  was  a  lib- 
eral patronsBs  of  men  of  science.  In 
1772  she  joined  with  Prussia  in  the 
infamous  partition  of  Poland,  by 
which  Russia  obtained  Polotsk  and 
Moheelev.  At  the  second  partition 
of  that  unhappy  country,  in  1793,  she 
acquired  Voinynia  and  Podolia.  She 
died  in  1796,  and  was  succeeded  by 
her  son  Paul.  Catherine  was  a  wise 
and  able  ruler,  but  her  fame  has  been 
greatly  tarnished  by  her  licentious- 
ness and  cruelty. 

Catherine  of  Aragrony  Queen 
of  England ;  bom  in  1486 ;  was  the 
daughter  of  Ferdinand  and  Isabella 
of  Spain.  In  1501  she  was  married 
to  Arthur,  Prince  of  Wales,  who  died 
the  next  year.  She  was  soon  after 
that  affianced  to  Prince  Henry,  his 
brother,  afterward  Henry  VIII.,  and 
was  married  to  him  in  1509,  after  he 
had  ascended  the  thi^ne.  She  gave 
birth  to  Mary,  afterward  Queen,  in 
1516,  and  was  divorced  by  Henry 
several  years  later.    Died  in  1536. 

Catherine  de'  Medici,  bom 
at  Florence  in  1519,  was  the  daugh- 
ter of  Lorenzo  de'  Medici,  a  nephew 
of  Pope  Leo  X.  She  married,  in  1533, 
Henry  of  France,  who  in  1547  as- 
cended the  throne  as  Henry  II.  Five 
sons  were  bom  of  this  marriage, 
three  of  whom  became  sovereigns  of 
France — Francis  II.,  Charles  IX., 
and  Heniy  III.  On  the  death  of 
Francis  II.  she  became  regent  for 
Charles  IX.  She  pursued  a  cruel 
and  perfidious  policy,  and  to  main- 
tain her  influence  encouraged  her 
sons  in  the  practice  of  vice.  She 
fomented  civil  war  in  France,  and 


was  the  chief  instigator  of  the  Mas- 
sacre of  St.  Bartholomew.  She  was  a 
liberal  patron  of  art.    Died  1589. 

Catiline,  or  Catilina,  liucius 
SergriuSy  bom  of  a  patrician  &mily 
about  108  B.  c,  was  an  adherent  of 
Sulla,  through  whose  influence  he 
was  appointed  to  several  important 
oflJces.  Endowed  with  rare  talents, 
he  could  have  attained  high  distinc- 
tion. He  chose  rather  to  pursue  a 
course  so  cruel  and  unscrupulous  as  to 
render  his  name  infamous.  Defeated 
in  his  hopes  to  be  chosen  Consul,  he 
formed,  in  conjunction  with  others  of 
similar  character  to  himself,  a  con- 
spiracy to  destroy  the  Consuls  and  Sen- 
ate and  to  obtain  control  of  the  gov- 
ernment. This  plot  was  first  discov- 
ered bv  Cicero,  wno  was  then  Con«il, 
and  who  delivered  soon  afterward,  in 
the  Senate,  against  Catiline,  an  ora- 
tion of  great  power  and  eloquence. 
The  latter  attempted  to  reply,  out  was 
not  permitted  to  do  so.  He  then  fled 
from  Rome  and  joined  an  army  of  his 
partisans  in  Etruria.  He  was  de- 
feated and  slain,  after  fighting  with 
desperate  bravery,  near  Pistoria  (now 
Pistoia),  in  62  B.  c. 

Catinat  de  la  Fauconnerie, 
NicolaSy  a  distinguished  French 
Marshal.  Bom  in  Paris  in  1637; 
died  1712. 

CatOy  Marcus  Porcius,  sur- 
named  the  Elder,  also  called  Cato 
Censorius  ("Cato  the  Censor"),  a 
Boman  patriot  and  statesman ;  born 
of  a  plebeian  family  at  Tusculum  in 
234  B.  c.  Entering  the  army  at  the 
age  of  seventeen,  he  served  against 
Hannibal,  and  displayed  great  valor 
and  ability.  During  Ihe  intervals  of 
war  he  gave  his  attention  to  agricul- 
ture, led  a  simple  and  austere  life, 
and  pleaded  the  causes  of  the  poor. 
He  outained  great  influence  over  the 
country  people.  He  was  afterward  in- 
duced to  go  to  Rome,  where  he  be- 
came eminent  as  an  orator.  Elected 
quaestor  in  204,  he  was  made  prsetor  of 
Sardinia  in  198,  and  was  chosen  Con- 
sul with  his  friend  and  former  patron, 
Valerius  Flaccus,  in  195.    He  was 
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ftftenrard  elected  Censor,  in  which 
position  he  reformed  mtoiy  abuses, 
and  performed  his  duties  with  such 
•fficieacy  and- severity  as  to  create 
him  many  enemies.  He  was  one  of 
the  most  prominent  advisers  of  the 
Third  Panic  war,  and  was  the  author 
of  the  expression  "  Delenda  est  Car- 
thago," with  which  he  closed  many 
of  his  speeches.  Cato  was  regarded 
by  his  countrymen  as  a  model  of  early 
Roman  virtue.     Died  149  b.  o. 

CatOy  Marcus  Porcius,  sur- 
named  the  Younuer  and  Uticen- 
818  (''of  Utica"),  a  Roman  patriot 
and  Stoic  philosopher,  great-grandson 
of  the  preceding,  was  bom  95  b.  c. 
He  stuoied  philosophy  under  Antip- 
ater  and  inured  himself  to  hardships 
and  privations.  He  served  in  the 
army  with  distinction,  but  did  not 
find  military  life  congenial  to  his 
taste.  He  was  appointea  qufestor,  and 
was  elected  Tribune  the  same  year 
that  Cicero  was  chosen  Consul.  He 
was  one  of  the  few  prominent  Ro- 
mans who  heartily  aided  that  great 
orator  in  his  opposition  to  the  de- 
al^ of  Catiline,  63  b.  c.  A  devoted 
friend  to  liberty^  he  strenuously  op- 
posed the  coalition  of  Csesar,  Pom- 
pey,  and  Crassus.  Elected  pnetor  in 
64  B.  c,  he  gave  great  oiTence  by  his 
efforts  to  suppress  the  practice  of  bri- 
bery at  elections.  He  soon  afler  failed 
to  be  elected  Consul  because  he  would 
not  resort  to  corrupt  measures. 

After  vainly  attempting  to  recon- 
cile the  rivalry  between  Ceesar  and 
Pompey.  Cato  joined  the  party  of  the 
latter,  after  whose  death  he  command- 
ed an  army  in  Africa.  He  resigned  in 
fiivor  of  Scipio,  who  suffered  a  defeat, 
46  b.  c.  Overwhelmed  with  grief  at 
the  ruin  of  the  republic,  Cato  took 
his  own  life  at  Utica  in  his  forty- 
ninth  year.  Cato's  name  has  ao- 
auired  a  place  in  history  among 
le  purest  and  most  noble  of  all  Ro- 
mans. 

Cats,  Jakoby  a  Dutch  poet; 
bom  in  Zealand  in  1577 ;  was  an  able 
and  successful  lawyer;  was  for  sev- 
eral years  Ambassador  to  England, 


and  was  from  1636  to  1651  Grand 
Pensionary  of  Holland.    Died  1660. 
Catullus,  Caius  Valerius,  a 

Latin  poet ;  bom  near  Verona  about 
77  B.  c.  He  removed  at  an  early  age 
to  Rome,  where  his  rare  talents  pro- 
cured his  admission  to  the  society  of 
Cicero,  Ceesar,  and  other'  men  of  dis- 
tinction. He  led  a  dissipated  and 
voluptuous  life,  but  his  poems,  which 
were  numerous,  are  distinguished  by 
remarkable  grace,  imagery,  beauty, 
and  pathos.  He  is  supposed  to  have 
died  about  45  b.  c.  * 

Caulaincourt,  de,  Armand 
Augustin  Louis,  Duke  of  Vi- 
cenza,  a  French  diplomatist ;  bom  of 
an  ancient  family  in  Pioirdy  in  1773. 
Entering  the  army  at  the  age  of  fif- 
teen as  a  private  soldier,  he  was  ap- 
pointed colonel  in  1799,  served  under 
Moreau  with  distinction,  was  sent  by 
Bonaparte  on  a  mission  to  Russia  in 
1801,  and  on  his  return  was  appointed 
by  the  Emperor  aide-de-camp  and 
grand  equerry  ^  of  the  palace.  In 
1808  he  was  created  Duke  of  Vi- 
cenza,  and  was  again  sent  as  Min- 
ister to  Russia.  lie  remained  there 
for  three  years,  performing  his  duties 
with  great  ability,  and  then  asked  to 
be  recalled.  lie  is  said  to  have 
warned  his  master  against  the  inva- 
sion of  that  country.  He  accom- 
panied the  Emperor  on  that  ill- 
fated  enterprise,  and  was  selected  as 
his  companion  on  his  return  to  Paris, 
in  1812,  and  the  year  following  was 
made  Minister  of  Foreign  Affairs. 
Although  Caulaincourt  was  principal- 
ly known  as  a  diplomatist,  he  accom- 
panied Napoleon  in  many  of  his 
campaigns,  and  after  the  battle  of 
Waterloo  retired  with  honor  to  pri- 
vate life.     Died  1827. 

Cavaigrnac,  Louis  Eugrtoe, 
a  French  general  and  statesman,  son 
of  Jean  Baptiste  Cavaignac,  was  bom 
in  Paris  in  1802.  He  studied  at  the 
Polytechnic  School  and  served  in  the 
Morea  and  in  Africa,  where  he  soon 
became  eminent  for  his  courage  and 
military  skill.  He  was  made  colonel 
in  1841,  mar^chal-de-camp  in  1844^ 
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Governor  of  the  province  of  Oran  in 
1847,  and  Governor-General  of  Al- 
geria^ with  the  rank  of  general  of 
division,  in  the  year  following.  Soon 
after,  he  was  invited  by  Lamartine 
to  Paris  to  defend  the  government 
aeainst  the  mob.  He  arrived  there 
May  17,  1848,  two  days  after  the  in- 
Burrection  had  commenced.  He  was 
immediately  appointed  Minister  of 
War,  an  unenviable  position  in  the 
state  of  afiairs,  but  as  commander-in- 
chief  of  the  army  and  of  the  Na- 
tional Guard  he  won  a  decisive  vic- 
tory over  the  insurants  at  Paris  after 
a  great  battle  which  continued  for 
three  days.  He  was  cliosen  Dicta- 
tor, in  which  position  he  displayed 
great  energy  and  skill,  but  soon  re- 
signed. On  the  28th  of  June  he  was 
recalled  to  power  as  President  of  the 
republic.  At  a  general  election  which 
soon  followed,  Louis  Napoleon  Bona- 
parte was  chosen  as  his  successor,  and 
he  retired  from  the  office  in  Decem- 
ber and  took  his  seat  in  the  Assembly 
as.  a  moderate  republican.  In  1852 
he  was  elected  a  deputy  to  the  As- 
sembly by  the  voters  of  Paris,  but  re- 
fused to  take  the  oath  of  allegiance 
to  Napoleon  III.,  and  retired  to  pri- 
vate Ufe.  Died  in  October,  1857, 
leaving  a  high  reputation  for  honor 
and  integrity. 

Caveumshy  Henry,  an  Eng- 
lish chemist  and  naturalist,  the 
younger  son  of  Lord  Charles  Cav- 
endish, and  a  g^randson  of  the  Duke 
of  Devonshire,  was  bom  at  Nice  in 
1730.  He  made  several  important 
discoveries  in  chemistry,  was  the 
author  of  a  number  of  valuable 
treatises,  and  was  elected  a  mem- 
ber of  the  French  Institute  in  1803. 
Died  1810. 

Cavour,  di,  Oamillo  Bensoy 
Count,  an  illustrious  Italian  states- 
man; bom  at  Turin,  August  10, 1810; 
was  the  son  of  the  Marquess  Michele 
Giuseppe  Benso  di  Cavour,  who  ac- 
quirea  a  large  fortune  as  a  mer- 
chant and  was  created  a  Marc^uess 
by  Charles  Albert,  King  of  Sardinia. 
After  assisting  his  father  in  trade  and 


spending  several  years  in  travel, 
Count  Cavour  founded,  ynth  Count 
Balbo,  in  1847,  The  Uprising,  a  Ub- 
eral  joumal  which  met  with  great 
success.  During  the  war  against 
Austria  in  1848-9  he  was  an  able 
champion  of  the  cause  of  ItaJian  in- 
dependence, and  in  1849  was  elected 
to  the  Chamber  of  Deputies,  where  he 
proved  himself  a  powerful  debater  as 
well  as  an  astute  leader.  He  became 
Minister  of  Commerce  in  1850,  Min- 
bter  of  Finance  in  1851,  and  Presi- 
dent of  the  Council,  or  Prime  Minis- 
ter of  Sardinia,  in  1852.  He  secured 
the  liberty  of  the  press,  advocated  re- 
ligious toleration,  opposed  the  papal 
domination,  and  united  with  France 
and  England  in  the  war  against  Rus- 
sia in  1855 ;  in  all  of  which  measures 
he  exhibited  rare  wisdom,  vigor,  and 
courage.  Aided  by  the  French  Em- 
peror, in  1859  he  carried  on  against 
Austria  a  war  which  resulted  in  the 
annexation  to  Sardinia  of  Lombardy, 
Tuscany,  Parma,  and  Modena.  Dis- 
pleased with  the  Peace  of  Villa 
Franca,  he  resigned  his  office  as 
Premier,  but  was  recalled  in  I860, 
and  after  the  conauest  of  Sicily  and 
Naples  by  Garibalai  became  the  first 
Minister  of  the  kingdom  of  Italy. 
The  policy  and  ascendency  of  Cavour 
were  fully  maintained  by  the  new 
Parliament,  which  convened  in  1861. 
His  death,  which  occurred,  after  a 
brief  illness,  June  6,  1861,  was  re- 
garded as  a  great  and  irreparable  loss 
to  Italy,  for  whose  liberty,  by  his  trans- 
cendent genius  and  lofty  patriotism 
in  the  face  of  obstacles  which  ap- 
peared insurmountable,  he  had  done 
so  much. 

Caxton,  Williamy  an  English 
scholar  and  merchant,  distinguished 
as  the  first  to  introduce  printing  into 
England,  was  bom  about  1412.  He 
was  sent  as  Minister  in  1464  by  Ed- 
ward IV.  to  the  Duke  of  Burgundy, 
and  was  afterward  appointedf  to  a 
position  in  the  Burgundian  court. 
Returning  to  England  about  1475,  he 
established  a  printing-office  in  West- 
minster Abbey  and  printed  sixty-four 
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di&erent  intrkt,  many  of  which  were 
hia  own  transl&doiu.     Died  1492. 
Cecil,  William.     See  Bub- 

Ceciliai  St.,  regtrded  aa  the 
p>trona«  of  muHicians,  ia  auppoiied 
lo  have  been  a  Homun  virgia  who 
•oBered  iDBrtpdotn  in  180  a.  d. 

CelUnti  BenvcHiito,  a  diatin- 
guiihed  Italian  engraver  and  sculp- 
tor; bora  io  Florence  in  1500;  wuh 
potroniied  1^  Pope  Clement  VU.,  by 
Francis  I.  of  Franr-e,  and  by  Uoainio 
de'  MediuL     Died  1570. 

CeiHIUtan  t:picnreBnpliil<HopheB 
and  a  friend  of  Lucian ;  lluurliihed  in 
the  Mcond  eenlury  a.  d.  at  Rome,  of 
which  citv  he  is  HUppo«ed  tu  have 
iMen  a  native.  He  m  r«ga.nled  an  the 
author  of  an  attack  on  Christianity 
entitled  A  lVu«  Difcoume. 

Ceaci,  Beatrice,  a  Roman 
lady  of  the  sixteenth  century  a.  u., 
waa  celebrated  (or  liet-  niro  beaut/ 
w)d  tmgic  lale.  Accused  of  piirtici- 
pation  in  the  astawinatiun  of  tier 
bther,  who  had  irenled  all  the  mem- 
bera  of  his  bmily  with  threat  barbar- 
ity, she  was  tortured  and  put  to  death 
at  Home  in  1599.  iler  story  haa 
furnished  the  subject  of  one  of  Shel- 
ley's dramas,  and  of  a  celebrated 
Italian  novel  which  bears  her  name. 

Centllvre,  Uiisaniia,  an  Eag- 
liah  dt*matic  writer.  Born  t67o; 
died  1723. 

Cerdlc.  a  Saion  Prince,  overran 
Britain  and  founded  the  kingdom  of 
Weaaez  about  619  a.  d.  After  being 
victorious  in  many  battles  with  the 
natives,  he  died,  about  534. 

Cervantes,  or  Cervantes 
Saavedra,  de,  Mf^el,  a  Span- 
iah  writer  ;eipecially  distinguished  as 
the  aothor  of  £>on  Quixolt,  was  bom 
St  AUatla  de  Henaree,  October  9, 1547, 
and  nudied  at  the  universities  of  Sal- 
araanca  and  Madrid.  He  served  as  a 
volunteer  in  the  papal  anny  under 
Marcanlonio  Colonna,  and  woa  com- 
mended for  hia  bravery  at  the  battle 
of  L«»into,  where  he  was  wounded 
in  1571.  Four  years  later  he  was 
ckpttuod  by  a  oonair  and  taken  aa  a 


slave  to  Altera,  where  he  Buffered 
great  hardship*.  Ransonied  in  15tlO. 
he  returned  lo  Madrid,  and  published 
there  soon  after  a  pastoral  romance, 
the  Ouialea.  At  about  the  same 
period  lie  married  Catalina  de  E^a- 
cioaSalaza/  Vozmediono.  The  diat 
part  of  his  iniiiiilable  work.  Ban 
Qaicote  de  la  MancAa,  appeared  in 
1605,  and  was  received  with  great 
applause ;  the  second  part  of  this 
famous  book  was  published  in  161&. 
He  was  the  author  of  many  other 
works  of  merit.  Cervantes  died  at 
Madrid,  April  23,  Hil6.  The  death 
of   Sliakespeare   occurred  the  same 

Cesiiola,  Louis  Palma  di, 

bom  at  Turin,  Italy,  Julv  29,  1832; 
grwiitateU  at  the  Koyal  Military 
Academy  of  hia  native  city  in  ISuO; 
served  in  the  Italian  army,  and  came 
(o  New  York  iii  imo.  He  married 
a  daughter  of  Commodore  Keid  of 
the  United  States  Navy,  and  at  (lie 
commencement  of  (he  civil  war  be- 
came ilio  colonel  of  a  vohm(eer  rai- 
ment of  cavalry.  He  served  uutil 
the  end  of  the  war,  and  in  1865  waa 
appointed  United  States  Consul  at 
Laruactai,  in  (he  island  of  Cyprus^ 
where  he  began  to  excavate  among 
the  ancient  tomle  and  other  ruioa. 
Near  nil  old  temple  he  discovered 
a  bronze  viinc  which  contained  about 
six  hundred  coins  of  the  time  of 
Philip  and  Atexauder  of  Macedon. 
He  has  since  exhumed  nearly  one 
thousand  statues  and  slatuettee  and 
made  many  other  discoveries  of  great 

Oltalmers,  Tboina)t,'a  Scot- 
tish divine  of  great  eminence;  bom 
at  Anstruther,  in  Fifeshire,  March 
17,  1780;  was  the  son  of  John  Chal- 
meia,  a  merchant  and  ship-owner.  He 
studied  at  the  Univetsitv  of  Sl  An- 
drew's, and  waa  ordainei{  as  mini 
in  1803.  He  soon  acquired  a  i 
reputation  for  wisdom  and  eloque 
and  was  aliout  181-^  elected  mini, 
of  the  Tron  Church,  iilasirow. 
1819  he  wan  transferreil  (o  the  parish 
of  St.  John's  in  that  city,  was  ap-

pointed  to  the  chair  of  moral  phil- 
osophy at  St.  Andrew's  in  1823,  and 
from  1828  to  1843  was  professor  of 
theology  in  the  University  of  Edin- 
burgh. Dr.  Chalmers  was  the  leader 
of  the  "Evangelical"  party  in  the 
controversy  which  resulted  in  the 
disruption  of  the  Church  of  Soot- 
land.  He  and  his  friends  finally 
seceded  from  that  body  and  organ- 
ised the  "  Free  Church."  Died  in 
Edinburgh  in  May,  1847. 

Among  the  most  important  of  Dr. 
Chalmera's  many  valuable  works  are 
a  series  of  discourses  On  Aatronomy  in 
its  Connection  with  Religion^  Politiecd 
Economyf  and  the  Bridgewater  trea- 
tise On  the  Adaptation  of  Extemtd 
Natare  to  the  Moral  and  JnteliecttuU 
Constitution  of  Man. 

Chambers,  William,  a  Scot- 
tish editor  and  publisher,  was  bom 
in  1800,  and  was  the  brother  of  Rob- 
ert Chambers,  with  whom  in  1832  he 
began  to  edit  Chambenfs  Edinburgh 
Journal^  which  in  two  vears  ob- 
tained a  circulation  of  hity  thou- 
sand. The  brothers  subsequently  es- 
tablbhed  one  of  the  largest  publish- 
ing-houses in  Scotland.  William 
Chambers  was  elected  Lord  Provost 
of  Edinburgh  in  1865. 

Chambord,  Henri  Charles 
Ferdinand  Marie  Dieu- 
donn^  d'Artois,  Comte  de 
Chambord  and  Due  de  Bordeaux, 
head  of  the  elder  branch  of  the  Bour- 
bons ;  bom  in  Paris  in  1820 ;  is  a  son 
of  the  Duke  de  Berri,  who  was  assas- 
sinated in  the  same  year.  After  travel- 
ling extensively  in  Europe  and  resid- 
ing for  some  time  in  England  he 
married,  in  1846,  the  Princess  Maria 
Theresa,  daughter  of  the  Duke  of 
Modena. 

Chamisso,  von,  Adelbert, 
a  poet  and  naturalist ;  bom  in  France 
in  1781 ;  removed  to  Berlin  at  an 
early  age,  and  served  a  number  of 
years  in  the  Prussian  army.  Died 
1838. 

Champlain,  Samuel,  a  French 
naval  officer  and  explorer;  bom  at 
Brouage.    He  was  for  his  services  in 


the  war  aniinst  the  Spaniards  pen- 
sioned by  Henry  IV.,  who  sent  nim 
on  his  first  voyage  to  Canada  in  1603. 
He  renewed  the  enterprise  in  1608, 
ascended  the  St.  Lawrence,  founded 
Quebec,  and  in  1610  discovered  the 
lake  which  bears  his  name.  He  spent 
several  years  in  promoting  the  tar 
trade  and  in  exploring  the  region 
around  the  great  lakes.    He  was  ap- 

Sinted  Governor  of  Canada  in  16^. 
e  wrote  several  narratives  of  his 
voyages  and  discoveries,  which  were 
published  in  1632.  Died  1635. 
*  ChampoUion,  Jean  Fran- 
cois, a  French  savant  and  linguist 
who  acquired  celebrity  as  the  inter- 
preter of  Egyptian  hieroglyphics, 
was  bom  at  Fieeac  in  December, 
1791.  He  studied  the  Oriental  lan- 
guages and  antiquities  at  Paris,  and 
was  appointed  assistant  professor  of 
history  at  Grenoble,  where  he  b^an 
his  researches  into  tlie  history  and 
languages  of  ancient  Egypt,  in  1809. 
Three  years  later  he  was  appointed 
principal  professor.  He  published 
soon  after  a  Oeographical  Description 
of  Egypt  under  the  Pharaohs.  From 
the  Kosetta  Stone  he  derived  a  key 
to  the  hieroglvphic  writing,  and  ob- 
tained equivalents  to  twenty-one  let- 
ters of  the  Greek  alphabet.  His  dis- 
covery, which  he  announced  to  the 
Academy  of  Inscriptions  in  1822, 
caused  a  great  sensation.  In  1826 
he  was  appointed  Director  of  the 
Boval  Egyptian  Museum  at  Paris, 
and  in  1828  was  sent  by  the  French 
government  to  Eg3rpt,  where  he  re- 
mained for  sixteen  months  exploring 
the  monuments  of  that  country.  In 
1830  he  became  a  member  of  the  In- 
stitute, and  a  chair  of  Egyptian  an- 
tiquities was  founded  for  him  in  the 
College  X)f  Paris.  He  produced  sev- 
eral works  on  the  subject  to  the  studv 
of  which  his  life  was  chiefly  devoted. 
Died  in  March,  1832. 

ChandoSy  John,  an  Englbh 
leader  of  great  celebrity ;  served  as 
lieutenant-general  under  the  Black 
Prince  in  France ;  gained  a  decisive 
victory  over  Du  Gu^clin  at  Auray  in 
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1864,  and  contributed  largely  to  the 
defeat  of  that  leader  by  the  Black 
]^noe  at  Nayarette  in  1366.  Chan- 
dos  ifeU  at  the  battle  of  Leusac,  in 
1369. 

Changrarniery  Nicolas 
Aune  Th^dule,  a  French  gen- 
eral ;  bom  at  Autun  in  1793 ;  served 
with  distinction  in  Spain  and  Algeria, 
where  he  was  made  colonel  in  1838 
and  mar^hal-de-camp  in  1840.  For 
eminent  seryices  he  was  raised  to  the 
rank  of  eeneral  of  division  in  1843. 
In  1847  he  waa  given  the  chief  com- 
mand of  the  French  forces  in  Algeria, 
and  was  appointed  the  year  follow- 
ing Goyemor-Q«neral  of  that  country. 
During  the  same  year  he  returned  to 
France,  and  was  made  commander- 
in-chief  of  the  National  Guard  of 
Paris  and  of  the  first  military  di- 
Tision.  Acquiring  great  political  in- 
fluence, he  zealously  supported  the 
administration  of  Louis  >iapoleon  in 
1849  and  1850.  but  was  the  next  year 
deprived  of  his  command  by  the 
Emperor,  who,  it  is  said,  regarded 
him  as  a  rival.  He  wa.s  arrested  and 
exiled  in  1852,  and  made  his  home 
in  Belgium.  He  afterward  returned 
to  France,  served  against  Prussia, 
took  an  active  part  in  forming  a  re- 
publican government,  and  in  1875  was 
elected  a  life  Senator.     Died  1 877. 

Oliannin^,  WiUiaiu  Ellery, 
a  Unitarian  divine  and  eioauent  wri- 
ter ;  bom  at  Newport,  Rhode  Island, 
April  7,  1780,  and  graduated  at  Har- 
vard Collie  with  the  highest  honors. 
He  studied  divinity  at  Cambridge,  and 
was  installed  as  pastor  of  the  Federal 
Street  Church,  Boston,  in  1803.     He 
attra<^ted  attention  as  a  preacher  al- 
most immediately,  and  was  in  a  short 
time  regarded  as  the  most  eloquent 
minister  and  most  influential  leader 
in    the  Uniterian  Church.     In  1820, 
Harvard  College  conferred  on   him 
the    degree  of   Doctor   of    Divinity, 
and   two  years  later  he  made  an  ex- 
tensive tour  through  Europe,  retum- 
inj^  to  America  in  the  autumn  of  1823. 
lie  was  an  able  advocate  of  the  eman- 
cipation of  sUiveSjOf  the  principles  of 
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peace,  and  of  the  cause  of  general  edu- 
cation. His  works  upon  various  sub- 
jects, comprising  six  volumes,  were 
published  m  Boston  in  1846  and  in 
London  in  1855.  Died  October  2, 
1842. 

Chantrey,  Sir  Francis,  an 
English  sculptor;  bom  in  Derby- 
shire in  1782;  removed  to  London, 
and  became  a  member  of  the  Kovai 
Academy  in  1818.  He  was  knighted 
about  1836.     Died  1841. 

Chanzy,  Antoine  Eii^^ne 
Alfred,  a  French  general ;  born  in 
the  Ardennes,  March  18, 1823 ;  served 
in  Algeria  and  in  Italy ;  became  a  lieu- 
tenant-colonel in  1860  and  colonel  in 
1864.  Again  serving  in  Algeria,  he 
was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  general 
of  brigade  in  1868,  and  to  that  of 
general  of  division  in  1870,  upon  the 
breaking  out  of  the  Franco-Prussian 
war.  He  subsequently  commanded 
the  Sixteenth  Corps  and  the  Second 
Army  of  the  Loire.  He  narrowly 
escaped  being  put  to  death  in  Paris 
during  the  Commune.  He  was  in 
1870  made  a  Grand  Oflieer  of  the 
Legion  of  Honor,  and  was  in  1872 
appointed  Governor-General  of  Al- 
geria.    Dieil  in  January,  1883. 

Chap  in,  Edwin  Hubbell, 
an  American  divine,  orator,  and  lec- 
turer; born  in  the  State  of  New  York, 
December  29,  1814.  He  was  educated 
at  Bennington,  Vermont,  and  began 
to  preach  at  Richmond,  Virginia,  in 
1837,  to  a  congregation  of  Universal- 
ists  and  Unitarians.  He  removed  to 
Boston  in  1846,  and  two  vears  later  to 
New  York  City,  where  ke  continued 
to  reside  as  the  pastor  of  a  Universal- 
ist  congregation  until  his  death,  in 
1881.  He  was  the  author  of  several 
works. 

Cliapone,  Hester,  an  English 
authoress.     Born  1727;  died  1801. 

Charlemagne,  or  Charles 
I,,  King  of  Fnmce  and  Emperor  of 
the  West;  bom  at  the  castle  of  Salz- 
burg, in  Bavaria,  in  742  A.  D. ;  was 
the  son  of  Pepin  le  Bref,  King  of  the 
Franks.  On  the  death  of  his  father, 
in  768,  he  became  King  of  Austraiia, 
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J^eustria,  and  other  provinces,  his 
brother  Carloman  receiving  the  rest 
of  the  dominions  of  Pepin.  Carlo- 
man  died  in  771,  and  Charlemagne 
then  acquired  all  of  the  dominions 
of  his  father,  which  included  France 
and  the  greater  part  of  Germany.  He 
married  Desiderata,  daughter  of  De- 
siderius.  King  of  Lombardy,  and  in 
772  commenced  a  war  against  the 
Saxons,  who,  after  an  obstinate  re- 
sbtance  lasting  for  thirty  years,  were 
subdued  by  him.  He  conquered 
Lombardy  in  774,  and  was  crowned 
Kin^  of  that  country.  He  divorced 
his  hrst  wife  and  married  Hildegarde. 
Having  invaded  Spain,  he  was  at- 
tacked on  his  return  by  the  Saracens 
at  Roncesvalles  and  defeated  in  778. 
He  exhibited  military  abilities  of  a 
high  order  in  suppressing  the  vari- 
ous insurrections  of  liis  numerous  sub- 
jects. He  was  the  most  powerful  as 
well  as  the  most  enlightened  monarch 
of  his  time.  He  alone  was  enabled  to 
dispel  for  a  time  in  his  dominions  the 
gloom  of  the  Durk  Ages.  He  founded 
schools,  churches  and  monasteries, 
and  used  extraordinary  measures  to 
promote  learning,  the  arts,  and  civili- 
zation. He  was  crowned  at  Rome  in  800 
as  Emperor  of  the  West,  with  the  title 
of  Ceesar  Augustus,  by  Pope  Leo  IlL 
After  having  associated  his  son,  Louis 
le  D^bonnaire,  with  himself  in  the 
empire,  he  died  at  Aix-la-Chapelle 
in  814,  leaving  an  exalted  reputation 
as  a  statesman,  a  lawgiver,  and  as  the 
founder  of  the  German  empire.  He 
was  succeeded  by  Jjouis,  his  only  sur- 
viving son.  His  descendants,  who 
constituted  the  second  dynasty  of  the 
Kings  of  France,  are  called  Carlovin- 
gians. 

Charles  V.,  Don  Carlos  I.  of 
Spain,  subsequently  Emperor  of  Ger- 
many, was  the  oldest  son  of  Philip, 
Archduke  of  Austria,  and  grandson 
of  the  Emperor  Maximilian  1.  and 
Mary,  Duchess  of  Burgundy,  daugh- 
ter of  Charles  the  BolcL  His  mother 
was  Joanna,  daughter  and  sole  heiress 
of  Ferdinand  and  Isabella  of  Spain. 
He  was  bom   at  Ghent,  February, 


1500,  and  educated  in  Flanders  under 
Adrien  of  Utrecht,  afterward  Pope 
Adrian  VI.  He  inherited  from  his 
father,  in  1506,  the  Low  Countries 
and  Franche-Comt^,  and  acquired  in 
1516,  upon  the  death  of  his  grand- 
father, Ferdinand,  dominions  more 
extensive  than  any  sovereign  had 
ruled  since  Charlemagne.  He  re- 
moved his  court  from  Flanders  to 
Spain  in  1517,  and  two  years  later 
was  elected  Emperor  of  Germany, 
after  a  protracted  contest  with  Fran- 
cis I.  of  France.  Appointing  Adrian 
of  Utrecht  regent  of  Castile,  he  pro- 
ceeded to  Aix-la-Chapelle,  where  he 
was  crowned  in  October,  1520,  and 
the  year  following  convened  the 
celebrated  Diet  of  Worms,  to  devise 
means  for  checking  the  progress  of 
the  Lutheran  doctrines. 

Preparatory  to  a  war  with  the  King 
of  France,  Charles  formed  a  secret  al- 
liance with  Pope  Leo  X.  and  Henry 
VIII.  of  England.  Returning  to 
Spain  in  1522,  he  suppressed  an  in- 
surrection in  Castile,  which,  led  by 
Juan  de  Padilla,  had  made  great 
headway,  and  had  in  1520  and  1521 
caused  the  defeat  in  several  battles 
of  the  regent's  forces.  Meanwhile, 
war  commenced  with  the  French, 
who  were  expelled  from  the  Milan- 
ese. An  imperialist  army  was  de- 
feated in  Provence,  but  Francis,  who 
had  again  invaded  Italy,  was  defeated 
and  made  prisoner  at  the  battle  of 
Pavia  in  J  525,  and  a  treaty  was 
signed  at  Madrid  in  the  following 
year.  Charles  soon  after  marriea 
Isabella  of  Portugal.  Francis  hav- 
ing formed  a  league  against  Charles 
with  Pope  Clement  VII.,  war  was 
renewed  in  1527,  when  Rome  was 
taken  and  sacked  and  the  Pope  made 
a  prisoner  ])y  the  imperial  army  un- 
der Constable  Bourbon.  Peace  was 
again  restored  by  the  Treaty  of  Cam- 
brai  in  1529. 

In  1530,  Charles  attended  the  Diet 
of  Augsburg,  which  he  had  assem- 
bled to  aid  m  suppressing  the  Refor- 
mation, but,  the  Protestants  having 
united  in  the  League  of  Schmalkal- 
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den  for  mutual  protection,  the  Em- 
peror deemed  it  beet  to  grant  them 
liberal  terms. 

In  1535,  Charles  gained  great  dis- 
tinction by  the  defeat  of  Barba- 
roflsa  and  the  conquest  of  Tunis, 
and  by  the  liberation  of  thou- 
sands of  Christian  slaves  that  he 
foond  there,  and  whom  he  treated 
in  the  most  generous  manner.  He 
toon  after  invaded  France  from  the 
south  and  besieged  Marseilles,  but 
was  compelled  by  Montmorcnci  to 
retreat  with  the  loss  of  half  of  his 
army.  A  truce  was  then  agreed  on 
for  ten  years  between  Charles  and 
Francis,  and  in  1541  the  former  at- 
tempted to  invade  Algiers,  but  the 
expedition  was  rendered  unsuccessful 
by  reason  of  a  storm  at  sea.  The 
truce  just  mentioned  was  broken  in 
1542.  Francis,  by  courting  the  Prot- 
estants of  GrermanVi  obtained  from 
them,  material  aid.  He  defeated 
Charles  at  the  battle  of  Cerisoles  in 
1544,  and  then  formed  with  him  the 
Treaty  of  Crespy,  by  which  it  was 
secretly  agreed  that  each  should  ex- 
terminateheresy  in  his  own  dominions. 

In  1546,  Charles  published  the  ban 
of  the  empire  against  the  Elector  of 
Saxony  ana  the  Landgrave  of  Hesse, 
chieft  of  the  Protestant  league.  These 
Princes  immediately  declared  war 
against  him.  He  refused  to  fight 
them,  and  their  armies  were  conse- 
quently dispersed.  He  then  gained 
an  easy  victory  over  them,  and  sub- 
jected the  Protestants  to  a  bitter  per- 
secution. But,  in  15o2,  Maurice  of 
Saxony,  who  had  until  that  time  been 
an  adherent  of  the  Emperor,  formed 
against  him  a  powerful  league,  of 
which  Henry  II.  of  France  was  a 
member,  and,  assuming  command  of 
the  Protestant  forces,  attacked  Charles 
at  Innspruck,  defeated  him,  complete- 
ly dispersed  his  army,  and  came  very 
near  capturing  the  Emperor  himself. 

In  August  of  the  same  year 
Charles  signed  the  Treaty  of  Passau, 
by  which  the  Protestant  Church  was 
established  on  a  firm  basis.  Three 
years  later,  greatly  to  the  astonish- 


ment of  Europe,  he  resigned  to  his 
son  Philip,  with  imposing  ceremonies, 
the  sovereignty  of  bpain,  the  Xether- 
lands,  and  all  other  of  his  hereditary 
dominions,  and  to  his  brother  Ferdi- 
nand the  imperial  crown  of  Germany. 
He  retired  to  the  monastery  of  St. 
Yuste,  near  Plasencia,  in  Spain,  where 
he  died,  September  21,  1558. 

Charles  I.  (Charles  Stuakt), 
King  of  P^ngland,  third  son  of  James 
I.  and  Anne  of  Denmark,  was  born  at 
Dunfermline,  Scotland,  November  19, 
1600,  and  ascended  the  throne  on  the 
27th  of  March,  1625.  During  the 
latter  year  he  married  Henrietta 
Maria,  daughter  of  Henry  IV.  of 
France.  He  retained  his  father's 
j  favorite,  the  incompetent  and  ob- 
noxious Buckingham,  as  chief  Min- 
ister. By  reason  of  his  baleful  influ- 
ence, Charles  was  involved  in  a  long 
series  of  disasters.  The  first  Parlia- 
ment which  assembled  during  his 
reign  resolved  that  supplies  should 
be  granted  only  upon  condition  that 
certain  grievances  should  be  redressed 
and  concessions  in  favor  of  liberty 
made.  But  Charles  obstinately  re- 
fused to  adopt  any  of  the  milder 
methods  of  government  which  the 
growing  spirit  of  liberty  began  to 
render  necessary.  In  four  years  three 
Parliaments  were  successively  con- 
vened and  dissolved.  He  then  (1629) 
decided  to  govern  without  Parlia- 
ments, and,  in  defiance  of  law,  new  and 
tyrannical  measures  were  resorted  to 
for  raising  money.  He  had  assented 
to  the  Petition  of  Rights,  but  never- 
theless the  Puritans  were  whipped, 
mulcted,  and  imprisoned  for  their 
opinions.  Upon  tlie  assassination  of 
Buckingham,  in  1G2S,  Laud  and  Straf- 
ford became  his  (;hief  advisers.  An 
inglorious  war  with  Spain  was  ter- 
minated by  treaty  in  1630.  In  1637, 
John  Hampden  acquired  distinction 
by  his  resistance  to  the  illegal  levy 
of  ship-money,  and  the  next  vear  the 
attempt  of  Charles  to  impose  tlie  Eng- 
lish Liturgy  on  the  people  of  Scotland 
produced  a  civil  war  in  that  country. 
Another  Parliament  was  called  and 
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violently  dbsolved  in  1640,  and  dur- 
ing the  same  year  England  was  in- 
vaded by  a  victorious  Scotch  ftnny. 

The  condition  of  national  affairs 
compelled  Charles  to  again  convene 
the  representatives  of  the  people. 
They  met  in  November,  1640,  and 
became  famous  as  the  Long  Parlia- 
ment. Charles  soon  alter  consented 
to  the  execution  of  his  Minister  and 
favorite,  the  Earl  of  Strafford,  and  in 
1642,  by  an  attempt  to  seize,  with  an 
armed  force,  in  the  House  of  Com- 
mons, five  members  of  that  body,  ^  he 
precipitated  the  conflict  between  him- 
self and  the  popular  party.  During 
the  first  two  years  of  the  war  the 
royal  arm^  gained  numerous  vic- 
tories, but  It  was  defeated  in  1644  at 
Marston  Moor,  and  in  1645  at  the 
decisive  battle  of  Naseby,  where 
the  King  himself  was  in  command. 
Charles  gave  himself  up  to  the 
Scotch  army  in  1646,  and  was  by 
them  delivered  to  the  English  Par- 
liament during  the  following  year. 
He  was  tried  before  a  court  espe- 
cially organized  for  the  purpoe^ 
was  oonaemned,  and  was  beheaded 
January  30,  1649. 

Charles  II. »  King  of  England, 
son  of  Charles  I. ;  born  May  29, 1630. 
After  the  defeat  of  his  father  at  Nase- 
by,  in  1645,  he  first  retired  to  Jersey, 
and  then  to  Paris.  He  was  proclaimed 
King  by  the  Scotch  Parliament  in 
1649,  and  was  crowned  at  Scone  soon 
after.  He  was,  however,  treated  rather 
as  a  captive  than  as  a  King. 

The  royalist  army  having  been  de- 
feated by  Cromwell  at  Dimbar,  Charles 
marched  into  England,  hoping  for 
support  from  the  English  Cavaliers, 
but  he  was  overtaken  by  Cromwell 
and  defeated  at  the  decisive  battle 
of  Worcester,  September  3,  1651. 
Charles  again  succeeded  in  escaping 
to  France. 

The  people,  wearied  with  military 
rule  and  desirous  for  a  change,  favor- 
ed the  restoration  of  Charles  to  the 
throne  of  his  ancestors,  which  was 
accomplished  in  May,  1660,  chiefly  by 
the  vrise  and  cautious  policy  of  Cren. 


Monk.  Charles  was  at  fint  exceed- 
ingly popular.  He  made  the  Earl  of 
Clarendon  Prime  Minister,  and  two 
years  later  married  Catherine  of  Br»- 
ganza,  daughter  of  the  King  of  Por- 
tugal. He  restored  Episcopacy  and 
had  the  Presbyterian  clergy  ejected. 
In  1665  he  caused  war  to  be  declared 
against  the  Dutch.  Several  naval  vic- 
tories were  gained  over  the  latter  by 
the  English,  but  one  of  the  Dutch 
fleets  entered  the  Thamee,  burned 
some  ships-of-war,  and  approached  so 
near  to  London  that  its  guns  could 
be  distinctly  heard  by  .the  citizens  of 
the  English  capital.  Peace  having 
been  restored  by  the  Treaty  of  Breda 
in  1667,  England,  Holland,  and  Swe- 
den formed,  the  year  following,  a 
coalition,  known  as  the  **  Triple  Al- 
liance," against  France — a  measure 
exceedingly  popular  in  England.  But 
Charles,  influenced  b^  his  Ministers, 
soon  changed  his  policy,  entered  into 
a  secret  treaty  with  Louis  XIV.,  and 
received  from  France  such  sums  of 
money  as  rendered  him  independent 
of  Parliament.  He  again  declared 
war  against  Holland  in  .1672,  in 
which  several  indecisive  naval  bat- 
tles were  fought,  and  he  wsjb  compel- 
led by  the  popular  feeling  to  conclude 
another  treaty  in  February,  1674. 

Charles,  by  his  inattention  to  pub- 
lic afiairs,  his  voluptuous  life,  his  lav- 
ish expenditures  on  his  mistresses  and 
fevorites,  and  his  supposed  leaning  to 
the  Catholic  Church,  lost  his  early 
popularity.  The  Parliament,  which 
had  existed  since  1661,  and  had  been 
regarded  as  exceedingly  loyal,  showed 
such  svmptoms  of  insubordination  that 
Charles  dissolved  it  in  1678.  The  next 
year  the  Habeas  Corpus  act  was  passed 
and  the  terms  "Whig'-'  and  "Tory," 
as  applied  to  th^  two  great  political 
parties  in  England,  first  came  into 
general  use.  Charles  died  in  Febru- 
ary, 1685,  and  was  succeeded  by  his 
brother,  James  H. 

Charles  VII.,  King  of  France, 
sumamed  the  Victorious  ;  bom  in 
1403 ;  was  the  son  of  Charles  VI.  He 
became  Dauphin  in  1416  and  K'ing  in 
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1422,  just  after  the  death  of  Henry  V. 
of  England,  who  had  been  his  most  for- 
midable rival  for  the  French  throne. 
Henry  VI.  was,  however,  recognized 
as  King  by  the  powerful  faction  of  the 
Burgondians,  and,  in  1428,  Orleans  was 
besieged  by  an  English  army,  but  was 
after  a  brave  and  protracted  defence 
relieved  by  Joan  of  Arc,  the  Maid  of 
Orleans.  Aided  by  the  enthusiasm 
which  she  inspired,  Charles  won  a 
suooeeeion  of  victories  and  was  crown- 
ed at  Rheims  in  1429.  lie  made  a  treaty 
with  the  Buke  of  Bur^ndy  in  1435, 
and  peacefully  entered  raris  the  next 
year.  Normandy  was  restored  to  his 
crown  in  1450,  and  Guienne  in  1451. 
In  a  few  years  the  English  retained  of 
their  extensive  possessions  in  France 
no  place  but  Calais.  Charles  married 
Marie  of  Amou  in  the  early  part  of  his 
reign.  In  1433  he  issued  the  Prag- 
matic Sanction,  which  protected  the 
Gallican  Church  from  the  encroach- 
ments and  usurpations  of  the  Papal 
See,  and  during  nb  reign  introduced 
many  important  reforms.  Died  in 
1461^  and  was  succeeded  by  his  son, 
Ix>uis  XI. 

Charles  VIII.,  King  of  France, 
succeeded  his  father,  Louis  XI.,  in 
14d3,  at  the  a^e  of  thirteen.  During 
his  minority  the  government  was  car- 
ried on  under  the  r^ency  of  his  sister, 
Anne  of  Beaiyeu.  The  most  import- 
ant event  of  this  reign  was  the  con- 
quest, in  1495,  of  Naples,  to  which 
kinsdom  Charles  laid  claim  as  heir 
to  the  house  of  Anjou.  A  league  was 
hastily  formed  by  the  powers  of  Italy, 
assisted  by  the  Emperor  and  the  King 
of  Spain,  to  prevent  Charles's  return 
to  France.  He,  however,  broke  through 
the  allied  forces  near  Piacenza  and 
effected  a  retreat  to  his  own  country. 
Soon  after  his  departure  Naples  was 
retaken  by  the  Spanish  general,  Gon- 
salvo  of  Cordova.  Died  April  7, 1498. 

Charles  IX.  *  King  of  France, 
was  the  second  son  of  Henry  II.  and 
Catherine  de  M^ecis,  and  was  bom 
at  Saint-Germain-en-Laye  in  1550. 
He  ai^sended  the  throne  at  the  a^ 
d  ten  years  as  the  succcsBor  of  his 


brother,  Francis  II.  During  his  mi- 
nority his  mother  controlled  the  eov- 
emment,  with  Antoine  de  Bourbon, 
King  of  Navarre,  as  lieutenant-gen- 
eral. Previous  to  his  accession  hos- 
tilities had  commenced  between  the 
two  great  parties,  the  Catholics,  head- 
ed by  the  Duke  of  Guise,  and  the 
Huguenots,  led  by  the  Prince  of 
Cond^  and  Coligny.  The  queen- 
mother,  jealous  oi  the  power  of  the 
house  of  Guise,  endeavored  to  hold 
the  balance  of  power,  and  by  her 
intrigues  fomented  rather  than  re- 
strained the  civil  war  which  broke 
out  in  1562.  Antoine  de  Bourbon 
was  killed  in  the  same  year  at  the 
siege  of  Rouen.  The  Duke  of  Guise 
was  assassinated  in  February  of  the 
year  following  while  directing  the 
siege  of  Orleans,  and  soon  after  a 
treaty  of  peace  was  signed  between 
the  two  parties.  War  was  afterward 
frequently  renewed,  and  again  new 
treaties  were  signed,  in  which  no  one 
had  any  confidence. 

Charles  married,  in  1570,  Elizabeth, 
daughter  of  Maximilian  II.  of  Ger- 
many, and  concluded  a  peace  with  the 
Huguenots  so  favorable  to  them  that 
the  treaty  was  believed  to  be  a  part  of 
the  treacherous  scheme  of  Catherine. 

Charles  invited  Coligny  and  other 
Huguenot  chiefs  to  his  court,  treated 
them  with  cordiality,  contracted  a 
marriage  between  his  sister  Margaret 
and  Henry  of  Navarre,  and  completely 
allayed  the  suspicions  of  the  Protestant 
party.  Henry  and  Margaret  were  mar- 
ried in  August,  1572,  and  while  the  fes- 
tivities were  in  progress  in  Paris,  on 
the  night  of  August  24  (St.  Bartholo- 
mew's Day),  the  signal  for  the  massa- 
cre was  given.  It  continued  for  sev- 
eral days  in  Paris,  where  ten  thou- 
sand Protestants  were  killed,  and  ex- 
tended to  many  of  the  provinces. 
Charles  confessed  that  he  had  con- 
sented to  these  atrocities,  but  at- 
tempted to  palliate  his  guilt  by  al- 
leging that  a  conspiracy  against  his 
life  had  been  discovered.  Charles, 
after  suffering  terribly  from  remorse, 
died  in  1574. 
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Charles  X*,  King  of  France, 
ffrandson  of  Louis  XV.  and  youngest 
brotherof  Louis  XVI.,  was  bom  at  Ver- 
sailles in  October,  1757,  and  was  given 
at  his  birth  the  name  of  Charles 
Philippe,  with  the  title  of  Comte 
d^Artois.  He  was  married  in  1773 
to  Maria  Theresa  of  Savoy,  daughter 
of  the  King  of  Sardinia.  Two  sons 
were  born  of  this  marriage — the  Due 
d'Angoul^me  and  the  Due  de  Berri. 
Charles  from  the  first  strenuously  op- 
posed all  concessions  to  the  Revolu- 
tion and  joined  the  royalist  emigra- 
tion of  1789,  after  which  he  visited 
many  courts  of  Europe  in  encourag- 
ing war  against  the  French  republic. 
He  received,  after  the  execution  of 
his  brother,  Louis  XVI.,  the  title  of 
Aformeur,  Supported  by  Charette. 
the  Vendean  chief,  he  commanded 
the  expedition  of  Quiberon  in  1795, 
which  was  a  complete  failure,  and  in 
which  the  Comte  d' Artois  was  accused 
of  behaving  in  the  most  pusillanimous 
manner.  He  returned  to  raris  in  1 8 1 4, 
became  King  of  France,  September 
16,  1824,  and  commenced  his  reign 
under  very  favorable  auspices.     But, 

Eermitting  himself  to  be  controlled 
y  a  conclave  of  ecclesiastics,  Charles 
lost  his  popularity,  caused  stringent 
laws  to  be  enacted  for  the  undue  pro- 
tection of  the  Catholic  religion,  which 
laws  excited  much  indignation,  and 
disbanded  the  National  Guard,  which 
began  to  exhibit  symptoms  of  mutiny. 
In  March,  1830,  the  Chamber  of 
Deputies  having  voted  an  address 
hostile  to  the  Ministers,  the  King 
and  Cabinet  on  the  25th  of  July  follow- 
ing issued  arbitrary  and  illegal  ordi- 
nances which  immediately  caused  an 
insurrection.  A  battle  raged  in  Paris 
during  three  days,  and  the  Bourbon 
dynasty  was  overthrown.  Charles  at 
first  retired  to  England,  and,  after- 
ward returning  to  the  Continent,  died 
in  October,  1836. 

diaries  I*  of  Ai^jou,  King  of 
Naples,  Count  of  Anjou  and  Provence, 
was  the  youngest  son  of  Louis  VIII. 
of  France,  and  was  born  about  1220. 
After  accompanying  his  brother,  Louis 


IX.  of  France,  on  a  crusade  against 
the  Saracens  of  Egypt,  he,  with  the 
connivance  of  Pope  Urban  IV.,  at- 
tacked and  defeated  Manfred,  King 
of  Naples,  and  seized  his  throne  in 
1266.  The  great  cruelties  perpetrated 
by  Charles  and  his  followers  upon  the 
Sicilians  caused  them  to  revolt.  The 
massacre  which  followed  of  several 
thousand  Frenchmen,  at  Palermo  and 
other  places  (March  30,  1282),  is 
known  in  history  as  "the  Sicilian 
Vespers."  Charles  entirely  (ailed  to 
suppress  this  insurrection,  and  died 
in  1285. 

Charles  XII. »  King  of  Sweden, 
was  bom  at  Stockholm,  June  27\  1682 ; 
was  the  eldest  son  of  Charles  XL  and 
Eleanora  of  Denmark.  In  his  earli- 
est years  he  gave  indications  of  that 
indomitable  spirit  which  became  the 
terror  of  his  Ibes.  He  ascended  the 
throne  April  16,  1697 ;  Count  Piper 
became  his  chief  counsellor.  In  1700, 
Peter  I.  of  Bussia,  Frederick  IV.  of 
Denmark,  and  Augustus  of  Poland 
formed  a  league  against  him  and 
resolved  to  partition  his  dominions 
among  themselves.  He  began  with 
great  promptness  and  energy  to  or- 
ganize his  forces  for  the  unequal  con- 
test. He  engaged  in  the  most  severe 
exercises  and  was  exceedingly  frugal 
in  his  dress,  food,  and  mode  of  living. 

Frederick  IV.  began  the  war  by 
attacking  the  Duke  of  Holstein,  and 
Charles,  at  the  head  of  his  army, 
marched  from  Stockholm  in  May, 
1700.  Descending  on  the  isle  of  Zea- 
land, he  besieged  Copenhagen,  com- 
pelled Frederick  to  sue  for  peace,  and 
concluded  a  treaty  with  him  in  Au- 
gust of  that  year.  Immediately  after^ 
Charles  led  twenty  thousand  Swedes 
against  Peter,  who  was  besieging 
Narva  with  eighty  thousand  Rus- 
sians. Charles,  refusing  to  wait  until 
the  arrival  of  his  main  army,  at- 
tacked and  completely  routed  this 
force  with  only  eight  thousand  men. 
His  enemies  were  overwhelmed  with 
consternation.  The  year  following 
he  invaded  Poland  and  gained  sev- 
eral victories.    He  deposed  Augustus 


Bod  nised  StanUluu  Leczinsky  to 
the  throne  id  1T04.  He  folluwed 
AugUBliis  into  Saxonj,  fixed  hU  camp 
at  Leipeic,  and  dictated  a  peace  to 
the  late  Kin);  of  Poland,  who  woa 
also  Elector  of  Saxony,  and  cum- 
pellsd  that  Prince  to  renouuce  liis 
own  claims  to  the  Puliah  crown  and 
to  recognize  the  title  of  iStiini!<laii8. 

ChadcH,  while  at  Leipflic,  was  at- 
tended bj  the  Araba>«adoni  of  several 
powere,  amoDg  whom  van  the  Ihike 
of  Marlborough.  In  September,  1707 
•t  the  head  of  forty-three  thousand 
men,  he  marched  tjiward  Moscow  lo 
dethrone  the  Ciar,  (he  Kussian  troops 
having  seized  Ingria  and  invaded 
Poland.  Charles  criMsed  the  Reresina 
in  June,  1708.  Peter  nnBHCceesfully 
dupiiled  his  piuiMi(;e,  and  was  alter- 
vara  defeated  in  several  engi^menta. 
The  Czar  sought  to  enter  into  a  treaty 
for  peace,  bnl  the  Swedish  King  re~ 
plied,  "[  will  treat  with  the  Ciar 
at  Muocow."  Cliarles  changed  his 
course  at  Smolensko  and  proceeded 
southward  to  the  Ukraine,  unicins 
with  his  ally,  Mazeppa,  Iletinan  of 
the  Cnesscks. 

In  the  spHng  of  1T09,  Charlei'B 
antiy  had  been  reduced  by  intense 
cold  and  scarcity  of  provisions  to 
eighteen  thousand  Swedes.  To  these 
were  added  about  as  many  Cossacks. 
While  Charles  with  thin  force  was 
besieging  Pnltown,  the  Ciur  marched 
to  the  relief  of  the  city  at  the  head 
of  seventy  thousaml  men.  The  de- 
risive battle  of  Pultowa  was  fought 
July  8,  170».  Charles  met  with  a 
disastrous  deteat.  Nine  thcniwind  of 
his  men  were  kilte<l  and  six  tbunaand 
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to  be  sick,  he  remained  in  bed  ten 
months.  He  afterward  left  Turkey, 
and,  passing  incognito  through  Hun- 
gary and  Germany,  in  Movember, 
1714,  with  but  one  attendant,  reached 
Slnilauud,  which  was  then  be«i^ed 
bv  the  Danes,  PruusiaiiH,  and  Kiiii- 
Hians.  Charles  was  the  following 
year  compelled  lo  surrender  this 
plai-e.^ 

While  the  allies  were  threatening 
to  invade  Sweden,  Charles  marched 
into  Norway,  and  whh  killed  Decem- 
ber 11, 1718,  at  thesiege  of  Frederiks-

CliarlCH  XIII..  King  of  Swe- 
den, bitrn  October  7,  1748,  wos  the 
son  of  King  Adolphus  Fre<lerick  and 
Louisa  Ulrica,  sister  of  Frederick  the 
Great.  Being  a  yoimger  son,  he  waa 
eduiated  for  the  navy,  of  which,  in 
his  infancv,  he  liad  been  made  titular 
Grand  Ailmiral.  In  1772  he  aided 
his  hmthcr,  Gilstavus  111.,  in  efle<'t- 
ingthcrevolution.liy  which  the  power 
I  of  the  aristocracy  was  reduced  and  a 

i  ed.  As  a  reward  for  his  services  ho 
I  was  created  Duke  of  Sudermania. 
I  lie  commanded  the  fleet  in  the  Ilua- 
;  sian  war  of  178S-90.  and  was  regent 
!  of  Sweden  during  the  minority  of  his 
I  nephew,  Gustavus  IV..  from  1792  to 
I  179G,  in  which  position  lie  fiivored 
I  the  French  Revolution  and  refused 
to  enter  (he  cnalilicin  formed  against 
:  France.  Guftavus  IV.,  for  his  strange 
I  and  insane  eonduct,  was  dethnined  by 
I  theStalesof  Sweden,  and  Charles  was 
chosen  to  snccevd  him  in  Jtme,  1809. 
As  he  had  no  heir.  Marshal  Bema- 
dotte  was  electeii  as  Crown  Prince  in 
ISIO,  and  was  adopted  bv  Charles.  In 
1812,  Norway  was  adde^  bv  treaty  to 
the  kingdom  of  Sweden.  Did  1H18. 
ChariRs  XIV.  of  Sweden. 
See  Bernaik>tte, 

CllurleSt  Archduke  of  Austria,  a 
general  of  distinction  and  a  younger 
Sim  of  Leopold  H.,  Emperor  of  Ger- 
many, was  horn  at  Florence  in  1771. 
He  entered  the  army  in  1793,  served 
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against  the  French  in  Flanders,  com- 
manded a  wing  at  the  battle  of  Neer- 
winde,  and  in  1796  was  made  com- 
mander-in-chief of  the  army  of  the 
Rhine.  He  defeated  the  French  under 
Jourdun  at  Wurtzburg  and  in  other 
engagements,  and  by  skilful  strategy 
compelled  Moreau  to  repass  the  Rhine. 
He  commanded  the  Austrians  in  Ger- 
many in  1799,  and  was  afterward  sent 
to  Italy.  Hearing  of  the  invasion  of 
Austria  by  Bonaparte  in  1805,  he 
marclied  with  his  army  of  eighty 
thousand  men  to  protect  Vienna,  but 
did  not  arrive  there  until  after  the 
capture  of  that  city  and  after  the  batr 
tie  of  Austerlitz.  The  next  year  he 
was  appointed  cliief  of  the  Aulic 
Council  and  generalissimo  of  the 
Austrian  armies.  He  invaded  Ba- 
varia in  1809,  was  defeated  by  Napo- 
leon at  Eckmiihl  in  April  of  that 
year,  and  was  forced  to  retreat  into 
Bohemia;  but  he  defeated  that  great 
leader  a  few  weeks  after  at  the  battle 
of  Aspern,  and  maintained  his  repu- 
tation at  the  battle  of  Wagram.  Died 
in  1847. 

Charles*  snrnamed  the  Bold, 
Duke  of  Burgundy,  son  of  Philip  the 
Good  and  Isabella  of  Portugal,  was 
bom  at  Dijon  in  1433.  Before  suc- 
ceeding to  the  dukedom,  and  while 
he  was  the  Count  of  Charolais,  as  the 
leader  of  the  French  nobles  of  the 
Burgundian  party,  he  led  a  success- 
ful revolt  against  Louis  XI.  of  France, 
who  for  the  time  being  was  compelled 
to  accede  to  the  terms  of  the  insurgent 
nobles.  Aspiring  to  change  his  duke- 
dom into  an  hereditary  monarchy,  he 
attempted  to  enlarge  his  dominions  in 
difierent  directions,  and  finally,  hav- 
ing invaded  Lorraine,  was  defeated  in 
several  battles  by  the  Swiss  allies  of 
the  Duke  Ken^,  and  was  killed  by 
them  in  the  battle  of  Nancy,  in  1477. 

Charles  was  the  lifelong  enemy  of 
Louis  XI.  of  France,  and  at  first 
ffained  some  advantages  over  him; 
out  his  plans  were  at  length  thwart- 
ed and  he  himself  was  overthrown 
by  the  intrigues  and  superior  cunning 
of  the  French  monarch,  who  secretly 


induced  the  Swiss  to  sapport  Ren^  of 
Lorraine. 

Mary,  the  heiress  and  only  child  of 
Charles  the  Bold,  married  the  Em- 
peror Maximilian  I.,  thus  uniting  the 
nereditary  possessions  of  the  house  of 
Burgundy  to  those  of  Austria.  Mary 
was  the  mother  of  Philip  the  Hand- 
some and  grandmother  of  Charles  V., 
Emperor  of  Germany. 

Charles  £dward  Stuart, 
known  as  The  Youngs  Pre- 
tender, vas  a  grandson  of  James 
II.  of  England,  and  was  bom  at 
Rome  about  1720.  Having  received 
from  his  father  a  renunciation  in  his 
favor  of  all  claims  to  the  throne, 
Charles  Edward  went  from  France 
to  Scotland  with  a  few  attendants  in 

1745.  Raising  his  standard  there,  he 
was  joined  by  a  larse  force  of  High- 
landers. He  entered  Edinburgh^  Sep- 
tember 17,  gained  a  signal  victory 
over  the  royal  army  at  Preston  Pans, 
and  marched  into  England  as  far  as 
Derby,  but  was  forced  to  retreat  to 
Scotland  by  the  Duke  of  Cumber- 
land, by  whom  he  was  defeated  at 
the  decisive  battle  of   Culloden,  in 

1746.  Charles  Edward  fled  to  the 
Western  Isles,  afterward  escaped  to 
France,  and  finally  settled  in  Rome, 
where  he  became  very  intemperate, 
and  where  he  died  in  1788.  His  wife, 
known  as  the  Countess  of  Albany,  af- 
terward married  the  poet  Alfieri. 

Charles  Martel,  King  of  the 
Franks  and  grandfather  of  Charle- 
magne, was  bom  about  694  A.  d.  He 
snooeeded  his  father,  Pepin  d'Heris- 
tal,  Duke  of  Austrasia,  in  715,  as 
mayor  of  the  palace,  and  soon  be- 
came King  in  reality.  For  an  im- 
portant and  brilliant  victory  which 
ne  gained  over  the  Saracens  near 
Poitiers  in  732,  he  received  the  sur- 
name of  Martel — that  is,  the  "  ham- 
mer." He  carried  on  successful  wars 
against  different  German  tribes,  and, 
dying  in  741,  was  succeeded  by  his 
sons  Carloman  and  Pepin. 

Cliartier,  Alain,  a  French 

Siet ;  bom  in  Normandy  about  1385. 
e  was  patronized  by  Charles  VI. 
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aad  Charles  VII.,  and  was  a  great 
fiiYorite  with  the  men  of  culture  of 
that  period  in  France.    Died  1455. 
Chase,   Salmon  Portlaiicly 

an  American  Btatesman  of  distinc- 
tion; bom  at  Cornish,  New  Uaoip- 
shire,  January  13,  1808.  Graduating 
at  Dartmouth  College  in  1820,  he 
studied  law  under  the  celebrated 
William  Wirt,  and  settled  about  1830 
in  Cincinnati,  where  he  soon  became 
prominent  for  his  rare  legal  attain- 
ments. He  supported  Gen.  Harrison 
for  the  Presidency  in  18l0,  was  ac- 
tive the  next  year  in  the  forma- 
tion of  the  Liberty  party,  and  was 
one  of  the  chief  promoters  of  the 
Free-Doil  convention  which  met  at 
Buffido  in  1848.  He  was  chosen  to 
the  United  States  Senate  in  1849  as  a 
Democrat  by  the  Legislature  of  Ohio. 
He  opposed  the  Compromise  bill  in 
1850,  and  upon  the  nomination  of  Mr. 
Pierce,  in  1852,  he  separated  from  the 
Democratic  party  for  the  reason  that 
it  was  committed  to  the  support  and 
extension  of  slavery.  In  1855  he  was 
elected  Governor  of  Ohio  by  tlie  Ke- 
publicana,  supported  Fremont  for  the 
Presidency  in  1856,  and  was  re-elect- 
ed Grovernor  in  1857.  He  received  at 
the  National  Republican  Convention 
which  met  at  Chicago  in  1860  forty- 
nine  votes  for  the  othce  of  President 
on  the  first  ballot.  As  Secretary  of 
the  Treasury  in  Mr.  Lincoln's  Cabi- 
net,  which  he  entered  March  4,  1861, 
he  rendered,  as  a  financier,  eminent 
services  to  his  country  at  the  time  of 
its  greatest  peril.  It  was  by  his  rec- 
ommendation in  January,  1862,  that 
the  notes  of  the  United  States  were 
made  legal  tender.  He  resigned  his 
office  June  30,  1864,  at  which  time 
his  name  was  mentioned  among  the 
prominent  candidates  for  tlie  Presi- 
dency, he  being  especially  favored  by 
the  radical  I^publicans.  President 
Lincoln,  however,  was  renominated. 
Mr.  Chase  aided  in  his  re-election, 
and  was  appointed  by  him  Chief- 
Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
United  States  in  the  place  of  Roger 
Brooke  Taney,  who  had  died  in  Oc- 


tober of  that   year.    Died    May  7, 

1873.  ^ 

Chateaubriand,  de,  Fran- 
cois Aug^uste,  Viscount,  an  emi- 
nent French  author;  bom  at  Saint- 
Malo  in  September,  1768;  was  edu- 
cated at  Dol  and  Kennes.  He  was 
at  first  destined  for  the  Church,  but, 
preferring  the  army,  he  entered  it  as 
sous-lieutenant  in  1786.  He  soon  after 
withdrew  from  it,  and  visited  the 
United  States  in  1791.  Beturning  to 
France  the  year  following,  he  mar- 
ried Mademoiselle  de  Lavigne,  joined 
the  army  of  royalist  emigrants,  was 
wounded  at  Thionville,  and  was  lelt 
for  dead  on  the  field  of  battle.  He 
esca()ed  to  England,  where  he  re- 
mained until  1800,  and  supported 
himself  by  translations  for  the  book- 
sellers. Converted  from  infidelity 
by  the  death  of  his  mother,  he  com- 
menced the  composition,  in  1798,  of 
his  celebrated  work  The  OetUus  of 
Ckrintianityy  and  soon  after  his  return 
to  France,  in  1800,  published  AtcdoL 
a  romance  descriptive  of  aboriginal 
American  life,  which  was  received  in 
P^urope  with  surprise  and  admiration. 
His  Genius  of  ChrUlianity  and  Ren^ 
appeared  in  1802,  and  by  their  merita 
and  brilliancy  efl'ected  a  revolution  in 
French  literature  and  caused  Chateau- 
briand to  be  recognized  as  the  first  lit- 
erary genius  of  that  age.  AAer  mak- 
ing a  tour  through  Greece,  Asia  Minor, 
Palestine,  and  Spain  in  1S06-7,  he 
produced  a  prose  epic  entitled  The 
Martyrs  ;  or^  The  Triumph  of  the  Chris^ 
than  Religion,  He  was  elected  a  mem- 
ber of  the  French  Academy  in  1811, 
evinced  his  hostilitv  to  Bonaparte  by 
his  famous  pamphlet  Bonaparte  and 
the  Bourbons  in  1814,  and  became  for 
the  next  ten  years  an  ultra-royalist. 
He  wus  sent  as  Ambassador  to  Berlin 
in  1820,  to  Iwondon  in  1822,  and  was 
appointed  Minister  of  Foreign  Af- 
fairs during  the  next  year.  He  was 
dismissed  Dv  VillMe  m  1824,  after 
which  he  ably  assailed  the  Ministry 
in  the  Journal  des  Dibats.  He  was 
sent  by  Martignac  as  Ambassador  to 
Rome  in  1828,  refused  in  1830  to  take 
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the  oath  to  Louis  Philippe,  and  for 
his  writings  in  favor  of  the  exiled 
Bourbons  wad  imprisoned  in  1832. 
As  an  explanation  of  his  inconsis- 
tency in  politics,  he  said,  "1  am  a 
Bourbonist  by  honor,  a  royalist  by 
reason  and  conviction,  and  a  republi- 
can by  taste  and  character/'  Died 
July  4,  1848. 

Chatham,  WiUiam  Pitt, 
Eabl  of,  an  illustrious  British  states- 
man ;  bom  in  Cornwall,  November  15, 
1708;  was  the  grandson  of  Thomas 
Pitt,  Grovemor  of  Madras,  and  was 
educated  at  Eton  and  at  Trinity  Col- 
lege, Oxford.  After  travelling  in 
Europe  for  his  health,  he  was  oom- 
miBsioned  a  comet  in  the  army,  and 
in  1735  was  elected  to  Parliament, 
where  he  opposed  the  Waljpole  Min- 
istry and  soon  rose  to  high  distinc- 
tion as  an  orator.  Being  appointed 
in  1744  paymaster  of  the  forces,  which 
had  proved  before  one  of  the  most 
lucrative  positions  in  England,  he 
performed  his  duties  with  such  rare 
integrity  as  to  convince  the  public 
that  he  was  superior  to  all  sordid 
temptations. 

Although  George  II.  was  exceed- 
ingly hostile  to  him,  Pitt  became 
Prime  Minister  in  1756.  He  held 
the  position  only  a  few  months,  but 
became  the  most  popular  statesman 
in  England,  and  was  known  as  "  The 
Great  Commoner."  He  was  soon  after 
appointed  Secretary  of  State  and  given 
the  supreme  control  in  the  War  and 
Foreign  Departments.  By  reason  of 
his  able  administration  the  British 
arms  were  successful  in  Europe,  In- 
dia, and  Canada,  and  the  victories 
gained  by  his  genius  shed  great  lus- 
tre upon  the  close  of  the  reign  of 
George  II.  "When  George  III.  as- 
cended the  throne,  Lord  Bute  was 
the  chief  favorite,  and  Pitt  resigned 
office  in  1761.  He  was  granted  a  pen- 
sion of  three  thousand  pounds  per  an- 
num for  three  lives.  He  declined  in 
1765  to  accept  office  a^n,  and  strenu- 
ously opposed  the  policy  of  the  admin- 
istration in  its  treatment  of  the  Amer- 
ican colonies.  Urgently  solicited  by  Uie 


King,  heagain  became  Premier  in  1766, 
but  was  compelled,  on  account  of  ill- 
health,  to  resign  two  years  later.  As  a 
member  of  the  House  of  Lords,  how- 
ever, having  been  created  Earl  of 
Chatham  in  1706,  he  continued  to  be 
an  ardent  and  eloquent  champion  of 
the  cause  of  the  American  colonies. 
Died  1778. — His  second  son,  Wil- 
liam Pitt,  also  became  very  cele- 
brated as  an  orator  and  a  statesman. 

Chatter  ton  9  Thomas,  an 
English  po^t;  born  at  Bristol  in  1752 ; 
was  the  son  of  the  sexton  of  Kedclifle 
church,  and  was  apprenticed  to  an  at- 
tomey  in  1767.  He  began  to  write 
verses  when  twelve  years  of  age,  and 
upon  the  opening  of  the  new  bridge 
at  Bristol,  in  1768.  he  published  a 
Description  of  the  Friars  first  Passing 
over  the  Old  Bridge,  which  he  claimed 
to  derive  from  manuscripts  found  in 
Redcliffe  church.  He  soon  after  cre- 
ated a  sensation  among  literary  men 
by  the  production  of  several  poems 
which  he  ascribed  to  Rowlev,  a  monk 
of  the  fifteenth  century,  ana  by  other 
ingenious  fabrications.  The  question 
of  their  authenticity  produced  a  long 
and  animated  controversy. 

Chatterton  went  to  London  in  April, 
1770,  was  successful  in  obtaining  liter- 
ary employment,  vrrote  sermons,  songs, 
and  political  articles,  and  regarded  his 
prospects  as  brilliant.  He  became  de- 
spondent, however,  in  a  short  time  was 
reduced  to  a  state  of  great  destitution, 
and  in  August,  1770,  was  found  dead. 
It  is  supp<£ed  that  he  committed  sui- 
cide, having  for  some  years  shown 
symptoms  of  insanity.  Among  his 
principal  poems  are  JTie  BaSle  of 
HaMingSy  The  2'oumamenty  The  Tra- 
gedy of  EUa,  and  a  Description  of 
Oanyng^s  FeasL 

"No  English  poet,"  says  Thomas 
Campbell,  "ever  equalled  him  at  the 
same  age.  Tasso  alone  can  be  com- 
part to  him  as  a  juvenile  prodigy." 

Chaucer,  GeoffVey,  one  of  the 
greatest  of  English  poets,  and  styled 
"  the  father  of  Engfish  poetry,"  was 
bom  in  London  about  1340.  He  is 
claimed  as  a  student  bv  both  Oxford 
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and  Cwnbridge.  He  poBseaaed  the 
&Tor  of  Edwud  III.,  pa»«d  con- 
nderable  time  at  rouii,  entered  the 
army,  served  in  France  in  1358,  and 
waa  taken  prisoner.  He  wiw  aent  in 
1373  on  an  embaasy  to  Uenou,  where 
it  is  BUpposed  thsc  he  had  an  inter- 
Tiew  with  Petrarch.  He  was  ele<^led 
to  Pu-liament  la  138t>  is  knight  of 
the  Bbire  fbr  Kent,  and  was  granted 
an  uiDual  pension  from  1 361 ,  which 
he  ei^jojed  uDtil  hia  deaJh,  «iL-ept  for 
a  tew  jem  when  he  was  Qot  in  lavor 
U  coait  He  u  said  to  bave  been 
peraecuted  about  1386  aa  a  follower 
(rf  John  VicklifTe.  He  produced 
toward  the  close  of  hie  life  Tlie  Oai^ 
(grAury  Titia,  hia  principal  work. 
Among  bia  other  poems  may  be 
mentioned  Tit*  Ltgaul  of  Oood  "Wo- 
■ua,  Tks  (Mrt  of  Jaivc,  and  The 
Smue  of  FanK.  Died  in  1400,  leav- 
ing a  son,  Sir  Thomaa  Chancer,  wbo 
afterward  became  f^peaker  of  the 
House  of  C^ommons,  and  a  daugh- 
ter, Alice,  who  married  the  Duke  of 
Suffolk.  The  wife  of  the  puet  wna  a 
•iiter-in-law  of  John  of  Uaunl,  Duke

n  American  divine  ;  bom  in  Maine 
in  1807;  graduated  at  Bowdoin  Col- 
lege in  1825,  at  Audover  TlieoI<^cal 
S^lnajy  in  1830,  and  two  j&ua  later 
became  pastor  of  a  Congregational 
church  at  Salem,  Maitsacbuiiclta.  He 
ia  a  strong  tdvocHte  <>f  the  temper- 
ance and  other  reforms,  and  ia  the 
author  of  a  large  number  of  worka. 
Cheke,  or  Clienke,  Sir 
Jolm,  an  eminent  Greek  Bcliolar; 
born  at  Cambridge,  Fnf>1and,  in  1514 ; 
became  the  firat  profci«or  of  Greek 
in  the  nntvereit;  of  his  native  city 
in  1640,  and  in  15.^  waa  knighlcd 
by  Edward  VI.,  who  had  been  hia 
pnpil.     Three  years  later  he  became 


the  accession  of  Queen  Mary,  but  was 
arrested  by  order  of  her  husband, 
Philip  II.,  and  conveyed  to  the  Tower 
of  London,  where,  under  threats  of 
being  burnt  at  the  atake,  he  embraced 
the  Catholic  faith.

Chillier,  de.  Andr^  Marie,

At  the  age  of  Iwenty-five  he  was  sent 
as  secretary  of  legation  to  the  court 
of  St.  James.  In  the  Revolution  he 
espoused  the  cause  of  the  moderate 
repuhlicans,  became  olmoiious  to  the 
Jacobins,  was  arrested  as  a  Girondist, 
and  waa  executed  in  July,  1794,  two

Chillier,  de,  Marie  Joneph. 
a  French  poet  and  dramatist,  brother 
of  Andr«  Ch^nier:  bom  iu  1764  at 
Constantinople,  where  liis  father, 
Louis  de  Ch^nier,  was  the  French 
Consul-Oencral.  He  was  a  member 
of  the  Convention  and  of  the  Insti- 
tute, and  was  tiie  author  of  several 
tragedies  and  patriotic  sonfn  which 
met  with  great  su(i«(«.     Died  IHll. 

CherbuUez,  Victor,  a  French 
bom  in  Geneva 


Italian  musical  composer;  bom  at 
Florence  in  1760}  studied  music  un- 
der Ilizzari,  Surti,  and  the  Felicia. 
ilia  productions  attracted  attention 
before  he  had  reached  the  age  of  four- 
teen years.  He  went  to  London  In 
1784,  and  became  a  member  of  tha 
Royal  Academy  and  a  professor  in 
the  Conservatory,  of  which   he  was 
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director  for  twenty  years.  He  wa9 
regarded  by  Beethoven  and  Haydn 
as  the  first  dramatic  composer  of  that 
period.  Died  in  1842.  Among  his 
productions  are  the  operas  The  Pre- 
tended Pi-incesSy  Giulio  SabinOf  Lodo- 
inkUf  and  Ali  BaJba,  and  his  composi- 
tions in  sacred  music  of  his  BequUm 
and  his  mass  d  trots  voix. 

Chesterfield,  PliUip  Dor- 
mer Stanhope,  fourth  Karl  of, 
an  English  orator  and  wit,  especially 
distinguished  as  an  oracle  of  hi^h- 
breeding,  eldest  soa  of  Philip,  third 
Earl  of  Chesterfield,  and  Elizabeth 
Saville,  daughter  of  the  celebrated 
Man^uess  of  Halifax,  was  born  in  Lon- 
don in  September,  1694.  He  gradu- 
ated at  Cambridge,  made  the  tour  of 
the  Continent,  and  after  his  return 
was  appointea  in  1715  a  gentleman 
of  the  bedchamber  to  the  rrince  of 
Wales.  During  the  same  year  he 
entered  Parliament,  and  soon  gained 
distinction  as  one  of  the  most  bril- 
liant and  effective  debaters  of  that 
time.  He  entered  the  House  of  Lords 
on  the  death  of  his  father,  in  1726, 
and  was  sent  as  Ambassador  to  Hol- 
land in  1728.  He  was  afterward  made 
lord  steward  of  the  household  of 
George  XL,  and  by  reason  of  his  wit 
and  accomplishments  became  the  rec- 
ognized leader  of  the  ton.  He  married 
the  Countess  of  Walsingham  in  1733. 
In  1745  he  was  appointed  Lord  Lieu- 
tenant of  Ireland,  where  he  became 
very  popular,  and  at  the  same  time 
was  commended  by  government  for 
his  discreet  conduct,  and  the  year 
following  accepted  the  office  of  prin- 
cipal Secretary  of  State.  He  was  the 
intimate  friend  of  Voltaire,  Pope, 
Swift,  and  other  eminent  literary 
men,  and  acquired  for  himself  fame 
as  an  author  bv  his  Letters  to  hia  Son. 
which  were  published  in  1774.  Died 
in  1773. 

Chiabrera,  Gabriello,  an 
Italian  lyric  poet,  and  the  founder 
of  a  new  school  of  poetry ;  bom  near 
Genoa,  June  8, 1552.  He  was  a  great 
td^rer  and  an  imitator  of  Pindar. 
Hii  odesy  distioguiahed  for  theii:  sub- 


limity, beauty,  and  grace,  raised  hia 
reputation  in  Italy  to  the  highest 
point.  He  introduced  many  new 
styles  of  composition.  Numerous 
marks  of  distinction  were  conferred 
upon  him  by  the  Princes  of  that 
country.    Died  1637. 

Child,  Sir  Josiah,  an  English 
merchant,  writer  on  commerce  and 
political  economy,  and  a  director  of 
the  East  India  Company,  was  bom  in 
1630.  In  1688  he  became  chairman 
and  the  principal  manager  of  that 
Company.    Died  1699. 

Cnildy  Lydia  Maria,  an 
American  author  and  philanthro- 
pist; bom  in  Massachusetts  in  1802. 
S^e  was  editor  of  the  National  Anti- 
Slavery  Standard  from  1841  to  1843. 
Among  her  numerous  productions 
may  be  mentioned  Hohomok:  An  In- 
dian  <Stor^,  The  Bebels :  A  Tale  of  tKe 
B/evoltUiony  The  Oasis,  Fact  and  Fie" 
tion,  and  Progress  of  Religious  Ideas, 

Childers,  Huirh  CulUngr 
!Eardley,  an  English  statesman; 
bom  in  1827 ;  graduated  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Cambridge,  and  after  occu- 
pying' other  important  positions  be- 
came First  Lord  of  the  Admiralty  in 
1868.  He  was  appointed  Chancellor 
of  the  duchy  of  Lancaster  in  1872,  Sec- 
retary of  War,  April,  1880,  and  Chan- 
cellor of  the  Excnequer  in  Dec.,  1882. 

Chilliujgrworth,  WiUiam,  an 
English  writer  and  theologian  of  the 
Arminian  school ;  born  at  Oxford  in 
1602.  He  was  for  some  time  a  Ro- 
man Catholic  and  a  student  at  Douay, 

France,  but  through  the  efforts  of 


m 


Laud,  Bishop  of  London,  was  restored 
to  the  Protestant  communion  in  1631. 
He  was  appointed  Chancellor  of  Salis- 
bury and  Prebendary  of  Bix worth. 
As  a  zealous  royalist  he  served  against 
the  Parliamentary  forces,  was  taken 
prisoner,  and  died  in  1644,  during  his 
confinement.  His  principal  work  was 
entitled  The  Religion  oj  Protestants  a 
Safe  Way  to  Salvation, 

"  Chillinffworth  was,"  says  Lord 
Mansfield,  ^'  a  perfect  model  of  argu- 
mentation." 

Chitty,   Joseph,    an    English 
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jurist  and  celebrated  writer  on  law. 
Bom  in  1776 ;  died  1841. 

Choate,  RiiAis,  one  of  the 
greatest  of  the  forensic  orators  of 
America,  was  bom  near  Ipswich  (now 
Essex),  Massachusetts,  October  1, 1 799. 
He  graduated  at  Dartmouth  College 
and  studied  his  profession  in .  the  law 
school  at  Cambridge,  and  afterward 
in  Washington  in  the  office  of  Wil- 
liam Wirt,  Attorney-General  of  the 
United  States.  He  began  the  prac- 
tice of  law  at  Danvers,  Massachusetts, 
whence  he  removed  to  Salem,  where 
he  was  elected  to  Congress.  He  after- 
ward settled  in  Boston,  and  soon  ac- 
quired the  highest  distinction  as  an 
fuivocate  of  great  power  and  elo- 
quence. 

President    Harrison    having    ap- 

Sointed  Daniel  Webster  Secretary  of 
tate  in  1841,  Mr.  Choate  was  chosen 
as  his  successor  to  the  Senate  of  the 
United  States,  where  he  delivered 
seyeral  very  able  speeches.  Four 
years  later  he  returned  to  his  pro- 
fession, and  from  that  time  refused 
to  accept  any  public  position.  He 
wss  greatly  revered  by  the  younger 
members  of  the  bar,  and  aner  Mr. 
Webster^s  death  was  recc^ized  as  the 
sreatest  advocate  in  Aiossachusetts. 
His  health  having  become  seriously 
impaired,  Mr.  Choate  sailed  for  Eu- 
rope in  1858.  Finding,  upon  his  ar- 
rival at  Halifax,  that  he  oould  pro- 
ceed no  farther,  he  took  lodgings 
there,  hoping  soon  to  be  able  to  return 
home,  but  he  died  suddenly  in  that 
aty  on  the  13th  of  July. 

Buius  Choate  was  a  thorough  pa- 
triot, an  accomplished  and  profound 
scholar,  and  a  gentleman  of  fascinat- 
ing manners,  of  a  most  affectionate 
temper,  and  of  unsullied^ honor. 

Choiseuly  de,  £tieune 
Fran^oiSy  a  French  statesman; 
bom  in  1719 ;  was  sent  as  Ambassa- 
dor to  Vienna  in  1756,  and  two  years 
later  became  Minister  of  Forei/p  Af- 
fairs, and  subsequently  chief  Minister 
and  fisTorite  to  Louis  A  V.  He  negoti- 
ated several  important  treaties^used 
the  Jesuits  to  be  banished  from  France, 


and  was  a  generous  patron  of  litera* 
ture.    Died  1785. 

ChoriSy  LiOuiSy  a  distinguished 
Russian  painter  and  traveller;  born 
at  Ekaterinoslav  in  1795.  He  accom- 
panied as  artist  the  expedition  of 
Count  Komanzof,  commanded  by 
Kotzebue,  around  the  world  in  1815- 
18.  He  published,  in  French,  in 
Paris,  in  1821,  a  valuable  work  illus- 
trated by  himself,  entitled  Picturesque 
Voyage  Round  the  Worlds  and  after- 
ward Views  and  Landscapes  of  the  EquU 
nociial  Regions,  He  was  killed  by 
robbers  in  Mexico  in  1828. 

Christian  I.,  King  of  Den- 
mark, was  the  son  of  Theodoric, 
Count  of  Oldenburg,  and  of  Hed- 
wige,  heiress  of  Schleswig  and  Hol- 
stem,  and  was  bora  in  14^.  He  was 
in  1448  elcctod  as  the  successor  of 
King  Christopher  III.,  who  had  died 
without  issue.  At  Christian's  death, 
which  occurred  in  1481,  he  was  suc- 
ceeded by  his  son  John. 

Cliristiau  II.  9  bom  1481 ;  suc- 
ceeded his  father,  John,  in  1513.  He 
overran  Sweden,  but  was  finally  ex- 
pelled by  Gustavus  Vasa,  about  1522, 
and  in  the  same  year  was  deposed  as 
King  of  Denmark  by  his  own  nobles. 
For  the  great  atrocities  which  he 
committed  in  Sweden  he  was  sur- 
named  "the  Nero  of  the  North." 
Died  in  prison  in  1559. 

Christian  III.,  son  of  Fred- 
erick I.;  born  1503:  succeeded  his 
father  in  1533.     Died  1559. 

Christiau  lY.,  son  of  Frederick 
11.;  born  1577;  succeeded  to  the 
throne  of  Denmark  in  1588.  He  car- 
ried on  wars  against  the  Swedes  and 
Austrians,  and  was  very  popular  with 
his  subjects.  He  was  succeeded  at  his 
death,  in  1648,  by  his  son,  Frederick 
III. 

ChrlHtian  V.,  bom  in  1646; 
became  King  of  Denmark  and  Nor- 
way in  1670.     Died  1699. 

Cliristian  VI.,  King  of  Den- 
mark and  Norway,  was  born  in  1699, 
and  was  the  son  of  Frederick  IV., 
whom  he  succeeded  in  1730.  He  was 
a  wise  and  liberal  monarch.    He  in- 
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troduced  many  improvements  and  re- 
forms, and  for  his  zeal  as  a  Protest- 
ant was  sumamed  the  Pious.  Died 
1746.  His  son,  Frederick  V.,  sue- 
oeeded  him 

Christian  VII.,  bom  in  1749; 
succeeded  his  father,  Frederick  V .,  on 
the  throne  of  Denmark  and  Norway 
in  1766.  His  mind  having  been  great- 
ly impaired  by  disease,  he  took  little 
part  during  the  latter  portion  of  his  life 
m  public  aJSairs.  He  died  in  1808,  and 
was  succeeded  by  his  son  Frederick, 
who  had  been  made  regent  in  1784. 

Christian  VIII.,  bom  in  1786 ; 
ascended  the  throne  of  Denmark  in 
1839  as  the  successor  of  his  cousin, 
Frederick  VI.  Norway  had  been 
previously  annexed  to  Sweden,  of 
which  country  Bemadotte  had  be- 
come King.  Christian  died  in  1848, 
leaving  the  throne  of  Denmark  to  his 
son,  Frederick  VII. 

Christian  IX.,  King  of  Den- 
mark, fourth  son  of  the  late  Duke 
William  of  Schleswig-Holstein,  was 
bom  April  8,  1818.  He  married  in 
1842  a  daughter  of  the  Landgrave 
William  of  Hesse-Cassel.  Among 
his  children  by  this  marriage  are  the 
Princess  Alexandra  of  Wales  and  the 
present  Empress  of  Russia.  He  was 
for  several  years  Inspector-General 
and  commander-in-chief  of  the  Dan- 
ish cavalry.  He  ascended  the  throne 
November  15,  1863.  The  forces  of 
Austria  and  Prussia  soon  afterward 
wrested  from  him  Schleswig-Holstein 
and  Lauenburg. 

Christina,  Queen  of  Sweden, 
only  surviving  child  of  the  great 
Gustavus  Adolphus  and  Maria  £lea- 
nora,  Princess  of  Brandenburg,  was 
bom  December  8,  1626.  She  was  pro- 
claimed Queen  on  the  death  of  her 
£Either,  in  1632,  when  Oxenstiem  and 
four  other  nobles  became  regents.  She 
was  thoroughly  educated  in  the  an- 
cient languages  and  in  sciences,  and 
early  exhibited  a  strong  masculine 
disposition  and  independence  of  cha- 
racter. Hunting  was  her  favorite 
amusement  At  the  age  of  eighteen 
she  assumed  the  direction  of  affairs. 


andjparticipated  in  1648  in  the  Treaty 
of  Westphalia,  by  which  she  acquired 
Pomerania,  Bremen,  and  Verden.  She 
was  at  this  time  very  popular  with  her 
subjects,  who  urged  ner  to  choose  a 
consort.  She  evinced,  however,  a  con- 
stant aversion  to  marriage,  and  signs 
of  eccentricity  soon  appeared  in  her 
conduct  She  became  the  extrava- 
gant patron  of  artists  and  men  of 
letters,  of  pedants  and  buffoons. 
She  attracted  to  her  court  men 
of  distinction,  among  whom  were 
Grotius,  Descartes,  Salmasius,  and 
Vossius.  The  States  of  Sweden  hav- 
ing in  1649  designated,  with  her  as- 
sent, Charles  Gustavus,  her  cousin,  as 
her  successor,  she  proposed  to  resign 
the  crown  at  once  in  his  favor,  but 
was  persuaded  by  her  Ministers  to 
postpone  the  execution  of  this  pur- 
pose. In  June,  1654,  however,  she 
formally  abdicated  the  throne,  abjured 
the  Protestant  religion,  joined  the 
Catholic  communion,  and  with  a  nu- 
merous suite  became  a  resident  of 
Rome,  where  she  devoted  her  time  to 
art  and  to  political  affairs.  On  the 
death  of  the  King  she  returned  to 
Sweden  in  1660,  wishing,  it  is  said, 
to  recover  the  crown,  but,  the  pros- 
pect proving  unfavorable,  she  again 
repaired  to  Kome.  While  in  Paris, 
in  1656,  claiming  to  have  reserved 
the  power  of  life  and  death  over  the 
persons  who  composed  her  suite,  she 
caused  her  grand  equerry,  Monaldes- 
chi,  to  be  put  to  death  on  a  charge 
of  treason.  This  barbarous  act  caused 
at  the  time  a  great  commotion  in 
France,  but  Christina  escaped  pun- 
ishment She  founded  an  academy 
at  Rome,  made  rare  collections  of 
medals  and  works  of  art,  and  wrote 
several  books.  She,  undoubtedly,  pos- 
sessed talents,  and  some  of  the  elements 
of  greatness,  but  they  were  degraded  by 
meanness,  caprice,  and  vindictive  pas- 
sions.    Died  1689. 

Chrysippus,  a  Stoic  philosopher, 
the  son  of  Apollonius  of  Tarsus,  was 
bom  in  Cilicia,  280  B.  c.  He  was  dis- 
tinguished for  his  subtlety  as  a  rea- 
soner,  and,  next  to  Zeno,  was  regarded 
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as  the  neatest  philosopher  of  the 
Stoics.    Died  207  B.C. 

Clirysostoniy  John,  an  emi- 
nent Greek  Father  of  the  Church,  son 
of  Secundus,  a  commander  of  the  im- 
perial army  in  Syria,  was  born  at  An- 
tioch  about  350  a.  d.  He  studied  elo- 
quence under  tlie  orator  Libanius  and 
philosophy  at  Athens.  At  an  early 
age  he  entered  a  monastery  near  liis 
native  citv,  subjected  himself  to  severe 
ascetic  discipline,  and  is  said  to  have 
passed  two  years  alone  in  an  unwhole- 
some cave  while  a)mmitting  the  Bible 
to  memory.  Ordained  a  deacon  at 
Antioch  in  381,  he  soon  gained  dis- 
tinction bv  his  eloquence,  and  was 
admitted  oy  Bishop  Flavian  to  the 
priesthood  in  386.  He  was  chosen 
Archbishop  of  Constantinople  in  397, 
but  was  deposed  on  frivolous  charges 
at  a  Synod  of  Chalcedon  in  403,  and 
was  exiled  first  to  Xictea  and  afterward 
to  Cucusus.  The  peo|>le,  with  whom 
he  was  a  g^eat  favorite,  exa.s[>cratcd 
by  the  uxyust  treatment  which  he  had 
received,  raised  a  sedition  and  burned 
the  church  of  St.  Sophia.  Died  at 
Comana  in  407. 

Chrysostom  was  a  voluminous  wri- 
ter and  an  able  expositor  of  Scrip- 
ture. His  works  are  also  valuable  for 
the  information  which  they  give  in 
reference  to  the  manners  and  social 
condition  of  the  period  in  which  he 
lived.  He  was  regarded  by  St.  Au- 
gustine and  other  Fathers  as  the 
most  illustrious  orator  and  doctor  of 
the  early  ('hurch. 

Churchy  Frederick  Edwin, 
an  Americ«m  landsca]:>c-[)ainter ;  lx)m 
at  Hartford,  May  14,  1826,  and  stud- 
ied under  Thomas  Cole.  He  has 
travelled  extensivelv  in  South  Ameri- 
ea,  Europe,  and  Palestine,  and  now 
resides  at  Hudson,  New  York,  but 
has  a  studio  in  New  York  City. 
Among  his  principal  productions  are 
views  in  the  Catskill  Mountains, 
"View  of  Niagara  Falls  from  the 
Canadian  Shore,"  "  Under  Niaj^ara," 
"The  Heart  of  the  Andes,"  "Tropi- 
cal Scenery,"  "Cotopaxi,"  "On  the 
Cordilleras,''    "  Morning,"    "  Damas- 


cus," "Jerusalem,"  and  "The  Par- 
thenon." 

Churchill^  Charles,  an  Eng- 
lish poet  and  satirist ;  born  at  West- 
miiLster  in  1731 ;  was  the  friend  and 
fellow-student  of  William  Cowper, 
and  was  the  son  of  an  English  clergy- 
man. At  the  age  of  seventeen  he  was 
privately  married  to  Miss  Scott,  and 
was  afterward,  against  his  own  incli- 
nation, induced  to  adopt  the  profes- 
sion of  his  father.  Ordained  as  a 
priest  in  1756,  he  was  for  a  time  set- 
tles! at  Bainham,  and  in  1758  suc- 
ceeded his  father  as  curate  and  lec- 
turer of  St.  John's,  Westminster.  It 
is  said  that  at  this  period  his  habits 
became  dissipated  and  licentious,  but 
Macaulay  slates  that  "  his  vices  were 
not  so  great  as  his  virtues."  He 
abandoned  his  profession  about  1760, 
and  a  year  later  his  Rosciady  a  satire, 
appeared,  and  was  remarkably  suc- 
c:essful.  He  was  the  author  of  numer- 
ous other  poems.  He  died  in  1764 
while  on  a  visit  to  France. 

Cialdiniy  Eurico,  an  Italian 
general ;  born  in  Modena,  August  8, 
1811 ;  participated,  at  the  age  of  twen- 
ty, in  the  insurrection  at  Bologna; 
was  compelled  by  the  Austrians  to 
emigrate,  and  entered  the  Spanish 
service,  in  which  he  became  a  lieuten- 
ant-colonel. Returning  to  Italy  when 
the  revolution  broke  out,  in  1848,  he 
joined  the  ijopular  cause,  and  received 
at  Vicenza  three  dangerous  wounds, 
which  completely  disabled  him  for  a 
year.  He  fought  witli  distinction  in 
the  Crimcjm  war  in  1855  as  a  general 
in  the  Sardinian  service.  He  achiev- 
ed still  further  distinction  in  the 
Italian  war  of  1859  against  the  Aus- 
trians, gained  a  victory  in  1860  over 
the  pai)al  army  at  Castelfidanio,  and 
in  1861  captured  Gaeta  and  the  cita- 
del of  Messina.  He  was  made  a 
major-general,  and  after  his  last  ex- 
ploit the  king  appointed  him  general 
of  the  armv — a  rank  equivalent  to 
that  of  Field-Marshal.  He  became 
Viceroy  of  Naples  in  1861,  a  Senator 
in  1864,  and  served  for  the  second 
time  against  Austria  in  1866.    Tho 
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jear  following  he  was  appointed  oom- 
mander-in-chief  of  the  troops  in  Cen- 
tral Italy,  and  in  1870  invaded  the 
States  of  the  Church  and  promoted 
their  annexation  to  the  kingdom  of 
Italy.  In  July,  1876,  he  was  sent  as 
Amoassador  to  Paris.  Gen.  Cialdiui 
has  received  various  orders  and  other 
marks  of  distinction. 

Cibber,  CoUey,  an  English 
dramatist  and  comic  actor,  the  son  of 
the  sculptor  Caius  Gabriel  Cibber,  was 
born  in  London  in  1671.  He  was  for 
several  years  one  of  the  managers  of 
Drury  Lane  Theatre,  and  in  1730  was 
chosen  poet-laureate.  The  Nonjuror, 
a  comedy,  obtained  for  him  a  pension 
of  two  hundred  pounds  from  the 
King.  The  Careless  Husband,  which  is 
r^farded  as  his  best  production,  was 
very  successful.  He  occupies  a  promi- 
nent place  in  the  Duneiad.  Died 
1757. 

Oiceroy  Marcus  Tullius,  one 
6f  the  most  illustrious  orators  of  any 
time,  was  the  son  of  an  opulent  Ro- 
man of  the  same  name,  and  was  bom 
at  Arpinnm,  January  3,  106  B.  c.  At 
an  early  age  he  became  deeply  versed 
in  Greek  literature  and  philosophy, 
and  when  sixteen  years  old  com- 
menced the  study  or  law  under  the 
augur  Mucins  Scsevola,  a  distinguish- 
ed jurist  and  statesman.  He  began  to 
plead  in  the  Forum  at  the  a^e^  of 
twenty-five,  and  gained  great  distinc- 
tion m  79  B.  c.  by  his  defence  of 
Sextus  Roscius  Amerinus,  who  was 
charged  with  parricide  by  an  agent 
of  the  Dictator  Sulla,  the  dread  of 
whose  tyranny  was  so  great  that  no 
other  advocate  dared  to  appear  for 
the  defence.  He  soon  afterward  spent 
several  months  at  Athens,  which  city 
he  visited  for  the  purpose  of  improv- 
ing his  health,  and  where  he  formed 
a  lasting  friendship  with  Pomponius 
Atticus  and  pursued  his  favorite 
studies  with  Zeno  the  Epicurean, 
Antiochus  of  Ascalon,  and  Demetrius 
Syrus.  He  subsequently  travelled  in 
Asia  Minor,  and  returned,  after  two 
years*  absence,  to  Italy,  restored  to 
hecUth  and  greatly  improved  in  his 


style  of  oratory.  In  76  B.  c.  he  was 
unanimously  elected  to  the  office  of 
qua»tor,  which  position  entitled  him 
to  an  admission  into  the  Senate  for 
life.  He  chose  Sicily  for  his  prov- 
ince, where,  by  his  int^rity  ana  hu- 
manity, he  acquired  great  popularity 
with  the  Sicilians.  Returning  home 
ill  74  B.  c,  he  soon  after  married  a 
wealthy  heiress  named  Terentia,  and 
became  distinguished  as  the  first  ora- 
tor of  Rome.  He  received  no  pay 
for  his  services,  and  generally  ap- 
peared for  the  defendant ;  but,  depart- 
mg  from  this  rule,  he  conducted,  at 
the  urgent  solicitation  of  the  Sicil- 
ians, the  prosecution  of  the  infamous 
Caius  Verres,  who  was  charged  by 
them  with  acts  of  unusual  atrocity, 
but  who  was  supported  by  the  most 
influential  families  of  Rome.  Cicero 
performed  his  duties  with  such  rare 
ability,  and  the  testimony  introduced 
against  Verres  was  so  overwhelming, 
that  the  latter,  anticipating  the  judg- 
ment which  would  nave  been  pro- 
nounced against  him,  went  into  exile 
when  Cicero  had  pronounced  only 
two  of  his  seven  great  orations 
against  him ;  so  that  the  last  five 
of  them  were  not  actually  deliyered. 
Cicero,  having  gained  great  popu- 
larity in  these  proceedings,  was  chosen 
iEdile  by  a  large  majority  in  70  B.  c, 
and  three  years  later  was  elected  first 
Prsetor  Urbanus,  a  position  of  the 
highest  judicial  rank.  Though  bit- 
terly opposed  by  the  Patrician  order, 
and  especially  by  Ceesar  and  Crassus, 
he  was  elected  Consul  over  numerous 
competitors  in  64  b.  c.  His  colleague 
was  C  Antonius.  In  his  position  as 
Consul,  though  opposed  by  Antonius 
— a  man  of  feeble  but  bai  character 
— he  proved  himself  the  champion 
of  liberty  and  order,  and  to  his  abil- 
ity and  energy  was  chiefly  due  the  de- 
tection of  the  conspiracy  of  Catiline. 
He  delivered  four  of  his  greatest  ora- 
tions against  Catiline  and  his  accom- 
plices. After  the  close  of  the  second 
the  chief  conspirator,  having  arisen 
to  reply  and  being  prevented  by  the 
Senate  from  so  doing,  fled  to  his  army 
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in  Etruria.  Several  of  the  oonspira- 
ton  were,  however,  condemned  to 
death  hy  the  Senate,  and  executed 
by  the  orders  of  Cicero  as  Consul. 

For  his  eminent  services  in  pre- 
servinpf  the  state  from  the '  intrigues 
of  Catiline,  Cicero  received  the  great- 
est honors  and  was  hailed  as  the  father 
of  his  country  and  the  saviour  of  Rome. 
After  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  his 
office  he  hiid  for  several  years  no 
poBition  but  that  of  Senator.  He 
refosed  to  unite  with  any  of  the 
nurties  upon  the  formation  of  the 
First  Triumvirate.  He  regard^ 
that  coalition,  however,  as  inimical 
to  public  liberty.  Through  the 
intrigaes  of  his  enemy,  Clodius,  who 
had  become  tribune  of  the  people 
and  who  was  supported  by  Cssar  and 
Pompey,  he  was  driven  into  exile 
and  his  property  confiscated  in  58  F.  c. 
He  did  not  exhibit  at  this  period  the 
fortitude  of  a  stoic,  but  complained  bit- 
terly of  his  treatment. 

The  year  following,  however,  a  re- 
action occurred,  and  Cicero's  recall 
was  demanded  by  the  new  Consuls, 
by  Pompey,  and  by  the  Senate.  A  bill 
for  his  restoration  was  passed  by  an 
enormous  majority,  and  nis  return  to 
Rome,  in  September,  57  b.  c,  was 
like  the  celeoration  of  a  triumph. 
Cicero  said  that  *'  that  day  seemed  to 
him  like  immortality."  During  the 
Aye  years  that  followed  he  delivered 
several  of  his  greatest  orations,  and 
in  52  was  appointed  Proconsul  of 
Cilicia  and  other  provinces,  a  posi- 
tion which  ^he  regairded  as  a  kind  of 
honorable  exile,  and  which  he  ac- 
cepted with  reluctance.  He  admin- 
istered the  duties  of  his  office,  how- 
ever, with  rare  wisdom,  moderation, 
and  success. 

Returning  to  Rome  at  the  close  of 
50  B.  c,  Cicero  found  a  civil  war  im- 
pending between  the  Senate  and  Ju- 
lius Caesar.  After  great  hesitation, 
he  joined  the  party  of  Pompey  and 
the  Senate,  but  took  little  part  in  the 
stirring  events  which  followed.  After 
the  b^e  of  Pharsalia  he  waa  re- 
oeived  by  Omar  with  kindness  and 
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consideration,  and  gave  his  attention 
exclusively  to  study  and  composition. 
He  produced  numerous  important 
works  on  philosophy  and  rhetoric,  in 
which  he  exhibited  great  intellectual 
powers,  profound  learning,  and  rare 
versatility.  Many  of  these  produc- 
tions are  still  preserved  entire. 

Cicero  procured  a  divorce  from  his 
wife,  Tereutia,  in  46  b.  c.  in  order 
that  he  might    marry  his  ward,   a 
'  Youne  heiress  named  Publilia,  whom 
i  he  also    repudiated    the  next  year. 
I  Though    not  an   accomplice  in  the 
assassination  of  Csesar,  he  afterward 
I  applauded  that  action,  and  denounced 
'  the  ambitious  course  of  Mark  Antony 
]  in  fourteen  orations  called  Philippics, 
;  which  were  received  with  great  ap- 
plause.    His    patriotic    efforts  were 
rendered    unavailing   upon   the  for- 
mation,  by    Octavius,    Antony,   and 
Lepidus,  of  the  Second  Triumvirate. 
He  was  proscribed  by  them,  and  was 
killed  by  the  soldiers  of  Antony,  De- 
cember 7,  43  B.  c.     Making  little 
eflbrt  to  escape,  he  met  death  calmly 
and  courageously. 

As  an  orator  Cicero  was  especially 
distinguished  for  his  wit,  the  elegance 
of  his  style,  for  his  profound  know- 
ledge of  human  nature,  and  for  his 
consummate  art  in  the  use  of  words ; 
and  among  the  orators  whom  the 
world  has  produced  lie  is  awarded  a 

J)lace  second  only  to  Demosthenes, 
iis  chief  foible,  it  is  said,  was  his 
excessive  vanity:  he  has  also  been 
severely  censured  for  his  treatment 
of  Terentia  and  for  a  certain  inde- 
cision of  character  which  seemed 
to  border  on  cowardice.  Besides  his 
orations,  he  left  numerous  works, 
prized  as  well  for  the  information 
which  they  contain  as  for  being  ex- 
quisite models  of  Latin.  Among  them 
are  more  than  eight  hundred  letters 
yet  extant  on  literature,  politics,  and 
other  public  affairs. 

Ciily  a  famous  Spanish  hero  whose 
proper  name  was  Iluy  Diaz  de 
Bivar^  was  bom  at  Burgos  about 
1040.  He  was  also  known  as  Cain- 
peador    (the  '* Champion").    He 
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seryed  with  distincaon  under  Sancho 
II.  of  Castile,  but  was  banished  from 
the  court  of  his  succesBor,  Alphonso 
VI.  Aiter  vanauilhing  five  Moorish 
Kings  who  had  invaded  Rioja,  he 
was  recalled  to  the  Castilian  court, 
and  during  his  life  performed  many 
martial  exploits,  which  were  cele- 
brated in  numerous  poems  and  chron- 
icles, and  which  furnished  to  the 
great  Comeille  the  subject  of  one  of 
his  best  tragedies.    Died  1099. 

Cimabue,  Gioyanniy  a  cele- 
brated historical  painter;  bom  in 
Florence  in  1240.  Me  especially  ex- 
celled in  composition  and  design,  and 
is  regarded  as  the  restorer  of  painting 
in  modem  times.  Among  his  pupils 
was  Giotto.    Died  about  1300. 

Cimoily  an  Athenian  general  and 
statesman  of  distinction,  son  of  Milti- 
ades,  was  bom  about  500  B.  c.  Though 
his  father  had  gained  the  great  vic- 
tory of  Marathon,  he  was  fined  and 
committed  to  prison,  where  he  died 
about  489.  Cimon  afterward  paid  this 
fine.  He  gained  renown  at  the  bat- 
tle of  Salamis,  and  with  Aristides  was 
appointed  to  command  the  Athenian 
army  sent  to  co-operate  with  the  other 
forces  of  Greece  in  476  B.  c.  These 
generals  were  soon  elected  also  to  the 
chief  command  of  the  allied  armies, 
and,  upon  the  return  of  Aristides  to 
Athens,  Cimon  became  sole  com- 
mander-in-chief of  all  the  Greek  ar- 
mies. He  gained  a  victory  over  the 
Persians  on  the  Strymon,  and  in  466 
again  defeated  them  in  the  decisive 
naval  battle  fought  at  the  mouth  of 
the  Eurymedon,  in  Pamphylia.  On 
that  day  he  captured  or  destroyed 
over  two  hundred  of  the  enemy's 
ships,  besides  gaining  a  complete  vic- 
tory over  the  army  on  land,  thus  ef- 
fectuallv  humbling  the  Persian  power. 
Returning  to  Athens,  he  displaced 
great  munificence  and  public  spirit. 
He  opposed  the  designs  of  Pericles 
and  Themistocles  to  enlarge  the  popu- 
lar power  in  the  affairs  of  State.  He 
was  in  461  ostracised  for  ten  years, 
but  was  recalled,  with  the  approba- 
tion of  Pericles,  in  456.    He  died  in 


449  B.  c.  at  Citium,  in  Cyprus,  while 
in  command  of  a  large  fleet  destined 
for  Egypt. 

CincinnatuSy  Lucius  Quin- 
tuSy  a  Roman  patriot  and  Dictator ; 
bom  of  a  patrician  family  about  520 
B.  c.  Havinff  lost  his  property,  he 
was,  while  cultivating  a  farm  with  his 
own  hands,  elected  Consul,  457  B.  c, 
and  was  twice  chosen  Dictator — onoe 
in  456,  when  he  gained  a  brilliant  vic- 
tory over  the  Aqui,  and  the  second 
time  at  the  a^  of  eighty,  when  he 
defeated  Spunus  Melius,  who  had 
raised  an  insurrection.  Upon  the  ex- 
piration of  each  term  of  office  he  re- 
turned to  work  on  his  fiirm. 

CiviiiSy  Claudius,  a  diief  of 
the  Batavi  who,  after  serving  twenty- 
five  years  in  the  Roman  army,  became 
a  formidable  enemy  of  Rome.  His 
brother,  Julius  Paulus,  had  been  put 
to  death  on  a  false  charge  of  treason 
A.  D.  67  or  68,  and  Civil  is  was  sent  in 
chains  to  Nero  at  Rome,  where  he  was 
heard  and  acquitted  by  Galba.  He 
raised  the  standard  of  rebellion  in 
69  A.  D.,  collected  a  large  army  of 
Germans  and  Gauls,  and  gained  many 
victories  over  the  Romans.  He  was 
finally  defeated  by  Cerealis,  whom 
Vespasian  had  sent  against  him  with 
a  new  army,  and  was  persuaded  to 
desist  from  hostilities  upon  an  am- 
nesty being  promised  in  70  A.  d. 

Cflareuaon,  £dward  Hyde, 
first  Earl  of,  an  historian  and  states- 
man ;  bom  at  Dinton,  in  Wiltshire, 
England,  in  1608.  He  studied  at  Ox- 
ford University,  read  law  with  his  un- 
cle, Nicholas  Hyde,  afterward  Chief- 
Justice,  married  Frances  Aylesbury 
in  1632,  and  entered  Parliament  in 
1640.  Though  at  first  acting  with 
the  popular  party  and  favoring  the 
impeachment  of  Strafiford,  he  bMme 
in  1642  one  of  the  most  zealous  of 
royalists.  The  next  year  he  was  made 
Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  and 
Privy  Councillor.  In  1645  he  was 
chosen  as  a  counsellor  to  the  Prince 
of  Wales,  whom  in  1646  he  followed 
in  his  flight  to  Jersey,  and  began 
there  the  great  work  upon  which  nis 
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litcfrarj  fiime  rests,  the  History  of  the 
RebeUUm  and  Civil  Wars,  Affer  the 
execution  of  the  King  he  received 
the  title  of  Lord  Chancellor  from 
Charles  II.,  to  whom  he  became  chief 
adviser  during  his  exile  in  France 
and  Holland.  At  the  Restoration,  in 
1660,  Charles  appointed  Hyde  as  his 
Prime  Minister  and  Lord  High  Chan- 
cellor of  England,  and  the  year  fol- 
lowing raised  him  to  the  peerage  with 
the  title  of  Earl  of  Clarendon.  His 
daughter,  Anne,  was  soon  after  recog- 
nize as  the  wife  of  James,  Duke  of 
York,  brother  to  the  King. 

Though  Clarendon  possessed  great 
ability,  he  was  by  reason  of  his  long 
exile  badly  informed  in  reference  to 
English  anairs,  and  was  too  much  in- 
clined to  pursue  an  arbitrary  policy. 
He  became  unpopular  with  ail  classes, 
and  by  his  bitter  opposition  to  the 
Roman  Catholic  Church  lost  the  favor 
of  Charles.  In  1667  he  was  deprived 
of  the  great  seal,  was  impeached  by 
the  Commons,  and  was  doomed,  by 
act  of  Parliament,  to  perpetual  exile. 
He  died  in  France,  1674.  His  history 
was  not  published  until  1702. 

Clarke,  Adam,  LL.D.,  a 
Methodist  minister  and  Bible  com- 
mentator; bom  near  Londonderry 
Ireland,  in  1762.  He  removed  in 
1S05  to  London,  where  he  died  of 
cholera  in  1832.  He  produced  sev- 
eral works,  the  most  important  of 
which  is  a  CwnmenUn^  on  the  Holy 
Bible, 

Clarke,  <Johii  S.,  an  American 
comedian ;  bom  in  Maryland  in  1835 ; 
began  his  first  regular  engagement 
at  the  Old  Chestnut  Street  Theatre, 
in  Philadelphia,  in  1852.  After  play- 
ing in  Baltimore  he  was  engaged  m 
1855  as  a  member  of  the  Arch  Street 
Theatre  oompany,  of  which  he  was 
the  leading  comedian  until  1 858,  when 
he  became  joint  lessee  and  manager. 
He  appeared  in  New  York  with  great 
applause  in  1861,  and  afterward  play- 
ed with  the  most  flattering  success  m 
the  leading  theatres  of  England.  He 
has  been  interested  at  different  times 
in  the  management  of  other  theatres 


in  New  York,  Philadelphia,  and  Bos- 
ton, and  was  very  recently  the  pro- 
prietor of  the  Charing  Cross  Theatre, 
London. 

Clarke,  Mary  Cowden,  an 
English  writer,  bom  in  London  in 
1809.  Her  principal  work  is  The  Com- 
plete Concordance  of  Shaketipeare,  which 
was  published  in  1846,  and  met  with 
great  success. 

Clarkson,  Thomas,  cm  Eng- 
lish philanthropist  distinguished  for 
the  efficient  service  he  rendered  to 
promote  the  abolition  of  the  slave 
trade,  was  born  in  1760,  studied  at 
St.  John's  College,  Cambridge,  and 
was  the  author  of  numerous  works 
relating  to  slavery  and  other  subjects. 
Died  in  1846. 

Claude  Liorraiu,  regarded  by 
Ipany  as  the  greatest  of  landscape- 
painters,  was  born  in  Lorraine  in  1600. 
He  studied  in  Florence  and  Rome, 
and  was  patronized  by  Pope  Urban 
VIII.  He  was  especially  distin- 
guished for  the  harmony,  richness, 
and  delicacy  of  his  coloring,  and  for 
his  remarkable  imitation  of  nature. 
Died  1682. 

Claudian,  or  Claudius 
Claudianus,  a  Latin  epic  poet; 
bom  at  Alexandria  about  365  a.  d. 
He  removed  to  Rome,  where  he  be- 
came very  celebrated,  and  where  the 
Emperor  and  the  Senate  erected  a 
statue  to  him  in  the  Forum  of  Tr^jan. 
Claudian  is  regarded  as  the  last  of 
the  Latin  classic  poets. 

Claudius,  or  Tiberius 
Claudius  Drusus  Nero,  fourth 
Emperor  of  Rome,  was  bom  at  Lyons 
in  10  b.  c.  He  was  the  son  of  Drusus 
Nero  and  Antonia  Minor,  a  daughter 
of  Mark  Antony,  and  was  a  nephew 
of  the  Emperor  Tiberius.  Claudius 
was  the  uncle  of  Caligula,  by  whom 
he  was  created  Consul  in  37  A.  D.,  and 
upon  whose  death,  four  years  later, 
he  was  proclaimed  Emperor.  He 
was  poisoned  in  54  a.  d.  by  his  wife, 
the  infamous  Messalina,  after  he  had 
adopted  her  son  Nero,  who  succeeded 
him  as  Emperor. 

Claudius,    Marcus    Aure- 
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liuSy  sumamed  Gothicus,  Em- 
peror of  Rome;  bom  in  Illvricum, 
214  A.  D.  He  held  a  high  military 
command  under  Valerian,  and  was 
proclaimed  Emperor  by  the  army 
upon  the  death  of  Gkdlienus,  in  268. 
Iiifi  surname  was  derived  from  a  great 
victory  which  he  gained  over  the 
Goths  near  Nissa,  in  Servia,  in  2(39. 
Died  270. 

Clay^  Henry,  an  eminent 
American  statesman  and  orator,  son 
of  John  Clay,  a  Baptist  minister,  was 
bom  in  Hanover  County,  Virginia, 
April  12,  1777.  Having  studied  at  a 
common  school,  he  read  law,  was  ad- 
mitted to  the  bar  in  1797,  and  re- 
moved to  Lexington,  Kentucky,  where 
he  commenced  practice,  meeting  with 
rapid  and  brilliant  success,  and  where 
he  married  in  1799  a  daughter  of  Co^ 
Thomas  Hart  of  that  place. 

Mr.  Clay  b^an  his  political  career 
as  a  Jefliersonian  Democrat,  favored 
the  insertion  in  the  State  Constitution, 
which  was  then  about  to  be  adopted, 
of  a  clause  providing  for  the  gradual 
abolition  of  slavery,  was  sent  to  the 
Kentucky  Legislature  in  1804,  and 
two  years  afterward  was  chosen  to 
fill  a  short  term  in  the  United  States 
Senate.  In  1809  he  was  again  chosen 
to  the  Senate,  where  he  favored  a  pro- 
tective tariff  and  opposed  the  United 
States  Bank.  In  1811,  on  the  expira- 
tion of  his  term  in  the  Senate,  he  was 
elected  to  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives, of  which  body  he  became  the 
Speaker.  He  was  re-elected  Speaker 
in  1813,  and  in  1814  was  sent  to  Eu- 
rope to  negotiate  a  treaty  of  peace 
with  England.  The  Treaty  of  Ghent 
was  the  result  of  the  labor  of  Mr. 
Clay  and  his  colleagues.  Returning 
to  America,  he  was  re-elected  four 
times  successively  Speaker  of  the 
House  of  Representatives.  Changing 
his  policy  in  that  particular,  he  fa- 
vored, in  1816,  the  bill  to  charter  a 
bank  of  the  United  States,  and  in 
1818  delivered  a  powerful  and  elo- 
Quent  speech  for  tne  recognition  of 
uie  republics  in  South  America.  He 
was  one  of  the  most  able  and  promi- 


nent advocates  in  1821  of  the  Mis- 
souri Compromise,  was  immensely 
popular  throughout  the  country  both 
as  a  statesman  and  as  an  orator,  and 
displayed  such  rare  ability  as  a  pre- 
siding officer  during  the  thirteen 
years  of  his  Speakership  that  not  one 
of  his  decisions  was  ever  reversed. 
As  one  of  the  four  candidates  for  the 
Presidency  of  the  United  States  in 
1824  he  received  thirty-seven  electoral 
votes,  and,  upon  the  election  devolv- 
ing on  the  House  of  Representatives 
he  preferred  Adams  to  Jackson,  ana 
by  his  influence  decided  the  contest 
in  favor  of  the  former.  He  was 
charged  by  the  partisans  of  Jackson 
with  '^  bargain  and  corruption,"  and 
his  supposed  coalition  with  Mr. 
Adams  was  denominated  by  John 
Randolph  as  a  "combination  of  the 
Puritan  and  the  blackleg."  A  blood- 
lees  duel  between  Clay  and  Randolph 
in  April,  1826,  was  the  result. 

Mr.  Clay  was  in  1831  elected  to  the 
United  States  Senate  for  six  years, 
and  in  1832  was  the  candidate  of  the 
anti-Jackson  party  in  the  Presidential 
election,  but  received  the  votes  of  only 
Massachusetts,  Rhode  Island,  Con- 
necticut, Delaware,  Maryland,  and 
Kentucky. 

To  avoid  the  dangers  threatened  by 
the  nullifiers  of  South  Carolina  in 
1832,  Mr.  Clay  became  the  author  of 
the  compromise  tariff.  The  Whis 
party  was  soon  afterward  organize(^ 
but,  although  its  favorite  leader,  he 
declined  to  be  its  candidate  for  the 
Presidency  in  1836.  He  was  during 
that  year  re-elected  to  the  United 
States  Senate,  supported  Gen.  Harri- 
son for  the  Presidency  in  1840,  re- 
signed his  seat  in  the  Senate  in  1842, 
and  in  1844  was  nominated  for  the 
Presidency  by  the  National  Whig 
Convention  which  met  in  May  of  that 
year.  During  the  campaign  which 
followed,  Mr.  Clay  opposea  the  an- 
nexation of  Texas,  which  was  advo- 
cated by  James  K.  Polk,  candidate 
of  the  Democratic  )>arty,  who  was 
elected  in  the  ensuing  November. 
In  1847  he  joined   the   Protestant 
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elected  Senator  of  the  tjnited  BtaWs. 
To  him  is  chiefly  attriUited  the  com- 

{romiae  of  1850,  whiuh  is  believed  to 
ave  postpoaed  for  ten  j-eare  the  "ir- 
represBible  conflict"  between  freedom 
and  slavery. 

Ilenr}'  Clay  died  at  Waahineton, 
June  29, 1852.  "Take  hira  for  all  in 
«11,"  aaya  Parton,  "we  must  regard 
him  as  the  fir^t  of  American  orators; 
but  posterity  will  not  assign  him  that 
rank,  because  posterity  will  not  hear 
that  matohleaa  voice,  will  not  see 
those  large  gestures,  those  striking 
altitudes,  that  grand  manner,  which 
gave  to  second-rate  composition  Rrat- 


magnificent  and  tfazzling  personality, 
wid  for  the  light  they  caat  upon  the 
history  of  parties;  but  they  add 
scarcely  anything  to  the  intellectual 
proncrty  of  the  nation." 

Clemens,  Samuel  Lanv- 
horne,  an  American  hnmorist, 
known  an  Hark  Twain,  was 
bom  in  MisBouri  in  1835.  He  learn- 
ed the  trade  of  a  printer,  wan  em- 
ployed in  several  large  cities,  and 
afterward  became  a  pilot  on  the  Mis- 
sissippi River.  He  subHequently  visit- 
ed ISevada.  (he  Sandwich  Islands, 
and  California,  delivering  a  course 
of  humorous  lectures  in  the  latter 
State  about  I66i.  Coming  P^t  three 
years  later,  he  made  a  pli 


account  in  3V  Innoeeiilx  Abroad.  Ke- 
tuminR  to  America,  lie  was  for  some 
time  the  editor  of  a  daily  paper  in 
BiiHalo,  New  York.  He  alterward 
removed  to  Hartford,  Cnnnecticiit, 
where  ha  now  resides.  Among  bia 
other  productions  are  The  Jumping 
F'O'j,  Soughing  It.  The  Gilded  Agr, 
and  Tkt  Tmmp  Abroad. 

Clement  of  Alexandria,  a 
distinguished  Father  of  the  Church, 
is  supposed  to  have  been  bom  at 
Athens  about  150  a.  i>.  He  was  at 
firtil  a  Platonist,  and  subsequently  be- 


came master  of  a  Cliri^ian  school  in 
Alexandria  and  wa«  ordained  a  pres- 
byter in  that  city.  He  was  a  profound 
scholar  and  the  author  of  several 
works  in  the  Greek  language  which 
were  highly  esteemed.  Died  about 
220. 

Cleomenes,  a  Greek  sculptor  of 
distinction,  is  supposed  to  have  lived 
about  200  or  300  a.  c. 

Clenpatra,  a  queen  of  Egypt 
remarkable  for  her  rare  beauty  and 
accomplishments,  was  the  daughter 
of  Ptolemy  Auletes,  and  was  bom  in 
09  B,  c.  When  she  had  arrived  at 
the  age  of  eighteen  years  her  father 
died,  leaving  the  throne  to  her  brother 
Ptolemy  and  herself  She  received 
an  excellent  education  and  was  well 
versed  in  many  liinguogea.  Having 
been  expelled  from  the  throne,  she 
was  in  48  B.  c.  restored  by  Julius 
Ceesar,  who  was  csptivated  by  her 
charms.  In  the  war  which  followed 
Cssar  defeated  and  killed  Ptolemy, 
anil  Cleopatra  became  the  actual  sov- 
ereign of  Egypt,  althouftli  nominal- 
ly she  shared  the  kinj^om  with  a 
younger  brother.  In  the  year  46  she 
followed  i'lveax  to  Rome  and  resided 
in  his  palace  until  hiu  assassination, 
two  rears  Liter,  when  she  returned  U> 
E^v|)t.  Bhe  was  soon  afler  charged 
with  the  death  of  her  brother  and 
colleague.  In  the  year  41,  Mark  An- 
tony, (he  Triumvir,  becoming  infatii- 
aled  with  her.n^lectedthe  intereetsof 
the  Slate  and  his  own  private  affaire, 
and  Oclavius  rapidly  gained  the  sole 
command  of  the  Roman  Empire. 

Cleopatra  was  present  with  Antony 
at  the  liatMe  of  Actium  in  31  b.  c, 
and,  being  the  first  (o  order  a  retreat, 
was  followed  by  Antony.  After  tlie 
latter  had  killed  himself  she  was  cap- 
tured by  OctaviuB,  who  she  ascer- 
tained inlended  to  lead  her  as  a  cap- 
tive in  his  triumphal  procession  at 
Rome,  In  onier  to  prevent  this,  she 
is  said  to  have  put  an  end  lo  her  ex- 
istence by  means  of  an  asp,  carried  10 
her  in  a  basket  of  fruit.  Her  death 
took  place  in  30  B,  c.  She  left  several 
children,  among  whom  was  Oesaiion, 
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believed  to  be  the  son  of  Julius  Cnsar. 
Cleopatra  was  the  laat  sovereign  of  her 
dynasty.  

Clinton,  De  Witt,  an  Ameri- 
can statesman ;  bom  at  Little  Britain, 
Orange  County,  New  York,  March  2, 
J  769;  was  the  son  of  Gen.  James 
Clinton  and  Mary  De  Witt,  and  was 
a  nephew  of  Geoive  Clinton,  fourth 
Vice-President  of  the  United  States. 
After  graduating  at  Cohunbia  Col- 
lege in  1786  he  read  law,  and  in  1790 
was  appointed  private  secretary  by  his 
uncle,  George  Clinton,  then  Governor 
of  New  York,  He  soon  commenced 
an  active  political  career  as  a  Repub- 
lican. In  1796  he  married  Maria 
Franklin  of  New  York  City.  He  be- 
came in  1797  a  member  of  the  New 
York  Legislature,  was  elected  the 
following  year  to  the  State  Senate, 
and  soon  was  recognized  as  the  most 
influential  leader  of  his  party  in  New 
York.  Three  years  later  he  was  elect- 
ed to  the  Senate  of  the  United  States, 
where  he  gained  distinction  as  an 
able  and  very  eloquent  speaker.  In 
1803  he  was  appointed  to  the  mayor- 
alty of  New  York  City,  a  position 
then  of  great  importance,  and  one 
which  he  continued  to  hold,  with 
little  interruption,  until  1814.  He 
was  also  Lieutenant-Governor  of  the 
State  from  1811  to  1813,  and  was  ap- 
pointed as  one  of  seven  commission- 
ers to  survey  and  establish  a  route  for 
a  canal  from  the  Hudson  River  to  the 
great  lakes.  The  formation  of  the 
Historical  Society  and  the  establish- 
ment of  the  Academy  of  Fine  Arts 
were  due  principally  to  his  efforts. 

De  Witt  Clinton  was  a  political 
rival  of  Aaron  Burr  and  afterward  of 
Daniel  D.  Tompkins,  and  his  popu- 
larity was  injured  by  the  report  that 
he  disapproved  of  the  course  of  Presi- 
dent Madison  and  of  the  war  of  1812. 
He  was,  however,  nominated  in  that 
vear  for  the  office  of  President  of  the 
t^Tnited  States.  Though  defeated  by 
Mr.  Madison,  he  received  the  elec- 
toral votes  of  New  Hampshire,  Mas- 
sachusetts, Rhode  Island,  Connecti- 
cut, New  York,  New  Jersey,  Dela- 


ware, and  Maryland — eighty-nine  in 
all.  He  was  chosen  first  President  of 
the  Literary  and  Philosophical  So- 
ciety in  1814,  and  in  the  year  follow- 
ing produced  a  memorial  which  fa- 
vored the  immediate  construction  of 
the  Erie  Canal,  of  which  measure 
from  that  time  he  became  the  most 
able  and  prominent  champion,  and 
was  almost  unanimously  elected  Gov- 
ernor of  New  York  in  1817.  During 
the  same  year  a  bill  was  passed  by  the 
legislature  of  that  State  authorizing 
the  construction  of  the  Erie  Canal. 
He  was  in  1820  re-elected  Governor, 
on  the  question  of  canal  policy,  over 
his  old  rival,  Daniel  D.  Tompkins. 
While  performing  the  duties  of  Gov- 
ernor he  also  sat  as  President  of  the 
Board  of  Canal  Commissioners.  Hav- 
ing lost  his  first  wife  in  1818,  he  was 
married  in  1820  to  Catharine  Jones. 
Declining  in  1822  to  be  a  candidate 
for  Governor,  the  State  waa  carried  ai 
the  ensuing  election  by  his  political 
opponent,  who  in  1824  removed  him 
from  the  office  of  canal  commissioner. 
The  people,  indignant  at  this  act, 
elected  him  Governor  in  the  autumn 
of  that  year  by  the  largest  majority 
that  any  candidate  had  ever  received. 
The  Erie  Canal  was  completed  in  the 
following  vear,  and  .the*  Governor 
made  a  triumphal  progress  over  it 
in  a  magnificent  barge.  During  the 
same  year  he  was  oflered  by  Presi- 
dent Adams  the  position  of  Minister 
to  England,  whicn,  however,  he  de- 
clined. H^was  re-elected  Governor 
in  1826. 

Governor  Clinton  was  the  author 
of  several  treatises  on  natural  history. 
He  was  a  munificent  patron  of  learn- 
ing and  urgently  advocated  the  es- 
tablishment by  the  State  of  public 
schools.  As  a  statesman  his  views 
were  exceedingly  comprehensive  and 
liberal.     Died  in  1828. 

Clinton 9  Georgre,  fourth  Vice-

Clovis,  Chlodwigr^  or  Hlod- 
wigTy  King  of  the  Franks,  was  bom 
about  466  a.  d.,  and  succeeded  his 
father  in  481,  at  Toumaj,  as  Kinp  of 
the  Salian  Franks.  In  486  he  gained 
a  victory  over  the  combined  army  of 
Romans  and  Oauls,  captured  Soissons, 
which  he  made  his  capital,  marriea 
Clotilda,  a  Christian  princess,  in  493, 
and  in  496  embraced  the  religion  of 
his  wife.  By  this  act  the  Armorican 
cities  were  induced  to  place  them- 
selves under  his  sway.  He  made 
Paris  his  capital  in  507^  and  in  the 
same  year  defeated  and  killed  Alaric, 
King  of  the  Visigoths,  in  a  great 
battle  near  Poitiers,  and  annexed  the 

Srovinoe  of  Aquitaine  to  his  other 
ominions.  At  his  death,  which  oc- 
curred in  511,  France  was  divided  be- 
tween his  four  sons.  Thierri,  Clodo- 
mir,  Childeric,  ana  Clotaire.  His 
descendants  are  called  Merovingians, 
from  his  grandfather,  Merovig. 

"With  the  reign  of  Clovis,"  says 
an  eminent  French  writer,  "com- 
mence the  glory,  empire,  religion, 
laws,  and  usag^  of  the  French. 

Cobbett,  AVilliam,  a  political 
writer,  the  son  of  a  farmer,  was  bom 
at  Famham,  England,  in  1762.  He 
was  self-educated.  In  1784  he  en- 
listed in  the  army,  and  served  with 
credit  in  America  for  seven  years. 
About  1792  he  settled  in  Philadel- 
phia, where  he  issued  a  Federalist 
paper  {Peter  Porcupines  Oaaette)^  and 
where  he  was  fined  five  thousand  dol- 
lars for  a  libel  on  Dr.  Rush.  He  re- 
moved to  London  in  1800,  and  estab- 
lished there  The  Weeklv  Political  Reg- 
ister,  the  publication  of  which  he  con- 
tinued for  thirty-three  years,  during 
which  time  he  was  freciuently  finea 
heavily,  and  on  one  occasion  sentenced 
to  two  years'  imprisonment  for  his 
libels  and  satires  on  members  of  the 
government.  The  Register  was  at 
nrst  a  Tory  paper,  but  after  a  time 
Cobbett  became  a  bitter  opponent  of 
that  party  and  of  the  administration 


of  Pitt.  After  one  or  more  unsuc- 
cessful attempts,  he  entered  Parlia- 
ment for  Oldham  in  1832.  He  was 
re-elected  two  years  later.  Died  1835. 

Cobbett  was  the  author  of  numer- 
ous popular  and  successful  works, 
which  were  distinguished^  as  one 
writer  says,  by  "the  perfection  of  the 
rough  Saxon  English.'' 

Cobden,  Richard,  a  Liberal 
statesman  and  economist;  bom  at 
Dunford,  in  Sussex,  England,  in  1804. 
He  was  the  son  of  a  farmer,  and  was 
placed  in  early  life  in  the  warehouse 
of  an  uncle  in  London.  Removing 
afterward  to  Manchester,  he  engaged 
in  the  manufacture  of  fine  cotton 
goods.  At  about  the  age  of  thirty  he 
visited  the  United  States,  France, 
Germany,  and  the  Orient,  and  pub- 
lished at  about  the  same  time  a 
pamphlet  on  Russia,  and  another  en- 
titlea  England,  Ireland y  and  America^ 
He  rose  lo  prominence  in  1838  as  the 
advocate  of  the  free  importation  of 
gniin,  and  soon  became  the  leading 
orator  of  the  National  Anti-Com- 
Law  League.  He  was  elected  to  Par- 
liament for  Stockport  in  1841. 

Sir  Robert  Peel  attributed  to  Mr. 
Cobden  more  than  to  any  ether  per- 
son the  merit  of  the  repeal  of  the 
com  laws,  which  was  effected  in  June. 
1846.  He  was  the  next  year  elected 
to  Parliament  for  the  West  Riding  of 
Yorkshire,  and  was  a  member  of  the 
Peace  Congress  of  Paris  in  1849  and 
of  that  of  Frankfort  in  1850. 

Mr.  Cobden  and  Mr.  Bright  were 
the  leaders  of  the  Liberal  or  Man- 
chester party,  which  advocated  several 
reforms  and  was  independent  of  both 
the  Whigs  and  Tories.  By  his  op- 
position to  war  against  Russia  in  1854 
and  to  the  Chinese  policy  of  Lord 
Palmerston  in  1857,  he  lost  much  of 
his  popularitv,  and  was  defeated  in 
the  last-mentioned  year  as  candidate 
for  Huddersfield.  He  was,  however, 
returned  to  Parliament  from  Roch- 
dale in  1859.  In  that  year  he  again 
visited  the  United  States,  and  while 
absent  was  offered  by  Lord  Palmer- 
ston a  seat  in  the  new  Cabinet,  which 
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he  dscliDsd.  As  >  coiDDiiBeioner  for 
Ortat  Briuin  in  IB60  lie  negotiated 
an  important  commercial  treaty  with 
Fnwce.     Died  April  2,  I860. 

Coeboru,  van,  also  written  Co- 
hom,  Menno,  Baron,  a  Dutch 
general  and  military  engineer;  bom 
in  Priealand  about  1632.  After  becom- 
ing well  venied  id  mathematics,  he  was 
commisaioiied  as  captain  in  the  army. 
He  served  vith  dietiaction  in  the  cam- 
paigns gLg&insi  the  French,  especially 
in  thoM  of  1673  and  1674,  and  some 
yeuB  Itkter  was  Buccessfiilly  opposed 
to  Vauban.  Among  liiH  greatest  works 
are  the  fortresses  of  Namuc,  Buda, 
and  Nim^iien.  In  17D3  he  wsa 
raised  to  the  rank  of  lieutenant- 
general,  and  at  about  the  same  time 
published  a  book  entitled  Neic  Mrlhod 
(^  Fort'fieation,  which  has  been  highly 
esteemed.    Died  1704. 

Coke,  or  Cookr  Sir  Edward, 
an  English  jurist;  born  at  Mile  ham, 
in  Norfolk,  in  1552 ;  studied  at  Trin- 
ity College,  Cambridge,  and  at  the 
Inner  Temple.  He  was  called  to  the 
bar  in  ViJS,  and  soon  aotjuired  great 
reputation  by  his  lectures  on  law  and 
oMainod  an  eilensive  practice.  He 
Wla  appointed  Solicitor-General  in 
1593  and  Attomey-<'teneral  in  the 
year  following,  in  which  puailioiiH  he 
frequently  disgraced  himself  by  his 
brutal  Ireatment  of  Slate  prisoners, 
especially  of  Essex  and  Kaleigh,  and 
by  the  application  of  torture.  He 
was  knighted  in  160.1,  appointed 
Chief- Justice  of  the  Common  Pleas 
in  1606,  and  was  made  Chief-Justice 
of  tlie  King's  ISench  in  1613  and  a 
Privy    Coimdllor.     As  a   judge   he 

Ced  distinction  for  his  profuuiid 
vledge  of  the  lav,  and  for  his  re- 
fusal to  miscouKtme  it  at  the  dicta- 
tion of  his  sovereign.  He  was  re- 
moved from  hiH  0 trices  bv  King 
James  1.,  and  was  confined  in  the 
Tower  in  16*22  for  his  opixisition  lu 
the  ooiirt.  He  entered  Parliament  in 
1625,  was  re-elected  in  1628,  firmly 
opposed  the  arbitrary  and  illeg^ 
measures  of  (he  court,  and  was  rec- 
c^izcd  OS  one  of  the  ablest  leadera 


of  the  popular  parly.  He  was  the 
author  of  (iiie  upon  LiuUton,  or  the 
Firfl  ImtUulf,  a  work  of  the  hiriiait 
authority  npon  English  law.  Died 
1633. 

Colbert,  Jean  Bapttste,  * 
French  statesman  and  financier ;  bom 
at  Kheims,  August  20,  1619.  Ue  was 
taken  into  the  service  of  Cardinal 
Maiarin  in  1648,  became  Councillor 
of  ^tute  in  the  same  year,  and  secre- 
tary to  the  Queen  in  1654  Mazarin, 
before  his  death,  which  occurred  in 
1661,  commended  Colbert  to  the  &vor 
of  Louis  XIV.,  and  Colbert  was  in  the 
HHjiie  year  appointed  ConlroUer-Uen- 
eral  of  Finances.  He  introduced  into 
his  ufiice  the  strictest  onler  and  econ- 
omy, and  under  his  udmiiiistnitioo  the 
commerce  and  manufactures  of  France 
made  rapid  prugrew  and  attained  to 
great  proaticrity.  He  became  Minia- 
ler  of  Marine  in  1669. 

Colbert  was  a  liberal  patron  of  lit- 
erature and  science.  He  founded  the 
Academy  of  Inscnptions,  the  Acad- 
emy of  .Scielll;e^  the  Observatory,  and 
other  institutions.  He  firmly  opposed 
the  policy  of  Louis  XIV.  in  his  cruel 
treatment  of  the  Proicstania.  Died 
16H3.

Cole,  Thomaff,  a  landscape- 
painter  ;  born  in  I.Anciishire,  England, 
in  1301;  removed  in  earjv  life  with 
his  parents  to  Ohio.  Al\er  having 
received  some  slight  instruction  in 
art  from  an  itinerant  porir^iit-painler, 
he  left  home  al  the  age  <if  twenty- 
one,  and  finally  settled  in  New  York 
City,  where  he  soon  estiiblished  a  high 
reputation  as  an  artist.  His  views  of 
the  CaCskills,  the  While  Mountains, 
and  other  laiiilscapes  met  with  a  ready 
sale.  He  visited  Kiiropc  in  1829,  and 
remained  there  three  years.  After  his 
return  to  New  York  He  paid  especial 
attention  to  American  scenery  and 
completed  a  large  number  of  land- 
scape-paintings. Among  his  other 
productions  are  "  The  (^itse  of  Em- 
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pire"  (in  five  parts),  "View  of  Mount 
Etna,"  and  "Kenilworth  Castle." 
Died  1848. 

ColensOy  John  William, 
D.  D.,  Bishop  of  Natal ;  bom  in  Eng- 
land. Jannary  24,  1814;  graduated  at 
CamDrid^e.  and  in  1853  was  appoint- 
ed first  Bishop  of  Natal,  South  Africa. 
He  is  the  author  of  numerous  works, 
among  which  is  l^he  PentcUeiieh  and 
Book  of  Joshua  OriticaUy  Examined. 
This  work,  which  appeared  in  1862, 
called  in  miestion  the  historical  ac- 
curacy and  Mosaic  authorship  of  these 
books,  and  created  a  sensation  among 
churchmen  in  England  and  elsewhere, 
and  an  unsuccessful  attempt  was  made 
to  depose  him  from  his  See. 

Coleridgre,  Hartley,  an  Eng- 
lish poet,  son  of  Samuel  Taylor  Cole- 
ridge; bom  near  Bristol  in  1796; 
(H^uated  at  Oxford  in  1818.  His 
intellect  was  remarkably  precocious, 
but  his  body  was  deformed,  and  he 
became  very  intemperate.  Died  1849. 

Coleridgre,  Samuel  Taylor, 
an  English  poet  and  critic ;  bom  at 
Ottery  St.  Mary,  in  Devonshire,  Octo- 
ber 21,  1772.  His  fiekther  was  the  vicar 
of  that  parish.  Coleridge  studied  at 
Cambridge,  where  he  was  distinguish- 
ed for  rare  classical  attainments.  His 
addresses  having  been  rejected  by  a 
young  lady  of  Cambridge,  he  left  the 
university  without  receiving  a  d^ee 
and  enlisted  in  a  regiment  of  dra- 
goons, from  which,  however,  his 
niends  procured  his  discharge  in  a 
short  time.  He  formed  in  1794 
an  intimate  friendship  with  Robert 
Southey.  Two  years  later  his  first 
volume  of  poems  appeared,  for  the 
copyright  of  which  thirty  guineas  had 
■been  aavanced  by  Mr.  Cottle  of  Bris- 
tol in  1794.  In  1795  he  married 
Sarah  Fricker,  a  sister  of  Southey's 
wife,  and  delivered  a  successful  course 
of  lectures  at  Bristol,  to  which  city 
he  removed  before  the  end  of  the  year. 
He  afterward  began  to  publish  The 
Watchman,  a  weekly  periodical,  which 
did  not  pay  expenses ;  only  ten  num- 
bers of  it  appeared.  He  also  attempt- 
td,  but  unsuccessfully,  to  become  a 


preacher  for  the  Unitarians.  At  about 
this  period  he  wrote  Hie  Ancient  Mar- 
iner, a  poem,  and  Osorio;  or,  Be- 
morse,  a  tragedy.  In  company  with 
Wordsworth  he  went  in  1798  to  Got- 
tingen,  where  he  studied  German  lit- 
erature, and  on  his  return  to  England 
removed  to  Keswick,  in  the  Lake  dis- 
trict, where  Southey  and  Wordsworth 
already  lived,  and  from  which  loca- 
tion the  three  were  called  the  **  Lake 
Poets." 

In  1805,  Coleridge  renounced  Uni- 
tarianism  and  adopted  the  creed  of 
the  Church  of  England.  He  lectured 
on  Shakespeare  and  the  fine  arts  at 
the  Itoyal  Institution,  and  two  years 
later  he  resumed  his  wandering  habits, 
leaving  his  family  dependent  on  his 
brother-in-law,  Southey.  After  pro- 
ducing numerous  poems  his  health 
failed,  about  1825,  when  he  com- 
menced the  immoderate  use  of 
opium.  After  being  addicted  for 
some  years  to  this  habit,  which 
caused  him  much  remorse,  he  suc- 
ceeded in  overcoming  it.     Died  1834. 

Coleridge  was  remarkable  for  his 
genius,  his  imagination  as  a  poet,  his 
brilliant  jx)wer8  of  conversation,  and 
his  discernment  as  a  critic 

Colfax,  Schuyler,  an  Ameri- 
can statesman ;  born  in  New  York 
City,  March  23,  1823.  Removing  to 
Inaiana  at  an  earlv  age,  he  establish- 
ed at  South  Bend,  in  1845,  a  news- 
paper, the  St,  Joseph  Valley  Begisler, 
which  became  the  organ  of  the  vVliig 
party  in  the  northern  part  of  the 
State.  He  was  elected  to  Congress  in 
1854,  was  successively  re-elected  until 
1869,  was  Speaker  of  the  House  of 
Representatives  from  1863  until  1869, 
and  was  elected  Vice-President  of  the 
United  States  on  the  ticket  with  Gen. 
Grant  for  President  in  November, 
1868. 

Coll  grill,  or  Coligriiy*   <le, 

Gaspard,  a  Huguenot  chief  and 
French  admiral,  the  son  of  Gaspard 
Coligni  and  Louise,  a  sister  ol  the 
Constable  Montmorenci,  was  bom 
at  ChAtillon-sur-Loing,  Febi-uary  16, 
1517.    He  entered  the  armv  at  an 
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tmrif  Bge,  was  knighted  io  1544  by 
Coiidd  on  the  field  of  Cerisoles,  was 
■fUrward  appointed  colonel -general 
of  inJBKtry,  and  in  1552  wun  made 
admiral  of  France.  He  embraced  the 
Froteelant  religion  about  1657,  and  at 
the  commenixment  ot  the  civil  war, 
in  1562,  woB  choeca  second  in  <»m- 
mand  of  the  Huguenot  armj',  the 
Princa  of  Cond^  being  commander- 
in-diief.  Having  sMumed  the  chief 
command  upon  the  deaih  of  that 
leader,  in  1569,  he  was  defeated  at 
Moncontour.  Hoetilities  were  sus- 
pended from  15T0  to  1572,  when 
Coligni  went  to  PRris  to  lie  present 
at  the  marriage  of  Ilenr;/  of  >>aTiirre 
with  the  sinter  of  the  King.  He  van 
warmly  ret'eived  by  Charlen  IX.,  but 
was  wounded  in  the  arm  au  he  passed 
along  the  street  by  one  of  the  minioiiB 
of  the  Uuke  of  Guise.  He  waH  liilled 
two  davs  later  during  the  Massacre 
of  St.  Sartholomew. 

Collier,  .Jerem^',  an  English 
theologian  and  non-juring  divine; 
born  at  Sinw-Qny,  in  Cambridft^ 
■hire,  in  I6->0.  He  studied  ut  Cam- 
bridge, and  WBK  ordained  a  prJeHt  in 
1077.  In  1  &iii  he  was  appoinieil  lec- 
turer at  Gray's  Inn,  London,  and  was 
in  politics  an  extreme  Tory,  and  sul>- 
■equentiv  a  Jacobite.  On  the  acces- 
■ion  of  VVilliam  III.,  in  1633,  he  sur- 
rendered his  preferments,  refufied  M 
take  the  oaths  to  that  sovereign,  and 
published  several  bitter  pamphlets 
■gainst  the  new  r<5gime.  He  sIim 
attended  Friend  and  Parkins,  pon- 
yicted  of  higli  trenaon,  to  the  ueaflbld, 
and  there  gave  them  public  almolu- 
tion.  He  produced  in  1698  a  verv 
ably-writlen  and  oelebraled  woric 


which  created .  ,. 
literary  world,  and  which  is  said  to 
have  produced  a  great  ryform  in  the 
English  draina.  Collier  was  tiie  au- 
thor of  other  works  and  translations. 
He  was  consecrated  as  a  non-juring 
Bishop  in  1713.     Died  172B. 

Colli  ninvood,   C  ti  t  Ii  h  e  r  t , 
Admiral  Lord,  an  English  admi- 


ral; bom  in  1750;  served  in  Ameri- 
ca; became  a  post-captiun  in  1780. 
and  gained  distinction  for  skill  and 
bravery  in  the  action  off  Cape  St. 
Vincent,  in  1787,  He  was  commis- 
sioncd  as  a  reur-admiral  In  1799,  as  a 
vice-admiral  in  IHIH,  and  when  Nel- 
son was  kilted,  at  Trafalgar,  in  18(^ 
succeeded  to  the  chief  cumoiand  in 
the  battle  of  that  place.  He  was  soon 
after  raised  to  th«  peerage.  Died 
1810. 

Collins,  William,  an  English 
lyric  poet;  bom  in  1720.  He  was 
eiluca1«d  at  Wincheater,  and  at  Mag- 
dalen College,  Oxford.  About  1744 
he  went  to  iXndun,  iniending  to  make 
literature  his  profeaaloQ.  Hia  poems, 
however,  were  almost  utterly  n^lect- 
ed,  and  he  siiHcred  much  pecuniary 
distreHD.  In  1749  he  received  a  legacy 
of  two  thousand  pounds,  but  fortune 
came  too  late.  He  sanli  into  a  slate 
of  nervous  imbecility,  and  died  at 
('hichciiter  in  175G.  His  odes  have 
given  him  a  place  among  the  great- 
est lyrical  writers  of  his  cnuntrv.  and 
remain  unHurpaflxed  in  vivid  imagi- 
nation and  high  ]x>etical  feeling  and 
diction. 

Oollins,  William  Wtlkie,  an 
English  novelist  of  distinction  ;  bom 


m  Whilt,   Armnrlale,  Mnn  and  Wife, 
Poor  Mit  Finch,  and   Tke  Liaa  and 
the  Laili/. 
Cnllbt-d'HerboiH,    J«an 

Marie,  a  French  Jacobin  notorious 
for  his  cruelties,  was  bom  about  I7.jO. 
Hewas  for  aoiiie  timeaslroliing  play- 
er, and  in  1702  was  elected  to  the 
Convention,  where  he  supported  th« 
measures  of  Robeitpierre.  Becoming 
a  member  of  the  Committee  of  Public 
Safety  in  1793,  he  caused  tlie  execu- 
tion of  several  hundred  persons  at 
Lyons.  Two  years  later  he  was  trans- 
ported to  Cayenne,  where  he  died  in 
1791). 

Colman,  Georffe,  an  En^^lish 
dramatist,  son  of  the  British  Minuter 
at  Florence,  was  bom  in  that  city  in 
1733.    Died  1791. 
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Colonna,  Vittoria,  a  distin- 
guished Italian  poet,  the  daughter 
of  Fabrizio  (Jolonna,  was  bom  in 
Borne  in  1490,  and  at  the  a^  of  seven- 
teen was  married  to  the  Marauess  of 
Pescara,  afterward  celebrated  as  a 
military  commander.  Hallam  says 
that  she  possessed  **  rare  virtues  and 
consummate  talents.''     Died  1547. 

Columbus,  Christopher,  a 
navigator  and  discoverer;  bom  at 
G«noa  about  1440 ;  studied  mathema- 
tics for  a  short  time  at  the  University 
of  Pavia,  and  for  several  years  was 
employed  in  commercial  and  military 
adventures  on  the  Mediterranean.  At 
the  age  of  thirty  he  removed  to  Lis- 
bon, where  he  married,  and  where  he 
was  employed  in  several  expeditions 
to  the  west  coast  of  Africa,  and  in 
makine  maps  and  charts. 

In  the  ^neral  excitement  ooncem- 
inp^  maritime  research,  Columbus,  sus- 
tained by  a  lofly  enthusiasm,  matured 
his  own  views  for  reachins:  the  eastern 
part  of  the  continent  of  Asia,  but  which 
led  to  the  discovery  of  America,  He 
is  said  to  have  meditated  reaching 
India  by  a  lyestem  route  as  early  as 
1474.  He  solicited  the  aid  of  John 
II.  in  the  prosecution  of  his  great 
project,  but,  being  treated  by  that 
sovereign  in  an  ungenerous  man- 
ner, he  left  Portugal  in  1484,  visit- 
ed Spain,  and  sought  the  patronage  of 
Fenunand  and  Isabella.  After  years 
of  delay,  neglect,  and  repulse  by  the 
officials  of  the  court,  and  after  the 
capture  of  Grenada,  in  1492,  at  which 
he  was  present,  Queen  Isabella  fur- 
nished him  with  two  small  vessels,  a 
third  one  being  added  by  the  eftbrts 
of  Columbus  and  his  friends.  These 
ships  were  named  the  Santa  Maria, 
the  Pinta,  and  the  Nifla.  He  sailed 
in  them  from  Palos,  with  one  hundred 
and  twenty  men,  August  3,  1492. 
Aft«r  a  long  voyage,  during  which 
his  crew  became  mutinous  and  threat- 
ened to  drown  him,  the  isle  of  San 
Salvador,  one  of  the  Bahama  group, 
was  discovered,  October  12,  1492. 

Columbus,  supposing  that  he  had 
Reached  India,  called  the  natives,  who 


believed  the  Spaniards  to  be  visitors 
from  heaven,  Indians.  After  touch- 
ing at  Cuba  and  Hayti  he  returned  to 
Spain,  reaching  Palos  in  March,  1493. 
He  made  a  triumphal  progress  to  the 
capital,  beins  receivea  in  numerous 
instances  with  royal  honors,  and  was 
granted,  according  to  previous  agree- 
ment, the  titles  of  Admiral  and  Vice- 
roy of  the  New  World.  In  the  au- 
tumn of  the  same  year  he  again  sailed 
across  the  Atlantic  with  seventeen 
ships,  and  discovered  Jamaica,  Porto 
Bico,  and  other  islands,  returning  to 
Spain  in  the  summer  of  1496.  He 
made  his  third  voyage  to  America 
with  six  vessels,  and  discovered  the 
mainland,  at  the  mouth  of  the  Ori- 
noco. 

The  later  years  of  Columbus  were 
embittered  by  insult  and  injury.  Com- 
plaints of  his  conduct  at  Hispaniola, 
in  1499,  having  been  made  to  the 
court,  Francisco  de  Bobadilla  was 
despatched  to  the  island  to  investi- 
gate the  charges,  and  that  brutal  com- 
missioner sent  Columbus  to  Spain  in 
chains.  The  King  and  Queen  repu- 
diated Bobadilla's  proceedings,  and 
declined  to  inquire  into  the  charges 
against  (>)lumbus,  promising  him 
compensation  for  his  losses  and  sat- 
isfaction for  his  wrongs.  He  made  a 
fourth  voyage  to  America,  in  Mav, 
1502,  from  which  he  returned  in 
1504.    He  died  May  20,  1506. 

Columella,  Liueius  Jiuiius 
ModoratuS)  distinguished  as  a 
writer  in  Latin  on  ancient  agriculture, 
is  sup]x)6ed  to  have  been  born  at  Cadiz 
in  tne  early  part  of  the  first  century 
A.  D.  His  chief  work  is  entitled  De 
Be  RnMicd.  He  is  favorably  men- 
tioned bv  Seneca  and  Plinv. 

Combe,  Georg^e,  distinguished 
as  a  writer  on  phrenology  and  on  edu- 
cation, was  bom  in  Scotland  in  1788. 
Died  1858. 

Comines,  de,  Philippe,  Lord 
of  Argenton,  a  statesman  and  his- 
;  torian;  bom  in  Flanders  in  1445: 
I  was  for  many  years  the  confidential 
;  adviser  of  Charles  the  Bold,  Duke  of 
i  Burgundy.   He  aften^-ard  entered  the 
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•errice  of  Louis  XI.  of  France,  who 
ccmfeiTed  many  lavors  upon  him  and 
created  him  t>eneschai  ol  Poitou.  Ue 
accompanied  Charloi  VI 11.  of  France 
in  his  iDVaeionof  Italy  as  adiplomat- 
iat  in  1494.  His  Mcmairg  are  an  ac- 
count of  historical  events  from  1464  to 
1498.  He  IB  pronounced  by  Macaulay 
to  have  be^  one  of  the  taaet  enliglit- 
ened  statcwnenof  the  age.  Died  1501*. 

Commodu!«,  Luviiia  .^liiut 
Aurellus,  a  Komnn  Emperor,  the 
ton  of  Marcua  AureliUB  and  Faustina, 
was  bom  161  a.  d.  After  receiving 
a  careful  education,  he  succeeded  his 
father  aa  Emperor  in  130.  Ue  earlf 
exhibited  the  moat  detestable  vices, 
unrelieved  by  any  virtues  whatever. 
He  resigned  hb  government  to  liis 
favorites.  Indulged  in  the  greatest 
cruelty,  ordered  hia  wife,  Crispina,  to 
be  put  to  death,  tivcd  with  a  concu- 
bine named  Marcia,  requireil  his  sub- 
jects to  worship  him  as  Hercules,  and 
caused  the  death  of  man^  of  the  Ho- 
man  Senators.  A  conspiracy  having 
been  formed  by  Murcia  and  two  of  his 
officers,  he  was  poisoned  and  strangled 
in  192  A.  D.,  and  was  succeeded  by 
Pertinax. 

Comonfort.  I|rnacio>  Presi- 
dent of  Mexico;  bom  about  IHIO; 
gained  distinttion  as  a  general,  and 
was  elected  to  the  Mexican  Senate 
in  184!).  He  became  provisional 
President  upon  the  downfall  of 
Santa  Anna,  in  1»55.  and  constitu- 
tional President  in  1857.  The  year 
following,  hia  enemies  having  gained 
poseewioD  of  the  capital,  he  whs  ex- 
iled. AAer  serving  against  the  French 
in  1863,  he  was  liilled  by  robbers  in 
the  latter  part  of  that  year. 

Coiiiptun,  Ueiiry,  an  English 
preUte  and  the  younger  son  of  Spen- 
cer Compton,  Earl  of  Northampton, 
was  bom  in  lt)32,  and  was  made 
Bishop  or  London  in  1G75.  He  was 
preceptor  to  the  Princaises  Mary  and 
Anne,  each  of  wliom  al^erward  be- 
came Queen  of  England.  As  a  Mal- 
OUB  Protestant  he  was  deprived  of  his 
See  by  James  II.,  but  had  it  restored 
on  the  McetBion  of  William  III.,  who 


appointed  Compton  a  Privy  Council- 
lor.   Died  1713. 
Oomte,   AuKUBte,    known   aa 

(he  founder  of  the  system  termed 
Positive  Philosophy  {I'oeiliviume), 
was  bom  at  Montpellier,  France,  in 
January,  1798.  At  the  ag«  of  six- 
teen he  entered  the  Polytechnic 
Kchool.  Four  years  later  he  became 
a  disciple  and  an  asaociale  of  St.  Si- 
mon, irom  whom  be  afterward  sepa- 
rated with  very  hostile  feelings.  Prior 
to  1830  he  had  discovered  his  law  of 
Social  Evolution,  which  he  announced 
iahiaOuuradcPkiiaiop/iie  FutUite.  Ilia 
system  is  described  as  a  combination 
of  the  doctrines  uf  Fourier,  St.  Simon, 
and  Hegel.  After  forming  an  unhap- 
py marriage  in  18J5,  he  became  in- 
sane for  a  short  time  and  attempted  , 
to  drown  himself^  but  was  rescued. 
He  soot)  recovered  from  the  attack  of 
insanity.  His  new  doctrines  attracted 
great  attention,  and  in  1832  he  waa 
appointed  professor  in  the  Polytech- 
nic School  of  Paris.  He  was  the 
author  of  numerous  works  on  phil- 
osophy and  other  sciences,  and  pro- 
posed to  found  a  new  religion — the 
worship  of  humanity — of  which  he 
was  to  be  the  chief  priest.  He  sepa- 
rated from  hU  wife  about  1842.  Died 
1857. 

Condd,  de  (Louia  II.  de  Bour- 
bon), Pbinck,  known  as  "the  great 
Cond^;"  born  in  Paris,  SeptemWH, 
1621.  He  was  the  son  of  Henry  II., 
Prince  of  Cond£,  and  was  first  Prince 
of  the  blood.  He  served  in  the  array 
at  the  age  of  seventeen  under  the  title 
of  Due  d'Enghien,  and  in  1641  mar- 
ried a  niece  of  Cardinal  Kichelieu. 
He  gained  a  great  victory  over  the 
Gpaniards  at  Rocroi  in  1643,  and  over 
the  Germans  at  Nordlingen  in  1645. 
In  1648  he  again  defeated  the  Span- 
iards  at  Lens,  where  he  nearly  anni- 
hilated the  Spanish  infantry,  which 
had  been  regarded  as  invinable.  In 
the  war  of  the  Fronde  (1649|  he  at 
first  commanded  the  royalist  army, 
but,  having  been   arrested  and   im- 

Srisoned  for  a  year  by  the  orders  of 
laiarin  or  of^the  Queen,  he,  eagw 
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for  reyenge,  took  up  arms  against  the 
government ;  had  a  desperate  engage- 
ment with  the  joyal  troops  in  the 
suburbs  of  St.  Antoine ;  entered  the 
service  of  Spain,  and  was  given  the 
command  in  Flanders,  where  he  was 
opposed  to  Turenne.  He  was  per- 
mitted to  return  to  France  in  1659,  in 
1672  was  given  the  command  of  a 
French  army  against  Holland,  and 
in  1674,  at  Seneiie,  defeated  William, 
Prince  of  Orange.    Died  1686. 

Condillacy  de,  l^tienne 
Hounoty  Abb^  de  Mureaux,  a 
French  philosopher  and  metaphy- 
sician; bom  at  Gr^ioble  in  1715: 
was  in  early  life  the  intimate  friend 
of  Rouseeau  and  Diderot.  He  pro- 
duced his  first  work,  an  Enai^  an  the 
Ori^n  of  Human  KnowUdge^  m  1746. 
This  work  contained  many  original 
and  ingenious  propositions.  He  after- 
ward published  several  other  works, 
which  gained  for  him  an  European 
reputation.  About  1754  he  was  ap- 
pomted  preceptor  of  the  Duke  of 
Parmtf.    Died  1780. 

Condorcety  de^  Marie  Jean 
Antoine  Nicolas  Caritat, 
Marquess,  a  French  mathematician 
and  philosopher;  bom  of  a  noble 
Deimily  in  Picardy,  September  17,  | 
1743 ;  removed  to  Paris  at  an  early 
age,  and  by  his  Essay  on  the  Integral 
Odciilta  and  Problem  of  Three  Bodies 
gained  admission  in  1769  to  the  Acad- 
emy of  Sciences,  of  which  he  was 
subsequently  elected  perpetual  secre- 
tarv.  He  afterward  sat  in  the  Legis- 
lative Assembly  and  the  National 
Convention,  and  in  1793  was  pro- 
scribed as  a  Girondist  Having  been 
arrested  and  imprisoned  in  1794,  he 
ended  his  life  by  taking  poison.  His 
wife,  who  was  distinguished  for  her 
remarkable  beauty,  was  the  sister  of 
Qen.  Grouchy.  Condorcet  was  the 
author  of  several  philosophical  works 
which  are  highly  esteemed. 

Confucius,  or  Kongr-foo- 
tse^  a  Chinese  philosopher,  the  son 
of  Shuh-Liang^neih,  a  soldier  of  dis- 
tinction and  of  an  illustrious  family, 
was  bom  in  the  State  of  Loo  about 


551  B.  c.  He  made  rapid  advance^ 
ment  at  school,  and  at  the  age  of  nine- 
teen was  married  and  raised  to  the 
rank  of  Mandarin.  He  was  superin- 
tendent of  the  public  markets,  and 
afterward  of  the  public  fields,  in 
which  positions  he  exhibited  enter- 
prise, ability,  and  integrity,  and 
greatly  ameliorated  the  condition  of 
the  poorer  classes.  He  commenced 
his  career  as  a  public  teacher  at  the 
age  of  twenty-two,  and  in  499  B.  c. 
had  become  one  of  the  principal  Min- 
isters of  the  King  of  Loo.  He  sub- 
sequently retired  from  public  life, 
devoting  his  time  to  travelling,  to 
study,  and  to  disseminating  his  doc- 
trines. 

Confucius  placed  great  importance 
upon  the  outward  forms  of  politeneas, 
which  he  contended  aided  in  giving 
strength  and  vitality  to  the  nior^ 
convictions.  He  was  the  first  to  enun- 
ciate in  substance  the  Golden  Rule. 
The  useful  and  the  practical  formed 
the  chief  objects  of  his  works  and 
meditations,  and  his  great  desire  was 
to  lay  down  such  rules  as  would  best 
promote  the  virtue  and  the  happiness 
of  the  human  race.  His  teachings 
have  exerted  a  great  influence  upon 
nearly  one-third  of  his  fellow-beings 
during  twenty-three  centuries.  Con- 
fucius died  478  b.  c. 

Congrreve,  William,  an  Eng- 
lish dramatic  poet  of  great  wit  and 
originalitv ;  bom  at  Bardsey  Grange, 
near  Leeds,  in  1670 ;  was  educated  at 
Trinity  College,  Dublin,  and  after- 
ward studied  law  at  the  Middle  Tem- 
ple. Among  his  numerous  produc- 
tions, which  met  with  brilliant  suc- 
cess, may  be  mentioned  The  Old 
Baehelory  Love  for  Lovtj  and  The 
Mourning  Bride,  His  writings  wer« 
very  immoral,  however,  and  were 
severely  handled  by  Collier  in  his 
View  of  the  ProfanenesSy  etCj  of  the 
English  Stage,  Congreve's  reply  was 
a  complete  failure.  Died  1729.  He 
was  regarded  as  the  most  popular 
dramatist  of  his  time. 

CoukUnjgf  Roscoe,  an  Amer^ 
ican  statesman  and  orator,  the  son  of 
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Judge  Conkling,  wm  bom  at  Alban?, 
New  York,  in  1829.  He  read  law, 
WW  admitted  to  the  bu,  and  eeitled 
in  Utica.  After  filling  other  i>Daitioiia, 
he  WIS  elected  to  CongreM  in  1868. 
He  was  re-elected  in  1860  and  at  8ev- 
enl  sulieequenl  electiuiu.  He  was 
during  the  war  one  of  the  moet  able 
and  unwavering  of  the  supporters  of 
the  adminintration,  and  beiame  diit- 


e  United  Stotea  Senate  by  the  Ltfie- 
lature  of  New  York  in  18H7,  and  wai 
Micceeaively  re-elet.'led  in  1873  and 
1879.  He  wax  in  I87e  a  prominenl 
candidate  for  ihe  Preeidency  before 
the  National  Kepublii-an  CuiiTenlioD 
at  Cincinnati.  In  1873  he  waaoHered, 
but  declined,  the  position  of  (.'hier- 
Justice  ot  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
United  States.  He  resigned  his  seat 
in  the  Senate  in  1881,  and  resumed 
the  practice  of  law.  lie  v/aa  in  188'.^ 
appointed  and  confirmed  an  associate 
iuslice  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
United  Slates,  but  ako  refused  to  ac- 
cept tiiat  office. 

Coumd  I.  waH  elected  Emperor 
of  Germany  in  911.  lie  was  killed  in 
battle  in  918.  when  Henry  tlie  Fowler 
wan  elgt-led  bin  suci«s(R)r. 

Conrad  II.,  son  of  Henr^,  Duke 


Burgundy  to  subjection,  and  at  his 
death,  in  1039,  was  succeeded  by  his 
•on,  Henry  III. 

Coiirad  III.,  son  of  Frederick 
of  Hofaenataufen  and,  through  his 
mother,  grandson  of  Henry  IV. ; 
bom  in  1093;  became  Emperor  in 
1138.  His  tide  was  disputed  by 
Henry  the  Proud,  Duke  of  Saiony, 
who  wai  defeated  by  Conrad  at  the 
dedsire  battle  of  Weinsberg  in  1140. 
In  1147,  Conrad  went  with  a  lai^e 
army  on  a  cruaade  to  Palestine.  Died 
11&2. 

Conrad  IV.,  eon  of  Frederick 
II.;  bom  in  1228;  was  crowned  King 
of  the  RomauH  in  1237,and  succeeded 
hit  lather  aa  Emperor  of  Germany  in 
1250.    Conrad,  having  been  ezeom- 


mnnicsted  by  Pope  Innocent  IV,,  in 
1251  marched  into  Italy  and  captured 
Naptee  and  levenil  other  important 
places.     Died  1254. 

Conrad  V.,  or  Oonradin, 
eldest  son  of  the  preceding,  waa  bom 
in  1252.  He  succeeded  his  father  at 
the  age  of  two  yeaia,  and  was  cap- 
lured  in  1268  at  the  battle  of  Taglia. 
coizo,  in  Italy,  by  Cbariea  of  Anjoo, 
and  was  put  to  death. 

Cou!«tabIe,  JoIid,  an  Engliib 
landscape-painter.  Bom  in  1770: 
died  in  1837. 

Constant  I.  (F^avius  Julius), 
bom  in  320  A.  a.,  succeeded  upon  the 
death  of  his  father,  Constantine  lh« 
Great,  in  337,  to  ibe  sovereignty  of 
Italy,  Africa,  and  Western  lllyricnm. 
Tliree  yeant  later  he  gained  adeciaiv* 
victory  over  his  brother,  Constantine 
11.,  who  had  invaded  Italy,  and  be* 
came  sole  Emperor  of  the  Vi'eei.  He 
was  kLIed  in  Uaul  in  360. 

CtHiittans  II.  (Elavius  He- 
RAtxiua),  bom  at  Cxmstantinople  in 
0.'!0  A.  D.,  succeeded  bis  father,  C^n- 

nated  at  Svrociise  iii  668. 

Conittant  de  Itebecqiie, 
Henri  Bci^aiiiiii,  a  French 
statesman  an<l  publicist ;  bom  of  a 
French  family  at  Lausanne,  25th  Oo- 
t«iber,  1757.  He  aluilied  at  Onford, 
Erlangen,  and  Edinburgh  Huccee- 
sively.  Shortly  before  Ihe  Revolu- 
tion he  went  to  Paris,  and  after  fur- 
ther travels  settled  there  in  1795. 
He  joined  the  moderate  reuuhlican 
party,  and  supported  it  both  in  tha 
Ansembliee  and  by  writing,  under 
the  Directory  and  the  Consulate,  till 
1802,  when  he  was  expelled  from  tha 
Tribunate  by  Napoleon.  The  cirds 
to  which  he  belonged  having  again 
provoked  the  an^r  of  the  First  Con- 
sul by  its  opposition  to  the  govern- 
ment. Constant  retired  from  France. 
He  proceeded  to  Weimar,  enjoved 
the  friendship  of  Ooethe  and  Sijiil- 
ler,  translated  WaUentUin,  and  wmta 
the  romance  of  Adnlpht. 

Altar  the  overthrow  of  Napoleon, 
in   1814,  Conitant,  attracted  by  tha

prospect  of  the  restoration  of  oonstitu- 
tional  government,  returned  to  France 
and  supported  the  Bourhon&  and  was 
also  induced  to  adhere  to  Napolecm 
during  the  Hundred  Days.  Under 
Louis  XVIII.  and  Charles  X.  he 
oomhated  with  all  his  power  the  re- 
actionary measures  of  the  govern- 
ment, and  subseouentlj  concurred  in 
the  elevation  of  Louis  Philippe. 

Constant's  intellect  was  dear  and 
powerftil,  his  culture  wide,  and  his 
industry  remarkable.  His  ^neat  phil- 
osophic^ work  was  De  la  rtUgian  con- 
ddirie  dans  aa  iounee,  teBfiniMBy  H  ee* 
dMappemenUL  Of  his  purely  literary 
works  the  most  important  are  the 
novels,  Adolphe  and  Ociie,  and  the 
translation  of  WaUenttein,  Died  De- 
cember 10, 1830. 

Constantine  (Flayius  Vale- 

BIC7B  ATJBELIUS  CONSTAKTIirUS),  THE 

Gbeat,  the  first  Christian  Emperor 
of  BomOj  was  the  son  of  the  Emperor 
Constantius  Chlorus,  and  was  bom  in 
272  A.  D.  By  reason  of  his  courage, 
energy,  and  ability,  he  early  became 
a  (avcMrite  with  the  army,  but  excited 
the  jealousy  of  Galerius,  his  father's 
colleague,  who  gave  to  Constantine  the 
title  of  Geesar  only,  but  to  his  own  son, 
SeveruB,  the  rank  of  Augustus,  at  the 
death  of  Constantius  Chlqrus. 

Constantine  was  then  at  York 
(July,  306),  and  was  proclaimed 
Emperor  by  his  army.  After  sup- 
prcflsing  several  insurrections,  amone 
which  were  those  of  Maxentius  and 
Lidnius,  he  gained  several  victories 
over  the  Goths.  He  embraced  Chris- 
tianity, caused  it  to  be  reco^ized  as 
the  religion  of  the  State  while  toler- 
ating the  pagan  worship,  and  trans- 
ferred his  court  from  Rome  to  Byzan- 
tium, which  was  thenceforth  oeJled 
Constantinople. 

Constantine  was  guilty  of  several 
acts  of  cruelty — among  which  was  the 
execution  of  his  eldest  son,  Crispus — 
which  have  left  a  deep  stain  upon  his 
memory ;  and  even  his  belief  in  the 
Chrirtian  fiiith,  though  he  was  bap- 
tized just  before  his  death,  is  ques- 
tioned by  Niebnhr.    Died  387. 


Constantine  II.  (Flayiub 
Claudius),  Em^ror  of  Rome,  and 
son  of  Constantine  the  Great,  was 
bom  in  312  A.  d.,  and  succeeded  to 
the  imperial  throne,  with  his  brother 
Constans,  on  the  death  of  his  father,  in 
337.  He  was  killed  in  battle  in  340. 

Constantine  III.  (Flayiub 
Hebacliub),  Emperor  of  the  East, 
was  bom  in  612  A.  d»  and  was  the 
son  of  the  Emperor  Heradius  and 
his  wife  Eudoxia.  He  succeeded  his 
father  in  041,  but  died  three  months 
later. 

Constantine  lY.  succeeded 
his  father,  Constans  II.,  in  668  A.  D. 
His  dominions  having  been  invaded 
br  the  Arabians,  he  finally  defeated 
them  and  compelled  them  to  pay  trib- 
ute. He  was  succeeded  at  his  death, 
in  685,  by  his  son,  Justinian  II. 

Constantine  Y.,  bom  in  719 
A.  D.,  succeeded  his  father,  Leo  III., 
in  741.  He  was  a  zealous  Arian  ana 
a  persecutor  of  the  orthodox.  Died 
776. 

Constantine  YI.  (Flayiub), 
bom  in  771,  succeeded  his  father,  Leo 
IV.,  in  780,  and  was  kUled  in  797  in 
a  conspiracy  formed  against  him  by 
his  mother,  Irene,  who  succeeded  him 
on  the  throne.  ^ 

Constantino  YII.9  Emperor 
of  the  East,  was  bom  905  A.  d.  He 
succeeded  to  the  throne  in  944,  and 
was  poisoned  in  959  by  his  son,  who 
became  his  successor  as  Bomanus  II. 

Constantino  YIII.  was  the  son 
of  an  usurper,  and  reigned  for  a  few 
months  in  944  A.  d.  as  Emperor  of  the 
East    Died  946. 

Constantine  IX.,  bom  961 
A.  D.,  was  a  youneer  son  of  Bomanus 
II.  He  was  with  his  brother  Basil 
proclaimed  Emperor  in  976.  Died 
1028. 

Constantine  X.  married  Zoe, 
daughter  of  Constantine  IX.,  in  104^ 
and  in  the  same  year  was  procl aimed 
Emperor.  From  his  intrepidity  in 
battle  he  was  sumamed  Monoma- 
CHUS.     Died  1054. 

Constantino  XI. ,  sumamed 
DucASy  became  i^peror  of  the  East 
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oo  the  abdication  of  Isaac  ComaeDUS,  | 
io  1059.     Diod  lOUT.  I 

Constantine  XII.,  son  of  tlie ' 
preceding,  was  proclaimed  Kmperor 
in  1071, Ijut  reigned  for  only  a  very 
short  period. 

CoHstautiDe  XIII.,  Bin-named 
Pal.soi.oov8,  Bon  of  Manuel  II., 
WM  bum  in  1^94,  and  was  proclaimed 
successor  to  his  brother,  John  VIII., 
in  I44S.  In  1453  the  Sutian  Ma- 
homet II.  trith  an  immense  army  be- 
si^ed,  and  after  pmlructed  and  dee- 
perate  liehtinn  captured,  Coiiataiiti- 
nople.  Ojnsluntine  was  killed  while 
bravely  defending  his  capital.  lie 
was  the  last  Kmperor  of  the  East. 

Coustaiitiiis  I.  (Flavius  Va- 
lerius), euniamed  Ciii.okus,  Em- 
peror of  Rome  and  father  of  Con- 
stantine the  Great ;  born  in  250  a.  d.  ; 
was  proclaimed  Emperor  in  305.  He 
died  in  England,  at  the  city  of  York, 
in  309. 

Constantliis  II.  (Flavius 
JvLltlaJ  was  the  third  son  of  C-on- 
Btojitiue  the  Great,  and  wuu  bom  at 
tjirmium  in  317.  He  succeeded  to  the 
sovereignly  of  Ej^ypt  and  the  Asiatic 
provinces  in  337,  anil   became   Em- 

Biror  of  the  entire  West  in  353  a.  d. 
led  361. 

Constantliis  III.,  a  native  of 
Illyria,  received  the  title  of  Augustus 
in  421  A.  D.  from  the  Emperor  ilon- 
orins,  whose  Bister  I'liifJdiji  he  had 
married.     Ilonoriiis  also  made  Con- 


Contarlni,  Giovanni,  a  por- 
trait and  histuricnt  painter.  Burn  at 
Venice  in  1.M9;  died  1605. 

Ckintl,  etc,  Francois  liOiils 
de  Uotirboil,  Fftim-t:,  a  French 
general,  and  nefltiew  of  the  great 
Condl^,  was  bom  in  I'uriH  in  16li4,  Id 
10U7  he  was  elected  King  of  Poland, 
but,  the  Elector  of  Saxony  having 
been  chosen  lu  the  same  jHisition  by 
another  jjartv,  Coiiti  retired  and  left 
the  tlirone  in  the  posseiulcin  of  his 
rival,  lie  was  r^;arded  as  a  brave, 
generouH,  and  very  able  commander, 
■ud  was  agreat  favorite  with  his  sol- 


diers and  with  the  people  of  France. 

Died  1709. 

Cook,  Eliza,  an  English  poet, 
tiorn  in  London  in  1317.  At  an  early 
age  she  contributed  to  various  period!- 
calii,  and  in  m40  she  publisbtsl  a  vol- 
ume of  poenui  whicli  attracted  much 
attention.  Hlxe  has  sim^:  published 
other  works,  and  in  I3C4  obtained  a 
literary  pension  of  a  hundred  pounds 
,  per  annum. 

I  Cuok,  Captain  Janics,  an 
I  English  circumnavigator;  Wm  at 
I  Murtiin,  in  Yorkshire.  17 lltj ;  liecame 
I  a  sailor;  attained  the  pusilion  of 
I  male;  entered  the  royal  navy  as  a 
volunteer  in  1750,  and  was  master  of 
a  sloop  at  the  capture  of  tjuebee,  in 
l7o9.  Ho  posseHied  great  nautical 
I  skill,  made  a  valuable  cluirt  of  the 
I  river  St.  Lawrence  from  tjuehec  tu 
I  (he  sea,  in  1764  was  apjHiinted  ma- 
I  riiie  surveyor  of  Newfoundland,  and 
I  in  1768  was  given  by  government  the 
I  command  of  the  ship  Endeavor,  with 
'  the  rank  of  lieutenant,  and  wus  sent 
I  to  the  South  Pocilic,  to  observe  iJie 
'  transit  of  Venus  and  fur  other  scien- 
lilie  pur[Kwes.  He  saileii  in  Aiipwl 
of  that  vcur,  and  returiied  home  in 
June,  1771,  by  _  the  Cape  of  (iood 
Hope,  having  visited  Tahiti,  obeerv- 


sion  ably  and  suct^fitllv.  The  fol- 
lowing year,  in  coraraanif  of  two  ve». 
aels,  tlie  Kesolution  and  the  Adven- 
ture, he  was  sent  by  government  in 
search  of  a  southern  continent.  Fail- 
ing in 
after 

earth,  in  extreme  southern  latitudes 
he  discoverc<l,  however,  a  large  is!and 
whichlienamed  New  Caledonia.  The 
ice  prevented  his  proccc<ling  farther 
Buutn  than  seventy-one  degrees.  He 
reached  England  in  177'*i  and  uublisii- 
ed  a  Jovi-nal  of  bis  voyage,  and  was  in 
1776  elected  a  Fellow  of  the  Koyal 
Society,  which  awarded  him  the  Cup- 
ley  medal  for  his  great  success  in  pre- 
serving the  health  of  his  crew.  In  the 
same  year  he  sailed  on  his  third 
voyage,  to  find,  if  possible,  a  north- 
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western  oaasage  between  the  Atlan- 
tic and  the  Pacific.  He  discoverod 
the  Sandwich  Islands  in  1778,  ex- 
plored Behring  Strait,  and  proceeded 
BB  far  northward  as  the  seventieth 
degree.  Returning  to  winter  in  the 
Sandwich  Islands,  he  was  killed  there, 
with  four  of  his  men,  by  the  natives, 
Febniary  14,  1779. 

Cooke,  George  Frederick, 
an  English  actor ;  bom  in  1755.  lie 
was  for  several  years  one  of  the  chief 
favorites  of  the  London  stage.  Died 
1812. 

Cooper,  Sir  Astley  Paston, 
an  English  surgeon  of  distinction; 
bom  in  1768.  He  settled  in  London, 
wrote  several  important  works  on 
surgery,  was  electeid  a  Fellow  of  the 
Boyal  Society  in  1805,  acquired  an 
immense  practice,  became  physician 
to  Geon;e  IV.,  and  in  1821  was  cre- 
ated a  Baronet    Died  1841. 

Cooper,  James  Fenimore, 
an  American  novelist,  the  son  of 
Judge  William  Cooper,  was  bom  at 
Burlington,  New  Jersey,  in  Septem- 
ber, 1789.  A  year  later  his  lather 
removed  to  the  State  of  New  York, 
founded  Cooperstown,  and  made  his 
residence  there. 

James  Fenimore  Cooper,  having 
studied  at  Yale  College,  entered  the 
navy  in  1806  as  midshipman.  He  re- 
mained in  the  naval  service  until 
1811,  and  married  Susan,  a  sister  of 
Bishop  De  Lancey.  His  first  novel, 
PrecauUion,  which  appeared  in  1819, 
did  not  give  promise  of  his  future 
success  as  an  author,  but  his  next 
work.  The  Spij:  A  Tale  of  the  Neutral 
Ground^  met  with  an  enthusiastic  re- 
ception and  was  translated  into  and 
piiblished  in  many  of  the  languages 
of  Europe.  He  afterward  produced 
more  than  twenty  novels  of  great 
popularity,  among  the  best  known  of 
which  are  The  Last  of  the  MohicoM. 
The  Prairie^  Homeward  Bounds  ana 
The  Pathfinder,  Cooper  died  at  Coop- 
erstown, September,  1851. 

*'  His  writings,''  says  Prescott,  **  are 
instinct  with  the  spirit  of  national- 
ity.   In  his  productions  every  Amer- 


ican must  take  an  honest  pride.  For 
surely  no  one  has  succeeded  like 
Cooper  in  the  portraiture  of  Amer- 
ican character,  or  has  given  such 
glowing  and  eminently  truthful  pic- 
tures of  American  scenerv." 

Cope,  Charles  West,  K.  A., 
an  English  painter ;  bom  in  Leeds  in 
1811 ;  studied  at  the  Koyal  Academy 
and  in  Italy.  He  was  elected  an  asso- 
ciate of  the  Roval  Academy  in  1844, 
and  Ko^'al  Academician  in  1848.  He 
has  painted  a  very  large  number  of 
works,  has  been  awarded  several  prizes, 
and  was  in  1867  appointed  professor 
of  paintingat  the  lioyal  Academy. 

Cope,  JBdward  Drinker,  an 
American  naturalist  and  comparative 
anatomist;  bom  in  Philadelphia  in 
1840.  After  graduating  at  Haverford 
College  he  studied  medicine  three 
years  in  the  University  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, and  subsequently  attended  lec- 
tures on  anatomy  in  Europe.  He  was 
for  several  vears  professor  of  natural 
science  in  Aaverford  College,  and  has 
since  tilled  the  position  of  curator  and 
corresponding  secretary  of  the  Acad- 
emy of  Natural  Sciences  in  Philadel- 
phia. He  has  devoted  his  attention 
chiefly  to  three  fields  of  science — vi*., 
that  of  zooloey  proper,  of  paleontol- 
ogy, and  of  the  phenomena  of  evolu- 
tion. He  has  made  a  collection  9f 
over  six  hundred  species  of  extinct 
vertebrate  animals,  of  which  he  him- 
self has  made  known  to  science  at 
least  four  hundred  species. 

In  the  theory  of  evolution  he  has 
not  adopted  the  extreme  views  of 
manv  of  those  who  believe  in  it,  but 
has  insisted  on  the  importance  of  con- 
sciousness as  a  factor  in  evolution, 
and  has  opposed  the  purely  aut<^niatic 
scliool  in  the  question  of  the  will. 

Copernicus,  or  Koperiiicus 
(the  Latin  form  of  Copernic,  or 
Kopernilc),  Nieliofas,  an  as- 
tronomer and  the  author  of  the  Co- 
pemican  system ;  bom  at  Thorn,  in 
rmssia,  in  Febmary,  1473;  studied 
at  Cracow;  visited  Italy  at  the  age 
of  twenty-three,  and  was  appointed 
professor  of  mathematics  at  Kome,  a 
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pofiition  which  he  filled  with  ap- 
plause. After  some  years  he  return- 
ed to  Prussia,  and  was  appointed 
canon  of  Frauenburg.  From  that 
period  he  devoted  his  attention 
chiefly  to  astronomy  and  perfected 
his  own  grand  theory,  which  has 
now  been,  with  some  modifications, 
so  universally  accepted.  He  ex- 
pounded this  theory  in  a  work  en- 
titled The  Revolutions  of  the  Celential 
Orbtiy  which  he  is  said  to  have  com- 
pleted about  1530.  Fearing  persecu- 
tion, he  for  a  long  time  hesitated  to 
publish  this  work,  and,  while  aware 
that  he  had  solved  the  most  sublime 
and  important  of  astronomical  prob- 
lems, advanced  his  theories  in  the 
form  of  hypothesis.  His  views  hav- 
ing been  accepted,  however,  he  was 
induced  in  1543  to  publish  the  work, 
which  he  dedicated  to  the  Pope.  He 
died  May  24,  1543,  on  the  same  day 
that  he  received  the  first  copy  of  that 
work  which  has  rendered  his  name 
immortal. 

Copley,  John  Singrleton,  an 
historical  painter ;  bom  in  Massachu- 
setts in  1737 ;  visited  Italv,  and  sub- 
sequently settled  in  London,  where, 
in  1783,  he  was  elected  a  member  of 
the  Royal  Academy.  He  was  the 
father  of  Lord  Lvndhurst,  Chancellor 
o4  England.     Died  1815. 

Corbet,  Richard,  an  English 
poet  and  divine:  born  in  1582;  was 
made  Bishop  of  Oxford  in  1629.  Died 
1635. 

Corbould,  Cdward  Henry, 
an  English  painter;  bom  in  London  in 
1815.  For  his  "Saint  George  and  the 
Dragon"  he  was  awarded  the  gold 
medal  of  the  Society  of  Arts  in  1834, 
and  two  large  gold  medals  were  after- 
ward awarded  him  for  two  of  his  other 
productions.  He  has  painted  several 
other  works  which  have  been  very 
successful. 

Corday  d'Armans,  de, 
Marie  Anne  Charlotte,  known 
simply  as  Charlotte  Corday, 
was  bom  in  Normandy,  of  a  noble 
French  family,  in  1768,  and  was  de- 
•oeDded  from  Coroeille,  the  poet.  She 


passed  several  years  in  a  convent  at 
Caen,  where  she  was  remarkable  for 
her  piety.  Her  form  was  tall,  her 
face  very  beautifiil,  and  her  manner 
dignified  and  commanding.  She  was 
an  enthusiastic  believer  in  the  prin- 
ciples of  the  French  Revolution,  but 
sympathized  with  the  Girondists  and 
bitterly  deplored  the  cruelties  inflict- 
ed upon  them,  especially  by  the  in- 
famous Marat^  who  was  then  in  the 
zenith  of  his  political  power. 

After  a  study  of  the  Ajpocryphal 
book  of  Judith,  Charlotte  Corday  re- 
solved to  remove  Marat,  whom  she 
regarded  as  a  monster,  from  the  world. 
After  surmounting  many  difficulties 
as  he  was  very  suspicious,  she  obtained 
an  interview  with  Marat  and  stabbed 
him  to  the  heart.  She  was  executed 
for  this  act  in  July,  1793,  after  ex- 
hibiting on  all  occasions  the  most 
lofty  spirit  of  heroism. 

"There  are,"  says  Lamartine, 
"deeds  so  mingled  with  pure  inten- 
tions and  culpable  means  that  we 
know  not  whether  to  pronounce  them 
criminal  or  virtuous.  In  beholding 
her  act  of  assassination  history  dares 
not  applaud  ;  nor  yet,  while  contem- 
plating her  sublime  self-devotion,  can 
It  stigmatize  or  condemn." 

Coriolanu8,  Cneius  Mar- 
eius,  a  Roman  hero,  is  said  to  have 
been  a  descendant  of  King  Ancus 
Marcius,  and  to  have  gained  his  sur- 
name of  Coriolanus  by  a  victory 
which  he  gained  over  the  Volscians 
at  Corioli  about  490  B.  c.  Banished 
for  some  slight  oflfence  from  Rome, 
he  raised  a  Volscian  army  and  be- 
sieged his  native  city,  but  was  per- 
suaded by  the  tears  and  entreaties  of 
his  wife  and  mother  to  withdraw  his 
army.  According  to  some  accounts, 
he  was  immediately  killed  by  the 
Volsci,  but,  according  to  others  re- 
garded as  more  authentic,  he  passed 
the  remainder  of  his  life  in  the  Vol- 
scian country.  The  legend  of  Corio- 
lanus furnishes  the  subject  of  one  of 
Shakespeare's  dramas. 

Corneille,  Pierre,  a  dramatic 
writer,  the  founder  of  the  French 
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drama,  was  born  at  Rouen,  June  6, 
1606,  and  studied  law,  which  he  prac- 
tised sucoessfullj  for  several  years. 
He  produced  his  first  work,  Melite,  a 
comedy,  in  1629.  It  was  received 
with  great  applause.  His  Medea, 
which  appeared  six  years  later — re- 
markable for  its  dignity  and  grandeur 
— gave  a  new  tone  to  French  tra- 
gedy, and  The  Qid,  which  was  pub- 
lished in  1636,  was  regarded  as  the 
most  remarkable  drama  that  had  ap- 
peared on  the  French  stage.  It  wa.s 
followed  by  several  tragedies  and 
comedies,  all  of  which  displayed 
great  genius.  He  also  wrote  a  suc- 
cessful opera,  entitled  the  OMen 
Fleece,  which  was  performed  in  1661. 

Comeille  was  a  member  of  the 
French  Academy,  having  been  ad- 
mitted in  1647.  Died  m  October, 
1684.  He  was  a  man  of  pure  morals, 
amiable  character,  and  simple  man- 
ners. He  is  called  by  his  own  coun- 
trymen the  "  Grand  Comeille." 

"When  the  Academy,"  says  a 
French  writer,  "was  endeavoring  to 
correct  the  language  which  Pascal 
was  destined  to  fix  and  Racine  to 
polish,  Comeille  formed  and  created 
It  by  giving  it  force  and  precision  in 
reasoning,  energy  and  profoundness 
in  discourse,  elevation  and  sublimity 
in  sentiment,  dignity  and  majesty  in 
the  utterances  of  kings  and  heroes." 

Cornelius,  von,  Peter,  a  Ger- 
man painter;  bom  at  Dusseldorf,  Sep- 
tember 16, 1787 ;  was  the  son  of  the 
inspector  of  the  gallery  of  paintings 
of  that  city.  He  displayed  his  genius 
at  the  age  of  nineteen  in  painting  the 
cupola  of  a  church  at  Neuss,  and 
afterward  studied  and  worked  for 
eight  years  in  Rome,  where  he 
formed  an  intimate  friendship  with 
the  artist  Overbeck.  In  1819,  upon 
the  invitation  of  the  Crown  Prince 
(afterward  King  Ludwig),  he  re- 
moved from  Rome  to  Munich,  where 
he  was  appointed  Director  of  the 
Academy  of  Dusseldorf^  and  was  com- 
missioned to  adorn  the  Glyptothek 
of  Munich  with  frescos.  He  subse- 
quently visited  Berlin  by  the  invitar 


tion  of  the  King  of  Pmssia,  and 
painted  several  frescos  there. 

Cornelius  possessed  an  original  and 
profound  genius,  an  enthusiasm  for 
the  old  Italian  masters,  and  is  regard- 
ed as  the  greatest  German  painter  of 
his  age.     He  died  at  Berlin  in  1867. 

ComeH,  £zra,  the  founder  of 
Cornell  University,  at  Ithaca,  New 
York,  was  born  at  Westchester,  in 
that  State,  January  11,  1807.  After 
engaging  in  different  kinds  of  busi- 
ness, he  acquired  a  large  fortune  by 
investing  in  telegraph  stocks  and  in 
Western  land.  He  established  and 
endowed  a  public  library  in  Ithaca, 
and  subseciuently  appropriated  about 
seven  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dol- 
lars to  founding  the  Cornell  Univer- 
sity, which  has  now  (1882)  been  in 
successful  operation  for  about  fourteen 
years.  He  further  increased  the  fund 
from  his  own  resources  and  received 
large  contributions  from  other  gentle- 
men. Died  1878. — His  son,  Alonzo 
B.  Cornell,  was  elected  Governor 
of  the  State  of  New  York  in  1879. 

Comwallis,  Charles,  Earl 
and  Marquess,  a  British  general,  the 
eldest  son  of  the  first  Earl  of  Comwal- 
lis, was  born  in  1738.  Entering  the 
army,  he  served  on  the  Continent  in 
1761  as  aide-de-camp  to  the  Marquess 
of  Granby,  and  in  the  year  foll<^- 
ing  inherited  the  earldom.  Though 
in  high  favor  with  the  King,  he  op- 
posed the  policy  which  led  to  the  war 
in  America.  He  joined  the  British 
army  in  this  country,  liowever,  with 
the  rank  of  m^jor-general,  in  1776, 
assisted  in  the  battles  of  Brandywine 
and  Germantown,  and  was  defeated 
by  Washington  at  Trenton.  In  1780, 
while  in  command  of  an  army  in 
Carolina,  he  defeated  Gen.  Gates  at 
Camden,  and  in  1781  gained  an  ad- 
vantage of  little  importance  over 
Gen.  Greene  at  Guilford.  Invading 
Virginia,  he  marched  to  Yorktown 
with  the  intention  of  embarking 
there,  but  was  prevented  from  so 
doing  by  a  French  fleet,  while  Wash- 
ington, with  the  allied  American  and 
French  armies,  attacked  him  by  land. 
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He  surrendered  October  19, 1781,  with 
about  eight  thousand  men.  Appointed 
Governor-General  of  Bengal  and  com- 
mander-in-chief of  the  army  in  India 
in  1786,  he  conducted  the  war  against 
Tippoo  Saib,  captured  Bungalore  in 
person  in  1791,  and  gained  a  victory 
at  Seringapatara  the  next  year.  Tip- 
poo then  sued  for  peace. 

Returning  to  England  in  1793,  Lord 
Cornwall  is  was  created  a  Marquess 
and  was  appointed  Master-General  of 
the  Ordnance.  He  was  sent  in  1798 
as  Lord  Lieutenant  to  Ireland  (which 
country  was  then  in  rebellion),  where 
he  pursued  a  wise,  moderate,  and  suc- 
cessful policy.  After  negotiating  the 
Treaty  of  Amiens  in  1802,  he  was 
again  sent  a^  Governor-General  to 
India,  where  he  died,  at  Gliazapore, 
in  1805. 

Corregrg'io,  da,  Antonio 
Allegriy  an  Italian  painter  and  the 
founder  of  a  new  style  of  art,  was 
bom  at  Correggio  in  1494.  He  is 
said  to  have  studied  under  his  uncle 
Lorenzo  AUegri  and  Francesco  Bian- 
chi.  He  worked  in  his  native  city 
and  at  Parma.  He  was  exceedingly 
skilful  in  foreshortening  and  in.  the 
magic  of  the  chiaroscuro;  his  colors 
are  pure  and  delicate  and  his  forms 
exquisitely  soft  and  beautiful.  He 
was  especially  successful  in  his  repre- 
sentations of  the  countenances  of  wo- 
men and  children,  which  in  several 
of  ills  pieces  are  said  to  possess  an 
incfiiible  beauty.  Among  his  master- 
pieces are  the  "Assumption  of  the 
Virgin "  and  "  Ecce  Homo,"  and  a 
"  Penitent  Magdalen  "  in  the  Dresden 
gallery.  For  the  picture  last  men- 
tioned, which  is  only  about  eighteen 
inches  square,  it  is  stated  that  one  of 
the  Kings  of  Saxony  paid  thirty 
thousand  dollars.     Died  1534. 

Cortez,  Hernando,  or  Fer- 
nando, the  con(iueror  of  Mexico, 
was  born  at  Medellin,  in  Estremadura, 
Spain,  in  1485.  He  became  a  planter 
in  Hispaniola  in  1504,  and  afterward 
displayed  talents  and  bravery  in  the 
conquest  of  Cuba  under  V^elasquez, 
by  whom  he  was  rewarded  with  an 


estate  in  that  island,  and  by  whom 
in  1518  he  was  appointed  to  command 
an  expedition  against  Mexico,  which 
had  then  been  iust  discovered. 

Cortez  sailed  with  his  armament, 
consisting  of  eleven  vessels,  ten  can- 
non, and  about  seven  hundred  men, 
in  February,  1519.  His  ostensible 
object  was  the  conversion  of  the  hea- 
then. After  defeating  a  native  army 
at  Tabasco,  he  landed  on  the  site  of 
the  present  city  of  Vera  Cruz,  within 
the  limits  of  the  empire  of  Monte- 
zuma. The  news  of  his  arrival  was 
soon  communicated  to  that  sovereign. 
Cortez  destroyed  his  ships  in  order 
that  his  men  might  see  that  it  was 
impossible  for  them  to  retreat. 

Cortez  marched  to  Mexico,  which, 
after  several  bloody  victories,  he  en- 
tered in  November,  1519,  and  was 
hospitably  received  by  Montezuma, 
whom  he  imprisoned  in  his  own  pal- 
ace and  induced  to  take  the  oath  of 
allegiance  to  the  Spanish  monarch, 
and  to  pay  a  great  amount  of  gold 
and  silver.  Montezuma  refused,  how- 
ever, to  renounce  his  religion  for  that 
of  the  Spaniards. 

Velasquez,  incited  to  jealousy  by 
the  victories  of  Cortez,  sent  against 
him  an  expedition,  under  Narvaez, 
of  one  thousand  men,  which  reached 
Vera  Cruz  in  April,  1520.  Cortez, 
with  about  two  hundred  and  fifty  men, 
defeatetl  and  captured  Narvaez  near 
Zempoalla,  and  induced  his  men  to 
join  his  own  standard. 

On  his  return  to  Mexico,  Cortez 
found  that  citv  in  revolt  against  him. 
Desperate  fighting,  in  which  Monte- 
zuma was  mortally  wounded  by  the 
Aztecs,  continued  for  several  days. 
The  Spaniards  were  driven  from  the 
city  with  great  loss,  but  atOtumba,  in 
July,  1520,  they  gained  a  great  vic- 
tory over  the  natives,  which  decided 
the  fate  of  Mexico.  Cortez  soon  be- 
came again  master  of  the  capital, 
where  he  committed  the  greatest 
atrocities.  He  was  appointed,  in 
1522,  Governor  and  Captain-General 
of  Mexico,  or  New  Spain,  by  the 
Emperor  Charles  V.,  and  three  years 
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later  he  put  to  death  Guatemozin,  the 
last  of  the  Aztec  Emperors. 

Grave  charges  having  been  pre- 
ferred against  Cortez  by  his  enemies, 
he  in  1528  returned  to  Spain,  where 
he  was  kindly  received  by  his  sov- 
ereign. He  risited  Mexico  in  a  pri- 
vate capacity  in  1530,  and  in  1535  an 
expedition  which  he  had  fitted  out 
discovered  California.  Returning  to 
Spain  in  1540,  he  participated  the 
next  year  in  the  fatal  expedition  to 
Algiers.     Died  at  Seville  in  1547. 

"He  was,"  says  Prescott,  "avari- 
cious, yet  liberal ;  bold  to  desperation, 
yet  cautious  and  calculating  in  his 
plans;  ma^animous^  yet  very  cun- 
ning ;  lax  in  his  notions  of  moralitv, 
vet  a  sad  bigot.  The  great  feature  in 
his  character  was  constancy  of  pur- 
pose." 

CorvinuSy  Matthias,  King  of 
Hungary,  the  son  of  John  Huniades. 
was  Dom  in  1443,  and  was  elected 
King  in  1458.  He  was  di8tinc:ui8hed 
as  a  wise  ruler,  and  as  a  very  able  and 
successful  general.     Died  1490. 

Corwin,  Tlioinas,  an  Ameri- 
can statesman  and  orator;  born  in 
Bourbon  County,  Kentucky,  in  July, 
1794.  While  a  boy  he  removed  with 
his  parents  to  Onio,  read  law,  was 
admitted  to  the  bar  at  the  age  of 
twenty-two,  and  soon  attained  dis- 
tinction as  a  lawyer  and  an  orator. 
He  was  elected  to  Congress  from  the 
Warren  District  as  a  Whig  in  1830, 
was  chosen  Governor  of  Ohio  in 
1840,  and  five  years  later  was  elected 
to  the  United  States  Senate.  He  be- 
came Secretary  of  the  Treasury  un- 
der President  Fillmore  in  1850,  re- 
sumed the  practice  of  law  in  1853, 
was  re-elected  to  Congress  in  1858 
and  1860,  and  was  sent  as  Minister 
to  Mexico  in  1861.  Died  at  Wash- 
ington in  December,  1865. 

Cottin,  Sophie  Ristaiid,  a 
French  novelist;  born  in  1773.  The 
best  known  of  her  works  is  Elizabeth; 
or,  The  JbkiUs  of  Siberia,     Died  1807. 

Cotton,  Nathaniel,  an  Eng- 
lish poet  Bom  in  1707 ;  died  m 
1788. 


Cousin,  Victor,  a  French  phil- 
osopher and  metaphysician,  the  son 
of  a  clockmaker,  was  bom  in  Paris, 
November  28,  1792.  He  became  a 
professor  of  philosophy  at  the  Sor- 
bonne  in  1815,  but  was  removed  for 
his  liberal  principles  in  1821.  Five 
years  later  he  published  an  edition 
of  Descartes  in  eleven  volumes,  and 
an  original  and  important  work  enti- 
tled Philosophic  Fragments,  Suspected 
t)f  liberalism,  he  was  imprisoned  for 
six  months  in  Berlin.  In  1828  he  was 
reappointed  professor  of  philosophy 
at  the  Sorbonne,  in  which  position  he 
gained  immense  popularity.  After 
the  revolution  of  1830  he  resigned 
his  professorship,  was  appointed 
Councillor  of  State  and  a  member 
of  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction, 
and  in  the  same  year  was  elected  to 
the  French  Academy  in  place  of 
Fourier.  Two  years  later  he  was 
created  a  peer  of  France,  and  was  in 
1840,  for  about  eight  months.  Min- 
ister of  Public  Instruction  in  the 
Cabinet  of  M.  Thiers.  As  a  member 
of  the  Chamber  of  Peers  he  evinced 
oratorical  powers  of  a  hi^h  order. 
His  system  of  philosophy  is  said  to 
have  consisted  of  a  union  of  idealism 
and  sensualism.  He  was  the  author 
of  numerous  philosophical  works. 
Died  in  January,  1867. 

Cowley,  Abraliam,  an  Eng- 
lish poet,  the  son  of  a  grocer,  was  bom 
in  London  in  1618;  studied  at  West- 
minster School  and  at  Trinity  Col- 
lege, Cambridge,  whence  he  was 
ejected  in  1643  as  a  royalist.  He 
afterward  settled  at  St.  John's  Col- 
lege, Oxford,  and  to  avenge  himself, 
it  is  said,  on  the  Puritan  visitors  of 
the  University  of  Cambridge,  who 
had  expelled  him,  wrote  a  satire  en- 
titled lite  Puritan  and  the  Papist.  He 
had  already  produced,  at  the  age  of 
fifteen,  a  volume  called  Poetic  Bios- 
I  soms,  which  was  followed  by  several 
other  poems.  He  entered  the  King's 
service  in  1646,  accompanied  the 
Queen  to  France,  obtained  a  settle- 
ment in  the  family  of  the  Earl  of  St 
Alban's,  and  was  employed  on  vari- 
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CDS  missions  relative  to  the  royal 
ctuise.  Ketuming;  to  England  in 
1656,  he  was  thrown  into  prUon, 
but  was  in  a  short  lime  lulmiited  1« 
bail.  He  publislied  the  hrst  com- 
plete edition  of  his  poems  immeili- 
ately  after. 

On  the  death  of  Cromwell,  Cowley 
again  went  to  France,  and  retumeil 
in  the  train  of  Charles  II.  Failing 
to  receive  at  the  Kestoraliun  what  he 
r^arded  as  the  due  reward  for  liis 
loyalty,  he  retired  from  the  world  in 
diiigiuit  in  16ti-),  and  became  a  farmer 
at  Cherlsey,  where  he  died  two  years 
later. 

"  It  may  be  affirmed,"  says  Dr. 
Johnson,  "lliat  be  (Cowley)  brought 
to  his  poetic  labors  a  mind  replete 
with  learning,  and  that  his  pages  are 
embellished  with  all  the  uriiamcntit 
which  books  can  supply  ;  that  he  wuh 
the  liral  who  imparted  to  English 
numbers  the  cuihusiusiu  of  the 
greater  ode  and  the  gayety  of  Ibe 
lesi;  and  that  he  was  er[iially  quali- 
fied for  sprightly  sallies  and  for 
lolty  flights." 

Cowley  was  by  his  contemporaries 
more  admired  than  any  other  pi>et 
of  that  ai^,  but  moilern  critiut  liare 
trealeil  bis  writings  with  great  sever- 

Cowpcr,  William,  an  English 
poet;  bom  at  Ureal  Berlibamstead, 
in  Hertfordshire,  November  26,  1731. 
He  was  the  son  of  John  Cowper,  rec- 
tor of  that  parish,  chaplain  to  (ieorge 
II.,  and  a  nephew  ot^  Furl  Cowper. 
His  constitution  was  very  deliuat«, 
his  fuelings  nervously  susceptible, 
and  he  suHered  intensely  ut  scliool 
from  the  tyranny  of  bis  seniors.  He 
firat  studied  at  the  boarding-school 
of  Dr.  Pitman  at  Market  Street,  and 
afterward  at  Westminster  Scluwl, 
where  he  became  a  fine  classical 
scholar.     He  afterward  read  law 


joiimata  of  the  House  of  Lords  in 
1703,  he  was  required  to  pass  an  ex- 
amination before  tlie  bar  of  that 
House,  but  was  prevented  by  hia 
nervousness  from  so  doing.  He  made 
several  agonizing  but  unsuccessful 
eHbrls  to  nerve  himself  fur  the  tiial. 
His  alHictions  produced  insanity,  and 
he  made  several  attempts  to  commit 
suicide,  ills  miseries  were  increased 
by  the  gloomy  ideas  which  he  had 
imbibed  on  tlie  subject  of  religion. 
He  believed  himself  to  be  doomed  to 
eternal  punishment.  He  was  placed 
in  charge  of  Dr.  Cotton,  at  St.  Atban's, 
where  by  skilful  treatment  he  re- 
covered in  17li.j,  and  became  an  in- 
mate of  the  family  of  Kev.  Dr.  Un- 
win  of  Hunlin«|un.  In  1773  his 
malady   returned,   and  continued  to 


at  Deiiham,  in  Norfolk. 

In  ITHO,  "encompassed,"  as  he  says, 
"  bv  the  midnight  of  aluuhlte  despair, 
1  h'rsi  cumineuced  as  an  author."  In 
1782  he  published  a  volume  of  poems 
entitled  Troth,  '[\ihU.  Talk,  Hope,  Oua- 
ity,  etc.  In  I7S4  he  commenced  the 
translation  of  Homer  into  blank  verso 
— a  labor  which  occupied  him  for  six 
yeani — and  in  the  next  vear  produced 
Joha  Qilpin  and  The  'T-'tk,  both  of 
which  were  successful  and  exceeding- 
ly popular.  He  afterward  published 
numerous  poems,  which  were  favoi^ 
ably  received  and  greatly  admired. 
His  social  letters  are  regarded  as 
models  of  that  kind  of  comimsition. 

As  a  poet,  Cowper  posscHsed  varied 
powers;  he  was  by  turns  |>layrul  and 
pathetic,  tender  and  ss

Having  been  appointed  clerk  of  the 


Crabbe,  George,  an  English 

poet;  born  at  Aldborough,  In  Suffolk, 
in  1754.  He  stuilieil  surgery,  but 
i  abandoned  that  profession  at  an  early 
I  age,  and  in  1780  removed  to  London, 
;  where  he  siidercd  great  pecuniary 
distress.  lie  was  relieved  by  the  gen- 
I  emus  patronage  of  Edmund  Burke, 
I  who  not  onlv  aided  him  with  means, 
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but  introduced  him  to  Fox,  Thurlow, 
and  other  men  of  distinction,  and  en- 
abled him  in  1781  to  publish  The 
Library y  which  was  favorably  re- 
ceived. In  1782  he  was  ordained  as 
a  priest  of  the  Church  of  England, 
and  was  appointed  chaplain  to  the 
Duke  of  Butland.  A  year  later  he 
produced  Tke  Village^  which  con- 
iirmed  his  reputation  as  a  poet  of 
originality,  power,  and  genius.  He 
afterward  published  numerous  suc- 
cessful poems,  and  in  1819  was  paid 
three  thousand  pounds  for  the  Tcda 
of  the  IJiUl  and  some  unexpired  copy- 
rights.   Died  1832. 

Craiky  Mrs.    See  Muloch. 

Craumery  Tliomas,  Arch- 
bishop of  Canterbury,  an  English 
statesman,  Keformer,  and  theologian ; 
bom  at  Aslacton,  in  Nottinghamshire, 
in  1489.  He  studied  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Cambridge,  and  became  a  fa- 
vorite of  Henry  VIII.  in  1529  by 
suggesting  measures  to  expedite  the 
divorce  of  that  sovereign  from  Cath- 
erine of  Aragon.  He  was  appointed 
chaplain  to  the  King,  and  was  sent  on 
a  mission  to  Rome  to  induce  the  Pope 
to  consent  to  the  divorce. 

Cranmer  did  not  succeed  in  this 
mission.  He  returned  to  England  in 
1530,  and  soon  after  infringed  the 
rule  of  the  Church  by  marrving.  Be- 
coming Henry's  favorite  adviser,  he 
was  raised  to  the  Archiepiscopal  See 
of  Canterbury  in  1533.  Having 
secretly  embraced  the  Protestant 
faith,  he  used  his  power  and  influ- 
ence to  destroy  the-  papal  ascend- 
ency in  England  and  to  abolish  the 
monasteries,  and  in  a  few  years  open- 
ly favored  the  Reformation.  He 
aided  in  compiling  the  Bishops^  Book^ 
and  in  1538  opposed,  but  unsuccess- 
fully, ihe  Law  of  the  Six  Articles,  or 
"Bloody  Statutes."  Though  several 
plots  were  formed  against  him  by 
Catholic  courtiers,  Henry  continued 
to  protect  him.  Cranmer  was  chosen 
in  1547  one  of  the  rep:ency  during  the  ; 
minority  of  Edward  VI.,  and  was 
placed  at  the  head  of  the  commission 
which  in  the  next  year  composed  the 


English  Liturgy.  He  also  produced 
a  number  of  theological  treatises. 

Notwithstanding  the  liberal  views 
of  Cranmer,  he  condemned  two  per- 
sons to  death  for  heresy.  Implicated 
in  the  conspiracy  to  raise  Laoy  Jane 
Grey  to  the  throne,  he  was  sent  to 
the  Tower  by  Queen  Mary  on  a 
charge  of  treason.  In  order  that  his 
punishment  might  be  the  more  cruel, 
this  charge  was  withdrawn,  and  he 
was  prosecuted  for  heresy.  After 
being  excommunicated  in  1555,  he 
was  induced  by  the  fear  of  torture 
and  by  the  hope  of  life  to  subscribe 
to  the  doctrines  of  the  papal  suprem- 
acy and  of  transubstantiation.  He 
repented  of  this  act,  and  was  burned 
to  death  in  1556. 

CrasliaWy  Richard,  an  Eng- 
lish poet  and  Catholic  priest;  studied 
at  the  University  of  Cambridge,  but 
was  ejected  from  there  in  1644  for  re- 
fusing to  take  the  covenant ;  went  to 
France,  and  entered  the  Church  of 
Rome.     Died  1G50. 

CrassuH,  Marcus  Licinlus, 
a  Roman  Triumvir  and  a  person  of 
immense  wealth  ;  bom  about  108  B.  c. 
He  was  chosen  praetor  in  74  b.  c,  and 
suppressed  a  servile  insurrection  led 
bv  opartacus.  He  was,  with  Pompey, 
elected  Consul  in  71,  and  afterward 
formed  with  Cwsar  and  Pompey  the 
First  Triumvirate,  which  destroyed 
the  power  of  the  Senate.  He  was 
again  elected  Consul  in  56  b.  c,  and 
was  given  the  command  of  Syria  for 
five  years.  Surena,  general  of  the 
Parthians,  defeated  him  in  Mesopo- 
tamia with  terrible  loss  in  53.  Crassus 
was  treacherously  slain  in  the  same 
year  while  holding  a  conference  with 
the  Parthian  general. 

CljesceiitlUS,  a  Roman  who  in 
980  A.  D.  assumed  the  title  of  Consul, 
and  attempte<l  to  liberate  Rome  and 
to  restore  that  city  to  its  former  glory. 
Otho  III.  of  Germany  entered  Rome, 
captured  Crescentius,  and  put  him  to 
death  in  998. 

Crichton,  James,  known  as 
The  Admirable  Crichton,  a 
prodigy ;  born  at  the  castle  of  Cluny, 
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in  Perthshire,  Scotland,  about  1660.  | 
His  father  was  Robert  CrichloD,  Lord  i 
Advutale  of  Scotland.  He  eradimted  . 
at  ihe  age  of  fuurteen  widi  the  degree  . 
of  A.  M.  at  the  University  of  Ht.  Atl- 
dret/s,  and  could  speak  ten  diderent  ■ 
languages  before  he  had  arrived  at  the  I 
age  of  twenty.  He  was  very  hand-

Croker,  John  Wilson,  a. 
writer  and  politician ;  bom  in  Ire- 
land in  1780;  studied  at  Trinity  Col- 
lege, Dublin;  was  admitted  to  the 
bar;  was  elected  to  Parliament  in 
1807,  and  made  secretary  to  the  Ad- 
miralty in  1809.  During  the  samo 
year  he  founded  in  London,  with  Sir 
Waller  Scott  and  others,  Tha  Qaai- 
teiiv  IUbUib.     Died  1867. 

Oroly,  Gcoiwe,  a  poet  and  jnil- 
nit-orulor;  burn  in  Dublin  in  1780. 
He  was  for  many  jreanj  rector  of  St.

He  j 
rcud  law  and  soon  ac<iiured  an  ex-  j 
tensive  and  tucraiive  pranice,  was  • 
chosen  lo  the  Unileil  Slates  Senate  | 
in  1319,  and  was  also  elected  lo  the  I 
Senate  for  a  full  term  bv  the  Whitis  ; 
in  1S35.  Ho  waa  an  intimate  friend  | 
of  Henry  Clay  and  a  steady  supporter  | 
of  his  chief  measures.  1 

Crittenden  entered  the  Cabinet  of 
President  Harris.m  in  March,  1811,  ; 
08  Atlnmey-licricRil,  but  rcij^ned  in 
tlie  following  Scpleuilier  because  he 
disapproved  of  Tyler's  policy.  He 
was  aga\a  re-elected  to  the  United 
Slates  Senate  in  1843,  and  five  years 
later  was  chosen  tiovernnr  of  Ken- 
tuekv.  He  was  Attiirney-Ceneral  of 
the  United  Stales  during  Ihe  odmin- 
isiration  of  President  I'illiuore,  and 
entered  the  Senate  fur  the  fourth  time 
in  18-5.5.  He  endeavored  lo  mediate 
between  the  North  anil  the  Soutli, 
and  was  tlie  mover  of  a  series  of 
resolutions,  known  as  the  Crittenden 
Compromise,  which,  however,  were 
notpossed.  Died  18<i3. 

Crockett,  David,  an  Ameri- 
can hunter  famous  for  hi 


Cromwell,  Oliver,  an  English 

Keiicral  of  rare  cenius  and  Lord  High 
Protector  of  Lnzland,  was  born  at 
Huntingdon,  Apni  25,  l&S'J.  He  was 
the  son  of  Robert  and  grandson  of 
Sir  Henry  Cromwell,  a  member  of 
Parliament.  He  studied  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Cambridge,  read  law  in 
London,  and  in  JU20  married  Eliza- 
beth Buuchier.  He  was  elected  to 
Parliament  in  1628,  and  in  1637,  with 
his  cousin,  the  great  John  Hampden, 
resolved  to  emi);ral«  to  America;  buL 
us  the  sliip  U|ion  which  lliey  hod 
taken  possofie  was  just  ready  to  sail, 
Ihe;  were  detained  by  an  order  of 
Council. 

Cromwell  was  re-elected  to  the  neit 
Parliament,  nliicli  met  in  1640,  and 
also  to  tha  Long  Parliament,  and  in 
1(H2  entered  the  Parliamentary  army 
OS  a  captain  of  cavalry.  He  was  rap- 
idly promoted,  and  by  his  skill,  en- 
thusiasm, and  energy  soon  changed 
that  army  from  an  undisciplined  host 
into  well-drilled  and  highly-efficient 
forces.  He  soon  became  distmguiahed 
for  invincible  couraf>e.  and  never  was 
defeated  in  battle.  The  victory  of 
Marslon  Moor,  Julv  2, 1644,  where  he 
commanded  the  left  wing,  was  gained 
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by  the  charge  of  his  own  forces.  He 
was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  lieuten- 
ant-general in  1645,  commanded  the 
right  wing  at  the  great  battle  of  Nase- 
by,  became  the  leader  of  the  Inde- 
pendents, and  in  1647  transferred  the 
custody  of  the  King  from  the  Parlia- 
ment to  the  army.  He  gained  in  1648 
a  decisive  victory  over  the  royal  forces 
under  the  Duke  of  Hamilton  at  Pres- 
ton. 

Cromwell  was  one  of  the  judges  who 
tried  King  Charles  in  January,  1649, 
and  afterward  signed  his  death-war- 
rant He  subsequently  gained  several 
victories  over  the  royalists  in  Ireland, 
effectuallv  subjugated  that  country, 
fiucoeeded  Lord  Fairfax  as  com- 
mander-in-chief in  1650,  in  8eptem- 
ber  of  the  same  year  gained  a  great 
victory  over  the  Scots  at  Dunbar,  and 
by  his  success  at  the  battle  of  Wor- 
cester completely  extinguished  the 
royal  cause  and  virtually  became 
dictator  of  England.  He  dissolved 
the  House  of  Commons  in  1653,  and 
in  1654  was  proclaimed  Protector  of 
the  Commonwealth  by  the  army.  He 
governed  with  great  ability,  pursued 
a  wise  foreign  policy,  caused  the  name 
of  England  to  oe  feared  and  respected 
in  every  part  of  Europe,  and  accom- 
plished much  in  Catholic  countries  to 
ameliorate  the  sufferings  of  perse- 
cuted Protestants.  He  died  Septem- 
ber 3,  1658,  the  anniversary  of  his 
great  victories  at  Dunbar  and  Wor- 
cester. 

Cromwell,  Richard,  son  of 
the  preceding,  was  bom  at  Hunting- 
don, England,  in  1626.  In  1654  his  fa- 
ther brought  him  to  court  and  made 
him  a  Privy  Councillor  and  First 
Lord  of  Trade  and  Navigation.  He 
succeeded  his  father  as  Protector, 
September  3, 1658.  General  disaffec- 
tion ensued;  republicans  and  royal- 
ists were  alike  hostile  to  him,  and  he 
signed  in  1659  his  demission  or  re- 
nunciation of  the  office.    Died  1712. 

Cromwell,  Thomas,  Earl  of 
Essex,  an  English  Minister  of  State, 
was  bom  of  humble  Airentage  at 
Putney  about  1490.     He  became  in 


'  early  life  an  agent  of  Cardinal  Wol- 
I  sey,  whom  in  1529  he  defended  spir- 
I  itedly  and  ably  in  the  House  of  Com- 
I  mons.    He  afterward  embraced  the 
'  principles  of   the  Reformation,  en- 
tered the  service  of  the  King,  and 
became  about  1535  principal  Secre- 
j  tary  of  State  and  Keeper  of  the  Privy 
;  Seal ;  and  in  the  next  year  the  King 
delegated    his    supremacy  over    the 
Church  to  Cromwell,  with  the  title 
of  Vicar-General.    He  was  created 
Earl  of  Essex  in  1539,  but  soon  affer 
lost  the  favor  of  Henry  by  promoting 
the  marriage  of  that  sovereign  with 
Anne  of   Cleves.    He  was  chai^ged 
with  treason    and  heresy,  and  was 
beheaded  in  1540. 

Cropsey,  Jasper  Frank,  an 
American  landscape-painter ;  born  in 
Richmond  County,  New  York,  in 
1823.  He  removed  to  Eiiglana  in 
1856. 

Crudeii,  Alexander,  a  book- 
seller, and  the  author  of  a  Concord- 
ance of  the  Old  and  New  Testa- 
ments, was  born  at  Aberdeen,  in  Scot- 
land, in  1700,  and  in  1732  removed  to 
London,  where  he  died  in  1770. 

Cruikshank,  Greor^e,  an  Eng- 
lish artist  and  caricaturist;  born  in 
London,  September  27^  1792.  Among 
his  productions  are  illustrations  of 
"  The  Queen's  Matrimonial  Ladder," 
"The  Man  in  the  Moon,"  "Life  in 
London,"  "  Mornings  in  Bow  Street," 
"Punch  and  Judy,"  "Tales  of  Irish 
Life,"  "  JohnCiilpm,"  "Oliver Twist," 
"  Waverley  Novels,"  "The  Gin  Jug- 
gernaut," and  "  Disturbing  a  Congre- 
gation."    Died  February  1,  1 878. 

Cumberland,  Richard,  an 
English  dramatist.  Bom  at  Cam- 
bridge in  1732;  died  in  1811. 

Cumberland,'  William  Au- 
gustus, Duke  op,  a  younger  son  of 
George  II.  of  England ;  born  in  1721 ; 
entered  the  army;  was  in  1745  com- 
mander of  the  British  forces  at  the 
battle  of  Fontenoy,  where  he  was 
defeated.  In  the  vear  following  he 
gained  a  decisive  victory  at  Culloden 
j  over  the  Pretender,  and  was  guilty  of 
:  great  cruelty  after  that  battle.    He 
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mheequentij  commanded  an  Englisb 
army  on  the  Continent  in  the  ^ven 
Yeats' war.  He  died  just  after  having 
formed,  at  the  request  of  the  King;  a 
new  WhiK  Ministry,  in  1705. 

Guniuu^liain,  Allau,  a  Scotch 
author  and  critic;  bom  in  17^5; 
worked  in  early  life  as  a  Btonemason ; 
became  a  friend  of  tjir  Waller  Scott, 
and  removed  W  London  in  1810, 
Died  18-12.  Among  liia  productions 
are  Sir  Maiynudake  Maxwell,  a  drama- 
tic poem.  Paid  Jona,  a  romance,  and 
a  Cnlkal  Hmloi-y  of  the  LiUralurt  of 
tht  LuJit  Fifly  Ymr; 

Gurran,  John  Philpi>t,  an 

Irish  orator  and  harrister;  born  of  a 
Protestant  fiimily  at  Newmarket,  near 
Cork,  in  1730.  He  graduated  at 
Trinity  Colle<^,  Dublin,  read  la*  In 
the  Middle  Temjile,  London,  and  wah 
called  to  the  Irish  bar  in  1775.  He  i 
possessed  great  eloquence,  wit,  and  ' 
powere  of  sarcaam,  and  obtained  a  i 
very  extensive  pmctice.  In  1783  he  I 
entered  Parliament,  where  he  and 
Gratlan  acted  with  the  Opposition. 
He  gained  great  celebrity  by  his  de- 
fence of  several  SJiate  priaiiners,  among 
the  most  prominent  of  whom  were 
Archibald  Hamilton  Rowan  and 
Theobald  Wolfe  Tone.  He  was  a 
Htranuous  opponent  of  the  union  of 
Ireland  and  Entiland.  Ciirran  was 
in  180'!  appointed  Master  of  the  Kolbi 
in  Ireland.     Died  In  1817. 

Curtis,  George  William,  an 
American  author  and  editor;  bom  at 
Providence,  Bhode  Island,  February 
24,  1824.  He  visited  Europe  at  the 
■ge  of  twenty,  studied  at  Burlin,  and 
aiierward  went  to  Rome,  Syria,  and 
Egvpt.  On  his  return  he  l«came  an 
eililor  of  the  -V™  York  Tribaatr  and 
one  of  the  editors  of  PiiiruivCt  Month- 
ly. He  b  a  succesaful  and  very  popu- 
lar lecturer,  and  lias  been  for  some 
time  a  regular  (.onlributor  to  Hurpti-i 
MagcaiiK  and  llie  managing  editor  of 
HarptrJ  Wukly.  He  was  abto  at  one 
time  a  contributor  to  Harper^  Batar, 
He  was  in  1867  elected  a  member  of 
the  Convention  for  revising  the  Con- 
Etiiution  of  the  State  of  New  York, 


and  was  the  same  year  appointed  one 
of  the  regents  of  the  Stale  University. 
I      Mr.  Curtis  is  now  one  of  the  most 

Eiminent  advocates  of  Civil  Service 
form.  Among  his  works  are  !fH« 
I  Nolfi  of  a  Hoiaulji,  Lalus- Eating,  The 
Potiphar  Paptra,  and  Piue  and  1. 
Curtius,  Ernst,  a  Oennao 
I  Hellenist,  and  the  author  of  a  valu- 
I  able  HMory  of  Oreeee,  was    bom    at 

Lubeck,  September  2,  1814,  and  was 
educated  at  the  universities  of  Bono, 
Gottingen,  and  Berlin.  After  mak- 
ing several  visits  to  Greece,  be  was  in 
IS56  appointed  professor  at  Gottingen. 

Cu»niu^,  Caleb,  an  American 
jurist ;  born  in  MassachuEjetla  in  1800; 
gmduated  at  Harvard  College  in  1S17, 
and  commenced  practising  law  at 
Newburypori,  in  his  native  State,  in 
1825.  At  this  period  he  contributed 
several  articles  on  historical  and  legal 
subjeds  to  the  North  Aiaeritan  Baita. 
He  visited  Europe  in  1829,  was  electeil 
to  Congress  iis  a  Whig  in  1835,  and 
was  nominated  by  PreaidenlpTyler  in 
1843  for  Secretary  of  the  Treasury, 
but  the  nomination  was  not  conUrned 
by  the  Senate.  He  afterward  raised 
and  equipped  at  his  own  expense  % 
regiment,  of  which  be  was  commis- 
sioned the  colonel,  served  with  it 
in  the  Mexican  war.  and  was  pro- 
moted to  the  rank  of  brigadier-gen- 
eral. He  became  a  justice  of  the  Su- 
premeCourtof  Masdachusetis in  185% 
and  in  18^,  having  been  since  Tyler's 
administration  an  avowed  Democrat, 
was  appointed,  by  President  Pierce, 
Actorney-Ueneral  of  tlie  United  States. 
He  was  in  1872  one  of  the  counsel  for 
the  United  States  in  the  settlement  of 
the  Alabama  Claims,  wassent  as  Min- 
ister to  Spain  in  187;t,  and  in  1874  was 
nominated  by  President  Grant  as  Chief- 
Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
United  States,  but  fiiiled  of  confirma- 
tion.    Died  January  2,  1879. 

CuHliinan,  Charlotte  Saan* 
dent,  a  distinguished  actress:  bom 
in  Boston,  July  23,  I81G:  made  her 
d^ut  in  that  city  at  the  Tremont 
Theatre  as  a  singer  in  April.  1835. 
She  afterward  song  in  the  English 
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opera  in  New  Orleans,  and.  going  to 
Kew  York,  finally  attained!  an  emi- 
nent position  in  her  profession.  She 
made  a  very  Bucoessiul  visit  to  Eng- 
land in  1845,  and  again  a  few  years 
later.  She  took  her  final  departure 
from  the  stage  in  New  York,  Novem- 
ber 8, 1874.    Died  1876. 

Custer y  George  A.,  an  Ameri- 
can general ;  bom  in  Ohio,  December 
5,  1839;  graduated  at  West  Point  in 
1861,  and  during  the  late  war  gained 
distinction,  especially  as  a  cavalry- 
leader,  and  was  commissioned  as  a 
miyor-general  of  volunteers.  After 
peace  was  restored  he  became  a  lieu- 
tenant-colonel of  cavalry  in  the  r^^- 
lar  army,  and  was  sent  to  the  fiN>ntier. 
He  was  killed,  with  a  large  number 
of  his  men,  while  fighting  die  Sioux 
in  1876. 

CuTier,  Georwfe  Chretien 
lifopold  FrMwic  ]>asrobert, 
Babon,  a  philosopher,  statesman, 
aothon  and  naturalist;  bom  August 
23,  1769,  at  Montb^liard.  His  father 
was  a  Protestant  and  an  o£Bcer  in  the 
French  army.  He  studied  at  the 
Academia  Carolina  of  Stutt^L  His 
early  essays  on  natural  history  at- 
tracted great  attention,  and  wheiL  at 
the  age  of  twenty-six,  he  removed  to 
Paris,  he  was  treated  with  marked 
distinction  bv  the  savans  of  that  dty. 
He  was  appointed  professor  of  natural 
history  in  Paris,  and  assistant  pro- 
fessor of  comparative  anatomy,  and 
in  December,  1795,  was  elected  a 
member  of  the  Institute.  In  1800  he 
soooeeded  Daubenton  as  professor  of 
natural  history  in  the  College  of 
France,  and  two  years  later  was 
elected  perpetual  secretarv  of  thQ 
Academ3r  of  Sdenoes.  At  this  period 
he  contributed  a  series  of  articles  on 
fossil  bones,  with  plates  designed  and 
engraved  with  great  skill  by  himself, 
to  the  Annales  du  Mtuium.  He  was 
impointed  councillor  to  the  Imperial 
University  in  1808,  master  of  requests 
by  Napoleon  in  1813,  and  Councillor 
of  State  in  the  vear  following.  He 
was  elected  to  the  French  Academv 
in  1818,  was  created  a  Baron  in  182D, 


and  a  peer  of  France  in  1831.  He 
was  the  author  of  numerous  scientific 
works  of  the  highest  authority  and 
value.  His  chief  work  is  R^yne  Ani- 
mal (''Animal  Kingdom,^'  fogr  vols., 
1817).  He  was  a  member  of  the  Lu- 
theran Church.    Died  1832. 

Cuyp,  or  Kiiypy  Albert,  a 
Dutch  landscape-painter.  Bom  at 
Dort  in  1606 ;  died  about  1683. 

Cyprian,  St.,  Bishop  of  Carthage, 
is  supposed  to  have  been  bom  in  that 
city  about  200  A.  D.  He  became  dis- 
tinguished as  a  teadier  of  rhetoric, 
was  subsequently  converted  to  Chris- 
tianity, and  was  chosen  Bishop  of 
Carthage  in  248  A.  d.  He  was  a 
leamec^  eloquent,  and  zealous  prel- 
ate. He  sunered  martyrdom  under 
the  Emperor  Valerian  in  258. 

Cyru,  St.,  bom  in  Jemsalem  in 
315,  was  chosen  Patriarch  of  that 
dty  by  the  Christians  in  351.  He 
sunered  severe  persecution  from  the 
Arians.    Died  386  A.  D. 

Cyril,  St.,  bom  in  Alexandria, 
Egyptj  was  elected  Archbishop  of 
that  city  in  412  A.  D.  He  was  arro- 
gnmt,  crael,  and  fanatical.  He  drove 
the  Jews  out  of  Alexandria^  incited 
his  monks  to  murder  Hypatia,  quar- 
relled with  the  Roman  Governor, 
contributed  chiefly  to  the  condemna- 
tion of  Nestorius  as  a  heretic  by  the 
Council  of  Ephesus,  and  was  himself 
excommunicated  by  the  Council  of 
Antioch  in  431.    Died  444  a.  d. 

Cyrus,  sumamed  the  Great, 
the  founder  of  the  Persian  empire 
and  the  greatest  of  Persian  Kings, 
was  the  son  of  Cambyses,  a  Persian 
nobleman,  and  Mandane,  the  daugh- 
ter of  Astvages,  King  of  Media.  He 
is  said  to  nave  ascended  the  Persian 
throne  in  559  b.  c.  He  made  numerous 
conquests,  among  which  was  that  of 
Babylon,  the  capital  of  Assyria,  and 
greatly  extended  his  dominions. 
About  536  he  directed  that  the  Jew- 
ish captives  at  Babylon  should  re- 
turn to  Jemsalem  and  rebuild  tlie 
temple.  Cyrus  was  killed  in  battle 
in  529  B.  c,  and  was  succeeded  by  his 
son,  Cambj^«ee» 
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Dacler,  Andr^,  a  French 
scholar  and  critic;  bom  at  (jBHtres 
in  1651 ;  sludied  al  Saiimur,  and  re- 
mured  to  Paris.  He  was  (here  ap- 
pointed, with  others,  to  prepare  an 
edition  of  the  classics  for  the  uee  of 
the  Dauphin,  and  was  made  librarian 
to  the  King.  He  became  a  member 
of  the  French  Academy  and  of  the 
Academy  of  Inscriplions,  and  edited 
and  tranalated  several  of  tJie  classicB. 
Died  1722. 

Uacier.  AnneLeffevrc, 
known  as  Madame  Dacfer,  wife 
of  the  preceding,  was  born  at  Saumur 
in  16a4.  She  was  the  daughter  of 
Tannegui-LefSvre,  under  wuom  she 
studied  with  Andr6  Dacier.  She  was 
a  precocious  scholar,  and  at  about  the 
age  of  eighteen  went  to  Paris,  where, 
owing  to  her  high  reputation  for  learn- 
ing, she  was  selected  by  the  Duke  of 
Montauaier  to  edit,  for  the  Dauphin's 
instruction,  several  of  the  c'lUSsJcs. 
In  1085,  with  her  husband,  she  re- 
nounced Protestantism  and  entered 
the  Catholic  Church.  Siie  was  re- 
garded aa  a  far  better  critic  and  clas- 
sical scholar  than  her  husband.  Vol- 
taire pronounced  her  one  of  the 
prodigies  of  the  age,  and  commend- 
ed her  for  the  ^reat  gervic-ea  she  had 
rendered  to  literature.     Dicil  1720. 

Dacier,  Bou  Joseph,  a 
French  savant ;  bom  at  Valogne,  in 
Normandy,  in  1742 ;  removed  to  Paris 
at  an  early  age.  He  was  a  prominent 
member  of  the  Tribunate  from  1802 
until  its  suppression,  and  was  elected 
a  memberof  the  Academy  of  Inscrip- 
tions, of  which  he  became  perpetual 
secretarv,  and  of  the  French  Acad- 
■mv.     Died  1833. 

Daendcls,  Hermann  'Wil- 
lem,  a  Dutch  general :  bom  at  Ilat- 
tem  in  1762;  entered  the  French 
army,  and  served  in  Holland  with 
the   rank  of  general  of  brigade  in 


1794.  He  was  subsequently  general 
of  division  under   the   Batavian  re- 

Eliblic,  and  was  created  Marshal  of 
[olland  by  King  Louis  (Bonaparte). 
In  1S08  he  was  appointed  Govemor- 
(.ieneral  of  the  Dutch  colonies  in  the 
East  Indies,  an  ofBce  which  he  held 
for  three  years,  and  afterward  com- 
manded a  division  in  Buesia.  Died 
ISIS. 

Daciierrc,  IJotiis  Jacques 
Manfl^  a  French  artist,  the  in- 
ventor of  the  daguerrotvpc,  was  bom 
at  Cormeillea  in  1789.  He  attained  % 
high  reputalinn  as  a  scene-painter  at 
Paris,  and  with  Bouton  invented  the 
diorama.  Arago  announced  in  IS39 
the  invention  of  the  daguerrotype  in 
the  Academy  of  Sciences,  where  it 
caused  a  great  sensation.  The  in- 
ventor received  from  the  Chamber 
of  Deputies  a  pension  of  six  thou- 
sand francH.     Died  1851, 

Dahl,  Johu  Christian 
Clausen,  a  Norwegian  landscape- 
painter;  bom  at  Bergen  about  178(^ 
and  lived  at  Dresden.     Died  1857. 

palll,  Mikael,  a  portrait- 
painter;  bom  at  Stockholm  in  1656; 
studieil  in  France  anS  Italy,  and  final- 
ly settled  in  London,  where  he  was 
patronized  by  the  royal  family.  Died 
1743. 

Dahlberg,  Erie,  a  Swedish 
general  and  engineer,  and  director- 
general  of  all  the  fonreKsee  of  Swe- 
den; lK>rn  in  1<)25.  He  planned  the 
expedition  vfhen  the  Swedes  marched 
over  the  ice  and  made  a  successful 
attack  on  the  Danes  in  1658.  Charles 
XI.  made  him  Govemor-Ueneral  of 
Livonia,  Field-Marshal,  and  Count. 
Died  1703. 

Dahlgren,  John  A.,  an 
American  rear-admiral;  born  in 
Philadelphia  in  1809.  He  was  com- 
missioned a  lieutenant  in  the  navj 
about  1838,  spent  seTeral  yeaia  in  ex- 
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^ .    „  e  direction  of 

tlis  Ordnance  Deputment,  effected 
great  chtngei  in  naval  armamenl, 
and  invent^  the  sheU-gun  known  bv 
his  name.  He  waa  rsiiied  to  the  rank 
of  commander  in  1B65,  and  became 
ddef  ol  the  Bar«Mi  of  Ordnance  in 
1802.

He  was  appointed  Diatrict 
Attorney  for  the  United  States  by 
Jefieraon  in  1801.  and  Secretary  of 
the  Treeanry  by  Madison  in  October, 
1814.  The  financial  condition  of  the 
ConntiT  was  then,  on  account  of  the 
war  with  ^g'«"^,  greatly  de{H«Med, 
and.

Dallas,  George  Mifflin,  an 
American  statesman,  son  of  the  pto- 
ceding ;  bom  in  Philadelphia  in  July, 
1702.  He  graduated  at  Princeton 
Collie  in  1810,  and  was  admitted  10 
the  bar  three  yean  later.  In  1S31  he 
waa  elected,  as  a  Democcal.  to  the 
United  States  Senate  wbertf  he  advo- 
cated a  protective  tariff  and  the  re- 
chattet  of  the  United  Statee  Bank. 
He  wss  appointed  Minister  to  Russia 
in  18ST,  and  was  elected  Vice-Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States  on  the  ticket 
with  James  K.  Polk  in  1S44.  He 
was  in  1866  sent  as  Mtniater  to  £n^ 
luid,  which  position  he  filled  until 
1801.    Died  December,  1884. 

Dalrymple,  James,  first  Vis- 
count Stair,  a  Scotch  statesman  and 
juriat;  bom  at  Dummurchie  in  11)19. 
At  the  age  of  twenty-two  he  was  ap- 
pointed professor  of  philoeophy  in 
the  University  of  Glaseow.  He  tifter- 
ward  read  law,  waa  adinitted  an  ad- 
vocate, and  attained  high  dixlinction 
in  his  profeasion.  He  wss  made  by  . 
Cromwell,  in  1657,  a  judge  of  the 
court  of  Sessions,  and  by  Charles  11. 
one  of  the  Lorda  of  Beaaion  in  1661. 
He  waa  President  of  that  court  from 
1671  to  1681.  Hia  IntliHHiims  ^  Hit 
Lam  cf  Seotland,  published  in  the  lat- 
ter year — a  work  of  rare  value— is 
still  r^arded  by  the  lawyers  of  that 
oountry  as  one  of  the  greatest  works 
on  Scottish  jurispnidence.  Kefuaing 
to  take  the  teelKuith  in  1681,  be  was 
deprived  of  office  and  severely  perse- 
cuted. He  retired  to  Holland,  and 
returned  in  1088  with  the  Prince  of 
Orange.  He  was  reinstated  in  office^ 
acqnbed  great  fkvor  with  William 
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1 1 1 .,  und  in  1 UVO  was  created  Visoount 

Slair.     Died  1<J95. 

Dalrj'inplei  John,  first  Earl 
of  Rtair,  hod  of  the  prei.'edinf; ;  bom 
in  1614;  betame  Lord  Advocate  of 
Scotland  in  168.i.  He  watt  afterward 
a  Lord  of  Sesion,  and  in  IQ^l  vtan 
appointed  Secretary  of  State.  He  is 
held  chiedv  responsible  for  ilie  mas- 
sacre of  Ulcni-oe,  which  it  appeani  lie 
instigated,  and  by  whidi  he  ini^iirred 
great  odium.  He  siicceeikil  biafutlier 
as  Viscount  Stair  in  W.h'>,  and  vaa 
created  Earl  in  1TU3.     Died  1707. 

Dttlrj-niple,  John,  Earl  of 
Stair,  a  Britixh  general,  son  of  the 
preceding,  was  bom  at  Edinburgh  in 
1673;  entered  the  amiv  at  the  ajfe  of 
nineteen,  and  in  1T02  nerved  in  Flan- 
ders as  aide-de-camp  to  the  Duke  of 
Morlboniugh.  He  succeeded  to  the 
earldom  in  1707,  and  was  soon  after- 
ward selected  as  one  of  the  representa- 
tive peers  in  the  British  Parliament. 
As  commander  of  the  Scottish  (ireys 
at  the  batlla.  of  Oudenarde,  Malpl'a- 
ijuet,  and  Ramillies  he  won  hifih  dis- 
Unction,  In  1715  he  was  made  Privy 
Councillor  and  comniimder-in-cliief 
in  SMilland  by  (ieorKe  I.,  and  became 
commander-in-chief  of  the  British 
army  in  1743.     Died  1747. 

lialtou,  Jnhu,  an  English 
chemical  philosopher,  the  inventor 
of  the  atomic  ihcorv;  bora  at  Eagles- 
Geld  in  17liG.  His  father  was  Joseph 
Dalton,  a  farmer.  After  serving  as 
nsher  in  a  school  at  Kendal,  he  was 
appointed  professor  of  mathematics 
in  New  College,  Manchester.  He 
announced  in  1802  his  new  and  im- 
[Kirlant  theory  of  "The  Constitution 
of  Mixed  Ga^tes,"  which  lins  since 
lieen  universally  adopleil.  The  year 
following  he  wimniciiced  the  develi>ii 
tnent  of  the  funflamcntal  principlai 
of  chemical  philosimhy  in  connection 
with  the  atomic  theory,  which  he 
explained  in  the  first  volume  of  his 
yea  Syfrn  of  Chtmital  Philo^phy. 
The  di«ci)Ferit«  which  he  made  were 
of  the  highest  importance,  and  greatly 
assisted  in  making  accurate  inveitiga- 
lions  in  chemistry.     He  was  elected 


a  Pellowof  the  Bova!  Society  in  1821. 
In  1H26  he  received  a  gold  medal 
from  the  King,  as  one  who  had  moat 
distinguished  himself  by  discoveries 
in  science,  and  in  ]S3d  had  settled 
upon  him  an  annual  pension  of  three 
hundred  pounds.  He  was  also  elecled 
a  foreign  aiisociate  of  the  French  Id- 
EtilLile.  He  was  the  author  of  numer- 
ous valuable  works  and  treatises  on 
chemicaJ  philosophy.  Died  in  July,

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ft  Fellow  of  the  Royal  Society  in 
181^  aiuLtwo  years  later  beoime, 
with  Professor  Brande,  joint-editor 
of  the  Quarterly  Journal  of  Science. 
He  was  the  author  of  several  scien- 
tific treatises,  and  was  in  1832  award- 
ed the  Rumford  medal  by  the  Royal 
Society  for  his  invention  of  the  pyro- 
meter. Five  years  later  he  was  also 
awarded  the  Copley  medal  for  an 
improvement  in  the  voltaic  battery. 
He  is  said  to  have  been  the  only 
person  to  whom  the  Royal  Society 
awarded  all  three  of  the  medau 
within  its  gift    Died  1845. 

Danielly  William,  R.  A.,  an 
English  landscape-painter  and  en- 
graver.   Born  in  1769 ;  died  1837. 

Dannecker,  von,  Johann 
Helnrich,  a  German  sculptor;  bom 
near  Stuttgart  in  J  758.  He  studied 
at  Ludwigsburg.  Among  his  class- 
mates was  the  poet  Schiller,  with 
whom  he  formed  an  intimate  mend- 
ship.  He  was  appointed  sculptor  to 
the  Duke  of  Wurtemberg  about  1780, 
and  afterward  studied  his  art  in  Paris, 
under  Pajou,  and  at  Rome,  where  he 
was  associated  with  Goethe,  Herder, 
and  Canova.     Died  1841. 

Daiite  Alligrliieriy  the  most 
illustrious  of  Italian  poets,  was  bom 
in  Florence  in  Ma^r,  1265:  studied 
under  Brunetto  Latini  ana  others. 
He  is  said  to  have  also  received  in- 
struction at  Padua,  Bologna,  and 
Paris.  He  became  well  versed  in 
philosophy,  theology,  and  Latin,  and 
skilful  in  painting,  music,  and  other 
arts.  He  formed  in  early  life  a  pas- 
sion for  Beatrice  Portinari,  which 
inspired  his  first  productions  and 
deeply  affected  his  after-life.  After 
her  death,  which  occurred  in  1290, 
he  was  persuaded  by  his  friends  to 
marry  Gemma  Donati,  a  lady  of  noble 
birth.  The  marriage  was  an  unhapi>y 
one,  and  Dante,  on  account  of  their 
uncongenial  dispositions,  finally  sepa- 
rated from  her. 

In  the  wars  between  the  Guelphs 
and  the  Ghibelines,  which  then  dis- 
tracted Italy,  Dante's  family  belong- 
ing to  the  former  party,  he  became 
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an  ardent  supporter  of  the  Guelphs, 
and  fought  with  distinguished  cour- 
age on  their  side  at  Campaldino  in 
1289.  After  serving  on  several  mis- 
sions to  foreign  courts  and  perform- 
ing his  duties  with  skill  and  ability, 
he  was  in  1300  chosen  to  the  high 
office  of  Prior  of  Florence,  but  two 
years  later  was  sentenced  to  perpet- 
ual banishment  by  the  Neri,  a  fac- 
tion of  the  Guelphs.  From  this 
period  he  wandered  through  Italy, 
suffering  from  poverty  as  well  as 
from  his  other  afflictions,  though 
occasionally  enjoying  the  hospitality 
of  different  Italian  Princes,  among 
whom  were  Cane  Grande  de  la  Scala 
of  Verona  and  Guido  Novello  of 
Ravenna.  With  many  of  his  fellow- 
exiles  he  joined  the  Ghibeline  party 
and  vainly  attempted  to  regain  his 
rights. 

Dante  died  at  Ravenna  on  the  14th 
of  September,  1321.  His  sublime 
poem  the  Divina  Oommedia  appeared 
soon  after,  and  rendered  his  name 
immortal.  It  is  supposed  to  have 
been  written  during  nis  banishment, 
and  to  relate  the  poet's  own  experi- 
ence, real  or  imaginary. 

"  Dante,"  says  Hallam,  "  is  among 
the  very  few  who  have  created  the 
national  poetry  of  their  country.  Of 
all  writers,  he  is  the  most  unquestion- 
ably original.  .  .  .  The  great  charac- 
teristic excellence  of  Dante  is  eleva- 
tion of  sentiment,  to  which  his  com- 
pressed diction  and  the  emphatic 
cadences  of  his  measure  admirably 
correspond." 

Dantony  Georgres  Jacques, 
a  leader  of  the  French  Revolution, 
was  a  lawyer  by  profession,  and  was 
bom  at  Arcis-sur-Aube  in  1759.  Pos- 
sessed of  talents,  a  lar^e  frame,  a  pow- 
erful voice,  a  passionate  tempera- 
ment, and  ereat  intrepidity  of  spirit 
he  was  well  qualified  for  the  pait  of 
a  demagogue  and  political  agitator. 
He  formal  the  extremely  radical 
club  of  the  Cordeliers  and  instigated 
and  directed  the  bloody  insurrection 
of  August  10,  1792,  by  which  the 
French  monarchy  was  overthrown. 
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Obtaining  supreme  power  with  Ma^ 
rat  and  Robespierre,  Danton  was  given 
the  position  of  Minister  of  Justice, 
with  the  chief  control  of  Paris.  To 
him  is  attributed  the  massacre  of  im- 
prisoned royalists  in  September  fol- 
lowing. Elected  to  the  Convention, 
he  resided  his  position  as  Minister 
of  Justice,  became  the  leader  of  the 
Mountain,  and  voted  for  the  death  of 
the  King.  He  soon  lost  by  his  ex- 
cesses the  favor  of  honest  and  patri- 
otic republicans,  and  by  his  success 
incurred  at  the  same  time  the  jealousy 
of  Robespierre.  He  was  an^ested  in 
March,  1794,  and,  after  scarcely  the 
form  of  a  trial,  was  sentenced  to 
death.  He  was  executed  by  the  guil- 
lotine, April  5  of  that  year. 

D'Arblay,  Madame,  whose 
maiden-name  was  Frances  Subnet, 
an  English  novelist,  was  bom  at 
Lynn-Regis  in  1752,  and  was  the 
daughter  of  Dr.  Charles  Bumey,  a 
musician  of  distinction.  Upon  his 
removal  to  London,  in  1760.  his  house 
became  a  favorite  resort  of  Johnson, 
Burke,  G^arrick,  and  other  eminent 
men.  Her  first  novel,  EvelincL  ap- 
p&ured  anonymously  in  1778,  ana  was 
received  with  great  applause.  The 
excitement  in  reference  to  it  was 
largely  increased  when  the  author 
was  discovered  to  be  a  diffident  voung 
lad;^.  She  was  congratulated  ana 
praised  by  the  first  literary  men  of 
that  period.  Her  second  work,Oci/wi. 
which  appeared  in  1782,  sustainea 
her  high  reputation  as  a  novelist. 
She  received  in  1786  an  appointment 
as  second  keeper  of  the  robes  to 
Queen  Charlotte,  with  a  salary  of 
two  hundred  pounds  per  annum.  The 
position  was  exceedingly  irksome  to 
ner.  In  deference  to  her  Other's 
wishes,  however,  she  remained  in  it 
for  five  years,  during  which  time  her 
health  was  greatly  impair^.  She 
married,  in  1793,  Count  IVArblay,  a 
French  officer  and  exile,  and  resided 
in  France  from  1802  until  1816.  Ma- 
dame IVArblay  fiimbhes  the  subject 
of  one  of  Lord  Macaulay's  essays. 
Died  1840.    Her  Diary  and  LeiUrs,  an 


exceedingly  interesting  work,  was  pub- 
lished in  1842^  in  seven  v^^lumes. 

Darius  I.,  or  Danus  Hys- 
taspiSy  having  slain  Smerdis,  an 
usurper,  ascended  the  throne  of  Persia 
in  521  B.  c,  soon  after  the  death  of 
Cambyses.  He  organized  the  exten- 
sive conquests  of  Cyrus  and  Cambyses 
and  divided  them  into  twenty  grand 
satrapies,  suppressed  an  insurrection 
at  Babylon,  led  an  unsuccessful  expe- 
dition against  the  Scythians  in  Eu- 
rope, ana  sent  against  the  Athenians 
a  large  army,  which  was  totally  routed 
at  Marathon  in  490  b.  c.  He  died  in 
485  B.  c,  leaving  the  reputation  of  a 
wise  ana  an  able  ruler,  and  was  suc- 
ceeded by  his  son,  Xerxes. 

]>arius  II. »  the  natural  son  of 
Artaxerxes  Longimanus,  deposed  Sog- 
dianus,  an  usurper,  who  had  killed 
Xerxes  11.,  and  ascended  the  Persian 
throne  in  424  b.  c.  He  died  405  b.  c, 
and  was  succeeded  by  his  sou,  Arta- 
xerxes Mnemon. 

Darius  III.,  or  Codoraan- 
nuSy  the  last  King  of  Persia  of  the 
ancient  dynasty,  was  a  descendant  of 
Darius  ifothus,  and  commenced  his 
reign  at  the  death  of  Arses,  in  336  B.  c. 
Alexander  the  Great  invaded  Persia 
in  334,  gained  a  victory  at  the  river 
Granicus,  and  again  defeated  the  Per- 
sians, led  by  Darius  himself,  at  Issus, 
in  333,  and  at  Arbela  in  331  b.  c.  Pur- 
sued by  the  Macedonians  and  retreat- 
ing toward  Bactriana,  he  was  killed 
bv  Bessus,  one  of  his  satraps,  in  330. 
While  dying  he  expressed  the  grati- 
tude he  felt  toward  Alexander  for  the 
kind  and  generous  treatment  extend- 
ed by  that  sovereign  to  the  wife  and 
daughter  of  Darius. 

Darius  the  Mede,  supposed  to 
be  the  same  as  Cyaxares  II. 

Darley,  Felix  O.  C,  an 
American  artist;  bom  in  Philadel- 
phia, June  23,  1822.  He  was  for 
some  time  a  clerk  in  a  mercantile 
house,  where  he  made  some  humorous 
sketches,  which  were  so  much  ad- 
mired that  he  decided  to  devote  him- 
self to  iurt  as  a  profession,  and  to  make 
drawings  for  eograTers  nis  specialty. 
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He  has  produced  an  immense  number 
of  illuetraliouB,  of  which  more  than 
five  hundred  appear  in  ihe  ^orks  of 
James  Fenimore  Cooper.  Others  of 
hie  drawings  )iave  been  reduced,  and 
are  seen  on  bank-notes  and  govern- 
ment bonds.  He  has  also  illuatrated 
Judd'a  Margaret,  Irving'a  Bip  Fon 
Winklt  and  Ltgend  of  Sfepy  Hollore, 
and  Longfelloi^9  CburCaAip  cf  Mila 
SlandM. 

Darnley,  Henry  Stuart, 
LoKD,  son  of  tlie  Earl  of  Lennox,  a, 
descendanl  of  Ihe  Hou»e  of  Stuart, 
and  Margaret  Dongias,  a  niei^  of 
Henry  VIII.  of  England  and  half- 
sister  of  James  V.  of  Scotland,  was 
bom  in  England  about  15]5.  On 
account  of  his  handsome  peison  and 
royal  lineage,  he  was  at  the  age  of 
twenty  selected  for  Ihe  husband  of 
Maty,Queen  of  Scots.  That  sovereign 
after  their  marriage  at  first  treated 
him  kindtr,  but  became  exasperated 
hy  his  insolence,  ignorance,  and  ob- 
stinacy. She  eitpeciallr  resented  the 
murder  of  Rizzio,  which  wax  insti- 
gated by  her  husband,  and  resolved 
on  revenge.  Darnley,  while  suflering 
from  illness,  slopped  at  a  solilarv 
house  coiled  Kirk-in-the-Field,  whicti 
was  blown  up  by  gunpowder,  killing 
him,  February  9,  1567. 

Daru,  Pierre  Antoiiie  Noel 

Bruno,  a  French  statesman  and 
author;  bora  st  Montpellier  in  1707. 
He  favored  the  Revolution,  but  was 
imprisoned  during  the  Reign  of  Ter- 
ror. He  became  Secretary  of  War  in 
1300,  a  member  of  the  Tribunate  in 
1802,  and  was  made  by  Bonaparte  a 
Count  of  the  Empire.  Councillor  of 
State,  and  Intendant-Oeneral  of  the 
Imperial  Household  about  ISOO.  He 
was  chief  Minister  of  Stale  in  1811, 
and  was  elected  President  of  the 
French  Academy  in  1815.  Among 
his  productions  are  a  History  of  Vfnict, 
Wiuhington,  an  epic  poem,  and  a  trans- 
lation into  French  verse  of  the  odes  and 
epistlea  of  Horace.     Died  1829. 

Darwin,  Charles  Bo1>ert, 
LL.D.,  F.  R.  S.,  an  English  natural- 
ist, wu  bora  a(  Shrewsbury,  February 


13,  lfl09,  was  educated  at  Christ  Col- 
lie, Cambridge,  and  in  1831  was'cho- 
sen  by  the  Lords  of  the  Admiralty 
as  a  naturalist  to  accompany  a  sui^ 
veying  expedition  to  the  Southern 
Seas.  He  returned  to  England  in 
about  five  years,  having  made  a  sci- 
entific circumnavigation  of  the  globe. 
During^  this  pet'iod  Mr.  Darwin 
served  without  a  salary  and  paid  a 
portion  of  his  own  expenses,  on  the 
condition,  however,  that  he  should 
retain  the  lUU  ownership  of  his  too- 
logical,  botanical,  and  geological  col- 
tet-tions.  He  married  Miss  Emms 
Wedgwood  in  1831,  and  was  the 
father  of  a  large  ^rnily.  He  was 
the  author  of  a  large  number  of  ad- 
entitle  works,  some  of  which  have 
been  translated  into  nenrly  all  tlie 
languages  of  Europe.  His  Origin  tf 
Special  by  ^ffa•lS  o/  Natural  Seiaaion, 
published  in  1859.  has  caused  a  great 
deal  of  controversy.  In  it  is  pro- 
pouncled  his  philosophical  theorv  that 
all  the  various  forms  of  animal  and 
vegetable  life,  pa^t  or  present,  have 
been  produced  by  a  series  of  gradual 
chiLugca  in  natural  descent  from  pa- 
rents to  ofispring'  and  in  another 
work  he  states  his  inference  that 
"man  is  descended  from  a  haiiy 
cjiiwlruped  furnished  with  a  tail  and 

Kintcd  eai^  probably  arboreal  in  i(a 
bits." 

M  r.  Darwin  was  a  member  of  vari- 
ous English  and  foreign  scientilic  in- 
stitutes, received  from  the  Royal  So- 
ciety the  Royal  and  Copley  medal& 
and  the  Wnllaston  Palladian  medal 
from  the  Geological  Society,  the  de- 

C«  of  M.  D.  from  the  Unlversilv  of 
yden,  the  d^ree  of  LL.D.  frotn 
that  of  Cambridge,  and  an  order  of 
knighthood  from  the  Prussian  gov- 
ernment.    Died  April  20,  18S2. 

Darwin,  Erasmus,  an  Eog- 
lish  physician,  poet,  and  physiologist; 
bom  at  Elton,  near  Newark,  in  1731 ; 
graduated  at  Cambridge.  He  pro- 
duced in  1761  a  very  popular  poem 
entitled  "Dit  Botanic  Qardat.  He  was 
the  author  of  several  other  woika. 
Died  1802. 
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Daubenton,  liouis  Jean 
Sfarie^  a  French  naturalist:  bom 
at  Montbar,  May  29, 1716 ;  studied  in 
Paris,  where  he  formed  the  friend- 
ship of  Buffon,  and  was  engaged  by 
him  to  asBiBt  in  several  scientific 
works.  He  was  ajspointed  professor 
of  natural  history  in  the  Collie  of 
Fnuuse  in  1778,  and  professor  of  min- 
coralogy  in  the  Museum  of  Natural 
Histor^r  about  1794.  Besides  the 
works  in  whidi  he  aided  Buffon,  he 
was  the  author  of  numerous  scientific 
treatises.  Daubenton  was  elected  a 
Senator  in  1799.    Died  Jan.  1, 1800. 

D'Aubipn^y  Jean  Henri 
Merle^  a  Swiss  dergyman  and  his- 
.torian;  bom  near  Geneva  in  1794; 
wss  descended  from  a  French  Calvin- 
ist  fittnily.  After  preaching  at  Ham- 
biiKff  and  Brussels,  he  was  appointed 
professor  of  church  history  in  a  college 
at  Geneva.  His  most  important  work 
is  a  Hiitory  of  the  R^omuUion  m  the  Six- 
UmUhCkntury.  Died  October  24. 1872. 

Daubimyy  Charles  Fran- 

gflBf  a   I<rench   landseapcspainter ; 
m  in  Paris  in  1817.   Died  February 
19^1878. 

Davidy  King  of  Israel,  was  dis- 
tinguished as  a  general,  a  ruler,  a 
po^  and  a  prophet.  He  was  the  son 
of  Jesse,  and  was  bom  at  Bethlehem 
about  1090  B.  c.  Entering,  at  the  age 
of  twenty-two^  the  service  of  King 
Sanl  as  a  musician,  he  soon  after 
killed  Goliath,  a  ffiant  of  the  Phil- 
istines, and  marriea  MichaL  a  daugh- 
ter of  the  Hebrew  King,  lie  incur- 
red the  deadly  jealousy  of  that  sov- 
ereign, however,  and  was  compelled 
to  ^  to  the  enemies  of  his  country 
£>r  protection.  After  many  sufferings 
and  remarkable  escapes  from  danger 
and  death,  he  became  King  of  Ju£di 
about  1055  B.  a,  and  five  years  later 
King  of  all  Israel.  Gaining  numer- 
ous victories  over  the  Syrians,  Edom- 
ites,  Moabites,  and  PhilistineB^  he 
greatly  increased  his  dominions, 
which  under  his  reign  enjoyed  an 
unusual  amount  of  prosperity.  Ab- 
salom, his  son,  having  raised  an 
insurrection,  was  defeated,  and,  oon- 


trarv  to  the  King^s  orders,  was  put 
to  death.  Many  of  the  Psalms  which 
bear  David's  name  evince  poetic^ 
nius  of  a  vexy  high  order.  Died 
about  1015  B.  G. 

David^  Jacques  liouisy  a 
French  historical  nointer;  bom  in 
Pans  in  1748;  stuaied  under  Vien, 
and  afterward  in  Borne.  He  pro- 
duced his  **  Belisarius ''  in  1780,  wnen 
he  was  elected  a  member  of  the  Acad- 
emy and  was  appointed  painter  to  the 
King.  As  a  member  ofthe  Conven- 
tion  in  1792  he  voted  for  the  death 
of  the  King  and  participated  in  the 
atrocities  of  Booespierre.  He  was 
imprisoned  after  the  flail  of  that 
leader.  He  was  appointed  painter 
to  Napoleon,  for  whom  he  executed 
a  large  number  of  battle-scenes. 
Among  his  other  works  are  ^'Anti- 
ochus  and  Stratonice''  and  "Bape  of 
the  Sabines.''  David  was  banished 
from  France  as  a  regicide  on  the  ac- 
cession of  Louis  X VIll.  He  died  in 
Bnissels  in  1825. 

Davila,  Enrico  Caterinoy 
an  Italian  historian;  bom  near  Pa- 
dua in  1576.  He  studied  at  Paris 
and  gained  distinction  in  the  military 
service  of  Henrv  IV.  He  afterward 
commanded  with  success  several  ex- 
peditions for  the  Venetian  govern- 
ment. His  principal  work  is  a  i/t»- 
tory  of  the  Cwil  Ware  of  France  from 
1559  to  1598.  Davila  was  killed  in  a 
private  dispute  in  1631. 

DaviSy  Henry  Winter,  an 
American  orator  and  statesman ;  bom 
at  Annapolis,  Maryland,  about  1817 ; 
graduated  at  Harapden-Sidney  Col- 
lie. He  was  elected  to  Congress  in 
1854  from  the  Third  Maryland  Dis- 
trict, which  embraces  part  of  Balti- 
more, as  a  Whig,  and  was  re-elected 
in  1856.  After  the  dissolution  of  the 
Whig  party  he  united  with  the  Amer- 
ican party,  was  again  re-elected  to 
Congress  in  1858,  and  in  1861,  at  the 
oommencement  of  the  rebellion,  be- 
came an  ardent  Bepublican  and  fa- 
vored negro  suffrage.  He  was  also 
elected  to  the  Thirty-eighth  Congress 
(18da-1865),  in  which  he  served  as 
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chairman  of  the  Committee  on  For- 
CiiKD  ASaiiB.     Died  l&6a. 

I>avtSt  iTefferson,  bom  in  Ken- 
tucky, June  3,  1808;  graduated  at 
West  Point  at  Ae  age  of  twenty; 
Berred  in  the  arniy  during  several  In- 
dian ware,  and  resigned  liiB  commia- 
sion  in  1835.  He  Hoon  alter  married 
a  daughter  of  Gen.  Taylor,  subeo- 
qnently  President,  and  became  a  cot- 
ton-planter. He  waa  elected  to  Con- 
gress in  1841.  and  in  1845  was  chosen 
colonel  of  a  Mississippi  regiment,  with 
which  he  seri*ed  during  ihe  Mexican 
war.  He  was  elected  to  the  United 
States  Senate  in  18-17,  and  became 
Secretary  of  War  in  the  Cabinet  of 
President  Pierce  in  1851.  He  was 
re-elcctediniH58  to  the  United  States 
Senate,  from  which  he  withdrew  after 
the  election  of  Mr.  Lincoln,  in  18«0. 
Mr.  Davis  was  in  February,  1881,  in- 
augurated as  provisional  President  of 
the  Confederate  Ktiites,  and  in  the 
year  following  was  elei^ed  President 
for  six  years.  ARerthe  fnli  of  Iticb- 
raond  ho  was  captured  and  imprisoned 
in  Fortress  Monroe  for  two  vcars,  was 
then  admitted  to  iiail,  iiml  was  in- 
eluded  in  the  generaL  amnesty  of 
1H88.  He  liBfl  since  publisbe<l  a 
Jiittory  of  llie  GiU  W<tr. 

Dnvoiist,  or  Davwilt,  Louis 
,NicolaN,  Duke  of  Auerstudt  and 
Prince  of  Eckniiihl,  a  French  Mar- 
shal ;  Iwm  near  Noyers  in  1770;  was 
a  fellow-student  with  Bonaparte  at 
Brienne.  He  was  a  colonel  in  tlie 
Republican  army  in  1791,  and  a  gen- 
eral of  briyade  in  1793.  Accompany- 
ing Bonajmric  lo  Kgvpt  in  17H8,  be 
Berve<l  with  distinction  in  seTcral 
battles  imder  Desaix.  He  materially 
contributed,  in  the  year  following,  to 
the  victory  of  Aboiikir.  After  his 
return  to  France  he  was  made  a 
general  of  division  by  Bonaparte, 
wasgiven  theconimaniiof  theuivalrv 
in  Italy  in  IHDO,  and  in  1804  became 
major-general  of  the  Imperial  Guard 
and  a  Marshal  of  the  empire.  As 
commander  of  the  right  wing  of  the 
French  army  at  Austerlitz  in  1805  he 
renderad  brilliant  and  effective  ser* 


vice  lo  Napoleon,  and  on  the  14th  of 
October,  18U6  (the  same  day  that  ttM 
battle  of  Jena  was  fought),  gained  K 
great  victory  over  the  PcuBsUas  at 
Auerstadt.  He  was  created  Prince 
of  Kckmiibl  for  a  victory  gained  in 
1809  at  a  tonn  of  that  name.  He 
participated  in  the  Russian  campaign 
uf  1812,  was  wounded  at  Borodino, 
defended  Hamburg  lor  several  tnontha 
against  the  allies,  whs  Napoleon's 
Minisler  of  War  in  1815  during  the 
Hundred  Days,  and  was  for  a  short 
time  general -in-chief  of  the  French 
arinjeo.  He  became  a  member  of  the 
Cbamberof  Peers  in  1819.  Died  1823. 
l>avy,  Sir  Uuiiipliry,  ■  chem- 
ist of  gi-eat  eminent*;  bom  at  Pen- 
zance, in  England,  Deceuil>er  17, 
1778.  He  was  the  son  of  a  wood- 
carver.  In  his  earlier  invemig&tioiM 
he  was  encouraged  by  Davies  (lilbert. 
wlio  became  liis  sincere  friend,  and 
who  introduced  him  tu  the  notice  of 
the  Royal  Institution  in  London. 
D»vv  became  nssooialed  with  Dr. 
Bed.lues  in  1708  in  the  Pneumatic 
Institntitm,  founded  bv  the  latter  in 
Krislol.  The  next  year  Davy  pah- 
lished  his  Jiuo^  on  Htal  and  Light, 
icitk  a  A'no  Tktory  of  Rnpiealum.  He 
maile  numerous  interesting  though 
ilnii^rous  eX{>criments  on  the  respira- 
liim  of  hydro^n,  carbiiretted  hydro- 
gen, nitrogen,  nitrous  oxide,  and  other 
giucs.  and  was  the  hrst  to  discover 
the  remarkably  exhilarating  effects 
of  nitrous-oxide  gas.  He  published 
an  u<i^unt  of  his  researclies,  which 
attracted  great  attention  among  men 
of  science,  in  1800.  Deliverins  hie 
tint  discourse  before  the  Ro/a1  Insti- 
tution in  London  in  1801,  he  became 
very  succewlul  as  a  lecturer,  and  was 
appointed  a  professor  in  that  institu- 
tion. In  tlie  language  of  Dr.  Paris, 
"his  youth,  his  natural  eloiiuence, 
his  chemical  knowledge,  his  happy 
illualrations  and  well-conducted  ex- 
periments, excited  univerf<al  attention 
and  unbounded  applause."  His  neirt 
great  achievement  was  the  decomposi- 
tion by  galvanism  of  the  fixed  alkalies, 
by  which  he  demwudLtaXsA.  \\i«).  tiuK^ 
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were  simply  metallic  oxides.  One  of 
his  most  important  and  useful  inven- 
tions is  that  of  the  safety-lamp.  He 
was  knighted  in  1812.  was  created  a 
Baronet  in  1818,  ana  was  in  1820 
elected  President  of  the  Royal  So- 
ciety, to  which  position  he  was  suo- 
cesBivel;^  re-elected  for  seven  years, 
and  until  he  was  by  ill-h^th  forced 
to  resign  it.  Died  at  Geneva  in  May, 
1829.  He  was  the  author  of  a  large 
number  of  valuable  works  on  chem- 
istrv. 

Day,  Thomas,  an  English 
writer  and  philanthropist;  bom  in 
London,  1748.  Among  his  works  are 
Sand/ord  and  Merlon^  The  Dying  Negro 

il773),  and  The  Desolation  of  America 
1777).  Died  1789. 
DaytoDy  Williani  Lewis,  an 
American  statesman;  bom  in  New 
Jersey  in  1807.  He  was  admitted  to 
the  bar  about  1830,  and  was  appointed 
in  1842  a  Uniled  States  Senator  by 
the  Govemor  of  that  State,  to  fill  a 
vacancy.  He  was  also  elected  as  a 
Whig  to  a  full  term  in  the  Senate 
(1845-1851).  He  opposed  the  ex- 
tension of  slavery  and  the  Fugitive 
Slave  bill.  He  resumed  the  practice 
of  law  at  Trenton  in  1851,  and  in 
1856  was  the  Kepublican  candidate 
for  Vice-President  on  the  ticket 
headed  by  John  C.  Fremont  He  be- 
came Attorney-General  of  New  Jer- 
sey in  1857,  and  was  sent  as  Minister 
to  France  in  1861.  Died  at  Paris  in 
December,  1864. 

Dedk,  Francis,  an  Hungarian 
statesman  and  orator:  bom  in  1803. 
He  was  elected  to  the  Diet  in  1830  as 
a  moderate  liberal,  and  was  appointed 
Minister  of  Justice  in  1848,  out  re- 
signed the  position  in  September  of 
the  same  year,  when  Kossuth  gained 
the  ascendency  in  public  affiurs. 
De&k  was  chosen  in  1849  to  con- 
duct the  negotiation  with  the  Aus- 
trian general  Windischgriitz,  and  was, 
it  is  said,  for  many  years  the  most 
popular  man  in  Hungary.  Died  1876. 
Deaue,  Silas»  an  American 
diplomatist;  bom  in  Connecticut: 
was  elected  to  Ccvigress  in  1774,  and 


was  sent  as  political  agent  to  France 
two  years  later.     Exc^ding  his  in- 
structions, he  was  recalled  by  Con- 
j  gress  in  1777.    Died  1789. 

Dearborn,  Hmiry,  an  Amer- 
ican general;  bom  in  New  Hamp- 
shire in  1751 ;  served  through  the 
Revolutionary  war;  was  Secretary 
of  War  from  1801  to  1809;  held  a 
command  and  captured  Yorktown, 
Canada,  in  1813,  and  was  sent  as 
Minister  to  Portugal  in  1822.  Died 
1829. 

Decatur,  Stephen ,  an  Amer- 
ican naval  officer ;  bom  at  Sinnepux- 
ent,  Maryland,  in  January,  1779  ;  en- 
tered the  navy  in  1798,  and  was  pro- 
moted the  next  year  to  the  rank  of 
lieutenant  In  command  of  a  small 
force,  in  1804,  he  entered  the  harbor 
of  Tripoli  and  bumed  the  frigate 
Philadelphia,  which  the  Tripolitans 
had  taken  from  the  Americans.  For 
this  intrepid  act  he  was  made  a  cap- 
tain. As  commander  of  the  frigate 
United  States  in  1812  he  captured 
the  British  frigate  Macedonian.  In 
January,  1815,  while  sailing  in  the 
I  President,  he  was  compelled  to  sur- 
,  render  that  vessel,  which  had  been 
I  injured  by  striking  a  bar,  to  four 
British  vessels.  In  May  of  that  year 
he  was  given,  with  the  rank  of  com- 
modore, the  command  of  a  squadron 
I  sent  against  the  Al^erines.  After  cap- 
turing two  of  their  war-veasels,  he 
j  dictated  a  treaty  of  peace  to  the  Dey 
of  Algiers.  He  was  killed  in  a  duel 
with  Commodore  James  Barron  in 
March,  1820. 

DecazcSy  SliCy  a  French  peer 
and  statesman ;  bom  in  1780 ;  was  a 
royalist,  and  was  appointed  Minister 
of  Police  by  Louis  XVIII.  in  1815. 
He  became  Prime  Minister  of  France 
in  1819,  and  was  created  a  Duke  in 
1820.    Died  1860. 

D  e  c  i  u  s ,  Cains  Messius 
Quintus  Trajanus,  a  Roman 
Emperor ;  bom  about  200  A.  D.  He 
was  a  native  of  Pannonia,  and  was 
appointed  Govemor  of  Moesia  under 
tne  Emperor  Philip.  Decius,  having 
been  proclaimed  by  his  army,  fought 
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>  baUle  with  Philip,  in  whicli  the 
Iktter  wu  defe*t«d  and  slain.  Decius 
was  killed  In  251  wliile  fighting  the 
Qoths. 

Decker,  or  Dekkar, 
Thomas,  an  English  dramatiiit 
who  flourished  under  the  reign  of 
Junes  1.  Among  his  writings  is 
Fortunaliu;  or,  The  Wiihiag-Oap. 
Died  1638. 

De  Foe,  or  Defoe,  Daniel, 
an  Epslish  author,  the  aon  of  James 
Foe,  a  Dulcher,  van  bom  in  London 
in  1661.  Ue  assutned  the  prefix 
"De."  He  served  under  the  Duke 
ol  Monmouth  in  tlie  iuBurreo' 
against  James  II.,  and  afterward 
gaged  in  mercantile  pDrauits.  As  a 
staunch  advocate  of  liberal  princii>les 
he  was  subjected  to  much  persecution 
and  pecuniary  loss.  He  was  an  ei- 
oeedingl;  venjatile,  original,  and  volu- 
minous writer.     Among   his  works,

De  Kalb,  Jobu,  Babon,  a 
German  general;  bom  in  1732;  en- 
tered the  service  of  France ;  accom- 
panied La  Fayette  to  America  in 
1777  ;  served  under  Washington  and 
held  the  second  command  under  Gales 
in  Carolina.  Bajon  De  Kalb  fell  at 
the  battle  of  Camden,  in  ITSO. 

Delacroix,  or  De  Liacrolx, 
Ferdinand  Victor  SiiK^ne, 
a  French  historical  painter;  bom  at 
CharentoD,  near  Paris,  in  1799.  His 
"Dsnle  and  Virgil,"  exhibited  in 
1)122,  created  a  great  sensation  and 
was  severely  criticiiied.  Among  his 
other  productions  may  be  mentioned 
"Msseucre  of  Scio,"  "  Mephistophe- 
les  appearing  to  Faust,"  and  the 
"  Women  of  Algiers."    Died  in  1863. 

Delambre,  Jean  BaptlHte 
Joseph,  a  French  asUoDomer  aitd 


anthor;  bora  at  Amien^  September 
19, 1749 ;  was  educated  at  the  college 
of  that  cit^  and  in  Paris.  He  aft^ 
ward  studied  astronomy  under  La- 
lande,  and  in  17S7  produced  tablea 
of  remarkable  accuracy  of  the  planets 
Jupiter  and  Satum.  His  'Jhl>ia  if 
tie  Orbit  of  Uranut  were  "crowned" 
and  adopted  by  the  Academy  in  1790. 
Two  years  later  he  received  a  prize 
for  his  TahUt  of  JupUer'i  SaitUUei 
from  the  Academy  of  Sciences,  of 
which  he  was  elected  a  member  at 
about  the  same  time,  was  admitted  to 
the  Institute  at  its  formation,  in  1795, 
and  was  elected  in  IS03  perpetual  sec- 
retary of  the  Academy  of  Sciences. 
He  performed  man;  important  l&bma 
besides  those  mentioned  in  the  pro- 
motion of  astronomical  knowledge, 
and  produced  numerous  valuable 
works  upon  his  favorite  science,  one 
of  the  meet  important  of  which  is 
the  Hietory  of  AUrimomy.    Died  1822. 

Delarociie,  or  De  Loroche, 
Paul,  a  French  historical  painter; 
bom  in  Paris  in  1797 ;  studied  under 
Baron  Uros  and  berame  the  head  of 
a  school  called  the  Eclectic.  He  was 
chosen  a  member  of  the  Institute  in 
1332.  Among  the  most  admired  of 
his  paintings  are  "Cromwell  gaiing 
on  the  Corpse  of  Charles  I.,"  Joan 
of  Arc  interrogated  in  Prison,"  "The 
Death  of  Queen  Kliiabeth,"  and 
"  Bonaparte  at  Baint-Bemard."  Died 
1856. 

Delille,  or  De  Lille, 
Jacques,  L'ABBi,  a  French  di- 
dactic poet;  bom  at  Aigueperse,  near 
Clermont  in  Auvergne,  in  1738; 
studied  in  Paris,  and  tiecame  at  an 
early  age  professor  at  Amiens.  He 
was  subsequently  professor  of  belles- 
lettres  in  the  University  of  Paris  and 
of  latin  poetrr  in  the  Colltse  of 
France,  but  retired  to  Switzerland  at 
the  commencement  of  the  French 
Revolution.  He  had  been  elected  to 
the  French  Academy  in  1774.  Ilia 
poem  31i<  Oardaa  was  very  success- 
ful, and  was  translated  into  several 
languages.  He  published  many 
other    poems    and    tranalsJAj^^    ^a. 
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verse  from  the  Latin  poets,  and  a  trans- 
lation of  Paradise  LaaLall  of  which 
are  highly  esteemed.    Died  1813. 

DelmaSy  Antoine  Guil- 
laumey  a  French  general ;  bom 
near  Tulle  in  1768;  entered  the 
army;  was  given  the  command  of 
a  brigade  at  twenty-five,  and  two 
years  later  was  promoted  to  the 
rank  of  raajor-general.  He  after- 
ward served  in  Italy  under  Jou- 
bert  as  next  in  command.  He  was 
killed  at  the  battle  of  Leipsic,  in 
1813. 

Delorme,  Marion »  a  French 
courtesan  famous  for  her  beauty  and 
wit.    fiom  about  1612;  died  1650. 

De  liUCy  or  Deluc^  Jean 
Andr^»  a  natural  philosopher ;  bom 
in  Geneva  in  1727.  He  improved 
the  thermometer,  took  the  altitude  of 
mountains  with  ^pr«at  accuracy,  and 
in  1773,  on  a  visit  to  England,  was 
elected  a  Fellow  of  the  Royal  Society. 
The  most  important  of  his  numerous 
works  is  LeUers,  Physical  and  Morale 
cm  the  History  of  the  Earth  and  of  Man, 
which  appeared  in  1778.    Died  1817. 

Demetrius  Phalereu8»  a 
Greek  orator  and  philosopher;  bom 
at  Phaleram,  in  Attica,  about  345 
n.  c.  He  studied  philosophy  under 
Theophrastus,  and  in  316  was  ap- 
pointed Governor  of  Athens,  which 
nourished  for  ten  years  under  his  wise 
and  beneficent  rule.  It  is  said  that 
three  hundred  and  sixty  statues  were 
erected  in  his  honor  by  the  Athenians. 
He  fled  to  Egypt  when  Athens  was 
taken  by  Demetrius  Poliorcetes,  in 
306,  and  died  there  about  284  B.  c. 

Demetrius  Poliorcetes»  son 
of  AntiG;onu8,  one  of  the  generals  of 
Alexander  the  Great,  was  bom  about 
335  B.  c,  and  was  from  his  numerous 
victories  sumamed  Poliobcetes 
(''taker  of  cities'').  Called  as  um- 
pire to  settle  the  disputes  between  two 
claimants  to  the  Macedonian  throne, 
he  slew  one  and  seized  the  crown 
himself  in  294.  He  was  afterward 
driven  from  Macedon  by  Pyrrhus  and 
Lysimachus.    Died  about  283  B.  c. 

DemocrituSy  a  Greek  philoso- 


pher, was  bom  at  Abdera,  in  Thrace, 
about  475  b.  c.  Possessing  ample 
wealth,  he  travelled  extensively  in 
search  of  knowledge  and  became  well 
versed  in  geometry,  logic,  physics,  and 
natural  history.  Cicero  says  that  his 
style  was  as  fascinating  as  that  of 
Plato.  His  atomic  philosophy  was 
very  similar  to  that  professed  oy  many 
at  the  present  time.  Several  of  his 
theories  were  adopted  by  Epicurus. 
He  died  at  the  age  of  more  than  one 
hundred  years. 

Demosthenes*  generally  con- 
ceded to  be  the  greatest  of  all  orators, 
was  bom  near  Athens,  in  Greece, 
about  382  b.  c.  His  father  was  a 
maker  of  sword-blades,  and,  dying 
when  Demosthenes  was  but  seven 
years  of  age,  left  him  and  his  sister 
a  considerable  fortune,  which,  how- 
ever, was  fraudulently  appropriated 
by  their  guardians. 

Demostnenes  is  said  to  have  studied 
under  Plato  and  Euclid  of  Megara, 
and,  becoming  enamored  of  eloquence, 
determined  to  be  a  great  orator  him- 
self. He  conquered  an  impediment 
in  his  speech  and  other  delects,  and 
acquirea  self-confidence  and  grace  of 
action.  He  was  instructed  in  rhetoric 
by  Isfeus.  His  first  great  oratorical 
efibrt  was  made  in  the  trial  of  a  suit 
he  had  brought  against  his  guardians, 
in  which  he  was  eminently  successful. 
A  broader  field  was  soon  opened  for 
the  display  of  his  genius.  During  the 
Phocian  and  Olynthian  wars  he  op- 
posed with  great  genius  and  energy 
the  designs  of  Philip  of  Macedon, 
against  whom,  between  the  years  352 
and  340  B.  c,  he  pronounced  his 
eleven  (or,  according  to  some  author- 
ities, twelve)  famous  speeches  espe- 
cially known  as  "Philippics."  He 
was  one  of  the  few  orators  of  Greece 
who  could  not  be  purchased  by  the 
gold  of  Macedonia.  He  was,  however, 
verv  deficient  in  personal  courage, 
and  is  accused  of  flying  in  a  disgrace- 
fiil  manner  from  the  disastrous  battle 
of  Chseronea.  He  retained,  neverthe- 
less, his  controlling  influence  in  the 
State,  and  it  was  proposed  to  reward 
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him  for  hU  great  public  •eirices  with 
a  croim  of  gold.    This  led  to  a  bitter 

contest  with  bis  rivsl,  jEachines, 
which  «fler  manv  yeare  rasiilWd  in 
the  triamph  of  Demoetheiiefl  in  330 
B.  c,  when  he  delivered  his  great 
oration  "On  the  Crown,"  which  is 
considered  by  many  critics  aa  the  beet 
of  bis  numerous  achievemenU.  Ac- 
cused Bubaequencly,  tbough  it  appears 
on  Terr  eligbt  foundation,  of  receiv- 
ing bribee  from  Harpalua,  the  unfatth- 
fuF  steward  of  Aleiander  the  Great, 
a  heavT  fine  was  imponed  upon  him. 
Unable  to  pay  the  penalty,  he  retired 
to  ,^^na.  Upon  the  dealh  of  Alex- 
ander he  relumed  in  triuniph  to 
Athens.  Ilia  final  elforts  to  regain 
the  liberty  of  his  people  having  failed, 
and  he  navin^  Wn  condemned  to 
death  by  the  victorious  Antipater,  he 
look  poison,  of  which  he  died  in  32'.i 

Sixty  orations,  besides  about  sixty- 
five  fragnients  ascribed  to  Demo«the- 
nes,  are  still  extant  A  few  of  these 
are,  however,  re^rded  by  good  au- 
thorities as  spurious.  Hie  speechos 
were  generally  prepared  with  great 
care,  and  he  seems  to  have  Deen 
averse  to  exlemporanenus  speaking; 
yet  some  of  his  mnat  apiriled  and  suc- 
cessful efforts  appear  to  have  been 
unnremeditatod.  His  style  was  terse 
and  concise.  He  kept  the  principal 
object  of  his  discourse  continually  in 
view,  and  attempted  no  ornaments  for 
mere  display. 

"Ho  uses  language  as  a  modest 
man  usee  his  dress,"  savs  Archbishop 
F^nelon — "simply  to  civer  him.  We 
think  not  of  his  words:  we  think  only 
of  the  things  which   he  says. 


I  either  criticise  nor  admire, 
because  we  have  not  the  command  of 
our  own  faculties." 

"  Huch,"  says  Lord  Brougham, 
"was  the  first  of  oratore.  At  the  head 
of  «11  the  mighty  masters  of  speech, 
the  adoration  of  ages  has  consecrated 
his  place,  and  the  loei  of  the  noble 
'-—  -     )t  (theOreek  language)  with 


which  he  forged  and  launched  bis 
thunders  is  sure  to  maintain  it  unap- 
proachable for  ever." 

Demosthenes,  an  Athenian 
general  and  on  active  participator  in 
the  Peloponnesian  war.  After  cora- 
pelling  one  Spartan  army  to  c»pitu- 
late  and  gaining  other  successes,  he 
was  forced  to  surrender  lo  the  Spar- 
tans, and  was  put  to  death  413  b.  c. 

l>e  Quincey,  Tlinmas,  alao 
known  as  The  English  Oplum- 
Euter,  was  bom  in  a  suburb  of 
Manchester,  August  15,  1783.  He 
was  the  younger  son  of  an  opulent 
merchanL  He  studied  first  at  a 
grammar-school  in  Bath,  where  he 
attained  great  proficiency  in  tireek. 
He  van  afterward  sent  to  the  Man- 
chester grammar-school,  from  which 
he  ran  away,  and  to  escape  from  the 
authority  of  his  guardians  remained 
in  great  poverty  lor  maay  months  in 
London.  Of  his  adventures  during 
this  period  he  has  given  a  remark- 
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Univeraity  of  Oxford,  where  he  r 
mained  for  five  years,  and  where  be 
amtractod  the  habit  of  using  opium. 
He  was  already  distingiiLihcd  for  the 
vast  information  which  he  had  ac- 
ttuired,  and  for  his  rare  conversa- 
tional powers.  A  few  years  later  he 
became  the  Intimate  friend  of  Cole- 
ridge, Wordsworth,  and  Southey,  the 
former  of  whom  he  relieved  from  his 
financial  difficulties  by  presenting  him 
with  live  hundred  pounds.  About 
1803  he  took  up  his  residence  at 
Graimere  Collage,  formerly  occu- 
pied Iw  Wordsworth,  and  remained 
there  for  twenty  years,  devoting  his 
attontlon  to  literarv  pursuits,  after 
which  he  lived  in  Glasgow  and  Edin- 
burgh. After  a  severe  and  prolonged 
struftgle,  he  in  1820  overcame  the 
habit  of  taking  opium,  and  the  next 
year  created  a  great  sens-ilion  by  pub- 
lishing the  Qm/enfions  of  an  ilii'jtM 
Opium-Ealtr,  which  is  written  as  an 
autobiography.  Among  hui  other 
works  are  l%e  Cbnora,  IrtLand.,  \Mir- 
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rary  Rtmini^ceneeaf  and  2*he  Note-Book 
of  an  Engliah  Opiun^Eater.  Died  De- 
cember 8,  1859. 

Derby,  Edward  Geofflrey 
Smith  Stanley*  fourteenth  Earl 
OF,  an  English  8tate»man  and  orator, 
and  9on  of  Edward,  Lord  Stanley, 
subsequently  Earl  of  Derby,  was  born 
in  Lancashire  in  1799.  He  studied 
at  Oxford,  and  in  1820  entered  Par- 
liament, where  he  evinced  remark- 
able powers  as  a  debater.  He  remain- 
ed in  Parliament  for  several  years, 
and  in  1830  became  chief  Secretary 
for  Ireland  and  a  member  of  the  Cab- 
inet of  Lord  Grey.  He  acquired  the 
title  of  Lord  Stanley  when  his  father, 
in  1834,  succeeded  to  the  earldom,  ana 
during  the  same  year  joined  the  Tory 
party.  He  was  appointed  Secretary 
for  the  Colonies  in  1841,  was  raised 
to  the  peerage  as  Baron  Stanley  in 
1844,  and  two  years  later  led  the  op- 
position to  the  administration  of  Rus- 
sell. He  succeeded  his  father  to  the 
earldom  in  1851,  and  the  next  year 
became  First  Lord  of  the  Treasury 
and  Prime  Minister  of  England — 
positions,  however,  which  he  held  for 
out  a  short  time.  He  opposed  the 
Ministry  of  Palmerston,  and  again 
became  Prime  Minister  in  1858,  but 
resigned  in  June,  1859.  He  was 
Prime  Minister  for  the  third  time  ! 
from  June,  1866,  to  February,  1868. 
He  produced  in  1865  a  translation  in 
blank-verse  of  Homer's  lUadf  which 
was  highly  commended  by  the  crit- 
ics, and  especially  by  the  Edinburgh 
Beview.    Died  1869. 

Derby  (present  Eabl  of).  See 
Stanley. 

Oerzhavin^  or  Derzaviiiy 
Gabriel  Romanovitcliy  a  Rus- 
sian lyric  {K>et :  born  at  Kazan  in  1743. 
After  serving  m  the  army,  he  became 
a  Senator  in  1793  and  Minister  of 
Justice  in  1802.  His  principal  pro- 
duction is  an  Ode  to  the  Deiiy,  wnich 
has  been  greatly  admired.  Died  1816. 

Desalx  de  Yeygoux,  Liouis 
Charles  Antoiiie»  a  French  gen- 
eral of  noble  parentage,  was  bom  at 
Saint-Hilaire-d'Ayaty   in   Auvergne, 


in  1768.  Entering  the  army  at  the 
age  or  fifteen,  he  became  a  republican 
in  principle,  while  he  opposed  the 
atrocities  of  the  Jacobins,  and  was 
imprisoned  and  with  difficulty  saved 
from  execution  during  the  Reign  of 
Terror.  He  became  aide-de-camp  to 
Gen.  Victor  de  Broglie  in  1792,  served 
with  distinction  in  several  campaigns 
on  the  Rhine,  was  rapidly  promoted, 
attained  the  rank  of  general  of  di- 
vision before  he  had  arrived  at  the 
age  of  twenty-eight,  and  at  the  age 
of  thirty  was  appointed  chief  of  stiSf 
to  Bonaparte  and  quartermaster-gen- 
eral. Commanding  a  division  in  the 
Egyptian  exj)edition,  he  pursued 
Mourad  Bey  into  Upper  Egvpt,  and 
won,  October  7,  1798,  a  complete  vic- 
tory at  Sidiman.  He  was  mortally 
wounded  in  June,  1800,  at  the  battle 
of  Marengo,  in  Italy,  just  after  hav- 
ing by  a  brilliant  charge  changed 
defeat  into  a  decisive  victory.  He 
died  on  the  field  of  battle. 

Descartes*  Ren^,  a  French 
philosopher  and  mathematician ;  bom 
at  L«a  Haye,  in  Touraine,  March  31, 
1596 ;  studied  at  the  College  of  La 
Fl^he.  Subsequently  renouncing  all 
his  books,  and  coldly  endeavoring  to 
efface  from  his  mind  all  preconceived 
dogmas  and  prejudices,  he  resolved  to 
give  his  attention  to  mathematical 
science  and  to  making  investigations 
in  that  branch  of  learning.  To  assist 
him  in  this  plan,  and  in  order  to  ob- 
tain a  wider  knowledge  of  the  world, 
he  entered  the  army  of  Holland  in 
1616,  served  under  the  Duke  of  Ba- 
varia, and  fought  at  the  battle  of 
Pra^e,  in  1620.  Resigning  his  com- 
mission, he  travelled  for  several  years 
in  France,  Italy,  and  other  parts  of 
Europe,  and  in  1629  settled  in  Hol- 
land and  devoted  hb  time  to  the 
study  of  mathematics,  astronomy, 
chemistry,  and  metaphysics.  He 
published  in  1637  a  Discourse  on  the 
Method  of  Reasoning  Well  and  of  Inr 
vestigaiing  Scienlific  2VtUA,  which  con- 
tains treatises  on  several  sciences.  The 
last  of  these,  which'  announced  new 
and  important  discoveries  in  mathe- 
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Diklice,  ie  thus  referred  to  b^  HalUm : 
"One  man,  Ihe  prido  of  1  ranee  and 
wonder  of  hU  contempurnrieB,  was 
destined  to  Hash  tight  on  the  labora 
of  the  aualyat  and  point  out  what 
thoec  sjnibolH,  bo  darkly  and  pain- 
fully traced,  might  repccaent  and  ei- 
plain.  The  iheory  developed  by  D«»- 
c&rtes  in  this  short  treatitte  displays  a 
meat  cunsumniate  felicitv  of  genius." 
His  great  work  on  metapliysi<a,  in  the 
Latin  language,  and  entitled  ittdiUt- 
tionoi  dt  Prima  Philosoplii",  appeared 
in  1641,andca'ealeda8ensniionarDc)ng 
men  of  science,  his  bold  und  brilliant 
theories  exciting  hostility  as  well  us 
admiration.  Among  his  other  works 
IB  PriHcijda  of  PhUmophy,  publisticd 


1047,  and  soon  afterward, 
u_pon  tlie  invitation  of  Queen  Chriu- 
tina,  removed  to  Sweden,  where  he 
was  treated  with  great  (vnsideration. 
lie  died  at  btucltholm  in  February, 
1660. 

Dcsfontalnes,  Iten^  Lou- 
lcb6>  a  French  botanist ;  bom  at 
Tremblay,  in  Bretagnc,  about  175'J; 
studied  medicine  in  Paris,  and  was 
admitted  to  the  Academy  of  tk'icnces 
in  1783.  After  making  a  butanical 
expedition  into  Nurlliem  Africa,  lie 
was  appointed  profexsor  of  botany  in 
the  Janlin  des  Plantes  by  Bulfon  in 
1TS6,  and  liecanie  a  member  of  the 
Institute  about  1T9<>.  He  produced 
aeveral  works  on  botany.     Died  1833. 

I>e8ha);H,  Jcaii  Baptiste, 
a  French  historical  j^ainter;  born  at 
Rouen  in  1729 ;  atudiwl  imdcr  Vanloo 
and  subsequently  in  Rome,  and  was 
admitted  in  175S  to  the  Royal  Acad- 
emy of  Paris.     Died  1765. 

Deshouliireit,  Antoinette 
dii  Ligier  de  la  Garde,  a 
French  i)oet;  born  in  Paris  slwut 
l<i34.  Her  works  were  much  admired 
by  Voltaire  and  other  critics.  Died 
1694. 

DesmoulliiH,  OiiiiiHe,  a 
French  Jacobin  and  political  writer; 
bom  at  tiuise,  in  Picanly,  in  1762, 
sod  studied   in   Paris   at  the   same 


school  with  Robeapierre.  Ho  ar- 
dently e«poused  the  principlee  of  Iha 
French  Revolution,  aided  in  Ilia 
storming  of  the  Butille,  became  a 
partisan  of  Dan  ton,  and  gained  dis- 
tinction by  the  able  pamphlets  he 
wrote.  A»  a  member  of  the  Conven- 
tion, whicti  he  entered  in  1792,  he 
voted  for  the  death  of  the  King  and 
the  destruction  of  the  Girondists,  but 
afterward  became  the  advocate  of 
milder  meaaurea.  Having  incurred 
Ihe  hostility  of  Saiut-Jusl,  he  waa 
executed,  with  hia  friend  DantOD, 
April  5,  1794.  His  wife,  Lucille 
Duplessis,  whom  be  married  in  1791, 
was  put  to  death  soon  after  hia  own 


Desnoyers,  Aucuste  Oas- 
pard  Ix>ui8  Bouelicr,  Babox, 
a  French  engraver  and  desiKDer. 
Bom  in  ParU  in  1779;   died  IS67. 

Dessaliii«!ti  Jean  Jacques. 
a  negro,  born  in  Guinea  abnul  1760, 
was  taken  oa  a  slave  to  Hayti,  where, 
in  the  servile  insurrection  which  fol- 
lowed the  French  Revolution,  ho  was 
appointed  hmt  lieutenant  of  Toussaint 
L'Ouverture.  He  put  to  death  all  the 
whites  and  mulaltoes  who  fell  into  hiit 
power,  and  liecaiue  celebrated  for  his 
courage  and  ferocity,  lie  fought  with 
detennination  against  the  French, 
whom,  after  he  had  attained  the  potd- 
lion  of  commander-in-chief  of  the 
n<^ro  toTi-ea,  he  expelled  from  the 
island.  He  betame  Emperor  of 
llayti  in  1H04,  and  was  assaadnated 
bv  two  of  lib  officers,  Christophe  and 
Pdtion,  in  1806. 

DcsHolIea,  Jean  Joseph 
Paul  AiiifiistiUt  MAitquBsa,  a 
French  general;  bora  at  Aach  in 
1767 ;  served  under  Bonaparte  in 
Italy  and  afterward  imder  Moreau, 
and  in  IHOl  participated  in  the  battle 
of  Hohenlinden.      During  the  same 

Sear  he  was  appointed  Cuimcillor  of 
tute  and  Secretary  of  War.  He 
commanded  a  division  in  Spain  from 
1SU8  to  1810.  He  was  subseijuently 
made  Minister  of  Stale,  Prime  Minis- 
ter, and  a  peer  of  France  by  Louis 
XVIII.    Died  1828. 
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De  Witty  John,  a  Dutch  states- 
man ;  bom  in  1625  at  Dort,  of  which 
city  his  father,  Jacob  De  Witt,  was 
bui^gomaster.  John  De  Witt  became 
Pensionary  of  his  native  city  in  1650, 
and  in  1653  was  elected  for  five  years 
Grand  Pensionary  of  Holland  and  ex- 
officio  President  of  the  States-General. 
He  was  a  republican  in  politics  and 
the  leader  of  the  party  opposed  to  the 
house  of  Orange,  and  m  a  treaty 
which  he  negotiated  with  Cromwell 
in  1654  it  was  secretlv  stipulated  that 
no  member  of  that  house  should  be 
elected  Stadtholder. 

De  Witt  was  twice  re-elected  to  the 
office  of  Grand  Pensionary,  and,  fail- 
ing in  his  eflbrts  to  maintain  peace 
with  England,  conducted  in  1664  the 
war  against  that  country  with  great 
ability :  and  in  1666  a  Dutch  fleet 
under  De  Ruyter  entered  the  Thames 
and  destroyed  several  English  men- 
of-war.  Holland  was  invaded  by  a 
large  French  army  in  1672,  and  nu- 
merous towns  were  captured.  The 
people,  censuring  the  Grand  Pension- 
ary, called  William  of  Orange  (after- 
ward William  III.  of  England)  to 
power,  and  elected  him  Stadtholder 
and  captain-general  of  the  army.^  De 
Witt  then  resigned.  He  was  killed 
by  a  mob,  August  20, 1672. 

De  Witty  KomeliSy  a  Dutch 
naval  officer  and  statesman;  served 
with  great  distinction  under  De  Ruy- 
ter against  the  English  in  1666,  and 
also  in  the  battle  of  Solebay,  in  1672. 
He  was  killed  with  his  brother,  the 
celebrated  John  de  Witt,  by  a  mob 
in  August  of  that  year. 

Diane  de  Poitiers,  a  French 
lady  celebrated  for  her  beauty  and  for 
her  great  influence  over  Henry  1 1,  of 
France,  was  born  in  1499.  Henry  cre- 
ated her  Duchess  of  Valentinois  in 
1647,  and  permitted  her  to  exercise 
absolute  control  in  public  affairs. 
Most  of  the  misfortunes  of  his  brief 
reign  have  been  attributed  to  her  evil 
policy.    Died  1566. 

Dicky  Thomas,  LL.D.,  the 
author  of  The  Christian  PkHoMpher^ 
CeUttial  Scenenft   The  Solar   Syfient^ 


and  other  works,  was  bom  near  Dun- 
dee, Scotland,  in  1772.  He  was  at  first 
a  minister,  and  subsequently  a  school- 
teacher.    Died  1857. 

DickenSy  Cliarles,  an  exceed- 
ingly popular  English  novelist,  was 
the  son  of  John  Dickens  (who  held  a 
position  in  the  Pay  Department  of 
the  British  navy),  and  was  bom  in 
1812 ;  studied  at  a  college  near  Koch- 
ester,  and  was  articled  to  an  attor- 
ney. He  found  that  the  study  of  law 
was  uncongenial,  became  a  reporter 
for  the  London  press,  and  at  the  age 
of  twenty-four  produced  Sketches  of 
Life  and  Character,  which  first  ap- 
peared in  the  Morning  ChronicUj  and 
were  then  published  as  Sketches  by  Boz. 
Among  his  other  productions  are  The 
Posthumous  Papers  of  the  Pickwick 
Clubt  Oliver  Twisty  Dombry  and  Son^ 
Hard  limes.  Bleak  House^  David  Cop- 
perjield.  Nicholas  Nickieby,  A  Tale  of 
Two  Cities,  and  Great  Expectations, 
Died  June  9,  1870. 

Dickinsoiiy  Daniel  Ste- 
vens, an  Ameriran  politician ;  bom 
in  Goshen,  Connecticut,  in  1800.  He 
removed  to  Central  New  York  at  an 
early  age,  read  law,  was  admitted  to 
the  bar,  joined  the  Democratic  party, 
and  was  chosen  to  the  State  Senate 
in  1836.  He  was  elected  Lieutenant- 
Governor  of  New  York  in  1842. 
United  States  Senator  in  1844,  and 
Attomev-General  of  New  York  in 
1861.  Irhough  at  one  time  the  lead- 
er of  the  "  Hunker "  Democrats,  he 
supported  the  administration  in  its 
e£lorts  to  put  down  the  rebellion.  He 
was  in  March,  1865,  appointed  dis- 
trict attorney  for  the  ^uthem  Dis- 
trict of  New' York  by  President  Lin- 
coln.   Died  1866. 

Dickiu»on,  John,  an  Amer- 
ican statesman ;  bom  in  Maryland  in 
17i^2 ;  was  elected  to  the  Continental 
Congress  in  1774,  and  wrote  a  num- 
ber of  able  and  important  papers. 
Opposing,  and  refusing  to  sign,  the 
Declaration  of  Indei)endence  in  1776, 
he  greatly  impaired  his  popularity, 
and  failed  of  being  elected  to  the  next 
Congress.    After  serving  as  a  private 
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soldier  in  the  American  army,  he  was 
in  1779  elected  to  Congress  from  Del- 
aware, and  was  from  1782  until  1785 
President  of  Pennsylvania.  Died  in 
1808. 

Dideroty  Denis,  a  French 
philosopher;  bom  at  Langres,  in 
Champagne,  about  1712.  After  re- 
ceiving a  good  education  and  study- 
ing law,  he  turned  his  attention  ex- 
clusively to  literary  pursuits.  He 
passed  several  years  in  obscurity  and 
poverty,  and  produced  in  1746  a  book 
entitled  Philosophie  TkoughUy  which 
was  condemns  I  to  be  burnt  as  hetero- 
dox by  the  French  authorities.  In 
1749  he  was  imprisoned  for  a  short 
time  for  the  publication  of  another 
work.  Forming  a  partnership  with 
IVAlembert,  he  began  the  greatest  of 
his  works,  and  the  one  upon  which 
his  reputation  chiefly  rests,  Encydo- 
pidie  ou  Dictionnaire  raisomie  des 
Sciences^  des  Arts  et  Metiers,  the  first 
volume  of  which  appeared  in  1751 
and  attracted  great  attention.  It  was 
charged  that  the  work  promoted  in- 
fidel tendencies,  and  its  publication 
was  several  times  suspended  by  the 
French  authorities.  The  last  volume 
was  issued  in  1765.  Catherine  II.  of 
Russia  during  the  same  year  settled 
a  large  pension  on  Diderot;  at  her 
invitation  he  visited  St.  Petersburg  in 
1773.  He  was  the  author  of  numer- 
ous other  works,  consisting  of  novels, 
dramas,  and  essays.  Died  in  Paris  in 
Jul  v.  1784. 

Didiusy  Jiilianiis  Severus» 
Emperor  of  Rome ;  born  at  Milan  in 
133  A.  D. ;  became  distinguished  as  a 
military  commander;  acquired  great 
wealth,  and  by  means  of  an  immense 
donative  to  the  Praetorian  Guards 
was  proclaimed  Emperor  after  the 
murder  of  Pertinax,  in  193.  Several 
generals  refused  to  recognize  his  title, 
and  he  was  killed  by  his  own  soldiers 
within  two  months  after  he  had  as- 
sumed the  purple. 

Oiebitschy  Hans  Carl 
Frledrich  Anton,  Count,  a 
Russian  Field-Marshal;  bom  in 
1785;  was  the  son  of  a  mi^or-gen- 


eral  in  the  Russian  army,  which  ser- 
vice he  himself  entered  at  an  early 
age,  and  was  wounded  at  the  battle 
of  Austerlitz.  He  fought  with  dis- 
tinction at  the  battles  of  Dresden 
and  Leipsic,  and  became  a  lieuten- 
ant-general in  1813.  A  year  later  he 
urg^  the  allies  to  march  promptly 
to  Paris,  in  1820  was  appointed  chief 
of  the  imperial  stafi^,  and  in  '1828 
captured  Varna  from  the  Turks,  de- 
feated them  in  several  battles,  and 
accomplished  the  difficult  passage  of 
the  Balkan,  for  which  he  was  made 
a  Field-Marshal.  In  1831  he  com- 
manded the  army  sent  against  the 
Polish  insurgents.  Died  in  June, 
1831. 

Dietrich,  Christian  Wii- 
helm  Crnsty  a  German  historical 
and  landscape-painter ;  bom  at  Wei- 
mar in  1712.  He  became  professor  of 
painting  in  the  Academy  of  Dresden 
in  1763.    Died  1774. 

Dilke,  Sir  Charles  Went- 
worthy  an  Fnglish  statesman  and 
author;  born  in  1843;  was  educated 
at  Trinity  Hall,  Cambridge,  and  was 
called  to 'the  bar  in  1866.  He  after- 
ward travelled  extensively  in  Amer- 
ica and  Asia,  visited  Australia  and 
New  Zealand,  and  after  his  return 
published,  in  1868,  Greater  Britain.' 
A  Record  of  T^xive/  in  Knglish-speaJcing 
Countries  during  1866-7,  which  was 
remarkablv  successful  and  passed 
through  four  editions  in  a  single 
year  in  England,  and  through  a 
greater  number  in  America.  He 
was  elected,  as  a  Radical,  in  1868, 
to  represent  the  borough  of  Chelsea 
in  the  House  of  Commons.  He  is 
proprietor  of  the  London  Athenceumf 
Notes  and  Queries,  Oardener^s  Chrm" 
tele,  and  Agricultural  Oaxette.  He  was 
re-elected  to  Parliament  in  1874,  and 
became  a  member  of  the  Cabinet 
under  Mr.  Gladstone  in  ]  882. 

Diocletian,  or  Cains  Vale- 
rius Aurelius  Diocletianus, 
a  Roman  Emperor ;  bom  of  humble 
parentage  in  Dalmatia  about  245 
A.  D.  At  an  early  age  he  served  in 
the  army  under  Aurelian,  and  was 
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riTen  an  important  command  nnder 
f^iobna.  He  afterward  served  in 
Penua,  and  became  commander  of 
the  Imperial  Ghiaida.  He  was  raised 
to  the  purple  in  284^  and  in  286 
adopted  Maximian  as  his  collea^e 
ana  conferred  upon  him  the  title  of 
Angustus.  Thej  suppressed  insur- 
lectiptts  in  difierent  parts  of  the  Bo- 
man'  empire,  and  in  292  appointed 
two  Osars  Constantins  Ghloros  and 
Ghderius — to  aid  in  the  administra- 
tion of  public  affidrs.  Diocletian 
retained  ror  himself  Asia  and  ]^g7pt« 
holding  his  court  at  Nicomediay  ana 
tiie  supreme  control  of  affidrs  over 
his  coUeagnes.  The  Boman  armies 
were  victorious  during^  this  period  in 
E^ITpt,  Perna,  and  Britain.  He  had 
ibr  man^jT  ywn  favored  and  protected 
the  Christians^  but  was  through  the 
treachery  of  Ghilerius  induced  to  issue 
•n  edict  aninst  them.  On  account 
of  ill-healUi  he  abdicated  in  804  in 
lavor  of  Galerius.    Died  313. 

]>lodoni8  SiculuSy  an  histo- 
rian ;  was  bom  at  Agjrrium,  in  Sicil j. 
He  flourished  in  the  first  century 
B.  Cy  and  travelled  extensively  in 
Eurc^  and  Asia  for  the  purpose  of 
collecting  materiahi  for  a  universal 
history.  He  afterward  s^Ied  in 
Bome  and  produced  in  Greek  hb 
JBuHfrioid  lAbrary,  embradng  forty 
book%  of  which  only  fifteen  are  now 
preserved  entire. 

DiogreneSy  a  Cvnic  philosopher : 
bom  at  Sinope,  in  Asia  Minor;  lived 
in  the  time  of  Alexander  the  Great 
He  affected  great  contem^  for  the 
habits  uui  craiiforts  of  dviliced  life, 
and  is  said  to  have  lived  in  a  tub. 
He  was  captured  by  pirates  and  sold 
at  Crete  to.  Xeniades,  an  opulent  citi- 
len  of  Corinth,  by  whom  he  was  well 
treated.  He  is  supposed  to  have  died 
at  an  advanced  age  in  328  b.  c. 

Diogrenes  of  Apollonla,  a 
Greek  philosopher  and  native  of 
Cr^  was  bom  about  500  B.  c.  He 
was  a  disciple  of  Anaximenes,  and 
taught  philosophy  at  Athens.  He 
wrote  a  work  on  cosmology,  of  which 
only  a  fragment  has  been  preserved. 


IMo^nes  the  Babyloniant 

a  Stoic  philosopher:  bom  in  Seleuda; 
studied  at  Athens ;  uecame  there  mas- 
ter of  the  Stoic  school,  and  in  155  B.  c. 
was  sent  on  an  embas^  to  Borne. 

Diogenes  lAertius,  a  Greek 
writer,  was  bom  at  Laertes,  in  Cilida. 
His  principal  work  treated  of  the 
lives  and  doctrines  of  the  ancient 
philosophers.  He  is  supposed  to 
have  lived  in  the  early  port  of  the 
third  century  a.  d. 

Dion  of  Syracuse,  a  states- 
man and  patriot  j  bom  about  410  B.  c. ; 
was  the  son  of  Hipparinus,  from  whom 
he  inherited  immense  wealth.  His 
sister  married  King  Dionysius,  who 
treated  him  with  graat  favor.  After 
the  death  of  that  King,  havine  ex- 
cited the  jealousy  of  the  i^T&l  nvor- 
ite,  Dion  was  banished  by  Dionyrius 
the  Younger,  and  his  property  was 
confiiscated.  To  avenee  himself  and 
to  liberate  Syracuse  ne  returned  to 
that  dtv  in  357  with  a  small  force. 
and,  aided  by  the  populace,  ex^lled 
Dionysius.  Dion  was  the  intimate 
friend  of  Plato.  He  was  assassinat- 
ed by  Calippus,  354  B.  c. 

Dion  CassiuSy  Dio  Cassins, 
or  Cassius  Dion  Cocceianns, 
an  historian,  was  bom  at  Nictea,  in 
Bithynia,  about  155  A.  D.  His  father 
was  a  Boman  Senator.  Dion  Cassius 
resided  at  Bome,  was  himself  a  Sena- 
tor and  at  one  time  Governor  of 
Smyrna  and  Pergamos,  and  was 
elected  Consul  as  the  colleague  of 
the  Emperor  Alexander  Severus  in 
229  A.  D.  He  was  the  author  of  sev- 
eral valuable  works  in  the  Greek 
lanj^age,  the  most  imoortant  of 
whidi  is  a  History  of  Rome,  The 
date  of  his  death  is  unknown. 

Dionysius  the  Elder,  Tyrant, 
or  King,  of  Syracuse,  was  bom  about 
480  B.  c.  Appointea  as  one  of  the 
raierals  to  repel  the  invasion  of  the 
Carthaginians,  who  had  overrun  part 
of  Sicily  and  threatened  Syracuse,  he 
by  a  bo^d  yet  subtle  policnr  obtained 
the  supreme  direction  of  public  affairs, 
strengthened  his  power  bv  increasing 
the  pay  of  the  army,  subdued  a  num- 
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B,  uid  in  397  b.  C.. 
declared  war  against  Carthage.  His 
fleet  was  defeated,  and  the  Carthagin- 
ians beai^ed  Syracuse;  but,  a  pesti- 
lence havins  broken  out  in  their  urmy, 
he  routed  them  completely,  captured 
several  dtiee  in  Sicily  and  tJii;  IlaJian 
peninsula,  and  became  one  of  the  moat 

Kwerful  govereigna  of  that  period. 
i  was  noted  for  cruelty  and  perfidy. 
Ha*ing,  at  the  solicitation  of  Dion, 
hu  brollier-in-law,  invited  Plato  to 
his  court,  he  became  uHunded  at  the 
lectures  of  that  illustrious  pliiloso- 
pher,  drove  liim  from  Syracuse,  and 
ordered  the  captain  of  Ibe  ship  which 
canted  him  away  to  sell  him  as  a 
slave  at  the  tint  port  he  could  Kach. 
He  aspired  to  fame  as  an  author,  and, 
wbile  some  renm  which  be  sent  lo 
the  Olympic  frames  were  contcmplu- 
ouBly  rejected,  one  of  hb  tragedies  gain- 
ed a  prize  at  Athens.     Died  3G7  d.  c. 

I>ion)'HluH  the  Vouiigrer  was 
a  son  of  the  preceding,  whom  he  suc- 
.ceeded  in  367  b.  c.  Feeble,  cruel, 
and  licentious,  he  was  deposed  and 
expelled  from  Syracuse  in  357  bv  his 
subjects,  under  the  leadership  of  I)ion. 
He  recovered  poawssion  of  Syracuse 
in  347,  but  was  «ipelled  again  two 
years  later  by  the  Syraciisnns,  aided 
by  the  Corinthians,  under  Timuleon. 
It  is  said  that  he  aderward  supported 
himself  by  teaching  school  in  Corinth. 

l>lony8iiia  of  Halicanias- 
SU8,  B  Ureek  historian  and  critic, 
was  bom  at  HalicamusHus,  in  Caria, 
about  70  B.  c.  Among  his  principal 
works  are  RoTtian  AntiqiiUiei,  a  Trea- 
(IM  on  RheioTUi,  and  a  QrUicitm  on  Iht 
St^  n/  Thaeydida. 

DlHraell)  Benjamin.  See 
Beacoksfield. 

Disraeli,  Isaac,  an  English 
liUiraUntr,  father  of  Beniamin  Dis- 
raeli, Earl  of  Beaconsfield,  was  born, 
of  a  Jewish  family,  near  London  in 
I76G.  Among  his  productions  are 
Oiiamilia  oj  Authart,  Curioeitia  of 
lAleratuTt,  and  IV  Life  and  Beim  of 
King  CharU*  /.     Died  1848. 

tnx,  John  Adama,  was  bom 
at  Boacawen,  New  Hampshire^  July 


24,  1798.  In  1312  he  entered  the 
army,  and  subsequently  nttuincd  llie 
rank  of  captain.  In  1828  he  resigned 
his  commission,  studied  law,  was  ad- 
mitted lo  the  bar,  and  became  a  reu- 
dent  of  Cooperstown,  New  York.  He 
entered  actively  into  politics  as  a 
Democrat,  in  1S42  was  elected  to 
tlie  tjtate  Aieembly,  and  in  1845  was 
chosen  United  Stalea  Senator  for  the 
unexpired  term  of  Silaa  Wright.  In 
1H<K)  he  became  a  member  of  Preei- 
'  dent  Buchanan's  Cabinet.  He  took 
'  strong  ground  in  favor  of  the  Union, 
I  and  afterward  acted  with  the  Repiib- 
;  lican  partv.  In  May,  ItMl,  he  was 
1  made  a  major-general,  and  wan  placed 
[  in  charge  of  the  Department  of  Marv- 
I  land.  In  lStl3  he  waH  transferred  to 
I  New  York,  where  he  was  military 
commandant  during  the  riots  which 
followed  President  Lincoln's  order 
for  the  draft.  In  1872  he  was  elected 
'  Governor  of  the  Stale  of  New  York, 
and  in  1874  was  renominated  fur  the 
same  position,  but  waa  defeunjif  by  the 
Democratic  candidate,  CJamuel  J.  Til- 
Gen.  Dix  was  the  author  of  several 
works,  among  which  are  .4  Winter  m 
Madeira.  A  Sammrr  in  S/xiin  and  PJ/ir- 
met,  an<l  a  highlv^esteemol  transla- 
aon  of  DUt  hir.     Died  1879. 

DIxoii,  Willitiiii  H«'|iwort1i, 
an  English  historian  ami  traveller; 
bom  in  Manchester,  Jiioe  20,  1321. 
At^er  contributing  numerous  poems 
and  articles  t»  different  periodicals  he 
published,  in  1849,  Jolm  Hnwii-d:  A 
Memoir,  which  passed  Ihrongh  three 
editions  in  one  year.  As  a  deputy 
commissioner  to  the  Royal  Commis. 
si  on  he  rendered  important  services 
toward  carrving  out  the  great  Exhi- 
bition in  13.51,  and  in  1353  became 
chief  editor  of  the  Atherumim.  In 
1351  he  travelled  extensively  through 
Europe,  in  1864  made  a  long  journey 
through  Turkey,  Asia  Minor,  and 
Egypt,  and  in  1836,  and  again  in 
1H74-5,  viuted  the  United  States. 
He  was  in  1872  created  a  knight  of 
the  order  of  the  Royal  Crown  hy  the 
Emptor  of  Germany.    Among  hia 
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numerous  productions  may  be  men- 
tioned X/Ye  of  William  Penn^  Btiberi 
Blake,  Admiral  and  Qeneral  ai  Sea,  A 
Morning  ai  Eden  Lodgt,  Memoir  of 
Queen  Catherine,  The  Holy  Land,  New 
AmericOfSpiritml  Wive9j  Her  Majeshfn 
Tower,  Free  Ruaaia,  and  Diana  Lady 
Lyle,  a  noveL  Died  December  27, 
1879. 
Dodd,  William,  D.  D.,  an  elo- 

iuent  English  clergyman;  bom  in 
Lincolnshire  in  1729;  was  ordained 
in  1753,  and  was  appointed  chaplain 
to  the  King  in  1764.  He  was  the 
author  of  several  works.  Dodd  was 
in  1777  convicted  and  executed  for 
forging  Lord  Chesterfield's  name  to  a 
bond  lor  four  thousand  pounds. 

Doddridge,  Plmip,  an  Eng- 
lish dissenting  minister;  born  in 
London  in  1702;  was  the  twentieth 
child  of  a  merchant  of  that  city.  He 
studied  at  the  theological  seminary 
at  ICib worth,  and  began  to  preach  at 
the  age  of  twenty  at  that  place.  He 
was  the  author  of  a  large  number 
of  religious  works,  and  of  several 
hymns  which  have  been  greatly  ad- 
mired.    Died  at  Lisbon  in  1751. 

Dodsley,  Robert,  an  English 
author  and  bookseller;  bom  near 
Mansfield  in  1709;  settled  in  London, 
where  he  was  for  some  time  employed 
as  a  footman.  After  publishing  The 
Foolman'a  MifceUany  in  1732,  he  pro- 
duced the  drama  of  77u  Toyshop, 
which  was  very  successful.  His  booK- 
store,  which  he  opened  in  Pall  Mall 
at  this  time,  became  the  resort  of 
many  authors  and  other  literarv 
men,  and  proved  to  be  an  exceed- 
ingly well-paying  enter{)rise.  Among 
the  most  successml  of  his  other  writ- 
ings are  the  farce  of  The  King  and  the 
Miller  of  Mansfield  and  Cleone,  a  trag- 
edy. He  published,  besides  othersk 
several  worKs  of  Dr.  Johnson's.  Died 
1764. 

Dolce,  Carlo,  an  Italian 
painter  of  distinction  ;  bom  in  Flor- 
ence in  1616 ;  studied  under  Jacopo 
Vignali,  and  was  patronized  by  the 
Emperor  of  Germany,  who  invited 
Dolce  to  his  court    Died  1686. 


Ddllinger,  John  Joseph 
Ig^natius,  a  German  theologian 
and  historian;  bom  in  Bavaria  in 
1799 ;  was  ordained  a  priest  in  1822. 
He  in  1845  represent^  the  Univer- 
sity of  Munich  in  the  Bavarian  Par- 
liament, and  in  1851  in  that  of  Frank- 
fort, where  he  advocated  the  absolute 
separation  of  Church  and  State.  He 
has  since  strenuously  opposed  the  de- 
crees of  the  Vatican  Council,  espe- 
cially that  one  which  declared  the 
infallibility  of  the  Pope;  and,  al- 
though his  course  was  approved  by 
the  Bavarian  government,  he  was  in 
1871  formally  excommunicated  by 
the  Archbishop  of  Munich.  Qe  re- 
ceived in  the  same  year  the  aegree 
of  D.  C.  L.  from  the  University  of 
Oxford,  and  was  elected  rector  of  the 
University  of  Munich.  The  year 
following  he  was  decorated  by  the 
Kin^  of  Bavaria  with  the  order  of 
Ment,  and  received  from  the  Uni- 
versity of  Edinburgh  the  degree  of 
LL.D.  In  1873  he  became  President 
of  the  Royal  Academy  of  Science  at 
Munich,  and  for  his  opposition  to  the 
papal  authority  was  in  1874  deco- 
rated by  the  Emperor  of  Germany 
with  the  order  of  the  Red  Eagle.  In 
the  same  vear  Dr.  Dollinger  presided 
over  the  ^*  Old  Catholic  "  conference 
at  Bonn.  He  is  the  author  of  a 
large  number  of  works,  chiefly  on 
ecclesiastical  history. 

Dolomieu,  de,  D^odat  Gui 
Sylvain  TancrMe  de  Gratet, 
a  French  geolo^t  and  mineralogist; 
bom  at  Ik>lomieu,  in  Dauphin^,  in 
1750.  His  father  was  the  Marquess 
of  Dolomieu.  He  became  a  knight 
of  Malta,  but,  having  killed  one  of 
his  companions  in  a  duel,  he  was  im- 
prisoned, and  during  his  confinement 
commenced  the  study  of  natural  sci- 
ences. He  was  afterward  released 
and  promoted  to  ofiice  in  his  order. 
Upon  regaining  his  liberty  he  trav- 
elled extensively  on  foot  and  other- 
wise, carrying  a  geologist's  hammer 
and  making  scientific  investigations. 
He  became  a  correspondent  of  the 
Academy  of  Sciences  at  Paris,  and 
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in  179G  was  chosen  a  member  of  the 
Institute  and  appointed  professor  in 
the  School  of  Mines.  He  was  one 
of  the  savants  who  accompanied 
Bonaparte  on  his  expedition  to 
Egypt  in  1798,  and  while  return- 
ing to  France  was  captured  by  the 
Neapolitans,  who  treated  him  with 
great  barbarity  and  refused  to  re- 
lease him  until  they  were  compelled 
to  do  so  after  the  battle  of  Marengo. 
He  was  subsequently  professor  of 
mineralogy  in  the  Museum  of  Natu- 
ral History.  He  wrote  numerous 
treatises  on  science.    Died  1801. 

Doinbey»  Joseph,  a  French 
botanist  and  physician.  Born  at  Ma- 
con in  1742 ;  died  about  1794. 

Dombrowski,  John  Henry, 
a  Polish  general ;  bom  near  Cracow 
in  1755.  He  took  a  conspicuous  part 
in  the  efforts  made  by  the  Poles  in 
1791  to  restore  the  independence  of 
their  country,  and  was  made  a  general 
in  their  army,  but  was  forced  to  sur- 
render to  Suwarrow  in  1794.  He  sub- 
sequently commanded  a  Polish  legion 
in  the  service  of  France,  gained  great 
distinction  as  the  commander  of  a 
wing  at  the  battle  of  the  Trebia  in  1799, 
and  won  further  renown  by  gaining 
the  victories  of  Dirschau  and  Brom- 
berffinl809.    Died  1818. 

DomenichinOy  a  painter ;  bom 
in  Bologna  in  1581 ;  was  a  pupil  of 
Annibal  Caracci  in  Home,  where  he 
was  patronized  by  Pope  Gregory  XV. 
Some  art-critics  have  pronouncc«  him 
inferior  only  to  Raphael,  Titian,  and 
Correggio.     Died  1641. 

Dominic,  St.,  the  founder  of  the 
order  of  Dominicans,  was  bom  at 
Calahorra,  in  Old  Castile,  in  1170. 
Gaining  distinction  as  an  eloquent 
preacher,  he  was  employed  in  the 
conversion  of  the  Albigenses  of 
France,  agaiust  whom  it  is  said 
that  he  instigated  the  crusade  in 
which  many  thousands  of  them  were 
tortured  and  put  to  death.  With 
the  approval  of  the  Pope,  he  found- 
ed in  1215  the  order  of  Preaching 
Friars,  or  Dominicans,  which  rapid- 
ly increased  and  became  one  of  the 
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most  powerful  orders  in  the  Romish 
Church.  Its  special  object  was  the 
conversion  of  heretics.  He  died  in 
1221,  and  was  canonized  in  1234  by 
Pope  Gregory  IX. 

l>omitiau,  or  Titus  Flavius 
Domitianus,  second  son  of  Ves- 
pasian, was  bom  in  51  A.  D.,  and  suc- 
ceeded his  brother  Titus  as  Emperor 
of  Rome  in  81.  His  character  was 
cmel  and  depraved,  and  in  his  wars 
he  was  generally  unsuccessful.  He 
was  assassinated  bv  the  guards  of  his 
palace  in  96.  iferva  was  his  suc- 
cessor. 

Donatello,  Donato  cli  Belto 
di  Bardo,  a  sculptor  of  rare  abilitv, 
was  bom  in  Florence  in  1383.  lie 
was  patronized  by  Cosimo  de'  Medici. 
Died  1466. 

Donatus,  Bishop  of  Casie  Nigrae, 
in  Numidia,  and  founder  of  the  sec- 
taries known  as  Donatists,  was  bom  in 
the  latter  half  of  the  third  century 
A.  D.  His  followers  became  very 
numerous  in  Africa,  and  are  accused 
of  perpetrating  great  outrages  upon 
the  members  of  the  Catholic  Church. 
Tlie  Council  of  Aries  in  314  decided 
several  points  against  the  Donatists, 
and  at  the  Council  of  Carthage,  con- 
vened in  410  by  the  Emperor  Hon- 
orius,  they  were  condemned  as  here- 
tics. Their  doctrines  do  not  appear 
to  have  diflered  materially  from  those 
of  the  Catholics,  except  upon  the 
question  of  the  infallibility  of  the 
Church. 

Donizetti,  Gaetano,  a  musi- 
cal composer;  bom  at  Bergamo,  Italy, 
in  1798.  He  was  for  some  years 
chapelmaster  and  composer  to  the 
court  of  Vienna,  and  auerward  pro- 
fessor in  the  Royal  College  of  Naples. 
Among  his  productions  are  Lucrezia 
Borg^ia  and  Lueia  di  Lammemioor, 
Died  1848. 

Donne,  Jolin,  an  English  poet 
and  divine ;  \x)m  near  London  in 
1573 ;  was  educated  as  a  Catholic,  but 
subsequently  entered  the  communion 
of  the  Church  of  England,  and,  ob- 
taining the  favor  of  James  t.,  became 
one  of  his  chaplains  in  1614.  Ajbvsso% 
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Us  prodnctiQiis  an  the  P^mtdfhMar^ 
tgr  and  varioiui  sennooBy  el  W€8»  and 
aatires.    Died  16S1. 
Dor^,  Paul  Gustave*  a 

French  artist;  bom  in Straoboig^  Jan- 
narr  6, 1832;  removed  to  Rnnoe  in 
hb  Dojhood,  and  began  at  a  very  early 
age  to  contribute  humoroas  sketcheB 
totheJbiinwiZjKnir£ir».  He  afterward 
exhibited  **  Lea  Puis  Sauvara,"  *'  Le 
TiWideinain  de  rOragOL''  ''  £eB  Deux 
Miree."  <<La  BattaiUe  d'Alma,''  and 
"'LaBattaiUed'Inkermann."  These 
works  were  completed  before  he  was 
twenty-five  years  of  age.  He  produced 
immeroua  other  paintings  and  illus- 
trations which  are  greatly  admired, 
and  most  of  which  have  been  ochibit- 
ad  at  the  ''Dox^  Gallery/'  London. 
He  was  decorated  with  uie  cross  of 
the  Legion  of  Honor  in  186L  Died 
January  23. 1383. 

I>ona9  Andrea*  a  Genoese  pa- 
triot and  military  and  naval  comman- 
der, was  bom  at  Oneglia  in  1468. 
Serving  in  the  army,  and  afterwaid  in 
the  navv,  of  France,  he  came  to  be 
regarded  as  the  most  able  naval  com- 
mander of  his  time.  Suspecting  the 
Fnnoh  of  treacheiy,  he  entered  the 
service  of  the  Emperor  Charles  V^ 
eflboted  by  his  autnority  the  libera- 
tion of  Genoa  firom  the  tyranny  of  two 
rival  factions,  entered  tnat  aty,  con- 
ftrred  upon  it  a  free  constitution,  was 
hailed  with  delight  by  the  dtixens, 
was  voted  the  title  of  ''Father  of  his 
Country"  by  the  Senate,  and  was 
ofoed  the  office  of  Doge.  He  de- 
clined this  position  in  Order  that  he 
tnight  remain  in  the  service  of  the 
Emperor,  from  whom  he  received  the 
order  of  the  Golden  Fleece  and  the 
titles  of  Prince  of  Melfi  and  Marquess 
of  TursL  He  commanded  the  fleet  in 
the  expedition  against  Algiers  in  1541, 
and  at  the  age  of  eighty-five,  while 
commanding  a  fleet,  gained  important 
advantages  over  the  French.  Died 
16fl0. 

I>or8et»  Charles  Sackville, 
aixth  Easl  of,  an  i^lish  wit  and 
ooiurtier.  especiallv  distinfuished  as 
q£  the  wittit  l^KflTiil  ana  jndioioiia 


patrons  of  mexk  of  letters  ever  known 
in  England,  was  the  son  of  Richard, 
Karl  of  Dorset,  and  was  bom  in  1637. 
He  succeeded  to  the  earldom  in  1077. 
married  soon  after  the  daughter  of 
the  Earl  of  Nortliampton,  and  in 
1689  became  Lord  Chamberlain  to 
William  HI.  He  wrote  a  few  bril- 
liant songs  and  satires.    Died  1706. 

Dorset,  Tlionias  Sackville» 
first  Eabl  of,  an  English  statesman 
and  poeL  was  bom  at  Buckhurst  in 
1536,  ana  was  the  son  of  Sir  Richard 
Sackville.  He  graduated  at  Cam- 
bridge, read  law,  was  admitted  to 
the  bsir,  and  wrote  several  successful 
poems.  He  was  made  Lord  Buck- 
hurst in  166d  and  four  years  later 
was  sent  as  Minister  to  France.  He 
was  appointed  in  1587  to  investigate 
the  charges  preferred  by  the  people 
of  the  Netherlands  agamst  the  Earl 
of  Leicester.  Having  made  a  very 
able  report,  but  one  unfavorable  to 
that  favorite,  he  was  banished  from 
court  and  confined  in  his  own  house 
until  the  death  of  Leicester.  In  1598 
he  succeeded  Burleigh  as  Lord  High 
Treasurer  of  England,  which  position 
he  retained  untO  his  death,  in  1608. 
James  I.  created  him  Earl  of  Dorset. 

D  OUST  las,  Frederick,  an 
American  orator ;  bom  in  Maryland 
about  1817.  His  father  was  a  white 
man  and  his  mother  a  negro  slave. 
He  was  sold  to  a  shipbuilder  in  1832^ 
but,  escaping  from  slavery  in  1838, 
went  to  Massachusetts,  where  he  as- 
sumed the  name  of  Douglas,  and 
where  he  was  aided  by  the  counsel 
and  £riendship  of  William  Lloyd 
Grarrison  and  other  philanthropists. 
He  soon  exhibited  rare  powers  as  an 
orator^  in  1841  was  employed  by  the 
Amencan  Anti-Slavery  &)oiety,  and 
in  1845  published  an  autobi(^aphy 
entitled  My  Bondage  and  My  Freedom, 
He  visited  England  in  1859,  and  at- 
tracted great  attention  by  his  elo- 
quence. He  has  edited  several  news- 
Bipers^  and  in  1877  was  appointed 
arshal  of  the  District  of  Columbia 
by  President  Hayes. 

I>ouglaSt  JameSf  Eabl  of, 
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BUmained  the  Good,  a  Scottish  p«- 
trioi  sod  commsndcr,  was  one  of  the 
moit  (t&unch  and  energetic  supporleis 
«f  Robert  Bruce  in  hi»  eftbrls  lor  the 
recovery  of  the  freedom  of  Stolland. 
He  coined  numeruiiB  victories  over 
tlie  Liiglish,  commanded  the  left  wii^ 
&t  Bannockl)iirn,  and  laiil  (lie  founda- 
tion of  the  power  and  grandeur  of  the 
house  of  Douglas.  About  1330,  while 
on  a  joumev  to  PalcBtine,  to  deposit 
there  the  heart  of  King  Robert 
Bruce,  he  vm  killed,  while  pafaing 
llirough  Spain,  in  a  battle  with  the 
Sanicens. 

I>oii^laB.  Stephen  Arnold, 
an  American  ataleHman ;  bom  at  Bran- 
don, Vermont,  in  April,  1813;  stud- 
ied at  CanandaiguB,  New  York ;  was 
admitted  lo  the  bar ;  removed  to  Illi- 
nois, and  commenecd  the  practice  of 
law  at  Jacksonville.  Uniting  with 
the  Democratic  party,  he  look  an 
active  part  in  politics,  and,  gaining 
distinction  as  an  orator,  was  called, 
from  hiB  diminutive  stature,  "the 
Little  Giant."  He  became  a  judge 
of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Illinois  in 
1841,  entered  Congress  in  1S43,  and 
advocated  the  annexation  of  Texas. 
He  wau  elected  lo  the  United  States 
Senate  for  a  full  term  in  1847,  and 
during  the  same  veor  married  Miiw 
Martinof  North  Carolina.  InlSoOhe 
supported  the  comiiromise  measures 
of  Henry  (lay.  He  advanced  the 
doctrine  (known  as  "S(|uattcr  Sov- 
ereignty") that  the  settlers  of  each 
Territory  should  be  permitted  (o  de- 
cide whether  or  not  slavery  should 
be  admitted  within  its  limits.  He 
was  re-elected  to  the  Senate  in  1853, 
and  in  the  year  following,  as  chair- 
man of  the  committee  on  Territories, 


the  Demotrntic  Convention,  but  » 


bill,  providing  for  the  organization 
of  thoHU  Territories  and  rcuealing  the 
Missouri  Compromi:)e.  The  bill  was 
pusaed.  It  drove  manv  Democrats  at 
the  Xorth,  who  were  liissotiHlied  with 
it,  from  the  party,  and  created  a  great 
senaalion  thmughout  the  country. 

Douglas  was  a  candidate  for  the 
Presidential   nominstion  in  1856  in 


Kansas  he  subecqucntly  opposed,  and 
caused  (hereby  a  division  of  the  party. 
His  Hrst  wifehaving  died,  he  married 
Miss  Cutis  of  Woshiiigtnn.  In  1658 
his  re-election  to  the  Senate  was  con- 
tested by  Abraham  Lineoln,  the  Re- 
publican candidate.  They  made  the 
canva»suf  iheStaletogelher.  IDouglaa 
was  elected,  receiving  in  the  L^7>- 
lature  dlty-four  out  of  one  hundred 

In  1860,  when  Lincoln  was  elected 
Presiilent  of  the  United  States,  Doug- 
las was  the  candidate  of  one  wing  of  the 
Democratic  parly,  and  John  C.  fireck- 
enridge  of  the  other,  Douglas  made 
an  active  canvass  in  person,  but  r^ 
ceived  only  twelve  electoral  vote*. 
At  the  commencement  of  the  rebel- 
lion he  gave  his  cordial  supixirt  to 
the  Union  party  and  to  the  adminis- 
tration, and  made  a  powerful  and 
patriotic  speech  at  Springfield,  Illi- 
nois, April  25,  1861.  Died  June, 
1861. 

Dotisa,  or  Van  der  Does, 
Jan,  Lord  of  Noordwrck,  a  Diiicb 
scholar  and  statesman;  bom  in  1546; 
'■  took  a  prominent  part  in  the  liber»- 
;  tion  of'^  Holland  from  Spanish  rule, 
and  was  Governor  of  Leyden  during 
I  the  memorable  siege  of  1574.  Through 
I  his  eHiirts  tha  University  of  Leyden 
I  waa  founded,  and  he  was  chosen  the 
t  liisl  curator  of  that  institution.     H« 

E reduced  several  works  in  Latin,

I  Downing,  Andrew  Jack- 
non,  an  American  landecape-gar- 
dencr,  horticulturist,  and  writer,  was 
bom  al  Newburg,  New  York,  in  1815. 
Among  the  beet  known  of  his  works 
are  a  TretUiu  on  the  Theory  and  Prao- 
(tee  of  Landtetipe-Oorrlening,  Fraiti 
andFmil  Treay  America,  and  Oaftagt 
Jttxideners.  He  was  also  the  editor 
ot  The  HorfiaJiuriJif  puhliBlicd  at  Al- 

I  bany,  New  Yoil.  He  waa  drowned, 
Jul/  28, 1852,  in  the  Hudson  River, 
while  endeavorii^  to  eK^ie  from  Ibt 

I  btiming  BUtmbottt  Henry  CU.^ . 
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DiacOf  or  I^rBCdlkf  dutin- 
gnished  as  the  anthor  of  the  Mnffai- 
nary  Oode  of  Dnoo,  and  of  the  nnt 
written  laws  amone  the  Atheniani, 
was  a  natiye  of  A^ensy  and  became 
Arohon  about  624  B.  a 

Drake,  Sir  FranciSf  an  Eng- 
liih  navigator  and  naval  commander; 
bom  in  Devonshire  about  1540; 
•erved  in  the  coasting-trade,  and  as 
the  captain  of  a  vessel  accompanied 
Sir  John  Hawkins  in  1567  in  his  un- 
Inrtunate  expedition  to  the  Spanish 
Main.  Commissioned  by  the  Queen, 
he  served  in  the  West  Indies  with 
fiamaricable  success  against  the  Span- 
iafda>  and  returned  to  Ei^iand  in 
1573  with  booty  of  Immense  value. 
Afterward  sailing  through  the  Straits 
of  Magellan,  he  obtained  great  treas- 
uies  bv  plundering  the  coasts  of  Peru 
and  Chui.  Proceeding  thence  to  the 
Moluccas,  he  returned  to  England  by 
the  Cape  of  Good  Hope  in  1579^  hav- 
ing sailed  around  the  globe.  He  was 
treated  with  great  consideiEtion  by 
i^ueen  Elizabeth,  who  in  1587  gave 
him  the  command  of  a  fleet  sent 
•oainst  Spain.  In  the  harbor  of  Ca- 
dis, Drake  took  or  destroved  more 
thwi  one  hundred  vessels  which  were 
-being  fitted  out  lo  aid  in  the  invasion 
of  England.  He  was  promoted  to 
the  rank  of  vioe-admiral,  contributed 
materially  to  the  decisive  defeat  of 
the  Invincible  Armada,  and  entered 
Parliament  in  1592.  He  again  sailed, 
with  Hawkins,  for  the  West  Indies, 
SM  Joint-commander,  in  1595.  The 
expedition  was  unsuccessftil,  owins  to 
the  quarrels  of  these  two  leaders. 
Dndce  died  near  Puerto  Bello  in  the 
aameyear. 

Drake,  Frederick*  a  Qerman 
■cnlptor;  bom  at  Pyrmont  in  1805; 
was  brouffht  up  as  a  mechanic,  but 
spent  his  leisure  in  carving  figures  in 
wood  and  ivory,  at  which  he  succeed- 
ed so  well  that  at  the  age  of  twenty- 
one  he  decided  to  enter  the  studio  of 
Bauch,  in  Berlin.  He  acquired  in 
time  a  position  in  the  foremost  rank 
4>f  Qerman  sculptora  was  made  a 
knight  of  the  Bed  Eagle^  and  was 


mpointed  profoHor  of  sculpture  in 
the  Academy  of  Fine  Arts  at  Berlin. 
Among  his  works  are  a  '*  Madonna 
and  Child,"  "A  Dying  Soldier  with 
the  Crown  of  Victory,^'  "  The  Eight 
Provinces  of  Prussia,^'  and  numerous 
statues^  busts,  and  medallions. 

Drake*  Joseph  Rodman, 
an  American  poet.  Bom  in  New 
York  in  1795;  died  1820.  Among 
his  productions  are  The  Oulprit  Fay 
and  I%e  American  Flag, 

Draper,   John  William, 

LL.D.,  a  scientist ;  bom  near  Liver- 
pool, May  5,  1811:  studied  at  the 
University  of  London;  removed  to 
America  in  1833^  and  pursued  the 
study  of  medicine  at  the  UniverBity 
of  Pennsylvania,  where  he  graduated 
in  1836.  He  was  soon  afterward  ap- 
pointed professor  of  chemistry  and 
natural  pnilosophy  in  Hampden-Sid- 
ney  College  in  Virginia,  became  in 
1889  professor  of  chemisti^  and  nat- 
ural mstory  in  the  University  of  New 
York,  and  was  afterward  President  of 
the  scientific  and  medical  departments 
of  the  university.  He  contributed 
numerous  articles  to  the  scientific 
journals  of  Europe  and  America, 
and  produced  sevenil  purely  scientific 
works  of  great  value,  amopg  which 
may  be  mentioned  Treatise  on  the 
Fm»  which  Produce  the  Organization 
^  FiantSjTextrBook  on  Chemistry,  and 
Juuman  Physiolow.  Amone  his  other 
jntxluctions  are  Histoiy  of  the  Intellecl' 
uat  DevdopmmU  q/*  Europe — which  has 
been  translated  into  several  European 
hmgusges — History  of  the  Ameriean 
dvil  WaTf  and  ifisiory  of  the  OonftiiA 
between  Religion  and  JSkience.  Died 
January  4,  1882. 

Drayton,  Michael,  an  Eng- 
lish poet;  bora  at  Hartshill,  in  War- 
wickshire, in  1563.  The  Polu-Olbum 
(published  in  1613),  a  poeUcal  de- 
scription of  scenery,  rivers,  forests, 
etc.,  is  his  principal  work.  It  has 
been  highly  commended  by  Hallam, 
Coleridge,  and  others.  He  was  creat- 
ed poet4aureate  in  1626.    Died  1631. 

J^rouyn  de  Utiays,  £dou- 
ardf  a  French  statesman;  bom  in 
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Parisy  November  19,  1805;  was  edu- 
cated at  the  College  Louis-le-Grand, 
where  he  obtained  all  the  first  prizes, 
and  entered  the  diplomatic  service. 
After  lilliitg  several  offices  he  was 
elected  to  the  Chamber  in  1842,  was 
appointed  Minister  of  P'oreign  Affairs 
in  1848,  and  was  sent  as  Ambassador 
to  London  in  1849.  He  again  be- 
came Minister  of  Foreign  AH'airs  in 
1851,  was  elcoted  Senator,  and  was 
decorated  with  the  grand  cross  of 
the  Legion  of  Honor  in  1853.  Died 
March  2,  1881. 

Drumniond,  Willianiy  a  Scot- 
tish poet  Bom,  of  noble  family,  in 
1585 ;  died  in  1649. 

Drususy  Claudius  Xero,  a 
Roman  general,  the  son  of  Tiberius 
Claudius  Nero,  and  brother  of  the 
Emperor  Tiberias,  was  born  38  B.  c. 
His  wife  was  Antonia,  daughter  of 
Mark  Antonv.  Drusus  defeate<l  nu- 
merous  German  tribes  near  the  Rhine 
in  13  B.  c,  and  carried  his  successful 
arms  as  far  as  the  Elbe.  Tlie  Senate 
conferred  upon  him  the  surname  of 
Geumanicus,  and  Horace  composed 
an  ode  to  celebrate  one  of  his  vic- 
tories. Died  8  b.  c.  His  son  Clau- 
dius became  Emperor. 

Dry  den,  Joliu,  an  English 
poet;  bom  at  Aldwinkle,  in  North- 
amptonshire, in  1631 ;  was  educated 
at  Westminster  St^hool  and  at  Trinity 
College,  Cambridge.  After  inherit- 
ing some  property  from  his  father 
he  removed  to  London  and  became 
secretary  to  his  relative,  Sir  Gilbert 
Pickering,  a  member  of  Cromwell's 
Council. 

On  the  death  of  Oliver  Cromwell, 
Dryden  compose<l,  as  a  tribute  to  his 
memory,  some  spirited  hen)ic  stanzas, 
in  which  he  highly  lauded  the  de- 
ceased ruler.  On  the  accession  of 
Charles  IL  he  congratulated  him  in 
the  Antrea  Redux  and  the  Panegyrio 
on  the  Coronation.  He  ever  after  re- 
mained a  staunch  rovalist.  His  first 
drama.  The  WUd  Gallanty  appeared  in 
1662.  In  the  following  year  he  mar- 
ried Lady  Howard,  a  daughter  of  the 
Earl  of  Berkshire.    In  1667  he  pro- 


duced hiB  Annus  Mirabilis  and  Ths 
Indian  Emperor,  and  was  appointed 
poet-laureate  in  1668.  He  next  pub- 
lished his  Kway  on  DranuUic  Poetry, 
which,  according  to  Dr.  Johnson,  en- 
titled him  to  be  regarded  as  tlie  father 
of  English  criticism.  He  afterward 
composed  many  successful  comedies 
and  tragedies  and  an  ode  entitled 
Alexander's  Feasty  or  Ode  for  Saint  Oe- 
cilia's  Dayy  considered  to  be  the  finest 
lyric  in  the  English  language.  His 
poem  Absalom  and  AchitophcL,  a  politi- 
cal satire  directed  against  the  party 
of  Shaftesbury  and  Monmouth,  ap- 
peared in  1681  and  met  with  im- 
mense success.  He  announced  his  ocm- 
version  to  the  Roman  Catholic  Church 
in  1686,  and  soon  after  produced  the 
Hind  a^id  Panther^  a  poetical  allegory, 
in  which  the  merits  of  diHerent  faiths 
are  discussed.  He  was  from  his  con- 
version liberally  patronized  by  King 
James  II.  He  excelled  in  argument 
as  well  as  in  satire.  "  Dryden,"  says 
Lord  Macaulay,  "was  an  incompar- 
able reasoner  in  verse."  He  made 
during  the  latter  part  of  his  life  sev- 
eral excellent  and  spirited  translations 
from  Virgil  and  Juvenal.  The  style 
of  his  prose- writings  has  been  greatly 
admirM  by  Lord  Brougham  and 
other  eminent  critics.  He  died  May 
1,  1700,  and  was  buried  in  Westmin- 
ster Abb«v. 

Du  €haillu»  Paul  Belloui, 
a  French  traveller  and  explorer; 
bom  in  Paris,  July  31,  1835.  He  was 
the  son  of  a  trader  on  the  west  coast 
of  Africa,  visited  that  country  at  an 
early  age,  and  devoted  much  atten- 
tion to  natural  history  and  to  the  lan- 
guages and  modes  of  life  of  various 
tribes.  He  visited  the  United  States 
in  1852,  and  sailed  from  New  York 
in  1855  for  the  purpose  of  exploring 
the  then  unknown  region  in  Africa 
lying  two  degrees  on  each  side  of  the 
e<|uator.  During  the  four  years  that 
he  remained  there  he  killed  and 
stuffed  more  than  two  thousand  birds, 
sixty  species  of  which  were  then  un- 
known to  naturalists,  and  killed  at 
least  one  thousand  animals^  aEAfiPCi% 
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which  were  several  gorillas  and  about 
twenty  other  species  of  animals  which 
had  never  been  previoosly  classi- 
fied. He  made  another  expedition 
to  Africa  in  1864,  and  has  since  trav- 
elled in  Sweden,  Norway,  Lapland, 
and  Finland.  He  has  published  sev- 
eral works,  among  which  are  A  Jour' 
ney  to  Aahango  Lcaidy  Sioriea  of  the 
OoriUa  Omnti^^  and  The  Country  of 
the  Dwarfs, 

Duchesne  de  "GrisorSy  Jean 
Baptiste  Joseph,  a  French  min- 
iature-painter.  Bom  1770 ;  died  1856. 

DuciSy    Jean    Francis,    a 

French  dramatic  poet  Bom  at  Ver- 
sailles in  1733 ;  died  1816. 

Dufaure,  Jules  Armand 
StanislaSy  a  French  lawyer,  orator, 
and  statesman ;  bom  in  1798 ;  elected 
to  the  Chamber  of  Deputies  in  1834 ; 
appointed  Minbter  of  Public  Works 
in  1839,  and  Minister  of  the  Interior  in 
1848.  He  was  chosen  a  member  of 
the  French  Academv  in  1863,  and  a 
Senator  in  1876.    Died  June  27, 1881. 

Duguay-Trouin,  Ren^y  a 
French  admiral ;  bom  at  Saint-Malo 
in  1 673.  As  commander  of  a  privateer 
he  took  many  prizes  from  the  English, 
and  at  the  beginning  of  the  war  of 
the  Spanish  Succession,  in  1702,  be- 
came a  captain  in  the  French  navy. 
In  1705  he  defeated  a  Dutch  fleet  and 
captured  several  shii)6,  in  1707  at- 
tacked an  English  convoy  and  took 
many  prizes,  and  in  1711  gained  great 
distinction  by  the  capture  of  Rio 
Janeiro.  He  was  made  a  vice-ad- 
miral in  1715,  and  lieutenant-general 
in  1728.    Died  1736. 

Du  Guesclin,  or  Dugrues- 
cliny  Bertrandy  a  French  mili- 
tary commander ;  bom  near  Rennes 
about  1314.  He  served  with  distinc- 
tion against  the  English,  in  1356 
defeated  the  Duke  of  Lancaster  and 
compelled  him  to  raise  tlie  siege  of 
Bennes,  and  in  1364  gained  a  victory 
over  the  King  of  Navarre.  He  was 
given  the  command  of  a  large  army 
m  1365,  and  was  sent  against  Peter 
the  Cruel  of  Castile,  over  whom  at 
first  he  gained  several  advantages. 


But  the  Black  Prince,  Edward  of 
England,  marching  to  the  assistance 
of  the  Castilian  King,  defeated  Du 
Guesclin  and  made  him  prisoner. 
Du  Guesclin  obtained  his  release  soon 
after,  was  in  1369  appointed  Constable 
of  France,  and  in  1374  had  expelled 
the  English  from  nearly  every  French 
province.     Died  1380. 

Hume,  the  historian,  regarded  Du 
Guesclin  as  the  most*  "  consummate 
general  that  had  yet  appeared  in 
Europe." 

I>uiIiuSy  CaiuSy  a  Roman  gen- 
eral; became  Consul  261  b.  c.  He 
is  said  to  have  been  the  first  Roman 
to  gain  a  naval  victory  over  -the  Car- 
thaginians, whom  he  defeated  in  a 
^reat  battle  near  the  Li  pari  Islands 
in  260  B.  c.  He  also  defeated  them 
on  land  in  Sicily. 

DumaSy  Alexandre,  a  volu- 
minous French  writer  of  novels  and 
dramas,  was  born  at  Villers-Cotterets 
in  1803.  He  received  very  little  edu- 
cation, and  at  the  age  of  twenty  re- 
movea  to  Paris,  where   he   was  ap- 

S)inted  to  a  clerkship  under  the 
uke  of  Orleans.  Among  his  pro- 
ductions are  Henri  7//.,  a  drama, 
Antonyj  a  tragedy,  l^ie  Three  Mus- 
keteers, and  The  Count  of  Monte- 
Oriato.     Died  December  5,  1870. 

Duniasy  Alexandre,  a  French 
novelist,  son  of-  the  preceding,  was 
bom  in  Paris  in  1824.  His  charac- 
ters are  taken  chiefly  from  the  demi- 
mande.  Camille  is  one  of  the  best 
known  of  his  works. 

Dumas,  Mathieu,  Count,  a 
French  general  and  historian;  bom 
at  Montpellier  in  1753.  He  served 
during  three  campai^s  in  the  United 
States  as  the  aide-de-camp  of  Count 
Rochambeau.  In  the  French  Revo- 
lution he  adhered  to  the  party  of  La 
Fayette,  and  was  sent  on  several  mis- 
sions of  importance.  During  tlie 
Reign  of  Terror  he  was  condemned 
to  death,  but  escaped  to  Switzerland. 
As  a  major-general  he  participated 
in  tlie  battle  of  Austerlitz  and  in 
several  campaigns  under  Napoleon. 
He  wrote  a  v^uable  history  of  the 
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FKDcb  caimpaJgiiB,  entitled  JVfeu  dti 
EBcnaaaitu  Mililaira.  He  srted  with 
La  Fayette  in  the  revolution  of  Itt^O, 
and  wad  made  a  French  peer  noon 
after.  Died  183T. 
Duniuiiriez,  Charles  Fran- 

a\»,  a  French  general;  burn  at 
nbrai  in  1T39.  He  served  in  the 
Seven  Years'  war,  attained  the  rank 
or  eaptiin,  and  wan  wuunded  on 
Iweiity-two  different  ocfa«iona.  He 
Rained  distinction  in  the  contest  with 
0>raica  in  lTt>3,  was  raised  to  the 
rank  of  quartermaBter^one»l,  waa  in 
1773  imprisoned  in  the  Bastille  for 
some  time  on  a  political  pretext,  and 
wa«  afterward  commandant  of  Cher- 
IxiLirK,  where  lie  aiiperinlended  the 
const  ruction  of  the  port  and  the 
completion  of  important  naval  works 
which  lie  had  di»igne<l.  Durinc  the 
French  Revolution  he  iiympathinsl 
with  the  Uirondials.  He  was  a)>- 
poinled  Minister  nf  FoTeifcn  AHitirs 
in  March.  17i)2,  and  HiibKcqiiently  Min- 
ister of  War.  He  suweeiled  La  Fay- 
ette Its  commandtT-in-chief  in  Aui^ut, 
17D2,  and  was  sent  am'nst  the  I'nis- 
aians,  who  were  marching  triitm^h- 
antlr  to  Paris.  He  ia  charged  with 
having  entered  into  secret  nc^tia- 
tiona  with  Ihein  for  the  restoration 
of  Louis  XVI.  In  November  of  the 
same  vear  he  won  o  decisive  victory 
over  the  AnWrianu  nl  Jemma|>«.  In 
April,  I70:),  he  went  over  to  the  Aus- 
trianN,  accompanied  by  only  a  lew 
adherents,  as  his  army  refused  to  fol- 
low him.  He  pasHcd  the  remainder 
of  his  dnys  in  exile,  and  died  in  1S2.'), 
in  Eni;lnnd,  from  which  country  lie 
hail  received  a  penBion. 

OiintMir,  WiHiani,  a  Bcoitish 
poet.  Burn  at  Salton  about  1460; 
die>l  l.'>30. 

Duntlonnlil,  Tliomas 
CochnillCt  tenth  Karl  of,  a  Brit- 
ish admiral;  bom  in  1T7&;  was  the 
eldest  sou  of  Archilxild,  Karl  of  Dun- 
donald.  Fnterine  the  navy  in  ITHli, 
he  took  many  prizes,  was  promoted 
to  the  rank  of  pntt.caplain  in  1801, 
and  was  knif[ht«l  in  1809  for  destroy- 
ing the  French  fleet  in  the  Basque 


Roada  with  fire-ahips.  He  was  sent 
by  the  Whigs  to  Parliament,  and  in 
1814  was  falaely  charaed  by  his  po- 
litical enemies  with  circulating  a  re- 
port of  the  death  of  Napoleon  in 
order  to  influence  the  rise  of  funds. 
He  van  tried,  found  guilty,  dismissed 
from  the  service,  and  sentenced  to 
one  year's  imprisonment.  His  con- 
stituents, having  full  faith  in  his  in- 
nocence, re-elected  him  to  Parlia- 
ment while  he  was  yet  in  confine- 
ment. He  obtained  a  complete  vin- 
dication of  his  character  several  years 
before  his  death.  He  was  successively 
commander  of  the  navies  of  Chili  and 
Itrozil,  und  gained  irreat  distinction 
as  admiral  of  llie  Greeks  in  their  war 
ngainst  (he  Turks.  }le  succuedod  to 
the  earlduni  in  1831,  was  restored  tu 
his  rank  in  the  navy  two  yeant  later, 
was  created  vicc-Bdmiral  of  the  white 
in  1857,  and  full  admiml  about  1854. 
Died  18G0. 

I>Illl(;1l!ion,  Robley,  a  phv- 
sician  and  author;  bom  at  Keswick, 
England,  January  4,  17U8.  He  iltld- 
ied  meiUcine  in  London,  Kdinbunh, 
Paris,  and  at  the  Univuniiy  of  Er- 
langen,  in  Uermanv,  where  he  gradu- 
ated as  M.  U.  in  1823.  He  came  to 
America  in  the  year  following,  was 
for  some  years  profemor  of  anatomy, 
materia  m'edtco,  etc.,  in  the  I'nlvereity 
of  Virginia,  in  1833  beivme  professor 
in  the  University  of  Maryland,  and 
three  years  later  was  appointed  pro> 
fesBor  of  the  institutes  of  medicine  in 
Jeflerson  College,  Philadelphia,  which 
pDHition  he  uoniinned  to  occiipv  until 
the  year  prior  to  his  death,  tie  was 
the  personal  fricml  ami  ineilical  ad- 
viser of  Presidents  Jefferson  and 
Madison,  and  was  the  author  of  sev- 
eral medical  worics  of  great  value, 
among  the  most  important  of  which 
is  his  Medical  Viciumaru.  l)ied  April 
1,  18(19. 

Uiiiiols,  Jean,  a  celebrated 
French  commanilcr.  known  as  The 
Bautanl  of  Orleaiii*.  was  the 
natural  son  of  the  Duke  of  Orleans 
(brother  of  Charles  VI.),  and  wm 
horn  in  Paris  in  1403.    He  gain«)i«. 
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Tktory  over  the  English  at  Mootar- 
git  in  1427,  and  aaui^ed,  under  Joan 
M  Arc,  in  ralBing  the  negeof  Orleans 
in  1429.  Becoming  lientenant-general, 
he  expelled  the  English  from  Nor^ 
mandy  and  Guienne,  and  wss  declar- 
ed a  rrince  of  the  blood  and  created 
CSount  d'Orleans  by  King  Charles 
VII.    Diedl46& 

Duns  ScotuSy  sumamed  the 
Subtle  Doctor,  a  theologian  and 
metaphysician,  is  believed  to  have 
been  faiom  at  Dunse,  in  Scotland, 
afaoot  1266.  He  was  a  Franciscan 
ftiar  and  Fellow  of  Merton  College, 
Oxford.  HewasnrofeBBorof  theoloay 
at  Oddbrd,  and  sobsequentlT  in  Pam. 
He  founded  a  new  sect  of  tne  school- 
men oalled  "Sootists,"  and  was  the 
author  of  many  works  on  metaf^ys- 
ics  and  theology.    Died  in  1308. 

Dunstan,  St.,  an  English  prel- 
ate; bom  in  Glastonbury  in  925.  He 
excrdsed  ^preat  influence  in  public 
aAirs  dunng  the  reigns  of  Edred 
and  £d^,  and  was  created  by  the 
latter  Bishop  of  London,  and  in  959 
Archbishop  of  Canterbury.  Died  988. 

Dupanloup,  F^Iix  AntoiniB 
Philibert,  Bishop  of  Orleans,  dis- 
tinguished as  a  champion  of  the  tem- 
ponl  power  of  the  Pope,  was  bom  in 
Savoy,  January  3,  18(^.  He  wss  nat- 
nraliied  as  a  French  citiien  in  1883, 
and  was  made  Bishop  of  Orleans  in 
1849.    Died  October  11, 1878. 

Dupin*  Andr^  Marie  Jean 
tFaCQiieSy  a  French  orator  and  law- 
yer; bom  in  1783;  became  an  able 
and  popular  advocate;  sncoeMfiillv 
defended  many  persons  charged  witK 
political  ofienoes,  among 'Whom  was 
the  poet  B^rang^,  and  was  elected  to 
the  Chamber  of  Deputies  in  1826. 
He  wss  eight  times  chosen  President 
of  that  Chamber,  was  a  member  of 
the  first  Cabinet  of  Louis  Philippe, 
was  appointed  Procureur-G^n^ru  of 
France,  and  was  elected  to  sooceed 
Cuvier  in  the  French  Academy.  He 
wrote  a  large  number  of  worics  oa 
politics  and  law.    Died  1885. 

Dopiiiji  Francois  Pierre 
Cliarles,  Babon,  a  French  maih»> 


matidan  and  Senator,  brother  of  the 
preceding,  was  bora  in  1784.  He 
founded  the  Maritime  Museum  at 
Toulon,  was  professor  of  mechanics 
in  the  Conservatoire  des  Arts  et  M^ 
tiers,  and  was  elected  a  member  of 
'  the  Academy  of  Sciences.  He  be- 
came a  member  of  the  Chamber  of 
Deputies  in  1828,  a  Councillor  of 
State  in  1831,  Minister  of  Marine 
for  a  very  short  period  in  1834,  was 
created  a  peer  of  France  in  1837,  and 
was  chosen  a  Senator  in  1852.  He 
wrote  numerous  works.    Died  1873. 

DupleiZy  Joseph,  Marquess, 
was  the  son  of  a  director  of  the 
French  East  India  Company,  and 
was  bom  in  France  in  1695.  He 
was  appointed  a  member  of  the  Coun- 
cil of  Pondicherry  in  1720,  director 
of  Uie  factory  at  Chanderna^re  in 
1790^  and  Governor  of  Pondicherry, 
and  of  all  the  French  possessions  m 
India,  in  1742.  He  resolved  to  found 
a  European  sovereignty  upon  the 
rains  of  the  Mogul  empire.  He  ob- 
tained possession  of  the  Carnatic  and 
became  exceedingly  powerful.  His 
measures  were,  however,  thwarted 
by  dive,  commander  of  the  British 
forces,  by  whom  the  French  troops 
and  their  allies  were  defeated  in  sev- 
eral engagements. 

The  authorities  in  France  did  not 
approve  of  the  policy  of  Dupleix. 
They  failed  to  sustain  him,  and  at 
length  superseded  him.  The  title  of 
Marquess  was  conferred  upon  him  in 
1748  for  his  able  defence  of  Pondi- 
cherry against  the  British.  After  his 
removal  from  office  Dupleix  returned 
to  Paris,  where  he  lived  in  poverty, 
having  spesat  a  large  fortune  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Company.     Died  1763. 

Duponty  Samuel  Francis, 
an  American  rear-admiral ;  born  in 
New  Jersey  in  1803;  entered  the 
nav^ ;  attained  the  rank  of  comman- 
der m  1845,  and  in  1861  was  appointed 
to  the  command  of  the  Atlantic  block- 
ading squadron.  He  gained  a  victorv 
at  Port  Boyal,  Soath  Carolina,  took 
poBSSsrion  of  the  harbor  there,  after 
i  silmdiig  two  forti^  in  the  November 
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1861,  and  was  made  a  rear  admiral  in 
June,  1862.  He  made  an  unsuccess- 
ful attack  on  Fort  Sumter  in  April, 
1863,  and  was  relieved  of  his  com- 
mand in  the  succeeding  June.  Died 
1865. 
Duquesne,  Abraham,  a 

Frencli  naval  commander;  bom  at 
Dieppe  in  1610.  As  the  captain  of  a 
ship  he  distinguished  himself  in  the 
war  against  Spain.  Afterward,  as 
vice-admiral  of  the  Swedish  navy, 
he  gained  several  victories  over  the 
Danes.  He  was  raised  to  the  rank  of 
commodore  in  the  French  navy  about 
1650,  and  served  under  D'Estr^ 
against  the  Dutch.  He  was  promoted 
to  the  grade  of  lieutenant-general, 
and  in  1676  gained  a  victory  over  the 
Dutch  near  Catanea.  The  Dutch  ad- 
miral, De  Ruyter,  was  killed  in  the 
engagement.  Duquesne  was  regarded 
as  the  most  able  naval  commander 
that  France  had  ever  produced.  He 
was  created  a  Marquess,  but  the  baion 
of  a  Marshal  was  refused  him  on  the 

f round   that   he  was   a   Protestant. 
)ied  1688. 

Diirer,  Albreeht,  a  German 
painter  and  engraver;  born  at  Nu- 
remberg, May  20,  1471 ;  was  the  son 
of  a  goldsmith.  He  studied  painting 
in  his  native  city  under  Michael 
Wohlgemuth,  and  afterward  travelled 
extensively  in  Germany.  He  sub- 
sejjuently  visited  Italy,  acquired  the 
friendship  of  Raphael,  and  painted 
the  "  Martyrdom  of  Saint  Bartholo- 
mew." He  was  appointed  court- 
painter  to  Maximilian  1.  and  to 
Charles  V.  He  surpassed  all  other 
German  artists  in  his  powerful  im- 
agination and  by  the  sublimity  and 
elegance  of  his  designs.  lie  possessed 
an  amiable  and  exceedingly  sensitive 
disposition,  and  his  death,  which  oc- 
curred in  Nuremberg  in  April,  1528, 
is  said  to  have  been  hastened  by  the 
covetous,  arrogant,  and  quarrelsome 
disposition  of  his  wife,  whom,  against 
his  own  inclinations,  he  had  married 
to  gratify  his  father.  Among  his 
masterpieces  in  painting  are  the 
"  Crucifixion,"  the  "Adoration  of  th« 


Magi,"  and  portraits  of  Raphael  and 
Melanchthon;  while  "The  Knight 
and  Death"  and  the  "Revelation 
of  St  John"  are  among  the  most 
admired  of  his  engravings. 

Diirocy  Gerard  Christophe 
Michel,  Duke  of  Friuli,  a  French 
officer;  born  at  Pont-^-Mousson  in 
1772 ;  became  at  an  early  age  a  favor* 
ite  of  Bonaparte,  by  wKora  he  was 
appointed  aide-de-camp  in  1796.  Du- 
roc  accompanied  Bonaparte  to  Egypt, 
was  subsequently  sent  on  missions  to 
several  of  the  courts  of  Europe,  and 
performed  his  duties  to  the  satisiius 
tion  of  his  sovereign.  He  was  made 
marshal  of  the  palace  and  Duke  of 
Friuli.  He  was  killed  at  the  side  of 
Napoleon  at  Mackersdorf,  in  Saxony, 
in  May,  1813.  His  death  was  greatlj 
deplored  by  the  Emperor. 

bwight,  Timothy,  an  Ameri- 
can scholar  and  divine ;  bom  at  North- 
ampton, Massachusetts,  May  14, 1752; 
was  the  son  of  a  merchant  of  the 
same  name.  His  mother  was  Mary 
Edwards,  a  daughter  of  Jonathan 
Edwards.  Dwight  graduated  at  Yale 
CoUe^  in  1769,  was  tutor  in  that  in- 
stitution for  six  years,  was  licensed  to 
preach  in  1777,  and  was  in  the  same 
year  appointed  a  chaplain  in  the 
army,  lie  became  in  1788  the  pastor 
of  a  Congregational  church  at  Green- 
field, Connecticut,  where,  on  account 
of  his  limited  salary,  he  opened  an 
academy,  which  was  very  successful. 
He  was  elected  President  of  Yale 
College  in  1795.  He  held  the  posi- 
tion until  his  death,  which  occurred 
in  1817.  He  was  the  author  of  many 
works,  including  poems,  treatises  on 
theology,  and  accounts  of  travel. 

JDyihoiid,  Jonathan,  an  Eng- 
lish essayist  and  member  of  the  So- 
ciety of  Friends,  was  born  at  Exeter 
in  1796.  He  followed  the  occupation 
of  a  linen-draper  in  his  native  city. 
Among  his  prcxluctions  are  an  Inquiry 
into  the  Aceordanry  of  War  with  tk$ 
Pi'inciplex  of  Christinniiy,  and  EssayB 
on  the  Prindpfes  of  Morality  and  on  the 
Private  and  PblUical  RighU  and  ObH' 
gallons  of  Mankind,    Died  182S. 
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BSarlyy  Jnbal  A.^  an  American 
general ;  bom  in  Virginia  about  1818; 
graduated  at  West  Point  in  1837 ;  be- 
came a  lieutenant  of  artillery ;  after- 
ward resigned ;  read  law,  and  vraa  ad- 
mitted to  the  bar.  He  served  in  the 
Mexican  war  as  the  major  of  a  Vir- 
sinia  regiment  He  entered  the  Con- 
raderate  service  in  1861,  was  in  chaige 
of  a  division  at  Gettysboig  in  18^ 
and  commanded  in  1864  in  the  Val- 
1^  of  the. Shenandoah,  where  he  was 
defeated  at  Winchester  by  Gen.  Sheri- 
dan. 

Bastlake»  Sir  Charles 

Jjoekf  an  English  historical  painter : 
bora  at  Plymouth  in  1798.  He  studied 
under  Fuseli  in  the  Boyal  Academv, 
travelled  through  Greece  and  Italy 
about  1818,  ana  resided  for  several 
vears  at  Rome.  He  became  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Boyal  Academy  in  1830, 
and  was  elected  President  of  that  in- 
stitution in  1850.  Among  the  most 
admired  of  his  paintings  are  **  Pil- 
grims to  Rome  nrst  Coming  in  Sight 
of  the  Holy  City"  and  "Christ 
Weeping  over  Jerusalem."  He  was 
Uie  author  of  several  valuable  works 
on  art    Died  1865. 

Eaton  9  AmoSy  an  American 
naturalist;  born  in  1777;  graduated 
at  Williams  College,  and  was  admit- 
ted to  the  bar.  When  the  Rensselaer 
Institute  was  organized,  at  Troy,  New 
York,  in  1828,  he  was  chosen  princi- 
pal and  senior  professor,  which  posi- 
tion he  held  during  the  rest  or  his 
life.  He  wrote  works  on  botany,  geol- 
ogy, and  other  sciences.    Died  1842. 

jSaton,  William,  a  soldier; 
bora  in  Woodstock,  Connecticut,  in 
1764.  Sent  as  Consul  to  Tunis  in 
1798,  he  conducted  negotiations  be- 
tween the  United  States  and  that 
country  with  rare  courage  and  abil- 
ity. After  war  had  commenced  be- 
tween the  United  States  and  Tripoli, 


he  made  an  attempt  to  revolutionixe 
the  latter  country  b^  means  of  an 
army  which  he  raised  and  oom- 
manded.  He  was  prevented  from 
canning  out  his  designs  by  the  con- 
clusion of  peace  in  1805.    Died  1811. 

£bl^9  Jeau  Baptiste,  a 
French  general ;  born  in  Lorraine  in 
1768.  After  directing  the  si^es  of 
Ypres,  Nieupoort,  Boi»-le-Duc,  and 
otner  towns,  ne  was  in  1793  commis- 
sioned a  general  of  division.  He 
served  under  Moreau  in  the  Palati- 
nate in  1795,  and  commanded  the 
artillery  at  the  victory  of  Hohenlin- 
den,  in  1800.  As  chief  commandant 
of  the  pontoon-train  in  Russia  in 
1812  he  won  great  distinction,  and 
is  credited  with  having  saved  the 
French  army  by  his  dkill  and  en- 
ergy at  the  passage  of  the  Beresina. 
During  the  same  year  he  was  ap- 
pointed inspector-general  and  com- 
mander-in-cnief  of  the  artillery  of 
the  Grand  Army,  but  died,  from  the 
eflfecto  of  cold  and  exposure,  before 
he  could  enter  upon  his  new  duties. 

Edelincky  Gerard,  a  Flemish 
eng^ver;  born  in  Antwerp  in  1649; 
settled  in  Paris,  where  he  became 
enimver  to  the  Cabinet  of  Louis 
XlV.  He  was  regarded  as  one  of 
the  first  engravers  of  that  age.  Died 
1707. 

Edgar,  or  Eadgar,  a  Saxon 
King  o(  England,  suraamed  the 
Peaceable,  was  the  son  of  Edmund 
I.,  and  was  born  943  a.  d.  He  suc- 
ceeded to  the  throne  at  the  age  of 
sixteen,  on  the  death  of  his  brother, 
Edwy.  Dunstan,  Bishop  of  London, 
having  acquired  great  influence  over 
Ed^r,  held  the  chief  control  of  public 
affairs  during  his  reign,  and  promoted 
by  every  means  in  his  power  the  inter- 
est of  the  Church  and  the  clergy.  Ed- 

r  died  in  975,  and  was  succeeded  by- 
is  son,  Edward  the  Martyr. 
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Bdgar,  or  Eadgar,  Athel- 
Ingr*  *  Saxon  Prince,  grandson  of 
Edmund  Ironside,  was  bom  about 
1017  in  Hungary,  his  Uiiher,  Ed- 
ward, having  been  exiled  hy  Ca- 
nute. When  Edward  the  Confessor 
died,  in  1066,  Edgeur  was  the  next 
heir  to  the  throne,  and  was  pro- 
claimed King  immeidiately  after  the 
battle  of  Hastings.  Though  submit- 
ting to  William  the  Conqueror  for 
the  time,  he  afterward  engaged  in 
several  revolts  against  him;  which 
proving  unsuccessful,  Ekigar  was  com- 
pelled to  take  refuge  with  his  brother- 
in-law,  Malcolm,  King  of  Scotland, 
but  was  permitted  to  return  to  the 
English  court  on  the  accession  of 
William  Kufus.    Died  about  1120. 

Edsreworthy  Maria,  an  Eng- 
lish authoress;  bom  near  Beading, 
Berkshire,  in  1767.  She  was  the 
daughter  of  Bichard  Lovell  Edse- 
worUi,  with  whom,  at  the  age  of  fif- 
teen, she  removed  to  his  estate  at 
Edgeworthstown,  in  Ireland,  which 
she  made  her  residence  the  rest  of 
her  life.  She  produced  with  her 
father  several  literary  works,  and 
afterward  wrote  a  series  of  novels 
which  possessed  unusual  merit  and 
were  very  popular  and  successful. 
The  first  of  these  appeared  in  1801, 
and  one  of  the  latest  in  1834  She 
also  wrote  many  short  tales  and  ar- 
ticles of  a  moral  character.  Died 
1849. 

JSdgevrortlif  Richard  Loy- 
ell,  an  English  author  and  philoso- 
pher, the  father  of  the  preceding,  was 
Dom  at  Bath  in  17^ ;  studied  at  Ox- 
ford, and  in  1780  was  elected  Fellow 
of  the  Boyal  Society.  Two  years 
later  he  made  hb  permanent  resi- 
dence at  Edgeworthstown,  Ireland. 
Besides  being  associated  with  his 
daughter  Maria  in  the  production 
of  several  works,  he  wrote  numer- 
ous treatises  on  education,  philoso- 
phy, and  other  subiects.    Died  1817. 

Edmiuidv  or  iBadmund,  I., 
Eling  of  the  Anglo-Saxons,  and  gnind- 
Bon  of  Alfred  Uie  Great;  bom  about 
922 ;  MicoMded  his  half-brother  Athel- 


stane  in  941.    He  was  murdered  at  a 
feast  in  946  bv  LidL  an  outlaw. 
Edmund.,  or  Eadimind,  H., 

sumamed  Ironside,  a  Saxon  King 
of  England,  and  son  of  Ethelred  lit 
was  bom  in  989.  He  gained  distinc- 
tion at  an  early  age  in  ^hting  against 
the  Danes.  When  he  came  to  tho 
throne,  in  1016,  the  greater  part  of 
England  was  sulject  to  the  Danes. 
He  formed  a  treaty  with  Canute,  fay 
which  the  kingdom  was  divided  and 
the  southern  portion  assigned  to  Ed- 
mund. He  was  murderad  about  a 
month  after,  in  1016. 

Edmunds,  George  F**  an 
American  lawyer  and  statesman ;  bofa 
in  Bichmond,  Vt,  February  1, 1828. 
He  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1848L 
and  became  a  Senator  of  the  Unitm 
States  in  1866  for  part  ofian  unexpired 
term.  He  has  been  re-elected  Seoalor 
by  the  Bepublicans  for  three  sucoessiTe 
terms,  extendinjg  to  1887.  In  1872  he 
was  chosen  cha&roan  of  the  Ck>mmit- 
tee  on  the  Judiciary.  He  is  an  able 
debater,  with  great  readiness  of  repar^ 
tee,  and  has  rendered  important  service 
as  a  legislator.  He  was  elected  Presi- 
dent of  the  Senate  in  March,  1888. 

Edward*  or  Eadward,  I.^ 
Kinff  of  the  Anglo-Saxons,  was  the 
third  son  of  Alfr^  the  GrcAt,  whom 
he  succeeded  in  901  A.  D.  His  three 
sons,  Athelstane,  Edmund,  and  Edred, 
successively  became  kings.    Died  926i. 

Edward,  or  Eadward,  II*, 
sumamed  the  Martyb,  was  bom 
about  960  ▲.  p.,  and  succeeded  his 
father,  Edgar,  in  975.  He  was  assaa- 
sinated  by  order  of  his  stepmother, 
Elfnda,  in  978. 

Edward,  or  Eadward,  III.p 
sumamed  the  CoNrEssoB,  Kinff  of 
the  An^lo-Saxons,  son  of  Ethelred 
II.  bv  his  second  wife,  Emma  of  Nor- 
mana^.  and  half-brother  of  Edmund 
Ironsiae.  was  bom  about  1004.  To 
escape  tne  victorious  Danes  he  with 
his  mother  took  refuge  at  the  Norman 
court,  where  he  remained  until  1040. 
After  conquering  England,  Canute 
married  Queen  Bmma  in  1017,  and 
upon  the  death  of  his  half-brother^

Hixiiimnttte,  in  1042;  Edwixd  was 
prodaimed  hia  aaooeanr.  Two  yean 
later  he  married  Editha,  the  daogh- 
ter  of  Earl  Godwin.  He  showed 
grea^  partiality  to  the  Nornums,  pro- 
moted the  formation  of  a  strong  Nor- 
man party  which  aided  the  plans  of 
William  the  Ckmqneror,  and  was  a 
bigoted  adherent  of  the  Bomish 
Chuich.  He  died  in  January,  1066. 
His  brother-in-law.  Harold,  who  fell 
at  the  battle  of  Hastings,  suooeeded 
him* 

lidward  I.»  King  of  England, 
flomamed  Lonoshakkb,  eldest  son 
o(f  Henrjr  III.,  was  born  at  West- 
minster in  1239.  Willie  Terr  yoong 
he  married  Eleanor  of  Gastue.  He 
aotively  participated  in  the  war  be- 
tween his  fiither  and  tlie  i^lish 
Baionsi  and  sras  taken  prisoner  in 
1264  Escaping  in  the  year  follow^ 
ing,  he  cained  a  decisive  yict(HT  over 
the  Ean  of  Leicester,  the  leader  of 
the  Barons,  at  Evesham.  After  mak- 
ing a  omsade  to  the  Holy  Land  in 
1271  and  increasing  his  reputation  as 
a  brave  and  able  warrior,  he  returned 
to  &igland  upon  the  death  of  his 
frther,  and  wss  crowned  in  1274. 
After  a  war  of  five  years,  he  com- 
|a^etedthe  conquest  of  Wales  in  1282. 
Ming  appointed,  as  Lord  Paramount, 
in  l&l,  referee  to  decide  the  claims 
of  tlie  various  competitors  for  the 
tluone  of  Scotland,  he  awarded  the 
crown  to  John  Baliol,  from  whom  he 
received  the  oath  of  fealty,  by  which 
it  was  acknowledaed  that  Scotland 
was  a  fief  of  England. 

The  Scotch,  having  in  1204  taken 
arms  for  the  restoration  of  their  in- 
dependence, were  defeated  by  Edward, 
who  dethroned  Baliol  and  treated 
Scotland  as  a  conquered  province. 
William  Wallace  renewed  the  war 
in  1297,  defeated  the  English  at  Stir- 
ling, and  drove  them  from  all  the 
So^ish  strongholds.  An  indecisive 
war  continued  until  1303,  when  Ed- 
ward invaded  Scotland  and  for  a  time 
reduced  that  country  to  sulgection. 
He  captured  Wallace,  and  oanssd  him 
lo  be  executed  in  London  in  1806. 


Robert  Bruce  having  again  raised  the 
Scottish  standard,  Edward  marched 
against  him,  but  died  in  1307,  before 
reaching  Scotland,  leaving  the  reputa- 
tion of  one  of  the  greatest  and  most 
able  Princes  that  ever  sat  upon  the 
throne  of  England.  During  his  reign 
the  Great  Charter  was  confirmed,  the 
House  of  Commons  instituted,  and 
improvements  made  in  the  common 
law. 

Edward  II. ,  King  of  England, 
son  of  the  preceding,  was  bom  at 
Carnarvon,  Wales,  in  1284.  Early 
in  life  Piers  Gaveston,  who  was  ban- 
ished by  Edward  L  in  1300,  b^^an  to 
ezerdse  the  most  pernicious  influence 
over  him.  Edward  became  Prince 
of  Wales  in  1301  and  King  in  1807. 
He  recalled  Gaveston  and  made  him 
Eari  of  Cornwall. 

Edward  married,  in  1308,  Isabella, 
daughter  of  Philip  IV.  of  France. 
Gaveston,  who  had  obtained  complete 
power  over  the  feeble  mind  of  the 
King,  by  his  arrogance  incited  the 
Barons  to  form  a  lesgue  against  him. 
He  was  deprived  of  power,  and  exe- 
cuted in  1312.  Edward,  at  the  head 
of  a  large  army,  in  1314  invaded  Scot- 
land, where,  at  the  battle  of  Bannock- 
bum,  Bruce  gained  over  him  a  most 
glorious  and  decisive  victory  and  se- 
cured the  independence  of  Scotland. 

Another  favorite,  Hugh  Spencer, 
or  Despenoer,  involved  PMward  in 
further  hostilities  with  his  Barons. 
The  Queen,  who  detested  both  her 
consort  and  his  favorite,  became  the 
head  of  a  powerful  faction,  which 
armed  in  1326,  dethroned  and  im- 
prisoned Edward,  executed  Spencer, 
and  proclaimed  the  King's  son,  a 
minor,  in  Parliament  as  Edward  III. 
The  Queen  and  her  favorite,  Roger 
de  Mortimer,  assumed  the  regency. 
The  murder  of  Edward,  which  was 
perpetrated  in  Berkeley  Castle  in  1 827, 
under  circumstances  of  the  greatest 
atrocity,  is  charged  upon  them,  and 
especially  upon  the  latter. 

fidward  Ill.y  King  of  England, 
eldest  son  of  Edward  II.  and  Isabella 
of  France,  was  bom  at  Windsor  in 
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1818;  Upon  the  detU&  of  hit  fiuher 
a  nomiiiAl  regency,  oomisting  of 
twelve  nobles  antd  Bishops,  was  fon&ed, 
but  his  mother  and  her  fikYorite  exer- 
cised the  actual  power.  He  was  pro- 
claimed King,  January  26, 1327,  mar- 
ried PhUippa  of  Hunault  in  1328, 
and  oonduded  a  treaty  of  peace  with 
Bobert  Bruce.  Two  years  later  he 
ordered  Mortimer  to  be  arrested, 
tried,  and  executed,  and  the  Queen- 
mother  to  be  placed  in  confinement, 
from  which  she  was  released  only  by 
death.  In  1333  he  favored  the  pre- 
tensions of  Edward  Baliol  to  the 
throne  of  Scotland  against  the  suo- 
oenor  of  King  Bobert,  and  gained  a 
victory  over  the  Scots  at  Halidon 
Hill.  Baliol  was  for  a  time  master 
of  Scotland,  but,  hated  and  despised 
by  the  Scotch  as  a  vaseal  of  Edward, 
he  was,  when  that  Prince  had  de- 
parted for  France,  deprived  of  all 
power  and  influence,  and  David  Bruce 
oecame  King  of  Scotland. 

Edward  next  turned  his  attention 
to  the  conquest  of  France,  claiming 
the  crown  of  that  kingdom  as  nephew 
of  the  late  Kine  Charles  IV.  The 
Frcncdi  people,  however,  recognised 
Philip  VI.  as  their  Uwful  King.  The 
war  was  commenced  in  1340  by  a 
naval  engagement,  in  which  Edward 
was  victorious.  After  a  long  truce 
hostilities  were  renewed  in  1^,  and 
he,  with  his  son,  the  Black  Prince, 
entered  France  at  the  head  of  an  army, 
won  the  ^reat  victory  of  Cr^,  and 
took  Calais.  A  new  truce  was  formed, 
which  lasted  for  about  eight  years. 
The  Black  Prince  gained  a  decisive 
victory  at  Poitiers,  and  took  prisoner 
John,  King  of  France.  A  treaty  of 
peace  was  formed  in  1360,  under 
which  the  English  retained  several 
French  provinces.  The  war  was 
again  renewed  on  the  accession  of 
Cliarles  V. 

Edward  died  in  1377,  after  a  reign 
which  was  very  prosperous  as  well  as 
popular.  He  was  succeeded  bv  his 
nandson,  Richard  IL,  son  or  the 
Black  Prince^  who  had  died  in  1876. 

Edward  lY.,  King  <tf  England, 


was  bom  at  BoneiLin  Fnaea.in  144L 
His  father  was  Kicfaard,  Duke  of 
Yoris,  grandson  of  Edmund  of  Yoffci 
who  was  a  younger  son  of  Edwara 
III.  Bichard  also  inherited  through 
his  mother  the  title  of  Earl  of  March 
and  all  the  right  of  Lionel  of  CLuw 
ence,  another  son  of  Edward  III.,  to 
the  throne  of  England. 

Edward  early  participated  in  the 
dvil  wars  of  York  and  Lancaster, 
and  in  1460  gained  a  decisive  victory 
over  the  Lancastrians  near  Northamf^ 
ton  and  captured  Henry  VI.  Dorinff 
the  same  year  his  father  was  defetttea 
and  slain  at  Wakefield.  Edirard,  hav- 
ing gained  another  victory  at  Morti- 
mer's Cross,  entered  London,  whete 
he  met  with  a  most  fiivorable  recep- 
tion and  was  proclaimed  King,  Maroi 
4^  1461.  IDs  bravery,  pleas^  man- 
ners, and  beauty  of  person  aicfod  mik 
terially  in  rendering  him  popular. 

Maigaret  of  Ai\jou,  Queen  of  Heofy 
VI.,  a  woman  of  great  ambitson  and 
indomitable  perseverance,  raised  in  a 
short  time  another  army  to  restore 
her  husband  to  the  throne.  It  waa 
defeated,  however,  with  mat  lo«,  nt 
Towton,  in  1461,  and  Mugaret  was 
compelled  to  fly  to  Scotland.  The 
Lancastrians  again  suflbred  defeat  in 
1464  at  Hexham,  where  Henry  YL 
was  made  prisoner  the  second  timei 
This  victory  apparently  terminated 
the  war,  and  ho^ilities  were  not  t^ 
newed  for  severalyears;  but  Edwaid 
having  greatly  offended  many  of 


nobility,  particularly  the  Earl  of 
Warwick— the  **  KingHnaker"— fe^ 
his  marriage  with  Elisabeth  Wooa- 
ville  in  1464,  a  conspiracy  was  formed, 
which,  directed  by  Queen  Maigaret 
and  Warwick,  forced  Edward  to  flee 
to  the  Continent  in  1470,  and  whidi 
released  Henr^  VI.  from  the  Tower 
and  restored  him  to  the  throne.  Ed- 
ward returned  with  an  army  to  Eng* 
land  in  1471,  defeated  the  Lancastri- 
ans at  Barnet,  where  Warwick  was 
slain,  and  in  May  of  the  same  year 
won  the  great  mad  decisive  battle  of 
Tewkesburv,  where  the  Lanoastriaaa 
were  completely  overthrown  and  the 
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Queen  and  her  son  taken  prisoners. 
The  latter  was  soon  afterward  mur- 
dered in  the  presence  of  the  King, 
and  Margaret  was  confined  in  the 
Tower. 

Edward  IV.  was  one  of  the  most 
able  military  commanders  of  that 
age,  but  was  cruel,  licentious,  and 
addicted  to  pleasure.    Died  1483. 

Edward  y.y  King  of  England. 
and  eldest  son  of  Edward  I  v.  ana 
Elizabeth  Woodville,  was  bom  in 
1470,  and  at  the  age  of  thirteen  suc- 
ceeded his  father  to  the  throne.  After 
a  reign  of  about  two  months  he  was 
in  June,  1483,  assassinated  by  order 
of  his  uncle,  the  Duke  of  Gloucester, 
afterward  Richard  III. 

Edward  YI.,  King  of  England, 
son  of  Henry  VIII.  and  Jane  Sey- 
mour, was  bom  at  Hampton  Court, 
October  12,  1537.  He  ascended  the 
throne  upon  the  death  of  his  father, 
January  28, 1547.  The  will  of  Henry 
VIII.  had  provided  for  his  minority 
a  govemment  of  sixteen  executors. 
These  elected  for  their  president  Eki- 
ward  Seymour,  Earl  of  Hertford.  He 
was  soon  after  created  Duke  of  Som- 
erset, and,  assuming  the  title  of  Lord 
Protector,  invaded  Scotland  at  the 
head  of  an  army  to  compel  the  gov- 
ernment of  that  country  to  carry  out 
a  treatjr  for  the  marriage  of  the  Eng- 
lish King  with  Mary,  Queen  of  Scots. 
He  won  a  victory  at  Pinkie  in  1547, 
but  accomplishea  nothing  by  the  war. 
During  the  reign  of  fklwara  the  cause 
of  Protestantbm  was  greatly  promot- 
ed, the  "  Bloody  Statute  "  was  repealed 
in  Parliament,  images  were  removed 
from  the  churches,  and  the  use  of  the 
Book  of  (Jommon  Prayer  was  estab- 
lished. 

Edward  died  in  1553,  having, 
through  the  influence  of  the  Duke 
of  Northumberland,  settled  the  suc- 
cession in  favor  of  Lady  Jane  Grey. 

Edwardy  Prince  of  Wales,  sur- 
named  (from  the  color  of  his  armor) 
THE  Black  Prince,  was  the  eld- 
est son  of  Edward  III.  and  Philippa 
of  Hainault,  and  was  bom  at  Wood- 
stock in  1330.    At  the  age  of  fifteen 


he  participated  in  the  invasion  of 
France,  commanded  the  main  body 
of  the  English  at  the  battle  of  Cr^y, 
was  awarded  the  chief  glory  for  that 
victory,  and  in  1356  was  the  sole  com- 
mander of  the  English  army  at  Poi- 
tiers, where  he  gained  high  distinc- 
tion as  well  by  his  military  genius  as 
by  his  generous  treatment  of  the  van- 
quished. He  was  created  Prince  of 
Aquitaine  in  1361,  and  fixed  his  court 
at  Bordeaux ;  but,  his  health  declin- 
ing, he  returned  in  1371  to  England, 
where  he  died  in  1376.  He  was  the 
father  of  King  Kichard  II. 

EdwaruSy  Jouathan,  an 
American  metaphysician  and  theo- 
logian; bom  at  East  Windsor,  Con- 
necticut, October  5,  1703.  He  was 
the  son  of  Timothy  Edwards,  a  nfan 
of  great  learning,  and  a  minister  of 
East  Windsor.  Jonathan  Edwards 
was  early  distinguished  by  a  preco- 
cious intellect,  commenced  the  study 
of  Latin  at  the  age  of  six  years  and 
when  about  ten  years  of  age  produced 
several  essays  and  other  writings  re- 
markable for  their  merit,  and  entered 
Yale  College  at  the  age  of  thirteen. 
He  graduated  four  vears  later,  in 
1720.  Before  he  had  attained  the 
age  of  nineteen  he  began  to  preach 
to  a  Presbyterian  congregation  in 
New  York  City,  but  returned  to  Con- 
necticut the  following  year,  took  the 
degree  of  M.  A.,  and  became  tutor  at 
Yale  College.  He  was  chosen  pastor 
of  a  church  at  Northampton  in  1727, 
and  soon  afterward  married  Miss 
Sarah  Pierrepont  of  New  Haven. 

After  a  pastorate  of  several  years, 
dissensions  having  arisen  between 
him  and  his  congregation  in  refer- 
ence to  the  rule  which  should  be 
maintained  for  the  admission  of 
communicants,  Edwards,  insisting  on 
the  purer  and  higher  standard,  was 
compelled  to  leave  his  position.  He 
soon  after  accepted  the  situation  of 
missionary  to  the  Housatonnuck  In- 
dians at  Stockbridge,  where  he  with 
difiiculty  subsisted  on  his  scanty  in- 
come. While  occupying  this  position 
he  produced  his  great  work  on  the

Freedom  of  the  WUl,  which  has  ren- 
dered his  name  immortal.  He  was 
the  author  of  several  other  theo- 
logical works.  In  1757  he  became 
President  of  Princeton  Collie,  in 
New  Jersey,  where  he  died  in  March, 
1758. 

£clwin,  Saxon  King  of  Northum- 
brian was  the  son  of  Ella.  PJdwin 
commenced  his  reign  in  617,  estab- 
lished Christianity  as  the  religion  of 
his  followers,  and  grew  to  be  very 
powerful.  He  was,  however,  in  033 
A.  D.,  defeated  and  killed  in  battle  by 
Penda,  King  of  Mercia. 

Cdwy,  King  of  the  Anglo-Sax- 
ons, and  son  of  Edmund  I.,  was  born 
in  938  A.  D.,  and  succeeded  his  uncle 
Edred  in  955.     Died  958. 

£grb6i*t9  sumamed  the  Great. 
was  a  lineal  descendant  of  (Jerdic,  ana 
was  the  Saxon  King  of  Wessex.  Be- 
ginning to  reign  in  800  a.  d.,  he  sub- 
lugated  Mercia  and  North umbria,  and 
in  827,  by  his  wisdom  and  skill,  united 
under  himself  the  "  Heptarchy,"  or 
seven  Saxon  kingdoms  of  Britain. 
He  defeated  in  835  an  army  of  Danes 
which  had  invaded  England.  Died 
838. 

£ginliardy  a  French  historian 
of  the  ninth  century,  was  a  pupil  of 
Alcuin  and  a  secretary  of  Charle- 
magne. Among  his  productions  are 
a  Life  of  Charl^nayne  and  AnnaU  of 
the  French  Kings,     Died  about  844. 

Cgmonty  or  Bg-inond^ 
Lainoraly  Count  of,  Prince  de 
G&vre  and  Baron  of  Fiennes,  an  il- 
lustrious noble  of  the  Netherlands, 
and  a  descendant  of.  the  Dukes  of 
Cielderland,  was  born  at  Amsterdam 
in  1522.  The  order  of  the  Golden 
Fleece  was  conferred  upon  him  in 
1540  by  Charles  V.  At  an  early  age 
he  was  married  to  Sabina,  Duchess  of 
Bavaria.  As  commander  of  the  Span- 
ish cavalry  in  the  year  1557  he  won  a 
great  victory  over  the  French  at 
Saint-Quentin,  and  in  the  following 
year  won  another  important  victory 
at  Gravelines.  Though  an  ardent 
supporter  of  the  Catholic  Church,  he 
favored  a  liberal  policy  toward  the 


Reformers  in  the  Netherlands,  there^ 
by  incurring  the  enmity  of  Philip  II. 
The  Duke  of  Alva,  a  personal  enemy 
of  the  Count  of  Egmont,  was  sent 
with  viceregal  powers  to  the  Neth- 
erlands by  his  orders.  Egmont  was 
arrested,  tried  for  treason,  and  exe- 
cuted in  1568,  though  several  Ger- 
man Princes  exerted  all  their  influ- 
ence to  save  his  life.  His  death  was 
the  signal  for  a  general  insurrection 
against  the  Spanish  authority  through- 
out the  Low  Countries,  which  resolt- 
ed  in  the  independence  of  the  United 
Provinces. 

KlagabaluSy  or  Heliosaba- 
IiiSy  Marcus  Aurelius  Aiito- 
uinus,  a  Roman  Emperor  notorious 
for  his  cruelty  and  other  vices,  was 
born  at  Antioch  in  204  a.  d.  He  was 
supposed  to  be  the  natural  son  of 
Caracalla,  as  successor  to  whom  he 
was  proclaimed  by  the  army  in  218. 
lie  was  assassinated  by  his  soldiers  in 
222. 

Elb^e,  d%  Gigroty  a  Vendean 
general  and  chief ;  born,  of  a  French 
family,  at  Dresden  in  1752;  removed 
to  France,  where  he  resided  at  the 
commencement  of  the  Revolution. 
He  was  placed  in  command  of  an 
army  of  royalists  in  March,  1793. 
united  with  that  of  Cathelineau,  ana 
defeated  the  republicans  at  Fontenoy 
and  Saumur.  In  June  of  that  year 
he  became  general-in-chief,  after 
which  he  was  defeated  at  Luyon,  but 
gained  an  important  victory  at  Chan- 
tonnay.  He  was  defeated,  dangerously 
wounded,  and  captured  at  the  great 
battle  of  Chollet  in  October,  and  was 
shot,  by  order  of  a  court-martial,  in 
January,  1794. 

Kldon,  John  Scott,  Earl  of, 
Lord  Chancellor  of  England,  was  the 
son  of  William  Scott,  a  dealer  in  coal, 
and  was  bom  at  Newcastle  in  1751. 
He  studied  at  Oxford,  where  he  gained 
a  prize  of  twenty  pounds  for  a  prose 
essay  in  1771,  and  m  1772  eloped  with 
and  married  Elizabeth  Surtees,  a  lady 
of  remarkable  beauty.  He  entered 
the  Middle  Temple  in  177a,  read  law 
with  the  most  intense  application,  and 
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in  1776  WM  oftUed  to  the  b«r.  He 
•oon  wttained  met  diitiiicstion  ae  e 
lewTer,eiid  had  an  eztenaive  practioe 
in  London  and  on  the  northern  dx* 
cdt  He  entered  Parliament  in  178Sy 
and  became  a  prominent  snpporter 
of  Pitf  8  Ministry.  He  was  a  sealous  ) 
defender  of  Warren  Hastings  in  the 
House  of  Commons  in  1786.  Two 
years  later  he  was  created  e  Baronet 
and  appointed  Bolicitor-Oeneral.  He 
was  Attonunr-Qeneral  from  1793  to 
1799^  when  ne  was  made  Chief-Jos- 
tioe  of  the  Common  Plea%  was  raised 
to  the  peerage  as  Baron  Eldon,  and 
in  180.1,  under  the  Addinston  Minis- 
try, became  Lord  Chanoelfor  of  Et^" 
land.  He  was  afterward  created  Vis- 
eonnt  Eneombe  and  £arl  of  Eldon. 
He  filled  the  office  of  Lord  Oliancel- 
lor  for  about  twenty-«iz  yearly  and  was 
MBided  as  one  of  the  ablest  of  Enp^ 
Ian  judges.  He  was  succeeded  in 
18S7.  when  Canning  became  Prime 
Minister,  by  Lord  Lyndhuist.  Died 
1888. 

Blglny  James  Bruce»  Eabl 
OF,  a  British  statesman,  son  of 
Thomas  Bruce,  Earl  of  Elgin,  was 
bom  in  1811.  He  studied  at  Oxford, 
and  succeeded  his  &ther  in  1841  in 
the  earldom  of  Elgin  and  Sancardine. 
He  was  QoTemor  of  Jamaica  from 
1842  to  1846,  when  he  was  appointed 
Ooremor-Qeneral  of  Canana.  He 
was  made  an  i^lish  peer  in  1849, 
returned  to  England  in  1854,  and  was 
in  1857  sent  on  a  qieoial  mission  to 
China,  where^  after  the  capture  of 
Canton,  he  n^eotiated  the  Treaty  of 
Tien-Tsien.  He  was  appointed  Post- 
master-General in  the  Cabinet  of 
Palmeiston  in  1859,  and  was  sent  the 
next  year  as  Ambaandor  to  China. 
Betuming  to  England  in  the  spring 
of  1861,  he  was  made  (jOTemor^Gen- 
eral  of  India.    Died  1863. 

EUffin,  Thomas  Bruce^  Eabl 
OF,  a^seendant  of  King  Robert  Bruce, 
and  seventh  Earl  of  Elgin  and  Kin- 
cardine, was  bom  in  ScoUand  in  1777. 
He  succeeded  to  the  title  at  an  early 
age,  and,  entering  the  army,  was  pro- 
moted to  the  nttk  of  genenL    He 


was  sent  as  Envoy  Extraordinary  to 
Berlin,  and  finw  years  later,  in  the 
same  cafMcity,  to  the  Sublime  Porte. 
He  obtained  at  Athens,  with  great 
expense  and  difficulty,  a  large  and 
yaluable  collection  of  statues,  medals, 
and  other  remains  of  ancient  art, 
which  he  sold  to  the  government  in 
1816,  and  which,  under  the  name  of 
the  "  £lg^  Marbles,"  were  placed  in 
the  British  Museum.  He  received 
for  them  thirty-five  thousand  pounds. 
Died  1841. 

Eliot*  Geofrgef  the  nom-de- 
plume  of  a  celebrated  English  author, 
whose  maiden-name  was  Mabian  C. 
Evans,  and  who  was  bom  in  the 
North  of  England  in  1820.  She  lived 
for  some  years  with  the  celebrated 
writer  Geoi^o  H.  Lewes  as  his  wife. 
and  subsequent  to  his  death  married 
a  gentleman  by  the  name  of  Cross. 
Died  1881.  Among  the  greatest  of 
her  novels  are  Adam  Bede,  Mamola, 
Felix  Eoit  the  Radical,  Middiemareh, 
and  Dam'tl  Deronda, 

£SUot,  John,  known  as  The 
Apostle  of  the  Indians,  was 
bom  in  England  in  16A ;  graduated 
at  Cambrid^  and  removed  to  Boston 
in  1631 :  was  soon  after  chosen  minis- 
ter of  tne  diurch  of  Boxburv.  He 
studied  the  language  of  the  Indians 
and  commenced  preaching  to  them 
about  1646^  obtained  neat  influence 
over  them,  and  eflectea  many  conver- 
sions. In  the  performance  of  his 
missionary  labors  he  travelled  ex- 
tensively and  suffered  great  hard- 
ships. He  translated  the  Bible  into 
the  Indian  language.    Died  1690. 

E^otf  Sir  John,  an  English 
orator  and  stateaman ;  Dom  in  Corn- 
wall in  1690;  studied  at  Exeter  Col- 
lege, Cambridge.  He  entered  Parlia- 
ment in  1623,  and  was  soon  recognised 
as  a  lender  of  the  party  opposed  to 
the  court.  He  took  a  prominent  part 
in  the  impeachment  of  the  Duke  of 
Buckingbiun,  against  whom  he  pro- 
nounced one  of  his  most  powerful 
orations^  and  for  which  he  was  com- 
mitted to  the  Tower.  He  was  re- 
kaaedi  homtfwm,  in  ten  days.    Hav- 
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j«  tmd  poundage,  he  again  incurred 
th«  hostility  of  King  Chartee.  He 
waA,  tipon  ui«  ludden  diMolution  ot 
Puliiiment,  committed  to  the  Tower, 
where  he  was  treated  with  such  sever- 
ity  aa  to  deatroy  his  health.  Died  in 
the  Tower  in  November,  1632. 

EUzabetli,  (jueen  of  England, 
daughter  of  Henry  VIII.  tuid  Anne 
Boleyn,  was  bom  at  Greenwich,  Sep- 
tember 7,  1533,  She  received  a 
thorough  education  under  Roger 
Aacham  and  others;  at  the  ase  of 
seventeen  she  wa^t  mistress  of  the 
Latin,  French,  and  Italian  languages, 
aod  waa,  beaidei,  a  good  Greek 
scholar.  She  waa  brought  up  in  the 
Proleatant  faith,  and  was  attached  to 
the  principles  of  the  Refurniatioii  aa 
much  by  policy  aa  by  inclination. 
She  waa  regarded  bv  her  sister,  Queen 
Mary,  with  great  jealoviay,  ancl  was 
by  her  sent  tu  the  Tower  in  1564  on 
the  false  chaive  that  she  had  partici- 
pated in  the  rebellion  of  Wyalt.  The 
people  of  Kngland,  with  whom  Kliia- 
beth  was  a  great  favorite,  feared  that 
designs  were  entertained  against  her 
life.  She  wan,  however,  aOer  some 
months  released  friHii  im|>risonment, 
and  removed  to  Woodntock.  Eric, 
King  of  Sweden,  in  1558  made  pro- 
posals of  marriage  to  her,  which  were 
declined. 

On  the  death  of  Mary,  November 
IT,  155S,  Klizabeth  was  proclaimed 
Queen  amid  general  rejoicings.  She 
restored  the  Protestant  religion,  maile 
William  Cecil  Secretary  of  State  and 
Nicholas  Bacon  Keeper  of  the  Great 
Seal.  All  of  the  Catholic  prelates 
except  the  Bishop  of  Carlisle  refused 
to  officiate  at  her  coronation,  and  he 
performed  the  ceremony  with  reluc- 
tance. At  the  meeting  of  Parliament 
in  1659  the  supremacy  arrogated  by 
(he  Pope  was  vested  in  the  crown 
and  the  Lilui^  of  Edward  VI.  re- 
cBtabibhed.  Elitabeth  soon  atUr  her 
acceaaion  received  an  offer  of  mar- 
riage Item  Philip  II.  of  SpuD,  which 
•he  declined.  I 


England  wtu  at  that  time  in  alli- 
ance with   Spain   and  at  war  with 

France,  Francis  II,  of  France  hav- 
ing in  1569  assumed  the  arms  and 
title  of  England  in  right  of  his  wife, 
Mary,  Queen  of  Scots,  Elizabeth 
sent  an  army  to  Scotlimd  and  ex- 
pelled the  French  from  that  coun- 
try, and  three  years  later  aided  the 
French  Iluguenols  with  troops  and 
money  in  the  civil  war  aguinst  the 
Catholica,  In  1563,  Parliament,  anx- 
ious in  reference  lo  the  succession,  re- 
quested Elizabeth  to  choose  a  con- 
sort, but  she  gave  an  unsatislactory 
answer.  Besides  those  mentioned,  she 
received  otfers  of  marriage  from  the 
Archduke  Charles  of  Austria,  the 
Duke  of  Anjou,  and  the  Karl  of 
liei center,  the  latter  of  whom  was 
her  principal  favorite  during  a  large 

Sortion  of  her  reign,  and  imtil  his 
ealh,  which  occurred  in  1588.  She 
formed  a  treaty  with  the  French  In 
1564,  after  which  England  enjoyed 
great  prosperity  and  a  peace  with 
fureigti  powere  tnt  more  than  twenty 
years.  (For  her  treatment  uf  the 
Queen  of  Soots,  see  Marv  Stuart,) 
Hostilities,  promoted  by  opposite 
rcligiouH  beliefa,  broke  out  between 
Elizalielh  and  Philip  of  Sjiain  in 
J6H8,  when  the  latter  sent  out  the 
great  expedition  known  as  the  In- 
vincible Arniotla  tu  invade  England. 
Coniniaixled  by  the  Duke  of  >redina 
Sidonin,  it  consisted  of  more  than  one 
hundred  and  thirty  vessela  and  thirty 
(lionsand  men.  After  some  partial 
engagements  a  genera]  action  was 
fought  on  the  8th  of  August,  and  the 
Spaniards  met  with  an  i)verwhelming 
defeat.  The  Spanish  ships  which 
escaped  the  battle  sailed  nurthwaid, 
intending  to  reach  Spain  by  a  cir- 
cuitous route,  but  near  (he  Orkney 
Islands  they  were  nearly  all  wrecked 
and  their  crews  destnijed  by  a  vio- 
lent Htorm  which  arose.  The  loss  of 
the  Spaniards  is  estimated  at  at  least 
twenty  thousand  men.  The  war  be- 
tween England  and  Spain  oontlnued 
for  severu  ytan  without  any  deciit- 
ive  results.    Dv>xuii1^u&  'ii,tt.%'«\;-Kv% 
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aided  the  French  Catholics  with 
money  and  Elizabeth  sent  armies  to 
the  assistance  of  Henry  iV. 

The  Karl  of  P^ssex  became  the 
chief  favorite  of  Elizabeth  during 
the  latter  part  of  her  life,  and  his 
execution,  though  at  the  time  it  met 
with  her  approval,  caused  her  the 
most  poignant  grief,  and  in  supposed 
by  many  to  have  hastened  her  death, 
which  occurred  in  1603.  She  was 
frequently  arbitrarv,  tyrannical,  and 
cruel,  her  policy  onen  appears  vacil- 
lating and  feeble ;  yet  her  great  abili- 
ties, the  establishment  of  the  Prot- 
estant religion,  and  the  great  advance- 
ment of  the  countrv  in  prosperity  and 
wealth  have  causea  her  to  be  regarded 
as  one  of  the  sovereigns  whose  reigns 
have  proved  most  beneficial  to  Elng- 
land. 

Elizabeth  Petroyna,  Em- 
press of  Russia,  was  the  daughter  of 
Peter  the  Great,  and  was  bom  in 
1709.  She  ascended  the  throne  in 
1741.  During  the  Seven  Years'  war 
she  co-operated  with  the  allies  against 
Frederick  the  Great,  and  in  1760  her 
armies  took  Berlin.  She  was  the 
founder  of  the  Academy  of  Fine  Arts 
at  St.  Petersburg,  and  of  the  Univer- 
sity df  Moscow.  She  was  very  disso- 
lute, and,  though  unmarried,  was  the 
mother  of  a  numerous  family.  Dying 
in  1762,  she  was  succeeded  by  her 
nephew,  Peter  III. 

r^llzabeth  Stuart,  Queen  of 
Bohemia,  and  daughter  of  James  I. 
of  England,  was  married  in  1613  to 
the  Protestant  Prince  Frederick  V., 
Elector  Palatine.  Through  her  in- 
tercessions Frederick  in  1619  accept- 
ed the  crown  of  Bohemia.  He  imme- 
diately became  involved  in  a  war  with 
the  German  Emperor,  sufiered  a  dis- 
astrous defeat,  and  lost  all  of  his  pos- 
sessions, hereditary  as  well  as  elective. 
Elizabeth  was  the  mother  of  Prince 
Rupert,  distinguished  in  the  civil 
wars  of  England.    She  died  in  1662. 

Elizabeth  Woodvilley  Queen 
of  Edward  IV.  of  England,  was  the 
daughter  of  Sir  Richard  Woodville, 
and  was  the  widow  of  Sir  John  Gray 


when,  in  1464,  the  King,  captivated 
by  her  rare  beauty,  married  her. 
Among  the  offspring  of  this  mar- 
riage were  Edward  V.  and  Eliza- 
beth, who  became  Queen  to  Henry 
VI 1.  and  the  mother  of  Henry  VIII. 
Died  1488. 

Elleuborougrh,  Edward 
LaWy  LoBD,  an  English  iurist ;  bom 
at  Great  Salkeld,  Cumberland,  in 
1750 ;  was  the  son  of  Edmund  Law, 
Bishop  of  Carlisle.  After  a  success- 
ful practice  of  some  years  he  gained 
great  distinction  as  leading  counsel  in 
the  defence  of  Warren  Hastings,  by 
whom  he  was  retained  in  1785.  He 
was  appointed  Attomev-General  in 
1801,  and  in  the  year  following,  upon 
the  death  of  Lord  Kenyon,  was  ap- 
pointed Chief-Justice  of  the  King's 
Bench,  and  was  raised  to  the  peerage 
as  Baron  Ellen  borough.    Diea  1818. 

Ellenborou^hf  Edward 
CaWy  first  Eakl  of,  an  English 
statesman,  son  of  the  preceding,  was 
bom  in  1790.  He  sut'ceeded  to  the 
title  of  Baron  in  1818,  was  appointed 
Lord  Privy  Seal  in  1828,  and  served 
as  President  of  the  Board  of  Control 
in  the  Ministry  of  Sir  Robert  Peel  in 
1835.  He  became  Governor-General 
of  India  in  1842.  He  conquered 
Scinde  and  Gwalior,  annexed  them 
to  the  British  possessions  in  India, 
was  recalled  in  1844,  and  was  cre- 
ated an  Earl.  He  afterward  served 
as  First  Lord  of  the  Admiralty,  and 
in  1858  again  became  President  of 
the  Board  of  Control.    Died  in  1871. 

Ellery,  Williaiu,  an  Ameri- 
can patriot ;  bom  at  Newport,  Rhode 
Island,  in  1727;  studied  at  Harvard 
College ;  engaged  for  several  years  in 
mercantile  pursuits;  afterward  read 
law,  and  was  admitted  to  practice 
in  1770.  As  a  delegate  to  the  Con- 
gress of  1776  he  signed  the  Declara- 
tion of  Independence.  With  the  ex- 
ception of  one  term,  he  remained  in 
Congress  until  1785,  and  in  1790  was 
appointed  collector  of  customs  at  New- 

Sort,  which  office  he  held  until  his 
eath,  in  1820. 
Elliot,  or  EUott,  Georgre 
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Augustus,  Lord  Heathfield,  a 
Brituh  commander;  born  in  Scot- 
land in  1718.  He  served  in  Ger- 
many as  lieutenant-colonel  and  as 
aide^e-camjp  to  George  IL  .from 
1740  to  1748,  was  second  in  com- 
mand at  the  capture  of  Havana,  and. 
having  been  promoted  to  the  rank  or 
lieutenant-general,  was  in  1775  ap- 
pointed Grovemor  of  Gibraltar,  which 
fortress  he  ably  and  successfully  de- 
fended against  the  combined  forces  of 
France  and  Spain  in  a  sie^  which, 
commencing  in  1779,  continued  for 
more  than  three  years.  He  was  after- 
ward created  a  peer  with  the  title  of 
Lord  Heathfield  of  Gibraltar.  Died 
1790. 

lElliotty  "Ebenezer,  an  Eng- 
lish poet  known  as  The  Oorn-Liaw 
lihyiiier;  born  near  Rotherham, 
in  Yorkshire,  in  1781.  Removing 
to  Sheffield  in  1821,  he  engaged  in  the 
iron  trade.  His  most  celebrated  poem 
is  the  Corn- Law  Rhymes^  in  which  he 
advocated  the  repeal  of  the  corn  du- 
ties.    Died  in  1849. 

Ellsworth^  Ephraim  El- 
nier,  an  American  officer ;  born  in 
Saratoga  County,  New  York,  in  1837 : 
remov^  to  Chicago,  where  he  read 
law,  and  where  he  organized,  about 
1859,  a  Zouave  corps  which  oecame 
distinguished  for  its  drill  and  disci- 
pline. He  formed  in  New  York  City 
in  1861  a  Zouave  regiment  of  firemen, 
of  which  he  was  commissioned  col- 
onel. He  was  killed  in  Alexandria 
in  May,  1861,  by  Jackson,  the  keeper 
of  a  hotel  from  the  roof  of  which 
Ellsworth  had  just  removed  a  rebel 
flag.  Jackson  was  immediately  killed 
by  one  of  Ellsworth's  men. 

Ellsworth,  Oliver,  Chief-Jus- 
tice of  the  United  States,  was  bom  in 
Windsor,  Connecticut,  April  29, 1745. 
He  graduated  at  Princeton  in  1766. 
was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1771,  ana 
was  sent  as  a  delegate  to  the  Conti- 
nental Congress  in  1777.  He  sat  as 
a  member  of  the  Constitutional  Con- 
vention in  1787,  and  two  years  later 
was  chosen  to  the  Senate  of  the  United 
States,  where  he  acted  with  the  Fed- 


eral party  and  distinguished  himself 
at}  a  debater.  In  1796  he  was  apr 
pointed  Chief-Justice  of  the  United 
States  by  Washington,  and  in  1799 
was  sent  as  Envoy  Extraordinary  to 
France,  where,  with  his  associatesi 
Davie  and  Murray,  he  negotiated  a 
treaty.    Died  in  1807. 

Ellwoody  Thomas^  an  English 
author  and  a  prominent  minister  in 
the  Society  of  Friends,  was  bom  at 
Crowell,  in  Oxfordshire,  in  1639.  He 
was  an  intimate  friend  of  the  ^oet 
Milton,  who,  at  Ellwood's  suggestion, 
produced  his  second  ereat  poem, 
Paradise  Regained.     Dim  1713. 

Elpliinstoue,  Mountstuart, 

a  British  statesman  and  historian,  was 
the  fourth  son  of  the  eleventh  Lord 
Elphinstone,  and  was  bom  in  1779. 
Entering  the  service  of  the  East  India 
Company  in  1795,  he  was  appointed 
secretary  to  Sir  Arthur  Wellesley  in 
1803,  Minister  to  the  court  of  Cabool 
in  1808,  and  Governor  of  Bombay  in 
1819.  He  was  tendered  in  1836  the 
position  of  Governor-General  of  In- 
dia, but  declined  on  account  of  ill- 
health.  Amonff  his  works  are  an 
Account  of  the  Kingdom  of  Cabool  and 
a  History  of  India,    Died  1859. 

Elzevir,  the  name  of  a  celebrated 
family  of  publishers  which  flourished 
at  Leyden,  in  Holland,  from  about 
1570  to  1680.  Louis  Elzevir,  the 
founder  of  the  house,  was  bora  in 
1540.  He  died  about  1617,  leaving 
four  sons,  Matthew,  Louis,  Gilles.  ana 
Bonaventure,  who  continued  the  ouai- 
ness.  Daniel,  the  last  distinguished 
member  of  the  family,  and  the  great- 

frandson  of  the  first-named  Louis 
:izeyir,  died  in  1680. 
Emerson,  Ralph  Waldo,  an 
American  author^  poet,  and  philoso- 
pher especially  distinguished  for  the 
subtlety  and  ori^nality  of  his  intel- 
lect, was  bom  in  Boston  in  1803.  He 
graduated  at  Harvard  in  1821,  and 
was  ordained  a  minister  at  the  Second 
Unitarian  Church  of  Boston  in  1829, 
but  retired  from  the  ministry  in  1832, 
on  account  of  a  difference  of  belief^ 
and  sailed  for  £uio^  in  V>«»»£^et 
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of  the  same  year.  Returning  to 
America  in  1833,  he  began  hb  career 
as  a  lecturer,  speaking  upon  a  great 
variety  of  subjects.  He  became  in 
1840  a  contributor  to  the  Died,  the 
oigan  of  the  Transcendentalists  of 
New  England,  and  was  the  editor  of 
that  periodical  from  1842  to  1844. 
His  Enaya^  the  first  volume  of  which 
u>peared  in  1841  and  the  second  in 
1844,  were  greatly  admired  for  orig- 
inality of  thought  and  freshness  and 
be»uty  of  style.  He  issued  in  1850  a 
work  entitled  Hepreaentative  Men^ 
which  is  regarded  by  many  as  the 
greatest  of  his  writing  It  contains 
a  series  of  characters,  mcluding  Plato, 
Swedenborg,  Montaigne,  Shakespeare, 
Napoleon,  and  Goethe,  each  of  whom 
is  aesigned  to  represent  a  class.  A 
third  volume  of  Etaays  appeared  in 

1870,  PamoMUA:    Selected    Poems  in 

1871,  and  a  fourth  volume  of  Enauya 
in  the  same  year.  Died  April  27, 
1882. 

-Cininanuely  sumamed  the 
Great,  King  of  Portugal,  and  son 
of  Ferdinand,  Duke  of  Viseu,  a 
Prince  of  the  blood-royal,  was  bom 
at  Alconcheta  in  1469.  He  ascended 
the  throne  in  1495  as  the  successor  of 
John  II.  During  hb  reign  the  Moors 
and  the  Jews  were  banished,  import- 
ant discoveries  and  conquests  were 
made,  and  the  victorious  expeditions 
of  Vasco  da  Gama,  Alvares  de  Ca- 
bral,  Almeida,  and  Albuquerque  were 
sent  out.  He  married,  in  1519,  Eleo- 
nore,  sister  of  the  Emperor  Charles 
V.    Died  1521. 

£ininanuel  Philiberty  sur- 
named  TirE  de  Feb,  Duke  of  Savoy ; 
an  Italian  general ;  bom  atChambery 
in  1528.  His  father  was  Charles  111. 
of  Savoy.  At  the  age  of  twenty  he 
entered  the  service  of  the  Emperor 
Charles  V.,  who  in  1553  appointed 
him  commander-in-chief  of  the  im- 

Srial  army  in  the  war  against  France, 
e  with  the  Count  of  Egmont  gained 
a  decisive  victory  over  tne  French  at 
Saint-Quentin  in  1557.  He  married, 
in  1559,  Margaret,  a  sister  of  Henry 
II.,  King  of  France,  and  afterwara 


recovered  all  his  paternal  dominions, 
which  had  been  seized  bv  the  French. 
The  condition  of  his  dukedom  im- 
proved greatly  under  his  wise  and 
liberal  government.    Died  1580. 

flmniety  Robert^  an  Irish  pa- 
triot and  orator,  brother  of  Thomas 
Addis  Emmet,  was  bom  in  Cork  in 
1780,  and  in  early  life  became  one  of 
the  leaders  of  the  "  United  Irishmen." 
In  July,  1803,  he  led  a  party  of  in- 
surgents which  killed  Lord  ICilwar- 
den,  then  Chief-Justice  of  Ireland, 
and  several  others.  The  insurgents 
were  soon  dispersed  by  the  troops. 
Emmet  was  arrested,  and,  after  hav- 
ing defended  himself  with  great  elo- 
quence, was  sentenced  to  death.  He 
was  executed  in  September,  1803. 

Eiiimety  Thomas  Addis,  an 
Irish  lawyer,  brother  of  the  pr^sed- 
ing,  was  born  at  Cork  in  1764.  He 
was  thoroughly  educated,  and  was 
admitted  to  the  bar  in  1790.  Becom- 
ing a  leader  of  the  "United  Irish- 
men," he  was  arrested  and  imprisoned 
from  1798  until  1801.  Three  years 
later  he  removed  to  New  York,  where 
he  acquired  an  extensive  and  lucrative 
practice.  He  was  especially  distin- 
guished as  an  orator.  He  was  chosen, 
m  1812,  Attorney-General  of  the 
State  of  New  York.     Died  1827. 

dupedoeles,  a  Greek  philoso- 
pher; bom  at  Agrigentum,  Sicily, 
about  475  b.  c.  He  is  said  to  have 
taught  the  Hindoo  philosophy  of 
transmigration.  His  principal  work 
was  a  poem  on  the  Nature  and  Prin- 
eivlea  of  Things^  some  portions  of 
wnich  are  still  preserved. 

Eucke,  Joliann  Franz,  a 
German  astronomer;  born  in  Ham- 
burg in  1791.  He  distinguished  him- 
self by  determining  the  orbit  of  the 
comet  of  1680  and  the  distance  of  the 
earth  from  the  sun.  He  subsequently 
made  successful  investigations  into  the 
orbit  and  period  of  the  comet  of  Pons, 
since  known  as  Encke's  comet.  He 
was  ap()ointed  director  of  the  Royal 
Observatory  of  Berlin  about  1825.  and 
also  secretary  of  the  Academv  of  Sci- 
elices.    He  was  the  author  of  several 
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works  on  astronomy,  inclnding  As- 
tr<mnmisehe  JahrbSrher,    Died  1865. 

Endicotty  John 9  one  of  the 
earliest  colonial  Governors  of  Massa- 
chusetts, was  bom  at  Dorchester,  Eng- 
land, in  1589.  He  commanded  an  ex- 
pedition against  the  Pequot  Indians 
in  1636.  After  serving  for  several 
years  as  Deputy-Governor  of  Massa- 
chusetts, he  was  elected  Governor  in 
1644,  and  continued,  with  but  little 
interruption,  to  fill  that  office  until 
his  death,  which  occurred  in  1665. 
He  was  narrow-minded,  bigoted,  and 
very  energetic  in  executing  the  laws 
against  all  those  who  dissented  from 
the  Puritan  faith. 

Enghien,  d%  Lonis  An- 
toine  Henri  de  Bourbon, 
Due,  a  French  Prince  of  the  blood- 
roval;  bom  at  Chantilly  in  1772. 
After  emigrating  in  1789  and  travel- 
ling for  some  years  he  joined  the 
army  of  his  grandfather,  the  Prince 
of  Cond6,  in  which  he  served  against 
the  French  republic  with  distinguish- 
ed courage  from  1793  until  1801.  He 
retired  to  Ettenheim,  in  Baden,  where, 
though  on  neutral  territory,  he  was  by 
order  of  Napoleon  arrested  in  1804, 
charged  with  conspiracy,  taken  to  the 
castle  of  Vincennes,  near  Paris,  tried 
before  a  court-martial  speedily  con- 
vened, and  shot  in  March  of  that  year. 
This  execution  is  regarded  as  one  of 
the  worst  and  most  ui\)ustifiable  crimes 
committed  by  Napoleon. 

GnniiiSy  Quintu.s,  a  Roman 
epic  poet;  bom,  of  a  Greek  family,  at 
Rudise,  in  Calabria,  al)out  239  b.  c. 
Becoming  in  early  life  a  citizen  of 
Rome,  he  procured  the  friendship  and 
patronage  of  Scipio,  Cato,  and  other 
eminent  men.  His  most  important 
work — an  historical  epic  called  An- 
naU — enjoyed  for  a  long  time  the 
greatest  popularity  of  any  poem  in 
the  Latin  tongue.  He  wrote  also 
several  comedies  and  tragedies,  and 
was  the  first  to  introduce  into  Latin 
poetry  the  heroic  hexameter.  Died 
in  169  B.  c. 

Enoch,  or  Henoch 9  the  son  of 
Jared,  and  the  father  of  Methuselah, 


was  bom  in  3378  B.  c.  He  led  a  holy 
life,  and  at  the  age  of  three  hundred 
and  sixty-five  was  translated.  The 
book  of  j£noch  was  received  by  the 
early  Christians,  but  was  rejected  by 
the  Church  as  apocryphal. 

Eon  de  ^Beauuiont,  d% 
Charles  Clenevi^ve  Louis 
Aiig^uste  Andr^  Timoth^y 
called  Chevalier  d'Eon,  a  French 

diplomatist ;  bom  at  Tonnerre  in  1728. 
He  became  distinguished  by  writinff 
an  E)*aay  on  the  Finances  of  France^iSi 
in  1755  was  sent  on  a  mission  to  Rus- 
sia, with  which  country  he  negotiated 
a  treaty.  He  served  with  the  French 
army  in  Germany  in  1759  as  a  cap- 
tain, and  was  sent  a  few  years  later  as 
Minister  Plenipotentiary  to  London, 
but  was  soon  superseded.  On  his  re- 
turn to  France,  in  1777,  he  assumed 
the  garb  of  a  woman,  which  he  con- 
tinued to  wear  till  his  death.  The 
Revolution  deprived  him  of  a  pension 
and  compellea  him  to  take  refuge  in 
England,  where  he  died  in  1810.  He 
was  the  author  of  historical  and  politi- 
cal essays. 

Epaminondas,  a  Theban 
statesman  and  general,  son  of  Polym- 
nis,  was  bora  about  412  B.  c.  He 
studied  under  Lvsis  of  Tarentum,  a 
Pvthagorean  philosopher.  He  first 
gaiiaed  distinction,  in  385,  at  the  bat- 
tle of  Mantinea,  where  he  showed 
wonderfiil  courage  and  greatlv  assist- 
ed the  cause  of  Sparta.  In  his  youth 
Epaminondas  was  fond  of  study  and 
retiring  in  disposition,  and  was  re- 
^rded  by  the  aristocrats,  who  ban- 
ished Pelopidas  and  the  popular  lead- 
ers, a«  a  philosopher,  for  which  reason 
he  was  not  disturbed.  At  the  age  of 
forty  he  acquired  the  reputation  of 
being  one  of  the  greatest  orators  of 
Greece. 

About  this  time  a  war  broke  ont 
between  Thebes  and  Sparta,  and 
Epaminondas  was  made  commander 
of  the  Theban  army,  consisting  of 
six  thousand  foot-soldiers  and  five 
hundred  horse,  while  Sparta  op- 
posed to  him  an  army  of  eleven 
thousand    men.    At   the   battle   oC 
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Leuctra,  in  371  b.  c,  owing  to  the 
skill  of  Epaminondas  as  a  military 
oommander,  the  Spartans  were  de- 
feated with  great  loss,  which  proved 
a  decisive  blow  to  the  supremacy  of 
Sparta  over  the  other  Greek  States. 
In  369  he  invaded  the  Peloponnesus 
and  threatened  Sparta,  but  without 
soooess,  and  in  362  B.  c.  sained  a  great 
▼ietory  at  Mantinea.  In  this  mittle 
Epaminondas  received  a  woond  which 
resulted  in  his  death. 

£pictetuS9  a  Stoic  philosopher ; 
bom  at  Hierapolisy  in  Phrygia,  in  60 
A.  D. ;  was  a  freedman  of  hpaphrodi- 
lUB.  When .  the  philosophers  were 
banished  from  Rome,  in  89,  b^  Do- 
mitian,  he  went  to  Nicopolis,  in 
Epirus. .  Few  events  in  his  life  are 
known,  but  he  acquired  an  extended 
reputation  as  a  teacher  of  philosophy. 
His  lessons  were  greatly  admired,  and 
his  life  afforded  an  example  of  un- 
blemished virtue.  His  disciple  Ar- 
rian  left  eiight  books  in  which  the 
doctrines  of  Epictetus  are  written 
out,  but  only  four  of  these  are  ex- 
tant. Epictetus  left  no  written  works. 
The  date  of  his  death  is  unknown. 

EpicuniSy  a  Greek  philosopher 
and  founder  of  the  sect  which  bears 
his  name,  the  son  of  an  Athenian, 
was  born  on  the  island  of  Samos  about 
340  B.  c.  He  travelled  in  Ionia,  and 
spent  some  time  in  Mitvlene  and 
Lampsacus.  He  afterward  removed 
to  Athens  in  309  and  purchased  a 
garden,  in  which  he  expounded  his 
system  of  philosophy,  the  central  idea 
of  which  is  that  true  wisdom  con- 
sists in  the  (wise)  pursuit  of  pleasure. 
Duty,  strictly  speaking,  has  no  place 
in  his  system.  Scarcely  anv  of  his 
writings  are  extant,  but  his  aoctrines, 
it  is  generally  believed,  are  fully  pre- 
sent^ to  us  in  Lucretius's  admirable 
poem,  De  Rerum  Natura.  Died  270  B.C. 

!Epiphaniii89  St.,  was  bom 
near  Eleutheropolis,  in  Palestine, 
about  310  A.  D.,  and  spent  many  of 
his  youthful  years  in  Egj'pt,  where  he 
received  his  ideas  of  asceticism.  On 
his  return  to  Palestine  he  became  a 
disciple  of  Hilarion,  and  about  368 


was  made  Bishop  of  Constantia,  on 
the  island  of  Cyprus,  He  was  vio-. 
lently  opposed  to  Origen  and  the 
Arians,  through  which  opposition  he 
became  involved  in  much  contention, 
and  took  a  conspicuous  part  in  the 
deposition  of  Chrj-sostom.  Among 
his  other  works,  which  are  all  written 
in  Greek,  is  Panarium^  a  treatise 
against  heresies.  His  works  are 
chiefly  valuable  as  containing  Quota- 
tions from  other  authors  whose  oooks 
have  been  lost.     Died  in  402  A.  d. 

ErasmuSy  Desiderius,  one  of 
the  greatest  scholars  of  modem  times, 
was  the  natural  son  of  Gerard  Praet 
of  Gx)uda,  and  was  bom  at  Rotterdam, 
October  28,  1465.  In  accordance  with 
the  fashion  among  scholars  of  his 
time,  he  changed  the  name  Gerard 
into  its  Latin  and  Greek  equivalents, 
Desiderius  Erasmus,  which  mean 
"desired,"  "loved."  He  studied  at 
Utrecht,  and  for  about  six  years  at 
Deventer,  where  he  made  rapid  prog- 
ress. At  the  age  of  thirteen,  having 
become  an  orphan,  he  was  i-equired  to 
enter  a  monasterv  bv  those  who  had 
charge  of  him,  and  who  had  already 
defrauded  him  of  his  means  of  support. 
He  felt  a  great  aversion  to  monastic 
life,  but  at  last  acquiesced,  and  entered 
the  monaster^'  of  Stein,  where  he  pur- 
sued his  studies  and  was  distinguished 
as  a  Latin  scholar.  He  acted  as  secre- 
tary to  the  Bishop  of  Cambray  from 
1492  to  1496,  when  he  was  permitted 
to  go  to  Paris,  where  he  studied  at  the 
College  de  Montaigu  and  earned  his 
living  by  giving  lessons  to  persons  of 
quality.  Among  his  pupils  was  Lonl 
Mountjoy,  on  whose  invitation,  in 
1497,  ne  visited  England,  where  he 
became  intimate  with  More,  Colet, 
and  other  eminent  men.  He  returned 
to  the  Continent  in  1499,  went  in  1506 
to  Italy — where  he  became  the  friend 
and  associate  of  the  most  eminent  men 
— and  was  released  by  the  Pope  from 
his  monastic  vows.  During  this  period 
he  published  various  works  and  ac- 
quired a  high  reputation. 

In  1510,  Erasmus  again  visited 
England,  and  was  appointed  Margaret 
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proftnor  of  dirini^  muI  Greek  lec- 
turer ftt  CtmbriilKe.  In  the  Mune 
je&r  he  publiBhed  his  Praite  ef  tWy, 
which  wM  npidlj  aold  mnil  oniver- 
ully  commended.  Keturning  to  the 
Continent  in  1514,  he  vigoroiulr  con- 
tinued his  litenu-y  labore.  B&Ia  was 
cbieB/  the  place  of  hie  reeidencv. 
Among  the  numerous  volumes  which 
he  now  produced  msj  be  mentioned  an 
edition  of  the  works  of  St.  Jerome; 
an  edition  of  the  New  Testuneoi, 
with  a  LtUin  tnuislation ;  hin  dialogue 
entitled  Clttronianiu ;  and  hia  cele- 
brated Colloqaiu,  which,  attacking 
BupCTstition  and  church  abiiHca,  gave 
■uch  oRence  to  Catholics  that  he  was 
branded  by  them  as  haring  laid  the 
egg  which  Luther  hatched.  Witli 
Luther,  however,  whom  he  huil  prn- 
Toked  by  his  treatise  on  Free  Wili,  he 
weu  in  open  hostility. 

£rasmug  died  July  12,  1530.  A 
complete  olition  of  his  works,  in  ten 
folio  volumes,  was  piiblislied  by  Le 
Clerc 

ISm.stiltf|  T]ioinn.<i,  a  physician 
and  writer;  bi>ni  at  Rarlcn  in  15'J4; 
WHS  for  a  hing  time  [irofeivior  nf  medi- 
cine at  ileidell)erc,,and  in  1.580  was 
appointed  to  the  rhuir  of  moral  phil- 
osophy at  Bile.  His  Thtms  on  Kwom- 
tHHiiieiitioa  caused  no  little  excitement 
after  his  death.  The  doctrines  which 
he  advocated  have  lunce  been  termed 
"  EnistianiHm,"  lie  denied  the  au- 
thority of  the  Church  to  censure  or  to 
absolve,  and  liis  doctrines  were  bitter- 
ly inveighed  against  by  both  Catholics 
and  Protestants.    Died  1.783. 

EratostlieiinH,  a  Greek  ostron- 
nmer  and  gconielrioian ;  bom  at  L'v- 
rene  in  2T6  b.  c.  ;  studied  under  Aris- 
ton  of  Chins  and  Callimacliils  the 
poet,  and  was  for  manv  years  keeper 
of  the  Alexandrian  Llbnirv.  He  is 
considered  to  be  the  founder  of  the 
science  of  astronomy.  The  method  of 
measuring  the  circumference  of  the 
earth  was  discovered  by  him,  and  has 
been  used  with  suivess  by  modem 
astronomers.  He  also  obtained  the 
measure  of  the  obliquity  of  the  ec- 
liptic.   Of  his   many  writings   none 


have   been   preMrred.    Died  abcnt 
196  B.C. 
Erckmann-Chatriaut  the 

names  of  two  French  noveliats  who 
formed  an  UMdatioa  in  HtmaUire 
similar  to  that  of  Be«umoat  and 
Fletcher,  and  who  have  written  k  , 
lat^  number  of  novels  in  colhdMua- 
tion  with  each  other. — Emii.e  Ebck- 
NAKK  was  bom  in  1822;  studied  trnw 
in  Paris,  and  then  devoted  himself  lo 
literature,  Ai.exakdre  Okatriam 
was  bom  in  1H:W,  and  formed  the  ac- 
quaintance of  Erckmann  in  1847,  after 
which  ibey  began  la  pmiuoe  their 
joint  articlea, 

Eric  XIII..  King  of  Swedso, 
reckoned  also  Eric  VII.  or  VIIL  of 
Denmark,  the  eon  of  the  Duke  of 
Pumeranta  and  grand-nephew  of 
Queen  Margaret  of  Wsldemar,  under 
whoso  reign  the  crowns  of  Denmark 
and  Sweden  had  been  united,  waa 
bom  in  I'iS'l.  He  married  Philip- 
pa,  datishter  of  llenr^  IV.  of  Eng- 
land. He  opprewed  his  subjects,  who 
drove  him  fnim  the  kingdom  in  1438. 
He  went  to  the  island  of  Uiigen,  and 
died  there  aloiil  I4'>0. 

Kric  XIV.,  King  of  Sweden, son 
of  <im«aviis  VsHO,  was  bom  about 
153o,  and  succeeded  to  the  throne  in 
1560,  His  pro))oi(als  of  marriage  t*) 
Ijueen  Eliubelh  bavins  been  r^ecl«d, 
he  married  Catherine  Mansdoter,  the 
daughter  of  a  corporal,  and  made  her 
Queen.  In  15tt!i  his  hrotheiv  and 
other  nobles,  on  account  of  his  vio- 
lence and  misgovern meni,  conspired 
againiit  and  dcpoeed  him.  Eric  was 
confined  in  prison  until  1,577,  when 
he  died  or  was  killed.  His  brother 
John  succeeded  faim  on  the  throne. 

Eric  tbe  Red,  euppoeed  to  hare 
discovered  North  America,  was  a 
Scandinavian  navigator.  About  982 
he  went  to  Iceland,  and  afterward 
discovered  Greenlond.  About  1000 
A.  D.  his  son  Lief  discovered  a  conti- 
nent, part  of  which  he  called  Mark- 
land  and  part  Vinland,  which  are 
supposed  to  have  been  the  southern 
portion  of  New  England. 

EricssOD,  Jolui,  distinguished 
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as  an  engineer  and  inventor,  was  bom 
in  Sweden  in  1803 ;  entered  the  navv, 
and  rose  to  the  rank  of  captain.  He 
devoted  his  attention  early  in  life  to 
the  ose  of  caloric  instead  of  steam  as 
A  motive-power,  and  in  1829  oon- 
atrocted  in  England  a  locomotive- 
engine  which  on  the  Liverpool  and 
Manchester  Railway  attained  a  speed 
of  &fiy  miles  an  hour.  But,  for  some 
cause,  he  failed  to  get  the  prise  for 
which  he  was  competing^  or  to  derive 
any  advantage  from  his  invention. 
He  afterward  removed  to  America, 
where  in  1852  he  built  a  vessel,  the 
EricBSon,  which  was  propelled  by  a 
caloric  engine,  and  in  1861  the  first 
'•Monitor'  which  in  March,  1862. 
destroyed  the  Confederate  irondad 
Merrimac  He  has  been  very  suc- 
oesi^l  in  the  manufacture  of  station- 
arycaloric  engines. 

"Eriffeiia,  Joannes  Scotna, 
an  Irish  philosopher ;  lived  about  850 
A.  D.,  and  passed  most  of  his  life  in 
France  at  the  court  of  Charles  the 
Bald  bv  whom  he  was  liberally  pat- 
ronised. "He  was,"  savs  Hallam, 
"in  a  literary  and  philosophical 
sense,  the  most  remarkable  man  of 
the    Dark   Ages."     He    was    distin- 

fuished  as  a  theological  disputant, 
at  his  works  on  theology  were  con- 
sidered heretical  by  the  Romish 
Church.  His  principal  work,  enti- 
tled On  the  Division  if  Nature^  treats 
of  metaphysics,  theology,  etc  Died 
about  875  a.  d. 

Erlach,  d%  Jean  Lionis,  a 
Hwiss  general ;  bom  at  Berne  in  1595 ; 
served  for  several  campaigns  in  Ger- 
many, and  entered  the  service  of 
Gustavus  Adolphus,  by  whom  he 
was  made  Quartermaster,  and  in 
1632  a  councillor.  After  the  death 
of  the  Duke  of  Weimar,  Erlach  was 
given  the  command  of  the  army,  and 
later  entered  the  service  of  France. 
He  fought  in  1648  at  the  battle  of 
Lens  under  the  Prince  of  Cond^,  who 
ascribed  to  his  efforts  the  victory 
gained  there.  Afler  the  defection  of 
Turenne  the  command  of  the  army 
was  given  to  Erlach,  who  was  soon 


after   made  a    Marshal  of   France, 
which  honor  he  survived  but  a  few 
days.    Died  1650. 
firmengrarde,  or  Hermen- 

grardey  Queen  of  Provence,  and 
daughter  of  Louis  XL,  Emperor  of 
Germany,  and  Engelberga,  was  bom 
855  A.  D.  and  in  877  married  Boson, 
a  brother-in-law  of  Charles  the  Bald, 
who  gave  him  the  govemment  of 
Provence.  Being  very  ambitious,  she 
persuaded  Boson  to  assume  the  title 
of  King  of  Aries,  which  involved  him 
in  a  disastrous  war  with  Louis  III.  of 
France.  As  guardian  of  her  son  Louis 
shegovemed  Provence  after  the  death 
of  Boson,  in  888. 

Bmestiy  Johann  Angast, 
a  German  critic,  was  bom  at  Tenn- 
stedt,  in  Thuringia,  in  August^  1707, 
and  was  the  son  of  Johann  Chnstoph, 
pastor  of  that  place.  He  studied  at 
Wittenberg  and  Leipsic,  at  which 
latter  place  he  subsecjuently  became 
professor  of  ancient  literature,  rheto- 
ric, and  theology.  He  died  in  1781. 
He  wrote  many  theological  and  philo- 
logical treatises,  but  it  is  upon  his 
edition  of  the  works  of  Cicero  that 
his  celebrity  principally  rests. 

Erskin'e,  £benezer,  son  of 
Henry  P^rskine,  was  bom  in  1680, 
and  was  the  founder  of  a  sect  in  Scot- 
land called  "Seoeders."  He  was  a 
minister  at  Portmoak,  Kinross,  for 
twenty-eight  years  prior  to  1731,  at 
which  time  he  accepted  a  call  to  Stir- 
ling. In  1732,  Erskine  opposed  the 
action  of  the  Church  of  Scotland  on 
the  subject  of  lav  patronage,  was  sus- 
pended from  the  ministry,  and  in 
1736,  with  some  friends,  organized 
the  "Secession  Church."  Died  in 
1754.  His  writings  have  been  much 
admired. 

Krskine,  Henry,  a  Scottish 
lavryer,  the  second  son  of  David, 
tenth  Earl  of  Buchan,  and  brother 
of  the  Lord  Chancellor,  was  bom  in 
Edinburgh  in  1746.  He  was  admit- 
ted to  the  bar  in  1768  and  made  Ix>rd 
Advocate  of  Scotland  in  1782.  When 
Pitt  became  Prime  Minister,  Erskine 
was  removed,   but  was   reappointed 
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liament.     Died  in  1817. 
Erskinei  Thomas,  Lord,  b 

Uwyer  and  omwr  ;  bom  in  Edin- 
burgh iit  January,  1750.  He  vaa  the 
youngest  son  of  Henry  Dsvid,  Earl 
of  Buchan,  was  eduoatcd  al  the  Uni- 
Tervty  of  Haint  Andrev's,  and  at  the 
■ge  □'  twenty  married  a  dHUf;hter  of 
lAniel  Moore.  M.  P.  After  itpendins 
several  yeiirg  in  boih  the  navv  and 
(he  army  he  rvsolred  in  1774  to  nludy 
law,  wa8  admitted  the  next  year  as  a 
nudenl  at  Linmln's  Ian,  received  the 
decree  of  A.  M.  nt  Cambridge  in  1776, 
and  wai  called  to  the  bar  in  1778.  He 
gained  great  dletinrtion  upon  the  tri&t 
of  his  timt  cause,  which  was  that  of 
Capl.  Bttillie,  who  wu  chareed  with 
libelling  the  Earl  of  Sandwich,  a  Cab- 
ioel  Minister.  His  talent  and  elo- 
quence mode  Biich  a  deep  impreninn 
upon  those  present,  and  especially  the 
attorneys,  that  he  received  numerous 
.  before  leaving  the  court- 
e  entered  imra^ialely  on  an 
e  and  lucrative  practice,  and 
was  regarded  aa  one  of  the  firat  law- 
yers in  England.  He  further  distin- 
guished himself  in  1781  by  his  sue- 
ccsaful  defent^e  of  Lord  (ieorKe  Gor- 
don, indicted  for  treason.  He  was 
elected  as  a  Whtj;  to  the  House  of 
Commons  in  178J,  but  wan  not  buo- 
ceufnl  a«  a  parliamentary  debater. 
He  lost  hin  seat  i;i  the  election  of 
1784,  but  wsA  in  17M  again  elected 
to  PartiamenI,  where  ho  supported 
the  principles  of  Fox  at  the  coni- 
mencement  of  the  French  Kevolu- 
_tion.  In  1794  he  defended  with  wg- 
'nal  ability  and  success  Hardy  and 
John  Home  Tooke,  chargetl,  bv  di- 
rection of  the  Ministry,  with  ''con- 
structive treaMn."  He  was  from  this 
time  regarded  by  the  popular  party 
u  their  most  able  champion.  He 
was  made  Chancellor  of  tiie  Diicby 
of  Cornwall  in  1802,  and  in  1806,  on 
the  formation  of  the  Urenvilie  Min- 
istrv,  Lord  Chanrellor  of  England, 
ami  won  created  a  peer  with  the  title 


of  Baron  Enskine  of  Bertonnel  CMtle. 
A  change  having  been  made  in  the 
Miniotrv,  Lord  Unkine  retired  from 
otlice  in  I8U7.  Died  November,  182S. 

"As  an  advocate  in  the  forum  he 
is,"  saya  Lord  (Xmpbell,  "withoot 
an  equal  in  ancient  or  modem  tinea. 
.  .  .  He  spoke  as  his  clients  respect- 
ively would  have  spoken,  being  en- 
dowed with  his  genius ;  and  those  who 
heard  him  seemed  to  be  inspired  with 
a  new,  ethereal  existence." 

Erskine  was  the  author  of  several 
works,  among  the  most  important  of 
which  is  a  Viae  of  the  Vaiusa  and 
Omuequmta  r^  tKt  War  iei>K  Fmaet, 
ftf   which    forty-eight   editions  were

Espart«ro,  Don  Baltlo- 
mero,  Duke  de  la  Viltoria,  a  Span- 
ish statesman  and  general,  and  the 
son  of  a  mechanic,  ««a  bom  at  Onm- 
atula,  I^  Mancha,  in  17S2.  Enter- 
ing the  army,  he  served  against  Boli- 
var in  South  America,  was  made  a 
colonel  in  1S22,  and  was  soon  after- 
ward promoted  to  the  rank  of  brig- 
adier'genenil.  Ileturning  to  Spain  in 
182.%  he  joined  the  partv  of  Queen 
Isabella  in  the  dvil  war  which  com- 
menced in  1833,  WHS  soon  aflerwani 
appointed  commandant-general  of  Bia- 
cay,  lieulen ant-general  in  1835,  and 
commander-in-chiaf  of  the  Army  of 
the  North  in  1836.  The  next  vear  he 
defended  Madrid  against  the  Carllsls, 
compelled  them  to  retreat  over  the 
Ebro,  and  gained  several  other  vic- 
tories. As  a  reward  for  bis  services 
he  was  treated  a  srandee  of  the  first 
class,  with  the  title  of  Duke  de  la 
Viltoria  y  Morel  la. 

The  Carlisls  submitted  in  1840, 
and  E^opartcro  won  In  1841  appointed 
R^jent  of  Spain,  during  Isabella's 
minoritv.  Another  insurrection  hav- 
ing brolien  out,  a  body  of  insurgents 
under  Narvaez  took  possession  of 
Madrid  In  1843.  Espartero  was  ban- 
ished, and,  atler  passing  several  yeara 
in  Bhgland,  was  permitted  to  reliiro 
lo  hif  native  coiintty  in  lS4t!.   By  an- 
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other  reTolution,  in  July,  1854,  the 
power  of  Narvaes  was  destrojed,  and 
EBpartero  a^n  became  Prime  Min- 
ifter  of  Spam. 

ISssexy  Robert  Devereux, 
second  Eabl  of,  the  eldest  son  of 
Bobert,  first  Earl  of  Essex,  was  bom 
at  Netherwood,  England,  in  1567, 
and  was  educated  at  Cambridge.  En- 
tering the  army,  he  served  as  captain- 
ffeneral  of  cavalry  in  1587,  under  the 
Earl  of  Leicester,  upon  whose  death, 
in  the  following  year,  he  became  the 
principal  favorite  of  Queen  Elizabeth. 
Two  years  later  he  married  a  daugh- 
ter of  Sir  Francis  Walsingham  and 
widow  of  Sir  Philip  Sidney.  As  com- 
mander of  the  land  forces  in  1596 
in  the  successful  escpedition  against 
Cadis  he  displayed  energy,  courage, 
and  ability,  and*  in  1597  was  created 
Eari  Marshal  of  England.  He  quar- 
relled with  the  Queen  in  1598,  was 
uuRicoesBAil  in  1599  in  an  expedition 
Mainst  the  Irbh,  and  was  suspended 
from  office  and  imprisoned.  Having 
been  released,  he  attempted  to  force 
the  Queen  to  dismiss  his  enemies  from 
office,  marched  to  London  with  two 
hundred  of  his  followers,  and  en- 
deavored, but  unsuccessfully,  to  in- 
duce the  people  to  rise.  He  was 
arrested,  and,  after  being  tried  for 
and  convicted  of  high  treason,  was 
beheaded  in  1601.  Although  Eliz- 
abeth signed  the  warrant  for  his  exe- 
cution, she  did  it  with  great  reluc- 
tance ;  and  grief  caused  by  the  act  is 
supposed  to  have  hastened  her  own 
death. 

Bssexy  Bobert  Devereux, 
third  Earl  of,  son  of  the  preceding, 
was  bom  in  London  in  1592,  and  was 
educated  at  Merton  College.  At  an 
early  afe  he  married  Lady  Frances 
Howard,  from  whom  he  was  after- 
ward divorced.  He  subsequenUy 
married  a  daughter  of  Sir  William 
Paulet,  from  whom  also  he  was  sepa- 
rated by  a  decree  of  court.  He  was 
restorea  to  his  father's  titles  by  James 
I.,  and  served  with  distinction  in  Hol- 
land in  1620.  Although  a  popular 
favorite,  he  was  appointed  by  Charles 


I.^  in  1641,  Lord  Chamberlain  and 
Lieutenant-General.  Refusing  to  fol- 
low that  monarch,  Essex  became  the 
most  popular  leader  of  the  Presby- 
terian party.  He  was  given  chief 
command  of  the  Parliamentary  army 
in  1642.  While  he  gained  some  vic- 
tories, he  suffered  several  reverses; 
and,  his  course  becoming  unsatisfac- 
tory to  Parliament,  he  resigned  in 
1644,  when  a  pension  of  ten  thousand 
pounds  was  settled  upon  him.  Died 
in  1647. 

E8taingr»  d%  Charles  Hec- 
tor, Count,  a  French  admiral ;  bom 
in  Auvergnein'1729;  served  in  India 
about  1758.  He  commanded,  as  vice- 
admiral,  the  fleet  sent  to  aid  the 
Americans  in  1778.  The  year  follow- 
ing he  took  the  isle  of  Grenada,  and 
retumed  to  France  in  1780.  At  the 
commencement  of  the  French  Revo- 
lution he  acted  with  I>a  Favctte  in  the 
vain  attempt  to  save  the  lives  of  the 
King  and  the  Queen.  He  was  be- 
headed in  1794. 

£8terliazy  de  Galantlia, 
NicllolaH,  Prince,  son  of  Nicholas 
Joseph  Esterhazy,  a  Field-Marshal 
in  the  Austrian  service,  was  born  in 
Hungary  in  1765.  He  served  with 
distinction  against  the  French  and  in 
defence  of  Austria,  in  1797  was  created 
a  Field-Marshal  and  Privy  Council- 
lor, and  was  sent  as  Ambassador  to 
the  courts  of  St  Petersburg,  London, 
and  Paris.     Died  1833. 

Esterhazy  de  Galantha, 
Paul  Antony,  Prince,  an  Hun- 
garian magnate  and  diplomatist  in 
the  Austrian  service,  was  Iwirn  in 
1786,  and  was  for  several  years  Am- 
bassador at  London.  He  approved 
of  the  national  movement  in  Hungary 
prior  to  the  revolution  of  1848,  and 
for  a  short  period  held  a  position  in 
the  Hungarian  Ministry.  Ilis  estates 
were  the  largest  owned  oy  a  subject  of 
Austria.    Died  1866. 

£tlielbert,  King  of  Kent,  com- 
menced his  reign  about  560,  and  soon 
acquired  the  ascendency  in  the  Saxon 
Heptarchv.  He  was  converted  to 
Christianity  by  Augustine.  To  Ethel-

Aa  command- 
er  of  the  imperial  army  in  Piedmont 
in  1691  he  gained  several  rietoriea 
over  the  French;  and  waa  TOonioted 
to 'the  rank  of  Field- HarsiiBl.  Lnnla 
XIV.  offered  him,  about  1694,  a  lam 

rrion,  with  the  title  of  Marahal,  if 
wonld  return  to  the  aerrioa  of 
Francs,  but  Eugene  reacted  thia 
offer.  He  anbaequentlv  oommaaded 
the  Anatrlan  army  in  Hnngary,  aod 
won  in  1697  a  complete  riettwy  over 
the  Turka  at  Zanta.  The  war  of  the 
SjMLuiah  BnccewioB  now  opened  tor 
him  a  wider  and  more  brilliant  Md 
of  operationa.  He  outgeneraled  the 
French  Marahal  Catinat  in  Italy  in 
1701,  and  aurpriaed  and  <mptnied 
Villeroi  in  Cremona.  But  Eugene 
did  not.  meet  with  hia  naual  auccen  in 
i^poaing  Venddm*^  the  new  Frendi 
commander,  with  whom  tie  fbught 
the  indecUvB  battle  of  Loaara  in 
170%  and  where  he  loat  tlie  greatei 
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part  of  his  army.  Aasodated  with 
the  Duke  of  Marlborough  in  the 
command  of  the  allied  armies,  these 
two  great  generals  heartily  co-ope- 
rated and  met  with  brilliant  success. 
They  won  on  the  13th  day  of  August, 
170^  over  the  French,  the  great  vic- 
tory of  Blenheim.  Eugene  was  de- 
feated in  1705  by  the  Duke  of  Yen- 
d6me  at  the  battle  of  Cassano,  in 
Italy,  where  he  was  wounded,  but  in 
170o  he  won  a  great  victory  at  Turin, 
expelled  the  French  from  Italy,  and, 
returning  to  Vienna  in  1707,  was  re- 
ceived with  the  highest  honors.  As 
commander  of  the  imperial  army  in 
Flanders  he  with  Marlborough  won 
the  great  victories  of  Oudenarde  in 
1708  and  Maiplaquet  in  1709.  He 
was  sent  on  a  mission  to  London  in 
1712  to  persuade  the  English  to  con- 
tinue in  the  alliance  against  France, 
and  to  restore  Marlborough  to  the 
command  from  which  he  had  just 
been  removed,  but  was  unsuccessful, 
and  signed  with  Marshal  Villars,  in 
Marchj  1714,  the  Treaty  of  Rastadt. 
He  gained  at  Peterwaradin  in  1716, 
and  at  Belgrade  in  1717,  complete 
victories  over  the  Turks,  whose 
armies  were  in  numbers  greatly  su- 

Serior  to  his  own.  Eugene  afterward 
evoted  his  attention  to  civil  affairs, 
and  was  treated  by  the  Emperor  with 
the  greatest  confidence  and  distinc- 
tion.   Died  1736. 

Eugr^nie^  Marie  de  Gtiz- 
man^  Countess  of  Teba,  ex-Empress 
of  the  French,  bom  in  Spain,  May 
5,  1826,  was  the  daughter  of  Count 
de  Montijo.  She  was  gifted  with 
rare  personal  beauty,  and,  having 
visitea  Paris  with  her  mother,  was 
married  to  the  Emperor  Napoleon 
III.,  January  29,  1853.  At  the  com- 
mencement of  the  war  between 
France  and  Germany,  in  1870,  she 
was  appointed  Kegent,  and  after  the 
revolution  in  Paris  on  the  4th  of 
September  escaped  to  Eneland  and 
took  up  her  residence  at  Cniselhurst, 
where  she  has  since  passed  most  of 
her  time,  and  where  she  was  joined 
by  the  Emi>eror,  who  died  there  in 


1873.  Her  son,  the  late  Prince  Im- 
perial, in  1879  joined  the  British 
army  in  Africa,  where  he  was  killed 
by  the  Zulus.  His  mother  recently 
visited  his  srave  in  that  country. 

Eugrenfus  I.  succeeded  Martin 
I.  as  Pope  in  654.    Died  658. 

Eueenlus  II*  9  bom  in  Rome, 
succeeded  Pascal  I.  to  the  Papal  Sec 
in  824.  At  a  council  which  he  held 
at  Rome  in  826  a  mandate  was  issued 
that  the  members  of  the  Church 
should  learn  to  read  and  write.  He 
was  succeeded  at  his  death,  in  827,  by 
Valentinus. 

£ug:eniu8  III.  (Bernard  of 
Pisa)  succeeded  Lucius  II.  as  Pope 
in  1145.  A  revolt  having  been  caused 
against  the  papal  power  by  the 
preaching  of  Amaldo  da  Brescia. 
£ugenius  retreated  to  Viterbo,  ana 
aftenrard  to  France,  where  he  pro- 
moted the  second  crusade.  Return- 
ing to  Rome  in  1152,  he  died  there 
the  year  following?. 

£!ugeuius  IV,  was  Pope  from 
1431  until  1438,  when  he  was  de- 
posed.    Died  1447. 

£lller,  Leonard,  a  SwisH  mathe- 
matician; lx)m  at  Bfile  in  1707.  He 
studied  under  John  Bemonilli  in  that 
city.  In  1727  he  visited  St.  Peters- 
burg, where,  In  1733,  he  became  pro- 
fessor of  mathematics  in  the  new 
academy.  While  in  this  position  he 
produced  an  immense  number  of 
mathematical  treatises,  which  were 
remarkable  alike  for  their  originality 
and  their  profoundness  of  reasoning. 
About  1741  he  went  to  Berlin,  upon 
the  invitation  of  Frederick  the  Groat, 
to  assist  in  the  formation  of  the  Ber- 
lin Academy,  and  remained  there  un- 
til 1766.  lie  received  several  prizes 
for  his  productions,  and  in  17'^5  was 
elected  an  associate  of  the  Academy 
of  Sciences  of  Paris.  He  was  the 
author  of  a  great  number  of  works 
besides  those  referred  to.  Af\or  suf- 
fering from  blindness  for  sixteen 
years,  he  died  in  1783. 

EumeneSv  a  favorite  officer  and 
secretary  of  Alexander  the  Great,  was 
bora  at  Cardia,  in  the  Thracian  Cher-

(onesuB,  about  3S0  b.  c.  At  the  age 
or  thirty  he  occompanieii  Aleiander 
in  the  expedition  against  Peniu,  and 
as  the  commander  of  a  diviaion  of  the 
army  won  additional  favor  from  that 
Prince  by  his  courage  and  ability. 
Upon  the  division  of  provinces  at 
Alexander'a  death,  Cappadocia,  Pon- 
tua,  and  Paphlagonia  were  aaaigned 
to  Eumenes.  He  waa  one  of  the  few 
officers  of  Alexander  who  remained 
true  to  the  interests  of  the  bniily  of 
that  Prince.  He  waa  treacheroualy 
made  prisoner  and  put  to  death  by 
AntigoDUB  about  31G  b.  c. 

Euplirauor,  a  Greek  painter 
and  sculptor;  bom  in  Corinth  ;  lived 
in  the  fourth  century  b.  c.  His  pro- 
ductions were  higlily  applaudea  by 
Pliny  and  Plularch.  Among  hu 
beat  works  were,  in  painting,  "The 
Twelve  Goda  "  and  the  "  Feigned  In- 
sanity of  Ulysiea,"  and  in  sciilpture 
Btatues  of  "Paris,"  of  "Valor,  and 
of  "Greece." 

Euripides,  one  of  the  three  great 
tragic  poeta  of  Greece,  woa  born,  of 
Athenian  parents,  at  Salaniis,  in  4S0 
B.  C.  ACter  studying  under  Prodicos 
and  Anaxagoraa  he  produced,  at  about 
the  age  of  twenty-tive,  Pcliadii,  the 
dral  of  his  dramas  which  waa  placed 
upon  the  stage.  He  was  Ilie  friend 
ot  Socrates  and  the  rival  of  Soplio- 
clea,  over  whom   ho  gained  several 

Euripides  composed  nearly  one  hun- 
dred tragedies,  eighteen  of  which  are 
Btill  extant.  His  style  was  remarkable 
for  elegance,  harmony,  and  Densuicu- 
ity.  He  was  greatly  admired  by  Mil- 
ton, Cicero,  and  Aristotle,  the  last  of 
whom  lerma  liira  "  the  moat  tragic  of 
poets."     Died  about  406  b.  c. 

Eusebius  of  Micomedia,  an 
Arian  prelate,  fiiahop  of  Berytus  and 
of  Nicomedia.  refused  at  the  Council 
of  Kic^  in  32o  x.  ».,  to  sign  the  con- 
demnation of  AriuB,  and  was  ban- 
iahed.  By  the  palronaxe,  however, 
of  Conitantia,  sister  of  (he  Emperor, 
be  acquired  great  influence,  obWned 
the  restoration  of  Ariut,  in  334  <!oa- 
Tened  s  council  at  Tyra,  at  which  the 


Athanasians  were  condemned,  and  in 
339  was  made  Bishop  of  Constanti- 
nople. Becoming  the  chief  of  the 
Arian  party  upon  the  death  of  its 
founder,  they  were  called,  after  bim, 
"  Eusebians.''     Died  342  a.  v. 

Busebiiis  PautpliUi,  an  au- 
thor and  theologian,  otlled  "the 
father  of  ecclesiastical  history,"  is 
supposed  t«  have  been  bom  at  Cb- 
Barea,  in  Palestine,  in  266  A.  D.  He 
was  appointed  Bishop  of  Ca»area 
about  314,  and,  as  a  member  of  the 
Council  of  Nice,  in  325  a.  d.,  offended 
(he  Athanasiaiis  by  his  lukewarmness, 
and  was  charged  with  favoring  Ari< 
aniam.  He  was  also,  in  334,  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Council  of  Tyre,  where  be 
was  selected  to  defend  the  decision 
of  that  body  before  the  Emperor, 
who  was  very  friendly  to  him.  He 
WHS  a  man  of  rare  talents  and  pro- 
found learning,  and  was  the  author 
of  numerous  works  on  ecclesiastical 
history  and  theolc^y.  Died  about  340. 

Eutyches,  leader  of  the  sect 
known  as  "  Eutychians,"  was  bom 
about  375  a.  d.,  became  superior  of  a 
convent  near  Constantinople,  and 
taught  that  Christ  possessed  only  a 
divine,  not  a  liuman,  nature.  Hia 
doctrines  were  condemned  by  a  coun- 
cil at  Constantinople  in  448_.  Thefbl-

Evald,  orEwald,  JohanneSt 

a  Danish  poet;  bom  in  Copenhagen 
in  1743.  Educated  for  the  Church 
and  finding  his  piiisuils  uncongenial, 
he  ran  away  ancl  enlisted  in  tbe  Prus- 
sian array,  from  which  he  soon  de- 
serted to  that  of  Austria,  serving  in 
several  battles  ot  the  Seven  Yeutf 
war.  His  fint  production — a  poem

Sreatly  admired.  He  gained  further 
istinction  br  his  IhnpU  of  FoUune. 
Rolf,  a  tragedy,  and  the  Denlh  of 
Baider.  The  latter  was  r^arded  aa 
tlie  greatest  Danish  drama  that  had 
then  appeared.  He  wrote  numerous 
other  worki,  including  comedies,  trag- 
edies, and  el^iea.     Died  1781.

LL.D^  an  American  stateaman ;  bom 
in  Bo^cm.  February  (k  1816;  gradu- 
ated at  Yale  CoUoro  in  1837,  and  at 
the  Harvard  Law  School  about  1840. 
He  began  practising  in  New  York 
dtjTy  where  he  roae  rapidly  in  his  pro- 
ftmon.  He  ¥raa  the  leading  ooimsel 
te  the  defence  in  1868  on  the  trial 
of  the  impeachmentof  President  John- 
son* and  wae  Attorney-General  of  the 
United  States  from  July,  1868,  untU 
March.  1869.  He  was  counsel  for  the 
United  States  at  Genera  in  1872  in 
the  tribunal  of  arbitration  on  the 
Alabama  Claims,  and  in  1877  became 
Secretary  of  State  in  the  Cabinet  of 
Pfeesident  Hayes. 

£Telyn»  John,  an  English  au- 
thor; b(mi  in  Surrey  in  1620;  stud- 
ied at  Oxford,  and  was  one  of  the 
first  members  of  the  Royal  Society, 
which  was  formed  in  1662.  The 
most  important  and  valuable  of  his 
productionfl  is  S^ka;  cr,  A  Diacmurm 
on  Fonti  TWes.    Died  in  1706. 

£verett»  Ale];ander  Hill,  an 
American  writer  and  diplomatist,  and 
brother  of  Edward  Everett,  was  bom 
in  Boston  in  1792.  Gnuiuating  at 
Harvard  at  an  earlv  age,  he  read  law 
in  the  office  of  John  Quincy  Adanua^ 
whom  he  afterward  aooompaiiied  to 
Bussia  as  secretary  of  legation.  In 
1825  he  was  appointed  Minister  to 
Spain,  a  position  which  he  filled  for 
several  years.  After  his  return  to 
America,  in  1830,  he  with  great  ability 
conducted  for  five  yeara^  as  editor,  the 
North  Afneriean  RevieWf  to  which  he 
contributed  numerous  political  and 
literary  articles.  He  was  sent  as 
commissioner  to  China  in  1845,  and 
died  two  years  later  at  Canton. 

Bveretty  Cdward,  an  Ameri- 
can scholar,  orator,  and  statesman; 
bom  at  Dorchester,  Massachusetts, 
April  11, 1794.  His  father  was  Rev. 
Ouver  Everett,  who^  after  officiating 
for  seve^  years  as  minister  of  the 
New  South  Church  in  Boston,  was 
appointed  a  judge  of  the  Circuit  Court 


Edward  Everett  graduated  at  Har- 
vard in  1811  with  the  highest  honors 
of  his  class,  began  to  studv  theology 
under  President  Kirkland,  and  was 
ordained  in  Febraary,  1814,  minister 
of  the  Brattle  Street  Church,  Boston. 
The  year  following  he  was  appointed 
to  the  Greek  professorship  at  Harvard 
Univeisity,  but  to  better  prepare  him- 
self for  the  duties  of  that  position  he 
went  through  a  course  of  study  at  the 
University  of  Gottingen,  in  Germany, 
and  afterward  travelled  extensively 
in  Europe.  Returning  to  America  in 
1819,  he  entered  upon  the  duties  of 
his  professorship.  He  married  in 
1822  a  daughter  of  Peter  Chardon 
Brooks,  and  in  1824  was  elected  to 
Congress^  where  he  supported  the 
measures  of  John  Quincy  Adams. 
He  remained  in  Congress  for  ten 
years,  and  became  Governor  of  Massn^ 
chusetts  in  1835.  Four  years  later 
he  was  nominated  for  the  same  office, 
but  failed  of  being  elected.  H^ 
was  sent  in  1841,  by  Prenident  Har- 
rison, as  Minister  to  England,  where 
he  successfully  adjusted  several  diffi- 
cult questions  which  had  arisen  be- 
tween his  own  and  that  country.  He 
returned  to  America  in  1845,  and  in 
a  short  time  was  chosen  President  of 
Harvard  College.  Upon  the  death 
of  Daniel  Webster  he  was  appointed, 
in  1852,  Secretary  of  State  by  l^resi- 
dent  Fillmore,  and  held  that  position 
for  four  months,  until  the  inaugura- 
tion of  Franklin  Pierce,  in  March. 
1853.  Having  already  been  elected 
by  the  Legislature  of  Massacliubctts 
to  the  Senate  of  the  United  States,  he 
took  his  seat  in  that  body,  but  resigned 
the  position  in  May  of  the  same  year 
on  account  of  illness.  After  his  health 
had  been  partially  restored  he  ren- 
dered efficient  services  in  behalf  of 
the  Mount  Vernon  fund,  the  object 
of  which  was  to  obtain  for  the  Ameri- 
can people  a  perpetual  title  to  the 
home  and  bunal-place  of  Washing- 
ton. By  his  lectures  and  writings  he 
contributed  nearly  one  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars  to  this  object.

Everett  ardently  desired  that  the  diffi- 
culties arising  between  the  North  and 
the  South  might  be  compromised,  and, 
that  the  animosities  beween  the  two 
sections  might  be  softened,  allowed  his 
name  in  1860  to  be  placed,  as  a  candi- 
date for  the  Vice-Presidency,  on  the 
ticket  of  which  John  Bell  of  Tennes- 
see was  the  nominee  for  President.  In 
the  ensuinff  election,  however,  Abra- 
ham Lincoln  was  elected  President  by 
a  large  majority.  After  Mr.  Everett 
perceived  that  the  Union  could  be 
preserved  onlv  by  force  of  arms,  he 
gave  his  cordial  support  to  the  Fed- 
eral government.  Died  January  15, 
1865. 

The  productions  of  Mr.  Everett, 
which  consist  chiefly  of  his  publisheu 
speeches  and  orations  and  many  valu- 
able articles  contributed  to  the  North 
American  RevieWf  are  distinguished 
for  their  grace  and  elegance  of  style, 
and  for  the  profound,  and  almost 
universal,  knowledge  which  they 
evince. 

£.xnioiitli,  Edward  Pellew, 
ViiiOOUNT,  an  English  admiral ;  born 
at  Dover  in  1757  ;  entered  the  navy 
at  the  age  of  thirteen ;  participated 
in  the  battle  of  Lake  Chamulain,  in 
1776,  and  was  promoted  to  tne  rank 
of  post-captain  in  1782.  For  captur- 
ing a  number  of  French  ships  he  re- 
ceived the  order  of  knighthixxl  about 
1794.  He  entered  Parliament  in  1802, 
was  sent  as  rear-admiral  to  the  East 
Indies  in  1804,  with  the  rank  of  vice- 
admiral,  was  made  commander-in- 
chief  in  the  Mediterranean  in  1810, 
and  four  years  later  was  raised  to  the 
peerage  as  Baron  Exmotith  and  com- 
missioned a  full  admiral.    He  was 


given  the  command  of  an  expedition 
against  the  Algerines  in  1816,  and 
with  the  combined  fleets  of  England 
and  Holland  bombarded  Algiers  so 
vigorously  and  eflectually  on  the  26th 
of  August  that  the  Dey,  after  an  ob- 
stinate resistance,  was  compelled  to 
submit  and  to  release  about  twelve 
hundred  Christian  captives.  He  was 
received  on  his  return  to  England 
with  great  distinction,  and  was  raised 
to  the  rank  of  Viscount.     Died  1833<. 

fiycky  van,  Hubert,  a  Flem- 
ish painter ;  bom  in  1366.  To  him, 
with  his  brother  Jan,  mentioned  be- 
low, are  attributed  great  improve- 
ments in  oil-painting,  and  especially 
in  the  preparation  of  pigments.  Died 
in  1426. 

Eycky  yauy  Jan,  a  Flemish 

fainter,  known  also  as  tJohn  of 
iriig^eSy  was  bom  near  Maaseyck, 
about  1390.  He  worked  at  Ghent 
and  Bruges,  and  was  patronized  by 
Philip  the  Good,  Duke  of  Burgundy. 
He  assisted  his  brother  Hubert  m 
discovering  new  means  of  coloring 
and  in  making  improvements  in  oil- 
painting.    He  died  about  1440. 

lilykensy  or  Eyckens,  Pie- 
ter,  a  Flemish  historical  painter; 
bom  in  Antwerp  about  1600.  Most 
of  his  paintings  are  to  be  found  in 
the  churches  of  his  native  city.  The 
date  of  his  death  is  unknown. 

Kzekiely  one  of  the  four  greater 
Hebrew  prophets,  and  a  contempo- 
rary of  Daniel,  was  taken  by  the 
Babylonians,  with  other  cautivea, 
about  600  B.  c.«  to  the  river  Cnebar. 
His  prophecies  commenced  about  five 
yeara  later.  The  accounts  of  his  life 
are  very  obscure.

Faber,  Frederick  William^ 

an  English  writer.  Bom  in  1815; 
died  in  1863.  He  was  a  priest  of  the 
Boman  Catholic  Church. 

Fabius  Maximus  Verru- 
GOSU89  QuintuSy  sumamed  Cuno 
TATOR,  was  chosen  Consul  of  Rome  in 
233  B.  c. ;  conquered  the  Ligurians, 
and  was  awarded  the  honors  of  a  tri- 
umph. After  the  capture  of  Sagun- 
tam  by  the  Carthaginians  he  was  sent 
to  Carthage  at  the  nead  of  the  Boman 
embassy,  and  after  the  defeat  of  the 
Romans  at  Thrasymene,  in  217,  was 
made  Dictator.  In  opposing  Hanni- 
bal and  the  Carthaginuins  he  inaugu- 
rated the  policy — which  BtiU  bears  his 
namer—of^  carrying  on  only  a  defens- 
ive war,  which  he  did  so  successfully 
as  to  prevent  Hannibal  from  gaining 
any  advantages.  After  the  expiration 
of  the  term  for  which  Fabius  had 
been  appointed,  Paulus  ^milius  and 
Terentius  Varro^  becoming  Consuls 
and  following  a  different  plan,  suffered 
ao  overwhelming  defeat  at  Cannse  in 
216  B.  c.  The  policy  of  Fabius  was 
again  resumed,  and  he  was  chosen 
Consul  for  the  fifth  time,  in  209  B.  c. 
For  his  success  against  Hannibal,  the 
most  formidable  enemy  of  Rome,  he 
received  the  name  of  Maximus,  and 
was  regarded  as  the  greatest  of  the 
Fabian  line.    Died  203  b.  c. 

Fabre  d'  £^lantine,  Phil- 
ippe Francois  Nazaire,  a 
grominent  French  Jacobin;  bom  at 
arcasonne  in  1755.  At  the  begin- 
ning of  the  Revolution  he  associated 
himself  intimately  with  Danton,  Ca- 
mille  Desmoulins,  and  others,  and 
participated  in  ail  the  atrocities  of 
his  party.  As  a  deputy  from  Paris 
in  the  National  Convention  he  voted 
foi^he  death  of  Louis  XVI.  without 
appeal.  He  was  appointed  a  member 
of  the  Committee  of  Public  Safety, 
and  was  one  of  the  authors  of  the  de- 


cree that  no  English  or  Hanoverian 
prisoner  should  be  taken.  Accused 
of  royalist  principles,  he  was  executed 
with  Danton  in  1794.  He  was  the 
author  of  numerous  comedies. 

Fabricius  LiiscinuH,  Caius, 
a  Roman  of  distinguished  virtue,  was 
chosen  Consul  in  282  b.  c.  Sent  as  an 
ambassador  to  Pyrrhus,  he  refused  not 
only  the  rich  presents  or  bribes  of  that 
sovereign,  but  also  the  oflers  of  the 
physician  of  Pyrrhus  to  poison  his 
royal  master.  Fabricius  about  277 
B.  c.  eained  a  number  of  victories 
over  tne  different  allies  of  the  King 
of  Epirus. 

Faedy  Thomas,  R.  A.,  u  Scot- 
tish painter;  born  in  1826  at  Burley 
Mill.  Removing  at  an  early  age  to 
Edinburgh,  he  soon  acquired  distinc- 
tion in  his  art,  and  was  in  1849  chosen 
an  associate  of  the  Royal  Scottish 
Academy,  and  in  1864  a  member  of 
the  Royal  Academy  of  London. 
Among  his  productions  are  "Scott 
and  hb  Friends  at  Abbottsford,"  "The 
Mitherless  Bairn,"  and  "The  Last  of 
the  Clan." 

Falirenheity  Gabriel  Dau- 
iel»  a  Grerman  natural  philosopher 
and  maker  of  philosophical  instru- 
ments, was  bom  at  Dantzic  about 
1690,  and  removed  to  Amsterdam, 
where  he  invented  the  thermometer 
which  bears  his  name.    Died  in  1740. 

Fairfax,  Thomas,  Lord,  a 
leader  of  the  popular  party  in  the 
rebellion  against  Charles  I.,  and  gen- 
eral of  the  Parliamentary  forces,  was 
the  son  of  Ferdinando,  Lord  Fairfax, 
and  Mary,  daughter  of  Edmund  Shef- 
field, Lord  Mulgrave,  and  was  born 
at  Denton,  in  Yorkshire,  in  I  Oil. 
Inclined  strongly  to  a  military  life, 
he  served  in  Holland  as  a  volunteer 
under  Horace,  Lord  Vere,  whose 
daughter  he  subsequently  married. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  Civil

War,  in  1642,  Lord  Fairfax  was  ap- 
pointed by  Parliament  general  of 
cavalry,  while  his  father  was  made 
commander-in-chief  of  the  Northern 
forces.  Lord  Fairfax  by  his  energy 
and  bravery  gained  distinction  in  this 
war,  especially  at  the  victory  of  Mars- 
ton  Moor,  on  July  2,  1644,  where  he 
commanded  the  right  wing  of  the  Par- 
liamentary army,  and  at  the  captnre 
of  York.  He  became  commander-in- 
chief  in  1645,  with  Cromwell  as  his 
lieutenant-general,  and  on  the  14th 
of  June  of  the  same  year  gained  the 
decisive  battle  of  Naaeby.  Four  days 
later  he  captured  Leicester,  and,  after 
defeating  Lord  Goring,  took  Bridge- 
water  by  assault  and  reduced  several 
other  places.  He  compelled  Bristol 
to  surrender  on  the  10th  of  Septem- 
ber, and  in  the  same  month  of  1646 
took  Oxford,  the  last  stronghold  of 
Charles  I.,  who  escaped  to  Scotland. 
Lord  Fairfax  on  returning  to  London 
received  the  thanks  of  both  Houses 
of  Parliament,  and  was  sent  at  once 
to  Scotland  with  two  hundred  thou- 
sand pounds  to  obtain  possession  of 
Charles,  the  Scotch  having  agreed  to 
surrender  him  for  that  sum. 

Lord  Fairfax  was  soon  afterward 
compelled  to  yield  to  the  transcendent 
ffenius  of  Cromwell,  whom,  however, 
he  continued  to  support.  He  suc- 
ceeded to  his  father's  titles  and  estates 
in  1648,  and  in  1649  refiised  to  serve 
as  one  of  the  judges  at  the  trial  of  the 
King.  In  the  same  year  he  was  ap- 
pointed commander  of  all  the  forces 
in  England  and  Ireland,  but  resigned 
his  commission  in  June,  1650.  After 
aiding  in  the  restoration  of  Charles 
II.,  Lord  Fairfax  retired  to  his  estates, 
where  he  died  in  February,  1671. 

Falconer,  Williaiiiy  a  Scottish 
poet;  born  at  Edinburgh  about  1735. 
Left  an  orphan  at  an  early  age  with 
scarcely  any  resources,  he  went  to  sea 
as  a  common  sailor,  and  at  the  age  of 
eighteen,  having  become  a  boatswain 
on  the  ship  Britannia,  was  wrecked 
on  a  voyage  from  Alexandria  to  Ven- 
ice. Of  the  entire  crew,  only  Fal- 
coner, with  two  companions,  escaped. 
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He  published  in  London  in  1762  his 
poem  The  Shipwreck,  which  was  very 
successful  ana  gained  for  him  at  once 
a  hiffh  reputation  in  the  literary 
world.  Alter  returning  to  Scotland 
and  passing  some  time  at  Giadmuir 
with  his  relative,  Bobertson  the  his- 
torian, he  sailed  in  1769,  as  treasurer 
of  the  frifi;ate  Aurora,  for  the  East 
Indies,  ana  is  supposed  to  have  beiM 
shipwrecked,  as  the  vessel  was  not 
heard  from  after  leaving  the  Cape  of 
Good  Hope.  He  was  the  author  of 
a  few  other  poems. 

Falcouety  £tienne  Mau- 
rice,  a  French  sculptor;  bom  at 
Paris  in  1716 ;  studied  under  Lemoine. 
His  ^'Milo  of  Crotona''  gained  hia 
admission  to  the  Academj  of  Paris  in 
1745.  His  chief  work  is  a  colossal 
bronze  equestrian  statue  of  Peter  the 
Great,  on  which  he  was  employed  at 
St.  Petersburg  for  twelve  years  by 
Catherine  II.    Died  in  Paris  in  1791. 

Falleriy  or  Faliero»  Mariuo, 
a  Venetian  noble,  succeeded  Andrea 
Dandolo  as  Doge  of  Venice  in  1354. 
He  was  then  seventy-six  years  of  a^ 
and  had  a  young  and  beautiful  wife. 
Jealous  of  Michael  Steno,  he  quar- 
relled with  and  was  insulted  by  him 
at  a  masquerade.  For  the  insult 
Steno  was  condemned  to  a  short  im- 
prisonment—a punishment  which 
Falieri  deemed  so  inadequate  that, 
burning  with  revenge,  he  entered 
into  a  plot  to  overturn  the  govern- 
ment and  massacre  the  patricians. 
The  conspiracy  was  discovered  on  the 
night  before  it  was  to  be  carried  into 
effect,  and  Falieri  was  decapitated, 
April  17, 1355.  This  story  forms  the 
suDJect  of  a  tragedy  by  Lord  Byron. 

FalkensteiUy  von,  Edward 
\ogelf  a  German  general ;  born  in 
Silesia,  January  5,  1797.  For  his 
services  in  several  battles  against  the 
French  in  1814  he  was  rewarded  with 
the  Iron  Cross  and  with  the  order  of 
St.  George.  He  became  colonel  in 
the  Prussian  army  in  1S51,  general 
of  brigade  in  1855,  lieutenant-general 
in  1858,  in  1863  commander  of  the 
Prussian  forces  in  Schleswig  and  Jiit- 
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land  which  were  operating  against 
the  Danes,  and  was  in  1866  promoted 
to  the  rank  of  general  of  infantry.  ' 
As  commander  of  one  of  the  Prus- 
sian armies  in  1866  he  defeated  the 
Hanoverians  and  the  Bavarians,  and 
was  afterward  appointed  military 
commander  of  Bohemia.  At  the 
conclusion  of  the  war  he  was  ap- 
pointed to  command  the  First  Army 
tjorps,  and  was  given  the  grand  cross 
of  the  order  of  the  Red  Ea^le. 

Falkland,  Lucius  CStry*  sec- 
ond Viscount,  bom  in  the  county  of 
Oxford  in  1610;  studied  at  Dublin, 
and  afterward  at  Cambridge;  served 
as  a  volunteer  against  the  Scotch  in 
1639,  and  in  1640  entered  Parliament, 
where  he  became  distinguished  for 
aMlity.  In  the  troubles  j^receding 
the  rebellion  he  acted  at  hrst  with 
the  popular  party  and  favored  the 
prosecution  of  the  Earl  of  Strafford. 
Becoming  dissatisfied,  however,  with 
the  extreme  plans  and  measures  of 
the  popular  party,  he  became  a  thor- 
ough royalist,  and  was  appointed,  by 
Cmurles  1.,  Secretary  of  State.  He 
was  killed  at  the  battle  of  Ivewbury, 
September  20, 1643. 

Faraday,  Michael,  F.  R.  S., 
an  English  chemist  and  natural  phil- 
osopher ;  bom  at  Newington,  in  Sur- 
rey, in  1791.  He  was  apprenticed  by 
his  father,  who  was  a  blacksmith,  to  a 
bookbinder  and  stationer;  but,  hav- 
ing attended  lectures  on  chemistry 
ddivered  by  Sir  Humphry  Davy,  he 
decided  to  devote  his  attention  to  that 
science,  and  succeeded  in  securing  the 
patronage  of  that  great  scientist  He 
was  appointed  hi  1813  to  the  position 
of  assistant  in  the  laboratory  of  the 
Boyal  Institution.  After  accompany- 
ing his  patron  in  a  journey  on  the 
Continent,  he  made  several  import- 
ant discoveries  in  electricity  and 
electro-magnetism.  He  was  tne  au- 
thor of  JbxperimentaL  Researches  in 
Eleetricityj  tne  first  edition  of  which 
appeared  in  1839,  and  of  many  other 
scientific  works.  In  1846  he  was 
awarded  both  the  Rumford  and  the 
Royal  medals  for  his  discovery  of 


diamagnetism.  His  investigations 
have  tended  to  establish  the  theory 
that  electricity,  light,  and  heat  are 
modifications  of  the  same  force  and 
are  convertible  into  one  another. 

Faraday  was  as  early  as  1835  ap- 
pointed professor  of  chemistry  in  the 
Royal  Institution,  where  he  delivered 
annual  lectures  on  chemistry  until  his 
death,  which  occurred  in  August,  1867. 
He  enjoved  the  high  honor  of  being 
one  of  tiie  eight  foreign  members  of 
the  Academy  of  Sciences  of  Paris. 

Farel,  Guillaume,,  a  Prot- 
estant Reformer ;  bom  near  Gap,  in 
France,  in  1489.  After  studying  in 
Paris  under  Lef^vre  d'fltaples,  he 
preached  in  nearly  all  of  the  princi- 
pal towns  of  Switzerland,  convcrte<l 
many  to  the  Protestant  faith,  and 
aided  materially  in  establishing  the 
Reformed  religion  at  Geneva  and  in 
persuading  Calvin  to  remain  in  that 
city.    Di^  in  1565. 

Famese,  Alexander,  Duke 
of  Parma,  an  Italian  general,  a 
nephew  of  Philip  II.  of  Spain  and 
eldest  son  of  Ottavio  Famese  and 
Margaret  of  Austria,  was  bom  in 
1546.  At  the  age  of  nineteen  he 
married  Mary,  a  niece  of  John,  King 
of  Portugal.  He  accompanied  his 
mother  to  Flanders  upon  her  being 
appointed  R^ent  of  that  country,  and 
afterward  served  with  great  distinc- 
tion under  Don  John  of  Austria  at 
the  naval  battle  t>f  Lepanto,  in  1571, 
and  in  other  engagements.  Upon  the 
death  of  that  commander,  in  1578, 
Famese  was  appointed  to  the  govern- 
ment of  the  Netherlands,  where  he 
won  many  victories  of  importance. 
In  1588  he  was  chosen  to  command 
the  Invincible  Armada,  but  was  pre- 
vented from  assuming  the  duties  of 
the  position  by  the  Dutch  fleet,  which 
detained  him  in  Antwerp.  He  was 
afterward  successfully  oppc«ed  to 
Henry  IV.  of  France  and  Maurice 
of  Nassau,  two  of  the  greatest  mili- 
tary commanders  of  that  age.  He 
was  mortallv  wounded  in  an  engage- 
ment, and  died  at  Arras  in  1593.

Farra^t,  David  Olascoe, 

an  Amencan  admirtkl-  bora  near 
KnoxTille,  TenneaBee,  Julj  6,  1801. 
HU  fiohervu  s  Spanianl  wbosored 
in  the  CoDtiiieiiUl  urn^  during  the 
American  Revolution  with  the  rank 
of  mqor.  David  entered  the  navj  in 
1S12,  was  comminioaed  a  lieutenant 
in  1821,  and  was  Uationed  at  the 
Norfolk  navy-vard  from 
1833.     He  was  made 


in  1841  and  a  captain  in  1855.  He 
wu  ^ven  the  command,  in  January, 
188^  of  a  naval  armament  sent  sgainat 
•New  Orleans,  which  was  accompanied 
bj  land  force* underQen.  Butler.  New 
Orleans  was  defended  in  the  direction 
of  the  Oulf  by  Forts  Jackson  and  St 
Philip,  situated  about  seventy  miles 
below  the  city,  and  by  numeroua  gim- 
boals  and  gteam-rams.  On  the  IHth 
of  April,  Farragut  attacked  Fort  Jack- 
son, which  he  bombtirded  for  six  da)^ 
without  success;  he  then  determined 
upon  the  haiardous  plan  of  passing 
the  forts  in  the  night.  Both  forte 
opened  on  the  Union  fleet,  but  Farrs- 
gut  succeeded  in  passing  by  them 
with  thirteen  of  the  seventeen  ves- 
sels with  which  he  made  the  attack, 
and  in  deetroyinK  the  fleet  of  the 
enemy,  which  included  the  ram  Ma- 
nassas. In  this  engagement,  which 
liuted  an  hour  and  a  half,  he  lost  but 
tliirty-siz  killed  and  one  hundred 
and  ihirty-Gve  wounded.  Meanwhile 
Capt.  Craven  of  the  Brooklyn  had 
silenced  Fort  St  Philip.  Possession 
was  taken  of  the  city  of  New  Orleans 
on  the  25th.  In  the  following  July, 
Forragut  was  made  a  rear-aaminil. 
He  was  aAorward  engaged  in  several 
contests  with  the  enemv,  captured 
numerous  shtpe  and  otHer  vessels, 
assisted  in  the  reduction  of  several 
forts,  and  eRectually  prevented  the 
access  of  blockade-runnen  to  Uobile. 
Congres  in  December,  1364,  created 
for  him  especially  the  office  of  vice- 
admiral,  and  he  was  commissioned  a 
Ml  adminl  in  July,  1866,  and  thus

Farrar,  Frederick  Wil- 
liam, Oaoon  of  Westminster,  wm 
bora  at  Bombay  in  1831,  and  ww 
educated  at  King  William's  College 
in  the  Isle  of  Man,  at  King's  C^oUege, 
London,  and  at  Trinity  College,  Cam* 
bridge.  He  was  ordained  a  priest  in 
1367,  and  was  appointed  a  Canon  in 
Weatminster  Abbey  in  1876.  He  ia 
the  author  of  sevetal  works  of  fiction, 
and  of  many  treatises  on  philology, 
theology,  and  other  sut^ects. 

Faust,  Johannt  was  for  soma 
years  the  partner  of  the  celebrated 
Qutenberg  in  business  as  a  printor, 
and,  with  Gutentwrg,  is  regarded  m 
the  inventor  of  printing.  He  was  a 
native  and  resident  of  Henti^  Ger- 
many.   Died  14S0. 

F^nBtina,  Annla  Oaleiia, 
wife  of  the  B<HiMn  Emperor  Antoni- 
nus and  the  diuighler  of  the  Ccswnl 
Antoninus  Veriis,  was  born  105  A.l>. 
Bhe  became  nolorioos  for  her  lioco- 
tious  conduct    Died  141  a.  d. 

Favre.  Gabriel  Clande 
Jules,  a  French  statesman ;  bora  at 
Lyons,  March  81, 1809 ;  was  admitted 
to  the  bar  about  1830;  was  in  1848 
for  some  time  Under-Secretary  of 
Foreign  Afiaini,  and  became  a  atren* 
nous  opponent  of  Louis  Napoleoo, 
He  was  elected  to  the  National  AMem- 
hly  in  1858^  and  was  »>pointed  Hinia- 
ter  of  War  in  1870.  He  reaamed  prao- 
ticeatthebarin  ]871,and  in  1876WH 
elected  a  Senator.    Died  1880. 

Fawkes,  Ouy,  or  Guldo,  one 
of  the  principal  conspirators  in  the 
Gunpomler  Plot,  in  the  reign  of 
James  I.,  to  blow  up  the  King  and 
Parliament,  was  a  Roman  CaUioIie, 
and  was  born  in  Yorkshire.  Hie 
plan  of  the  conspirators  having  been 
revealed,  Fawkes  was  found  about 
midnight  November  4,  1605.  in  a 
vault  under  the  House  of  Lords  with 
a  dark-lantera  and  matches,  ready  to 
explode  thirty-six  barrels  of  sunpow 
der  which  had  been  arrang^  there. 
He  was  ezecated  in  Januair,  1600. 

FeltOB*  C<witeUiu  Conwayi 
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LL.D^  an  Aroericui  icholar  aad 
author;  bom  in  MaaBachusetts  in 
1807 ;  graduated  at  the  age  of  twenty 
with  high  honors  at  HarTard^  where 
he  became  profesBor  of  Greek  in  1832. 
He  was  appointed,  in  1834,  Eliot  pro- 
fessor of  Ureek  literature,  and  in  1860 
was  elected  President  of  the  Univer- 
sitj  of  Harvard.  He  contributed 
manpr  articles  to  the  North  American 
Banew  and  other  leading  journals,  and 
published  a  laree  numl^  of  classical 
translations  and  other  works.  Died 
1862. 

F^nelon,  Francis  de  Sa- 
Ugfliac  de  la  Motliey  Archbishop 
of  Gambray,  a  French  prelate  and 
author;  bom  at  the  ChAteau  de  F^ne- 
loiOf  in  Perigord,  on  the  6th  of  Au- 
gust, 1651.  At  the  age  of  twelve  he 
was  sent  to  the  College  of  Cahors, 
after  which  he  studied  philosophy 
and  theolc^  in  the  College  Du  IMes- 
ais^  in  Paris^  and  at  the  age  of  fifteen 
preached  his  first  sermon,  which  was 
received  with  great  applause.  He  took 
hxAv  orders  at  the  age  of  twenty-four, 
and  was  afterward  sent  on  a  mission 
br  Louis  XIV.  to  Poitou  to  convert 
tne  Protestants.  F^elon  accepted 
the  office  only  on  the  express  condi- 
ticm  that  no  force  should  be  employed 
Id  ud  him  in  his  efibrts.  Having 
been  appointed  instmctor  to  the  Duke 
of  BuTffundy  in  1689.  he  composed 
his  celebrated  work  TeUmaehua  for  the 
use  of  his  roval  pupil.  He  was  raised 
to  the  Archbishopric  of  Cambrav  in 
1694.  He  soon  after  became  involved 
in  a  long  controversy  with  Bossuet  for 
having  published  a  work.  The  Maxime 
€f  Ike  Sainlx,  which  was  regarded  as 
an  indirect  apology  for  the  doctrine 
of  quietism  of  Madame  Guvon. 
Through  the  influence  of  Louis  ]^IV. 
this  work  was  ultimately  censured  by 
the  PoDc,  and  F^nelon  was  compelled 
to  read  his  recantation  in  his  own 
cathedral.  TeUmachtu  having  been 
surreptitiously  published  by  a  servant 
of  F^elon,  the  hostility  of  Louis 
XIV.  was  still  further  excited  a^inst 
him,  that  sovereign  regarding  it  as  a 
satire  upon  his  own  ambition,  mis- 


government,  and  lore  of  war.  F6io- 
lon  was  in  consequence  banished  from 
the  court.  This  work  was,  however, 
received  with  great  favor  by  many 
eminent  foreigners.  Whoi  France 
was  invaded  ov  the  allies^  F^nelon 
was  treated  with  the  greatest  respect 
by  the  Duke  of  Marlborough  and 
other  commanders,  and  the  lands  of 
his  diocese  were  exempted  from  pil- 
lage. Died  January  7, 1715.  Among 
his  other  writings  are  Dialogua  on  the 
Eloquence  <^  the  Fulpilf  DemonMmtion 
of  the  Eziatence  of  God,  and  On  the 
Temporal  Power  of  the  Mediaral  Popes, 

Fenwicky  Sir  John,  a  £iir 
mous  Jacobite  conspirator,  and  a 
member  of  the  Roman  Catholic 
Church,  was  bom  in  England  about 
1650.  His  wife  was  a  sister  of  the 
Earl  of  Carlisle.  Chaived  with  plot- 
ting against  William  111.,  Fen  wick 
was  in  1696  tried  for  high  treason, 
but  escaped  conviction  through  the 
assistance  of  his  friends,  who  sent  to 
the  Continent  one  of  the  chief  wit- 
nesses against  him.  A  bill  of  attain- 
der which  caused  great  excitement  at 
that  time  was  then  passed  against 
him,  and  he  was  executed  January 
28J697. 

Ferdinand  I.,  Karl  Lieo- 
pold  FranZy  Fmperor  of  Austria, 
was  the  eldest  son  of  Francis  I.,  ana 
was  bora  in  Vienna  in  1793.  In  1831 
he  married  Maria  Anna  Carolina,  a 
daughter  of  Victor  Emmanuel,  King 
of  Suxiinia,  and  was  crowned  March 
2,  1835.  On  account  of  a  disease 
which  impaired  his  mind,  and  of  t^e 
political  agitations  which  were  then 
taking  place,  he  abdicated  in  Decem- 
ber, 1848.    Died  1875. 

Ferdinand  1.9  Emperor  of  Ger- 
many, a  younger  son  of  Philip  of 
Bur^ndy  and  Joanna,  daughter  of 
Ferdinand  and  Isabella  of  Spain,  was 
brother  of  Charles  V.,  and  was  oom 
at  Alcala  in  1503.  Having  married 
Anne,  sister  and  heiress  of  Louis, 
King  of  Hungary  and  Bohemia,  Fer- 
dinimd,  upon  the  death  of  that  sov- 
ereign, in  1526,  claimed  the  crowns 
of  TOtn  kingdoms.    His  claims  were 


fiiTored  bj  the  Bo)i«iiiUin,  but  op- 
pOMd  bj'  Um  Hunguiuw.  H«  wm 
■ererel^  deftiMed  by  them  under  John 
Zapolja,  Vavode  of  TraiiBjIvBaU, 
«bo  had  binueir  awumed  the  crown. 
Ferdinand  in  1521  had  obtained  (he 


the  Romans  in  1531,  and  buco 
to  the  imperial  throne  in  AuKun, 
1566,  on  (he  abdication  of  his  brother. 
Carles  V.  He  itm  a  moderate  and 
iutt  I^rfnce  and  a  generoui  patron  of 
learning.  He  died  in  Julj,  1664^ 
and  was  aucceeded  1^  his  son,  Maxi- 
milian. 

Ferdinand  n..  Emperor  of 
Oennam',  was  the  Mm  of  Charlea, 
Duke  ot'^Styria,  and  grandacm  of  Fer- 
dinand I.,  and  wns  born  in  Julj, 
1573.  After  having  guaranteed  re- 
ligioiii  liberty  to  the  Bohemian  Prol- 
estanta,  be  waa  crowned  King  of 
Bohemia  in  1617,  but  Frederick, 
Elector  Palatine,  aetermined  to  op- 
pose him ;  and,  Ferdinand  having 
refbaed  to  defend  his  Proteatant  Mil? 
jecta  against  the  Catholioi,  the  Bo- 
hemians declared  hia  oath  broken  and 
the  throne  vacant.  Frederick  finally 
accepted  (he  crown,  and  the  celebrated 
Thirtv  Yearn"  war  fbllowed.  The 
Pslaiine  was  defeated  at  the  battle 
of  Prague,  in  1U40,  aiid  lost  both  Bo- 
henila  and  the  Palatinate. 

Kenlinond  was  recogniied  King  of 
Hungary,  and  succeeded  Matthias  as 
Emperor  in  1619.  A  Protoitant 
league,  at  the  head  of  which  waa  the 
King  of  Denmark,  was  formed  against 
hira  in  16'24.  Its  fbrcee  were,  how- 
ever, routed  by  Wallenstein,  the  im- 
perialist commander.  Ferdinand  now 
resolved  to  eitingaish  the  Protestant 
religion,  but  about  16.10  a  new  league 
was  formed  hv  Sweden,  France,  and 
Venice,  and  led  by  Ctuslavus  Adol- 
phiiH,  who  gained  numerous  brilliant 
and   decisive   victories  over  the  im- 

Erial  generals.  At  the  battle  of 
Kzen,  fought  in  1632,  the  forces  of 
Ferdinand  suffered  a  terrible  defeat ; 
but  tiustaviu  Adolphui  was  killed, 
and  Ferdinand  succeeded  at  length  in 


fbnning  trseties  with  mnim  of  the 
allies^    Died  in  Febmair,  1637. 
Ferdliumd  ni.   waa  bom  in 

1608,  aad  waa  the  son  of  the  preoad- 
ing,  whom  he  succeeded  to  tne  im- 
pmal  throne  of  Oermany  in  1037, 
having  already  secured  (be  thronee  of 
Bohemia  and  Uungarr.  The  early 
part  of  his  reign  was  disastrous.  The 
Swedes,  aided  bv  the  French  and 
commanded  by  Bemh^id  of  Saxe- 
Weimar,  gained  many  brilliant  vi^ 
toriee  over  the  forces  of  the  Empeicn'. 
After  the  sudden  death  of  that  leader, 
the  war  was  wgorously  continued  hj 
Louis  XIII.  and  Cardinal  Kehe- 
lien  until  the  deaths  of  Louia  and 
his  Prime  Minister,  when  Ferdinand, 
having  been  beaten  in  nearly  every 
battle,  siKned,  in  1648,  the  Peace  ef 
Westphalia,  whi<^  secured  religions 
liberty  to  the  ProteMants.  Died  1067. 

Ferdinand  II.  of  Aragon.  See 
Ferdinand  V.  of  Castile. 

Ferdinand,  or  Fernando, 
I.,  King  of  CaMile,  son  ef  Sancho 
III.,  ascended  the  throne  in  IOSSl 
Havii^  defeated  and  slain  tbd  King 
of  Leon,  who  had  invaded  Castile  In 
1038,  Ferdinand  aimezed  the  fbnner 
kingdom  to  his  own  dominions,  and 
became  the  most  powerful  soverelgii 
inSpain.  He  afterward  waged  succeae-' 
ful  wars  against  the  Honn,  and  com- 
pelled the  Kings  of  SaragOM  and 
Toledo  to  become  his  tributaries.  He 
died  in  1065,  leaving  Castile  to  hi* 
son  Sancho,  and  I«on  to  his  seoond 
son,  Alfonsa 

Ferdinand,   or  FemandOt 

v..  King  of  Caslile  and  Aragon, 

sumamed  the  Cathouc,  was  bora 

at  Soe,  March  10,  1462.     HU  fiither 

Juan  II,,  King  of  Aragon. 


death  of  his  elder  brother,  Carlo^ 
Prince  of  Viana,  in  1461.  He  mar- 
ried, in  1466,  Isabella,  heirese  of  the 
throne  of  Castile.  Spain  was  them 
divided  into  the  four  principal  king- 
doms of  Castile,  An^^n,  Navarn^ 
and  Qranada,  the  latter  of  which  was 
yet  held  by  tlie  Moon.    T^oa,  -max- 
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riage,  uniting  the  crowns  of  the  two 
first-mentioned  kingdoms,  enabled 
Ferdinand  to  pursue  a  victorious 
and  brilliant  career,  and  finally  to 
conquer  Granada. 

Isabella  became  Queen  of  Castile 
upon  the  death  of  Henry  IV.,  in 
1474,  but  was  opposed  by  the  Prin- 
cess Joanna,  who  had  been  acknow- 
ledged by  Henry  as  his  legitimate 
daughter,  and  who  was  supported  by 
a  number  of  Castilian  nobles  and  by 
her  uncle,  Alfonso  of  Portugal,  who 
marched  into  Spain  at  the  head  of  an 
army.  Ferdinand  deieated  the  Por- 
tuguese at  Toro,  drove  Alfonso  back 
into  Portugal,  and  in  a  short  time 
reduced  all  of  Castile  to  the  sway  of 
Isabella.  A  treaty  of  peace  with  Por- 
tugal was  soon  after  ratified,  and  in 
the  same  year  (1479)  he  was  crowned 
King  of  Aragon.  Ferdinand  and 
Isabella  commenced  at  once  to  carry 
into  effect  numerous  wise  and  import- 
ant reforms.  The  nobles  were  pre- 
vented from  following  their  former 
course  of  oppression  and  rapine,  the 
power  of  the  hereditary  grandees 
was  greatly  restricted,  and  numerous 
courts  of  justice  were  established, 
over  which  the  sovereigns  frequently 

E resided  in  person.  On  the  other 
and,  however,  Isabella  consented  in 
1480  to  the  establisliment  of  the  In- 
quisition, and  Fenlinand  scK)n  after 
permitted  it  to  be  introduced  into 
Aragon. 

The  authority  of  the  sovereigns  at 
home  becoming  fully  established,  they 
determined  to  give  all  their  atten- 
tion and  energy  to  the  conquest  of 
the  Moorish  kingdom  of  Granada, 
the  most  fertile  portion  of  Spain. 
The  Moors  commenced  the  war,  how- 
ever, in  1481,  by  surprising  and  tak- 
ing the  fortress  of  Zahara,  in  Anda- 
lusia. The  Christians  soon  after 
reduced  the  strongly-fortified  city 
of  Alharaa,  which  was  situated  but 
a  short  distance  from  the  city  of 
Granada,  and  which  was  regarded 
as  the.  key  to  that  capital.  The 
Christians  were  greatly  encouraged 
by  this  success,  while  the  Moslems 


were  in  the  same  proportion  deject- 
ed and  terrified.  Ferdinand  assumed 
in  person  the  command  of  the  Span- 
ish armies,  and  he  and  Isabella 
pressed  tlie  war  vigorously.  The 
strongholds  of  the  Moors  were  rapid- 
ly reduced,  and  Granada  itself  was 
compelled  to  capitulate  in  November, 
1491. 

In  the  year  following,  Columbus, 
who  had  long  solicited  aid  from  the 
sovereigns  for  that  purpose,  was  en- 
abled bv  the  enterprise  of  Isaljella  to 
make  tiiose  discoveries  in  the  West- 
em  world  which  afterward  added  so 
materially  to  the  wealth  and  the  glory 
of  Spain.  The  subsequent  treatment 
of  this  illustrious  discoverer,  as  well 
as  the  establishment  of  the  Inquisi- 
tion, has  thrown  an  indelible  stain 
upon  the  names  of  these  distinguished 
sovereigns. 

The  invasion  of  Italy  and  the  cap- 
ture of  Naples  by  Charles  VIII.  of 
France  in  1495  alarmed  Fenlinand 
for  his  Sicilian  possessions,  and  he 
sent  to  the  aid  of  the  Neapolitan 
King  an  army,  which,  under  the 
leadership  of  Gonsalvo  de  Cordova — 
known  as  "the  Great  Captain" — 
gained  a  series  of  brilliant  victories, 
expelled  the  French,  and  restored  the 
King  of  Naples  to  his  throne. 

Treaties  of  marriage  were  after- 
ward formed  by  the  Spanish  sover- 
eigns for  their  only  son,  Juan,  with 
Margaret,  the  daughter  of  the  Em- 
peror Maximilian ;  for  their  daugh- 
ter Joanna  with  Philip,  son  of  the 
Emperor  Maximilian ;  and  for  their 
youngest  daughter,  Catherine  of  Ara- 
gon, with  Arthur,  Prince  of  Wales,  son 
of  Henry  VII.  of  England.  Prince 
Juan  died  in  1497. 

An  insurrection  of  the  Moors  hav- 
ing broken  out  in   1501,  Ferdinand 

I  directed    that    all   of   them    should 

'  either  be  baptized  or  leave  Spain. 
Most  of  them  preferred  exile  to  apos- 
tasy, and  many  thousands  of  them 
sailed  to  Africa. 

I  Ferdinand  formed  in  1500  a  treatv 
with  Louis  XII.  of  France,  by  which 

,  the  sovereignty  of  Naples  was  to  be  par- 


litloned  •quall^  batiTMn  tiMin;  but, 
difficulties  uvins»riMn,0<H)NlTode 
Cordova  routed  the  PreDch  mod  fitml/ 
eetablUhed  the  rule  of  Ferdinand 
over  the  entire  kinedom  of  Kaplee. 
Queen  laabelU  died  In  1504,  and  Fer- 
dinaod  became  R^eot  of  Cutile  on 
account  of  the  insanity  of  lila  daiigh- 
ler  Joanna,  he!r  to  the  throne.  Fer- 
dinand married  tlie  next  year  Ger- 
maine  de  Foil,  a  niece  of  Loub  XII. 
In  IfiOS  he  obtained,  by  a  treaty  with 
the  Etnperor  of  Germany,  the  King 
of  France,  and  the  Pope  for  the  di- 
viaion  of  tlie  Venetian  republic,  eev- 
end  cities  bb  his  share,  which  he  an- 
nexed to  the  kingdooi  of  Naples.  He 
with  the  Kmnsror  of  Oermaaj  in 
1511  gained  the  battle  of  Ravenna 
and  expelled  the  French  from  Italy. 
He,  having  declared  war  againit  the 
Ring  of  Navarre,  etfected  a  complete 
oonquait  of  that  kingdom  in  1513. 

Ferdinand  died  in  1516,  and  was 
succeeded  by  his  grand*™,  Prince 
Carloa,  celebrated  as  Cliarlea  V.  of 
Crermanr. 

Perdlnandt  or  Femando. 
VI>  of  Spain,  sumamed  TUB  Wibb, 
the  son  of  Philip  V.  and  Mary  of 
Savov,  was  bom  at  Madrid  in  1T13, 
and  became  King  of  Spain  in  174G. 
He  enacted  many  wise  and  just  laws, 
and  promoted  education,  commerc^ 
manufacture,  and  llie  arlH.  He  died 
in  1759,  and,  leaving  no  iasue,  waa 
succeeded  bv  bia  brother,  Charles 
III. 

Ferdinandt  or  Fernando, 
VIT.  was  the  son  of  Charles  IV.  of 
Spain  and  Maria  Louisa  of  Parma, 
and  was  borti  in  1784.  At  the  age  of 
ux  years  he  was  proclaimed  Prince 
of  Asturias  and  heir-apparent  to  the 
Spanish  throne,  but  he  was  kept  in 
servile  subjection  bv  Godoy,  the 
court  favorite,  and  by  llie  Queen. 
Having  married,  in  1 302,  Maria  An- 
toinette, dauffhler  of  Ferdinand  IV^ 
King  of  llie  Two  Siciliex,  a  Princeas 
of  spirit  and  energy,  he  attempted  to 
attain  his  proper  position  at  court. 
He  was  unsuccessml,  however,  and. 
with  his  wife  went  i 


She  died  in  180ft,  and  was  beUevwl 
t»  have  been  poisomed  by  (lodoy,  wbo 
subsequently  cbaraed  Ferdinand  wilb 
plotting  against  the  Kii^s  life  and 
caused  him  to  be  inptiaoned.  Hu 
wilt  liberated  soon  after.  In  1808, 
upon  the  invasion  of  Spain  by  Um 
French,  his  father  abdicated  m  his 
favor;  but  Napoleon  induced  both 
Charles  and  Ferdinand  to  visit 
France,  where  be  kept  them  Ibr 
several  years,  and  couipelled  both 
to  renounce  their  authonty.  Ferdi- 
nand was  restored,  however,  in  1818. 
Ue  died  in  1633,  and  was  sucoeeded 
by  his  daughter,  Maria  Isabella- 
Ferdinand,  or  Ferdlnaudo, 
IV. ,  King  of  Nuilw,  afterward  Ckllad 
Fetdinond  I.  of  the  United  King- 
doms of  the  Two  Sicilies,  a  ^oui^ar 
son  of  Charlis  IIL  gf  Spain,  wis 
bom  in  1751,  and  oommencol  his 
reign  at  the  age  of  ei^ht  years.  Ha 
married  Moris  Carolina  of  Austria 
(daughter  of  Maria  TAreaa),  an  am- 
bitious, cruel,  and  energetic  FriaosiL 
under  whose  influence  he  nilea 
Naples  in  s  tyrannical  rosaner. 
Naples  joined  the  aUiea  agaiut 
France  b  1792,  but  four  years  later 
obtained  a  peace  from  the  French  Di- 
rectory. The  court  of  Naplea  entM«d 
into  a  secret  treaty  in  1793  with  Eng- 
land, Austria,  and  Russia,  and  amt 
an  army  against  the  French,  by  whom 
it  wBB  defeated  In  the  same  year. 
Ferdinand  and  his  Queen  soon  after 
fled  to  Sicily,  but  by  the  suoccss  of  the 
allies  were  reinstated  in  1799,  when, 
with  the  astdstance  of  Lord  Nelson, 


the  republican  leaders,  Ferdinand 
made  a  treaty  with  France  in  1801, 
but  joined  another  secret  alliance  in 
1805,  when  Napoleon,  declaring  that 
the  Bourbon  dvnasty  had  ceoKd  to 
reign,  made  Murat  sovereign  of 
Naplea.  Ferdinand  again  fled  to 
Sicily,  where  he  remained,  protected 
by  the  British,  until  the  lall  of  Napo- 
leon, in  1814,  when  he  was  restored 
to  power.  Two  years  later  he  united 
the  kingdoms  M  Naples  and  Sicily 
under  ona  form  of  govenrnMcX.  %»

Fesch,  Joseph,  an  nncle  of 
Napoleon  Bonaparte,  w«s  born  at 
CiHsica  in  1763.  He  was  made  Arch- 
buhop  of  LjOM  in  1801,  a  Cardinal 
in  1803,  and  Grand  Almoner  and 
Senator  of  the  Empire  in  I80S.  He 
was  in  1809  offered  the  Archbishop- 
ric of  Paris,  which  he  declined  on 
account  of  the  Emperor's  treatment 
of  the  Pope,  nbirh  be  censured  so  se- 
verely that  he  was  bonished  to  Lyons. 
After  the  battle  of  Waterloo  be  trent 
to  Rome,  where  he  died  in  1839. 

Fessenden,  William  Pitt, 
an  American  Senator;  born  at  Bos- 
caweo.  New  Hampshire,  October  16, 
1806;  graduated  at  Bowdoin  College 
in  ISS;  waa  admitted  to  the  bar, 
and  coiDmeneed  practice  st  Portland, 
Maine,  abont  1828.  He  was  elected 
to  Congress  as  a  Whig  in  1840,  and 
was  diosen  as  Senator  of  the  United 
Stales  from  Maine  about  18M  and 
soon  after  joined  the  Kepublican 
party.  He  was  reelected  in  1869  to 
the  HenatCL  where  he  gained  distinc- 
tion m  a  debater,  and  in  July,  1864, 
succeeded  Salmon  P.  Chase  as  Secre- 
tary of  the  Treesurv.  Having  been 
re-elected  to  the  United  Slates  Senate 
for  a  foil  term,  he  resigned  his  pou- 
tion  in  the  early  part  of  1865.  Mr. 
Feesenden  was  one  of  the  seven  Re- 
publican Senators  who  voted,  May 
16, 1868,  for  acquittal  on  the  impeach- 
mmt  of  Andrew  Johnson,  Prfsident 
of  the  United  Statoi.    Died  1869. 

Feaerbsclit  Paul  Johann 
Aiuelin,  a  'Ctannan  jurist  and  re- 
fomer  <d  criatlBal  taw ;  bom  at  Jena 
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in  1775.  He  completely  remodelled 
the  scienoe  of  cruninal  jurlnprudeiice, 
and  effected  Diimv  wise  and  important 
reform»  in  it.  He  wan  a  slaunth  ad- 
vocate of  human  rlghu  und  a  (irm 
opponent  of  all  opprtaaion,  whether 
civil  or  ecclealaatiukl.  in  lljl?  he 
was  appointed  finil  President  of  the 
couriof  Appeals  at  Antipach.  Among 
Ilia  wnrku  arc  Ezainimiiioa  of  the  Crime 
of  IliijK  Trtanm,  Rtvirvi  of  tht  Faoda- 
«ui,iai  Piincjpla  aad  Ide-kH  of  Pea>d 
Lnw,  and  a  GUique  of  a  Project  of  a 
Peitai  Oxlefor  Ba.varia  which  caused 
him  to  he  commlauoned  to  prepare  a 
criminal  code  for  that  kingdom.  This 
code  was  used  as  a  model  by  other 
German  Stutea.     Died  IbSS. 

Ficbtc.  Johaim  Gottlieb,  a 
noted  German  philoaopher;  bom  at 
Btschobwenla,  ni  Upper  Luaatia,  iu 
1702.  After  BludTlnj  in  the  univur- 
eitlee  of  Jena,  Lei)Bic,  and  Witten- 
berg, he  waa  a  private  tutor  in  Zii- 
rit'h,  where  he  met  I'estuloiii,  with 
whom  he  became  intimate.  He  Bub- 
seqiienlly  formed  the  acqllaiiilance 
of  Kant.  The  first  work  of  Fichle, 
an  AlUmpt  at  QilieisM  of  all  Rcixla- 
tion,  waa  published  anonynioualy  at 
Kdiiigsberg,  and  wag  attributed  to 
Kant  himself.  When  it  was  known 
that  Fichte  was  the  author,  he  was 
appointed  professor  of  phikwophj  at 
Jeua,  where  he  perfected  his  sys- 
tem of  metaplivsicis  which  lie  named 
"  Doctrin«fl  or  I'rinciples  uf  Science." 
Having  been  char;^  with  mainlaln- 
ing^  Btheisiical  viewH,  about  1799  he 
rtsi^ned  his  proltssonthip  and  pub-

fillv  years  to  establish  a  telegraph 
from  the  continent  of  America  lo  tlult 
island,  and  thence  to  Europe.  He  da- 
voted  hb  entire  time  lo  the  comple- 
tion of  the  work,  the  succeaaful  ac- 
complishment of  which  in  ItSlMi  was 
chieUy  owing  to  his  indumitubte  en- 
ergy and  perseverance.  He  accumpa- 
nieil  several  of  the  expeditions  lo  lay 
the  cable  under  the  Atlantic,  and 
crossed  that  ocean  more  than  fifty 
times.  He  was  awarded  a  gold 
medal  by  Congress,  and  another  by 
the  Paris  Exposition. 

FleldiU}f.  Henry,  an  English 
novelist;  born  at  Sharpham  Park, 
Somersetshire,  April  it,  i;u7.  His 
father  wna  Edmund  Fielding,  a  lieu- 
tenant-general under  the  Duke  of 
Marlborough,  and  grandson  of  Wil- 
liam, third  Earl  of  Denbigh.  Henry 
commenced  reading  law  nt  Leyden 
at  the  age  of  eighteen,  hut,  returning 
lo  London  two  years  later,  he  led  a 
wild  and  disohiie  Hie.  He  produced 
at  this  time  a  successful  comedy.  Loot 
in  Hemiai  Mnxfwi,  and  afterward  pub- 
lished several  other  plavs.  After  mar- 
rying a  lady  with  a  small  fortune, 
which  he  soon  squandered,  he  stud- 
ied law  for  a  short  time  with  great 
assiduity,  but  was  prevented  bv  the 
(rout  from  practisingat  the  bar.  trom 
thb  time  he  devoted  hia  alienlion  ex- 
clusively to  literature,  edited  a  paper 
calleii  The  OnrnpiVm,  and  in  1749  pub- 
lislied  his  greatest  novel.  Tom  Jona, 
which  met  with  reniorkiible  success. 
Among  hia  other  productions  are 
vlinefiVi,  which  liad  an  extraonlinary 
sale,  ami  JmtpK  Amlrriai,  Having 
been  appointed  a  magistrate  in  1750^ 
he  gained  <liBtinclion  fur  suppressing 
and  extir|Niting  with  enentv  and  abil- 
ity numerous  hands  of  ruhl>erH  which 
hail  ]>revi<>usly  been  a  source  of  terror 
to  the  inhabitants  of  the  suburbH  of 
I^ndon.     Died  in  1754. 

Piennes,  William,  Lord  S»e 
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leader  of  the  parliamentary  party,  was 
bom  in  Oxfordshire  in  1582,  and  was 
created  a  Viscount  in  1624.  He  united 
with  Hampden  and  Pym  in  opposing 
the  tyrannical  measures  of  Charles  1. 
He  left  the  l^resbyterians  about  1  (550, 
joined  the  Indei^endents,  became  an 
intimate  friend  of  Oliver  Cromwell, 
and  gained  an  extensive  influence  in 
the  a^airs  of  State.  At  the  Restora- 
tion he  became  Lord  Privy  Seal  and 
Chamberlain  in  the  roval  household 
of  Charles  II.    Died  1662. 

Fiescoy  or  Fieschi,  Gio- 
vanni JjUigU  Count  of  Lavagna, 
was  bom  in  1525.  As  the  head  of  one 
of  the  first  families  of  Genoa,  and  as- 
piring to  supreme  power,  he  formed 
a  conspiracy  against  the  more  power- 
Ail  house  of  Doria,  in  which  he  was  as- 
sisted by  Pope  Paul  III.,  by  the  King 
of  France,  and  by  the  Duke  of  Parma 
and  Piacenza.  Fiesco  was  unsuccess- 
ful in  his  first  attempt  to  assassinate 
Andrea  Doria,  the  chief  of  his  family, 
and  his  nephew,  Giovannino.  Making 
a  second  attempt,  on  the  night  of  Jan- 
uary 2,  1547,  he  sent  some  of  his  ad- 
herents to  capture  the  palace  of  the 
Dorias,  while  ne  went  to  the  harbor  to 
seise  their  galleys.  Giovannino  Doria 
only  was  slain,  while  Fiesco,  in  passing 
from  one  vessel  to  another,  fell  into 
the  water,  owing  to  a  broken  plank, 
and  was  drowned.  Most  of  his  family 
were  soon  aflerwanl  put  to  death. 

Fiesole,  da,  Fra  Giovanni, 
sumamed  Fra  Anoelico,  an  Italian 
artist,  and  one  of  the  restorers  of 
painting  in  Italy,  was  born  at  Mu^l- 
lo,  in  Tuscany,  in  1387.  His  attention 
was  devoted  exclusively  to  sacred  sub- 
jects, and  the  beauty  of  his  style  is 
especially  commended  by  Ruskin. 
Among  his  works  are  a  ** Corona- 
tion of  Mary,"  the  "Last  Judg- 
ment," and  *  an  "Annunciation." 
Died  about  1455. 

Filicaia,  or  Filicaja,  da, 
Vincenzo,  an  Italian  lyric  poet, 
was  born  in  1642.  He  was  a  native 
of  Florence,  of  which  city  he  became 
Senator.     Died  1707. 

Fillmore,  Millard,  the  thir- 


teenth President  of  the  United  States, 
was  bom  in  Cayuga  County,  Kew 
York,  January  7, 1800.  After  teach- 
ing school  for  several  years,  he  read 
law,  was  admitted  to  the  bar,  and  in 
1821  removed  to  Buflalo,  where  he 
acquired  a  lucrative  practice.  In  1826 
he  married  Abigail  Powers,  and  in 
1832  was  elected  to  C/ongress  as  an 
opponent  of  the  policy  of  Andrew 
Jackson.  He  was  re-elected  several 
times  to  Congress  as  a  Whig ;  and  as 
chairman  of  the  Committee  of  Ways 
and  Means  was  the  principal  author 
of  the  tariflfof  1842.  Nominated  bv 
the  Whigs  for  Governor  of  New  York 
in  1844,  he  failed  to  be  elected,  but 
was  chosen  Comptroller  of  that  State 
in  1847.  The  next  vear  he  was  elect- 
ed, bv  the  W' higs,  Vice-President  of 
the  United  States  at  the  same  time 
that  G^en.  Tavlor  was  chosen  Presi- 
dent.  By  the  death  of  the  latter  he 
became  President,  July  9,  1850.  He 
made  Daniel  Webster  Secretary  of 
State  and  approved  of  the  compro- 
mise measures  of  Henry  Clay  and  the 
Fugitive  Slave  law,  which  mtule  him 
many  enemies  among  the  Whigs  at 
the  North.  At  the  expiration  of  his 
term  of  office,  in  1853,  he  again  took 
up  his  residence  at  Buffalo,  where  he 
died,  March  8, 1874. 

Firdousec,  or  Firdausi,  re- 
garded as  the  greatest  of  the  poets  of 
Persia,  whose  real  name  was  Abool- 
Kasini-Maiisoor,  was  born  near 
Toos,  in  Khorassan,  about  940  A.  D.  It 
is  supposed  that  the  name  Firdousce 
was  given  him  from  the  fact  that  his 
father  was  a  horticulturist,  and  that 
firdousy  in  Persian,  signifies  a  "  gar- 
den." After  obtaining  a  thorough 
knowledge  of  the  early  history  of 
Persia,  he  wrote  iSluth-Namek,  or 
"Book  of  Kings,"  a  work  on  which 
he  wa»  engaged  for  more  than  thirty 
years.  He  was  patronized  by  the  Sul- 
tan Mahmood,  with  whom  he  after- 
ward quarrelled,  and  subse(juentlv  by 
the  Caliph  of  Bagdad.  Died  al)out 
1020  A.  D. 

Fisli,  Hamilton,  an  American 
statesman ;  born  in  New  York,  Au- 


got  8,  ISOB:  gnduated  at  ColurobU 
Collie  M  the  age  of  tven^,  and  in 
1030  wu  Bdmiltcd  tn  Ihi  bar.  He 
WM  decied  to  Congress  in  IM'2,  Gov- 
ernor of  New  York  in  1847,  uid 
United  Sutes  Senator  in  18-51.  He 
became  Secretary  of  Slate  in  the  Cabi- 
net of  President  Grant  in  1869,  and 
held  the  pooition  until  1877.  He  was 
the  fint  to  suggest  the  Joint  High 
Cmnmiflsion,  which  so  euccenfutlj 
tettled  the  difficulties  which  had 
arisen  b^ween  America  and  Eng- 
land. 

Fisher,  iFohn,  an  English  prel- 
ate ;  bora  at  Beverley,  in  Yorkshire, 
England,  in  1459.  After  serving  as 
oonfeasor  to  Margaret,  Countess  of 
Richmond,  mother  of  Henij  VII., 
he  iras  appointed  Chancellor  of  the 
University  of  Cambridge  in  150],  and 
was  made  Bishop  of  Rochester  in 
1604.  In  the  next  year  he  became 
President  of  Queen's  College,  and, 
inviting  the  celebrated  Erasmus  to 
Cambridge,  made  him  professor  of 
Greek.  He  wrote  several  treatiaee 
against  the  doctrines  of  Luther,  and 
opposed  the  attempts  of  Henry  VIH. 
to  procure  a  divorce  from  Catherine 
of  Angon.  He  thus  excited  that 
sovereign's  hostility,  which  was  in- 
creased by  Fisher's  acceptance  of  a 
Cardinal's  hat  from  the  Pope.  By 
Henrv's  orders  he  was  soon  afler 
brought  to  trial,  and  was  executed  in 
Junt  1635. 

Fitch,  John,  an  American  in- 
ventor; bom  in  Windsor,  Connecti- 
cut, in  1743 ;  was  a  brass-founder  and 
afterward  a  silversmith,  and  about 
17iJU  removed  to  Kentucky,  Form- 
ing a  private  company,  six  years 
later,  for  navigation  by  steam,  be 
built,  on  the  Delaware  River,  in  1T87, 
a  steamboat  which  was  partially  suc- 
cessful, and  in  1700  constructed  a 
passenger-boat  which  attained  a  speed 
of  about  seven  mile*  an  hour  on  the 
same  -  river.  Kecclving  no  profits 
from  bis  inventions,  lie  wandered 
about    the    country    stiHering    from 
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PltEgerald,  Edward,  Loho^ 
an  Irish  revolutimist,  and  a  younger 
son  of  the  Duke  of  Leinster,  was 
bom  in  1763.  After  spending  several 
yean  in  Fiance  heentered  the  British 
army,  and  served  with  credit  in  Soudi 
Carolina  in  1781.  Returning  honM 
in  1784,  he  entered  the  Irish  Farli>- 
ment,  where  he  opposed  the  Biitiih 
government  After  travelling  in 
l^nada,  the  United  States,  and 
France  (1791-2),  where  he  fnter- 
niied  with  the  republlcaiiE,  he  joined 
the  United  Irishmen  in  1790,  and 
actively  parti<dpaled  In  their  plana 
for  the  liberadon  of  Inland.  Befora 
the  time  for  action  had  arrived  their 
secrets  were  divulged  to  the  British 
government,  and  Lord  Fitigerald^  In 
reaisting  an  attempt  to  arreat  him, 
was  deepentely  wounded.  Died  in 
prison  in  1798. 

FlamlniuS)  Caliis,  a  Roman 

Ceral  eqiecially  distinguished  for 
rery,  was  chosen  tribune  in  233 
B.  c,  when  he  obtained  the  enactment 
of  an  agrarian  law  which  was  bitlerly 
opposed  by  the  patricians.  Altar 
being  elected  Consul,  about  22G  B.  a, 
and  commanding  an  army  against  the 
Gauls,  he  was  defeated  byHanntbal 
in  the  deqietaie  battle  of  Lake 
Tkrasymene  and  killed,  in  217  b.  c. 

Flamlnlniu,  Tltiu  Qubi- 
tliu,  a  Roman  general,  was  elected 
Consul  IQS  B.  0.  lie  gained  two  de- 
cisive victories  over  tlie  Macedoniansj 
and  about  196  proclaimed  liberty  ana 
independence  to  Corinth  and  other 
Grecian  cities.  He  was  seat  in  183 
B.  c.  on  an  embassy  to  Prusias,  King 
of  Bithynia,  to  obtain  the  surrender  w 
Hannibal ;  but  that  commander  com- 
mitted Bui<nde.     Died  about  176  B.  a. 

FlatDHteed,  John,  an  Ehig- 
lish  astronomer ;  bom  at  Denby,  near 
Derby,  in  1G46.  He  was  urdained  a 
priest  in  the  English  Church  and  ap- 
pointed to  a  living  in  ISiM.  He  was 
the  first  astronomer-royal,  being 
chosen  for  that  position  in  1676  hj 
Charles  1 1.  He  was  the  author  of  an 
exceedingly  valuable  work  entitled 
Walial  HMKy.    Died  1719. 
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Flaxuiau,  John,  an  English 
aculptor;  bum  at  York  in  J755; 
studied  at  tlie  Kojal  Academy,  where 
he  received  a,  silver  inedul  for  IiIh  in- 
dustry; went  to  Korne  id  17ST,  and 
remained  there  about  wven  ycais. 
lie  wall  elected  an  auiociaM  of  ihe 
Koyal  Academy  in  1797.  He  ivtia 
pronounced  by  Canova  and  ocher 
competent  criliis  lo  be  the  erealest 
Kulpior  of  modern  limes.  He  was 
appointed  profeiisor  of  sculpture  in 
ibe  Koyal  Aiadeniy  in  ISIO.  Died 
1826.  Among  his  worhs  are  monu- 
ments of  Lonl  Monslield  and  Lord 
Kelson,  the  group  of  tbe  "Arclianicel 
Michael  and  baian,"  and  the  "  tibitild 
of  Adiillea." 

Fleetwood.  Charles,  an  Eng- 
lUi  geueral  in  the  Parliamentary 
armv;  bom  in  Lancashire;  entered 
Parliament  in  1645,  and  gained  dis- 
liuctiun  while  commanding  as  lieu- 
tenant-eeiierul  at  the  battles  of  Dun- 
bar and  Worctaler  (1651).  He  mar- 
ried in  llie  Bume  year  Bridcet,  the 
widow  of  Ircton  and  daughter  of 
Oliver  Cromwell.     Died  about  1G02. 

Fletcher,  Andrew,  known  as 
Fletcher  of  SaltouD)  a  Scotch 
orator  and  political  writer,  was  bom 
at  Baltoun  in  16o3.  Klecled  to  the 
Bcotlish  Parliament,  he  opposed  the 
mesBiires  of  Ihe  court,  wits  outlawed 
in  1680,  fled  to  Ihe  t'outiiient,  and 
fought  BgaiiiHl  the  Turks.  AAerllie 
accesiun  of  WiDium  and  Mary  he 
relumed  to  Scotland,  and  again  en- 
tered Parliament.     Died  171ti. 

Fletcher,  John,  an  EnglUh 
dramatliit,  the  friend,  associate,  and 
colaborer  of  p'rancis  Beaumont,  was 
bom  in  Korthamptonitbire  in  1576. 
His  father  was  Biehard  Fletcher, 
Bishop  of  Bristol  and  London.  He 
was  educated  at  Cambridge.  The 
drnniae  of  Beaumont  and  Fletcher 
met  with  exlraordinurv  success.  Died 
1625.    Bee  Beaimokt,  Fbancis. 

Fleury,  de,  Andr6  Her- 
CUle,  Cardinal,  a  French  staieD- 
man  and  Prime  Minister  of  France 
under  Louia  XV~  was  bom  in  Lan- 
piedoc  in  1653.    Died  1743. 


Flotow,  von,-  Frederick 
Ferdinand  Ailolphutt,  a  Ger- 
man composer ;  born  in  Mecklenburg- 
StJiwerin,  April  27,  1812.  The  opera 
of  Afarlha  is  one  of  his  best-known 
works.     Died  January  25,  IttS.'l. 

FoDtenelle,  de,  Bernard  le 
Bovier,  a  French  author,  and  a 
nephew  of  Cumeille,  was  bum  at 
Bouen,  Febriiarv  II,  1657.  He  was 
elccled  a  member  of  the  French 
Academy  in  1691,  and  in  \^W  be- 
came perpetual  secretury  of  the  Acad- 
emy of  t^ciences.  Among  Ihe  best 
known  of  liig  works  are  JJialogim  a/ 
the  Dtad,  Iliteoune  on  the  Pturailty  of 
Worlde,  Hiriory  of  Oradef,  and  Jiway 
on  the  Ofomelry  r^  liit  InfiniU.  Died 
January,  1757. 

Foote,  Andrew  Hull,  an 
American  rear-admiral ;  bom  at  New 
Haven  in  1SI)6.  Entering  the  navy 
at  the  age  of  sixteen,  lie  was  appoiul- 
ed  B  lieutenant  in  1«30,  acommander 
in  1852,  and,  ns  Ita^-oflicer  of  the  flo- 
tilla in  the  Missisiiippi  River,  ma- 
terially ronlributed  to  the  redniiion 
of  Forts  Henry  and  Donaldson  in 
February,  18(i2.  In  July  foUowing 
he  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  rear- 
admiral,  and  in  June,  1S63,  was  uivtn 
the  conunand  of  the  South  Atlantic 
squadron,  but  died  during  the  name 
month. 

Forster,  WiUtniii  Edward, 
an  EntliKh  stalssman;  born  at  Brail- 
pole,  D.lr6*^  July  U,  IBIH,  His 
fattier  was  William  Forster,  a  Min- 
ister of  the  Society  of  Friends,  and 
hb  wife  is  a  daughter  of  the  cele- 
brated Dr.  Amold  of  BuRby.  W. 
E.  Forsler  was  in  1861  elected  to  Par- 
liament from  Brudfonl,  which  con- 
ed in  the  House  of  Commons.  Ue 
became  Under-Seifetarv  for  the  Colo- 
nies in  1865,  and,  in  1878,  Secretary 
for  Ireland  in  the  Ciibiuet  of  Ht. 
Uladslutic.  Didering  from  his  col- 
leagues in  reference  to  llie  policy  to 
be  pursued  in  Ireland,  Sir.  Forster 
withdrew  from  the  last-named  posi- 
tion in  1882.  He  has  for  several 
J  ears  been  one  of  the  most  able  and 
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prominent  of  the  leaders  of  the  Lib- 
eral party  in  England. 

FoscolOy  VgOf  an  Italian  prose- 
writer  and  poet ;  bom  at  Zante  about 
1776;  served  as  an  officer  iu  tlie 
French  army  under  Napcileon.  Died 
near  London  in  1827.  His  political 
romance  entitled  LeiterH  of  Jacopo 
Orti»,  which  appeared  in  1800,  gain- 
ed an  immense  popularity.  Among 
the  most  adniiretl  of  his  other  works 
is  a  lyric  poem  entitled  I'he  Monu- 
tnenUt. 

Foster 9  Birket,  an  English 
engraver;  bom  in  Northumberland 
in  1812.  Many  of  his  productions 
have  appeared  in  The  London  7//iw- 
traied  NetM.  He  has  illustrated  Long- 
fellow's Kwingeline^  Goldmiilh^a  WorkSy 
and  a  great  variety  of  other  books, 
and  has  also  given  much  attention  to 
landscapes. 

Foucli^,  Joseph,  Duke  of 
Otranto,  bom  at  Nantes  in  1763,  was 
liberally  educated,  became  an  advo- 
cate, and  was  elected  in  1792  to  the 
National  Convention,  where  he  acted 
with  the  Jacobins  and  voted  for  the 
death  of  Louis  XVI.  In  1794  he  be- 
came President  of  the  Jacobin  Club 
and  assisted  in  the  overthrow  of 
Robespierre.  In  July,  1799,  he  was 
made,  by  the  Directory,  Minister  of 
the  general  police,  a  position  which 
he  hehl  for  many  years,  and  in  which 
he  evinced  great  subtlety  and  acute- 
nefw.  For  the  important  services 
which  he  rendered  Napoleon  he  was 
created,  in  1806,  Duke  of  Otranto. 
He  was  banished  from  France  in 
1816,  and  died  at  Trieste  in  1820. 

Fouquier-Tiiiville,  An- 
toine  Queiitiii,  one  of  the  most 
crael  and  infamous  of  the  French 
Jacobins ;  bom  in  1 747 ;  served  as 
public  accuser  under  Rol)e8pierre, 
and  was  himself  condemned  and  ex- 
ecuted in  1795. 

Fourier,  Fran<;ois  Charles 
Marie,  the  founder  of  the  system  of 
Fourierism,  was  the  son  of  a  mer- 
chant, and  was  bom  at  Be8an9on,  in 
France,  in  1772.  After  being  em- 
ployed for  several  years  in  a  oount- 


ing-hoase  in  Lyons  he  was  forced  in 
1793  to  enter  the  French  army,  in 
which  he  devoted  much  of  his  time 
to  meditating  upon  the  numerous  po- 
litical and  social  theories  which  then 
existed  in  France.  He  edited  in  1803 
a  journal  at  Lyons,  and  in  1808,  hav- 
ing, as  he  believed,  perfected  his  sys- 
tem, he  published  his  Theory  of  Four 
Movements^  and  General  Deiiiinies, 
which  was  followed  in  1822  by  a 
more  complete  work  entitled  A 
Ih-eatiae  on  Domestic  and  Agricul- 
tural Association^  a  second  edition  of 
which  was  published  in  1841  under 
the  name  of  Theory  of  Universal 
Unity.  His  works  were  coldly  re- 
ceived, and  the  several  experiments 
made  in  Europe  and  America  to  carnr 
out  his  Bvstem  have  been  unsucoessful. 
Died  1837. 

Fourier,  Jean  Baptiste 
Joseph,  Baron,  a  French  mathe- 
matician. Bom  at  Auxerre  in  1768 ; 
died  May,  1830. 

Fox,  Charles  James,  an  Eng- 
lish orator  and  statesman,  and  thinl 
son  of  Henry  Fox,  first  Lord  Hol- 
land, was  bom  in  London,  January 
24,  1749.  His  mother  was  Lady 
Georgiana  Caroline  Lennox,  daugh- 
ter of  the  Duke  of  Richmond.  He 
exhibited  a  precocious  genius.  He 
studied  at  Eton,  and  at  the  age  of 
fifteen  entered  Hertford  Coll^,  Ox- 
ford, where  he  made  great  proficiency 
in  classical  studies,  but  also  acquired 
that  inordinate  passion  for  gambling 
which  he  was  never  able  to  overcome. 
After  travelling  for  two  years  on  the 
Continent  he  was  elected  to  Parliament 
in  1768,  before  he  had  arrived  at  the 
age  of  twenty,  and  in  1770,  at  the  age 
of  twenty-one,  was  appointed  junior 
Lord  of  the  Admiralty  under  the  Tory 
administration  of  Lord  North;  but 
being  dismissed  from  his  position  for 
insubordination,  and  finding  more 
congenial  associates  among  the  lead- 
ers of  the  Whigs,  he  united  with  that 
party,  strongly  opposed  the  American 
policy  of  Lord  Worth,  and  in  March, 
1774,  made  a  speech  against  the  Bos- 
ton Port  Bill.    He  steadily  defended 
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the  cause  of  the  coloniet  against  the 
wild  and  pernicious  policy  of  the 
British  government.  Elected  to  Par- 
liament from  Westminster  in  1780, 
he  became,  at  the  dose  of  the  Amer- 
ican war,  in  1782,  the  leader  of  the 
Whigs  in  the  lionse  of  Commons, 
and  was  r^^arded  as  the  champion  of 
liberty  and  the  most  powerful  debater 
in  that  body.  In  the  stfne  ^ear  he 
became  Foreign  Secretary  in  the 
Rockingham  Ministry,  and  in  April, 
1788,  was  made  Secretary  of  State  in 
theOabinet  of  the  Duke  of  Portland, 
but  was  dismissed  from  office  in  the 
following  December,  when  Pitt  be- 
came Pnme  Minister.  Fox  was  agedn 
returned  from  Westminster  in  1/84 
and  became  a  powerful  supporter  of 
Burke  in  the  prosecution  of  Warren 
Hastings,  whicu  commenced  in  1788. 
His  looff  political  and  penonal  friend- 
ship wiu  that  great  statesman  ( Burke) 
was  severed  by  the  French  Revolution, 
which  Fox  at  first  heartily  approved 
and  Burke  as  strongly  denounced. 

Fox  remained  at  the  head  of  the 
Whig  party,  and  strenuously  opposed 
Uie  war  which  Pitt  carried  on  against 
the  French  republic.  He  iavoreid  the 
abolition  of  the  slave-trade  in  1791, 
and  supported  the  measures  for  par- 
lianientfu-y  reform  in  1793.  His  partj 
having  been  reduced  to  a  small  mi- 
nority in  1797,  he  did  not  sit  in  Par- 
liament ibr  five  years,  which  time  he 
devoted  to  literary  pursuits.  Visitinff 
Paris  in  1802  he  was  treated  with 
distinction  bpr  Bonaparte;  and  in 
1806^  upon  his  party  again  attaining 
jjow&r,  Fox  became  Foreign  Seoretary 
and  the  leading  spirit  in  the  Cabinet. 
He  died  September  13,  1806,  while 
negotiating  a  French  treaty. 

FoXy  Geor^y  the  founder  of 
the  Society  of  Friends,  or  Quakers, 
was  bom  at  Drayton-in-the-Clav, 
Leicestershire,  England,  in  1624.  lie 
was  a  son  of  Christopher  Fox,  a 
weaver  distinguished  for  the  integrity 
of  his  character,  and  of  Mary  Irfigo, 
who  was  eminient  for  her  piety.  He 
was  brought  up  in  the  Church  of 
England,  and  after  being  employed  as 


a  shoemaker,  and  afterward  as  a  shep- 
herd, at  the  age  of  nineteen  he  be- 
came deeply  impressed  with  the  im- 
portance of  religion,  and  soon  after 
was  led  to  believe  that  he  had  re- 
ceived a  call  from  Heaven  to  promul- 
gate an  inward  vital  and  spiritual  re- 
ligion. It  having  been  reported  that 
he  possessed  the  power  of  prophecy, 
he  was  visited  by  a  great  number  of 
people.  Beginning  to  preach  at  the 
age  of  twenty-three,  he  strenuously 
opposed  many  forms  and  customs  of 
that  period.  Among  these  were  taking 
off  the  hat  as  a  mark  of  respect, 
speaking  in  the  plural  form  to  a 
single  person,  and  calling  the  months 
and  days  of  the  week  after  heathen 
deities.  He  rejected  the  formal  ob- 
servance of  the  rite  of  baptism  and 
the  sacrament  of  the  Lord  s  Supper. 
He  also  introduced  the  practice  of 
silent  worship,  and  opposed  the  pay- 
ment of  salaries  to  the  clergy  ('*  hire- 
ling ministry,''  as  he  termed  it)  and 
the  taking  of  an  oath  in  a  court  of 
justice  or  elsewhere.  He  travelled 
extensively,  preaching  his  new  doc- 
trines, and  in  1648  was  imprisoned  at 
Nottingham  for  aiguing  a  question  of 
theology  with  a  clergyman  in  the 
presence  of  his  congregation.  He 
was  again  arrested  in  1650  at  Derby, 
fidsely  charged  with  blasphemy. 

It  was  at  this  time  that  George  Fox 
and  his  friends  were  designated  as 
'^ Quakers"  because  he  called  on  the 
magistrates  "  to  tremble  at  the  word 
of  uie  Lord."  During  his  imprison- 
ment he  produced  a  treatise  against 
the  infliction  of  the  death-})enalty  for 
stealing,  and  through  life  taught  that 
all  wars  were  sinful.  He  was  again 
arrested  in  1663,  and  upon  being  dis- 
charged was  called  upon  to  take  the 
oaths  of  allegiance  and  supremacy, 
which  he  refiued  to  do.  He  was  then 
subjected  to  a  most  rigid  imprison- 
ment, and  was  confined  during  a  long 
and  severe  winter,  without  fire,  in  a 
dunffeon  where  the  rain  beat  upon 
his  bed.  After  a  total  imprisonment 
of  about  three  years  he  regained  his 
liberty  in  1666,  and  in  1669  married

Ibrmed  another  alliance  against  Ma- 
poleun,  who  captured  Vienna,  gained 
the  dedgive  victory  of  Wagrani,  and 
dictated  ^e  terms  of  a  new  treaty  in 
October.  Francin  entered  in  1813  the 
coalition  which  overthrew  Napoleon, 
and  eventually  recovered  Venice  and 
Lombardy.

Francia  I.,  King  of  France,  waa 
bom  at  Cognac,  September  12,  1494. 
Hia  father  waa  Charles,  Count  of  An- 
(RHileme  and  a  cousin  of  King  Louia 
Xrr.  Afterbeing  created  Duke  of  Va- 
loia  Francis  married  Claude,  daughter 
of  Louie,  in  1614,  and  succeeded  that 
•overeign  a«  King  of  Frajioe  in  1615. 
In  the  aame  year  one  of  hia  anniw 
under  Constable  Bourbon  occupied 
the  Milanese,  and  defeated  at  Ma* 
tignano  a  Swim  army  wbich  waa  de- 
fending it.  Four  years  later  Fran- 
da  was  a  candidate  fur  the  imperial 
crown  of  Germany,  but  was  defeated 
by  Carlrai  of  Spain,  who  became  cele- 
brated tm  Charles  V.  That  sovereiRn^ 
with  Henrv  VIII.  of  England  and 
Pope  Leo  ^.,  formed,  about  two  yean 
later,  an  alliance  against  Francis,  and 
with  their  assistance  expelled  the 
French  from  the  Milanese.  In  1524 
the  generals  of  Francis  were  defeated 
and  the  Chevalier  Bayard  was  killed 
Kt  the  battle  of  Seeia,  and  ayear  later, 
at  the  great  battle  of  Pavia,  Francis, 
who  commanded  in  peraon,  was  twice 


wonnded  and  made  prisoner.  He  waa 
cloacly  impriatmed  at  Madrid  until 
he  oonsented  to  the  terma  of  Charles 
v.,  which  were  the  cesnion  of  Bui^ 
gundy,  the  renunciation  of  all  his 
claims  to  Flanders,  and  the  reel/ira- 
tion  of  Constable  Bourbon  to  liia  titles 
and  estates — terms,  however,  wliich 
the  French  monarch  refused  to  fulfil 


and  Pope  Clement,  he  carried  on  the 
war  for  three  years,  when  be  aban- 
doned his  claim  to  Italy,  signed  the 
Treaty  of  Cambrai,  and  married  Elea- 
nore,  a  sister  of  the  Emperor.  Francia 
devoted  several  years  to  the  advance- 
ment of  commerce,  manufactures,  and 
education  in  France,  and  in  1531 
founded  the  Eoyal  College  in  Paris. 
He  granted  the  request,  in  1539,  of 
Charles  V.  to  paoB  through  France  on 
his  way  from  Spain  to  the  Nether- 
lands, and  entertai[ied  that  Emperor 
at  the  same  tinie.  War  was  rentwed 
in  1542.  The  decisive  biittle  of  Cere- 
sole  was  gained  by  the  French  in 
April,  1544,  and  the  Treaty  of  Crespy 
was  formed  in  the  September  follow- 
ing. 
Francis  bore   the   reputation  of  a 

RUant,  generous,  and  accomplished 
ince,  but  a  deep  stain  is  cast  upon 
it  by  his  cniel  persecution  of  the  Prot- 
estants, He  died  in  March,  1547,  and 


the  eldest  son  of  Henry  II.  and  Cath- 
erine de  M&licis,  was  bom  at  Fon- 
toinebleau  in  1543.  He  married 
Mary,  Queen  of  Scots,  in  1558,  and 
ascended  the  throne  on  the  death  of 
his  lather,  July  10,  1559.  The  Duke 
of  Guise  and  Cardinal  of  Lorraine, 
uncles  of  his  Queen  and  ardent 
Catholits,  obtained  the  chief  control 
of  public  alfuirB  and  bitterly  rerse- 
CDted  the  Protestants.  A  conliiioa 
was  formed  by  the  King  of  Navarre, 
the  Prince  of  CondS,  and  other  Prot- 
estant leaders  opposed  to  the  domi- 
nation of  the  bouse  of  Guise,  but 
waa  discovered  a  short  time  prior  to 
the  death   of  the  King,   which   oc- 
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CDired  December  6, 1660.  Hia  brotb- 
er,  Charles  IX.,  wan  hit!  siicreasnr. 

Francis,  Sir  Philiii,  a  British 
■taUHiuan  and  writer,  and  believed  by 
Lords  Qrougham,  Macaiiluy,  Camp- 
bell, and  other  eminent  crillisto  h&ve 
been  the  author  of  the  Letltn  of  Jvni- 
u,  WW  bom  in  Dublin  in  1740.  Re- 
moving (o  London  at  an  early  age,  he 
was  apixiinted  to  a  clerkship  in  the 
War-Office,  where  he  remained  trotn 
1763  to  1772.  In  the  year  following, 
havini;  been  choaen  a  member  of  the 
Supreme  Council  of  Bensal,  of  which 
Warren  Haxlinpi  Vitus  President,  he 
went  to  India.  He  wan  u  bitter  ayxpit- 
nent  of  the  Dieaxurett  of  HastiiiKs,  by 
whom  he  was  severelv  woundeu  in  a 
duel  in  17MI,  when  'he  returned  to 
England.  Entoritie  Parliament  in 
171M,  he  part  id  paled  in  the  impeach- 
ment and  trial  of  Houtinj;^  favored 
the  principles  of  the  French  Revolu- 
tion, and  Htreniiously  urged  the  aboli- 
tion of  the  slave-irade.  The  title  of 
knight  of  the  Bath  was  conferred  on 
Francis  in  1S06.

FranvlH.KT.,  founder  of  the  order 
of  Mendicant  Friars  known  as  Fnin- 
ciscans,  wtm  bom  at  Atwisi  in  ll!i2. 
Dintinguiaheii  for  asceticism  and  en- 
ibtuiRsni,  he  attracted  peal  numl)ers 
by  his  preaching,  and  altout  1210  re- 
ceived the  sandiun  of  Pope  Innocent 
IIL  to  found  the  order  which  now 
bears  bia  name,  but  which  was  at  Grat 
c»lled"  Minor  Friars,"  and  aluii  "Cor- 
deliers," from  the  cord  which  they 
wore  as  a  girdle.

By  the  war  with  France  in 
1859  he  lost  Lombardy  and  other 
Italian  pomeHslnns,  and  \'enice  was 
aAerward  added  to  the  kingdom  of 
Italy.  Since  the  war  with  Pruaaia, 
in  IHtiG,  when  the  Auetrians  in  a  few 
weeks  suifered  several  terrible  defeata, 
the  Emperor,  influenced  by  the  adviw 
of  Count  BeuHt,  at  onetime  his  prin- 
cipul  Minister,  bus  inaugurated  a 
more  libeml  policy  and  muiiy  im- 
portant reforms. 

Franklin,  BeiOaniln,  LL.D., 
an  American  philoBOpher,  patriot, 
and  Btatenman ;  bom  at  Iluiton,  Janu- 
ary 17,  1706.  He  was  the  fifteenth 
child  and  youngeat  son  (of  a  faiiiily 
of  seventeen  children)  of  Josiah 
Franklin,  an  Eiittlishman,  who  canie 
to  America  in  1662  and  was  a  tallow- 
chandler  and  soap-boiler. 

At  an  early  age  Benjamin  Franklin 
evinced  a  passion  for  a  seBfaring  life, 
and  his  father,  to  prevent  his  running 
away,  Iwnnd  him  as  apprentice  to  his 
brother,  Jamex  Franklin,  a  printer. 
He  now  oblnined  free  access  to  books, 
for  which  he  had  a  remarkable  fond- 
na«.  He  studied  very  late  at  n^ht, 
and  occasionally  sent  anonymous  con- 
tributions to  a  paper  conducted  by  his 
brother,  which  were  very  favorably 
received.  Becoming  a  skilful  printer 
at  the  age  of  neventeen,  he  renmved 
to  Philadelphia,  where  he  was  at  firat 
employed  as  a  journeyman  printer; 
but  afterward  deriding  to  go  into  busi- 
ness for  himself,  and  having  been 
promised  some  aid  by  a  friend,  he 
went  lo  London  to  procure  the  neces- 
sary materials.  Disappointed  in  the 
remittances  which   he  extgCRUeL,  S.v« 
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was  compelled  to  work  in  that  city  as 
a  journeyman.  AiVer  remaining  there 
more  than  a  year  he  returned  to 
Philadelphia  in  1726,  and  three  years 
later  y/as  enabled  to  commence  busi- 
ness for  himself. .  He  married  Deb- 
orah Read  in  1730.  He  established 
the  I'enngylvania  Oazette,  which  be- 
came in  a  short  time  exceedinKly 
popular  as  well  as  profitable.  He 
began  to  publish  in  1732  an  almanac, 
which  became  celebrated  as  l^oor 
JHcharePs  Almanac^  though  purport- 
ing to  be  issued  by  Richard  Saunders. 
As  an  editor  he  aid  all  that  lay  in  his 
power  to  promote  every  enterprise  for 
the  public  good.  Through  his  efibrts 
the  Philadelphia  Library  was  founded 
in  1731,  and  has  since  grown  to  be 
one  of  the  most  extensive  in  the 
United  States.  Justly  appreciated  for 
his  honesty,  prudence,  and  ability,  he 
was  the  recipient  of  many  honors. 
He  became  clerk  of  the  General  As- 
sembly of  Pennsylvania  in  1730,  post- 
master of  Philadelphia  in  the  year 
following,  and  Deputy  Postmaster- 
General  for  the  British  colonics  in 
1753.  He  was  sent  to  England  four 
years  later  by  the  people  of  Pennsyl- 
vania as  their  representative  in  the 
contest  with  the  proprietari^  regard- 
ing the  exemption  of  their  estates 
from  taxation.  He  performed  the 
duties  of  his  mission  before  the  Privy 
Council  with  ability  and  success,  and 
on  returning  to  America,  in  1762,  re- 
ceived the  thanks  of  the  Assembly. 
Having  already  attained  distinction 
among  scientific  men  by  his  successful 
experiments  in  electricity,  he  made  a 
valuable  and  brilliant  discovery  in 
1 752,  by  means  of  a  kite,  of  the  iden- 
tity of  lightning  with  electricity. 
An  account  of  his  discoveries  was 
r^d  before  the  Royal  Society,  but 
was  treated  by  that  body  with  little 
consideration.  Count  de  Bufibn,  how- 
ever, having  obtained  a  copy,  caused 
it  to  be  translated  into  French.  It 
immediately  attracted  great  attention 
in  Europe.  The  Royal  Society,  hav- 
ing the  subject  again  brought  before 
it,  and  without  any  request  on  the 


part  of  Franklin,  immediately  elected 
nim  a  Fellow,  excused  him  from  the 
payment  of  the  usual  admission  fees, 
awarded  him  the  Copley  gold  medal, 
and  presented  him  with  tneir  IVani- 
a£lUm8,  In  1762  the  degree  of  LL.D. 
was  conferred  upon  him  by  the  Uni- 
versities of  Oxford  and  Edinburgh. 
He  was  again  sent  to  England  by  the 
Assembly  in  1764  to  oppose  the  meas- 
ures lor  taxing  the  American  colonies, 
but  the  Stamp  Act  was  passed  in  1765. 
However,  by  his  rare  tact  and  ability 
he  Bucceed&l  in  obtaining  the  repeal 
of  that  obnoxious  law,  but  other  sub- 
jects of  dispute  of  equal  importance 
still  remained  unsettled. 

Franklin,  afier  an  absence  of  more 
than  ten  years,  returned  to  America, 
May  5,  1775.  On  the  day  following 
he  was  unanimously  elected  a  dele- 
gate to  the  Continental  Congress  by 
the  Assembly  of  PeiinBylvuniii.  He 
was  one  of  the  comnuttfc  of  live  who 
drew  up  the  Declaration  of  Inde- 
pendence, which  was  approved  by 
Congress,  July  4,  1776,  and  was  after- 
ward signed  6y  Franklin  and  oiliers. 
Sent  as  Ambassador  to  France  in  the 
latter  part  of  that  year,  he  was  chiefly 
instrumental  in  forming  the  treaty  of 
alliance  between  that  country  and  the 
United  States,  which  conlerrcd  such 
signal  benefits  on  the  cause  of  inde- 
pendence. 

Franklin   also   took   a  prominent 
part  in  negotiating  a  treaty  of  peace 
with  England,  the  preliminary  arti- 
cles of  which  were  signed  at  Paris, 
November  30,  1782.    The  full  treaty 
itself  was  signed  in  that  city,  Septem- 
'■  ber  3,  1783,  by  Franklin,  Adams,  and 
[  Jay.    After  negotiating  a  treaty  with 
Prussia,  in  which  he  inserted  a  clause 
against  privateering,  he  returned  to 
Philadelphia  in  September,  1785,  and 
in  October  was  elected  President  of 
I  Pennsylvania,  to  which  position  he 
.  was  re-elected  in  1786  and  1787.    He 
'  sat  as  a  delegate  in  the  Convention 
'  which  met  in  Philadelphia  in  1787 
.  to  form  a  Constitution  of  the  United 
Sutes. 

Franklin  was  a  President  of  the 


Societj  for  the  Abolition  of  Slavery. 
Died  April  17,  1760. 

Freuerlcfc  I,,  Emperor  of  Ger- 
manj,   Bumanied   Barbarossa,  was 

the  Bon  of  Frederick,  Duke  of  Suabia, 
was  born  in  1121,  and  was  elected  to 
succeed  his  unrle,  Uonrad  III.,  in 
March,  1152.  He  inarched  lo  Kome 
with  an  armv  in  n&5,  and  wa^ 
crowned  in  that  citr  by  Pope 
Adrian  IV.  He  afterward  reduced 
(he  Bovereign  of  Polwid  to  vassala^ 
and  in  IIV  married  Beatrice,  heir- 
eas  of  Burgundy.  Two  years  later 
he  reduced  the  citv  of  Milan,  and  in 
1176  Buffered  a  terrible  defeat  near 
Legnano  in  a  battle  with  the  Lom- 
barda.  After  forming  a  treaty  of 
peace  with  his  enenlica  in  Italy,  he 
joined  the  third  crusade  in  llS9at 
the  head  of  an  army  of  about  one 
hundred  and  hfty  Chouaand  men, 
and  defeated  the  Turlts  near  Ico- 
nium,  but  was  drowned  in  1190  in 
the  river  Calyradnns.  His  son  as- 
cended the  imperial  throne  as  Henry 
VI. 

Frederick  II.,  Emperor  of 
Oermanv,  son  of  Henry  VI.,  was 
bom  ftt'lesi,  in  Italy,  in  1194,  and 
was  crowned  about  1214,  after  he  had 
defeated  his  rival,  Otho.  He  formed 
a  project  for  uniting  Italy  and  tier- 
many  in  one  empire.  He  was  au|>- 
ported  by  the  Ghibeline  parly,  aud 
was  opposed  during  a  lone  contest  by 
the  Pope  and  the  Oiiclphs.  He  re- 
moved his  court  lo  Naples,  and  found- 
ed a  university  there  in  1220.  In 
1227  he  began  a  cruaade  against 
the  Moslems,  but,  turning  back,  he 
was  eicommunieated  by  Pope  (ireg- 
orv  IX.  He  proceeded  with  the  cru- 
aade  the  year  following,  took  Jerusa- 
imn,  and  made  a  peace  with  the  Pope 
In  12^.  After  soppresaing  an  ineur- 
roclion  in  Germanv,  gaining  a  fireat 
-■ "-■'   the  (iuelphs  at  COrle- 
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against  Gregory  IX.,  he  dieil 
He  was  diBtinguishcd  as  an  intrepid 
and  magDanimuus  Prince.  His  son, 
Conrad  1  v.,  was  his  eucceitfior. 

Frederick  II..  sumamed  THE 
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Great,  King  of  Prussia,  was  bom 

at  Berlin,  January  24,  1712.  He  W«« 
the  son  of  Frederick  William  I.  and 
Sophia  Dorothea,  daughteiof  Georga 
I.  of  England.  He  was  subjected  to 
the  severest  discipline  and  moet  in- 
human treatment  by  his  father,  and 
was  saved  from  death  only  by  the  in- 
tercession of  the  German  Emperor. 
Frederick  William  had  accused  him 
of  deserting  from  the  army.  In  1733 
he  married  Elizabeth  Christina  of 
Brunswick.  Before  ascending  th« 
throne  he  exhibited  but  little  of  the 
powerful    intellect   and   iDtensity  of 

turjKise  with  which  he  was  gifted. 
[e  devoted  a  large  portion  of  hia 
time  to  French  literature  and  to  mn- 
sic,  but  upon  succeeding  hia  father  m 
"40,  he  entered  upon 


of  his  early  davs.  Upon  the  acces- 
sion of  Muria  Iheresa  to  the  throne 
of  Austria  and  Hungary,  in  October, 
1740,  he  suddenly  invaded  herdomin- 
ioiis  and  seized  Silesia.  He  gained  a 
decisive  victory  over  the  Austrian* 
at  tlie  l>attle  of  Molwilz,  in  th« 
April  following,  and  formed  an  alli- 
ance with  France  and  Bavaria.  He 
made  in  1742  a  sepamle  treaty  with 
Muria  Theresa,  who  ceded  Sifesia  to 
him.  Id  1744  he  renewed  the  war 
and  captured  Prague,  but  was  soon 
driven  out  of  Bohemia;  and  in  1745 
he  gained  two  important  victories 
over  the  Austriana,  at  Hohenfried- 
berg  and  at  Sorr,  after  which  he  made 
another  treaty  with  them. 

In  the  adminislration  of  civil  af- 
fairs Frederick  acted  as  his  own  Min- 
ister in  every  department.  He  was 
very  industrious  and  exceedingly  eco- 
nomical. He  promoted  the  inieresta 
of  commerce  and  manufactures,  and 
tolerated  every  form  iif  religion.  He 
invited  Voltaire  to  his  court  in  1750, 
but  soon  quarrelled  with  him  and 
sent  him  out  of  Prussia.  A  formi- 
dable alliance  having  been  formed 
against  him  by  Austria,  Russia,  and 
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no  ally  but  England,  by  invading 
Saxon V,  which  he  subjugated  after 
defeating  the  Austrians  at  Lowoeitz 
in  1756.  .He  commenced  the  next 
campaign  by  invading  Bohemia,  and 

Sined  a  great  victory  at  Prague  in 
ay,  1757.  He  was,  however,  him- 
self defeated  at  Kolin,  on  the  18th 
of  June,  by  Marshal  Daun,  who 
drove  the  rrussians  out  of  Bohe- 
mia. 

The  affairs  of  Frederick  were  now 
in  a  desperate  condition,  and  he  con- 
tinually carried  poison  about  bin  per- 
son, which  he  intended  to  use  in  an 
extreme  emergency  rather  than  fall 
into  the  hands  of  his  enemies ;  but  in 
November  he  defeated  a  French  army 
numbering  twice  as  many  as  that  of 
the  Prussians,  and  on  December  5, 
1757,  won  a  brilliant  and  decisive  vic- 
tory at  Leuthen  over  the  Austrians, 
who  lost  twenty- seven  thousand  men. 
"  That  battle  was  a  masterpiece,"  said 
Napoleon.  "Of  itself  it  is  sufficient 
to  entitle  Frederick  to  a  place  in  the 
first  rank  of  generals."  He  followed 
up  his  victories  by  defeating  the  Rus- 
sians at  Zomdorf  in  1758. 

In  1759,  Frederick  was  defeated  bv 
the  allies  at  Kunnersdorf,  from  which 
battle  he  retired  with  his  coat  pierced 
with  bullets.  The  allies  also  captured 
Berlin  and  reduced  him  to  desperation, 
but  he  turned  the  tide  of  fortune  in 
1760  by  gaining  the  battles  of  Lieg- 
nitz  and  Torgau ;  and  in  1762,  on  the 
death  of  the  Empress  Elizabeth,  Rus- 
sia became  an  ally  of  Frederick,  and 
the  Empress  of  Austria  was  compelled 
to  sign  a  treaty  with  him  in  Februarv, 
1763,  by  which  he  retained  Silesia 
and  gave  up  nothing  instead.  He  ob- 
tain^ in  J  772,  by  the  treaty  of  par- 
tition formed  with  Austria  and  Rus- 
sia, Polish  Prussia  and  a  portion  of 
Great  Poland. 

Frederick  died  without  issue,  Au- 
gust 17,  1786.  He  was  a  voluminous 
writer  of  prose  as  well  as  poetry. 
Among  the  best  of  his  works  are  his 
Memoirs,  a  poem  On  the  Art  of  Wai'^ 
HUtory  of  My  TirMy  and  Hi»tory  of 
ike  Sffien  Yem  War.    He  was  suc- 


ceeded bv  his  nephew,  Frederick 
William  ll. 

Frederick  Charles,  imperial 
Prince  of  Germany,  a  Prussian  gen- 
eral and  nephew  of  the  Emperor  of 
Germany,  was  bom  March  20,  1828. 
He  served  in  the  war  against  Den- 
mark in  1864,  and  in  1866  was  given 
the  command  of  the  first  army  sent 
to  operate  against  Austria.  After 
gaining  several  advantages  over  Bene- 
dek,  tne  Austrian  general.  Prince 
Frederick  Charles  drovajjilie  Austri- 
ans to  Sadowa  and  gain^^ver  them 
the  great  battle  of  Kciniggratz.  The 
remarkable  efficiency  of  the  Pnissian 
arm^  was  largely  ascribed  to  him,  he 
having  for  several  years  labored 
strenuously  to  perfect  the  military 
system  of  Prussia.  He  added  to  his 
renown  in  1870  in  the  war  against 
France,  during  which  he  commanded 
the  Second  German  Army,  compris- 
ing six  corps,  two  hundred  and  sixty 
thousand  men,  and  five  hundred 
pieces  of  artillery.  He  gained  a  vic- 
tory over  Gen.  Froissart  at  Speichem 
and  over  Marshal  Bazaine  near  Metz. 
He  captured  that  fortress  after  a  siege 
of  seventy  da  vs.  with  one  hundred  and 
fifty  thousand  prisoners  (October  27, 
1870),  and  on  tne  28lh  of  November 
defeated  Gen.  Paladines,  rec-apturing 
Orleans  six  davs  later.  He  was 
created  a  Field-Marshal   in   1870. 

Frederick  Williniii,  Elector 
of  Brandenburg,  surnamed  the 
Great  ELtrTOR,  was  born  in  1620. 
His  father  was  the  Elector  George 
William,  who  initiated  the  policy 
which  has  since  raised  the  house  of 
Hohenzollern  to  it«  present  eminence. 
After  succeeding  his  father  as  Elector 
in  1640,  he  obtained  the  sovereignty 
of  the  duchy  of  Prussia  from  the 
King  of  Poland,  and  in  1648,  by  the 
Treaty  of  Westphalia,  he  annexed 
Magdeburg,  Minden,  and  part  of 
Ponierania  to  his  possessions.  lie 
made,  with  the  King  of  Sweden,  in 
1655,  a  successful  invasion  of  Poland, 
and  as  one  of  the  allies  against 
France,  in  1672,  took  the  field  a^^ainst 
Louis  XIV.    He  gained  at  Fehrbel- 
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lin,  in  1675,  s  great  vit^ry  over  the 
Swedes,  who  haii  invaded  bin  domin- 
ions, and  in  167S  included  «.  treaty 
with  France  and  Sweden,  receiving 
from  the  former  three  hundred  thou- 
sand crowns.     Died  1688. 

Frederick  William  I.,  King 
of  Pniesia,  was  born  in  16^8.  He 
was  the  wn  of  Predericlc  I.,  and  the 
father  of  Frederick  the  Ureat.  He 
married  Sophia  Dotvlhea,  daughter 
of  George  I.  of  England,  and  became 
King  in  February,  1713.  He  was 
distinguished  as  a  brutal,  arbitrary, 
and  very  eccentric  Prince.  His  pas- 
sion fur  military  pomp  and  for  form- 
ing an  army  of  men  of  great  stature  i 
was  especially  remarkable.  He  did 
not,  however,  engage  in  any  iniportani  , 
war.     Died  1740.  I 

Frederick  William  11.,  King  ! 
of  Prussia,  wait  bom  September,  1744.  j 
He  wag  Ihe  nephew  of  Frederick  the  i 
Great,  whom  lie  succee<led  in  .\ugust, 
1780.  Forming  an  allianiv  in  1791  i 
with  the  Empemr  of  Austria  fur  the  i 
purpnue  of  protecting  Louis  XVI.  , 
from  his  subjects,  he  marched  into 
France  in  July,  1702,  at  the  head  of  '■ 
a  great  army,  but  accotnplislied  no 
results  of  importance,  lie  joined  . 
with   Riueia  in   1793  in  the  second  , 

Krtition  of  Poland,  thereby  gaining  i 
.nwic  and  Thc)rn,  with'  a  large 
amnitnt  of  territory.  He  died  in  | 
1TB7,  and  was  succeeded'  by  his  son,  ! 
Frederick  William  III.  I 

Frederick  Willinm  III., 
king  of  Prussia,  was  iHirn  in  1770, 
married  the  Princesg  of  Mei'klenburg-  ' 
Strelitz,  and  succeeded  his  father, 
Frederick  William  11^  November  16,  ' 
1797.  For  observing  a  strict  neutral-  ! 
ity  between  ihe  French  and  ihc  allies 
he  was  by  tlie  Treaty  of  Lun^ville,  in 
1801,  given  the  bisliopriot  of  Ilildes- 
heim  and  Paderbom  and  otber  terri- 
tories. He  refused  lojoin  the  alliance  ' 
afiainst  the  French  until  tiicy  had  . 
violated  the  neutrality  of  Anspach. 
when,  in  November,  1805,  he  entered 
the  coalition  against  them  with  Kiiasia 
and  other  powers;  but  immediately  | 
after  the  battle  of  Austeriiti,  in  the  . 


Bune  year,  he  made  a  treaty  with  tha 
French  Emperor,  by  which  he  an- 
nexed Hanover  to  his  dominions  in 
exchange  for  Anspach,  Clevea,  and 
Neut'chJitel.  On  aocount  of  this  ar- 
ran^ment,  England  declared  war 
Bgainut  Prussia.  Napoleon  oflered  la 
restore  Hanover  to  tlie  English,  and 
Frederick  William  renewed  hostili- 
ties against  the  French.  The  Ptus- 
sians  were  terribly  defeated  on  the 
same  day  at  Jena  and  Auersladt 
(October  11 1806).  Napoleon  entered 
Berlin,  and  Frederick  Witliom,  in 
1807,  by  the  Treaty  of  Tilsit,  was  de- 

r rived  of  about  half  his  territories. 
le  now  made  succeaaful  efforts  to  re- 
Kir  the  desolation  and  losses  caused 
the  war.  He  made  important  re- 
forms in  Ibe  government  and  abol- 
ished serfdom.  He  was  Ittnxd  by 
Napoleon  in  1812  to  furnish  an  army 
to  aid  in  the  inviuiun  of  Kussia,  but 
in  1B13  called  his  subjects  to  take 
arms  against  the  French,  bravely  led 
Uiem  in  several  liatilcs,  and  made  a 
triumphant  entry  with  the  allies  into 
Paris  in  March,  1814.  He  was 
awarded  by  the  Congress  of  Vien- 
na in  1814-^1.'>  nearly  all  the  territory 
which  he  bad  lost,  and  was  also  given 
half  of  Saxony.  Died  1S40,  His  son, 
Frederick   William    IV.,    succeeded 

Frederick  William  IV.. 

King  of  Prussia,  w*as  bom  October 
1.^,  179o;  began  to  reign  June  7, 
1841).  At  the  cnmniencenient  of  his 
reign  he  refused  (o  grant  a  constitu- 
tion to  the  Prussians,  but,  the  people 
of  Berlin  haviiig  revolted  in  1848. 
after  some  lighting  he  made  several 
concessions  to  the  liberal  party,  among 
which  was  the  constitution  for  whicG 
tliey  sought.  He  was  succeeded  at 
his  death,  which  occurred  January, 
1861.  bv  his  bmlher.  Willinm  1. 

Frederick  William,  Imperial 
Prince  of  tiermany,  and  Crown 
Prince  of  Prussia,  is  the  eldest  son 
of  the  Emperor  of  (iermanv,  and  was 
bom  October  18,  1831.  Kntering  the 
army  at  an  early  age,  he  was  pmmoleil 
prior  to  1S6S  lo  the  rank  or  ^cne<n.\.. 
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In  that  year  he  waa  giTen  the  com* 
mand  of  three  army  corps  sent  against 
the  Anstriansy  oontriboted  greatly  to 
the  victory  of  Sadowa,  or  Konifsgratz, 
and  gained  several  victories  in  Bo- 
hemia. In  the  war  between  Germany 
and  France,  in  1870,  he  commanded 
the  Third  German  Army,  gained  a 
number  of  victories  over  the  French, 
and  on  the  28th  of  October  waa  cre- 
ated a  Field-Marriial  of  Prussia,  and 
November  8  a  Field-Marshal  of  Bus- 
aia.  He  married,  in  1858,  Victoria 
Adelaide.  Princess  Boyal  of  Great 
Britain,  oy  whom  he  has  had  six 
children. 

Freeman,  Eidward  Augag- 
tus,  D.C.L.,  LL.D.,  an  English  his- 
torian; bom  in  1823;  educated  at 
Trinitv  CoUegCL  Ozibrd^  of  which  he 
was  elected  a  Fellow  m  1845.  He 
received  the  degree  of  D.CX.  from 
the  University  of  Oxford  in  1870,  and 
LL.D.  from  the  University  of  Cam- 
Inndge  in  1874.  Several  foreif[n  orders 
and.  other  marks  of  distinction  have 
been  conferred  upon  him.  Among 
his  numerous  works  ma^  be  men-

Fremont,  Jolui  Charles, 
an  American  explorer  and  general ; 
bom  at  SavanniQi,  Geoigia,  J  anuary 
21, 1813;  was  appointed  professor  of 
maUiematics  in  the  Umted  States 
navy,  and  in  1839  was  conunissioned 
a  lieutenant  in  the  corps  of  Topo- 
graphical Engineers.  He  command- 
ed in  1843  an  expedition  through  the 
Bocky  Mountains  to  the  Pacific,  visit- 
ed Great  Salt  Lake,  and  explored  the 
sources  of  the  Columbia  Kiver.  He 
was  brevetted  a  captain  in  1845,  and 
was  sent  to  make  explorations  in  Cali- 
fornia, but  was  oraered  to  leave  by 
the  Mexicans.  In  1846  he  was  again 
ordered  to  California,  where  he  found 
the  Mexican  Gh)vemor  preparing  to 
attack  the  American  settlements.  He 
placed  himself  at  the  head  of  the  set- 


tlers, and  was  by  them  chosen  Gov« 
eroor  of  California.  War  was  soon 
afterward  declared  between  the  United 
States  and  Mexico,  the  former  sending 
forces  under  Com.  Stockton  and  Gren. 
Kearney  to  take  possession  of  Cali- 
fornia. Difficulties  having  arisen  be- 
tween these  commanders,  Fremont, 
who  had  meanwhile  been  promoted  to 
the  rank  of  lieutenant-colonel,  be- 
came a  partisan  of  the  former  and 
refused  to  obey  the  orders  of  the  lat- 
ter, who  was  his  superior  officer.  He 
was  courtpmartialled  for  disobedience 
of  orders  and  mutinous  conduct,  was 
found  guilty,  and  was  ordered  to  be 
dismissed  frcnn  the  service.  This  sen- 
tence was  remitted  by  President  Polk, 
but  Fremont  resigned  his  commission. 
In  1848  he  fitted  out  at  his  own  ex- 
pense a  laige  exploring  expedition, 
with  which  he  reached  California  in 
1849.  He  was  in  1856  nominated  by 
the  National  Bepublican  Convention 
for  the  Presidency.  He  received  one 
hundred  and  fourteen  electoral  votes, 
while  James  Buchanan  received  cue 
hundred  and  seventy-four  and  Mil- 
lard Fillmore  eight  At  the  com- 
mencement of  the  civil  war  Fremont 
was  commitsioned  a  minor-general, 
served  in  Missouri  and  Western  Vir- 
nnia,  and  resigned  his  command  in 
June,  1862.

He  was 
the  author  of  various  scientific  works. 
Died  1827. 

Freycinet,  Charles  Liouis 
de  Saulces  de,  a  French  states- 
man; bom  in  1828;  was  educated  in 
the  jPolytechnic  School  as  an  en- 
gineer; was  employed  in  that  ca^- 
city  by  the  g^reat  railway  companies 
of  France,  and  was  appointed  to  sev- 
eral civil  offices,  among  which  was 
that  of  Prefect  of  Tam-et-Garonne 
(1870).    He  was  elected  a  Senator  in 
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1870,  and  in  1377  accepted  tb«  port-  ; 
folio  of  Public  Works  in  the  DuJsura  ; 
Ministry.  He  succeeded  Uamltetla  an  | 
Prime  Minister'  of  France  in  Jan.,  . 
1S8^  but  resigned  in  Auf(.  of  that  year.

B.  A.,  an  English  painter;  bom  in

His  works  are  r^ar^led  as  very  truth- 
ful,  and  fw  faithfully  repriwentinp  the  ' 
cuslonisand  ntauneru,  the  beau  ties  and  i 
deformities,  of  the  age  of  chivalrv,  . 
He  went  to  England  in  1301,  and  wis  j 
received  with  favor  at  the  court  of 
Edward  III.,  where  he  remained 
about  six   yeaiB.    He    then    accom-  { 


panied  Lionel,  Dukeof  Clat«nce,  who 
went  to  Italy  to  marry  a  daughter  of 
the  Duke  of  Milan.  Froissart  after- 
ward officiated  as  curate  of  Lestinee, 
in  France,  and  as  clerk  lo  Uuy,  Count 
of  BloLs.  He  is  suppoeed  to  have  died 
about  14O0. 

Froude,  Juiiies  Anthony, 
an  English  historian  of  distinction, 
son  of  the  late  K.  II.  Fruude,  Arch- 
deacon of  Tulnes,  was  born  at  Dar- 
lington, io  Devonshire,  April  23, 
liilO,  and  was  educated  at  WestmioB- 
ter  and  at  Uifurd.  He  was  in  I86& 
cliooen  rector  of  the  Lniversity  of  St. 
Andrew's  and  in  the  oanie  year  receiv- 
ed the  degree  of  LL.D.  His  principal 
work,  comprising  twelve  volumcM,  is 
a  HaUny  4  Jii's'^i'd  from  the  Fall  a/' 
Wtitty  to  tilt  Defeat  of  the  Spanuh  Ar- 
inada.  He  has  rci'eutlv  been  engaged 
in  preparing  fur  puiilitalioo  the  cur- 
reaixindence  of  Tliomas  Curlyle. 

Fry,  Glizabetll,  an  Knglish 
philanthropist,  daughter  of  Jolin 
(iurney  of  Flarlhani  Hall,  a  wealthy 
banker,  was  u  sister  of  Joseph  John 
(jumey,  and  was  bom  in  Norwich, 
Englaiid.  in  1780.  She  married  Jo- 
seph Fry  of  London  in  161)0,  and 
Bonie  years  later  liwanie  a  minister 
of  the  Societv  of  I'Vieiids.     Her  at- 
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lention  was  espccia 
reform.     Ked  1SI3. 

Fulton,  Robert,  an  American 
engineer  and  inventor ;  bom  in  Lan- 
caslt^r  County,  Pennsylvania,  in  1765. 
He  turned  bis  attention  at  an  early 
age  to  drawing  and  jiorlrait-painting, 
which  he  practised  with  skill  andsiic- 
ctMs  in  Philntlelpliia,  where  he  luid  re- 
moveil  at  the  age  of  seventeen.  After 
spending  sonic  vearit  as  an  artist  in 
London  he  decided  to  become  a  civil 
engineer,  in  1T93  formed  a  project  to 
improve  inland  navigation,  and  at  a. 
later  period  inventetfu  machine  for 
Bpinniiif;  flax  and  another  for  making 


of  Joel  BarioWf  and  became  Ihe  pro- 
prietor of  the  first  panorama  exhibit- 
ed in  that  city.     He  also  invented  a 
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■ubmarine  boat>  called  a  ''torpedo^" 
to  be  used  in  naval  warfaie,  whicm 
attracted  the  fiiyorable  notice  of  Na- 
poleon, and  in  which  Folton  suooeed- 
ed  in  remaining  under  water  and 
Buiding  it  with  ease.  Returning  to 
Kew  York  in  1806,  he,  with  the  aa- 
•ifltance  of  Robert  liyingaton,  aoo- 
oeeded  in  completing,  in  1807,  the 
Taluable  diaooveiy  of  iteam  naviga- 
tion. He  launched  hie  fint  steam- 
boat^ the  Qermont^  in  1807.  It  proved 
to  be  a  decided  suooess,  making  trips 
between  that  dtv  and  Albany  at  a 
^eed  of  five  mOes  an  hour,  which 
was  soon  increased  hj  improved  ma- 
chinezy.  Manj  larger  steamboats 
were  constructed  under  his  direc- 
tion. Though  Folton  expended  a 
large  amount  of  money  upon  his  in- 
vention, he  gained  nothmg  by  his 
patent    He  married,  in  li}6,  Har-

Died  1815. 
Fuseli,  or  Fuessli,  John 

Henry,  an  historical  painter,  was 
bom  at  Zurich,  Switsenand,  about 
1742.  He  was  the  son  of  Johann 
Garaar  Fussli,  a  Swiss  artist  In 
1783  he  visited  England,  where  he 
was  persuaded  by  Sir  Joshua  Rejf- 
nolda  who  had  examined  some  of  ms 
sketcnes,  to  adopt  the  profession  of  a 
painter  instead  of  that  of  an  author, 
as  he  had  intended.  After  studying 
art  in  Italy  he  returned  to  London, 
where  he  was  regarded  as  one  of  the 
greatest  painters  of  that  period.  He 
was  ele(led  a  member  ct  the  Royal 
Academy  in  1788  and  professor  of 
painting  in  that  institution  in  1799, 
and  was  very  successful  as  a  lecturer 
on  ai^  He  aided  Cowper  in  the  trans- 
lation of  Homer.    Died  1826. 
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K inter;  bom  about  1324,  Among 
I  n^eatest  works  nre  a  "  History  of 
the  Tnie  Cross,"  in  frsBco.  in  the 
church  of  Santa  Cmce.  and  a  "  Ma- 
donna," in  the  church  of  St.  Ambrose, 
Died  1387. 

Gadill,  Oaddo,  a.  Florentine 
painter;  bom  about  1240.  He  stud- 
ied under  Ciinabue,  and  wa-s  patron- 
ized by  Pope  Clement  V.  Died 
1312. 

Uaddi,  Ta<l<leo,  on  Italian 
painter  and  architect;  bom  at  Flor- 
ence in  1300.  *  He  was  the  son  of  the 
preceding,  whom  he  excelled,  and  be- 
cftnie  the  most  distinguished  of  the 
pupils  of  Giotto.     Died  about  1360. 

GatfCt  Tlioinn^t  a  British  gen- 
eral who  in  1763  was  ajipointed  com- 
mander-in-chief of  the  JlritiEdj  forces 
in  America.  He  became  Governor 
of  the  colony  of  Massachusetts  in 
1774,*and  in  the  year  following,  by 
attempting  to  seize  the  mil  itarv  stores 
of  the  colonv,  provoked,  at  Lexing- 
ton, the  first  battle  of  the  Revolution. 
He  was  recalled  in  1775.  and  died 
twelve  years  luter.  He  is  represented 
by  Bancroft  the  historian  as  a  very 
incompetent  officer. 

Galiisbor(>iigli.Thonin»,  an 
EnElixh  landscape-painter;  bom  at 
Sudbury  in  1727.  lie  etudied  in  Lon- 
don, where  he  linallv  settled  in  1776, 
and  became  one  of  the  lirst  members 
of  the  Royal  Academy.  He  excelled 
in  richness  of  coloring  and  in  thediti- 
tribiition  of  light  and  sliade.  Died 
1788. 

iialha,  S«rvIuH  Siilplcliis. 
a  Roman  Emperor;  born,  of  a  palri- 
ciail  faniily,  about  4  b.  c. ;  became 
Consul  in  33  a.  d.  under  Tiberius, 
and  during  the  reign  of  Caligula 
gained  distinction  aa  commander  of 
the  Roman  army  in  Germany.  The 
Emperor    Claudius    a[>puinl4d    him 


I  Governor  of  Afric*.     While  Galba 

'  was  commanding  an  army  in  Spain, 
I  in  68  A.  D.,  Nero  died,  and  the  former 
I  was  proclaimed  Emoeror,  but  was 
slain  in  the  year  following  by  th« 
army,  which  proclaimed  Otho. 

tialen,  a  Greek  medical  writer 
and  philosopher;  bom  at  Pergamoa, 
in  Mysia.  in  131  A.  D.  He  studied 
the  doctrines  of  Plato  and  other  phil- 
osophers, received  lessons  in  anatomy 
from  Satyrus,  and  travelled  in  several 

He  settled  at  Rome  at  the  age  of 
thirty-four,  was  patronized  by  Marcus 
Aurelius,and  was  appointed  physician 
to  CommoduB,  the  heir  1o  the  throne. 
He  lectured  on  anatomy  in  Rome, 
and  was  the  author  of  many  valuable 
works  on  medicine,  anatomy,  and 
philosophy,  some  of  which  have 
been  preserved.    Died  about  205  A.  D. 

GnleriiiN,  Caitis  Valerius 
MaxilliiailtlS,  a  Komnn  Emperor; 
burn  in  Dacia;  entered  the  army  ws 
H  private,  and  was  promoted  to  the 
highest  commands.  Diocletian  adopt- 
ed him  as  hia  son  in  292  a.  v.,  bestow- 
ing upon  him  his  daughter  in  mar- 
riage, and  giving  him  the  title  of 
C4rsar.  As  commander  of  the  Roman 
army  he  subsequently  defeated  Narsee, 
King  of  Persia.  He  h  charged  with 
having  instigated  the  bitter  perse- 
cution of  the  Christians  which  took 
place  during  the  reign  of  IMoclelian. 
When  the  latter,  with  his  collea^e 
Maximian,  abdicated,  in  305,  Galerius 
became  Emperor,  with  Constantius 
Chlorus  as  his  colleague,  and  look  for 
his  portion  of  the  empire  Illvria, 
Thrace.  Macedonia,  Greece,  and  the 
Eastern  provinces.     Died  31 1  A.  D. 

Oalllel.  Galileo,  generally 
called  Galileo  only,  an  illustrious 
astronomer  and  natural  philosopher; 
born,  of  a  noble  family,  at  Pisa,  in 
itaJy,  Eebmary  15,  1504.   He  studied 
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at  Flormoe  and  Pisa,  and  gave  his 
attention  almost  exclusively  to  scien- 
tific imrsuits.  He  rejected  many  of 
the  tneories  of  Aristotle,  whose  sys- 
tem was  at  that  time  generally  re- 
funded with  the  most  profound  re- 
spect and  admiration. 

Galileo  discovered,  about  1584,  the 
isochronism  of  the  vibrations  of  a 
pendalum,  and  in  1589  was  appointed 
professor  of  mathematics  in  the  Uni- 
versity of  Pisa,  where  he  discovered 
the  law  regulating  the  increase  of 
velocity  in  flailing  bodies.  He  was 
chosen  in  1592,  by  the  Senate  of  Ven- 
ice, professor  of  mathematics  at  Pa^ 
dua.  lie  incurred  the  hostility  of 
the  priesthood  by  adopting  in  astron- 
omy the  system  of  Copernicus,  and  in 
1609  added  to  the  great  celebrity  he 
had  already  acquired,  by  the  con- 
struction of  his  wonderfxil  telescope, 
which  he  is  also  said  to  have  invented. 
Through  it  he  could  explore  the  sur- 
face of  the  moon  and  view  the  phases 
of  Venus,  and  he  ascertained  that  the 
nebulffi  known  as  the  **  Milky  Way  " 
were  composed  of  myriads  of  stare. 
He  also  discovered  with  this  telesco|je 
the  satellites  of  Jupiter,  and  an- 
nounced his  discoveries  in  the  Sirjcreul 
MaaengeTf  which  ai)|)eared  in  1610. 
The  year  followino^  ne  was  invited  to 
Florence  and  liberally  patronized  by 
Coaimo  de*  Medici. 

While  Galileo  was  employed  in 
making  these  sublime  discoveries  he 
was  denounced  by  the  Jesuits  and 
other  enemies,  as  a  heretic,  to  the  In- 
quisition. He  was  in  1616  summoned 
to  Rome,  where  he  was  positively  for- 
bidden by  Pope  Paul  \ .  to  propagate 
the  doctrine  of  the  motion  of  the  earth. 
Promising  to  comply,  Galileo  was  for 
several  yeare  saved  from  {(ersecution, 
and  even  received  some  marks  of  con- 
sideration from  Pope  Urban  VIII. 
He  produced  in  1632  his  great  work 
Dialogues  an  the  Ptolemaic  and  Coper- 
niean  Systems,  which  created  a  great 
sensation  in  Rome.  The  Pope  was 
induced  to  believe  that  he  was  ridi- 
culed in  it,  and  the  great  astronomer, 
then  ID  his  seventieth  year,  was  again 


summoned  before  the  Imjuisition.  He 
was  imprisoned  for  several  months, 
and  was  finally  induced  to  abjure  the 
theory  of  the  motion  of  the  earth. 
This  act,  however,  did  not  gain  for 
him  his  liberation.  He  was  detained 
in  prison  for  several  yeare,  but  it  does 
not  appear  that  he  was  treate<l  very 
rigorously,  as  he  was  permitted  to  pur- 
sue his  studies  and  investigations  un- 
til prevented  by  blindnens.  The  poet 
Milton  visited  him  in  1638.  He  died 
near  Florence  in  January,  1642,  leav- 
ing several  valuable  works,  a  com- 
plete edition  of  which,  published  at 
Florence  in  1858,  contains  twenty 
volumes. 

Gaily  Franz  Joseph ,  a  Ger- 
man physician,  the  founder  of  the 
system  of  phrenology,  was  born  at 
I'iefenbrunn,  in  Baden,  March  9, 
1758.  He  studied  at  Strasburg  and 
afterward  at  Vienna,  where  he  re- 
ceived the  degree  of  M.  I),  in  1785. 
He  practised  medicine  in  that  city  for 
several  years,  devoting  great  attention 
to  the  study  of  tlie  brain  and  to  the 
functions  of  the  mind.  With  Dr. 
8purzheini,  his  pupil  and  coadjutor, 
he  conimen<.'ed  in  1805  to  tea(rli«their 
system  of  phrenology  by  lecturing  in 
the  principal  cities  of  ?]uropc.  1  le  was 
the  author  of  several  works.  He  re- 
moved in  1807  to  Paris,  where  he  died 
in  1828. 

Gallatin,  Albert,  a  statesman ; 
bom  at  Geneva,  Switzerland,  in  1761 ; 
graduated  at  the  univereity  of  his  na- 
tive city  ;  removed  to  the  U'nitetl  States 
in  1780;  taught  French  in  Harvard 
Univereity  in  1782,  and  settlc<i  in  Fay- 
ette County,  Pennsylvania,  in  17^<*6. 
Four  yeare  later  he  was  eletled  to  the 
Legislature  of  Pennsylvania,  to  wliich 
he  was  re-elected.  Although  a  Re- 
publican, he  was  in  1793  chosen  by 
that  body,  in  which  there  was  a  ma- 
jority of  Federalists,  to  the  United 
States  Senate.  After  otcupying  his 
seat,  however,  he  was  declaretl  ineli- 
gible by  a  party  vote,  on  the  ground 
that  prior  to  his  election  he  had  not 
been  a  naturalized  citizen  of  the 
United     States    for    the    prescribed 
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length  of  time.  He  afterward  sat 
for  three  terms  in  the  Congress  of 
the  United  States,  was  one  of  the 
ablest  debaters  in  that  body,  and 
became  one  of  the  most  prominent 
leaders  of  tlie  Republican  party.  By 
President  JcHerson  he  was  in  1801 
appointed  Secretary  of  the  Treasury, 
which  office  he  held  for  twelve  years, 
bein^  reappointed  to  it  by  President 
Madison  in  1809.  He  performed  the 
duties  of  that  position  with  marked 
ability,  and  succeedefl  in  greatly  re- 
ducing the  public  debt,  lie  opposed 
the  second  war  with  England,  and  in 
1814,  as  one  of  the  commissioners  for 
America,  signed  the  Treaty  of  Ghent. 
He  was  Minister  at  Paris  from  1816 
until  182^{,  and  was  sent  as  Minister 
to  England  in  1826.  After  his  return 
to  America  he  removed  to  New  York 
City,  where,  in  1843,  he  was  elected 
President  of  the  New  York  Histori- 
cal Society.     Died  1849. 

Gallienusy  Publiiis  Liciu- 
ias  Valerius,  a  Roman  Emperor, 
son  of  Valerian,  was  bom  about  233 
A.  D.,  and  at  the  age  of  twenty  was 
admitted  .  by  his  father  to  a  share  in 
the  empire.  He  became  Emperor  in 
260.  He  was  noted  for  cruelty  and 
profligacy,  was  killed  (as  some  be- 
lieve, by  one  of  his  own  soldiers) 
while  besieging  Milan,  in  268  a.  d., 
and  was  succeeded  by  Claudius  11. 

Gallitslu,  or  Galitzin,  the 
name  of  an  illustrious  family  of  Rus- 
sian Princes,  of  whom  Alex  am  deb 
MiKHAiLOViTCH  (Wn  1718;  died 
1783)  was  a  victorroiis  general  in 
the  Seven  Years'  and  Turkish  wars 
and  a  great  favorite  at  court :  Dmitri 
Alexievitch  (born  1738 ;  died  1803) 
was  celebrated  as  an  author  and  diplo- 
matist; Mikhail  Mikhailovitch 
(bom  1674 ;  died  1730)  was  a  general 
of  remarkable  ability,  and  served  with 
distinction  against  the  Tartars,  Poles, 
and  Swedes;  and  Vasili,  or  Basil 
(bom  1633;  died  1713),  was  a  skilful 
and  enlightened  statesman. 

Gallusy  Caiu»  Cornelius,  a 
Roman  poet  and  courtier;  bom  at 
Forum  Julii  about  66  B.  c    He  en- 


tered the  army  and  gained  the  favor 
of  Octavius  (Augustus),  who  assigned 
him  to  a  high  command  in  the  war 
against  Murk  Antony.  About  30  b.  c. 
he  was  appointed,  by  Augustus,  Gov- 
ernor of  Egypt.  He  at  fii-st  ruled 
that  country  with  moderation  and 
ability,  but  subsecjuently,  being  charg- 
ed with  peculation  ana  tyranny,  was 
condemned  to  i)erpetual  exile.  He  was 
the  author  of  several  elegies  which 
were  greatly  admired,  but  which  have 
not  been  preserved.  He  liberally  pat- 
ronized men  of  letters.  He  commit- 
ted suicide  about  26  b.  c. 

Galty  Jollity  a  voluminous  Scot- 
tish author;  bom  at  Irvine  in  1779; 
removed  to  London  in  1803.  Among 
his  works  are  a  Lift  of  Lord  Byron, 
The  ProvoHt,  a  novel,  and  several  trag- 
edies and  Scottish  tales.    Died  1839. 

Galvaiiiy  AloiHio,  an  Italian 
anatomist;  bom  at  Bologna  in  1737. 
He  was  apixiinted  professor  of  anat- 
:  om^  in  his  native  city  in  1762,  after 
which  he  produced  a  number  of  valu- 
able tre^uises  on  that  science.  He  was 
the  first  to  discover  the  effect  of  elec- 
tricity upon  the  nerves  and  muscles 
of  dead  animals,  which  phenomenon 
was  named,  from  him,  ''  Galvanism.'' 
Died  1798. 

Gaiua,  da*  Vaseo»  or  Yasco 
de  Gaiua,  a  Portuguese  navigator; 
bom  at  Sines  in  the  latter  part  of  the 
fifteenth  century.  As  commander  of 
an  expedition  sent  to  India  in  1497  by 
Emanuel  of  Portugal,  he  was  the  first 
who  performed  the  voyage  by  doub- 
ling the  Cape  of  Good  Hope.  This 
discovery  gave  a  new  impetus  to  the 
trade  with  India,  which  had  been  pre- 
viously confined  to  the  Mediterranean 
and  the  Red  Sea.  Sent  to  India  with 
a  larger  fleet  in  1502,  he  bombarded 
Calicut  to  avenge  certain  injuries  re- 
ceived by  the  Portuguese,  and  estab- 
lished a  factory  at  Cochin.  On  his 
return  to  Lisbon,  in  the  following 
year,  he  was  treated  with  great  dis- 
tinction, and  was  created  a  Count.  He 
was  appointed  Viceroy  of  India  in 
1524,  and  died  soon  after  reaching 
that  country. 
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Gambetta,  Lieon,  a  French 
statesman ;  bom,  of  a  Genoese  fam- 
ily, at  Cahors,  October  30, 1838.  He 
studied  law  and  was  admitted  to  the 
Paris  bar  in  1859,  and  won  ereat  dis- 
tinction in  a  short  time  by  his  force 
and  eloquence  as  an  advocate.  In 
politics  he  became  an  ardent  repub- 
lican, and  at  the  general  election  in 
18(>9  was  chosen  to  the  Assembly]^ 
representative  for  both  Paris  and 
Marseilles,  but  chose  to  take  his 
seat  ibr  the  latter  city.  He  became 
Minister  of  the  Interior  in  Septem- 
ber, 1870,  and  on  October  7  left  Paris 
(which  was  then  besieged  by  the  Prus- 
sians), in  a  balloon,  accompanied  by  a 
secretary  and  an  aeronaut,  passed 
safely  over  the  Prussian  lines,  and 
arrived  at  Rouen  in  the  evening. 
Proceeding  to  Tours,  he  oi*ganizra 
further  opposition  to  the  Prussians, 
and  was  virtually  Dictator  for  several 
months.  He  became  Prime  Minister 
of  France  in  November  of  1881,  but 
resigned  that  position  in  January, 
1882. 

"  While  at  Tours,"  says  an  English 
writer,  "  he  united  the  offices  of  Xlin- 
isters  of  War,  Interior,  and  Finance 
in  his  proper  person  and  amazed  the 
world  by  nis  activity.  He  raised  ar- 
mies oat  of  nothing,  and  found  money 
bv  magic  to  pay  them.  He  resisted 
ail  attempts  of  his  besieged  colleagues 
to  induce  him  to  hold  terms  with  the 
enemy,  and  characterized  their  en- 
deavors to  make  peace  as  'culpable 
and  frivolous.'  At  the  close  of  the  war 
he  was  elected  deputy  for  six  depart- 
ments, and  subsequently  for  three  other 
departments."    Died  January  1,  1883. 

Gambler,  JamcSy  Baron,  an 
English  admiral,  was  bom  on  one  of 
the  Bahama  Isles  in  1756.  He  entered 
the  navy  in  early  youth,  served  dur- 
ing the  American  war,  contributed  to 
the  victory  of  Lord  Howe  over  the 
French  in  1793,  was  made  a  rear- 
admiral  two  years  later,  a  vice-ad- 
miral in  1799,  Governor  of  New- 
foundland in  1802,  and  a  full  ad- 
miral a  short  time  after.  In  1807 
he  bombarded  Copenhagen  and  cap- 


tured the  Danish  fleet.  For  this  ser- 
vice he  was  created  a  peer.  He  was 
raised  to  the  rank  of  admiral  of  the 
fleet  in  1830.     Died  1833. 

Garcilaso  de  la  Vegra,  a 
Spanish  poet ;  bom  at  Toledo  in  1503. 
He  entered  the  army  at  an  earlv  age, 
made  several  campaigns  under  Charles 
v.,  ^ned  distinction  at  the  battle  of 
Pavia,  in  1525,  and  commanded  thirty 
companies  of  the  imperial  army  that 
invaded  France  in  1536.  He  was  mor- 
tally wounded  while  retreating  from 
Marseilles,  and  died  at  Nice  in  No- 
vember of  the  same  year.  His  pas- 
toral and  lyrical  poems,  distinguisned 
for  tendemess  and  pathos,  have  been 
greatly  admired,  and  have  caused 
uieir  author  to  be  called  Vthe  Span- 
ish Petrarch." 

Gardiner,  Stephen,  an  Eng- 
lish prelate  and  statesman ;  bom  at 
Bury  St.  Edmund's  in  1483;  studied 
at  Cambridge;  became  secretary  to 
Cardinal  Wolsey,  and  acquired  the 
favor  of  Henry  VII 1.  He  was  sent 
by  that  sovereign  in  1527  to  Rome  as 
a  commissioner  to  procure  the  divorce 
of  Queen  Catherine.  On  his  return 
he  was  made  Secretary  of  State,  and 
was  raised  to  the  See  of  Winchester 
in  1531.  He  bitterly  opposed  the 
Protestant  Reformation,  and  made 
strenuous  but  unsuccessful  efforts  to 
have  Cranmer  convicted  of  heresv. 

During  the  reign  of  Edward  Vl., 
Gardiner  was  imprisoned  in  the 
Tower  for  about  five  years,  but  was 
released  by  Qu^n  Mary  immediate- 
ly after  she  haa  ascended  the  throne, 
was  appointed  Chancellor  of  England, 
and  was  given  the  chief  control  of 
aflairs,  butJi  civil  and  religious.  He 
is  charged  with  having  promoted  Uie 
bloody  persecutions  of  that  reign. 
"  He  was,"  says  Froude,  "  vindictive, 
ruthless,  treacherous,  but  his  courage 
was  indomitable."     Died  1555. 

Garfield,  James  Abram, 
twentieth  President  of  the  United 
States,  was  bom  November  19,  1831, 
near  Cleveland,  in  Ohio.  In  early 
life  he  worked  on  a  farm  in  the  sum- 
mer and  learned  the  trade  of  a  car- 
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penter  duriog  the  winter.  He  after- 
wijil  became  a  driver  and  helmsman 
on  the  canal.  At  the  age  of  seven- 
teen he  entered  tlie  Geauga  Academy, 
and  afterward  Mudled  at  'WilliDttLB 
College,  MaasBchiiselts,  where  he 
graduated  with  distinct  ion  in  1356. 
He  was  soon  afterward  appointed  pro- 
fessor of  Lalin  and  Greek  at  Hiram 
College,  Ohio— an  institution  belong- 
ing to  the  CamplieDites,  of  which  iiect 
be  was  a  member— and  two  ytAn 
later  waa  chosen  it«  President.  At  this 

Seriod  he  married  Miss  Lucrelia  Ru- 
Diph,  ihe  daughter  of  a  neighboring 
fkrmer,  and  occasionally  officiated  as 
K  Cam pbel lite  miniaier.

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an  oyerwhelming  defeat,  November  4, 
trom  the  pontiii^  troope,  assisted  by 
the  French.  He  was  again  arrested 
and  imprisoned  for  a  short  time. 
After  the  downfall  of  the  French 
empire  he  ofiered  his  services  to 
France,  was  elected  a  deputy  to  the 
National  Assembly  for  Paris  and 
several  of  the  departments,  and  Was 
given  the  command  of  the  Armv  of 
the  Vosges.  He  threw  up  these 
offices  in  a  short  time,  and  again  re- 
tired to  Caprera.  He  was  elected  to 
the  Italian  Parliament  in  1875,  and 
in  1876  received  a  donation  of  one 
hundred  thousand  lire  from  the  King 
and  the  people  of  Italy.  Died  June 
2,  1882. 

Garrick,  David,  an  English 
actor;  bom  at  Hereford  in  1716.  He 
studied  under  Dr.  Samuel  Johnson  at 
Lichfield,  and  in  1735  accompanied 
his  preceptor  to  London,  where  he 
read  law  at  Lincoln's  Inn.  Resolving 
to  go  upon  the  stage^  he  made  a  suc- 
cessful d^but  at  Ipswich  in  1741.  His 
popularity  rapidly  increased,  and 
when  he  made  his  first  appearance 
at  Drury  Lane,  in  1742,  as  "  Richard 
III.,"  he  was  pronounced  incom{>ar- 
able.  He  became  in  1747  a  joint- 
owner  with  Lacv  of  the  Drury  Lane 
theatre,  of  which  he  continued  to  be 
the  manager  while  he  remained  upon 
the  stage.  He  is  entitled  to  great 
credit  for  reforming  the  English  the- 
atre and  discountenancing  Boentious 
and  immodest  dramas.  Possessed  of 
rare  accomplishments  and  unequalled 
as  a  conversationalist,  he  was  cordially 
received  in  the  best  society,  and  be- 
came the  intimate  friend  of  the  Earl 
of  Chatham,  the  Duke  of  Devonshire, 
Dr.  Samuel  Johnson,  and  other  emi- 
nent men.  He  was  the  author  of  sev- 
eral comedies,  and  is  said  to  have 
amassed  a  large  fortune.  He  died  in 
1779,  and  was  buried  in  Westminster 
Abbey,  beside  the  tomb  of  Shake- 
speare. 

Oarrison,  William  Lloyd* 
an  American  philanthropist ;  born  in 
Massachusetts  in  1804;  began  to  edit 
the  F^  Press  at  the  age  of  twenty- 


one,  and  two  years  later  took  charge 
of  the  NaiioncU  PhUafUhropUtf  a  tern- 

STance  paper  published  in  Boston, 
e  assisted  Benjamin  Lundy  in  1829 
in  editing,  at  Baltimore,  2^m  Oenius 
of  Univerial  Emancipaiicny  a  journal 
which  advocated  the  emancipation  of 
slaves.  For  some  of  his  articles  he 
was  convicted  of  libel,  and  was  im- 
prisoned for  about  two  months,  but 
was  released  upon  the  payment  of  his 
fine  by  Arthur  Tappan  of  New  York. 
He  began  to  pubnsh  the  Libtrnlor^  a 
weekly  anti-slavery  journal,  at  Boston, 
in  1831.  For  the  following  five  years 
he  was  frequently  threatened  with 
assassination.  He  was  mobbed  at  a 
public  meeting  in  Boston  in  1835,  and 
about  the  same  time  the  Legislature 
of  Georgia  ofiered  a  reward  of  five 
thousand  dollars  for  his  arrest  and 
conviction  under  the  laws  of  that 
State.  At  this  period  he  organized 
the  American  Anti-Slavery  Society, 
over  which  he  presided  for  twenty-two 
years.  Slavery  having  been  abolished, 
he  discontinued  the  Liberaiw  in  1865, 
and  at  the  same  time  was  presented 
by  his  friends  with  thirty  thousand 
dollars  as  a  memorial  ofiering  for  his 
servic'es  in  the  cause  of  ifreedom. 
Died  May  24,  1879. 

Garth,  Sir  Samuel,  an  Eng- 
lish physician  and  poet;  bom  in 
Yorkshire;  removed,  about  1691,  to 
London,  where  he  gained  a  large 
practice  and  was  appointed  royal 
physician,  and  was  knighted  by 
George  I.  Died  1718.  Among  his 
works  are  the  Dittpenmryj  a,  mock- 
heroic  poem,  which  met  with  great 
success,  and  a  translation  of  part  of 
Ovid's  Melamorphows. 

ChBMCOigrne,  Georgre,  an  Eng- 
Ibh  poet.  Bom  about  1535 ;  died  1577. 
His  poems  are  distinguished  for  spirit, 
smoothness,  and  harmony.  Among 
them  are  Steel  Glass  and  the  Arraiyn- 
merU  of  a  Lover. 

Gas l£ ell,  Mizabeth  Clegr- 
lioru,  an  English  author,  the  wife  of 
a  Unitarian  minister,  was  bom  Sep- 
tember 29,  1810.  Her  maiden-name 
was  Steyenbok.    She  wrote  several 
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popular  woriia  of  fictiuii,  the  fint  of 
whicli,  entitled  Mary  linrlrm  :  A  T'lle 
a!  Manchester  Z.i/r,  appeared  in  184H. 
Among  the  others  are  The  Moorland 
ChUagr,  Jiuth,  V-tinfonl,  B[id  l^lvia't 
Lottn.  Died  November  12,  imh. 
,Ga»ipari»,  <l«,  Afr^or 
BtleDIICt  CoMTE,  a  Frencli  politi- 
cal and  relij(ious  writer;  bom  at 
OmiRe  in  1810.  He  van  the  author 
of  a  lai^  number  of  work*  on  politi- 
cal and  religioiiH  Hiilijcetii.  but  hia 
reputation  in  the  United  States  rests 
diieUy  on  'I'kt  Uprising  t^  a  Qrtat 
A'ation  and  Antn-ica  in  <he  J^rcence  of 
Eviope,  two  reuinrkubie  works  pub- 
llaheu  during  iLe  civil  war.  He  died 
in  1871. 

GasHeiidit  or  Gaitflend, 
Pierre,  a  Freiu.li  savant ;  born  in 
Provence,  January  '1%  151)2.  AtUr 
xtiidying  at  Aix  and  Avignon,  lie 
was  apjK>inled  profetisor  of  philosophy 
and  tlieoloRy  id  tlie  funner  fity.  He 
oppotted  the  doclriui»  of  Aristotle 
and  of  iJcscBites.  He  became  id 
\KATi  profcHHor  of  matheniaticH  in  the 
ColUfni  Koyal  of  Paris,  where  hia 
kiluree  on  astronomy  were  rw.'eived 
with  applauHe.  He  wan  the  hrst  to 
uLMrvc  the  transit  of  Mercury.  Died 
in  1655.  Among  his  works  are  Pom- 
d-aical  Enayt  ayaiiid  AriiloiU,  Tlit 
Lift,  Opiniina,  ami  MiimJt  of  KpUartu, 
and  the  Lim  ef  Tyeho  Brahe,  Caper- 
nieia,  nn<f  olhcr  Atlronnmeri. 

Gatex,  Horatio,  a  military 
commander;  born  in  England  in  1724: 
entered  the  British  amiy,  and  acrved 
in  America  as  a  captain  under  Gen. 
liraddock.  He  subsequently  left  the 
army  and  purchased  a  plantation  in 
A'irginia,  on  whicli  he  lived  at  the 
oomDiencement  of  the  Revolution. 
He  favored  the  caiiee  of  the  patriots, 
entered  the  American  service,  was 
rapidlv  promoted,  and  in  1776  was 
commissioned  a  m^jor-geneml.  He 
was  appointed  commander  of  the 
Korthem  army  by  Congress,  and  as- 
•umed  the  duliee  of  that  pcwition 
Augiiat  22,  1777.  Hia  fon-es  then 
contisted  of  ux  ihoiisaud  men,  besides 
some  detached  regimenta  of  militia. 


cisive  battle  of  Saratoga,  in  the  early 
[lart  of  October,  (.-apluring  Gen.  Bur- 
goyne  and  his  entire  command^ 
amoimling  to  nearly  six  thauBand 
men  and  officers,  with  their  arms, 
artillery,  and  ba^^age.

GauHS,  Carl  Friedrtrli,  % 

and  the  author  of  several  scienlitic 
works,  was  bom  al  Bninswick,  April 
30,  1777.  He  stndieil  at  Goitingen, 
and  in  IS07  was  appointed  profeasor 
of  astronomy  and  uirecliw  of  the  ob- 
servatory in  that  city.  He  made 
valuable  investigations  in  llietK'ience 
of  terrestrial  iiiagnclism.   Died  1 855. 

GiLiitaiua,  or  Gautama 
Boothlha,  a  celebrated  Hindoo  re- 
Ibrmer,  regarded  as  the  founder  of 
Booddhiam,  was  the  bod  of  tjiidho- 
dana,  King  of  Alagliada,  was  bom 
624  B.  c,  and  belonged  to  the  war- 
rior caste.  He  is  said  to  have  died 
in  543  D.  c, 

GavcHton,  de.  Piers,  a  favor- 
ite of  Kdward  II.  of  England,  over 
whom  he  exerted  a  great  but  per- 
nicious influence.  Finally,  having 
excited  the  hatred  of  the  nobility 
bv  his  arrogance,  Gaveston  was  be- 
sieged by  them  in  his  caslie,  taken, 
and  executed  in  1312. 

Gnjr,  John,  an  English  poet; 
bam  in  1088;  bcoame  secretary  to 
the  Duvheaa  of  Monmouth  in  17t& 
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Among  his  works  are  The  Beggof^a 
Operoy  What  cTye  call  lit  a  farce,  The 
Skepherd*B  Weiek,  and  a  number  of 
other  comedies,  farces,  fables,  and 
ballads.  During  the  latter  psLrt  of 
his  life  Gay  was  treated  with  great 
kindness  by  the  Duke  of  Queens- 
berry,  of  whose  house  he  became  an 
inmate.  He  died  in  1732,  and  was 
buried  in  Westminster  Abbey. 

Gray-Lussacy  Joseph  Liouis, 
a  French  chemist  and  natural  phil- 
osopher, was  bom'  at  Saint-Leonard, 
December  6,  1778.  While  investi- 
gating the  science  of  terrestrial  ma|;- 
netism  he  ascended  in  a  balloon,  in 
September,  1804,  to  the  altitude  of 
twenty-three  thousand  and  forty  feet 
above  the  level  of  the  sea,  and  there 
made  observations  which  convinced 
him  that  magnetic  power  is  but  slight- 
ly affeiled  by  elevation.  He  made 
other  scientific  discoveries — the  most 
important  of  which  was  that  of  cyan- 
ogen— was  chosen  a  member  of  the 
Academy  of  Sciences  in  1806,  and  in 
1809  professor  of  practical  chemistry 
at  the  Polj'technic  School  and  pro- 
fessor of  physics  at  the  Sorbonne.  He 
was  in  1831  elected  to  the  Chamber 
of  Deputies,  was  appointed  professor 
of  chemistry  at  the  J  ardin  des  Plantes 
in  1832,  and  was  raised  to  the  French 
peerage  in  1839.     Died  1850. 

Gretjer,  or  Geyer,  Erik  Gus- 
tafy  a  Swedish  historian  and  poet; 
bom  January  12,  1783.  He  gi-adu- 
ated  at  the  University  of  Upsal,  and 
became  professor  of  history  there  in 
1817,  was  very  popular  as  a  lecturer, 
twice  represented  the  University  in 
the  Diet,  and  was  twice  offered  a 
bishopric,  which  he  declined.  He 
became  royal  historiographer  in  1822, 
and  afterward  President  of  the  Roval 
Academy.  He  possessed  musical  tal- 
ents of  a  high  order,  and  composed 
several  pieces  for  Jennv  Lind.  He 
was  the  intimate  friend  of  the  poet 
Tegn^r  and  of  Frederika  Bremer. 
Among  the  most  important  of  his 
works  are  a  History  of  the  Swedish  Na- 
Horij  which  was  translated  into  several 
of  the  Eun^pean  languages,  and  a  Life 


of  Charles  XIV.  John  (Bemadotte). 
He  died  April  13,  1847. 

G^nevi^ve,  St.,  bom  in  France 
in  423 ;  entered  a  convent  at  the  aee 
of  fifteen ;  rendered  great  services  m 
procuring  provisions  when  Paris  waa 
besieged  by  the  IIuk,  and  is  said  to 
have  converted  King  Clovis  to  Chris- 
tianity. Dying  in  5 1 2,  she  was  recog- 
nized as  the  patron  saint  of  Paris. 

Genlls,  Stephanie  F^licit^ 
Ducrest  de  Saiut-Aubin, 
Countess  op,  a  French  author ;  bom 
near  Autun,  in  Burgundy,  in  1746; 
was  married  to  the  Count  de  Gen- 
lis  at  the  age  of  sixteen.  She  was 
soon  after  appointed  governess  to 
Louis  Philippe  and  other  children 
of  the  Duke  of  Orleans,  for  whose 
instruction  she  wrote  a  series  of 
works,  including  The  Annals  of  Vir- 
iue,  Adile  and  iTiSodore,  and  The  (JUL 
People  of  the  Chdieau.  Although  syni- 
patnizing  with  the  principles  of  the 
French  Revolution,  she  was  obligetl 
to  leave  France  in  1791.  She  return- 
ed to  Paris  when  Bonaparte  became 
Consul,  and  brought  out  a  number  of 
works  in  rapid  succession.  Her  lit- 
erary productions  amount  in  all  to 
nearly  a  hundred  volumes.  Died 
1830. 

Genseric,  a  King  of  the  Van- 
dals, and  son  of  King  Godigisdus,  was 
bom  at  Seville  about  406  a.  d.  ;  in- 
vaded Africa  in  429,  and  was  joined 
by  many  of  the  Donatist  sect.  He  de- 
feated the  Romans  in  numerous  bat- 
tles, perpetrated  great  atrocities,  took 
Carthage  in  439,  and  became  master 
of  Northern  Africa.  He  also  kept 
the  Romans  in  alarm  with  a  power- 
ful fleet.  In  455  he  marched  against 
Rome,  which  he  captured  and  sacked. 
He  returned  to  Carthagf^with  a  large 
number  of  Roman  captives.  His  fleet 
in  457  won  a  decisive  victory  over  the 
naval  forces  of  the  Emperor  Majorian. 
Genseric  w^as  in  faith  an  Arian.  Died 
477. 

Gensonn^,  Annaud,  a  leader 
of  the  Girondists ;  bom  at  Bordeaux, 
France,  in  1758;  became  an  ardent 
republican ;  was  elected  to  the  Legis- 
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lative  Aaaembly  in  1791,  and  lo  the 
Convention  in  1792.  He  opponed  the 
extreme  meosurea  of  the  Jacobins, 
who  when  they  had  gained  full  power 
arrested  him  and  condemned  him  to 
death.  He  was  executed  in  Oali>ber, 
1793. 

Qeoffroy-Salnt-Hilaire, 
Etiennet  a  French  naturalist ;  bom 
in  1772;  was  educated  in  Paris  at  the 
College  of  Navarre,  and  in  1793  be- 
came professor  of  zoology  in  the  Mu- 
seum of  Nalural  IlitUory.  In  179S,  as 
■  savant,  he  accomtKUiiod  Bonaparte 
in  the  expedition  to  £^pt,  and  re- 
turned three  years  later  with  a  rare 
collection  of  animals,  which  he  de- 
scribed in  several  articles.  He  was 
admitted  lo  the  Institiiic  in  1807,  and 
two  yean  later  was  chosen  professor 
of  wology  at  the  Faculty  of  fjcienoea. 
He  was  the  author  of  numerous  scien- 
U6c  works.    He  died  June  19, 1844. 

Geoi^e  (Lewis)  I.,  King  of 
Great  Britain,  was  bom  at  Osnaburg, 
May  -28,  1460.  His  father  was  Kmest 
Augustus,  Elector  of  Hanover,  and 
his  mother  was  Sophia,  granddaugh- 
ter of  King  James  (,,  and  daughter  of 
Elizabeth  Stuart,  Queen  of  iki hernia. 
At  the  age  of  twenty-two  he  married 
his  cousin,  Sophia  Dorothea,  a  daugh- 
ter of  the  Duke  of  Zell,  and  in  1693 
succeeded  his  fal her,  who  had  former- 
ly home  the  title  of  Duke  of  Bruns- 
wick and  Liineburg,  as  Elector  of 
Hanover.  Under  (he  Act  of  Settle- 
ment passed  by  the  Parliament  of 
England  in  1701,  which  excluded  ihe 
eon  of  James  II.,  George  became  the 
nearest  Protoitant  heir  to  the  throne, 
and  on  the  death  of  Queen  Anne  was 
proclaimed  King,  August  1,  1714. 
Biispicions  of  the  Tory  parly,  he 
filled  his  Cabinet  almost  entirely 
with  Whigs.*  In  1715  the  adhe- 
rents of  the  house  of  Stuart,  led  by 
the  Earl  of  Mar,  raised  in  favor  of 
the  Pretcnilcr  an  innurrection  in 
Scotland.  One  of  their  armies  was 
defeated  at  Sbcrifrmiiir,  and  another 
surrendered  at  Presbm  :  and  Ihe  in- 
surrection was  etlectiialiy  quelled  in 
the  early  part  of  1716.  Two  years 
17 


later  war  was  declared  against  Spain, 
but  after  a  few  engagements  a  treaty 
of  peace  was  signed  in  1719.  Died 
1727. 

Georffe  (Augtistiia)  II.,  King 
of  Ureal  Britain,  was  the  only  son  of 
the  preceding,  was  bom  at  Hanover 
in  1683,  and  was  married  in  1705  lo 
the  Princess  Caroline  of  Brandenburg- 
Anapach.  He  gained  distinction  for 
great  bravery  at  the  battle  of  Uuden- 
arde,  was  created  Prince  of  Wales 
in  1714,  soon  after  quarrelled  with 
his  father,  and  went  into  open  oppo- 
sition to  the  court,  but  through  the 
eSbrts  of  Walpole  was  reconciled  to 
the  King  in  1720.  In  Jime,  1727,  he 
ascended  the  throne  as  Ueorge  II. 
He  retained  Walpole  and  the  other 
principal  Minisiera  of  his  father  in 
office.  During  the  first  ten  years  of 
his  reign  the  country  was  exceedingly 
prosperous.  In  173*!  his  son,  Freder- 
ick, Prince  of  Wales,  with  whom  he 
had  quarrelled,  became  the  chief  of 
the  opposition.  Three  years  later 
public  opinion  forced  a  renewal  of 
the  war  with  Spain,  and  in  the  war 
of  1740,  which  b^an  between  Prussia 
and  Austria,  England  became  the 
ally  of  the  latter.  George  II.  com- 
manded his  troops  in  perwm,  and  de- 
feated the  French  at  Dettingen  in 
1743.  During  the  same  year  Ilenry 
Pelham  became  Premier,  Walpole 
having  resigned  in  1742  on  account  of 
the  adverse  majority  in  the  I  louse  of 
Commons.  Charles  Edwani  Stuart — 
known  as  "  the  Young  Pretender  " — 
landed  in  Scotland  and  raised  a  for- 
midable insurrection.  His  forces  cap- 
tured Eilinburgh,  gained  the  victory 
of  Prciitim  Pans,  and  he  at  their  head 
marched  toward  London  as  far  as 
Derby,  but  waa  compelled  lo  retreat 
into  Scotland  by  the  royal  generals. 
His  army  was  nearly  anniliilatoil  at 
Ihe  battle  of  Culloden.  in  April,  1748, 
by  the  Duke  of  Cumberland,  after 
which  he  was  unable  to  continue  the 
struggle.  The  war  on  the  Continent 
was  suspended  in  174S  by  (he  Treaty 
of  Aix- la-Chapel le,  but  hostilillea 
were  renewed  between  the  English 
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and  the  French  in  1756,  tnd  in  17M 
I&igUnd  became  the  ally  of  Frederick 
of  Pruflsia  during  the  Seven  Years' 
war.  The  latter  part  of  the  reign  of 
George  II.  was  rendered  glorious  by 
the  many  brilliant  and  decisive  vic- 
tories won  over  the  French  in  Amer- 
ica, in  India,  and  on  the  ocean.  He 
died  October  25,  1760. 

Oeorge  (William  Freder- 
ick) UL,  King  of  Great  Britain, 
was  the  grandson  of  Geor^  II.,  ana 
the  eldest  son  of  Frederick  Iiewis^ 
Prince  of  Wales,  and  of  Augusta, 
daughter  of  Frederic^  Duke  of  Saze- 
Qotha,  and  was  bom  June  4^  1738. 
He  was  brought  up  in  the  strictest 
seclusion,  wiU^*  Lord  Haroourt  ^  as 
governor  and  the  Bishop  of  N(Hrwich 
aa  preceptor.  He  was  created  Prince 
d  Wales  in  1751.  His  groom  of  the 
stole.  Lord  Bute,  gained  a  great  but 
iiyurious  influence  over  him,  instill* 
ix^  into  his  mind  unbounded  con- 
ceptions of  his  prerogative  and  other 
Tory  doctrines.  He  beoune  King. 
October  25, 1760,  and  appointed  Lo3 
Bute  and  several  of  his  partisans  to 
places  in  the  Cabinet  Pitt  remained 
Prime  Minister  until  October,  1761. 
when  he  resigned,  and  Bute  succeeded 
him ;  and  the  Tory  party,  for  the  first 
time  under  the  house  of  Hanover, 
came  into  power.  Throiu?h  the  ob- 
•tina^  and  ignorance  of  Ueorge  lU. 
the  Kevolutionary  war  was  brought 
on.  b^  which  England  lost  her  nch 
colonies  in  Amenca.  He  became  in- 
sane in  1810,  and  died  in  1820. 

€reorge  (Ausrustus  Freder- 
ick) rv..  King  of  Great  Britain, 
eldest  son  of  the  preceding,  was  bom 
August  12,  1762.  Lord  Holdemess 
was  appointed  his  ^vemor  and  the 
Bishop  of  Chester  his  preceptor.  At 
an  early  age  he  became  the  object  of 
the  King's  enmity  and  aversion.  He 
attached  himself  to  the  Whig  party, 
led  a  very  dissipated  life,  incurred  an 
immense  debt,  and  about  1786  pri- 
vately married  Mrs.  Fitsherbert,  to 
whom  he  was  firmly  and  devotedly 
attached.  As  this  lady  was  a  Roman 
Oatholic^  the  marriage  was  illegal; 


and  aa  the  kins  refiised  to  pay  his  Bon's 
debts  and  supply  him  with  funds  unleM 
he  contracted  a  regular  marriage,  the 
Prince  of  Wales  was  induced  in  1795 
to  many  his  cousin,  Caroline  Amelia 
EliEsbeth.  dauehter  of  the  Duke  of 
Brunswick.  The  Princess  Charlotte 
was  bom  of  thb  marriage  in  1796. 
George  regarded  his  wife  with  feel- 
ingjs  of  great  dislike,  and  a  final  sepa- 
ration took  place  between  them  in  the 
same  year.  He  became  Regent  in 
1811,  on  account  of  the  insanity  of 
Geone  lU.  Abandoning  his  former 
friends,  he  retained  in  office  the  Tory 
Ministry  of  his  father.  A  sucoesBfiil 
war  was  carried  on  against  the  French, 
and  war  was  declared  a^punst  the 
United  States  in  1812,  dunnff  which 
vear  Lord  Liverpool  became  Premier. 
Peace  was  concluded  with  America  in 
1814. 

The  Princess  Charlotte  died  in 
1817,  and  George,  on  the  death  of  his 
father,  asoendea  the  throne,  January 
29,  1820.  In  that  year  proceedings 
were  instituted  by  the  Ministry 
against  Queen  Caroline,  on  the 
charge  of  infideli^  to  her  husband, 
but  they  were  finally  abandoned. 
Canning  became  Prime  Minister  in 

1827,  and  the  Duke  of  Wellington  in 

1828.  In  the  year  following,  after  a 
long  contest,  an  act  was  passed  which 
relieved  the  Roman  Catholics  from 
poUtical  disabilities.    Died  1830. 

Georg'ey  St.,  of  Cappadoda,  an 
Arian  ecclesiastic,  beoune  Arch- 
bishop of  Alexandria  in  354.  To 
him  was  attributed  the  destruction 
of  a  terrible  dragon.  He  excited  a 
bitter  hostility  by  his  persecutions  of 
both  Catholics  and  pagans,  was  seized, 
imprisoned,  and  subsequently  killed 
by  a  mob.  He  was  about  494  canon- 
ized by  Pope  Gelasift,  and  in  the 
fourteenth  century  was  generally  rec- 
ognized as  the  patron  saint  of  Eng- 
land. 

Gerard,  Francois,  a  painter 
of  the  French  school ;  bom  in  Rome 
in  1770;  studied  under  David  in 
Paris;  was  patronized  by  Napoleon, 
who   conferred  several   titles   upon 
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him.  Ho  wu  elected  ft  member  of 
the  [ngtitule,  and  wh  created  t,  Baron 
by  LouU  XVIII.  Died  1836.  Among 
hu  productioni  are  "  BeliuflriuB, 
"Battle  of  Aualerliti,"  "St.  Theraaa," 
and  "The  Entnmue  of  Uemj  IV. 
into  Paris." 

Gerard,  Jean  Ifniace  Isi- 
dore, a  French  artist  and  caricatur- 
in;  bom  at  Nancy  in  1803.  He  as- 
Bunied  Ihe  name  "  Grand ville."  Died 
in  1847. 

Gerard,  Maurice  Etiennei 
Count,  a  French  peer  and  Manhal, 


Auaterliti,  and  commanded  the  Saxon 
cavalrT  at  Wagram.  He  gained  fui~ 
tfaer  'diuinction  in  (lie  campaigD 
■eainst  Ruaaia  In  1812,  especially  at 
Ihe  capture  of  Smolentik,  the  passage 
of  the  Berezina,  and  at  the  battle  of 
Bautzen,  in  1SI3,  contributing  preatly 
to  the  Ticlory  of  the  French.  He  waa 
dangeTousty  wounded  in  the  battle  of 
Leipgic,  on  Ihe  return  of  Bonaparte 
(rom  Elba  wag  jfivpn  command  uf  the 
Army  of  the  Mtwelle,  and  during  the 
battle  of  Waterloo  vainly  urged  Mar- 
shal QrouchT  to  procmd  and  lake 
Brt  in  the  battle.  He  was  created 
arshal,  peer  of  France,  and  Minis- 
ter of  War  by  Louia  Philippe,  and 
became,  in  1335,  Grand  Chancellor 
of  the  Legion  of  Honor.     Died  1855. 

Gerard  Thoni.  or  Tenque, 
the  founder  and  tiriA  Grand  MaMer 
of  the  knighla  of  the  order  of  Be. 
John  of  J^usalem,  waa  bom  about 
IIMO  in  Provence.  He  became  at  an 
early  aee,  at  Jeruaalem,  superior  of  a 
hodpital  erected  for  the  benefit  of  pil- 
grims. Having  aroused  tbeauapicions 
of  tho  Moeleme  of  bis  sympathy  with 
the  Crusnderti,  he  wu  thrown  into 
prison,  but  was  released  by  Godfrey 
of  Bouillon.  He  founded  in  1100 
the  celebrated  order  of  warrior-monks 
above  mentioned.     Died  1121. 

GerliartU.  Paul,  a  Pmtc»tant 
minbler  and  puet.  Bom  in  Saxony 
in  1U06;  died  in  1675.  Among  hu 
producUom  ia  a  celebrated  eollectioa 
of  hymni. 


Qermanicust  Csesar,  « 

Boman  general,  son  of  Drusus  Nero 
OermankcuB,  and  brother  of  (Jlaudioa, 
afterward  Emperor,  was  bom  14  b.  c, 
andwasadopled  by  his  uncle  Tiberius 
at  the  request  of  Augustus  Cssar.  He 
entered  tbe  army,  and  at  the  age  of 
twenty  vesrs  won  great  distinction  in 
Dalmutia  and  Pannonia,  was  elected 
Consul  in  12  A,  D.,  and  was  soon  after 

SVen  command  of  the  Iffiionson  the 
bine.  His  troope,  on  the  death  of 
Augustus,  wished  to  proclaim  him 
Emperor,  but  he  refused  to  accept  the 
title.  He  defeated  the  Germans  un- 
der their  great  leader  Arminius,  and 
in  13  A.  D.,  having  gained  farther 
sncceasea,  desired  to  retain  his  mm- 
niand  until  he  had  completed  tho 
subjugation  of  Germany.  Tiberius, 
however,  who  was  exceedingly  jeal* 
OUE  of  his  popularity,  recall^  him  to 
Rome,  but  permitted  him  to  be  hon- 
ored with  a  brilliant  triumph.  In  IS 
A.  D,  be  was  again  chosen  Consul  m 
the  colleague  of  Tiberius,  and  waa 
sent  to  the  East  to  put  down  a  power- 
ful insurrection  which  had  broken 
out  there.  In  this  he  succeeded.  Hi* 
death,  which  occurred  at  Antioch  id 
IB  A.  D.,  ia  believed  to  have  been 
caused  by  poison  administered  at  the 
instigation  of  tbe  Emperor  Tiberius. 

By  the  Roman  people  Gerraanicua 
was  retarded  with  great  afibctioa, 
while  bis  noble  and  generous  quali- 
ties gained  him  the  admiration  at 
those  even  whom  he  conquered.  Ho 
was  the  father  of  the  infamous  Ca- 
ligula, and  tbe  grandfather  of  tho 
equally  infamous  Nero. 

Gernme,  Jean  L^on,  a 
French  painter;  bom  May  11,  1824; 
entered  the  studio  of  Paul  Delaroche 
in  1841;  accompanied  Ibnt  artist  to 
Itatv,  and  afterwaril  truvcllcd  exten- 
sively in  t^y|>t,  Turkey,  and  other 
countries,  ftfrome  won  in  1863  ap- 
pointed profesiior  of  painting  in  the 
ficole  des  Beaux  Arts.  He  received 
in  I860  the  dcunrBlinn  of  Ilie  Legion 
of  Honor,  and  in  18<iB  the  order  of 
the  Bed  Eagle.  Among  his  peintingi 
are  "The  Age  of  Augustus  and  tm 
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Birth  of  JesuB  Christ,''  ''Rembrandt," 
"The  Death  of  8t.  Jerome,"  and  "A 
Lionefls  meeting  a  Jaguar." 

Gerry^  ElbridKey  an  American 
statesman ;  bom  in  MassachuBetto  in 
1744;  graduated  at  Harvard  in  1762; 
became  recognized  at  an  early  age 
as  a  prominent  political  leader ;  was 
elected  to  the  L^islature  in  1772,  to 
the  Continental  Congress  in  1776, 
and  was  one  of  the  signers  of  the 
Declaration  of  Independence.  He 
was  sent  as  a  delegate  to  the  Con- 
vention of  1787  which  formed  the 
Federal  Constitution,  was  re-elected 
to  Congress  about  1790,  was  sent  on 
a  mission  to  France  in  1797,  was 
diosen  by  the  Democrats  as  Gov- 
ernor of  Massachusetts  in  1810,  and 
was  elected  Vice-President  of  the 
United  States  on  the  ticket  with 
Madison  for  President  in  1812.  Died 
1814. 

Gesenius,  Friedrich  Hein- 
rlch  WUhelm,  an  eminent  Orien- 
tal scholar  and  critic  ;  bom  in  Ger- 
manjr  in  1785 ;  studied  at  Gottingen, 
and  m  1811  became  professor  of  the- 
ology at  Halle.  He  was  the  author 
of  a  laige  number  of  works.  Died 
1842. 

Gesner,  Conrad,  a  Swiss  nat- 
uralist; bora  at  Zurich,  March  26, 
1516.  He  studied  in  his  native  city 
and  at  Bourges  and  B&le,  graduating 
at  the  latter  place  with  the  d^ree  of 
M.  D.  about  1540.  He  after wai3  prac- 
tised medicine  at  Zurich.  He  was  the 
author  of  several  works  of  great 
value  and  merit,  among  which  are 
the  Bibliotheka  Univeraalin,  History  of 
AnimaUf  and  some  treatises  on  botany. 
Died  1565. 

GetaySeptimiusAntoninus, 
Emperor  of  Rome,  was  the  younger 
brother  and  colleague  of  Caracalla, 
and  the  son  of  Septimiiis  Severus,  and 
was  bom  in  Milan  about  190  A.  D. 
His  character  is  represented  to  have 
been  frank  and  generous,  and  in  strik- 
ing contrast  with  the  cruelty  and 
treachery  of  Caracalla.  Geta  was 
asBassinated  212  A.  D.  by  direction  of 
his  brother. 


Ghibertiy  Lorenzo,  a  Floren- 
tine sculptor  and  painter;  bom  in 
1378.  His  greatest  works  are  the 
bronze  gates  of  the  baptistery  of  St 
John's  Church  in  Florence,  which 
Michael  An^elo  declared  to  be 
worthy  of  being  the  gates  of  Para- 
dise. One  of  them  contains  twentv- 
four  panels,  representing  various  sub- 
jects from  the  New  Testament.  Died 
1455. 

GhirlandalOy  a  Florentine 
painter  whose  proper  name  was  I>o- 
inenico  Corradi,  or  Currado, 
was  bom  about  1450,  and  is  said  to 
have  been  the  first  Florentine  artist 
who  acquired  skill  in  aerial  perspec- 
tive. Among  hb  pupils  was  the  cele- 
brated Michael  Angelo.    Died  1495. 

Ghirlaudaio,  Ridolfo,  a 
Florentine  painter,  son  of  the  preced- 
ing.   Bora  in  1482 ;  died  in  1560. 

Gibbou,  Bdwardy  an  English 
historian ;  bom  at  Putnev  in  1737 ; 
studied  at  Westminster  School  and  at 
Magdalen  College,  Oxford.  Having 
at  an  early  age  embraced  the  Catho- 
lic faith,  he  was  by  his  father  placed 
at  Lausanne,  in  Switzerland,  under 
the  charge  of  a  Calvinistic  minister 
named  Pavillard,  who  convinced  him 
of  the  errors  of  papacy.  Betuming 
to  England  in  1758,  he  produced 
three  years  later  an  Essfiy  on  the  Stvdy 
of  Liieraiurey  and  became  a  captain  in 
a  militia  regiment.  He  travelled  on 
the  Continent  in  1763,  visiting  Paris, 
I^usanne,  and  Rome,  and  conceiving 
for  the  first  time,  in  the  last-mention- 
ed city,  the  idea  of  writing  a  history 
of  Rome.  He  returned  to  England 
and  commenced  the  publication  of  a 
work  entitled  Literary  Memoirs  of 
Oreat  Britain,  He  produced,  in  1770, 
Oriiical  Obftervaiions  on  the  Sixth  Book 
of  the  jEneid.  He  entered  Parliament 
in  1774,  supported  Lord  North's  ad- 
ministration, was  especially  active  in 
opposing  the  cause  of  the  American 
colonies,  and  was  appointed  a  com- 
missioner of  trade,  with  a  salary  of 
eight  hundred  pounds  a  year.  The 
first  volume  of  his  great  work,  7%« 
Decline  and  Fall  of  th^  Bomun  Empire, 
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apprared  in  1776,  and  was  verj  «uc- 
ceseful.  Three  eilitiona  of  it  were 
dis[)ose<iof  in  afew  wFeka.  Twomore 
volumes  appeared  in  1781,  and  in 
1T63  he  retired  to  I.auiianne,  where 
he  completed  the  three  remaining 
voliimea  of  his  liistoir,  which  were 
publiehed  in  1788.  This  work,  aX- 
tliough  deservedly  very  popular,  has 
bi'en  Kcvcrelv  and  jiistly  crititined 
on  account  of  the  hostility  which  it 
evinces  to  the  (JhriHtiun  faith.  It  ia 
called  bv  Alison,  the  historian,  "the 
greatest  liistorical  work  in  existence." 
*■  The  Hinloiy  of  lie  Daii««  aad  Fall." 
■ays  Professor  ^myth,  "must  alwayn 
be  considered  as  one  of  the  mnst  ex- 
tniordinary  moniiTnents  that  have  ap- 
peared of  the  literary  powers  of  a 
■inKle  mind,  and  it^  fame  can  perish 
only  with  the  civiliiution  of  tiie 
world."  Gibbon  relumed  to  Eng- 
land in  1793,  and  died  in  London 
the  year  following. 

Glddingfl,  Joshua  Reed,  an 
American  abolitionist ;  born  in  Penn- 
sylvania in  1795;  removed  with  his 
pnrenls,  at  the  age  of  ten  years,  to 
Ashtabula  Coimty,  Ohio;  began  the 
practice  of  taw  in  Ifl'iO ;  van  elected 
to  (.'onttrew  in  1S3B,  and  was  succen- 
ively  re-elected  to  (he  some  poBition 
for  Iwenty-one  years.  He  snpported 
John  Quitiey  Adams  in  his  efforts  to 
overthrow  the  "gag  taw"  which  had 
been  passed  for  the  purpose  of  check- 
ing all  agitation  upon  the  question  of 
slavery.  Giddinga  wiis  censured  hy 
Conjtrcss  in  184'2  for  having  promul- 
gated his  anti-slaverv  doctrines.  He 
immediately  resigned  his  position,  but 
was  soon  returned  hy  his  constituents 
with  a  liTge  minority.  He  vigorously 
onposed  tile  pasKige  of  (ho  Fugitive 
Hiave  law  in  1850,  and  the  repcul  of 
the  Miasoiiri  Compromise  in  1854. 
He  was  in  March,  1801,  aii[)oin(ed 
C'oiisiil-Generul  for  (he  liritinh  poo- 
sesHions  in  Nor(h  America.  He  died 
at  Montreal,  Muv  27,  l»[i4. 

Glfford,  William,  an  English 
writer  and  critic,  and  (he  princijial 
founder  of  the  Qnnrlriiy  RrrieK.  waa 
born  at   Ashburton  in   1757.      After 


duced  several  snccessliil  satires,  be- 
came editor  of  Tkt  Anti-Jaeobin  in 
1T!)7,  and  was  editor  of  the  Qitarierly 
Review  from  1809  until  1824.  He 
was  in  politics  an  extreme  Tory. 
Died  1826. 

Gilbert,  Sir  Hiimphrcy,  an 
Englisli  navigator,  and  half-brother 
of  Sir  Walter  Kaleigh,  was  bom  in 
Devonshire  in  1539.  lie  studied  at 
Oxford,  entered  (he  army,  and  was 
api>oin(ed  to  an  important  command  in 
Ireland,  where  he  aided  in  supptea*- 
Ingan  inBiirrecdon.  He  also  served 
in  the  expedition  against  Havre,  and 
in  the  I<ie(herUDde,  and  made  two 
voyages  of  discoverv  to  North  Amer- 
ica, in  the  last  of  whi(;h,  after  having 
taken  poeeesiion  of  Newfoundland,  he 
was  lost,  in  1583,  during  a  storm. 
He  published,  in  1670,  a  Ditf.ourae  to 
prove  (lie  feasibility  of  a  Nonb-west 
paaiace. 

{     Gilbert,  Sir  John,  an  English 

:  artist  and  President  of  the  Society  Mf

Gillmorey  Qnincy  Adams, 

an  American  general;  born  in  Ohio 
in  1825 ;  graduated  at  West  Point  in 
1849;  was  appointed  captain  of  en- 
gineers and  attached  to  General  Sher- 
man's staff  in  1861 ;  commanded  the 
assaulting  party  in  1862  at  the  re- 
duction of  Fort  Pulaski,  in  G^rgia ; 
was  soon  after  promotea  to  the  rank 
of  brigadier-general  of  volunteers; 
served  in  West  Virginia  and  Ken- 
tucky, and  for  his  services  at  the 
si^ge  of  Charleston  was  promoted  to 
the  rank  of  mi^or-general  of  volun- 
teers. 

Gil  Ticente,  a  Portuguese  dra- 
matist; bom  in  1485.  He  produced 
ITte  Judge  of  Beyra,  Portuguese  Fidal- 
gOf  and  numerous  other  comedies, 
tragedies,  and  fiiroes,  and  acquired  a 
European  reputation.    Died  1557. 

Ginkel,  Ginkle,  or  Ginkell, 
van,  Godardy  or  Godart,  Earl 
of  Athlone,  a  Dutch  general ;  bom  at 
Utrecht  about  1630;  accompanied 
William  of  Oran^  to  England  in 
1688 ;  participated  in  the  battle  of  the 
Boyne  in  1690,  and  the  next  year  was 
appointed  commander-in-chief  in  Ire- 
land. He  captured  Athlone,  de- 
feated the  Irish  army  at  Aghrim  in 
July,  and  in  a  few  months  reduced 
Ireland  to  complete  subjection.  For 
these  services  he  was  created  Earl  of 
Athlone  in  1692.  He  afterward  com- 
manded the  Dutch  cavalry  in  Flan- 
ders, and  served  under  Marlborough 
against  the  French.    Died  1703. 

Gioberti,  YincenzOy  an  Ital- 
ian philosopher,  statesman,  and  pa- 
triot; bom  in  Turin  in  1801.  He 
studied  at  the  university  of  that  citv, 
became  professor  of  theology  there  in 
1825,  and  chaplain  to  the*  King, 
Charles  Albert,  in  1831.  He  was 
imprisoned  and  afterward  exiled  on 
charges  of  favoring  the  liberal  party, 
and  passed  ten  years  in  BruBsels.    He 

Cduced  several  works  during  his 
ishment.  Of  these,  the  Modem 
Jemkii  caused  a  profound  sensation, 
and  is  supposed  to  have  hastened  the 


decree  of  the  Pope  expelling  the 
Jesuits  from  Italy.  He  returned  to 
Turin  in  1848,  was  received  bv  his 
countrymen  with  the  greatest  enthusi- 
asm, was  made  Minister  of  Public 
Instruction,  and  subsequently  Prime 
Minister  or  President  of  the  Council. 
Died  1851. 

GiordauOy  Luca,  sumamed  Fa 
Presto,  an  Italian  painter;  bom  in 
Naples  in  1632;  studied  under  Ribera 
ana  Pietro  da  Cortona.  He  was  pat- 
ronized by  Charles  II.  of  Spain,  and 
painted  numerous  frescos  in  the  Es- 
curial.    Died  1705. 

Giorgrione,  Giorg'io  Barba- 
relliy  known  as  II  Giorgione  dl 
CastelfVancOy  an  Italian  painter; 
bora  in  1477  near  Treviso ;  regarded 
as  the  founder  of  the  Venetian  school. 
He  was  the  fellow-student  and  rival 
of  Titian,  and  a  student  under  Gio- 
vanni Bellini.  He  particularly  ex- 
celled as  a  colorist  aad  as  a  portrait- 
painter.    Died  1511. 

Giotto  AngioIottOy  or  Ain- 
brogriottOy  Bondone,  a  Floren- 
tine painter;  bom  in  1276;  was  a 
pupil  of  Cimabue,  and  became  one  of 
the  principal  reformers  of  Italian 
painting.  He  also  possessed  skill  as 
an  architect  and  a  sculptor.  Died 
1336. 

Girard,  Stephen,  a  merchant 
and  banker ;  bom  near  Bordeaux,  in 
France,  May  24,  1750;  became  a 
sailor;  commanded  a  coasting-vessel, 
and  settled  as  a  merchant  in  Phila- 
delphia about  1776.  He  gained  dis- 
tinction in  1793  by  his  efforts  to  alle- 
viate the  sufierings  caused  by  the 
yellow  fever,  which  was  then  raging 
in  that  city,  perBonally  attending  the 
hospitals  and  nursing  the  sick  him- 
selff  He  established  a  private  bank 
in  1812  with  a  capital  of  one  million 
two  hundred  thousand  dollars,  which 
he  subsequently  increased  to  four  mil- 
lion dollars.  This  enterprise  was  very 
successful.  He  had  accumulated  at 
the  time  of  his  death,  in  1831,  a  for- 
tune estimated  at  nine  million  dollars, 
which,  as  he  had  no  issue,  he  devoted 
chiefly  to  charitable  purposes,  and  left

phui  hoya, 

Girodet-  TrloHon,  Anne 
LiOUiSt  a  French  painWr;  bom  in 
1767 ;  studied  under  David  at  Paris, 
and  afterward  at  Home.  He  was  miuie 
an  officer  of  the  Legion  of  Honor,  and 
van  chuHen  a  member  of  the  A(adenijr 
of  Painting.     Died  1821. 

Giullo  Roiiiuno,  an  Italian 
painter  and  architecl;  born  in  Konie 
in  1492.  He  became  a  student,  Inti- 
mate friend,  and  subaeqncntly  the 
principal  heir,  of  the  itluBlrioiiB 
Ksphael,  a  number  of  Vliose  works 
be  completed.  He  was  patronized 
bv  the  Duke  of  Mantua  and  by  Pope 
dement  Vll.  He  died  in  154«  on 
his  way  to  Rome,  wliere  he  had  tieen 
ftppoinled  to  superintend  the  construo- 
tion  of  SL  Peter's.  I 

Gladstone,  WilliamEwart,  I 
an  English  slatesman,  the  eon  of  s  j 
merchant  of  Liverpool,  was  born  in  ■ 
that  citv,  December  29,  1809;  gradu-  ' 
aled  at 'Oxford  in  1831,  and  waseiect-  | 
ed  to  Parliament  an  a  Conservative  in  ' 
1832.  He  was  iu  1834  appoisied  by  i 
Sir  Robert  Peel  a  junior  Lord  of  the 
Treasury,  and  in  1835  Under-Secre- 
tary for  Colonial  AHHirg.  In  1841  he 
became  Vice-President  of  the  Board 
of  Trade,  Master  of  the  Mint,  and 
member  of  the  Privy  Council. 

Mr.GladHlone  wasappoinleil  Presi- 
dent of  the  Board  of  Trade  in  1843, 
was  soon  afterward  made  Secretary  of 
Slate  for  the  Colonit-t,  and  in  1847 
was  elected  lo  Parliament  for  tlie 
University  of  Oxford.  He  left  the 
Conservative  party  in  18ol,  and  in 
the  WJne  ye&r,  after  a  nevere  contest, 
was  again  returned  to  Parliament  for 
Oxford.  He  became  in  1362  Chan- 
cellor of  the  Exchequer,  which  po- 
ution  he  held  under  different  admin- 
istrations for  some  years.  About 
18^  he  succeeded  Lord  Faimerston 
as  leader  of  the  House  of  Commons, 
and  in  1868  advocated  the  diueetab- 
lishment  of  the  Irish  Church.  In 
December  of  the  tame  year  he  suo 
ceeded  Disraeli  as  First  Lord  of  the

Oweu,  a  Welsh  chief;  bom  in 
Merionethshire  about  1350;  was  k 
descendant  of  Llewellyn,  Prince  of 
Wales,  and  a  staunch  adherent  of 
King  Richard  11.  Aroused  by  the 
tyranny  of  Henry  IV.,  he  claimed 
the  crown  of  Wales  in  1400  and  com- 
pelled two  expeditions  which  Henry 
sent  against  him  to  retreat,  and  in 
1402  gained  a  decisive  victory  ne^r 
Knighton  over  the  English  army.  He 
was,  however,  unalile  to  withstand 
(he  third  army  which  Henry  IV. 
led  against  him,  and  retreated  to  his 
moimtain-fltrongholda.  He  conspired 
about  1403  with  Mortimer  and  llenry 
I'ercy,  surnaiaed  Hntitpur,  against 
King  Henry,  but  their  army  was  de- 
feated near  Shrewsbury.  He  again 
raised  his  standard  against  England 
in  1404  and  took  several  fortresses, 
biit  was  defeated  in  (he  year  follow- 
ing by  Henry,  Prince  of  Wale*.

(apestry.  They  lived  at  Paris  about 
the  middle  of  the  fifteenth  century. 

Godft-ey    of    Bouillon,    the 
leader  of  the  first  crusade^  > 
•on  <rf  Eustace  II.,  Count  of  B 
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and  was  bom  near  Nivelle,  in  France, 
about  1058i  Gaining  distinction  as  a 
eommander  under  the  Emperor  Heniy 
IV.  of  Germany,  he  was  created  Duke 
of  Bouillon,  and*  was  one  of  the  first 
to  engage  in  the  cnisade,  setting  out 
for  the  East  in  1096.  After  compel- 
ling Alexius,  £mpen)r  of  the  East, 
to  enter  into  a  favorable  treaty  with 
him  and  to  release  Hugh,  Count  of 
Vermandois,  a  brother  of  the  French 
King,  Godfrey  entered  Asia,  and  after 
protracted  sieges  captured  Nice,  An- 
tioch,  and  Jerusalem,  of  which  city 
he  was  proclaimed  King  in  1099. 
Daring  the  same  year  he  gained  a 
decisive  victory  over  the  Saracens  at 
Ascalon.  He  is  the  hero  of  Tasso's 
QtrunUmme  lAberaia,  Died  in  July, 
1100. 

Godman,  John  D.,  an  Ameri- 
can physician  and  naturalist ;  born 
at  Annapolis,  in  Maryland,  in  1794. 
After  serving  in  the  navy  he  com- 
menced the  study  of  medicine,  gradu- 
ated at  the  University  of  Maryland 
in  1818,  three  years  later  was  appoint- 
ed professor  of  surgery  in  the  \f  edi- 
cal  CJoll^e  of  Ohio,  at  Cincinnati, 
and  in  1822  removed  to  Philadelphia, 
where,  in  1824,  he  became  one  of  the 
editors  of  the  Philadelphia  Journal  of 
the  Medical  Scierices.  He  was  subse- 
quently professor  of  anatomy  in  Rut- 
gers College,  New  York.  Died  in 
1830.  Among  his  works  are  American 
Naiural  History^  AnatomicfU  Inveatigor 
tions,  and  Rambles  of  a  Naturalist. 

Oodolphin,  Sidney  Godol- 
phin^  Earl  of,  an  English  states- 
man the  date  of  whose  birth  is  un- 
known ;  entered  the  service  of  Charles 
II.  at  an  early  age ;  became  one  of  the 
chief  Ministers  of  that  sovereign  in 
1679:  conducted  the  secret  negotia- 
tions between  Charles  and  Louis  XI V. 
in  1683 ;  was  made  First  Commission- 
er of  the  Treasury  in  1684,  and  was 
created  Baron  Go^olphin  of  Rialton. 
Although  he  had  favored  the  Exclu- 
sion Bill,  he  was  retained  in  office  by 
James  II.,  and  was  continued  in  his 
position  by  William  III.  He  was  dis- 
missed in  1697,  but  was  made  Lord 


High  Treasurer  in  1702,  on  the  ac- 
cession of  Queen  Anne,  a  knight  of 
the  Garter  in  1704,  and  Earl  of  Gro- 
dolphin  in  1706.     Died  1712. 

Godoouof,  or  Godunow^ 
CoriSy  Czar  of  Moscow,  was  bom, 
of  Tartar  origin,  in  1552 ;  became  a 
member  of  the  Supreme  Council  of 
Ivan  the  Terrible  in  1582,  and  the 
chief  favorite  of  Feodor,  the  succes- 
sor of  Ivan.  At  the  death  of  Feodor, 
in  1598,  Godoonof,  whose  sister  Irene 
had  married  that  Prince,  was  unani- 
mously proclaimed  Czar.  He  made 
conquests  in  the  Crimea  and  Siberia, 
evinced  rare  talents,  energy,  and  clem- 
ency, and  promoted  the  cause  of  edu- 
cation.   Died  1605. 

GrOdwin,  Earl,  a  Saxon  noble- 
man, was  the  son  of  iJlnoth,  or  Wolf- 
noth.  Earl  of  Sussex.  He  married  a 
daughter  of  Canute  the  Great,  and 
was  the  father  of  Harold,  the  last 
of  the  Saxon  Kings,  and  of  Editha. 
Queen  of  Edward  the  Confessor.  Died 
1053. 

Godwin,  William,  an  English 
novelist;  bom  in  1756.  In  1796  he 
married  Mary  Wollstonecraft.  He 
was  the  author  of  many  works  of  a 
political  character,  but  his  reputation 
rests  chiefly  on  his  novels,  of  which 
Caleb  Williams  is  the  best  known. 
Died  1836. 

Goethe^  or  GOtlie,  von,  Jo- 
hann  Wolfgrangr,  an  illustrious 
German  author,  was  bom  at  Frank- 
fortron-the-Main,  August  28, 1749,  and 
was  the  son  of  Johann  Caspar  Goethe, 
an  imperial  Councillor.  lie  exhibited 
great  precocity,  and  before  attaining 
the  age  of  nine  years  could  write  in 
Greek,  Latin,  French,  and  other  lan- 
guages. At  the  age  of  twelve  he 
composed  a  poem  on  Joseph  and  his 
brethren,  and  entered  the  University 
of  Leipsic  in  1765.  While  there  he 
wrote  the  first  of  his  published  poems, 
The  Humors  of  a  Lova-y  and,  soon  after. 
The  FellouhSinners,  He  subsequently 
studied  at  the  University  of  Strasburg, 
took  tlie  degree  of  Doctor  in  1771, 
and  in  the  same  year  wrote  Gott 
von  Berliekingtny  one   of   his   great- 
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«t  woib.  Hit  Sorrem  «f  Tgmg 
Wartker  appouvd  in  177^  uid  in 
the  next  year  Goeth«  wh  mvited  to 
the  court  of  Ciiarles  Angostus,  Onmd 
Duke  of  Saie-Weimar,  nhere  he  met 
Wielaad,  Herder,  and  other  men  of 
dutinctlon,  where,  also,  he  was  grett- 
1y  admired,  and  where  be  became  the 
iiueporahle  companion  of  the  Dtike, 
whom  he  Joined  in  the  wildest  diasi- 
pation.  In  June,  1776,  he  was  cre- 
ated by  the  Grand  Duke  a  Privy 
Councillor  of  LeKstion,  with  a  tialarj 
of  twelve  hundred  thalere.  Ten  yean 
later  he  viaited  Italy,  and,  returning 
to  Weimar  in  June,  1788,  formed  the 
acquaintance  of  Chriatiane  Vulpius, 
t,  yauag  woman  of  remarkable  bettuty 
Biid  of  tiumble  birth,  with  whom  he 
farmed  a  liaiam  for  aeveral  yeare, 
and  whom  he  subeequeotly  married. 
Goethe  in  17S2  acamipanied  the 
Grand  Duke  in  the  invaaion  of 
Fruica  by  the  PruHian  army,  and 
in  the  campaign  that  followed  ex- 
hibited the  moat  daring  bravery. 
He  became  intimate  with  the  poet 
Bchiller,  who  had  in  17SB,  through 
Goethe's  influence,  been  appointed 
profeaaor  of  history  in  the  Univeittity 

Goethe  died  at  Wwmar,  March 
22,  lS3i.  Among  hia  moat  celetna' 
ted  works  are  i^iuf,  WUkdm  Mti*- 
to'i  Ldayahrt,  Olaeigo,  WalilrtnaaiuU- 
leiaften,   Eugenie,  and    tVal-Ot^lie&t 

'ooffol.  Nikolai  VassUie- 
vltch,  a  Ruaian  writer ;  bom  abont 
1910-  became  profeteor  of  hialoirin 
the  Univenity  of  St.  Petersburg  about 
iUO.    Died  1852. 

Qoldsborou^h,  IjCwIs  H.. 
an  American  admiral ;  bom  in  Wash- 
ington in  1805;  commanded  the  North 
AUantic  blockading  squadron  in  IBSl, 
and  aided  in  the  capture  of  Boanoke 
Island  in  18Q2,  when  he  was  commis- 
sioned a  rear-admiral.  Died  Febru- 
ary 26  1870. 

Goldmnith,  Oliver,  a  British 
poet  and  miscellaneous  writer ;  horn  at 
Ptllai^in  the  oounty  of  Longford,  Ire- 
land, in  1728 ;  wh  edncalod  at  Tnnitj 


College  Dublin,  and  afterwatd  atml- 
ied  medicine  at  Edinburgh  and  L^ 
den.  At  thia  period  of  hislifBheiru 
very  diseipUed,  and  squandered  in 
gamblins  a  la^  person  of  the  ftuda 
Aimished  by  his  relativee  for  hia  edn- 
cation.  He  afterward  settled  in  Loo- 
don,  where  he  became  the  intimate 
friend  of  Dr.  Johnson.  Died  April 
4,  1774.  Among  the  greatest  of  bis 
works  are  the  Viear  of  Wakffidd,  lU 
TmrtUer,  The  Datrttd  Villagt,  aad 
Slie  Sloopt  to  Oanqiur. 

CUnnez,  SebaHtlano,  a  Spas- 
ish  )»inter  known  as  the  "Mulatto  of 
Hurillo,"  from  liaving  been  a  tlava 
of  that  distinguished  artist,  was  bmn 
in  Seville  in  1B16.  Hurillo,  admir- 
ing the  genius  of  Gomel,  liberatad 
him  and  received  him  into  iiis  stadia 
Gomel  died  1S90. 

Gonsalvo  de  Cordova,  Her- 
nandez, sumamed  the  Qbsat 
Captain,  was  bom  at  Hontilla,  near 
CordovL  in  ^nin,  in  1443.  He  was 
the  brotner  of^  Don  Al(«to  de  Agui- 
lar,  a  renowned  commander.  Gaitl- 
ing  distinction  in  the  conquest  of 
Granada,  he  was  sent  in  1495^  \tj 
Queen  Issbella,  to  command  tM 
{  (jpanish  army  which  assisted  tha 
j  king  of  Naples  against  the  Frencib. 
He  won  a  series  of  brilliant  victories 
I  drove  the  French  out  of  the  Neapoli- 
tan dominions,  rendered  some  servieea 
to  the  Pope,  and  returned  to  Spain  in 
1498.  He  was  in  1500  made  TieuMt- 
ant-generai  of  Calabria  and  Apulia, 
gained  in  1603  complete  victoiiee 
over  the  French  at  Cerignola  and 
Garigliano,  and  again  expelled  them 
from  the  kingdom  of  Naples.  Hav- 
ing by  his  Tictories  aroused  the  jeal- 


received  coldly  by  the  court,  but  with 
enthusissra  by  the  people.  He  died 
at  Granada  in  1515.  The  Great  Cap- 
tain appesn  lo  have  been  free  from 
the  cruelty  and  licentiousness  tat 
which    the    Spaniards   of   that   age

Goodrich^  Samuel  Grls- 
WOldy  known  under  his  nom-c^ 
flwne  of  Peter  Parley^  an  Amer- 
ican writer;  bom  in  Connecticat  in 
1793.  He  was  for  some  years  United 
States  Consul  at  Paris,  and  was  the  au* 
thor  of  numerous  works,  most  of  whidi 
were  for  juveniles.    Died  1863. 

GkHmyear,  Charles^  an  Amer- 
ican inventor ;  bom  in  1800 ;  removed 
in  1826  to  Philadelphia,  where  he 
diaoovered  the  method  of  praparing 
Tolcsniied  India-rubber  whicn  has 
•inoe  proved  so  suocessM  and  lucrar 
tire.  He  was  awarded  medals  at 
London  and  Paris,  and  was  also  given 
faj  Napoleon  III.  the  grand  medal 
Of  Honor  and  the  cross  of  the  Legion 
of  Honor.    Died  1860. 

Qordian,  or  €k>rdianus9 
Marcus  Antonius  Aft*icaniui» 
a  Boman  Emperor ;  bom  in  160  a.  d., 
of  a  noble  fiunily ;  became  Proconsul 
of  Africa  in  237,  and  was  proclaimed 
Emperor  by  his  soldiers  during  the 
same  vear.  After  a  reign  of  but  six 
weeks  he  strangled  himsdf,  on  account 
of  the  loss  of  hia  son,  who  was  killed 
in  battle. 

€k>rdon9  Qeorgef  Lord,  the  j 
eon  of  Cosmo  C^rge,  Duke  of  Qor-  \ 
don,  was  bom  in  London  in  1750 1  be-  j 
came  on  entering  Parliament  a  bitter  : 
opponent  of  the  Catholics  and  of  the  ; 
Act  of  Toleration.    At  the  head  of  a 
mob  composed  of  about  one  hundred 
thousand  persons  he  presented  a  peti- 
tion to  Parliament  in  1780  for  the  re- 
peal of  that  act    That  body  having 
refused  to  take  immediate  action  on 
the  petition,  the  mob  spread  over  the 
city,  burned  several  Boman  Catholic 
chapels,  and  committed  other   out^ 
rages.    He  was  arrested  and  tried  for 
hi^h  treason,  but  was  afterward  ac- 
quitted.   He  died  in  prison  in  1793, 
while  confined  under  sentence  for  con- 
tempt of  court. 

G5rgrey,  Arthur,  an  Hunga- 
rian ^neral  commonly  regarded  as 
a  traitor  to  the  national  cause,  was 
bom  in  1818 ;  entered  the  army  at  an 


earlv  age;  served  affainst  Austria  in 
1848,  and  toward  we  close  of  that 
year  was  by  Kossuth  appointed  com- 
mander-in-chief of  the  Hungarian 
forces.  Defeating  the  Austrians  in 
April,  1849,  he  became  Minister  of 
War  and  afterward  Dictator,  and  on 
the  11th  of  the  following  August  sur- 
rendered unconditionally  to  uie  Rus- 
sian commander.  Gorgey  was  soon 
afterward  pardoned  by  the  Emperor 
of  Austria. 

Gortschakoffy  Alexander 
Michaelowitsch,  a  Bussian 
statesman ;  bom  in  1798 ;  entered  the 
diplomatic  service ;  was  Bent  on  vari- 
ous forei^  missions,  and  in  1856  be- 
came Minister  for  Foreign  Affairs. 
He  was  in  1878  one  of  the  Russian 
plenipotentiaries  at  the  Congress  of 
Berlin.    Died  March  11, 1883. 

G<irs^8»  an  orator  and  sophist, 
was  a  native  of  Sicily  and  a  contem- 
porary of  Socrates.  He  taught  rhet- 
oric at  Athens. 

Crougrhy  John  B.,  an  orator; 
bom  in  Kent^  England,  August  22, 
1822.  He  emierated  to  New  York  in 
early  life  and  became  dissipated,  but 
took  the  pledge  of  total  abstinence  in 
1842,  and  soon  became  distinguished 
as  a  temperance  advocate  and  for  his 
rare  powers  of  oratory.  He  has  since 
lectured  steadily  in  America  and  Eng- 
land, and  has  acquired  a  handsome 
income.  He  is  the  author  of  several 
works. 

Crounod,  Charles  Francis, 
a  French  composer  of  distinction; 
bom  in  Paris,  June  17,  1818.  He 
gained  several  prizes,  and  in  1866  was 
elected  a  memoer  of  the  French  In- 
stitute. Amone  his  productions  are 
Fmuif  Sappho  f  Ixi  Beine  dt  Saba,  Mi' 
relU,  and  Jlomeo  and  JuUtL 

wnrlLOf  Joseph  Vassilye- 
yichy  Count,  a  Russian  general; 
bom,  of  Polish  extraction,  in  1828; 
was  at  the  age  of  eighteen  commis- 
sioned an  ensign  in  the  'imperial 
bodv-guard;  vras  appointed  adjutant 
to  the  Emperor  in  1860 ;  was  commis- 
sioned a  colonel  in  1861,  and  a  miyor- 
general  in.  1867.     He  served  with 
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1  doriiw  the  ramot 
war  with  Turke;,  contribDtiiur  uude- 
risllj'  to  the  tiiocew  of  the  RoaaUn 
arms.  He  has  since  been  crealed  m 
Count,  K  knight  of  St.  Qeorge,  and 
•4jutant-geneTal. 

Oower,  John,  an  Eoglbb  poet, 
■nd  a  fHand  of  Chaucer,  is  supposed 
to  have  been  bom  in  Yorkshire  about 
1S20.  He  read  law  in  Londoiij  and 
became  a  general  and  accumpliahed 
•cholar.     Died  1402. 

Gracclios,  Caloa  Sempro- 
.nlus,  a  Roman  atateaman  and  orator ; 
bom   about   159  b.  c.;   was  elected 

JDKBtor  in  126  B.  c,  and  tribane  in 
23  B.  c.  He  introduced  man/  salu- 
taiy  lam,  and  was  rs-elected  to  the 
latter  office  iaV22.  He  was  killed  in 
121  B.  c.  in  a  general  massacre  owned 
b7  the  Consul  Opimias. 

GracctaiiH,  Tiberiaa  Bem- 
pronluSf  a  Roman  staleeman ;  bom 
abont  leS  B.  c. ;  was  a  brother  of  the 
preceding,  and  the  grandson  of  Scipio 
the  OreaL  He  entered  the  army,  par- 
ticipated in  the  destruction  of  Car- 
thage, was  elected  qutEslor  in  137  B.  c, 
•erred  with  dtsluiction  in  the  Nu- 
mantian  war.  and  was  about  134  b.  o. 
elected  tribune,  in  which  position  he 

Smppned  important  reforms  in  the 
ittribiition  of  the  public  lands.  He, 
with  about  three  hundred  of  his  sup- 
porters, was  killed  in  133  b.  c.  in  an 
encounter  with  the  adherents  of  the 
patridana. 

Graham,  John,  Viscount  Dun- 
dee, known  as  Claverhouite ;  bom 
about  1S5() ;  served  in  Holland  under 
the  Prince  of  Orange;  returned  to 
Scotland  in  1677 ;  obtained  the  com- 
mand of  a  troop  of  dragoons,  and 
became  notorious  for  the  atrocitieB 
which  he  perpetrated  on  the  Bcot- 
tish  Covenanten.  He  raised  a  force 
of  HigbUnden  in  1680  to  serre  in 
the  cause  of  Jamee  II.,  but  wu  killed 
in  June  of  the  same  year  in  the  bat- 
tle of  Killiecrankie. 

Orammont.  de,  PhUib«rt, 
CoMTS,  a  French  oourtiar  and  gear 
•ral  bmoos  for  his  wit,  nllantij,  and 
courage.    He  serred  with  distinction 


nndn  the  gnat  leaders  Omdtf  and 
Tnrmne.  Bom  in  1621 ;  died  in  1707. 

Oran^  Anne,  a  Soottlih  writer. 
Bom  at  Qlawow  m  1766;  died  in 
183». 

Grant.  UlymeB  SimpBon. 
eighteenth  President  of  the  United 
Sutes,  wss  bom  at  Point  Pleasant, 
Ohio,  April  27,  1822.  He  graduated 
at  West  Point  in  1813,  served  in 
Uexico  under  Gens.  Taylor  and 
Bcott,  and  afterward  in  Oregon.  He 
became  a  captain  in  1853.  Reeigning 
hiscommision  the  next  year,  he  paNed 
some  time  in  St.  Louia,  and  removed 
in  18S9  to  Galena,  lUinoit,  where  hn 
engaged  in  buunes*.  At  the  corn- 
ineaoemMit  o(  the  dvil  war,  in  ISSl, 
he  served  as  a)d»^oamp  to  tha 
Qovernor  of  Illinois  was  soon  chosen 
colonel  of  the  Twenty-fint  Illinoia

Grant  wu  second  in  command  to 
Gen.  Halleck  at  the  siege  of  Corintli, 
and  when  the  latter  was  called  to 
Wtahingtim,  Grant  w»a  appointed  to 
imand  of  the  Army  of  the 
He  captured  the  import- 
ant stronghold  of  Vicksburg,  Jiut  i, 
1863,  defeated  Gen.  Brasg  at  Chat- 
tanooga in  November  (bllowin^  and 
in  Hard),  18S4,  was  made  by  Preai-. 
dent  Lincoln  commander>in'-chief  of 
the  vast  armies  in  the  field,  with  the

agaiDal  Gen.  J.  E.  Jduwloa,  while  he 
bunaeUouidied  against  Gen.  Lea  and 
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prepared  for  a  yigoroos  and  protract- 
ed campaign.  The  two  armieB  moved 
earlv  in  Maj,  and,  after  a  aeries  of 
hara-foaght  batlles,  alternating  with 
repeated  ilank  movements,  Gen.  Grant 
croeBed  the  James  River  in  June,  18G4, 
and  began  the  siege  of  Richmond  and 
Petersburg.  He  obtained  possession  of 
those  places  April  2,  I860,  and  on  the 
9th  01  the  same  month  received  the 
surrender  of  Gen.  Lee  and  his  en- 
tire command  at  Apjpomattox  Court- 
House,  Virginia.  The  other  Con- 
federate armies  in  North  Carolina. 
Alabama,  and  Texas  surrendered 
Boon  after,  and  the  war  was  ended. 

Gen.  Grant  was  in  July,  1866,  oom- 
miBsioned  as  General  of  tne  Army,  a 
Iprade  especially  provided  for  him  by 
act  of  Congress.  After  serving  for  a 
short  time  as  Secretary  of  War  ad 
interim,  he  was  in  November,  1868. 
elected  President  of  the  United 
States,  and  was  re-elected  to  that 
high  (^ce  in  November,  1872. 

Subsequent  to  the  expiration  of  his 
second  term  Gen.  Grant  travelled  ex- 
tensively in  Europe  and  Asia,  where 
he  was  universally  treated  with  the 
highest  consideration.  He  was  a  verv 

Srominent  candidate  for  the  Presi- 
ency  before  the  National  Republi- 
can Convention  held  at  Chicago  in 
June,  1880,  but  did  not  get  the  nomi- 
nation. 

Granvelle»  de,  Antoine  de. 
Perrenoty  Cardinal,  a  Bur^m- 
dian  statesman ;  bom  in  1517 ;  gained 
the  favor  of  Charles  V.  of  Gennanv, 
and  subsequently  of  his  son,  Philip 
n.  of  Spain,  and  was  successively 
made  Bishop  of  Arras,  Archbishop 
of  Mechlin,  Councillor  of  State, 
Keeper  of  the  Seals,  and  a  Cardi- 
nal. As  chief  Councillor  to  Mar- 
garet of  Parma,  Regent  of  the 
Netherlands,  he  became  odious  in 
that  country  for  his  persistent  ef- 
forts to  persecute  the  Protestants  and 
to  establish  the  Snanish  Inquisition. 
He  was  removed  by  Philip  in  1563, 
and  was  afterward  created  Archbishop 
of  Besan^on  and  Viceroy  of  Naples. 
Died  1586. 


Granville,  or  6renTiUe» 
Oeor{f e.  Viscount  Landsdowne,  an 
English  statesman  and  poet;  bom  in 
1667;  studied  at  Cambridge,  entered 
Parliament,  succeeded  Walpole  as 
Secretary  of  War  in  1710,  was  raised 
to  the  peerage  in  1711,  and  the  year 
following  wad  made  a  Privy  Council- 
lor and  Treasurer  of  the  Household. 
Suspected  of  favoring  the  Pretender: 
he  was  for  a  time,  on  the  accession  of 
Greorge  I.,  imprisoned  in  the  Tower. 
He  was  a  literal  patron  of  literary 
men.  Pope  dedicated  to  him  the 
poem  Windwr  Forest.    Died  1735. 

Grattan,  Henry,  an  Irish 
Btatesman  and  orator ;  bom  at  Dublin 
in  1750;  studied  at  Trinity  Collie; 
entered  the  Irish  Parliament  in  1775 ; 
became  very  popular,  and  acted  with 
the  Whig  or  Opposition  party.  He 
was  elected  to  Parliament  in  1790 
from  the  city  of  Dublin,  fovored 
Catholic  emancipation,  opposed  the 
union  with  Great  Britain,  and  after- 
ward represented  Dublin  in  the  Brit- 
bh  Parliament.    Died  1820. 

Gray,   Asa,   M.  D.,  LL.D.,  an 
eminent  American  botanist ;  born  at 
Paris,  Oneida  Conntv,  N.  Y.,  Novem- 
ber  18,  1810.    He  'became  in   1842 
j  professor  of  natural  history  in  Har- 
jvard  University,  and  in  1874  a  regent 
I  of  the  Smithsonian  Institution.    He 
J  has  published   numerous  works  and 
papers  on  botany. 

Gray,  Thomas,  an  English 
poet;  bom  in  London  in  1716;  was 
educated  at  Eton  and  Cambridge.  On 
the  death  of  Cibber  he  was  offered, 
j  but  declined,  the  position  of  poet- 
laureate  of  England.  He  became 
professor  of  modem  hbtory  at  Cam- 
bridge in  1769.  Died  in  July,  1771. 
Among  his  poems  are  an  P^leffy  Writlen 
in  a  Country  (Jhurchyard  and  Ode  on  the 
Progress  q^  Poetty. 

Greeley,  Horace,  an  Amerioin 
iournalist;  bom  in  Kew  Hampshire 
m  1811.  Having  learned  the  trade  of 
a  printer,  he  settled  in  New  York  in 
1831 .  He  worked  as  a  jou  meyman  for 
more  than  a  year ;  then  became  a  part- 
ner of  Francis  Story  and  began  to 
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puUUi  tlw  Jtarning  Awt,  a  dally 
P«nii7  paper.  In  IMl  he  ectabliahed 
Tht  Dadg  mbmu,  copies  of  which 
were  sold  at  the  pric«  of  one  cent 
«acb.  It  proved  a  great  ■uccen  ini- 
tially, and  raised  the  repotation  of 
Hr.  QreeleT  us  an  editor  to  the  very 
highest  rsnk.  He  was  a  itauDch  sup- 
porter at  Whig,  and  later  of  Republi- 
oan,  principles.  He  adTocated  the 
decdon  of  Geo,  Fremont  in  1866, 
and  of  Lincoln  in  1S60  and  18M.  In 
1872  he  accepted  the  Democratic  nom- 
ination for  the  Presidency,  but  was  de- 
feated at  the  ensuing  election  br  Oeo. 
GniDt  Among  his  works  is  a  oistory 
of  the  Southern  rebellion  entitled

Oreen.  John  Richard,  an 
English  historian,  was  bum  at  Oxford

•n  eKtrsurdinar^  success.  He  after- 
ward expanded  it  Into  a  work  on  the 
tame  plan  in  four  volumes.  He  died 
at  Mentone  on  March  T,  1B33. 

Oreenoi  Nathanieli  an  Amer- 
ican general;  bom  in  Warwick, 
Bhode  Liland,  Mar  ^.  1742;  wae 
elected  to  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of 
that  colony  in  1770.  He  married 
Miss  Littlefield  in  1774,  wss  chosen 
a  brigadier-general  of  the  Rhode  Isl- 
and militia  in  Hay  of  the  year  fol- 
lowing, and  Joined  the  American 
army  near  Boelon.  He  won  the  espe- 
cial conlidence  of  Oen.  Washington, 
gained  distinction  at  the  battle  of 
Trenlon,  in  1776,  and  at  Brandywine, 
in  1777.  He  comnanded  the  leit 
wing  at  the  battle  of  Qermantown, 
aroeplcd,  at  the  request  of  Washing- 
ton, the  position  of  quartermaster- 
general  in  March,  177S,  perforaied 
the  duties  of  that  office  with  rare 
ability  for  more  than  two  years,  com- 
manded the  right  wing  at  Monmouth 
in  June,  177H,  and  on  the  23d  of 
June,  1780,  defeated  the  British  at 
gpriogfleld.  New  Jereey.  The  Houth-

Grcnvillc,  Ueorifet  an  Eng- 
lUh  statesman;  bom  in  1712.  He 
wan  a  brothtr  of  Richard,  Earl  Tern- 

fie,  and  brother- in-law  of  William 
itt,  Earl  of  Chatham.  He  be<«me 
the  ministerial  leader  in  the  House 
of  Commons  in  17(i2,  and  [*rinie 
Minister  of  England  in  the  following 
year.  He  orij^inated  the  noiorious 
Stamp  Aft  of  liliTi,  in  which  ymr  he 
WBS  Hiiperseiled  by  the  Munjucss  of 
Rui-kinghani.     Dit\l  IT'O.

GrenvUle,  William  Wynd- 
ham  Grenvillei  Load,  an  Eng> 
lish  onilor  and  statesman,  third  son 
of  the  precedine,  was  lx>m  in  1759, 
was  elected  to  Parliament  in  IT82, 
and  was  chosen  Speaker  of  the  House 
of  CommonH  in  1789.  The  year  fol- 
lowing he  was  raised  to  the  peerage 
as  Baron  Grenville,  was  Seerclnry  for 
P'oreign  Alliiirs  in  Pitt's  Ministry  ia 
1701,  held  that  office  for  ten  yeala, 
and  in  1S06  wan  Prime  Minister  for 
nearly  a  year.  He  afterward  became 
one  of  the  leaden  of  Ihe  OppoeiliiNi, 
and  was  for  several  yearn  Chancellor 
of  the  Univcrsily  of  Oxford.  Ked 
1334. 

Grdtry,  Andrd  Emcat  Mo- 
tleistc,  an  upcra-compn«er ;  bora  at 
Licfie  in  1741 ;  studied  in  Rome  uti- 
der  Martigny  ;  removed  to  Paris,  and 
was  elected  a  member  of  Ihe  French 
Institute  and  of  Ihe  Academy  of  Music 
of  Stockholm.     Died  1813. 

Greville,  or  GrevUe,  Sir 
Fulke,  Lord  Brooke,  en  EuKliah 
poet  and  miscvUaneMis  writer;  bom 
in  ■Warwifkahire  in  l&fi4.  Ho  was 
knighted  by  Queen  Eliiabcth,  and 
-  '  d  Chancellor  of  Uie  Ex- 
by  James  I.,  who  raised  him 
^rsge  as  Baron  UnxJce  in 
was  the  author  of  numer- 
ous poems  and  tragedies,  and  of  ■ 
biography  of  Sir  Philip  Sidney,  who 
had  been  his  intimate  friend.  Died 
1628. 


Eublic,  was  bom  in  the  Jura,  Auguat 
i,  1813,  and  WBa  ediiaitvd  at  the 
Coll^ce  of  I'oliKiiy,  He  studied  law, 
was  admitted  bh  an  advocate  in  Paris, 
and  look  a  prominent  part  in  the 
revolutions  of  1830  and  1848.  He 
WOK  several  times  elected  to  the  Na- 
tional Assemblv,  of  which  he  was 
chosen  the  President  in  1871.  Hewaa 
elected  President  of  the  Chamber  of 
Deputies  In  1876,  and  President  of 
the  French  republic  in  1879. 
Grey,  CnarleM,  second  Eabl, 
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an  English  statesman,  eldest  son  of 
Earl  Grey,  yrwi  bom  near  Alnwick  in 
1764,  and  was  educated  at  Cambridge. 
He  was  elected  to  Parliament  in  1786 
as  member  for  Northumberland.  He 
was  a  supporter  of  the  Whig  party, 
the  intimate  friend  of  Fox,  and  one 
of  the  managers  of  the  impeachment 
of  Warren  Hastings,  in  178o.  He  was 
subsequently,  wiUi  Fox,  a  leader 
of  the  Opposition,  and  was  one  of 
the  founders  of  the  "Society  of  the 
Pnends  of  the  People,"  a  political 
association  organized  to  promote  Par- 
liamentarv  reform.     He  became,  in 

1806,  First  Lord  of  the  Admiralty  in 
the  W^hig  Ministry  of  Fox  and  Gren- 
ville,  and  about  the  same  time  re- 
ceived the  title  of  Lord  Howick.  In 
September  of  that  year,  upon  the 
death  of  Fox,  he  became  Secretary 
of  Foreign  Anairs  and  leader  in  the 
House  of  Commons.  The  Ministry 
of  which  he  was  a  member  effected 
the  abolition  of  the  slave-trade — an 
act  which  he  cordially  supported.  He 
succeeded  his  father  as  Earl  Grey  in 

1807,  and  took  his  seat  in  the  House 
of  Lords,  where  he  and  Grenville 
were  for  a  long  time  the  leaders  of 
the  Opposition.  He  favored  the 
Catholic  Emancipation  Bill  and  the 
Reform  Bill,  and  oecame  Prime  Min- 
ister in  1830.  The  Reform  Bill  was 
finally  passed  in  June,  1832,  and  Earl 
Grey  resigned  as  Premier  in  July, 
1833.    Died  1845. 

Orey,  Lady  Jane,  daughter 
of  Henry  Grev,  Marquess  of  Dorset, 
and  Frances  l^randon,  granddaugh- 
ter of  Henry  VII.,  was  torn  in  1537. 
She  was  distinguished  at  a  very  early 
age  for  her  rare  talents,  extraordinary 
love  of  learning,  and  unusual  mental 
accomplishments.  In  1553  she  was 
married  to  Lord  Guilford  Dudley, 
son  of  the  Duke  of  Northumberland. 
The  latter,  with  her  father,  who  had 
been  created  Duke  of  Suffolk,  induced 
Edward  VI.  to  settle  the  crown  upon 
Lady  Jane  Grey,  to  the  exclusion  of 
his  own  sisters.  At  the  death  of  that 
sovereign  she  at  first  refused  to  accept 
the  crown,  but  was  finally  induced  to 


do  80  by  the  united  entreaties  .and 
commands  of  her  husband  and  her 
father ;  but^  the  nation  declaring  for 
Marv,  Lady  Jane  Grey  and  her  hus- 
band were  arrested  ana  imprisoned  in 
the  Tower,  and  after  some  mnntha 
were  executed,  in  February,  1554 

Grifi&iiy  CharieSy  an  American 
general ;  bom  in  Ohio  about  1826 ; 
graduated  at  West  Point  in  1847 ;  was 
promoted  to  the  rank  of  captain  in 
the  regular  army  in  1861,  and  became 
a  brigadier-general  of  volunteers  in 
the  earl^  part  of  1862.  He  command- 
ed a  division  in  that  vear  at  Gainee* 
Mills  and  Malvern  Hill,  served  imder 
Grant  before  Bichmona  in  1864,  and 
commanded  a  corps  at  Five  Forks  in 
April,  1865.    Died  1867. 

Grimm,  Friedrich  Mel- 
chior,  Babon,  a  German  writer 
distinguished  for  his  wit.  Bom  at 
Ratisbon,  December  25,  1723:  died 
1807. 

Grimm,  Jakob  Ludwicr,  a 
German  jurist  and  philologist ;  born 
at  Hainan,  January  4.  u85.  He 
studied  at  Marburg,  ana  was  chosen 
professor  at  Gottingen  in  1830,  but 
was  on  account  of  his  liberal  princi- 
ples removed  from  that  position  seven 
years  later.  He  accepted  in  1841  an 
invitation  to  Berlin,  where  he  was 
elected  a  member  of  the  Academy  of 
Sciences.  He  was  the  author  of  sev- 
eral valuable  works.     Died  1863. 

Grimm,  Ludwigr  Eniil,  a 
German  painter  and  engraver,  brother 
of  the  preceding,  was  born  in  1790, 
and  was  elected  professor  in  the 
Academy  of  Painting  at  Cassel  in 
1832.    Died  1863. 

Grimm,  \Villielm  Karl,  a 
German  linguist,  brother  of  the  pre- 
ceding.    Bom  in  1786 ;  died  in  1859. 

Grisi,  Giulia,  a  distinguished 
Italian  singer.  Born  at  Milan  in  1810 ; 
died  1869. 

Griswold,  Rufiis  Wilinot, 
an  American  critic  and  editor ;  bom 
at  Benson,  Vermont,  in  1815.  He 
was  for  some  years  a  Baptist  minister, 
and  was  afterward  successively  asso- 
ciate   editor   of    I%e    2few     lorker, 
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Brxitlier  Jonailian,  and  1^«  New 
World.  Among  Iiih  worke  are  Porli 
and  I^Ktry  of  America,  The  I'rnst- 
WriUr$  of  Ama-icn,  Tht  Ftinale  Poets 
of  Amerka,e.aA  The  tUftublUaa  Coaii  ; 
or,  AmeriraB,  Society  in  the  Dayt  of 
Wiuihingloa.     Died  1S57. 

Grot«,  G«orge,  an  Engliah  his- 
loriBJi,  of  German  exlrattioti;  bom  in 
Kent  in  IT94.  He  waa  elected  to  Par- 
liament from  London  in  1832.  The 
moat  important  of  hia  several  warkH  ia 
the  ifudorvo/  Orrece.     Died  1871. 

OrotluH,  or  I>e  Oroot. 
HllgrOt  a  Duti:h  jurist,  Bcholar,  and 
theologian ;  born  at  Delfl,  April  10, 
1583;  studied  at  Leyden,  and  in  1613 
was  appointed  PenHionary  of  Kotter- 
dam,  a  jraaition  whicli  entitled  him  l« 
ft  aeal  in  the  Asnembly  uf  the  Slatea 
of  Holland  and  in  lliat  of  (he  States- 
General.  As  a  member  of  the  Ar- 
minian  party  he  waa  involved  in  ita 
miafortiines  and  defeat,  was  tried  for 
high  ireason,  wasunjostly  condemned, 
and  was  sentenced  to  imprisonnient 
for  life.  His  property  Was  conliscaled, 
and  he  was  cunliiied  in  the  furtroja  of 
Loeveslein,  where  he  devoted  hia 
time  (o  study  and  to  writing  nu- 
merous works,  among  the  most  uete- 
braied  of  which  ia  his  treatise  On  the 
Truth  of  Ike  Oiriitlaa  R/iiyion. 

After  a  confinement  of  eiphteen 
monllis,  GrotiuB,  with  the  asslulance 
of  his  wife,  escaped  to  France,  where 
Louis  XIH.  reouived  him  kindly  and 
granted  him  a  pension  of  three  thou- 
sand livres.  Chancellor  Oxeiistiem 
in  1634  appointed  Groliua  Councillor 
to  the  Queen  of  Sweden,  and  her  Am- 
bassadnr  at  the  French  court  He 
viailed  Stockholm  in  1645,  and  was 
treiUed  with  great  conaideraiion  by 
(iJueeD  Christina.  He  died  in  the 
■ame  year,  on  the  2Sth  of  August, 
leaving  a  large  number  of  works  on 
history,  theology,  poetry,  andjurispru- 

GroucLjf,  de,  Einmaiiuel. 

UAsqUESB,  a  French  general ;  bom 
in  Paria  in  1T66 ;  commanded  the 
French  c«T»lry  in  Bavoy  in  1792, 
and,   having  been    sent  against  the 


Vendeana,  nined  several  victories 
over  them.  He  fought  under  Moreau 
in  Piedmont  in  1798,  wan  wounded  at 
Novi,  and  wua  oaptured  by  the  Aus- 
iriuiis.  After  his  releaae  he  con- 
tributed to  the  victory  of  Hohen- 
linden,  and  as  oommander  of  the 
cavalry  gained  distinction  for  ^iil 
and  bravery  at  Jena,  Eylau,  and 
Friedland.  In  1808  he  waa  appoint- 
ed Governor  of  Madrid,  in  1»12  wm 
placed  by  Napoleon  at  the  head  ot 
the  "Sacred  BatUlion,"  and  in  1814 
was  created  a  Marshal  of  France. 
I'revioua  to  the  battle  of  Waterloo, 
in  June,  1815,  he  was  stationed  hy 
Napoleon  near  Wavre,  and  during 
that  great  battle  refused,  (hough  en- 
treated by  his  officers,  (o  participate 
in  it,  alleging  contrary  orders  from 
the  Emperor.  For  this  conduct  he 
has  been  bitterly  censured  by  the 
French  and  charged  with  treason. 
Died  1847. 

Guadett  Margnierite  Elie, 
ft  French  statesman,  and  a  leader  of 
the  (iirondists;  bom  near  Bordeaux 
in  1758.  On  the  downfall  of  that 
party  he  was  arrested,  and  waa  exe- 
cuted at  Bordeaux  in  July,  1T94. 

Ouatcniozin,  Kmpcror  of 
Mexico,  waa  the  last  ruler  of  the 
Aztec  dynasty,  and  was  the  son-in- 
law  and  suocessor  of  Mont«iuma. 
.\tler  bravely  rcaisling  the  Spaniards 
he  was  captured,  and  waa  cruelly 
tortured  by  direction  of  Corter  to 
oblige  him  to  show  where  the  im- 
|)erial  treosuree  were  hidden.  He 
was  executed  without  form  of  trial 
in  1522. 

Giilccfardlntt  Francesco. 
an  Italian  historian  and  diplomatist; 
born  in  Florence  in  1482.  In  1-505 
he  was  chosen  profeaHor  of  jurispru- 
dence in  Florence,  and  was  apjioinied 
to  several  important  positions  by  the 
Popes  Leo  X.,  Adrian  VI.,  and  Clem- 
ent VII.,  the  latter  of  whom  gave  him 
the  oummand  of  (he  poutilical  troops 
with  the  title  of  lieutenant-general  of 
the  Holy  See.  Died  1540.  His  prin- 
cipal work  is  the  Hidory  of  hidy. 

Guicciolli  Tereita  Gauiba, 
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CoTTHTEBS,  ED  Italian  lady  o(  rare 
beauty,  was  bom  in  1801,  iod  was  at 
the  age  of  sixteen  married  to  Connt 
Quiocioli.  She  subeequently  formed 
with  Lord  Byron,  oy  whom 


At  was  tenderly  lored.  Her  first 
kosband  having  died,  she  married,  in 
1861,  the  Maxiiuen  de  Boissy,  a 
F^rench  peer,  who  died  in  1866.  She 
is  believed  to  be  the  author  of  the 
work  entitled  My  BeeoUeelwm  qf  Lord 
Byron,  and  thoM  of  Eyo-  Witnenn  of 
hi»  iJfs. 

OuidOf  or  Gnido  Rent,  an 
Italian  painter;  bom  at  fiolo^a 
about  1575.  He  studied  in  his  native 
€ity  and  under  the  Caraod  at  BomcL 
where  he  was  afterward  patronixea 
bjr  Pope  Paul  V.  His  pictures  are 
distinguished  for  beauty,  delicacy, 
and  grace.    Died  1642. 

Oulllotlnef  Joseph  Igrnace, 
a  French  doctor,  and  deputy  in  1789 
to  the  States-Qeneral,  was  bora  in 
1738.  He  was  not  the  inventor  of  the 
instrument  which  bears  his  name, 
but>  favoring  decapitation  as  a  leas 
orari  mode  of  execution  than  any 
other  in  use,  he  introduced  a  measure 
in  the  States-General  the  object  of 
which  was  to  make  it  the  legal 
method  of  inflicting  the  death-pen- 
alty.   Died  1814. 

Galscardy  Robert,  a  military 
commander,  a  son  of  Tancred  de 
Hauteville,  was  a  native  of  Norman- 
dy. He  contributed  to  the  conquest  of 
CUabria  by  his  brother  Humphrey, 
and  after  his  death  became  Duke 
of  Apulia,  Calabria,  and  Sicily.  He 
gained  a  victory  over  the  Greek  Em- 
peror Alexius,  in  1084,  at  Durazzo, 
and  soon  after  liberated  Pope  Gregory 
VII.  from  confinement.    Died  1C§5. 

Guise,  de,  Charles,  Cardinal 
of  Lorraine,  was  the  son  of  Claude, 
first  Duke  of  Guise,  and  was  bom  in 
1525.  He  became  Archbishop  of 
Rheims  at  the  age  of  eighteen  and 
Cardinal  in  1547,  and  was  Minister 
of  Finance  under  Francis  II.  and 
Charles  IX.  While  he  was  a  liberal 
patron  of  leamingand  boldly  resisted 
the  daims  of  the  Papal  See,  he  made 


strenuous  efibits  to  establish  the  Qptai* 
ish  Inquisition  in  France^  and  is 
diarged  with  having  £avored  the 
Massacre  of  St.  Bartholomew.  Died 
in  1574. 

Gaisef  de»  Claude  de  Lior- 
raine,  first  Duxb,  was  the  younger 
SOD  of  Batii  U.,  Duke  of  liorraiacL 
and  was  bom  in  1496.  He  nianriea 
Antoinette  de  Bourbon  about  1514, 
served  with  distinction  in  the  Freneh 
army,  and  was  created  Duke  of  Gokie 
by  Francis  I.  He  died  about  155<^ 
leaving  several  children,  among  whom 
was  Mary,  afterward  the  Queen  dT 
James  V.  and  mother  of  Mary,  Queen 
of  Soots. 

Guise,  de«  Francis  de 
liOrrainey  Duke,  a  leader  of  the 
Catholic  party  in  France,  and  an  able 
military  commander  and  son  of  the 
preceding,  wss  bom  in  1519.  He 
gained  great  distinction  in  1553  by 
his  gallant  and  successful  defence  of 
Mets  against  Charles  V.  of  Germany. 
He  was  created  lieutenant-general 
and  given  almost  absolute  author- 
ity by  Henry  II.  in  1557.  In  the 
year  following  he  took  Calais  from 
the  English,  and  afterward  joined 
the  victories  of  Guines  and  Thion- 
ville  and  became  the  favorite  of  the 
French  nation.  He  contributed  to 
the  defeat  of  the  Prince  of  Cond^  at 
Dreux,  where  he  took  prisoner  that 
Protestant  leader.  The  Duke  of 
Guise  wss  assassinated  in  1563  at  the 
sieee  of  Orleans  by  a  Calvinist  named 
Poltrot  de  M^r^. 

Guise,  de  (Henry  I.  of 
Lorraine),  Duke,  eldest  son  of  the 
preceding,  was  bom  in  1550,  became 
exceedingly  hostile  to  the  Protestants, 
and  was  one  of  the  instigators  of  the 
Massacre  of  St.  Bartholomew  and  of 
the  murder  of  Coligny,  in  1572.  Hav- 
ing been  forbidden  to  appear  at  oourt 
by  Henry  III.,  the  D»uke  of  Guise 
openly  revolted,  entered  Paris  at  the 
head  of  his  forces  in  May,  1588,  and 
compelled  the  King  to  fly  from  his 
capital,  and  afterwud  demanded  f<Hr 
himself  the  offices  of  Constable  and 
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of  the  King  and  Bevend  of  his  o 


and  hiBtoHan;  born  in  1787;  was 
educated  as  a  Proteslant  at  Geneva. 
Remorins  (o  Paris  in  1805,  he  in 
1810  nnblished  in  French  an  edition 
of  Gibbon's  Hintara  of  Ram,  and  in 
]812  was  appointed  proftteor  of  mod- 
em history  Bt  the  Sorbonne,  He  was 
a  Urm  advocate  of  const  ittitional  prin- 
ciples, was  made  a  Councillor  of  Stale 
in  1817^  and  in  1S2S  founded  the 
flreue  /VanfiHM.  Hia  lectures  on  hin- 
torir  were  publiahed  in  1H45  wiih  ihe 

title  of /fiMor^n/'Cici'ii'rrion.  He  was 
elected  to  the  Chamber  of  Deputies  in 
1830,  in  AuRuBt  of  the  same  year  was 
appointed  Minister  of  the  Interinr  bj 
Louis  Philippe,  and  in  18.TJ  Minister 
of  Public  Instruclion.  He  was  chosen 
a  member  of  the  French  Acadeniy  in 
1830,  was  sent  as  Ambassador  to  Lon- 
don in  February,  1840,  and  in  the  en- 
Ming  October  was  appointed  Min- 
Iiter  of  Foreign  Alliiire,  a  position 
which  he  held  until  the  revolution  in 
1848,  when  he  retired  lo  England. 
Among  hia  works  are  a  Uintory  of 
tyanee  in  several  volumes,  and  a  Hu- 
lonf  of  the  Bevoliilion  til  injtanrf  from 
iht  Aeeeaiim  of  CKnrIn  I.  lo  thai  q^ 
Ckartn  11.   Died  September  12,  1874. 

Giimey,  JoHeph  John,  a 
distinpuiBhed  minister  of  the  Sodety 
ofFrieuda;  boni  in  England  in  17H8; 
was  educated  at  Oxford,  and  was  the 
author  of  many  religious  and  other 
works.  Died  1847.  The  celebrated 
£liiabeth  i'ry  was  his  sister. 

UtiStavuB  I.,  known  as  GttB- 
tavUH  Vasa,  King  of  Sweden,  was 
born  near  Stockholm  in  14D6.  The 
crown  of  Sweden  having  been  usurped 
by  Christian  II.  of  Denmark  in  151H 
Outtavus  waa  thrown  into  prison,  and 
his  father,  Eric  Vasa,  with  eighty- 
three  other  prominent  Swedes,  was 
executed.  Guatavua,  escaping  from 
prison,  Bed  to  the  mountains  of  Dsle- 
carlia  and  Miffered  great  hardships, 


but  succeeded  in  raising  a  formidable 
force,  with  which  he  marched  toward 
Stockholm.  He  captured  the  town 
and  fortress  of  Wesleiis  in  1521,  and 
succeeded  in  entering  Stockholm  after 
it  had  been  ubslinalely  defended.  He 
at  first  refused  the  crown  of  tiireden, 
which  was  offered  to  him,  preferring 
to  govern  under  the  title  of  "Stadt- 
holder,"  but,  on  account  of  the  ma- 
chinations of  the  King  of  Denmark, 
was  induced  to  accept  it,  and  waa 
crowned  King  of  Sweden  in  June, 
1527.  He  died  in  1559,  after  a  long, 
wise,  and  very  popular  reign,  and  wia 
succeeded  by  his  son,  Eric  XIV. 

CuHtBVUH  II.  See  Gubtatus 
Adolphus. 

Uustaviiftlll.iKingofSwedeD, 
was  bom  in  1746,  and  succeeded  his 
falber,  Adolphus  Frederick,  in  1771. 
With  the  co-opeialion  of  the  armj, 
he  caused  the  adoption  of  a  new  con- 
alitiilion,  which  greatly  restricted  Ike 
power  of  the  nobles  and  increased  tKa 
royal  prerogatives.  A  conspiracy  was 
formed  againsLhim  in  1792  bysevetal 
of  the  nobility,  and  he  waa  aaosn- 
nated  by  one  of  their  number — named 
Ankarstriim— St  a  masked  ball  tt 
Stockholm  in  March  of  that  year. 
Gustav us  was  distinguished  asastatca- 
man,  as  a  poet,  and  as  a  dramatist. 

OiiHtavuH  IV.  was  bom  in  1778, 
and  was  the  son  of  the  preceding, 
whom  he  succeeded  in  1792.  He  was 
extremely  hostile  to  Napoleon,  and 
neurly  ruined  tlie  trade  of  Sweden  by 
prohibiting  intercourse  with  all  the 
nations  of  Europe  who  were  at  all 
friendly  to  the  French  Emperor.  He 
was  arrested  and  imprisoned  in  1809 
by  the  Diet,  and  was  soon  afterward 
deposed.  His  uncle,  Duke  Charlea, 
was  then  proclaimed  King,  under  iha 
title  of  Charles  XIII.     Died  1837. 

Giistavua  Adolphiig,  or 
Gtistavus  II..  King  of  Sweden, 
son  of  Charles  IX.,  and  grandson  of 
Gustavus  Vasa,  was  bom  at  Stock- 
holm, December  B,  1594,  and  ascend- 
ed the  throne  at  about  the  age  of  sev- 
enteen. He  soon  evinced  remarkable 
abilitieK     He  defeated  the  King  ot

Poland  and  the  Ciar  of  Buasia,  who, 
having  formed  a  coalition  against 
him,  had  invaded  Sweden.  By  the 
treaty  which  he  concluded  with  them 
he  annexed  the  greater  part  of  Li- 
vonia and  the  town  of  Biga  to  his 
own  dominioma.  He  soon  after  be- 
oame,  al  the  request  o€  the  Protestants 
of  Germany,  the  head  of  their  league. 
The  Emperor  Ferdinand  II.  was  at 
that  time  carrying  on  a  bitter  perse- 
cution against  the  Lutherans.  Gua- 
tavus  A£>lphu8  landed  with  an  army 
in  Pomerania  in  June,  1630,  took  a 
large  number  of  fortresses  and  cities 
in  uat  province  and  in  Mecklenburg, 
and  gamed  a  deciaive  victory  over 
Field-Marshal  Tilly  at  Leipsic  in 
September,  1631.  He  again  defeated 
Tillf  on  the  banks  of  the  Lech  in 
April,  1632,  on  which  occasion  Tilly 
was  killed.  Wallenstein,  the  ablest 
commander  in  the  imperial  service, 
was  then  sent  against  the  Swedish 
King.  The  great  battle  of  Liitzen 
was  fought  November  16, 1632.  Gus- 
tavns  was  mortally  wounded  in  the 
early  part  of  the  engagement,  but 
bis  troops,  exasperated  by  his  death, 
ibnght  with  unusual  d^ermination, 
and  completely  routed  the  enemy. 
He  is  supposed  by  many  to  have 
been  killed  by  hb  cousin,  the  Duke 
of  Saxe-Lauenburg,  who  soon  after  en- 
tered the  imperial  service.  Gustavus 
left  but  one  child,  a  daughter,  who  suc- 
ceeded him  as  Queen  Christina. 

GutenbergTy  Johann,  or 
Henne*  the  inventor  of  printing, 
was  bom  in  Mentz,  in  Germany, 
about  1400.  He  renounced  his  fa- 
ther's name  of  GKinsfleisch  and  as- 
sumed that  of  his  mother's  family, 
Gutenberg.  He  became  in  1450  a 
partner  of  John  Faust,  with  whom 
ne  commenced  printing  a  vocabularv 
with  the  letters  cut  on  blocks  of  wood. 
They  afterward  employed  blocks  of 
copper  and  tin,  with  which  they 
pnntM  a  Latin  Bible;  this  was,  how- 
ever, a  very  slow  and  expensive  pro- 
cess. Gutenberg  and  Faust  quarrelled 
in  1455,  dissolved  partnership,  and 
had  a  lawsuit.    The  former  remained 


at  Mentz,  where  he  was  patronized 
by  the  Archbishop,  who  appointed 
him  Elector  of  that  dty,  ennobled 
him,  and  conferred  other  distinctions 
upon  him.  A  monument  of  bronze^ 
executed  by  Thorwaldsen,  was  erect- 
ed to  the  memory  of  Gutenbeig  at 
Mentz  in  1837.    Died  1468. 

Guyon,  Jeanne  Bouvier  de 
la  Mottey  Madame,  a  French  re- 
ligious writer,  and  the  author  of  the 
doctrine  known  as  '^  Quietism,"  was 
bom  at  Montargis  in  1648,  and  in 
her  sixteenth  year  was  married  to 
M.  Guyon.  After  his  death,  in  1676^ 
she  gave  her  time  to  the  services  of 
the  Church.  She  composed  2%«  Stmg 
€/  Songs  cf  Solotiumf  interpreted  aoeord' 
ing  to  Uie  Mystic  Smse^  and  a  Shortand 
Eagf  Method  <^  Frayer,  These  two 
works  were  exceedingly  popular,  bat 
were  considered  heretical  by  the 
clergy.  She  was  an  intimate  friend 
(^Archbishop  F^nelon,  and,  although 
she  made  a  submisBion  to  the  Church, 
was  confined  about  1695  in  the  Bas- 
tille.   She  was  released  in  1700. 

Guyot,  Arnold  Henry, 
LL.  D.,  a  distinguished  scientist,  bom 
near  Neuch&tel,  in  Switzerland,  in 
1807.  Ue  studied  at  the  University 
of  Berlin,  where  he  graduated  as 
Ph.  D.  in  1835.  He  came  to  the 
United  States  in  1848,  and  in  1855 
became  professor  of  geology  and  phya- 
iod  geography  in  Princeton  Coll^^ 

Guyton  de  Morveau, 
liOUis  Hemardy  a  French  chem- 
ist; born  at  Dijon  in  1737.  He  was 
the  author  of  a  Chemical  Dictionary, 
was  a  member  of  the  Convention  in 
1792,  was  elected  a  Fellow  of  the 
Royal  Society  of  London,  and  created 
a  Baron  and  an  officer  of  the  Legion 
of  Honor  by  Napoleon.    Died  1816. 

Guzman,  de,  Alfonso  Pe- 
rez, sumamed  the  Good,  a  Spanish 
commander;  bom  at  Valladolid  in 
1258.  He  served  with  distinction  in 
the  defence  of  Tarifa  against  some  in- 
I  surgents,  and  in  numerous  battles  with 
the  Moors.  His  descendants  became 
the  Dukes  of  Medina-Sidonia.  He 
j  wag  kiUed  in  batde  in  1309. 
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Ha«kert,  Phllipp,  s  Gfminn 
landscape-painter.  Born  at  PrenzliLU, 
PruMia,  in  1737;  died  at  Florence  in 
1807. 

Hanklander,  Prledrlch 
Wllhelm,  a  (Termnii  novelist 
termed  the  "CharleH  Dickens  of  Ger- 
many," wan  bom  in  ISlli.  He  served 
for  several  years  in  the  Prussiaii 
army,  and  has  produced,  among 
other  work*,  Military  Lift  in  llmt 
(rf  Ifar,  SMnet  /rom  Lift,  NaiatUft 
HiMO'-int,  and  BttqrTie  SliU/iifd. 

Hadrian,  Adrian,  or  Ha- 
drianiis,  Piibl1u!4  ^llus,  a  Bo- 
man  Emperor  and  native  of  Rome, 
iras  a  cousin  of  TnJHn,  and  the  son 
nf  ^liuB  HadrianiiB  Afer,  and  was 
born  in  TS  a.  s.  He  beoLtne  tribune 
in  105  and  pnetor  in  107.  In  117,  on 
the  death  of  Trwan,  he  was  at  An- 
tioch  proclaimed  Emperor  by  the 
armr.  and  his  title  was  sorai  after 
confirmed  by  the  Senate.  He  pur- 
sued a  wise  and  liberal  policy,  re- 
duced taxation,  travelled  e^ctensively 
through  his  vast  dominionx,  con- 
Btnided  a  wuM  in  Britain  from  Sol- 
way  Frith  to  the  German  Ocean  to 
protect  the  Roman  province  fnim 
the  Picts  and  Scots,  founded  numer- 
ous cities,  erected  several  buildings 
of  great  architectural  lieaiitv,  and 
completed  the  temple  of  Jupiter 
Olympins  at  Athens.  He  died,  after 
a  proBi)erou8  reign,  in  July,  138  a.  d., 
and  was  succeeded  by  Antoninus 
Pins,  whom  he  had  adopted. 

Haflz,  Mohammed  Shems- 
ftd-Ucen,  »  Persian  poet ;  bom  at 
Shlraz  about  1300.  Ifis  poems,  enti- 
tled collectively  the  Divan,  are  dis- 
tingitished  for  brilliant?,  grace,  and 

Eurity  of  style.  A  portion  of  ihem 
ave  been  translated  into  English. 
Died  about  1390. 

Hi^edom,  von,  Friedrioh, 
a  German  poet ;  bom  at  Haraburg  in 


1708,  He  WM  termed  br  Wieland 
"the  German  Horace."     Died  17&4. 

Hahnemann,  Samuel 
ChrlHtlan  Friedricht  a  Ger- 
man physician,  and  the  founder  of 
the  HVHtem  of  homteopathy,  was  bom 
in  MeisHen,  in  Saxony,  in  1T55,  and 
graduated  at  Krlangen  in  1779  ;  prac- 
tised several  years  in  Dresden,  and  aa- 
nounced  bis  new  system  in  I79t>,  after 
which  he  removed  to  l.eipeic  Died 
1843. 

Haklii;i'ti  Richardt  an  En^ 
lish  hislonan  and  divine.  Bora  in 
la^a;  died  in  ItilS.  His  pnndpid 
work  was  a  narration  of  the  discov- 
eries and  eiplorationa  made  by  the 
Eneli«h. 

Hale,  Sir  Matthew,  an  Eng- 
lish jurist ;  born  at  Alderley,  Novem- 
ber 1,  ItiOO ;  studied  at  Oxford  ;  read 
law  at  Lincoln's  Inn,  and  wan  admit- 
ted to  the  bar.  He  wan  appointed  by 
(Cromwell  judge  of  the  Common 
Bench  in  l&SS,  wbh  elected  to  Par- 
liament in  Ifto:^,  and  in  1660  was 
appointed  Chief  Haron  of  the  Ex- 
chequer by  Charles  II.,  and  Cliief 
Justice  of  the  King's  Bench  in  1671. 
He  died  in  1676,  leaving  a  hiph  repu- 
tation OS  a  wise  and  imjnrtial  judge. 

mie,  Nathan,  Captain,  an 
American  natriol ;  bom  in  Connecti- 
cut in  1755;  graduated  at  Yale  Col- 
lege at  the  age  of  eighteen,  and  en- 
tered the  army  at  the  age  of  twenty. 
After  participating  in  the  battle  of 
Long  Island,  he  volunteered  upon  a 
difficult  and  dangerous  enterprise  at 
the  request  of  Gen.  Washington  in 
order  to  gain  some  much-needed  in- 
formation. He  was  arrested  as  a  spy, 
treated  with  great  brutality  by  the 
British  officers — being  refused  even 
the  attendance  of  a  minister  of  his 
own  religious  denomination — andwM 
shot  the  day  (September,  1T7G)  after 
his  capture.    He  b -"-"--■  •-  "" 
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last,  according  to  the  testimony  even 
of  his  enemies,  the  character  of  a  true 
patriot  and  hero. 

Hal^vy,  Jacques  Francois 
Fromental  £lie»  a  French  com- 
poser, the  favorite  pu]>il  of  Cheru- 
bini.  was  bom,  of  a  Jewish  family,  in 
Puis,  in  1799.    Died  1862. 

Haliburtoii»  Thomas 
Chandlery  a  humorous  writer; 
bom  in  Kova  Scotia  about  1802. 
He  practised  law,  and  was  appointed 
a  judffe  about  1841.    Died  1865. 

jSalifaXf  Charles  Montagru, 
Earl  of,  an  English  statesman ;  bom 
at  Horton  in  1661 ;  was  the  grandson 
of  the  £arl  of  Manchester,  and  was 
educated  at  Cambridge.  He  composed 
some  verses  in  1685,  on  the  death  of 
Charles  11^  which  gained  him  dis- 
tinction and  the  patronage  of  the  Earl 
of  Dorset  Entering  Parliament  in 
1690,  he  acquired  a  high  reputation 
as  an  orator  and  statesman,  became 
one  of  the  leaders  of  the  Whig  party, 
was  appointed  a  Lord  of  the  Ireasiiry 
in  1692,  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer 
in  1695,  and  First  Lord  of  the  Treas- 
ury in  1697.  Three  years  later  he 
was  raised  to  the  peerage  as  Baron 
lUifax.  He  was  the  originator  or 
founder  of  the  Bank  of  England.  The 
Tories  having  gained  the  ascendency 
in  1701,  he  was  impeached  by  the 
House  of  Commons,  out  was  acquit- 
ted by  the  Lords,  and  in  1714,  upon 
the  death  of  Anne,  became  one  of  the 
regents  of  the  kingdom  until  #ie  ar- 
rival of  Geoi^  I.  He  was  by  that 
sovereign  cre^ed  Earl  of  Halinx  and 
appointed  First  Lord  of  the  Treasury. 
Died  1715. 

Halifax,  Geonre  SaTilley 
Mabquebs  of,  an  English  states- 
man; bom  in  1630;  was  raised  to 
the  peerage  in  1668  as  Viscount 
Halilax,  and  gained  great  influence 
in  Parliament  by  his  extensive 
knowledge,  rare  powers  of  oratory, 
and  acutenesH  and  readiness  in  de- 
bate. He  was  created  a  Man^ucss  in 
1682,  opposed  tlie  bill  excluding  the 
Duke  of  York  from  the  throne,  and 
was  Speaker  of  the  Lords  in  the  Con- 


vention of  1688  which  settled  the  fluo- 
cession  to  the  throne.  He  was  for 
about  two  years  Lord  Privy  Seal 
under  William  HI.  He  was  called 
in  politics  ''the  trimmer  of  trim- 
mers," and  was  charged  with  inoon- 
sistency.  He  is»  however,  ably  de- 
fended by  Lord  Macaulay.  Died  in 
1695.  the  celebrated  Earl  of  Chm- 
terfield  was  a  grandson  of  the  Mar- 
quees of  Halifax. 

Hall,  Anna  Maria  Fleld- 
IngTf  known  as  Mrs.  S.  C.  Hall* 
an  authoress ;  bom  in  Wexford,  Ire- 
land, in  1804.  She  is  of  French  and 
Swiss  deecent  Her  original  name  waa 
Fielding.  She  removed  to  London, 
and  there  married  Mr.  S.  C.  Hall  in 
1824.  Among  her  works  are  Sketokes 
qf  hifh  Character,  The  Outhm,  JSmim 
o/  the  irtiA  Peamniry,  and  The  Fight 
tf  Faiih.    Died  January  80, 1881. 

Hall,  JameSf  an  American  au- 
thor and  judge ;  bora  in  Philadelphia 
in  1793;  served  with  distinction 
against  the  British  in  the  war  of  1812. 
He  afterward  settled  in  Illinois,  where 
he  became  a  judge.  Among  his  pro- 
ductions are  T<dee  of  the  Border^  the 
WiMfwem,  and  the  War-Path,  and  a 
finely-illustrated  work  in  which  he 
was  assisted  by  T.  L.  McKenney.  en- 
titled The  HvBlory  af  the  Indian  Tribett 
of  North  America  J  published  in  four, 
volumes.    Died  1868. 

Hall 9  JameSy  an  American  geol- 
ogist; lK>m  in  Massachusetts  in  1811. 

Hall,  Joseph,  an  English  au- 
thor and  prelate ;  bom  at  Ashby-de- 
la-Zouche,  July  1,  1574;  graduated 
at  Ounbridge;  was  appointed  chap- 
lain to  James  I.  in  1617,  Bishop  of 
Exeter*in  1627,  and  Bishop  of  Nor- 
wich in  1641.  Charged  with  leaning 
to  Puritanism,  he  was  deprived  of  the 
revenues  of  his  bishopric  about  1642. 
Died  1656. 

Hally  lloberty  an  English  Bap- 
tist divine ;  bom  at  Arnsbv,  in  Leices- 
tershire, May  2,  1764.  ite  was  espe- 
cially distinguished  for  his  el<)quen(*e. 
His  sermons,  which  have  been  greatly 
admired,  were  published  after  his 
dotth,  which  occurred  in  1831. 
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Hallam,  Arthur  Henry,  ui 

Englinh  critic  and  eeaayist ;  bom  in 
London,  Felinuur  1,  1811  ;  waa  the 
»ufi  of  Henry  Hnilam,  the  celebrated 
hiatoriui,  tod  the  intimate  friend  of 
the  ptwt  TennvHon.  He  studied  at 
Eton  and  at  Trinity  CoU^e,  Cam- 
bridge, where  he  graduated  in  183Z. 
He  died  at  Vienna  in  Seiileniber, 
1S33.  One  of  Tenn;r»C"i'B  greatest 
poems,  In  Memoriam,  u  dedicated  to

Hallaiii,  Hettry,  an  Encli^b 
historian  and  critic;  bom  at  Wind-

came one  of  the  etirlieHt  contributors 
to  the  Edinburgh  Revitin,  In  politics 
lie  leaned  to  tlie  Whig  party,  and  was 
the  able  coadjutor  of  VVilbcrforce  in 
liio  successful  efforts  to  alulish  the 
slave-trwle.  Died  in  Janiinry,  lg59.

■nd  contriliuted,  under  the  siffnalure 
of  "Croaker  &  Co.,"  to  the  Krening 
Pofl,Bome  poems  which  attracted  great 
attention.  He  fornied  a  literary  part- 
nership with  Joseph  Rodman  Drake, 
whodiedinI620.  IlevisiiedEuropein 
1822,  and  died  in  New  York,  Novem- 
ber, IS67.  He  was  fur  several  vears 
employed  as  a  clerk  by  John  Jacob 
Astor,  who  left  him  a  legacy  which 
was  handsomely  increased  Dy  vVilllam 
B.  Aalor.  Among  the  poems  of  Hal- 
leck  may  be  mentioned  Fann^,  asatire, 
Marco  fonnru,  and  ft  tribute  to  the 
memory  of  Bums. 


Hallecki  Henry  Wager,  ao 

American  general  and  lawyer;  bom 

in  the  State  of  New  York  in  1814:

Be- 
signing  his  commission  in  IS54,  he 
fur  some  years  practised  law  in  Cali- 
fomia,  and  in  1861  was  commissioned

Haller,  von,  Albert,  a  bot- 
anist, physioloeiat,  and  poet ;  bom  at 
Berne,  Switzerland,  October  IG,  1708 ; 
studied  medicine  and  anatomy  under 
'  Boerbaave  and  Albinup  at  Leyden, 
I  subsequently  under  Winslow  and  Lo- 
I  dran  at  Paris,  and  matiiematica  under 
Bernoulli  at  BiLle.  After  practising 
medicine  in  his  native  city  for  several 


years,  he  became  professor  of  medi- 
cine, anatomy,  anil  botany  in  the 
University  of  GoUingen,  a   position 


(hich  he  retained  for  seventeen  years 
and  until  he  waa  compelled  to  resign 
it  on  account  of  ill-health.  He  was 
the  author  of  many  valuable  scientific 
works  written  In  Latin,  and  of  several 
poems  in  the  German  Inn^age.  He 
waa  offered  prefessoiships  in  the  Uni- 
versities of  Oxford  and  I^eyden,  was 
elected  a  Fellow  of  the  Royal  Society 
of  London,  and  was  invited  to  the 
,  court  of  Pruwia  by  Frederick  the 
Great.     Died  in  1777. 

Halley,  Edmund,  an  English 
astronomer;  born  in  London  in  1656; 
studieil  at  Oxford ;  was  patronized  bj 
the  King,  and  was  in  IHIB  elected  a 
Fellow  of  the  Royal  Society.  He 
made  in  ISS3,  under  the  auspices  of 
King  Williain,  a  successful  expedi- 
tion to  the  South  Atlantic  Ocean,  and 
after  his  return,  in   ITOO,  published 


Han  professor  of  geom'etry  at  Oxford 
in  1703  and  astronomer-royal  in  17W, 
alter  which  he  made  complete  obner- 
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TEtions  of  the  moon  throughout  an 
entire  revolution  of  its  nodes — a  labor 
the  performance  of  which  required 
nineteen  years.  He  was  the  author 
of  several  valuable  works  on  mathe- 
matics.    Died  1742. 

Hamerton,  Philip  Gilbert, 
an  English  painter  and  writer  on  art ; 
bom  in  Lancashire,  September  10, 
1834.  Among  his  productions  are 
7Tte  Islet  of  Lock  Awe,  and  other  PoemSf 
illustrated  by  himself  A  PainUr^s 
Camp  in  the  Highlands  and  Thoughts 
abatU  Artf  Etchingf  and  Etchers,  Con' 
temporally  French  PainterSy  ana  7%e 
Intellectual  Life,  He  has  contributed 
a  large  number  of  articles  to  various 
art-journals. 

Hamilcar,  a  Carthaginian  gen- 
eral who,  at  the  head  of  a  powerful 
army,  invaded  Sicily  in  480  b.  c,  and 
was  defeated  and  killed  at  Himera  by 
Gelon. 

Hamilcary  a  Carthaginian  gen- 
eral, son  of  Gisco,  was  sent  as  the 
commander  of  a  large  fleet  against 
Sicily  in  311  B.  c.  He  gained  a  de- 
cisive victory  over  Agathocles  and 
subjugated  a  large  portion  of  Sicily, 
but  was  cai)tured  while  besieging  Sy- 
racuse, and  was  put  to  death  in  309 
B.  c. 

HaniilcaFy  a  commander  of  the 
Carthaginians  in  the  First  Punic  war, 
defeated  the  Romans  near  Therma, 
in  Sicily,  in  262  b.  c,  but,  while  com- 
manding the  fleet  in  com  unction  with 
Hanno  in  256,  was  routed  by  R^lus. 

Hamilcar,  surnamed  Barca,  a 
Carthaginian  general,  the  father  of 
Hannibal,  commanded  in  Sicily  dur- 
ing the  First  Punic  war,  in  247  b.  c, 
and  maintained  a  long  contest  against 
the  Romans.  He  was  killed  in  battle 
in  Spain  in  229  b.  c. 

Hamilton,  Alexander,  an 
American  orator,  statesman,  and  gen- 
eral, was  bom  in  the  West  Indies,  on 
the  island  of  Nevis,  January  11, 
1757.  His  father  was  James  Hamil- 
ton, a  Scottish  merchant,  and  his 
mother  the  daughter  of  a  French 
Huguenot  named  Faucette.  After 
passing  some  time  in  a  counting-house 


in  Saint-Croiz  he  was  sent  by  his 
friends  in  1772  to  New  York,  where 
the  following  year  he  entered  King's 
Coll^.  He  very  soon  became  con- 
nected with  the  popular  cause,  which 
he  promoted  bv  speeches  and  pam- 
phlets of  remarkable  ability.  At  the 
age  of  nineteen  he  became  captain  of 
an  artillery  coinpany.  and  served  at 
the  battles  of  Long  Island,  White 
Plains,  Trenton,  and  Princeton  with 
great  credit.  In  March,  1777,  he  was 
promoted  to  the  rank  of  lieutenant- 
cblonel,  and  was  appointed  aide-de- 
camp to  Gen.  Washington,  of  whom 
he  soon  became  the  especial  confidant. 
He  rendered  efficient  services  to  the 
commander-in-chief  in  devising  means 
to  sustain  the  army  and  in  planning 
campaigns.  He  gained  distinction  at 
the  oaOle  of  Monmouth,  June,  1778. 
Two  years  later  he  married  Eliza, 
daughter  of  Gen.  Sdiuyler,  and  in 
1781  retired  from  W^ashington's  staff. 
He  participated  in  the  siege  of  York- 
town,  where  he  captured  a  redoubt  by 
assault  in  October,  1781.  After  the 
surrender  of  the  British  army  at  that 
place,  retaining  his  military  rank, 
out  declining  to  receive  any  pav,  he 
devoted  his  attention  to  the  stuay  of 
law,  and  in  1782  was  chosen  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Continental  Congress  from 
New  York.  He  resigned  as  a  mem- 
ber of  Congress  the  year  following, 
and  began  practising  law  in  New 
York  CUty. 

"  Hamilton,"  says  Chancellor  Kent, 
"  by  means  of  his  fine  melodious  voice 
and  dignified  deportment,  his  reason- 
ing powers  and  persuasive  address, 
soared  above  all  competition ;  his  pre- 
eminence was  at  once  universally  con- 
ceded." 

Hamilton  made  strenuous  efforts  to 
protect  the  Tories  from  persecution 
and  to  promote  anti-slavery  measures. 
He  became  a  member  of  the  New 
York  Legislature  in  January,  1787, 
and  a  member  of  the  Convention 
which  met  at  Philadelphia  in  May 
of  that  year  to  form  a  Federal  Con- 
stitution. In  that  capacity  he  advo- 
cated with  rare  ability  the  policy — 
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(if  which  he  vras  the  aiithnr — of  form- 
ing a  firm  and  iliirnble  union  of  Ihe 
States.  He  signed  Ihe  new  Constitu- 
tion in  September,  1787.  It  differed 
materially  from  the  one  Ih&t  he  had 
proposed,  but  he  used  hisinfluenre  t« 
obtain  iw  ratification  by  the  people  of 
the  State  of  New  York.  He  aller- 
wud  contributed  «oine  politioil  treat- 
ises remarkable  for  the  clearness  of 
their  style  and  the  profound  know- 
ledge of  Htai«tiinBiu)&ip  which  they 
evince  to  the  2iea  York  OatUe  and 
The  FeitrntiUt  in  defence  of  the  Con- 


Hamilton  became  the  first  Secre- 
tary of  the  Treasury  in  17H9,  when 
the  financial  aflUirs  at  the  nation 
were  in  en  atmout  desperate  condi- 
tion. Among  the  measures  which  he 
devised  were  a  funding  syHtem  and  a 
national  bank,  and  the  bill  to  estab- 
lish the  latter  wan  passed  bv  Congress 
in  1791.  He  also  ui^al  liie  encour- 
agement of  domestic  manufuctorea 
and  the  enfon»nient  of  a  proiective 
tariff.  He  succeeded  in  restoring  the 
public  credit,  and  trade  and  industry 
rapidly  revived, 

Hamilton  became  the  recr^ized 
leader  of  the  Federal  party,  and  re- 
signed tlie  office  at  Secretary  of  the 
Tieasiirv,  January  31,  179i,  in  order 
to  resume  the  practice  of  law.  He 
was  ollered,  but  declined,  the  posi- 
tion of  Chief-Justice  of  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  United  Statai. 

When  hostilities  with  the  French 
Directory  were  anticipated,  the  army 
was  reorganizeil  in  1798,  and  Wash- 
inftlon  agreed  to  accept  the  pmition 
of  general- in-chief  providad  Hamil- 
ton should  be  placed  second  in  cxim- 
mand.  Hamilton  waa  appointed  in- 
spector-general, with  the  rank  of 
mqor-general,  and  became  com- 
mander-in-chief in  December,  1799, 
npon  the  death  of  <jen.  Washing- 
Ion.  The  army  was  soon  alter  dis- 
banded, and  he  retorned  to  tlie  prac- 
tice of  taw.  In  Sepiemlier  ot^  the 
same  year  many  prominent  Feder. 
klbts,  including  Hamilton,  censured 
Preaidenl  Adams  for  sending  envoye

In  1804,  Hamilton  assisted  in  de- 
feating Burr,  who  was  a  candidate  fiir 
the  oflico  of  Governor  of  New  York. 
Burr  challenged  him,  and  a  duel  was 
fought  between  them  at  Weehawken, 
where  Hamilton  received  a  mortal 
wound,  of  which  he  died  July  12, 
1804.  His  death  created  a  prolbund 
sensation,  and  was  ^nerally  and 
deeply  deplored.  Hiit  eldest  sun 
haif  been  killed  in  a  duel  two  yean 
previously. 

"  Virtue  so  rare,  so  ptire,  so  bold," 
says  Fisher  Ames  in  speaking  of 
Hamilton,  "by  ils  very  purity  and 
excellence   inspired    suspicion    as  a 

trodigy.  His  enemies  judged  of 
im  by  themselves.  So  aptendid 
and  arduous  were  his  services  they 
oould  not  hnd  it  in  their  hearts  to 
believe  that  lliey  were  disinterested." 
And  the  celebrated  Talleyrand  once 
said  that  "  1  have  known  nearly  all 
the  marked  men  of  my  time,  but  I 
have  never  known  one  on  the  whole 
equal  to  Hamilton." 

Hniiillton,  Lady  Emma. 
celebrated  for  her  beauty  and  for  her 
liaaoB  with  Lord  Nelson,  was  bom  in 
Cheshire,  England,  about  1764,  and 
in  1791  was  married  to  Sir  William 
Hamilton,  the  antiquarian  and  Brit- 
ish Minister  at  Naples.  Her  maiden- 
name  was  Lyos.     Died  181-k 

Hamilton,  Sir  William,  a, 
Scotch  anticpiarv  and  diplomatist; 
bom  in  1730;  wks  sent  as  Ambassa- 
dor to  Naples  in  1764 ;  was  elected  a 
Fellow  of  the  Roval  Soeietv  in  17B6, 
and  was  created  knight  ot'the  Bath 
in  1772.  His  wife,  Emma,  formed  a 
notorious  and  di:^;raccful  connection 
with  Ixird  Nelson.     Died  lfiO:i. 

HaniilUtii,  Sir  William,  a 
I  Scottish  metaphysician ;  bom,  of  the 
family  of  the  Ifamillons  of  Preston, 
at  Glasgow,  March  8,  1788.  He 
{  gi«dual«d  at  Oxford  with  high  lutiv 
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on,  in  1821  became  profeaior  of  uni- 
venal  history  in  the  Univenitpr  of 
Edinburgh,  and  b«gan  to  oontnbute 
artides  on  philoeophical  subjects  in 
1829  to  the  Kdinburgk  Rwiew.  He 
was  appointed  in  1836  professor  of 
logic  and  metaphysics  in  Uie  Uni- 
versity of  £dinbux|pfh»  and  retuned 
that  chair  until  hjs  death,  May  6, 
1856.  He  was  distinguished  for  rare 
{wwers  of  analvsis  and  generalisa- 
tion, and  wss  the  author  of  several 
works  of  great  merit  on  metaphjfsioB, 
literature,  and  other  subjects. 

Hamiltou,  Sir  William 
Bowaiiy  an  astronomer  and  mathe- 
matician: bom  in  Dublin  in  1805; 
graduated  at  the  university  of  his 
native  city  with  distinguished  honors, 
and  at  the  age  of  twenty-one  was  ap- 
pointed Andrews  professor  of  astron- 
omy, and  astronomer-royal  for  Ire- 
land. At  the  age  of  twenty-three  he 
moduoed  a  work  entitled  Theory  ^f 
Sf/jfieMm  of  Bay8f  in  which  he  an- 
nounced two  new  laws  of  liffht,  and 
for  which  he  received  a  gold  medal 
from  the  Boyal  Society  of  London 
and  the  commendations  of  several 
distinguished  scientific  men.  He  was 
the  author  of  other  scientific  workL 
and  was  chosen  President  of  the  Royal 
Irish  Academy  in  1837.    Died  1865. 

Hainliiiy  Hannibaly  an  Amer- 
ican statesman;  bom  in  Maine  in 
1809 ;  studied  law ;  practised  fop  sev- 
eral years;  became  a  member  of  Con- 
gress in  1843,  a  United  States  Senator 
in  1848,  Govemor  of  Maine  in  1857 ; 
was  again  chosen  to  the  United  States 
Senate,  and  in  1860  was  ele<^ted  Vice- 
President  of  the  United  States  by  the 
Republicans.  He  was  elected  United 
States  Senator  for  the  fourth  time  in 
1869^  and  was  in  1881  appointed 
Minister  to  Spain. 

Hammer-Purmtall,  von, 
tJosephy  Baron,  a  German  Orien- 
talist and  historian,  and  the  friend  of 
Goethe,  Herder,  and  Wieland,  was 
bora  at  GriitK,  in  Styria,  in  1774.  He 
was  sent  as  secretary  of  legation  to 
Constantinople  in  1802,  was  appoint- 
ed Aulic  Councillor  in  1817,  aiid  was 


elected  President  of  the  Academy  of 
Vienna  in  1847.  He  afterward  be- 
came a  member  of  the  French  Insti- 
tute. He  was  an  excellent  linguisti 
and  was  exceedingly  well  versed  fan 
the  history  and  literature  of  Uie  Mus- 
sulmans.   Died  1856. 

Hampdeiiy  John^  an  English 
statesman  and  reformer;  bom  in 
London  in  1594 ;  was  educated  at  Ox- 
ford, and  commenced  reading  law  in 
the  Inner  Temple  ui  1613.  ifis&tber 
was  William  Hampden  of  HaoopdeOy 
and  his  mother  was  Elizabeth  Crom- 
well, aunt  of  Oliver  Cromwell.  He 
married  Elisabeth  Symeon  in  1619, 
and  in  1620  entered  Parliament  aa 
member  for  the  boroufh  of  Gram- 
pound.  He  afterward  represented 
Wendover  in  Parliament,  denied  the 
royal  authority  to  levy  tonnsge  and 
poundage  without  the  consent  of  that 
body,  anid,  refusing  with  others  to  coo- 
trimite  to  the  foroed  loan  ordered  by 
Kin^  Charles,  was  thrown  into  prison. 
Having  regained  his  liberty,  ne  was 
re-elected  to  Parliament  in  1628,  and 
for  several  years  continued  to  gain 
additional  distinction  by  his  firm  and 
able  resistance  to  the  arbitrary  meas- 
ures of  the  King.  Believing  that  his 
property  was  unsafe  under  the  oppress- 
ive government  of  Charles,  and  find- 
ing that  the  liberties  of  the  people 
were  being  destroyed,  he  resolved, 
with  his  cousin  Oliver  Cromwell,  to 
emigrate  to  America,  and  in  1638  had 
taken  passage  in  a  ship  for  that  pur- 
pose, when  they  were  detained  by 
an  order  of  the  Council.  Two  veare 
later  he  sat  as  a  member  for  Bucks  in 
the  celeb|;ated  Long  Pariiament,  was 
the  leader  of  the  Opposition,  and  was 
rcganled  as  the  most  populsx  man  in 
England. 

On  the  3d  day  of  January,  1642, 
Charles  first  sent  his  Attoraey-Gen- 
eral  to  impeach  Hampden  and  four 
other  members  of  the  House  on  a 
charge  of  high  treason.  As  the  Com- 
mons refused  to  surrender  them,  the 
King  went  in  person  with  his  guards 
to  seiie  them  in  their  seats ;  but  they 
had  kft  the  House  a  few  moments 
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b«rora.  This  attempted  oulnge  oo  ; 
tbc  priTilege  of  Parliament  caoMd  . 
the  gntifai  escit«neiit  and  indigna-  ' 
tion.  The  tnin-banda  of  the  city 
wiwd  their  arms,  th«  Commoni  were 
in  a  UrK  dajn  eoabled  to  openiy  defy 
the  King,  ue  five  accused  members  { 
W«ie  eacoiwd  back  in  triumph  by  the 
popuJaM  to  their  teatii,  and  four  thoii- 
Mnd  fraeholden  of  Buckinghamahire 
rode  to  London  to  defend  Hampden. 
He  idisnrard  raised  a  regiment  for 
the  Parliamentary  eerTtcei  was  com- 
mimioiied  its  colonel,  and  was  ap- 
pointed a  member  of  the  Committee 
of  Public  Sufety.     After  displaying 

Eeat  courage  al  the  battle  ol  blge- 
11  and  in  other  engagements,  he  was 
mortally  wounded  in  June,  IS43,  on 
Chalgrove  field,  in  a  ikirmish  with 
an  expedition  ledby  Prince  Rupert. 

Uoiupton,  WadCi  an  Aineri- 
cso  general  and  Senator;  bom  in 
Columbia,  South  Carolina,  in  1818; 
was  educated  at  the  UniTeraily  of 
South  Carotiua;  was  admitted  to  the 
bv  and  elected  U>  the  State  L^ista- 
ture.  Entering  the  Confederate  aer- 
vice  in  1861,  he  partidpaled  in  nu- 
meroua  engagemenla,  was  made  a 
brigadiffl^general,  was  wounded  at 
OeUyaburg  in  1863,  and  was  pro- 
moted to  the  rank  of  lieutenant-gen- 
ual in  18C4.  He  was  elected  Uovec^ 
nor  of  South  Carolina  in  18T0,  and 
United  Slsies  Senator  two  yeara  later. 

Hancock,  Jotin,  an  American 

chusetta,  in  IT3T,  and  graduated  at 
Harvard  at  the  age  of  seventeen.  He 
inherited  a  large  fortune,  and  engaged 
in  mercantile  piirsuiCs  in  Beaton.  He 
was  in  17tW  elected  a  member  of  the 
Houae  of  Bepreaentaiives  of  Mssea- 
chusetts,  and  in  1774  Preeident  at 
the  Provincial  Congre«.  The  yeiur 
following,  with  Samuel  Adams,  he 
was  especially  excepted  from  the  pai^ 
don  o^red  to  rebels  by  Uen.  Qage. 
Elected  to  the  Continental  Congreia, 
he  wsa  chosen  Preddeot  of  that  body 
in  1 776,  signed  the  Declaration  of  In- 
dependence in  1776^  was  elected  Oov- 
omor  of  MasnchuMtto  in  1790,  and, 


with  two  exeeptiMU,  waa  annually  »- 
elected  to  that  position  until  his  death, 
which  occurred  in  October,  1793.  He 
was  an  excellent  preeiding  officer,  * 
popular  Governor,  and  a    generow 


American  genual;  bom  u 
qrlrania,  February  14,  1824;  gradn- 
Bied  at  West  Point  in  1844;  serred 
with  distinction  during  the  Mexina 


war;  was  promoted  fw  gallant  o 
duct,  and  at  the  commencement  of  tha 
civil  war  was  appointed  a  brigadief^ 
genet«I  of  volunteers.  For  the  abililr 
which  he  displayed  at  the  battle  M 
Frederkkshui^,  in  1863,  he  ««s  pro- 
moted to  the  rank  of  mMor-gSoeraL 
He  was  second  in  oommana  at  tbe  bat- 
tle of  Gettysburg,  where  he  rendered 
invaluable  services  lo  the  Union  cauBS^ 
and  where  he  was  severely  wouitdad, 
and  was  afterward  engaged  in  the 
campaign  of  the  Wildemeas-  He  waa 
made  aliri^ier-general  of  the  regu- 
lar army  in  1884,  mafor-general  oy 
brevet  in  1865,  and  a  full  muor-geo- 
eral  of  the  regular  army  in  1806. 

Subsequent  to  the  close  of  the  war 
Oen.  Hfnoock  commanded  the  De- 
portment of  Louisiana  and  Texas  aiMl 
other  departments,  and  in  1872  waa 
given  the  command  ot  tha  Depart- 
ment of  the  East,  which  he  has  einoa 
continued  to  bold,  with  headquarters 
in  the  city  of  New  York.  He  is  the 
senior  of  the  three  mqor-generals  in 
the  United  States  army.  He  was 
nominated  for  the  Presidency  by  tha 
NatiiHial  Democratic  Convention 
which  met  at  Cincinnati  in  1880^ 
but  at  the  ensuing  election  was  de- 
feated by  Gen.  Oarflald. 

Unndelt  Oeor^e  Fred- 
erick, a  musical  composer  of  great 
excellence  and  originality;  bora  at 
Halle,  in  Prusdan  Saxony,  February 
24,  1684.  He  studied  in  his  native 
city  under  Zacbau,  composed  sonata* 
at  the  age  of  ten,  became  connected 
at  the  ageof  seventeen  with  the  opet» 
of  Hamlwrs.  and  the  year  followii^ 
prodnead  Amuria,  whidi  was  very 
■wccesrtJ.    Aftar  apMidiiif  lour  rean 
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in  Ital.y,  in  1712  he  aettied  in  Eng- 
land, where,  two  jeare  later,  he  was 
appointed  chapelmaster  of  Geom  1. 
He  became  manager  of  the  Acaoemy 
of  Music  in  1720.  Though  stricken 
with  blindnen  in  1761,  he  continued 
to  conduct  his  oratorios  until  near  the 
time  of  his  death,  which  occurred  in 
April,  1759.  He  was  buried  in  West^ 
minster  Abbey.  The  Memak  is  re- 
garded as  his  masterpiece.  Among 
Bis  other  works  are  Jiodripo,  an  Ital- 
ian opera,  and  the  oratorios  of  ifoMi 
ta  Egfpi^  SamMmiy  and  Jtphihah,  Han- 
del is  regarded  bjr  numerous  critics  as 
the  greatest  of  all  composers. 

Hannibaly  or  Annibalt  one 
of  the  greatest  commanders  c^  any 
age,  was  the  son  of  Hamilcar  Barca, 
a  Carthaginian  general,  and  was  bom 
about  247  B.  c.  At  the  age  of  nine 
years  he  went  to  Spain  with  his 
nther,  who  made  him  swear  on  the 
altar  of  the  gods  eternal  enmity  to 
Rome — an  oatti  that  he  kept  with  the 
strictest  fidelity,  becoming  the  most 
formidable  enemy  whom  the  Romans 
ever  had  to  encounter.  He  afterward 
served  in  several  campaigns,  displayed 
rare  military  genius,  and  succeeded 
his  brother-in-law,  Hasdrubal,  as 
commander-in-chief  in  Spain,  in  221 
B.  c.  In  that  and  the  following  year 
he  completely  subdued  several  power- 
ful Spanish  tribes,  and  in  219  reduced 
the  aty  of  Saguntum,  the  inhabitants 
of  which  were  allies  of  the  Romans. 

This  was  the  commencement  of  the 
Second  Punic  war,  and  Hannibal  de- 
termined to  invade  Italy.  His  passage 
of  the  Alps  with  a  large  army  was 
regarded  as  one  of  the  greatest  mili- 
tary achievements.  Arriving  upon 
the  plains  of  Piedmont,  he  defeated 
a  Roman  army  under  Publiiis  Scipio 
near  the  Ticinus.  He  gained  a  decis- 
ive victory  over  a  Roman  army  of 
ffreatly  superior  numbers  on  the 
oanks  of  the  Trebia,  and  again  de- 
feated them  in  a  great  battle  near 
Lake  Thrasymene  in  217  b.  c.  He 
was  afterwud  for  a  time  opposed 
by  the  Roman  general  Fabius,  who 
adopted   the   defensive   policy   and 


would  not  risk  a  battle ;  but  the  Bo- 
mans,  becoming  impatirat  ci  this 
policy,  raised  an  army  of  about 
ninety  thousand  men,  wliich,  oom- 
manded  by  the  Consols  L.  .£milius 
Panlus  and  C.  Teientius  Varro^  en- 
countered Hannibal  near  Canne,  in 
Apulia,  in  216.  The  Romans  were 
completely  routed  and  their  anny 
nearly  destroyed,  although  the  Gsr- 
thaginians  were  greatly  inferior  to 
them  in  numbers.  He  afterward  re- 
duced the  rich  city  of  Capua  and 
gained  several  other  advantages ;  but, 
the  Romans  having  adopted  the  Fa- 
bian policy,  no  important  battles  were 
fought  for  some  time. 

In  207  B.  c,  Hasdrubal,  the  brother 
of  Hannibal,  who  had  crossed  the 
Alps  to  reinforce  him,  was  defeated 
and  slain  by  the  Romans  before  he 
could  unite  his  forces  with  those  of 
Hannibal.  The  latter  maintained  his 
position  in  an  enemy's  country  for 
nearly  four  years  longer,  when  he  was 
recalled  to  his  native  land  to  repel  an 
invasion  of  the  Romans  under  Scipio 
Africanus.  Hannibal  left  Italy  in 
203,  and  in  the  following  year  en- 
countered the  Romans  at  Zama,  in 
Africa,  where  he  suffered  an  over- 
whelming defeat.  The  Second  Punic 
war  was  soon  afterward  closed  by  a 
treaty  the  terms  of  which  were  very 
humiliating  to  Carthage. 

Upon  the  restoration  of  peace,  Han- 
nibal, having  been  chosen  the  chief 
magistrate  of  Carthage,  effected  sev- 
eral reforms,  which,  however,  excited 
the  enmity  of  the  aristocracy,  who  led 
the  Romans  to  believe  that  Hannibal 
was  promoting  a  war  afrainstthem  with 
the  King  of  Syria.  Through  Roman 
influence,  Hannibal  was  banished 
from  Carthage  about  194  b.  g.  He 
first  took  refuge  at  the  court  of  the 
King  of  Syria,  and  subsequently  at 
that  of  the  King  of  Bithynia.  His 
surrender  was  demanded  by  the  Ro- 
mans, and  Hannibal,  learning  that  he 
would  be  delivered  up  to  them,  ended 
his  life  in  183  B.  c.  by  taking  poison. 

Hanno»  sumamed  the  Gbeat,

He  me  ue  leader  of  the  uiatocnde 
party  and  the  rival  and  bitter  oppo> 
Bent  of  Hamilcar  Barca,  the  fuher 
of  Hannibal. 

Hans-Sachfl,  a  c«lebrated  Ger- 
man  txwt,  wu  ■  ifaoemaker  by  trad*. 
Bum  U  Nuremberg  in  1494 ;  died  in 
1576. 

Hardenberg,  von,  Karl 
Al^mitt  PRIHCE,  a  Pruniftn  atelee- 
man.    Born  in  1750:  died  in  1822. 

Uardlcanute,  King  of  England 
and  Denmark,  and  aon  of  the  great 
Canute,  aucceeded  to  the  Danish 
iJiKMM  and  ta  part  of  the  Eiwlish 
kingdom  in  1035,  and  upon  the  death 
of  hil  half-brother,  Harold,  in  1040, 
became  King  over  all  England.  Diea 
1042. 

HArdfngw,  Henrj,  Viscount, 
an  English  general;  bom  in  llSo; 
gained  diitinction  under  Wellington 
In  the  Peninsular  war ;  was  wounded 
at  Vimiera  and  Viloria,  and  was  pro- 
moted to  the  grade  of  brigadier.gen- 
eral.  He  wai  severely  wounded  two 
days  before  the  battle  of  Waterloo,  in 
1815,  was  knighted  during  that  year, 
wae  elected  to  Parliament  in  1820, 
and  was  appointed  Secretary  for  War 
in  1826,  a  poailion  which  he  again 
occnpied  in  1841  in  the  Cabintt  of 
Sir  Robert  Peel.  Appointed  Qov- 
emoMieneral  of  India  three  yean 
later,  he  gained  aeveral  important 
rictorie*  over  the  Biktis,  for  which 
■ervioea  he  wa«  granted  a  pension  of 
three  thousand  pounds  and  was  raiaed 
to  the  peerage  as  Viscount  Harding 
of  Lahore.  Returning  to  England  in 
1843,  he  succeeded  the  Duke  of  Wel- 
lington at  bis  death,  in  1862,  as  com- 
mander-in-cliief;  and  three  vesra  later 
waacreated  Field-Marshal.  l>ied  1866. 

Uardwicke,  Philip  Yorlce, 
fint  Eakl  of,  an  English  jurist,  the 
•on  irf  an  •ttornaj',  waa  bom  at  Dover 
in  1690.  He  Widwd  in  the  Middle 
T<iih>1b.  was  "t"'"— <  to  the  bar  in 


171S,  ia|udiy  acguited  a  Inciatin 
practice,  enimd  Parliamrat  in  1719, 
became  BolidtuMJeneral  in  178& 
AttoTDey-General  in  1724,  and  Chie^ 
Justice  of  the  King's  Bench  in  1738. 
At  theMme  time  1^  waa  raised  to  tb* 
peerace  as  Baron  Hardwioke,  and  tout 
yean  later  was  appointed  Lwl  Clum- 
cellor,  the  dulic*  of  whi<^  office  h« 
diachaified  with  great  ability  and  in 
Mich  a  manner  as  lo  win  general  ap- 
OTobMion.  He  was  created  Viscount

Robert  Harley  wisa  elected  to  Ftr- 
liament  in  1B89.  He  at  first  acted 
with  the  Whin  hut,  afterward  unit- 
ing with  the  Toty  par^,  was  elected 
Speaker  of  the  House  of  Commona 
in  I70I,  and  was  choaen  to  the  same 
poailion  the  year  following.  His 
cousin,  Hra.  Masham,  becuna  the 
lavorite  of   Queen  Anne.

Queen  Anne  haTing  died  In  1714, 
■ad  the  Whin  having  Mgained  tui 
■aceadsncy,  Hartey  wet  impeached 
and  confiiied  in  the  Tower,  where  he 
carried  on  a  treasonable  correepond- 
eoce  with  the  Htuatt  bmilj.  He  waa, 
however,  tried  and  acquitted  in  1717. 
Died  1724. 

Harold  I.,  eumamed  Haek- 
roOT,  King  of  England,  waa  the  sec- 
ond Bon  of  Canute  the  Gnat  and  of 
AlpTa,dauffhl«r  ofthe  Earl  of  North- 
ampton. He  aanimed  the  rujral  title 
apon  the  death  of  his  father,  in  1035, 
and  waa  recogniied  aa  King  of  all 
England  when  hia  brother.  Allied, 
who  disputed  with  him  the  title  to 
'  the  throne,  waa  in  1037  defeated  and 
dun.    Died  1040. 

Harold  II.,  King  of  England 
aucceeded  hIa  lather,  Godwin,  as  Karl 
of  Kent  in  1053^  and  as  commander 
of  the  army  of  Edwtud  the  Confeaeor 
in  10G2  nined  several  victories  over 
the  Welsh.  In  1065  he  was  wrecked 
on  the  coast  of  Normandy  and  was 
made  prisoner  by  the  Duke,  after- 
ward known  aa  William  the  Con- 
qoeror,  who  compelled  him  to  awear 
tliat  he  would  aupport  the  claima  of 
the  Norman  Prince  to  the  throne  of 
&igland  upon  the  death  of  ICdward 
the  ConfesBor.  The  latter  died  in 
1066,  and  Harold  was  proclaimed 
King.  In  September  of  that  year  he 
ddealed  his  brother,  Toatig,  who  was 
'     'Ve  throne.  With 


after  Harold  had  guned  this  decisive 
wiaUiTj  the  Duke  of  Normandj'  landed 
in  Buaaex  at  the  head  of  about  aixty 
Uiousand  men.  In  a  battle  fought 
near  Hastings,  October  14,  1066,  the 
Saxona  were  routed  after  a  Itnig  and 
determined  reeistanee.  Harold,  with 
two  of  his  brothers,  waa  slain,  and 
William  became  the  conqueror  of 
Eiwland.  ' 

HaronD-al-RBBchid*  or 
Haroon-ar-Ranbeed,  the  most 
diatinguiahed  of  the  Eaalem  Caliph^ 


brother  Hadee  at  the  age  of  twantr. 
His  lather  was  the  Caliph  Hahdee^ 
Haroun  carried  on  a  aucceasftil  war 
against  Nicnihorus,  Emperor  of  tha 
East,  whom  Ke  forced  to  becooa  hia 
tributary,  was  a  generons  patron  of 
sdiolara  and  poets,  and  waa  sDrnained 
ab-Rasbkbd ("the Just").

Harrison,  Thomas,  an  Bog" 
lish  general  in  the  Parliamenlaiy 
forces,  and  one  of  the  judgea  who 
in  1619  tried  and  condwnned  King 
Charles  I.,  waa  in  165S  cranmiaalon- 
ed  a  nuuor-general  and  wpointed  • 
member  of  the  Council  of  State.  He 
was  tried  and  executed  in  1660,  (»tth« 
restoration  of  Charles  II. 

Harrimm,  WiUtain  Henry, 
the  ninth  President  of  the  United 
Stales,  waa  bom  in  Virginia,  Febru- 
ary S,  1773;  was  educated  at  Hamp- 
den-£idncy  College,  and,  entering  the 
army  in  1791,  served  in  the  Jnjian 
wsr  as  aide-de-camp  to  Gen.  Wayne, 
and  was  promoted  to  a  captaincy  in 
1794.  Resigning  his  commission 
three  years  later,  he  waa  in  1799 
elected  as  a  del^itte  to  Congress  tt<3ta 
the  North-west  Territory.  He  waa 
in  1801  appointed  Governor  of  In- 
diana  Territory,  which  pcsilion  ha 
held  until  1813.  He  gained,  Novem< 
ber  7,  1811,  a  de<?igive  Tictory  over 
the  Indiana  at  Tippecanoe,  waa  com- 
missioned s  brigadier-general  in  1S12 
and  a  major-general  in  the  regular 
army  in  ISl!),  and  in  October  of  the 
same  year  won  a  decisive  victory  over 
the  British  in  Canada  at  the  battle  of 
the  Thames.  He  was  elected  to  Con- 
greaa  from  Cincinnati  in  1816,  waa 
chosen  a  United  States  Senator  in 
1821,  and  was  sent  aa  Minister  to 
Colombia  in  1828.  He  waa  nomi- 
nated by  the  Whig  party  for  ths 
Presidency  of  the  United  Statee  In 
1836,  but  waa  defeated  by  Martin  Van 
Buren.  FouryeatslBier  he  was  nomi- 
nated by  the  Whigs  for  the  same  por- 
tion, and  was  elected  by  a  large  ni»> 
jority,  Mr.  Van  Buren  being  again 
die  nominee  of  the  Democratic  par^.

Harte,  Franciti  Bret,  mi 
American  writer  and  hiunoriit;  bom 
at  Albany,  New  York,  AngM  3fi, 
1830;  removed  to  Cmlifbmia  at  lh« 
ag««f  8fte«u  and  liecame  looccaBivelj 
a  raiiwr,  Mhool-tcacher,  editor  of  a 
(Mwnaper,  and  in  1868  oditor  of  the 
OmtUbuI  ilonlhly.  He  afterward  ro- 
moTcd  lo  Bnaton,  and  in  1878  ww 
^>pointed  Consul  lo  one  of  the  Uer- 
man  porta.  Among  hia  production* 
are  Tit  Htathen  Otinet,  Oandenaal 
Sotdt,  Luck  a/  Soaring  Oump,  and 
Oilur  SkxUhn,  and  Stan/  tg  a  M'om. 

Hartlngton,  Spencer 
Compton  Cavendish*  Hab- 
qusw  OP,  an  Engliih  utataunan  and 
member  of  the  present  (1HB2)  Eng- 
lish Cabinet  tuder  Mr.  Oladitone, 
ia  the  eldest  ion  of  the  Duke  of  Dev- 
onahire,  was  born  in  1838,  and  waa 
educated  at  Cambridge.  He  was 
elected  to  Parliament  in  1857  aa  a 
liberal,  became  a  Lord  of  the  Admi- 
ralty in  1863,  Secretary  for  War  in 
1866,  and  Portmaster-deneral  in  1SS8. 
He  WM  in  1876  dewgnated  by  the  lib- 
«ral  party  aa  ila  leader  in  tho  Uouae 
of  CwDinoQB. 

Harvey,  WtUlam,  an  English 
phjaiciBn  and  analomiat,  and  the  dia- 
ooverer  of  the  circulation  of  the  blood, 
waa  bom  at  Folkeatone  in  1678 ;  grad- 
uated at  Ckmbridge  in  1597,  and  itud- 
ied  medicine  and  anatomy  at  Pa- 
dna  under  Falnidu*  ab  Acquapen- 
deote.  He  commenced  the  practice 
of  medicine  in  London  in  1603,  waa 
■ppoimed  phydcian  to  8l  Bartholo- 
mew'a  He^tal  in  1009,  and  wia  se- 
lected by  the  College  of  Phyaician*  in 
ISl&aa  lecturer  on  anatomy  and  mr- 
gaiy.  He  aocKi  after  made  the  dia- 
coren  of  the  drcnlation  of  the  Uood, 
which  was  generally  rejected  by  the 
phyiiciana  of  that  time  and  rendered 
him  BO  unpopular  aa  to  cant*  a  decline 
In  hia  piacuce;  but  the  truth  of  hIa

Haatln^R,  Wazreiit  waa  bora 
in  WoKXBlerahire,  England,  in  1788; 
waa  the  deMendant  of  a  n(^e  famiW, 


the  Pemian  and  Hindo 
guagee,  he  was  •ubeequently  choaen 
to  negotiate  several  treatica  with  the 
native  IMoce*.  He  waa  in  1761  ap- 
pointed a  member  of  the  Coundl  of 
Bengal,  and  about  1768  a  member  of 
the  Council  of  Uadtaa,  in  which 
position  he  exhibited  such  rare  ad- 
miniBlrative  talents  that  he  waa  in 
17T2  appointed  Preeident  of  the 
Council  of  Bengal,  which,  eonaiating 
of  five  membera,  waa  given  the  next 
year,  by  an  Act  of  Parliament,  con- 
trol of  alt  Biitiah  India.  HaatinA 
aa  the  Preeident,  was  now  given  the 
title  of  Uovernor-tieneral,  wilb  an 
increase  of  power ;  but  for  about  two 
years  hia  meosuree  were  thwarted  b^ 
Sir  Philip  Francis  and  two  other 
members  of  the  Council,  who  fbrmed 
a  minority, of  the  Board.  By  th« 
death  of  one  of  bis  opponenta  Hea- 
tings gained  a  caaiing  vote  and  th« 
nipreme  authority,  and  in  ITSO  ho 
WIS  challenged  by  Sir  Philip  Fraitds. 
A  duel  ensued,  Francis  waa  severely 
wounded,  and  aoon  after  returned  to 
England.  In  the  same  year,  llvder- 
Alee,  King  of  Mysore,  invaded  the 
Camatic  at  the  head  of  an  army  of 
ninety  thousand  men,  disciplined  aad 
led  by  French  oflkert,  bat  by  th« 
proroplneM,  energy,  and  genius  of 
Hastinga  was  totally  defeated  at  Porto 
Novo^  and  was  compelled  to  renounM 
faia  ambitioas  pi«Me(s.  After  perpo- 
trating  great  alrodties  against  Chert* 
ghig,  Baiah  of  fienare^  and  the  V»- 
gums  of  Oud^  in  Older  to  rerlenidi  Ih* 
treasury,  Hastinga  reunted  hia  oOke  In 
1786  and  retunied  (o  England,  wharo 
he  waa  soon  afterward  impeached. 
Hit  trial,  ia  which  ha  wat  oppcind

in  his  acquittal  in  1796.  He  was  re- 
warded by  the  East  India  Company 
with  a  pension  of  four  thousand 
pounds  per  annum  and  a  loan  for 
eighteen    years    of    fifty    thousand 

gtunds  per  annum  without  interest, 
e  purchased  the  manor  of  Dayles- 
ford,  the  ancestral  seat  of  his  family, 
and  some  years  later  was  regarded  with 
great  favor  by  the  King  and  was  sworn 
mto  the  Privy  Council.    Died  1818. 

Hatton»  Sir  Christopher, 
bom  in  England  in  1540 ;  became  a 
favorite  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  and  was 
in  1587  appointed  Lord  Chancellor. 
Died  1591. 

Uaiiy,  B^ne  Juust»  Abb£,  a 
French  mineralogist ;  bom  February 
28,  1743 ;  was  educated  at  the  College 
of  Navarre,  in  Paris,  in  which  he  be- 
came professor  of  Latin  in  1764.  He 
made  some  important  discoveries  in 
mineralogy,  was  elected  a  member  of 
the  Academy  of  Sciences  in  1783,  was 
appointed  professor  of  mineralogy  in 
tJhe  Museum  of  Natural  History  in 
1802,  and  was  named  Canon  of  Notre 
Dame  and  a  member  of  the  Legion 
of  Honor  by  Napoleon,  who  also 
granted  him  a  pension.  He  was  af- 
terward appointed  professor  in  the 
University  of  Paris,  and  for  his  col- 
lection of  minerals  received  an  offer 
of  six  hundred  thousand  francs,  which 
he  refused.  He  was  the  author  of  sev- 
eral scientific  works.     Died  in  1822. 

Havelocky  Sir  Henry,  an 
English  general;  bom  in  1795;  en- 
tered the  army  as  lieutenant  at  the 
age  of  twenty,  and  was  ordered  to  In- 
dia in  1823.  He  was  early  distin- 
guished for  his  zeal  in  religious  af- 
fairs and  as  a  strict  disciplinarian. 
He  was  appointed  adjutant-general 
in  1855,  and  commanded  a  division 
in  the  war  against  Persia  which  com- 
menced the  next  year.  Returning  to 
India  at  the  breaking  out  of  the  Se- 
poy mutiny,  in  1857,  he  defeated  the 
Sepoys  at  Futtehpore,  Amy,  and 
Cawnpore,  drove  Nana  Sahib  out  of 
the  latter  citv,  and  marched  to  the 
relief  of  Lucknow,  which  he  entered 
about  September  25  and  defended  un- 


til  he  was  relieved  by  Sir  Colin  Camp- 
bell, and  in  the  same  month  was  pro- 
moted to  the  rank  of  major-general. 
He  died  two  months  later,  in  Novem- 
ber. 1857. 

Hai/irkey  Edward»  Lobd,  an 
English  admiral ;  bom  in  1715 ;  was 
commissioned  a  captain  in  the  ni^vy 
in  1734  and  vice-admiral  in  1748. 
Defeating  the  French  near  Belleisle 
in  1759,  he  was  subsequently  raised  to 
the  peerage  and  appointed  First  Lord 
of  the  Admiralty.     Died  1781. 

Hawkins,  Sir  John,  an  Eng- 
lish naval  officer  and  explorer  of 
celebrity :  bom  in  1520 ;  fought 
against  the  Spanish  Armada;  was 
knighted  and  elected  to  Parlia- 
ment, and  in  1595  was  sent  in  com- 
mand, with  Drake,  of  a  large  fleet 
against  the  American  colonies  of 
Spain.    Died  1595. 

Hawthorne,  Nathaniel,  an 
American  author;  bom  at  Salem, 
Massachusetts,  Julv  4,  1804;  gradu- 
ated in  1825  at  bowdoin  College, 
where  he  was  a  classmate  of  the  poet 
Longfellow  and  the  intimate  fnend 
of  Franklin  Pierce,  afterward  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States.  He  was  in 
1853  sent  as  Consul  to  Liverpool,  then 
one  of  the  most  lucrative  positions  in 
the  gift  of  the  President.  His  liter- 
ary works,  which  are  remarkable  for 
their  peculiar  strength  and  original- 
itv,  placed  him  in  the  very  first  rank 
of  American  writers.  Among  his  pro- 
ductions are  Twice-l'old  TaJcSf  Mosses 
from  an  Old  Man^e^  Scarlet  Letter^ 
Ilmise  of  Seven  Gables^  and  The  Mar- 
ble Faun,    Died  1864. 

Haydn,  Joseph,  a  musical 
composer;  bom  at  Kohrau,  on  the 
frontier  of  Austria  and  Hungary, 
March  31,  1732.  His  parents  were 
extremely  poor.  After  serving  for 
some  years  as  a  chorister  in  Vienna, 
he  was  in  1760  appointed  chapel- 
master  at  Eisenstadt  to  Prince  Ester- 
hazy,  who  generously  patronized  him 
and  enabled  him  to  pass  the  rest  of 
his  days  in  comfort  He  remained 
there  for  about  thirty  years,  and  then 
visited  London,  where  in  1791  six  of

HaydoDf  Benjamin  Rob- 
ert, aa  English  painter;  born  at 
Plymouih  in  ITtiG.  He  was  admitted 
as  a  student  to  the  Boyal  Aisdem}'  in 
1804,  and  opened  a  school  for  paint- 
ing in  1815.  Though  eicelling  as  a 
teacher  of  his  art,  he  was  imfortuoate 
in  financial  aSairs,  and  was  by  his 
creditors  thrown  into  prison,  where 
in  1327  he  painted  a  picture  enlilleil 
"The  Mock  Election,"  for  which  he 
received  five  hundred  guineas  from 
George  IV,  Ten  year*  later  he  de- 
livered a  course  of  lectures  on  paint- 
ing  which  were  exceedingly  popular. 
Among  his  pupiU  were  ^e  Wid- 
•eers.  His  "Judgment  of  Solomon" 
was  sold  b;  him  for  seven  hundred 
guineas,  and  his  "Napoieon  Musing 
at  St.  Helena"  has  been  greatly  ad- 
mired. Haydon,  oppressed  by  pecu- 
niary difficulties,  oommitied  suicide 
in  June,  1846. 

Hayes,  Isaac  Israel,  an 
American  surgeon  and  Arctic  explo- 
rer; bom  in  Pennsylvania,  March  5, 
1832.  He  studied  atWestlown  Acad- 
emy and  at  the  University  of  Penn- 
syivaoia,  where  he  graduated  as  a 
physician  in  1853.  As  a  aurueoD  he 
accompanied  Dr.  Kane  on  Uie  sec- 
ond Grinnell  expedition,  in  1S53,  and 
waa  absent  nearly  three  years,  during 
which  time  he  penetrated  Greenland 
for  a  long  distance.  In  1860  he  com- 
manded another  Arctic  expedition, 
and  went  four  hundred  and  eighty 
miles  nearer  the  North  Pole  than  any 
previous  ciplarer  bod  done.  Upon 
his  return  lie  was  awarded  Ihe  gold 
medals  of  the  Geographical  Societies 
of  Paris  and  London.  During  the 
civil  war  he  served  as  hrigsde  sur- 
geon, with  the  rank  of  ni^or  and 
brevet  ctilonet.  He  was  the  author 
of  several  works.  Died  DecenitMsr  17, 
1S31. 

Haves,  Rutherford  Bur- 
Charai  nineteenth  President  of  the 
United  States,  wai  bom  in  Connecti- 
19 


cut  in  18S2.  Removing  to  Ohio,  he 
gndnated  at  Kenjon  Coll^in  1S4S; 

studied  law  at  the  University  of  Hw- 
vard,  and  practised  law  at  Fremont 
and  at  Cincinnati.  He  entered  the 
army  in  18G1  as  m^or  of  an  Ohio 
regiment  of  volunteers.  He  was  sue- 
cessively  promoted  to  the  rank  o( 
colonel,  br^adier-general,  and  major- 
general,  ifiivingfeen  eleited  loCon- 
greiie  in  1864,  he  resigned  hiscommia- 
sion  in  June,  1665,  and  took  his  seat 
in  the  House  of  Representatives  in 
December  following.  He  was  after- 
ward re-elected  to  Congress,  snd  was 
twice  elected  Governor  of  Ohio.  He 
waa  nominated  for  the  Presidency  by 
the  National  Hepublican  Convention 
at  Cbcinnati  in  1S76.  The  election 
in  November  was  so  very  close  that 
an  Electoral  Commission  was  ap- 
pointed by  Congress  to  determine  the 
result.  It  decided,  by  a  vote  of  eight 
to  seren,  that  Hayes  had  received 
one  hundred  and  eighty- five  electoral 
voles  and  Tilden  one  hundred  and 
eighty-four.  Mr.  Hayes  was  inaugu- 
rated in  March   1S77. 

Heber,  Kegrinald,  an  Eng- 
lish prelate  and  poet;  bom  at  MaJ- 
pas.  in  Cheshire,  A^ril  21,  17S3.  H« 
was  the  son  of  R«inald  Heber,  rec- 
tor of  Hodnet,  and  whs  educated  M 
Brazen  Ncae  Collc^,  Oxford,  when 
he  composed  Faiaime,  a  priie  poem, 
which  has  been  greatly  admired.  He 
was  given  the  living  of  Hodnet  in 
1807,  was  chosen  preacher  to  Lin- 
coln's Inn  in  1822,  and  was  conse- 
crated Bishop  of  Calcutta  in  Janu- 
ary, 1823.  Alter  making  a  prolonged 
tour  through  his  immense  diocese  he 
died  at  Trichinopoli,  April  3,  1826. 
Among  his  productions  are  more 
than  bfty  hymns  for  the  service  of 
the  Church  and  a  Journey  Ihrmi^h 
India  Jrom  ColeuUa  to  Bombai/,  vUh 
Nola  on  Ceylon.

Helne,  Hcinrich,  a  German 

poeCand  author;  bom,  uf  a  Jewish  fiun- 
ily,at  Dusseldorf,  December  13, 1799. 
He  studied  lew  at  Bonn,  Berlin,  and 
Gottingen,wherehegradualed.  Here- 
noiinted  (he  Jewish  faith  and  became 
k  professor  of  Chrialianity  in  1S25,  but 
■ubeequently  changed  to  an  avowed 
infidel.  He  removed  in  1831  to  Paria, 
where  he  married  and  continued  to 
reude  until  his  death,  which  occur- 
red in  February,  I S56.  He  is  said 
to  have  renounced  infidelity  several 
yeare  prior  to  his  death,  Hia  works 
are  distinguished  by  brilliant  wit  and 
Btire,  and  gtftce  and  beauty  of  style. 
Among  them  are  Fieltira  oj  Trited, 
Book  of  Songt,  ITit  Bomantie  Scliool, 
Alia  TraU:  A  Summer  Night t  Drean, 
DocloT  Faiat,  and  the  Nex  Spriiig. 

Hcinsius,  ADtoon,  a  Dutch 
■talesman ;  bom  in  1641 ;  was  one  of 
the  leading  spirits  in  the  coalition 
against  Louia  XIV.  of  France,  and 
was  a  confidant  of  William  111.  of 
England.    Died  1720. 

Heinslus,  Dnolel,  a  Dutch 
•cholarand  linguiBt;  bom  at  Qheat 
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HelmhoItE,  Hermann  Lud- 
wlgr  Ferdinand,  an  eminent 

fhysiologist  and  physicist;  bom  at 
otsdam,  in  Prussia,  in  1821.  He  ia 
distinguished  for  his  researches  on 
the  physiology  of  the  senses,  espe- 
cially of  sight  and  hearing.  He  is 
the  iDTentor  of  the  ophthalmoscope. 

Heloise,  a  French  ledy  cel» 
braled  for  her  beauty,  learning,  and 
for  her  connection  with  the  hmoaa 
Abelard,  of  whom  she  was  the  pupil, 
mistress,  and  wife,  a  niece  of  a  noMi 
of  Notre  Dame,  waa  bom  in  Paria 
about  1100.  Soon  after  her  marriage 
she  became  a  nun,  and  later  Priorees 
of  the  convent  of  Argenteoil.  See 
Abblard. 

Helvetius,  Clande  Adrian, 


?roducrfons  are  On  1A«  Jlfind,  Oa 
lappinat,  and  Man:  Hit  Faeuttia 
and  %ii  Ediuxition.     Died  1771. 

Heniaus,  Felicia  Dorothea. 
an  English  poetess;  bom  in  Liverpool, 
Hept.  y5,  1794.  She  paUighed  a  vol- 
ume of  poems  in.  1S08,  and  four  yeaia 
later  married  Cipt.  Hemans  of  the 
British  army,  from  whom  she  ee^ 
rated  six  years  later,  herself  retain- 
ing all  their  children.  She  wu  dur- 
ing her  lifetime  the  most  popular  of 
English  pneteesea.     Died  1835. 

Hennepin,  Ixtuls,  a  Catholic 
missionarv ;  bom  in  Flanders  in 
1640;  went  to  Quebec  in  1675,  and 
in  1676  aceompanied  La  Salle  on 
his  exploring  expedition  to  the  West. 
Hennepin  subsequentlv  explored  the 
Upper  Miuieijippi  ani[  produced  sev> 
era!  works,  among  which  is  Daervp- 
tioa  oj  Louininno. 

Henrietta  Maria,  Queen  of 
Charles  L  of  England,  the  daughter 
of  Henry  IV.  of  France  and  of  his 
Queen,  Marie  de  M^icis,  was  liom 
in  1609,  and  was  marrie.1  to  Charles 
in  162-5.  She  wss  distinguished  foe 
her  wit,  beauty,  and  good  sense.  Died 
in  Franca  in  1669. 
Henry   (Helnrlch)   I.,   ■»• 


owned  TRK  Fowleb;  bom  in  876; 
wu  the  first  Emperor  of  Germany  of 
the  Saion  line,  and  wu  the  son  of 
Otho,  Duke  of  Suzon^.  He  was 
elected  in  919,  >Dd  carried  on  a.  war 
•gainst  the  HungariaiiB,  whom  he  de- 
feated near  Meisebiirg  in  933.  At  his 
death,  in  936,  he  was  sucoeede(^bj  hia 
■on,  Otho  1. 

Henry  11.*  surnamed  the 
Baint,  a  great-grandson  of  the  pre- 
ceding, and  son  of  Henry,  Duke  of 
Bavaria,  waa  bora  in  972,  waa  crown- 
ed in  1002,  and  was  succeeded  at  hia 
death,  in  1024,  by  Conrad  II. 

Henry  III.,  son  of  Conrad  11., 
was  bom  in  1017,  and  waa  elected 
Emperor  at  the  age  of  twenty-two. 
He  restrained  the  power  of  hia  no- 
bilitv,  wued  aucceasful  wara  in  Bo- 
hemia, Himguy,  and  Italy,  success- 
ively deposed  Popes  Benedict  IX_ 
SylvcHler  111.,  and  Gregorr  IV.,  and 
raised  Clement  II.  to  the  Fapal  See. 
He  died  In  1056,  leaving  the  reputa- 
tion of  a  wise,  able,  and  energetic 
niler,  and  was  suceeeded  by  his  son, 
Henry  IV. 

Henry  IV.i  son  of  the  preced- 
ing, wa*  born  in  lUOO,  and  upon  hia 
&lher'a  death  waa  declared  of  age 
and  proclaimed  Emperor,  though  he 
waa  but  five  yeikrs  of  age.  He  became 
involved  in  a  long  dispute  with  Gre^ 
ory  VII.,  who  afterward  eicommuni- 
cated  him.  Tlie  Emperor,  fearing 
that  hia  subjects  would  rebel,  set  out 
for  Italy  to  make  his  peace  with  the 
Pope,  hut  was  subjected  to  great  in- 
dignities by  that  PonlifT  before  he 
would  remove  the  ban.  Hia  bod 
Henry  having  revolted,  the  Empe- 
ror retired  to  l>iege,  where  he  died, 
in  1106. 

Henry  V.,  bora  in  1081,  suc- 
ceeded his  father,  Henrr  IV.,  in 
liva.  Died  1125.  His  successor  was 
XjOthaire  of  Saxony. 

Henry  Vl.  was  bom  in  1165; 
succeeded  hia  laliier,  Frederick  Bar- 
baroaaa,  in  1190,  as  Emperor  of  Ger- 
many. Claiming  the  sovereignty  of 
Sicily  by  right  of  hi*  wife,  Constance, 
he  Blade  an  unsuocessful 
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that  island,  but  aft«r  receiving  the 
ransom-money  for  Richard  I.  of  Eng- 
land, whom  he  had  held  as  prisoner, 
he  Gtled  out  a  second  expedition,  cap- 
tured Naples,  subjugated  Sicily,  and 
was  crowned  at  Palermo.  He  treated 
the  Sicilians  with  great  cruelty,  and 
his  death,  which  occurred  in  1197, 
was  ascribed  to  poison. 

Henry  Vll.  was  the  son  of 
Henry,  Count  of  Lu^iembui^,  wat 
born  in  1262,  and  was  cboaen  ^n- 
perorin  1308.     Died  1313. 

Henry  I . ,  King  of  Eneland, 
■uraamed  Beauclxrc,  was  the  fourth 
son  of  William  the  Conqueror,  and 
waa  bora  at  Selby,  In  Yorkshire,  io 
lOGS.  He  was  given  a  superior  edu- 
cation for  that  period.  On  the  death 
of  hia  brother,  William  Rufus,  in 
August,  UOO,  Robert,  the  eldert 
brother,  being  then  absent  ftom 
England,  Henry  usurped  the  throne^ 


and  liberties  of  ihe  people,  and  n: 
ried  Maude,  a  Scottish  Princess,  th* 
nieceof  Edgar  Atheling.  His  brother 
Robert  invaded  Enelaud  in  1101,  hul 
a  treaty  was  made,  under  which 
Henry  remained  in  peaceable  pot. 
session  of  the  English  throne,  while 
Robert  retained  Normandy.  Henry 
subsequently,  having  vainly  attempt- 
ed to  purchase  the  sovereignty  of  Nor* 
mandy,  invaded  that  dukedom,  de- 
feated Robert  at  Tenchebrai,  and  de- 
prived him  of  his  liberty  and  of  hia 
poeseesions.  His  daughter,  Matilda, 
was  declared  his  heir  in  1126;  but 
upon  his  death,  which  occurred  in 
liSa,  he  was  succeeded  by  hi* 
nephew,  Stephen  of  Bloia. 

Henry  II..  King  of  England 
and  founder  of  the  Ptantagenet  dy- 
nasty, was  the  son  of  Geoflrey  Plant*- 
Sunet,  Earl  of  Ai^u,and  of  Matilda, 
aughter  of  Henry  I.,  and  was  bom 
at  Le  Mans,  in  France,  in  1133.  King 
Stephen  having  obtained  posscswon 
of  the  English  throne,  Henry  waa 
recognized  us  heir  of  Normandy  only. 
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In  1152  he  married  Eleanor,  Duchess 
of  Guienne,  the  divorced  wife  of  honm, 
King  of  France.  By  this  marriage 
he  became  possessed  of  Guienne  and 
Poitou,  and  was  the  master  of  nearly 
half  of  France.  He  invaded  Eng- 
land in  1153,  but  soon  made  a  treaty 
with  Stephen,  by  which  he  was  recog- 
nized as  his  successor.  That  Kine 
died  a  year  later,  and  Henry  asceudea 
the  throne.  Pursuing  a  wibe  and 
politic  course,  he  discharged  the  for- 
eign troops,  curbed  the  power  of  his 
rebellious  Barons,  destroyed  tlieir  cas- 
tles and  strongholds,  and  checked 
the  usurpations  of  the  Papal  See. 
He  was  involved  in  several  wars  with 
France  which  were  indecisive,  and 
had  a  contest  with  Thomas  &  Becket, 
whom  he  had  created  Archbishop  of 
Canterbury.  A  council  of  the  prel- 
atet  and  nobles  of  England,  held  in 
1164,  adopted  the  Constitutions  of 
Clarendon,  by  which  the  supremacy 
of  the  royal  over  the  papal  authority 
was  recognized.  Becket  having  been 
killed  in  1 170  by  some  of  the  retainers 
of  Henry,  the  latter  in  1174  performed 
a  severe  penance  at  the  tomb  of  the 
Archbishop,  and  the  Constitutions  of 
Clarendon  were  soon  after  repealed. 
Ireland  was  conquered  by  the  armies 
of  Henry  between  1169  and  1175. 
His  last  years  were  embittered  by  the 
rebellion  of  his  sons,  which  was  pro- 
moted by  his  Queen  and  aided  by 
Louis  of  France.  He  was  succeeded 
at  his  death,  in  1189,  by  his  son, 
Bichard  I. 

Henry  II!.,  King  of  England, 
sumamed  of  Winchester,  was  born 
in  that  city  in  1206,  and  was  the  eld- 
est son  of  King  John,  whom  he  suc- 
ceeded at  the  age  of  ten  years.  He 
married  Eleanor,  daughter  of  Ray- 
mond of  Provence,  carried  on  an  un- 
successful war  against  Louis  IX.  of 
France,  and  by  his  weak  but  tyranni- 
cal course  caused  the  revolt  of  many 
of  his  Barons,  who  were  led  by  Simon 
de  Mont  fort.  Earl  of  l^icester.  The 
civil  war  continued  for  about  six 
yeanL  when,  in  1264,  Henry  was  de- 
featea  at  the  decisive  battle  of  Lewes, 


and  with  his  son  Edward  was  taken 
prisoner.  The  Earl  of  Leicester  be- 
came virtually  king.  The  next  year, 
however,  Prince  J^ward  efiectea  his 
escape,  raised  an  armv,  gained  a  de- 
cisive victory  over  the  Barons  at  Eves- 
ham, where  the  Earl  of  Leicester 
was  slain,  and  restored  the  authority 
of  his  father.  Henry  died,  after  a 
reign  of  fiity-six  vears,  in  1272,  and 
was  succeeded  by  his  son,  Edward  I. 

Henry  IV.,  King  of  England, 
sumamed  Bolinobroke,  was  bom  at 
Bolingbroke  in  1366,  and  was  the 
eldest  son  of  John  of  Gaunt,  Duke 
of  Lancaster,  and  Blanche,  a  descend- 
ant of  Henry  II.  His  father  was  the 
fourth  son  of  King  Edward  HI.  He 
was  in  1397  created  Duke  of  Here- 
ford upon  his  marriage  with  Marv  de 
Bohun,  daughter  of  Uie  last  Earl  of 
Hereford,  and  in  1398  was  banished 
from  England  for  ten  years  by  Bich- 
ard II.  A  year  later  he  succeeded 
his  father  as  Duke  of  Lancaster,  but 
was  deprived  of  the  possession  of  his 
estates  and  of  their  revenues  by^  the 
King.  For  the  purpose,  ostensibly, 
of  securing  his  rights,  Henry  retumed  . 
to  England,  was  joined  by  other  dia- 
afiected  nobles,  and  soon  was  at  the 
head  of  an  army  of  sixty  thousand 
men.  Richard,  deserted  by  his  fol- 
lowers, could  offer  no  resistance,  and 
was  deposed  by  Parliament  in  1399. 
Henry  ascended  the  throne  without 
opposition,  although  the  Earl  of 
March,  another  descendant  of  Ed- 
ward 111.,  was  the  more  legitimate 
heir.  Henry  in  1402  defeated  at 
Homildon  Hill  a  Scotch  army  which 
had  invaded  England  for  the  avowed 

?urpose  of  restoring  Richard.  Henry 
'ercy,  sumamed  Hotspur,  son  of  the 
Earl  of  Northumberland,  and  Owen 
Glendower,  a  Welsh  Prince,  soon 
after  raised  the  standard  of  rebellion, 
but  the^'  were  defeated,  and  Percy 
was  slain  at  the  decisive  battle  of 
Shrewsbury,  where  the  King  and  his 
son  Henry  fought  with  desperate 
courage.  Glendower  continued  the 
contest  for  several  years  in  the  Welsh 
mountains,  and  the  family  of  Percy 


•gain  raised  the  stuulard  of  rebellion 
in  UOS;  but  they  were  defealed,  and 
the    Earl    of    Northumberland    iris 
killed  at  the  battle  of  Branhain.     Ah 
a  ruler  Henry  wan  especially  dislii 
guitihed   fur  wieilom,  vigilance,   ar 
energy.      He   wus   succeeded   al   h 
death,  which  occurred  id  1413,  by  his 
son,  Henry  V. 

Ueury  V.,  King  of  England, 
was  the  eldest  eon  of  Henry  IV.,  and 
vras  born  at  Monnioiith  in  13SS.  He 
evinced  mre  lalenlH  as  a  miliinry  com- 
mander in  the  war  agaitiM  the  \VeUh, 
was  proclaimed  King  in  1413,  libe- 
rated the  Earl  of  March,  tlie  legiti- 
mate heir  to  the  throne,  who  nad 
been  placed  in  continenient.  and  re- 
atored  the  heir  of  Percy  to  his  title 
and  eitlBte.  Having  determined  to 
enforce  his  claim  to  (he  throne  of 
France,  he  invaded  that  country  in 
1415  with  an  army  of  thirty  thousand 
men  and  captured  HarSeur,  but  loal 
a  large  portion  of  hio  army  by  dis- 
ease. He  alieiiipled  lo  return  to  Eng- 
land, biit  wai  op|>u»ed  by  the  (Jon- 
Uable  of  France  at  the  head  of  an 
army  four  times  the  size  of  his  own. 
He  fbuf-ht,  October  35, 1415,  the  cele- 
brated battle  of  Agincourt.  in  which 
the  French  were  routed  with  tlie  loss 
of  twenty-four  thoiioand  men.  Two 
veara  later  he  invaded  France,  took 
houen,  and  tlirealeiied  Paria.  He 
aigned  a  treatv  of  peace  at  Troves  in 
14'20,  by  which  it  was  stipidnled  that 
he  should  marry  Catherine,  the 
daughter  of  the  French  King,  Charles 
VI.,  and  should  inherit  the  crown  of 
France  at  the  death  of  that  sovereicn. 
A  party,  however,  led  by  the  Dauphin, 
oppiHcd  the  lernis  of  this  trenly  and 
delbiiiil  and  killed  H en rv's  brother, 
the  Duke  of  Clarence,  at  baugi  ;  but 
the  English  arms  were  otherwise  vi> 
lorioua,  and  Henry  appeareil  to  be  at 
the  point  of  obtaining  |»sses»ion  of 
France  and  of  realiiing  his  most  am- 
bitious projects  when  he  died,  in  142*2. 
His  Queen,  Catherine,  afterward  mar- 
ried a  Welshman,  Owen  Tudor,  whose 
posleritT,  through  Henry  VII.,  b»- 
came  the  reigning  dynaUy  of  Eng- 


VI. 

Henry  VI,,  King  of  England, 
surnnmed  OF  W1MS6OB,  from  the 
place  of  his  birth,  was  the  only  sod 
of  the  preceding,  and  was  bom   in 

1421.  He  becuiue  King  at  the  age 
of  nine  months,  when  his  uncle,  the 
Duke  of  Gloucester,  was  appointed 
K^ent  or  Protector  of  the  kiiig<lom. 
Charles  VI.  of  France  having  died  iu 

1422,  Henry  was  proclaimed  King  at 
Paris;  but  the  Dauphin,  known  u 
Charles  VII.,  opposed  his  claims  with 
a  powerful  French  party.  The  Duk« 
of  Bedford,  also  an  uncle  of  Henry, 
acted  as  his  Kegenl  in  France,  and 
gained  a  victorv  at  Vemeuil,  but 
ailerward  can-iecf  on  tm  uusuccewful 
war.  The  ai^;e  of  Orleans  was  raised 
by  Joan  of  Arc  in  1429,  and  the  Eng- 
lish garrison  of  Parb  in  1436  was 
compelled  Lo  surrender.  At  the  age 
of  twenty-four  Henry  married  Mar- 
garet of  Ai\jou,  a  woman  of  remark- 
atile  energy  ajid  strength  of  miud, 
who  acijuired  a  complete  and  perma- 
nent ascendency  over  him.  In  1451 
the  English  hod  been  expelled  from 
every  province  in  France,  and  at 
about  the  same  time  the  Duke  of 
York,  a  claimant  of  the  crown  of 
England  as  a  descendant  of  the  sec- 
ond son  of  Edward  llI.,BU]iporied  by 
the  Enrl  of  Warwick  and  many  other 
powerful  nobles,  proceeded  to  enforce 
his  claims.  In  1455,  at  the  battle  of 
St.  Alban's,  he  defeated  Henry  and 
made  him  prisoner,  and  he  himself 
became  Protector.  In  the  war  which 
ensued,  and  which  was  of  nearly 
thirty  veanj*  duration,  the  nobility 
of  England  were  nearly  annihilated. 
After  several  vain  attempts  at  recon- 
ciliation, Henry  was  again  defesietl 
anil  niade  prisoner  at  the  decisive 
battle  of  Northampton,  where  the 
Bnuv  of  the  Dike  of  York  was  com- 
manded bv  his  son,  Edward,  Earl  of 
March,  (jueen  Margaret,  escaping  to 
Scotland,  was  enabled  lo  maintain  the 
war  for  several  vearawith  partial  sue- 
cesa.  TheDuke'ot  Yoit-n     '  *--  -^ 
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tnd  killed  at  the  battle  of  Wakefield, 
but  hU  son  was  proclaimed  King  as 
Edward  IV.;  and  Henry,  after  beine 
liberated  and  recaptured  several 
times,  died  or  was  murdered  in 
prison  in   1471. 

Heury  VII.,  King  of  England, 
and  founder  of  the  Tudor  dynasty, 
was  bom  at  Pembroke  Castle  in  1456. 
He  was  the  son  of  Edmond  Tudor, 
Earl  of  Kichmond,  a  descendant  of 
the  royal  family  of  France,  and  of 
Margaret  Beaufort,  who  was  de- 
Bcended,  through  John  of  Gaunt, 
Duke  of  Lancaster,  from  Edward  111. 
of  England.  He  succeeded  his  father 
BB  Earl  of  Richmond  before  he  was 
a  year  old,  and  was  afterward  impris- 
oned for  many  years  by  Edward  IV. 
Finally  escaping  to  the  Continent,  he 
remained  in  Brittany  until  afler  the 
accession  of  Richard  III.,  and  liecame 
the  recognized  leader  of  the  Lancas- 
trian party.  The  general  detestation 
in  which  Richard  was  held  united 
different  parties  in  England.  They 
invited  Henry  to  depose  Richard  and 
to  himself  assume  the  regal  title. 
AAer  an  unsuccessful  attempt  in  1483, 
he  landed  in  Wales  two  years  later 
with  about  two  thousand  men,  re- 
ceived large  reinforcements,  fought, 
August  22,  1485,  the  decisive  battle 
of  Bosworth.  where  Richard  III.  was 
defeated  and  slain,  and  in  order  to 
reconcile  the  rival  parties  of  York 
and  Lancaster  married  Elizabeth, 
daughter  of  Edward  IV.  Two  im- 
postors— Lambert  Simnel  and  Perkin 
Warbeck,  the  latter  of  whom  repre- 
sented that  he  was  a  younger  son  of 
Edward  IV. — disturbed  his  reign  for 
many  years.  Warbeck  was  aided  by 
the  court  of  France  and  by  many  of 
the  English  nobility.  He  was,  how- 
ever, taken  and  executed  in  1499. 
Henry*8  preference  for  the  Lancas- 
trian party,  as  well  as  his  avarice, 
rendered  him  less  popular  during  the 
latter  part  of  his  reign.  His  eldest 
son,  Arthur,  was  married  in  1501  to 
Catherine,  daughter  of  Ferdinand  and 
Isabella  of  Spain,  and  in  1503  his 
daughter,  Margaret^  was  married  to 


James  IV.  of  Scotland.  Arthur, 
Prince  of  Wales,  having  died  alKnit 
six  months  afler  his  marriage,  in  1501, 
Henry,  who  died  in  1509,  was  suc- 
ceeded by  his  son,  Henry  VIII. 

Heiir>'  VIII.,  King  of  England, 
was  the  second  son  of  Henry  VII., 
and  was  born  at  Greenwich  in  1491 ; 
became  heir-apparent  to  the  crown 
and  Prince  of  Wales  in  1502,  and 
the  year  following  was  compelled  by 
his  father  to  affiance  himself  to  Cath- 
erine of  Aragon,  who  was  his  brother's 
widow  and  several  years  his  senior. 
He  succeeded  his  father  in  1509,  mar- 
ried Catherine  a  few  months  later, 
and,  uniting  in  1512  in  a  league  with 
the  Po^ie  and  the  King  of  Spain 
against  France,  sent  an  expedition 
against  Guienne,  which  was,  however, 
unsuccessful.  He  invaded  France  in 
person  in  1513,  gained  a  victory  over 
the  French  at  Guinegaste,  and  con- 
cluded a  treaty  with  them  the  year 
following.  The  Scots,  under  James 
IV.,  having  invaded  England,  they 
were  defeated  and  that  sovereign  was 
slain  at  the  great  battle  of  Flodden, 
in  1513.  About  this  period  Thomas 
Wolsey  became  the  favorite  of  King 
Henry,  and  was  made  sole  Minister, 
Archbishoi^  of  York,  and  soon  after- 
ward Cardmal.  In  the  long  contest 
between  Charles  V.  and  Francis  I., 
Wolsey  for  several  years  favored  the 
cause  of  the  former,  but,  having  been 
disappointed  and  deceived  by  Cliarles 
in  his  aspirations  to  be  elected  Poi)e, 
concluded  a  treaty  with  France  in 
1525.  Henry,  fasc;inated  by  the  beauty 
of  Anne  Boleyn,  who  favored  the  Prot- 
estants, applied  in  1527  for  a  divorce 
from  Catherine,  who  was  an  ardent 
Catholic;  but  the  Pontiff'  delayed 
action  in  the  matter  for  many  years, 
which  induced  Henry  more  and  more 
to  favor  the  cause  of  the  Reformation. 
Wolsey  was  disgraced  in  1529,  and 
Thomas  Cranmer,  a  Protestant,  was 
created  Archbishop  of  Canterbury. 
In  1531.  Henry  was  declared  the  su- 

?reme  liead  of  the  Church,  and  in 
533,  the  Convocations  of  York  and 
Canterbury  having   pronounced   his 


e  with  Catherine  invalid,  h« 
irithout  the  oonaeiit  of  the  Pope  mar- 
ried Anne  Boleyn.  Three  ye«r«  later 
Queen  Catherine  died.  Laws  were 
passed  declaring  the  English  Church 
and  people  independent  a!  ihe  Papal 
See  and  gradually  abolishing  the  mon- 
asleriesin  England.which  amounted  in 
number  (o  »\x  hundred  and  fortv-live. 

Queen  Anne  having  in  1530  lost 
the  royal  favor,  Heurv  caused  her  to 
be  triad  and  executed,  and  married, 
the  day  after,  Jau«  Seymour,  a  lady 
diidneuished  for  her  beauty.  She 
died  we  next  year  on  giving  birth  to 
a  ion,  afterward  Edwaid  VI.  Henry 
married  Anne  of  Cleves  in  1540,  waa 
divormd  from  her  a  few  months  aCler- 
ward,  and  during  the  Hame  year  mar- 
ried Catherine  Howard.  He  was  ex- 
communicated hy  the  Pope  in  1538, 
and  continued  to  cruelly  peraecuie 
Catholics  and  those  Protestania  who 
did  not  agree  with  the  peculiar  dog- 
ma* which  he  choee  to  maintun. 
Queen  Catherine  was  executed  in 
1542  on  a  charge  of  adultery,  and 
Henry  married,  in  1543,  Catherine 
Parr,  who  survived  him.  He  was 
aucceeded  at  his  death,  In  1647,  by 
hU  son,  Edwaid  VI. 

Heury  I..  King  of  Prance,  a 
grandson  of  Hagh  Capet,  was  bom 
about  1005,  and  was  crowned  in  1031. 
His  Queen  was  Anna,  daughter  of 
Yarofllaf,  Duke  of  Russia.  He  was 
succeeded  at  his  death,  in  lOdO,  by  his 
son,  Philip  I. 

Henry  II.,  King  of  France,  sec- 
ond son  of  Francis  I.  -  born  in  15iS; 
marrieil  CatherinedeMMicis  and  as- 
cended the  throne  in  1647.  He  made 
a  treat^r  with  England  in  1550,  un- 
der which  Boulogne  was  reatored  lo 
France,  and  two  yeara  later  formed 
an  alliance  with  the  Protestant 
Princes  of  Germany  against  Charles 
V,,  and  captured  Jleii,  Toul,  and 
Verdun.  In  1557  the  French  suf- 
fered a  severe  defeat  at  Saint-Quen- 
tio,  but  the  following  year  they  took 
Calais,  which  had  been  held  by  the 
English  over  two  hundred  veara. 
By  the  Treaty  of  Cat«au-Cam&rMis, 
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si^ed  in  1559,  Henry  retuned  Ca- 
lais, Metz,  and  Verdun,  gave  up  8r- 
Toy,  and  married  his  daughter  Elis- 
abeth to  Philip  II.  of  Spain,  Henry 
was  in  that  year  mortally  wounded 
by  accident  at  a  tournament  given  in 
hunurof  this  alliance.  His  son,  Fran- 
cis II.,  succeeded  him. 

Henry  III.,  K ing of  France,  th« 
last  aoverei^  of  the  house  of  Valoia, 
was  the  third  son  of  Ihe  preceding 
and  of  Catherine  de  Muicis,  and 
was  bom  in  1551.  He  succeeded  hti 
brother,  Charles  IX,,  at  the  age  of 
twentv-lhree.  His  former  title  was 
Due  (I'Anjou.  Previous  lo  aswoding 
the  throne  he  had  defeated  the  Cal- 
Tinista  at  J&mao  and  Monconlour, 
and  had  in  1573  been  elected  King 
of  Poland,  in  which  country  he  be- 
came exceedingly  popular.  Franc« 
was  then  distra^ed  by  two  (actions — 
the  ProteelAnts,  under  Henry  of  Na- 
varre, and  the  Cathulica,  under  the 
Dukeoftiuise.  Henry  III.  married, 
in  1575, Louise, daughleror the  Count 
of  Vaudesmon^  ana  the  year  follow- 
ing ieaued  an  edict  favorable  to  the 
Protestants.  A  general  league  was 
then  formed  by  the  Catholics  for  the 
defence  and  protection  of  their  relig- 
ion, and  Henry  deemed  it  the  wi»«* 
Slicy  lo  declare  himself  as  its  head. 
enry's  brother,  the  DukeofAlenfon, 
heir-apparent,  dying  in  1684,  Ileniy 
of  Navarre  became  the  next  heir  to 
the  throne,  to  which  it  was  sup- 
posed the  Duke  of  Ouise  also  ae- 
pired.  Henry  of  Navarre  won  the 
battle  of  Coutras  in  15S7,  and  short- 
ly after  the  Duke  of  Guise  rose  in 
arms  at  Paris  against  King  Henly, 
whom  he  compelled  (o  See  from  that 
city.  The  Duke  of  Guise  having 
been  assassinated  the  year  following, 
the  Pope  excommunicated  Henry 
III.  for  the  crime.  The  latter  then 
applied  for,  and  received,  asaistanoa 
from  Henry  of  Navarre,  with  whom 
he  was  besieging  Paris,  when  he  was 
anasninated  in  1589  by  amonk named 
Jacques  Clement. 

Henry  IV>.  mmadMd  thx 
Great,  King  of  Fiance  and  NnTsne, 
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and  founder  of  the  Bourbon  dynasty, 
was  bom  at  Pau,  December  14,  1^3. 
He  was  the  son  of  Antoine  de  Bour- 
bon, Due  de  Vend6me,  a  lineal  de- 
scendant of  Louis  IX.,  and  of  Jeanne 
d'Albret,  daughter  of  Henry  d'Albret, 
King  of  Navarre.  Henry  entered  the 
Protestant  army  in  1569 ;  he  was  then 
styled  the  Piunce  of  B^um,  was  rec- 
ognized as  the  chief  of  the  party,  and 
fought  at  the  battles  of  Jamac  and 
Monoontour  under  his  uncle,  the 
Prince  of  Cond^.  The  Protestants 
sained  a  victory  in  1570  at  Amay- 
le-Duc,  and  a  temporary  peace  was 
agreed  upon.  Henry  succeeded  his 
mother  on  the  throne  of  Navarre  in 
1572,  and  soon  after  married  Margaret, 
a  ebter  of  the  French  King,  and  by 
promising  to  embrace  the  Catholic 
religion  bad  his  life  spared  in  the 
Massacre  of  St.  Bartholomew,  which 
took  place  a  few  da^  afterward.  Es- 
caping to  Rochelle  in  1576,  he  assum- 
ed command  of  the  Protestant  forces, 
and  evinced  in  several  campaigns 
great  courage  and  skill  as  a  com- 
mander, and  in  1587  won  a  great  vic- 
tory over  the  Catholics  at  Coutras. 

Henry  III.,  dying  in  1689,  named 
as  his  successor  Henry  of  Navarre, 
whose  daim  was  disputed,  however, 
by  the  citizens  of  Paris,  who  openly 
rejoiced  at  the  death  of  Henry  III., 
and  by  a  powerful  Catholic  army  un- 
der the  Duke  of  Mayenne.  Henry 
IV.  gained  a  brilliant  and  decisive 
▼ictory  over  the  Catholic^/i^u^urs  at 
Ivry  in  1590,  and  two  years  later  de- 
feated a  Spanish  army  under  the  cele- 
brated Famese,  Prince  of  Parma,  near 
Yvetot  In  order  to  more  firmly  es- 
tablish his  throne  and  to  conciliate 
his  enemies,  Henry  in  1593  made  a 
profession  of  the  Roman  Catholic 
faith,  and  the  next  year  entered 
Paris  without  opposition  and  grant- 
ed a  general  pardon.  The  war  con- 
tinued against  Philip  II.  of  Spain, 
the  ally  of  the  League,  until  1598, 
when  a  treaty  was  signed  with  that 
monarch,  and  Henry  was  acknow- 
ledged King  throughout  France.  In 
the  same  year  he  promulgated  the 


celebrated  Edict  of  Nantes,  bjr  which 
he  granted  liberty  of  oonsdence^  to 
all  nis  subjects,  and  in  1600,  having 
obtained  a  divorce  from  his  first  wife, 
married  Marie  de'  Medici,  an  Italian 
Princess. 

The  latter  part  of  Henry's  reign 
was  peaceful  and  prosperous.  He  re- 
formed the  financial  condition  of  the 
kingdom,  promoted  agriculture  and 
manufactures,  was  a  generous  patron 
of  learning,  founded  a  hospital,  a  col- 
lege, and  a  public  library  in  Paris, 
and  became  the  most  popular  of  any 
of  the  French  sovereigns.  He  was 
assassinated  May  14,  1610,  by  a  fan- 
atic named  Ravaillac,  and  was  suc- 
ceeded by  his  son,  Louis  XIII. 

Henry,  or  Friedrich  Hein- 
rich  LfUdwifiTy  a  Prussian  Prince 
and  general,  and  brother  of  Frederids 
the  Ureat,  was  bom  at  Berlin  in  172^. 
As  commander  of  the  right  wing  at 
the  battle  of  Prague,  in  1757,  he  de- 
cided the  fortune  of  that  day,  gained 
a  brilliant  victory  at  Freyburg  in 
1762,  and  served  with  great  distinc- 
tion throughout  the  &ven  Years' 
war.  He  was  especially  skilful  as  a 
strategist.    Died  1802. 

Henry,  Joseph,  an  Americnn 
mathematician  and  physicist  of  rare 
merit;  bom  at  Albany  in  1797.  He 
successfully  experimented  with  elec- 
tricity, contributed  many  articles  to 
Silliman^a  Journal,  invented  a  machine 
which  was  moved  by  electro-magnet- 
ism, and  in  1832  was  chosen  professor 
of  natural  philosophy  in  Princeton 
College.  He  was  in  1846  elected  sec- 
retarv  of  the  Smithsonian  Institute. 
Died' May  13,1878. 

Henry,  Patrick,  an  American 
orator  and  patriot ;  bom  in  Virginia, 
May  29,  1736.  He  was  the  son  of 
John  Henry,  who  was  a  native  of 
Scotland,  and  a  nephew  of  Robertson 
the  historian.  Having  twice  failed 
in  mercantile  pursuits,  he  studied 
law,  was  admittea  to  the  bar,  and  ruse 
to  distinction  in  1763  by  his  speech 
against  the  clergy,  who  attempted  un- 
der an  old  statute  to  enforce  the  pay- 
ment of  their   salaries   in    tobacco. 
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Having  been  elected  to  the  Houm  of 
BurgeseB  in  1765,  he  at  once  became 
the  diBJnpion  of  the  c&use  of  the  col- 
onies, acquired  a  verv  b  if;h  repiitation 
aa  an  nmiur,  and  introduced  againtit 
the  ■Stamp  Act  a  Bcrieti  of  resolutions 
which  he  succeeded  in  haviog  puued 
in  May,  1765.  From  tliat  time  until 
the  declaration  of  independeiiM  lie 
kept  Bteadily  in  advance  of  ihe  moAl 
ardent  imtnolu,  and  by  his  im»nr- 
piiHsed  puvrers  of  oratory  caiitied  the 
adoption  of  many  measi'irea  which  at 
the  time  were  n^;arded  by  other  lead- 
ers in  the  cause  of  liberty  u  violent 
and  premature,  but  which  were  proved 
intimetobewiseand  prudent.  Hewas 
elected  to  tiie  Cotitinenlol  Congreeg  in 
1774,  and  f^iaed  yet  higher  distinc- 
tion ai  an  orator.  He  was  chosen  Gov- 
ernor of  Virginia  in  1770,  and  waa  re- 
elected to  the  wune  office  in  1777, 1778, 
1784,  and  17&5.  He  is  r^anled  as  one 
oftheKrcateatAmericanorators,  Died 
June  6, 1799. 

Heraclttus,  aGreek philoso- 
pher, Bumamed  the  Katubalist, 
lived  about  500  b.  c.,  and  was  a  native 
of  EpheAUa. 

Heracliiu  I.,  Emperor  of  the 
Eaat,  was  the  son  of  Herauliui,  Gov- 
ernor of  Abio^  and  wat  bom  about 
S7S  A.  D.  in  Cappadocia.  He  assumed 
the  purple  at  t£e  death  ot  Phocas,  in 
610,  and  carried  on  a  Hucceasful  vrar 
against  Persia,  in  which  he  evinced 
great  bravery  and  mjlitarv  talenu  of 
a  high  order.     Died  in  6JI. 

Herbert,  George,  a  British 
poet  and  divine ;  born  in  Walea  in 
lb9'.i;  graduated  at  Cambridge.  In 
1630  he  became  rei-lor  of  Bemerton, 
in  WiltHhire,  where  be  died  in  163'.i. 

Herbert  was  a  man  of  anch  exem- 

Carv  piety  and  liencvolence  that  liitt 
other  says,  "Where  ho  lived  bene- 
fit^, he  was  little  letui  than  aainled." 
Bctiides  writing  many  poeinu,  lie  was 
tlie  aullior  of  Tht  Ojunin/  Faiton  and 
other  works  in  pmse. 

UcrdeFf  von,  Johann  Oott- 
firied,  a  German  author;  bom  at 
Mohmnmn,  in  Ba«t  Pniw*,  in  ITM. 
Be  1(1)0160  theology,  beoune  cele- 


brated M  a  pill  pit-orator,  waa  ap- 
pointed conrlrpteacher  in  1770,  md 
aubaequently  professor  of  theology  at 
Gciitiugen.  His  works,  which  treat 
of  literature,  criticism,  and  philoeo- 
phv,  are  voluminous.     Died  1603. 

Hermann,  or  Arnitnius,  a 
German  hero,  the  son  of  Sigiraer, 
chief  of  the  Cherusci,  was  bom  16 
B.  c.  He  entered  the  Roman  army 
at  an  early  age  and  received  eeveral 
marks  of  distinction,  but,  incited  by 
the  oppression  of  hia  own  country- 
men under  the  Governor  Quintiliua 
Varus,  assumed  the  leadership  of  the 
Gerniana.  He  gained  a  eignal  victory 
over  a  Roman  army  near  the  Lippe 
in  9  A.  D.  and  waa  defeated  by  Ger- 
manlcuB  in  16  a.  v.,  but  Mon  after- 
ward overthrew  the  Buevi,  under 
their  chief  Maroboduus.  He  was 
anani Dated,  in  the  thirty-Mveitth 
year  of  hia  age,  by  hia  own  relatirei, 
who  accused  him  of  aspiring  to  the 
chief  command. 

Herod,  sumamol  the  Great, 
King  of  Judeo,  was  the  ion  of  Anti- 
pater  the  Idumeao,  and  was  bom  at 
Ascalon  in  72  B.  c.  His  father  made 
him  Governor  of  Galilee  about  47 
B.  c,  and,  having  acquired  the  lavor 
of  Mark  Antony,  he  waa  appointed 
King  of  Judea,  40  B.  o.  He  married 
Manamne.  granddaughter  of  the  High 
Prieat  llyrianua,  and  in  the  contest  be- 
tween Octavius  and  Antony  he  fought 
for  the  latter  aninst  the  Arabians,  bat 
was  pardoned  liy  the  former,  who  be- 
came the  victor.  He  become  nolorioui 
for  ads  of  CTueltv,  among  which  wore 
the  executions  of  Mariamne,  her  two 
Bonx,  her  brother,  and  her  grandfather. 
Herod  was  distin^ished  for  his  love 
of  magnificence  in  architecture,  and 
many  public  works  were  execuMd  un- 
der bis  direction.  -  Died  1  a.  d. 

Herodotus,  a  Greek  hintorian; 
bom  at  ilaliisrnaasua,  in  Caria,  about 
444  B.  c.  He  was  the  son  of  Lviuh, 
and  llic  nephew  of  tlie  poet  Panyosia. 
He  is  called  "the  father  of  hiat'ory," 
and  ia  the  earlieat  Greek  historian 
wboee  OMuplete  worka  have  been  pre- 
•erved.     After  apending  tome  jean 
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at  Athens  and  preparing  for  his  work 
hw  travelling^  through  ^gjpt,  TyrcL 
fiiibjlon,  Asia  Miirar,  weeoe,  ana 
Italy,  he  settled  at  the  Athenian  col- 
ony of  Thurium,  in  the  last-mentioned 
country,  where  he  is  supposed  to  have 
died.  His  principal  work  is  a  history 
of  the  war  between  the  Greeks  and 
the  Persians  from  the  time  of  Cyrus 
the  Great  to  the  triumphs  of  the 
Greeks,  in  478  b.  c,  comprising  a 
period  of  sixty-eight  yean. 

Herricky  Boberty  an  English 
poet  and  divine;  born  in  1591. 
Among  his  (productions  is  Hnperidei^ 
which  contains  many  poems  of  ex- 
quisite beauty.  ''He  has  passages" 
(as  Campbell  no  leai  elegantly  than 
truly  remarks)  **  where  the  thoughts 
•eem  to  dance  into  numbers  from  his 
very  heart,  and  where  he  frolics  like 
a  bttng  made  up  of  melody  and  pleaa- 
Qxe."    Died  1674 

Herschely  Sir  John  Frede- 
rick YITilliam,  an  English  astron- 
omer and  philosopher,  the  only  son 
of  Sir  William  Herschel,  was  bom 
near  Windsor  in  1790 ;  was  educated 
at  Cambridse;  spent  ei^ht  years  in 
reviewing  the  nebulae  discovered  b^ 
his  fiither,  and  in  1834  erected,  at  his 
<mn  expense,  an  observatory  at  Cape 
Town,  Africa,  where  he  paiased  four 
years.  For  his  services  in  the  cause 
of  science  he  was  awarded  a  gold 
medal  bjr  the  Royal  Society  in  1836, 
and  was  m  1855  elected  a  foreign  asso- 
ciate of  the  Institute  of  France.  He 
was  the  author  of  numerous  treatises 
cm  astronomy.    Died  April  13, 1871. 

Herschely  Sir  William,  an 
astronomer;  bom  at  Hanover,  No- 
vember 16, 1738 ;  at  the  age  of  twenty- 
one  removed  to  England,  where  he 
studied  Latin,  Italian,  and  mathemat- 
ics and  taught  music.  Devoting  his 
attention  to  astronomy,  he  succeeded 
in  1774  in  completing  a  reflecting 
telescope  of  five  ieet  focal  length,  and 
one  four  times  greater  in  1779.  In 
March,  1781,  he  discovered  a  new 
primary  planet,  which  he  called 
^'GeoTffium  Sidus,"  after  the  English 
King,  out  Which  ii  now  known  as 


"Uranus."  For  this  discovery  he 
was  granted  a  pension  of  four  hun- 
dred pounds  by  George  III.,  with  the 
title  of  private  astronomer  to  the 
King,  was  awarded  a  gold  medal,  and 
was  elected  a  memb^  of  the  Royal 
Society.  He  afterward  made  several 
important  discoveries,  amons  which 
were  those  of  two  new  satellites  of 
Saturn,  six  satellites  of  Uranus,  and 
(in  1803)  the  motion  of  double  stars 
around  each  other.  Died  1822. 
^  Herrey,  JameSy  an  English  re* 
ligious  writer  and  divine.  Bom  near 
Northampton  in  1714;  died  1758. 

Hervey,  Lord  John,  an  Eng- 
lish writer,  and  eldest  son  of  the  Earl 
of  Bristol;  bom  1606;  became  a 
Privy  Councillor  in  1730,  and  was 
raised  to  the  peerage  in  1733.  He 
was  the  author  of  Memoin  q^  the  Court 
of  Oeorge  //.,  several  political  trea- 
tises, and  various  other  productions. 
Died  1743. 

Hesiody  a  Greek  poet;  bom  at 
Ascra,  in  Boeotia,  at  the  foot  of  Mount 
Helicon;  is  supposed  to  have  flour- 
ished about  800  B.  c.  His  chief  pro- 
duction, a  poem  entitled  Works  and 
Day$f  has  been  eulogized  b^  Aristotle, 
Plato,  Cicero,  and  Quintilian. 

Heyne,  Qiristian  €k>ttlob9 
a  German  scholar  and  critia  Bom 
in  Saxony  in  1729:  died  1812. 

Heywood,  Tnomas,  an  Eng- 
lish actor,  and  the  author  of  A  Woman 
KiiUd  with  Kindness,  A  Challenge  for 
Beauty^  and  of  other  dramas,  flour- 
ished in  the  reigns  of  James  I.  and 
Charles  I. 

HickSy  £lia«,  a  minister  of  the 
Society  of  Friends;  bom  at  Hemp- 
stead, Long  Island,  March  19,  1748. 
His  gilts  were  early  recognized  by 
the  Society,  and  at  tne  age  of  twenty- 
seven  he  had  become  a  well-known 
preacher,  and  for  many  years  travelled 
through  the  United  States  and  Canada. 
His  unitarianism,  or  denial  of  the 
divinity  of  Christ  and  a  vicarious 
atonement,  brought  him  into  disfavor 
with  Orthodox  Friends;  but  he 
preached  his  own  views  with  perse- 
verance, and  at  the  age  of  eighty  still 
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travelled  and  preached.  Ilis  teach- 
ings and  the  manner  in  which  he  wa.s 
treated  by  influential  friends  resulted 
in  a  schism  of  the  Society  into  two 
divisions,  popularly  known  as  "Or- 
thodox" and  "Hicksite"  Friends.  He 
died  at  Jericho,  Long  Island,  Febru- 
ary 27,  1830. 

iUeron,  or  Hiero,  I.  became 
King  of  Syracuse  in  478  B.  c.  He 
waa  a  generous  patron  of  poets  ana 
scholars.  Among  those  who  visited 
his  court  were  Jf&hylvui  and  Pindar. 
Died  467  b.  c. 

HieroDy  or  HierOy  IIm  the  son 
of  a  private  citizen,  entered  the  army, 
became  a  general,  and  waaproclaimed 
King  of  Syracuse  about  270  b.  c.  He 
was  a  wise  and  prosperous  ruler. 

Hildrethy  Richardy  an  Amer- 
ican journalist  and  historian :  bom  in 
Massachusetts  in  1807;  graauated  at 
Harvard  in  1826,  and  was  admitted 
to  the  bar  in  Boston  in  1830.  Among 
hia  works  are  Hidory  of  the  United 
Stain  of  America^  Detpotitm  in  Amer* 
fco,  and  Archie  Moore,  an  anti-slavery 
novel,  afterward  published  in  Eng- 
land under  the  title  of  TKeWhiUSlaDe. 
Died  1865. 

Hill,  Rowland,  Viscount,  an 
English  general ;  bom  in  Shropshire 
in  1772;  became  a  miyor-general  in 
1806;  served  in  Portugal  under  Sir 
Arthur  Wellesley  and  Sir  John 
Moore,  and  was  promoted  to  the  rank 
of  lieutenant-general  in  1809.  He 
was  raised  to  the  peerage  in  1814  as 
Baron  of  Almarez  and  Hawkstone, 
participated  in  the  battle  of  Waterloo 
the  next  year,  was  commander-in- 
chief  of  the  army  from  1828  until 
1842,  and  was  created  a  Viscount. 
Died  1842. 

Hill,  Sir  Rowland,  K.  C.  B., 
D.  C.  L.,  F.  R.  S.,  distinguished  as  the 
author  of  the  English  penny-postal 
system,  was  bom  in  1795,  near  Bir- 
mingham. He  published  in  1837  a 
pamphlet  developing  his  postal  sys- 
tem, which  in  1840  was  carried  into 
effect  by  Parliament  and  has  proved 
▼ery  successful.  He  had  several  or- 
ders and  distinctions  conferred  upon 


;  him,  was  in  1854  made  chief  secretary 
of  the  Postal  Department,  and  in  1864 
was  awarded  twenty  thousand  pounds 
by  Parliament.  Died  August  27, 1879. 

Hipparclius,  the  founder  of  the 
science  of  astronomy,  and  regarded  as 
the  greatest  astronomer  of  antiquity, 
was  of  Greek  extraction,  and  was  bom 
at  Nicsea,  in  Bithynia,  about  175  B.  o. 
But  few  of  his  works  have  been  pre* 
served. 

Hippocrates,  a  physician, 
stvled  The  Father  of  Medi- 
cine, was  bom  in  the  island  of  Cot 
in  460  B.  c,  flourished  at  the  court  of 
Maoedonity  and  died  at  a  yery  ad- 
Tanced  aga 

Hobart,  Am  ustiis  CharleSf 
diatinguisl&ed  as  Hobart  Pashat 

son  of  the  £arl  of  Buckinghamshireu 
was  bora  in  England  in  18^2 ;  entered 
the  Royal  Navy  at  the  age  of  four- 
teen, and  gained  distinction  while  a 
midshipman  for  skill  and  enei|;y. 
Having  retired  on  half-^v  tnm  act- 
ive service  in  the  British  navy,  he 
commanded  a  blockade-ranner  during 
the  American  civil  war.  He  was  pro- 
moted to  the  rank  of  post^captain  in 
the  British  navjr,  in  1868  was  given  a 
high  conunand  in  the  navy  of  Turkey, 
and  was  soon  afterward  raised  by  the 
Sultan  to  the  rank  ef  Pasha  and  of 
full  admiral.  He  also  received  deco- 
rations from  the  Austrian,  French, 
and  Turkish  ^vemments,  but  hit 
name  was  stricken  off  the  British 
Navj-List  for  having  entered  the 
service  of  Turkey  without  leave.  In 
the  late  war  between  Russia  and  Tur- 
key he  was  appointed  bv  the  Sultan 
commander-in-chief  of  the  Black  Sea 
fleet 

Hobbes,  Thomas,  an  English 
philosopher ;  bom  in  1588 ;  was  a  roy- 
alist during  the  Civil  War,  and  ad- 
vocated to  extreme  and  absurd  limits 
the  doctrine  of  unconditional  obedi- 
ence to  the  King.  Some  of  his  writ- 
ings gave  great  offence  to  the  theolo- 
gians of  that  period.    Died  1679. 

Hoche,  Lazare^  a  French 
general;  bora  near  Pans  in  1768; 
entered  the  army  at  the  age  of  six- 
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teen ;  fkTiireil  the  BcTolution ;  tru 
made  a  lieutenant  in  1792;  (^ned 
diitinclion  in  seversl  baltlea ;  wag  «uc- 
CEssively  appointed  ^neral  of  brigade 
and  general  of  division,  and  was  at  tlie 
•georivrenty-fourgiven  the  command 
<rf the  Army  of  Uie  Moselle.  Afterde- 
feating  Wurmserand  driving  him  out 
of  Alsace,  in  1793,  he  was  arrested  by 
the  Jacobins  and  impriaoned  in  Paris, 
but  at  the  death  of  Kobespierre,  in 
1T94,  was  liberated  and  reiastaled  in 
his  command.  He  subsequently  gain- 
ed victories  over  tlie  Vendeans  and  (he 
AuBtrians.  His  death,  wliicli  occur- 
red in  1797,  is  supposed  to  have  been 
caused  b;  poisoD. 

Hofer,  Andreas,  s  TyrolfM 
patriot;  bom  in  1767.  At  the  head 
of  the  T;rolese  peasaate,  in  lti09,  he 
defeated  the  French  in  several  en- 
gagements, and  gained  a  decisive  vio- 
lory  over  Ihem  in  August  of  that 
JMT,  Ijut  wii  noon  after  betrayed  to 
tbe  French  by  a  former  frieud,  was 
tried  at  Mantua,  and  was  executed  in 
FebruaiT,  1810. 

Hofimaii,  Charles  Fenno, 
an  American  writer  j  bom  in  New 
York  in  IHOS;  studied  at  Columbia 
College,  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar. 
Among  his  productions  are  A  Winltr 
n  Iht  Wnl.  ilrat/Haer,  a  novel,  and  ITte 
Vigil  ef  Fuith,  and  Other  Fotmi. 

Ht^arth,  William,  an  Eng- 
liah  saliricaJ  painter ;  born  in  Lou- 
don in  1697.  He  displayed  remark- 
able skill  in  caricature,  and  Iiis  pic- 
tures abound  in  comic  humor.  He  was 
appointed  painter  to  the  King  in  1767. 
Died  17S4. 

Ho^v,  JamcH,  "the  Ettrick 
Shepherd,"  a  Scotch  poet;  bom  in 
Ettrick  Forest,  Scotland,  in  1772 ;  fol- 
lowed lib  fwlier'B  employment  as  a 
shepherd  until  he  was  thirty  years  of 
age.  Among  his  productioDH  are  the 
OnMn't  H'oi-e,  The  Pil^imirflhtS'ui, 
3^  Broanie  of  Bodibah,  and  Other 
Tola,  &o«i  M/todin,  and  The  bor- 
der Oai-Iuad.     Died  1835. 

Holbein,  Hauit,  the  Elder, 
a  German  painter.  Bom  in  Augs- 
burg about  14g0i  died  152S. 


Holbein,  HbuSiThbYouxoeb, 

a  German  painter,  and  son  of  the  pre- 
ceding; bom  at  Grflnstadt  in  1497; 
removed  to  B&le  at  an  early  age ; 
was  recommended  by  Erasmus  to 
Sir  Thomas  More,  Chancellorof  Eng- 
land;  removed  to  London,  and  waa 
liberally  patronized  by  King  Henry 
VIII.  Among  his  works  are  the 
"Dance  of  Daith,"   the   "Adoration 


of  the  Sliepherds  and  Kin 
portraits  of  Sir  Tbomi  ' 
Erasmus.     Died  1564. 

Holland,  Josiah  Gilbert, 
M.  D.,  an  American  author ;  bom  in 
Massachusetts,  July  a4, 1819.  Hebe- 
came  in  1847  an  associate  editor  of 
the  Springfield  RepuUican,  and  was 
from  1870  until  his  death,  in  1881, 
the  very  successful  conductor  of 
Seribnn't  MrmUdy  Magatine.  Among 
the  numerous  works  which  he  wrote 
may  be  mentioned  Tht  Bay  Path,  a 
novel,  TimoUiy  Tiltnmb't  Leileri  lo  the 
Young,  Buier-Smet,  OM-Foii,  and 
Arikta-  Bonnicattlr. 

UolmcB,  Oliver   Wendell, 

an  Araerinin  author;  bom  in  Cam- 
bridge. MmaachuHetts,  August  29, 
1609;  graduated  at  Harvard  College 
at  the  age  of  twenty;  studied  medi- 
cine in  Paris  and  other  cities  of  Eu- 
rope, and  liegan  the  practice  of  medi- 
cine in  Boston  in  1835.  Three  years 
later  he  became  profesBor  of  anaioniy 
and  physiology  in  Dartmouth  Col- 
lege, and  in  1847  was  appointed  to  a 
similar  cbair  in  the  Univereity  of 
Harvard.  Among  his  productions 
are  Tht  AnloeriU  n/  ihe  Breakfial- 
Tablf,  EUie  Ferrner .-  A  Bomana  of 
JJegtiny,  Tht  Ovordian  Angel,  and 
HongH  and  poems.  He  has 
:n  a  number  of  medical  trea- 


Uolt,  Sir  John,  an  English 
judge;  bom  in  1642;  was  sdmilted 
to  the  bar  at  the  age  of  tweniy-one; 
Grmly  oppc«ed  the  det^potic  meas- 
ures of  James  II.,  and  wss  appoint- 
ed Chief-Justice  of  the  King's  Bench 
by  William  IIL  in  1689.  The  year 
fallowing  he  was  offered,  bnt  declined, 
the  officeof  Lord  Chancellor.  He  was 
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■  jnriat  of  raie  sbilitj  mnd  BJudgttof 
great  integrity.    Died  1709. 

HOIty,  Ludwig  Helnrfch 
Christopb,  a  German  Ijric  poet. 
Born  near  Uauover  in  1748;  died 
1776. 

Home,  or  Hume,  John,  a 
Scottish  dramatiiit.  Bora  in  1T24; 
died  1808.  Among  his  productions 
are  the  tragedyof  Doaglai,  which  met 
with  eitraordintuj  suceesa,  and  Mi»- 
(ory  i>f  the  RebeUum  in  174-5. 

Homer,  re^rded  as  the  greatest 
poet  that  ever  lived,  and  aa  the  author 
of  the  two  epics  the  ilrotf  and  the  Odyt- 
My,  is  suppoeed  to  have  been  born  at 
Smyrna  or  Scio,  and  to  have  lived 
about  1000  B.  c,  Bcarcely  anything 
is  known  of  hia  life. 

HoDorius,  FlaviiiB,  a  Boman 
Emperor,  son  of  Theodosius  the 
Great,  was  bom  at  Constantinople  in 
384  A.  s.  and  ascended  the  throne  in 
39S.  Ills  general,  Stilicho,  in  402 
defeated,  at  Pollenlia,  Alaric  the 
Goth,  who  had  invaded  Italy;  but 
in  410  Bom«  was  taken  and  pillaged 
by  Alaric.     Died  423. 

Hood,  Thomaa,  ao  English 
author  and  humorist;  bom  in  London 
in  1793.  He  was  suocessively  editor 
of  the  Lwuion  Magntme,  the  Cbmie 
Armuoi,  The  Ocm,  the  Nta  MonttUy 
Megarine,  and  HooiTt  Slagwnnt. 
Among  hJB  works  are  the  Song  of 
the  Shirt,  Wkimi  and  Odilitit*,  Bridge 
rf  Sigh*,  and  Dream  iS  Eugeiit  Aram. 
Died  1645. 

Hook,  Theodore  Fdward, 
was  bom  in  London  in  1738.  He  ex- 
celled as  a  Diiniic,  a  vocalist,  and  a 
coDTersationalist,  and  was  addicted  to 
extreme  practical  jokes.  He  aajuired 
the  favor  of  tlie  Prince-Kcgenl,  was 
for  some  time  treasurer  of  the  colony 
of  the  Mauritius,  and  in  18'20  beokme 
editor  of  the  John  lluli  newspaper, 
which  was  very  succestful,  and  in 
1830  editor  of  the  A'cw  Monthly  Mag- 
tainf.  He  was  the  author  of  several 
novels  and  other  works.     Died  1841. 

Uooker,  Joseph,  an  American 
Benenl;  bom  in  Uasnchuaetis  in 
leiQ;  gradnated  at  West  Point  in 


18S7 ;  fought  in  the  Mexiou  war 
and  in  California,  resigning  his  com- 
mission in  1853.  He  served  in  the 
civil  war  in  1861,  and  gained  great 
distinction  for  his  conduct  at  the 
battles  of  Williamsburg,  Fair  Oaks, 
Malvern  Hill,  and  Antielam,  where 
he  was  wounded,  September  17,  1802. 
He  was  in  the  same  year  promoted  to 
the  rank  of  major-general  of  volun- 
teers and  brigadier^^eneral  in  the 
regular  army.  He  commanded  the 
right  wilig  of  the  Federal  army  at 
Fredericksburg  in  Becember,  1862, 
was  appointed  to  the  command  of  the 
Army  of  the  Pot<Hnac  in  18S3,  wM 
defeated  at  Chan  eel  loraville  in  May 
of  the  game  year,  and  was  supeTseded 
by  Gen.  Meade  on  the  28th  of  June. 
As  commander  of  the  Twentieth 
Army  Corps  he  subsequently  gained 
great  distinction  at  the  battles  of 
Lookout  Mountain  and  Missionary 
Kidge  in  1863.  He  was  in  18dS  bre- 
vetted  major-general  in  the  regular 
amiy  and  placed  upon  the  retired  list. 
Died  October  31,  1879. 

Hooker,  Richard,  an  English 
author  and  ecclesiastic;  bom  in  1663; 
studied  at  Oxford.  His  principal 
production,  The  Lamt  of  Ecelaiatbeol 
Poiily,  is  regarded  as  one  of  the  most 
able  works  ever  issued  in  defence  of 
the  forms  and  discipline  of  the  Church 
of  England.     Died  1600. 

Hope,  Thomas,  an  English 
novelist  and  miBojllaneous  writer. 
Bora   1770:   died   1331. 

Hopklnnon,  Franefs,  an 
American  author,  wit,  and  patriot; 
bora  in  Philadelphia  in  1737;  gradu- 
ated at  the  college  of  (bat  city,  and 
was  admitted  to  the  bar.  He  con- 
tributed by  his  writings  to  arouse  the 
spirit  of  freedom  and  to  prepare  the 
people  for  independence.  lie  repre- 
sented New  Jersey  in  the  Continental 
Congress  of  1776,  and  was  one  of  the 
signers  of  the  Declsrstion  of  Inde- 
pendence. He  beaune  in  1790  judge 
of  the  United  States  District  Cou- 
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an  American  lawyer,  son  of  the  pre- 
ceding, and  the  author  of  HaU,  Omifn- 
hia  I  was  bom  in  Philadelphia  in  1770, 
was  educated  at  the  University  of 
Pennsylvania,  and  was  admitted  to 
the  bar.  He  gained  high  distinction 
in  his  profeesion,  and  was  leading 
counsel  for  Dr.  Rush  in  1799  in  his 
suit  for  libel  against  William  Cobbett. 
He  served  in  Congress  from  1815  to 
1819j  and  was  in  1828  appointed,  by 
President  Adams,  United  States  judge 
for  the  Eastern  District  of  Tennsyl- 
Tania,  a  position  which  he  held  until 
his  death,  in  1842. 

Horace,  or  Quintus  Hora« 
tius  FlaccuSy  a  Latin  poet;  bom 
near  Venusia,  in  Italy,  in  £)ecember, 
65  B.  c.  He  was  the  son  of  a  freed- 
man,  and  was  at  an  early  age  sent  to 
Rome,  where  he  studied  the  Latin  and 
Greek  languages.  In  his  eighteenth 
▼ear  he  went  to  Athens  to  complete 
nis  studies,  and  while  there  joined  the 
army  of  Brutus,  was  mode  a  military 
tribune,  and  was  given  the  command 
of  a  legion.  He  participated  in  the 
disastrous  battle  of  Pnilippi,  and 
upon  his  return  to  Rome,  his  estate 
having  been  confiscated,  supported 
himsdf  by  performing  the  duties  of  a 
clerk  in  the  treasury.  Having  ob- 
tained by  his  poems  the  favor  of  Vir- 
gil and  Varius,  he  was  by  them  recom- 
mended to  Mecenas,  who  liberally 
patronized  him.  He  was  afterward 
treated  with  high  consideration  by  the 
Emperor  Augustus.    Died  8  b.  c. 

Uorseley,  Samuel,  LL.D., 
F.  R.  8.,  an  English  author  and  prel- 
ate ;  bom  in  1733 ;  became  Bishop  of 
St.  Asaph's  in  1802.  He  was  in  1767 
chosen  a  Fellow  of  the  Royal  Society. 
Died  1806. 

Hortense  Eugr^nie  de 
Beauliamais,  Queen  of  Holland 
and  mother  of  Napoleon  III.,  was  the 
daughter  of  Viscount  Beauhamais 
and  of  Josephine,  afterward  Empress 
of  the  French,  and  was  bom  in  Paris 
in  1783.  Contrary  to  her  own  incli- 
nations, she  was  induced  to  marry 
Louis  Bonaparte,  who  was  brother  of 
Napoleon  I.,  and  who  was  created 


King  of  HoUand  in  1806.  SheUTed 
with  him  very  unhappily,  and  was 
finally  separated  from  him  in  1810. 
Died  1837. 

Hosmer,  Harriet  G.,  an 
American  sculptor;  bom  in  Massa. 
chusetts  in  1830.  She  removed  to 
Rome  in  1852,  and  received  instruc- 
tions from  Gibson.  Among  her  works 
are  "  Hesper,  or  the  Evening  Star,'' 
"  Daphne,"  "  Medusa,"  "  Beatrice 
Cenci  Sleeping  in  her  Cell,"  a  statue 
of  Zenobia,  Queen  of  Palmyra,  in 
chains,  and  "The  Waking  Faun." 

Houdon,  Jean  Antoine,  a 
French  sculptor;  bom  at  Versailles 
in  1741.  Among  his  works  are  the 
marble  statue  of  Washin^n  in  the 
State-House  at  Richmond,  Virginia, 
and  a  bust  of  Dr.  Franklin.  Died 
1828. 

Houston,  Sam,  an  American 
general;  bom  near  Lexington,  Vir- 

f:inia,  in  1793.  He  removed  in  earlv 
ife  to  Tennessee,  where  he  was  aa- 
mitted  to  the  bar ;  was  elected  to  Con- 
gress in  1 823  and  was  chosen  Governor 
of  Tennessee  in  1827.  Two  years  later 
he  resigned  his  office,  renounced  civili- 
sation, and  passed  a  number  of  years 
with  the  Cherokee  Indians.  Remov- 
ing to  Texas  about  1832,  he  took  a 
prominent  part  in  the  revolt  against 
Mexico,  was  elected  commander-in- 
chief  of  the  Texan  forces,  and  de- 
feated and  captured  Santa  Anna  at 
San  Jacinto,  April  21, 1836.  He  was 
elected  President  of  Texas  in  July  of 
that  year,  was  re-elected  in  1841,  and 
was  chosen  United  States  Senator  in 
1845,  when  Texas  was  annexed  to  the 
Union,  and  was  elected  Governor  of 
Texas  in  18o9.  He  was  a  Unionist 
at  the  commencement  of  the  civil  war, 
but  was  unable  to  stem  the  torrent  of 
secession.    Died  1862. 

Howard,  Cliarles,  Lord  Ef- 
fingham, or  Lord  Howard  of  Effing- 
ham, was  the  son  of  William,  Lord 
Effingham,  and  grandson  of  Thomas 
Howard,  second  Duke  of  Norfolk, 
and  was  bora  in  1536.  After  filling 
many  positions  of  importance,  he  was 
in  1680  appointed  lord  high  admiral 
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of  Enxlaod  b7  Quean  ElUabelb,  uid 
in  16^  defMt«d  the  "  Invindble  Ar< 
nada."  He  afterward  made  a  succeu- 
fill  expeditioD  againat  Cadii,  and  was 
created  Eail  of  Nottingham,  Ked 
1624. 

Howard,  Henry,  Earl  of  Sur- 
rey, an  En);lish  poet,  vras  the  son  of 
Thoniab,  third  Duke  of  Norfolk,  and 
was  bom  about  1516.  Accompanj'ing 
Henry  V  n  I .  in  his  in  vaaion  ol  fronce 
in  1544,  he  was  created  a  Field-Mar- 
thai  and  appointed  Governor  of  Bou- 
logne. Ue  HuUequenlly  incurred  the 
Buspicion  of  flenry,  vraa  recalled,  with 
hii  father  wag  arrested,  and  was  con- 
demned and  eieculed  in  1547.  The 
Earl  of  Surrey  was  the  Gmt  poet  who 
uaed  blank-verse  in  the  l^glish  lan- 
guage. He  also  did  much  to  iinpniva 
tlie  style  of  versili cation. 

Howard,  Henry,  an  English 
painter.     Bom  17ti9;  died  1847. 

Howard,  John,  F.  R.  S.,  an 
English  philunlhrupst ;  bom  near 
London  in  1T2G.  Embarking  fur 
Lisbon  in  1756  (o  assist  in  reliev- 
ing the  BuHerings  caused  there  by 
the  great  earthquake,  he  was  cap- 
lurea  by  a  French  privateer,  and 
the  ill-usage  which  he  then  experi- 
enred  i*  said  to  have  induced  him 
to  devote  bis  life  lo  the  ameliora- 
tion of  the  sufferings  of  prisoners. 
He  became  shcrilT  of  the  oounty  of 
Bedford  in  1773,  visited  moat  of  the 
county  jails  of  England,  and  in  the 
next  year  induced  the  House  of 
Commons  to  inaugurate  a  system  of 
prison  reform.  He  published  three 
years  later  a  work  on  Tht  Stale  of 
Ih4  Priton*  in  England.  The  remain- 
der of  his  life  was  devnted  to  visiting 
prisons  and  hospitals  throughout  Eu- 
rope. He  died  in  1700,  of  fever,  at 
Cherson,  on  the  Black  Sea. 

Howard,  Oliver  Otis,  an 
American  general ;  bom  in  Maine  in 
1H30:  grailuated  at  Bowduin  College 
in  1850,  and  in  ld54  at  West  Point, 
where,  three  years  later,  he  became 
assistant  professor  of  matliematics. 
Entering  the  army  a*  a  colonel  in 
1861,  i>«  oommaiidBil  a  brigade  at  the 


battle  of  Bull  Run,  was  made  a  brig> 

adier-genetui  in  1861  and  a  m^jop- 
generii  of  volunteers  in  1H62.  In 
that  year  he  lost  his  arm  at  the  bat- 
tle of  Fair  Oaks,  and  commanded  a 
division  at  Antietam  and  at  Freder- 
icksburg. He  was  given  command 
of  the  Eleventh  Army  Corps,  with 
which  he  participated  in  the  battles 
of  Chancellursville  and  Gettysburg. 
He  afterward  served  with  distinction 
in  Tennessee,  and  commanded  the 
right  wing  of  Sherman's  army  in  the 
celebrated  "  March  to  the  Sea."  Ha 
was  afterward  made  a  brigadier-gen- 
eral and  brevetled  a  m^or-general 
in  the  regular  army.  He  was  at  the 
bead  of  the  Freedman's  Bureau  from 
ltf6a  until  1872,  and  was  court-mar- 


chargea  relating  u 
of  the  same. 

Howard,  Thomas,  third 
Duke  of  Norfolk,  an  English  geo- 
erul  and  stateiunan,  son  of  the  saMmd 
Duke  of  Norfolk,  was  bom  about 
1473,  was  created  high  admiral  of 
England  in  1513,  and  contribuUd, 
under  his  father,  then  Earl  of  Sur- 
rey, (o  the  defeat  of  the  Scotch  on  tha 
famous  field  of  Flodden,  after  whi<i 
his  father  was  created  Duke  of  Nor- 
folk and  himself  Earl  of  Surrey.  He 
was  appointed  Lord  High  Treaauiar 
of  England  in  1523,  and  succeeded 
bu  father  as  Duke  of  Norfolk  the 
year  following.  He  was  the  uncle 
of  two  of  Henry's  Queens,  Anne 
Soleyn  and  Catherine  Howard,  but, 
being  a  staunch  Catholic,  was  hos- 
tile to  the  former.  He  was  arrested 
on  a  charge  of  treason  in  1547,  was 
condemned  and  ordered  for  execu- 
tion ;  but  Henry  died  before  the  order 
was  carried  into  effect,  and  Norfolk, 
regainmg  his  libertv  after  six  yean/ 
imprisonment,  died  in  1554.  His 
son,  the  Earl  of  Surrey,  was  executed 
in  l.>47. 

Howe,  Elias,  the  inventor  of 
the  sewing-machine  which  bears  hia 
name,  was  bom  in  Maauchusetts  in 
1819.  In  1861,  at  hia  own  expense, 
ha  niaed  %  r^mott,  in  which  ha 
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enlisted  as  a  priyate.    Died  Septem- 
ber 3, 1867. 

Howe,  Richard,  Earl,  an 
Eoglish  admiral,  the  son  of  Lord 
Emanuel  Scrope  Howe,  was  born  in 
1725.  Gaining  the  rank  of  captain 
in  the  navy  about  1747,  he  served 
with  distinction  in  the  Seven  Years' 
war  against  the  French,  succeeded 
his  brother  to  the  title  of  Viscount  in 
1758,  and  was  appointed  rear-admiral 
of  the  blue  and  commander  of  the 
Mediterranean  fleet  in  1770.  He 
served  against  the  United  States 
from  1776  to  1778,  became  admiral 
of  the  blue  in  1782,  and  was  in 
1788  created  Earl  Howe.  He  gain- 
ed a  brilliant  victory  over  the  French 
fleet  June  1,  1794,  capturing  seven 
ships-of-the-line.    Died  1799. 

Howe,  Sir  William,  an  Eng- 
Ibh  general,  and  younger  brother  of 
Kichard,  Earl  Howe ;  entered  Parlia- 
ment in  1774 ;  was  in  1775  appointed 
commander-in-chief  of  the  British 
army  in  America.  Having  previ- 
ously favored  the  cause  of  the  colo- 
nists, he  was  censured  by  his  con- 
stituents for  accepting  this  position. 
He  commanded  at  the  battles  of 
Bunker  Hill,  Long  Island,  and  the 
Brandvwine,  and  took  possession  of 
the  cities  of  New  York  and  Philadel- 
phia. He  was  recalled  at  his  own 
request  in  1778,  and  was  succeeded 
by  Sir  Henry  Clinton.    Died  1814. 

Uowells,  William  De^n,  an 
American  writer;  born  in  Ohio  in 
1837 ;  learned  the  trade  of  a  printer, 
and  became  a  journalist  at  an  early 
age.  He  was  American  Consul  at 
Venice  from  1861  till  1865,  and  in 
1871  became  editor  of  the  Atlantic 
Monthly f  a  position  which  he  occu- 
pied for  about  ten  years.  Among 
his  productions  are  Venetian  Life, 
Theii'  Wedding-Joumeyf  Counterfeit 
PrfKentmevt,  and  Choice  Biography. 

Howitt,  Mary,  an  English 
author,  the  daughter  of  Mr.  Botham, 
a  member  of  the  Society  of  Friends, 
was  bom  about  1804,  and  was  mar- 
ried to  William  Howitt  at  the  age  of 
nineteen.  Among  her  prodactions  are 


The  Seven  TemptationSf  Our  Oousina 
in  Ohio,  A  TreoBury  of  Talet  for  the 
Young,  LilisleoL,  The  Coat  of  Caergwyriy 
and  translations  from  the  workis  of 
Frederika  Bremer  and  Hans  Chris- 
tian Andersen. 

Howitt,  William,  an  English 
writer ;  born  in  Derbyshire  in  1795 ; 
was  educated  as  a  member  of  the  So- 
cietv  of  Friends,  and  in  1823  mar- 
ried Miss  Mary  Botham.  Besides 
producing  several  works  jointly  with 
nis  wife,  he  is  the  author  of  Book  of 
the  SeasonSy  The  Rural  Life  of  Englnna, 
Haunts  and  Homes  of  Bntish  Poets, 
Illustrated  History  of  England,  a  vol- 
ume of  poems,  and  numerous  other 
works.    Died  March  3,  1879. 

Hudson,  Henry,  or  Hen- 
drik,  an  English  navigator;  bom  in 
the  latter  part  of  the  sixteenth  cen- 
tury. After  exploring  the  Arctic  re- 
gions beyond  eighty  degrees  north 
latitude,  he  discovered  in  1609,  while 
in  the  service  of  the  Dutch  East  In- 
dia Company,  the  river  in  New  York 
which  now  bears  his  name.  In  1610 
he  discovered  and  explored  Hudson's 
Bay,  and  in  the  year  following,  while 
returning,  was  put  by  his  mutinous 
crew,  with  eight  men,  into  a  small 
boat,  was  abandoned,  and  was  never 
afterward  heard  of. 

Hugrhes,  Thomas,  an  English 
author  and  barrister ;  bom  near  ^  ew- 
burv,  Berks,  October  20,  1823 ;  gradu- 
ated at  Oxford  in  1845 ;  studi^  law 
at  Lincoln's  Inn,  and  was  called  to 
the  bar  in  1848.

Hng^o,  Victor  Marie,  Vr- 
COMTE,  a  French  poet  and  novelist, 
the  son  of  a  colonel  in  the  French 
army,  was  born  at  Besan^on,  Febru- 
ary 26,  1802.  He  was  admitted  to 
the  French  Academy  in  1841,  was 
created  a  peer  of  France  by  Louis 
Philippe,  and  was  chosen  President 
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of  the  Peace  CoitKran  in  1849.  After 
Uie  establishment  of  tLe  Second  Em- 
pire he  went  into  exile,  pwned  several 
yevt  in  Guernsey,  Jersey,  and  oilier 
plues,  and  refused  to  avail  hiatselC 
of  the  ^enenU  anmeBty  of  1  Sb'H,  Be- 
tntning  ta  France  on  the  fall  of  the 
Empire,  he  was  elected  (o  the  Na- 
tional Assembly  at  BotdeAux,  but 
resigned  his  seat  earl^  in  JS7I  and 
went  lo  Bniisels.  Owing  to  his  sym- 
pathy with  the  Communists,  he  via 
•oon  after  expelled  from  the  counlry 
bw  the  Belgian  government.  Among 
hu  numerous  productions  are  Oilet

Hull,  Isaac,  an  American  com- 
modore; bora  in  Connecticut  in  1775; 
altered  the  navy ;  served  with  di»- 
tinaioD  in  the  war  against  Tripoli, 
and  was  in  IHOS  made  a  pnat-caiMuin. 
Ob  the  19lh  of  August,  1812,  while 
commanding  the  frigate  Constitution, 
he  c^tured,  after  a  sharp  engage- 
ment, the  Itritisli  frigate  Uuerriere, 
for  which  service  he  was  presented  by 
Cotigrew  witii  a  sold  medal.  He 
afterward  commanded  the  Pacific  and 
Uedilenanean  syuodrons.  Died  1843. 

Hull,  Wllliaiu,  an  American 
of&cer;  bom  in  Connecticut  in  1753. 
He  Btf  ved  with  distinction  during  the 
Ke volution ary  war,  and  was  in  1H12 
given  the  command  of  the  North- west* 
era  army.  In  August  of  that  year, 
at  Detroit,  he  surrendered,  with  two 
thousand  men,  to  the  British  general 
Brock,  for  which  act  he  was  tried  in 
1814  by  a  court-martial  and  sentenced 
to  be  shot.  Although  President  Modi- . 
•on  approved  the  «entenc&  be  remitted 
ilB  execution  on  Booount  of  Qen.  Hull'i 
age  and  previom  servicai.  Died  18:i&. 


Humbert  IV.,  King  of  Italy, 

eldest  son  of  the  late  King  Victor 
Kmmanuel,  was  bom  March  14, 1844, 
He  aided  in  the  unification  of  Italy, 
aeaisting  especially  in  the  reorganiza- 
tion of  the  ancient  kingdom  of  the 
Two  Sicilies,  where  he  was  exceed- 
ingly popular,  was  sent  aa  Envoy 
Extraordinary  to  Paris  in  1866,  and 
in  the  same  year  commanded  a  divis- 
ion, with  the  title  of  lieulenant-gen- 
eial,  under  Oen.  (^Idini,  gainst  the 
Auatrians,  and  displayed  remarkable 
valor  at  the  disastrous  battle  of  Cu*. 
tozza  (June  23,  1806).  He  married,. 
April  22,  1898,  (he  Princess  Margue- 
rite Marie  Therese  Jeanne  of  Savoy, 
a  niece  of  King  Victor  Emmanuel. 
A  son  was  bom  of  this  marriage,  No- 
vember 11,  tSC9,  who  was  named 
Mctor  Emmanuel  Ferdinand  Mary 
Junuarius,  and  was  given  tlie  title  of 
Prince  of  Naples.  Humbert-  sue 
ceeded  his  fatlier  to  the  throne  Janu- 
ary 9,  1878.  In  November  of  that 
year  an  unaucoesaful  attempt  to  aasas- 
siimte  him  was  made  by  a  man  named 
Giovanni  Paaianante,  but  the  King 
escaped  with  a  alight  scratch. 

Hiiiiiboldt,  von,  Frfedrfch 
Heiiirivh  Alexander,  Baroh, 
a  German  scientist;  bom  in  Berlin, 
September  14,  1739.  He  was  the  bod 
of  Major  von  Humboldt,  and  waa 
educated  at  the  tiniverniiief  of  Frank- 
fi)rt<in-the-(Jder  and  Giitlingen.  He" 
travelled  in  Western  Europe  in  1790, 
and  in  1792  was  appointed  director- 
senerol  of  the  mines  of  An^>ach  and 
Haireuth,  and  four  years  later  con- 
tinued his  Htudiee  at  Jena,  where  he 
became  intimate  with  Goethe  and 
Schiller.  In  June.  1799,  he  joined 
'■  —  6  Bonpland  in  an  ex]>editi —  '" 


of  that  continent.  He  ascended 
Chimboraio  in  June,  tS02,  reaching 
a  point  nineteen  thousand  feet  above 
tlie  sea-level,  being  the  highest  point 
in  the  Andes  ever  attainai  by  man. 
After  spending  about  a  year  in  Mexi- 
co he  returned  to  Europe  in  July, 
1804,  and  became  a  r«aident  of  Paria. 
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He  was  chosen  a  member  of  the 
French  Institute  in  1810,  removed  in 
1826  to  Berlin,  where  he  received 
several  marks  of  roval  favor,  and  at 
the  request  of  the  Emperor  of  Russia 
made  in  1829,  with  Kose  and  Ehren- 
berg,  a  scientific  exploration  of  Si- 
beria. Between  1830  and  1848  he 
was  sent  on  several  missions  to  France 
hy  the  King  of  Prussia.  Humboldt 
received  from  France  the  title  of 
Grand  Officer  of  the  I.«egion  of  Honor, 
was  elected  a  member  of  all  the  prin- 
cipal academies  of  the  world,  and 
•was  the  author  of  numerous  scientific 
works  of  great  value  and  merit.  Died 
in  Berlin,  Mav  6,  1859. 

Hiimboldt,  von,  Karl  Wil- 
heliiiy  Baron,  a  (German  philologist 
and  statesman,  was  a  brotner  of  the 

5 receding,  and  was  bom  at  Potsdam, 
une  22,  1767.  He  studied  at  Got- 
tingen  and  Leyden,  and  about  1802 
was  sent  as  Minister  to  Rome  by  the 
'King  of  Prussia.  Returning  to  Prus- 
sia in  1808,  he  became  Minister  of 
Public  Instruction  and  one  of  the 
founders  of  the  University  of  Berlin, 
and  was  in  1810  sent  as  Ambassador 
to  Vienna.  He  died  near  Berlin, 
April  8, 1835,  after  having  established 
the  highest  reputation  as  a  critic, 
philosopher,  and  philologist.  He  was 
the  author  of  several  works  of  great 
value. 

Hiinie,  Davidy  a  philosopher 
and  historian,  was  the  younger  son 
of  Joseph  Hume,  or  Home,  a  relative 
of  the  Earl  of  Home,  and  was  bom  in 
Edinburgh,  April   26,   1711.      After 

Pursuing  his  studies  for  some  time  in 
'ranee,  he  was  in  1746  appointed 
secretary  to  Gen.  St.  Clair,  with 
whom  he  remained  two  years  on  the 
Continent,  and  about  1752  commenced 
the  greatest  of  his  works,  the  History 
of  England.  He  was  the  author  of  sev- 
eral other  works,  some  of  which  were 
of  a  decidedly  sceptical  nature.  Died 
1776. 

Humphreys,  Andrew  At- 
kinson, an  American  general  and 
scientist ;  bom  in  Philadelphia,  No- 
vember 2,  1810;  graduated  at  West 


Point  in  1837,  and  served  against  th« 
Indians  in  Florida.  He  oegan  in 
1850  the  hydrograpbic  survey  of  the 
delta  of  the  Mississippi,  which  he 
carried  on  until  the  commencement 
of  the  civil  war,  in  1861,  when^he  had 
obtained  the  rank  of  major.*  After 
serving  on  the  staff  of  Gen.  McClel- 
lan  he  was  commissioned  a  miyor- 
general  of  volunteers  and  served  with 
distinction  in  the  army  of  the  Poto> 
mac,  and  for  his  efficient  services  at 
the  siege  of  Petersburg  as  a  corps 
commander  was  brevetted  a  major- 
general  in  the  regular  army.  He  was 
m  1866  appointed  engineer-in-chief 
of  the  United  States  army.  He  pos- 
sesses rare  scientific  attainments  and 
is  an  active  member  of  several  learned 
societies  in  America  and  Europe. 

HuniadeSy  an  Hungarian  gen- 
eral distinguished  for  great  courage 
and  skill,  became  Governor  of  Hun- 

Sary  in  1444,  and  in  1456  successfully 
efended  Belgrade  against  the  Turks 
under  Mahomet  II.  Huiiiades  died 
soon  after  of  wounds  received  during 
the  si^e. 

Huuty  James  Henry 
Ijeighf  an  English  poet  and  au- 
thor, was  bom  near  London  in  1784 ; 
served  for  some  time  as  a  clerk  in 
the  War-Office,  and  in  1808  com- 
menccd  with  his  brother  John  to 
issue  ITie  Examiner,  a  periodical 
which  soon  acquired  a  high  reputa- 
tion for  literary  merit.  He  and  his 
brother  in  1812  were  sentenced  to 
pay  a  fine  of  five  hundred  pounds 
each  and  to  be  imprisoned  two  years 
for  publishing  a  satire  on  the  Prince- 
Regent  in  which  he  was  called  an 
"Adonis  of  fifty."  During  his  im- 
prisonment he  composed  three  poems, 
of  which  Rimini  was  especially  ad- 
mired. He  was  in  1822  associated 
with  Byron  and  Shelley  as  an  editor 
of  The  LiheraJy  a  literary  and  politi- 
cal journal.  He  afterward  quarrelled 
with  the  former,  and  in  1828  pub- 
lished Hecolledions  of  Byron,  which 
deeply  offended  many  of  the  friends 
of  that  poet  In  1847  a  pension 
of  two  hundred  pounds  was  granted 
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Hunt,  ,Willlam  Heary,  aa 

English  painter  in  waler-culora,  waa 
bom  in  Lundon  in  1790.  lie  it  iiigh- 
ly  praised  by  Rusltin.     Died  1864. 

Hunt,  WllUam  Holiuau,  an 
Engllili  painter  of  diBtinction ;  bom 
in  London  in  1827 ;  exhibited  his  firet 

Eicture  at  tlie  Academy  in  1846.  He 
lus  been  awarded  gevenil  piiiea,  and 
wa«  una  of  (he  moat  prominent  neni- 
ben  of  llic  pre-Rupliaelite  move- 
ment. Among  his  jpaintinga  ore 
"Rienzi  Vowing  to  OI)tain  Justice 
for  the  Deatii  of  tiia  Young  Brutli- 
er,"  "  Our  English  CoasW,"  and 
"Finding  the  Saviour  in  the  Tem- 
ple." 

Hunter,  David,  an  American 
general;  Ihiiti  iu  Waahington,  D.  C, 
-1  1802 :  graduated  at  Weat  Point  at

army-surgeon.  He  was  in  1767  elect- 
ed a  Fellow  of  the  Bojal  Societvand 
surgeon  of  St.  Gorge's  Hospital.  He 
pOfueused  remarkable  surgical  skill 
and  was  regarded  as  the  grealeat 
British  anatomist  of  the  eighteenth 
century.  It  is  staled  that  his  luueeum 
cost  seventy  thousand  pounds.  Died 
1793. 

Hnatlit^don,  Seltna,  Covkt- 
ESH  OF,  an  English  lady  distinguished 
for  her  munificent  charities,  waa  the 


daughter  of  the  Earl  of  Ferrera,  wm 

bom  in  1707,  and  at  the  age  of  twen- 

S-ona  was  married  lo  tha   Earl  of 
untingdon.     Died  I79J 


1770.  He  was  killed  by  an  engine  on 
the  Liverpool  and  Manchester  Rail- 
way. September  15,  IB^iO. 

Hlisit,  John,  a  Reformer  1  born 
in  Southern  Bohemia  in  1373;  waa 
in  1402  appointed  preacher  at  the 
Betlileheni  Chapel,  in  Prague,  and 
became  an  ardent  advocate  of  the 
doctrines  of  Wickliile,  whose  works 
he  bad  translated  into  Bohemian. 
He  became  rector  of  the  L'niveraity 
of  Prague,  in  1412  denounced  lh« 
uipal  bull  issued  against  the  King  of 
Naples,  and  with  Jerome  of  Pragua 
condemned  the  sale  of  indulgencas. 
He  vfos  excommunicated  in  1413, 
and  the  next  year  was  cited  to  ap- 
pear before  the  Council  of  Con- 
stance, Obtaining  a  safeKunduct  from 
the  Emperor  Sigismund,  he  went  to 
Constance,  where,  by  order  of  that 
treacherous  suvertigu,  he  was  burned 
to  death  at  the  stake. 

H.UtClilnHou,  Thomas,  a 
royal  Governor  of  Muasachusetla; 
Imrn  in  Boeton  in  1711:  was  ap- 
pointed Chief-Justice  of  the  colony 
In  I7(»,  and  Governor  in  17t;9.  He 
waa  hostile  to  the  struggle  for  liberty, 
but  hui  conduct  promoted  the  cauae 
of  the  colonies.  He  was  the  author 
of  several  works,  two  of  which  re- 
late to  the  colonial  history  of  Maaaa- 
chusetts.  He  retired  to  Fln^land  in 
1774,  and  died  near  London  six  years 

Huxley,  Thomas  HeDry, 

LL.D.,  Ph.D.,  F.  R.  S.,  an  English 
scientist;  Ixirn  in  lt)25;  was  educated 
at  Ealing  School,  Middlesex,  and 
studied  medicine  at  the  medical 
school  of  the  Charing  Croan  Hoa- 
pital.  He  served  from  1816  until 
1850  as  an  assbitant  surgeon  in  the 
royal  navy,  in  1854  was  appointed 
profewur  of  natural  history  in  the 
Royal  School  of  Minea,  London,  in 
1872  waa  elected  Lord  Rector  of  tha

Hyder-Aleey  or  Hyder^All» 

H  Hindu  Prince;  bora  about  1718; 
entered  the  army  of  the  Riyah  of  My* 
■ore;  was  promoted  to  the  command 
of  an  army  and  senred  against  the 
Mahrattas;  captured  Bangalore,  and 
about  1769  obtained   the   principal 

Swer  at  Mysore.  Havii^  alarmed 
B  British  l^  his  ambition  and  suo 
eem,  they  formed  a  leasue  against 
him  with  the  Mahrattas.  Hyder^Alee 
was  again  succeadbl,  and  comneUed 
the  English  tosue  for  peace  and  form 


an  alliance  with  him.  He  was  de- 
feated by  the  Mahrattas  in  1771,  th« 
En^lbh  fidlinff  to  render  him  the 
assistance  which  they  had  promiaad. 
He  subsequently  formed  an  alliance 
with  the  French  and  the  Mshrsttaa, 
invaded  the  Carnatic  in  1780^  gained 
several  successes  over  the  firitieh 
forces,  and  penetrated  nearly  (o 
Madras,  but  was  defeated  at  Forte 
Novo  in  1782.  He  was  regarded  aa 
Uie  most  formidable  enemy  wilk 
whom  the  English  had  to  contend 
in  India.    Died  1782. 

HjriMttiaf  a  female  philosopher 
and  mathematician,  was  the  dsngh- 
ter  of  Theon,  and  was  bora  at  Alex- 
andria in  the  latter  part  of  the  fourth 
century.  She  favorad  the  NeoJ^la^ 
tonic  i^ilosophy,  which  she  taught 
with  great  success  at  Alexandria. 
The  monks  of  that  city,  regarding 
Hypatia  as  the  chief  supporter  of  tha 
old  religion,  and  instigated  by  CyrlL 
the  Christian  Patriarch,  attacked 
Hypatia  in  March,  416  a.  D.,  as  she 
was  proceeding  to  her  school,  tore 
her  irom  her  chariot,  and  mui^ered 
her.  Her  works  were  burned  when 
the  Moslems  destroyed  the  library 
at  Alexandria.

Ibrftheem,  Puh»  o(  B^rpt,  the 
■on  of  Mshemst  Ali,  wu^iotti  in 
Rum«lia  in  1789.  After  gubdiiing  the 
Wahabeea  in  Arabik  in  1818,  he  was 
rivetl  bT  his  lather  the  command  of  a 
Mod  and  navnl  eipedition  sgainst 
Greece.  He  landed  in  18'Z5  in  the 
Hnrea  with  about  ten  thousand  men, 
reduced  wveral  towna,  uid  committed 
neat  criTeltiea.  The  ridniy  gained 
by  the  allies  at  Navarino  and  the  en- 
trsnco  of  a  French  army  into  the 
Hnrea  cnropelled  Ibr&heem  to  retire 
to  E^pt  in  t8'2S.  As  a  commander 
under  the  Viceror  of  that  country  he 
fought  against  the  Turks,  captured 
Aleppo,  and  gained  a  great  victory 
over  them  at  Knnieh,  in  Syria,  in 
ISa-l.     Died   1848. 

Ibr&heem  Befi  a  chief  of  the 
Miinielukee ;  bom  in  Circassin  about 
173o.  He  went  to  E^pt,  enterad  the 
service  of  Mohammed  liev,  and  after 
his  death  became,  with  Murad  Bey, 
joint-ruler  of  that  country.  Alter 
the  defeat  of  the  latter  bv  Itunanarta 
in  1798,  IbrAheem  retired  to  Hyria. 
In  1800  he  served  (gainst  the  P'rench, 
returned  to  Egypt,  and  was  for  some 
time  Governor  of  Cairo.     Died  1810. 

Idel«r,  Christian  LudwiK, 
a  Prussian  astronomer  and  lin^iiM. 
Bom  near  Perleberg  in  lT66i  died 
1846. 

Iffland,  Autriist  Wilhelm. 
a  German  actor  and  dramatist.  Bom 
at  Hanover  in  1759;  died  1814. 

Ignatif^tf,  Nicholas  Pavlo- 
Titch,  a  Ri^ssian  general  and  diplo- 
matist, the  son  of  an  officer  and  favor- 
ite of  Nicholas  I.,  was  bom  in  1832. 
During  the  ('rimean  war  lie  served  in 
the  Baltic  provinces  and  in  Finland, 
and  was  afterward  aitarhed  to  the 
Russian  embnasv  at  I^ndon.  where 
he  performed  hU  dntiea  so  skilfully 
as  to  win  the  approlntiiin  of  the  Em- 
peror, who  appointed  him  his  aide- 


de-camp  with  the  rank  of  colonel. 
He  wn  next  sent  on  a  speeisl  misrion 
to  Khiva  and  Bokhara,  was  promoted 
to  the  rank  of  s  mqor-general  in  the 
im|ieria1  suite,  and  in  1300  woi  Mnt 
B«  Ambassador  to  Peking.  In  1804  ha 
was  sent  as  M  iniater  to  ConstantinoiJe, 
which  pnsiiion  he  held  until  1878. 
About  18ti7hewat  madealisulenuit- 
IgDattuSt  samamad  TRBorao- 
RUB,  one  of  the  earliest  Christiaii 
Fatheia,  is  suppoaed  to  have  been 
born  in  Kyria.  He  was  appointed 
Bishop  or  minister  of  the  church  at 
Antioch  by  St.  Peter  about  67  a.  o. 
AHer  tilling  that  position  with  ability 
for  ibrty  yeaia,  he  wie  arrested  and 
taken  before  the  Emperor  Trtyaa. 
Befuiting  to  renounce  his  faith,  be 
sullered  martyrdom  at  Konie  in  107. 
To  the  Christian  churches  of  the  Eaat 
he  wrote  numerous  epistles  which 
were  greatly  pri«ed. 

IgrnatiiiB,  Patriarch  of  Constan- 
tinople; bom  T9S  A.  D, ;  son  of  the 
Emperor  Michael  Curopalalea;  en- 
tered a  monastery  M  an  early  agei 
became  distinguished  for  piety  and 
teaming,  and  was  raised  to  the  patri- 
archate in  346.  He  was  afterward 
inhumanlv  treated  and  banished  for 
his  oppoeition  to  Bardu^  an  uncle  of 
the  hmpcror  Michael  III.  Ignatius 
was,  however,  soon  after  reinstated  bj 
the  Emperor  Basilius'.     Died  877. 

Ilire>  Johan,  a  Swedish  phi- 
lologist; bom  at  Lund  in  1707;  gradn- 
Bted  with  the  highest  honors  at  Up- 
sal ;  visited  France,  England,  and 
other  parts  of  Europe.  He  was  ap- 
pointed professor  of  poetry  and  the- 
ology in  the  Cniversitv  of  Upaal 
upon  his  return,  and  in  1738  became 
professor  of  belles-lettres  and  politi- 
cal science,  a  position  which  he  filled 
for  forty  years,  during  which  period 
he  soquiTcd  a  high  reputation  sa  u^

author  and  a  lecturer.  Among  his 
numerous  productions  is  a  Swedish 
Qlomnu-y^  a  work  exhibiting  profound 
learning.  lie  was  in  1759  aecorated 
with  the  order  of  the  Polar  Star.

Inch  bald,  Elizabeth,  an 
English  novelist,  actress,  and  drama- 
tist; bom  at  Stanningfield  in  1753. 
Her  father  was  a  farmer  named  Simp- 
son. At  the  age  of  sixteen  she  was 
married,  in  London,  to  Mr.  Inchbald, 
an  actor,  and  after  performing  with 
him  for  several  seasons  at  Edinburgh 
and  other  cities  she  made,  in  1780,  a 
very  successful  dibrU  at  Covent  Gar- 
den, London.  She  was  distinguished 
for  personal  beauty  and  purity  of 
character.

In^ersoll,  Jared,  LL.D.,  an 
American  lawyer ;  born  in  Connecti- 
cut in  1749 ;  graduated  at  Yale  Col- 
lege ;  read  law  in  London,  and  settled 
in  Philadelphia.  He  was  very  suc- 
cessful as  a  lawyer,  was  a  member 
of  the  Constitutional  Convention  in 
1787,  and  was  the  candidate  of  the 
Federalists  for  Vice-President  of  the 
United  States  in  1812.    Died  1822. 

Injures,  Jean  Aiigruste 
Doiuiuique^  a  French  historical 
painter;  bom  at  Montauban  about 
1780;  studied  art  under  David.  He 
gained  the  highest  prize  in  1801  for 
his  "Achilles  Keceiving  in  his  Tent 
the  Envoys  of  Agamenmon."  Choos- 
ing Raphael  for  his  model,  he  worked 
some  twenty  yeai-a  at  Rome  and  Flor- 
ence. "The  A^theosis  of  Homer" 
is  regarded  as  his  masterpiece.  Died 
1867. 

Inmau,  Henry,  a  distinguished 
American  portrait-painter.  Bom  at 
Utica,  New  York,in  1801 ;  died  1846. 


Innocent  I.,  Pope,  a  native  of 
Albano,  was  elected  Bishop  of  Rome 
in  402  A.  D.  Alaric  sacked  Rome 
during  his  pontificate.  IHed  417, 
and  was  succeeded  by  2i0simnB. 

Innocent  II.  succeeded  Hono- 
rius  II.  in  1130,  but  was  driven  from 
Rome  by  a  paity  who  had  eleeted  a 
rival  Pope  under  the  title  of  Anade- 
tus  II.  Innocent,  reco^ized,  how- 
ever, by  the  greater  portion  of  Chri»- 
tendom,  was  reinstated  by  Lotharius 
of  Germany,  and  harmony  in  the 
Church  was  re-established.  During 
his  pontificate  Amaldo  of  Brescia 
was  oanished  from  Rome.  He  died 
in  1143,  and  was  succeeded  by  Celee- 
tine  II. 

Innocent  III.,  whose  true  name 
was  Lotharius.  was  the  son  of  a  Ro- 
man Count,  was  lx)m  in  Rome  in  1161, 
and  was  unanimously  chosen  Pope  in 
January,  1198,  to  succeed  Celestine 
III.  PosseHsea  of  rare  ability,  he 
used  ever>'  means  to  increase  the  au- 
thoritv  of  the  Holy  See,  and  in  1199 
placed  France  under  an  interdict  be- 
cause Kin^  Philip  Augustus  had  re- 
pudiated his  wife.  That  sovereign  was 
finally  compelled  to  submit  to  the  dic- 
tation of  the  Pontiff  and  to  restore 
his  wife.  Innocent  in  1200  promul- 
gated the  fourth  crusade,  which  led  to 
the  capture  of  ConBtantinople  by  th<» 
Christians  of  the  West.  Twelve  years 
later  he  excommunicated  and  deposed 
Otho,  Emperor  of  Germany,  and 
crowned  in  his  stead  Frederick  of 
Sicily.  It  was  during  the  pontificate 
of  Innocent  that  John  of  England 
was  brought  under  subjection  to  the 
Papal  See,  and  in  1214  Innocent  in- 
stigated a  cruel  persecution  of  the  A 1- 
bigenses.  The  authority  of  the  Papal 
See  attained  its  highest  point  during 
this  period.  Died  in  1216.  Hono- 
rius  III.  was  his  successor. 

Innocent  IV.  (Sinibaldo  de* 
FiESCHi),  bom  in  Genoa,  was  elected 
Pope,  to  succeed  Cclestine  IV.,  in 
1243.  Becoming?  involved  in  a  quar- 
rel with  Frederick  II.  of  Germany, 
who  had  been  excommunicated  bv  a 
former  Pope,  he  retired  for  safety  to 


Lyona,  when  in  1246  he 
council  uid  renewed  ihe  ( 
cmtion  of  Frederick ;  this  was,  Iiow- 
ever,  of  no  avail.  After  the  death  of 
that  monarch,  in  1250,  Innocent  re- 
turned to  Borne,  He  died  in  1264, 
kod  AtexanderlV. succeeded  him.

BebtJ,  a  native  of  France,  succeeded 
Clement  VI.  in  13o^  and  held  his 
court  st  Avignon.     Died  1362. 

Innocent  VII.  (Cossiw  Miol- 
lORATi),  bom  at  Sulmona  in  1338 ; 
mcceeded  Boni&celX.  inl401.  Died 
140e. 

Innocent  VIII.  (Giovakki 
Battista  Cibo),  a  native  of  Gunoa; 
bom  in  1431;  itucceeded  Siitus  V,  an 
Pope  in  1484.

in  reference  to  the  excmplions,  privi- 
legea,  und  ]K>wcrs  of  "granting  asy- 
lum" by  the  foreign  AiiibiHUulors 
at  Rome.  Innocent  excummuniualiil 
Lavardin,  the  Frtiich  Minister,  and, 
enslained  by  most  of  Ihe  sovereigns 
of  Europe,  succeeded  in  carrying  oiit 
his  plans.

IrenC)  Empress  of  Constanti- 
nople i  bom,  of  an  obecure  Jjunily,  at 
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Athens^  about  762:  married,  at  the 
age  of  seventeen,  Leo  IV^  Emperor 
ci  the  East.  She  became  at  his 
death,  in  780.  Regent  to  Constantine, 
his  son,  aged  abwit  ten  years.  She 
was  distinguished  for  beauty,  ability, 
and  energy.  She  convened  a  council 
in  787  which  sanctioned  the  worship 
of  images — a  system  which  she  far 
vored.  Ambitious  of  power,  she 
caused  her  son  to  be  detnroned  and 
deprived  of  sight  upon  his  arriving 
at  miyority.  She  was  deposed  in  802 
A.  D.,  and  died  in  exile  the  next  year. 

Ireton,  Henry,  an  English  re- 
publican; bom  in  1610.  When  the 
Civil  War  commenced,  he  was  read- 
ing law.  Joining  the  Parliamentary 
side,  he  soon  became  a  prominent 
leader,  and,  entering  the  army  as  cap- 
tain, was  rapidly  promoted.  He  held 
the  rank  of  commissary-general  in 
1645  at  the  battle  of  Naseby,  where 
he  was  taken  prisoner,  but  was  liber- 
ated by  his  friends  the  same  dav.  Ue 
married,  in  1046,  Bridget,  the  daugh- 
ter of  Oliver  Cromwell.  That  leader 
entertained  for  Ireton  the  highest  re- 
spect and  confidence.  He  entered 
Parliament  about  1646,  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  court  which  tried  Charles 
I.,  and  signed  the  warrant  for  his 
execution  in  January,  1649.  He 
served  in  Ireland  under  Cromwell, 
and  afterward  as  commander-in-chief^ 
with  the  title  of  Lord-Deputy.  He 
gained  several  victories  there,  and 
took  Limerick.  Died  in  Ireland,  of 
the  plague,  in  1651.  Hume,  though 
not  partial  to  the  Parliamentary 
leaders,  highly  commends  Ireton  for 
his  energy,  justice,  and  ability. 

I  p  V 1 11  g ,  Ekl  ward,  a  "^Scottish 
divine  remarkable  for  eloquence,  was 
bom  at  Annan  in  1792 ;  graduated  at 
the  University  of  Edinburgh,  and  was 
ordained  as  a  Presbyterian  minister. 
He  was  an  assistant  in  the  pulpit 
to  Dr.  Chalmers  at  Glasgow  from 
1819  until  1822,  when  he  accepted  a 
call  to  the  Scottish  church,  Cross 
Street,  London,  where  he  soon  became 
very  distinguished  as  well  for  his 
originality  of  thought   as    for  elo- 


quence. He  removed  in  1829  to  a 
larger  church  erected  for  him  in  Re- 
gent Square.  The  year  f<^owiiig^ 
charges  of  heresy  having  been 
brought  against  him,  he  was  con- 
demned by  the  Presbytery  of  Lon- 
don, and  ejected  from  his  church  in 
1832.  He  aubsequently  obtained  an- 
other place  in  which  to  preach.  He 
was  rdgarded  bv  De  Quincey  as  by 
many  degrees  the  greatest  orator  of 
his  age.  He  was  an  intimate  Mend 
of  Carlyle,  by  whom  he  was  highly 
esteemed.    Died  1834. 

Irvingr,  Jolui  Henry  Brod« 
ribby  an  Ejiglish  actor;  bom  Feb- 
ruary 6,  1838;  made  his  appearance 
on  the  London  stage  in  1866.  He 
has  excelled  in  the  character  of  *^  Di^ 
by  Giant ''  in  I%e  Two  Rom,  *'  Ham- 
let," "Charles  I.,"  ''Richelieu,;'  and 
"  Eugene  Aram.'' 

Irviiigr,  Washingrton^  an 
American  author  and  humorist;  bom 
in  the  city  of  New  York,  April  3, 
1783 ;  was  the  son  of  William  Irving, 
a  Scotchman.  He  read  law,  travelled 
throagh  many  of  the  countries  of 
Europe,  and  after  his  return,  in  1806^ 
was  admitted  to  the  bar,  but  never 
practised  law,  as  he  preferred  to  de- 
vote himself  to  literary  pursuits.  He, 
with  his  brother  William  and  James 
K.  Paulding,  issued  in  1807  the  Sair 
magundi ;  or,  The  Whim^  Wham%  and 
Opinions  </  Launcdol  Langftaff,  Etq.^ 
and  Others,  a  highly  humorous  and 
popular  magazine,  but  of  which  only 
twenty  numbers  were  issued.  He  pro- 
duced in  1809  another  work  of  rare 
humor.  The  History  of  New  York,  by 
Diedrich  Knickerbocker,  in  which  his 
brother  Peter  aided  him,  and  which 
proved  a  decided  success.  The  style 
of  this  work  was  very  favorably  com- 
pared by  Sir  Walte/ Scott  to  that  of 
D^m  Swift. 

Irving  became  in  1810  a  silent  part- 
ner with  his  brother  in  a  large  mer- 
cantile house  in  New  York.  Five 
years  later  he  sailed  for  Europe,  and 
was  absent  for  many  years.  He  visited 
Sir  Walter  Scott  at  Abbotsford  and 
formed  with  him  an  intimate  friend- 
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•hip,  mmI  diirii^  the  mine  year  kM 
mil  hu  property  by  th«  fkilure  of  the 
flfm  with  which  he  was  connected  in 
New  York.  Hie  next  work,  entitled 
Hm  Sktieli-Book,  bv  OmJ^y  Crayon, 
WM  written  in  En^and,  and  wu  pnb- 
liahed  in  1818.  This  very  popuUr 
book  |)lK«d  Irving  rt  the  head  of 
Amencan  wriiera.  Among  his  other

Opposed  by  a  strong  party  of  repub- 
licans, he  abdicated,  and  was  eatiled 
in  1823.  He  returned  to  |l«aae»  the 
next  year,  and  was  arrested  and  put 
todeath. 

Ivan  IYm  or  lyaa  VasUto^ 
Yitch  U.y  somamed  tmm  Ts»> 
lOBhBf  ascended  the  throne  of  Bn^ 
sia  upon  the  death  of  liis  ikdnar, 
Basil,  in  1633^  at  the  aoe  of  ter 
yean.  He  assumed  the  tiUes  of  Osar 
and  Autocrat  at  eleven  yean,  waged 
a  suooessfnl  war  against  the  TartanL 
conquered  Kazon  and  Astraohan,  and 
earned  on  wan  with  Sweden  and 
Poland.  Siberia  was  partly  snUo- 
gated  during  his  reign,  and  in  1681 
the  first  printing-presB  was  used  on* 
der  his  dixections.  He  was  able  and 
energetic,  but  excessively  craeL  Died 
ld84. 


•Vackson,  Andrew,  an  Ameri- 
can general  and  Btatesmon,  and  seventh 
President  of  the  United  States,  wau 
bom  in  South  Curolina,  March  15, 
17fi7.  He  was  the  boh  of  Andrew 
Jadnon,  an  Irbhman,  who  <sme  In 
America  in  1765.  He  received  but 
liule  education.  He  served  against 
the  Britiah  in  1781  and  wua  taken 
jaiBoaei,  and  in  17S5  commenced  lo 
read  la*  at  Salisbuty,  North  Caro- 
lina. He  opened  a  law-office  at 
Naahville,  TennesBee,  In  1788,  and 
soon  acouired  a  lucrative  practice. 
He  married  Rachel  Robards  in  ll^i, 
and  afterward  participated  aa  a  prin- 
cipal  in  Kvertil  ducln.  He  wan  chusen 
a  member  in  17tt6  o(  tlic  Convention 
which  framed  the  Coimtitulion  of 
Tennessee,  and  in  the  some  year  was 
elected  to  Conftreai  from  that  tilale, 
which  was  theft  entitled  to  but  one 
member.  He  supported  Thomua  Jef- 
ferson for  President  in  the  uimpaign 
of  tbat  vear,  and  in  1797  was  elected 
to  the  United  SiateH  Senate.  He  re- 
sided his  position,  however,  in  170S, 
principally  ibr  peciniiary  reasons.  He 
became  a  judge  of  the  Supreme  Court 
of  Tennessee  in  1798,  and  conliniicd 
in  that  office  for  six  yeaw.  He  killed 
Charles  Bickintion  in  a  duel  in  ISOti, 
and  was  himself  severe!}'  wounded. 
His  popularity  was  ii^uriously  affect- 
ed by  this  alliiir  for  many  years. 

W  hen  the  war  with  England  com- 
menced, in  ltJ12,  Jackson,  who  had 
held  the  rank  of  mi^or-general  in 
the  militia,  tendered  hig  own  services 
and  those  of  twenty-five  hundred  vol- 
unteers to  the  government.

In  Qctobcr, 
ItilS.  he  took  up  arms  af-ainsl  the 
Creek  Indians,  defealefl  them  at  Tal- 
ladega    in     November,    BUCcessTully 


dosed  the  war  in  1814,  gained  great 
popularity  by  his  services,  and  waa 
conimiwioned  a  miuor-generai  of  the 
r^ular  army  in  May  of  that  year. 
An  invasion  of  the  British  being  an- 
ticipated in  that  direction,  h«  was 
sent  to  the  Uulf  of  Mexico.  He 
seized  the  Spanish  town  of  Pensi- 
cola,  which  the  English  had  used^ 
however,  as  a  base  of  ofierations,  and 
about  the  Ist  of  December  marched 
into  New  Orleans,  which  he  found 
in  a  bad  condition  for  defence.  The 
Britiah  fleet,  with  on  ormy  of  veter- 
ans on  board,  entered  Lake  Borgne 
on  the  13th  of  December,  and  cap- 
tured several  eunboals.  On  the  ev<n> 
ing  of  the  '23a,  Jackson  partially  de- 


further  fortify  hU  pcution.  Sir 
Edward  Pakenham  on  the  25th 
of  December  arrived  and  took  com* 
niand  of  the  British  army,  which, 
numbering  about  twelve  thousand 
men,  was  greatly  superior  to  the 
American  forces.  The  Americans 
repulsed  an  attack  of  the  British  on 
the  Ist  of  January,  1815,  and  on  the 
yih  of  that  month  the  latter  made  a 
ceneral  assault  on  the  American  lines, 
but  were  ranted  witli  a  terrible  loss 
after  a  battle  which  lasted  but  Iwenty- 
flve  minutes.  Two  (^nerals,  Paken- 
ham and  Gibbs,  and  seven  liundrcd 
men  were  killed,  fourteen  hundred 
were  wounded  and  five  hundred  pris- 
oners taken.  Eight  Americans  only 
were  killed,  and  thirteen  wotinded. 

This  victorr,  one  of  the  moat  bril- 
liant and  deciMVC  ever  won  by  Ainer- 
icuii  anus,  raised  Cien.  Jackmn'H  fame 
as  a  commander  to  the  highest  point. 
After  carryini^  on  a  successAiI  war 
(1817-18)  against  the  Serainolea,  ho 
seized  I'ensacola  and  put  to  death 
Ambrister  and  Arbuthnot,  two  aub- 
jecis  of  Great   Britain,  who  were 
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duuved  with  inciting  the  Indians  to 
hoBtuitieB  against  the  people  of  the 
United  States,  and  in  1821  was  ap- 
pointed Governor  of  Florida.  He 
was  dected  to  the  United  States  Sen- 
ate from  Tennessee  in  1823,  and  was 
the  same  year  nominated  as  a  candi- 
date far  the  Presidency  of  the  United 
Statea.  Uennr  Clay,  John  Qaincy 
Adami^  and  William  H.  Grawiord 
were  nominated  by  difierent  parties 
■M  his  competitocB.  Though  reoeiTing 
the  highe^  nnmber  of  Totee  of  any 
ttominee^  Jadcson  £uled  of  obtaining 
the  neesspsry  mi^rit^  and  the  eleo** 
tkn  devolved  on  the  Hoose  of  Bqpie- 
MOtatives.  Henry  Clav  having  ex* 
acted  his  influence  in  nivor  of  John 
Qpadncif  Adams,  and  haying  thus  se- 
cured the  election  of  the  latter,  Oen. 
Jackson  became  a  most  bitter  enem^ 
of  Mr.  Clay.  He  was  elected  Presi- 
dent in  1828,  and  was  the  first  man 
that  had  filled  that  liigh  office  who 
removed  j^hlic  officers  for  their  po- 
litical opinions.  John  C  Calhoun 
was  elected  on  the  ticket  with  him  ss 
Vice-President.  Jackson  vetoed,  dar- 
ing his  first  Presidential  term,  the 
nH  granting  a  new  charter  to  the 
Bank  of  the  United  States.  He  was 
rejected  President  in  1832,  receiving 
two  hundred  and  nineteen  electoral 
votes  out  of  two  hundred  and  eighty- 
eight,  and  Martin  Van  Buren  was 
«Mcted  with  him  on  the  same  ticket 
m  Vice-President.  In  November  of 
the  same  year,  the  Convention  of 
South  Carolina  having  passed  an 
ordinance  of  nullification  declaring 
that  the  tarifiT  law  of  1828  was  null 
and  void,  the  President  issued  his 
memorable  proclamation  of  Deoem- 
her  11, 1832,  expressing  his  determi- 
nation to  immediately  suppress  bv 
fbroe  of  arms  all  movements  tend- 
ing to  disunion,  and  which  speedily 
checked  all  proceedings  toward  nulli- 
fication. The  Senate  censured  him 
in  September,  1833,  for  removing  the 
government  deposits  from  the  Bank 
of  the  United  States.  He  was  suc- 
ceeded, March  4,  1887,  bv  Martin 
Van  Buren,  whose  election  he  had  fa- 


vored. He  died  at  the  Hermitage, 
a  mansion  which  he  had  built  near 
Nashville,  Tennessee,  June  8, 1845. 

Jacksoiiy  Thomas  Jona- 
thaily  an  American  general  cele- 
brated as  Stonewall  Jackson* 
was  bom  ia  Lewis  County,  Viiydnia, 
January  21, 1824 ;  graduated  at  West 
Point  in  1846,  anud  with  the  rank  of 
a  first  lieutenant  gained  distinction 
in  the  Mexican  war.  Resigning  his 
oommission  in  1852,  he  accepted  a 
professorship  in  the  Military  Insti- 
tute at'Lexmgton,  Vitsinia.  He  was 
made  a  colonel  in  the  Virfidnia  forces 
in  April,  1861,  commanded  a  brigade 
at  the  battle  of  Bull  Bun,  July  21, 
1861,  and  was  promoted  to  the  rank 
of  mi^or-general  some  three  months 
later.  Authorities  difi^  in  reference 
to  his  surname  of  ''Stonewall,"  some 
stating  that  he  received  it  because  his 
men  '^  stood  like  a  stone  wall  at  Bull 
Run,"  others  becaufie  the  troops  he 
commanded  were  enlisted  in  a  stone 
wall  country,  including  the  counties 
of  FrederidE,  Jefferson,  and  Pa^ 
Gen.  Shields  defeated  him  near  Win- 
chester, March  23,  1862,  and  Gen. 
Banks  pursued  him  to  Harrisonburg, 
when,  receiving  reinforcements,  he 
attacked  Gen.  Banks  near  Strasburg 
and  diove  him  back  to  the  Potomac 
After  fighting  an  indecisive  battle 
with  Gen.  Fremont  near  Cross  Keys, 
he  marched  with  his  army  to  Rich- 
mond and  joined  Gen.  Lee.  As  the 
commander  of  a  cor^  he  participated 
ift  the  battle  of  Games'  Mill  (June 
27)  and  at  that  of  Malvern  Hill 
(July  1,  1862),  defeated  Gen.  Banks 
at  C^ar  Mountain  (August  9),  ca|>- 
tured  Harper's  Ferry  ^September  16), 
and  fought  at  the  battle  of  Antietam 
(September  17,  1862).  For  his  effi- 
cient services  at  the  battle  of  Freder- 
idcsburg  (December  13)  he  was  com- 
missioned a  lieutenant-general  in  the 
Confederate  army,  and  on  May  2, 
1863,  he  attacked  the  right  wing  of 
Gen.  Hooker's  army  near  Clianeel- 
lorsville,  and  surprised  and  defeated 
the  Eleventh  Cori)s.  He  was  fatally 
wounded    during    this   battle,  while

Jacobl,  Helnrltdi  Frted- 
ifeh,  «  Qcrman  philoeopher  and 
mitrdlinnoiM  wriler;  bora  at  DuN^ 
4att  In  174a  H«  rtudiKl  at  Frank- 
tot  and  Ghnera.  He  waa  appointed  a 
Prin  Uoonctllor  at  Munich  in  1779; 
JXtaiiB  1819. 

JaootM,  Frledrleh  Chris- 
tian Wilhelm,  a  Uerman  author 
and  critic;  bom  at  Qotha  in  ITM; 
Mi^ied  at  Qfiuingen;  wm  ^eetad  a 
BMmbar  of  the  Aoadera;  irf  Bdeneea 
at  Munich,  and  in  ISIO  iraa  ap- 
poiMad  chief  lilmrian  and  director 
of  the  cabinet  of  ooiM  at  Qotha.  Hia 
vorki  an  admired  for  eltsanoe  of 
mjH  and  to  the  great  learning  which 
if  diaplayed  in  them.    Died  IMl. 

J»cqiiitrd(  Josepb  Harie> 
the  inTontor  of  great  improvement* 
in  the  art  of  wearing,  wai  bora  in 
I^ooa,  France  JtOr  7, 1763;  learned 
the  tradeB  of  tvpe-founder  and  cutter, 
and  exhibited  rare  mectianiaal  laleala. 
After  aerring  in  the  French  army  he 
eompleted,  in  ISOl,  the  inveoiioa  of 
(be  loom  which  etill  beara  liia  narae^ 
and  bj  which  be  wai  enabled  to 
weave  the  fineat  and  richest  kindi  of 
ignred  cloth.  He  wai  awarded  a 
gold  medal  for  hia  invention  bj  the 


JambltoliaSt  a  diatiqnutlied 
philoaopher  of  the  Neo-Plalonic 
vhool,  was  bora  at  Chalds,  in  S^ria, 
in  the  latter  part  of  the  mamd  cea- 
ttuj  A.  D.  He  WIS  the  author,  among 
other  works,  of  a  Lift  ef  PgtlugoraM 
and  Ifgtimti  tf  Oit  Bnptiaiu.

Hk 
hther  having  been  mtudaMd  Id  I6S7, 
and  hie  mother  havhK,  to  her  mmv 
riage  with  BethweU,  iwen  oompelled 
to  AdioBle  in  fhror  of  her  aon,  io  WM 
oowned  Jolj  M,  1667,  aa  Jamw  VL 
Scotland  waa  then  rent  bj  Tiolent 
betionB  and  bj  tb»  fleree  diapuiea  of 
tbe  Uatholice  and  the  ProUelanta. 
Junes  added  lo  iho  embarraMmenta 
ef  hia  portion  bj  htapaadon  to 
favorileL^  amang  whoa  were  hii 
eoasin,  Btme  Stuart,  Lo<d  lyAn- 
iHgn^,  a  Freodimaii,  and  Capi. 
James  Stuart.  Theae  encceeded  in 
having  Mixton,  the  Regent,  arreat- 
ed,  tried,  and  exeouted  in  IML 
James  created  lyAiibign^  Dnka  at 
Lennox,  and  Stuart  Eairl  of  Arnuk 
A  party  of  noblemen  took  Xiag 
Jam«a  in  lUBi,  confined  him  in  tW 
castle  of  RaUiven,  impriiooed  Ar* 
ran,  and  drore  Lennox  oat  of  Sco^ 
land,  knit  in  about  ten  months  re- 
stored Jamee  to  his  libertj,  when  ho 
again  received  Arran  into  mil  &ror, 
A  treatr  was  cmcluded  in  1786  b»- 
tween  James  and  Queen  ElinOwth, 
who  allowed  him  an  annual  penaioa 
of  five  thooeand  poonda,  but  who  in- 
sisted that  the  Eari  of  Arran  ahouU 
be  deprived  of  all  emottunanta  and 
lavor.  James,  who  waa  an  ardeiit 
Episoqidiaa,  formed  in  1SB6  an- 
othar  treaty  with  Eliaibetb,  o8hn- 
sive  and  defhneive,  to  the  maint^ 
nance  and  prolectioii  of  the  Pro^ 
estant  veliglon.  Hia  mother  waa 
execuMd  the  year  Mhnrlnc,  an^ 
tluNWh  he  at  firK  appeared  lo  bede^ 
W  aflbcled  and  threatened  to  invado 
England,  he  felt  more  Inieresud  in 
obtaining  the  crown  of  that  toaatty 
than  in  avenging  the  wroogs  of  Queen 
Mary,  and  was  readily  pa^dSad.  Ho 
married  Ami&  daughter  of  the  King 
of  Denmark,  in  1689,  sappreased  an 
inaurrettion  of  tba  Qatholic  nobles  in 
1694,  and  oompelled  Bolhwell  to  Bet 
from  the  eouiury,  but  bv  k' 
ova  effivta  to  eatabliah  Etua

pla  for  hb  nure  and  nob)*  qualiliea, 
•lied  in  IBliL  and  Jamei^i  dushur, 
dw  ftinocaa  EUiabetfa,  married  Fnd- 
arid^  Blector-Palaline,  in  IfilS. 

Ihuing  dib  time  King  Jsm«  oon- 
ttnoed  to  have  nnmeroDa  favorilea,  to 
whom  he  wa*  prodinl  in  titlea  and 
cMatea.  The  hut  oC  thew  was  Vil- 
Uaia,  whomaoeatad  Dukeof  Biic^- 
inriiam,  and  irbo  ratwned  fab  great 
innuence  until  Jametfa  deUh.  In 
Older  to  conciliale  tha  court  of 
^Hdn,  Sir  Walter  Raleigh  wu  exe- 
ented  in  1618  on  a  bbe  charge  of 
treason.  Thb  act  added  to  the  un- 
populari^  of  the  Kin^  which  was 
■till  farther  iocreaaed  M  bb  imbedle 
and  nwllaniinona  conancC  in  allow- 
ing lib  aon-iivJaw,  (he  Elector-Pali^ 
tinc^  who  liad  been  the  FioteMant 
dianpion  of  Ewok  to  be  dcAated 
and  overthrown  bj  tlie  combined 
armiea  of  Spun  uid  Anatria.  He 
died  in  1626.  and  waa  uixeeded  b^ 
hb  eon,  Charles  I. 

Junes  dsTOtad  a  gnat  deal  of  at- 
tention to  leaning,  waa  more  of  a 
pedant  than  a  acbolar,  and,  though 
priding  himielf  on  hb  profound 
anowledga  of  kii^craft,  waa  ooe  of 
the  weak^  ami  neat  miigiiided  of 
tha   Princea  who   have  Mt  on  the 


thnme  of  England.  One  great  mooa> 
menl  of  hb  learning  and  enterpriae 
exiali,  however — the  tranilation  of 
the  Bible  made  mider  bb  diiactie^ 
and  known  a*  Xing  Jaoto^a  Venion. 
He  waa  the  author  of  .BohUbob  i^oroa 
and  other  woHu. 

James  II.  of  England  and 
VII.  of  Bcotland,  a  yonnaer  mi  at 
Otarlee  I.,  waa  bom  in  London  in 
16.13,  and  waa  soon  afterward  niwla 
Doke  of  York.  He  waa  captured  fagr 
Iht  Parliamenlar;  part;  in  1046.  bo^ 
escaping  to  Hollana  two  vcars  later, 
want  to  Paria,  enlered  the  Frendi 
ara^,  and  served  with  diatindiai 
nnder  Uarahal  Tnienne.  Be  »• 
tamed  with  hb  brother,  CSiarlea  U., 
at  the  Beetoration,  in  1660,  becanw 
liord  Higb  Admiral  and  Loid  War- 
den of  the  Cinque  Porta,  and  in  the 
Mune  Tear  married  Anne,  daiighur 
of  Chancellor  H^e,  nibaequently 
Earl  of  Clarendon.  Aa  comnumdar 
of  the  fleet  he  gained  a  dedrive  vic- 
tory over  the  Dutch  in  June,  166$. 
On  the  death  of  hb  wife,  in  1671,  be 
avowed  bimtelf  a  Roman  Calbolic^ 
and  bv  the  Test  Act  of  1673  waa  tan- 
pelled  to  resign  hb  poution  ai  ad- 
miral, lo^h^  wilh  all  the  other 
offices  which  he  held  under  govem- 
inenL  He  married  during  the  aame 
year  Maria  Beatrice  Eleanora,  daugh- 
ter of  the  Duke  of  MAdena.  Four 
yean  later  hia  ilaughter  Hary  mar- 
ried William,  Prince  of  Orange. 

A  bill  fbr  hU  eaclBbion  from  the 
throne  traa  brought  before  Parli)^ 
ment.  It  waa  paeaed  by  the  Com- 
mons, but  was  rejected  by  the  Lords; 
and  Jame*  quietly  iucceeded  to  tbe 
throne  on  the  death  of  hb  brother, 
Chariea  II.,  in  1685.  Resolved  upon 
the  oppreasion  of  hb  subjecta  and  tha 
re  eetabliahment  of  the  Cboich  ot 
Rome,  he  continued,  as  Cbariea  had 
done,  to  t>e  a  penuoner  of  France,  and 
received,  soon  after  fab  lucceMun^ 
five  hundred   thousand   tivrea    from 


Act,  »nd  by  hh  arUtni;  couroe  ex- 
cited great  coramotions  aninng  his 
•abjed*.  The  Diike  of  Monmuuth, 
m  nataisl  aoD  of  Churlea  II.,  invaded 
EnRluid  in  June,  llittn,  and  altritned 
mwnj  disBlfect«<i  Prot«HtanU  in  (he 
WeHt  of  Euelind  to  liis  Ktniidard. 
Alt  he  VK  defeated  at  Bedgemonr, 
JdIj  5,  was  taken  Boon  alter,  tried, 
Knd  executed.  With  the  fntl  Banc- 
tion  and  ap^val  of  Jamee,  the 
gtwttet  atrociticN  were  then  perpe- 
trated in  the  ve»tcrn  coiintiea  by 
Kirke,  the  commander  at  liis  tniniH, 
and  JeSreyx,  his  <.'hief-Jiintife.  Men 
were  piit  Vi  death  wilhiiiit  the  least 
fi>rm  of  trial,  nnd  women  were  burned 
at  the  stake  nierelv  for  harboring  fu- 
gitiree. 

JitmeH,  now  cnnvini^l  that  he  was 
firmly  seated  upon  the  throne,  l>e|tan 
to  make  every  eflbrt  in  hiii  power  lo 
OTerthrow  the  C'hun.-li  of  England,  of 
which  he  WAS  llie  nominal  heail,  ami 
which  he  had  Hwom  to  prolei-t  and 
to  make  hi*  own  religion  that  of  the 
Htale.  Prutistantii  were  dbtcharKed 
from  all  hifch  offices  which  were 
immediately  filled  by  Calhotiisi,  and 
eren  Btshopti  and  clergymen  of  the 
Church  of  Knf-land  were  driven  fnim 
thdr  aeeti  and  livin;^  that  they  might 
be  conferred  upon  profeiHoni  of  the 
Somish  faith. 

James's  Qneen  gave  birth  to  agon — 
aflerward  known  aa  the  Pretender — 
in  June,  llMS.  Many  believed  this 
birth  to  be  snorioiiii;  and  the  Engliiih 
people,  who  liad  hoped  for  a  Protosi- 
anl  diicceasion  under  Mary,  Princess 
of  Orange,  were  now  thoroughly 
arointed.  They  invited  the  Prince  of 
(hange  lo  asiist  them  in  <lepoiHn|{  the 
King.  He  accepted  the  invitation,  and 
landed  in  Devonshire  in  November, 
1888,  with  a  force  amounting  to  about 
fourteen  thoiisaud.  James,  deeerted 
by  his  army,  his  nobles,  hU  (Hends, 
and  by  even  the  members  of  his  own 
femily,  fled  to  France,  where  he  met 
with  a  cordial  reception  from  Louis 
XfV.  With  the  assiidance  of  that 
Doveietgn,  he  wnx  enabled  to  invade 
Ireland  in   1689,  but  he  was  totally

ilefeated  bv  Kins  William  in  penon 
at  the  battle  of  the  Bovne,  which  was 
fought  July  1,  JliSO.  "the  Prince  and 
Princess  of  Orange  had  already  been 
crowned  as  King  William  IIL  and 
Qiii'cn  Mary.  Jamea  returned  to 
France  and  redded  at  Saint-Ger- 
main's during  the  leat  of  his  life. 
Died  1701. 

Jaiiicx  I.,  King  of  Scotland,  of 
the  house  of  Stuart,  was  the  son  of 
Kuhert  III.,  and  was  bom  about  1394. 
To  escape  the  machinations  of  his 
nnde,  ibe  Duke  of  Albanv,  he  wsa 
sent  to  France  by  King  Robert  ill 
14<)5,  but  was  captured  bv  an  Fnglisb 
fleet  and  taken  to  London,  and  was 
treacheroiwlv  retained  as  a  prisoner 
by  Henry  IV.  He  was,  however, 
highly  educated  while  in  England. 
Alter  a  captivity  of  nineteen  yean 
he  WON  released,  in  14^,  and  was 
crowned  King  of  Scotland.  He  snp- 
prented  wiib  a.  strong  hand  the  nobles 
who  had  become  insubordinate  dur- 
ing his  absence.  James  had  married, 
while  in  Kngland,  Joanna  Beaufort, 
a  lady  of  the  blood-royal  of  that 
kingdom.  He  was  distinguished  for 
his  accomplisiiments,  and  was  tlie 
author  of  several  poema  which  evince 
unusual  poetic  genius.  A  conspiracy 
of  nobles  was  formed  a^inst  him, 
anit  he  was  assassinated  in  ]4:t7. 

■TlklllvH  II.,  son  and  successor  of 
the  preceding,  was  bom  in  1430.  He 
attempted  lo  cany  out  the  policy  of 
his  father  in  suppressing  the  power 
of  the  nobility,  but  pursued  his  ob- 
ject in  an  illegal  and  unscnipulous 
manner.  William,  sixth  Fjirl  of 
DofigloH,  with  his  brother,  was  de- 
coyed to  Edinburgh  Castle,  where 
they  were  both  murdered,  anil  .lamca 
Willi  his  own  hand  biatly  slabbed 
William,  the  eighth  Earl  of  Douglas. 
While  proceeding  lo  enforce  his  plana 
and  to  suppress  an  insurrection  taised 
by  the  liouse  of  Douglas,  he  was 
killed  by  tlie  bunting  of  a  cannon 
in  1460. 

Jaineil  ni.  was  bom  in  1453; 
succeeded  his  lather,  James  li..  iu 
1460,  and  married  Margaret  of  Den- 
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mark  about  1470.  His  nobles,  ofiend- 
ed  because  he  was  a  lover  of  litera- 
ture and  the  fine  arts  and  preferred 
the  society  of  artists^  musicians, 
and  others  of  inferior  rank  to  that 
of  themselves,  formed  a  conspiracy 
•gainst  him,  defeated  him  in  battle 
near  Bannockbum  in  1488,  and  killed 
him  while  he  was  attempting  to  es- 
cape from  the  field. 

James  IV. »  King  of  Scotland, 
son  and  successor  of  the  preceding, 
was  bom  in  1473.  He  was  brave, 
generous,  and  ambitious,  fond  of  mag- 
nificence and  the  pomp  of  war.  He 
founded  the  University  of  Aberdeen 
in  1497,  and  established  the  order 
of  knights  of  the  Thistle.  Having 
rashly  made  war  on  England  and  in- 
vaded that  country  with  one  of  the 
finest  armies  ever  commanded  by  a 
Scottish  sovereign,  he  was  defeated 
and  slain  with  Uie  flower  of  his  no- 
bility at  the  battle  of  Flodden,  in 
September,  1513. 

James  V«9  son  and  successor  of 
James  IV.,  was  bom  in  1512,  and  suc- 
ceeded his  father,  afler  the  fatal  bat- 
tle of  Flodden,  at  the  age  of  only  one 
year.  Aided  by  the  clergy,  he  suc- 
ceeded for  some  time  in  suppressing 
the  power  of  the  nobility.  Henry 
VIII.    of    England    declared     war 

r'nst  him  in  1542.  James  invad- 
England,  but,  owing  to  the  dis- 
content of  hb  nobles,  he  was  unable 
to  follow  up  his  good  fortune.  In  the 
ensuing  campaign  ten  thousand  Scots 
were  taken  prisoners — or,  as  some  au- 
thorities say,  surrendered  deliberately 
to  the  P2ngiish — and  James,  unable  to 
survive  such  a  blow,  died  of  a  broken 
heart  in  December,  1542.  He  left  by 
his  Queen,  Mary  of  Guise,  whom  he 
married  in  1538,  one  child,  afterward 
known  as  Mary,  Queen  of  Scots.  Of 
his  illegitimate  children,  one  became 
celebrated  as  the  Regent  Murray. 

James,  Oeorgre  Payne 
Rainsford,  a  voluminous  novelist 
and  historian ;  bom  in  London,  Eng- 
land, in  1801.  His  Richelieu,  which 
he  published  at  the  age  of  twenty* 
ibor,  was  commended  hy  Sir  Walter 


Scott  and  Washii^ton  Irriiig.  Em 
was  appointed  British  Consul  to  Nor- 
folk, Vuginia,  in  1852^  and  to  Veniod 
in  1858.  His  productioni^  indixliiig 
novels,  histories,  and  poems,  amoanl 
to  one  hundred  and  eighty-nine  vol- 
umes.   Died  1860. 

James  Francis  Bdward, 
known  as  the  first  Pretender  bom  ia 
1688,  was  the  eldest  son  o{  James  IL 
of  England  by  his  Queen,  Mary  of 
M6dena.  He  was  leooffniied  at  the 
death  of  his  father  as  Kins  of  En^ 
land  by  Louis  XIV.  But,  his  parti- 
sans having  been  defeated  in  1715  at 
Sheriffinuir  and  at  Preston,  he  soob 
after  gave  up  the  contest  and  retired 
to  the  Continent  Died  in  Kome^ 
1766. 

James,  Henry,  Jr.,  a  popular 
and  successful  American  novelist; 
bom  in  New  York  City  in  184a. 
Amonff  his  works  are  The  AmerieoM, 
The  Europeangf  and  The  PwiraU  (f 
a  Lady, 

Jameson,  Anna,  an  authoress; 
bora  in  Dublin  in  1797.  Her  maiden- 
name  was  Murphy.  She  in  1824 
married  a  barrister  named  Jameson, 
with  whom  she  removed  to  Canada. 
They  afterward  separated,  and  she 
returned  to  England,  where  she  de- 
voted her  attention  to  literature  and 
the  fine  arts  with  success.  Among  her 
works  may  be  mentioned  The  Beau' 
ties  of  the  Court  of  Cfiarles  IL  and 
Lives  of  the  Early  Italian  Painieri, 
Died  1860. 

Jameson,  Robert,  a  Scottish 
naturalist  and  writer ;  bom  at  Leith 
about  1774;  became  professor  of 
natural  history  in  the  Universitv  of 
Edinburgh  in  1804 — a  position  which 
he  held  for  fifty  years — and  founded 
in  1819,  with  Sir  David  Brewster,  the 
ICdinburyh PhilotophuxUJoumaL  Died 
1854. 

Jame.Hone,  Georgre,  a  painter 
called  "the  Van  Dyck  of  Scotland," 
was  bom  at  Aberdeen  in  1586.  Died 
1644. 

Jansen,  or  Jansenius,  Cor- 
nells, the  founder  of  the  sect  of 
Jansenists  and  Bishop  of  Ypres^  was

b«r,  1S85.  He  Madied  *t  Puu,  ud 
lM(»ne  ^wofeesor  of  divinity  in  tfte 
UDiTemt]'  of  Xiouvain  id  1017.  He 
wrote  a  aeveie  nrticle  on  the  French 
govenuoant  in  lft34  for  formiiutui 
idliftnce  with  the  pTotestanta  of  a<A- 
knd^  by  which  he  m^enderad  the 
hostility  of  Cardinal  Bichelieu,  but 
aoquired  the  tM,\ox  of  the  Spaniah 
aovereisn,  who  in  tlie  next  year  made 
him  Ksbop  of  Yprea.  Hie  prindp*! 
Torit  it  .^JH^iiiluMu,  whicli  ccmlaui 
Um  theol<^ical  views  of  the  Jansen- 
iMa,  whioh  were  founded  uptn  the 
doiirinea  of  8L  AoKuatiDe,  and  were 
dinotly  0)qMeed  to  tnoee  advanced  tiy 
the  Jeeuit*.  Pope  Innocent  X.  aoo- 
demtted  eeTeral  of  his  propositions, 
and  nanj  of  his  foUowen — among 
whran  weio  £he  meet  learned  and  lib-

Srired  <rf  office  and  perseoaled,  and

1%  17411.     After  mtduating  at  King'e 


He  Boon  acquired 
Incrstive  practice,  and  obbuned  great 
Influence  m  the  asHembliea  which  met 
to  consider  the  hostile  attitnde  of  the 
BriUib  government.  In  1774  he  was 
elected  to  the  First  Continental  Con- 
gress, at  Philadelphia,  and  became 
ma  of  the  most  prominent  leaders  of 
that  Ixtdy.  He  gained  distinction  as 
an  eloquent  and  forcible  writer  by 
the  adt&eflBea  to  the  people  of  Great 
Britain  and  to  the  people  of  Canada 
which  he  preperecl.  He  aided  in 
forming  the  Conutitution  of  New 
York  In  1777,  and  in  Mav  of  the 
same  year  was  appointed  C}iief-Jiu- 
tice  of  that  State.  He  was  afterward 
ebosen  Prendent  of  Congren,  and 
WM  sent  as  Minister  to  Spun  in  Sep-

ed  the  position,  the  duties  of  w 
he  performed  with  great  ability  until 
the  electioa  of  Washii^^ton,  In  1789. 
He  joined  with  Hemiltoa  and  Madi- 
son in  1787  in  wridi^  TV  FukraUtl, 
and  two  yean  later  was  appainted  t^ 
Washington  Chief-Juitice  of  the  Sih 
preme  Court  of  the  United  States. 

In  I7H -I^ey  wu  sent  ns  a  special 
envoy  to  England  to  at^ngt  varioos 
catisea  of  diapote  which  had  arisen  bi^ 
tween  that  country  and  America.  He 
ooneented  with  the  graateat  relaetanec 
to  aoo^  the  miaiion,  aa  he  was  well 
aware  of  the  difflcoltiea  whioh  snr. 
rounded  iL  He  oonclnded  a  trea^ 
in  November  which  was  bitterly  aa- 
sailed  in  America  by  the  party  favor- 
able to  France,  and  Jay  was  nimsdf 
burned  in  efEgy  in  Beaton.  He'wsa, 
however,  defnided  with  rare  abili^ 
bv  Alexander  Hamilton  and  l^ 
Fisher  Ames.  Daring  his  absence 
in  Europe  he  waa,  without  his  eon- 
sent,  elected  Governor  of  the  State 
of  New  York ;  but  be  accepted  the 
poaition,  and  held  it  for  sii  yeaia. 
Dnring  his  adminlittatian  slavery  was 
abolished  in  that  Stale.  At  the  end 
of  his  second  term  he  declined  a  re- 
nomination,  and  bIbd  his  former  posi- 
tion of  Cbief-Jnstloe  of  the  United 
Btatee,  which  wse  tendered  him.  Died 
May  17,  1829. 

tleanue  d'Albret,  Queen  of 
Navarre;  bom  in  1538.  Her  htbm 
was  King  Jean  II.,  and  her  mother 
was  the  sister  of  Francis  I.,  King  of 
France.  She  married  Antoine  de 
Bourbon  and  liecama  the  mother  of 
the  ce1d>rated  Henry  IV.  of  France. 
In  faith  she  was  a  lealoas  Calvinist. 
Died  1572. 

JafTcrMnit  Jovepb,  a  distin- 
piished  actor ;  bom  In  Fhiladalphia, 
Febmaiy  80^  18S0.    Ha  went  nposi 
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the  stage  while  very  voung,  and  soon 
attained  a  place  in  tde  first  rank  of 
comedians.  lie  has  esiieciully  ex- 
celled in  the  character  of  "  Kip  Van 
Winkle." — His  son,  Joseph  Jeffer- 
son, Jr.,  has  also  attained  distinction 
as  an  actor, 

JeftersoUf  Thomas,  an  Amer- 
ican statesman,  and  the  third  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States,  was  bom  at 
8hadwell,  Virginia,  April  2,  1743. 
AAer  cradnating  at  William  and 
Mary  College  ho  read  law  under 
Jud^e  Wythe,  was  admitted  to  the 
bar  m  1767,  and  practised  law  with 
extraordinaiT  success.  He  was  elected 
a  member  of  the  Virginia  House  of 
Burgesses  in  1769,  and  in  1773  united 
with  Patrick  Henry  and  other  leaders 
of  the  patriotic  party  in  the  formation 
of  the  Committee  of  Correspondence 
for  uniting  the  colonies  in  action,  and 
for  disseminating  information  among 
them.  He  was  a  staunch  and  able 
supporter  of  the  advanced  views  of 
the  patriot  party,  and  in  June,  1775, 
took  his  seat  in  the  Continental  Con- 
gress, where  in  the  next  year  he  was 
appointed,  with  Franklin,  Adams,  and 
others,  on  a  committee  to  prepare  a 
declaration  of  independence,  and  was 
himself  designated  as  chairman  of 
such  committee.  At  the  request  of 
his  colleagues  he  drafted  what  is  since 
known  as  the  "  Declaration  of  Ameri- 
can Independence,"  which  was  re- 
ported to  Congress  June  28,  and 
unanimously  adopted  by  that  body 
July  4,  1776.  lie  subsequently  re- 
signed his  scat  in  Congress,  &»  well  as 
the  appointment  of  commissioner  to 
France,  served  for  some  time  in  the 
Virginia  Assembly,  where  he  effected 
numerous  valuable  reforms,  and  in 
1779  was  elected  Governor  of  Vir- 
ginia. He  was  twice  appointed  Min- 
ister Plenipotentiary  to  negotiate  a 
I)eace  with  England,  but  in  both  in- 
stances was  prevented  by  circum- 
stances beyonn  his  control  from  ac- 
cepting tiie  position.  He  was  re- 
elected to  Congress  in  1783,  was  sent 
as  Minister  Plenipotentiary  to  Europe 
in  1784  by  Congress  to  form  treaties 


with  different  powers,  and  in  1785 
was  chosen  to  succeed  Benjamin 
Franklin  as  Minister  at  Paris.  Jef- 
ferson formed  while  in  France  a  strong 
and  enduring  predilection  for  the 
people  of  that  country  as  opposed  to 
those  of  England.  lietuming  to 
America  in  1789,  he  became  Secre- 
tary of  State  in  the  Cabinet  of  Wash- 
ington. 

The  struggle  between  the  two  great 
parties,  the  Federalists  and  the  Be- 
I  publicans,  now  commenced.  Hamil- 
I  ton,  at  the  head  of  the  former,  favored 
I  a  United  States  Bank  and  the  observ- 
ance of  a  strict  neutrality  between 
England  and  France,  while  Jefferson, 
as  leader  of  the  latter,  bitterly  opposed 
the  financial  measures  of  Ilamilton 
and  advocated  assisting  the  French 
with  men  and  arms.  The  disputes 
between  these  two  rival  statesmen  at 
length  grew  so  stormy  that  Jefferson 
resigned  his  office,  December  31, 1793. 
At  the  close  of  Wai^hington's  sec- 
ond term  Jeifcrson  was  nominated  for 
President  by  the  Kepublicans.  John 
Adams  was  elected,  but  Jefferson,  hav- 
ing received  the  next  highest  number 
of  votes,  became,  as  the  law  then  stood, 
Vice-President  of  the  United  States. 
He  was  elected  President  in  1800, 
was  re-elected  in  1804,  and  withdrew 
to  private  life  in  1809,  after  a  success- 
ful and  pro6])erous  administration  of 
eight  years.  He  was  one  of  the  prin- 
cipal founders  of  the  University  of 
Virginia,  at  Charlottesville,  near  his 
residence  at  Montieello,  of  which  in- 
stitution he  became  the  rector.  He 
died  on  the  same  day  with  John 
Adams,  July  4, 1326,  the  fiftieth  anni- 
versary of  the  promulgation  of  the 
Declaration  of  Indej^endence. 

Jeffrey,  Francis,  Lord,  a 
Scottish  critic  and  judge;  born  in 
Edinburgh,  Octol)er  23,  1773.  After 
studying  at  the  universities  of  Glas- 
gow and  Oxford  he  was  admitted  an 
advocate  to  the  Scottish  bar  in  1794, 
but  acquired  practice  very  slowly. 
With  Sidney  Smith,  Henry  (after- 
ward Lord)  Brougham,  and  others, 
he  projected  the  Edinburgh  Review, 


vhidi  ftnt  araiMrad  in  October,  1802, 
•nd  of  whlcd  JeSre/  ma  tha  editor 
for  the  tw«nty-Bix  jean  next  Ansulng. 
Tfaia  review,  which  was  principally 
devoted  to  the  critidBin  of  current 
literature  and  to  Whig  politics,  ww 
renurkablj  siiccenrul,  ana  created  a 
new  era  in  English  literature.  Al- 
Ihoi^h  Jeffrey  teverely  critidiad 
Byron,  Soott,  Moore,  and  other  cele- 
brated poets  of  that  time^  moM  of 
tiiem  Buheequenily  became  hia  inti- 
mate friendB.  His  first  wife  was 
Cathtt'ine  Wilson,  bis  second  cotuin, 
who  died  in  IH05.  He  married  Char- 
lotte Wilkes,  an  American  lady,  in 
New  York,  in  1813.  Meanwhile,  his 
practice  at  the  bar  had  rapidly  in- 
creased, and  he  was  regarded  as  the 
moat  eloquent  advocate  in  Scotland. 
He  was  elected  Lord  Rector  of  the 
Univenity  of  Glasgow  in  1820,  Dean 
of  the  Facuify  of  Advocates  in  1829, 
and  lo  the  First  Parliament  of  Wil- 
liam IV.  in  3830.  After  serving  u 
Lord  Advocate  of  Scotland  he  waa 
appointed  to  a  Scolliah  jndgeehip, 
with  the  honorary  title  of  "Lord/' 
in  1334.  He  gained  diitinc^on  aa  a 
iadge  for  the  npidity  with  which  he

Baron  Wem,  regarded  aa  the  moat 
infamous  of  British  judge*,  was  bom 
in  Denbighshire  about  1850,  and  read 
law  in  the  Middle  Temple ;  practised

pretenaiona   to  b^ng  a  Puritan,  and 


changed  his  politics,  became  a  great 
fevonte  of  the  Duke  of  York,  after- 
ward James  II.,  through  whose  in-

Jehan>Oeer,  or  tFaJuuxir 
(the  "Conqueror  of  the  WorM"),  a 
Mogul  Emperor  of  Hindoetan,  was 
the  son  of  the  illuMrious  Akbar, 
whom  he  succeeded  in  1605.  During 
hia  reign  the  embassy  of  SirThomic 
Roe  arrived  in  Delhi  Irom  England. 
Died  1S27. 

jelal-ed-Deen>Rooinee>  m 
Petsian  poet;  bom  at  BUlkh, in Kbo- 
rasa&n,  about  120D.  He  beouue  chief 
of  the  Soofees  upon  the  death  of  hii 
father,  in  1233.     Died  in  1272. 

Jengls  Khan,  a  McHigolian 
conqueror,  the  son  of  a  Tartar  cfaia^ 
wot  bom  in  1164.  He  captured  Pe- 
king in  121&,  subdued  the  northern 
Eovincea  of  China,  defeated  the 
ing  of  Khorasmia  in  1S18,  de- 
stroyed Bokhara,  Bamarcand,  and  - 
other  cities,  conqtiered  Persia,  won 
a  victory  over  the  King  of  Tangoot, 
and  was  preparing  to  invade  Soudi- 
era  China  when  he  died,  in  1227. 
He  is  said  to  have  cauaed  the  d^ 
stniction  of  five  millioua  of  human 

Jenner.  E^dward,  an  Engliah 
phyaidan  distinguished  as  having  in- 
troduoed  the  practice  of  TBcdnatiaa, 
waa  bom  at  Berkeley,  in  Glouoestn> 
■hire,  in  1740 ;  studied  under  the  oei»- 
brated  John  Hunter,  and  became  s 
skilAil  and  BucceaBAil  pmctitiouer. 
Qiving  particular  attention  to  the 
Bulyect  of  small-pox,  he  discovered 
that  thoce  who  had  had  the  oow-poz 
would  not  take  the  former  disease) 
neither  could  they  be  inoculated  with 
it.  After  a  series  of  experiment! 
which  continued  for  twenty  years,  ho 
produced,  in  1798,  An  Enipiay  itUo 
ike  Chiut*  and  EffetU  ^  At  Variola 
V<uciii't,  a  work  which  was  favorably 
received  br  the  prob«ioDj  and  this 
tbeoiiM  at  wUcn  have  awce  been 
universally  adopted  by  the  imemtiflo 
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world.  As  a  reward  for  his  discovery, 
which  has  proved  so  beneficial  to 
mankind,  Parliament  presented  him 
with  ten  thousand  pounds  in  1802 
and  with  twenty  thousand  pounds  in 
1807,  and  favors  were  conferred  upon 
him  by  the  Emperor  of  Russia  and 
by  the  King  of  Prussia.    Died  1823. 

Jcromey  St.,  one  of  the  Latin 
Fathers  of  the  Church,  distinguished 
for  his  great  learning,  was  born  at 
Stridon,  in  Dalmatia,  or  in  Pannonia, 
about  340  A.  D.  He  studied  in  Rome, 
travelled  through  Gaul  (and  collected 
while  thcrea  valuable  library),Thrace, 
Pontus,  and  Cappadocia.  After  re- 
siding for  some  time  in  Syria,  and 
subsequently  at  Jerusalem,  where  he 
studied  Hebrew,  he  returned  to  Rome 
and  was  appointed  secretary  to  Pope 
Damasus.  Of  his  numerous  works, 
the  most  valuable  are  a  treatise  on 
the  Lives  and  Writings  of  the  Elder 
Christian  Fathers^  Commentaries  on  the 
Prophetical  Books  of  the  Old  Testament, 
the  Gospel  of  SL.  Mattheiv,  and.  seveial 
'  of  the  Epistles  of  St,  Paul,  and  the 
translation  of  the  Old  and  New  Testa- 
ments into  Latin  known  as  the  Vul- 
gate. He  died  at  a  monastery  at 
Bethlehem  in  420  a.  d. 

Jerome  of  Pragrue,  one  of  the 
most  prominent  followers  of  John 
Huss,  was  bom  in  the  city  from  which 
he  received  his  surname,  studied  at 
the  universities  of  Paris,  Heidelberg, 
and  Cologne,  and  received  from  each 
of  them  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Di- 
vinity. He  commenced  about  1400  to 
preach,  with  remarkable  success,  the 
doctrines  of  Huss  in  Bohemia,  Po- 
land, and  Hungary.  He  was  arrest- 
ed on  a  charge  of  heresy  in  1415,  and 
was  induced  by  fear  of  torture  to  sign 
a  recantation  of  the  doctrines  of  Huss 
on  the  question  of  transubstantiation. 
A  few  months  later  he  sincerely  re- 
pented of  this  act,  and,  declaring  his  ' 
real  faith,  he  was  condemned  to  be  i 
burned  as  a  heretic.  He  suffered 
Mav  30,  1416,  with  such  serene  intre- 
pidity as  to  gain  the  warmest  ad- 
miration of  even  those  who  were  his 
enemies. 


Jerroldy  Dougrlas  Willianit 

an  English  humorist  and  satirical 
writer,  was  bom  in  London  in  1803. 
His  father  was  the  manager  of  Sheer- 
ncss  theatre.  Apprentice!  to  a  print- 
er in  London,  he  employed  his  leis- 
ure-hours in  acquiring  a  knowledge 
of  literature  and  the  modem  lan- 
guages. He  became  a  r^ular  con- 
tributor to  Punch  and  the  editor  suc- 
cessively of  The  Heads  of  the  People, 
The  Illuminated  Magazine,  The  Shilling 
Mai/azine,  and  Lloyd's  Weekly,  all  of 
which  were  remarkably  successful. 
Among  his  other  writings  are  the 
drama  entitled  Black-Eyed  Swtan, 
which  was  very  popular,  Mrs.  Cctu- 
dl^s  Curtain  Lectures,  and  Chronicles 
of  Qovemook.    Died  1857. 

Jervis,  John,  Earl  of  St  Vin- 
cent, a  British  admiral ;  bom  at  Mea- 
ford,  in  Staffordshire,  in  1734;  en- 
tered the  navv  in  1744,  and  attained 
the  rank  of  post-captain  at  the  age 
of  twenty-six.  Serving  against  the 
French,  he  captured  in  1782  the  sev- 
enty-four-gun ship  P^gase.  After 
being  elected  to  Parliament  from  sev- 
eral different  boroughs,  he  was  at  the 
commencement  of  the  French  Revo- 
lution ^iven  the  command  of  a  squad- 
ron, with  the  rank  of  rcar-adiniral, 
in  the  West  Indies,  where  he  took 
Martinique,  St.  Lucia,  and  Guada- 
loupe.  He  was  promoted  in  1795  to 
the  rank  of  admiral  of  the  blue  and 
made  commander  of  the  British  fleets 
in  the  Mediterranean,  and  in  Febru- 
ary, 1797,  gained  a  brilliant  and  de- 
cisive victory  over  the  Spanish  fleet 
off  Cape  St.  Vincent,  tor  this  ser- 
vice he  was  created  a  peer,  with  the 
titles  of  Earl  of  St.  Vincent  and 
Baron  Jervis  of  Mcaford,  was 
thanked  by  both  Houses  of  Par- 
liament, and  was  granted  a  pension 
of  three  thousand  pounds.  He  be- 
came First  Lonl  of  the  Admiralty 
in  1801  and  admiral  of  the  fleet  in 
1821.     Die<l  in  1823. 

Jewell,  or  Jewel,  John, 

Bishop  of  Salisbury,  one  of  the  ear- 
liest prelates  and  defenders  of  the 
Episcopal  Church,  was  bora  in  1522 ; 
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gndoktod  at  OzTord  in  1640,  and

Joan  of  Arc,  or  Jeanne 
d'Arc,  sumaiued  THS  Maid  or 
OkIiEANB,  an  Uluslrioiis  French  hero- 
ine ;  bom  at  Dom  R&n;,  in  Lai> 
raioe,  about  1411,  of  a  peasant  fam- 
ily. France  at  this  time  was  rent  bj 
the  rival  factions  of  the  Anaasnacs, 
who  supported  the  claim  of  Cuarles 
VII.  lo  tlie  throne,  and  the  Burgiin- 
dians,  who  were  firm  allies  of  Henrjr 
V.  of  England,  Joan  vei?  earlj  es- 
poused the  prindples  of  (he  Ar- 
magnacs,  and  at  Che  age  of  thirteen 
received  commands  from  Heaven,  as 
the  aflerward  stated,  to  go  and  liber- 
ate France.  Theee  divine  orders  were 
repeated,  aa  she  believed,  while  her 
parents  endeavored  to  persuade  her 
that  they  were  merely  the  reeulla  of 
her  enthusiasm.  Her  voices,  ss  she 
called  them,  directed  her  to  lay  her 
heavenly  commission  before  the  com- 
mandant uf  a  neigliboriiig  fortress. 
He  at  lint  r^^rded  her  statements 
with  great  incredulity,  but,  influenc- 
ed by  the  increasing  miafortunes  of 
Charl«fl,  he  finally  sent  her  with  a 
■mall  escort  to  Chioon,  where  that 
Prince  then  held  his  court. 

Orlfans,  the  only  city  of  Im^rt- 
•nce  of  which  Charles  still  retained 
possesion,  was  then  besieged  by  the 
English.  Joan  announc^  to  him 
that  she  was  empowered  U>  raise  Ilie 
■i^^  and  to  have  him  crowned  at 
Bheime.  Convincing  the  young  sov- 
ereign of  her  divine  authority,  Charles 
gave  her  the  command  of  a  consider- 
able force,  with  which  she  entered 
gvUau  about  the  lut  of  April,  1429. 
Bha  took  with  her  a  hu^  supply  of 
prorUoiM,  iBiaed  the  iiege  in  cme 


weak,  won  the  ridoriM  of  Jarmn 
and  PUay,  captured  Talbot,  the  Eng- 
lish commander,  and  evinced  in  evur 
engagement  the  greatest  intiej^i^. 
Within  three  months  after  she  bid 
received  her  com  misHtm  from  Chaile* 
■everal  important  cities  had  surren- 
dered to  her,  and  that  Prince  wai 
crowned  in  the  cathedral  at  Bheimg^ 
She  then  besought  the  King  for  per- 
mision  to  retiira  lo  her  home  and 
former  ways  of  llf^  hut  he  induced 
her  lo  retun  her  command  in  th« 
army.

„[lsh.  She  was  charged  with 
being  a  sorceress,  and  after  a  motft 
trial  was  burned  lo  death  at  Bonen, 
May  31,  liil,  dressed  as  a  victim  of 
the  Inqiitsiiion. 

Jonn,  King  of  England,  lor- 
named  Sakstbbbe,  was  the  youngeat 
son  of  Henry  II.,  and  was  bom  at 
Oxford  in  1166.  Hie  fiuher  Srat  cro- 
aled  him  Earl  of  Montague^  and  at 
the  age  of  twelve  Lord  of  Ireland. 
A  year  later  he  married  the  daugh- 
ter and  sole  heiress  of  the  Earl  of 
Gloucester.  Althou|^h  he  had  pr^ 
viously  conspired  against  his  brother 
Bichsrd,  he  recdved,  on  the  aocee 
•ion  of  that  Prince,  several  earl- 
doms, including  about  one-third  of 
Ensland. 

During  the  absence  of  Cceur  da 
Lion  in  the  Holy  Land  and  tiia  im- 

Srisonment  in  Qermany,  John  vt- 
eavored  lo  subvert  his  powar,  but 
was  restrained  by  Che  loyalty  of  the 
nobles.  In  1194,  upon  his  brother'a 
return  to  England!,  John  was  deprived 
of  all  his  estates  and  forced  to  make 
an  abject  submission.  He  succeeded 
to  the  throne,  however,  on  Bichard'l 
dealhj  in  119S.  In  1201  he  divorced 
bis  wife  and  made  Isabella  of  Angou- 
Ume  his  Queen. 

John  afterward  gained  several  vio- 
lories  over  his  nephew,  Arthur,  Duke 
of  Bret■gn(^  wbo,  supported  bf 
Philip  Augustus  King  of  France^ 
laid  claim  to  the  throne  tt  England. 
Aithnr  was  finaliy  c^tond  aai,  i& 
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is  generally  believed,  put  to  death  by 
his  uncle,  who  afterward  carried  on 
an  unsuccessful  war  and  was  deprived 
of  the  greater  part  of  his  possessions 
on  the  Continent. 

Having  excited  the  hostility  of  the 
Pope  by  his  insisting  on  his  right  to 
appoint  to  vacancies  in  the  Church, 
especially  to  the  Archbishopric  of 
Canterbury,  John  was  excommuni- 
cated in  1208  and  his  kingdom  placed 
under  an  interdict.  He  paid  no  at- 
tention, however,  to  the  fulminations 
of  the  Koman  Pontifl*  but  banished 
or  imprisoned  the  prelates  and  cler- 
zy  who  favored  the  papal  supremacy. 
During  this  period  he  subjugated  part 
of  Wales  and  suppressed  an  Irish 
insurrection.  Meanwhile,  the  Pope 
had  fonnally  deposed  him,  absolved 
his  subjects  from  their  oath  of  alle- 

f lance,  and  induced  the  King  of 
*rance  to  prapare  to  invade  £ngland. 
John  was  forced  to  make  an  abject 
submission,  and,  resigning  the  king- 
doms of  England  and  Ireland  to  the 
Pope,  received  them  back  as  a  vassal 
of  the  Papal  See.  This  occurred  in 
1213,  when  the  King  of  France  was 
forbidden  to  carry  out  his  enterprise. 
The  Barons  of  England,  instigated 
by  John's  obstinacy,  incapacity,  and 
tyranny,  formed  a  league,  raised  a 
formidable  army,  and  marched  to 
London,  where  they  were  cordially 
received  by  the  citizens.  King  John, 
with  the  ]^ope  as  an  ally,  was  at  first 
inclincii  to  treat  their  claims  with 
scorn.  They  soon  compelled  him  to 
submit,  however,  and  he  signed  at 
Eunnymede,  June  15,  1216,  the  cele- 
brated Magna  Charta.  The  Pope 
was  soon  after  induced  to  absolve 
John  from  his  new  obligations  and  to 
excommunicate  several  of  his  enemies 
among  the  Barons.  John  also  intro- 
duced a  foreign  army  into  England 
and  defeated  the  Karons  in  several 
battles.  He  died  of  a  fever  at  Sand- 
wich in  October,  1216,  before  the  ter- 
mination of  the  conflict,  universally 
detested  bv  the  people  of  England, 
and  regarded  as  one  of  the  most  de- 
praved of  English  kings.    He  was 


succeeded  by  his  son,  H^iry  III.,  and 
his  second  son,  Kichard,  was  in  1257 
elected  King  of  the  Bomaos. 

John  II.  9  sumamed  le  Box, 
succeeded  his  father,  Philip  of  Valoia, 
as  King  of  France  in  1350.  Having 
treacherously  imprisoued  Charles, 
King  of  Navarre,  and  put  to  death 
several  of  his  nobles,  war  was  declared 
against  John  by  England  as  the  ally 
of  Navarre,  and  Edward  the  Black 
Prince  invaded  France,  in  1356  won 
the  brilliant  and  decisive  victory  of 
Poictiers,  and  took  the  French  King 
prisoner.  John  was  taken  to  London, 
where  he  was  treated  with  g^reat  con- 
sideration by  Edward  IIL,  but  was 
detained  for  several  ^ears.  During 
his  imprisonment  a  civil  war^  prose- 
cuted by  the  peasants,  in  whicii  un- 
usual atrocities  were  committed  on 
both  sides,  broke  out  This  war  is 
known  in  history  by  the  name  of  "  La 
Jacquerie,"  and  after  continuing  for 
two  years  was  suppressed  by  the 
Dauphin.  At  the  conclusion  of  peace 
between  England  and  France,  in  1300, 
John  returned  to  Paris.     Died  1364. 

John  1.9  sumamed  the  Great, 
King  of  Portugal,  was  the  natural 
son  of  Peter  I.,  and  was  born  in  1357. 
He  became  King  in  1385,  and  carried 
on  successful  wars  against  Spain  and 
the  Moors  of  Africa.  He  promoted 
discoveries,  and  during  his  reign  were 
coninienced  those  maritime  expedi- 
tions which  in  a  t>hort  time  rendered 
the  name  of  the  Portuguese  famous. 
Madeira,  the  Canaries,  and  the  Azores 
were  discovered  under  the  command 
of  his  son.  Prince  Henry.  Died  1433. 

John  1.9  Pope,  a  native  of  Tus- 
cany, succeeded  Hormisdas  to  the 
Papal  See  in  623.  He  was  impris- 
oned by  King  Theodoric,  and  died 
in  confinement  in  526. 

John  II.  was  born  in  Rome,  and 
succeeded  Boniface  II.  in  533.  Died 
635. 

John  III.  9  bom  in  Home,  suc- 
ceeded Pelagius  I.  as  Poi>e  in  560. 
He  died  in  573,  and  was  succeeded 
by  Benedict  I. 

John  rV*  was  born  in  Dalmatia, 


anil  succeeded  Severiniu  in  G40.  Died

John  X.  became  I'ope  in  015  as 
the  aucceJisnr  of  [.undo.  He  crowned 
the  Emperor  Ilerengaritis,  wilh  whose 
BBsistaiice  he  marched  agiiinijt  the 
Karacens,  defeated  (hem,  and  expelled 
them  from  Italy.  He  was  afterward 
seiieil  in  his  palate  by  the  followeni 
of  liiiido,  Duke  of  Tuscany,  and 
thrown  into  prison,  where  it  is  sup- 
posed he  was  killeil  in  9^)^. 

John  XI.,  B  native  of  Italy,  and 
supposed  to  be  a  son  of  Pope  Sergiiis 
111.,  was  elected  to  the  Papal  See  in 
S31.  He  was  succeeded  al  his  death, 
in  U-W,  by  Leo  VII. 

Johli  XII.  Bucceedeil  in  956,  at 
the  age  of  eighteen  years.  Agapetiis  1 1 . 
ilia  (rue  iiiiuie  wa.i  Oi'luviauug.  He 
erowned  Otho  I.  Eniiieror  of  Ger- 
many and  King  of  Italy  in  9IX) ;  Init, 
afterward  )>e(iiniin)i;  infamous  for  his 
licenlioiisnvss  and  tyranny,  John  was 
deposed  bv  Othi),  who  returned  lo 
Borne  in  '963  and  caused  Leo  VIII.

John  XIX.  became  Pope  in 
1004.  He  tent  St.  Bruno  as  a  mis- 
sionary to  the  Russians,  and  healed 
the  schism  previously  existing  be* 
tween  the  churches  of  Rome  and 
Constantinople.  He  was  succeeded 
at  his  death,  in  1000,  by  Sergius  IV. 

John  XX.,  whose  previous  name 
was  HoMANt's,  was  the  eon  of  Count 
Gregory  of  Tuscany.  He  succeeded 
his  brother,  Benedict  VIll.,  in  1024, 
and  three  years  later  cmwa^d.  Om«- 
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rad  as  Kmperor  of  Germany.  Died 
about  1033.  Benedict  IX.  was  his 
8UCceii8or. 

tJohii  XX 1. 9  a  native  of  Lisbon, 
Bucceeded  Adrian  V.  about  1276.  At 
his  death,  which  occurred  a  few 
months  later,  he  was  succeeded  by 
Nicholas  IIL 

tJohu  XX IT.  9  whose  previous 
name  was  Jacques  d'Euse,  was  born 
at  Cahors,  in  France,  and  was  elected 
as  the  successor  of  Clement  V.  in 
1316.  He  resided  at  Avignon.  In 
the  contest  which  had  arisen  for  the 
imperial  throne  between  Frederick 
of  Austria  and  Louis  of  Bavaria, 
John  assumed  the  right  to  designate 
the  Emperor,  excommunicated  Louis 
in  1324,  and  three  years  later  pre- 
ferred the  claim  of  Robert,  tlie  Isea- 
politan  King.  The  result  was  an 
Italian  war  between  the  Guclphs, 
who  supported  th^  cause  of  Robert, 
and  the  Ghiljclines,  who  were  allies 
of  Louis.  The  latter  after  some  re- 
verses was  finally  successful,  and  was 
in  1327  crowned  at  Rome,  by  the 
Bishops  of  Venice  and  Alerfa,  with 
the  iron  crown  of  Milan.  Louis  then 
deposed  John,  who  was  succeeded  by 
Peter  de  Corvara,  under  the  name  of 
Nicholas  V.  John  died  at  Avignon 
in  1334.  He  was  distinguished  by 
rare  abilities,  profound  learning,  and 
great  avarice.  He  left  an  immense 
treasure.  He  is  said  to  have  intro- 
duced the  Annates  or  First-Fruits. 

John  XXIII.  (Cardinal 
Cossa),  a  native  of  Naples,  was 
chosen  to  succeed  Alexanaer  V.  in 
1410.  Two  rivals,  however — Bene- 
dict XIII.  and  Gregory  XII.— con- 
tested his  claim.  He  was  driven  from 
Rome,  and  was  ordered  to  abdicate 
by  the  Council  of  Constance  in  1414. 
Attempting  to  eviide  this  decree,  he 
escaped  from  Constance  in  disguise, 
but  was  arrested,  brought  back,  tried 
on  numerous  charges,  convicted,  for- 
mally deposed,  and  imprisoned.  Died 
1419. 

John  (Juan),  Don,  of  Au8- 
tria,  a  military  and  naval  com- 
mander,   was    the    natural    son    of 


Charles  V.  of  Germany  and  of  Bar- 
bara Blomberg,  and  was  bom  at  Rati*- 
bon  in  154<).  He  was  educated  by 
Quixada,  a  Spanish  noble,  who  treat- 
ed him  as  his  own  son.  Just  before 
his  death  Charles  V.  recommended 
him  to  the  protection  of  Philip  XL, 
who  immediately  recognized  him  as 
his  brother  and  made  ample  provision 
for  his  living  in  the  style  becoming 
liis  rank.  As  commander-in-chief  ca 
the  Spanish  forces  sent  against  the 
Moriscoes  of  Granada  he  gained  ser- 
eral  important  victories,  and  oomplete- 
Iv  subjugated  that  people.  He  was 
then  but  twenty-two  years  of  ace.  In 
1571  he  was  appointed  generalissimo 
of  the  Spanish  and  Italian  fleets  in 
the  war  against  Turkev.  Sailing  -from 
Messina  fU)out  the  15th  of  September 
with  fiftv  thousand  men  and  two  hun- 
dred ana  fifty  ships-of-war,  he  gained 
over  the  Turkish  fleet,  in  the  Gulf  of 
Lepanto,  October  7,  1571,  one  of  the 
most  brilliant  and  decisive  naval  vic- 
tories mentioned  in  historv.  He  was 
subseauently  offered  by  the  Greeks 
of  Alnania  and  Maceaonia  the  sov- 
ereignty of  those  countries,  but  was 
prevented  from  accepting  by  the  jeal- 
ousy of  Philip  II. 

After  commanding  an  expedition 
to  Northern  Africa,  capturing  Tunis 
and  numerous  other  places  of  imports 
ance,  Don  John  was  m  1576  appoint- 
ed, by  Philip  II.,  Governor  of  the 
Netherlands,  while  the  people  of  that 
countrv  were  in  a  state  of  insurrec- 
tion.  He  reduced  Namur  by  strata- 
gem and  gained  the  important  vic- 
tory of  Gemblours  (January  1,  1578), 
ana  afterward  took  Louvain,  Nivelle, 
and  several  other  towns  and  strong- 
holds. He  died  in  October,  1578, 
while  following  up  his  victories,  and 
is  believed  to  have  been  poisoned  at 
the  instigation  of  Philip  II. 

John  of  LiixeiiibiirgTy  sur- 
nained  the  Blind,  was  a  son  of 
Henrv  VII.  of  German v,  was  bom 
in  1295,  and  was  in  K^OO  elected  King 
of  Bohemia.  He  conquered  Silesia 
in  1322.  and  in  1331  invaded  Italy  as 
the  ally  of  the  Emperor  Louis,  who 
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wu  at  war  with  Pope  John  XXII. 
The  tatter,  in  order  to  detach  him 
from  hi>  aUiuiM  with  the  Eraperor, 
offered  to  recognize  bim  a»  King 
ef  Ilalj.  Louis  immediatelj  invad' 
ed  Bohemia,  but  John  returned  and 
quicklv  expelled  him  from  that  coun- 
try. Al^ough  he  soon  after  became 
blind,  he  did  not  loee  his  energy  or 
enterpriiie.  He  invaded  and  subju- 
gated Poland,  and,  having  farmed  an 
alliance  with  France  against  Enc- 
land,  marched  to  the  ueietance  of  the 
French  King,  and  was  mortally  wound- 
ed at  the  battle  of  Cr^y,  in  1345. 

John  of  Oauut,  or  Ghent) 
Duke  of  Lancaiter,  waa  a  younger 
■on  of  Gdvard  III.  of  England,  and 
WM  bom  in  1340.    He  ewyed  with 

Eat  distinction  under  hia  brother, 
ward  the  Black  Prince,  affainvt  the 
French.  His  firet  wife  was  Constance, 
a  natural  daughter  of  Peter  the  Cruet, 
King  of  CBBtile  and  Leon,  aad  upon 
the  death  of  that  sovereign  John  of 
Qaunt  claimed  the  crowns  of  those 
countries  and  invaded  Spain,  but 
was  defeated  by  Henry  of  Trasto- 
mara.  His  own  daughter  having 
afterward  married  the  heir-spparent 
to  the  thronee  of  CaAile  and  Leon,  he 
withdrew  his  claims.  He  was  a  lib- 
eral patron  of  the  poet  Chaucer, 
whoae  sister  became  his  third  wife. 
Died  1399.— The  son  of  John  of 
Gttiint  ascended  the  English  throne 
M  Hesry  IV. 

Johnson,  Andrew,  seven- 
teenth  President  of  the  United  Stato; 
bom  at  Raleigh,  Korth  Carolina,  in 
180S:  learned  the  trade  of  a  tailor, 
which  he  followed  for  several  years, 
and,  removing  to  Tennessee,  settled 
at  Greenville,  where  he  was  elected 
an  alderman,  and  luhsequenlly  mayor. 
Alter  serving  several  terms  in  the 
6tat«  L^islature,  he  was  choeen  to 
Congress  as  a  Democrat  in  1843,  and 
was  re-elected  four  times  successively. 
He  beoame  Governor  of  Tennessee  in 
185fL  was  again  elected  to  that  office 
In  1855,  was  choaen  a  United  States 
Sanator  in  1867,  ud  in  18U  wsa 
•l«ct«d  Vic«-Pr«sidc(it  of  th«  Dnitwl 


he  engaged  in  a  bitter  quarrel  with 
most  of  the  leaders  of  the  Kepublican 

Krty,  and  in  1868  was  impeached  ot 
ih  crimes  and  raisdemeanois  by 
the  House  of  Representatives.  After 
trial  before  the  Senate  he  was  ao- 
Quitted,  in  May  of  that  year.  Al< 
though  thirty-five  Senators  voted 
"Guilty,"  and  but  nineteen  "Not 
guilty,  the  prosecution  Mled,  as  tbo 
re<)uisite  two-thirds  vot«  was  not  tit- 
tained.  tir.  Johnson  was  subsequent] J 
elected  to  the  United  States  Senato 
from  Tennessee  as  a  Democrat.  I^ed 
July  31,  I8TS. 

Jobnson,  Reverdy,  an  emi- 
nent American  lawj'ei ;  bom  at  Anna- 
polis, Maryland,  m  1796;  was  ad- 
mitted to  the  bar  in  1815 :  practiMd 
with  remarkable  success  at  Baltimore ; 
was  in  1845  elected  a  United  States 
Senator  as  a  Whig,  and  in  1849  be- 
came Attorney-General  of  the  United 
States  in  the  Cabinet  of  President 
Taylor.  He  wss  again  elected  to  th« 
United  States  Senate  in  1863,  and  in 
1868  was  sent  as  Minister  to  England 
by  President  Johnson,  but  wsa  re- 
called the  year  following.  Di^ 
February  10,  1876. 

Johnson,  Richard  Itlentor> 
ninth  Vice-President  of  the  Unitea 
States,  was  bom  near  Louisville,  Ken- 
lucky,  in  1780,  and  was  educated  at 
Transylvania  University.  He  wu 
admitted  to  the  bar,  acquired  an  ex- 
tensive practice,  and  ent^^  Congresi 
in  1807.  He  waa  succenively  n- 
elected  to  that  body  for  twelve  years. 
At  the  banning  of  the  war  in  1812 
he  formed  a  r^ment  of  mounted 
riflemen,  which  he  commanded  on  the 
Indian  frontier.

Kepresentatives,  to  which  he  was  re- 
elected until  1887,  when  he  was 
chosen  Vice-President  of  the  United 
States,  with  Martin  Van  Buren  as 
President.  This  selection  was  made 
by  the  United  States  Senate,  as  none 
of  the  candidates  for  Vice-President 
had  received  a  sufficient  majority  in 
the  Electoral  College,  ile  was  again 
nominated  for  the  Vice- Presidency  in 
1840,  but  was  defeated.     Died  1850. 

Johnson,  Samuel,  an  English 
author  and  critic,  the  son  of  Michael 
Johnson,  a  bookseller,  was  born  at 
Lichfield,  September  18,  1709.  He 
studied  at  Pembroke  College,  Oxford, 
and  graduated  there  with  aistinction. 
He  married  Mrs.  Porter  in  1736.  She 
was  nearly  twice  his  age,  and  was  the 
widow  of  a  mercer.  After  endeavor- 
ing to  establish  an  academy  at  Edial 
Hall,  where  David  Garrick  was  one 
of  his  three  pupils,  he  in  1737  re- 
moved to  London.  He  there  formed 
a  friendship  with  the  poet  Savage, 
with  whom  he  frequently  walked  the 
streets  all  night  because  they  were 
unable  to  pay  for  lodgings.  Soon 
after  going  to  I^ndon  he  published 
an  imitation  of  the  third  Satire  of 
Juvenal,  which  created  quite  a  sensa- 
tion in  the  literary  world  and  was 
praised  by  Pope.  He  wrote  in  1740 
the  parliamentary  8j>eeches  for  the 
Qentleman^s  Maguzinfy  and  four  years 
later  his  Life  of  Richard  Savage  ap- 
peared. He  commenced  his  Knglish 
dictionary  in  1747,  and  issued  the  first 
number  of  the  Bambler  in  March, 
1749,  which  periodical  he  continued 
until  the  death  of  his  wife,  in  1752. 
Ten  years  later  he  received  from 
George  III.  a  pension  of  three  hun- 
dred pounds  per  annum,  which  en- 
abled him  to  pass  the  remainder  of 
his  days  in  ease  and  independence. 
He  joined  the  literary  club  to  which 
Burke,  Reynolds,  and  many  other 
men  of  distinction  belonged,  and  in 
17G5  received  the  degree  of  LL.D. 
from  the  University  of  Dublin,  and 
some  years  later  the  same  title  from 
the  Cniversity  of  Oxford.  After 
visiting  the  W  estem  Islands  of  Scot- 


land in  1773 — of  which  he  wrote  an 
account — and  Paris  in  1775,  he  oom- 
pleted  his  Lives  af  the  BrUUh  PoeU^ 
which  appeared  in  1781.    Died  1784. 

Dr.  Johnson  was  great  in  every 
department  of  literature  to  which  he 
gave  his  attention.  He  exercised  an 
extensive  influence,  and  during  the 
latter  part  of  his  life  occupied  the 
highest  place  among  literary  men 
then  living  in  England.  His  English 
dictionary  required  vast  labor  and 
occupied  his  time  for  several  years. 
He  was  the  author  of  many  works 
besides  those  which  have  been  men- 
tioned. Among  them  are  The  Vanity 
of  Human  Wishes^  BoMelaSj  The  Idler, 
and  Ireney  a  tragedy. 

Johnson,  iSir  WlUiam,  a 
colonel  in  the  British  army ;  bom  in 
Scotland  in  1715;  was  for  many  years 
the  agent  of  his  government  tc»  the 
Iroquois,  or  Six  Tsations  of  Indians, 
in  what  now  is  the  central  and  west- 
em  part  of  the  State  of  New  York. 
He  acquired  great  influence  over  the 
savages,  defeat etl  a  French  expedition 
in  1755,  and  just  prior  to  the  com- 
mencement of  the  Kevolutionary  war 
was  a  formidable  enemy  to  the  pa- 
triots in  that  part  of  the  colony. 
Died  1774. 

Johnston,  Albert  Sydney, 
an  American  general;  bom  in  Ken- 
tucky in  1808;  graduated  at  West 
Point  in  1826 ;  resigneii  his  commis- 
sion in  1834,  and  in  1836  enlisted  aa 
a  private  in  the  Texan  army,  of 
which  he  soon  after  became  com- 
mander-in-chief. He  fought  a  duel 
with  F.  Houston,  his  predecessor,  in 
1837,  was  Secretary  of  War  of  the 
Texan  Republic  from  1838  to  1840, 
and  was  afterward  a  colonel  in  the 
American  army  in  the  Mexican  war. 
He  was  appointed  a  paymaster  in 
1849,  and  in  1857  was  given  the  com- 
mand, with  the  rank  of  colonel,  of  the 
expedition  sent  against  the  Mormons 
in  Utah.  He  assumed  command  of 
the  Der)artment  of  the  Pacific  in 
1860,  joined  the  secessionists  the  year 
following,  and  was  made  commander 
of  the  Department  of  Kentucky  and 
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I WH  killed  at  the  bat- 
U«  of  Shiloh,  April  6,  1862,  leaving 
the  rqiotatioD  of  beiw  ooe  of  the 
•bleat  general*  engagea  In  the  CdD' 
Merale  cauae. 

Johnston)  Joseph  EKglea- 
ton,  an  American  general :  Dom  in 
Virginia  in  1307 ;  graduated  at  West 
Point  in  1829 ;  vbs  comminicHied  a 
firvt  lieutenant  of  the  Topographical 
Engineers  in  1S3S;  iraa  engaged  in 
•nrvoTs  on  the  northern  truniier; 
became  a  captain  of  engineers ;  Berved 
with  disEinctiim  in  MexiiX) ;  won  twice 
wounded,  and  was  suceeasively  brevet- 
tad  u  major,  lienlenanl-colonel,  and 
ookmel.  He  waa  in  lb60  made  qiiu- 
termaaler^nersl,  with  the  rank  of 
tvigadier-general.  Besigninghitcom- 
miesioD  in  1961,  fae  entered  the  Con- 
leienie  lerTlce,  commanded  at  the 
battle  of  Ball  Kun,  in  1862  was  made 
commander-in-chief  of  the  Clonfeder- 
ate  lorceB  in  Virginia,  and  waa  severe- 
Ir  wounded  at  Pair  Oaks.  He  was  in 
NoTwnber  of  the  «»me  year  appoint- 
ed commander  of  the  Department  of 
Tenneeeee.  He  made  an  unBacceeaful 
attempt  lo  relieve  Vickibui^,  then  be- 
sieged by  Oen.  Grant,  and  in  Novem- 
ber 1863,  superseded  Gen.  Hood  (who 
had  been  defeated  at  Chattanooga), 
aa  oommander  of  all  the  forces  in  the 
South-west.  Failing  to  check  Qen. 
Sherman  in  hia  viclorioua  career,  and 
being  outflanked  by  him,  Johnston 
waa  superseded  by  Gen.  Hood  in 
Joly^lS04,butwas afterword  reinstated 
in  hia  command  at  the  urgent  request 
of  Gen.  Lee.  In  1865  he  lurrenderad 
to  Gen.  Sherman  at  Durham  Blation, 
,  North  Carolina,  and  has  since  been 
elected  United  Stales  Senator  from 
Gkorgia. 

JotnvlUei  det  Jean,  or  Je- 
han,  SiBE,  a  French  nobleman  and 
chronicler;  bom  in  1224:  commanded 
a  large  body  of  men  nnder  Louis  IX. 
in  one  of  his  crusades  to  I'alestine. 
He  wan  regarded  with  great  favor  by 
that  aoTereign,  with  whom  he  was 
eaptnied  at  Mansoorah  after  having 
gained  diitinction  for  courage  at  the 
taking  of  Ikamietta,  in  EfffpL    B*-

He 
waa  appointed  aid»4e-cainp  to  Idar- 
shal  Key  about  1804.  and  the  year 
following,  on  the  field  of  AuslerlitL 

E resented  Bonapart«  with  a  copy  of 
is  Tnatite  ok  lite  Grand  Opei-aiimu 
of  War.  A  few  dm  later  he  becama 
diief  of  Key's  staK  He  waa  created 
a  Barm  for  diitinguished  service*  at 
Jena  in  1806,  was  sent  to  Buun  in 
ISOS,  waa  made  a  general  of  brigade 
in  1811,  and  Governor  of  Wilua  in 
1812-  Throagh  the  enmity  of  Ber- 
tbier  he  foiled  lo  received  tne  promo- 
tion  lo  wliich  he  deemed  himself  en- 
titled, and  after  having  contributed 
to  the  victory  of  Boutien,  in  1813,  he 
left  the  French  service,  and^  entering 
that  of  Russia,  waa  made  lieutenant- 
general  and  aide-de-camp  lo  the  En^ 
peror.

Joues,  Inlifo,  an  English  at^ 
chitect ;  bom  in  London  about  1572. 
Apprenticed  to  a  ioiuer,  some  ol  hii 
designs  received  t£e  attention  of  th« 
Earl  of  Pembroke,  who  supplied  him 
with  the  means  for  tiavellinK  in  Eu- 
rope. After  visiting  Italy  he  wait 
lo  Denmark  on  an  invitation  from 
Christian  IV.,  whose  sister  waa  the 

?ueen    of    Jamea    1.    of    England, 
hrough   her  influence  he  otalained 
the  royal  bvor  on  his  return  to  Eng- 
land, in  1605,  and  waa  appointed  *r-

Jones.  Sir  Wllllani,  an 
Oriental  scholar;  bom  in  LoiHion, 
September  ^  1746;  studied  at  Hai^ 
raw  School  and  at  Univenity  College, 
Oxford,  and  was  for  five  years  tutor 
to  the  son  of  Earl  Bpencsr.  Hav- 
ing acquired  an  extensive  knowledge 
of  Oriental  Isnguagee,  as  well  as  of 
nearly  all  the  tongues  of  Europe,  he 
translated  in  176H,  at  the  request  of 
the  King  of  Denmark,  the  Iii/e  q/ 
Ii'adir  iAa\  from  the  Persian  into 
the  French,  published  a  Petsian 
grammar  in  1769,  commenced  the 
study  of  law  in  1770,  and  wss  four 
years  later  admitted  lo  the  bar.  He 
waa  knighted  in  March,  1783,  and 
was  appointed  judge  of  the  Bnpreme 
Court  of  BeogaL    Ma  mairiad  Anna 


Haria  Shiplej,  a  danghtar  ol  tha 
Bishop  of  B*.  jtjaph.  He  anivad  ia 
India  in  September,  1783,  oonlinued 
his  Oriental  studies,  and  faonded  in 
17SS  the  "Asiatic  Society."  Its  ob- 
ject was  to  ;f  rocure  information  lelat- 
mg  to  the  history,  languages,  science^ 
aiM  antiouities  of  Asia.  He  wss  tba 
author  oi  numerous  valuable  woA^ 
and  is  regarded  by  many  as  the  grealoit 
Oriental  scholar  that  Europe  ht  pro- 
duced. Died  at  Calcutta,  AprU  27, 
1794. 

Jonson,  Ben,  an  eminent  Eng- 
lish poet  and  dramatist,  the  postbu- 
mous  son  of  a  Protestant  dcrgytnan, 
was  bcnn  at  WeatminBUi  in  1674. 
AtlM  rtodying  at  Westminster  he  en- 
tered the  Univenitf  of  Cantbiidga, 
but  OD  account  of  his  straitened  at' 
cumstancee  was  compelled  to  leava 
there  before  graduating,  and  to  work 
with  his  Etepialber  as  a  mason.  En- 
tering the  British  arm^,  he  served  in 
Flanders,  where  he  gained  great  dis- 
tinction for  courage.  On  returning 
to  England  he  joined  a  company  M 
actors,  but,  having  killed  one  of  them 
in  a  duel,  be  was  arrested  and  impris- 
oned, and  barel}'  escaped  with  his  life. 
His  drama  entitled  Evay  Man  m  hit 
HvmoT,  appeared  in  1598,  and  at  onoa 
acquired  for  him  conuderable  literan 
fame.  Having  united  in  1605  wiUt 
Chapman  and  Marston  in  producing 
Eatlmud  Hor.l  which  Was  regarded 
as  a  libel  on  the  Scotch,  the  two  latter 
were  put  in  prison,  and  Jonson  vol- 
untarily kept  them  company.  The 
three  were  sentenced  lo  have  their 
ears  and  nosea  cut  of^  but  through  the 
influence  of  Jonson  thejr  escaped.  ^ 
Jamee  I.  soon  after  appointed  him 
poetlaureate,  with  on  annual  pension 
of  one  hundred  pounds  and  a  tieroe 
of  wine.  Hia  numerous  works  con- 
tained a  great  deal  of  profaniQ',  tat 
which  he  eipreased  the  deeptst  con- 
triUon  on  hia  death-l>ed.

Her  frienda  thought  at  the 
time  that  she  was  forming  a  ni^at 
JioaM.  When  her  boshand  became 
First  Consol  she  tresMl  tha  ray^isM 
with  tare  geoerad^,  and  in  many 
inatanoM   gnatly  aanlbgaled  tMr 
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sufferings.  During  the  absence  of 
Bonaparte  in  Eg^'pt  she  had  pur- 
cliased  Malmaison  for  her  favorite 
resort  She  fitted  it  up  hixuriously, 
and  expended  such  large  sums  on  this 
and  other  objects  as  to  seriously  em- 
barrass her  husband.  She  contributed 
greatly  to  the  elegance  and  splendor 
for  which  the  imperial  court  at  the 
Tuileries  became  distinguished ;  but 
after  her  coronation  as  Empress  her 
influence  over  Napoleon  rapidly  de- 
clined, and  when  it  became  certain 
that  she  could  not  present  him  with 
an  heir  he  decided  to  procure  a  di- 
vorce. This  decision  caused  her  the 
most  profound  anguish,  and  the  Em- 
peit)r  himself  was  deeply  affected; 
out  the  divorce  was  obtained  in  1809. 
Ketaining  her  former  titles,  Josephine 
took  up  her  residence  at  Malmaison, 
where  the  Emperor  occasionally  vis- 
ited her,  and  seemed  to  regarcl  her 
with  true  ailection.     Died  in  1814. 

JosephuSy  orFlavius  Jo- 
SephuSy  a  Jewish  historian  of  royal 
descent,  was  born  at  Jerusalem  in  37 
A.  D.  He  studied  in  his  native  city, 
and  at  the  age  of  fourteen  was  re- 
garded as  high  authority  on  diflicult 
questions  of  Jewish  law.  He  became 
a  Pharisee  in  56,  and  in  63  went  to 
Rome,  where  he  procured  the  release 
of  some  Jewish  priests  who  had  been 
sent  there  as  prisoners  by  Felix.  Ap- 
pointed to  the  command  of  the  two 
Galilees,  he  defended  with  great  cour- 
age the  city  of  Jotapata  in  67  A.  D. 
against  the  Roman  forces  commanded 
by  Vespasian.  Compelled  to  capitu- 
late, all  the  Jewish  warriors  were  put 
to  death  except  Josephus,  who  had 
foretold  that  Vespasian  would  soon 
be  made  P^mperor.  Vespasian  and 
Titus  treated  him  with  consideration, 
and  after  the  destruction  of  Jerusalem, 
at  his  solicitation,  released  his  brother 
and  a  large  number  of  his  friends  who 
had  been  captured.  He  went  with 
Titus  to  Rome,  where  he  received  a 
pension,  was  made  a  Roman  citizen, 
and  where,  as  a  mark  of  gratitude,  he 
adopted  Vespasian's  family-name  of 
''Flavius."     His  works,  which  are 


mostly  written  in  Greek,  are  remark- 
able for  their  beauty  of  style.  They 
have  been  translated  into  Latin  ana 
nearly  all  of  the  modem  European 
languages.  Among  the  most  import- 
ant of  them  are  itiatory  of  the  Jemth 
War  J  The  Antiquities  of  JJie  JewSf  and 
a  Discourse  on  the  Martyrdom  of  the 
Maccabees.  He  is  supposed  to  have 
died  in  95  a.  d. 

Jouberty  Barth^lemy 
Catherine,  a  French  general ;  bom 
at  Pont  de  Vaux,  in  Bresse,  in  1769. 
He  entered  the  army  in  1791,  served 
with  credit  against  the  Austrians,  waa 
taken  prisoner  by  the  Sardinians,  and 
after  regaining  Kis  liberty  returned  to 
France  and  in  1794  was  appointed 
adjutant-general.  He  gained  great  dis- 
tinction for  bravery  at  Loano,  in  the 
year  following,  and  was  made  a  brig- 
adier-general on  the  field  of  battle. 
He  gained  further  distinction  in  Italy 
and  in  the  Tyrol,  and  in  1799  became 
commander-in-chief  of  the  army  in 
Italy.  He  was  killed  at  the  battle  of 
Novi,  in  August  of  the  same  year. 
Though  an  ardent  republican,  Jou« 
bert  was  during  the  French  Revolu- 
tion a  bold  opponent  of  the  Jacobins. 

Joiirclaiiy  Jean  Baptiste, 
a  Marshal  of  France ;  bom  at  Lim- 
oges in  1762.  The  son  of  a  poor  sur- 
geon, he  received  but  little  education, 
and  at  the  age  of  sixteen  entered  the 
army.  He  fought  for  the  Americana 
in  t£e  Revolutionary  war,  was  given 
the  command  of  a  battalion  about 
1791,  and  seiTed  under  La  Fayette  and 
Dumouriez.  lie  became  general  of 
division  in  1793,  and  after  gaining  dis- 
tinction at  the  battle  of  Hond!!ich<K)te, 
in  that  year,  he  was  chosen  command- 
er-in-chief of  the  French  army,  and 
won  a  complete  victory  over  the  Aus- 
trians at  Wattignies.  Having  offended 
the  Committee  of  Public  Safety  by  the 
freedom  with  which  he  expressea  his 
views  to  them  on  public  aflairs,  hewaa 
deprived  of  his  command,  which  was 
given  to  Pichegru.  He  was,  however, 
m  1794,  placed  in  command  of  the 
Army  of  the  Moselle.  During  that 
year  he  won  important  yic^oriea  over 
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tlie  Aiislriaos  at  Arlon,  Fleiiriis,  Ay- 
VHile,  and  Altlenhoven,  and  reducvil 
Charleroi  and  numerous  otiier  Iuwdb, 
lie  aftenvanl  captured  Lnxeniburfc, 
Diiiiseltlorf,  I'miik tort,  and  AViirzbun;, 
but  WBB  dcfeiiteil  l>y  the  Arvlidukc 
ChnrlvK  near  WurzLiirg  in  I79t;,  and 
in  1793,  while  in  coinniaiiit  oC  the 
army  on  the  Dannie,  wan  aj^in  twice 
defeated  by  the  Kaiiiegt^nurai.  He  was 
then  Bucceuded  by  Masseiia.    He

Jiitlait  Maccab^iiHf  a  Jewish 
leader  of  the  royal  line  of  the  A»- 
mooenns,  was  born  in  the  second  cen- 
tury D.  c.  lie  routed  and  destroy- 
ed several  Syrian  armies,  subjugated 
tlie  Idunicans,  Ammonites,  and  other 
nations,  and  restored  the  ancient 
worship  in  the  temple  at  Jenisalera.

Jovfnil,  Emperor  of  Rome ;  born 
in  Pannonia  in  3:n  a.  d.  Though  an 
arowed  Christian,  he  was  a  favorite 
of  Julian  the  Apostate,  whom  he  suc- 
ceeded in  3li3.  He  annulled  the  laws 
of  his  predeccKuir  against  the  Cliiis- 
tianti,  and  restored  (lie  orthodox 
faith.  Dieil  at  Uadaalana,  in  Ga- 
lalia,  in  364. 

Juarez,  Bciiito,  a  Mexican 
Btatcsman,  said  to  lie  of  pure  Aztec 
blood,  was  bom  about  ISOT  ;  became 
a  lawver;  was  elected  to  CongreHx  in 
18IO,'andfiovcrnorofOajacainl848. 
He  WOH  cxJIeil  by  HaMa  Anna io  1953, 
but  I>erame  Minister  of  Justice  under 
Alvarel  in  Itf-io,  and  wns  np|Hiinled 
Sf-cretarv  of  State  by  Comunlorl  in 
]8.>7.  He  was  electeii  President  of 
Ucuco  in  18i;i,and  by  the  success- 
ful uiTaMon  of  the  Kr^ii'h  anny  was 
placal  Id  a  deii|H'rale  Hltuatiim,  but 
with  the  Lilicrals  rejmined  his  aa- 
ceudenry  when  the  French  troops 
were  withdrawn,  in  lUUti.  Juarei  waa 
re-elected  President  in  1SG7.  Died 
July  18,  1872. 


but  before  they  could  render  him  any 
assistance  Judea  was  again  invaded 
by  a  formidable  army  of  Syriana,  and 
Judas,  who  marched  against  them 
with  but  about  eight  hundred  men, 
was  after  a  severe  l>allle  in  ItiO  b.  c.

Judsoii,  Adoniram,  an  emi- 
nent Baptist  missionary ;  bom  in 
Ma!<sachusetts  in  1788;  waa  educated 
at  Brown  University,  and  in  1812  was 
sent  to  Burmah,  where  he  founded  a 
mission  at  Rangoon,  llemadescom- 

Slete  translation  of  tlie  Bible  into  the 
umicsc  language.  Died  1850. 
•Jiit^iirtlia,  an  African  I'rince,  a 
naliiial  son  of  Manastabal,  who  was  a 
brotherof  Mici|isa,  King  of  Numidia. 
JuKiirthawas  brought  up  at  the  court 
of  liis  uncle,  lleservedin  theltoman 
army  under  Scipio  ,£milianu8  with 
fCreat  distinction,  and,  being  highly 
coniiiiendeil  by  Scipio  to  Mit.'i|isa,  the 
latter  created  liiiu  joint-lieir  with  hta 
own  sons,  Adherbal  and  Iliempsal. 
After  the  death  of  his  uncle,  Ju- 
gurtha  caused  HiempsaJ  to  be  aasaa- 
sinaled  and  Adherbal  to  Bee  to  Home 
for  safely.  Ufficera  were  appointed  by 
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the  Roman  Senate  to  divide  Numidia 
between  the  two  remaining  Prinoes; 
but,  aooeptinff  the  bribes  of  Jiignrtha, 
they  awardea  to  him  the  laivest  poiv 
tion  of  the  Icingdom  and  declared 
him  to  be  innocent  of  the  murder  of 
Hiempsal.  He  determined,  however, 
to  rule  over  the  entire  kingdom,  and, 
aeixing  Adherbal  while  he  was  still 
under  the  protection  of  the  Romans, 
tortured  him  and  put  him  to  death. 
Rome  immediately  declared  war,  and 
Jngurtha,  after  havine  formed  a  fa- 
vorable treaty  with  Calpumins,  the 
Cdnsul,  who  had  been  sent  against 
him — which  treatj,  however,  the  Sen- 
ate refttsed  to  ratify — was  summoned 
to  Rome  to  answer  for  the  crimes  with 
which  he  was  diarffed.  He  visited 
that  city,  and  while  there  caused 
the  muixler  of  his  cousin,  Massiva. 
Returning  to  Numidia,  he  gained  a 
decisive  victory  over  the  Romans,  who 
were  commanded  by  Aulus  Posthu- 
mius;  but  Metellus  gained  several  ad- 
vantages over  him,  and  Marius,  who 
■oooeeded  Metellus,  twice  defeated 
Jngurtha,  captured  him,  and  carried 
him  in  chains  to  Rome,  where  he  was 
compelled  to  grace  the  triumph  of  his 
conqueror.  He  was  then  cast  into  the 
Mamertine  prison,  where  he  died  in  six 
days— as  is  generally  supjxised,  by  star- 
vation. This  occurred  about  106  b.  c. 
tJulian,  sumamed  the  Apos- 
tate, a  Roman  Emperor,  the  son  of 
Julius  Constantius,  and  a  nephew  of 
Ckmstantine  the  Great,  was  oom  in 
Constantinople  in  331  A.  B.  With 
his  brother  Qallus  he  was  banished 
by  the  Emperor  Constantius  to  Capini- 
doda,  where  they  were  educated  in 
the  Christian  faith.  Gallus^  however, 
having  been  created  Caesar  m  351,  his 
brother  was  permitted  to  return  for  a 
short  time  to  Constantinople.  After 
being  exiled  a  second  time,  and  his 
brother  having  been  executed  in  355 
A.  D.,  he  was  again  recalled  to  Constan- 
tinople, where  he  married  Helena, 
sister  of  Constantius.  who  created  him 
Cnsar  and  appointea  him  to  command 
the  armies  in  Gaul.  Julian  had  mean- 
while renounced   Christianity,  and 


had  embraced  the  jphiloeophy  of  tlia 
Platonists.  He  gained  great  distino- 
tion  in  the  war  against  me  Germans^ 
drove  them  from  GauL  invaded  Ger- 
many, and  captured  Uhnodomariofl^ 
the  most  powerful  of  their  Kings. 
He  excited  by  his  victories  the  Jm- 
otisy  of  the  Emperor,  who  oroered 
him  to  send  his  best  legions  to  the 
East  to  participate  in  the  war  with 
Persia ;  but  the  troops,  who  were  de- 
voted to  Julian,  refused  to  obey,  and 
proclaimed  him  Augustus.  He  sent 
a  request  to  the  Emperor  that  he 
might  be  recognized  as  Angustus  in 
Gaul.  Constantius  refbsed,  out  died 
suddenly  in  361 ;  and  Julian,  ascend- 
ing the  throne  without  opposition, 
openly  renounced  Christianity,  pro- 
claimed liberty  of  conscience  to  all, 
and  directed  the  heathen  temples  to 
be  reopened.  He  left  Antioch  m  the 
early  part  of  363,  at  the  head  of  a 
well-appointed  armv,  to  invade  Per- 
sia. Passing  over  the  Euplirates  and 
Tigris,  he  defeated  the  Persians  in 
several  important  battles^  but  was 
fatally  wounded  by  a  javelin  during 
an  en^gement.  He  died  the  day 
after,  in  June,  363  a.  d. 

Juliaiiy  Count  (whose  name 
is  infamous  in  Spanish  annals),  was 
an  officer  of  high  rank  under  Roder- 
ick, the  Gothic  King  of  Spain.  Rod- 
erick having  outraged  the  daughter 
of  Julian,  the  latter  as  a  means  of 
revenge  induced  the  Arabs  to  invade 
Spain.  At  the  battle  of  Xeres,  which 
was  fouglit  soon  after  (711),  the  Goths 
suffered  an  overwhelming  defeat. 

Julius  1.9  Pope,  was  bom  in 
Rome,  and  was  elected  to  succeed 
Marcus  in  336  A.  D.    Died  352. 

Julius  II.  (Cardinal  GruLiANO 
DELLA  Rovere)  was  bom  in  1441, 
and  succeeded  Pius  III.  in  1503.  He 
was  arrogant  and  exceedingly  aiwbi- 
tious  to  aggrandize  the  papal  author- 
ity. He  expelled  Csesar  iiorgia  from 
the  Romagna,  and  endeavored  to 
drive  out  the  Venetians  from  Ra- 
venna and  other  cities  which  thev 
held  in  his  dominions.  Not  sucoeea- 
ing  in  this   attempt,  he   formed  a 
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treat;  ti  Csmbraj  with  France,  Oer- 
manj,  and  the  l3uke  of  Ferrors  for 
the  Bubi  ligation  and  purtilion  of 
Venice,  out  he  soon  liecume  more 
jealous  of  the  French  tlian  of  the 
Venetians.  He  took  arms  against 
the  former  in  1510,  and  two  yean 
Uier,  with  the  osaialatice  of  England, 
Spain,  Switzerland,  and  Venice,  drove 
them  out  of  Ital^.  After  this  he  be- 
came involved  in  serious  difficulties 
with  the  Spaniards  and  Su'ibs. 

JuliuB  was  a  liberal  patron  of 
Michael  Angelo,  Ku|)hiLeI,  and  other 
artista,  and  was  the  lirst  lo  commeutx 
the  erection  of  the  catliedral  of  St. 
Peier  at  Rome.  lie  died  in  1513, 
Bud  was  Bucceedtxl  by  Leo  X. 

Juliua  III.  (Cabuinal  Giocci) 
was  bora  in  Arezzo  in  14S7,  and  was 
elected  to  succeed  Paul  III.  iu  1550. 
Died  15oo.  • 

Juuot.  Andoche,  Due  d'Ab- 
ranl^.  a  French  general;  bum  neur 
Semur  in  1771.  He  entered  the  army 
as  a  private  soldier  at  the  age  of 
twenty,  gained  great  distinction  for 
his  braverv,  was  rapidly  promoted, 
and  won  t1te  regard  of  Booanarte, 
who  appointed  him  hia  first  aide-da- 
camp.  He  participated  in  the  battlee 
of  liOdi,  Areola,  Casti)(lione,  and 
Lonati^  accompanied  Bonaparte  to 
EgA-pl,  and  at  tlie  battle  of  Nazareth 
added  to  his  renown  hy  holding  in 
check,  with  only  three  hundred  cav- 
alrymen, a  force  of  three  lliousand  of 
the  eiiemj.  After  his  return  to  I'aris 
he  was  appointed  Governor  of  that 
city,  colonel-general  of  hussars,  and 
Ambassador  to  Portugal,  and  was 
decorated  with  the  grand  eagle  of 
the  Legion  of  Honor.  Ho  (ought  at 
the  battle  of  Auaterlitz  in  1805,  two 
years  later  commanded  the  army 
which  invaded  Portugal  aad  took 
Lisbon,  and  was  crcate<l  Due  d'Ab- 
rant&i.  Sir  Arthur  Wellesley  defeated 
him  at  Vimiera  in  August,  IH08,  and 
drove  him  from  Portugal.  Napoleon 
removed  him  from  the  aoveraorahip 
of  Faria,  but  made  him  Captaia-Uen- 
eral  and  Gh)vernor  of  the  Illyrian 
piovincei.      Junot  wh   however,  so 


deeply  afTeded  by  his  mltfortunea 
that  he  resigned  his  commands  and 
retired  to  private  life.     Died  1813. 

Jussieii,  de,  Autolne  Liaa- 
reitti  a  French  botanist;  born  ia 
Lyons  in  174tj,  of  a  family  that  pro- 
duced a  large  number  of  distinguished 
botanists.  He  studied  medicine  in 
Paris,  and  (cradualed  in  1770.  Hav- 
ing also  studied  botany  under  his 
uncle,  Bernard  de  Juuieu,  he  was 
appointed  demonstrator  of  botany  in 
the  Jardin  du  Hoi.  Having  pniduced 
in  1774  a  botanical  treatise  of  great 
merit,  he  was  elected  a  member  of  the 
Academy  of  Sciences,  and  was  induced 
to  give  his  entire  attention  to  botani- 
cal studies.  About  1774  he  developed 
a  new  system  in  which  plants  were 
arranged  in  ordeni  according  to  their 
natural  affinitiea.  This  s^-slem  of 
"  Natural  Orders  "  is  now,  with  some 
slight  modi  licat  ions,  universally 
adopted  among  botanists.  Juasieu 
was  appointed  director  of  ihe  Mu- 
seum of  Natural  History  (reorgan- 
ized in  1793),  and  professor  of  botany 
in  that  institution ;  later  he  was  elect- 
ed a  member  of  the  Institute.  He  waa 
the  author  of  numerous  treatises  on 
botany.     Died  1830. 

Justiu,  surnamed  tKe  MARTvft, 
an  early  Christian  Father ;  ix>rn,  of  a 
Greek  family,  iu  Paltsitine,  in  103 
A,  II.  Educated  as  a  Plalonist,  he  be- 
came a  Christian  in  13:!.  He  wrote 
two  apologies  fur  the  Christian  relig- 
ion, and  for  refusing  lo  sacrifice  to 
heat  lien  gods  was  put  lo  death  at 
Rome  about  165,  during  the  reign  of 
Marcus  Aurelius. 

Justinian  1.,  Emperor  of  the 
Fust,  was  born  in  Dardania,  May  11, 
483  A.  s.  He  was  the  nephew  of  Jus- 
tin I.,  who  appointed  him  as  bis  col- 
league in  51 S  and  conferred  upon  bin;

Kalldasa.  Calidana,  orKali- 
dasaSf  the  gresteBt  of  Hindoo  poets, 
•nd  Cklled  tlie  UhakBpeore  of  India, 
is  supposed  lo  have  lived  about  50 
B.  c.  One  of  his  moBt  important 
dramas,   entitled  Sakooniaid, 


CxciCed  general  interest  among  lii- 
erarrnien,  and  waseHpeoiallvudmii^ 
by  Goethe  and  Ale^tander  fliimboldl. 
It  was  also  rendered  into  English 
verse  by  Professor  Williams  of  Ox- 
ford about  1856.  AmonK  the  moat 
admired  of  his  other  productions  are 
Vikramn  and  Urvati,  and  Meglui-diila, 
or  tlie  "  Cloud -Messenger." 

Kane,  Elisha  Kent,  an 
Arnerican  explorer,  the  son  of  Judge 
John  K.  Kane,  whb  bom  in  Philadel- 
phia, Februar<^  20,  1820;  graduated 
at  the  University  of  PennjyWania  in 
1842,  and  sailed  to  China  in  1843 
as  surgeon  to  the  embassy  of  Com, 
Parker.  After  travelling  extensively 
in  Asia,  he  visited  Kgypt  and  Greece, 
returning  home  in  1841).  He  served 
in  the  Mexican  war,  and  inl8.!)0went 
as  surgeon  to  the  lirst  Grinnell  expe- 
dition which  sailed  in  search  of  Sir 
John  Franklin.  He  iras  given  com- 
mand of  the  second  expedition,  which 
left  New  York  in  1853.  He  did  not 
succeed  in  finding  ojiy  trat'es  of  Sir 
John  Franklin,  but  discovered  an 
open  polar  sea.  He  was  the  author 
of  two  works  which  gave  an  account 
of  these  ezpeditioni,  and  was  awarded 
a  gold  medal  by  the  Royal  Geographi- 
ctQ  Society  of  London.  Died  tX  Hav- 
ana  in  1857. 

Kant,  Immannel,  a  German 
metaphysician,  and  founder  of  the 
critical  or  transcendental  school  of 
philosophy,  wb4  bom  at  Konigsberg, 
April  20,  1T24.  He  was  the  son  of  a 
aaddler,  and  waa  educated  in  the  nni- 
venity  of  his  native  city,  where  he 


was  olfered  the  profeaaorship  of  poetry 
in  1762.  He  declined  the  position, 
but  aubeequently  became  professor  of 
logic  and  metaphysics  there.  Kant 
is  said  never  to  have  travelled  mora 
than  seven  miles  from  the  place  of 
his  bifth.  He  died  Febniary  1^ 
1804.  His  greatest  work  is  entitled 
O-iliqut  of  Pare  Reaton,  Among 
the  most  important  of  his  other 
productions  are  Univertai  jVofunJ 
liiatory  and  Theory  of  tkt  Hratetu, 
Obaervalimm  upnii  the  Senlimmt  of  lAc 
Beaviiful  and  Hablime,  and  a  Critiqut 
of  the  Foeiiily  of  Judging. 

Karainzln,  orKaramsln, 
Nikolai  Mikhaelovitch,  a  Rus- 
sian historian  ;  bom  near  Urenberg 
in  December,  1765;  studied  at  Mot- 
cow  ;  made  a  tour  of  Europe  at  tha 
age  of  twenty-five,  and  after  his  re- 
turn home  became  one  of  the  editors 
of  the  Kuropean  Matmger,  a  literary 
journal.  Appointed  historiographer 
of  Russia  in  1803,  he  commenced  the 
meet  important  of  his  works,  Jliilory 
of  Ihe  Riitsiun  Empire,  which  he  did 
not  live  to  omplete,  but  the  first 
edition  of  which,  consiating  of  eight 
volumes,  brought  him  one  hundred 
thousand  mbles.  This  work  has  been 
translated  into  French,  German,  and 
Polish.  The  Emperor  Alexander 
created  him  a  Councillor  of  Stale,  a 
knight  of  tlie  order  of  SL  Anne,  and 
afterward  granted  his  widow  an  an- 
nual pension  of  fifty  thousand  rubies. 
Died  1826. 

Karr,  Jean  Bapttste  Al- 
phoDse,  a  Frent^h  author;  bom  ia 
Paris,  November  24,  1803.  Ho  be- 
came known  by  some  verses  which 
appeared  in  the  Fiijaro  while  he  was 
quite  young.  Hehascontributed  many 
articles  to  ihe  Revue  det  Deux  Mondet, 
and  has  produced  a  number  of  worhs^ 
among  which  mav  be  mentioned  Sota 
U»  FSituU,  Une  Hnrt  (rop  'EvrA^tlcu- 
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tiite.  Voyage  autanr  demon  Jardin, and 
Eina-ly.  He  became  editor-in-cliicf 
of  the  Figaro  in  1839,  and  in  \?A^  was 
made  a  chevalier  of  the  Legion  of 

Kaiiiftnann,  Marfa  Angel- 
ica) anartiBt;  bom  atCoire,  inSwiti- 
erland,  about  1741 ;  was  Uie  daughter 
of  a  portrBit-painter,  and  BtudJed  in 
Italy.  She  married  Antonio  Zucchi, 
a  Venetian  painter,  in  1781.  Died 
1807. 

KauftuBim,  voiii  Constnii- 
tine,  a  Buaeian  general  and  diplo- 
matist of  great  distinction,  was  born, 
of  German  eitracUon,  in  1818.  He 
entered  the  army  at  an  early  age, 
gained  promotion  fur  hie  services  in 
uie  Caucasus  and  at  the  aiegeof  Kara, 
in  1850,  and  in  18G5  was  appointed 
governor  of  Litliuania.  Sent  against 
the  £mir  of  Bokhara  in  18(18,  he 
gained  numerous  victories,  marched 
to  Khiva  in  1873,  entered  that  city 
in  triumph,  and  reduced  the  entire 
country  to  llie  swav  of  liussia.

I^ulbacbf  von,  W  lib  elm,  a 
German  painter,  was  bom  in  Wal' 
deck,  October  15, 1805,  and  studied  at 
the  Academy  of  Dusseliinrf.  He  was 
director  of  the  Academy  of  Ardi  at 
Munich,  and  was  a  member  of  sev- 
eral art-academie*  of  Europe.  Among 
the  greatest  of  his  works  are  "  Battle 
of  Ihe  Huns"  and  "The  Destruction 
of  Jerusalem  by  Tilus."  Died  April 
7,  1874. 

Kaiinltz,  von,  Wenzel  An- 
ton, Pbince,  a  slatetmian  and  diplo- 
matist; bom  at  Vienna  in  1711 ;  waa 
made  Aulic  Councillor  by  Charles 
VL  in  1735,  and  ten  ^ears  latar,  on 


the  accession  of  Maria  Theresa,  «•• 
sent  on  an  embassy  lo  Charlee  of  Lor- 
raine, Governor  of  the  Netherlands. 
He  was  soon  after  created  Minister 
of  Slate  and  knight  of  the  Golden 
Fleece.  He  was  sent  as  Minister  to 
France  in  1750,  and  afterward  took  a 
prominent  part  in  the  ecclesiastical 
reforms  of  Joseph  II.  For  this  he 
was  termed  "the  heretical  minister" 
by  the  court  of  Rome,  and  for  the 
great  inSuence  which  he  acquired  in 
the  aflkira  of  other  nations  he  wu 
called  "the  coachman  of  Europe." 
He  was  a  finished  scholar  and  a  lib- 
eral patron  of  literature  and  the  arta. 
Died  1794. 

Kay,  tTohn,  a  miniature-painter 
and  engraver.  Bom  near  Dalkeith, 
in  Scotland,  in  1742;  died  1826. 

Kean,  Charles  J.,  a  British 
aclor,  son  of  Edmund  Kean,  wns  bora 
at  ^Valcr^o^d,  Ireland,  in  1811,  and 
studied  at  Eton.  He  made  several 
visits  lo  America,  and  was  manager 
of  the  Princess  theatre,  London,  and 
superintendent  of  the  royal  iheairi- 
csls  at  Windsor  Casite.     Died  1868. 

Keao,  Etiniund,  an  English 
tragedian,  the  son  of  an  actress  named 
Ann  Carey,  was  bom  in  London  about 
1787,  He  appeared  with  great  ap- 
plause in  the  character  of  "Shylock" 
in  DruryUne  theatre  in  1814.  "Shy- 
lock,"  "Othello,"  and  "Hichard  III." 
were  his  most  successful  rihi.  After 
visiting  America,  where  he  remained 
two  years,  he  died  in  1833. 

Kearney,  Philip,  an  American 
general ;  bom  in  the  city  of  New 
York  in  1815.  After  studying  cavalry 
tactics  in  France,  he  served  in  the 
Mexican  war  with  the  rank  of  cap- 
tain, and  lost  an  arm  near  the  City 
of  Mexico  in  164T.  He  afterward 
entered  the  French  army,  fought  at 
the  battle  of  Solferino  in  1859,  spent 
several  years  in  Europe,  and  was 
comniiBuioned  a  brigadier.general  in 
the  United  Stales  army  in  1861.  He 
commanded  a  division  at  Fair  Oaks, 
Malvern  Hill,  and  in  several  other 
battles,  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of 
mi^or-general  in  July,  1862^  and  was 
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killed  at  the  b&tlle  of  Chantillj',  on 
the  1st  of  the  following  September. 

Keats  I  John,  an  English  poet ; 
bom  in  London  in  1795.  He  pub- 
lUhed  in  1817  his  first  volume  of 
poems;  and  in  the  following  year 
Jikdjimian  appeared,  dedicated  tollie 
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poem  was  severely  handled 
OaarCerlii  RecieiB  and  in  BiaAaood. 
He  published  a  third  volume  of 
poems,  containing  Lamia,  JeabtHa, 
Mvt  of  St,  Agnet,  Hyperion,  and  the 
odee  to  Che  Nighlingiile  and  the  Qre- 
eian  U>-n.  HU  health  was  at  this 
time  delicate,  and  shortly  afler  the 
publication  of  his  book  be  went  to 
Italy,  but  died  of  consumtition,  at 
Kome,  February  23, 1S21.  Hia  early 
poems  are  disfigured  by  conceits  and 
aflectations,  but  his  later  one«  place 
him  among  the  maalera  of  his  art. 
HiH  influence  lios  been  very  great  on 
the  subsequent  poetical  lilvratnre  of 
£lu^and. 

Keblei  Jobnt  an  English  di- 
vine and  poet;  born  in  Gloucexter- 
sfaire  in  I7S2;  stndied  at  Oxford;  was 
rhosen  a  KelloH'  of  Oriel  Collie 
about  1810,  nnd  was  ordained  a  priest 
in  1S16.  He  waa  a  strong  advocate 
of  the  doctrines  known  as  "Pusey- 
ism."  The  most  celebrated  of  his 
niimerons  works  is  The  Chrittian 
Year.     Died  18(16. 

Keith,  George,  hereditary 
Earl  MariHclial  of  Scotland,  was  bom 
in  1693,  and  became  captain  of  Ihe 
guards  of  Queen  Anne.  After  vainly 
■(templing  at  her  death  t»  secure  the 
HucLiiHsiun  of  tlie  Pretender,  his  prop- 
erty was  confiscated  and  sentence  of 
death  passed  against  him.  Escaping 
to  the  Conti  nent,  he  served  some  years 
in  the  Spanish  army,  and  then  en- 
tered the  service  of  I'russia,  where  he 
became  a  favorite  of  Frederick  the 
Great.     Died  1778. 

Keith,  Jamen,  a  Field-Mar- 
shal of  Prussia,  and  brother  of  the 
f receding,  was  born  in  Scotland  in 
fi96.  He  espoused  (he  cause  of  the 
Pretender,  vas  wounded  at  the  battle 
of     SherifTmuir,     and    subsequeDtlj 


served  in  the  armies  of  Bpain  and 
Russia.  He  obtained  great  distinc- 
tion as  a  soldier,  and  was  promoted 
bj  the  Empress  Elisabeth  to  the  rank 
of  lieutenant-general.  Removing  to 
Berlin  afler  her  death,  he  rose  liigh 
in  the  favor  of  Frederick  the  Great, 
who  created  him  Field-MarHhal  and 
Governor  of  Berlin.  He  was  killed 
in  October,  1758,  at  the  battle  of 
Hochkirchen. 

Kellermsnn,  de,  Francis 
Christophe,  Duke  of  Valmy,  a 
French  Marshal ;  bom  at  Stntsburg 
in  1735.  He  served  in  the  Seven 
Yearrf  war ;  was  appointed  a  lieuten- 
ani-generol  in  1792,  and  ascximmander 
of  the  army  of  tlie  Moselle  won  a 
brilliEnt  victory  over  the  Duke  of 
Erunswick  at  \  almy  in  September  of 
that  vear.  AAerward  accused  by  the 
Jacobins  of  treason,  he  was  impris- 
oned for  aeverol  monihs,  but  regain- 
ed hia  liberty  on  (he  death  of  Robes- 
pierre, ile  commanded  the  Arm; 
of  the  Alps  Id  1795,  became  inspector- 
general  of  cavalry  in  1798,  a  Senator 
and  Marshal  of  France  about  1804. 
Ho  was  created  a  peer  by  Louis 
XVIII.,  who  conferred  on  him  the 
grand  cross  of  the  order  of  St.  Louis. 
Died  1820. 

Kemble,  Frances  Anne, 
daughter  of  Charles  Kemble,  and  niece 
of  Mrs.  Siddons,  was  bom  in  London, 
November  27,  1809.  She  made  her 
first  appearance  on  the  stage  at  the 
Coveni  Garden  theatre  in  1829.  She 
afterward  performed  with  great  sno- 
ccaa  in  England  and  in  America.  She 
was  in  1835  married  in  this  country 
to  Pierce  Butler  of  South  Carolina, 
but  obtained  a  divorce  from  him  foar 
vears  later.  She  has  written  a  num- 
ber of  woritH,  among  which  are  Fnm- 
cii  I.,  a  tragedy.  The  Star  o/  SrtOle, 
and  Broordi  of  OiHhtnd.  She  has 
more  recently  contributed  to  the 
Altanlie  Monthbj  a  series  of  articleg 
on  her  earlv  reminiscences. 

Kemble,  John  Philip,  an 
English  tragedian,  son  of  Itoger 
Kemble,  and  brother  of  Mrs.  Siddona, 
was  bom  in  Lancashire  in  1757.     He 
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appeared  on  the  etaae  at  the  age  of 
ten  vearsy  but  was  afterward  educated 
at  the  Boman  Catholic  seminary  at 
Douay,  France.  He  resumed  the  pro- 
feasion  of  an  actor  in  1776^  and  met 
with  remarkable  succees.  He  retired 
from  the  stage  in  1817,  and  died  at 
Lausanne,  in  Switzerland,  in  1823. 
He  was  a  man  of  great  refinement 
and  of  fascinating  manners.  He  was 
an  accomplished  scholar  and  main- 
tained a  high  and  unblemished  cha- 
racter. 

KempiSy  k,  Thomas^  a  Ger- 
man ascetic  writer ;  bom  at  Kempen, 
near  Cologne,  in  1380;  entered  the 
monastery  of  Mount  St.  Agnes,  and 
wrote  numerous  religious  works,  the 
most  celebrated  of  which  is  I)e  JfnUor 
Hone  Christi.  Some  writers  have, 
however,  insisted  that  he  was  not  the 
author,  but  only  the  translator,  of 
this  work.    Died  1471. 

KeUy  Thomas,  an  English  prel- 
ate: bom  at  Berkhamnteaa  in  1637; 
studied  at  Oxford ;  about  1679  beoime 
chaplain  to  the  Princess  of  Orange  at 
The  Hague,  and  in  1684  was  raised 
to  the  See  of  Bath  and  Wells  by 
Charles  II.,  who  greatly  admired 
Ken's  independent  character  and 
stainless  virtue.  He  was  deprived  of 
hb  bishopric  as  a  non-juror  after  the 
accession  of  William  HI.,  but  was 
granted  a  pension  by  Queen  Anne. 
Among  his  productions  are  many 
sermons  and  numerous  religious 
poems.  ''His  Morning  and  Evening 
JTyrnns**  says  Lord  Macaulay,  ''are 
Btill  repeated  daily  in  thousands  of 
dwellings."    Died  1711. 

Keudaly  Amos,  an  American 
statesman;  bom  in  Massachusetts  in 
1789;  graduated  at  Dartmouth  Col- 
lege at  the  age  of  twenty-two;  re- 
moved to  Kentucky;  was  a  tutor  in 
the  family  of  Henry  Clay ;  supported 
Jackson  for  the  Presidency  in  1829, 
and  was  appointed  Postmaster-Gen- 
eral in  1835.     Died  1869. 

Kennedy,  John  Pendle- 
ton,  an  American  writer;  bom  at 
Baltimore  in  1795.  He  entered  the 
ajiny,  fought  in  the  war  of   181^ 


served  in  Congress  for  three  terms  as 
a  Whig,  and  became  Secretary  of  th^ 
Navy  in  1852.  Among  his  work*  are 
Hone-Shoe  Mobindon:  A  TaU  qf  the 
Tory  Aeeendeney  and  a  L^e  of  Wilr 
Uam  Wirt.    Died  1870. 

Kent,  cFameSy  an  American 
jurist ;  bom  in  Putnam  County,  New 
York,  in  1763;  graduated  at  Yale 
College ;  read  law,  and  after  practia- 
ing  for  some  time  at  Poushkee^e 
removed  in  1793  to  New  York  City, 
where  he  formed  an  intimate  friend- 
ship with  Alexander  Hamilton.  He 
became  judge  of  the  Supreme  Court 
of  New  York  in  1798,  Chief-Justice 
in  1804,  and  Chancellor  in  1814.  His 
valuable  decisions  are  contained  in 
Johnson's  and  Caines's  Reports,  and  his 
CommeiUaries  on  American  Law  is  re- 
garded as  the  highest  legal  authority 
and  a  work  of  rare  literary  merit. 
Died  1847. 

Kenyon,  Lloyd,  Lord,  an 
English  jurist,  and  Chief-Justice  of 
the  Kingfs  Bench,  was  bom  in  Flint- 
shire in  1732;  studied  at  Lincoln's 
Inn,  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in 
1761.  Becoming  a  favorite  with  the 
King,  he  was  made  Attorney-General 
in  1782^  Chief-Justice  of  the  King's 
Bench  in  1788,  and  was  it  the  same 
time  raised  to  the  peerage  with  the 
title  of  Lord  Kenyon,  Baron  Gred- 
dington.  He  was  arrogant,  tyranni- 
cal, illiberal  in  his  views,  and  exceed- 
ingly avaricious.     Died  1802. 

llepler,  Johann,  a  German 
astronomer;  bom  in  Wiirtemberg, 
December  27,  1571.  After  studying 
at  Maulbronn  and  at  Tubingen,  he 
became  professor  of  mathematics  at 
Gratz,  in  Styria,  in  1594.  Six  years 
later  he  was  driven  by  persecution, 
with  all  the  other  Protestant  profes- 
sors, from  Griltz,  and  then,  at  the  re- 
quest of  the  Emperor  Rudolph,  be- 
gan to  assist  Tycho  Brahe  in  tne  for- 
mation of  astronomical  tables.  Upon 
the  death  of  that  eminent  astronomer. 
Kepler  succeeded  to  his  position  and 
salary  as  principal  mathematician  to 
the  Emperor.  Died  at  Katisbon  In 
1630.    His  most  important  works  are 
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antitled  Atlrenomia  ium,  *m  Fhymta 
OcUtliA  Iradila  Oannentariui  de  JUotituM 
&tU(B  Martit  knd  Dioptrica. 

Keppelt  AngiistuH,  ui  Eag- 
liah  admLral,  was  the  son  of  the  Earl 
of  Albemsrle,  and  v/aa  bom  in  17^. 
He  bacame  a.  full  admiral  in  I77S, 
and  was  oeated  Viocount  K«ppel. 
Died  ITBa 

KboHFoo,  or  Khosriii  King 
of  Persia,  Bumamed  Nooshibvah 
("Genemua  Soul"),  succeeded  hU 
ikther,  Kobid,  Id  531  a.  d.  He  dio- 
playeii  at  an  early  age  extraordinary 
talent!  as  a  statesman,  and  became  the 

Ctest  of  the  SusKanide  aovereignv. 
aing  a  treaty  of  peace  with  the 
Emperor  JiisCiniaii,  Khusroo  receired 
from  him  t«D  thousand  pounds  of 
ipld.  He  BulyuKaled  diHerenl  na- 
tioni  of  AeiK,  aiid  extended  liia  do- 
minions as  far  aa  the  Indus.  He 
ftnenvard  carried  on  a  Butces^iil  war 
•gainM  Jueiinian,  who  <^)tained  peace 
only  by  the  payment  of  thirty  Ihoii- 
«»nd  pieces  of  gold  to  the  Persian  sov- 
ereign. Khueroo  was,  however,  de- 
feated in  578  by  the  army  of  the 
Emperor  Tiberint;  II.     His  reign  was

Hilpatrlck,  Hugh  Judsott, 
an  American  general ;  bom  in  New 
Jersey,  Januorv  14,  lt<36;  graduated 
at  Weet  Point  m  1861 ;  was  the  same 

etar  appointed  a  lieutenant  in  the 
nitsd  Stales  artillery  and  a  captain 
in  Durrea's  Zouaves,  and  commis- 
sioned lieuteDknt-colouel  oif  the  Uu- 


ria  light  Cavalry.  He  wa«  wounded 
at  the  battle  of  Big  Bethel,  was  ^no- 
moted  to  a  colonelcy,  and  was  given 
the  command  of  a  bngade.  He  gained 
great  distinction  is  a  commander  c^ 
cavalry,  and  was  made  a  brigsdier- 
generat  in  1X63,  and  a  maior-general 
of  volunteers  in  1S6&.  He  wua  sent 
as  Minister  lo  Chili  in  the  same  year, 
and  again  in  1881.

Kiii^,  Peter,  Lord,  an  Eng- 
lish jurist  and  Lord  High  Chuicellor 
of  England,  was  the  son  of  a  grocer, 
and  the  nephew  of  the  philosopher 
John  Locke,  and  was  bom  at  Exeter 
in  1669.  He  studied  at  the  Univetsity 
of  I^ydeo,  relumed  to  England,  wa« 
admitted  to  the  bar,  and  soon  gained 
distinction  as  a  lawyer.  He  entered 
Parliament  in  ITOO,  became  Recorder 
of  London  in  1703,  and  was  made  a 
hniglit  He  was  appointed  Chiet 
Justice  of  the  Cummoo  Pleas  in  1714 
and  Lord  Chancellor  by  the  Whig 
Ministry  in  1725,  when  he  was  raisisd 
to  the  peerage  as  Baron  King  of  Ock- 
ham.     Died  1734. 

King.  KufllS,  an  American 
statesman;  bom  in  Maine  in  1766; 
was  educated  at  Harvard  CoIt(^; 
read  law '  was  admitted  (o  the  bar  in 
1780,  and  soon  ijecame  distinguished 
as  an  eloquent  advocate.  He  was  elect- 
ed a  delegate  to  the  Continental  Con- 
gress in  1784,  was  a  prominent  mem- 
ber of  the  Convention  which  framed 
the  Constitution  of  the  United  States, 
and  was  a  recognised  leader  of  the 
Federal  parly.  He  was  elected  lo  the 
United  Slates  Senate  in  1789,  re-elect- 
ed in  1795,  and  was  eent  as  Minister 
to  Englaod  in  1796.  This  position 
he  held  for  eight  yeaie.  He  was  again 
a  United  Slates  a«nator  from  1813  to 
1826,  in  which  year  he  was  reap- 
pointed Minister  to  England.  Died 
1827. 

Kinglake,  Alexander  WH- 
Hani,  an  English  author;  born  near 
Taunton  in  1811 ;  was  educated  at 
Cambridge.  He  read  law  at  Lin- 
coln's Inn,  and  was  admitted  lo  the 
bar.    He  gained  celebrily  as  the  au- 
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thor  of  Eotheriy  a  remarkable  work  on 
the  East  It  appeared  in  1844.  He 
was  elected  to  Parliament  in  1857,  and 
in  1860  was  very  active  in  denoun- 
cing the  annexation  of  Savoy  and  Nice 
to  the  empire  of  France.  His  most 
important  work  is  a  history  entitled 
Invasion  of  the  Crimea, 

Kiiigrsley,  Charles,  an  Eng- 
lish writer;  bom  in  Devonshire  in 
1819;  was  educated  at  Cambridge; 
was  ordained  a  priest  in  the  Estab- 
lished Church  in  1843,  and  was  ap- 
Sdnted  rector  of  Eversley  in  1844. 
e  afterward  became  a  canon  of  St 
PauPs  Cathedral.  He  labored  with 
energy  and  efiect  to  improve  the  con- 
dition of  workingmen.  Amon^  his 
productions  are  Alton  Locke^  Hypa- 
tut,  and  Westifford  Hoi  Dieid  June 
24,  1875. 

Kirchhoff,  Gustav  Robert, 
bom  at  Kunigsberff  in  1824,  is  espe- 
cially distinguished  for  the  invention 
of  the  spectroscope  (about  1860), 
which  has  exerted  such  an  important 
influence  on  the  study  of  astronomy. 

Kirkaldy,  Sir  William,  of 
Grange,  an  early  Protestant  of  Scot- 
land, was  the  son  of  Sir  James  Kirk- 
aldy,  High  Treasurer  under  King 
James  V.  Charged  with  participa- 
tion in  the  murder  of  Cardinal  Bea- 
ton, he  was  arrested,  but  escaped  to 
France.  He  gained  great  distinction 
there  as  a  brave  soldier,  returned  to 
Scotland,  fought  against  the  French 
(who  had  hS&a  sent  over  to  sustain 
the  roval  autliority),  and  took  Queen 
Mary  herself  prisoner.  He  afterward 
renounced  the  Protestant  cause  and 
became    the   leader  of  the  Queen's 

n,     Besieged  in  Edinburgh  Cas- 
e  was  compelled  to  surrender, 
and  was  hung  in  August,  1573. 

Kisfalucly,  Karoly,  an  Hun- 
garian dramatbt;  bom  at  Tete  in 
1790;  became  an  oflBcer  in  the  Aus- 
trian army,  and  served  against  the 
French  in  Italy  and  Germany  from 
1805  until  1810,  when  he  resigned 
and  settled  in  Vienna.  After  work- 
ing some  time  as  an  artist  he  pro- 
duced several  dramas,  all  of  wnich 


met  with  remarkable  gucoess.  Died 
1830. 

Kisfalndy,  S^dor,  an  Hun^ 
sarian  poet;  bom  in  1772;  was  a 
brother  of  the  preceding.  Entering 
the  Austrian  army  in  1793,  he  served 
against  the  French  in  Italy,  was  taken 
prisoner,  and  during  his  captivity  be- 
^n  one  of  his  poems.  He  married, 
in  1800,  Lady  Kosalia  Sz^gedy,  who 
had  formerly  r^ected  him,  and  who 
had  inspired  some  of  his  effusions. 
He  retired  from  the  army  in  1800, 
and  died  in  1844. 

Kitto,  John,  an  English  author 
and  biblical  scholar.  Bom  in  1804 ; 
died  1854. 

Klapka,  Georgre»  an  Hungar- 
ian leader  and  general ;  born  at  Temes- 
vir  in  1820;  entered  the  armv  in 
1838,  and  became  lieutenant-colonel 
of  artillery  in  1847.  The  y«ur  fol- 
lowing  he  joined  the  revolutionists, 
gained  great  distinction  for  his  ability 
and  courage,  and  was  soon  after  com- 
missioned as  a  general  and  appoint- 
ed Secretary  of  War.  He  gained  in 
1849  a  brilliant  midnight  victory  over 
the  Austrians  in  front  of  Comorn,  a 
fortress  which  he  was  defending.  He 
was,  however,  by  the  treason  of  Gor- 
gey,  finally  compelled  to  surrender 
Comorn,  and,  securing  honorable 
terms  for  himself  and  his  command, 
he  capitulated  in  October,  1849.  In 
1866,  after  the  defeat  of  Austria  at 
Konigghitz,  he  endeavored  to  bring 
about  a  revolution  in  Hungary,  but 
th^  attempt  failed.  In  1873  he  under^ 
took  the  reorganization  of  the  Turk- 
ish army. 

Klaprotli,  Heinrich  Juli- 
118,  an  Orientalist,  traveller,  and 
author,  the  son  of  Martin  H.  Klap- 
roth,  a  distinguished  chemist,  was 
bom  at  Berlin,  Prussia,  October  11, 
1783.  He  acquired  at  an  early  age  a 
knowledge  of  the  Chinese  language, 
at  the  age  of  nineteen  established  at 
Weimar  the  A»atisches  Magazin.  and 
in  1805  was  invited  to  St.  Petersburg, 
where  he  became  professor  of  the 
Oriental  languages  and  literature. 
In  the  same  year,  as  interpreter  to  the 
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Bunion  embast}'  U>  Chin&,  he  trsTel- 
Icd  through  Siberia.     He  waa  sent  on 

•  Bdentific  eipedition  to  the  Cniicaius, 
and  in  1809  was  made  a  RiiBsian 
noble  and  sppoinMd  Aulic  Council- 
lor.

Hleber,  Joan  Baptiste,  a 

French  general ;  bom  at  Slrasbiirg  in 
1754;  studied  at  the  Military'  School 
of  Munich ;  entered  the  Krent-h  army ; 
became  adjutant- m^  or,  and  for  his 
bravery  at  the  siege  of  Mavence,  in 
179a,  was  nromoted  to  the"  rank  of 
general  of  brigade.  He  gained  sev- 
eral victories  over  the  Vendeanii,  but 
for  his  kind  treatment  of  his  prisunera 
wan  censured  by  tlie  Committee  of 
Safety,  and  was  transferred  lo  the 
Army  of  the  North,  under  Jourdan. 
Promoted  lo  the  grade  of  general  of 
dirision,  he  gnlned  still  greater  dis- 
tinction an  commander  of  the  left 
wing  of  Ihe  French  nrmy  at  the 
battle  of  FleimiB,  in  179-1.  'He  after- 
ward rediicefl  Mons  and  the  fortress 
of  Macetricht.  At  (he  especial  re- 
quest of  Bona^rtc  he  accompanied 
him  to  Egypt  in  1798,  was  severely 
wounded  at  Alexandria,  and  in  the 
following  winter  led  the  French  van- 
guard into  Syria,  took  El-Arish,  (ioia, 
and  Jatlii,  and  won  fhe  brilliant  vic- 
tory of  Mount  Talwr,  in  April,  1799. 
His  condnct  at  the  battle  of  Abonkir, 
in  Egypt,  added  lo  hie  renown,  and  in 
August  of  the  year  last  menliimed  he 
was,  upon  the  return  of  Bonaparte  to 
France,  made  commander-in-chief. 
He  was  very  popular  with  the 
French  BoldietB.  but  tbey  were  great- 
ly dJEtsatislicd  at  the  nheence  of  Na- 
poleon. Their  numliers  were  greatly 
reduced,  provisions  were  scarce,  and 
B  formidable  armv  of  Moslems,  partly 
commanded  by  finglish  officers,  was 
marching  to  atlacli  them.    Influenced 


ith  the  Turks  and  the  English  ai 
miral,  Sir  Sidney  Smith,  under  which 
the  former  were  to  pay  him  a  large 
sum  of  gold,  and  h^  upon  surrender- 
ing certain  strongholds,  was  lo  be  per- 
mitted to  return  with  bis  army  peace- 
ably to  France.  But  after  he  had 
delivered  up  a  number  of  fortreasee 
he  was  notihed  by  Admiral  Keith,  on 
the  pert  of  England,  that  Admiral 
Smith  had  acted  without  sufficient 
authority,  that  (he  treaty  would  not 
be  fuimied,  and  (hat  the  French  could 


he  considered  a  breach  of  faith,  at- 
tacked the  Turkish  army,  gained  a 
complete  and  glorious  victory  over  it 
at  Heliopolis,  expelled  (he  Turks 
from  Cairo,  and  within  thirty  days

KielHt,  Ton,  Heinrlcht  • 
German  poet  and  novelist ;  bom  at 
Frank fort-on-lhe-Oder  in  1776.  After 
serving  in  the  PniHsian  army  against 
the  French,  he  committed  suicide  in 
]Hll.  Among  his  productions  are  The 
Prince  of  Hoirdmrg  and  Miehacl  KoU- 

Klenze,  Ton,  lieoi  an  archi- 
tect; bom  at  Hildeaheim,  Germany, 
in  1784.  ARer  studving  at  Bruns- 
wick, at  Berlin,  and  in  France,  Eng- 
land, and  Itnlv,  he  settled  in  Munich 
in  1813.  He'became  court-architect 
to  the  King  of  Bavaria  in  181.5,  and 
was  ennobled  in  1833.  His  chief 
works  are  at  Mnnich,  Ratisbon,  and 
Bl  Petersburg.     TMed  1884. 

KlopBtock,  Frlearich 
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€k>ttlieb9  a  Qennan  poet ;  born  at 
Quedlinburg,  Julj  2,  1724;  studied  at 
tne  University  of  Jena,  and  in  1751 
settled  at  Copenhagen  at  the  request 
of  King  Frederick  V.,  who  awarded 
him  a  pension  of  four  hundred  tha- 
lers  in  order  that  he  might  have  ample 
time  to  complete  his  great  poem  the 
Mtuiah,  three  cantoe  of  which  had 
appeared  in  1748  and  were  exceed- 
ingly successful.  After  residing  in 
CJopenhagen  for  twenty  years  he  re- 
moved to  Hamburg,  where,  in  1773^ 
he  published  the  last  cantos  of  3fe«- 
Miati  This  poem,  tiiough  little  read 
at  the  present  time,  is  neld  in  high 
estimation  by  German  scholars,  es- 
pecially for  the  imj^ulse  which  it  gave 
lo  their  national  literature.  He  was 
the  author  of  other  poems,  including 
odes  of  great  merit  and  sacred  dra- 
mas.   Died  in  1803. 

KneUer,  Sir  €k>dfrey9  a  por- 
trait-painter;  bom  in  Germany  in 
1648.  He  became  a  pupil  of  Bem- 
brandt,  and  subsequently  studied  art 
in  Italy.  Removing  to  England, 
Kneller  was  successively  appointed 
court-painter  by  Charles  II.,  James 
XL,  William  III.,  Anne,  and  George 
I.,  and  was  by  the  last-mentioned  sov- 
ereign created  a  Baronet   Died  1723. 

itnig'hty  Charles,  an  English 
author  and  publisher ;  bom  1791.  He 
published  The  Penny  McujazinCf  and 
edited  and  published  the  English  Cy- 
clopedia (twenty-four  volumes)  and 
several  other  valuable  works.  Died 
March  9,  1873. 

Knowles,  James  Sheridan, 
a  dramatist  and  actor ;  bom  in  Cork, 
Ireland,  in  1784.  He  visited  Amer- 
ica in  1835,  and  met  with  a  very  cor- 
dial reception.  He  subsequently  left 
the  stage  and  became  a  Baptist  min- 
ister. Died  1862.  Among  his  pro- 
ductions are  The  Htinchbaekj  VirginiuSf 
and  (Jaiii8  Oraeehua. 

Knox,  Henry,  an  American 
general  and  statesman ;  born  at  Bos- 
ton, July  25,  1750.  He  was  a  book- 
seller in' early  life.  He  fought  at  the 
battle  of  Bunker  Hill,  and,  gaining 
distinction  as  an  engineer  andofiicer 


of  artilleiT,  was  in  1775  made  com- 
mander ot  artillery,  and  in  the  year 
following  was  promoted  to  the  mde 
of  brigadier^general.  He  fougnt  at 
Trenton,  Princeton,  Brandywine,  and 
Monmouth,  oontributed  to  the  victory 
of  Yorktown,  in  October,  1781,  and 
was  soon  afterward  commissioned  a 
xmuor-generaL  He  became  Secretary 
of  War  in  1785,  and  was  reappointed 
to  the  same  position  by  President 
Washin^n  in  1789.  He  was  a  Fed- 
eralist m  politics,  and  was  the  es- 
teemed and  confidential  friend  of 
Gen.  Washington.    Died  1806. 

Knox,  John,  the  leader  of  the 
Scottish  Keformation,  was  bom  at 
Gifibrd,  in  East  Lothian,  in  1505, 
and  was  educated  at  the  University 
of  St.  Andrew.  He  studied  theology, 
was  ordained  a  priest  about  1530,  re- 
nounced the  Roman  Catholic  religion 
in  1542,  and  became  one  of  the  earli- 
est, boldest,  and  most  ardent  of  Prot- 
estant preachers  in  Scotland.  The 
Catholics  were  exceedingly  hostile  to 
him,  and  Cardinal  Beaton  is  charged 
with  the  employment  of  assassins  to 
kill  Knox.  Captured  by  the  Begent 
Ari*an  in  1547^  he  was  taken  to  France 
and  confined  m  the  galleys  for  nine- 
teen months.  Obtaining  his  release 
in  1549,  he  preached  for  some  time  at 
Berwick  and  Newcastle,  was  appointed 
chaplain  to  Edward  VI.  of  England 
in  1551,  became  an  intimate  friend 
of  Cranmer,  and  two  years  later 
married  Marjory  Bowes.  During  the 
same  year,  when  Mary  became  Queen 
of  England,  he-  retired  to  Geneva^ 
where  he  was  chosen  the  pastor  oi 
a  church  and  made  the  acquaintance 
of  John  Calvin.  Returning  to  Scot- 
land in  May,  1559,  he  greatly  pro- 
moted the  cause  of  the  Keformation 
by  his  vehement  and  intrejpid  course. 
Chiefly  through  his  influence  the 
Scottish  Parliament  in  1560  re- 
nounced the  papal  supremacy  and 
adopted  Knox's  confession  of  faith. 
During  the  next  year  he  had  sev- 
eral interviews  with  Mary,  Queen 
of  Scots,  who  had  iust  arrived  from 
France.     They  could  conclude  upon 
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no  MtufnctoT}'  amngenient,  however, 
and  the  Queen  caiued  Knox  to  be 
Bn««Ced  and  tried  on  s  charge  of 
hish  IreoAon,  of  which  be  wu  «o- 
quitied  in  1563. 

The  first  wifeof  Knox  havinff  died, 
he  mari'ted  Margaret  Stewart,  daugh- 
ter of  Lord  Oeliillree,  in  1564.  Hia 
objecls  were  greall;r  advanced  by  the 
alidication  of  Mary  and  the  selection 
of  Murray  m  Regent,  Knox  died  in 
November,  1572,  after  having  been 
called  lo  deeply  muurn  the  assuaiiDa- 
tion  of  the  B«^;enl,  in  1570,  and  the 
disordered  condition  of  public  aSaira 
which  ensued. 

Kdnl^smarck,  Koenlgrs- 
marck,  or  Kdui^mark,  vod, 
Maria  Aurora,  Countess,  s 
granddau;i;]it«r  of  (he  Count  Johuin 
ChriDtopb  Koniganiurck,  a  celebmlcd 
German  general  in  the  service  of 
GusIavuB  Adolpiius  of  Sweden,  was 
bom  in  firein^i  alxiut  1670.  Attract- 
ed by  her  rare  l^eniity  and  grcut  ac- 
cnmplishmcnts,  Frederick  Augustus, 
Elector  of  Saxony  and  King  of  Po- 
land, made  her  his  mistress,  and  was 
by  her  (he  failier  of  Maurice,  Count 
de  Saxe.  the  celebrated  Frenuli  Mar- 
shal. Sbe  was  sent  bv  the  Elector  in 
1702  on  a  mission  to  Charles  XII.  of 
Sweden,  but  that  eccentric  monarch, 
fenring  the  ett'ect  of  her  beauty,  re- 
fused to  see  her.  Slie  was  an  excel- 
lent linguist,  and  composed  a  poem 
on  Cliarles  XII.  in  the  mottt  correct 
■nd  elegant  French.  Died  1728. 
_Kootoozof.     Koiitouzoft 
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nilchael  Laiirluiiovitcb  Go- 
lenitcliefi  a  Kussian  general;  bom 
in  1745;  fought  in  the  Turkish  and 
I'olish  wars;  became  lieutenant-gen- 
eral in  1789,  Ambassador  to  Constan- 
tinople in  1703,  and  lo  Berlin  on  the 
acceuion  of  the  Emperor  Paul.  As 
cnminander  of  tlie  First  Corps  of  the 
Kussian  army  he  defeated  Marshal 
Mortier  at  Diirrenstein,  and  was  the 
first  commander,  under  tlie  Emperor 
Alexander,  of  the  allied  army  in 
1805.  As  commander-in-chief  of  the 
Biusian   army  in   lSt2  he  defeated 


the  French  Marshals  Key  and  D*- 
voiist  in  the  Sussian  campaign,  and 
for  bis  services  was  suroamed  by  the 
Emperor  Smolekskdi.  After  bit 
death,  which  occurred  in  1813,  a 
monument  was  erected  lo  him  at 
BuntzLau. 

KOruer,  or  Koerner,  Karl 
Theodor,  a  German  poet ;  bom  in 
Dresden  in  17B1;  was  educated  al 
Lei[Hic  and  Berlin,  He  produced 
some  popular  comedies  at  Clie  age 
of  nineteen.  Inspired  with  patliotio 
enthusiasm,  he  enlisted  in  the  army 
to  Eerve  against  France,  and  while  in 
the  servife  produced  a  nuraljer  of 
martial  lyrics  remarliable  for  their 
spirit  and  beauty.  Tliey  appeared  in 
1814  under  the  title  of  'Tht  Lyre  aiut 
Uie  Saord.  Among  his  other  works 
are  two  successful  tragedies,  Rom- 
mundit  and  Z'iny.  He  Was  killed  in 
a  battle  near  Kosenbere  in  1813. 

Kosciusku,  Thaddeits.  a 
Poligh  general  and  patriot ;  born,  of 
a  noble  family,  in  Lithuania,  about 


Anierii'aabout  IT77,enlered  llie  Amer- 
ican army,  and  served  with  distinc- 
tion during  ibe  remainder  of  the  war. 
He  imrtiiapated  in  the  Polish  revolu- 
tion of  1794,  became  commander-io- 
cliief  of  the  army,  gained  a  brilliant 
victory  over  the  Ruesians  at  Bada- 
wice,  but  was  defeated,  wounded,  and 
taken  prisoner  at  Maciejowice  in  17S4, 
and  was  kept  in  confinement  for  two 
years.  He  was  (hen  released  by  the 
Emperor  Paul.  He  al^erward  le- 
fiised  to  promote  tiie  schemes  of  the 
Emperor  Napoleon  in  reference  to 
Poland.  He  abolisiied  serfdom  on 
his  own  eetatea.  Died  in  Switierlaod 
in  IS17. 

Kossuth,  Louis,  an  Hungarian 
orator  and  patriot ;  born,  of  a  noble 
familv,  at  Monok,  in  the  county  of 
Zemplin,  September  16,  18U2;  was 
educated  as  a  Protestant,  and  in  1329 
was  elected  (o  the  National  Diet  at 
Preeburg.  For  the  publication  of  the 
parliamentary  debates  he  wis  prose- 
cuted for  high  treason,  and  in  1839

was  sentenced  to  four  years'  imprison- 
ment, but  was  liberated  under  an  act 
of  amnesty  alter  a  confinement  of 
eighteen  months.  He  became  in  1841 
editor-in-chief  of  a  newspaper  pub- 
lished at  Pesth,  and  acquired  a  great 
influence  with  the  Hungarians.  He 
was  in  1848  sent  with  a  delegation  to 
Vienna  to  urge  the  claims  of  Hun- 
gary, and  was  during  the  same  year 
appointed  Minister  of  Finance,  and 
subsequently  Governor  of  Hungary. 
He  enected  many  important  reforms. 
He  was  the  leading  spirit  in  the  in- 
surrection of  1848-49,  which  was 
mainly  suppressed  by  the  armies  of 
Russia.  Kossuth,  escaping  to  Tur- 
key, travelled  through  Europe  and 
the  United  States,  paraed  several 
years  in  England,  and  afterward  took 
up  his  residence  at  Turin,  in  Italy. 
He  is  regarded  as  one  of  the  most 
powerful  orators  of  modem  times. 

Kotzebue,  von,  August 
Friedrich  Ferdinand,  a  Ger- 
man dramatist;  bom  at  Weimar  in 
1761.  He  removed  to  Russia  in  1781, 
and  was  made  President  of  the  govern- 
ment of  Esthonia.  He  removed  in 
1800  to  Berlin,  where,  offended  b^ 
the  refusal  of  Goethe  and  other  emi- 
nent authors  to  admit  him  to  their 
literarv  society  at  Weimar,  he  wrote 
several  abusive  articles  against  them. 
After  travelling  extensively  in  Eu- 
rope he  retumed  to  Russia  about 
1806,  and  in  1817  was  sent  on  &  pri- 
vate mission  to  Crennany  by  the  Kus- 
sian  government.  He  was  assassinated 


in  1819  at  Mannheim  by  Karl  Lud- 
wig  Sand,  a  political  fanatic.  Eotze- 
bue  was  the  author  of  numerous  works 
which  ei\joyed  a  great  popularity. 

Krummachery  Friedrich 
Adolf,  a  German  author  and  theo- 
logian ;  bom  in  Westphalia  in  1768 ; 
became  professor  of  theology  at  Duis- 
berg,  and  afterward  court-preacher. 
He  was  strongly  opposed  to  rational- 
ism. He  produced  a  number  of  popu- 
lar religious  works.     Died  1845. 

Krylof,  Krilov,  Kruilof, 
Krylowy  or  Krilofiy  Ivan  An- 
dreievitchy  a  Russian  fabulist: 
bom  at  Moscow  in  1768.  He  learned 
the  French  language,  and  studied  the 
works  of  Molidre,  Racine,  and  Boi- 
leau.  After  editing  successivelv  The 
Spirit  JPosty  Tke  SptcUdoTj  and  the 
PeUrtburg  Mercury^  he  became  in 
1801  secretary  to  Prince  Gallitsin. 
He  subsequentlv  published  a  collec- 
tion of  fables,  which  was  very  success- 
ful. He  was  chosen  a  meml)er  of  the 
Petersburg  Academy  in  1811.  The 
Emperor  Alexander  granted  him  an 
ample  pension  and  conferred  upon 
him  many  other  marks  of  distinc- 
tion.    Died  184i. 

Kiigrelgen,  or  Kaegelgreny 
Karl 9  a  German  painter;  bom  at 
Bacharach  on  the  Rhine  in  1772. 
He  was  the  twin-brother  of  Gerhard 
Kiigelgen,  who  was  also  a  painter. 
Karl  removed  to  St.  Petersburc,  where 
he  was  patronized  by  the  Emperor 
Alexander,  and  where  he  executed  a 
number  of  landscapes.    Died  1832.

Lia  Payett«i  de,  Marie  Jean 
Paul  Roch  Yves  Oilbert  Mo- 
tler,  Mabijuewi,  «  French  general 
and  patriot ;  born  at  Chavsenac,  Sep- 
tember 6,  1757.  He  wag  educated  at 
the  Col!«^  Du  Pleesis  in  Paria,  and 
ill  1774  married  a  daughter  of  the 
Duke  of  Ayen.  He  inbenied  an  im- 
•   fortune  from  his  lather,  who 


WHi  killed  at  Ihe  battle  Of  Minden, 
in  1757.  Oreatly  iniereetad  in  the 
cause  of  the  American  colonies,  La 
Fayette  came  to  America  in  the 
■pring  of  1777,  and,  having  been 
commiaaioned  a  m^or-general  by 
Congrew,  fought  at  the  battle  of  the 
Braodywine,  where  he  was  wounded, 
participated  in  Deveral  other  engage- 
menia,  gained  the  confidence  and  af- 
fection of  Washington,  and  Ibr  his 
tervicee  at  the  battle  of  MwuDOUth, 
in  1778,  received  the  thanks  of  Con- 
greaa. 

Aller  the  independence  of  the  Uni- 
ted States  had  Men  recooniied  by 
France,  La  Fayette  visited  tila  native 
counlipr  and  (Attained  supplies  and 
munitions  of  war,  with  which  he  re- 
turned to  America  in  1779.  The  next 
year  he  commanded  the  advance- 
guard  of  Washington,  and  contribut- 
ed to  the  important  victory  of  York- 
town,  in  1781.  Returning  to  France, 
he  met  with  an  enlhuaiaatic  recep- 
tion. He  advocated  the  rights  of  the 
Protettants,  favored  numerous  reformi 


in  the  „ 

chosen  commandant  of  the  Kational 
Guard.  He  acted  with  the  friends  of 
the  constitutional  monarchy,  enforced 
martial  law  against  the  insurgents  in 
July,  1791,  and,  subsequently  resign- 
ing his  command,  became  a  candi* 
date  for  the  mayoralty  of  Paris,  but 
was  defeated  by  the  hcotility  of  tha 
Queen,  and  P^ihion,  an  extreme 
revolutionist,  was  elKted.  He  wm 
afterward  given  command  of  one  of 
the  three  trench  armies,  but  in  Au- 
gust, 17B2,  was  deprived  of  his  pad- 
lion  by  the  republic«n8.  He  fled  to 
Holland  with  the  intention  of  going 
to  America,  but  wss  arrested  by  the 
Austriuis,  who  treated  him  with 
great  harshneas  and  imprisoned  him 
at  Neiss  and  Olmiit*  until  1797,  when 
his  liberation  was  eflected  by  Bona- 
parte. He  was  offered  public  employ- 
ment in  France,  but,  maintaining  his 
consistency  as  a  republican,  he  de- 
clined the  oflers  and  retired  to  La 
Qrange.  As  a  member  of  the  Cham- 
ber of  Deputies  in  1815  he  favorad  a 
republic  and  opposed  the  claims  of 
Bonaparte  ana  the  Bourbons.  In 
1824  he  made  a  tour — which  became 
a  Iriuraphal  proerEa— through  the 
United  Blates,  and  received  two  hun- 
dred thouMnd  dollaiB,  which  Con- 
gress voted  him  for  his  services  dur- 
ing the  Revolutionary  war.  He  took 
a  prominent  part  in  the  revolution  of 
1S30.    Died  Mav  20,  18U. 

Laffltte,  Jacques,  a  French 
financier  and  stateunau;  bom  at 
Bayonne  in  1767 ;  was  an  adherent 
of  Napoleon ;  took  part  in  the  revo- 
lution of  1830,  and  in  that  year  be- 
came Prime  Minister  and  Minister  of 
Finance.     Died  1844. 

La  Fontalnei  or  Lafon- 
talne,  de,  Jeau,  a  French  poet 
and  fabulist;  bom  at  ChAteau-Thier- 
ry,  July  6,  1821.    Uis  works  becwne

guiehed  for  originality  and  grace.  He 
wu  elected  in  1683  to  succeed  Colbert 
a«  a  member  of  the  French  Academy. 
Died  1695. 

iMgrangt!,  or  La  Grange, 
Joeeph  I^uin,  a  geometer;  born, 
of  French  extraction,  at  Turin,  Janu- 
ary 25,  1736 ;  studied  in  the  college 
of  that  city,  and  at  the  age  of  nine- 
tMn  wati  appointed  profenor  of  math- 
ematics in  the  Mililary  College  of 
Turin.  After  receiving  a  priM  in 
1704  tVom  the  French  Academy  of 
Sciences  for  an  affironomical  treatise 
which  he  had  written,  he  removed  to 
Beritn,  on  the  invitation  of  Frederick 
the  Great,  in  1766,  and  was  for  twenty 
yean  director  of  the  Beriin  Academy 
of  8cience&  He  was  elected  forei^ 
■aanciate  of  the  Academy  of  Paris  in 
1772.  He  removed  to  that  city  in 
1787,  and  died  in  1818.  He  was  the 
author  of  several  worha  which  are 
highly  prized  by  astronomeiB  and 
mathematicians. 

la  Uarpe.  or  lAharpCi  de, 
Jean  Francois,  a  French  critic 
and  dramatist;  born  at  Paris  in  1T39; 
studied  at  the  College  of  Hsrcourt, 
utd  at  the  age  of  twenty-four  pro^ 
dnced  the  tra)^y  of  Wai-miek,  which 
was  exceedingly  Hucceasful.

Joieph 
J^rdme  I^efran^ts.  a  French 
astronomer;  bom  at  Bnurg,  July, 
1732;  was  elected  a  member  of  the 
Academy  of  Sciences  in  his  twentieth 
year,  and  became  profeesor  of  astron- 
omy in  the  College  of  France  in  1762. 
He  was  the  author  of  several  works 
on  mathematics  and  astronomy.  Died 
1807. 

Lamarck,  or  La  Harck,  de, 
Jean  BaptiHte  Pierre  An- 
toliie  de  Munet,  Chkvat.ier,  a 
French  natiimliiit ;  bom  in  Ficardy, 
August  1,  1744 ;  was  educated  for  the 
Church,   but  aftuwaid   enterod  the 


army,  and  served  with  distiiietioii, 
Buflering  from  a  severe  iiynry  which 
disabled  him  from  fitHher  service  in 
the  army,  he  settled  in  Paris,  devoted 
his  attention  especially  to  botany  and 
zoology,  was  elected  a  member  of  the 
Academy  of  Sciences,  and  produced 
several  scientific  works  of  great  merit. 
Died  1829. 

LAmartfne,  Ae,  Alphonse, 
a  French  orator,  historian,  and  poet ; 
bora  at  Micon,  October  21,  1792;  waa 
educated  at  the  College  of  Bellev, 
nnd  entered  the  life-guards  of  Louu 
XVIIl.  in  1814.  He  produced  in 
1820  a  volume  of  poems  entitled 
itlditatanu  Pattiqutt,  which  was 
greatlv  admired  and  was  very  suo- 
eesafiil.  This  was  followed  bv  sev- 
eral other  poems  of  merit.  Ife  was 
for  seveml  veatB  dar^-tCoSaim  at 
Florence.  In  1830  he  waa  chosen  a 
member  of  the  French  Academy,  and 
in  1837  was  elected  the  representative 
of  MfLcon  in  the  Chnniber  of  Depu- 
ties. In  1847  he  advocated  the  re- 
J'et-tion  of  the  claims  of  tlie  falling 
ynasty,  urged  the  formation  of  a 
provisional  government,  and  becams 
tlie  most  prominent  actor,  as  well  as 
moderator,  of  the  revolution.  He 
served  for  some  time  as  Minister  of 
Foreign  Aflhica,  addressed  a  mani- 
festo to  Europe,  and  successfully 
averted  a  g^enl  war,  but  resigned 
with  his  colteagiics  in  consequence 
of  the  insurrection  of  June  22,  1848. 
Died  February  28,  186B.  Among  Iho 
most  important  of  his  works  are  a 
HuUiry  of  Ihe  Oironduls,  Hitlon/  of  tht 
Maiolution  0/  184S,  HUloryof  Ihe  St»- 
lorofion,  and  a  HitUrry  s^  Tv.Tkm, 

Lamb,  Charles,  an  Lnglish 
author  and  humorist ;  bom  in  London 
in  1776.  While  a  clerk  in  the  £Mt 
India  House  in  that  city  he  produced 
a  number  of  poems,  which  in  1798 
were  published  with  some  of  Cole- 
ridge's. Among  his  other  works  ar« 
Eimay  of  Eliit  and  Ettayi  on  tht 
'l\-agedia  of  SAaiMptnrtwhich  hav* 
been  greatly  admired.     Died  1834.

King 
John  refiued  to  lecogniie  Laogton  aa 
Aiehbiahop  until  121S,  when  Inn^ 
cent  reduced  the  King  to  aubmiiuan 
by  meani  of  an  intwdict.

He  taught  the 
exiMenca  of  a  Bupreme  being  under 
the  name  of  "Supreme  Eeaeon,"  and 
that  pure  and  enlightened  souls  would 
fioAlly  be  ebeorbed  ,iDto  the  supreme 
eternal  spirit  His  doctrines  are  in 
many  other  raapects  similar  to  those 
of  the  BooddliiaU. 

lAplacc,  Pierre  SbnODi  a 
French  astronomer  and  toatbemati- 
cian,  Ibe  son  of  a  peasant;  bom  at 
Beaumont^n-Auge,  March  23,  1749. 
After  studying  at  the  Academv  of 
Beaumont  he  went  to  Parin,  where, 
having  obtained  the  influence  of 
lyAtembert,  he  wbh  about  IT68  ap- 
pointed professor  of  mathematics  in 
the  MitiUtr/  School.  He  was  in  1799 
made  Minister  of  the  Interior  by 
Bonaparte,  was  elected  a  member  of 
the  French  Academy  in  1816,  and  in 
1817  created  Marquess  Laplace  and 
elected  President  of  the  Academy  of 
Sciences.  He  wrote  several  scientific 
works  of  rare  merit.     His  chief  work 


La  Salle,  or  La  Sale,  de. 
Kobert  GaveHer,  a  French  ex- 
plorer; bom  at  Rouen  about  1635- 
emigrated  to  Canada  in  1 667 ;  engaged 
in  the  fur-trade,  and  was  in  1675  ap- 
pointed by  the  French  government 
Governor  of  Fort  Fronienae.  He 
built  a  vessel  on  Lake  Erie  in  1679, 
and,  passing  through  Laites  Huron 
and  Michiaian,  built  a  fort  at  Peoria, 
Illinois.  In  1632.  with  a  large  party, 
he  explored  the  Valley  of  the  Missis- 
sippi, and  was  the  first  European  to 
■■■.vigate  the  portion  of  that  river  ly- 
^   '        ->       .   .  He   was 


LAtinwr.Hurli*  an  En^liab  Re- 
former; bom  in  LeiceslMshire  about 
1472;  graduated  at  Cambridge;  en- 
tared  the  Church,  and  became  an  ar- 
dent and  eloquent  preacher  of  the 
Protestant  religion.  He  was  made 
chaplain  to  Anne  Boleyn  Euid  Bishop 
of  Worccsier  in  1535.  On  the  pasage 
of  the  act  of  the  Six  Articles,  in 
1539,  he  resigned  his  bishopric,  and 
waa  imprisoned  in  the  Tower  until 
the  death  of  King  Henry,  in  1547. 
He  was  again  impi-isoned  in  1553,  and 
was  burned  at  the  atake  with  Ridley 
in  1555. 

la  Tour  d'Auvergne,  de, 
Thteplille  Malo  Corret,  a 
distinguished  French  officer;  bom 
near  Carhaiz  in  1743;  entered  the 
army,  and  became  a  ftiTorite  on  ac- 
count of  hi»  courage,  generosity,  and 
acGomplishments.  He  at  one  time 
refusea  promotion,  but,  having  been 
given  the  conmiand  of  several  thou- 
sand grenadiers,  he  led  the  vanguard 
of  the  Army  of  the  Pyieireea  and 
gained  several  vicloriea  under  Kapo- 
leon,  by  whom  he  was  presented  with 
a  sword  bearing  the  inscription,  "The 
First  Urenadier  of  France."  lie  fell 
at  the  batUe  of  Oberhausen,  in  1800. 

I^treiUe,  Pierre  Andr^  a 
French  entomologist  and  naturalist. 
Bom  in  1762 ;  died  1833. 

I^ud,  William,  Archbishop  of 
Canterbury,  was  bom  at  Reading,  in 
Berkshire,  in  1573;  was  educated  at 
Oxford ;  was  made  a  roval  chaplain 
in  1615;  became  Bifihopof  St.  David's 
in  1621^ and  of  Bath  and  Wells  in 
1626.  He  acquired  great  influence  at 
court  on  the  accession  of  Charles  I., 
and  in  162S  was  translated  to  the  See 
of  London.  He  instituted  a  hitter 
persecution  nf  the  Puritans,  was  very 
narrow-minded  and  bigoted,  and  wss 
suspected  of  a  strong  bias  in  favor  of 
the  Catholic  Church.  He  became 
Archbishop  of  Canterbury  in  1633. 
He  waa  afterward  tried  for  treason 
without  obtaining  a  judicial  sentence, 
but  waa  beheaded  in  1645,  under  an 
ordinance  passed  by  the  House  of 
CoinnuHW.

Laud  erdalet  John  Mai t- 

ItUldt  DUKB  Oi',  a  <anel  &n<l  corrupt 
gtateaman,  son  of  the  firat  Earl  of 
Lauderdale,  wm  bora  at  Lethington, 
Bcotlfttid,  in  1616,  and  was  in  earl; 
life  an  ardent  Covenanter.  BeconiDK 
a  favorite  of  Charlw  II,.  lie  formed 
one  of  the  infamous  Cabinet  which 
was  called,  from  the  initial  letter  of 
the  name  of  each  of  its  members 
( CI  i  fiord,  Arlington,  Buckingham, 
Ashley,  and  Lauderdale),  the  "Ca- 
bal."    Died  368i 

Laurens,  Henry,  an  American 
statesman;  bom  in  .South  Carolina  in 
IT24;  was  elected  President  of  the 
Conlinental  CoDKros  in  1777,  and, 
having  afterward  been  sent  as  Min- 
ister to  The  Hague,  was  taken  bj  a 
British  cruiser  and  confined  Tor  more 
than  a  year  in  the  Tower  of  London. 
He  was  on«  of  the  commiaaioners  who 
signed  the  treaty  with  England  in 
1782.    Died""" 


Zurich  in  1741.  Besides  his  most 
celebrated  work  {Phj/eiagjumie  Frag- 
neata  for  the  Promotion  o/  the  K<iou^ 
ledge  and  Lose  of  Mankind),  he  wrote 
Pnupecti  into  Eternity,  Saia  Somji, 
and  Dninerous  other  works.  He  re- 
ceived at  the  capture  of  Zurich  by 
the  Freni^b,  in  1799,  a  wound  of 
which  he  died  in  1301. 

Lavoisier,  Antolne  Lau- 
rent, a  French  chemical  philosopher, 
and  tlie  principal  founder  of  modern 
chemistry,  was  bom  in  Paris,  Aii;;uBt 
26,  1743 ;  studied  at  the  Collie  Mai- 
arin;  in  1766  gained  the  prize  of  tlie 
Academy  of  Sciences  for  an  improved 
raelhod  of  lighting  the  streets  of 
Paris,  and  two  years  later  was  elected 
a  member  of  that  Academy.  Ha 
made  several  important  discoveries 
and  produced  numerous  ecientilic 
works.  False  charges  were  preferred 
against  him  during  the  Keign  of 
Terror,  and  lie  was  eieoited  in  May, 
1791.

Law*  John,  the  projector  of 


1671 ;  became  a  very  successful  gam- 
bler; removed  to  London;  killed  ■ 
man  in  a  duel ;  fled  to  the  Continent, 
and  induced  the  Duke  of  Orleans, 

Kegent  of  France,  to  favor  his 
scheme,  which  he  maintained  would 
greatly  improve  the  financial  con- 
dition of  tliat  country.  He  was 
granted  in  1716  a  charter  for  a  gen- 
eral bank,  under  the  name  of  "Lair 
&  Coranany,"  in  connection  with 
which  he  formed  the  Missinippl 
Company,  with  a  capital  of  one  hun- 
dred million  francs,  with  the  exclu- 
sive right  to  trade  between  France 
and  Louisiana,  China,  India,  and 
other  countries.  The  stock  of  tbeae 
compani^  was  eagerly  sought  for. 
The  former  became  the  royal  bank, 
with  the  right  to  coin  gold  and  silver, 
and,  in  1720,  Law,  as  Controller-Gen- 
eral of  Finances,  became  I'rinie  Min- 
ister of  France.  During  the  same 
year  both  companies  failed,  causing 
general  consternation  and  financial 
ruin,  and  Law  was  compelled  to  Ilea 
from  France.     He  died  in  poverty  at 


1729. 


Lawr(;nce,  James,  one  of  the 

early  naval  heroes  of  ^e  United 
States,  was  born  in  New  Jersey  in 
1781;  served  under  Decatnr;  sue- 
cessively  commanded  several  vessels; 
captured  the  Peacock,  and  was  made 
a  post-captain.  While  commanding 
the  Chcxapeake,  in  131S,  he  en^^ed 
the  British  frigate  Shannon  ofi  Bos- 
ton. Although  lying  mortally  wound- 
eil,  he  urged  his  men  to  continue  the 
fight,  using  the  words  since  made 
memorable  in  connection  with  hb 
name ;  "  Don't  give  up  the  ship !" 

Lawrence.  Sir  Tlionias,  an 
English  portrait-painter;  bom  at 
Bristol  in  1769;  removed  to  I^nclon 
in  17H7  ;  became  an  associate  of  the 
Eoya!  Academy  in  1791,  and  suc- 
ceeiied  Sir  Joshua  Reynolds  as  first 
painter  to  the  King  in  1702.  He  was 
liberally  patromioi  by  the  Prince- 
R^^nt  and  several  crowned  heads  of 
Europe,  was  knighted  in  1816,  and  was 
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elected  President  of  the  Royal  Acad- 
emy on  the  death  of  Bemamin  West, 
in  1820.  He  received  for  his  full- 
length  portraits  one  hundred  guineas 
each.  Among  his  paintings  are  por- 
traits of  Mrs.  Siddons,  Benjamin 
West,  Lord  Erskine,  and  Curran. 
Died  1830. 

Liayardy  Austen  Henry^ 
G.  C.  B.,  a  distinguished  Oriental 
scholar  and  explorer;  bom,  of  Eng- 
lish parentage,  in  Paris,  March  5, 
1817.  His  paternal  grandfather  was 
Dr.  Layard,  Dean  of  Bristol. 

Austen  Henry  Layard,  ^fter  read- 
ing law  for  a  short  time,  travelled 
through  Northern  and  Eastern  Eu- 
rope and  passed  several  months 
in  Constantinople.  He  sabsequently 
studied  Arabic,  Persian,  ana  other 
Oriental  languages.  He  commenced, 
about  1845,  maicing  excavations  at 
Mosul,  where  he  exhumed  a  large 
number  of  wonderful  specimens  of 
Assyrian  art.  These  have  since  been 
pla^d  in  the  British  Museum,  of 
which  institution  he  was  in  18G6  ap- 
pointed a  trustee.  He  has  served  sev- 
eral years  in  Parliament,  was  elected 
Lord  Rector  of  the  University  of 
Aberdeen  in  1855,  became  Under- 
Secretary  of  State  for  Foreign  Af- 
fairs in  1856,  and  was  sent  as  Brit- 
ish Minister  to  the  court  of  Madrid  in 
1877.  He  was  subsequently  Ambas- 
sador to  the  Sublime  Porte.  He  is 
the  author  of  several  works,  among 
which  are  Nineveh  and  iU  Memains 
and  3Ionwments  of  Nineveh,  He  re- 
ceived in  1878  the  order  of  the  Grand 
Cross  of  the  Bath. 

Liebrun,  Anne  Charles^ 
Duke  of  Piacenza,  a  French  general ; 
born  in  1775;  gained  distinction  in 
several  battles,  especially  at  Jena,  and 
served  as  aide  to  Napoleon  at  Eylau 
and  Wagram.  He  was  in  1812  made 
a  general  of  division.  He  became 
Duke  of  Piacenza  by  inheritance  in 
1824,  and  a  Senator  by  appointment 
in  1852.    Died  1859. 

Lebrun^  Charles,  a  French 
painter  of  distinction.  Bom  in  Paris 
1619 ;  died  1690. 


Ltebrun,  Charles  Francis, 

Duke  of  Piacenza.  a  French  states- 
man and  writer;  bom  in  1739;  be- 
came Third  Consul  in  1799,  and  in 
1808  was  created  Duke  of  Piacenza 
by  the  Emperor  Napoleon.  Died  1824. 

Lebrun,  Marie  Liouise 
^Elisabeth,  Madame,  a  French 
ladv  distinguished  for  her  rare  beauty 
and  as  a  portrait-painter.  Bom  in 
1755;  died  1842. 

Lebrun^  Pierre  Antoine^  a 
French  lyric  poet;  bom  in  Paris  in 
1785 ;  became  a  member  of  the  Cham- 
ber of  Peers  in  1839,  and  a  Senator  in 
1853. 

.Lebrnn,  Ponce  Denis 
fcouchardy  a  lyric  poet ;  bora  in 
Paris  in  1729;  was  sumamed  '*the 
French  Pindar."    Died  1807. 

Lie cky,  William  Edward 
Hartpolet  an  author ;  bora  in  Dub- 
lin in  1838;  naduated  at  Trinity 
College.  He  nas  produced,  among 
other  works,  HuUory  of  the  Rise  and 
Inflttenee  of  Bationalism  in  Europe 
and  a  History  of  EnglgLnd  in  the  Eiyh- 
teerUh  Century. 

Ledru-Rollin,  Alexandre 
Aug'USte^  a  French  republican  and 
socialist;  born  in  Paris  in  1808.  Be- 
coming an  advocate  about  1830,  he 
was  engaged  in  the  defence  of  many 
political  prisoners,  and  in  1841  was 
elected  to  the  Chamber  of  Deputies, 
where  he  was  soon  recognized  as  the 
chief  orator  of  the  extreme  Left,  or 
ultra-democrats.  He  took  a  promi- 
nent part  in  the  revolution  of  1848, 
was  chosen  a  member  of  the  provis- 
ional government,  and  was  appointed 
Minister  of  the  Interior ;  but,  having 
lost  his  popularity,  he  retired  from 
oiBce  in  June  of  the  same  year.  In 
^December  following  he  was  an  unsuc- 
cessful aspirant  for  the  office  of  Presi- 
dent For  attempting  to  raise  an  in- 
surrection in  1849  he  was  condemned 
to  deportation,  but  he  escaped  to  Eng- 
land. He  was  subsequently  associated 
with  Kossuth  and  Mazzini  as  a  mem- 
ber of  a  revolutionary  committee  to 
promote  the  democratic  cause  in  Eu- 
rope.   He  was  the  author  of  several 
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works.     He   returned   to   France   in 
1870.     Died  Detembcr  31,  1874. 
Ledyard,  Julin.  &n  AmericMi 

traveller ;  born  in  Connecticut  in  1751 ; 
went  to  London  at  the  age  of  twenty- 
'  five;  accompanied  Capt.  Cook  od  lus 
third  voyage  arounil  Ihe  world,  and 
after  his  return,  in  1780,  ptililbhed  an 
•ccount  of  the  voysfie.  He  set  om 
on  an  expedition  to  ihe  Araic  regions 
in  1786,  but  was  arrested  at  Irkootsk 
in  Januarv  of  the  ne;tt  year  as  a  spy, 
and  fbrbiffden  lo  again  enter  Ruiwa. 
In  June.  17S8,  under  the  auspices  of 
the  African  ABsodation,  lie  started  to 
explore  Central  Africa,  reached  Cairo 
in  Augiiet,  and  died  there  of  a  fever. 
Lee,  ArtbuTt  an  American 
etalesmao  and  writer,  the  brother  of 
Richard  Henry  Lee,  was  bom  in  Vir- 
ginia in  1740i  was  sent  as  Minisler 
to  France  in  1776;  was  elected  to 
Congress  in  17S2,  and  was  the  author 
of  numerous  political  eseava.

Lee,  Francis  Llghtfoot,  en 
American  patriot ;  bom  in  Virginia 
in  1734 ;  was  a  brother  of  Bichard 
Henry  Lee,  and  was  in  1775clected  to 
the  Continental  Congress,  where  he 
served  for  two  terms.  He  was  one  of 
the  signers  of  the  Declaration  of  In- 
dependence.    Died  1797.  ' 

Lee,  Uenr^-,  an  American  gen- 
eral; bora  in  AN  estmorcland  County, 
Virginia,  in  17.56.  He  was  commis- 
sioned at  the  age  of  twentv  as  a  cap- 
tain of  cavalrv,  in  1777  joined  the 
main  army,  and  in  a  short  time  gained 
distinction  fur  Ihe  daring  exploits 
which  he  performed.  Atter  taking 
a   British   fort  at   Paulus  Hook,  in 


1779,  he  was  promoted  to  the  rank 
of  lieulenanl-colonel,  and  was  given 
the  command  of  cavalry  under  Gen. 
Greene.  He  siibseqnently  rendered 
cflicient  services  in  the  South,  and 
contributed  to  the  victory  of  Kutaw 
Sprinas,  September  S,  1731.  He  was 
elected  to  Congress  in  1786,  and  Gov- 
ernor of  Virginia  in  1791  or  1792.  He 
was  again  elected  to  Congress  in  1798, 
and  was  designated  by  that  body  to 
pronounce  on  oration  on  Washington, 
whom  he  eulogized  as  "  lirtit  in  war, 
first  in  peace,  and  first  in  the  hearts 
of  his  cnimirymen."  He  was  known 
in  the  army  as  "  Light-Horse  Harry." 
He  was  the  father  of  Robert  E.  Lee. 
Died  IS18. 

Lee,  Richard  Henry,  an 
American  orator  and  statseman,  and 
one  of  the  signers  of  the  Declaration 
of  Independence,  was  born  in  Vip- 
giniain  1733;  was  educated  in  Eng- 
land, and  was  elected  to  the  Continen* 
tal  CongrcsB  in  1774.  Two  years  later 
he  introduced  the  measure  declaring 
the  colonies  free  and  independent 
Stales,  which   he  supported   with   a 

Swerful  speech.  He  became  Pmi- 
nt  of  Congress  in  1784,  and  United 
States  Senator  from  Virginia  in  1789, 
Died  1794. 

Lee,  Robert  Edmund,  an 
American  general,  son  of  Gen.  Henry 
Lee,  was  bom  at  Stratford,  Westmore- 
laiid  County,  Virginia,  In  ISOG ;  gradu- 
ated,  at  the  head  of  his  cla^  at  West 
Point  in  1629;  became  a  captain  in 
1S33,  and  chief-engineer  of  the  orm^ 
of  Gen.  Scott  in  Mexico.  For  hia 
services  in  that  country  he  received 
the  brevet  rank  of  colonel.  Ho  waa 
appointed  superinlendent  at  West 
Pomt  in'1852,  and  was  commissioned 
a  colonel  of  cavalry  in  the  r^Iar 
army  in  March,  1861,  but  resigned 
the  next  motilh.  He  became  a  briga- 
dier^eneral  in  the  Confederate  army 
in  July,  1861.  was  opposed  to  Gen. 
Rosecruo*  in  North-western  Vii^inia, 
and  in  June,  18G2,  was  aasigned  to 
the  chief  command  of  the  army  dee- 
lined  to  defend  Richmond.

"the  Magnificent,"  and  was  bom  in 
Florence  in  14T5.  He  woa  made  a 
Cardinal  at  the  a^e  of  thirteen,  and 
at  the  age  of  thirtv-eight  succeeded 
JuJinsIl.  asPopG.  In  1515  he  signed, 
witli  Francis  I.  of  France,  a  concordat 
which  remained  in  force  for  three 
centuries,  and  which  accorded  that 
monarch  the  right  of  nominating 
Bishops  in  his  own  dominions.  L«> 
made  an  immense  ieuue  and  sale  uf 


indnlgences^  ostcntibl}'  for  the  par- 
pose  of  completing  St.  Peter's  al 
Rome,  and  which  eventaally  cansed 
Luther  to  denounce  the  corruptions 
of  the  Roman  Church.  By  force  and 
fraud  Leo  annexed  Urbino  and  Peru- 
gia to  the  Papal  Stales,  and  in  1521 
became  the  ally  of  (.'harles  V.  of  Ger- 
many in  the  war  against  Francis  1.  of 
France.  He  was  a  liberal  patron  of 
Micliaei  Angelo  and  of  Ruphae),  and 
was  llie  founder  of  a  Greek  collie  at 
Rome.  Many  Catholics  cenKured  him 
for  his  lenity  toward  Luther.  He 
died  in  1521,  and  was  succeeded  by 
Adrian  VI. 

Leo  XL,  Pope  (Alessakmio

He  was  succeeded  at  his  death, 
inl829,bv  Pius  VIII. 

Leo  XIII. ,  Pope,  the  eon  of 
Count  Ludovico  Pecci,  was  bnm  at 
Carpineto,  in  theStatesof  the  Church, 
March  2,  1810.  He  was  educated  at 
Rome  and  became  a  priest  in  1837, 
in  184;t  was  created  Archbishop  of 
DamieUa,  and  was  sent  as  Nuncio  to 
Belgium,  where  he  remained  for  three 
vears.  He  wna  crealeil  a  (.'ardinal  in 
1853  by  PiuB  IX.,  who  in  1877  ap- 
pointed  him  to  the  important  office 
of  Cardinal  Camerlengo  ("chief  of 
the  cardinats").  He  was  elected  Pope 
to  succeed  Pius  IX.,  February  20, 
1878.

Saalfeld  and  brother  of  the  Dticheaa 
of  Kent,  mother  of  Victorijs  Queen 
of  England.  In  1816  he  married  the 
Princess  Charlotte,  daughter  of  OeoiM 
IV.  of  England.  After  declining  the 
crown  of  Greece^  which  was  tendered 
him  in  1330,  he  was  in  1831  elected 
King  of  the  Belgians.  He  died,  aftw 
a  wise,  liberal,  and  popular  reign,  in 
December,  1365,  ana  was  aooceeded 
by  his  SDH,  Leopold  11. 

Le^ldus,  Marcus  .ffllmlilast 
the  Triumvir,  afUr  serving  as  pnelor, 
attached  himself  to  the  party  of  Oksu 
in  49  B.  c,  when  the  civil  war  com- 
menced between  that  leader  and  Pom- 
pey.  A  year  later  he  was  made  Pro- 
consul of  a  portion  of  Spain,  an^in 
46  was  elected  Consul,  with  OKsar  s« 
his  colleague,  and  after  the  death  of 
Ihe  latter  formed  the  celebrated  tri- 
umvirate  with  Antony  and  Octaviua, 
who  at  first  assigned  him  theprovinces 
of  Spain  and  Norboneee  Ctanl;  bat 
after  the  victory  of  Philippi  thw 
ceased  to  recognize  him  as  their  eqiuJ, 
and  deprived  him  of  his  command. 
Having  in  36  made  an  unsuccessful 
attempt  to  r^ain  his  power,  he  wa* 
banished  &om  Borne  by  Octaviua.

E,  and  in  1834  was  elected  to  the 
slature  of  Indiana,  to  which  8tal« 
ad  removed  with  his  parents  when 


steadily  opposed  the  extreme  pro- 
slavery  measures  which  were  intro- 
duced in  the  Legislature.  He  was 
twice  reelected  to  that  body,  was  ad- 
mitted to  the  bar  in  1886,  removed  to 
Springfield,  Illinois,  oommenoed  the 
practice  of  law  there  in  1837,  and  in 
November,  184^  married  Hiss  Mair 
Todd,  daughter  of  Bobert  S.  Todd  (f 
Lexington,  Kentuclnr. 

Mr.  Lbcoln  was  elected  to  Consresi 
by  a  large  m^joritT  in  184iS,  andiw- 
came  in  1854  the  Bepublican  candi- 
date in  Illinois  for  the  office  of 
United  States  Senator,  the  Demo- 
cratic nominee  being  Stephen  A. 
Donglaa,  the  most  aide  of  the  Demo- 
cratic politicians  of  the  West  lin- 
coln  challenged  Douglas  to  a  seriM 
of  public  debiCee,  and,  although  Doug- 
las was  elected,  Lincoln  gained  Of 
these  discuaaiona  a  national  reputation 
as  a  profound  and  comprehensive 
thinker  and  a  versatile  and  eloquent 
orator,  which  resulted  in  his  nomina- 
tion by  the  Bepublicana  in  1860  as 
tbtir  candidslo  for  the  Preaidener. 
In  the  election  which  ensued  Lincoln 
received  the  electoral  votes  of  every 
free  State  except  New  Jersey,  whick 
gBTe  him  four  of  hen  and  the  re- 
maining three  to  Douglas. 

Immediately  alter  this  election  sev- 
eral of  the  Southern  States  prepared 
to  secede  &om  the  Union,  South  Caro- 
lina leading  the  movamentand  passing 
an  ordinance  of  secenion  December  £0, 
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1861,  and  delegates  from  these  Slates 
niet  at  Mon^onieiy  in  tliat  monlh 
and  formed  a  oonfedencf,  of  whicfa 
JelferBon  Davis  became  President  and 
Aleiander  H.  SteuhenB  Vice-Presi- 
dent.  Meanwhile,  John  B.  Floyd, 
Secretarv  of  War,  made  such  dispoei- 
lion  of  t^e  munitions  of  war  belong- 
ing to  the  United  titales  as  lo  deprive 
the  government  eflettively  of  war  ma- 
teritu,  and  nearl;  all  the  sliioi  in  the 
American  navy  were  ordered  to  dis- 
laht  countries,  that  they  might  not  be 
preeent  if  required  by  the  FedemliaiB. 

Mr.  Lincoln  left  Springfield,  Feb- 
ruary 11,  ISGl,  for  Washington.  A 
Slot  had  been  formed  (o  aasissinate 
im,  hoth  on  the  Toledo  and  Western 
Railroad  and  at  Baltimore.  Passing 
through  several  hours  ahead  of  the 
unial  time,  he  frustrated  these  plots, 
reached  Washington  February  23, 
Mid  was  inaugurated  as  Preeident  of 
the  United  States  March  4,  1861.  In 
his  inaugural  address  he  clearly  and 
firmly  announced  his  resolution  to 
"take  care  that  the  laws  of  the 
Union  be  faithful!)'  executed  in  all 
the  States." 

On  the  11th  of  April,  Oen.  Beaur»- 

Sd,  on  behalf  of  the  Southern  Con- 
eracy,  demanded  the  surrender  of 
Fort  bumier,  in  Charleston  Harbor, 
then  garrisoned  by  United  States 
trooM,  under  the  command  of  Major 
.  Anderson.  A  prompt  refusal  was  re- 
turned by  that  officer,  and  on  the  day 
following  a  severe  bombardment  of 
the  fort  was  commenced  by  the  Con- 
federate forces.  Major  Anderson, 
after  a  brave  resistance,  was  com- 
pelled lo  evacuate  Fort  Sumter, 
April  14. 

The  attack  on  Fort  Sumler  was  the 
first  art  of  aggression  committed  by 
tlie  South,  it  united  all  parlies  at 
the  North  in  a  determination  to  de- 
fend the  national  Has.  President 
Lincoln  on  the  day  following  issued 
a  proclamation  in  which  he  convened 
both  Houses  of  CongreHs  to  meet  in 
extra  aeasion  on  July  4,  and  called 
for  seventy-live  ihoiisand  troops  from 
the  militia  of  the  tieveral  Slates  for 


the  purpoae  of  enforcing  the  laws  of 
the  Federal  Union.  This  call  for 
troops  was  promptly  responded  to, 
the  regiments  of  Massachusetts  beiitg 
first  in  the  field. 

The  Legislature  of  Virginia  passed 
the  ordinance  of  secession  April  17, 
and  President  Lincoln,  April  19, 
■issued  a  proclamation  declaring  the 
ports  of  the  seceded  Stales  to  be  in  a 
stale  of  blockade,  and  another  on  May 
3  calling  for  a  still  larger  force.  Con- 
gress met  in  extra  session  on  the  4th 
of  July,  and,  while  sevend  membera 

Juestioned  the  l(^ity  of  the  Preai- 
ent's  acta  and  attempted  to  render 
BSsiBtance  lo  the  enem^  by  CBUsing 
delay,  a  large  m^onty  approved

many  reverses.  President  LincolD 
firmly  and  steadily  pursued  his  wise 
and  far-sighted  policy.  In  Septem- 
ber, 1862,  the  victory  of  Antielam 
was  won,  and  on  the  22d  of  the  same 
month  was  issued  by  President  Lin- 
coln a  proclamation,  in  which  it  was 
declared  that  upon  the  firslday  of  the 
next  year  "all  pcisons  held  as  slaves 
within  any  State,  or  designated  part 
of  a  Slate,  the  people  whereof  shall 
then  be  in  rebellion  against  the  Uni- 
ted States,  shall  be  then,  thencefor- 
ward, and  for  ever  free ;  and  the  ex- 
ecutive government  of  the  United 
States,  including  the  military  and 
naval  authority  thereof,  will  recog- 
nize and  maintain  the  freedom  of 
such  persons,  and  will  do  no  act  or 
acts  to  repress  such  persons,  or  any  of 
them,  in  any  efforts  they  may  make 
for  their  actnal  freedom. 

Gen.  Meade  defeated  Gen.  Lee  at 
Gettysburg,  July  3,  1863,  and  Gen. 
Grant  captured  Vicksburg,  with 
twenty-seven  thousand  prisoners,  on 
the  day  following;  and  on  March  1, 
1HG4,  upon  the  recommendation  of 
( '(ingrere.  President  Lincoln  appointed 
Gen.  Grant  lieutenant-genera  I  of  the 
armies  of  the  United  States.    Gen. 
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a  (April  2,  18G5)  compelled  to 
le  Richmond  and  lo  surrender, 
Kith  his  srmv,  to  Oen.  Grant  (April 
9),  and  eight  have  later  the  Confeder- 
Hle  general  Johnston,  commander  of 
the  BOiilhem  divison  of  tlie  Confeder- 
ate ami}',  surrendered  to  Uen.  Sher- 
man, and  the  war  of  the  rebellion 
was  terminnted. 

Mr.  Lincoln,  nho  had  been  re-elecl- 
ed  President  of  the  Uniteil  States  in 
November,  1864,  was  assisfinaled  at 
Ford's  theatre,  in  Waahinpton,  by 
John  Wilkes  Booth,  April  14,  1805. 
His  death  was  deeply  deplored  not 
on  I J  in  hia  immediate  nsrtv  and 
among  the  Unionists  of  the  ^orlli, 
but  by  many  of  the  Confederates 
IhemselTes,  who  recognized  in  him  a 
generous  as  well  as  an  able  adversary. 
"The  name  of  Lincoln  will  re- 
main," says  Merle  d'Aubtgn^,  "one 
of  the  greatest  (hnt  history  lias  to 
inscribe  on  its  annals."  "Ilia  occii- 
pving  the  chair  of  State,"  sara  Ralph 
Waldo  Emerson,  "was  a  triumph  of 
the  ffood  sense  of  mankind  and  of  the 
public  conscience.  ...  It  cannot  be 
said  that  there  is  any  exaggeration 
of  his  worth.  If  ever  a  man  woa 
fairly  tested,  he  was.     Thi

As  commander  of  the 
Southern  Dcpartruent  he  defended 
Charleston  against  Gen.  Prevoet  in 
1778,  but  was  forced  to  surrender  tluU 
city  lo  ^ir  Henry  Clinton  in  May, 
17t$0.  He  commanded  a  division  at 
the  siece  of  Yorktown,  in  1781,  and 
immediulely  alter  the  surrender  of 
that  place  was  appointed  Secretary  of 
War,  which  office  he  hold  (or  nearly 
four  years.  He  was  elected  Lieuten- 
ant-Governor of  MaasachiisellB  by  tlie 
Federalists  in  17H7.     Died  1S10. 

Lind,  Jenny,  a  distinguished 
vocalist;  born  at  Stockholm,  Sweden, 
in  1821 ;  became  at  the  age  of  sixteen 
the  chief  favorite  of  the  opera  of  her 
native  city.

original  dramas.  Hisworks  were  dis- 
tinguished by  richness  of  invention, 
vivacity,  and  originality.  He  be- 
came a  priest  in  1609,  but  continued 
his  literary  labors.     Died  1635. 

Lornet  Sir  Joliit  Georg^e 
Edward  Henry  Douvlas 
Sutherland  Campbell,  G.  C. 
M.  G.,  called,  by  courtesy,  the  Mak- 
t)VEsa  OF,  eldest  son  of  the  Duke  of 
Argyle;  born  in  London  in  1845;  en- 
tered Parliament  in  1868,  and  March 
21,  ISTl, married  the  Prince«a  Louise, 
fourth  daughter  of  Queen  Victoria.

Lorraine,  Charles  V.,  Duke 
OF,  a  general  and  statesman,  nephew 
of  the  preceding,  was  bom  in  Vienna 
in  1643.  He  was  deprived  of  his 
hereditary  poescBBions  by  the  King  of 
France.  Entering  the  imperial  sei^ 
vice,  he  gained  distinction  on  numer- 
ous battle-fields  against  the  French 
and  Turks.  He  married  in  1678  a 
sister  of  the  German  Emperor.  Died 
1690. 

London,  John  Claudius, 
•  horticulturist,  landBcape-pirdener, 
and  writer;  bom  in  Scotland  in  1783. 
lie  settled  in  London.     Died  1S43. 

Louis  IX.,  or  St.  IvOUls,  King 
of  France,  wua  bom  in  1215,  and  as-  . 
cended  the  throne  In  1226.  He  kss 
the  son  of  Louis  VIII.  and  Blanche 
of  Castile.  He  raised  a  large  army, 
and  led  it  against  the  Saracens  in 
1248.     He  was  defeated  and   taken 

Crisoner  in  Egypt.  After  effeWing 
is  ransom,  he  carried  on  operations 
in  Palestine  for  alwut  three  yeara. 
Returning  to  Frnnce  in  1254,  he  in- 
stituted reforms,  enacted  many  wise 
laws,  and  greatly  ameliorated  the  con- 
dition of  his  people.  He  undertook 
another  crusade  in  1270,  landed  in 
Africa,  and  died  near  Tunis  in  Au- 
gust of  the  last-mentioned  vear. 

Ixiuis  XL,  King  of  t'rance,  was 
bom  at  Bourges  in  1423.  He  was  the 
son  of  Charles  Vli.  He  was  pos- 
sessed of  great  ambition,  shrewdness, 
and  ability,  and  by  a  wise  but  un- 
scrupulous policy  succeeded  in  re- 
ducing the  power  of  the  nobleit  and  in 
greatly  elevating  the  royal  authority. 
By  intrigue  he  effected  the  destruction 
of  his  inveterate  enemy,  Charles  the 
Bold,  who  was  defeated  and  slain  by 
the  Swiss  at  the  battle  of  Nancy,  in 
1477.  Louis  died  in  1483,  and  waa 
'  ~  by  hia  son,  Charles  Vlll. 


Louis  XII.,  Kiiw  of  Frmnoe, 
wn  the  son  of  CWles,  Duke  of  Or- 
lAuw,  «iid  Marie  of  Cleret,  wat  bom 
■t  Blou  Id  1462,  mnd  on  tha  mccewon 
of  his  couein,  Chules  VIll.,  beoune 
fint  Printw  of  the  blood.  He  suc- 
Mcded  to  the  throne  in  1498,  and 
married  Anne  de  Bretsgne,  widow  of 
Charloi  VIII.,  b^  whiuh  means  he 
•ecured  Brelagne  to  iha  crown  of 
France.  His  genenls  conquered  the 
duchy  of  Hitan  and  took  ita  ruler, 
Francia  Sforxa,  prisoner.  In  1601, 
Louia  entered  into  a  treaty  with  Fer- 
dinand of  Spun  for  the  partition  of 
Naplea,  but  the;  afterward  quarrelled, 
and  in  1503  tha  French  were  driven 
out  of  that  kingdom  by  the  Spaniards 
under  Gonsalvo  do  dordova,  Louia 
married  Mary,  aHRterof  Henry  VIII. 
of  England,  in  1515,  and  died  the 
■ame  year.  Lonig  reduced  the  taxes 
of  his  subjects,  promoted  reform^  and 
became  exceedingly  popular.  Fiands 
L  Micceeded  him. 

LooU  XIU..  aon  of  Henry  IV. 
of  France  and  Marie  de  mUicu,  was 
bom  September '27, 1601,  and  ascetujed 
the  throne  in  1610,  when  his  mother 
became  Regent.  In  1QJ5  he  married 
Anne  of  Austria,  daughter  of  Philip 
III.  of  Epain,  and  shortly  aflerwatd 
banished  his  raoiher  from  the  court 
Cardinal  Richelieu  aoon  became  the

■pirit  of  the  government,  and  was  in 
1624  made  Prime  Minister,  War 
was  carried  on  against  the  Proteetants, 
and  Rochelle  was  taken  from  them, 
after  a  year's  ai^e,  in  1623.

Louts  XVI.,  King  of  France, 
grandson  of  the  preceding,  was  bom 
at  Versailles,  August  23,  1754;  mai^ 
ried  Marie  AiiCoinetle,  daughter  of 
Maria  Theresa  of  Austria,  in  1770, 
and  ascended  the  throne  in  1774. 
He  at  first  appointed  Turgot  Minis- 
ter of  Finances,  but  two  years  later 
Necker  was  made  Cbntriliur-Ofnlnil, 


or  Prime  Hinister.  The  independence 
of  the  United  States  of  America  waa 
recognized  in  177B,  and  war  was  de- 
clarmi  against  England.  Peace  waa 
restored  in  1783.  A  revolution,  the 
causes  of  which  had  been  accumulat- 
ing during  many  yeare  of  miagovem- 
ment,  broke  out  in  1769,  and  the 
populace  of   Paris   in   July  of  that 

Star  destroyed  the  Bastille.  The 
ational  Constituent  Anembly  con- 
fiscated the  landed  ealales  of  the 
Church,  which  compriaed  about  one- 
third  of  France,  abolished  tithes, 
titles  of  nobility,  and  feudal  privi- 
leges, and  reformed  many  abuses. 
Louis  attempted  to  escape  from  Paris 
in  June,  1791,  but  was  aireeted  and 
obliged  to  return,  and  to  accept  the 
new  constitution  of  Hbertv,  equality, 
and  universal  suffrage.  The  Jacobins 
having  gained  the  ascendencv  bv  the 
insurrection  of  Augiist  10,  1792,  Louis 
was  brought  to  trial  in  Beptember  of 
that  year,  was  condemned  to  death, 
and  H-as  executed  January  21,  1793. 

LoniB  XVIII. f  a  younger 
brother  of  the  preceding,  was  bom 
at  Vetaaiiles  in  1766;  escaped  from 
France  in   17S1,  and  passed  several

e  ascended  the  throne  of  France  in 
1814,  when  Napoleon  retired  to  Elba, 
and  upon  the  return  of  the  Hmperor, 
in  March,  1815,  fled  to  Ghent.

Lotilg  Philippe,  King  of  the 
French,  waa  the  oldest  son  of  Louis 
Philippe  Joseph,  Duke  of  Orleans, 
and  waa  bora  October  6,  1773.  His 
early  education  waa  conducted  by 
Madame  dc  Uenlis.  He  favored  the 
Revolution,  entered  the  army  in  179<^ 
and  served  with  distinction  under  Du- 
mouriei  apajngt  tlie  AuBtrians,  but, 
suspected  of  being  implicated  in  the 
conspiracies  of  that  general,  he  Bed 
to  Belgium,  and  in  17S6  came  to  the 
United  States.    He  afterwud  iciided 
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daaghler  of  the  King 
1809,  and  in  ISl 4  returned  to  Krmnce, 
where  hia  titles  ftnd  oftalei  were  re- 
Rored  to  him.  During  his  &ther'B 
life  he  hnd  been  known  as  the  Duke 
of  ChftTtrei,  but  was  now  reoogniiad 
■a  the  Dake  of  Orl^iuiB,  uid  was  given 
by  Looia  XVIII.  oommand  of  the 
Army  of  the  North.  After  Charlea 
X  had  been  depoeed,  in  1830,  the 
crown,  with  the  remodelled  conititu- 
'lion,  WM  offered  lo  him  by  the  depu- 
tiee  and  peen.  He  accepted  it.  After 
ft  ragn  of  aevenieen  yenn,  dlKurbed 
bjT  Dumeroiu  conapiraciea,  a  coalitioa 
WM  formed  againtt  Louis  Philippe 
hj  the  Bonapartista,  republican^  and 
roymliits  in  1847.  He  abdicated  in 
Febmarr,  1841!,  and  fled  to  England, 
whan  he  died,  at  Claremool,  in  Au- 
gust, 1850.

■uGceeded  Mr.  LoagfeUow  in  I36S  as 
professor  of  modem  languages  and 
belle».lettres  in  the  University  of 
Uamrd.  He  received  the  degree 
of  LL.D.  from  the  University  of  Cam- 
bridge (England)  in  1874,  was  ap- 
pointed Minister  lo  Spain  in  187% 
and  Uiniater  to  England  in  18791 
Among  hia  poems  are  A  Ytaft  lAft, 
A  Leoouf  /  BriUaay,  The  ruuM  V 
Sir  Lamfnl,  A  Fable  /or  Crilia,  Tkl 
Bigtiou  Paperi,  and  Uadtr  Ikt  WiOentt. 
Many  of  these  productions  are  re- 
markable for  originality  and  wit.  Hr. 
Lowell  was  from  1867  until  1883 
editor  of  the  AUtuUie  Mmlkly,  and 
from  1863  until  1872  editor  of  the 
Sortk  ^mcriean  Jltnac. 

Loyola,  Ifuatlua,  also  called 
St.  Igriiatius,  the  founder  of  the 
order  of  Jeauita,  waa  born,  of  a  nobto 
&mily,  in  Biscay,  in  1491.  His  orig- 
inal name  was  Don  Ifligo  Lopes  So 
Uecalde.  He  entered  the  army  al 
an  early  age,  and  waa  cripplecf  for 
life  b^  a  wound  received  in  1620  at 
the  Biege  of  Pampeiuna,  after  which 
he  turned  the  entire  powera  of  his 
mind— which  was  unusually  ardent 
and  imaginative — to  religious  sub- 
iecls.  He  made  a  pilgrimage  to 
Jeruaalem  in  1523,  returned  lo  Spain 
the  next  year,  and  suliaequsntly  ea> 
tered  the  University  of  Paris,  whet* 
he  sought  the  friendship  of  Prandt 
Xavier  and  James  Laines,  with  whom, 
in  1534,  he  formed  the  sodetjr  afteN 
ward  so  celebrated  as  the  Society  of 
Jesus.    Its  ostensible  object  was  the

He  »ai  ordained 
a  priest,  and  beoune  a  member 
of  the  order  of  Carmelitea.    Accusa- 


of  tliat  year  he  maile  alich  a  bold 
stand  ogninst  the  iiapacy  that  he  wait 
warmly  welcomed  as  a  powerful  ally 
by  lis  opponents  throughout  Fiance. 
He  visited  America  in  October,  1S69, 
and,  thou  eh  cordially  received  bj 
diflerent  Protestant  sects  in  New 
York,  announced  his  detenninstion 
to  adhere  to  the  Catholic  Church. 
He  W(i*  in  1870  relieved  by  the  Pope 
from  hia  monastic  vowa.  He  then 
became  a  secular  priest,  under  the 
title  of  Abb4  L/iyson.  He  protested 
energetically  flK^inst  the  do^nia  of 
papiU  infcliibility,  altonded  in  1S71 
the  congrecs  of  Old  Catholirs  at 
Munich,  and  September  2, 1872,  mnr- 
ried  MiB.  Emily  Jane  Merriam,  an 
Amerinin  ladv,  in  London.  He  was 
for  a  short  time  in  1H74  cari  of  the 
Old  Catholic  church  at  Geneva. 

Lubbock,  Sir  John,  BarL, 
F.  R.  S.,  LL.D.,  an  English  natunl- 
ist  and  antiquarian ;  tmm  in  1834 ; 
has  been  twice  elected  to  Parliament, 
and  chosen  a  member  of  numerous 
Bcientiiic  societies  and  vice-cbancel' 
lor  of  the  Univenity  of  London.  He 
has  written,  among  other  works,  Pre- 
HUtoric  Timeaai  J ttuitraitd  by  Ancient 
Hanaim  and  the  ilanntri  and  Vvilonit 
ej  Modem  Samgei,  and  The  Origin  of 
Oivdiiution  und  Iht  Primitive  Coiidilion 
0/  Man. 

LiUcan  (Marcub  A»(Nxt;a  Lc- 
CAK03),  a  Roman  epic  poet;  born: 
at  Corduba  Inow  Cordova);  Spain,  in 
38  A.  D,  He  was  a  nephew  of  the 
pliiloeopber  Seneca,  and  was  educated 
at  Rome.  Nero,  pleased  with  his 
earlier  poems,  patronized  him  and 
appointed  him  to  eereral  important 
oinces ;  bat  Lucan  excited  the  jealousy 
of  that  moaarch  1^  appearing  as  his 


rival  in  a  literary  contest  and  gainlttg 
the  prize.  Lncan  was  put  to  death  1^ 
order  uf  Nero  on  a  charge  of  con- 
spiracy in  t)5  A.  D.  His  principal 
poem  was  entitled  Pharialia. 

Luclan,  a  Ore«k  writer  distin- 
guished for  wit  and  satire,  was  bom 
at  Samosata,  on  the  Euphratea,  about 
120  A.  D.  He  practised  law  at  Antl- 
och,  and  afterward  resided  fbr  many 
years  at  Athens.  His  Htyle  was  re- 
markable for  its  purity  and  el^ance. 
His  works  are  chiefly  dialogues  on* 
history,  philosophy,  and  mythol(^y. 

LrnciliDH,  Calus,  a  Roman 
satiric  poet.  Bora  in  Italy  about 
148  B.  c;  died  about  100  b.  c. 

Lucretius,  or  TItuB  Lucre- 
tins  Cams,  a  Latin  poet  of  rare 
genius;  bom  in  Italy  in  95  B.  c.  In 
philoeophy  he  was  a  disciple  of  Epi- 
curus. He  is  believed  to  have  com- 
mitted suicide  in  his  forty 'fourth 
year.  His  only  work  is  a  philo- 
sophic and  didactic  poem  in  sis 
books,  entitled  De  Rerum  Nnltird, 
which  Msc&ulsy  j)ronounced  to  be 
"the  finest  poem  in  the  Latin  lan- 
guage— indeed,  the  finest  didactic 
poem   in   any   language." 

IiiicuIliiH,  Lucius  LlclnliiH, 
a  Roman  general  and  patrician  ;  bom 
about  110  B.  c. ;  became  a  quiestor 
under  Sulla,  and  was  elected  Consul 
74  B.  c.  He  gained  several  decisive 
victories  over  Ml thridatca,  drove  him 
out  of  the  kingdom  of  Pontusj  de- 
feated Tigranes  of  Armenia,  and  cap- 
tured the  capital  of  the  latter  about 
6S  B.  c.  He  was  prevented  by  a 
mutiny  in  his  armjr  from  completely 
subjugating  Mitlindales,  and  in  6G 
was  superseded  by  Pompev.  PosBessed 


lired  from  public  life,  collected  paint- 
ings and  statuary,  and  constructed 
magnificent  villas.     Died  about  57 

Luther,  Martin,  the  leader  of 
the  great  Protestant  Reformation  of 
the  sixteenth  century,  was  the  son  of 
Hans  Luther,  a  miner,  and  was  bom 
at  Eisleben,  in  Germany,  November 
10,  1483.    He  wsi  educated  M  the

Univerait^  of  ErAirt,  entered  the 
Augustine  convent  at  that  place  in 
150^,  was  onlained  a  prietit  two  yean 
later,  and  in  1508  became  professor 
of  philoeopliy  in  the  UniTenity  of 
Wittentrnf;.  lie  visited  Kume  in 
1310.  Seven  years  later  he  b^^ 
to  denounce  the  sale  of  indulgenoee 
and  other  abuaea  in  the  Kombh 
Church,  drew  np  his  ninety-five  prop- 
neitions,  and  became  involved  in  nu- 

dted  by  Pope  Iieo  X.  to  appear  in 
Kome  and  answer  the  charfiEca  made 
against  him,  but,  remembering  the 
fate  of  lluss  and  others,  refused  to 
comply.  Leo  X.  having  ordered  cer- 
tain works  of  Lutlier  to  be  burned 
for  the  errors  which  it  was  allied 
they  contained,  Luther  anticipaUed 
the  act  at  Wittenberg  by  burning  the 
papal  bull  cont&ining  the  order  in  the 
praience  of  a  large  contvuree  of  pro- 
fesjors,  doctois,  and  studenta. 

Lnthcr  now  threw  off  all  alliance 
to  the  sovereign  PontiQ' and  denied  the 
authority  of  the  Papal  Bee.  He  was 
eicommunicated,  and  Charles  V.  was 
urged  by  the  Po[)e  to  punish  him  fur 
his  heresy ;  but  l^utber  whs  supporteil 
by  the  Elector  uf  (wiuny,  to  whom 
the  Kmperur  wan  under  great  obliga- 
tions. Finally,  the  Diet  of  Worms 
was  convened,  in  1521,  for  the  trial 
of  Luther,  and  he,  notwithstanding 
the  proteHts  of  his  friends,  obtained 
the  bmperor's  safe-conduct  and  at- 
tended It,  but,  having  offended  the 
Emperor  and  other  (Jatbolics  by  his 
courageous  defence,  was  ordered  to 
leave  Worms,  and  while  passing  the 
borders  of  the  Thuringian  Forest  was 
arrested  by  a  number  of  maslted  wai^ 
riurs  and  quicldy  conveyed  to  the  soli- 
tary castle  of  ^V'artburK,  where,  as  a 
disguiiie,  be  exchanged  his  priestly 
habit  for  the  e<piLpment  of  a  knight. 
This  entire  proceeding  was  directed 
by  his  friend  the  Elector  of  Saxony, 
and  Charles  V.  shortly  afterward  is- 
sued an  edict  commanding  the  arrest 
of  Luther  as  soon  as  his  safe-conduct 
had  expired.  The  latter  remained  in 
the  castle  of  Wartburg  for  about  ten 


months,  and,  returning  to  Witten- 
berg, laid  as[de  his  monastic  drcaa  in 
10^  and  in  1625  married  Cathetine 
von  Bora,  who  had  formerly  been  a 

Luther  completed  his  translation  of 
the  New  Testament  into  the  lierman 
language  in  1522,  and  that  of  the  Old 
Testament  in  15S4,  These  transla- 
tions, distinguished  by  the  force  and 
beauty  of  their  style,  hod  an  immense 
drculation. 

The  doctrines  of  Luther  during  bis 
lifetime  spread  over  portions  of  Ger- 
many, Boliemia,  Denmark,  and  Swe- 
den. During  the  latter  part  of  his 
life  he  was  highly  esteemed  and 
treated  with  the  gre«teiit  distinction 
by  the  Princes  of  (iermany.  Ue 
was  author  of  a  large  number  of 
theological  and  controverHial  woifa. 
Luther  died  at  his  birthplace,  Feb- 
ruary 18,  IH6. 

Liiti,  BenedettOt  an  Italian 
historical  painter.  Bom  at  Florence 
in  1068;  died  1724. 

Luxembourg,  de,  Fran- 
coia  Henri  de  Montmorenci, 
Due,  a  French  Marshal ;  bom  in 
Paris  in  ltJ2S;  was  a  cousin-german 
of  the  great  Prince  of  Condj.  He 
was  in  1(>72  given  the  command  of 
an  army,  with  which  he  invod^  Hol- 
land and  reduced  several  cities.  He 
commanded  the  right  wing  of  the 
French  army  at  Senef,  in  1674,  was 
created  a  Matshal  the  next  year,  and 
in  1677  defeated  the  allies  in  numer- 
ous battles  in  Flanders.  After  the 
death  of  Turenne  and  Cond^  he  was 
regarded  as  the  ablest  general  in  the 
French  service,  and  became  com- 
mander-in-chief in  1690.  Regained 
victories  over  the  allies  at  Fleurue  in 
1690,  at  Steenkerke  in  169I-'Whea 
they  were  ctiramanded  by  William 
in.  of  Fneland— and  in  1093  at  Neei- 
winden,  when  they  were  led  by  the 
same  commander.     Died  1G95. 

IiVCUrvait,  a  Spartan  lawgiver, 
is  said  to  hare  lived  about  850  n.  c. 
He  formed  a  constitution  which  was 
rt^rded  by  the  Greeks  as  the  model 
of  a  perfect  aristocracy.

Lyelly  Sir  Charles,  a  Scottish 
geologist;  bom  in  1797;  graduated 
at  Oxfora  in  1821;  visited  America 
and  lectured  in  Boston  on  geolo^  in 
1841 ;  visited  America  again  in  1845: 
wis  knighted  in  1848,  and  was  electea 
President  of  the  Geolcwical  Society 
in  1836,  and  again  in  185a  He  wss 
for  a  time  an  opponent  of  the  Darwin- 
ian theory,  but  subsequently  modified 
his  views  in  that  resroct.    Died  1875. 

Lgmdhursty  John  Singrleton 
Copley*  LoBD,  Lord  Chancellor 
of  &igland,  was  the  son  of  Copley, 
the  distinguished  artist,  and  was  oom 
in  Boston,  Mssaachusetts,  in  1772. 
He  aooompanied  his  father  to  £ng- 
landy  was  educated  at  Cambrid^  read 
law,  rose  rapidlv  in  his  profession,  and 
united  with  the  Tory  party.  He 
entered  Parliament  in  1818,  became 
Solicitor-General  in  1819,  and  Attor- 
ney-General in  1824.  He  was  knight- 
ed in  1819,  appointed  Lord  Chancel- 
lor in  1827,  and  was  raised  to  the 
peerage  as  Baron  Lyndhurst    Died 

Lyon,  Nathaniel,  an  American 
general ;  bom  in  Connecticut  in  1819; 
graduated  at  West  Point  in  1841 ;  was 
commissioned  a  captain  ten  years 
later,  and  in  1861  was  appointed  com- 
mander of  the  Department  of  Mis- 
souri. After  winning  several  victories 
over  the  Confederates  and  gaining  dis- 
tincdon  as  a  brave  and  emdent  com- 
mander, he  was  killed  at  the  battle 
of  Wilson's  Creek,  August  10, 1861. 

Lyons,  £dmund.  Lord,  a 
British  admiral;  bom  in  1790;  was 
second  in  command  during  the  Cri- 
mean war,  and  afterward  commander- 
in-chief  of  the  fleet  In  1856  he  wss 
creiUed  a  peer,  with  the  title  of  Baron 
Lyons  of  Chnstchurch.    Died  1858. 


li^Bander,  a  Spartan  general, 
was  m  407  B.  c.  appointed  commander 
of  the  fleet  with  which  he  defeated 
the  Athenians  at  Notium.  He  again 
^ned  a  decisive  victory  over  tnem 
m  405,  and  in  404  captured  Athens. 
He  was  killed  in  a  battle  with  the 
Thebans  at  Haliartu&  in  895  b.  c. 

liysias,  one  of  the  ten  Athenian 
orators;  bom  458  B.  c;  passed  sev- 
eral years  in  Italy,  and  upon  his  re- 
turn to  Athens  had  his  property  con- 
fiscated by  the  Thirty  Tyrants.  He 
composed  more  than  two  hundred 
orations.    Died  378. 

lysimachus.  King  of  Thrace; 
bom  in  Macedonia  about  355  b.  c.  ; 
was  for  his  bravery  and  strength 
made  one  of  the  body-guards  of 
Alexander  the  Great,  and  upon  the 
death  of  that  sovereign  received 
Thrace  and  other  districts  as  his 
portion.  He  aided  in  defeating  An- 
tigonus  at  Ipsus  in  301  b.  c,  and  in 
2^  annexed  Macedon  to  Thrace.'  He 
was  killed  in  281  b.  c,  at  the  battle 
of  Coropedion. 

Lystppus,  a  celebrated  Greek 
statuary  during  the  reign  of  Alex- 
ander the  Great  He  studied  nature 
with  rare  success,  and  executed,  ac- 
cording to  Pliny,  more  than  six  hun- 
dred statues,  most  of  which  were  of 
bronze. 

Lytton,  Edward  George 
ISarley  Baron  Lytton.  SeeBuLWER. 

liTtton,  Edward  Robert 
Bnlwer  Lytton,  Baron,  an  Eng- 
lish poet  and  diplomatist,  only  son  of 
Lord  Lytton,  the  distinguished  novel* 
ist,  was  bom  in  1831,  and  was  edu- 
cated at  Bonn.  He  wrote  for  a  long 
time  under  the  pseudonym  of  "  Owen 
Meredith."  He  became  Viceroy  of 
IndU  in  1870.

Macaalay,  Thomas  Bab- 
InKton,  Baron,  mi  English  critic 
and  hisloriBn ;  bom  in  Leiceelerahire, 
October  25,  ISOO ;  griduUed  at  Trinity 
College,  Cambridge,  in  1S22j  uid  vas 
loan  afterward  elected  a  Fellow  of 
tliat  college.  Having  etudied  law  at 
■  Lincoln's  Inn,  he  was  called  to  tlie 
bar  in  1826.  Hta  poem  The  BaiOi!  of 
Isrg  appeared  in  KnighCt  Quai-Uiiu 
ifagatme  in  1824,  and  hia  celebnoed 
tBuy  on  Milton  in  the  Edii^argk  Bt- 
viac  in  182o.  Enterins  Parliament  in 
1830,  he  soon  acquired  the  reputation 
of  a  forcible  and  eloquent  apoalcer. 
About  1833  he  was  appointed  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Supreme  Council  of  India, 
Mid  paased  aooul  three  years  in  that 
country  (1835-38).  ARer  hia  return 
to  Endand  he  was  elected  to  Parlit^ 
ment  from  the  city  of  Edinbnnli,  wid 
was  ancceasivelv  re-elected  until  1847, 
when  he  was  cfefealed.  He  then  re- 
solved to  rive  his  attention  exclu- 
aively  to  literary  puraliila.  About 
1838  he  became  SecretMy  of  War  in 
the  Melbourne  ftlinistiy.  He  held 
that  poeition  until  1841.  He  was  in 
1846  appointed  Fay  master- General. 
The  first  two  volumes  of  bis  great 
work  the  Hlilory  (^EngUmd  appeared 
in  1B48,  and  in  1849  he  was  clioeen 
Lord  Hector  of  the  Univeraity  of 
Glasgow.  He  ««s  in  1852,  without 
any  solicitation  on  his  part,  again  re- 
turned to  Parliament  from  the  city  of 
Edinburgh.  In  185o  the  third  Mid 
fourth  volumoi  of  hia '  Hutory  ap- 
peared, and  in  18.^7  he  was  raised  to 
the  peerage  as  Baron  Macaulay  of 
Bothley.  He  died  December  28, 
1859.

Hacbetta,  a  King  of  Scolluid 


whose  name  was  givta  by  6hak- 
speare  to  one  of  hia  great  tragedian 
is  said  to  have  been  Tbane  of  Glamis 
and  a  cousin  of  King  Duncan,  and  to 
have  awatninated  that  monarch  abcmt 
1040.  Some  recent  hislorisna  hvre^ 
however,  represented  Macbeth  in  a 
very  difiereol  and  fai  moie  fltvocabla 
manner. 

McCarthy,  JiutlD,  a  wrilor: 
bom  at  Cork,  Ireland,  1830 ;  retxivad 
a  liberal  education;  became  foreign 
editor  of  the  Homing  Slar  of  London: 
came  to  America  in  1868,  and  viutail 
thirty-five  of  the  United  States.  Ha 
has  recently  been  elected  to  Farli*- 
ment  as  a  Home-Buler.  He  fast  con- 
tributed  articles  to  the  Fortnighttj, 
lAmdon,  and  WatmimUr  Beviaet,  is 
the  author  of  My  Enemt/t  DaugUtr, 
A  Fair  Saxim,  and  several  other 
novels,  and  is  a  political  writer  far 
one  of  the  London  dailies. 

Macchiavelll,Nlccol6dl 
Bernardo  del|  an  Italian  atalss- 
nian ;  bom  at  Florence,  Ma^  8, 1469. 
He  was  employed  in  public  aflain 
from  a  very  early  age,  and  rose  in 
1498  to  the  place  of  secretary  of 
the  "Ten,"  which,  in  the  Florentine 
constitution  of  that  day,  may  be  re- 
garded as  the  Ministry  of  Foreign 
Aflkiri.  He  waa  employed  in  a  great 
variety  of  missions,  tlie  instructions 
and  correspondence  connected  witti 
which  may  almost  be  said  to  cont^n 
the  secret  political  history  of  Itslj 
during  hia  time. 

On  the  restoration  of  the  Medid,  in 
151^  Macchiavelliwas  involved  in  the 
downfall  of  his  patron,  the  Gontalo- 
niere  Soderini.  Although  pardoned, 
in  virtue  of  the  amnesty  ordered  bj 
Leo  X.,  he  was  obliged  for  severu 
yeois  to  withdraw  from  public  life, 
during  which  period  he  devoted  him- 
self to  literature.  At  the  death  of

Mremment  to  make  oDeervations  in 
the  Crimean  war.  Resigning  hi« 
commlnion  in  the  army  in  18o7,  he 
became  chief-engiDeer  of  the  Itlinoia 
Central  Railroad.  He  again  entered 
die  army  in  1861,  commanded  the 
Federal  forces  in  Western  Virginia, 
gained  the  victoriea  of  Rich  Moon- 
tain  and  Cheat  River,  and  a  few  days 
after  the  battle  of  Bull  Bun  waa, 
upon  Gen.  Scott's  recommendation, 
made  commander  of  the  inaj_  at 
Washington,  which  he  reorganised 
and  brought  into  an  efficient  stale  of 
discipline.  In  November  of  the  same 
year  he  became  commander  of  the 
armies  of  the  United  States.  He

MacdonBlrt,  Etienne 
Jacqnes  Joseph  Alexandre, 
Duke  of  Tarentum,  s  French  Marshal, 
of  Scoltiith  extraction ;  bom  in  1766. 
In  1798  he  waa  entmsled  with  the 
government  of  the  Roman  States,  but 
was  compelled  to  evacuate  them  by 
the  superior  force  of  the  enemy.  In 
1799  he  defe«ted  the  Austrisna  at 
M6dena,  but  was  defeated  nn  the 
Trebbia  by  a  superior  Austrian  and 
Rtudan  force  under  Suwarrow.  Aa 
commandant  of  Versailles  he  tender- 
ed important  aervin  to  Bonaparle  in 
the  revolution  of  ISth  Bnimaire,  and 
in  1800  and  1801  drove  the  AiuUriana 
l^m  Swilierland  and  the  Tyrol ;  but 
he  afterward  lost  the  favor  of  Bona- 
parte by  his  support  of  Horeau.  In 
1809  he  was  summoned  by  the  Empe-

He  waa 
defeated  the  sanM  year  by  the  fu- 
tbiana  at  Nisibia,  and  in  Jnne,  218, 
was  repulsed  and  put  to  death  near  Att- 
tioch  by  the  friends  of  Elagabalus. 

Madison,  James,  fourth 
Preudent  of  the  United  States;  bom 
in  Virginia,  March  16,  17SI  ;  gradu- 
ated at  Prmceton  College  in  1771; 
read  law  ;  was  admitted  to  the  bar, 
and  in  1779  wu  elected  to  the  Con- 
tinental ConsrsHs,  of  which  he  be- 
came one  of  the  meet  pruminent 
leaders.  He  continued  to  serve  in 
Congress  most  of  the  time  until  1797, 
and  wu  in  1787  a  member  of  the  Na- 
tional Conveittioa  at  Philadelphia  to 
form  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States.  He  contributed  several  able 
articles  to  TTie  Fedtn^'uL,  and  in  1301 
entered  the  Cabinet  of  President  Jef- 
ferson ss  Secretary  of  State,  an  office 
which  he  continued  to  Gil  until  1808, 
when  he  was  elected  President  of  the 
United  Suies. 

War  with  England  was  declared 
Jnne  18,  1812,  and  in  the  autumn  of 
that  year  Mr.  Madistm  was  re-elected 
President.  In  August,  1814,  Wash- 
ington was  taken  by  the  British 
forces,  and  the  Capitol  was  humed.

Mary  Stuart,  Queen  of  Scots, 
daughter  of  James  V.  and  Mary  of 
Guise,  was  born  December  7,  1542. 
Her  father  died  a  few  dava  after  her 
birth.  She  was  sent  to  f'rance  at  the 
age  of  six  years  to  be  educated,  and 
in  1558  was  married  to  the  Dauphin, 
who  the  year  following  ascended  the 
French  throne  as  Fronds  II.  lie 
died,  however,  in  1500.  Mary  soon 
afterward  returned  to  Scotland,  and 
in  1565  married  Henry  Stuart,  Lord 
Damler,  by  whom  she  became  the 
mother  of  a  son,  afterword  James  VI.

Maximiliaii  LtEmperorof 
QeimatiT,  waa  the  eon  of  Frederick 
III.,  and  wsi  bom  in  1469.  By  hia 
marriage  in  1477  with  Harf  of  Bur- 
■undy,  dau^ter  and  heiren  of 
Charlea  the  Bold,  he  aniled  the 
Netherlands  snd  other  poeeeaaiooa 
of  the  houaa  of  BiiiKund^  to  those 
of  Austria.  Hia  son  Phihp  married 
the  In&nta  of  Sptun,  daughter  of 
'Ferdinand  and  Iwbella.  Philip  bj 
this  marriage  had  s  .aon,  afterward 
Charles  V.  of  Qerman^r,  who  inherit- 
ed the  united  poaaaanioiiH  of  Spain, 
AuKria,  and  Burgnndj.  Masimilian 
waa  crowned  Emperor  of  German  j  in 
149^  and  waa  lucceeded  at  hia  deatli, 
in  1610,  by  Charles  V.,  hia  grand- 
■oo. 

alaxiinlllan,  Ferdinand 
Joflepht  Emperor  of  Hexieo  and 
Archdiike  of  Austria,  a  brother  of  the 
Anstrisn  Emperor  Ftanda  Joaeph, 
waa  bom  in  1832;  married,  in  1868, 
Cariotto,  daughter  of  the  King  of 
Belginm,  and  waa  appointed  in  1869 
admiral  and  commander-in-chief  of 
the  Austrian  navy.  In  1863  he  waa 
induced  by  Napoleon  III.  to  become 
Emperor  of  Mexico,  bikI  reached  that 
country  in  1864.  He  inaugntalad  a 
barbarous  jiolicy  toward  those  who 
opposed  his  authority,  and 


Washington  re- 
quired that  the  French  troope  ahonld 
be  withdrawn  fiom  Uezieo,  and  they 
left  that  country  in  the  latter  part  of 
1866,  leaving  Haiiinilian  without 
protectioa  or  sapport  He  waa  cap- 
tured by  the  Mexican*  in  May,  1867, 
and  was  ahot  on  the  19th  of  the  fol- 
lowing month. 

Masarln,  CKnllOi  Caxdisal, 
a  Prime  Minialer  of  France,  was  born 
in  Italy  in  1602 ;  was  educated  at  the 
Jeenits'  ooUt^  at  Rome ;  studied  law ;

joined  the  aociety  of  Carbonari.  He 
was  proscribed  in  1831,  went  to 
France,  and  settled  in  London  in 
1842.  He  was  permitted  to  return 
to  his  country  in  184B,  hut  after  the 
d^ture  of  Borne  by  IM  French,  in 
IMi^  lebmMd  to  Lcndon,  and  fanned, 
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with  Konntb  and  Ledro-Bolli 
inlerDadonkl  rcvolutiiHiu'j 
tee.  He  attempted  in  1S57  u)  excite 
ui  _  insurrection  in  Northern  Il*ly, 
which  vat  unsuixessful,  but  aided 
Garib&ldi  in  lib  Sicilian  expedition 
of  1860.  He  it  the  autlior  of  nunier~ 
oiiB  political  and  reTolutionacy  works. 
Died  March  10,  1872. 

Meade,  George  G.,  an  Amer- 
ican general ;  bom  at  Cadiz,  Spain,  in 
1316.  Urn  father  was  United  Slates 
Consul  at  that  place.  Graduating  at 
West  Point  ip  1835,  fae  nerved  in  tiie 
Mexican  war,  became  a  brigadier- 
general  of  volunleera  in  1861,  com- 
manded a  difiaion  at  Aatietaa  in 
1SG2,  and  in  iLe  same  ye*T  was  made 
a  mqor>gencral  and  a  corps  com- 
mander. He  participated  in  the 
battles  of  Fredericksburg  and  Chan- 
celbtvville,  and  June  28,  ifi63.  was 
appointed  coniniander-inH:hief  of  the 
Army  of  the  Fotomac  In  July  fol- 
lowing he  won  the  great  and  deciaive 
victory  of  Geltj'shui^,  and  waa  created 
a  brigadier-general  in  the  regular 
armv.  He  held  the  second  command 
in  the  operations  against  Richmond 
in  li<61,  and  in  August  of  that  year 
was  promoted  to  the  rsnk  of  raawr- 
general  of  the  regular  army.  Died 
1872. 

Medlcii  de'i  Alessandro, 
Dukeof  Florence;  bom  in  1510;  nui> 
ried  Margaret  of  Austria,  a  natural 
daughter  of  Charles  V.,  and  was  in 
1530  put,  as  the  head  of  the  republic, 
in  poeeession  of  Florence  by  the  im- 
perial troo|is.  Succeeiiing  by  intrigue 
in  1532  in  being  declared  Duke,  he 
entered  upon  a  career  so  cruel,  treach- 
erous, and  tyrannical  that  he  was  in 
1537  assassinated  at  the  instigation  of 
Ijoreniino  def  Medici,  a  distant  rela- 

Medlci.  de*,  Cosimo,  sur- 
named  the  Elder,  a  distinguished 
Florentine  statesman  and  patron  of 
learning.     Born  in  1339;  died  1484. 

Medicit  de',  Cosimo,  sur- 
named  the  Great.  Grand  Duke  of 
Tuscany;  born  in  1519;  was  in  1537 
declared  tlie  niccenor  of  Alesundro 


de'  Medid.    He  was  victorioua  over 
the  Florentines,  who   opposed   him, 

gnishing  them  witli  great  cruelty. 
}  was  in  15ti9  created  Grand  Duke 


to  denth  by  poison,  and  ot 
having  committed  many  other  atioci- 
Ues.    Died  1574. 
Medtcl,  de't  Lorenzo,  Prince 

of  Florence,  surnamed  the  ItlAONlFl- 
CENT,  a  muniiicent  patron  of  learning 
and  the  arts,  was  bom  in  1448.  Es- 
caping a  conspiracy  formed  against 
him  in  1478  by  (he  Pope,  the  Paai 
Ikmily,  and  the  Archbishop  of  Pisa, 
he  caused  the  latter  lo  be  hanged  and 
was  eicommunicatod  by  the  former. 
But  Innocent  Vlll.  soon  succeeded 
to  the  pontificate,  and  removed  tlie 
ban  from  Lorenzo,  who  died  in  1492. 
Mehemet-AIee.  or  All,  Vice- 
roy of  l^pt,  was  bom  at  Kavala  in 
ITGQ;  entered  the  army '  was  steadily 

firomoled,  and  iu  17U9  aided  the  Kng- 
ish  in  driving  the  French  from 
F.gvpL  In  1804  he  became  Pasha  of 
Cairo,  and  in  1800  Governor  of  Upper 
Egypt.    He  caused  in  1811  the  ntas- 


the  adjacent  country.  He  invaded 
and  subdued  Syria  in  IS30,  defeating 
the  Turks  in  several  engagements, 
and  was  finally  recogniied  by  the 
Forte  as  Pasha  of  both  SyriA  and 
Egypt.  His  power  increased  from 
this  time  (1333)  untU_1341,  when  be 
was  compelled  lo  relinquish  Syria. 
Died  1849. 

Metsaonler,  Jean  Louis 
Ernest,  a  French  painter;  bom  in 
1812.  He  has  been  very  succeeeful  in 
microscopic  painting.  He  was  made 
^rand  officer  of  the  I>^on  of  Honor 
in  1856,  commander  in  1SG7,  and  was 
inlSQl  elected  a  member  of  the  Acad- 
emy des  Beaux  Arts.  He  has  alao 
been  awarded  numerous  medals. 

Melanchtbon,  PhlHp,  a  Ger- 
man Reformer ;  born  in  the  Palatinate 
in  1407:  was  educated  at  the  univety 
sities  of  Heidelberg  and  Tiibingen; 
became  a  follower  tn  Luther,  and  one 
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of  the  most  profound  theologiAiis  of 
the  Protestantfl.  He  was  the  recog- 
nized leader  of  the  German  Reformers 
after  Luther's  death,  in  15^.  Died 
1560. 

Melikoify  LoriSy  a  Russian  gen- 
eral of  Armenian  descent;  bom  in 
Moscow  in  1824;  entered  the  army 
at  an  early  age;  became  a  colond 
prior  to  the  Crimean  war,  during 
which  he  was  for  distinguished  ser- 
yioes  promoted  to  the  grade  of  general 
and  appointed  commandant  of  Kars. 
In  the  late  war  against  Turkey,  Gen. 
Melikoff,  as  acUutant^general  to  the 
Grand  Duke  Michael,  rendered  in- 
Taluable  services  to  the  Russian 
.  cause,  and  to  his  skill  is  attributed 
the  capture  of  Ardahan  and  Kars. 

M  e  n  d  e  1  ssohn-Bartholdy  9 
Felix*  a  German  composer.  Bom 
at  Hamburg  in  1809;  died  1847. 

Mcndoza,  de*  Diegro  Hur- 
tadOy  a  Spanish  writer  and  diplo- 
matist; bom  at  Granada  in  150^  He 
obtained  the  £eiTor  of  Charles  V.,  who 
sent  him  as  Minister  to  Venice,  and 
Ambassador  to  Rome  subsequentlpr, 
bat  was  banished  from  court  by  Philip 
II.  Died  1575.  Among  his  produc- 
tions are  HiMory  cf  the  Wars  affoiriBl 
the  Moon  and  a  comic  romance  en- 
titled LazorUlo  de  Tonnet, 

Mendoza,  de*  Pedro  Gron- 
*  saleZy  a  Spanbh  prelate  and  states- 
man, sumamed  the  Grand  Cardi- 
nal, was  bom  in  1 428.  He  was  for 
many  years  the  chief  and  highly- 
trusted  Minister  of  Queen  Isabella, 
was  a  liberal  patron  of  learning, 
founded  the  splendid  college  of  Santa 
Cms,  at  Valladolid,  was  created  a 
Cardinal  in  1473,  and  subsequently 
Archbishop  of  Toledo.    Died  1495. 

MennOy  SiinoniSy  the  founder 
of  the  Mennonite  Church,  was  bom 
in  Friesland  in  1496.    Died  1561. 

Mentchikoffy  Alexander 
Danielovitcb,  Prince,  a  Russian 
statesman  and  Field-Marshal;  bom 
in  1670;  was  the  son  of  a  pastry- 
cook. He  entered  the  army,  ac- 
quired the  favor  of  Peter  the  Great, 
was  raised  to  the  highest  military 


command,  and  was  created  a  Prince. 
Becoming  exceedingly  arrogant,  he 
was  banished  by  Catherine  I.  to  Si- 
beria, where  he  di^  in  1729. 

Mesmer,  Friedricli  Anton, 
the  discoverer  of  the  <power  called 
**  Mesmerism,"  was  bom  in  Suabia  in 
1733.    Died  1815. 

Messalina,  a  Roman  Empress 
whose  name  has  become  a  term  of  in- 
famy, was  the  wife  of  Claudius,  and 
the  daughter  of  M.  Valerius  Messala 
Barbatus.  She  caused  by  poison  and 
otherwise  the  death  of  many  of  the 
Roman  patricians,  and  was  in  4S 
A.  D.  executed  by  direction  of  her 
husband. 

MetastasiOy  Pietro  Bona- 
ventura»  an  Italian  poet  Bom  at 
Rome  in  1698 ;  died  1782. 

MetelluSy  Quintus  CsBciHus 
NumidicnSy  a  Roman  general  who 
in  109  B.  c.  gained  a  decisive  victory 
over  Jugurtha,  for  which  he  was 
awarded  a  triumph  and  was  given 
the  surname  of  Numidicus. 

Metternichy  von,  Clemens 
Wenzel,  Prince,  an  Austrian 
statesman  of  great  distinction,  son 
of  Count  Metteraich ;  bom  in  1773 ; 
was  for  more  than  thirty  years  the 
chief  Minister  in  the  Cabinet  of  Aus- 
tria.   Died  1859. 

Meyerbeer,  Giaeomo^aGkr- 
man  composer  of  eminence.  Bom  in 
Berlin  in  1794 ;  died  1863. 

Michael  !•,  Emperor  of  the 
East,  sumamed  Rhangabe,  reigned 
from  811  A.  D.  until  813,  when  he  ab- 
dicated.   Died  845. 

Michael  II* ,  sumamed  the 
Stammerer,  ascended  the  throne  in 
820,  died  in  829,  and  was  succeeded 
by  his  son  Theophilus. 

Michael  III.  reigned  from  842 
until  867,  when  he  was  assassinated 
by  Basil  the  Macedonian. 

Michael'  rV.,  sumamed  the 
Paphlagonian,  reigned  from  1034 
until  his  death,  which  occurred  in 
1041. 

Michael  Y.,  sumamed  Cala- 
PHATE8,  assumed  the  purple  in  1041, 
but  was  deposed  the  year  following.

Mlchelant;cIo  Bnonarottl, 
an  Italian  painter,  sculptor,  and  ar- 
chitect; bom,  of  B  noble  familj,  in 
Tuwanv,  March  0,  1474-  He  was  the 
■on  of  Lodovico  Buonarotti  Siiuone, 
Governor  of  Chiuai  and  Capreee.  He 
itudied  in  Florence,  obtained  the  fa- 
Tor  of  iiorenzo  the  Magnilicent,  and 
was  litierally  pnlroniied  by  him.    Ho 


there  he  designed  the  magnificent 
church   of   St.   Peter,  although    the 

Elans  of  San  Ciiillo  were  first  adopted 
V  the  Pope,  and  worked  in  the  Vati- 
con  with  Raphael.  He  waa  illiberollj 
treaied  by  Pope  Leo  X^  hut  was  pat- 
ronized b_v  Clement  Vll.  and  Paul 
III.  He  became  in  154G  the  archi- 
tect of  St.  Peter's  Church,  and  do- 
Toted  the  re«t  of  hia  life  almost  ex- 
clusively to  the  completion  of  that 
wonder  of  art.  It  was  not,  however, 
finiahed  imlil  lon^  after  his  death, 
in  Konie,  in  February,  1563. 

Among  the  productions  of  Michel- 
angelo were  a  marble  group  called 
"Pieta"  (in  which  the  Virmn  was 
represented  as  weeping  over  the  dead 
body  of  her  Son),  a  gigantic  marble 
Matile  of  David  the  Hebrew  King, 
the  "Holy  Family,"  and  the  frescos 
in  the  Sistine  Chapel,  which  includ- 
ed "The  Last  Judgment,"  regarded 
hy  some  aa  his  greatest  production. 

Michelangelo  composed  numerous 
sonnets  and  other  poems  which  have 
been  greatly  ailmired  for  their  ele- 
gance and  purity  of  style. 
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Mlclielet,  Julefl,  a  French  his- 
torian and  novelist;  bom  in  Paris  in 
1798.  He  succeeded  Guiiot  in  1S32 
as  professor  of  history  at  the  Sorbonne. 
Died  1874. 

Mill,  JanieSi  a  Scottish  his- 
torian and  writer  on  politics ;  bom  at 
Moutroee  in  1773.  The  most  import- 
ant of  his  works  is  a  Uiilory  of  Brilidt 
India.  He  also  wrote  Lav>  >/  A'aliont 
^A  Liberly  of  Ihc  PrcM.    Died  1 838. 

Mill,  John  Stuart,  an  English 
philosopher  and  economist;  bom  in 
London  in  1800.  lie  contributed  in 
early  life  articles  to  the  JiditJntn^ 
and  Weitminda-  Baiitvs,  and  after- 
ward Joined  distinction  by  his  work 
entitled  Tie  J^incioUi  of  PMieat 
A'cononiy.  He  was  during  the  recent 
civil  war  in  this  country  an  able  de- 
fender of  the  Union  or  Federal  cause 
in  England.  He  was  for  some  time 
the  editor  of  the  Wetlmituler  Raicm, 
in  13A6  was  elected  to  Parliament  for

MiltladeH,  an  Athenian  com- 
mander, waa  tlie  wm  of  Qmon,  and 
lived  about  500  b.  c.

B.  c,  at  Marathon,  with  ten  thousand 
Greeks,  gsined  a  brilliant  and  decis- 
ive victory  over  one  hundred  thou- 
sand Peraians.  He  afterward  mode  an 
unsuccessful  attaclt  on  Paroa.  A  heavy 
fine  was  imposed  uw>n  him,  which  he 
could  tiot  pay,  and  he  was  thrown  into 
prison,  where  he  died  about  488,  of  a 
vound  received  at  Paroa. 

Milton,  John,  one  of  the  great' 
est  poets  of  all  time,  was  the  sod  of 
John  Milton,  a  scrivener,  and  was 
bom  in  London,  December  9,  1608. 
Entering  Christ  College,  Cambridge, 
in  1G24,  he  became  early  diatlnpiished 
for  the  classic  elegance  of  liia  Latin 
poems.  He  graduated  in  1D28,  and 
received  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts 
in  1S32.  His  lather  bad  intended 
him  for  the  Church,  but  he  declined 
to  be  trammelled  by  the  oaths  and 
regulations  which  were  then  in  force. 
He  produced,  about  1637,  Oamat, 
V Allegro,  II  Ptnterom,  and  LycUla). 
The  following  year  ho  went  to  Italy, 
where  he  visited  Galileo,  who  was 
then  imprisoned  by  the  Inquisition, 
and  formed  the  friendship  of  many 
eminent  men.  Heturoing  to  England 
in  1639,  he  became  attached  to  the 
popular  party,  and  wrote  against  prel- 
acy and  the  r^lablished  Church.  Ow- 
ing to  domestic  troubles  he  produced,

subject.    lie  also  published  the  bome

Milton  was  not  a  member  of  any 
church,  but  seems  to  have  favored  the 
Independents.  ITe  was  three  times 
married.  His  first  wife  was  Mary 
Powell,  to  whom  he  was  united  in 
1643,  and  who  died  iii_  1653.  Three 
years  later  he  married  Catherine 
Woodcock,  who  died  the  nest  year. 
His  third  wife  was  Elizattelh  Minshul, 
whom  he  married  in  1664.  Afler  the 
Eestoralion  of  1660  the  prosecution 
of  Milton  was  ordered,  but  he  re- 
mained in  concealment  until  the  Act 
of  Oblivion  relieved  him  from  ail 
danger.    He  died  Novem!«r  8,  1674. 

Mlrabeau,  de,  Honoi'4 
Oabrlel  de  Rlquetti.  Coute,  a 
French  orator  and  statesman,  the  son 
of  Marquess  de  Miralieau,  was  bom 
near  Nemours,  March  9,  1749.

her  own  age,  he  in  1776  eloped  with 
her  to  AmBlerdam,  where  he  wu  em- 
ployed &l  literary  work.  He  wat  in- 
dicted by  the  Parliament  of  Besancon 
far  abduction  and  was  condemned  to 
death,  and  in  1777  was  arrested  in 
Hollajid  and  taken  to  the  prison  of 
Vincennes,  where  he  was  coiiEned  fur 
nearly  four  yearn.

He  was 
Calonne  on  a  secret  miaaion  to  Berlin, 
and  in  1789  wan  elected  to  the  Stales- 
General  of  France,  and  subaequentlv 
to  the  National  Aaeembly,  of  which 
he  was  soon  recognized  as  the  mis- 
ter-spirit. He  developed  remarkable 
powers  of  oratory,  and  was  one  of  the 
chief  progjoters  of  the  French  Itero- 
lution^  to  which  he  gave  a  decisive 
direction.  Me  was  elected  President 
of  the  National  Aeeembly  in  Jana- 
ary,  17S1.  Mirabeau  died  April  2, 
1791. 

Mltchel,  OrniBby  Mac- 
kDig'litf  an  American  general  tnd 
astronomer;  bom  in  Kentucky  in 
1810;  graduated  at  Wert  Point  in 
IS29,  and  was  appointed  profeMor  of 
astronomy  and  philosophy  at  Cincin- 
nati College  in  1H34.  It  was  chieBy 
through  his  instni mentality  that  the 
nlwervatory  at  Cincinnati  was  erected. 
He  was  chosen  director  of  that  insti- 
tution, and  in  1859  director  of  the 
Dudley  Oheervatory,  at  Albany.  I£e 
lieoame  a  brigadier-general  of  volun- 
teers in  1X61.  He  captured  Hunts-  I 
ville  in  April,  1S62,  and  was  given 
the  cuniniand  of  the  Di-'partment  of 
the  South  in  August  of  that  year.  He 
dieil  in  the  followinR  Oclolier,  of  yel- 
luw  fever,  at  Beaufort,  South  Caro- 
lina. 

Mitchell,  Donald  O.,  an 
American  author'  bom  in  Connecti-  | 
cut  in  IMSa;  graduateil  at  Yale  Col- 
lefje  in  1841,  and  commenced  writing,  | 
under  the  pseudonym  of  Ik  Hakvel.

Mlthridates  VI.,  King  of 
PontuB,  sumamed  the  Griiat,  also 
EcPATOB,  was  bom  about  136  b.  c. 
Ho  succeeded  his  father,  Mithridates 
v.,  in  120.  He  reduced  Colchis, 
subJugBled  several  (kylhian  tribes, 
formed  an  alliance  with  Tigrancs, 
King  of  Armenia   (then    the    moat 

Sowerful  sovereign  in  the  EaU),  and 
efeated  the  Bomans  in  several  hot- 
tlee.  In  a  general  massacre  which 
ensued  in  Asia  Minor,  directed  by 
Illithridates,  it  is  estimated  that 
eighty  thousand   Romans  v 


lowing ;  and  bis  amiy  was  oompletely 
routed  in  82  by  the  Romans,  under 
Murena.  Having  raised  another  large 
arm^,  he  was  defeated  with  great  Inai 
at  Cyzicua  and  Cabin  by  Lucullus, 
who  also  defeated  hia  ally,  Tigranea, 
at  Tigranocerta  in  69  B.  c,  and  at 
Artaxata  in  OS.  Mithridates  retired 
for  a  time  into  Armenia,  but,  return- 
ing to  Pontus  in  67,  defeated  the  Ro- 
mans in  a  great  battle  and  r^ained 
piieseesion  of  bis  kingdom.  Finallv 
subjugated  by  Pompey,  he  ended  his 
life  hv  poison  in  63  b.  c.  Excepting 
Hannibal,  Mithridateu  was  r^arded 
as  the  moet  furmidahle  enemy  that  the 
Romans  ever  had  to  encounter. 

Mohammed,  or  Mahomet, 
the  founder  of  the  Moslem  religion, 
was  bom,  of  the  Arabian  tribe  of 
Koreisli,  at  Mecca,  about  500  A.  s. 
At  the  ace  of  twelve  years  he  accom- 
jianied  hia  uncle,  Aboo-Talih,  on  a 
trading  expedition  to  Syria,  and  at 
tlie  age  of  twenty-five  married  Khadi- 
juh,  an  opulent  widow  of  Mecca.  He 
was  an  idolater  until  ho  arrived  al 
the  iffe  of  forty,  when  he  began  to 
promulgate  his  new  doctrines  respect-

Uohammed  had  nntil  this  time 
been  a  strict  monogamist,  but  subse- 
quently married  Areehah,  dau^liter 
M  AbtMvBekr,  and  Bawdah,  a  widow, 
the  daughter  of  Zamah.  While  the 
iaith  of  Islam  bad  been  rejected  in 
Mecca,  it  waa  warmly  embraced  In 
Medina,  which  sent  a  powerful  depu- 
tation to  him,  urging  him  to  lake  up 
his  leeidenoe  in  that  city.  At  the 
nme  time,  a  cmiBpiracj  hnd  been 
foimed  in  Mecca  to  destroy  the 
Prophet.  Learning  of  this,  Moham- 
med fled  to  Medina,  from  which 
event — called  the  Megira,  or  flight— 
the  Musaulmans  compute  their  time. 

Though  Mohammed  had  previous- 
ly advocated  liberty  of  cooscience  and 
opposed  religious  persecution,  he  now 
announced  that  the  faith  of  Islam  must 
be  propagated  by 'the  sword.  lie  sub- 
sequently gained  numerous  victories 
over  his  cnetniex,  and  spread  his  re- 
ligion over  a  large  portion  of  Western 
Asia.     lie  died  632  a.  d. 

The  Koran,  which  hw)  been  termed 
the  Bible  of  [tie  tloslems,  was  origi- 
nally composed  by  Mohammed  at  dif- 
ferent periods  and  in  aepwate  chap- 
ten  as  occaaion  required. 

Mollbrei  a  French  comic  author 


and  actor:  bom  in  Paris,  January  16| 
1622.  Hw  true  name  was  Jeiui 
BaptUte  Poqiiello.  He  stud- 
ied under  Gaaeendi  the  pbiloeopher, 
at  the  age  of  eighteen  became  vtdtl- 
de-ciiambrt  to  Louis  XIII.,  and  six 
yeara  later  adopted  the  profcEsion  of 
a  comic  actor.  The  comediee  which 
he  produced  were  numerous  and  met 
with  remarkable  success.  Among  the 
moM  important  of  them  are  The  Mi»- 
anlhrope  and  The  Hj/poerili  ("Tar- 
tufie").     Died  1673. 

MollnoBt  Miguel,  founder  of 
the  Quietist  sect,  was  bom  at  Sara- 
gosB,  Spain,  in  1630.  He  published, 
among  other  works,  a  ^iriluoi  Qmdt, 
which  inculcated  bis  peculiar  doc- 
trines, and  which  was  condemned  by 
the  Inquiaition.  Molinos  waa  sen- 
tenced to  impriaoument  for  life.

Hontespan,  de*  Fraii<^lse 
Athrinals  de  Rochechoiiart, 
HARquiSE,  a  lady  of  remarkable  beau- 
ty, was  the  daiieiiler  of  the  Duke  of 
Houtemart,  and  was  bom  in  1041. 
fihe  became  the  mistreee  of  Louis 
XIV.,  to  whom  she  bore  eight  chil- 
dren.    Died  1707. 

Montesquieu,  de,  Charles 
de  Secondat,  Bakom,  a  French  au- 
thor ;  bom  near  Bordeaux  in  1689. 
He  studied  law,  became  a  judge  in  bis 
Dative  city,  was  elected  a  member  of 
the  French  Academy  in  1728,  and 
soon  after  a  Fellow  of  the  Royal  So- 
ciety of  London.  He  Irovelled  ex- 
tensively in  Europe.  Amonc  his 
principal  works  are  Periian  LtUtr'i, 
CbntttJeraliOTW  on  the  OiuMf  c^  the 
Ortmdeur  atid  Deaidenee  of  the  Ro- 
num$,  and  The  ^rit  of  the  Lavu,  the 
last  of  which  is  reganledBsthe  great' 
tM  of  all  his  production*.   Died  1756. 

MonteEuma   II.,  AMm   Em- 


peror of  Mexico;  bom  about  1470; 
was  chosen  sovereign  at  the  age  of 
thirty-two  on  aoconnt  of  his  great 
abilities  as  a  warrior  and  a  priest. 
Cortex,  when  he  entered  the  city  of 
Mexico,  in  1619,  eeiied  Montemma 
and  kept  him  as  a  hostage.  He  was 
afterward  compelled  by  Cortei  to  ad- 
dress his  subjects,  who  were  attacking 
the  Spaniards.  While  so  doing  he 
received  mortal  wounds  from  the 
AitecB,  of  which  he  died  in  June, 
1620. 

Montfort,  de,  Simon,  Earl 
of  Leicester,  son  of  Count  Simon  de 
Uonlfurt,  a  French  nobleman ;  be- 
came a  favorite  of  Henry  III.  of 
England,  who  raised  him  to  the  petf- 
aga  and  gave  him  in  marriage  the 
Counten  of  Pembroke,  sister  of  the 
King.  A  qoairel  having  ariseo  be- 
tween Henry  and  his  oarons,  De 
Montfort  t>ecBme  a  leader  of  the  lat- 
ter, defeated  the  royal  forces  in  sev- 
ers! engagements,  and  captured  the 
King,  whom  he  compelled  to  assent 
to  what  were  termed  tbe  "  Provisions 
of  Oxford."  De  Montfort  was  de- 
feated and  killed  bj-  the  roval  forces 
under  Edward,  Prince  of  Wales  (sub- 
sequently Edwanl  L),  at  the  battle  of 
Ev^ham,  in  1265. 

Montgolfler,  Jacqnes 
Etleime  and  Joseph  Mivh«l, 
two  brothers  who,  bom  in  France,  in 
1746  and  1740  respectively,  invented 
the  bot-air  lialloon  (which  bears  theii 
name),  and  with  which  they  success- 
hdly  experimented  io  1783  at  Anno- 
nay  and  at  Paris.  They  were  both 
admitted  to  the  Academy  of  Sciences. 
Jacques  died  in  179S,  and  Joseph  in 
1810. 

IHontgomerj',  James,  a  Scot- 
tish poet.    Bom  in  1771 ;  died  1854. 

Montgomery,  Richard,  a 
general;  bora  in  Ireland  in  IT' 
entered  the  American  army ;  ' 
made  coinraander  of  the  Northern 
Department;  captured  Fort  Chambly 
and  Montreal,  and  was  killed  in  an 
assault  on  Quebec  in  December,  1776. 

Hontholon,  de,  Charles

August  11,  1763;  studied  law,  and 
entered  the  r^rablican  army  in  1792. 
He  became  a  general  of  brigade  in 
1708^  a  ^eral  of  division  in  17H 
aerred  with  great  distinction  in  Hol- 
laody  became  commander-in-chief  of 
the  Army  of  the  Rhine  and  Moselle 
in  1796,  gained  several  victories  over 
the  Anstrians^  and  afterward,  being 
opposed  to  greatly  superior  numben^ 
iniale  a  skilful  retreat  thropgh  the 
Blade  Forest  He  was  como^nder- 
in-chief  of  the  Army  of  Italy  in  1799, 
snd  in  the  same  year  of  that  of  the 
Bhine.  As  general-in-chief  of  the 
Army  of  Germany  he  defeated  the 
Anstrians  at  Engen  and  Biberach  in 
Mav,  1800,  at  Hochstadt  in  June,  and 
at  uie  great  battle  of  Hohenlinden  in 
December  of  that  jrcar.  Returning  to 
P^uris,  he  united  with  the  party  inimi- 
cal to  Napoleon,  and  in  1804  was  ar- 
rested as  an  accomplice  of  Pichegru 
and  was  exiled.  He  subeecjuently  en- 
tered the  service  of  the  allies,  and  re- 
ceived a  fatal  wound  at  Dresden,  Au- 
gust 27, 1813. 

Morley»  Johiiy  an  English 
aothor  and  editor;  bom  at  Blackburn, 
in  Lancashire,  in  1838 ;  graduated  at 
Oxford  in  1859.  He  was  for  some 
years  the  editor  of  the  Literary  Qaaeite. 
the  name  of  which  was  afterward 
changed  to  the  Parthenon,  He  has 
edited  the  Fortnightlv  Review  since 
1867,  and  since  1880  has  been  the 
editor-in-chief  of  the  Pall-MaU  Oa^ 
mUe,  Among  his  works  are  Edmund 
Burke:  A  BiMorieal  Study,  VoUaire, 
Diderot  and  ihe  Eneyciopadista,  and 
Ute  Life  of  John  Onoden. 

M  omavy  def  Philipney  Seign- 
eur   du    Plessis-Marly,    Icnown    as 


I>n  PleMiB«Moniay»  a  distin- 
guished French  Protestant;  bom  in 
1649 ;  was  employed  in  the  diplomatic 
service  of  Henry  IV. ;  fought  at  the 
battle  of  Ivri  under  that  sovereign  in 
1690,  and  soon  afterward  beoune  a 
member  of  the  Royal  Council.  Mor- 
nay  was  for  many  years  the  reco^- 
niaed  leader  of  the  Protestants  in 
France,  was  called  ^  the  Pope  of  the 
Huguenots,"  and  was  the  author  of 
maxiy  religious  works.    Died  1623. 

Morris»  €k>aTeniear9  an 
American  statesman;  bom  in  West- 
chester County,  New  York,  in  1762; 
studied  law ;  was  elected  to  the  Con- 
tinental Congress  in  1777;  removed 
to  Philadelphia  hi  1780,  and  in  1787 
was  a  memoer  of  the  National  Con- 
vention which  framed  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  United  States.  He  was 
sent  as  Minister  to  France  in  1792. 
and  in  1800  was  elected  a  United 
States  Senator  from  New  York.  Ha 
was  one  of  the  earliest  promoters  of 
the  Erie  Canal,  and  was  a  Federalist 
in  politics.    Died  1816. 

MorriSy  Robert,  a  statesman 
and  financier;  bom  in  Encland  in 
1734;  removed  to  Philadelphia  at  an 
early  age ;  was  elected  to  Congress  in 
1776 ;  was  one  of  the  signers  of  the 
Declaration  of  Independence,  and  be- 
came, in  1781,  Sup^ntoident  of  Fi- 
nance, in  which  position  he  rendered 
inestimable  service  to  the  American 
cause.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Con- 
stitutional Convention  in  1787,  and 
was  chosen  a  Senator  of  the  United 
States  in  '1788.  During  the  latter 
part  of  his  life  he  was  imprisoned  for 
debt    Died  1806. 

Morris,  William,  an  English 
poet ;  bom  in  London  in  1834 ;  was 
educated  at  Oxford,  and  afterward 
studied  painting.  Among  his  works 
are  The  Earthly  Pdradiae,  The  Life 
and  Death  of  Jaaon,  and  several  trans- 
liutions  from  the  Icelandic. 

Morse,  Samuel  Finley 
Breese,  an  American  inventor; 
s  bom  in  Massachusetts  in  1791 ;  ffradu- 
ated  at  Yale  College  in  1 810,  and  stud- 
ied painting  in  London  under  Ben- 
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pamin  West.  Setaming  to  America 
in  1815,  he  painted  portraits  in  sev- 
eral places,  and  subsequently  inTented 
the  magnetic  telegrapn,  which  he  op- 
erated successfully  for  short  distances 
in  1835;  and  in  1843  Congress  was 
finally  induced  to  grant  him  thirty 
thousand  dollars  to  enable  him  to  con- 
struct a  line  between  Baltimore  and 
Washington.  This  line  was  com- 
pleted in  1844,  after  which  Mr.  Morse 
received  gold  medals  and  other  marks 
of  distinction  from  the  difierent  mon- 
archsof  Europe,  besides  four  hundred 
thousand  francs  awarded  him  by  the 
representatives  of  different  powers  at 
Paria  about  1857.  Died  April  2, 1872. 

Mortier*  Edouard  Adolphe 
Gasimir  Joseph,  Duke  of  Tre- 
yiao,  a  Marshal  of  France ;  born  at 
Cateau-Cambresis  in  1768.  He  became 
a  general  of  division  in  1799,  and  took 
possession  of  Hanover  in  1803.  He 
•  received  the  bdton  of  a  Marshal  and 
the  grand  cordon  of  the  Legion  of 
Honor  in  1804.  The  year  following 
he  commanded  an  army  corps  in  Grer- 
many,  gained  great  distinction  in 
fighting  the  Russians,  and  for  his  ser- 
vices at  the  battle  of  Friedland,  in 
June,  1807,  was  created  Duke  of 
Treviso.  He  subsequently  served  in 
Spain  and  defeated  the  Spaniards  at 
OcafUi  and  Gebora.  He  served  in  the 
Russian  campaign,  and  in  1830  en- 
tered the  service  of  Louis  Philippe. 
He  was  killed  in  1835  by  an  *^  in- 
fernal machine." 

Mortimer,  Roger,  was  the 
paramour  of  Isabella,  Queen  of  Ed- 
ward II.  of  England,  whose  barbarous 
murder  he  is  charged  with  having  in- 
stigated. Mortimer  was  bom  in  1287, 
and  was  executed,  by  order  of  Ed- 
ward TIL,  in  1330. 

Morton,  James  Douglas, 
Earl  of,  Regent  of  Scotland,  was  a 
nephew  of  the  Earl  of  Angus,  and 
was  born  in  1530.  Joining  the  Prot- 
estant party,  he  was  chosen  one  of  the 
Lords  of  the  Congregation  about  1558. 
He  was  appointed  in  1563,  Lord  High 
Chancellor  of  Scotland,  and  R^ent 
of  that  kingdom  in  1572.    He  was 


rapacious  and  tyrannical,  but  was  sup* 
ported  by  Elizabeth  of  England.  Ac- 
cused, however,  as  an  accessory  to  the 
murder  of  Damley,  he  was  condemned 
and  executed  in  1581. 

Moscheles,  Ig^naz,  a  distin- 
guished pianist,  the  son  of  a  Jewish 
merchant,  was  bom  at  Prague  in 
1794.    Died  1870. 

Mosheim,  von,  Johann 
Lorenz,  a  German  theologian  and 
historian;  bom  in  Lubeck  m  1694; 
was  in  1747  chosen  professor  of  the- 
ology  in  the  University  of  Gottin^^en, 
and  chancellor  of  that  institution. 
His  principal  work  (InUUiUea  of  £> 
clmaMuud  tlittoru)  has  been  translated 
into  several  of  the  languages  of  Eu- 
rope.   Died  1755. 

Motley,  John  Lothrop,  an 
American  historian;  born  in  Massa- 
chusetts, A^ril  15,  1814;  graduated 
at  Harvard  in  1831,  and  subsequenUy 
studied  at  the  University  of  Gottin- 
^en  and  passed  several  years  in  study- 
ing in  Europe.  Returning  to  Amer- 
ica, he  reaa  law,  but  devoted  con- 
siderable attention  to  literature.  He 
was  sent  as  secretary  of  legation  to 
St.  Petersburg  in  1840,  and,  havlns 
decided  to  write  a  history  of  Hollan<L 
passed  several  years  in  Holland  and 
in  Germany  collecting  material  for 
that  work.  The  first  of  his  great  his- 
tories, entitled  The  Rise  of  Ike  DtUch 
Republic^  was  publislied  in  three  vol- 
umes in  London  in  1856.  It  is  a 
work  of  rare  merit,  has  been  very 
successful,  and  has  been  translated 
into  the  German,  Dutch,  and  French 
languages.  This  was  followed  in 
1860-67  by  The  History  of  the  United 
Netherlands  from  the  Death  of  William 
the  Silent  to  the  Synod  of  J)orL  He 
afterward  produced  The  Life  of  John 
of  OUlen-Bameveldt,  Mr.  Motley  was 
in  1861  sent  as  Minister  Plenipoten- 
tiary to  Vienna,  and  in  1869  as  Min- 
ister to  London.    Died  May  30,  1877. 

Moultrie,  William,  an  Amer- 
ican general ;  bom  in  South  Caro- 
lina in  1731;  served  through  the 
Revolutionary  war ;  gained  gr^  dis- 
tinctioi^by  his  defence  of  the  fort  on 
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SolliTwi's  laland  (for  which  iia  m- 
ceivod  the  thanks  of  Congreas) ;  wu 
in  1780  made  a  muor^eneral,  and 
was  in  IT85  elected  Governor  of 
South  Carolina.  Fort  Moultrie  waa 
nuned  after  him.     Died  1805. 

Mozart,  Johaun  Chrysos- 
tom  UVoitgajig  AmadeitH,  a 
Germmi  composer ;  bom  aC  SoltK- 
burs,  January  27,  1756.  At  the  age 
of  Hix  years  he  compoaed  ahort  pieces 
and  performed  with  great  applause 
before  the  court  at  Munich.  He  a£- 
loniahed  the  Pariaiana  the  year  fol- 
lowing by  bis  skilful  performances  on 
the  organ  and  by  his  powera  of  im- 
proviaation.  He  afterward  travelled 
extensively  through  Europe,  and  waa 
received  with  enthuaiaam.  He  cotD- 
poaed  DumerouB  operas,  and  in  1779 
waa  appointed  organiat  and  chapel- 
maater  to  the  Archbishop  of  Siutz- 
bnr(|,  and  aube^uently  entered  the 
■ernce  of  the  Emperor  of  Aualria. 
He  excelled  in  all  deparlmenls  of 
oompceitinn,  and  was  dieiinguished 
bj  we  universality  of  hia  genius.  His 
greatcetwork  istheopetaof  i>oii  Oio- 
vanni.     Died  1791, 

Mukh  tar-Pasha,  G  h  a  z  i 
Ahmed,  a  Turkish  general  and 
statesman;  bom  in  1837;  waa  edu- 
cated at  the  Military  Academy  at 
Con  want!  nople ;  served  with  great 
credit  againal  the  Montenegrins  in 
1860,  and  was  subsequenlly  appointed 
professor  of  astronomy,  mililsry  ar- 
chitecture, and  fortification  in  the 
academy  at  which  he  was  educated. 
In  1864,  as  tutor  to  Prince  Youssouf 
Issedin.  eldest  son  of  Abdul  Axil, 
Mukhtar  travelled  eitensively  in 
Europe,  was  trealed  at  the  dilferent 
courls  which  he  visited  with  great 
consideralinn,  and  waa  given  numer- 
ous decorations.  After  commanding 
against  the  Arabs  as  general  of  bri- 
gade and  of  division,  he  was  in  1871 
made  a  full  eeneral  and  Governor  of 
Yemen,  and  was  awarded  the  order 
of  the  Osmanii  of  the  Giat  class.

He  is  the  bu< 
thor  of  numerous  works  and  treatisea, 
has  been  elected  a  member  of  the 
French  Institute,  has  been  created  ■ 
knight  of  the  French  order  of  Merit, 
and  haa  received  the  d^ree  of  LL.D. 
from  the  Universities  of  Cambridge 
and  Edinburgh. 

Mulock,  Dinah  Maria,  an 
English  novelist;  bom  at  Sloke-upoo-

a  year,  and  in  1365  was  married  to 
George  Lillie  Craik.  Among  her  best- 
known  works  are  Olive,  Jolm  Jlatifui, 
GmUemaa,  A  L</t  for  a  Lift,  and  A 
Wonuin'*  ThoMi/hla  aioul  Women.

Mllmntf IIH,  Lucius,  sumamed 
AcHAicua,  a  Roman  general ;  was 
chosen  Consul  in  146  B.  c. ;  defeated 
the  Achffian  Leacue;  destroyed  Cor- 
inth; made  a  Roman  province  of 
Greece,  and  was  awarded  a  triumph.

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Kadlr  Shall,  aPeniHi  oon- 
qneror,  of  Turkisb  extnction;  bom 
Bt  KhoruBlLa  in  168S ;  gsined  earl; 
diMinctioD  oe  h  soldier,  but,  beins  ill- 
trMted,  bec&me  the  leader  of  a  band 
of  robbeiB.  The  Shah  of  Persia 
called  on  him  Ui  aniit  in  expelling 
tbs  A&hans.  Nadir  Shah  oomplied, 
drare  the  Afghans  out  of  Penia,  wa* 
mwleoommander-in-chief  iiil729,aiid 
in  1732  dethroned  the  Shah  and  a«- 
■umad  aoTereign  power.  Six  ;ean 
later  he  conquered  Candahar  and 
AbhaniUan,  invaded  India,  entered 
Sdhi  in  1739,  and  gained  poMMOon 
of  the  imperial  treaMint.  He  wm 
MMwinated  in  1747. 

Nana-Sahlb,  a  Hindoo  chiefs 
tain;  born  near  Poonah  about  1620i 
WM  in  1857  a  prominent  leader  in  the 
inmtrrection  against  British  rule,  and 
became  notorious  for  the  cnieltiee 
which  he  perpetrated  upon  the  Eng- 
lish. Boon  after  the  insurrection  was 
aoelled  Nana-Sahib  disappeared,  and 
le  date  of  his  death  is  unknown. 

Napier,  Sir  Charlea  Jamea, 
aBriUsh  ^eral;  bom  in  i7H2;  be- 
came a  lieutenant-«olone]  in  1811; 
serred  against  the  United  States  in 
the  war  of  1612;  became  a  major- 
general  ;  was  for  several  years  Gov- 
ernor of  Cepkalonia,  and  in  1841  was 
appointed  commander  of  the  armj 
in  Bengal.  Two  years  later  he  con- 
quered tiinde,  and  gained  nn  enviable 
reputation  both  as  a  general  and  as  a 
dvil  ruler.     Died  1853. 

Kapler,  Sir  Charles  John, 
K.  C.  B.,  a  British  admiral ;  bom  in 
Stirling  County,  Scotland,  in  ITStt; 
entered  the  nav;  at  the  age  of  thir- 
teen ;  gained  distinrtion  in  the  war 
with  America  in  1S12,  and  as  com- 
mander of  (bo  Portuguese  fleet,  in 
1833,  gaioad  a  deciiuve  victoi^  over 
Von  Mignel,  for  which  service  be 
WM  created  a  Portuguese  grandee  of 


the  first  class.  For  bis  conduct  at  the 
rednction  of  Acre,  where  he  was  seo- 
ond  in  command,  in  1840,  be  was  cre- 
ated a  knight  commander  of  the  Bath. 
He  became  a  rear-admiral  in  1841, 
commanded  the  Channel  fleet  for  sev- 
eral years,  and  that  of  the  Baltic  in 
3854.  He  was  promoted  to  the  rank 
of  admiral  in  the  British  navj  in 
1858.    Died  1860. 

Napier,  John,  Baron  of  Her- 
chiston,  a  Scottish  mathematician. 
Bom  near  Edinburgh  in  1650;  died 
1617.  Napier  immortaliied  himself 
by  the  discovery  of  logarithmi  an 
account  of  which  he  published  in 
1614. 

Mapler,  Sir  WHltara  Fran- 
cis, a  British  general  and  writer ; 
bora  in  Ireland  in  1785;  entered  the 
army  at  the  age  of  fifteen ;  became  a 
captain  in  1804,  and  served  from  1808 
to  1 814  in  the  PeninsnlBT  war.  He 
was  wounded  several  times,  and  was 
awarded  medals  for  his  conduct  at 
Salamanca,  Kivelle,  and  in  other  en- 
gagements. He  was  made  a  lieuten- 
ant-colonel in  1813,  a  major-genenil 
in  1841,  and  a  lieutenant-general  in 
]8£1.  Died  1S60.  His  fame  prin- 
cipally rests  upon  his  Hittory  of  (he 
War  in  Iht  reninmJa  from  1807  la 
1814,  wbicb  was  published  in  six  vol- 
nmes  in  1S40. 

Napier  of  Maifdala,  Robert 
Cornells  Napier,  Baron,  a  Brit- 
ish general;  born  in  Ceylon  in  1810; 
WM  educated  at  the  Milttarj  CVillc^e, 
Addiscombe'  entered  the  corps  of 
Bengal  engineers  in  1828;  served 
with  distinction  in  India;  in  1867 
was  appointed  to  the  command  of  the 
expedition  sent  agninBt  Abyssinia  and 
to  release  the  British  priiionerB  de- 
tained by  King  Theodore,  and  was 
created  a  knight  grand  commander 
of  the  Ster  m  India.  He  made  a 
bHUiaut   and   eucoeesful   campaign, 


defeating  tbe  enemj  at  lalameic^ 
April  10,  186S,  and  capturing  Mag- 
dala  three  days  later,  when  King 
Theodore  committed  suicide.  Fi 
these  services  Sir  Robert  Kapier  wi 
raised  to  tlie  peerage  b»  Baron  Na- 
pier of  M^daia,  was  given  the 
ihanlu  of  Parliament,  waa  voted  a 
pension  of  two  thousand  pounds  per 
annum,  to  continue  during  hiH  own 
life  and  Ihsl  of  his  next  heir,  and 
was  awarded  eeveriil  other  marks  of 
diiitinction.  He  was  chosen  a  Fellow 
of  the  Royal  Society  in  ldG9,  was  ap- 
pointed commander-in-chief  of  the 
forcea  in  India,  with  the  rank  of  gen- 
eral, in  IHTO,  and  Qovenior  of  Gib- 
ralur  in  1878. 

Napoleon  I..  Nnpoleon 
Bonaparte,  or  Buonaparte, 
Emperor  of  the  French,  was  born  at 
AJaccio.  in  Corsica,  Aiigost  lo,  1769. 
lie  was  the  son  of  Carlo  Duoniiparte, 
a  general  under  Pooli.  When  about 
ten  years  of  age  he  waa  sent  to  the 
niilit'arv  scliool  at  Brienne,  in  France, 
where  he  remained  about  five  years, 
and  where  for  some  lime  he  received 
initruction  from  PichcKTu.  He  was 
very  fond  of  history,  and  gained  great 
proficiency  in  malh'ematict.  Napoleon 
became  a  sub-lieu  ten  unt  in  1T&5,  wis 
soon  after  promoted  to  a  Grst  lieuten- 
ancy in  a  regiment  of  artillery,  and 
in  February,  1792,  was  given  a  com- 
ntii«ion  as  ciptain  of  artillery.  He 
favored  the  trench  Revolution,  but 
WHS  bitterly  opposed  to  the  excenoi 
of  the  Jatxibins.  On  a  visit  to  Cor- 
sica, in  tbe  year  last  mentioned,  he 
found   the  people  divided  into   two 

farlies,  one  ol  which  adhered  to 
ranee  and  the  other,  which  was 
much  the  larger,  with  Paoli,  sought 
protection  from  (England.  A  civil 
war  ensued,  in  which  the  Buona- 
partes, though  formerly  devoted  (o 
Pnoli,  remained  tnie  (o  the  French 
cause.  Napoleon  himself,  with  filly 
men,  was  tiesicged  In  a  tower,  and 
compelled  for  three  days  to  live  on 
honte-il«Ji,  but  he  effected  his  own 
escape,  with  that  of  his  mother  and 
bmUy,  to  Marseillea.    In  the  auhunn 


of  1793  he  was  ordered  to  the  aitm 
of  Touton,  which  was  then  held  by 
the  Spanish  and  English.  He  found 
I  l^e  I'  rench  artillery  inefficiently  com- 
'  nianded  and  served  and  the  troops 
badly  provided  for.  He  submitted  ■ 
plan  for  tbe  reduction  of  the  placik 
which  was  adopted  by  a  council  of 
war,  and  Napoleonhimself  waadeus* 
nat«d  lo  execute  it.  This  hefiid  wiUi 
such  brilliant  success  as  to  render  hia 
name  distinguished  in  all  France,  and 
to  procure  fur  him  the  commission  of 
a  urigadier-general.  He  wss  placed 
under  arrest  for  a  short  time  on  tha 
bJl  of  Robespierre,  in  1791,  but  wat 
soon  busily  employed  again  in  mili- 
tsry  afiium.  Chi  uie  remodelling  at 
the  army,  in  1795,  he  was  purpcaelr 
left  without  a  command  and  placed 
upon  half  pay.  His  services,  how- 
ever, were  required  by  tbe  Conven- 
tion on  the  l^ith  Vcndlmiaire  (Octo- 
ber 4),  called  "the  Day  of  the  8eo- 
tions,"  when  a  formidable  insurrection, 
led  by  the  National  Guards,  broke  out. 
Tbe  troops  of  the  insurgents  amounted 
to  more  than  thirty  thousand  men. 
Napoleon  opposed  them  with  a  forco 
of  only  five  thousand  regular  soldiera 
and  fifteen  hundred  volunteers,  but 
he  waa  possessed  of  such  indomitaU* 
courage,  and  caused  bis  aitillerr  to 
be  served  with  such  remarkable  skill, 
as  to  gain  a  complete  and  brilliant 
victory  after  a  short  but  very  sangui- 
poteon,  although 
command,  then 
virtu  all  V  became  commander-in-chief 
of  the  Army  of  the  Interior.  HewM 
appointed  March  2, 1790,  commander- 
in-chief  of  the  Army  of  Italy,  and  jmt 
one  week  later  married  Joee^UM^ 
widow  of  the  Mnn^uees  de  Beau- 
hamais,  who  had  perished  during  the 
Reign  of  Terror,  Napoleon,  after  • 
winning  tbe  decisive  vlctonei  of 
Munlenotte,  Millesimo^  and  Lodi, 
and  having  almoK  annihilated 
three  Austrian  armies  in  eucccs- 
■ion,  captured  Hantua,  terminated 
the  war  m  Nortliem  Italy,  turned  his 
arms  i^^nst  the  Fape,  and  gained 
■eveisl  victories  over  tbe  fbnea  of  tlM 


bf  the  payment 
livni  and  the  niirender  of  many  valu- 
ftbl«  worki  of  art.  Anothsr  Amtrian 
BRDv  havinK  been  sent  to  Italy  undA 
the  Xrchduke  Charles,  Napoleon  an- 
ticipated its  moveinenU,  intercepted 
it,  and  compelled  it  to  rapidly  re- 
traat  toward  Vienna.  CIokIv  foHoT- 
ing  the  Atutriang,  he  ca.nied  tne  great- 
e«t  conBtemalion  in  their  capital,  and, 
though  in  a  very  critical  dluation 
hitnaelf,  wu  enabled  lo  conclude  with 
them  a  tieaty  very  advantageoua  to 

The  French  BOTernment  in  1798 
decided  to  iDTade  Great  Britain,  but 
■oon  concluded  to  Urike  at  her  power 
in  a  difierent  part  of  the  globe.  A  for- 
midafale  ezpeditioD  against  Egypt  waa 
fitted  ont.  The  command  of  it  wai 
given  to  Napoleon,  and  the  armament 
■uled  from  Toulon,  May  IB,  1798. 
Napoleon,  after  taking  poEsefBion  of 
Malta,  arrived  safely  with  hia  forcea 
at  Alexandria,  and  gained  a  great  and 
dedaive  victory  over  the  Mainelukes 
and  Turkiab  ausiliariea  at  the  battle 
of  the  Pyramids.  Leavine  Cairo  in 
Febnary,  17B9,  and  procM^ing  acroM 
the  dea^  through  the  Imhmua  of 
Suet,  he  succeesively  reduced  Kl- 
Aritb,  0«tB,  and  Jafia.  At  the  lat- 
ter place,  which  was  carried  by|  Hlorm, 
■ome  fourteen  hundred  Turkish  and 
Arabian  prisoners  were  by  Napoleon's 
order*  put  to  death  on  a  chai^  of 
having  violated  a  former  parole.  In 
May  of  the  same  year,  Napoleon, 
abandoning  the  aicse  of  Acre,  which 
was  defended  by  Uie  English  and 
Turks,  retreated  to  Egypt,  where,  as 
the  French  fleet  had  been  destroyed 
by  Nelson  at  the  naval  battle  of 
Aboukir,  in  August,  1798,  he  found 
*  himself  unable  to  communicate  with 
France.  He  gained  July  25,  after  a 
■angninary  engagement,  a  decisive 
victory  over  the  Turks  at  Aboukir, 
and  aoon  a<\er,  leaving  Kleber  in  com- 
mand in  Egypt,  returned  lo  Franc^ 
where  he  overthrew  the  Directory  and 
waa  himself  elected  First  Consul.  He 
■gain  set  out  for  Italy  in  the  spring  of

the  Rhine,  the  Auslrians  were  forced 
to  ask  for  peace,  and  the  Treaty  of 
Amiens  was  concluded,  in  March, 
1802.  Upon  his  return  to  France, 
Napoleon  granted  a  general  amnesty 
to  political  oflendets,  re-established  the 
Catholic  faith,  and  organized  a  new 
and  efficient  police  syslem.  He  caused 
to  be  prepared  the  Civil  Code  (which 
in  itself  is  one  of  the  greatest  nionu- 
menls  of  his  genius)  and  established 
the  order  known  an  the  "L^on  of 

The  French  in  1802  made  an  nn- 
Buccessful    attempt,  under    Geo.   Le 


and  of  Parma,  and  annexed  Pied- 
mont to  France.  EJigland  aeain  de- 
clared war  against  France  in  1803, 
and  in  1804,  a  conspiracy  of  the 
Bourbons  having  been  detected  at 
Paris,  the  Duke  d'Enghien  was 
arrested  by  French  troops  on  the 
neutral  territory  of  Baden,  was 
taken  to  Vincennes,  near  Paris, 
passed  through  the  forms  of  a  trial, 
and  was  immediately  shot.  Napo- 
leon became  "  Emperor  of  the 
French"  in  May,  1804,  and  pre- 
pared to  invade  England,  but  soon, 
abandoning  that  enterprise,  turned 
his  attention  to  Austria,  who,  with 
BuBsia,  England,  and  Sweden  as  al- 
lies, had  renewed  the  war  against 
France.  The  English  gained  (Octo- 
ber, 1805)  the  great  naval  battle  of 
Trafalgar,  in  which  the  French  fleet 
was  almost  annihilated,  but  Napoleon 
gained  over  the  Auatrians  and  Rus- 
sians the  brilliant  victories  of  Ulm 
and  Austerlitz,  was  succeesful  in  other 
quartets,  and  concluded  an  armistice 
with  Russia  and  the  Treaty  of  Pre*- 
burff  with  Austria-  He  made  hi« 
brother  Joseph  King  of  Naples  and 
Pirily,  and  his  brother  Louis  King  of 
Holland.  Napoleon  himself  had  heen 
crowned  King  of  Italy  in  May,  1805. 
Prussia  declared  war  against  France 
in  180^  but  her  power  wai  annihi- 


Uted  at  tbe  great  baitle  of  Jena, 
fiiuBht  October  10,  180U.  An  indecis- 
ive nut  bloody  battle  wua  fouf^lit  at  t',y- 
laii  between  the  Kninch  and  the  Kue- 
BJanB,  Kebniary  8,  1S07.  On  June  13 
of  the  «ame  vear  a  decisive  victory  was 
gained  bv  ^ajiolenii  over  the  KuhhIuib 
at  Friedfand,  and  tbe  Treaty  of  Tikit 
was  eiened  by  the  two  KmperoiB  id 
July  following,  and  in  the  name  moDth 
a  treaty  was  cnnduitcd  with  I'ruHHia. 
Napoleon  neit  invaded  Spain,  and 
made  his  brother  Jo^epb  Klnfjof  that 
country,  but  waa  nivlleU  to  Fran.* 
by  tbe  news  thai  Austria  had  again 
declared  war.  He  gained  the  vic- 
tories of  £ckmuhl  and  Wagram,  and 
cigned  another  trealv  of  peace  with 
AuMiia  (October  14,'l8l)»i,  by  whicli- 
nbe  HnrrendercU  to  France  Trieste, 
l.'amiula,  and  iKirtlons  uf  Croatia  and 
Ualicia. 

Napoleon  was  divorced  fmni  Jo- 
■cpliine  in  Deccndwr,  lttD9,  and  was 
iiiarrieil  to  JIaria  I^iuIku,  daughter 
of  the  Eni)M!niriif  AiMria,  in  March, 
181U.  Hilt  dominioKH  now  extended 
from  Denmark  to  NaiiliM,  luul  from 
the  Kliine  to  the  Atlantic  The  Pope, 
having  excominimicated  him,  was 
aeized  at  midnight  by  French  Mildiun) 
and  placed  in  conlincmeiit,  while  two 
French  de|>artnieiits  were  formed  oiit 
of  the  Slates  of  the  (.ibnrcli,  and  all 
the  [lowers  of  Kiinipe,  willi  the  excep- 
tion of  F^ntilanil,  aeumed  ho  far  siiitju- 
gatut  as  to  be  unable  to  oiler  etieotiial 
resistani^.  On  March  20,  Dill,  his 
F:mprcHB  bore  him  a  sun,  who  wan 
given  the  tille  of  King  of  Rome  and 
wns  afterward  known  aa  the  Duke  of 
KeicliHtudl. 

Com  plications  having  arisen  with 
Sweden  and  Kitwia  in  reference  to 
commerce  with  llncland,  the  two 
former  powers  made  on  aliiance 
against  (ranee  in  the  early  part  of 
iHia.  Tlie  celebrated  campaign  of 
that  year  followed.  Napoleon  invad- 
ed ItiiHia  at  Ibe  Head  of  an  army 
of  about  four  hundred  end  eighty 
thousand  men,  fought  several  bloody 
battles,  gained  a  number  of  victariea,  I 
and  entered  Mokow,  bat  wu  com- 1 
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pelled  to  retreat  to  Fiance  with  a  Icaa 
(niimated  at  four  hundred  and  titty 
thousand  men,  of  whuni  it  was  said 
one  hundred  and  twenty-tive  thousand 
were  killed  in  battle,  one  hundred 
and  tliirty-two  tliousand  died  from 
exposure  and  fatigue,  and  one  hun- 
dred and  ni[icty-tl>ree  tbuusund  were 
made  prisoners  of  war.  By  great 
energy  and  induatry  Naimleou  suc- 
ceeded in  raising  anothi:r  army  uf 
three  hundred  and  fifty  lliuusand 
men,  wliicli  be  assembled  on  tbe 
Cicrman  frontier  in  ihe  spring  of 
1S13.  He  at  Unit  gained  numerous 
battles,  but  tbe  allitH,  continually  in- 
creasing in  strenglli,  delealcd  him  at 
tlie  great  battle  of  Leipiic,  after  which 
he  made  a  dinaittroua  retreat.  He  at- 
tempted to  mitie  another  urmy,  Inil 
France,  completely  exhausted,  could 
furnish  but  eiglily  tliutwand  men. 
The  allies,  after  ticvere  lighting,  enter- 
ed l>ari>i  (March  SI,  liU),  itimpelled 
NaiHileon  lu  siini  an  act  uf  abdiin- 
liim,  and  Hcnt  him  to  Kiln,  uf  which 
iaiand  tliev  granted  him  the  sover- 
eignty, with  a  pension  of  six  luilliou 
Iranoi  per  annum.  After  remaining 
tlierc  about  leii  months  be  relumed  to 
Franco,  was  received  wiili  entliiuiasni 
by  the  French  (icople,  ralaul  an  army 
of  about  one  nuiHlreil  and  Iwenty-live 
thousand  men.  and  was  iiitally  dct'eat- 
od  by  the  allies,  luider  Welliugion, at 
Waterlo.1  (Juno  18,ltlllj).  Ilebignod 
bia  second  alidiciilion  four  days  later, 
and  prepared  lo  embark  f<ir  America ; 
but,  liniliiig  there  wu«  no  hope  of  «a- 
rapiug  tlic  Ilritish  cruisers,  be  volun- 
tarily surrendered  himself  to  Capt. 
Maitland  of  the  Itellerophon,  a  Brit- 
ish man-of-war,  and  wns  soon  after 
carried  to  the  island  of  St.  Helena, 
where  he  arrivoi  In  October,  J816, 
and  where,  after  a  confinement  uf  neaiv 
ly  six  yeare,  he  died.  May  5,  I82I.

Kapoleon  III.,  Charles 
IiOuIh  Napoleon  Bonaparte, 

Emperor  of  France,  was  the  son  of 
Louu  Bonaparte  and  Hortense  de 
Beauharnati,  and  wasibom  in  Parii^ 
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April  20,  1S08.  After  paming  sev- 
eral yeam  in  Switzerlaad,  lie  went  to 
Italy  and  enlisted  \u  a  body  ut  inuur- 
gentB,  and  upon  tiie  death  of  the 
DuLe  of  Keidisludt  became  a  daim- 
Mit  to  the  throne  of  France.  With 
■  Email  force  he  attempted  in  1836  to 
capture  Strasburg,  but  wan  arrested 
MM  baniHlied.  In  1840,  with  another 
Bmall  )>artv,  he  attempted  to  raise 
an  iDBurrection  at  BouloKue,  but  wh£ 
taken  and  confined  in  the  cwtle  of 
Jlaui,  from  which  he  ceciped  to  Kng- 
land  in  May,  1846.  After  the  revo- 
lution of  1841)  he  returned  to  Fnuice^ 
was  elected  to  the  National  AsaeinbW, 
and  on  December  10,  184g,  was  elect- 
ed President  of  France  for  four  yeaiu. 
He  sent  an  army  to  Borne  in  1849  to 
protect  and  aid  the  Pope.  This  army 
took  pCMtesMDti  of  Bome  and  continued 
to  occupy  it  until  1S06. 

Napoleon,  liaving  gained  the  sup- 
port uf  the  army,  eflened  a  amp  iftMl 
(December  'Z,  IKol)  by  which  j-jpular 
representation  was  abolislied,  and  in 
18o2  became  Emperor,  under  the  tide 
of  Napoleon  HI.  He  married  Eu- 
genie, Countess  de  Teba,  in  1853,  and 
in  1S54,  as  an  ally  of  En);land,  de- 
clared war  agninst  Btifaia  and  sent  a 
French  nrmy  to  the  Crimea.  After 
the  capture  (rf  Sevastopol  by  theallies 
this  war  wns  lemiinalw  by  the  Treaty 
of  Paris,  in  1856_.  Three  ye.irs  Isler 
he  formed  an  alliance  with  the  King 
of  Sardinia  against  AuEtria.  mar^'hcd 
into  Italy  at  the  head  of  a  large  army, 
and,  commanding  in  person,  gained 
the  decinive  victory  of  Solferinq  over 
the  Aiutrians  (June  24,  1S5S),  and 
the  following  month  sigped  the  Treaty 
of  Villafranca,  by  which  peace  was 
restored  and  Nice  and  Savoy  aimeied 
to  France.  lie  fitted  out  an  expedi- 
tion  against  Mexico  in  1861.  The 
French  army,underGen.Forey,gain- 
ed  several  victories  over  the  Mex- 
ican liberals  and  took  the  City  of 
Mexico  in  June,  1863,  when  Napo- 
leon tendered  the  imperial  crown  of 
Mexico  to  Maximilian  of  Austria, 
who  accepted  it.  The  govemmc 
at  WashingtoD,  however,  refuted 


recf^iie  Maximilian,  and  notified 
the  French  Emperor  that  it  would 
by  force  resist  the  establishment  of 
monarchies  in  North  America,  and 
the  French  array  was  withdrawn 
Irom  Mexico  in  the  latter  part  of  the 
year  1866.  Napoleon  declared  war 
against  Prussia  (July  15,  1870),  and 
took  command  of  the  French  armieg 
in  person.  His  forces  were  defeated 
at  the  great  battles  of  Woertb,  Hels, 
and  Sedan,  at  which  last-named  city 
he  surrendered  himself  with  about 
one  hundred  thousand  men  as  pris- 
oners of  war.  He  was  aubaequentlr 
deposed,  and,  retiring  to  EnelaDil, 
took  up  his  residence  at  Chiselhunt, 
where  he  died,  January  9,  1873. 

Narees,  an cminentmilitary  com- 
mander, was  a  native  of  Peisia  and  a 
eunncfa.  Early  in  life  he  entered  the 
eerviceof the  EmperorJustiniun.Tose 
by  liis  merits  to  the  higheiiC  dignities 
of  the  Stale,  and  gaintd  great  dis- 
tinction as  a  general.  He  defeated 
the  Goths  under  Totila  and  other 
leaders,  and  the  Uermans  under 
Lolliair,  recovered  Bome,  and  was 
in  553  appointed  Exarch  of  Italy. 
Died   658. 

NnsHau,  Maurice  of,  a  gen- 
eral, second  son  of  William  the  Si- 
lent, Prince  of  Orange,  was  bom  at 
the  caslle  of  DillenhurK  in  1567.  He 
was  elected  CJovcmor  and  Caplain- 
(ieneral  of  the  Seven  United  Prov- 
inces at  the  age  of  twenty,  and  in 
1591  captured  Deventer  and  several 
other  strong  fortreaies  Irom  the  Span- 
iarUs,  gained  a  decisive  viclorv  over 
Ihem  m  1597  at  the  great  battle  of 
Tumhoul,  and  three  yeare  later  de- 
feated the  Auslrians  with  great  loss 
at  Nieuwport.  By  a  series  of  brilliant 
and  micceffiful  victories  he  compelled 
Spain  in  1609  to  recognize  the  inde- 
pendence of  the  Dutch.  Maurice 
succeeded  his  brother  as  Prince  of 
Orange  in  1618.     Died  1625.

and  historian;  bom,  of  Jewish  ex- 
traction, at  Uiittingen  in  1TIJ9,  and  In 
1812  was  appointed  profeseor  of  the-

KelBODt  HonitiOi  Lobd,  the 
greateatof  Britiah  adminli ;  boni  Sep- 
tember 29, 1768,  at  Bumham  Thorpe, 
Norfolk,  of  which  place  hia  lather, 
Edmimd  Nelson,  was  rector ;  entered 
the  ii«Ty  at  the  age  of  thirteen ;  served 
in  America  and  India ;  became  poet- 
captain  in  1779:  contributed  to  the 
victory  of  St.  Vincent  in  17B7,  and 
became  a  rear-admiral  in  that  year. 
Ue  loet  his  right  arm  in  an  Dnsuoceaa- 
fnl  attack  on  TenenSe.  In  1798  he 
gained  a  brilliant  and  deosive  rio- 
toiy  over  the  Freoch  fleet  at  the  bat- 
tle of  the  Nile,  and  waa  immediiilely 
afterward  rewarded  by  being  laiaed 
to  the  peernge  as  Baron  Nelson  of  the 
Nile  and  by  being  granted  a  pension 
of  three  thouuind  poiinda.  While 
commanding  on  the  coast  of  Naplea 
he  became  infatUHled  with  LadyHam- 
ilion,thewifBof  iheEi^liahAmbaaaa- 
dor,  a  woman  of  queationaUe  antec^ 
denta,  whose  influence  over  him  canaed 
aiepatalion  from  b  is  wifeand  continued 
until  hia  death.  Although  aacond  in 
command,  to  Nelson  was  aocribed  the 
glor*  gained  by  the  Enilisfa  at  the 
battle  of  the  Baltic^  when  he  di^ 
obeyed  the  orders  of  his  auperior 
officer,  who  had  directed  a  retreat. 
For  his  services  on  this  oocaaion 
Lord  Nelson  was  created  a  ViscooDL 
He  was  kUled  October  21,  1B06,  at 
the  naval  battle  of  Tra&lgar,  when 
the  English  gained  a  deeiaive  vido^x 
over  th«  French  and  Bpaniah  fleets 
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ithed  under  Jolius  and  Augiutoa 
Caaar,  with  the  latter  of  whom  bo 
was  a  favorite^  His  works  cooaitt 
chiefly  of  the  Lite*  of  celebrated  Bo- 
mans  and  Greeks.

Hia  own 
mother,  Agrippina,  and  hia  divtncad 
wif^  Octavia,  aoon  shared  the  mom 
fate.  He  committed  numeraua  other 
atrodtiee,  and  in  64  was  charged  with 
haviuK  caused  the  fire  which  d^ 
■troyed  the  greater  part  of  Boma. 
To  screen  himself  lie  accosed  the 
Christians  of  the  crime,  and  caused 
a  great  uumber  of  them  to  be  cniel-

of  Constantinople.  He  is  said 
to  have  promoted  the  schism  in  the 
Chordi  by  refusing  to  call  the  Virgin 
llarjr  the  mother  of  God.  He  wa& 
parttcalarly  at  the  instigation  of 
t^ril  of  Alexandria,  deposed  at  a 
council  at  Ephesus  in  431,  and  was 
•ofaeequentl^  banished  to  an  oasis  in 
Egypt.  His  foUowers  became  yery 
numerous  in  the  East 

Newman,  John  Henry,  an 
English  theologian ;  bom  in  London 
in  1801;  graduated  at  Oxford  with 
distinction  in  1820,  and  was  elected  a 
Fellow  of  Oriel  CoUese.  Leaving 
Ozibrd  in  1842,  he  founded  at  Little- 
more  an  ascetic  community,  over 
which  he  presided  for  three  years. 
He  also  held  the  incumbency  of  8t. 
Mary's,  Oxford,  from  1828  m  1843. 
He  was,  with  Dr,  Pusey,  a  recognized 
leader  of  the  High-Church  party  un- 
til 1845,  when  he  united  with  the 
Boman  Catholic  Church.  He  was  in 
1854  appointed  rector  of  the  Catholic 
University  at  Dublin,  and  in  1879  was 
raised  to  the  cardinalate  by  Pope  Leo 
XIIL 

Kewton,  Sir  Isaac,  one  of  the 
most  illustrious  philosophers  of  any 
age;  bom  at  Woolsthorpe,  in  Lin- 
colnshire, England,  Dc^^mber  25, 
1642.  His  famer  was  Isaac  New- 
ton, a  farmer.  Sir  Isaac  graduated 
at  Cambridge  in  1665.  He  gave  great 
attention  to  mathematics,  and  invent- 
ed the  **  method  of  fluxions."  He  dis- 
covered the  attraction  of  gravitation 
about  1665.  Returning  to  Cambridge 
in  1666,  he  was  elected  a  Minor  Fd- 
low  the  following  year,  studied  op- 
tics, constracted  in  1668  a  small  re- 
flecting telescope,  and  the  year  fol- 
lowing was  elected  Lucasian  professor 
of  mathematics.  In  1672  he  was  elect- 
ed a  Fellow  of  the  Royal  Society.  He 
was  the  author  of  the  emission  theory 
of  light,  made  important  discoveries 
in  optics  and  other  sciences,  and  wrote 
many  scientific  works,  the  greatest  of 
which  is  his  Prineipia,  He  was  in 
1689  elected  to  represent  Cambridse 
in  the  Convention  Parliament,  and  m 


1695  was  made  warden  of  the  mint  by 
his  friend  the  Earl  of  Halifax.  H!e 
became  master  of  the  mint  in  169^ 
and  was  granted  a  salary  of  about  fiih 
teen  hundred  pounds  per  annum.  He 
was  in  1703  elected  President  of  the 
Royal  Society,  an  office  to  which 
he  was  annually  re-elected  until  his 
death,  and  was  elected  to  Parliament 
as  the  representative  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  Gunbridffe.  He  passed  the 
last  years  of  his  life  in  Lmidon,  and, 
dying  at  Kensington,  March  20, 1727, 
was  Duried  in  Westminster  Abbey. 

Ney^  Michel  9  Duke  of  ElcMn- 
ed),  Prince  of  the  Moskwa,  a  French 
Marshal,  was  the  son  of  a  cooper,  and 
was  bom  at  Sarre-Louis  in  1769.  En- 
listing as  a  private  in  the  army  in 
1787,  ne  beoune  a(]yutan^general  in 
1794  and  general  of  brigade  in  1796. 
He  served  with  great  dbtinction  as  a 
general  of  division  under  Massena  in 
Germany  and  Switzerland  in  1799, 
and  contributed  to  the  victory  of  Ho- 
henlinden  while  serving  under  Mo- 
reau,  in  1800.  He  was  made  a  Mar- 
shal in  1804,  and  for  a  victory  gained 
over  the  Austrians  at  Elchingen,  in 
1805,  was  created  Duke  of  Elchingen. 
He  rendered  important  services  at  the 
battle  of  Jena,  in  1806,  and  served  in 
Spain  in  1809  and  1810  and  in  Russia 
in  1812,  when  he  was  designated  by 
Napoleon  as  ''the  bravest  of  the 
brave."  He  received  the  title  of 
Prince  as  a  reward  for  his  services 
at  the  great  battle  of  Borodino,  or 
the  Moskwa,  where  he  commanded 
the  centre.  During  the  retreat  of 
the  French  army  from  Moscow,  Ney 
was  given  the  command  of  the  rear- 
guaitl,  in  which  position  he  displayed 
rare  coura^  and  presence  of  mind. 
After  fighting  at  the  battles  of  Lutcen, 
Bautzen,  ana  Dresden,  he  was  defeat- 
ed by  Bemadotte  in  September,  1813, 
at  Diennewitz.  Upon  the  abdication 
of  the  Emperor,  Marshal  Ney  sub- 
mitted to  Loub  XVIII.,  and  in 
March,  1815,  was  sent  with  an  army 
against  Napoleon,  who  was  returning 
from  Elba.  Ney,  however,  united  his 
army  to  that  of  hit  Ibnner  com- 
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mander,  tbaght  with  his  uoaatonied 
Talor  U  Walerloo,  where  five  horaea 
were  shot  under  him,  and  wu  Bfter- 
wsrd  cxptotod,  tried  for  treasoi^  oon- 
demQcd  bv  the  court  of  peen,  and 
executed  December  7,  1815.

He  married  in  1817 
the  dniishter  of  Frederick  William, 
King  of  Prussia,  and  in  1825  no- 
eeeded  his  brother,  Alexander  I.  He 
carried  on  hoetiliiiea  a^nat  Perua, 
and  conquered  the  province  of  Erivan 
in  1827.

Niebuhr,  Barthold  Oeorv* 
a  German  historian  and  critic^  tM 
aoQ  of  Caraten*  Niebuhr,  a  celebrated 
German  traveller,  was  bom  at  Copen- 
hagen, August  27, 177Q;  was  educated 
at  the  Univereity  of  Kiel;  enieied 
the  service  of  Prussia  in  1806;  was 
appointed  a  Priry  Conncillor  in  180S; 
profeeKor  of  histoiy  in  the  Univeni^ 
of  Berlin  in  1810,  and  in  1816  An». 
bassador  to  Bome,  where  be  remAinad 
until  1822.  He  waa  offered,  hut  r^ 
fiiaed,  several  titles  of  nobility.  Ni^ 
buhr  published  in  1827  the  first  Tol- 
ume  of  a  revised  edition  of  his  great 
work,  the  HiMn/  of  Rome,  the  third 
and  last  volume  of  which  appeared 
five  yeais  lam.  It  is  rwarded  as  one 
of  the  most  original  ana  profound  ot 
histories,  either  aodoit  or  modem. 
Died  1831. 

Nlemcewlcz,  Jnllnn  Ursint 
a  Polish  poet  and  statesman.  Bom 
in  Lithuania  in  1TS7:  died  1841. 

NlffhtlnKale,  Florence,  an  . 
Engliu  philanthropist,  waa  born,  of 
wedthy  parents,  in  May,  1830.  She 
commenced  In  early  lifo  to  ameliorate 
the  CMtdition  of  tlM  poor  around  hei^ 

'estimated  the  actual  workings  of 
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At  an  institution  of  Protestant  Sisters 
of  Mercy  at  Kaiserswerth,  on  the 
Bhine.  At  the  request  of  Lord  Her- 
bert, Secretary  of  War,  Miss  Nightin- 
ffale  undertook  the  organisation  and 
direction  of  a  band  of  lady-sujperin- 
tendents  and  nurses  to  serve  m  the 
hospital  wards  durinc  the  Crimean 
war.  She  performed  her  duties  with 
rare  devotion  and  ability,  rendered 
inestimable  services  to  the  British 
soldiers,  and  saved  a  great  number  of 
lives.  A  sum  of  fifty  thousand  pounds 
having  been  raised  by  subscription  as 
a  testimonial  for  her  services,  it  was 
devoted,  at  her  especial  request,  to 
maintaining  an  institution  for  the 
training  and  employment  of  nurses. 
She  has  written  several  valuable 
works,  amon^  which  is  Notes  on  Ho»- 
pUuUff  of  which  about  one  hundred 
thousand  copies  have  been  sold. 

Noor-ed-Deen,  or  Nonred- 
diiiy  a  famous  Sultan  of  Egypt  and 
Syria;  bom  at  Damascus  in  1116.  He 
successfully  opposed  the  arms  of  Louis 
VII.  of  France,  and  firmly  established 
his  own  authority  in  Egypt  Noor- 
ed-Deen  is  one  of  the  great  heroes  of 
Moslem  history.  He  was  not  a  mere 
oon(}ueror,  but  zealously  promoted  the 
cultivation  of  the  sciences,  arts,  and 
literature,  and  established  a  strict 
administration  of  justice  throughout 
his  extensive  dominions.  He  was 
revered  by  his  subjects,  both  Mos- 
lem and  Christian,  for  his  modera- 
tion and  clemency,  and  even  his 
most  bitter  enemies  among  the  Chris- 
tian Princes  extolled  his  chivalrous 
heroism  and  good  faith.    Died  1174. 

North,  Frederick,  Earl  of 
Guildford,  generally  called  LiOrd 
North,  an  English  statesman,  son 
of  Francis,  Earl  of  Guildford,  was 
bom  in  1733.  He  became  leader  of 
the  House  of  Commons  in  1769,  and 
Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer,  and 
was  Prime  Minister  of  England  dur- 
ing the  Kevolutionary  war  in  Amer- 


ica, having  been  appointed  to  that 
position  in  1770,  and  having  resigned 
it  after  the  surrender  of  ComwalliBy 
in  1782.  He  succeeded  his  father  to 
the  earldom  in  1790.     Died  1792. 

Northcote,  Sir  Stafford 
Henry,  Bart^  an  English  states- 
man; bora  in  London  in  1818; 
graduated  at  Oxford  in  1839,  and 
was  called  to  the  bar  in  1847.  He 
was  elected  to  Parliament  as  a  Con- 
servative in  1855,  since  which  time 
he  has  been  successively  re-elected  to 
the  House  of  Commons.  He  waa  ap- 
pointed President  of  the  Board  of 
Trade  and  member  of  the  Privy 
Council  in  1866,  and  Secretary  of 
State  for  India  in  1867.  He  after- 
ward served  as  a  member  of  the  High 
Joint-Commission,  in  1874  was  ap- 
pointed Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer 
in  the  Ministry  of  Disraeli,  and  be- 
came the  leader  in  the  House  of  Com- 
mons. He  was  elected  a  Fellow  of  the 
Boval  Society  in  1875. 

l^orton,  Caroline  Elizabeth 
Sarah,  an  English  writer  of  distinc- 
tion, and  grsnadaughter  of  Richard 
Brinsley  Sheridan,  was  bom  in  1808, 
and  at  the  age  of  nineteen  was  mar- 
ried to  the  Hon.  George  Chappel  Nor- 
ton. This  union  proving  an  unhappy 
one,  a  divorce  was  granted  the  parties 
in  1836.  Died  June  15,  1877.  Among 
her  works  are  TA«  Undying  One,  a 
poem,  Stuart  of  DwrUeith,  a  romance, 
and  The  Live*  of  the  Sheridans, 

Nostradamus,  Michel,  an 
astrologer  and  empiric;  bom  at  Saint- 
Bemi,-in  Provence,  in  1503;  was  pat- 
ronized by  Charles  IX.  of  France  and 
by  C/atherine  de  M^icis.    Died  1556. 

Numerian,  or  Nunierianus, 
Marcus  Aurelius,  a  Roman 
Emperor,  the  son  of  Cams,  succeeded 
to  the  purple  in  284  a.  d.,  and  eight 
months  later  was  put  to  death  by  his 
father-in-law,  Arrius  Aper.  Numerian 
was  distinguished  for  his  eloquence  as 
an  orator  and  his  abilities  as  a  writer.

He  reoeived  the  ccom 
of  the  Legion  of  Honor  from  Louis 
XVIIl.  in  1810.     Died  1S26. 

O'Brien,  William  Smith, 
was  born  in  Ireland  in  1H03.  He  n- 
tered  Parliament  for  the  borough  of 
Ennis  in  IS2S,  and  in  1K35  was  retain- 
ed for  the  county  of  Limerick.  He 
supported  CCoanel]  in  his  meaMuea 
for  Repeal,  and  afterward  became  the 
lenderof  the  "Young  Ireland"  twitf. 
He  was  arrcnted  in  Dublin  in  184% 
tried,  and  seiilenced  to  death  for  trear- 
son.  This  senteooa  waa  commuted  to 
banishment,  and  in  the  j«ar  following 
ha  was  sent  to  Australia.  He  wh  par- 
doned before  hit  d«uh,  which  ooour- 
red  in  ISUl. 

O'Connell,  Daniel,  an  Irish 
patriot  and  orator;  bom  in  theooun^ 
of  Kerry  in  August,  1776 ;  studied  at 
the  college  of  Saini-Omer.  in  France^ 
and  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1798. 
He  aooo  gtuned  the  higbect  rank  at 
the  bar,  ud  became  an  ardent  cham- 
pion of  Catholic  emaudpatten,  but 
OTiposed  a  leaort  to  arms.  He  found- 
ed the  Catholic  Aeeodation  in  1833, 
and  was  elected  to  Parliament  from 
Clare  in  1828;  but,  refusing  to  sub- 
scribe to  the  oeth  which  had  been 
provided  expressly  to  exclude  Ko- 
man  Csthdici,  he  was  not  permitted  to 
take  his  seaL  He  altered  the  House 
of  Commons,  however,  in  1829,  after  the 
pamage  of  a  bill  for  Catholic  emand- 
pMion.  He  afterward  sat  in  Parlia- 
ment for  sevwal  years  as  the  member 
from  the  dty  of  Dublin.  To  indem- 
ni^  him  for  the  lea  of  his  great 
pnetiaa  in  fgviog  hia  entire  atten- 
tion to  hit  lAdal  dutieiL  his  frienda 
ruled  an  ^Jifin^l ,  subacription  under 
the  nameof  "rent."  He  begfo  his 
afibit*  about  1840  for  Uie  r^ealof 
the  Unlcm,  and  addreased  many  in- 
mTTWt  meotinmi  in  Ireland  during  Ihe 
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yt»n  1842  and  1M3.  In  1844  he  wu 
ftmated  and  convicted  on  a  charge 
of  conspiracy,  far  whidi  he  wan  aen- 
leoced  to  pay  a  fine  of  two  tliouiiand 
pounds  and  to  be  imprisoned  for  one 
year;  buc  this  judgment  was  reveraed 
lij'  the  Hodae  of  Lords.  Owing  to  the 
diaiieiiuonit  in  his  party,  hin  influence 
afterward  greatly  declined  in  Ireland. 
Died  Bt  Uenoa  in  May,  1847. 

Octavlai  a  Ruman  lady  distin- 
guished for  her  beauty  and  her  vir- 
tue, was  the  sister  of  the  Kmperor 
Augustus,  and  the  wife  of  Mark  An- 
tony, and  was  born  atiout  70  B.  c.  Her 
husband,  becoming  infatuated  with 
Cleopatra,  obtained  a  divorce  from 
OctAvis  in  32  B.  c.    Bhedied  11  b.  c. 


Zenobia.  Afler  Sapor,  King  of  I'er- 
eia,  had  rendered  himself  formidable 
throughout  the  Kust  by  the  defeat  and 
capture  of  the  Roman  Emptror  Vale- 
rian (A.  D.  2001,  Odcnatus  raised  an 
army,  declared  Iiimself  the  ally  of  the 
Roroana,  and  drove  the  Per»an  King 
acroea  the  Eiiplirates.  He  then  as- 
sumed the  title  of  Kin^  of  Palmyra, 
and  WHS  enlnisled  by  the  Emiieror 
Gftllienua  with  the  command  of  the 
^uman  armies  in  the  East.  In  this 
capacilV  he  entered  Mesopotamia,  re- 
covered Kisibis  and  Carrhie,  defeat- 
ed Sapor  in  his  own  country,  and  laid 
si^te  to  Ctesinhon.  For  his  services 
ho  was  created  Angustus  by  Gallienus, 
and  money  was  coined  in  his  name, 
lie  was  iii»iuwinBl*d  bv  his  nephew, 
Mseonius,  at  Kmesa,  A.  d.  207. 

Ocloacpr,  firat  Wbarian  King  of 
Italy,  wafl  the  son  of  Edecon,  a  secre- 
tary of  Altila,  and  one  of  his  ambaii- 
Badora  to  the  court  of  Constantinople. 
fMnacer  entered  the  imperial  guards, 
in  which  he  ruse  to  an  honorable 
rank ;  and  when,  in  476,  the  bar- 
barian mercenarie»  demanded  a  tliird 
part  of  the  lands  of  Itnly  as  a  reward 
for  their  services,  wliich  the  patrician 
Orestes  refused  to  grant,  they  placed 
him  at  their  head  and  proclaimed 
him  their  King.  He  marched  against 
Orestes,  look  him  prisoner  in  Pavia, 


and  put  him  to  death.  He  then  de- 
posed Romulus  Aitgustnlna,  the  son  of 
Orestes,  who  had  been  placed  on  the 
imperial  throne  by  his  father,  and 
was  the  last  wlio  possessed  the  title 
of  Emperor  of  the  West,  the  Western 
empire  being  considered  at  an  end  by 
his  deposition.  Odoacer  assumed  the 
government  of  Italy  with  the  title  of 
King,  though  without  using  the  royal 
ensigns.  In  469,  Theodoric,  King  of 
the  Ostrogoths,  instigated  by  Zeno, 
Emperor  of  the  East,  enter«il  Italy 
willi  a  large  army,  and  after  several 
battles  of  varying  results  besieged 
Odoacer  in  Kavenna.  After  a  sit^ 
of  nearly  three  vears  Odoacer  sur- 
renderee!, on  condition  that  the  king- 
dom of  Italy  should  be  shared  be- 
tween him  and  Theodoric.

OlUvIer,  Olivier  Emlle,  % 
French  MaleaDuui ;  ixini  at  Marseille* 
in  1826.  He  becamea  memberof  the 
Paris  bar  In  1847,  and  was  for  serentl 
Tears  an  active  member  of  the  Lwl^ 
lative  Assembly.  He  became,  in  \S1% 
Prime  Minister  of  France  and  Min- 
ister of  Justice,  but  the  declaration  of 
war  against  Germany,  and  its  dlsw- 
trouB  results,  caosed  the  overthrow  of 
his  ministry  on  Augnst  Q  of  the  same 
year.  He  is  the  author  of  numeroos 
works  on  law,  and  is  a  member  of  the 
French  Academy. 

Omar  I. ,  Aboo-Hafliah  Ibn« 
OOl-Kbatabt  the  second  Caliph  of 
the  Moslems,  was  a  distant  relative  (^ 
Mohammed  and  was  bora  in  681  A.  d. 
After  having  attempted  to  hill  the 
Prophet  he  was  converted  to  his  doo. 
trinea  about  615  A.  D.,  and  succeeded 
Abou-Behr  in  634.  His  forcea  cap. 
tnred  Damascus  in  635,  defented  the 
Greeks  at  Yarmook,  and  took  Jeru- 
salem aboQt  638.  He  treated  the 
Christians  of  that  dty  with  kind- 
ne«,  and  constmcied  on  the  site  of 
Solomon's  temple  a  masnificent 
mosque,  which  still  bc«ra  his  name. 
He  conquered  Syria  and  Persia  and 
foonded  the  dlr  of  Koofah.  Egypt 
was  subjugated  about  640  by  one  of 
his  generals,  named  Amroo,  who 
causM  the  great  librsrv  at  Alex- 
andria to  be  bnmt.  After  having 
cnntribated  greatlv  to  the  pnwrew 
of  the  Atith  of  Islam  and  establish-  ^ 
ed  a  reputation  for  wisdom,  ability, 
and  justice,  Omar  was  assassinated  by 
a  Peruan  riave  at  Medina  in  644. 

Omar  Paaha  (Michael  La'^ 
tab),  a  distinguished  Turkish  oom< 
nuuider:  bom  in  Croatia  in  1806; 
removed  to  Coostaotini^e  at  an 
ckriy  ft;  embiBoad  the  Uth  of 
Hoiuni;  diangcd  his  name:  tat«i>> 
ed  the  army,  and  waa  rapidly  pr*- 
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motad,  until  he  in  1846  Mlsined 
the  rank  of  Puha.  During  the  Cri- 
mean war,  ss  comDuutder-in-chief  of 
the  Turkish  nnnies,  he  defeUed  the 
Buniuu  in  severnl  battles,  iumj  co- 
opeiBted  with  Ihe  forcea  of  England 
and  France.     Died  April  18, 1871. 

O'Heara,  Barry  Edward, 
a  phTsidnn;  bom  in  Ireland  in  1780; 
accompanied  Napoleon  I.  in  his  exile 
to  8l  Helena ;  became  an  especial  fo- 
Torite  with  the  ex-Emperor,  and  in 
1822  published  a  work  which  attract- 
ed greet  attention,  and  which  van  en- 
titled 1/apoUm  m  KiiU ;  or,  A  Voiet 
JroM  Sl  HtUna.     Died  1 830. 

Opie,  Ameliat  an  English 
writer,  wifeof  John  Opie,  and  daugh- 
ter of  Dr,  Jamea  Aldersoa,  was  bora 
St  Norwich  in  17G9.  Among  her  nu- 
merous works,  which  were  popular 
and  «ucc«8sful,  are  tales,  poems,  and 
an  account  of  the  French  revolution 
of  1830.     Died  1853.

Orange,  ■WllHam,  Pbisce  ov, 
mmamed  tkk  Silent,  the  founder 
of  the  Dutch  republic,  was  ihe  eldest 
son  of  William,  fount  of  Nassau,  and 
waabomatDillcnhurg  in  April,  1533. 
He  WM  descended  from  an  ancient 
aovereign  family  (one  member  of 
which,  Adolph  of  Nbukou,  became 
p^peror  of  Germany),  and  inherited 
great  oitales  in  the  Kelherlnnda,  be- 
ludea  the  principality  of  Orange  in 
France.  He  was  brought  up  as  a 
Protestaht,  and  at  the  age  of  fifteen 
was  selected  as  a  page  by  Charles  V., 
Emperor  of  Germany.  He  soon  be- 
came a  favorite  and  confidant  of  that 
sovereign,  who  earlv  discovered  the 
great  genius  and  discretion  of  the 
young  Prince.  lie  was  nppoinied 
general- in-chief  of  the  army  in  15.^4, 
and  ID  1055  was  present  at  the  abdi- 
cation of  Charlee  V.,  who  on  that 
ocouJOD  exhibited  his  (special  liiYor 
for  the  Prince  of  Orange  b;  leaning 


on  his  shoulder  during  the  ceremony 
of  abdication.  Raided  as  the  great- 
est of  the  FlemiHh  subjects  of  Spain, 
he  WHS  in  1.Vi9  sent  as  a  hostage  bv 
PhilipII.toHenryll.ofFrruiceforthe 
performance  of  the  terms  of  the  treaty 
ofCateau-Cambresis.  The  French  sov- 
ereign, supposing  him  to  be  a  Catho- 
lic, aivul^  to  him  Ihe  plan  formed 
by  the  t  rench  and  Spanish  Kings 
to  mateacre  all  the  Protestants  In 
their  respective  dominions.  "Wil- 
liam earned  the  surname  of  'the  Ki- 
lent,'"  says  Motley,  "from  the  man- 
ner in  which  he  received  these  com- 
mnnications  from  Henry  without  re- 
vealing to  the  monarch  by  word  or 
look  the  enormous  blunder  which  he 
had  commitled.  His  purpose  was 
fixed  from  that  hour."  Resolving  to 
defeat  the  designs  of  these  sovereigns, 
he  proceeded  with  great  secrecy  and 
diwretion,  and  contiiuicd  to  act  as 
Councillor  of  Stale  »nd  as  Stadt- 
hoUler  of  Holland  and  odier  prov- 
inces in  the  Low  Countries.  A  feel- 
ing of  mulusl  hostility  arose  l<elween 
William  and  Philip  II.  An  insur- 
rection, caused  by  the  attempt  to  es- 
tablish the  Spanish  Inquisition,  broke 
out  in  the  Netlicrlands  in  156ft.  The 
Prince  of  Oranj^  refused  to  take  the 
new  oaths  required,  and  in  I>>ti7  of- 
fered to  resign  all  his  ofhces.  At  the 
same  time  the  Duke  of  Alvn,  as  Gov- 
ernor and  commander-in-chief,  with 
an  army  entered  the  Nelherlandx  to 
eflert  their  subjugation.  William, 
knowing  that  he  was  already  con- 
demned, retired  to  his  principality  in 
France.  In  the  year  following,  (he 
Inquisition  cnndenined  nearly  all  the 
inhabitants  of  the  Kelherlandn  in 
death  as  heretics.

of  Alexandria,  and  at  t^ie  age  of 
eighteen  whs  appointed  to  the  olBce 
of  catechist.  He  became  very  as- 
cetic, performed  his  duties  with 
freat  leal,  and  was  ordained  a  pres- 
yier  at  ciesarea  about  230.  He  set- 
tled in  that  city,  where  he  gained  a 

and  as  an  eloquent  preacher.  He 
studied  the  Greek  philosouhy,  and 
endeavored  to  harmonize  the  leach- 
ings  of  Plato  wllb  those  of  Christ. 
To  escape  perHeeiition  he  in  23o  fled 


ment  which  contained  Che  Hebrew 
text  with  several  Greek  versions,  and 
where  he  wrote  an  able  defence  of 
Christianity  in  reply  to  an  attack  of 
an  Epicurean  philosopher  named  Cei- 
sua.

subsequently  adopted  by  the  Arians. 
His  teachlnics,  which  had  prevailed 
throughout  Kyria  and  E^vpt,  were 
condemned  by  the  Council  of  Coq- 
stantinople,  in  5.53.     Died  in  253, 

Orient*,  d',  Louis  PhiHppe 
Josephf  Due,  ereai-gtandson  of  the 
Due  d'Orl^ans,  Kegeiit  of  France,  whs 
bom  at  Suint-Cloud  in  1747,  and  had 
the  title  of  Due  de  CharlreB  durine 
his  fkther'B  life.    He  possessed  good 


abilities,  but  early  fell  into  the  groa- 
est  debaucherieH,  in  which  be  con- 
tinued to  the  end  of  his  career.  He 
bei'oiDe  estranged  from  the  (»urt,  and 
on  the  meembly  of  the  States-General 
Uiok  the  popular  side.  He  became  a 
member  of  the  Nalional  Assembly, 
renounced  bis  titles,  and  took  the 
name  of  Egalit4.  At  the  Uiol  of  his 
cousin.  Louts  XV'I.,  be  gave  bis  vote 
for  the  death  of  the  King,  ailing 
his  sense  of  duty  and  his  belief  that 
every  one  who  did  anything  contrary 
to  the  sovereignty  of  the  people  de- 
served death.  The  vole  was  received 
with  BCTf  <*f  dii^ust,  and  by  no  nieans 
increased  the  safely  of  bis  own  posi- 
tion. He  waa  accused,  and,  though 
he  escaped  to  Marseilles,  he  waa 
seized  and  brought  back  to  Paria,  waa 
condemned  to  death  by  the  revolu- 
tionary tribunal,  and  was  executed 
November  tj,  1793.  In  1769  he  mar- 
ried Louise  Marie  do  Bonrbon  Pen- 
(hii^vre,  bv  wliom  he  had  one  son, 
Louis  Phdippe,  afterward  King  of 
the  French,  and  a  daughter.  Madem- 
oiselle d'Orl^ns. 

Orltons,  d',  Philippe,  Due, 
Regent  of  France,  son  of  Philippe, 
Due  d'Url&ins,  was  bom  at  Saint- 
(;loud  in  11)74 ;  entered  the  army  at 
the  age  of  seventeen,  and  gained  dis- 
tinction for  ability  and  courat;e  at  the 
battles  of  Sleenkerke  and  Neerwin- 
den.  As  commander  of  the  army  in 
Italy  in  1706  he  was  defeated  at 
Turin  by  Prince  Eugene,  but  two 
years  later  he  gained  several  victo- 
ries in  i^pain.  lie  became  Regent  of 
France  ot  the  death  of  Iiouis  XIV,, 


1723. 

OrlofT,  Alexia,  Covht,  a  Rus- 
sian commander  and  diplonialiflt,  the 
son  of  Uen.  Feodor  Orion,  was  born  in 
1787.  He  served,  with  the  rank  of 
adjutant,  against  Bonaparte,  and  be- 
came colonel  of  a  r^ment  of  im- 
perial guards  at  BL  Petersbu^  in 
1826,  and  the  favorite  of  tlie  Czar 
Nicholas.  He  was  soon  after  cre- 
ated a  Count,  was   promoted  lo  a 
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high  command  in  the  army,  repre- 
sented Russia  at  the  Congreas  of  Paris, 
in  1856,  and  in  the  same  year  was  ap- 
pointed President  of  the  Grand  Coun- 
cil of  the  £mpire  and  Ministry,  the 
highest  offidai  position  to  which  a 
Bobract  could  attain.    Died  1861. 

Ormondy  James  Butler» 
fint  Duke  of,  was  bom,  of  an  ancient 
Irish  familjr,  in  London  in  1610,  and 
■oooeeded  his  nandiather  as  Earl  of 
Ormond  in  1632.  He  went  to  Ireland 
the  year  followiiw,  became  intimate 
with  the  Earl  of  Strafford,  and  in 
1641  was  appointed  ccnnmander-in- 
chief  of  the  army  in  Ireland,  defeat- 
ed the  Irish  insurgents  at  Kilrush  and 
Boss,  adhered  to  Uie  cause  of  Charles 
L  during  the  Ciyil  War,  and  became, 
in  1644,  Lord  Lieutenant  of  Ireland. 
The  Parliamentary  forces  having  taken 
Dublin  in  1647,  and  the  Duke  of  Or- 
mond finding  himself  unable  to.  fur- 
ther oppose  them,  he  retired  to  France 
and  became  the  intimate  companion 
and  counsellor  of  Charles  II.  At  the 
Bestoration  he  was  created  Duke  of 
Ormond,  and  in  1662  was  again  ap- 

S>int6d  Lord-Lieutenant  of  Ireland, 
led  in  1688. 

Orsay ,  dS  Alfred  Guil- 
laume  Gabriel,  Count,  distin- 
guished for  his  accomplishments,  at- 
tractive manners,  and  as  a  lender 
of  fashion,  was  bom  in  France  in 
1801.  He  removed  to  London,  where 
in  1827  he  married  a  daughter  of 
Lord  Blessington.  He  was  on  terms 
of  intimacy  with  Louis  Napoleon 
(subsequently  Napoleon  lU.),  Ix>rd 
Byron,  Bulwer,  and  other  distin- 
guished men.    Died  1852. 

Orsiniy  Felice,  an  Italian  con- 
spirator ;  bom  in  1819.  As  leader  of 
tne  band  which  attempted  to  asBaasi- 
nate  Napoleon  III.  in  January,  1858, 
he  was  arrested,  and  was  executed  in 
the  month  of  March  followins. 

Oscar  II«9  King  of  Sweden  and 
Norway;  bora  January  21, 181^.  En- 
tering the  armv,  he  was  promoted  to 
the  rank  of  lieutenant^neral,  in 
1857  married  the  Princess  Sophia  of 
Nassau,  and  in  1872  sucoeeaed  his 


brother,  Charles  XV.,  on  the  throne 
of  Sweiden  and  Norway.  He  was 
crowned  with  his  Queen  at  Dront- 
heim,  in  Norway.  July  18. 1873. 

Osceola,  a  utmous  cnief  of  the 
Seminole  Indians,  was  bom  in  Flor- 
ida in  1803.  His  wife  having  been 
seised  as  a  slave  in  1835,  he  com- 
menced a  war  against  the  whites 
and  carried  it  on  for  two  ^eais, 
when  he  was  captured.  He  died  in 
Fort  Moultrie  in  1837. 

Osman  I*,  or  Othman,  dis- 
tinguished as  the  founder  of  the  Otto- 
man dynasty,  was  the  son  of  a  Turko- 
man leader,  and  in  1280  became  the 
chief  of  hi^  tribe.  Invading  Greece 
in  1299,  he  subjugated  that  country, 
and  also  the  province  of  Bithynia. 
He  died  in  1326,  and  left  the  reputsr 
tion  of  a  wise  and  humane  Prince. 

O 88 oil 9  Margaret  FuUer^ 
Mabchiomess.  an  American  author ; 
bom  in  Cambridgeport,  Massachu- 
setts, May  23,  1810:  was  the  daugh- 
ter of  Timothy  Fuller,  who  conduct- 
ed her  early  education.  She  made 
rapid  progress  in  her  studies,  espe- 
cially in  that  of  modem  languages, 
which  after  the  death  of  her  father, 
in  1835,  she  taught  in  Boston.  In 
1837  she  became  principal  of  a  school 
in  Providence.  In  1840  slie  became 
editor  of  The  Dial,  a  quarterly  jour- 
nal, conducting  it  for  two  years,  aided 
by  R.  W.  Emerson,  George  Ripley, 
and  others,  and  about  1843  accepted 
charge  of  the  literary  department  of 
the  AeiP  York  Tribune,  She  went 
to  Europe  in  the  spring  of  1846. 
and  in  December,  1847,  was  married 
to  a  Roman  nobleman,  the  Marquis 
Giovanni  Angelo  Otisoli.  At  the  siege 
of  Rome,  in  1849,  she  exhibited  great 
devotion  and  courage  in  caring  for  the 
sick  and  wounded.  Her  death,  with 
that  of  her  husband  and  child,  was 
caused  (July  16,  1850)  by  the  wreck- 
ing^ off  Long  Island,  of  the  ship  in 
which  she  was  returning  to  America. 

Ossufia,  or  Osufia,  Don  Pe- 
dro TeUez  y  Giron,  Duke  of,  a 
Spanish  statesman ;  bom  at  Vallado- 
lid  in  1579,  and  studied  at  Salaman' 
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Hsring  repaired  to  the  court  of  Philip 
II.,  he  gave  ofienoe  bj  his  ntftrkling 
but  caiutic  wit,  whidi  cauaea  him  to 
be  baniahed  from  coart  He  returned 
-  after  the  death  of  Philip  II.,  bat  was 
again  baniilied.  Recalled  to  Spain  in 
lo07,  he  was  made  a  member  of  the 
Oooncil  and  a  knight  of  the  Golden 
Fleece.  He  fiirored  the  treaty  with 
Holland  in  1609,  oj^poaed  (bat  inef- 
fisctually)  the  ezpuliion  of  the  Moors, 
and  beaune,  in  1616,  Viceroy  of  Nar 
pies,  where  he  protected  the  people 
against  the  exactions  of  the  priests 
ud  nobles.  After  ffaining  a  brilliant 
victory  over  the  Venetians  in  1617, 
he  was  removed  bv  Philip  III.  for 
leftuing  to  establish  the  Inquisition 
in  Naples.  He  was  taken  to  Spain 
and  imprisoned  there  until  his  death, 
which  occurred  in  1624. 

OthOy  Marcus  SalviuSy  the 
descendant  of  a  patrician  family:  bom 
about  S2  ▲.  D.  f  conspired  with  the 
guards  against  the  Emperor  Gkdba. 
whose  Ute  he  took  in  68  a.  d.,  and 
immediately  assumed  the  purple.  Vi- 
tellius  was  proclaimed  Emperor  at 
about  the  same  time  by  the  legions  in 
Germany.  Othomarched  against  him, 
but)  having  been  defeated,  committed 
suicide  in  April,  69. 

Otho  1. 9  sumamed  thx  Great, 
was  bom  in  912  a.  d.,  and  was  the  sun 
of  Henry  I.,  Emperor  of  Germany, 
whom  he  succeeded  in  936.  He  re- 
duced Boleslaw^  Duke  of  Bohemia,  to 
vassalage,  restricted  the  power  of  his 
feudal  barons,  founded  manv  bishop- 
rics, and  actively  promoted  the  propa- 
Sition  of  Christianity.  He  subjugated 
arold,  King  of  the  banes,  compelled 
him  to  be  baptized,  gained  a  decisive 
victorr  in  Italy  in  961  over  an  usurper 
namea  Berenflnrius,  married  Adelaide, 
the  widow  of  King  Lotharius,  and  was 
crowned  Emperor  at  Rome  in  962  by 
Fops  JohnXlL  He  soon  after  caused 
this  Pope,  who  had  conspired  against 
him.  to  be  deposed,  and  Xeo  Vul.  to 
iw  e/eceed  in  his  stead.  He  died  in 
^  •ileor  conferring  many  benefita 
^  ieb«  aatioiia  atrigeot  to  hia  role^ 
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11.,  who  had  married  the  Princess 
Theophania,  daughter  ol  Nioepfaorua 
Phocas,  Emperor  of  the  East. 

Otho  It*  9  son  of  Uie  preoedin|^ 
was  bora  in  95^  and  sucoeeded  his 
fiither  in  978.  His  elevation  being 
opposed  by  his  mother,  Adelaide^  he 
expelled  her  from  the  ooiirt  and  de- 
feated her  partisans,  who  had  raised 
Henry,  Duke  of  Bavaria,  to  the 
throne.  He  repulsed  the  Danea  and 
the  Bohemians,  who  wished  to  take 
advantage  of  the  troubles  of  the  em- 
pire, and  afterward  crossed  the  Alps 
to  reduce  the  Calabrians  to  sulgeo- 
tion,  but  was  defeated  by  the  Sara- 
cens, who  supported  the  cauae  of 
his  enemies,  lie  assembled  another 
army,  attacked  the  Calabriana  and 
Saracens,  and  obtained  a  complete 
victorv.    Died  at  Rome  983. 

Otho  HI.  9  son  of  the  preceding 
was  only  three  years  old  when  hia 
father  died.  During  his  minority 
the  empire  was  administered  by  his 
grandmother,  Adelaide,  and  the 
Archbishop  of  Cologne.  In  996  he 
entered  Italy  with  a  large  army, 
and  was  crowned  Emperor  of  Gtor> 
manv,  at  Rome,  by  Gregory  V.  In 
997  he  revisited  Italy  to  repress  the 
insurrection  of  Grescentius,  whom  he 
put  to  death.  On  his  return  to  Ger> 
many  he  made  Boleslaos  £ang  of 
Poland,  and  soon  afber  again  went  to 
Italy  to  defend  it  against  the  Sara- 
cens. He  died  at  Uke  castle  of  Pa- 
terae, in  the  Campagna,  1002. 

Otho  IV. ,  bora  in  1174,  was  the 
son  of  Henrv  the  Lion,  Duke  of  Sax- 
ony, and  Matilda,  sister  of  Richard 
Coeur  de  Lion.  On  the  death,  in 
1197,  of  the  Emperor  Henry  Vl., 
who  left  the  crown  to  his  infant  son, 
Frederick,  Otho,  supported  by  the 
Guelphs,  claimed  the  imperial  throne, 
but  was  opposed  by  Philip  of  Swabia, 
who  was  supported  by  the  Ghibel- 
ines.  After  a  civil  war  of  eight 
years  Otho  fled  to  England,  and 
Philip  held  the  throne  till  1208, 
when  he  was  assassinated.  Otho 
then  returned,  waa  recogniaed  aa 
Emperor,  and  waa  orowned  at  Boma

hj  Pope  Innocent  III.  io  1209.  He 
wu  excommunicated  by  the  Pnpe 
for  Beiiing  lands  which  the  CountegB 
Matilda  bequeathed  to  the  Holjr  See, 
and  was  fornutUj  deposed  hj  theUer- 
mait  Princee,  nho  elected  the  rightful 
heir,  Frederick,  in  his  place.  After 
a  protrikcted  struKgle,  during  which 
OUkO  was  defeated  at  the  battle  of 
Bouvines  hv  Philip  Augustus,  King 
of  France,  in  1214,  he  resigned  the 
cnivn  and  retired  to  his  hereditarj 
estates  in  Brunswick.     Died  1218. 

Otho  1. 1  King  of  (ireece,  second 
■on  of  Louis  1.,  King  of  Bavaria,  was 
bom  in  Salzburg,  June  1,  1815.  In 
hii  oerenteenlh  year  he  was  invited 
bj  the  Greelu,  wlio  had  achieved  their 
independence,  to  fill  their  throne; 
and,  the  propoeition  being  approved 
by  Great  Britain,  Fiance,  and  Kuasia 
and  ratified  by  the  King  of  Bavaria, 
he  entered  hauplia  on  Februarys, 
1833,  accompanied  by  several  officers 
of  state  who  were  to  have  the  control 
of  public  afiairB  until  he  attained  the 
age  of  twenty.  In  June,  1 8135,  he  as- 
sumed the  govemnient,  and  the  next 
year  was  married  to  the  Princess 
AJmalie  of  Oldenburg.  His  reign 
was  very  unpopular  and  disturbed 
l)y  insurrections.  The  people  finally 
organized  a  provisional  government 
and  declared  ihe  throne  vacant ;  and, 
in  1862,  Olho  leturaed  to  Bavaiia. 
Died  July  2«,  1867. 

OtlH,  JameSt  an  American 
orator  and  patriot,  the  son  of  Judge 
James  Otis,  was  bom  at  West  Bam- 
Btahle,  in  Massachusetts,  Febmarv  6, 
172S.  In  1743  he  graduated  at  har- 
vard Collie,  where  he  acquired  a 
profound  knowledge  of  classical  lit- 
erature. He  read  law,  was  admitted 
to  the  bar,  and  removed  to  Boston 
about  1750.  In  17S0  he  was  engaged 
in  the  famous  case  of  the  "writs  of 


government.  His  speech  on  this 
occasion  was  widely  circulated,  and, 
in  the  words  of  John  Adams, 
"American  independence  was  then 
and  there  bom."     He  wis  elected  to 


the  L^islature  in  lT6i^  wns  soon  reo- 
ognized  as  a  leader  of  the  popnlar 
party,  and  wss  sent  as  a  delegate  to 
the  Congress  which  met  in  New  Yoric 
in  1765.  He  produced  several  treat- 
ises in  which  he  ably  defended  the 
cause  of  the  colonics  against  the  ty- 
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became  jnrtially  deranged.     He  died 

froni  the  effects  of  lightning  in  1TB3. 

Ottley.  l\'illlam  Youug,  an 

English  painter  and  author;  bom  in 
17T1.  After  passing  many  years  in 
Italy  he  returned  to  England,  was  In 
1SS3  appointed  keeper  of  the  print* 
in  tbe  British  Museum,  and  was  sub^ 
sequently  elected  a  Fellow  of  tbe 
Ruval  Society  and  of  the  Socie^  of 
Antiquaries.     Died  1836. 

Otway,  Tliomas,  an  English 
dramutiet.  Bom  in  SuKsei  in  1651 ; 
died  in  16S5.  Among  his  works  may 
be  mentioned  Atcibiadis,  a  tragedy, 
Don  Ourloe,  The  Oiphun,  Vmiee  Fr'e- 
terttd,  and  Cbiui  Mariui, 

Oudinot,  Nicolas  CharleSt 

Due  de  Keggio,  a  French  general, 
bom  at  Bar-Bur-Omain  in  1TG7 ;  be- 
came a  colonel  in  1793,  and  in  the 
year  following  made  a  gallant  resist- 
ance, with  only  one  regimenl,  foreight 
hours,  to  a  body  of  ten  thousand  Aus- 
trians.  For  iHis  act  he  was  made  a 
general  of  brigade.  He  soon  alter 
captured  Treves,  was  wounded  five 
times  in  a  battle  near  Mannheim,  in 
October,  1795,  and  was  appointed  gen- 
end  of  division  and  chief  of  staH' un- 
der Massena  in  1?99.  He  contributed 
maieriallv  to  the  capture  of  Vienna 
and  to  the  victory  at  Austeriitz,  in 
1805,  and  to  the  victory  of  Fried- 
land,  in  1S07,  and  in  the  same  year 
won  the  victory  of  Ostrolenko.  He 
gained  further  distinction  at  ^'ienna, 
Wagram,  and  on  olhei-  fields,  in  1809, 
and  was  created  a  Marshal  of  France 
and  Xhic  de  Beggio  during  that  year. 
He  fought  at  Lutien  and  Bautien  in 
'813,  but  was  afterward  defeated  by 
' '-*--  — Onw-Baeren.    Having 
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adhered  tolbectiuseor  Loaii  XVIII. 
upon  the  return  of  Napoleon  from 
Elba,  he  was  aDbeequenUy  given  a 
high  command  in  the  French  army, 
and  in  1823  paiticipaled  in  the  cap- 
ture of  Madrid.     Died  1S47. 

Oudry,  Jean  Bapttnte.  a 
French  artist  eipedallT  skilful  aa  a 
painter  of  animals,  wia  born  in  Paris 
in  10B6,Bnd  was  patroniwd  br  Loui* 
XV.  of  France  and  b7  the  King  of 
Duimark.    Died  1T&5. 

Orerbeck,  Frledrtclt,  n  Ger- 
man punier ;  bom  at  Lubeck  in  1789; 
(tudied  at  Vienna,  and  subeeiiuently 
In  Bome,  where  h«  became  one  of  the 
founders  of  »h*t  i«  known  in  Oer- 
niMij  a*  the  romantic  or  symbolic 
school  of  painting.  Among  the  great- 
CM  of  his  works  are  "The  Miracle  of 
Boaeaof  St.  Francis,"  a  fresco,  "The 
Entnuice  of  Christ  into  Jerusalem," 
and  "Tfae  Influence  of  Christianity 
in  the  Arts."     Died  in  1069. 

Ovid,  or  Publiiis  Ovldlas

^uentljr  filled  several  judicial  poei-

oil  genius  was  exliiliited  at  an  earl^ 
age.

About  1821  he  bought  a  larn 
tract  of  land  at  Kew  Harmony,  Inoi- 
ana,  where  he  attempted,  but  unsoo- 
ceatirullT,  to  carry  out  his  theories  on 
sodali^.     Uieif  in  1866. 

Oxenxtlemt  Axeli  Cotnsr,  a 
Swedish  statesman;  bom  at  Fand,  in 
Upland,  Jnne  16,  1583.  He  studied 
at  Jena  and  Wittenberg,  was  elected 
Senator  at  the  aoe  of  Iwent/-«ix,  and 
was  appointed  Prime  Minister  and 
Chancellor  of  Sweden  by  the  great 
Gnflavna  Adolplius  in  Itill.  Oien- 
stiem,  by  his  rare  prudence,  great 
ability,  and  indomitable  energy,  oan> 
tributed  in  a  remarkable  degree  to 
the  victories  of  his  sovereign.  Ua 
Senate  of  Sweden,  after  Oustavna 
Adolpbns  had  been  killed,  in  ItSSi, 
conferred   upon    Ozenstiem  all   the

1  of  the  F^vtertant  leagne,  car- 
ried on  the  war  against  Germany, 
gained  lerentl  Tictoriea,  and  b«eanM 
diatingiiished  aa  one  of  tfae  ableat 
Hatcanen  of  that  age.

Kez,  a  Spanish  patriot  end  general ; 
im  of  a  noble  lamily;  became  in 
1520  the  leader  of  an  immrrection 
•gainst  King  Carloa  (the  Emperor 
Qiarles  V.).  Thin  rerolt  was  caused 
hj  the  extortions  of  the  FleuiKh  fa- 
Toritea  of  that  sovereign.  Padilla 
gained  a  victory  over  the  roval 
forces  et  Segovia,  captured  Valia- 
dolid  (tlien  tiie  capital  of  Spain),  and 
deposed  Adrian  of  L'trecht,  the  Ke- 
sent  appointed  b;  Cliarlcs.  Removed 
uom  auciioriiy  by  di»ienBioiiB  in  hia 
own  party,  Padilla  was  retitored  to 
ccmmaod  about  the  commencement  of 
1521,  but  was  defeated  and  \aken  pris- 
oner at  the  battle  of  Villalar,  April, 
1521,  and  put  to  death  the  next  day. 
Paez,  JoBri  Antonio,  a  South 
American  general ;  bora  near  Aoiri- 

fua,  province  of  Barinas,  June  13, 
7S0;  gained  renown  under  Bolivar 
in  varluuB  battles  aeainst  the  Span- 
iards.  He  was  elected,  in  1630,  Presi- 
dent of  Venezuela,  was  re-elected  to 
that  position  in  IS^S.  and  was  made 
Dictator  in  1846,  but  was  exiled  in 
18S0.  Died  in  New  Yorlt,  May  6, 
18T3. 

Pa^aninl,  NiccolJ»,  a  per- 
former  of  rare  skill  on  the  violin, 
was  born  at  Genoa  in  1T84;  studied 
under  Rolla,  Ghiretli,  and  Peer.  By 
his  peribrmances  in  Vienna,  London, 
Pang,  and  other  cities,  which  were 
Mgarded  at  marvellous,  he  acquired 


ninu  of  money.  He  led  s 
proHigateanddissolutelife.  Died  1840. 
Paine,  Thomas,  a  political 
writer  and  free-thinlcer  ;  bom  at  Thet- 
ford,  Norfolk,  England,  in  1737.  His 
father  woa  a  meniber  of  the  Society  of 
Friends,  and  was  by  trade  a  staymaker, 
in  which  trade  Thomas  himself  was 
brought  up.  Af^er  being  employed 
for  a  time  aa  a  school-teaciier  in  Lon- 
don and  in  otlier  callings,  he  emi- 
grated to  America  in  1TT4.  He  soon 
after  became  the  editor  of  (he  Peitn- 
aylvania  JUagniint,  Btphiladelphia,and 
in  January,  1TT6,  prodnced  a  treatise 
entitled  Oommon  fimtt,  in  which  he 
advocated,  with  greatahility,  Ihesepa- 
ration  of  the  colunitw  from  Great  Brit- 
ain, and  American  independence.  It 
created  a  profound  impression,  pro- 
'  nioted  the  republican  cause,  and  ren- 
dered the  author  celebrated.  He  en- 
listed as  B  volunteer  in  tlie  American 
armv  in  the  autumn  of  that  rear,  and 
to  dispel  the  gloom  which  pervaded 
the  ranlcs  of  the  patriots  in  the  win- 
ter of  1776-77  he  issued  The  C'lm*, 
numl)erB  of  which  continued  to  ap- 
pear for  several  years  at  trregnuir 
periods  and  met  with  great  Bucce». 
He  was  in  1777  appointed  secretary 
of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Aflaira 
in  Congress,  which  position  he  held 
for  two  years,  and  in  1781  accompa- 
nied .  Col.  Laurens,  who  went  to 
France  to  negotiate  a  loan  for  the 
United  States.  As  a  reward  for  his 
services  to  the  American  cause.  Con- 
gress presented  him  with  three  thou- 
sand dollars  in  1785,  and  [lie  ii^tate 
of  New  Yorli  with  three  hundred 
acres  of  land.  He  subsequently  again 
visited  France,  where  lie  produced 
hia  very  popular  work  entitled  Rii/hlt 
of  Man,  which  was  written  in  reply  to 
the  RrfiettumtmthtFraKhReToialion, 
hy  Edmund  Burke.  Elected  to  the 
Yrm^  National  Coovantion  in  Sep- 
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lember  IT92,  bf  the  voters  of  Pas-de- 
Calais,  he  acted  w  ith  th  eGi  ron  diBtii,  and 
Toted  for  the  banUhment  of  the  King. 
He  WM  c:tpened  from  the  Convention 
in  1793  nn  a  foreigner  bv  (he  Jacobins, 
and  wan  placed  in  confinement  under 
tbe  decree  H-hich  retiuired  that  all 
EntcliBbmen  found  in  France  should 
be  impriBoned,  During  the  Keign  of 
Terror  he  came  very  near  being  put 
to  death,  but  was  released  in  ITM 
tbrough  the  inflnencK  of  Jnines  Mon- 
roe, ai'ierward  President  of  the  Uni- 
ted Stales,  and  was  restored  to  his  seat 
in  the  Convention.  In  the  following 
year  he  issned  his  deiatical  work  en- 
iitltd'HuAgeof  Ittamm.  lie  returned 
to  the  United  Btaieu  in  1802,  and  died 
in  Mew  York  City  in  1809. 

Paialello,  Giovanni,  an 
Italian  composer;  bom  at  Tarento  in 
1741.  He  studied  nndcr  Durante 
at  Naples,  where  be  was  appointed 
chnpelniBHter  to  the  King.  His 
operas  entitled  Li  Papilla  and  II 
Monda  alia  Ht/poeio,  whieh  appeared 
about  1TIJ4,  ^ined.him  great  distinc- 
tion. He  visited  Paris  m  1802  upon 
the  invitation  of  Bonaparte,  and  was 
appointed  chapelmaaler  there.  After 
two  years  he  returned  to  Naples.  | 
He  Bitbseqtienllj  produced  numerous 
popular  operas.

saved  by  the  royal  favor  from  the 
Massacre  of  SL  Bartholomew,  in 
1572.  He  was  afterward,  for  his  re- 
ligious opinions,  tlirown  into  the  Itaa- 
lille,  where  he  died  in  1589.  He  was 
the  author  of  several  scientific  works 
relating  to  his  art. 

Palladlo,  Andrea,  an  lUlian 
architect;  bom  at  Vii«nzu  in  l.'ilS. 
After  studying  at  Home  he  seltlol  in 
his  native  citv,  which  he  adorned 
with  the  productions  of  his  genius. 
He  also  constructed  sereial  fine  build- 
ings in  Venira,  and  wh  the  author  of

Pallas,  Peter  Simon,  a  Ger-

[e  nis  appoinled  professor  of  natu- 
rsl  hiitorj  in  the  Academy  o{  St. 
PeterBburg  in  17G7,  and  afterward 
travelled  to  the  boundaries  of  China, 
making  researchta  in  liis  favorite  sci- 
ence, lie  was  the  author  of  a  large 
number  of  acientiGc  works,  and  was  a 
foreign  associate  of  tha  French  Insti- 
tute.   Died  in  Berlin  in  ISU. 

Palmai  Jacopo,  lumaraed  TBI 
Elder,  a  dintinxuished  Venetian 
painter.  Bom  about  1600;  died 
kbout  1546. 

Palma,  Jacopo,  BurnamedTHE 
YousOBR,  nephew  of  the  preceding, 
an  Italian  painter  of  great  ability. 
Bom  in  Venice  in  1544;  died  1628. 

Palmerston,  Henry  Jobn

the  peerage  of  Ireland,  belonee<l  to 
the  same  family  w  the  celebrated 
81t  William  Temple  of  the  time  of 
Charles  II.,  James  II.,  and  William 
III.  He  studied  at  Harrow,  Edin- 
buivh,  and  the  Univeraily  of  Cam- 
bridge, and  succeeded  his  father  to 
the  title  of  Viscount  at  the  age  of 
eighteen.  He  entered  Parliament  as 
a  Tory  in  1807,  was  appoinled  a 
Lord  of  the  Admiralty  in  the  same 
year,  and  soon  became  distinguish- 
ed for  his  practical  business  abil- 
ity and  shrewdness  in  political 
aflairs.  He  was  in  1809  appointed 
Secretary  of  War  in  the  Perdval 
Ministry,  and  two  years  later  was 
elected  to  Parliament  bjr  the  Uni- 
versity of  Cambridge,  which  he  con- 
tinued to  represent  in  that  body  for 
about  twenty  years.  He  remained 
Secretary  at  War  for  about  eighteen 
jeua  under  different  Ministriea,  but. 


reflising  to  anre  under  the  Duke  of 
Wellington,  resigned  in  1828.  He 
became  a  debater  of  unusual  ability, 
and  favored  in  foreign  aflairs  the  pol- 
icy of  Canning.  Although  a  Tory, 
he  was  Secretaij  of  Foreign  Affaiia 
in  the  Whig  Ministry  Inrmed  in 
1830.  He  held  the  positioa  until 
ism,  when  he  resigned  with  his  col- 
lea^es.  He  was  again  reappointed 
to  it  in  1835,  and  retained  in  it  until 
1841.  He  look  a  prominent  part  in 
Flaatern  aflaim,  and  efietled  a  treaty 
with  KuBsia,  Aiislria,  and  Prussia  to

SirtantadvantHgesinSyria.  ThisLord 
ilmerslon  accomplished  to  the  exclu- 
sion of  the  French  government,  whiufa 
was  inclined  to  favor  Mehemet  Ali. 

Lotd  PalmetstoD  reeigned  his  pou- 
tiim  as  Minister  of  Foreign  Affaila 
upon  the  acceseioD  to  power  of  Sir 
Bobert  Peel,  in  1841,  but  in  1846  was 
reappointed  to  it  in  the  Cabinet  formed 
by  Lord  John  Russell.  He  pursued  a 
neutral  policy  in  reference  to  affair* 
in  France,  but  was  one  of  the  first  U> 
rew^niie  the  French  repuUic  and  to 
favor  the  course  pursued  by  LouiaNa- 
poleon.  After  filling  diflerenl  Cabinet 
positions,  he  was  Prime  Minister  from 
February,  1855,  to  February,  1858,  and 
from  June,  1859,  until  his  death, 
which  occurred  October  18,  1866.  He 
represented  Tiverton  in  Parliament 
for  the  last  thirty  yeare  of  his  life. 

Palomino  de  Castro  y  Ve- 
lasco,  l>on  Aviaclo  Antonio, 
a  Spanish  painter  of  eminence;  bom 
in  1653  in  Valencia ;  was  a  pupil  of 
VnldeB,  and  became  painter  to  the 
King.  He  subsequently  entered  the 
priesthood.  Among  his  principal 
works  may  be  mentioned  a  "Conlca- 
sion  of  St.  Peter,"  and  five  pictures 
in  the  choir  of  the  cathedral  at  Cor- 
dova. He  was  also  the  author  of  a 
work  in  three  volumes,  entitled  The 
Pirlorial  Miigeum.     Died  1726. 

Pamphilus,  an  eminent  Greek 
painter:  Dom  at  Amphipolis;  flour- 
!.i.nj  ;«  (I,.,  f,     ■• 
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Paoll,  dl(  Pasquale,  «  Corsi- 

can  general ;  born  at  Roetino  in 
1726.  The  Coreicans,  having  re- 
voked Sfmlinst  the  Ucnotse,  imtde 
Psuli  TO  rum  ander- in-chief  of  tlieir 
army  in  1755.  lie  (lefeateil  [ho 
Uenoese  in  niimeruua  engagemenlti, 
obtained  poiwesiiton  of  I  lie  greater 
portion  of  Coiiiicii,  and  organized  a 
liberal  government.  The  Genoese, 
finding  their  ellbrls  lo  reiluce  Cocsiia 
were  unavailing,  ceded  llioir  claimB 
to  tliat  idlund  to  France  in  1768. 
Paoli  gained  two  vic-lorles  that  year 
over  tlie  French  forces,  but  was  him- 
self  defeated  with  great  loss  at  Ponle 
Kuovo  in  17<i9.  He  went  to  Ungland, 
and  in  1789  woa  recalled  by  the  Na- 
tional Aiaembly  of  France,  and  woa 
appointed  lien  tenant-general  and  com- 
tnanderof  Corsica  by  Louis  XVI.  He 
l>ecanie  hostile  Co  leaiieia  of  the  French 
Hevolnlion,  favored  the  interests  of 
the  British,  und  in  1791  transferred 
to  Ihem  the  sovereignty  of  the  island. 
Died  1807. 

Papin,  Denis,  a  French  exper- 
imental philosopher  and  physi^n ; 
bom  at  Blois,  22(1  Augnst,  1647 ;  prac- 
tised medicine  with  auccesa  in  Paris; 
visited  England;  was  elected  a  Fel- 
low of  the  Royal  Society,  and  was  as- 
sociated with  Boyle  in  Iiiit  pneumatic 
experiment.  He  was  afterward  pro- 
feiaor  of  inathematiui  at  Marburg.  To 
Papin  belongs  the  high  honor  of  hav- 
ing lirst  applied  steam  to  produce  mo- 
tion by  raising  a  piston.  He  is  also  i 
llie  inventor  of  the  safely- valve,  and  | 
discovered  llie  principle  of  action  of  j 
thesiplwn.     Died  about  1714.  I 

Papiiiiant  or  Papiulanua,  | 
.^lllllillS  PaulllH,  an  eminent  l 
lawyer  of  Rome;  bom  about  145 
A.  D. ;  was  prn'lorian  prefect  under 
the  Enijieror  Scvcrim.  ARcr  the 
death  of  Jjeverus,  his  son  and  sue-  , 
rowor,  Caracalla,  dimniKsed  Papinian 
from  Ills  oflice,  and  in  212  A.  D. 
caused  him  to  be  put  to  death  under 
various  pretexts,  tlie  real  reasoii^ how- 
ever, appearing  to  be  Uist  the  Empe- 


I  ror  was  afraid  that  the  inflneticc  of  a 
man  so  able  and  upright  would  be 
!  dangerous  to  his  power.  His  higli 
'  reputation  as  a  jurist  waa  much  en- 
hanced !>y  the  strong  moral  feelii^ 
and  stem,  unbending  honculy  which 
were  equally  characteristic  of  him, 
and  which  have  Htamjied  his  works 
with  an  ineffaceable  inipreaa. 

Papirius  Cimor,  Lucius,  a 
Roinoii  general  who  gained  a  largo 

nites,  was  mode  Dictator  in  332  b.  c. 
and  again  in  303  b.  c.,  and  was  five 
times  elected  Consul. 

Pappeulielni,  von,  Gott- 
&ica  Ucinrlch,  Count,  an  im- 
perial Fic]d-Man)hal  of  Germanv; 
born  in  1594.  After  eihibiting  dis- 
tinguished ability  and  courage  on  nu- 
merous Qelds,  he  woa  killed  at  the 
battleof  Lutzcn  (where  he  command- 
ed a  corps  under  Wallenstein),  in  1632. 
Paracelsus,  PliUlppus  Aii- 
reolus  Theophrastiis  Bom- 
bastus  vou  Hobenheim,  a 
Swiss  alchemist  and  empiric;  bom  in 
1493,  in  the  canton  of  SchwitiL  He  led 
a  wandering  life  and  performed  soma 
remarkable  cures.  He  was  for  a  short 
time  (about  152G]  professor  of  medi- 
cine and  suivery  in  the  Univenity  of 
Bile.  While  many  of  his  theories 
are  very  absurd,  the  introduction  of 
some  viuuable  and  powerful  medicines 
is  attributed  lo  him.     Died  1541. 

Parepa-Rosta,  Euplirosyne* 
a  distinguished  operatic  singer;  bom 
in  Edinburgh  inl830;  performed  with 
brilliant  success  in  most  of  the  capitaU 
of  Europe,  and  in  the  principal  cities 
of  America.  Died  in  London,  Janu- 
ary_21,  1874. 

Paris,  Louis  Altiert  Phil- 
ippe d'Orl^aiiH,  CuMTE  de,  the 
head  of  the  French  house  of  Orl&ns, 
and  grandson  of  Louis  I'hilinpe.  late 
King  of  the  F'rench,  was  Ixim  in 
Paris,  August  24,  1838,  and  was  edu- 
cated in  Knglund.  In  1861,  in  coni- 
rany  with  his  brother,  the  Due  de 
Chartrea,  and  his  uncle,  the  Prince

to  Anne  Boleyn.  After  narrow!/  es- 
caping being  burned  to  death  as  a 
heretic  during  the  Ttiiea  of  Marj,  be 
was  made,  br  Qneen  SSiEabeth,  Arch- 
bishop of  Canterbury.  He  assisted 
in  leformlng  the  Liturgy,  and  was 
the  author  of  several  theological 
works.    Died  1675. 

Parker,  Theodorei  au  Ameri- 
can theologian  of  the  rationalistic 
•chool,  was  bom  at  Lexington,  Maeea- 
chosetlB,  August  24,  ISIO.  He  studied 
in  the  theological  school  at  Cam- 
bridge, commenced  preaching  as  a 
Unitarian  at  Barnstable  in  1836,  and 
was  settled  at  West  Roibnry  in  1S37. 
He  embraced  soon  after  the  views  of 
the  German  rationalist^  and  in  1840 
teceived  the  degne  of  A.  H.  from 
Hamid  Univaiaity.  His  theological 
Tkwi  niied  a  grat  oppoddon  and 


hoatUity  to  him  among  the  Unituiani. 
He  vidted  Europe  ta  1843-44,  and 
on  his  return  b«^an  preschii^  at  the 
Melodeon,  in  Beaton,  and  the  ye>r 
following  became  the  editor  of  the 
MonaelnaelU  Quarterty.  He  was  a 
lealous  opponent  of  Blavery.  He 
Uain  visiEtil  Europe,  on  account  of 
ill-health,  in  1656,  and  died  at  Flor- 
ence^ May  10,  1860.  He  was  the  an- 
dior  of  numerous  works,  which  wem 
pnblished  in  London  in  1866  in  a 
complete  set  of  twelve  volumea.

Co,  an  Italian  painter.  Bom  near

Paterson,  WilUam,  one  of 
the  moat  celebrated  of  the  conuner- 
cial  schemers  of  the  seventeenth  cen- 
tury, was  a  Scotchman,  and  was  bom 
in  the  pariah  of  Tinwald,  Dumfries- 
shire, in  1658.  He  was  the  first  pro- 
jector of  the  Bank  of  England  (incor- 
porated in  1694),  and  was  one  of  the 
original  directors.

Patrickt  St.,  patron  saint  of  the 
Irish,  was  bom  at  Bannevan,  in  Scot- 
huid,  in  372  a.  d.,  and  is  said  to  have 
been  the  first  peraon  who  pKached 
Qiris^anity  in  Ireland,  where  hia 
labon  wet*  oowned  with  remark* 
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able  succesd.   He  died  at  an  advanced 
age,  probablv  ubout  460  a.  d. 

Pani,  A^dclliia  Maria  Glo- 
rillda,  a.  dinlingiiEHhed  opcntlic  eing- 
er;  bom,  of  llalinn  deBcenl,

1  niiulo  her  firbt 
appearance  on  llie  operatic  stage  in 
hew  York  in  1H59,  aiid  achievcfl  a 
great  siircuts.

Paul.  St.,  termed  The  Apostle 

of  the  CreiltlleM,  wax  bom,  of  a 
Hebrew  Tamily.  at  Taraiia,  and  vag  a 
Roman  citizen  by  birthright.  He  was 
at  firat  u  bitter  pcrseciilur  of  the  early 
ChrixtianB,  but,  becoming  converted 
to  Uieir  faith,  )>n>pagate(l  ibcir  doc- 
trines with  rjtre  lenl  and  alulitv, 
especially  among  the  (ientileB.  He 
was  the  author  uf  u  large  number  of 
epistles,  aumc  of  whicli  n]>pear  in  the 
New  Testament,  and  fonndeil  many 
Christian  churches.  He  is  lielicved 
to  have  Buflered  nmrtyrdom  at  Bome 
about  the  year  6S  A.  D. 

Paul  1. 1  bom  in  Rome,  was 
elected  Pope  to  succeed  Stephen  IH. 
in  757.  lie  was  siitceeded  about  ten 
years  later  by  Stephen  IV. 

Paul  II.,  born  in  Venice  in  1418, 
became  Pope  as  successor  to  I'iiis  II. 
in  146-1.  At  his  death,  which  occur- 
red in  14TI,  he  was  Hucceeded  by  Six- 
tus  IV. 

Paul  III.  (Almbandro  Far- 
HKse)  was  bom  in  Canino  about  I4r>6, 
anil  was  elected  to  succeed  Clement 
VH.  in  lo:U.  In  1540  he  approved 
the  founding  of  Ihe  new  order  of 
Je8Uits,excommunicatcd  Henry  VIII. 
of  England,  and,  to  opjiose  the  teach- 
ings of  Lulher,  convened  the  Conncil 
of  Trent  in  1345,  He  aided  the  Em- 
pcnir  Chnrlcs  V.  with  twelve  thou- 
s)uid  8oidicn<  to  serve  aguinsi  the  Pro- 
testant Prini-es  of  Germany.  His 
Rrandson,  Oltavio  Famese,  married 
>[argaret,  the  daughter  of  that  Em- 
peror. He  was  succeeded  at  his  death, 
in  Io49,  by  Julius  III. 


[  Paul  IV.  (GiAw  PiETRo  Ca- 
raffa),  bomatOBpriglioBl>outl47fi; 
'  became  Pope  in  155i>;  carried  on  m 
j  war  with  Piiilip  II.  of  Spain,  and  wal 
\  compelled  to  sue  for  peace  by  Philip's 
I  general,  the  Duke  of  Alva.  He  lo- 
fnsvd  to  recogniie  the  title  of  Eliia- 
lieih.  Queen  of  England.  After  hii 
dealli,  which  occurred  in  1569,  two  of 
Ills  nephews  were  executed  for  ibtax 
crimes  hy  bia  successor,  Pius  IV. 

Paul  V.  (Cauii.lo  Bobghese) 
was  bom  in  Rome  in  1552,  and  was 
choeen  as  the  successor  of  Leo  XL 
in  1G05.  He  was  succeeded  at  his 
death,  in  1621,  by  Gr^ry  XV. 

Paul,  Emperor  of  Russia,  son  of 
Peler  III.  anfTCaiheritiell.,  was  bom 
in  1754.  Catherine,  after  having 
caused  the  assassination  of  her  hus- 
band, treated  Paul  with  great  harsh- 
ness and  excliideil  him  from  taking 
any  part  in  the  affiurs  of  Stale.  Ho 
married  Mary  of  ^Vi'irtemberg  in 
1TT6,  ascended  (he  throne  in  170G, 
followed  a  diOerent  policy  from  thai 
pursued  by  his  mother,  treated  the 
Poles  more  leniently,  and  joined  the 
coalition  against  France.  Provoked 
by  his  tyranny  and  inefficiency,  Coaot 
Pnhlcn  and  others  formed  a  conspir- 
acy against  him, entered  his  chamber, 
and  ossasfiinnlod  him  in  March,  1801. 
He  wss  auci«eded  by  bis  sou,  Alexan- 
der 1. 
Paul  Veronese.    See  Caou- 

Panlus,  Lucius  .Emilias, 

a  Roman  general  and  patrician,  was 
elected  Consul  in  219  a,  c,  and  again 
in  216  B.  c.  He  was  killed  whila 
bravely  fighting  against  Hannibal,  at 
the  battle  of  Cannie,  in  that  year. 
His  daughter  jEmilia  married  Scipio 
AfHcanUB,  sumamed  "tlie  Oreat." 

Paulus.  Lucius  .^iiiiliuB) 
son  of  the  preceding,  was  bom  about* 
230  B,  c.  He  was  chosen  prtetor  in 
191  B.  c,  and  won  a  great  and  decis- 
ive victory  over  the  Lusilani  in 
Spain.  He  was  elected  fDonsul  in  182 
B.  c,  and  uain  in  168  b.  c.  In  the 
same  year  be  deftoted  and  captured 
Perseus,  was  awarded  the  honor  of  a 
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triumph,  and  was  fonuuned  Magb- 
wancvs.  One  ci  his  0001,  who  was 
adopted  by  Scipio  AMcanoB^  became 
diitingaiiihed  as  Sdpio  Afrkanus  the 
Yoonger.    Died  leO  B.  c. 

Paiisanias,  a  Spartan  general, 
■on  of  deombrotus,  and  nephew  of 
Leonidas,  waa  the  commander  of  the 
Qredan  army  that  gained  the  victory 
at  Plataea  over  the  Persians  under 
Mardonius,  in  479  b.  c.  With  the 
naval  forces  of  Greece  he  captured 
Bysantium,  in  477  B.  0.  He  was  ac- 
cnsed  of  arrogance  and  undue  ambi- 
t&oo,  and  was  finally  detected  in  a 
treasonable  correspondence  with  the 
Kinf  <^  Persia.  Escaping  to  a  tem- 
j^^be  died  in  it  of  starvation  about 
468B.C. 

Pausanias  became  King  of 
fifparU  in  444  B.  c.    Died  about  380. 

PausaniaSy  a  Greek  traveller 
and  author  who  lived  about  176  ▲.  i>. 
His  work  /(inerary,  or  Degcription  of 
Qreete.  has  been  translated  into  Eng- 
lish. 

Paxton,  Sir  Joseph,  an  Enp^ 
Ush  architect.  Bom  in  1808 ;  died  m 
180&  He  designed  and  superintended 
the  construction  of  the  Crvstal  Palace 
in  London  in  which  the  World's  Fair 
was  held  in  1851,  the  Crystal  Palace 
at  Sydenham,  and  many  other  edi- 


lPB,jnef  John  Howard,  an 

American  actor  and  poet  eroedally 
dirtinguished  as  the  author  of  Home, 
Sntd  Borne,  was  bom  in  New  York 
in  1792.  He  produced  several  dramas, 
and  was  in  1851  sent  as  Consul  to 
Tunis.    Died  1852. 

Peabody,  Gleorge»  a  philan- 
thropist and  capitalist ;  bom  m  Dan- 
Yen,  Massachusetts,  in  1795,  of  poor 
parents.  He  removed  to  Baltimore, 
where  he  was  very  successful  in  busi- 
ness, and  afterwaid  settled  in  London, 
in  which  city,  as  a  banker,  he  acquir- 
ed sreat  wealth.  Previous  to  his 
deau,  which  occarred  in  1869,  he 
expended  more  than  five  millions  of 
doilan  in  benevolent  enterprises,  in- 
duding  the  establishment  of  common 
schools  in  the  Southern  States^  the 


erection  of  a  museum  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Harvard,  the  eonstruction,  in 
London,  of  loaginff-houses  for  the 
working  dasBes,  and  the  founding  of 
a  literuy  and  sdentific  institute  in 
Baltimore. 

Pedro  II«9  l>e  Alcantara* 

Emperor  of  Brazil,  son  of  Dom  Pe- 
dro I.  and  Leopoldina,  Archduchess 
of  Austria,  was  bom  December  2, 
1825.  He  is  the  legitimate  deaoend- 
ant  of  three  great  royal  houses — Brsr 
ganza,  Bourbon,  and  Hapsburg.  He 
was  proclaimed  Emperor  of  Brazil 
upon  the  abdication  of  his  father,  in 
1831,  when  he  wss  but  little  more 
than  five  years  of  age,  was  educated 
with  great  care,  and  was  dedared  of 
age  in  1840  by  the  Chambers.  Ho 
married  in  1843  the  sister  of  Francis 
L,  late  King  of  Naples.  He  has  pur- 
siied  a  wiBO  and  liberal  policy,  has 
opposed  negro  slavery  in  Brazil,  is  a 
liberal  patron  of  mechanical  arts,  hss 
promoted  inland  commerce  and  navi- 
gation, and  speaks  fluently  the  lan- 
ffuaees  of  Germany,  France,  Eng- 
land, Spain,  and  Italy.  Dom  Pedro 
in  1871  issued  an  imperial  decree  for 
the  gradual  but  total  abolition  of 
slavenr  in  his  dominions,  and  subse- 
quently visited  the  United  States  and 
Europe. 

Pedro  111*9  sumamed  the 
Gbbat,  King  of  Aragon;  bom  in 
1236 ;  was  the  son  of  James  I.,  whom 
he  succeeded  in  1276.  He  carried 
on  in  Italy  a  successful  war  against 
Chades  of  Ai^ou.    Died  1285. 

Pedro  1.9  sumamed  THE  CRUEii, 
King  of  Castile  and  Leon;  bom  in 
1334;  succeeded  to  the  throne  in 
1350.  His  numerous  cmel  and  tvran- 
nical  acts  caused  a  revolt,  and  ^edro 
was  driven  from  his  throne  by  Du 
Guesclin,  but  was  restored  to  it  by 
Edward  the  Black  Prince  (of  Eng- 
land) in  1367.  Two  years  later  Pedro 
was  assassinated  by  his  brother,  Henry 
of  Trastamare. 

Peely  Sir  Robert^  an  English 
statesman,  and  the  son  of  Sir  Bobert 
Peelj  waa  bom  near  Bury,  in  Lan- 
cashire, February  5^  1788 ;  was  edu- 
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cated  at  Christ  Church,  Oxford,  where 
he  iToa  uauBUal  dietioction;  entered 
Parliament  in  1809,  and  supported 
the  Tory  administration,  lie  beoime 
Under-Secretary  for  the  Colouies  in 
1811,  and  Chief  Secretary  for  Ire- 
land in  18L2.  Three  yeani  later  he 
challenged  Daniel  0'Q>nnclI,  but  the 
duel  vae  prevented  by  the  police.  For 
hid  opposition  to  tfia  Catholics  he 
was  called  by  hia  politiool  enemies 
"Orange  Peel."  He  was  elected  to 
Pariiaraent  by  tho  University  of  Ox- 
ford in  ISIS,  Geort(e  Canning  being 
his  opponent.  Resigning  his  position 
as  Secretary,  he  was  made  chairman 
of  the  Bullion  committee  and  won  a 
high  reputation  as  a  financier.  He 
tx^me  Secretary  of  the  Home  De- 

Cment  in  the  Ministry  of  Lord 
srpool  in  1822,  resigned  that  po- 
sition when  Canning  became  Premier 
in  1327,  and  again  accepted  it  the 
next  year,  wheti  the  Duke  of  Wel- 
lington was  Prime  Minister.  Chang- 
ing his  views  on  the  question  of 
Catholic  Emancipation,  he  made  a 
very  ablespeech  in  favor  of  the  meaa- 
ure,  which,  however,  caused  him  to 
lose  hia  seat  as  member  for  the  Uni- 
versity of  Oifnrd.  He  waa  afterward 
leader  of  the  opposition  to  the  Whig 
Minialry  of  Earl  Grey,  and  in  183U 
became,  on  the  ileatU  of  hia  father,  a 
Ikironet  and  the  poateaaor  of  a  very 
large  fortune.  He  op|iosed  the  Ke- 
form  mcHaiireti  of  1H31,  imd  waa  elect- 
ed to  I'arliament  fnira  Tamworth, 
which  he  continued  to  represent  for 
seventeen  years,  lie  organited  and 
became  the  leader  of  the  ConBervatire 
party,  and  in  I)ecember,  1934,  with 
the  Duke  of  Wellington,  formed  a 
new  Miniatry,  uf  which  Sir  Robert 
I'ecl  waa  First  Lord  of  the  Treasury 
and  Premier.  He  resigned  in  the 
following  year,  aa  a  Whig  majority 
hail  been  elected  to  the  House  of 
C'ornmona.  He  again  became  Pre- 
mier in  IS41,  and  oonlinued  in  (hat 
position  for  about  Ave  years,  during 
which  time  he  contributed  greatly  to 
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I  2, 1660,  from  iiyuriea  received  a  flaw 
dsya  preriouB  by  being  thrown  from 

;  his  horse. 

I  Pelairlos,  the  lesser  of  the  sect 
I  called  "Pelagians,"  is  supposed  to 
I  havo  been  liorn  in  Britain.  He  com- 
menced preaching  his  doctrines  in  ■ 
I  Rome  about  400  A.  D.  He  admired 
I  the  teachings  of  Origen  and  oppoaed 
I  those  of  St.  Augustine  on  predestina- 
i  tion.  He  maintained  that  tlie  sin  of 
I  Adam  did  nut  alTect  the  rest  of  the 
I  human  family,  but  that  the  salvation 
I  of  each  person  depended  upon  him- 
self. Hia  doctrines  were  condemned 
!  by  several  councils,  and  he  was  bao- 
is'hed  from  Italy  in  41S.  He  waa  a 
subtle  reaaoner,  and  his  lite  waa  emi- 
nently pure, 

Pelbam,  Henry,  an  English 
Btatesman,  brother  of  the  Duke  of 
I  Newcastle,  was  born  in  16S4.  Ha 
I  became  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer 
in  1742,  and  waa  associated  with  his 
brother,  a  leading  Cabinet  Minister, 
from  1743  to  1754,  in  which  year  he 
died. 

P^lissler,  Amable  Jean 
Jacques,  Due  de  Malakoff,  « 
French  general;  bom  in  1704,  and 
served  with  diallnction  as  lieutenant- 
colonel  in  Aigorift,  where  he  ia  charg- 
ed with  having  canned  the  death  of  » 
party  of  Arabs  who  had  retreated  to  a 
cave,  by  causing  a  Sre  to  be  built  at 
its  mouth.  He  was  made  general  of 
diviaion  in  1850,  and  (lovernor-Uen- 
eral  of  Algerb  the  next  year.  Ha 
went  to  (lie  Crimea  as  commander  of 
the  First  Army  Corps  in  IHJiS,  par- 
ticipated in  the  aiegc  of  Sevastopol, 
and  became  general -in-chief  on  May 
18  of  that  year.  For  the  rcdnclion 
of  the  fort  o)  Malukoff  (Scpleinlier  ») 
he  waa  created  a  Field-Marehnl  and 
Duke  of  Malakolf.  He  was  Ambas- 
sador to  England  in  ISito,  commander 
of  the  army  of  observation  in  tlie  Ital- 
ian campaign  of  ISoO,  and  Ouvemor- 
(leneral  of  Algeria  in  IWiO.  Died 
1IJG4. 

Pelleerinl,  Pellenino,  ahn 
known  as  Yibaldi,  an  Italian  paint- 
er and  architecL    He  ia  said  to  hava 
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improved  upon  the  style  even  of 
Hichelaagelo.  Bom  near  Uilan  in 
lfi2T;  died  1G95. 

Pellico,  Silvio,  sn  Italiul  poet ; 
born  in  SbIuzzo,  PiedmrniL  in  ITSQ. 
He  was  the  intininlc  friend  nf  Lord 
Byron,  Lord  Brougham,  Madame  de 
SUel,  Ugo  FoBcolo,  and  Monti.  He 
iraa  for  Heveral  yeara  imprisoned  on 
political  charges.  An  aixount  of  Lin 
conlinenient  and  BulTerlDgB,  written 
by  himself,  eiitilled  My  iVumu,  at- 
tiMMd  grkiat  attention  And  sympathy 
and  waa  translated  into  all  the  Euro- 
ftut  languages.     Died  1854. 

PelopidtM,  a  Theban  general 
•nd  statcBman,  and  the  intimate  friend 
of  Epaminondas.  He  became  Ihe 
leader  of  the  popular  party,  and  op- 
poKd  the  Spartans  and  the  aristo- 
cratic liu.'tion,  whom  he  aurpriaed  by 
night  and  drove  out  of  TlielHs,  in  3T9 
B.  O.    He  w»«  killed  in  battle  ;>e4  b,  c. 

Pemberton,  John  CUfford, 
u  American  general ;  bom  in  Penn- 
ayUsnia  August  10,  1814;  graduated 
at  West  Puintin  1837  j  served  during 
tbe  Mexican  war;  resigned  his  com- 
minion  toon  after,  and  in  1861  en- 
tered the  Confederate  service,  be- 
wne  lieutenant-general^  and  (July 
4,  1663}  Eurrcitdered  Vlcksburg  and 
twenty-five  thousand  prbonem  to 
Oen.  Gnuit     Died  July  13,  1881. 

Peiiii,  WfUiaiii,  the  founder 
of  Pennsylvania,  son  of  8ir  William 
Penn,  an  English  admiral,  was  bom' 
in  London,  October  14,  1G44.  About 
1639  he  woi  sent  to  Christ  Cliurch 
CoIIq^,  Oxford,  where  ho  became 
acquainted  with  John  Locke,  and 
where  he  listened  to  Ihe  ^rcachin^'  of 
Thomas  I.oe,  a  member  of  Che  Society 
of  Friends,  or  Quakeis,  which  made 
a  deep  impression  upon  him.  For 
refuEing  lo  wear  a  surplice,  nccordinB 
to  the  rulcti  of  the  university,  and 
forcibly  interfering  with  those  who 
did,  Penn  and  neveral  others  were  ex- 
pelled from  Uiford.  It  is  stated  that 
upon  his  return  home  bia  father  at 
first  treated  bim  with  great  severity, 
caunng  him  to  be  beaten  and  aRer- 
ward  turned  out  of  doors,  but  that, 


subsequently  relenting,  be  sent  his 
son  to  Pans,  in  the  hope  that  lile  in 
that  gay  capital  would  allure  him 
from  mure  serious  subjects  of  contem- 
plation. This  project  for  tbe  time 
appeared  to  be  aucceaaful. 

Penn  returned  to  London  after 
making  a  tour  of  Europe,  and  com- 
menced reading  law  at  Lincoln's  Inn 
Fields.  He  subsequently  went  to 
Ireland,  visited  the  court  of  the  \'ice- 
roy  the  Duke  of  Ormond,  evinced 
courage  and  ability  in  suppressing  a 
mutiny  of  soldiers  at  Carrickfergiis, 
and  was  complimented  by  the  Luke 
of  Ormond.  At  the  city  of  Cork, 
however,  he  again  listened  to  the 
preaching  of  Thomas  Loe,  was  deeply 
affected,  and  resolved  (o  unite  witfi 
tbe  society  of  which  Loe  was  a  mem- 
ber. He  was  arrested,  with  sevetal 
Friends,  in  Cork,  in  1667,  and  was 
thrown  into  prison,  but  wiis  released 
upon  writing  to  the  Earl  of  Orrery. 
Upon  returning  to  England  his  la- 
ther for  a  time  again  ex[ielled  him 
from  his  house.  In  the  year  follow- 
ing he  produced  several  religious  trea- 
tises and  began  to  preach,  and  was 
afterward  confined  in  the  Tower  for 
some  time  on  account  of  his  religious 
views,  and  sulwequently  in  Newgate. 

Admiral  Penn,  a  short  lime  tefore 
his  death,  in  1670,  requested  the  Duke 
of  York,  with  whom  he  wsa  on  ex- 
ceedingly friendly  termB,  to  watch  over 
his  son  and  to  protect  him  wi  far  as 
poailble  from  the  difRculties  and 
dangers  to  which  he  mu»t  inevitably 
be  exposed.  He  is  also  said  to  have 
expr^sed  hia  approval  of  the  course 
puisiied  by  bis  son. 

After  publiiibing  a  large  number 
of  treatises  in  defeni*  of  his  religious 
views,  Penn  married,  in  1672,  Uuliel- 
ma  Maria  Springelt,  daughter  of  l^ir 
William  Hpringelt,  and  in  1677  ao 
com panied  Robert  IJarclay  on  a  jotir- 
ncy  to  Holland  and  Uenuany.  He 
favored  and  contributed  by  his  pen  to 
the  election  uf  Algernon  Sidney  to 
Parliament  in  1679,  and,  becoming 
interested  in  a  tract  of  land  in  Amer- 
ica known  as  West  Jersey,  to  which 
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Mme  ei^ht  hundred  Friends  soon 
after  emigmted,  and  having  inherited 
from  hia  lather  a  claim  igaiiMt  the 
crown  for  sixteen  thouaand  pounds, 
be  obtained  in  ItiSO  from  the  King, 
in  paynient  of  the  same,  an  extensive 
tract  of  land  bounded  on  the  eiDt  bv 
the  Deluwure  Kiver  and  on  (lie  south 
by  Maryland,  which,  contrary  to 
Penn's  wiehcs,  was  named  in  tlie  pat- 
ent Peniisylvanis,  For  this  prov- 
ince he  drew  up  an  exceedingly  wise 
and  liberal  plan  of  government.  He 
sailed  for  America  in  161:12,  anchored 
in  Delaware  Bay  {October  27),  and 
about  the  end  of  the  following  No- 
Tember  formed  the  celebrated  treaty 
with  the  Indians  under  an  eim  tree 
ill   that  part  of   Philadelphia    now 


twecn  the  aborigines  and  the  Ch 
tians  which  was  never  sworn  to  and 
never  broken,"    The  white  jxipula- 
tion  of  the  colony  increased  in  two 
yean  to  seven  thoueand  persons. 

In  1G84,  Penn  returned  to  England, 
was  graciously  received  at  court,  and 
made  strenuous  eHi>rU  to  protect  (he 
menibera  of  hiu  sect  from  persecution. 
In  this  be  was  partially  successful 
during  the  reign  of  Charles  II.  He 
acquired  great  influence  at  court  upon 
the  acceuiun  uf  Janice,  and  in  ItiSO 
was  the  person  chieHy  instrumental

1  prisons 
dred  Quakers. 

After  William  of  Orange  ascended 
the  throne,  Pcnn'a  former  intimacy 
with  James  11.  caused  numerous  ac- 
cusations to  be  brought  against  him. 
He  was  charged  with  high  treason, 
and  wait  tried  and  acmiitted  before 
the  Hnyal  Council.  His  first  wife 
having  dieil  in  1U94,  he  married,  in 
l(i9(i,  Hminah  Callow  hill,  and  in 
1699  made  a  second  voyage  to  Penn- 
sylvania. He  returne<l  to  Kn^land 
ill  1701.  The  latter  part  of  his  life 
was  clouded  by  financial  embarrass- 
menta,  caused  by  the  incapacily  and 
di^honextv  of  some  of  hia  agents. 
Died  July  29,  1718. 


Pennlt  Olovanol  Frtm- 
cescOi  Bumamed  il  Fattore,  an 
Italian  paiiit«r.  Born  in  Florence  in

'  PepySt  Saniilel,  an  English 
author  and  echolar;  bom  at  Bromp- 
ton  in  1632 ;  became  succeaaively  sec- 
retary (o  his  relative,  Montague  {mb- 
seiiuenlly  Earl  of  Haudwich),  and  of 
the  admiralty.  He  is  said  to  hava 
introduced  man;  important  reforms 
into  (be  British  navy.  He  waii  for 
ten  years  President  of  the  Royal  So- 
ciety. His  principal  works  are  his 
Diary,  and  Memoiri  of  lAs  Navy.  Died 
1703. 

Perceval,  Spencer,  a  British 
statesman;  bom  in  London  in  1T02.

Uin  to  the  King,  aiuF  in  17S2  was 
raised  to  the  See  of  Dromore.  He 
was  the  author  of  the  Hermit  of  Wari-- 
•urlA,  The  RtHqtut  of  Antitnt  EngtUh 
Aetry,  and  other  works.    Cied  1811. 

Perdlcoas,  a  Macedonian  gen- 
eral, mm  of  Orontes,  command^  a 
division  under  Alexander  the  Great 
in  the  Fenian  invanion.  Upon  the 
death  of  that  sovereign  he  became 
BegenL  Antigonus,  Antipater,  and 
Ptolemy,  Kinfj  of  Egj'pt,  having 
formed  a  coalition  against  him,  Per- 
diocas  matched  against  the  Utter,  and 
was  defeated  and  slain  by  his  muti- 
nous Mldierg  in  321  b.  c.

Pericles,  an  Athenian  statesman, 
orator,  end  general,  was  the  wn  of 
XauthippuB,  a  distinguished  com-  : 
toandcr,  and  was  educated  under  | 
Zeno  of  IClea,  Anaiagoras,  and  Da-  I 
mon.  He  became  the  leader  of  the  ' 
democratic  party  about  470  b.  c,  and  | 
gained  popularity  by  obtaining  tlie  I 
passage  of  acvera'l  laws  favoniQe  to  i 
the  people,  but  difilaHleful  to  the  aris- 
tocracy, lie  distinguislied  hiniself 
at  the  battle  of  Tanagra,  in  457,  and 
after  the  death  of  Cimon  and  the  os- 
Iracieiu  of  Thucydides  obtained  a 
power  nearly  Hupremc  in  the  govern- 
nient.  He  conquered  Sanios  in  440 
B.  C,  founded  colonies  at  Chalcia,  Hi-  ■ 
nope,  and  other  places,  and  erected 
temples  and  monuments  remarkable  ' 
for  their  taste  and  ma^ibcence. 
Among  the  matt  celebtatM  of  these

Perry,  Oliver  Hazard,  an 
American  ccHnmodore ;  born  in  Rhode 
iHlond  in  1765 ;  entered  the  navy ;  was 
rapidly  promoted,  and  l^^eplenibtr  13, 
1813),  as  commander  of  the  squadron 
on  Lake  Kric,  gained  a  brilliant  and 
decisive  victory  over  the  British  fleet, 
which  waa  conimaucled  by  Com.  Bar- 
clay. For  this  service  Com.  Perry 
was  awarded  a  gold  medal  by  Con- 
grtsB.

Peter  I.,  sumamed  the  Great, 
Ciar  of  Russia,  son  of  Alexis  Mikhiul- 
ovitch,  waa  bora  in  Moscow,  June  10, 
1672.  Although  recognized  as  the 
Role  heir  lo  the  throne,  his  sister 
Sophia,  at  the  death  of  their  father,  ! 
caused  his  brother  Ivan,  a  youth  of  ' 
weak  intellect,  lo  be  proclaimed,  with 
Peter,  and  herself  lo  lie  appointed 
Regent.  She  governed  as  such  imlil 
1689,  when  Peter  confined  her  in  a 
convent  and  atuuimed  absolute  aiilhor- 
ity.  He  studied  the  sciences  nniler 
Le  Fort,  a  Genevcse,  who  aAerward 
became  one  of  his  principal  advisers. 
In  the  year  last  mentioned  he  mar- 
ried Eodozia  Feodorovna.     Perceiv- 


ing that  Rtisua  was  far  behind  the 
rest  of  Europe  in  civilization,  artd 
puasessed  of  ambition  and  indom- 
iialile  enei^y,  he  resolved  to  place 
her  in  the  position  to  which,  by  her 
power  and  eiteni,  she  was  reasonably 
entitled.  He  oraaniied  an  army  on 
tbe  European  plan,  and  entered  it 
himself  as  a  jirivace,  studied  practi- 
cal seamanship  while  sailing  in  the 
White  Sea.  gave  his  attention  to  form- 
ing a  navy,  and  pcniuaded  numeroua 
foreign  artisans  and  engineers  to  en- 
new  navy  in  m9ti  took  Azof  from  the 
Turks.  He  travelled  trxn^tlo  in  West' 
em  Kumpc,  and  worked  as  a  ship- 
carpenter  in  Holland  for  wages,  under 
the  name  of  Peter  Tiramerman.  Ke- 
(iiniing  to  Moscow  after  an  absence  of 
about  a  year  and  a  half,  he  severely 
punished,  and  haally  disbanded,  the 
t^treltlzee,  or  household  tioopa,  who 
had  revolted  during  bb  abeence^ 
founded  naval  and  other  schoota, 
caused  many  valuable  works  to  be 
translated  into  Russian,  and,  not- 
withBianding  the  stubborn  pr«udioa 
of  bis  people,  effected  a  great  num- 
ber of  reforms.  He  formed  a  coali- 
tion in  1700  with  Poland  and  Den- 
mark against  Charles  XII.  of  Swe- 
den, was  defeated  the  mme  year  at 
Narva,  founded  fit.  Petersburg  in 
1703,  and  gained  tbe  decisive  victoiy 
of  Pultowa  over  Charles  in  1709.  In 
1711  he  married  Catherine,  a  pervon 
of  obscure  parentage,  who  had  beMi 
taken  as  a  prisoner  of  war  by  the 
Russian  army.  During  the  same  year 
he  made  an  unfortunate  invasion  of 
Turkey,  but  reduced  Finland  and  was 
victoriiiua  over  the  Swedes  in  Poia^ 
rania.  He  removed  his  court  to  St. 
Petersburg  in  1713,  travelled  again  in 
Weslem  Europe  three  years  laler,and 
vhile  at  Copenhagen  was  appointed 
commander-in-chief  of  the  combined 
fleets  of  Hussia,  Denmark,  England, 
and  Holland.  His  eldest  son.  Alexia 
strenuously  oppoung  all  reforms  and 
his  father's  policy,  waa  forced  in  1718 
to  renounce  the  succesaion,  waa  tried 
for  cotwpincy  It^  a  court  oompoaed  of 
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biahon  and  judges,  uid  in  believed  to 
hATe  been  poisoned  by  the  comnuuid 
of  Peter.  Tlie  year  followino  ho  wu 
deeply  grieved  by  the  death  of  his 
MCMid  Bon,  Peter,  the  child  of  L'alh- 
erine  and  heir-aprarent  to  the  throne. 
In  1721,  In-  the  Treaty  of  Neualadt 
with  the  King  of  Sweden,  Livonia, 
Eathonia,  Ingria,  Caria,  and  Viborg 
were  antieied  to  the  Riuaian  empire, 
while  Finland  was  restored  to  Swe- 
den. He  next  devoted  hii  attention 
to  internal  improvenienla,  and  in 
1724  founded  the  Academy  of  Sci- 
ences at  St.  Petersburg,  lie  was  huc- 
ceeded  at  hie  death,  which  occurred 
Febniarv  8,  1725,  by  his  wife,  Cath- 
erine, who  died  two  years  later,  when 
Peter  II.,  son  of  Alexia,  became  Czar. 
Elinbelh,  a  daughter  of  Peter  the 
Great,  Bubtequent^  became  Empress. 
Peter  the  Uermlt,  the  chief 
pnaaoter  of  the  firet  crtiawie,  wa* 
bom  in  the  diooese  of  Amiens  near 
the  middle  of  the  eleventh  century. 
About  1D94  he  made  a  pilgrimage  to 
Palestine,  where  with  grief  and  indig- 
nation he  beheld  the  cruel  treatment 
of  ChrictiEui  pilgrims  by  the  MoelemB. 
Betoming  to  Europe,  he  we«  author- 
ited  by  Pope  Urban  11.  t«  preach  a, 
cnuade  against  the  Mohammedans. 
He  travelled  through  France,  and  by 
bis  fervent  appeals  raised  a  host  of 
cnuaders,  eetlmnted  at  one  hundred 
thousand  men,  whom  he  led  as  far  as 
Constantinople.  Thev  were  afterward 
defeated  at  Is'ice,  and  very  few  of  the 


Peter  Martyr,  a  Protestant 
theologian ;  bom  at  Florence  in  1500.

He  gained  renown  in  fight- 
ing the  Moore  at  Tangier,  contrii>- 
uted  to  the  revolution,  was  created 
Eurl  of  Monmouth,  and  in  1697  suc- 
ceeded to  the  earldom  of  Peterbor- 
I  ough.  In  1705  he  was  made,  by 
'  Queen  Anne,  commander-in-chief  erf 
I  the  forces  sent  into  S[iain  in  support 
:  of  the  Archduke  Charles  of  Anuria, 
1  competitor  for  the  crown.  He  re- 
i  duced  Barcelona,  gained  several  bril- 
liant victories  over  the  French  and 
I  their Blliee,wjtB  made  generaliasimoof 
the  imperial  army,  and  was  created  k 
I  knightof  IheGarwr  bvGeorge  I.  He 
'  was  a  man  of  varied  talents,  and  waa 
inlimate  with  Pope,  Swift,  and  other 
illustrious  contemporarice.  Died  1736. 
PA.hioD,  or^Petion,  de  Vll- 
leneuve,  Jerome,  a  French  rev- 
olutionist; bom  in  I'lt'i;  was  in  1791 
elected  Mayor  of  Paris  over  La  Fay- 
ette, and  subsequently  acted  with  the 
Girondists.     Died  17»1. 

Potion,  Alexandre,  the  fint 
President  of  the  republic  of  Hayti, 
was  bom  at  Pott- au- Prince  in  1770. 
He  was  the  son  of  an  opulent  colonist 
by  a  mulatto  woman,  was  sent  at  an 
early  age  to  France  to  be  educated, 
and  was  given  B  commission  in  the 
French  army.  Betnming  to  Hayti, 
he  engaged  activelv  in  the  n^ro  in- 
surrection, and  gained  distinction  as 
an  officer  of  artillery.  His  disposi- 
tion was  humane,  and  he  attempted 
to  defend  the  white  coiouisis  from  the 
proscription  of  the  blacks  under  Tous- 
saint,  but  wRa  forced  to  flee  fn>m  the 
island.  He  afterwkrd  gerve<)  for  a 
time  in  the  French  army  imder  Gen. 
Le  CIcrc,  with  whom  he  returned  to 
Hayti.  Becoming  diwHected  toward 
the  canse  of  the  French  by  reason  of 
their  treachery  iind  cruelty,  he  joined 
the  party  of  IX'Ssalinc*.  at  whose  death 
he  was  elected  President  of  the  south- 
em  and  western  portion  of  the  island. 
His  death,  which  occurred  March  29, 
ISIS,  was  general!;^  deplored.  As  an 
officer  fae  was  distinguished  for  skill 
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«nd  cool  bravuT,  Mid  m  a  luler  for 

■  hit  huoatmily  and  imparli&l  jiuilice. 
Petrarch,  FrancescOr  an 
Italian  poel;  bom  at  Arezio,  in  Tus- 
ainy,  July  20, 1304.  His  falliur,  wlio 
wan  a  friend  of  Dante,  was  baniuhed 
from  Florciii-e  on  politiiitl  grounds. 
He  removed  to  Avignon,  wliere  Fran- 
cesco, after  Btudying  at  Monlpellier, 
became  a  great  favorite  nt  llie  pspal 
court  and  yian  palronized  by  Cardinal 
Cnloima.  Jn  1327  he  beome  drspe- 
rately  enamored  of  Loiira  dc  Hade 
(daughter  of  Audebert  de  Xoves,  and 
the  wife  of  Ilu^li  de  S»dc|,  a  ludy  of 
rank  and  rare  lieaiity.  While  Hhe  did 
not  encourage  hin  piuwion,  she  perr 
mitted  him,  according  to  the  usage  of 
that  age,  to  addrem  to  her  those  aon- 
neta  and  other  poems  which  have  ren- 
dered her  name  immortal.  He  after- 
ward travelled  extenHtveiy  through 
Kurope,  founded  the  library  of  SL 
Mark  at  Venice,  and  greaily  pro- 
moted the  revival  of  clawical  litera- 
ture In  Italy.  He  next  spent  some 
years  in  retirement,  vainly  endeavor- 
ing to  forget  his  iinfortunale  passion. 
In  1340  be  was  awarded  the  laurel 
crown  of  poetry  by  the  Innate  of 
Rome,  and  was  crowned  at  the  Capi- 
tiil  in  that  city  in  1341.  He  wo^ 
afterward  sent,  as  a  colleague  of 
Kienzl,  on  an  embassy  to  Pope  Clem- 
ent VI.  He  suhdequently  became 
Archdean>n  of  Parma  and  was  ottered 
a  hiHhnpric,  which  he  declined.  After 
the  death  of  I^aiira,  in  1348,  he  pro- 
duced in  her  memory  a  number  of 
exquisite  sonnets.  He  also  composed 
pueniH  in  Latin  whiirh  were  greatly 
admired,  though  they  were  inferior  to 
his  Italian  poA^  About  1350  he 
liegan  to  resiile  at  the  court  of  Vis- 
conti,  Lonl  of  Milan,  who  sent  liim 
on  diplomatic  niiHsioiiM  to  llio  £m- 
penirof  Germanv,  the  Kinj! of  Prance, 
and  the  republic  of  Veni<'e.  lie  cnm- 
poheii  in  all  li)  Ijiura  dc  Snde  over 
three  liundred  sonnets  imd  liftv  can- 
wni.     Died  Julv  19,  1374. 

Pettte,  John,  R.  A.,  a  Scottish 
anist;  bom  in  Edinburgh  in  1839; 
waa  the  pupil  of  Robert  Ekott  Lander 


and  John  Ballantyne;  contributed  to 
the  exhibilione  of  the  Royal  Scottish 
Academy  and  of  the  Kuyal  Academy, 
London.  He  was  December  22, 1873, 
elected  a  Koyal  Acadeniicinn,  itf  the 
place  of  the  lale  Sir  Kdwin  Landseer. 
Among  his  {iroduelionB  are  "  Geoi]^ 
Fux  refusing  to  take  the  Oath  at 
Houlker  Hall,  a.  d.

After  travelling  in  Asia  Minor, 
Norway,  Sweden,  and  Iceland,  sha 
made  two  journeys  around  (he  world, 
commencing  the  Jirst  in  184(t,  the  seo- 
ond  in  1851.  She  publiahed  accounU 
of  both  journeys.     Died  1S68. 

Ph(edru8i  Juliiis,  a  lAtin 
fabulist;  bom  on  the  frontier  of 
Tlirace  and  Macedonia;  became  a 
slave  of  the  Emperor  Augustus,  by 
whom  he  waa  manumitted.  The  date 
of  hisdeaih  ii  unknown. 

Phidias,  a  Greek  icalptor 
of  great  skill  and  genius,  is  sup- 
posed to  have  been  bom  at  Atbeni 
about  400  B.  c.  He  waa  a  pupil  of 
Aseladas,  a  sculptor  of  Argos,  and 
other  masters,  and  acquired  the  friend- 
ship of  Pericles,  who  about  444  b.  c. 
commenced  adorning  the  Acropolis, 
and  who  appointed  him  superintend- 
ent of  all  the  public  edifices.  He  ex- 
celled not  only  as  a  sculptor,  but  aa 
an  architect,  and  is  placed  by  Rus- 
kin  Bl  the  head  of  (lie  three  greatest 
architects  Ihc  world  has  nniduced, 
the  other  two  bein^  Michelangelo 
and  Giotto.  Died  about  432  b.  <\ 
Among  his  works  were  a  t'olossal

Philip  U.,  King  of  Uacedmi, 
■on  of  Ainp)tai,waa  faoni  in  362  B.  c. 
Detained  at  Thebea  for  aeveral  yean 
aa  a  hoatage,  he  became  intimate  with 
Epaminondas.  He  ncceeded  hb 
brother  Perdiccaa  to  the  throne  in 
869,  married  Olymiuaa,  daughter  of 
the  King  of  Epirua,  and  wtenraid 
aptoied  Amphipolia^  PotidM*  and 
Pfdiia  bom  uie  Atheniana  and  an- 
nexed them  to  Hacedon,  and  still 
later  allied  himaelf  with  the  Thebana 
againat  the  Atheniana  and  Phocian^ 
and  endeavored  to  overthrow  the  in- 
dependence of  the  8tatCB  of  Greece. 
He  reduced  Olpithus  in  347  b.  c, 
and  bj  the  conqueet  of  Phocia,  a  ^ear 
later,  obtained  a  vote  in  the  Amphio- 
tjronic  Council.  The  Atheniana  com- 
pelled him  to  retire  from  Byiantium 
and  Perinthug,  which  he  was  besieg- 
ing, and  formed  againat  him  a  leagne 
of  the  Grecian  Slates,  includtng 
Thebes;  but  he  defeated  the  alliea  3£e 
B.  c.  at  the  decisive  battle  of  Chte- 
lonea,  where  he  commanded  in  per- 
aon.  This  victory  made  him  the  mas- 
ter of  Greece.  He  waa  preparing  to 
arry  on  an  aggreanve  war  againat 
Fema,  whan  he  waa  awaaainated  tnr 
Pmaania^  ona  of  Uaown  bodycDanl, 


aon,  Alexander  the  Great.  • 

Philip  IV.,  Mimamed  *hb 
Faib,  Kiiur  cif  France,  was  the  bob 
of  Philip  III.  and  laabella  of  Aregoo, 
was  ijora  in  1368,  and  auoceeded  hit 
&ther  in  1286.  He  acquired  Kavarre 
by  hb  marriage  with  Jeanne,  the 
bureea  of  that  kingdom.  He  waa 
ambitioDB  and  unacrupuloiia.  By 
treachery  he  obtained  po«ec»ion  ta 
Gnienne,  but  was  finalW  compelled 
lo  restore  all  of  it  to  Edwaid  J.  of 
England.  He  invaded  Flanders  about 
1800,  but  waa  defeated  and  driven  out 
of-the  country  by  the  Flemings.  Um 
waa,  however,  successful  in  reducing 
the  power  of  the  feudal  nobles  and  in* 
CRasing  that  of  the  ax)wn,  and  in  a 
quarrel  in  which  he  engased  with 
Pope  Bodiface  ha  humbkd  Oie  Papal 
See  and  eaused  that  Pontiff  to  trans- 
fer hb  court  to  Avignon.  Towaid  tha 
doae  of  hb  i«igD  he  cruelly  perse- 
cuted and  suppresaed  the  order  of 
KnightE  Templar.  He  died  in  ISIi. 
Hb  son,  Louu  X.,  succeeded  him. 

Philip  II..  King  of  Spain,  son 
of  the  Emperor  Charles  V.  and  laa- 
bella of  Portugal ;  bom  at  Valladolid, 
May  21, 1527.  He  wu  io  his  charac- 
ter a  thorough  Spaniard  and  bigot. 
In  1543  he  married  Maria  of  Portu- 
gal. This  Princess  having  died  about 
1646,  be  married  Mary  Tudor,  Queen- 
R^nant  of  England,  at  London,  in 
16m,  and,  leaving  her  in  that  coun- 
try, he  went  to  meet  hU  ialher  in 
1665  at  Brussels.  Charles  V.  abdi- 
cated the  sovereignty  of  the  Nether- 
lands in  hb  Aivor  in  October  follow- 
ing, and  of  Spain  and  the  Indies  be- 
fore the  dose  of  that  year. 

An  ardent  Catholic,  Philip,  at  the 
commencement  of  hU  reign,  found 
fairoseU;  contrary  to  his  own  wishes 
in  a  hostile  attitude  toward  the  Papal 
See,  Pope  Paul  IV.  having  in  De- 
cember, ]65d,  formed  an  alliance  with 
France  in  order  to  expel  the  Bpan- 
iards  fhuD  Italy.  The  Spanish  forces 
in  1667  gained  a  dedaive  victory  over 
the  French  at  aaint-Qnentin,  and  the 
Dnka  of  Alva,  at  the  bead  of  a  Span- 


iah  vmy,  carried  on  the  war  guccetA- 
fully  in  Ilaij,  and  reduced  the  Pope 
to  the  verve  of  despair.  The  wir  wiia 
terminaied  by  the  Treaty  of  Cateau- 
Cainbresis  in  1659.  Philip  appointed 
Margaret  of  Parma  Resent  of  the 
Netherlands  and  returned  to  Spain, 
whii'h  kinRdoin  he  never  again  quit- 
ted. MBryTLi(lorhiivingdiedinl55S, 
he  married  iHabella  of  France,  who 
had  been  betrothed  to  his  aon,  Don 
Carina,  and  about  l!>t)0  transferred  his 
capital  from  Toledo  to  Madrid.  He 
re-enacted  all  the  atrocious  edicts 
against  the  followers  of  Lulher  and 
Calvin,  and  liy  his  allempla  to  estab- 
lish the  Spanish  Inmiiaition  in  the 
Ketherlanda  provoketl  an  insurrection 
in  that  coimtry,  which  only  terminat- 
ed, after  many  years,  in  the  indcpend- 
ence  of  a  large  portion  of  it.  The 
l>uke  of  AIra,  whom  Philip  sent 
there  as  Govenior-Ueneral  and  com- 
mander-in-chief, perpetrated  the 
greatest  atrocities,  oiecuting  the 
Counts  Efrmnnt  and  Horn  in  June, 
15(ja,  miMsacring  thousands  of  tiie  un- 
armed citizens  (ineltidinf;  women  and 
children),  and  causing  the  death  b^ 
difliirent  menna,  as  be  himself  esti- 
mateil  il,  of  more  than  eiglity  thou> 
•and  {lersone. 

Don  Carlos,  the  eldest  son  of  Philip, 
died  in  l'>ti8,  having,  as  man?  writers 
believe,  been  executed  directly  in  ac- 
cordance with  his  father's  orders. 
Alva  wa.-*  recallcil  from  his  command 
in  the  Netherlands  in  l(iT3,  and  was 
succeeded  by  Don  John  of  Austria 
and  Alexander  Faniese,  neither  of 
whom  was  sncccRsfnl  in  subduing  the 
heroic  and  indomitable  will  of  Ihe 
people  of  tiie  Netherlands.  The  pro- 
tracted war  cost  Philip  immense  sums 
of  niouey,  caiit«d  him  ^rcal  financial 
embarnissnienls,  and  seriously  delayed 
his  projects  against  France  and  Eng- 
land. He  succeeded  his  uncle  llen- 
riijue  as  King  of  Portugal  in  15B0, 
promoted  the  relicllion  of  the  Catli- 
olic  league  against  Henry  IV.  of 
France,  and  equipped  the  powerful 
fleet,  hnowD  as  "the  Invincible  Ar- 
mada," which  lailed  in  Mf,  1S8S, 
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for  the  conquest  of  England.  It  wm 
attacked  and  defeated,  after  it  had 
parsed  the  Straits  of  Dover,  by  the 
British  fleet,  and  a  large  number  of 
Spanish  ships  were  captured  or  de- 
stroyed. The  Spanish  admiral,  at- 
tempting to  escape  northward  by  the 
Orkneys,  was  overtaken  by  a  violent 
storm  which  dispersed  his  tieet.  Many 
of  his  vessels  were  wrecked,  and  only 
small  portion  of  the   Armada  re-

Philip  III.,  King  of  Spain,  son 
of  the  preceding,  was  bum  in  1&78, 
and  ascended  the  throne  at  the  age  of 
twenty.  He  was  indolent,  incapably 
and  devoted  to  the  bigoted  policy  of 
his  father.  He  continued  the  wur  in 
the  Netherlands  for  some  years,  but 
was  hnally  compelled  to  recognize  the 
independence  of  the  Seven  United 
Provinces.  The  Moors  wore  eipelled 
from  Spain  in  1610.  Their  number 
has  been  estimated  atone  million,  and 
their  de^rtnre  greatly  impairt^  the 
proxpcrily  of  that  country.  He  was 
succeeded  at  his  death,  in  March, 
1621,  by  hU  son,  Philip  IV. 

Philip  IV.  of  Spain,  son  of  the 
preceding,  wo^  bom  in  l(i05,  and  as- 
cended the  throne  in  1621.  Uniting 
in  a  league  with  Germany  against  llie 
I'roloitnnls  of  Kurope,  lie  Iwcame  in- 
volved in  a  long  and  disastrous  war 
against  England,  I  foil  and,  France, 
and  Sweden.  Peace  was  concluded 
by  the  Treaty  of  Westphalia,  in  1648, 
with  all  these  powers  except  France, 
under  which  Spain  was  obliged  lo 
surrender  several  cities,  colonics,  and 
islands.  He  was  succeeded  at  bis 
death,  in  September,  1665,  by  his  son, 
Charles  11. 

-•hiyp  \ 

of  Louis  XlV. 
bom  at  Versailles  in  1683,  and  was  in 
his  youth  styled  the  Duke  of  Aiyou. 
Charles  II.  of  Spain,  having  no  direct 
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oppased  in  the  war  of  the  Spanish 
Succession  by  Austria,  England,  and 
Holland,  but  were  supported  by 
France  and  nearly  all  of  iSpain.  His 
forces  won  a  decisive  victory  at  Al- 
manza  in  1707,  and  lie  was  recognized 
as  King  of  Spain  by  the  Treaty  of 
Utrecht,  in  1713.  He  abtlicated  in 
1724  iA  favor  of  his  son  Louis,  but 
upon  the  death  of  that  prince,  a  few 
months  later,  resumed  authority,  and 
was  at  his  death,  in  1746,  succeeded 
by  his  son,  Ferdinand  VI. 

Philip  the  Good,  Duke  of  Bur- 
gundy, son  of  Jean  Sans  Peur  and  fa- 
ther of  Charles  the  Bold,  was  bom  at 
Dijon  in  1396.  As  an  ally  of  Henry 
V.  of  England  he  fought  against 
Charles  VII.  of  France  from  1422  to 
1435.  He  afterward  formed  an  alli- 
ance with  the  latter,  added  several 
provinces  to  his  possessions  founded 
the  order  of  the  Golden  Fleece,  and 
at  his  death,  in  1467,  was  succeeded 
by  his  son,  Charles  the  Bold. 

Philip  Augrustus,  or  Philip 
It.  9  King  of  France,  was  born  in 
1165,  and  succeeded  his  father,  Louis 
VII.,  in  1180.  He  banished  the  Jews 
from  France,  confiscating  their  prop- 
erty, assisted  the  sons  of  Henry  II.  of 
England  in  their  rebellion  against 
their  father,  united  in  a  crusade  to 
Palestine  with  Kichard  Ccpur  de  Lion, 
and,  subsequently  abandoning  his 
ally,  returned  to  France.  A  war 
with  England  ensued,  and  after  tlie 
accession  of  John  to  the  throne  of 
that  country  Philip  conquered  Nor- 
mandy and  Anjou  and  annexed  them 
to  hb  own  dominions.  He  ailcrward 
prepared  to  invade  England  at  the 
instigation  of  Pope  Innocent  III., 
who  had  deposed  King  John,  but, 
upon  that  King  making  an  abject 
submission  to  the  Papal  See,  was  com- 
pelled by  the  Pontin  to  renounce  the 
enterprise.  The  French  fleet  was, 
however,  defeated  by  the  English  and 
destroyed.  Philip  subsequently  in- 
Taded  Flanders,  captured  several 
towns,  and  gained  a  decisive  victory 
over  tlie  Germans  and  Flemings  at 
Bouvines.    He  was  Bucoeeded  at  his 


death,  in   1223,  by   hb    son.    Louis 
VIIL 

Phillips,  Wendelly  an  Ameri- 
can orator  and  philanthropist;  bom 
in  Boston,  November  29, 1811 ;  gradu- 
ated at  Harvard  in  1831,  at  Cam- 
bridge Law  School  two  years  later, 
and  commenced  the  practice  of  law. 
He  became  one  of  the  leading  cham- 
pions of  the  anti-slavery  movement 
and  an  advocate  of  temperance  and 
other  reforms,  and  during  the  ciWI 
war  urged  the  emancipation  of  the 
slaves  at  the  South.  He  vehemently 
opposed  the  Southern  policy  of  Presi- 
dent Hayes.  He  is  one  of  the  most 
polished,  forcible,  and  eloquent  speak- 
ers in  America. 

PhiIo-Jiid$eii8,  a  learned  Jew; 
born  in  Alexandria  about  20  B.  a  He 
was  attached  to  the  philosophy  of 
Plato,  and  was  sometimes  called 
Philo  the  Platonist.  Frag- 
ments only  of  his  works  are  extant. 

Pliilopoeilieil,  a  (ireek  general 
and  statesman ;  bom  in  Megalopolis, 
in  Arcadia,  about  252  B.  c. ;  contribut- 
ed to  the  defeat  of  Cleomenes  the 
Spartan  at  Sellasia  about  221  b.  c, 
and  was  made  general  of  cavalry  about 
210.  He  was  elected  general-in-chief 
of  the  Aclijean  League  in  208,  and 
afterward  gained  three  important  vic- 
tories over  the  Spartans.  He  was 
taken  prisoner  by  the  Messenians  dur- 
ing a  siege,  and  was  compelled  to 
drink  poison  in  182  B.  c. 

Phoeioily  an  Athenian  statesman 
and  general,  the  pupil  of  Plato  and 
of  Xenocrates,  was  born  about  402  b.  c. 
In  340  he  commanded  an  army  with 
success  against  Philip  of  Macedon, 
and  became  the  leader  of  the  conser- 
vative or  aristocratic  party.  He  op- 
posed Demosthenes  and  tlie  war  with 
Philip  of  Macedon.  Plutarch  states 
that  he  was  elected  general  forty-live 
times.  He  was  in  317  b.  c.  unjustly 
condemned  on  a  charge  of  treason, 
and  put  to  death  by  the  popular  party. 

PllotiuSy  a  Byzantine  prelate  and 
author;  born  in  Constantinople,  of  a 
noble  family;  flourished  during  the 
middle  of  the  ninth  century,  and  was 
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about  S68  made  PBtriarcb  of  ConsUn- 
tinople.  He  became  involved  in  a 
diBpuCe  with  lenntius,  a,  former  Patri- 
arch, and  with  Pope  Kicholss,  and 
wu  exiled  in  886  by  the  Emperor 
Leo  VI.,  and  died  a  tevr  years  Bub6»- 
quenlly. 

Plazzl)  Joseph,  a  distin^ii^hed 
lUlian  sslronomer ;  bom  in  1746 ;  ob- 
tained the  establishment  of  an  obser- 
vatorj  at  Palermo :  made  a  neir  Ota- 
lo^ueof  the  stare;  discovered  the  aate- 
roid  Cer«s,  and  wrote  several  scieutific 
worLs.     Dies  July  22.,1S26. 

Ptcclnl,  NiccolOi  an  Italian 
composer;  bom  near  Naples  in  1728, 
and  became  a  rival  of  Gluck.  Died 
near  Paris  in  3800. 

Piccolomlnf,  Ottavlo,  a 
leader  of  the  imperial  annies;  born 
in  Italj  in  1599 ;  gained  great  distinc- 
tion durine  the  Thirty  Years'  war. 
He  was  subsequently  appointed  com- 
mander-in-chief in  the  Netherlands 


Prince.     Died  165U. 

Plch«gru,  Charles,  a  French 
general ;  bom  at  Arbois  in  1761 '  en- 
tered the  army  in  1783 ;  supported  the 

Revolutiuri  in  1789 ;  became  a  general 
of  division  in  1793  and  commander  of 
the  Army  of  the  Rhine,  and  before  the 
close  of  that  year  (^ncral- in-chief  of 
the  united  armies  of  the  Khine  and 
the  Moselle.  He  vrss  at  that  time  a 
Tavoriie  of  the  Jainbins.  In  1794  he 
succeeded  Jourdan  as  commander  of 
the  Army  of  the  North,  gained  sev- 
eral advanti^es  over  the  enemy,  and 
conquered  Holland  during  the  follow- 
ing winter.  He  was  given  command 
of  the  Army  of  the  Rhine  in  179S, 
but,  suspected  of  treason,  was  in  1796 
siipcneded  by  Moreau.  For  his  in- 
trigues against  the  Directory  he  was 
transported  to  Cayenne  in  1797,  but, 
escaping  the  next  year,  suheequently 
conspired  with  Cadoudal  against  Bona- 
parte, and  was  arrested  in  Febniaty, 
11104.  He  waa  found  dead  in  prison 
itt  April  of  that  year.

I  American  slatetman ;  bom  in  Salem, 

I  Massachusetts,  July  17,  1745;  gradu- 
ated at  Harvard ;  was  admitted  to  the 


in  the  array  under  Washington  in 
1776,  was  appointed  adjutant-general 
the  next  year,  and  quartermaster-gen- 
eral in  1780.  He  participated  in  the 
tmttles  of  Brandywine  and  German- 
town.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Fed- 
eral party,  was  appointed  Postmaster- 
Gcnerai  in  1701,  iSccretary  of  State  in 
1795,  and  was  elected  to  the  United 
States  Senate  from  Msssachusetts  in 
1803.  He  subseqnenlly  served  in 
Cotignss  as  a  member  of  the  House 
of  Representatives.     Died  1829. 

Pierce,  Franklin,  the  four- 
teenth President  of  the  United  States, 
was  bom  at  Hillsborough,  New  Hamp- 
shire, November  23,  1804.  His  father 
was  Gen.  Benjamin  Pierc«,  Governor 
of  that  State.  He  graduated  at  Bow- 
doin  College,  Maine,  in  1824,  was  ad- 
mitted to  the  bar  in  1S27,  and  wis 
elected  to  Congress  as  a  Democrat  ia 
1B33.  He  was  re-elecled  two  years 
later,  and  in  1837  was  chosen  a  United 
States  Senator.  He  resigned  hie  seat 
in  the  Senate  in  IB3S,  removed  to 
Concord,  and  devoted  his  attention  to 
the  practice  of  law.  Favoring  the 
annexation  of  Texas,  he  entered  the 
army  and  served  as  a  brigadier-gen- 
eral in  the  Mexican  war.  He  was 
elected  President  of  the  United  States 
on  the  Democratic  ticket  in  1852,  and 
was  inaugurated  March  4,  1853.  He 
used  his  official  influence  to  promote 
the  dwigns  of  the  extreme  pn>«lavet^ 
party  in  Kansas  and  elsewhere.  His 
Cabinet  was  composed  of  W.  L.  Marcy, 
Secretary  of  State;  James  Guthrie, 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury ;  Jelienion 
Davis,  Secretary  of  War :  Robert  Mc- 
Clelland, Secretary  of  (he  Interior; 
J.  Dobbin,  Secretary  of  the  Navy; 
and  Caleb  Cuahing,  Attorney-Genetal. 
During  his  administration  the  Ne- 
bruka-EaiiBaB  bill  was  passed,  the 
Miswiiri  Compromise  was  repealed, 
OiBTtown  in  Central  America  waa 
bomlwided  bj  Capt.  HoIUm  of  the 
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Tia.vy    under    instructions   bom    the 

American  goTerament,siul  Buchanan, 
Mhboii,  biuI  Soul^  three  American 
MiniEteni  in  Europe,  met  at  Oslend, 
by  direction  of  Presidenl  Pierce,  and 
issued  the  celebrated  OsteDd  Mani- 
festo, in  reference  to  the  poasaesion  of 
the  island  of  Cuba.  He  oppceed  the 
coercion  of  the  South  in  1863.  Died 
1869. 

Pierpont,  Johiii  ui  American 
poet  and  Unitarian  minialer.  Bom 
in  Connecticut  in  1786;  died  1866. 

Piuckney,  Cbarles  Cotes- 
worth,  an  American  statesman - 
bom  at  Charleston,  South  Carolina, 
in  174G  ;  was  the  son  of  Chief-Justice 
Hnckney;  wi*  educated  at  Oxford, 
England,  and  wai  admitted  to  the 
bar.  Entering  the  American  armj, 
he  became  aide.de-camp  to  Gen. 
Washington,  fought  at  Brandyvine 
ftnd  Oermantown,  and  was  promoted 
to  the  rank  of  colonel.  He  partici- 
pated in  the  battle  of  Savannali,  in 
October,  1779,  was  captured  by  the 
enemy  at  Charleston  in  1730,  and 
was  held  as  a  prisoner  until  the  close 
of  the  war.  He  was  a  member  of  the 
Convention  which  formed  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  United  States,  and  was 
by  Washington  offered,  but  declined, 
the  positions  of  Secretory  of  Slate  and 
Becretary  of  War.  He  was  subse- 
quently sent  as  Minister  to  France, 
was  made  a  m^or-gcneral  about  1798, 
and  was  in  18U0  one  of  the  Federal 
candidates  for  the  Presidoicy,  when 
Jefierson  was  elected  by  the  Bepubli- 
caOB  or  Democrats.     Died  182o. 

Pindar,  a  Grecian  lyric  poet; 
bom  near  Thebes  about  620  b.  c.  It 
is  said  that  he  studied  poetry  and 
music  at  Athens  and  was  a  pupil  of 
Corinua.  He  was  a  great  favorite 
with  the  Athenians.  His  poems  were 
remarkable  for  energy,  lervor,  and 
■ubiimity.     Died  about  440  u.  c. 

Pinkney.  WlUiani,  an  Amer- 
ican lawyer  and  orator;  bom  at  An- 
napolis, Maryland,  in  1764;  was  ad- 
mitted to  the  bar  at  the  age  of  twenty- 
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Jay's  Ueaty,  to  London,  in  1796,  and 
was  appointed  Minister  to  England 
in  1806.  He  became  Attomey-Gen- 
eial  of  the  United  Stales  in  1811, 
Minister  to  Russia  in  1S16,  and  k 
United  Sutes  Senator  in  181S.  Di«d 
1822. 

Piozzf,  Hester  Lynch,  » 
British  author,  whose  maiden-name 
was  Salisbury,  was  bom  in  Caniu- 
Yonshire  in  1739,  and  in  1763  waa 
married  to  Mr.  Thrale,  an  opulent 
brewer  and  an  intimate  ^iend  of  Dr. 
Samuel  Johnson.  After  the  de«th  of 
Mr.  Thrale,  his  widow  married  Signor 
Pioiii  and  resided  for  some  year*  in 
Florence.     Died  1821. 

Piranesi,  Giovanni  Battis- 
ta,  an  Italian  engraver  and  architect. 
Bom  in  Venice  in  1720;  died  1778. 

Piaistratlta,  an  artful  AtheDian 
demagogue  and  ruler,  flourished  in 
the  fifth  century  b,  c,  was  three  times 
raised  to  the  sovereign  aulhority  in 
Athens,  and  was  twice  ceiled  from 
thai  city.     Died  about  527  b.  c. 

Pitt,  William.  See  Chatham, 
Eabl  op. 

Pitt,  William,  an  En^ish 
statesman,  and  second  son  of  the  Eul 
of  Chaiham,  was  bom  at  Hayes,  in 
Kent,  in  May,  1769;  graduated  at 
Cambridge;    read   law   m   Lincoln*!

ister,  Pitt  was  appointed  Chancellor 
of  the  Exchequer.  The  Sbelbouma 
Ministry  having  resigned  in  March, 
1783,  Pitt  became  the  leader  of  the 
Opposition,  but  in  December  of  the 
same  year  was  made  Kiist  iMid  of 
the  Treasury  and  Premier.  The  ma- 
jority of  the  House  of  Commons  was 
then  oppotjed  to  him,  and  in  debal« 
he  had  to  contend  with  Eurke,  Sheri- 
dan, and  Foi ;  but,  upon  B  dissolution 
of  Parliament  and  the  holding  of  an 
election,  Pitt  was  Iriumphantly  bob. 
tained  by  the  nation.  Having  ths 
favor  of  Mth  aovereign  and  Parlik* 
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ment,  he  pocaeseed,  it  the  ige  of 
twenty-five,  almost  unlimited  author- 
ity. Bjftspeech  of  creat  power  and  abil- 
ity he  ■appoTted  trie  motioni  of  Wit- 
berforoe  tot  the  abtiHtion  of  the  alave- 
trade.  The  exoeeses  of  the  French 
Revolution  tended  to  confirm  hie  as- 
ceniiencv,  but  he  bei-ame  less  Hiiccee»- 
ful  when  in  1793  he  led  England  into 
ft  war  with  the  French  republic — a 
war  which  Aliaon  the  hiBtonon  Mates 
increased  the  public  debt  by  three 
hundred  millions  of  pounds.     An  act 

red  the  Irish  Parliament  in  1300 
the  union  of  Ireland  vriih  Great 
Britain.  Pitt  resigned  the  next  year, 
but  again  became  Prime  Minister  in 
1804.

PlttacuHf  a  Greek  philosopher 
and  poet,  known  as  one  of  the  Seven 
Wine  Men  of  tireei-e,  was  bom  at 
Mitylene,  in  LcsIkm,  in  6oO  B.  c.  He 
fought  with  great  dtalini^llun  against 
the  Atbeiiianii,  wliuse  cunimander, 
Phrynon,  Pittaciis  killed.     Died  500. 

Pius  I.,  PuPK,  a  native  of 
Aqnileia,  succeeded  Uyginiis  in  142 
A.  D.,  and  wan  succeeded  at  his  death, 
in  157,  bv  Aniceius. 

Pius  II.  (MtiHAS  Syi.vii-a  Pic- 
coLOMiNil,  PoPK.  bom  in  Tnwany 
in  1405,  was  elected  Pope  in  1458  as 
Biiccessor  to  Calixtiis  III.  He  wmt 
succeeded  at  his  death,  in  1464,  br 
Paul  11. 

Pius  III.  [FnANc»2ico  Toi>Ea- 
ciiiNi  Picw>LOMiNi),  Pope,  was  bum 
in  Sietina  in  1439,  and  wiu  raiwd  to 
the  Papal  See  in  1503.  At  his  death, 
which  occurred  during  tlie  same  year, 
he  was  succeeded  by  Julius  II. 

Plus  IV.  (Giovanni  Anqeuj 
bb'  Medici),  Popf,  wae  born  in  Mi- 
Ian  in  1499,  and  was  elected,  to  suc- 
ceed Paul  IV.,  in  LWO.  He  con- 
voked the  Council  of  Trent.  He  was 
succeeded  at  his  death,  in  December, 
156.V  by  Pius  V. 

PilW  V.  (MlCHELE   GhIBLIEBI), 

Popt,  bom  near  Alessandria  in  1 504, 
was  raised  to  the  Papal  See  in  1.5<i(i. 
He  instigated  bitter  persecutions 
against  the  Protestants,  and  inued  a 
bull   in  which   be  auoouuced  such 


extreme  claimB  for  the  papal  suprem- 
acy that  its  publication  was  forbidden 
bv  the  Emj>eror  of  Germany  and  the 
Kings  of  trance  and  Spain.  He  wag 
one  of  the  allies  whose  forces,  under 
Don  John  of  Austria,  won  the  great 
naval  victory  over  the  Turks  in  1571. 
He  was  succeeded  at  his  death,  in 
157a  by  Grwory  XIII. 

Pius  VI.  (Anoelo  Braschi), 
Pope,  bom  at  Cesena  in  1717,  was 
chosen  sucoexsor  to  Clement  XIV.  in 
1775.  He  became  involved  in  din- 
pules  relating  to  ecclesiastical  powers 
with  Juoeph  ll.  of  Germany,  and  waa 
subsequendv  deposed  by  the  French 
in  1796  and  taken  to  Valence,  where 
he  died  in  August  of  the  next  year. 

Pins  VII.  (tin  EnoRio  Barn  ABA. 
Chiabamonti),  Pope,  bom  at  Ce- 
sena  in  1742,  was  elected  Pope  at  Ven- 
ice in  1800,  and  soon  ader  concluded 
a  treaty  (called  the  Concordat)  with 
Bonapurte,  by  which  tlie  Catholic  re- 
ligion was  iv-establishcd  in  France. 
h  was  Higne<l  July  15,  ItJOl.  He  in 
IROI  went  to  Paris,  where  he  crowned 
Bonaparte  as  Emperor,  but  afterward 
reKiBted  him  in  several  measures.  In 
1H08  a  French  army  occupied  Rome. 
The  next  year  Napoleon  issued  an 
edict  by  which  the  Papal  Stales  wen 
annexed  to  the  F'rench  empire.  The 
Pope  then  issued  a  bull  of  excom- 
miinicstion  against  several  of  bis  ene- 
mies and  opponents.  He  waa  seized 
and  taken  from  Rome  in  July,  180S. 
and  was  detained  near  Genoa,  and 
subsequently  at  Fonlainebleau.  Ue 
steadily  resisted  the  measures  of 
Najioleon  in  ecclesiastical  mutters, 
but,  afler  signing  another  concordat, 
was  in  1S13  permitted  to  return  to 
Rome,  where  he  etTected  severe)  im- 
portant reforms.  He  was  succeeded 
at  his  death,  in  1823,  by  Leo  XII. 

Pius  VIII.  (Fhascesco  Cab- 
TioLioNi),  Pope,  born  at  Cingoli  in 
1761,  succeeded  Leo  XII.  in  1829, 
and  was  succeeded  at  hb  death,  in 
1830.  by  Gr«ory  XVI. 

Pius  IX>  (Giovanni  Mabia 
Mabtai  Fbrrkpti),  Pope,  was  bom 
■t  Siuigaglia,  Uky  13, 1792.    lie  wis 
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inteoded  for  the  army,  but,  resolving  i 
to  enter  the  Church,  wss  appointed  < 
to  aeventl  important  positions  by  Leo 
XIL,  and  in  1840  was  created  Cardi- 
nal Archbishop  of  Imola.  He  suc- 
ceeded GregoryXVI.  as  the  two  hun- 
dred and  flflv-Berenth  Koman  Pontiff 
in  June,  184'8.  In  16M  he  iesued  a 
decree  fonoBlly  declaring  w  a  doc- 
trine of  the  Church  the  immEUM- 
late  conception  of  the  Bleeaed  Virgin 
Mary.  The  most  important  event  of 
his  pontificate  WB3  the  convocation  of 
the  Vatican  Council,  at  which  biah- 
ops  from  all  parts  nf  the  Catholic 
world  assembled,  in  December,  1S69. 
This  Council  proclaimed  the  celebrat- 
ed decree  of  the  infallibilitv  of  the 
Pope  when  on  a  subject  of 'faith  or 
tnorala  he  issues  a  decree  ez  caiheiIrA 
to  the  universal  Church.  During  his 
ponlificale  the  temporal  power  of  the 
Fope  was  overthrown,  and  the  Slates 
of  the  Church  were  annexed  to  the 
kingdom  of  Italy.  Died  Februarv 
18,1878. 

Pizarro,  Francisco,  the  con- 
goeror  of  Peru,  was  bom  at  Truxillo,

In  152^  hav- 
ing obtained  the  rank  of  captain,  he 
became  associated  with  Almagro  and 
a  wealthy  priest  named  Liique  for

Pizarro  sailed  from  Panama  in  a 
small  vessel  in  November,  \!)'2i,  with 
about  one  hundred  advenmrera  of 
desperate  character  and  fortunes. 
The  enterprise  watj  unsuctcseful  and 
the  men  suffered  great  hardHhipx. 
He  started  again  in  1526,  landed  at 
Turabei  without  opposition,  found 
the  natives  wearing  rich  ornaments 
of  gold,  explored  the  coast  as  far  as 
Tnixillo  (about  9°  south  latitude), 
and,  having  lost  a  la^e  number  of 


men  by  disease,  retarned  to 
and.  with  the  approval  of  h  .  ._ 
ates,  went  to  Spain  to  solicit  aid  frcna 
the  King.  He  met  with  entire  auo- 
cess,  and  obtained  br  himself  the  ap- 
pointment as  Governor  and  Caplajn- 
Gcncral  of  such  provinces  as  lie 
might  conquer  within  six  hundred 
miles  soulli  of  Santiago,  but  aroused 
the  indignation  and  enmity  of  Alma- 
gro, for  whom  he  had  (ailed  to  ob- 
tain any  important  position  or  com- 

Pizarro  again  sailed  from  Panama 
in  January,  1531,  with  one  hundred 
and  eighty  men  and  thirty  horses^ 
and,  reaching  Peru  at  a  favorable 
lime  when  a  civil  war  was  raging  be- 
tween Atahualpa  and  Huascar,  seized 
the  former  in  November,  1632,  by 
treachery,  obtained  from  him  an  im- 
mense ransom  in  gold,  and  afterward 
caiued  hini  to  he  put  to  death.  Hav- 
ing virtually  ciTected  the  conqueiit  of 
Peni,  Pizarro  entered  Cuico,  the  cap- 
ital, in  November,  I-53:i.  Four  years 
later,  a  war  having  broken  out  be- 
tween him  and  Almagro,  the  latter 
wa^  defeated,  captured,  and  put  to 
death.  Almagro  the  younger  llicn 
tunned  a  conspiracy',  and  Pizarro  was 
assassinated  at  Lima  in  1541. 

"  The  name  of  Pizarro,"  says  Pres- 
coll,  "  became  a  byword  of  perfidy." 

Plato,  an  illustrious  U reek  phil- 
osopher, was  liom,  of  one  of  the  mD«t 
noble  families  of  Athens,  about  430 
B.  c,  and  was  by  (he  ancients  sur- 
camed  THE  DiviNK.  He  received 
a  thorough  education,  was  a  disciple 
of  Socrates,  and  after  some  time  sjient 
in  travelling  opened  a.  school  of  uhil- 
osojihv  in  Athens.  He  three  times 
visited  the  court  of  Sicily  on  the  in- 
vitation of  Dionysius  the  Ivlder  and 
Dionyiuus  the  Younger,  the  former  of 
whom  he  so  deeply  displeased  l>y  the 
pure  morality  of  his  precepts  that  the 
tyrant  causeti  him  to  be  seized  on  his 
way  home  and  sold  for  a  slave.  Ho 
was,  however,  soon  liberated.  Most 
of  bis  works  ore  extant.  His  learn- 
ing was  broad,  deep,  and  uaiverial.

He  taught  philosophy  in  Rome,  had 
many  disciples,  and  left  hfty-four 
books  on  philosopliy  and  ineta- 
phyaicB.     Died  about  270  a.  d. 

Plunkett,  or  Pliinket,  Wil- 
liam Coiiyn^haui,  tarn  Lord 
Plunketl,  au  Irish  jurist  and  orator;

PoisBon,  Sim^n  Denis,  a 
French  geometer,  and  the  author  of 
several  valuable  works  on  mathemal- 
ica,  wee  bom  et  Fithivieia,  June  21, 
1781,  was  elected  a  member  of  the  Jn- 
■titute  in  1812,  end  counsellor  of  the 
Unlvemty  in  1820.     Died  1840. 

Pole,  BeglBaldi  an  Englieh 
Gaidinal ;  bom  in  1500.  His  mother, 
Hannret,  belonged  lo  the  royal  line 
of  Planlageuet  and  was  couein-ger- 
man  to  Queen  Eliiabetb,  mother  of 
Henry  VIII.  He  studied  at  Oxford, 
and  afterward  at  Padua.  He  opposed 
the  divorce  of  Henry  Vlll.  from 
t^herine  of  Aregon,  incurred  tlie 
enmity  of  tliat  aovereign  by  so  doing, 
and  retired  for  safety  to  the  Continent. 
There  he  wrote  a  treaUse  entitled  For 
(Aa  Unily  of  At  drurA,  in  which  he 
controverted  ReniVa  claim  to  be  the 
head  of  the  Church.  Hi«  mother  and 
brolher  were  soon  afterward  executed 
by  order  of  the  King.  On  the  accee- 
non  of  Queen  Mary,  in  1&53,  Pole 
was  sent  by  Ibe  Pope  as  l^^Ie  to 
England,  and  two  yean  later  suo- 
oeeoed  Cnuuner  ai  Archbiah<9  of 
Outerboiy.    Died  1658.

Polk,  James  Knox,  eleventh 
Preudmit  of  the  United  State^  wm 
bom  in  North  Carolina,  November  2, 
1705;  remoTed  to  Tennessee  with  his 
father  at  Iheegeof  nine  years;  gradu- 
ated at  the  Univeniity  of  North  Caro- 
lina in  1816;  was  admitted  to  the 
bar,  and  naa  elected  to  Congress 
from  Tenneeeee  for  several  succes- 
sive terms.  He  wss  defeated  for 
Governor  of  that  State  in  1841  by 
the  Whig  candidate,  and  in  1844 
wss  elected,  on  the  Democratic 
ticket,  President  of  the  United 
States,  with  George  U.  Dallas  a* 
Vice-Preeid  enL 

During  the  adminiatration  of  Polk, 
Texas  was  formally  annexed  to  the 
Uuion,  and  war  with  Mexico  was 
commenced  in  May,  184G.  The  Mexi- 
cans were  defeated  in  numerous  bat- 
tles, and  Gen.  Scott  captured  IheCity 
of  Mexico  in  September,  1847.  By  a 
treaty  of  peace,  which  terminated  the 
war,  the  United  States  acquired  a 
large  amount  of  territory,  including 
California  and  New  Mexico.  Died

Hia  principal  work 
is  The  OaarK  of  Time.     Died  1827. 

Polo,  Marco,  &  Venetian  trav- 
eller; born  about  12fi2.  Hia  father 
was  Niccoli  Polo,  a  merchant  of 
noble  rank.  He  travelled  throu|;h 
Tartaiy,  China,  and  other  portions 
of  Asia,  visited  the  court  of  tlie  (ireat 
Mogul,  and  subaequentl/  published 
an  account  of  his  travels,  wliich  cre- 
ated a  great  sensation  in  Europe  and 
was  translated  into  man/  languages. 
Many  of  his  statements  (which  at  the 
time  were  re^airded  by  numerous  read- 
ers as  pure  fiction)  have  since  been 
proved  to  be  perfectly  true  and  eor- 
rert.     Died  about  1324. 

PolfblllS,  aOtreek  historian; 
bom  al  SleRnlopolie,  in  Arcadia,  about 
206  B.C.  He  waaoncofthe  Achceans 
taken  in  167  aa  a  hostoffe  to  Hume, 
where  he  was  received  in  the  house 
of  Paiilus  .^miliuB  and  bocame  the 
preceptor  of 'his  son,  who  was  after- 
ward known  aa  Scipio  Afriuinus  the 
Younf^r.  A  warm  friendship  grew 
up  between  the  pupil  and  his  teacher. 
Polybiui  accompanied  Scipio  on  one 
of  liis  African  expeilitions,  was  pres- 
ent at  the  destruction  of  Carthage 
1146  B.  c.|,  and  after  travelling  in 
ICgypt.  Spain,  (iaiil,  and  other  coun- 
tries coinnieiiceil  his  great  work  en- 
titled Uairerml  Uhlory,  coneiating  of 
forty  books.

Hisworks 
are  highly  commended  by  Cicero  and 
Pliny.  Among  the  mom  admired  of 
them  wott  •  colossal  i?ory-and-gold 


nflh  century  B.  c.  at  Athens.  Among 
his  works  were  the  tlipture  qC  Trag 
and  decorations  In  the  great  templ« 
of  Delphi. 

Pombal,  Sebasttao  Joz4 
de  CarvalbOf  MAR^cEas  of, 

bom  in  1698.  After  serving  buccbbb^ 
ively  as  Ambassador  to  the  courts  of 
London  and  Vienna,  he  became,  in 
1766,  Prime  Minister  of  Portugal. 
Having  mode  numerous  and  power- 
ful enemies,  as  well  by  his  eflorla  to 
introduce  beneficial  reforms  as  by  hia 
arbitrary  couree,  he  was  deprived  of 
office  and  exited  to  his  estates,  whera 
he  died  in  1782. 

Pompadour,  do  (Madame), 
Jeanne  Antoinette  PoIhsod, 
Marquikr,  s  mistress  of  Louig  XV. 
of  France,  over  whom  she  exerted  on 
unbounded  and  pernicious  influence, 
was  bom  in  Paris  in  1721,  and  wai 
created  Manjuise  de  Pompadour  in 
1745.  She  had  for  many  years  tha 
direction  of  public  atioirs,  pursued 
her  own  foreign  policy,  and  appointed 
general B and  A mbsteadors.  Died  1764. 

Poinpey  the  Great  ICnetus 
Pompelua  Ma^^iin),  a  Roman 
general  and  triumvir,  wos  bom  Sep- 
tember 30,  106  B.  c.  He  served  un- 
der his  father  in  the  Social  war  of 
89  B.  c,  and  HuLsequenTIv  became  a 
partisan  of  Sulla  against  Marins,  over 
whose  adherents  he  gained  several 
victories.  As  the  commander  of  an 
army  in  Spain  about  76  a.  c,  he  was 
twice  defeated  by  Sertorius;  but  after 
the  assawination  of  that  leader,  in 
72,  Pompey  succeeded  in  nubjugating 
the  country.  Reluming  to  Rome,  he 
was  in  71  b.  c.  elected  Consul  as  the 
colleague  of  CrassuB.  He  next  com- 
manded an  expedition  acainst  the 
pirates  who  inWed  the  Mediterra- 
nean In  great  numbers,  captured 
twenty   thousand  of  ihem,  and   ct

datic  war  in  66  b,  c.  b;  the  defeat  of 
Mithridates  in  Lesser  Armenia,  and 
in  64  reduced  Bjria  loa  Roman  prov- 
ince, captured  JeruBsJem  the  next 
year,  and  upon  hia  retHm  to  Italy,  in 
62,  waa  avarded  a  brilliant  triumph. 
Offended  at  the  course  of  (he  Senate 
he  become  the  aatociate  of  Cesar  and 
CrasauH,  and  formed  with  them  tlie 
Triumvirate  of  6B  B.  c.  He  obtained 
ft  divorce  from  bis  wife,  Mucia,  and 
married  a  daughter  of  CiEsar.

refuge  with  his  wife,  Cornelia. 

Ponce  de  Leon,  Juan,  a 
Spanish  explorer,  waa  a  companion 
of  Columbus  and  the  discoverer  of 
Florida,  and  was  born  in  Leon.  He 
was  fatally  wounded  in  an  encounter 
with  the  natives  of  Florida  (nine 
yeatB  after  its  discovery)  in  1521. 

Ponco  de  Leou,  LiiIh,  a 
Spanisli  Ivricpoet;  bom  in  Granada 
in  152H',  became  professor  of  theology 
at  Salamanca  in  154i2.  His  jiroduc- 
tions  have  been  greatly  praised  by 
the  Edinbwgh  Sevieic  and  by  several 
American  writers.    Died  1&9I. 

Ponre  de  Xieon,  Rodrig'o, 
Marquess  of  Cadiz,  a  celebrated  Span- 
ish commander  under  Ferdinand  and 
Isabella  in  the  conquest  of  Granada, 
was  born  in  1443.    Died  1402. 

Ponlatowski,  Joseph, 
Prince,  b  celebrated  Polish  general ; 


bom  in  Warsaw  in  1TG2;  fought  in 
the  Polish  amiy  in  1792-94,  and  after- 
ward, serving  willi  great  distinction  in 
the  French  armies  under  Napoleon  L, 
was  created  a  Field-Marshal.  He 
was  drowned  while  attempting  to 
croBB  the  Fitter,  October  19,   1813. 

Pontlac,  an  Indian  chieftain  of 
the  Ottawa  tribe  in  North  America, 
was  an  ally  of  Che  French,  in  1762  in- 
stigated s  general  attack  on  the  Eng- 
lish settlemenis  in  the  North-west, 
and  in  IT63  made  an  nnsucceffiful  at- 
tempt to  capture  Detroit.  He  was 
bom  about  1712,  and  was  killed  in 
1769. 

PooBhkln,  or  Pushkin, 
Alexander   Sergreivitch,   a

Pope,  Alexander,  an  English 
poet;  bom  in  London,  May  22, 1688; 
was  educated  bv  hia  parent:^,  who 
were  Roman  Catiiolico,  in  that  faith. 
He  wns  remarkably  precociouM,  and 
in  early  childboul  rcBolvml  (o  l>e  a 

Ct.  Among  the  mi»t  celebrated  of 
productions  are  ihe  Mtmiiih,  Fuf- 
lornh.  Hums  on  Man,  the  Dunciad, 
Rape  of  Ihe  Lode,  and  (riinslaliuns  of 
Homer.  "  He  was,"  bivb  Slacaulay, 
"  a  great  master  of  invective  and  sar- 
casm. He  could  dissect  a  character 
in  lenie,  sonorous  inuplets  brilliant 
with  antithesis."    Died  in  May,  1T44. 

Pordenone,  II,  an 'Italian 
^ inter  whose  original  name  was 
Giovanni  Antonio  Licinio. 
Bom  in  Friuli  in  14S3;  died  1540. 

Porphyrj',  a  philosopher  whose 
original  name  was  MalchilS,  was 
bom  in  Tyra  in  233  a.  d.  He  wrote 
Eileen  ireolisee  against  Chrisliunily. 
Among  his  works  which  have  been 
preserved  are  a  Life  of  Pvlhagortu, 
QweKma  on  Homer,  and  a  Treatiie  on 
Ab-tinetKcfrmii  Ammai  Food. 

PoFBOn,  Iticliard,  a  Greek 
scholar  of  great  eminence,  wns  lom 
in  Norfolk,  England,  December  25, 
1769,  and  was  educated  at  Eton  and 
Trinity  College,  Cambridge,  of  which 
he  was  choben  a  Fellow  in  1782.     Hs 
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became  regius  profeeBOT  of  Greek  at 
that  university  about  1790.  He  pub- 
lished Kveral  tnuulatioiu  of  Greek 
worlu.    Died  1808. 

Porter,  I>avld,  an  American 
comniodore;  born  in  Boston  ia  1780; 
entered  the  nnvy;  was  conimiBnioned 
captain  of  the  frigate  Keeex  in  Julv, 
1812;  captured  during  tliul  year  the 
war-veaeel  Alert  nnd  several  British 
merchantmen.  After  making  a, 
ceoaful  cruise  in  the  Pacific  he  waa 
oompelled,  ailer  a  protracted  and 
desperate  battle,  to  surrender  his 
frigate  to  the  British,  off  Valpsntiw, 
in  March,  1814.  The  enemy  had  two 
ships  in  this  engagement,  while  Por- 
ter had  the  Eeees  only.  He  vaa  ap- 
pointed Minisler-Rctudent  all  Constan- 
tinople in  1839,  and  died  at  Pern  in 
1843; 

Porter,  David  D.,  an  Ameri- 
can admiral ;  bom  in  Pennsylvania, 
June,  1813.  He  ia  the  voungest  son 
of  David  Porter,  the  distingnialied 
commodore  of  tlie  war  of  1812.  He 
entered  tlie  navy  in  1829,  became  a 
lieutenant  in  1841,  and  a  commander 
in  1861.  He  commanded  the  mortar- 
fleet  at  the  reduction  of  New  Orle.inH, 
in  1862,  was  the  same  year  given  the 
command  of  tlie  Upper  Missimippi 
squadron,  and  in  1)M>3  contributed 
raateriiilly  to  (he  capture  of  ^'icks- 
burg.  For  this  service  he  waa  pro- 
moted to  the  rank  of  tear-ad  luirjl. 
He  reduced  Fort  Fisher  alter  a  severe 
bombardment  in  lS6o,  and  was  made 
a  vice-admiral  in  18<>fi  and  an  ad- 
miral in  1870.  As  admiral,  he  b 
commander-in-chief,  under  the  Presi- 
dent, of  the  entire  navy  of  the  United 

P«ru8,  »  sovereign  of  India  who 
in  326  B.  c,  at  llie  invasion  of  Alex- 
ander the  Great,  reigned  from  the 
Hydaapes  to  tlie  Acesinea.  He  was 
defeated  and  captured,  but  was  subse- 
quently  treated  with  great  genuroidty 

Potemklii,  Gregory  Alex- 
antlrovltcht  a  Rnwian  Prince  and 
Field-Marshal,  and  a  favorite  of 
Calherinu   II.,  was  bom,  of  a  noble 


but  impoverished  family,  near  Smo- 
lensk, in  1780.  Euterinj;  tlie  army, 
he  was  given  a  command  in  the  house- 
hold troops,  and  soon  acquired  an 
unbounded  inSuence  over  the  Km- 
prese.  In  IT87  he  was  commander- 
in-chief  of  the  Russian  army  in  the 
war  against  the  Turks.     Died  1791.    < 

Potter,  Paul,  a  distinguished 
painter;  bom  at  Eukhuyben,  in  Hol- 
land, in  162o.  His  cattle-pieces  are 
perhaps  more  highly  prized  than  like 
pictures  by  any  other  master.  Died 
1654. 

Pousstn,  Nlcolan,  a  French 
historical  and  landscape-painter; 
sometimes  called  the  Raphael  of 
Frauce,  was  bom  in  Normandy  In 
1594.  He  removed  to  Home  in  1642, 
and  died  there  in  1665.    Among  his

productions  are   "The  Rape  of 
Sabine   Women,"  "The  Passage  of 
the  Red  Sea,"  and  "The  Last  Sup- 
per/' painted  for  the  King  of  France. 

Powers,  Hlrani,  an  American 
sculptor  of  distinctioii ;  bom  in  Ver- 
mont, Jnlv  29,  1805;  removed  to 
Italy  in  1837.  He  resided  in  that 
country  for  a  number  of  years.  The 
moat  celebrated  of  his  productions  is 
"Tlio  Greek  Slave."  Among  his 
oilier  works  are  "The  Fisher-Boy," 
"America,"  statues  of  Washington 
and  Calhoun,  and  busts  of  Webster 
and  Atarshall.     Died  June  27,  1873. 

Powhatan,  an  Indian  cfaieAun 
or  king,  the  father  of  Pocaliontaa, 
held  sway  in  Vinrinia.   Died  in  1618. 

Pracd,  Winthrop  Mack- 
worth,  an  English  poet  and  mem- 
ber of  ParlianienL  Bom  in  lA>ndon 
in  1802;  died  1839. 

Praxiteles,  one  of  the  most 
distinguished  of  Grecian  sculptors; 
flourished  about  360  B.  c.  Nothing 
is  known  of  the  time  and  place  of  hia 
birth.  His  productions  were  remark- 
able for  their  refinement  and  soAness 
and  their  grace  of  attitude. 
His  chief  work  was  a  marble  statue 
of  Venus  of  Cnidoa. 

Preble,  Edward,  a  disMn-

■nd  gradoMed  at  the  Uiuvemtj  of 
Hamrd  io  1S14.

He  iBiled 
tx  Europe  in  1816,  and  travelled 
tlWM  fbr  two  jean.

Prin^lc,  Thomas,  a  Soot^ah 
poet.

Prior,  Hattlleff,  an  Enoliih 
poet  and  diplomatiat;  bom  in  Dor> 
eetahire,  Jul;  21,  1664;  gnduatedat 
Cambridge  in  1686.  He  altered  Par- 
liament as  a  Whig  in  1701,  but  de- 
serted to  the  Toriee,  who  oeut  him  on 
a  private  miMioa  to  France  in  1711 
to  aid  in  oonclnding  peace.  He  be- 
came Ambanador  to  France  in  1713. 
After  hia  relum  to  England,  the 
Whiga,  who'  were  tbtn  in  power, 
accused  him  of  treason  and  impris- 
oned him  for  two  years.     Died  1721. 

ProbuH,  MarvuB  Aureliiw 
Valerius,  a  Roman  Emperor ;  bora 
in  Pannonia ;  gitcceeded  Tacitus  in 
276a.d.;  goTeroed  wi»elj,  and  gained 
numeroui  vicloriee  over  the  enemies 
of  Home,  but  was  killed  in  2S2  a.  d. 
by  hia  eoldien,  who  had  mutinied. 

Proctda^  John  of,  the  chief 
of  the  conspiracy  against  Charlee  of 
Anjou  which  caused  the  massacre 
known  as  the  Sicilian  Yespers,  was 
bom,  of  a  noble  family,  in  Palermo, 
in  1225.  He  was  for  several  years  a 
leader  of  the  Sicilians  in  their  eflbrls 
(which  were  final];  successful)  to 
throw  off  the  French  yoke,  during 
which  time  he  displayed  talents  ot  a 
high  order.     Died  13(13. 

ProcoplUB,  a  Byzantine  hie- 
torian ;  bom  at  Cnarea,  in  Palestine, 
about  495  a.  d.  He  was  secretary  to 
Beliearius,  the  distinguished  general, 
and  the  author,  among  other  works, 
of  a  H'Mory  of  kit  Oun  Tima.  Diea 
565. 

Procter,  Adelaide  Anue, 
an  Engliah  poet.  Bora  in  London  in 
1826 ;  died  Febraary  2,  1864. 

Procter,  Bryan  Waller,  an 
Eng^iTh  poet  diatinguiehed  under  th^ 
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pHudonym  of  Barry  Cornwall, 
was  bora  in  1790;  died  Udober  4, 
1374. 

Propertlns,  Sextiis  Aure- 
lius>  a  Latin  elegiac  poet;  bom  in 
Umbria  about  60  b.  c.  The  date  of 
bis  death  is  unknown. 

Protogenes,  a  Greek  painter; 
bom  at  Caunua,  in  Caria;  lived  about 
332  B.  c. 

Prudentlus,  a  poet;  bora  in 
Spain  in  348  a.  s. ;  wrote  in  Latin, 
and  belonged  to  the  Chrielian  Church. 
The  date  of  hi»  deittli  is  unknown. 

Prndhon,  Pierre  Paul,  a 
French  historical  painler.  Bora  in 
175^;  died  Iti23. 

Prynne,  William,  an  English 
lawyer  and  political  writer;  born  in 
Bomersetehire  in  1600;  graduated  at 
Oiford,  and  studied  law  at  Lincoln's 
Inn.  He  was  an  ardent  champion  of 
liberty,  and  for  some  of  iiis  writings 
was  BuiDiDoned  before  the  fjtur-Cham- 
ber,  was  branded,  deprived  of  his  ears, 
set  in  the  pillory,  tined  ten  thousand 
pounds,  and  sentenced  to  pcr|>etusJ 
imprisonment.  Regaining  his  liberty, 
however,  in  1640,  he  was  elected  to 
Parliament,  and  took  a  prominent 
part  in  the  trial  of  his  old  enemy, 
Archbishop  Laud.  For  his  opposi- 
tion to  Cromwell,  Prynne  was  again 
imprisoned.  He  favored  the  Restora- 
tion, was  appointed  keeper  of  the 
records  in  the  Tower,  and  wrote  a 
gnat  number  of  works.    Died  1669. 

Ptolemy  I.,  aurnamcd  Soter, 
was  the  founder  of  the  dynasty  of 
Greek  Kings  of  I^ypt,  and  ii  be- 
lieved lo  have  been  the  son  of  Philip 
II.  of  Macedon.  He  was  an  officer 
of  high  rank  in  the  armies  of  Alex- 
ander the  Great,  and  displayed  in 
India  great  military  ability.  He  ob- 
tained the  government  of  Egypt  in 
323  B.  c,  carried  on  a  successful  war 
against  Antigonus,  promoted  learning 
and  commerce,  and  rendered  Egypt 
prosperous  and  powerful.  He  was 
succeeded  at  his  death,  in  283  s.  C, 
by  his  son,  Ptolemy  Philadelphus. 

Ptolemy  II.,  or  Ptolemy 
Philadelphus,   King  of  Egyp^ 


son  of  Ptolemy  I.,  was  born  at  Coa 
in  309  B.  c,  was  liberally  educated, 
was  a  munificent  patron  of  learning, 
and  was  the  founder  of  a  great  library 
and  museum  at  Alexandria.  He  died, 
after  a  prosperous  reign,  in  217  B.  c. 

Ptolemy,  or  Claudius  Ptol- 
emsens,  a  Greek  astronomer  and 
geographer;  bom  in  Egypt,  and  re- 
sidra  at  Alexandria  ;  is  supposed  U> 
have  hved  from  100  A.,  d.  to  ItM  a.  d. 
He  was  (he  first  lo  collect  the  Bat- 
tered and  detached  obijervationa  made 
by  the  ancients,  and  to  form  them  inlo 
a  system.  This  system  is  founded  on 
(he  hypolhtflis  tliat  the  earth  ia  at  retf 
in  the  centre  of  the  universe,  and  that 
the  heavenly  bodies  all  move  around 
it.  The  Ptolemaic  system  held  com- 
plete sway  until  the  time  of  Coperni- 
cus, and  Ptolemy's  Qtogra-pKy  was  % 
standard  text-book  until  the  great 
maritime  discoveriee  of  the  fifteenth 
century  showed  its  deficiencies. 

Puset,  Pierre,  a  French  sculp- 
tor, architect,  and  painter;  bora  at 
Marseilles  in  1622;  studied  at  Bome 
under  Pietro  da  Cortona.    Died  lttB4. 

Piigin,  Augustus  7forth> 
more  Welby,  an  English  archi- 
tect, and  the  author  of  numaroua 
works  on  architecture.  Bom  in 
London  in  1811;  died  1862. 

Pulaski,  Caatmir,  Cocht,  a 
Polish  officer;  bom  in  1747^  was  the 
son  of  a  distinguished  patriot  of  the 
same  name.  After  serving  against 
the  Russians  with  great  distinction 
he  went  inlo  exile  in  1772,  and  joined 
Ihe  armv  of  the  United  States  in  1777. 
He  received  the  command  of  the  cav- 
alry, with  the  rank  of  general  of  bri- 
gade. He  was  killed  u  1779  at  the 
si^e  of  Savannah. 

Pulteney,  WUUam,  Earl  of 
Bath,  an  English  statesman,  orator, 
and  writer.  Bora  in  1682;  died 
1764. 

Pusey,  Edward  Bouverle, 
D.  D.,  an  English  clergyman  distin- 
guished as  one  of  the  leaders  of  the 
extreme  High-Chnrch  party,  was  bora 
in  ISOO,  was  educated  at  Oxford,  and 
in  1826  WM  appointed  legiua  proie*- 
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Pntnanit  ]^rael|  an  American 
S«Tolutioiuu7  genera];  born  Kt  Sa- 
lem, MBouchuBetts,  ip  1718;  Beired 
a^tut  the  French  and  Indian^  and 
duplaved  treat  coanure  and  ability 
at  the  battle  of  Bunker  Hill.

^^m>  Johiit  an  English  itatea- 
man  and  orator;  bom  in  Somerset- 
ahiM  in  1684;  gradnated  at  Oxford, 
andin  1614  entered  Parliament,  where 
he  oppoeed  Uie  meamrea  of  Jamee  I., 
Mqnlied  distinction  aa  a  apeaber,  and 
beoune  the  leader  of  the  country 
party.  He  was  one  of  the  managen 
of  the  impeachment  against  the  Duke 
of  Buckingham,  and  snflered  impria- 
onmenC  for  a  speech  made  while  act- 
ing in  that  capacity.  He  appeared  aa 
Mcoaer  at  the  trial  of  Thomas  Went- 
WOTth,  Earl  of  Straiibrd,  and  at  that 
period  was  r^aided  bf  the  Earl  of 
Ctarendon,  the  historian,  aa  *lthe 
moat  popalar,  and  the  moat  able  to 
do  an  injury,"  of  any  of  the  Parlia- 
mentary leaders.  He  was  one  of  the 
fire  membeiB  whom  Charles  I.  at- 
tempted, wilh  an  aimed  force,  to 
arreat  while  they  were  occupying 
their  aeata  In  Parliament.  Died  in 
November,  1643. 

PyrrhUB,  Kina  of  Epiraa,  bom 
aboDt  SIS  B.  c.  While  be  was  a  boy 
hi*  bther  was  killed  in  battle  and  he 
hinuelf  was  expelled  from  hi*  coun- 
try. He  serT«d  in  the  army  of  De- 
metrioB,  his  brother-in-law,  and  di»- 
played  remarkable  valor^t  the  bat- 
tle of  Ipeus,  in  301  B.  c.  He  ascended 
the  throne  of  Epinis  in  295  B.  c,  be- 
came very  popular,  quarrelled  with 
Demetrius   about  the  poteesaion   of 


Macedonia,  iuTaded  that  ttmntt7,Bixl 
after  deimting  Demetritis  reduced  it 
to  subjection.  InvoWed  by  the  Ta- 
rentinei  (who  afterward  deeeried  him) 
in  a  war  with  the  Bomana,  he  invad- 
ed  lUly,  and  after  a  long  and  obsti- 
nate stniRgie  gained  a  victory  on  the 
bank  of  the  river  Sins.  He  again  de> 
feated  the  Bomans,  at  Asculum ;  ba^ 
not  beinsr  in  ooodition  to  improve  hit 
*ictory,heconclndedatmoewithtbem 


fortwoyeaia.  While  aiding  the  Graek* 
in  Sicily  against  the  Carthaginian*  ha 
won  several  victorin,  Init,  having  n- 


nawed  hostilities  aKainst  the  Bo- 
mans, was  defeated  Dy  them,  under 
M.  Ourius  Dentatus,  near  Bene — 
turn.  He  retired  to  Epinis,  a 
invaded  Hacedcmia,  gained  suco 
there,  but  was  defeated  in  a  war 
against  the  Spartans,  and  was  killed 
in  battle  at  Argos  in  272,  having  aa- 
quired  the  reputation  of  being  the 
greatest  genem  of  that  age. 

PytliagoraB,  a  philosopher; 
bom  in  Samoa  about  GOQ  n.  c.  But 
little  is  known  of  his  history.  He  ia 
said  to  have  been  the  eon  of  a  Phce- 
nician  or  Pelasgian  merchant,  and 
to  have  travelled  extensively.  He 
taught  the  doctrine  of  the  trsnami- 
gration  of  souls,  kitidnesa  to  animal^ 
and  abstinence  from  eoling  meat. 
After  completing  his  travels  ho  aet- 
tted  at  Crotona,  in  Ilslv,  where  he 
eatabllshed  a  secret  firotherhood, 
which  was  joined  by  many  of  the 
moat  opulent  and  influential  of  the 
citliens  of  that  rcsion.  But  the 
great  success  which  this  order  gain- 
ed excited  feellncs  of  jealousy,  and 
while  the  brotherhood  was  assembled 
in  iHie  of  their  general  meetings  an 
attack  was  made  by  the  populace^ 
Pythagoras,  it  is.  stated,  was  killed, 
and  hiB  followers  were  either  slain 
or  dispersed  and  expelled  frran  Cro- 
tona.   None  of  his  works  have  been

luh  poet;  bom  in  15Q2;  was  for

many  reforms  which  have  since  been 
tfdopied.    Died  1774. 

QueKnel,  Pasqiiier,  a  French 
JanseniBt  nriter;  bom  in  Paris  in 
1(S34 ;  was  after  Ihe  duuth  of  AmiuiliI 
regarded  as  the  chief  of  the  Jauseu- 
ista.     Died  at  Amsterdam  in  1719. 

Quevcdo  y  Villegas,  <le, 
PrailClHCO  Ooiucz,  a  Spanish 
auihur  and  saCiriU  dintingiiitlied  fur 
his  originality,  wus  bom  at  Miulrid  in 
September,  1580.  HU  potrcn  of  sar- 
coKin  and  ridivule,  Jiis  versatility,  and 
bis  skilful  arrui([nmentof  abuseahave 
cniuted  liiiii  to  be  compared  with  Vol- 
taire, ilu  wnii  an  expert  HwordHman, 
a  Biicceasftil  gallant,  and  one  of  the  i 
print'ipals  in  Heveral  duel^l■  His 
works,  in  both  pnne  and  verse,  were 
very  pupulnr.  Ha  wiw  euiptuyed  in

Quiucy,  Joaiall,  an  American 
orator  and  patriot ;  boR]  in  Boston  in 
1T44;  was  the  sun  of  a  merchant  of 
that  city.  He  was  admiKed  to  the 
bar,  practised  law,  about  1 767  oom- 
menced  to  write  political  articlM 
against  the  measures  of  the  Britiall 
Ministry,  and  fnrtlier  aided  the 
cause  of  liberty  m  a  speaker  bv  liia 
rare  and  fervid  eloquence.  While 
other  lawyers,  on  account  of  the 
public  sentiment,  refused  to  accept 
retainere  from  Capt.  Fresinn  and 
Heveral  soldiers  charged  with  kiU^ 
ing  citizens  in  the  Boston  niaMocre 
of  March,  1770,  Quincy  prepared 
their  cases  and  ably  defended  them. 
He  visited  England  in  1774  to  aid 
tlie  cauue  of  the  ^triuU,  and  died  at 
sea  while  reluming  to  America  in 
April  of  the  year  following,  deeply 
Inmenled  by  hia  countrymen. 

Qulitvy,  iJoHiah,  a  slaleaman 
and  Bcholar,  son  of  the  preceding; 
bom  in  lloston,  February  4,  1772. 
He  graduated  at  Harvani  College, 
read  law,  was  admitted  to  the  Inr, 
practised  law,  became  a  member  of 
llie  FederaliKt  parly,  and  was  seat 
from  the  iioxlon  district  to  L'ungreM 
from  1804  to  ISIS.  He  opposed  the 
war  atfainst  Fngland  willi  great  forca 
and  ability.  He  subsequently  served 
in  the  Senate  of  ManuchuEtetts  fi^xn 
1814  to  1820,  was  chosen  judge  of  the 
Municipal  Counof  Boston  in  1822, 
and  was  Mayor  of  that  city  from 
1823  to  1829,  in  which  year  he  wh 
elected  President  of  Harvard  Uni- 
versity. This  position  he  resigned  in 
1845.    Diedin  July,  1884.

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Rabel^H.  Francois,  a  French

order  of  FnuictBCmns,  but  »Aerw«rd 

left  bis  coQ vent  without  leave;  stud- 
ied medicine,  and  became  well  versed 
in  Che  clawiui.  He  eubitequentlr  visit- 
ad  Rome  ill  company  wilii  the  French 
Minister,  was  atieolvecl  by  tbe  Pope 
from  hit  moQMtic  tows,  and  was  per- 
mitted BOUD  aAer  lo  graduate  as  a 
phTsiciau  at  MontpelUer.  His  prin- 
cipal production  is  a  humorous  ro- 
mance, The  FteataTtl  Story  ^  llie  Qua%t 
QargaiUua  and  hit  Son  Paiitagnui, 
which  is  a  general  satire  apoa  the 
different  branchss  of  society  of  that 
age,  and  especiallj  upon  the  monaitic 
orders.

Hia  EiUier  and 
Alhalie  are  the  only  dramas  which  he 
produced  after  hii  conversion,  and 
they  are  profoundly  imbued  with  re- 
ligious feeliiu.

BiMlcliffe,  Ann,  a  celebnUed 
English  novelist  Bom  in  London 
in  1764;  died  February  7,  1823. 
Among  the  beet  known  of  her  works 
are  The  Myiltrit*  of  Udolpho,  Um 
Sicilian  Somanee,  The  Bomanet  i^ 
the  Fon*L  and  Ooilon  tjc  Blonde 
vUie. 

Radcliife,  John,  an  eminent 
English  physidan:  bom  at  Wako- 
field  in  1660;  graduated  at  Oxford, 
and,  settling  in  London,  acqnired  a 
handsome  fortune  from  his  practice. 
He  was  physician  successively  to 
three  of  the  sovereigns  of  England 
—William,  Mary,  and  Anne.  Died 
1714. 

Badetskyt  Joseph  Wenzelt 
a  Field-Marsh^  ■  bom  in  Bohemia  in 
1700;  enlend  the  Austrian  brut; 
■erred  with  distinction  agunst  tbe 
Tnib  ud  Fnacb,aDd  Jsr  hia  oon- 
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dact  at  the  battle  of  Wagram  was 
made  Lieutenant  Field-Marshal.  He 
was  created  a  full  Field-Marshal  in 
1836,  and  in  1849  he  defeated  the 
Sardinians  at  Novara.    Died  1858. 

Baglaiiy  James  Henry 
Fitzroy  Somerset,  Baron,  an 
English  general,  a  younger  son  of  the 
Duke  of  Beaufort^  was  lx)m  in  1788 ; 
served  as  aide-de-camp  to  the  Duke 
of  Wellinc^ton;  lost  an  arm  at  the 
battle  of  Waterloo ;  was  in  1852  ap- 
pointed master-generalof  theordnance, 
and  was  raised  to  the  peerage  as 
Baron  Raglan.  He  was  given  com- 
mand of  the  British  army  in  the 
Crimean  war  in  1854.  His  death, 
which  occurred  in  June,  1855,  is  sup- 
posed to  have  been  hastened  by  the 
disasters  suffered  by  his  army  in  the 
protracted  si^e  of  Sevastopol. 

Raiinoudiy  Marcantonio,  an 
Italian  engraver ;  bom  at  Bologna  in 
1475.  He  cneraved  some  of  the 
principal  paintings  of  Rapliael,  and 
formed  a  friendship  with  that  illus- 
trious artist.    Died  about  1546. 

Baleigh,  Sir  Walter,  an 
English  navigator  and  author;  bom 
at  Hayes,  in  Devonshire,  in  1552. 
After  studying  at  Oxford  he  fought 
in  France  for  the  Huguenots,  was 
present  at  several  great  battles,  and 
in  1580  fought  with  distinction  against 
the  insurgents  in  Ireland.  Gaining 
the  favor  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  he  ac- 
quired twelve  thousand  acres  of  for- 
feited land  in  Ireland.  He  was  grant- 
ed a  royal  patent  in  1584,  with  full 
power  to  colonize  unoccupied  terri- 
tories in  North  America.  One  of  his 
expeditions  discovered  in  the  same 
year  a  region  which  he  named  Vir- 
ginia, and  which,  but  with  little  suc- 
cess, he  attempted  to  colonize.  After 
serving  against^  the  Spanish  Armada 
in  1588  he  organized  another  explor- 
ing expedition,  with  which  he  sailed 
from  Plymouth  in  1595  for  South 
America,  explored  the  Orinoco,  and 
upon  his  return  to  England  published 
The  Discovery  of  the  iMrge^  Richy  and 
Beautiful  Empire  cf  Quiuna,  Promoted 
to  the  rank  of  rear-admiral,  he  oon- 


tribated  to  the  capture  of  Cbdia,  in 
1596.  His  opposition  to  the  C^irl  of 
Eftsex  rendered  him  yexr  mipopalar, 
and  after  the  death  of  £liza!oeth  he 
was  charged  as  an  acoomplioe  in  the 
treason  of  Lord  Cobham,  was  arrested, 
tried,  and  convicted,  on  insaffident 
evidence,  in  1603.  He  prepared  for 
immediate  execution,  but  was  re- 
prieved and  imprisoned  for  thirteen 
years,  when  he  ol>tained  his  release 
by  bribery.  In  1617  he  sailed  with 
another  expedition,  consisting  of  thir- 
teen yeasels,  for  Guiana.  At  St. 
Thomas  his  men  had  a  deaperate 
fi^ht  with  a  company  of  Spaniards. 
The  expedition  was  unsucoeasful,  and 
upon  his  retnm  to  fkigland,  Raleigh 
was,  at  the  instigation  of  the  Spanish 
Minister,  arrested  under  the  sentence 
previously  passed  upon  him.  He  was 
beheaded  October  29,  1618.  During 
his  imprisonment  he  wrote  a  valuable 
History  of  the  Woi-ld, 

RaiueaUy  Jean  Philippe, 

a  French  musical  composer;  bom  in 
1683.  He  composed  a  great  number 
of  operas,  among  which  are  /Samson, 
La  Princesse  de  Natxirre,  Oantoi-  et  Pol- 
luXf  Les  Fetes  de  Polymnie^  and  PuQ* 
malioriy  and  was  the  author  of  valuable 
works  on  the  theory  of  music.  Died 
1764. 

Ramsay,  Allan,  a  Scottish 
poet;  bom  at  Leadhills  in  1685;  was 
by  trade  a  wigmaker,  but  afterward 
became  a  bookseller.  The  most  im- 
portant of  his  poems  is  a  pastoral 
comedy  entitled  The  OerUle  Shepherd, 
Died  1758. 

Ramsay,  David,  an  American 
historical  writer;  born  in  Pennsyl- 
vania in  1749;  graduated  at  Prince- 
ton College  in  1765;  studied  medicine 
in  Philadelphia  under  Dr.  Rush,  and 
removed  to  South  Carolina,  where  he 
was  elected  to  the  Continental  Con- 
gress in  1782.    Died  1815. 

Randolph,  John  (of  Koan- 
oke),  an  American  orator;  bom  in 
Virginia  in  1773 ;  studied  at  Prince- 
ton and  Columbia  Colleges ;  was  elect- 
ed to  Congress  at  the  age  of  twenty- 
six,  and  became  an  ardent  supporter 
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of  the  policy  of  Jefferson,  with  whom 

he  quarrelled,  however,  in  1806.  He 
enileavored  to  defi^at  llie  election  of 
MaiiiBon  in  1808,  opposed  the  war 
of  1812,  and  was  hiiOEcIf  defeated  for 
Congress,  but  na^  elei'led  two  years 
later,  lie  advoi'aled  the  eiteiuion 
of  slavery,  but  was  the  tirat  to  apply 
the  term  "JoUGhface"  lo  the  Kotth- 
ern  members  who  volcd  with  him.  He 
VB3  chos«n  to  tlic  United  Slates  Sen- 
Ue  in  1824,  fought  a  duel  aoon  aflcr- 
■ward  with  Henry  Clay,  whom  he  had 
insulted,  supported  Gen.  Jadison  for 
the  Presidency  in  1H28,  and  was  ap- 

Biinled  Minister  to  Biissia  in  1830. 
ied  1833. 

ICanke,  von,  Leopoldt  t.  Oer- 
man  historian;  bom  in  Thuringia  in 
1795.  AmonK  his  productions  are  A 
HiiloTyrif  the  jKomanaiul  Oeniinn  Pe(yplf 
from  liilJ^  lo  1D33,  and  Popa  of  Rome : 
Ihtir  Church  and  l^aU  in  the  SUiemlh 
and  Smfnleenfh  CWi/uriet. 

Kapliael  Sanzlu,  Rafi^cllo, 

an  illustrious  Italian  painter ;  born  at 
Urbino,  April  G,  1483.  His  father 
was  a  painter  named  Giovanni  di 
Sanjio,  After  studying  under  his 
father,  Raphael  became  a  pupil  of 
Pcrugino  about  1495,  and  in  1504 
studied  at  Florence.  Four  years  later, 
upon  the  invitation  of  Pope  Julius 
II.,  he  went  to  Home,  where  he 
painted  several  exquisite  frescos  and 
other  works.  Raphael  was  also  a 
skilful  architect,  and  in  1515  was 
appointed  chief  architect  of  St.  Peter's 
ChurL'h.  He  died  April  6,  1520, 
aged  eiactly  thirty-seven  years. 
Among  Ilia  productions  ms;  be  men- 
tioned the  "Adoration  of  the  Msfi," 
'*  The  Marriage  of  the  Virgin,"  "  Dia- 
puta  del  Sacramento"  (in  fresco), 
"School  of  Athens,"  "Altila  repelled 
from  Rome,"  "  St.  Cecilia,"  the  "  Ma- 
donna di  SaD  Sisto,"  and  the  "Ttans- 
figiiration."

For  his  conduct  at  Austerliti  he  was 
made  a  genenl  of  division  in  1S05,

1821. 

Rattazzi,  Urbano,  an  Italian 
statesman ;  born  at  Alessandria,  June 
2U,  1808 ;  became  an  advocate ;  was  in 
1848  elected  to  the  Chamber  of  Depu- 
ties in  Turin,  and  was  recognized  as 
one  of  the  leaders  of  the  democratic 
party.  He  hold  the  office  of  Minister 
of  Justice  in  1854  and  that  of  Prime 
Minister  in  1859,  and  ^ain  in  1862 
and  in  18ti7.  He  was  accused  of  fa- 
voring too  far  the  policy  and  interests 
of  Napoleon  in.     Died  June  5,  1873. 

Kauch,  Cluistlan,  a  German 
sculptor;  bom  at  Arolsen  in  1777. 
He  studied  at  Cassel  and  at  Rom& 


waldsen.  Died  18i>7.  Among  his 
works  are  an  equestrian  statue  at 
Berlin  of  Frederick  the  Great,  two 
colossal  hronie  statues  of  Bliicher, 
and  "  Mars  and  Venus  wouuded  by 
Bionied." 

BaiimcT,  Ton,  Fiiedrich 
Ludwig  Gcnrg,  a  German  his- 
torian; born  in  1781.     Died  in  1871. 

Bavalllac,  Francois,  the 
assassin  of  Henry  IV.  of  France,  was 
bom  in  AngouUme  in  1578;  became 
a  religious  &natic;  stabbed  King 
Henry  in  1610,  and  was  executed 
with  great  tortures  in  May  of  that 

BawUnaon,  George,  an  Eng- 
lish scholarond  divine;  bom  in  1816; 
graduated  at  Oxford,  and  in  1861  wu 
elected  to  the  Camden  professorship 
of  ancient  history  in  the  university 
of  that  city.  He  is  the  author  of  sev- 
eral historical  and  religious  works, 
prominent  among  which  is  The  Fivt 
Ortal  Manarehieief  Iht  AiKimt  EatUm 
World. 

Rawliuaou,  Sir  Henry 
Creswlcke,  K.  C.  B.,  F.  R.  S.,  an 
English  Orientalist,  brother  of  the 
preceding,  was  born  at  Chadlington, 
in  Oxfordshire,  in  1810;  entered  the 
Kast  India  service,  and  fought  with 
great  diatinction  throogh  several  cam- 
paigns. He  WW  knighted  in  185S  and 
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miida  s  director  of  the  Em*  Indim 
Companj,  and  in  1856  ww  appoint^

the  degreeaof  D.  C.  L.  and  LL.D.  He 
waa  elected  to  Parliament  in  1858,  was 
appointed  a  trustee  of  the  British  Mo* 
■earn  in  1878,  and  is  the  author  of 
nomeroos  articles  on  the  antiqaities 
of  the  East. 

BawUiiAoii,  Robert*  an  Eog- 
lish  engineer  and  architect;  bom  at 
Bristol  in  18ia  He  is  also  the  aur 
thor  oi  many  sanitary  reforms  in  the 
British  army  which  haye  met  with 
f«markable  socoesa,  and  is  at  present 
a  member  of  the  Army  Sanitary  Ckxn- 
mittee. 

Ray»  or  Wray,  John,  an  Ea^ 
lish  botanist  and  aoologist  Bom  m 
1628 ;  died  1705. 

Raymond  YI.,  Count  of  Tou- 
louse, bom  in  1156,  succeeded  bis 
lather,  Baymond  y.,  in  1194.  The 
Pope  haying  instigated  a  crusade 
•gainst  the  Albigenses,  the  domin- 
ions of  Baymond  were  inyaded  by 
Simon  de  Montfort,  and  Baymond 
himself  after  a  gallant  and  protract- 
ed resistance,  was  defeated,  m  1213. 
fie  was  driyen  from  his  goyemment 
but  was  restored  to  it  in  1217.  Diea 
1222. 

Bajmiondy  Henry  Jarvis, 
an  American  journalist,  and  founder 
of  the  New  York  Times,  was  bom  in 
New  York  State  in  1820;  was  elected 
Lieutenant-Ooyemor  in  1854^  and  a 
member  of  Congress  in  1864.  Died 
1869. 

Raynal,  Guillanlne 
Thomas  Francis,  a  French 
historian  and  philosopher;  bom  in 
1713;  was  educated  by  the  Jesuits, 
and  entered  their  order,  but  subse- 
quently turned  his  attention  to  litera- 
tore.  His  greatest  work  is  entitled 
TJU  PhUoaophical  Huionf  ofjhe  Euro- 

^Jbohdim.    Died  1796.  ^

Beade,  Charles,  D.  a  Lb,  aa 
English  noyelist;  bom  in  1814;  waa 
educated  at  Magdalen  Oolkgc^  Ox- 
ford, of  whidi  he  was  sobaeaaentlj 
elected  a  Fellow,  and  waa  oalled  to 
the  bar  at  Lincoln's  Inn  in  1848L 
Among  his  works  are  Peg  Wefmalam^ 
WkiU  Lie»,Hatd  Ouk,  Qrifiih  QamL 
A  Terrible  2*efi^piation^  and  aeirefat 
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^aumur,  de.  Bend  An- 
toine  Ferchaulty  a  French  nato- 
ralist;  bom  at  Bochelle  in  1688.  In 
1731  he  inyented  Mb  well-known  ther- 
mometer. He  took  the  freeain^ 
and  boiling-points  of  water  aa  two 
fixed  points,  and  diyided  the  interral 
into  eighty  d^rees,  the  freering-point 
being  zero.    Died  1757. 

B^camier,  Jeanne  Fraa- 
^ise  Julie  Adelaide  Ber^ 
nardy  a  French  lady  distinguished 
for  her  beauty  and  aocomplishmenta ; 
bom  at  Lyons  in  1777 :  was  married  at 
the  age  of  sixteen  to  M.  R^camier,  a 
yery  opulent  banker,  who  subsequent- 
ly failed  in  business.  Madame  B^ 
camier  was  at  one  time  betrothed  to 
Prince  August  of  Pruesia,  but  annulled 
the  engagement  herself^  and  became 
yery  intimate  with  Madame  de  Stael, 
for  which  reason  she  was  exiled  from 
Paris  by  Napoleon  I.  After  the  B^ 
toration  she  returned  to  Paris,  where 
her  eulon  became  one  of  the  most  cele- 
brated of  that  period,  and  where  she 
formed  an  intimate  friendship  with 
Chftteaubriand.    Died  1849. 

Bedi»  Francesco,  an  Italian 
naturalist  and  poet  Bom  in  1626; 
died  1695. 

RegriomontanuSy  a  German 
astronomer :  bom  in  1436.  His  proper 
name  was  Johann  Miiller.  He 
atodied  at  the  Uniyersity  of  Vienn% 
where  he  became  profossor  of  mathe- 
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BuUitx.    He  was  the  author  of  Mtrcnl 
valuable  woiks.     Died  1476. 
Regnard)  Jean  Francis,  a 

French  comic  poet.  Bora  in  1665; 
died  1709. 

Beg'nieri  Mathuiin,  a  French 
■Btirical  poeL  Bom  in  1573;  died 
1613. 

Re^iilns,  Marcus  Atfllus,  a 
Boraan  general ;  served  with  distine- 
tion  in  the  Kiret  Piinic  war ;  was  twice 
chosen  Consul,  and  defeated  the  Car- 
thaginians in  a  naval  battle  in  256 
B.  c.  He  invaded  Africa  the  year 
following,  but  was  defeated,  captured, 
and  sent  on  a  mission  to  llome,  where 
he  advised  the  Senate  to  r^ect  the 
terms  of  the  Carthaginians.  Accord- 
ing to  his  promtse,  lie  returned  to 
Cuthage,  where  he  was  tortured  and 
put  to  death. 

Belchstailt,  Napol^n 
Francois  Charles  Josepta, 
Duke  of  (Napoleon  II.),  King 
of  Rome,  was  the  only  eon  ofNapoieon 
I.  and  Maria  Louisa,  and  was  bora  in 
Paris,  March  20,  1811.  His  father 
abdicated  in  his  favor  in  1814,  but 
Louis  X  VIII,  wa«  raised  to  the  throne 
of  France.  He  was  created  Duke  of 
Beicliaiadi  by  the  Emperor  of»Au«- 
tria  in  1818,  and  was  made  a  lieuten- 
ant-colonel in  1H31.    EKed  1832. 

Relskei  Joliann  Jakob,  a 
German  philologist  and  Orientalist; 
born  in  l^uxon^  in  17  lU;  studied  at 
Hallo  and  Leipaic,  at  the  last  of 
which  <^tiee  he  became  profeaKir  of 
Arabic.  He  produced  a  large  num- 
ber of  works.     Uied  1774. 

Rembrandt  van  Ityn, 
Paill,  a  Dutch  historical  and  pui^ 
trait-j  Ml  inter,  the  son  of  a  miller,  wm 
born  near  l^ydcn,  June  15,  leOti.  In 
1U3U  he  removed  lo  Amsterdaro,  where 
he  cslablitthud  a  Rtii^ccasrul  xrhool  of 
art,  and  whure  he  became  dislinguish- 
ed  eapecially  for  the  originality  of  his 
style  and  the  brilliancy  of  his  color- 
ing. Among  the  greatest  of  his  pro- 
ductions are  "Tobit  and  the  Angel 
Raphael,"  "The  Woman  taken  in 
Adulterv,"  and  "Th«  Syndics  of  th« 
Merchant  Draper»."    I>i«d  1660. 


B^nan,  Joseph  Eimest,  * 

French  philologijt  and  writer ;  born 
February  27,  1S23;  studied  at  the 
seminary  of  Saint-Sulpice,  and  in 
1848  gained  the  V'olney  prize  for  a 
memoir  on  the  Semitic  languages. 
He  is  a  member  of  the  French  lnsti> 
tute  and  the  French  Academy,  and  in 
18G2  was  appointed  professor  of  He- 
brew in  Paris.  The  beet  known  of  hia 
works  is  VU  dt  Jaui,  which  has  been 
biiierly  attacked  by  the  bishops  and 
clergy  of  France. 

Ben^of  Ai^oiii  Dukeof  Amon 
and  Lorraine  and  King  of  Naplea, 
waa  bom  in  1406.  He  was  distin- 
guished as  a  poet  and  an  artist  rather 
than  81  a  warrior  and  a  staEeeman. 
He  was  in  1442  driven  from  Naples 
bv  Alfonso  of  Alston.  Bend  was  an 
ally  of  Charles  VII.  of  France  against 
the  English,  and  was  the  father  of 
Margaret,  (^ueen  of  Henry  VI.  of 
England.     Died  1480. 

Bequesens,  Louia  de  Zn- 
fligai  a  Spanish  commander;  boim 
in  1522;  served  with  distinction  at 
the  battle  of  Lepanto  under  Don  John 
of  Austria,  and  in  1573  succeeded  the 
Duke  of  Alva  as  Governor  of  the 
Netherlands.     Died  1576. 

Bethel)  AUVed.  a  German  hia- 
lorical  painter.  Bom  at  Aix-la-Cha- 
peilein  1816;  died  lSo9. 

Betz.  de,  Jean  Francois 
Paul  de  Oondi,  Cardinal,  a 
French  prelate ;  bom,  of  a  noble  fam- 
ily, in  1614.  He  was  very  dissipated 
in  early  life,  but,  having  been  dea> 
tined  for  the  Church  by  his  family,  he 
was  in  1843  appointed  coadjulor  to 
hie  uncle,  the  Archbishop  of  Paria. 
During  the  civil  war  which  oom- 
nienced  in  1649  he  became  one  of  th« 
leailers  of  the  Frondcur*,  and  waa 
sulwcquently  created  a  Caidinal,  but 
in  1652  waa  arreeled  and  imprisoned 
for  some  years  by  Maiaiin.  Died 
1679. ' 

Betzsch,  Moiitz,  a  German 
painter  and  engraver.  Bom  at  Dres. 
den  in  1779;  died  1S67. 

BenchllDt  Johann.  alia 
known   hj  hia   OndMd   nam*  of 
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GapniOy  one  of  the  fint  and  most 
active  promoters  of  Hebrew  studiee 
in  Gtermanj,  and  whose  labon  in  no 
small  degree  helped  to  bring  about 
the  Reformation,  was  bom  at  Pfors- 
heim,  in  Baden,  December  28, 14d6. 
After  spending  many  years  in  travel 
and  study  he  issued,  in  1506,  his 
MwdimerUa  Lingua  HebrdooR^  a  work 
of  which  he  was  justly  proud.  Bench- 
lin  was  the  preceptor  of  Melanchthon. 
Died  June  80,  1522. 

Reuter,  IPaulJulius,  Baron, 
distinguished  as  the  orisinator  of  a 
Bocoessful  system  (which  bears  his 
name)  for  the  transmission  of  news 
by  tel^mph,  was  bom  at  Cassel  in 
1818.  lie  early  became  connected 
with  different  tele^n^h  companies, 
•nd  finally,  removing  his  principal 
office  to  London,  established  numer- 
ous agencies  throughout  the  world, 
by  which  he  has  been  enabled  to  fur- 
nish the  press  of  different  countries 
the  most  reliable  news  in  tlie  shortest 
time,  and  to  render  his  enterprise  a 
neat  financial  success.  He  was  in 
1871  created  a  baron  by  the  Duke  of 
€k>lMirg'^k>tha. 

Reynolds,  John  Fulton,  an 
American  general ;  bom  at  Lancaster, 
Pennsylvania,  in  1820.  He  graZluated 
at  West  Point  and  served  throughout 
the  Mexican  war,  winning  the  brevets 
of  captain  and  major  for  gallant  and 
meritorious  conduct  at  Monterey  and 
Boena  Vista.  On  AuRUst  20,  1861, 
he  was  commissioned  brigadier-gen- 
eral of  volunteers,  and  June  26,  1862, 
participated  in  the  battle  of  Mechan- 
icsvUle,  and  on  the  next  day  in  the 
battle  of  Gaines"  Mill.  At  Charles 
City  Cross-Roads  he  was  taken  pris- 
oner and  sent  to  Richmond,  but  was 
soon  released.  In  January,  1863,  he 
was  nominated  major-general  of  vol- 
unteers, and  on  the  vR\i  of  June  he 
was  placed  in  command  of  the  right 
wing  of  Hooker's  army,  having  diarge 
of  three  corps.  He  commanded  the 
▼anfi;uard  at  Gettysburg,  and,  bring- 
ing his  troops  into  action  with  a  much 
larger  Confederate  force,  he  went  for- 
mird  to  reoonnoitrey  when  he  was 


strode  by  a  rifle4)all  and  died  In  ft 
few  minutes,  July  1, 1868. 
Beynoldfly  Sir  Jo8liiia»  an 

English  portrait-pointer  of  great  dia- 
tinction,  was  the  son  of  Kev.  Samuel 
Reynolds,  and  was  bom  in  Devon- 
shire, July  16, 1723.  He  studied  un- 
der Hudson  in  London,  worked  as  a 
portrait^paintcrat  Plymouth  for  some 
years,  removed  to  London  in  1746, 
and  in  1750^2  travelled  in  Italy. 
With  Dr.  Johnson,  in  1764,  he  found- 
ed the  Literary  Club,  consisting  of 
twelve  members,  among  whom  were 
Burke  and  Goldsmith.  He  became 
President  of  the  Royal  Academy  in 
1768,  and  was  knighted  in  that  year. 
Died  in  1792,  after  having  amassed  a 
fortune  of  eighty  thousand  poonda. 
Among  his  productions  are  a  portrait 
of  Commodore  Eeppel,  "  Mra.  Sid- 
dons  as  the  Tragic  Mus^"  and  "The 
Infant  Hercules  strangling  the  Ser- 
pen ts.^' 

Ribault,  or  Ribant,  Jean,  a 
French  navigator  and  Protestant;  born 
at  Dieppe  about  1520 :  was  sent  with 
an  exploring- party  by  Coligny  to 
North  America,  where  at  Port-Uoyal. 
South  Carolina,  he  built  a  fort  ana 
foundked  a  colony.  While  in  com- 
mand of  a  French  fort  and  colony  at 
St  John's  River,  Florida,  in  1665l 
he  was  defeated  by  the  Spaniards,  and 
was  massacred  by  them  with  all  his 
men. 

Ricardo,  David,  a  political 
economist;  bom  in  London  m  1772; 
entered  upon  a  mercantile  life;  be- 
came very  opulent,  and  in  1819  was 
elected  to  Parliament  for  Portarling^ 
ton.  Among  his  works  are  Principlu 
fif  Political  Economy  and  Taxation,  an 
Ensay  on  Rent,  and  On  the  Depreciation 
of  the  Currency,  Died  September  11, 
1823. 

Ricasoli,  Bettino,  Baron,  an 
Italian  statesman;  bom  in  Florence 
in  1809;  opposed  in  early  life  the 
power  of  Austria;  favored  liberal 
measures,  and  upon  the  death  of 
Count  Cavour,in  1861,  became  Prime 
Minister  of  the  new  kingdom  of  Italy. 
He  rengned  the  year  following,  but 
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a^in  became  Premier  to  1866.  In 
1874  fae  ww»  re-elected  to  the  lulian 
Pftrlitunenl. 

Riccl,  Alarco,  an  Italian  artist 
especially  skilful  as  a  landscape- 
pninter.  Bora  at  Bullimo  in  1UT6 ; 
died  1728. 

Rlclinrd  I.,  Kin?  of  England, 
siimamcd  CtEUfi  DB  Lion,  Bon  of 
Henry  II.,  was  born  at  Oifonl  in 
1157,  and  at  llie  n^cof  iti.t(ci;n  united 
Willi  his  elder  brutlier,  Heury,  tu  a 
revolt  against  tbeir  father.  Upon 
the  death  uf  that  Prince,  ten  yean 
later,  he  became  heir-apparent  t^  the 
EngliDh  throne,  to  which  he  micceed- 
ed  at  the  death  of  Henry  II.,  in  1189. 
He  exhibited  great  remorse  for  his 
treatment  of  his  father,  who!ie  truated 
Ministers  he  retained  in  power.  Unit- 
ing with  Philip  of  France,  he  led  a 
great  army  into  Palestine,  whure  he 
eihibiteil  grenl  personal  proweas,  but 
accomplished  little  that  resiUl«d  in 
permtinent  benafltu.  After  defeating 
Ssladin,  tlie  leader  of  (lie  Saracens,  in 
Reptetnlier,  1191,  Richanl,  who  had 
ipiurrelicd  with  Ptitlip,  concluded  a 
truce  with  Salad  in  and  sailed  for 
Kujilnnd,  but,  guHering  shipwroclc  on 
the  coaatof  Islria,  was,  while  attempt- 
ing to  paw  in  disguiw  tlirough  Ger- 
many, amtited  by  Leopold  of  Aus- 
tria, who  delivered  him  up  to  the 
Emperor  Henry  VI.,  and  ho  waa  not 
liberalt-d  iiiilil  February,  1 194,  when 
he  paid  a  large  ranxom.  RichaJd  was 
mortally  woundsd  at  the  siej^a  of  a 
cnstlc  near  Limoges  in  11B9,  and, 
leaving  no  children,  waa  succeeded 
by  his  brother  John. 

Ricbard  II.,  sun  of  Edward  the 
Black  Prince,  was  bom  at  Burdeaui 
in  IDOU.  At  the  age  of  eleven  years 
he  succeeded  his  grandfather,  Ed- 
ward 111.  A  forniidnble  insurrec- 
tion was  raised  by  Wat  Tyler  in 
1331,  which  was  enectunlly  suppress- 
ed, and  in  I'itVt  he  invaded  Scotland 
and  burned  Edinburgh,  Perth,  an<l 
other  diice.  In  July,  I3UQ,  his  cousin 
Henry,  Duke  of  Lancaater,  whom  he 
had  previotiHly  banished  (rom  Eng- 
land, relumed,  raised  a  powerful  army, 


became  master  of  the  kingdom,  and 
caused  Richard  to  be  deposed  by  Par- 
liament  and  himself  to  be  proclaimed 
King.  Richard  died  in  prison  in 
1400,  his  death  having  been  caused. 


Vork"  and  was  bom  Uctuter  2,  1452. 
I{e  received  the  title  of  Duke  of 
Uloueesler,  fought  at  the  battle  of 
Tewkesbury,  in  1471,  aud  in  1472 
married  Ludy  Anne  Neville,  daugh- 
ter uf  the  Earl  of  Warwick.  He  be- 
came Regent  Of  the  kingdom  in  April, 
1433,  upon  the  death  of  his  brother, 
Edward  IV.,  and  upon  the  accesuon 
of  hia  nephew,  Edward  V.,  who  Vfas  b 
minor,  and  whom  he  soon  aderword 
caused  to  be  put  to  death  in  the  Tower 
with  his  younger  brother.  Richard 
was  then  prodaimed  king,  but  his 
course,  which  was  perfidiuiui  and  es- 
eeasively  cruel,  raised  up  a  formida- 
ble opposition,  which  was  headed  by 
Henry  Tudor,  I->rl  of  Richmond,  who 
was  regarded  by  the  Lancastrian  putv 
as  the  legitimate  heir  to  the  English 
crown.  Richard  was  defeated  and  slain 
the  battle  of  Bottworcli,  fought  Au- 


tho  Earl  of  Richmond  as  Henry  VIl. 
Bichardaon,  Samuel,  an 

English  novelist,  the  son  of  a  joiner, 
•UOH  burn  in  Derbyshire  iu  1G8B,  and 
became  a  master- printer  in  LondoD. 
Among  the  best  Known  of  his  work* 
are  Fameta,  Hiiloiy  <jf  Oaritta  Har- 
bnc.  Olid  Sir  C/uiHa  Uraaditon.  Died 
July  4,  1701. 

Richelieu,  Annand  Jean 
du  Plessis,  Cardinal,  a  French 
statesman;  bora  in  Paris,  September 
5,  1685.  He  was  educated  at  the  col- 
leges of  Kavarre  and  Lisieux,  and  in 
1007  was  made  Bishop  of  Lufou.  He 
beciimeBecrelBrynfStHteinlme,  waa 
created  aCardinal  in  tG22,  and  a  Royal 
Councillor  in  1024.  Hesotinafterward 
became  Prime  Minister,  in  which  po- 
sition he  exhibited  an  imperious  will 
and  ramarkable  talents  as  a  states- 
man.   He  curbed  the  power  of  the 
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Fi^ench  nobility,  subdued  the  Calvin- 
iflto,  restored  the  balance  of  power  in 
Europe  (which  had  been  threatened 
by  the  house  of  Austria),  granted  re- 
ligious toleration  to  the  rrotestants, 
and  in  1630  caused  the  exile  of  the 
King's  mother,  Marie  de  M^icis. 
who  was  inimical  to  him.  He  treated 
many  who  opposed  him  with  great 
severity,  and  to  reduce  the  power  of 
Austria  subsidized  the  Protestants  of 
Germany.  lie  also  formed  a  coalition 
with  the  Swedes.  During  his  admin- 
istration the  French  arms  were  gen- 
erally successful,  and  Alsace,  Artois, 
and  Koussillon  were  added  to  the  do- 
minions of  France.  Cardinal  Riche- 
lieu in  1635  founded  and  liberally  en- 
dowed the  celebrated  French  Acad- 
emy. At  his  death,  which  occurred 
December  4, 1 642,  the  people  of  France 
held  public  and  great  rejoicings. 

Bichtery  Johann  Paul 
Friedricliy  popularly  known  as 
Jean  Paul^  a  German  author  dis- 
tinguished for  his  quaintness  and 
originality,  was  bom  near  Baireuth, 
in  Bavaria,  March  21,  176a  He  stud- 
ied at  the  University  of  Leipsic,  and 
after  the  production  of  sevend  of  his 
works  was  granted  two  pensions  by 
the  government  of  Bavaria.  Died 
1825.  Among  his  writings  may  be 
mentioned  QrtmUind  Lavmiits^  ITie 
Invisible  Lodgft  Heapcni^  Parson  in 
JubUee,  and  Titan, 

Bialey»  Nicholas,  an  English 
Reformer ;  bom  about  1500 ;  was  edu- 
cated at  Cambridge;  was  appointed 
chaplain  to  the  King  in  1540,  Bishop 
of  Kochester  in  1547,  and  Bishop  of 
London  in  1550.  He  aided  Cranmcr 
in  1551  in  preparing  the  articles  of 
faith  since  Known  as  the  Thirty-nine 
Articles.  Alter  the  accession  of  Queen 
Mary  he  was  condemned  as  a  heretic, 
and  was  bumed  to  death,  October  16, 
1655. 

Rienzi,  or  Rienzoy  Kicola 
Gabriniy  a  native  of  Rome  who  in 
the  fourteenth  century  made  himself 
famous  by  an  attempt  to  restore  the 
republic  He  was  of  low  origin,  but 
h«i  received  a  liberal  education,  and 


when  Petrarch  visited  Rome,  in  1340^ 
Rienzi  made  his  acquaintance,  and  ao* 
companied  him  on  a  mission  to  Avi- 
gnon to  persuade  the  Pope  to  return 
to  Rome.  He  was  distinguished  for 
his  eloquence,  and  the  study  of  the 
works  of  antiquity  imbued  him  with 
the  idea  of  restormg  the  republic  In 
1347  he  succeeded  in  overthrowing 
the  tyranny  of  the  nobles  at  Rome 
and  in  obtainine  the  supreme  author- 
ity, with  the  title  of  tribune  and  lib- 
erator. He  governed  the  city  for  some 
time  with  judgment  and  moderation; 
but  the  pomp  of  power  spoiled  Iiim, 
and  he  became  a  tyrant  A  confed- 
eracy was  then  formed  against  him, 
and  he  fled  for  refuge  to  Prague, 
where  he  was  seized  and  sent  to  Pope 
Clement  VI.,  who  imprisoned  him  for 
three  years.  Innocent  VI.,  however, 
the  successor  of  Clement,  not  only 

g&ve  him  his  liberty,  but  appointed 
im  Governor  of  Rome,  thinking  he 
would  be  able  to  curb  the  disturb- 
ances in  the  ecclesiastical  states.  But 
Rienzi  was  now  an  altered  man,  and 
his  cruelties  raised  him  new  enemies, 
by  whom  he  was  put  to  death  in  the 
capitol,  October  8, 1354. 

Kistori,  Adelaide,  a  celebrated 
tragic  actress;  bom  in  Friuli,  Italy, 
in  1821.

He  became  Treasurer  of 
Pennsylvania  in  1777,  President  of 
the  American  Philosophical  Society 
in  1791,  first  director  of  the  Mint  at 
Philadelphia  in  1792,  and  was  elected 
a  Fellow  of  the  Royal  Society  of  Lqq^-- 
don  in  1795.  He  is  assigned  the  place 
next  to  Franklin  in  the  rank  of  Amer- 
ican philosophers.     Died  1796. 

Riviere,  Briton,  an  English 
artist  distinguished  for  his  skill  in 
painting  animals,  was  bom  in  Lon- 
don, August  14,  1840;  graduated  at 
the  University  of  Oxford  ;  turned  his 
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MteDtion  U>  KTt,  and  in  1878  was  elect- 
ad  an  BHMciate  of  the  Royal  Academy. 
AmonR  his  productiooaare  "Keil  Trom 
Labor7' "  War-Time,"  "A  Stem  Chaaa 
U  alwajB  a  l^ng  Chase,"  "A  Le^nd 
of  St.  Patrick,"  and  "An  Aoiioug 
Moment." 

Kizzlo,  David,  an  Italian  mu- 
sician ;  born  at  TiirJn  in  1540.  He 
came  in  the  retinue  of  the  Piedmont- 
ese  Ambassador  lo  the  court  of  Scot- 
land, and,  an  his  abilitiea  were  very 
e eat  OS  a  nmsiiriun  and  a  singer,  he 
canie  a  favorite  with  Queen  Mory, 
who  made  him  her  secreLiLry  fur  for- 
eign  languages.  His  influence  over 
her,  as  well  as  his  religion,  was  liighly 
oflenuve  to  many  of  the  Scotch  no- 
bles, and  especially  to  Damley,  the 
Queen's  hiixband,  who  headed  a  coo- 
spiracy  ag:ainst  liim,  and  the  unfortu- 
nate tavorile  was  assassinated  in  the 
Queen's  presence,  in  March,  I58Q. 

Robert)  Louis  Lipoid,  a 
French  painter ;  bom  in  La  (Jhaui- 
de-Fonda,  Switzerland,  Mav  13,  1791; 
was  the  pupil  of  U^rard  and  of  David ; 
removed  to  Italy  in  181S,  and,  having 
formed,  as  it  Is  said,  a  hopeless  passion 
for  Charlotte,  daughter  of  Joseph  Bo- 
naparte, he  committed  Buicide  in  Ven- 
ice, March  20,  1835.  Among  his  works 
•re  the  "Beapeiv,"  the  "Keapolilan 
Improvisatore,"  and  the  "  Fiahermea 
of  the  Adriatic." 

Uoberts,  David,  a  Scottish 
landscape-painter.  Bom  near  iCdln- 
bur^hin  1796;  died  1864. 

Robertson,  Frederick  Wll- 

Ifttni,  an  eloquent  minister  of  the 
Church  nf  FnK'land,  the  son  of  Capt. 
Freilerick  Itoberlsoii  of  the  royal  ar- 
tillerv,  wnsbiirn  in  London,  February 
3,  lHi6.  He  was  eilucated  at  Oifurd 
where  he  liecamc  the  intimate  friend 
of  John  Kuskln.  He  was  for  four 
years  curate  at  Cheltenham,  and  in 
1847  was  appointed  incumbent  of 
Trinity  ChajicI,  Brighton.  He  fa- 
vored the  views  of  what  is  called 
"the  Broad  Church"  in  England, 
and  was  distinguished  for  his  origi- 
nftlity  of  mind,  Severm>seriea  of  hi* 
sermons  have   been  puUished,  and 


Robertson,  WlUlam,  a  Scot- 
tish historian  ;  tiom  near  Edinburgh, 
.September  19,  1721.  He  became  s 
minister  at  an  early  age,  and  was  dia- 
tinguiehed  as  an  eloquent  preacher.

Itobespierre,  Maxim  illen 
Marie  Isidore,  a  French  Jaco- 
bin; bom  at  Arras,  May  ti,  1758; 
was  educated  at  the  Coll^  Louis-l«- 
Grand;  became  an  advocate  in  bia 
native  city,  and  in  1789  was  elected 
Co  Ibe  States-General,  and  subsequent- 
ly to  the  National  Convention.  He 
made  numerous  speeches  in  that  body 
and  in  the  Jacobin  Club,  of  nhicb  ba 
became  the  most  influential  member. 
Before  entering  upon  his  bloody  ca- 
reer he  advocated,  in  May,  ITUl,  the 
abolition  of  the  death-penalty,  hut  in 
December,  1792,  favored  the  death  of 
the  King.  He  hecame  the  implacable 
enemy  of  the  Girondists  and  the  leader 
of  the  Mountain.  He  acquired  almost 
unlimited  power,  and  was  responsible, 
to  agreatdegree,  for  the  atrociiieu  per- 
petrated during  the  Reign  of  Terror. 
He  was  himself  the  direct  cause  of 
the  execution  of  many  of  hia  former 
friends  and  of  a  large  number  of 
men,  women,  and  children.  A  com- 
bination caused  by  bis  excessiva 
cruelty  was  formed  af^inat  him  in 
1794  by  Tallicn,  Barrus,  Foucb^ 
Carnot,  and  others,  and  he  waa 
guillotined  on  the  28th  of  July  of 

RochambeBu,  de,  Jean 
Baptlttte    Donatleo   de   Vi- 

llicur,  a  distinguished  French  Mar- 
shal ;  bom  in  1725 ;  served  with  great 
credit  in  Europe  and  America,  and  as 
commander  of  a  French  army  in  tbe 
United  States  tendered  efbcient  aa- 
sitfanoe  in  1T81  to  G«n.  WaahiuglMi 
in  the  capture  of  Yorklown.    He  waa 
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created  a  Marahal  in  1791,  and  subfle- 
quently  served  against  the  Aostriana. 
Died  1807. 

Bocheforty  Victor  Henri 
de  Bochefort-Iai^yy  Comte, 
a  French  editor  and  Communist,  a 
acm  of  Marquess  Claude  Louis  Marie 
de  Bochefort-Lucay,  was  bom  in 
Paris,  January  SO,  1830,  and  was 
educated  at  the  college  of  Saint- 
Louis.  He  was  connectod  with  sev- 
eral newspapers,  and  in  1868  be- 
came one  of  the  principal  contribu- 
tors to  the  Figaro,  Bv  his  severe 
criticisms  of  the  Secona  Empire  he 
rendered  this  journal  particularly 
obnoxious  to  the  authorities^  and  its 
•ale  was  suppressed.  He  afterward 
published  La  LanJUme^  and  for  his 
connection  with  the  Communists  in 
1871  was  oonrt-martialled  and  sen- 
tenced to  imprisonment  for  life.  He 
was  transported  to  New  Caledonia, 
but  escaped  in  1874,  went  to  Switzer- 
land, and  has  since  been  permitted  to 
return  to  France. 

Bochefoucauldy  Francois, 
I>ac  de  la.  Prince  of  Marsillac,  a 
French  writer  distinguished  for  his 
wit  and  ooura^  was  bom  in  1613. 
He  was  a  promment  actor  in  the  war 
of  the  Fronde,  and  was  the  author  of 
the  celebrated  work  entitled  RefeX" 
•oiu  €u  Sentenoet  et  Mazimea  Moraiea. 
Died  1680. 

Roch^aquelin,  Henri  de 
la,  CoMTE,  a  prominent  French  roy- 
alist and  leader  of  the  Vendeans,  was 
the  son  of  the  Marquess  de  la  Boche- 

n[ue]in,  and  was  bom  in  1772.  As 
eader  he  displayed  great  ability 
and  exalted  heroism.  He  was  killed 
in  baUle  in  March,  1794. 

RoderiCy  or  Roderick,  the 
last  King  of  the  Visigoths  who  reign- 
ed in  Spain,  ascended  the  throne  in 
708  A.  D.,  and  was  in  711  defeated  and 
killed  by  the  Arabs  and  Moors,  who, 
under  Tarik,  had  invaded  the  domin- 
ions of  Boderic  He  fumishes  the

Rodney,  Geor&re  Brydees» 
Lord,  a  dikinguifihed  British  umi- 


ral ;  bora  in  1718;  became  admiral  of 
the  blue  in  1759 ;  was  created  a  faan> 
net)  and  was  in  1768  elected  to  Par> 
liament  He  gained  a  decisive  vky 
tory  over  a  Spaniah  fleet  under  San- 
ffani  in  1779,  in  1782  defeated  the 
French  under  Count  de  Oraase,  and 
was  soon  after  raised  to  the  peerage. 
Died  1792. 

RofferSy  Samuel,  an  English 
poet;  Dom  near  London,  July  30; 
1763.  He  was  the  son  of  a  bsinker, 
became  possessed  of  an  ample  fortune^ 
and  made  his  house  the  resort  of  lit- 
erary  men  of  distinction  and  of  promi- 
nent statesmen.  Among  his  nienda 
were  Byron,  Scotty  Worosworth,  and 
Coleridge.    Died  in  December,  186& 

Rol^ndy  Marie  Jeanne 
Plilipon»  Madame,  a  French 
Girondist  and  scholar ;  bom  in  Piffis^ 
March  17, 1754.  Her  father  waa  an 
engraver,  save  her  a  liberal  educa- 
tion, and  brought  her  up  as  a  strict 
Catholic  Early  devoted  to  reading, 
she  acquired  an  extensive  knowledge 
of  history  and  the  arts,  and  became 
known  for  her  wit  and  learning.  At 
the  age  of  twenty-five  she  married 
M.  Roland,  subsequently  celebrated 
as  a  Girondist  and  Minister  of  State. 
She  became  an  ardent  republican 
and  one  of  the  leading  spirits  in  the 
Girondist  party.  She  was  arrested  by 
the  Jacobins,  June  1, 1793,  and  was 
executed  in  November  following. 

RoUin,  Charles,  a  French  his- 
torian, the  author  of  a  History  of  Rome, 
Ancient  HitUn-y,  and  other  works,  was 
bom  in  Paris  in  1661.    Died  1741. 

RoUOy  a  celebrated  viking  of  the 
Northmen,  became  the  first  Duke  of 
Normandy  about  890  A.  D.  Having 
defeated  the  Franks  in  several  battles, 
he  compelled  their  King  to  cede  him 
that  province.  He  embraced  Chris- 
tianity soon  after.

In  addition  to  these  he  wrote  two 
books  of  epistles  in  verse^  cantatas 
(in  which  be  is  regarded  as  original 
and  unrivalled),  allegories,  epigrsiiu^ 
miscellaneous  poems^  four  comedies 
in  verse  and  three  in  prose,  and  a 
collection  of  letters.  Died  1741. 
Rousseau,  Jean  JacqueSf 

a  Swiss  philosopher  and  writer;  bom 
at  Geneva,  June  28, 1712.  His  ftlher 
was  Isaac  Rousseau,  a  watchmaker. 
His  education  was  n^lected,  and  ro- 
mances formed  the  chief  part  of  his 
early  reading.  After  having  been 
dismisBed  from  an  attorney's  office^ 
he  was  apprenticed  to  an  ensraver, 
from  whom  he  received  such  ilT-treol- 
ment  that  he  ran  away  before  he  was 
sixteen.  He  found  a  friend  in  Ms- 
dame  de  Warens,  with  whom  he  lived 
for  some  years  at  intervals ;  and  when 
not  with  her  he  spent  a  wandering 
life  in  various  characters,  some  of 
them  of  the  humblest  kind.  It  was 
not  till  1750  that  he  manifested  his 
wonderful  literarv  talents.  In  that 
year  he  gained  the  prize,  Kijon  by 
the  Academy  of  D\jon,  for  his  cele- 
brated essay  in  answer  to  the  ouce- 
tion,  **  Whether  the  progress  of  the 
sciences  and  arts  has  contributed  to 
corrapt  or  ^rify  manners."  Rous- 
seau maintained  that  the  effect  had 
been  injurious.  From  this  period 
his  pen  became  fertile  and  popular. 
He  produced  the  words  and  music  of 
Le  hetfin  du  ViUa^  a  piece  of  charm- 
ing simplicity,  which  was  represented 
at  Paris  with  the  greatest  success. 
Among  his  other  works  are  his  Dis-

■irained  the  power  of  the  Oermait

Rumford,  Benjamin 
Thompson,  Count,  a  natiinJ 
philoHopher;  born  in  Massachusetts 
in  1753 ;  l^ecame  a  schoolmaster,  and 
is  said  to  have  fought  at  Ihe  battle  of 
Lexington,  but  on  which  side  still  re- 
mains an  unsettled  question.  Ue  was 
regarded  by  his  nciglilrorH  as  a  Torv, 
and.  having  been  threatened  by  a  mob, 
resorted  to  the  British  camp  at  Bos- 
ton for  protection.  He  subsequently 
went  to  England  as  a  bearer  of  deft- 
patches,  and  was  commissioned  as  k 
colonel  in  the  British  army.  He  in 
1784  removed  to  Munich,  where  he 
bttrame  a  major-general,  Councillor 
of  State,  lieutenant-general,  com- 
mander-in-chief. Minister  of  War, 
and  a  Count  of  the  Holy  Roman 
Empire.  He  introduced  many  im- 
portant reforms,  devoted  consider* 
able  attention  to  scientific  j>ursuits, 
and  mode  valuable  discoveries  while 
experimenting  on  heat  and  light. 
Died  1814 

Rupert,  Prince,  distinguitbsd 
as  a  cavalry- leader  during  the  Civil 
War  in  England,  was  a  nephew  of 
Charles  I.,  and  the  son  of  the  Elector 
Palatine  Frederick  V.  and  Eliiabeth, 
daughter  of  James  I.  of  England,  and 
was  bora  at  Prague  in  1009.  He 
fought  with  desperate  courage  at 
Worcester  and  Edgehill  and  cap- 
tured Bristol,  hut  was  defeated  at 
Mnrston  Moor  in  1G44,  and  by  hia 
rashness  caused,  in  the  year  follow- 
ing, the  defeat  of  the  royal  forces  at 
Nwebjf,  where  he  commanded  the 
left  wing.  After  surrendering  Bris- 
tol he  was  deprived  of  command,  but 
in  1048  was  made  admiral  of  the  fleet 
operating  off  the  coast  of  Ireland. 
Nearly  all  of  his  vessels  were  de- 
stroyed bv  Blake  in  16<>t.  After  the 
Restoration,  in  ICeO,  he  was  created 
an  admiral,  and  fought  against  the 
Dutch.    IKed  1682. 

Rush,  BfliOunln,  an  Ameri- 
csnphyiidan;  bOTUHerPhiladelphie 
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in  1745 ;  graduated  at  Princeton  Col- 
1^^  in  1760;  studied  medicine  in 
London,  Paris,  and  fxlinburgh ;  be- 
came professor  of  chemistry  in  the 
Medical  College  of  Philadelphia  in 
1769,  and  as  a  member  of  Congress 
signed  the  Declaration  of  Independ- 
ence in  1776.  The  year  following 
he  was  appointed  surgeon-general 
of  the  army.     Died  1813. 

Rushy  Richardy  an  American 
statesman,  son  of  the  preceding,  was 
bom  in  Philadelphia  in  1780.  He 
became  Attorney-General  of  the  Uni- 
ted States  in  1814.  Minister  to  Eng- 
land in  1817,  and  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  in  1825.  He  was  sent  as 
Minister  to  France  in  1847.  Died 
1859. 

Ruskin,  John,  M.  A.,  LL.D., 
an  English  art^tic^  son  of  a  London 
merchant,  was  bom  in  1819,  and  edu- 
cated at  Christ  Church,  Oxford.  He 
was  appointed  Bede  lecturer  at  Cam- 
bridge in  1867,  received  the  same 
year  the  degree  of  LL.D.  from  that 
university,  and  in  1872  was  elected 
Blade  professor  of  fine  art  at  Oxford. 
Among  his  productions  are  Modem 
PninterSj  The  Seven  Lamm  of  Arehi- 
Ucluref  The  Slones  of  Venice,  Pre- 
JRaphaelilimn,  Lectures  on  Architee- 
hire  and  Painting^  The  Ethics  of  Dust, 
and  'Die  Crown  a  Wild  Olive. 

Russell,  John,  Earl  Rus- 
sell, usually  called  Lord  John 
Russell,  a  prominent  Whig  states- 
man, was  a  younger  son  of  the  Duke 
of  Bedford,  and  was  bom  in  London, 
Au^st  18,  1792.  He  studied  at  the 
University  of  Edinburgh,  was  elected 
to  Parliament  in  1813,  and  favored 
Parliamentary  reform.     He  was  ap- 

?ointed  paymaster  of  the   forces  in 
830.    Two  years  previous  he  had 
Bucceeded  in  procuring  the  repeal  of 


the  Test  Acts,  thereby  relieving  Profe* 
estant  dissenters  from  numerous  dis- 
abilities, and  subsequently  assisted  in 
the  repeal  of  the  Com  Laws.  Alter 
holding  other  positions  in  the  Cabi- 
net he  became  Prime  Minister  of  Eng^ 
land  in  1846.    He  was  raised  to  the 

garage  as  Earl  Russell  of  Kingston* 
ussell  in  1861.    Died  May  28,  1878. 

Russell,  WilHam,  Lord^  a 
prominent  leader  of  the  English 
\Vhigs,  was  the  third  son  of  the 
Duke  of  Bedford,  and  was  bom  in 
1639.  Entering  Parliament,  he  be- 
came an  ardent  supporter  of  what 
was  known  as  the  Exclusion  bill 
(being  the  bill  for  excluding  the 
Duke  of  York  from  the  throne). 
Charged  as  a  participator  in  the 
Rye-House  Plot,  he  was  condemned, 
on  perjured  testimonv,  before  a  pack- 
ed jury,  and  was  belieaded  July  22, 
1683. 

Rutledg'e,  tJohn,  an  American 
lawyer;  born  in  South  Carolina  in 
1739;  was  elected  to  Congress  in 
1774,  and  was  an  ardent  champion 
of  liberty  and  independence.  He 
was  elected  Governor  of  his  native 
State  in  1779,  became  a  judee  of 
the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United 
States  in  1789,  and  Chief- Justice  of 
South  Carolina  in  1791.    Died  1800. 

Ruysdaely  Jacob,  a  Dutch 
landscape-painter.  Bom  at  Haarlem 
m  1630;  died  1681. 

Ruyter,  de,  Michael  Adria- 
anzooily  a  Dutch  admiral ;  bom  in 
1607  ;  entered  the  navy  at  the  age  of 
eleven ;  was  rapidly  promoted ;  rain- 
ed victories  over  the  Swedes  and  Eng- 
lish; saileduptheThamesin  1667,  and 
destroyed  a  lar^e  amount  of  shipping. 
He  was  killed  in  1675.  in  the  Medi- 
terranean, in  a  naval  oattle  with  the 
French. 
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Saa  (le  Miranfla.  b  PortnirueM 

poet  of  diBtinction,  Bom  at  Coimbra 
m  149-'):  died  16.58. 

Saatll,  Miistlh-ed-Deen,  a 
Peraiaa  poet:  bom  about  11B4  at 
Bhiraz  ;  is  saiil  to  have  mode  numer- 
ous pilgrimages  to  Mecca,  and  visited 
also  Bagdad,  DaDiasciiB,  Jerusalem, 
Morocco,  h^iypl,  Abjatiiiiia,  aod  Hin- 
dustan, afWr  which  he  settled  in  hia 
native  city  and  was  highly  respected 
on  account  of  his  religious  chnracter. 
The  most  popular  of  his  works  is 
Oidimdn  ("KoBe-Uarden").  His  writ- 
ings are  more  gonernlly  read  than 
those  of  any  other  rersinn  author. 
Died  1291. 

Soavedra,  de.  Angel,  Duke 
of  Rivas,  a  Spanish  poet  and  stales- 
man ;  bom  at  C6nlovii  in  1791,  He 
became  eicreedingly  well  vcmed  in 
English  literature,  was  appointed  in 
183ft  a  member  of  the  Spanish  Min- 
istry, and  was  subsequently  sent  as 
Ambassador  U)  Naples.  Of  his  works 
may  be  mentioned  Fhe  Moorak  Faund- 
ling,  a  poem,  and  Don  /llnii'n,  atragedy. 

Saavedra  y  Faxardo.  de, 
"Diego,  a  Spanish  diplomatist  and 
historian.  Bom  at  Atgeiares,  in  the 
province  of  Murda,  1.584;  died  1G43. 

Sabbatlni,  Andrea,  an  Ital- 
ian painter ;  bom  in  Salemo  about 
I4S0;  studied  under  Raphael.  Died 
1545. 

Sabine,  Sir  Edwnrd,  K.  C.  B., 
F.  K.  S.,  an  English  general,  mathe- 
matician, traveller,  and  writer  on  sci- 
entilic  Hubjects,  was  bom  in  ITSH.  He 
was  about  1818  elected  &  Fellow  of 
the  Royal  Society,  of  which  he  was 
choHCn  the  President  in  IStll.  He  was 
kniehted  in  181)9. 

Sabiiiii.x,  Mass  urhlH,  a  Roman 
lawyer,  wriier  ujxm  law,  and  founder 
of  a,  school  of  jurists  known  as  Sa- 
biniani,  livedin  thereigtisuf  Tib«riui 
and  Caligula. 


Saccbi,  Andrea*  mn  Italian 
painter;  bom  near  Rome  in  1598; 
was  patronized  by  Pope  Urban  VIII., 
and  was  eniployel  to  paint  one  of  the 
greataltar-piecesof  St.Peter's.  Saccbi 
also  executed  several  works  in  fre«co 
which  have  been  greatly  admired. 
Died  1601. 

Sacchint)  Antonio  Maria 
Gusparu,  a  celebrated  compoaec. 
Bom  in  Naples  in  1735;  died  1780. 

Sacbeverell,  Henry,  an  Eng- 
lish divine ;  bom  about  1672  and  wu 
educated  at  Oxford.  In  IT05  be  wu 
made  preocheiat  St.  ^vioiir'B,South- 
wark,  and  in  1709  delivered  two  po- 
litical sermons  which  were  so  oflen- 
eive  to  the  Whigs  that  he  was  im- 
iwached  for  libel,  and  in  ITIO  waa 
convicted  and  sentenced  to  be  sus- 
pended from  the  miniatir  for  three 
years.  In  1713he wasbyQueen Aniw 
rewarded  with  the  rectory  of  Su  An- 
drew's, Holbom.    Died  1724.

Stick\'ille,  George,  Vtscocsr, 
an  English  statesman,  general Iv  known 
as  Lord  George  Germain,  was 
a  son  of  the  Duke  of  Dorset,  and  wu 
bom  in  1716.  Entering  the  army,  he 
served  in  the  Seven  dears'  war,  but 
was  tried  by  court-martial  and  dis- 
missed the  service  for  oowatdice  and 
disobedience  of  orders  at  the  battle 
of  Minden,  in  1769.  In  1775,  how- 
ever, he  was  appointed  by  Geom 
Ill.Secretary  of  State  for  the  Coh>- 
niea,  and  was  given  the  chief  direc- 
tion of  military  affairs  during  the 
war  of  the  Bcvotution  in  America. 
Died  1785. 

Hacy,  de,  Antolne  Inaac 
Sllvestre,  Baron,  b  dlstinguiBhod 
French  Orientalist;  bom  in  Peris  in 
175S;  became  versed  in  Penian,  Chal- 
deei  Arabic,  and  leTeral  other  lan- 
gtiagei^  and  prodnced,  among  otbei 
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works,  Memoir  on  the  History  of  the 
Arabs  before  Mohammed,  an  Arabic 
Orammarf  and  Pend-Nameh,  Sacy  was 
professor  of  Arabic  at  Paris,  and  sub- 
8e<iuently  of  Persian  in  the  College 
of  France.  AVith  Abel  K^musat  tie 
founded  the  Asiatic  Society  in  1822, 
and  became  a  i)eer  of  France  in 
1832.     Died  1838. 

Sadler,  Sir  Ralph,  a  promi- 
nent English  diplomatist  under  the 
reigns  of  Henry  VIII.  and  Elizabeth, 
was  bom  in  1507,  and  was  knighted 
for  the  great  courage  which  he  dis- 
played at  the  battle  of  Pinkie.  Died 
1587. 

SadoCy  or  Zadok,  founder  of 
the  sect  of  the  Sadducees,  was  a  He- 
brew scholar  who  lived  about  250 
B.  c. 

SadolctOy  Jacopoy  an  Italian 
writer;  bom  in  1477;  was  an  inti- 
mate friend  of  Bembo ;  was  secretary 
to  Leo  X. ;  was  created  a  Cardinal  by 
Paul  III.,  and  was  sent  as  Ambassa- 
dor to  France  in  1542.     Died  1547. 

Safvet  Pasha,  a  Turkish  states- 
man ;  bora  in  1815;  entered  the  diplo- 
matic service  of  Turkey  at  an  early 
age ;  was  sent  as  Minister  to  Paris  in 
1865,  and  was  subscquentlv  appointed 
Minister  of  Foreign  Anairs.  Still 
later  he  was  Minister  of  Public  In- 
stmction,  and  in  1877  became  Min- 
ister of  Justice.  lie  was  the  year 
following  created,  by  Queen  Victoria, 
Knight  Grand  Commander  of  the 
Star  of  India.  During  the  time 
that  he  was  Minister  of  Public  In- 
stmction  he  founded  free  schools 
throughout  Turkey  and  established 
the  university,  the  Museum  of  An- 
tiquities, ana  other  institutions  at 
Constantinonle. 

Sa^e,  Balthasar  Georgrcs, 
an  eminent  natural  philosopher  and 
mineralogist ;  bom  at  Paris  in  1740 ; 
became  professor  of  mineralogy  and 
superintendent  of  the  School  of 
Mines  in  that  city,  and  was  elected 
a  member  of  the  French  Institute. 
He  was  the  author  of  several  scien- 
tific works.    Died  1824. 

Saint  Clair,  Arthur,  an 


American  general;  bom  in  Scotland 
in  1735;  removed  to  Pennsylvania; 
entered  the  American  army;  wai 
made  a  brigadier-general ;  fought  al 
Trenton,  Princeton,  and  other  im- 
portant Imttlesof  the  Revolution  ;  be- 
came a  major-general  in  1777,  a  mem- 
ber of  Congress  in  1785,  and  two  vean 
later  President  of  Congress,  (^rom 
1789  until  1802  he  was  Governor  of 
Ohio,  and  in  1791,  while  command- 
ing an  army  in  the  North-west,  he 
was  defeated  with  ^reat  loss  by  tlia 
Miami  Indians.    Died  1818. 

Saiiite-Aulaire,  de,  LiOuis 
Clair  dc  Beaupoil,  Comt^  a 
French  diplomatist,  and  the  author 
of  a  History  of  the  Fronde  and  other 
works,  was  bom  in  Perigord  in  1778: 
became  a  peer  of  France  in  1830yand 
Minister  to  England  in  1841.  Died 
1854. 

Saiiitc-Beuvc,  Charles  Au» 
GTUStin,  a  French  critic;  bom  at 
Boulogne-sur-Mer,  December  23, 
1804;  was  educated  in  Paris;  stud- 
ied and  practised  medicine,  and  was 
a  contributor  to  several  journals.  In 
1845  he  became  a  member  of  the 
French  Academy,  in  1852  was  ap- 
pointed professor  of  Latin  poetry  in 
the  College  of  France,  and  in  1865 
became  a  Senator.  Died  October  13, 
1869.  His  writings  are  on  a  great 
variety  of  subjects,  including  history, 
poetry,  and  criticism. 

Saiiit-!Evreniond,  Charles 
dc  8aiiit-Dcni8,  Seigrneiir  de, 
a  French  wit  and  author ;  born,  of  a 
noble  family,  in  1613;  was  educated 
at  Paris;  served  with  distinction  in 
the  army,  and  was  for  some  years  a 
great  favorite  at  the  French  court. 
Having,  however,  offended  Louis 
XIV.,  he  was  oniered  to  be  con- 
fined in  the  Bastile.  Making  his 
escape  to  England,  Saint- ft vreniond 
was  cordially  received  by  Charles  II., 
and  was  granted  a  pension.  lie  was 
tiie  author  of  numerous  essays  and 
dramas.     Died  1703.

Henri  Bemardin,  a  French 
writer;  bom  at  Havre  in  January, 
1T37 ;  studied  at  the  College  of  Rouen 
and  entered  the  army,  from  which  he 
was  soon  dismissed  ;  went  to  Russia, 
where  he  was  employed  four  years  aa 
an  engineer.  In  17SS  he  went  in  th« 
same  capacity  to  the  Isle  of  France; 
where  be  lived  for  three  years.  After 
Ihia  he  devoted  hisallention  to  litera- 
ture. His  Paul  ourf  Virginia  is  tho 
best-known  of  his  works,  and  has  been 
translated  into  many  languages.

Saint- Simon,  de,  Claude 
Henri,  Count,  a  French  socialist; 
bom  at  Paris  in  1760 ;  was  o  nephew 
of  Charles  Francois,  Bishop  of  Agde, 
and  a  relative  of  the  Due  de  Saint- 
Ijimon.  He  entered  the  army  and  in 
1770  went  to  America,  where  he  dis- 
tinguished himself  at  the  siege  of 
Yorktown,  after  which  he  pawwd 
some  time  in  travel.  In  1801  be 
married  Mademoiselle  de  Champ- 
grand,  whom  he  divorced  the  next 
veikr  with  the  intention  of  mnrryiii); 
Madame  de  Slotl,  who,  however,  re- 
fused him.  Died  in  1825.  He  pub- 
lished several  works,  of  which  the 
most  remarkable  is  Anir  Oiriilianily.

Satnt-Simon,  de,  Louis  de 
Rouvroy,  Due,  a  French  writer 
and  diplomatist;  bom  in  1676;  be- 
came a  partisan  of  the  Duke  of  Or- 
leans and  an  ardent  Jansenist.  Dur- 
ing his  lifetime  he  pre^red  a  work 
which  after  his  death,  m  1755,  was 
published  under  the  title  of  CompUte 
and  Aulhtnlic  J/onoirs  o/ the  I.fuJce  of 
Sainl-Simm  On  the  Agt  of  Lotiis  XIV. 
<mH  the  Rti/eney. 

Saint  Vincent.  Eari.  of.  See 
Jervis,  Johm. 
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author,  the  son  of  an  Italian  gentle- 
man, was  bom  in  London  in  1828. 
He  was  the  founder  and  first  editor 
of  the  Temple  Bar  Magaxinej  has 
since  contributed  a  large  number  of 
literarv  articles  to  various  English 
periodicals,  and  has  been  a  war-cor- 
respondent of  diiierent  London  jour- 
nals. 

Saladin,  or  Salah-ed-Deen, 
or  Salali-cddin,  !••  Malek- 
Nasir-Yoosufy  or  iTouHOuf, 
Sultan  of  £g>'pt ;  bom  at  the  castle 
of  Tekrit,  on  the  Tigris,  in  1137  ;  was 
the  son  of  Aiyoob,  a  Koordish  officer 
of  high  rank  in  the  army  of  the  Sul- 
tan ol  Syria  and  Egypty  who  in  1168 
made  him  Vizier  of  Egypt.  Saladin 
soon  revolted  and  became  sovereign 
of  Egypt,  and  shortly  after,  upon  tbe 
death  of  Noor-ed-Deen,  Sultan  of 
Southern  Syria.  He  became  master 
of  Jerusalem  in  1 187,  and  was  engaged 
in  numerous  contests  with  the  armies 
of  the  crusaders  under  Kichard  1.  of 
England  and  Philip  Augustus  of 
France.  AVith  the  former  he  in 
1192  concluded  a  truce  of  three 
years.  Saladin  remained  sovereign 
of  Jerusalem,  treated  with  great 
kindnei<s  the  many  Christians  who 
fell  into  his  hands,  and  was  ever 
admired,  even  by  his  enemies,  for 
his  magnanimity  and  many  chival- 
rous acts.  Diecl  in  1193  at  Damas- 
cus. 

Salaiy  Andrea,  a  skilful  Italian 
painter.  Bom  at  Milan  about  1475. 
The  date  of  his  death  is  unknown. 

SalCy  Georgre,  an  English  Ori- 
ental scholar;  bora  in  Kent  in  1H80.

Marque£«  of,  an  English  statesman, 
son  of  the  late  Marquess  of  Salisbury, 
was  bom  at  Hatfield  in  1830;  was 
educated  at  Oxford,  and  was  in  1853 
elected  to  Parliament  as  a  Conser- 
vative by  the  borough  of  Stamford, 
which  he  continued  to  represent  un- 
til 1868  as  Lord  Kobert  Cecil,  when, 
Upon  the  death  of  his  father,  he  be- 
came a  Marquess  and  entered  the 
House  of  I^)rds.

His  series  of  subscription  con- 
certs in  London,  in  17U0,  form  an  en 
in  the  hiaiory  of  music,  in  BO  for  aa 
they  led  to  the  production  of  Haydn's 
twelve  grandest  symphonies,  known 
as  the  "  Salomon  iUt."  Salomon  died 
in  1815,  and  was  interred  in  West- 
minsler  Abl«y. 

Salvi,  Glumbattista,  ait  ItaU 
ian  historiisl  painter ;  known  also  as 
8u!«!tofelTatO.  Bum  in  1905 ;  died 
1G86. 

SaUiatl,  Francesco  Boasi 
daf  sometimes  called  Cccco  KoH- 
ni,  ail  Italian  painter  of  distinction. 
Born  at  Florence,  1510;  died  in  Romc^ 
1503.  Amonghis  productions  is  "The 
Battles  and  Triumph  of  L'amillus." 

Salvlnl,  TomiuasOf  an  eminent 
Italian  tmgedian ;  bom  at  Milan, 
Jouuary  1,  IS30.  He  went  upon  the 
slagB  while  a  mere  child,  and  at  the 
age  of  thirteen  had  gained  distinction 
in  juvenile  characieni.  He  was  for 
some  time  placed  under  the  luitioD 
of  Gustavo  Alodena.  After  fighting 
in  1S49  for  Italian  freedom,  and  hav 
ing  gained  several  medals  of  honor 
in  recognition  of  his  bravery,  he  ap- 
peared as  a  tragedian  at  I'lorcnce  and 
Paris  with  remarkable  success,  and 
has  since  pursued  a  brilliant  career  in 
Europe  and  America.  Salvini  was 
knighted  b;  King  Victor  Enimannel, 

Saiicbo  IV.,  siimamed  thk 
fisAVE,  King  of  Castile  and  Leon, 
WBsaeonof  Alfonao  X.,and  was  bom 
in  1258.  He  succeeded  to  the  throns 
in  1284,  and  died  1295,  leaving  the 
crown  lo  his  son,  Fernando  IV. 

Saiicho  III.,  King  of  Navarre, 
sumamed  the  Great;  bom  906; 
reigned  from  1000  until  his  death,  in 
1033. 

Saucbo,  Igpatlus,  a  negro 
poet ;  bom  in  1729  on  board  a  slave- 
ship;  was  taken  to  England,  where 
he  was  educated  and  paUonued  bj 
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the  Dake  of  Montsffue,  and  where  he 
aoQuired  the  friendship  of  Sterne,  Gar- 
rioc,  and  other  men  of  distinction. 
Died  1780. 

Sancroft.  William,  an  Eng- 
lish prelate ;  bom  in  1616 ;  was  edu- 
catea  at  Cambridge^  and  after  being 
Dean  of  York  and  of  St.  Paul's  was 
in  1677  raised  to  the  Archbishopric 
of  Canterbary.  He  was  one  of  the 
seven  prelates  tried  for  libel  by  order 
of  James  II.,  h\ii,  subsequently  refus- 
ing to  take  the  oaths  to  William  III., 
was  deprived  of  his  see.  He  wrote 
several  works,  the  most  important  of 
which,  Fur  PredeainaHu,  is  a  bitter 
attack  on  the  Calvinists.    Died  1693. 

Sandy  G^ors^e,  a  distinguished 
French  novelist  whose  true  name  was 
Amantine  Lucile  Aurore 
Duping  was  the  daughter  of  Mau- 
rice Dupin,  an  ofiSoer  m  the  armv ; 
was  a  great-granddaughter  of  the  cele- 
brated Marshal  Maurice  deSaxe,  and 
was  bom  in  Paris,  July  1,  1804.  She 
was  married  at  the  age  of  eighteen  to 
a  retired  officer  named  Dudevant, 
from  whom  she  separated  ten  years 
later.  Although  at  one  time  a  zealous 
member  of  the  Catholic  Church,  she 
afterward  adopted  the  most  advanced 
liberal  views  upon  religion,  politics, 
and  social  life.  At  the  commence- 
ment of  her  literary  life  she  assumed 
man's  attire,  denounced  the  marriage 
•ystem,  and  during  the  revolution  of 
1848  edited  a  democratic  paper.  As  a 
writer  she  was  recognized  as  one  of 
the  greatest  of  her  age.  Among  her 
novels  are  Indiana^  Valentine,  iMia, 
Meteila,  Leone  Leoni,  Consuelo,  La 
Mare  au  DiabUj  Jja  pStite  Fadeite, 
Francois  le  Champi,  ConmUince  Verrier, 
TameriB,  and  Laura,  Of  her  dramas 
may  be  mentioned  Molihre  and  Lucie, 
Died  June  8,  1876. 

Sandby,  Paul,  R.  A.,  an  Eng- 
lish painter  and  en/^raver ;  bom  1730. 
He  was  elected  a  Koyal  Academician 
in  1768,  and  was  very  succesBful  as  a 
painter  in  water-colors.    Died  1809. 

Sandeauy  Li^nard  Sylvain 
JuleSy  a  Fxench  novelist;  bora  at 
AubusBoni  February  19,  1811;  read

Sandys,  Edwin,  an  English 
prelate^  and  one  of  the  translators  of 
what  IS  known  as  "the  Bishop^ 
Bible,''  bom  in  1519 ;  became  Ardi- 
bishop  of  York  in  1576.    Died  1588L 

San  Gallo,  da,  Giuliano,  an 
Italian  architect  whose  original  name 
was  Giuliano  Giamberti,  was 
bom  in  Florence  in  1443.  He  was 
patronized  by  Leo  X.,  Julius  II.,  and 
Lorenzo  the 'Magnificent.    Died  1517. 

San  Miclieli,  Micliele,  an 
Italian  architect  and  engineer.  Bom 
at  Verona  in  1484 ;  died  1 559. 

Sannazaro,  or  Sannazarius, 
tJacopo,  an  Italian  poet;  bom  at 
Naples  in  1458.  He  was  liberally 
patronized  by  Frederick.  King  of 
Naples.  Among  his  works  are  Ar^ 
cadia  and  a  Latin  poem  entitled  De 
Fartu  Virffini*.     Died  1530. 

Sanson,  Nicolas,  a  French 
geographer;  bom  in  1600.  He  pub- 
lished a  map  of  ancient  Gaul  wnidi 
procured  for  him  the  patronage  of 
the  King  and  Cardinal  Richelieu. 
He  was  the  author  of  other  works. 
Died  1067. 

Sansovino,  Jacopo  Tatti, 
an  Italian  architect  and  sculptor. 
Bom  in  Florence  in  1479;  died 
1570. 

San  so  vino,  da,  Andrea 
Contucci,  an  Italian  sculptor. 
Born  in  1460;  died  1529. 

Sant,  James,  R.  A.,  an  £n^ 
lish  painter ;  bom  at  Croydon,  Apnl 
23,  1820;  stndied  under  John  Varl^ 
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«nd  at  the  Royal  Academy.  He  was 
in  IttTO  choaen  a  memlwr  of  thai 
Academy,  in  1S71  was  appoioted 
priQcipal  painter  in  ordinary  M  the 
Queen,  and  in  1877  waa  elected  a  cor- 
responding member  of  the  Eoyal  Ac- 
cademia  Bairaello,  of  Urbino,  Italy.

After  being  engaged  in 
numerous  insurrections,  be  became 
President  in  1H33  and  Dictator  in 
IS'ii.  In  the  year  following  tlie  Tez- 
ans  revolted,and  he  was  di^eated  and 
captured  bv  Uen.  Ilouaion  at  San 
Jui'inlo.  lie  r^aihed  his  liberty  in 
IS'M,  loHt  his  leg  in  battle  against  the 
French  in  1H3,S,  was  baniahed  in  184o, 
but,  returning  in  ISl'i,  became  coui- 
m.inder- in-chief  in  the  war  against 
the  Uniteil  Stateii.  (.ien.  TayJor  gain- 
ed a  dedstve  victory  over  Santa  Anna 
at  Bucna  Vista  in  February,  1817, 
and  Gen.  Scott  defeated  him  with 
great  loss  at  Cerro  Uordo  in  April. 
Tlie  Citr  of  Mexico  was  captured  in 
1^-17.  Santa  Anna  again  went  into 
exile,  again  returned,  and  was  made 
Dictator  for  life.  Two  years  later 
{ 1855)  be  waa  forced  to  al'idicale,  and 
was  exiled  for  the  third  time,  t^auiu 
Anna  made  an  abortive  atlein pi,  after 
tlie  death  of  Maximilian,  in  ISO",  to 
re'-uin  power.

Suntcrrc.  Autolne  Joseph, 
a  French  Jacobin ;  Imm  in  Paris  in 
]7j^ ;  accumulated  great  wealth  as  a 
brewer ;  aided  io  storming  the  Ra- 
tine ;  participated  in  the  insurrec- 
tiona  which  foilnweil,  and  was  made 
commander  of  the  National   Guard, 


'  He  appeared  in  1860  at  Covent  Gar>

Sbe  wrote 
iiymiis.  el^ies,  and  erotic  odes  of 
great  neaiity,  aU  of  which  are  lost 
except  a  hymn  to  Venus  and  soma 
short  fragments. 

Sarazin,  Jacq,uea,  a  French 
eciilplor;  bom  at  Noyon  in  1500.  He 
studied  in   Kome,  and  was  liberally

Sardanapalus,  a  King  of  As- 
syria who  has  fuminhed  the  subject 
of  one  of  Lord  Boron's  tragedies,  ia 
supposed  to  have  lived  about  880 B.C. 
Arlnices,  one  of  his  satraps,  having 
formed  with  the  Medee  a  conspiracr 
against  him,  Nineveh  was  besic^en. 
SardsnapaluB,  after  defending  that 
city  with  remarkable  determination 
and  bravery  for  two  years,  and  find- 
ing furtlier  resistance  impoesilile,  fired 
hia  palace  and  perished  with  bis  wives 
and  treasures,  it  ia  staled  that  he  was 
the  last  King  of  Assyria,  and  some 

SwdoUf  Vlctorien,  ■  diitiii- 
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fiished  French  drunatist:  bom  in 
arifl,  September  7, 1881.  He  studied 
medicine,  but  soon  gave  his  attention 
to  literary  pursuits.  He  met  with 
little  success  at  first,  but  in  a  few 
years  acquired  a  brilliant  reputation 
throughout  Europe  and  a  handsome 
fortune.  Among  his  productions  are 
Monsieur  Oarat,  FiectdinOf  No9  Ir^ 
times,  Les  DiMes  noirs^  V  Onde  Sam, 
DorOf  and  Les  BourgeoiB  de  Bontany.

Sarffent»  !E^es»  an  American 
journalist ;  bom  m  Massachusetts  in 
1812.  lie  was  the  editor  of  the  New 
York  Mirror  and  the  Boston  Evening 
Hyaneeriplf  and  wrote  VeltuoOf  a  trag^ 
edy,  and  numerous  poems  and  educa- 
tional worlcs.    Died  Dec  30, 1880. 

Sargenty  Lncins  Manlius, 

the  author  of  I'emperanee  Tales  and 
other  works,  was  lx}m  in  Boston  in 
1786.    Died  1867. 

Sarj^iy  PaolOy  an  Italian  writer 
of  distinction;  born  in  Venice  in 
1552.  He  exhibited  a  precocious  in- 
tellect, and  was  at  a  very  early  age 
distinguished  for  eloquence  and  learn- 
ing. In  1605,  Sarpi  was  appointed 
by  the  Venetian  government  as  con- 
sulting theologian  in  its  contest  with 
the  Papal  See.  He  thereW  incurred 
the  enmity  of  Pope  Paul  V .,  and  sev- 
eral attempts  were  made  to  assassinate 
Sarpi,  who  was  generally  known  as 
"Fra  Paolo."  He  was  an  ardent 
patriot,  was  inclined  to  such  liberal 
views  that  he  was  threatened  by  the 
Inquisition,  and  was  the  author  of 
several  works,  the  most  important 
of  which  is  A  History  of  the  CouneU 
<^  Trent,    Died  1623. 

SarSy  Michaely  a  celebrated 
Norwegian  zoologist ;  bom  at  Bergen, 
August  30,  1805;  became  pastor  of 
Kinn  in  1830^  ana  professor  of  geol- 
ogy in  the  University  of  Christiania  in 
1854.  Died  October  22, 1869.  Among 
his  works  are  a  treatise  on  crinoids  or 
stone  lilies^  and  Fauna  Littoralis  Ifor^ 
vtgiias.

Sarto,  del»  Andrea  Vanue« 
chly  a  painter.  Bom  in  Florence  in 
1488;  died  1530. 

Sartoriusy  Sir  Oeorgre 
Rose.  K.  C.  B.,  admiral  of  the  (Brit- 
ish) fleet,  is  the  eldest  son  of  J.  C. 
Saitorius.  late  colonel  of  engineers, 
and  was  com  August  9,  1790.  Enter- 
ing the  navy  at  an  early  age,  he  was 
present  at  the  battle  of  Trafalpu', 
commanded  a  gunboat  at  the  siege 
of  Cadiz,  and  was  present  in  1815 
when  Napoleon  I.  surrendered  to  the 
captain  of  the  Bellerophon.  He  sub- 
sequently entered  tbe  service  of  the 
^ueen  of  Portugal,  and  served  with 
distinction  against  the  Spaniards.  In 
1842,  as  captain  of  the  British  ship 
Malabar,  he  rendered  efiicient  services 
to  the  American  frigate  Missouri,  and 
received  the  thanks  of  the  President 
and  Congress  of  the  United  States. 
He  became  admiral  of  the  white  in 
the  British  navy  in  1862,  vice-admiral 
in  1869,  and  admiral  of  the  fleet  a  few 
months  later. 

SassanidsBy  the  name  of  an  illus- 
trious dynasty  which  governed  Persia 
from  226  to  651  A.  D.  It  takes  its 
name  from  Biss&n,  the  grandfather 
of  Ardsheer  B&begftn,  the  founder  of 
the  line.

Savary*  Anno  Joan  Marie 
Rciiri,  Due  de  Kuvig<i,  a  French 
general ;  bom  at  Mar«)  in  1774 ;  en- 
tered the  army,  and  served  under 
Moreau  in  I79<>  and  with  Dcsaix  in 
Egypt  in  1708-18D0 ;  was  made  aide- 
de-camp  to  Bonaparte  ia  1800,  gen- 
eral of  bri^e  in  ItJOS,  and  general 
of  division  in  ISOo.  He  gained  a  vio 
torv  over  the  Ktissians  at  (tatrolenka 
in  1807,  and  the  next  year  was  cre- 
ated Due  <le  Kovigo  and  sent  on  a 
iniminn  to  Madrid,  and  was  uiaile 
Minister  of  Police  in  IdlO.  On  the

Savery,  Thomas,  Captain. 
an  English  engineer  who,  associatea 
with  ^^ewcomen,  assisted  in  the  in- 
vention of  the  steam-engine.  Died 
1715. 

Savigrny,  von,  Friedrich 
Karl,  a  German  iurist ;  bom,  of  a 
French  family,  at  Frankfort-on-the- 
Main  in  1779;  was  for  twenty-one 
years  professor  of  law  in  the  Uni- 
versity of  Berlin,  and  was  the  author 
of  several  valuable  works  on  Komau 
law.  He  became  Minister  of  Justice 
of  Prussia  in  1842.    Died  1861. 

Siivile,  Sir  Henry,  an  English 
classical  scholar;  bom  in  Yorkshire 
in  1549.  Graduating  at  Oxford  in 
1570,  he  travelled  extensively  on  the 
Continent,  and  upon  his  return  was 
api)ointed   tutor  m   the  Greek   lan- 

fuagc  and  in  mathematics  to  Queen 
llizal^th.  He  was  knighted  by 
James  I.  He  founded  two  profes- 
fiorships  at  Oxford,  bequeatncd  a 
choice  library  to  the  Universitv  of 
that  citv,  and  is  pronounced  by  llal- 
1am  to  be  ''  the  most  learned  English- 
man in  profane  literature  of  the  reign 
of  Elizabeth."     Died  1622. 

Savonarola,  Girolamo,  a 
celebrated  Italian  monk  of  the  Do- 
minican order,  was  bom  at  Ferrara 
in  1452.  He  removed  in  1488  to 
Florence,  where  he  was  elected  prior 
of  the  convent  of  St.  Mark,  and 
where  he  acquired  great  popularity 
for  his  rare  eloquence  as  a  preacher 
and  for  his  exertions  in  the  cause  of 
liberty  and  reform,  and  became  the 
leader  of  the  popular  party.  Having 
excited  the  enmity  of  Pope  Alex- 
ander VI.,  he  was  in  1498  arrested, 
tortured,  and  condemned  to  the 
flames.  He  was  the  author  of  The 
Triumph  of  the  Crom  and  of  several 
other  works,  and  was  an  able  cham- 


pion of  republicanion  and  of  civil 

liberty. 
Sake,  Hermann  Maurice. 

Count  of,  a  celebrated  general  and 
natural  son  of  *  Augustus  II.,  Elector 
of  Saxony  and  King  of  Poland,  was 
bom  at  Dresden  in  1696.  His  mother 
was  the  famous  Countess  von  Konigs- 
mark.  Entering  the  army  when  only 
twelve  years  of  age,  he  served  vritn 
distinction  against  the  Swedes,  and  in 
1720  entered  the  military  service  of 
France.  Elected  Duke  of  Courland 
in  1726,  he  was  driven  from  that 
country  by  the  Russians.  He  then 
became  the  favorite  lover  of  Anna, 
who  was  crowned  Empress  of  Russia 
in  1730.  He  subsequently  fought 
against  the  Austrians,  was  rapidly  pro- 
moted, captured  Pra^ie,  was  made  a 
Marshal  •of  France  in  1744,  gained 
the  great  victories  of  Fontenov  in 
1745,  of  Raucoux  in  1746,  and  of 
Laufeld  in  1747.  Died  1750.  He  was 
the  author  of  a  work  on  the  art  of 
war,  entitled  My  Revelries. 

8axe»  John  Godfrey,  an 

American  poet  and  humorist;   bom 

in  Vemiont  in  1816 ;  became  the  edi- 

I  tor  of  the  Burlington  Sentinel   about 

I  1839.     His  poems,   which   have  ap- 

I  peared   in  several   editions,   became 

very  popular. 

Say,  Jean  Baptiste,  a  French 
political  economist ;  bom  at  Lyons  in 
1767.  He  was  for  several  years  the 
editor  of  La  Decade  Philonophiqiie,  a 
political  journal,  of  which  he  was  one 
of  the  founders.  Among  his  works 
are  a  Treatise  on  Polilical  Economy, 
and  an  e^!fiay  On  England  and  the 
English.  He  was  a  member  of  sev- 
eral learned  institutions.  Died  1832. 
Say,  Jean  Baptiste  Lieon,  a 
French  statesman  and  financier ;  bom 
in  1826;  was  elected  to  the  National 
Assembly  in  1871,  and  in  the  same 
year  was  appointed  prefect  of  the 
Department  of  the  ^ine.  He  was 
Minister  of  Finance  from  March, 
1875,  to  May,  1877,  from  Dec.,  1877, 
to  Dec.,  1879.  and  from  Jan.,  1882,  to 
Aug.,  1882.  He  was  elected  President 
of  the  Senate  in  May,  1880,  and  a 
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member  of  the  IiutitaU  in  April  of 
thai  jear.

Englbh  divine  and  OrieBlalUt,  was 
bom  near  Bristol  in  1846,  ind  gradu- 
aled  at  Ihe  ruivenitj  of  Oxford, 
where  in  1ST6  lie  became  siib-pro- 
feaaor  of  philology.  Ha  was  ordain- 
ed a  priest  in  1S71.  Among  bis 
works  are  An  Auyrian  Oramjimr  for 
Oomparalive  Parpoaa,  The  PrindjUa 
of  Comparaiive  Philology,  Bainlonian 
Literature,  and  AaidiaK  Phonology. 

Scallger,  Joseph  JiiittiiH,  an 

eminent  philologist;  born  at  Agen, in 
France,  in  1540 ;  was  educated  at  Bor- 
deaux. Ma  was  in  1593  appointed 
professor  of  belles-lettrea  in  tiie  Uni- 
veraity  of  Ley  den,  where  Grotiiis 
was  one  oC  his  pupils.  Tiio  works 
of  ScaJiger,  which  are  numerous, 
were  highly  commended  by  Nie- 
biihr  and  other  distinguished  critics. 
Died  1C!09. 

•  S('Bli(;or,  Jtilliis  Caetmr,  an 
Italian  critic,  falher  of  the  preceiline, 
was  biirn  near  Verona,  of  a  noble 
bniily,  in  14S4.  After  serving  for 
many  ycani  in  the  army  be  setllcd  in 
Agen,  FraiK-e,  and  devoted  bis  time 
to  the  prartioo  of  medicine  nnd  to 
■tndying  the  cliiKiica.  Ho  wrote  a 
laip  nimiUcr  of  works.     Died  IbHS. 

Scaiiiozzl,  VliK-eiizlo,  an 
Italian  architect ;  bom  at  Vicenza  in 
1550 ;  settled  in  Venice,  where  he 
was  the  rival  of  Palludio.  His  works 
are  to  be  found  in  Venice,  Florence, 
and  (ienoa.  He  was  Ihe  author  of  a 
Trealite  on  JrcAi(«(urs  and  a  Treatine 
on  tht  AnligoHiei  <•/ Same.  Died  1610. 

SCHllflvrbeir,  whotte  true  name 
was  George  Castriota,  was  (be 
son  of  a  Prince  of  Albania,  was  bnm 
in  1404,  and  in  early  youth  was  sent 
as  a  hoHlnge  to  Ihe  court  of  Amurath 
II.  He  received  the  name  of  Iscunder 
Bet!  (IVim-c  Alexainler]  fitim  the 
Turks,  on  accniinl  of  bin  heroism. 
He  entered  tlie  Turkisli  service  and 
Kainol  distinction  as  a  soldier,  but, 
finally  excaping,  he  embraced  Chria- 
tianity,  recorerod  hia  hereditarj  do- 
minions, and  carried  on  a  long  and 


successful  war  against  the  Turlcs.  Ha 
was  also  engag^  in  other  wars,  and 
became  renowned  for  his  skill  and 
courage  as  a  general.     Died  1467. 

Scarlatti,  Aleanandro,  a 
famous  Italian  composer.  Born  at 
Nanles  in  1656;  died  1T26.  He  is 
said  to  hare  produced  no  fewer 
than  two  hundred  masses,  a  hun- 
dred opera8„and  three  Ihousood  can- 
tatas. 

Scarpa,  Antonio,  an  Italian 
surgeon  and  anatomist;  bom  in 
Friuli  in  1T4T ;  became  professor  of 
anatomy  at  MOdeoa,  and  subsequent- 
ly in  the  University  of  Favia.  Died 
1832. 

Scarron,  Paul,  a  French  pc«t 
and  miscellaneous  writer;  born  in 
Paris  in  leiO.  Hewns  destined  for 
the  Cburch,  but  his  wild  and  dissi- 
pated couTse  prevented  him  from  lie- 
coming  a  member  of  the  saccrdntal

rope and  removed  to  America,  where 
inlS71  he  became  profcHBor  of  Church 
history  in  the  Union  Theological  Sem- 
inarj,  New  York.  He  is  &*  author 
of  numerous  wortts,  among  which  ma; 
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be  mentioned  History  of  the  Apostolic 
Churchy  The  Christ  of  the  QospcU,  and 
The  Vatican  Council, 

Sohalekeiiy  Grodfi-eyy  a  Dutch 
jminter ;  bom  at  I>ort  in  1643;  was  a 
pupil  of  Van  IIoogMtraaten  and  of 
Gerard  Dow.     Died  1706. 

Si'harf,  Georcrc,  an  English 
artist,  the  son  of  a  Bavarian  painter, 
was  born  in  Ix)ndon  in  1820.  JBcsides 
painting  in  oil,  he  has  made  a  large 
number  of  sketches,  which  are  in  the 
BritiHh  Museum,  and  has  illustrated 
a  large  numl)er  of  works,  including 
Macaulay's  Lays  of  Ancient  Jttmie, 
Milmau's  HoracCy  Layard's  works  on 
Nineveh,  and  re])re»entations  of  Ra- 
phael's compositions  known  as  the 
**  Holy  Family."  He  is  also  the  au* 
thor  of  numerous  works  on  art. 

Sohecle,  Carl  Willielm,  a 
Swedish  chemist;  bom  at  Stralsund 
in  1742.  He  made  several  important 
discoveries,  among  which  was  that  of 
the  com[)osition  of  prussic  acid.  Died 
1780. 

Sc*h offer,  Ary,  a  painter.  Bom, 
of  P'rench  extraction,  at  Dort,  Hol- 
land, in  1795;  died  1858.  His  most 
characteristic  works  are  devoted  to 
religious  suljjects.  Among  these  are 
his  "Dead  Christ,"  "Three  Marys," 
and  the  "Temptation."  Among  his 
other  works  are  several  pictures  of 
"Mignon,"  "  P>an«*esca  da  Rimini," 
"  Dante  and  Beatrice,"  and  illustra- 
tions of  "  Faust." 

Solielliiigr,  von,  Friedrioli 
Willi  elm  Joseph,  a  German 
philosopher;  born  near  Stuttgart, 
January  27, 1775.  He  studied  at  Tii- 
bingen,  and  in  1798  became  professor 
in  the  t'niversity  of  Jena,  Associ- 
ated with  Hegel  and  Fichte,  he  de- 
li vere<l  a  course  of  lectures  in  phi- 
losophy which  attracted  much  atten- 
tion and  were  greatly  admired.  He 
became  in  1820  professor  of  philoso- 

?hy  in  tjie  University  of  Munich, 
^resident  of  the  AcaHemv  of  Sci- 
ences, and  professor  at  Berlin  in  1841. 
He  was  created  a  noble  by  the  King 
of  Bavaria.  He  was  one  of  the  four 
great  metaphysical  philosophers  of 


Germany,  and  his  system  has  been 
denominated  as  "idealistic  panthe- 
ism." He  wrote  numerous  works 
and  was  a  poet  of  much  abilitv.  Died 
1854. 

Sehidoni,  Bartolommeo,  a 
portrait  and  historical  painter.  Bom 
at  M6dena  in  1560;  died  1615. 

Schiller,  Joliann  Cliristoph 
Friedrich,  one  of  the  most  illus- 
trious of  German  poets  and  authors^ 
was  bom  at  Marbach,  in  Wiirtem- 
berg,  November  10,  1759.  In  early 
life  he  desired  to  enter  the  clerical 
profession,  but  finally  studied  medi- 
cine, and  was  appointed  sui^geon  to 
a  regiment.  At  the  age  of  twenty- 
two  he  published  his  drama  of  The 
Bobbers,  which  at  once  raised  him  to 
a  high  position  as  a  man  of  letters. 
He  then  turned  his  attention  to  lit- 
erature, and  in  a  short  time  produced 
his  tragedies  of  Fiesco,  Cabale  and  Lore, 
and,  removing  to  ^^einlar,  acquired 
the  friendship  of  Goethe,  Herder,  niftl 
\Vieland,  became  an  Aulic  Councillor, 
and  was  appointed  professor  of  phi- 
losophy at  Jena.  Died  1805.  Among 
his  other  productions  are  The  Hitntory 
oj  the  Thirty  Yeorf^  War,  and  the 
tragedies  of  Don  Chrlos^  WaUenntfiny 
Mary  Stuart,  Joan  of  Arc,  The  Bride 
of  Memna,  WiUiam  Telly  an  epic  en- 
titled Moses,  and  numerous  other 
poems. 

Schiiikel,  Karl  FHeclricli, 
a  CJcnuan  architect.  Bom  in  Bran- 
denburg in  1781 ;  died  1841. 

Selilepel,  von,  AiifciLst  "Wil- 
li elm,  an  eminent  German  critic, 
poet,  and  Oriental  scholar;  l>om  in 
Hanover,  September  8, 17G7 ;  studied 
under  Heyne  at  Gottingen ;  at  the  age 
of  thirty  was  apjwinted  professor  of 
Greek  and  Latin  at  Jena,  and  was 
8ul)Kequently  professor  of  history  at 
Bonn.  He  wrote  numerous  works. 
Died  1875. 

Sohlejarel,  von,  Karl  Wil- 
helni  Friedrich,  a  learned  Ger- 
man author,  brother  of  the  preced- 
ing; born  at  Hanover  March  10, 
1772;  married  a  daughter  of  Men- 
delssohn, the  philosopher,  in   ISOO, 
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■nd  ei^ht  jeut  Inter,  embracing  tlte 
Catholic  faith,  removed  to  Vienna, 
where  he  delivered  aiimerouB  coiinies 
of  letlurcs  and  vim  appiiinted  secre- 
tary to  the  Archduke  Chnrlee.  Among 
the  works  of  Suhlegel  are  a  Hialorg 
o/Ancifiil  and  Mndera  Lileratarr,  and 
Lrclares  on  Ihe  PhUoaophy  of  Hutorj/. 
Died  1S20. 

Sclil  el  cTin  richer,  Friedrlch 
ErnCHt  Duiilclt  a  German  critic, 
aiilhiir,  and  divine;  bom  at  Brcslau, 
November  31,  1T(J9;  atudied  at  the 
Univeniity  of  Halle,  where  in  1801 
lie  became  professor  of  tlieology  and 
philosophy.  lie  Biibeequently  filled 
the  Biune  chair  at  Berlin,  and  tiecame 
greatlv  diHtin^iished  for  his  learning 
and  eloquence.  lie  wrote  A  Crilimi 
Jimaji  on  tht  Wrilingi  rf  hvict  and 
other  works.     Died  1S34. 

Si-hllfmnnn,  Hehtrich,  a 
German  archieologiBt,  the  son  of  a 
Lutheran  pastor,  wns  bom  at  Mei'k- 
lenburg  in  ItJ22.

V/ig,  a  Ucrnian  historian ;  born  in 
Hohenlohc-Kin'hbcrc  in  1733;  mnd- 
icil  at  Wiltenlierg  and  Giiltinsen,  and 
was  in  17(15  a])p<)inteil  proieiBor  of 
Kussian  history  at  St.  Petersburg, 
and  of  political  w-ience  at  Guttingen 
in  17t)7.  The  Ciar  ennobled  hira  in 
1801.  Died  1809. 
SohncidtT,  Hortenso  Catli- 

rrillO,  a  yrench  actress;  born  at 
Bordeaux  ahont  1835;  at  the  age  of 
fifteen  made  her  dfbut  with  great  ap-

Schneider,  Joliann  Gott- 
lobi  a  German  naturalist  and  phi- 
loltsist.

Scliitorr  von  Karolnfeld, 
JidliiH,  a  German  painter,  was  (he 
son  of  Veit  Hans  Schnorr  von  Karols- 
feld  (an  artist  and  professor  in  the 
Academy  of  Leipsicj,  and  was  bom 
in  Leipsic  in  I7D4.  In  1S4<)  he  was 
appointed  professor  in  the  Academy 
of  Fine  Arts  and  director  of  the  pio- 
ture-gallery  at  Dresden.  Among  hia 
works  are  a  series  of  paintings  repre- 
senting events  in  the  histories  of 
the  Kmperora  Charlemagne,  Fred- 
crick  Barbarossa,  and  Hudulph. 
Died  1872. 

SchOffcr,  Peter,  a  native  of 
HesDe-Damuladt,  wiu  employed  as  a 
printer  by  (iutenlierg  and  Faust,  and 
gained  distincti on  by  iserenil  improve- 
ments wliich  he  made  in  the  art  of 
Srinting.  He  afterward  married  the 
lugbter  of  Faust  and  entered  into 
partnership  with  him.     Died  i'iO'2. 

Schofleld,  Jultn  McAllis- 
ter, an  American  general ;  bom  in 
Chautauqua  County,  Kew  York,  Sep- 
temlier  29,  1831 ;  graduated  at  West 
Point  in  ISSS;  remained  there  sev- 
eral year*  as  instructor  in  natural 
philotaiphy,    and    was    sulMequenlly 

frofcwwir  of  that  science  at  St.  Louia, 
le  was  at  the  commencement  of  the 
civil  war  commissioned  a  brigadier- 
general  of  volunteers,  served  vriih  dia- 
Unction  in  Missouri  and  Kansas  and 
afterward  under  Gen.  Sherman,  be- 
came a  mqjdh-general  of  volunlecni  in 
1863,  captured  Little  Rock,  Arkan- 
sas, contributed  to  Ilie  reduction  of 
Vicksburg,  and  in  (he  early  part  of 
1861  was  made  commander  of  the 
Army  of  the  Ohio.  He  defeated 
Hood  at  the  battle  of  Frsnklin  (No- 
vember 30J,  and  was  in  F^mary, 
1866,  appointed  commander  of  tlie 
deputment  cranpoted  of  Korth  Caro- 
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Una,  in  which  position  he  occupied 
Wilmington,  captured  P'ort  Ander- 
fion,  Hud  formed  a  junction  with  Gren. 
Sherman  at  Goldsborough.  After  the 
war  he  commanded  in  Virginia  and 
subBCfjucntly  in  California,  and  was 
Secretary  of  War  from  May,  1868, 
until  March,  1869,  when  he  was  pro- 
moted to  the  rank  of  m^jor-general  in 
the  regular  army. 

Schomberg.  von,  Fried- 
ricli  Armand  Hermann,  an 
able  Protestant  general;  bom  at 
Heidelberg,  Germany,  in  1616 ;  serv- 
ed with  distinction  in  the  Swedish 
army  during  the  Thirty  Years*  war : 
added  to  his  renown  in  the  service  or 
France,  and  in  1675  became  a  Mar- 
shal of  that  kingdom,  but  ten  years 
later  was  driven  from  it  by  the  relig- 
ious persecutions  of  Louis  XIV.  He 
then  entereil  the  service  of  the  Prince 
of  Orange,  and  was  killed  in  Ireland 
at  the  battle  of  the  Koyne,  in  IfilM). 
He  was,  a(»ct>rding  to  Ix>rd  Mncaulay, 
"  the  greatest  living  master  of  the  art 
of  war"  at  the  time  that  he  accompa- 
nied the  Prince  of  Orange  to  Eng- 
land. 

Schoolcraft 9  Henry  Rowe* 
LL.D.,  an  American  traveller  and 
ethnologist;  born  near  Albany,  New 
York,  in  1703 ;  was  appointed  geolo- 
gist to  the  expedition  of  Gen.  Cass  to 
the  North-west  in  1820,  and  afterward 
an  Indian  agent.  Died  1864.  Among 
his  writings  are  Nofea  on  the  Iroquois; 
OTy  OoniributioriH  to  American  Jiinforify 
AntiauitieAy  and  General  Ethnology ^  and 
TTte  Myth  of  Hiawatha  and  Other  Oral 
Legends  of  the  North  American  Indiana, 

Scliopeiilianery  Arthur,  a 
German  philosopher  of  the  pessimist 
school.  Bom  at  Dantzic,  Febniar}' 
22,  1788;  died  September  21,  1860. 

Sch^Vpfiin,  Johaiiu  Daniel, 
a  German  historian ;  born  at  Sulz- 
burg  in  1694 ;  was  professor  of  history 
at  Strasburp:,  and  the  author  of  several 
works.     Died  1771. 

Schotty  Aiidrca»9  a  Flemish 
Jesuit  distinguished  for  profound 
learning ;  bom  at  Antwerp  in  1552 ; 
studied  at  Louvain,  and  became  pro- 


fessor of  rhetoric  m  the  JesuitB'  Col- 
lege at  Borne.  He  was  the  author  of 
numerous  worka.    Died  1629. 

Schubert,  FranjSy  a  oomponr 
of  great  distinction,  was  bom  at 
Lichtenthal,  near  Vienna,  January 
31, 1797,  and  studied  under  Bnxicika 
and  SalierL    He  possessed  a  vefntile 

genius  and  exercised  it  in  numerous 
elds  of  composition,  but  especially 
excelled  with  his  songs  and  oallada 
Died  November  19,  1828. 

Schulenibourgr,  von,  Jo- 
hann  Matthias,  Count,  a  skil- 
ful general ;  bom  near  Magdeburg,  in 
Germany,  in  l(i61 ;  entered  the  Po- 
lish service ;  gained  great  distinction 
under  John  Sobieski  and  in  the  cam- 
paigns against  Charles  XIT.  He  sub- 
sequently fought  in  the  imperialarmies 
afrainst  the  French,  and  contributed  to 
the  victory  of  Malplaquet.  As  gen- 
eralissimo of  the  \  enetian  army,  in 
1715,  he  added  greatly  to  his  renown 
by  his  courageous  defence  of  Corfu 
against  the  Turks.     Died  1747. 

Nchunianiiy  Robert*  a  Ger- 
man composer;  l)om  in  Zwickau  in 
1810.  His  musical  education  was  to 
a  great  extent  self-directed,  and  it  was 
not  until  he  went  to  the  University  of 
Leijjsic  in  1828  that  he  received  in- 
telligent instruction  in  music.  Be- 
tween 1840  and  1854  he  produced 
those  great  works  upon  which  his 
fame  chiefly  rests:  his  symphonies, 
his  quintet  opus  44  and  quartet  opus 
47,  '^Paradise  and  the  Peri,"  "The 
Pilgrimage  of  the  Rose,"  and  other 
works,    bled  1856. 

Sohurzy  Carly  a  journalist  and 
orator ;  bom  near  Cologne,  Germany, 
in  1829 ;  was  educated  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Bonn,  and  became  involved 
with  Gottfried  Kinkel  in  some  revo- 
lutionary niovements.  He  escaped  to 
Switzerland,  but,  Kinkel  having  been 
sentenced  to  twenty  years'  imprison- 
ment in  the  fortress  of  Spandau, 
iSchurz  returned  secretly  and  effect- 
ed the  escape  of  his  associate,  both 
fleeing  to  Scotland.  Carl  Schurz  af- 
terward came  to  the  United  States, 
settled  in  Wisconsin,  gained  distinc- 
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tion  as  an  orator  in  [he  Ocnnan  lan- 

^ia(^,  and  earlv  in  IHlil  vas  sent  u 
Jlinisier  to  Spain.  BesiKiiingthBi  po- 
tLciun  in  Det-ember  of  the  some  year, 
he  returned  to  America,  was  made  a 
brigadier-general,  and  served  in  sev- 
eral battles.  In  ia6»  he  eslabJUhed 
and  edited  at  Detroit,  Michigan,  the 
Detrail  PmI,  removed  t7o  yeara  later 
to  Sl  Louis,  became  connected  with  a 
journal  there,  was  elected  a  United 
States  Senator  in  1SQ9,  and  in  1872 
favored  the  election  of  Momce  Gree- 
ley. He  was  in  1M77  appointed  Sec- 
retary of  the  Interior  by  Mr.  Hayes, 
and  haa  since  become  one  of  the  pro- 
prieture  and  the  principal  editor  of 
the  Keening  Pu-I,  in  New  York  City. 
Scluirdluff,  Peter,  Cou.n-t,  a 
Kuaaian  diplonmtist ;  bom  in  IS'JA; 
entered  the  military  service,  and  was 

fri>inotv<l  to  the  rank  of  general  in 
S64,  He  was  subseiiuently  appoint- 
ed (iovernni^tieneral  of  the  itallic 
provinceH.  and  wa8  from  181)6  until 
1873  chief  of  the  secret  poli 


s  then 
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courtofSl.Janies,  wherL'hcperlurinel 
the  duties  of  his  pusitioa  with  rare 
skill  and  ability. 

Schuyler,  Pblllp,  an  Ameri- 
can general  and  patriot  i  bom  at  Al- 
bany in  1733;  served  at  the  oee  of 
twenty-one  in  what  was  called  the 
"Old  French  war;"  was  in  1775 
commisdioned  a  mqjor-ceneral  and 
given  the  command  of  the  American 
forces  in  Xew  York.  Though  super- 
■eded  in  1777  by  Uen.  Gates,  Uen. 
Schuvler,  by  hia  efforts,  plans,  and 
previous  organization,  contributed 
greatly  to  the  decisive  victory  of 
SaratM^.  He  was  twice  elected  a 
United  Stales  Senator.  One  of  bis 
dauglitem  married  Alexander  Ham- 
ilton.   Died  1H(H. 

Svhwuntlialcr,  I^iidwlff 
Mielmrl,  a  German  sculptor;  bom 
at  Munich  in  ]8fti;  wan  appointed 
profexsor  of  sculpture  at  the  academj' 
in  his  native  city  in  laS-^.  Among 
his  works  are  atatuea  of  Bhakspeare, 
Ooethe,  and  Moiart,  a  colonial  brome 
•Utue  of  "  Bavaria,"  and  fifteen  atat- 


ue8ofthe"BattleofArminius."  Died 
IS-IS. 

Sch war zen berg,  von,  Karl 
Pllili])p,  Fbikce,  an  Austrian  com- 
mander i  Ijorn  at  Vienna  in  1771 ; 
served  af^nat  the  French  in  numer- 
ous campai^s,  and  distinguished  him- 
self by  saving  his  own  corps  at  the 
baUle  of  Hohenlinden.  In  1803  ha 
was  sent  as  Ambassador  to  BuaiiB,  two 
yeura  later  was  general  of  the  Aus- 
trian cavalry,  and  was  created  a  Field- 
Maralial  in  leia.  Tlie  following  year, 
as  commander-in-chief  of  the  armie* 
of  the  allies,  he  gained  the  great  and 
decisive  victory  of  Leipsic  over  the 
arniies  of  Napoleon,  and  maichod  on 
Puria.     Died  1S20. 

Sclpio,  Pub  11  lis  Cornelius, 
a  Roman  general,  was  chosen  Consul 
at  Ilie  commenccmcLil  of  the  SectH)d 
Punic  war,  in  213  S.  C.  He  was  de- 
feated near  tbc  Ticino  by  Hannibal, 
and  sulisctjiiently  served  against  ths 
Carlhaginiaiu  in  Spain,  wlicre  he  was 
defeated  and  killed  in  211  b.  c.  He 
was  liie  father  of  Scipio  the  Great. 

Scipio,  or  Sclpio  AlVIcanus 
Mi^or,  Ptiblitis  CornetiiiSf 
one  of  tlie  greatest  of  Roman  gen- 
erals; bom  in  aM  B.  c.r  served  with 
distinction  at  the  battles  of  Ticioo 
and  Cannic,  and  was  chosen  ndile  in 
212.  Two  years  later,  as  commandei^ 
in-chief  of  the  armies  in  Spain,  he 
captured  Xew  Carthage,  and  the  year 
followinfc  Rained  a  brilliant  rictory 
over  Hasdrubal,  He  subsequently 
gained  several  other  important  vio- 
lories,  and  in  four  years  completed 
the  conquest  of  that  country.  Re- 
turning to  Rome,  he  was  given  the 
command  of  Sicily.  He  waa  deeir- 
o<is  of  continuing  the  war  against 
I  Carthage,  but  the  Roman  Senate  ro- 
I  fused  to  render  him  any  anisiance. 
He  soon,  however,  raised  an  army  of 
j  volunteeni,  invaded  Africa  in  204,  de- 
feated Hasdruhat  and  other  Cartha- 
ginian generals  in  several  battles,  and 
in  'itri  gained  a  great  and  decluve 
i  Tictory  at  Zama  over  Hannibal.  Thie 
I  battle  decided  the  hte  of  Carthage, 
I  aad  Scipio  wm  awuded  the  n 
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of  Afbicanub  and  wm  otBend  the 
oiBoe  of  Dictator  for  life,  which, 
however,  he  declined.  He  became 
censor  in  199  and  Consul  in  194  b.  o., 
and  gained  additional  renown  in  the 
war  af^ainst  Antiochus,  King  of  Brria. 
He  died  in  183  b.  c.  leaving  a  high 
repntation  for  magnanimity,  learn- 
ing, and  geniua. 

Scipio  .ASmilianns  AMca- 
nus  Mlnor»  Publius  Come- 
lluSy  son  of  .£milius  Paulus,  was 
bom  about  185  b.  c,  and  was  adopted 
faj  the  son  of  Sdpio  Africanus  Miyor. 
After  gaining  great  distinction  as  a 
oommander  in  Spain  he  was  assigned 
to  the  province  or  Africa,  where  he  dis- 
plavea  military  genius  of  a  hijgh  order, 
and  where  he  brought  the  Thud  Punic 
war  to  a  suooessful  termination.  He 
took  and  destroyed  the  city  of  Car- 
thage in  146,  was  awarded  a  brilliant 
triumph  at  Rome,  was  chosen  censor 
in  142  and  Consul  in  134  B.  c.  He 
subsequently  commanded  with  suc- 
cess in  Spain.    Died  129  B.  c. 

Scipio  Asiaticii8»  LuciuH 
CorncliuSy  a  Roman  general,  and 
brother  of  Scipio  Africanus,  became 

fretor  in  193  B.  c.  and  Consul  in  190. 
[e  was  given  command  of  the  prov- 
ince of  Greece,  and  in  190  gained  a 
victory  over  the  Syrians  at  Mount 
Bipylus.  He  was  subsequently  fined 
for  receiving  a  bribe  from  the  King 
of  Syria. 

ScopaRy  a  celebrated  Greek 
sculptor  and  architect^  was  bom  on 
the  island  of  Paros  aoout  400  B.  c. 
Among  his  works  were  the  temple 
of  Minerva  A  lea  at  Tegea,  and  stat- 
oes  of  Venus,  Apollo,  and  Neptune. 

Scoresby,  williani,  an  Eng- 
lish navigator.  Bom  in  1760;  died 
1829. 

Scoresby,  William,  D.  D., 
F.  R.  S.,  an  English  author  and  Arc- 
tic explorer,  was  a  son  of  the  preced- 
ing, and  was  bom  in  1790.  After  ac- 
companying his  father  to  the  Arctic 
regions  as  chief  mate  he  studied  at 
the  University  of  C*ambridce,  where 
he  graduated  in  1834,  and  became  a 
priest  of  the  Church  of  England. 


Died  1857.  Among  his  works  mn 
Memonak  of  the  &o,  and  AceomU  cf 
ike  AreUe  Megums,  wiA  a HUtory  <^th§

Scott»  David,  a  Scottiah 
painter ;  bom  in  Edinbuigh  in  1806 : 
studied  in  Rome,  where  he  remainea 
several  years.  Died  1849.  Among 
his  paintings  are  ''  Disoord ;  or.  The 
Household  Gods  destroyed,"  ''Sarpe- 
don  carried  bv  Sleep  and  Death,"  and 
''Vasco  da  Gama  encountering  the 
Spirit  of  the  Cape."  Died  March  6^ 
1849. 

Scott,  Sir  €^orfi-e  Gilbert* 
B.  A.,  a  distinguished  English  archi- 
tect; iwm  near  Buckingham  in  1810; 
was  elected  an  associate  of  the  Rc^ral 
Academy  in  1855;  was  subsetjuently 
chosen  a  member  of  that  institution, 
and  was  knighted.  He  died  March 
27,  1878. 

Scott 9  Sir  Michaely  a  cele- 
brated Scottish  philosopher ;  bom,  in 
the  thirteenth  century,  at  Balwirie, 
in  Fife.  He  travelled  extensively  in 
Europe,  was  patronized  and  treated 
with  distinction  by  several  monarchs, 
and  was  employed  and  knighted  by 
Alexander  III.  of  Scotland.  For  his 
profound  knowledge  of  the  sciences 
he  was  regarded  as  a  great  magician 
during  the  period  in  which  he  lived. 
He  is  mentioned  in  Dante's  Inferno 
and  Sir  Walter  Scott's  Lay  of  the  LaH 
Mhxtitrd,  Died  at  an  advanced  age  in 
1291. 

Scotty  Sir  Walter,  one  of  the 
most  illustrious  of  British  authors^ 
especially  distinguished  as  a  novelist 
and  a  poet,  was  a  son  of  Walter  Scott, 
a  writer  to  the  signet,  and  was  bom 
in  Edinburgh,  August  15,  1771.  He 
studied  at  the  university  in  that  city, 
and  was  in  1786  indentured  as  an  ap- 
prentice to  his  father.  He  was  subse- 
quently admitted  to  the  bar,  and  was 
appointed  to  some  important  offices ; 
but  he  never  found  the  profession  of 
law  congenial,  and  finallv  renounced 
it  He  studied  the  Italian  and  Ger- 
man languages  with  success,  and  in 
1796  published  several  poetical  trans- 
lations.   The  year  following  he  mar-

Scott,  Wilitteld,  an  eminent 
American  general ;  born,  of  Scollisti 
exlructiiin,  near  Petersburg,  Virginia, 
June  VA,  1780.  He  studied  at  Wil- 
liam an<l  Mary  College,  was  admitted 
to  ihe  Imr  in  1800,  entered  a  cavall^ 
ctmipany  as  a  volunteer  in  1807,  and 
in  1H08  was  commimiioned  a  captain 
of  artillery  in  the  United  tilalea 
army.  He  served  as  a  licutciiont- 
colunel  in  1812  against  the  British 
on  the  Canada  froiilier,  was  captured, 
and  was  for  some  time  held  as  a  pris- 
oner, but  was  afterward  exchanged, 
and  in  tlie  battles  which  followed 
evinced  great  courage  and  milium' 
skill. 

Promoted  in  1814  to  the  rank  of 
brigadier-general,  Scott  commanded 
(July  3J  at  the  baUle  of  Chippewa, 
where  he  gained  a  decisive  victory 
over  the  British,  who  were  com- 
manded by  Gen.  Biall.  Uen.  Scott 
again  defeated  Ihe  enemy  on  the  25th 
m  the  Bwne  month  at  Lundy's  I^ane, 
where  be  bad  two  horsM  killed  under 
him,  and  where  he  was  dangerously 
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wounded.  For  the  great  Bervioes 
which  he  had  rendered  hU  coun- 
try Congress  paased  him  a  vote  of 
tmuiks  and  awarded  him  a  gold 
medal,  and  he  was  promoted  to  the 
grade  of  major-genem.  In  the  early 
part  of  1815  he  declined  the  position 
of  Secretary  of  War,  which  was  of- 
fered to  him  by  the  President  of  the 
United  States.  He  was  married  in 
1816  to  Miss  Mayo  of  Bichmond, 
Virginia.  In  1832  he  was  sent 
agAii38t  the  Sac  Indians,  who,  under 
£eir  celebrated  chief  Black  Hawk, 
were  ravaffing  the  North-western 
frontier.  Slack  Hawk  was  captured, 
and  the  war  terminated. 

In  1841,  Gren.  Scott  succeeded  to 
the  position  of  commander-in-chief 
of  the  United  States  army,  and  in 
1847  assumed  command  in  Mexico, 
where  he  captured  Vera  Cms  and 
Cerro  Gordo  and  ^ined  the  battles 
of  Cherubusco,  Molino  del  Bey,  and 
Chapultepec.  He  entered  the  Mexi- 
can capital  on  the  morning  of  Sep- 
tember 14, 1847,  and  caused  an  Amer^ 
ican  flag  to  be  immediately  hoisted 
over  the  national  palace. 

Gren.  Scott  in  1852  received  from 
the  Whig  party  the  nomination  for 
President  of  the  United  States,  but 
in  the  ensuing  election  was  defeated 
by  Franklin  Fierce.  Three  years  later 
he  received  the  honorary  rank  of  lieu- 
tenant-general. 

Gen.  Scott  retired  from  active  duty 
in  1861,  but  during  the  war  which  en- 
sued was  a  staunch  supporter  of  the 
Union  cause.    Died  1866. 

Scribe»  Au^ustin  Eugrtoey 
a  French  dramatist.  Born  in  Paris, 
December  24,  1791 ;  died  February 
20, 1861.  It  is  estimated  that  he  is 
the  author  of  more  than  three  hun- 
dred and  fifty  plays,  many  of  which 
are  still  considered  masterpieces  of 
their  kind. 

Scud^riy  de,  Georges^  a 
French  dramatist.  Bom  in  IGOl; 
died  1667. 

Scud^ri,  de,  madeleine,  sister 
of  the  preceding,  was  bom  in  1607,  and 
became  distinj^iished  as  the  author 


of  numeroua  romanoH^  whic^  ariojfH 
great  popularity  firam  their  deumsft 
tions  of  contemporary  cfaaracten.  Shu 
was  called  **  anoUier  Sappho  "  and  Um 
''tenth  Muse."    Died  17bl. 

SelMistlaiiy  Doin»  King  of  Pot^ 
tugal,  posthumous  son  of  the  In£uil 
Jonn  by  Joanna^  daughter  of  tlM 
Emperor  Charles  V.,  waa  bom  al 
Lisbon  in  1554,  and  succeeded  to 
the  crown  in  1557.  on  the  death  ol 
his  grandftther,  John  III.  In  hk 
twenty-first  year,  possessed  of  a  ro- 
mantic disposition  and  an  admlratioa 
for  the  deeds  of  diivalry,  he  deCei^ 
mined  to  make  war  on  the  Mcxhi 
in  Africa.  The  war  ra»ng  in  Ifo- 
rocco  between  Muley-Malik  and  hii 
nephew  Muley-Mohammed,  who  had 
been  deprived  of  the  throne  by  hii 
unde,  seemed  to  ofier  a  fiiTorable  op- 

S»rtunity  for  Sebastian  to  interfersL 
e  espoused  the  cause  of  the  nephew, 
and,  in  1978,  with  an  army  of  fafteen 
or  twenty  thousand  men,  he  sailed  to 
Africa,  where  he  was  joined  by  Mn- 
ley-Mohammed.

Sebastian  9  St.,  a  Christian  mar- 
tyr; bom  at  Narbonne,  in  OauL  in 
the  third  century  A.  D. ;  was  an  offioei 
in  the  praetorian  guard  of  Diocletian, 
and  for  refusing  to  abjure  his  &ith 
was  in  288  A.  D.,  by  order  of  thai 
sovereign,  shot  to  death  with  arrows. 
He  bec^e  one  of  the  most  populai 
saints  of  the  Middle  Ages,  ana  the 
acts  of  his  martyrdom  were  a  fiivor- 
ite  theme  for  artists.  He  is  general' 
l^r  represented  as  tied  to  a  tree  and 
pierced  with  arrows. 
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Seckendorf,  von,  Frled- 
rlcb  Helnrlch,  Count,  a  Cier- 

man  general  anil  diplomatut ;  bom 
at  KoniRebcrg  in  1673;  served  under 
Prince  Eugene.  He  waa  creitted  ft 
Count,  and  was  after  the  death  of 
lliat  Prince  appointed  cumniaiider- 
in-cliief  of  the  Austrian  army  nhich 
was  sent  against  the  Turks.  Died 
1763. 

Sedgwick,  Adam,  LL.D.,  an 
English  geologist ;  born  in  Yorkshire 
in  17H6;  aludied  at  Cambridge,  where 
in  Ism  lie  became  proCettuor  of  ijeul- 
ogy.     Died  January  27,  Hi73. 

Sedgwick,  Amy,  an  English 
nctress ;  born  at  Bristol,  Uctober  27, 
1835 ;  tuade  her  first  public  appear- 
ance in  1653  aa  "Julia"  in  The 
Huadiback  at  the  Richmond  thea- 
tre, and  afterward,  with  great  ap. 
plause,  performed  as  "  Pauline"  id 
llie  Lady  of  Lyona  at  CardiU'.  Aflet 
playing  in  Manchester  to  crowded 
IiouHes  for  three  Beasoiis  she  created 
a  great  sensation  in  1.S57  at  the 
Ilaymarkct  theatre,  London,  in  the 
character  of  "  Pauline."  tihe  haa 
been  especially  patronized  by  Queen 

Sedgwick,  Catherine  Ma- 
ria, an  American  author.  Born  at 
Stockbridge,  Maaaachuactts,  in  1789;

Dutch  lieformed  Church,  and  was 
for  some  time  professor  of  mental 
and  m{iral  philosophy  at  Amherst 
College.  He  visited  India  in  1372, 
was  elected  to  Cflngresn  in  1874,  and 
was  chinicn  President  of  Amherst  Col- 
lege in  1870. 

Siguier,  Pierre,  a  French 
statesman  distinguished  as  a  putroo 
of  learning,  was  born  in  1588;  be- 
came Chancellor  of  France  in  1635, 
and  was  a  friend  of  Richelieu,  with 
whom  lie  founded  the  French  Acad- 
emy.

Seward,  Aniia,  an  English 
writer  and  poeL  Bom  in  1747  ;  diixl 
in  laOd. 

Seward,  Willfnin  Henry, 
one  of  the  greatest  of  American  stales- 
iiien,  waa  the  son  of  Dr.  Samuel  S. 
Seward,  and  wna  bom  at  Florida, 
Orange  County,  New  York,  May  16, 
1801.  He  graduated  at  Union  Col- 
lege, taught  whool  in  one  of  the 
Southern  Slates,  returned  Nortli, 
read  law,  was  admitted  to  llio  bar 
at  the  age  of  twenty-one,  and  set- 
tled at  Auburn,  Kew  York.  He 
early  became  prominent  as  a  politi- 
cal leader,  was  in  1830  chosen  to 
the  New  York  State  Senate  by  the 
Anti-Maaonic  party,  travelled  in  Eu- 
rojie  in  1833,  and  was  the  year  fol- 
lowing nominated  aa  the  Whig  can- 
didate for  Governor  of  tlie  State.  He 
was,  however,  defeateil  at  the  ensu- 
ing election.  He  was  in  1838  elected 
Governor  of  the  State  of  Sew  York 
by  a  very  large  minority,  and  soon 
alter  liecame  distinguished  oa  a  cstui 
but  very  determined  opponent  of 
sUverv.  He  was  re-elected  Gov- 
ernor 'in  1840,  declined  to  be  a  can- 
didate in  1842,  rcHumcd  the  prac- 
tice of  law,  and  in  184o  created  a 
great  sensation  by  his  voluntary, 
gratuitous,  and  courageous  defence 
of  William  Freeman,  a  negro,  who 
was  indicted  for  murder,  but  who 
was,  OS  Mr.  Seward  fully  believed, 
totally  insane.  He  advocated  the 
election  of  Henry  Clay  to  the  Presi- 
dency in  1844,  and  of  Gen,  Taylor 
in  1848.  He  opposed  the  annexa- 
tion of  Texas,  and  in  1849  waa  elect- 
ed to  the  United  Stales  Senate  by  the 
Legislature  of  New  York,  in  which 
body  be  received  one  hundred  and 
twenty-one  votes,  while  all  his  oppo- 
nents together  received  but  thirty. 
In  the  Senate  of  the  United  Slates 
Mr.  Seward  took  an  advanced  posi- 
thc  question  of  slaverv,  pro-

and  her  LtiUti    law,"  opposed  the  Compromise  Bill 
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of  ISoO,  and  bei^ame  the  recipient  of 
much  i)er8onal  abiute,  to  which,  how- 
ever, he  paid  no  attention.  He  sup- 
puiwi  (ien.  Scott  for  the  Presidency 
in  isr)2,  Kteadily  op|>o«e<l  the  Know- 
Nothing'  piirty,  and  in  1858  declared 
that  there  was  an  "  irrcpressiltle  con- 
flict "  iHJtwecn  freedom  and  slavery. 

Mr.  Sewani  a^ain  visited  Kun)ne 
in  l^oO,  and  at  tlic  National  Kepub- 
lican  Convention  held  at  Chica^  in 
1800  rect'ived  one  hundred  ami  sev- 
enty-three votes  as  a  candidate  for 
the*rres*idenc)' ;  but  two  hundred  and 
thirty-three  votes  were  necessary  for 
a  clioice,  and  Abraham  Lincoln  at 
length  received  the  nomination.  Mr. 
Seward  in  March,  1801,  entered  the 
Cabinet  as  Secretary  of  State,  and 
held  that  position  during  the  admin- 
istrations of  Lincoln  and  Johnson. 
In  the  years  of  the  civil  war  he  dis- 
played admirable  skill,  judgment,  and 
patriotism  in  the  management  of  our 
foreign  af lairs,  csi)ecially  in  the  ca^!le8 
of  the  Britibh  steamer  Trent  (on 
which  Maw)n  and  Slidcll  were  ar- 
rested) and  the  inviwion  of  Mexico 
by  the  French,  in  1S62. 

Earlv  in  the  spring  of  1865,  Mr. 
SewanJ  was  dangerously  injurctl  by 
being  thn)wn  from  his  carriage. 
"While  confined  to  his  bed  from  this 
cause  he  was  on  April  14,  1«05,  sial)- 
be<l  severely  several  times  by  Louis 
Payne,  an  a(*(romi)li(«  of  J.  Wilkes 
B<)()th.  Mr.  Seward  recovered,  how- 
ever, from  this  complication  of  in- 
juries. He  sul)He(mently  alienated 
many  of  his  friends  by  his  supjKirt 
of  the  iH)licy  of  President  Johnson, 
but  other  of  his  friends,  though  dif- 
fering with  liini  in  their  {K)litii'al 
views,  bclieve<l  that  he  pursued  the 
course  which  at  that  time  he  deemed 
to  Ik)  for  the  l)est  interests  of  his  c<jun- 
try.  After  making  a  journey  an>und 
the  world  by  way  of  Chicago,  Salt 
Lake  C'itv,  San  Francisco,  Japan, 
India,  and  Kun)i)e,  he  die<l  at  his 
home,  in  Auburn,  New  York,  Oc- 
tol>er  10,  1872. 

Sewely  William 9  a  scholar  and 
historian,  was  a  member  of  the  So- 


ciety of  Frienda^  and  was  bom,  of 
English  £uni]j,    in    Amstardam 
1654.    Among  his  works  are  HuH 
of  the  Origin  aiui  I^rogresM  €f  the  I 
eiely  called  Qualeen^  and  a  Diitoh-si 
English  dictionary.     Died  1725. 

Sowell,  Elizabeth  Mimiiij 
an  English  author ;  bom  in  the  L 
of  Wight  in  1815.

Seymour,  Horatio,  LL.D.,i 

American  statesman  ;  bom  near  Srt 
ciise.  New  York,  May  31,  1810;  V 
educated  at  Geneva  College  and  a 
mitted  to  the  bar.  After  serving  : 
the  State  Legislature,  he  was  electi 
Governor  of  New  York  in  1^52,  ai 
again  in  18G2,  when  he  opposed  tl 
war  {>o]icv  of  the  national  admlni 
tration.  fie  was  in  1868  the  nomim 
of  tlie  I>emocratic  party  for  the  Pres 
dency  of  the  I'niteii  iStates. 

Sc'ynioury  Jane*  a  sister  o 
Edwanl,  Duke  of  iSomerset,  becam 
the  third  wife  of  Henry  VIII.  i 
1536,  and  died  the  vear  following  i 
giving  birth  to  the  I^rince  who  aftei 
wani  be<*ame  Edward  VI. 

Sforza,  Francesco,  Duke  o 
Milan,  an  able  Italian  general ;  bor 
in  1401 ;  8er^'ed  in  the  Florentiu 
army  against  the  Duke  of  Milan 
whose  dau<;liter  Bianca  he  afterwan 
marrie<l.  lie  was  himself,  in  14«'»( 
proi-Iaimed  Duke  of  Milan,  where  h 
goveme<l  with  wisdom  and  modem 
tion.     Dieil  14Go. 

Sforza,  Giacoiiiuzzo  At 
tciidolOy  an  Italian  soldier  of  for 
tune,  father  of  the  prei'eding;  bon 
in  1370 ;  entered  the  military  sex 
vice;  became  distinguished  for  hi 
energy,  bravery,  and  great  strength 
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aai  WM  one  of  the  leaders  of  the  [  and  he  was  impriaoiied  in  the  Tow- 
party  which  endeavored  to  expel'  '  "'  ■---  ■  ^- 
ioteiga  mercenaries  from  Italy,  lie 
subaeqiiently  becaine  commander-in- 
chief  of  the  Keapoliton  army,  and 
waa  drowned  in  the  river  Pcscara  in 
1424. 

Sforza,  Ludovico,  sumamed 
ilMdbo,  wuborniD  14y>l.  In  14H0 
he  imprisoned  liiH  nephew,  the  law- 
ful Dukt,  am)  usiiriied  ihe  throne  of 
Milan,  Beirif;  opfiuwd  l>y  tlie  King 
of  Naples,  he  induced  Charles  Vlll. 
of  France  lo  attenijit  ihe  conquest  of 
that  country,  and  thiiH  opened  the  way 
for  tliiine  furci);n  inviwiiinH  of  that 
century  which  uiiued  Bui:h  great  dis- 
treei  in  Italy.  He  subsequently  unit- 
ed with  the  Veneliana  and  ihe  Pope, 
and  drove  the  French,  who  had  cap- 
tured Naples,  out  of  the  countrv. 
Louia  Xlt.,  however,  invaded  Italy 
in  1499,  captured  Ludovico,  and  car- 
ried him  to  France,  where  he  died  in 
1510. 

Shaftesbury,  AiithonyAsh- 
IwyCooper,  first  Earlop,  an  Eng- 
lish HtaleBnian^bnm  at  Wimbornc, 
in  DuFHctEhire,  July  :>2,  1G21 ;  stud- 
ied at  Oxford,  and  waa  called  to  the 
bar  at  Lincoln's  Inn.  In  hb  nine- 
teenth .vear  he  wiis  choucn  renrcsen- 
lAtivc  for  Tewkesbury.  At  ilnit  he 
leaned  to  the  King'H  pany,  but  ulti- 
roatuty  v«p»uHe!l  that  of  the  people. 
He  wan  liiHtile,  howover,  to  Cniin- 
well'D  goverunienl,  and  look  an  active 
part  in  restoring  Charles  II.  He  was 
moilc  Chancellor  of  the  F:x(-he<)uer, 
a  Lord  of  the  Treasury,  and  crualeil 
ilaron  Ashley.  He  was  a  member  of 
the  faiuoiia  (jalial  Ministry,  and,  from 
his  Huiierior  parts  and  eliiquence,  took 
a  leading  share  in  it.  In  ll>72  he  w«« 
raaile  J'^irl  uf  Shaftesbury  and  appoint- 
ed Lord  Chancellor.  At  the  end  of  a 
year,  liowevcr,  he  resigned  the  seals. 
In  Hi79,  when  Preeident  of  the  new 
permanent  (>)uncil,  he  framed  and 
caused  lo  be  jiasned  the  HabeaH  Cor- 
pus act.  Distinguished  fur  his  lal- 
enta,  adroitness,  and  intrigues,  his 
conduct  began  to  exdte  the  sut- 
picion    and    hostility  of  the  court. 


York  (afterward  James  II.)  t 
popiah  recuaant  to  the  grand  jury. 
Shnttcabury  was  aflerward  charged 
with  conspiring  with  the  Duke  of 
Monmouth,  and  was  again  impris- 
oned ;  but  Ihe  grand  jury  refused  lo 
indict  him.

Shafteabiiry,  Anthony

a  famous  speech  in  support  of  the 
measure  to  allow  counsel  to  persona 
charged  with  high  treason.  Subse- 
quentlv  his  delicate  health  deterred 
him  from  taking  an  active  jmrt  in 
public  alfUirs,  and  he  devoted  his  leis- 
ure to  literature.  Ills  works  were  col- 
lected in  three  volumes,  under  the 
title  of  CharacleriMlie)  of  Men,  Mannen, 
Opinion*,  and  Timet.  Died  in  Naples, 
Febmarv  15   1713. 

ShattesDiirj',  AnthonyAsh- 
ley  Cooper,  K.  (■.,  seventh  Eabl 
OF,  an  English  philanlhropist;  bom 
in  London,  April  2H,  1801 ;  was  edu- 
cated at  Christ  Church,  Uxford ;  waa 
elected  to  Parliament  in  1826,  and 
was  a  Lord  of  the  .\dmiraltv  under 
Sir  Itolwrt  Peel  in  18.14.  He  received 
the  degree  of  D.  C.  L.  from  the  Uni- 
versity of  Oxford  in  1841,  and  in  1851 
sim;ee<led  his  father  to  the  peerage. 
He  has  done  much  lo  improve  Uie 
condition  of  the  laboring  classes,  and 
has  taken  part  in  many  religious  and 
benevolent  enlerpriaee. 

Shakespeare,  Wllllain,  the 
greatest  of  English  dramatists,  waa 
bom  in  1564  at  Stratford-upon-Avon, 
in  Warwickshire.  He  was  baptized 
on  April  26  of  that  year,  and,  as  it 
was  common  at  that  period  to  baptiie 
children  on  the  third  dav  after  their 
birth,  the  23d  of  April  has  with 
much    probability  been   asumed   as

He  probably  began  his  career 
as  a  dramatist  by  writias  in  company 
irith  Robert  Greene  and  Christopher 
Harlowe,  two  authors  of  eetsblished 
reputation.  The  dramatic  works  of 
Bhakeepeare  generally  acknowledged 
to  be  genuine  consixt  of  Ihirty-tive 
pieces.

Both  these  poeios 
are  dedicated  to  the  Earl  of  South- 
ampton, who  was  a  powcriiil  and  mu- 
nificent patron  of  the  poet.

We  find  tliBL  aa  early  as  1607, 
Shakespeare  had  bought  a  fine  inai)- 
aion  in  hit  native  town,  boilt  origi- 
nally hj  Bir  Hugh  Clapton  in  Um 
reign  of  Henry  VII.  anfl  known  ■■ 
''  the  great  hoiue^"  and  aflenranl  m 
'New  Place."  He  ii  Bapposed  to 
have  abandoned  the  stage  aboat  IWM, 
and  to  have  retomed  to  Stratfind  to 
live  at  some  time  between  ISIO  and 
1613,  passing  die  titoe^  as  Rowe  M^i^ 
"in  ease,  retirement,  and  the  oonvar- 
sation  of  his  friends."  He  died  April 
2EL1616. 

It  is  not  necCBHuyhere  taenninaratn 
the  plays  of  BhakespeaiB.  Aldtooglitbr 
many  yean  after  hia  death  hia  radiv 
was  not  fiilly  appreciated,  there  la  evi- 
dence that  (lanng  hia  lifetime  he  wai 
exceedingly  popular  u  a  dramati^ 
and  that  nc  was  patronised  by  Queen 
Elizabeth  and  King  Jamea  I. 

8hani^I,  or  Sc^mylf  a  Cir- 
cassian chieftain ;  bom  at  Himry  in 
1797 ;  was  in  laith  a  Mmmlman,  and 
was  in  1B34  elected  Imlm  of  Circania, 
in  which  position  he  displayed  great 
heroism  and  ability  in  defending  hia 
country  against  the  ^nians.  After 
a  protracted  contest  he  was  compelled 
to  surrender  in  1659,  and  was  taken 
lo  Kuasia,  where  he  was  asngned  a 
residence  and  a  pension.    UiecT  1871. 

Sharp,  Grauvillei  an  English 
philanthropist;  bom  in  1734.  He 
was  especially  active  in  his  oppod- 
tion  to  negro  slavery,  assisted  in  ftHind- 
ing  the  colony  of  Sierra  Leone,  and 
wrote  several  works  on  the  subject  of 
emancipation.     Died  1613. 

Shee,  8tr  Martin  Archer,  k 

Krtrait-painler  and  writer.  Bom  in 
ibUnin  1770;  died  1850. 
Sbeil,  Richard  Lalor,an  Iriah 
orator,  and  the  author  of  StOehet  cfAt 
trith  Bar  and  of  several  dramas,  was 
bom  in  Dublin  in  1793;  was  educated 
at  Trinity  Coll^  in  that  dty ;  wu 
elected  to  Parliament,  and  early  he- 
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came  dUtinguishcd  for  eloqaence.  He 
wta  Hent  in  1850  as  BrilUh  MiaiMer 
to  Florence,  where  he  dieii  in  1851. 

Slielbiirne.  WiUiain  Petty, 
Eari.  of,  ami  Marquess  of  Lans- 
downc,  a  British  Htat^man ;  bom  in 
173T ;  succeeded  Ilia  fattier  (o  the 
earldoni  in  ITUl,  and  became  Preai- 
dent  of  the  Bnard  of  Trade  in  1763. 
Til  id  office  he  noon  resifiried,  however, 
on  occiiimt  of  liU  svmpathr  with  Ihe 
American  onloiiists."  He  Wm  a  warm 
friend  of  William  Pill,  became  Sec- 
retarv  of  Hiate  in  I'tiG,  and  Prime 
Minister  of  England  in  17)J2.  Two 
yean  later  he  was  created  Marquen 
of  Lansdowne.     Died  1805. 

Shelley,  Percy  Bysshe, 


(,  AnjfuBt  4, 1792,  and  waa  edu- 
cated  at  Eton  and  Oxford.  At  the  age 
of  sixteen  he  produced  two  romances, 
andsoon  after  wrote  asmall  treatise  on 
the  necessity  of  atheism.  For  Ibis  he 
was  expelled  from  Ihe  univenity.  His 
father  at  first  forbade  his  appearance 
at  Field  Place.  He  then  went  to  Lon- 
don, wherehe became acqiiainled  with 
Harriet  Westhrook,  Ihe  daughter  of 
a  retired  hotellteeper.  After  his  reo- 
onciliiilion  with  his  fallior,  who 
settled  on  him  an  allowance  of  two 
hundred  pounds  a  year,  he  suddenly 
eloped  with  Miss  Wcsthroolc,  and 
married  her  at  (.iretna  Ureen.  Afler 
going  to  Edinburgh  and  York  they 
settled  at  Keswick,  where  Shelley  be- 
came intimate  wilb  Soiithey  and 
De  Quincey.  In  1813,  Qiuta  Slab, 
which  he  liad  commenced  at  the  age 
of  eighteen  and  completed  in  ISI'J, 
was  printed  privately.  In  (he  same 
vear  Shelley  and  his  wife  separated 
by  mulual  consent,  and  he  went  to 
the  Continent  with  Mary  Godwin, 
whom  lie  married  upon  hearing,  in 
1816,  that  his  first  wife  had  drowned 
bcnieir.  Having;  two  children  by  hta 
first  marriage,  he  demanded  the  cus- 
tody of  them,  but  their  maternal 
grandfather  commenced  a  suit  in 
chancery  in  order  to  obtain  the  guar- 
diaiuhip  of  them,  which  was  fiHilly 


I  awarded  to  him  by  Lord  Eldon,  on 
the  ^und  that  their  father  was  an 

I  atheist ;  and  Shelley,  fearing  that  * 

I  son  by  his  second  marriage  would 
also  be  taken  from  him,  went  to  reside 

I  permanently  in  Italv,  where  he  was 
accidentalljf  drowned  in  1822.  He 
was  the  intimate  friend  of  Lord  Byron 
and  Leigh  Hunt,  and  in  memnrv  of 
the  poet  Keats  he  wrote  the  beautiful 
dirge  of  Adonait.  Among  his  produc- 
tions, besides  those  which  have  l>eeti 
nienlioned,  are  the  Jtftvlt  of  leUun, 
Prmaelkeuii  Unboumi,  WiUh  of  Allrw, 
and  The  Cenei,  a  tragedy.  Of  his 
shorter  poems  the  most  exquisite  are 
Tkt  Qowl,  ait  lo  Uif.  Sh/lari,  and  11m 
Stnfitive  Flint. 

During  bis  life  Shelley's  genius 
met  with  no  wide  appreciation,  ow- 
ing to  the  sincerity  and  fearlessnea 
with  which  he  expressed  hia  opin- 
ions on  religious,  social,  and  politi- 
cal subjeciB,  but,  as  the  prejudice*  of 
his  contemporaries  have  poaied  away, 
hia  reputation  as  a  poet  and  the  earn- 
estnees  of  his  nioiiret  have  been 
more  Justlv  appreciated. 

Shennlone,  WlUiain,  an  Eng- 
lish pastoral  poet.  Bom  in  Shmjnhire 
in  1714;  died  17(13.  Among  hisworki 
are  TAe&'A'M/mtafrufandanumbcrof 
songs  and  el^ies. 

Shere  All  Khan,  Ameer  of 
Afglianislan,  a  eon  of  Dost  Moham- 
med, ascended  the  throne  in  186.1,  in 
accordance  with  the  will  of  his  father. 
Sherc  Ali  was  recognized  by  the  Brit> 
uh  government,  but  his  title  was  dis- 
puted by  two  of  his  brothers,  who 
raised  a  formidable  insurrection 
against  him.  He  at  firat  met  with 
severe  defeats;  but  his  armies,  alter 
they  had  been  placed  under  the 
command  of  his  son,  Yakooh  Khan, 
gained  numerous  victoriea.  Khero 
Ali  was  reittored  to  power,  but  in 
1870  Yakoob  Khan,  who  had  been 
excluded  from  the  siiccexHion,  re- 
volted. The  father  and  son  were 
reconciled  tlfe  year  following.  In 
1878  the  British  government,  sus- 
pecting Sher«  Ali  Khan  of  growing 
more  nitndly  to  Riusia  and  mora  in- 
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imica]  to  EnelaiHl^decIared  war  against 
him.  The  British  troops  at  ouce  en- 
tered the  Afghan  territory,  captured 
Ali  MaHJid,  and  advanced  toward  Can- 
dahar.  A  revolution  having  taken 
pluc'c  in  Decern Ijer,  1878,  at  Calxx)!, 
Shore  Ali  lied,  and  his  son,  Yakoob 
Khan,  was  proclaimed  Ameer.  Shore

Sheridan,  Philip  Henry, 
an  American  general ;  bom  in  Ohio, 
March  6,  1831 ;  graduated  at  West 
Point  at  the  age  of  twenty-two ;  served 
in  Texas  and  Oregon ;  was  appoint^ 
ed  colonel  of  a  Michigan  volunteer 
regiment  of  cavalrv ;  was  soon  after 
commissioned  a  brigadier-general ; 
was  given  the  command  of  a  divis- 
ion, and  for  his  efhcient  services  at 
the  battle  of  Stone  River  (Deceml)or 
31,  1862)  was  promoted  to  the  rank 
of  major-general  of  volunteers.  lie 
servea  with  great  distinction  under 
Gen.  Thomns  in  Tennessee  in  1803, 
in  1 864  was  placed  in  command  of  the 
cavalry  cor|)8  of  the  Armv  of  the  Po- 
tomac by  Gen.  CJrant,  an^  in  August 
of  the  same  vear  was  transferred  to 
the  command  of  the  Armv  of  the 
Shenandoah.  After  defeating  Gen. 
Karly  in  several  engagements,  he 
gained  a  brilliunt  anil  decisive  vic- 
tory over  him  at  Winchester,  nearly 
annihilating  Early's  command.  Gen. 
Sheridan  was  successively  promoted 
to  the  grades  of  brigadier-general  and 
major-general  of  the  regular  army. 
He  afterward  served  under  Gen. 
Grant  Ijefore  Richmond  and  Peters- 
burg, contributed  greatly  to  their 
reduction  by  the  victories  which  he 
gained  at  Dinwiddie  Court-House 
and  Five  Forks,  and  hastene<l  the 
surrender  of  Gen.  Lee  at  Appomat- 
tox Court-House  by  constantly  at- 
tacking and  harassing  the  Confeder- 
ate army  as  it  fled  from  Richmond. 
He  was  in  1869  promoted  to  the  rank 
of  lieutenant-general. 

Sheridan,  Richard  Brins- 


ley  Butler,  an  Irish  orator  an 
dramatist  of  ^^eat  distinction,  wi 
bom  in  Dublin,  October  31,  1751 
He  studied  at  Harrow  and  read  lai 
at  Lincoln^s  Inn.  In  1776  he  becam 
one  of  the  proprietors  of  Drury  Lan 
theatre,  and  m  1780  was  elected  1 
the  House  of  Commons,  where  fo 
over  thirty  years  he  pursued  a  bril 
liant  Parliamentarv  career.  He  wa 
associated  with  Burlce  in  the  manage 
ment  of  the  impeachment  of  ^Varre] 
Hastings.  The  loss  of  Drury  Lan< 
theatre  b^  fire,  added  to  his  extrava 
gant  habits,  caused  him  great  tinan 
cial  embarrassment  in  the  latter  par 
of  his  life.  He  died  Julv  7,  181« 
Sheridan  was  at  one  time  Under-8ec 
retary  of  State,  and  in  1800^'as  ap 
pointied  treasurer  of  the  navy  and  i 
Privy  Councillor.  Among  the  great 
est  of  his  works  are  School  for  Scandai 
The  Diiennat  and  'JTie  Rivaln. 

Sheridan 9  Thomas,  the  fathe 
of  Richard  Brinsley  Sheridan,  wa 
bom  in  Ireland  in  1721 ;  graduates 
at  Trinity  (!olloge;  became  an  actoi 
and  was  the  author  of  several  worke 
among  which  are  a  Pronouncing  Die 
tionaiy  of  the  Enf/iish  LanguagCy  LiJ 
of  Sv'(ftj  and  British  Education.

Slierlooky  Thonia8»  an  Eng 
lish  prelate  and  scholar ;  born  in  Lon 
don  in  1078 ;  was  successively  Bii»ho] 
of  Rangor,  Salisbury,  and  London,  au< 
was  the  author  of  several  religiou 
works.    Died  1761. 

Sherloeky  William,  D.  D.,  ai 
English  divine ;  bom  in  London  ii 
1041  ;  studied  at  Cambridge,  and  be 
c-ame  Dean  of  St.  Paul's  in  1691 
Upon  the  accession  of  William  III 
he  was  a  non-juror,  but  in  1690  cause< 
a  great  sensation  by  taking  the  oathi 
to  that  soverei^  and  by  publishing 
in  defence  of  his  act,  a  work  entitlec

Powers  Staieil     Died  1707. 

Sherman,  John,  an  Americai 
Senator;  born  in  Ohio,  May  10, 1823 
was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1844 ;  wa 
elected  to  Congress  in  1858  and  186(1 
and  to  the  United  States  Senate  ii 
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1861.  He  was  Secretary  of  the  Tkm- 
ory  during  the  admin iatration  of  Mr. 
Hares,  and  has  since  been  re-eLected 
to  tlie  United  Kutea  Sennte. 

Shertiiaii,  Koffer,  an  Ameri- 
can pulriut  and  Blateaman ;  bom  in 
Mu»gathiLBe(t8,  April  19,  1721 ;  was 
admitted  (o  the  bar  in  1754;  aeltled 
in  New  Maven  in  ITtil,  and  four 
yenra  later  wax  appointed  a  judge  of 
the  Superior  Court.  Klecletl  to  Con- 
grciiH  in  1774,  he  became  an  efficient 
and  dialinKuUlie<l  member  of  that 
bodv,  was  in  1776  a  siRner  of  the 
Declaration  of  Independence  and  in 
ITSi  a  member  of  the  Constitutional 
Convention,  and  was  id  1791  elected 
la  the  Senate  of  the  Unil«d  States.

Sherman,  Tbomaa  W.,  an

He  was  given  the  command  of  the 
llecl  sent  against  Spain  In  I70o,  par- 
licii>ated  in  the  aiege  of  Toulon,  in 
1707,  and  periiihed  at  sea  tlie  next 

Slfklneen,   von,    Frniiz,  a 

Gerinao  soldier  and  i'roteatant  lead- 
er;  bom  in  Baden  in  1481.  Ho  gave 
protection  to  Heuchlin  and  Ulrich 
von  Hutlen,  and  was  one  uf  the  last 
of  the  German  nobles  who  maintain- 
ed the  right  of  private  warbre.  He 
was  killed  in  1523. 

SiddoilH,  Sarah,  the  most  emi- 
nent of  British  tragic  actresses,  was 
the  daughter  of  Roger  Kcnible,  and 
was  bom  in  South  Wales  in  1755. 
At  the  age  of  eigliteen  siie  married 
Mr,  Siddonti,  and  made  an  unauccess- 
fut  appearance  in  London  in  1775. 
After  becoming  a  great  favorite  at 
Bath  she  returned  to  London  in  1782, 
appeared  with  great  applauM  at  Drury 
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an  actrefls.  She  particularly  excelled 
as  "  Lady  Macbeth."    Died  1831. 

Sidney,  Algremoii»  an  English 
republican,  the  secoml  son  of  the 
EatI  of  I^iccster,  was  bom  about  1620. 
He  served  with  distinction  in  Ire- 
land, subsequently  became  lieutenant- 
general  of  cavalry  in  the  Parliament- 
ary army,  and  declined  to  sit  as  one 
of  the  judges  at  the  trial  of  King 
Charles  1.  At  the  Restoration  he 
retired  to  the  Continent,  but  was  af- 
terward pardoned.  Returning  to 
England,  he  l)e(ame  implicated  in 
the  Rye-House  Plot,  and  through 
the  efibrts  of  infamous  judges  and 
false  testimony  was  convicted  of  trea- 
son, and  was  executed  December  7, 
1G83.  The  sentence  against  him  was 
reversed  by  Parliament  in  1690.  He 
was  a  grand-nephew  of  Sir  Philip 
Sidney. 

Sidney,  Sir  Philip,  an  Eng- 
lish  author  and  soldier  distinguished 
for  his  accomplishments,  was  the  son 
of  Sir  Henry  Sidney,  and  a  nephew 
of  the  celebrated  Earl  of  Leicester, 
and  was  born  at  Penshurst,  in  Kent, 
in  1554.  He  studied  at  Oxford,  i>e- 
came  a  favorite  of  Queen  Elizabeth, 
was  sent  as  an  envoy  to  the  German 
Emi)eror  in  1576,  and  was  knighted 
in  1583.  He  was  in  1585  named  as 
one  of  the  candidates  for  the  crown 
of  Poland,  and  was  mortally  wound- 
ed at  Zutphen  in  the  year  following. 
He  was  pnmounced  by  William  the 
Silent,  Prince  of  Orange,  to  be  "one 
of  the  rii)est  and  greatest  councillors 
of  state  m  that  day  in  EurojKi."  Sir 
Philip  Sidney  was  the  author  of  Ar- 
cadia, a  pastoral  romance,  and  2'he 
Defence  of  Poesie. 

Siemens,  Charles  William, 

D.  ('.  L.,  F.  R.  S.,  a  distinguisheil  in- 
ventor and  mcciianician,  wjis  born  in 
Hanover,  April  4,  1823;  studied  at 
Lubeck,  Maj^deburg,  and  the  Univer- 
sity of  Gottingen,  and  as  a  pupil  en- 
tered the  engineer  works  of  Count 
Stolberg.  He  removed  to  England  in 
1844.  lie  has  with  his  brother  in- 
vented a  diflerential  governor  for 
steam-engines,  the  process  of  "  anasta- 


tic printing/'  and  a  chrommdc  gor- 
emor  for  a  certain  daas  of  astronooi- 
ical  instruments,  and  has  himself  in- 
vented an  important  improyement  to 
the  caloric  engine,  a  water-meter^  and 
a  new  method  of  manufacturing  steel 
which  has  proved  a  great  success. 
He  has  •with  hb  brothers  also  con- 
structed several  important  telecraph 
lines,  including  the  North  China 
cable  and  the  direct  United  States 
cable.  Dr.  Siemens  is  a  Fellow  of 
the  Royal  Society  of  London  and  a 
member  of  numerous  other  scientific 
societies,  and  has  had  the  degree  of 
D.  C.  L.  conferred  upon  him  by  the 
University  of  Oxford. 

Siey^,  Emmanuel  Joseph, 

CoMTE,  a  French  revolutionary  leader 
and  writer ;  bom  at  Frejus  in  1748: 
was  generally  known  as  Abbe 
Sieyes.  He  was  educated  in  Paris^ 
entered  the  Church,  and  was  appoint- 
ed a  canon  and  vicar-general,  out  be- 
came a  supporter  of  the  popular  cause 
and  created  a  ^reat  sensation  by  his 
very  able  treatise  entitled  Whai  m  the 
Third  Kstate  f  He  was  successively  a 
member  of  the  States-General,  of  the 
Constituent  Assembly,  and  of  the  Con- 
vention. He  voted  for  the  death  of 
the  King,  was  sent  as  Minister  to 
Berlin  in  1795,  was  a  menil>er  of 
the  French  Directory,  and  was  one 
of  the  three  Consuls  who  were  chosen 
in  1799.     Died  1836. 

Sij^ismund,  Emperor  of  Ger- 
many, was  the  son  of  Charles  IV., 
and  was  bom  in  1368.  He  became 
Emperor  in  1410.  He  treacherous- 
ly promoted  the  martyrdom  of  John 
£[u8s,  to  whom  he  had  granted  a  safe- 
conduct,  and  was  thereby  involved  in 
a  war  with  the  Bohemians,  who,  un- 
der  their  distinguished  leader,  Ziska, 
defeated  Sigismund  in  several  battles. 
Died  1437. 

Sigrismnnd  I.,  Kine  of  Poland ; 
born  in  1466 ;  ascended  the  throne  in 
1507.  He  carried  on  a  successful  war 
against  the  Moldavians,  Wallachians, 
and  Russians.     Died  1548. 

Sigismund  II.,  bom  in  1518,  a 
son  of  the  preceding ;  was  crowned  in 
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154S.  He  wu  a  wise  and  liberal  niler. 
IMed  157S. 

SlBTlsniQiid  m..  King  of  Po- 
land and  Sweden,  was  bom  in  15C6. 
He  was  (he  son  of  John  HI.  of  Swe- 
den, and  the  nephew  of  Sjgiemund 
II. of  Poland,  was  chosen  King  of  the 
lUter  country  in  1587,  and  inherited 
the  crown  uf  Sweden  m  1594.  As  an 
ardent  and  bigoted  Catholic  he  be- 
came very  unpopular  in  Sweden, 
where  hiii  uncle  usurped  the  throne 
■a  Charles  IX.,  and  caused  a  lone 
war  between  Sweden  and  PolantT 
SigisRilind  carried  on  war  with 
varied  eucce8&  against  the  Kumiana, 
Turks,  Cossacks,  and  Tactere,  and 
was  finally  foKed  to  succumb  to  the 
genius  of  Guxtaviia  Adolphua  and  to 
surrender  to  him  a  large  portion  of 
Livonia  and  Prussiu.     Died  lG.'i2. 

Lydla  Hutitley, 
an  Aniericao  poet.  Born  in  Connec- 
ticut in  1791;  died  1805. 

Sillimau,  BeDjamfn.  an 
American  natiitnlist;  born  in  Con- 
necticut, AugUHt  S,  1779.  He  gradu- 
ated at  Yale  Collie,  where  in  1S04 
he  became  pnifessor  of  chemistry,  and 
afterward  madcagcolt^ical  survey  of 
a  portion  of  Connecticut.

Sixins  was  a  mu- 
nificent encourager  of  literature,  and 
may  almost  be  regarded  as  the  found- 
er of  the  Vatican  library.  But  be  ts 
justly  accused  of  nepotism,  and  was 
ooeof  the  mmt  turbulent  and  uttecrti- 
pulous  in  the  long  list  of  Ponti&. 

Sixtns  V.  (Pklice  Pereiti) 
was  bom  December  13,  1521,  near 
Uontalto,  of  parents  so  poor  that  his 
boyhood  was  spent  in  the  occupation 
of  a  swineherd.  While  thus  ennged 
he  attracted  the  attention  of  a  Fran- 
tnscan  Father,  who  procured  bis  ad- 
mission into  the  onler.  He  was  or- 
dained priest  in  1646,  aixi  became 
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professor  of  iheolog/  at  Siena.  Hie 
reputation  is  a  pr^cher  led  to  his 
being  IraMferrea  to  Komc,  and  on 
the  elevation  of  PiuE  V.  to  the  pon- 
titicate,  in  1570,  he  was  named  Car- 
dinal, lie  was  elected  Pupe  cm  the 
death  of  Gregory  XIII.,  in  1585.  Ilia 
pontificnie  waa  marked  by  vigorous 
measures  of  improvement  in  every 
department  of  adniinisirulion.  Here- 
pressed  the  prevailing  li<£nse  and  dis- 
order of  the  city  of  Itonie,  and  of  the 
Papal  Stales  generally,  by  breaking 
up  the  lawless  bands  of  marauders 
by  which  they  were  infested,  and  re- 
formed tlie  administratioQ  uf  the  law 
and  the  diupoaal  of  public  patronage. 
He  published  a  new  edition  uf  the 
Septiiagint  in  1587,  and  one  of  the 
Vul|[3te  in  1590,  and  also  edited  the 
wurhs  «l  Su  Ambrose.  He  was  a 
inunifit-ent  patron  of  the  arts,  and 
there  w*as  not  a  ([uarter  in  Home 
which  he  did  not  bcautif;'.  It  is  as- 
serted that  no  one  Ponti  ir  letl  liu  many 
monuments  of  grandeur  after  a  long 
reipn  as  Sixtus  alter  ocimpying  tlie 
pa|>al  clinir  a  little  more  than  five 
years.  On  these  objeda  he  must  have 
eipended  vast  sums;  yet  at  his  death 
he  left  five  millions  of  crowns,  with 
an  injunction  to  iiis  successors  to 
use  Ihcm  only  for  the  service  of  the 
Church  against  ilio  Turks  and  here- 
tics, or  to  relieve  the  people  in  time 
of  famine  or  pestilence,  nixtns  fixed 
the  nnmber  of  C-ardinals  at  seventy, 
and  decreed  (liat  four  at  leutt  of  the 
number  should  be  doctors  of  divinilv, 
chosen  from  tlie  religions  orders.  lie 
did  not  love  the  Jesuits,  and  proposed 
to  change  their  name  to  that  of  "  Ig- 
natians."  He  died  August  17,  15U0, 
and  was  succeeded  by  Urlian  VII. 

t!y6b<Mx<  Krik.aSwedisii  poet 
Bom  in  ITU-l ;  died  1821).  Among  his 
pro<iuctions  are  a  volume  of  lyrics  of 
great  beauty,  publixheil  imderthe  nam 
dt  ptante  of  "Vitalis,"  and  Imnsla- 
tions  from  the  works  of  AVaahington 
Irving. 

Skobeloff)  Michael,  a  cele- 
brated Kunian  general ;  bom  near 
HoMow  in  1843;  e^adtiated  at  the 


Military  Academjr  of  St-  Petenbui^; 
served  with  dialincUon  under  Gen. 
KanfTmau  in  the  campaigns  of  Khiva 
and  the  Khokand  in  1873-76.  Ho  waa 
made  a  lieutenant-general  in  1877, 
turned  the  Turkish  left  flank  at  the 
pansoge  of  the  Bolkuns,  sained  a  de- 
cisive victory  over  Vessel  Pasha,  and 
captured  several  strongholds  and  a 
great  nnnihgr  of  prisoncra  (January 
10.  1873).  He  took  possession  of 
Adrianople  (January  18)  and  led  the 
advance  on  Coni>lantinople.  A  short 
time  prior  to  his  death  he  caused  a 
great  sensation  throughout  Europe 
by  declarations  which  he  made  la 
favor  of  the  Pan-JSlaviu  movement. 
DiedJuly  7,  1882. 

Sloan,  Samiiclt  an  American 
nn^hitect;  bum  in  Pennsylvania  in 
181a.  He  nmnved  at  an  early  am 
tu  Philadelphia,  where  he  designecTa 
larL'e  number  of  public  and  private 
buildings  I'or  thatand  for  other  cities. 
He  also  published  the  Modtl  Anlalat 
and  other  works  relating  to  bis  art. 

Sloaue,  Sir  Halts,  a  skilful 
physician  and  naturalist;  bom,  of  a 
Scottish  family,  in  Ireland,  in  1660; 
practised  his  profession  in  London, 
where  in  1686  ho  was  chosen  a  Fel- 
low of  the  Koyal  Society,  of  which 
he  became  the  President,  ss  the  sue- 
ceswr  of  Newton,  in   1727.     He  wm 


occurred  in  MTjZ,  he  Icil  ai 
botanical  collection. 

Slocuni,  Henry  Wads- 
worth,  an  American  general ;  bom 
in  Svracune,  New  Yorii,  1827 ;  gradu- 
ated at  West  Point  in  1S52 ;  was  cnm- 
miesioned  a  brigadier-general  in  1861 ; 
served  with  dis^nction  through  the 
civil  war;  commanded  a  diviiuon  in 
several  engagements  and  a  corps  at 
the  battles  of  Chancel lorsvi He  and 
(iettyHburR,  and  was  in  charge  of  a 
wing  of  Sherman's  army  in  his  march 
from  Atlnata  to  tlie  eea.  Gen.  ^locum 
was  aiibBeqiientlv  elected  lo  Coogrens 
for  several  terms  from  the  nty  of  New 
York.  H«  became  a  maior-geiterai 
inlS62. 
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Smiles,   Samael,    LL.D.,   sin 

editor  and  author ;  bom  in  Scotland 
in  1816;  studied  medicine;  removed 
to  England,  and  became  the  editor  of 
the  LeetU  2'imes.  lie  hax  written  a 
large  number  of  works,  among  which 
are  Physical  Education;  or,  JSalurt  of 
Children^  RaUvay  Properly:  Its  Chti' 
ditioHS  and  Pro^ptcts,  History  of  Ire- 
landf  Li/e  of  Oeorge  Stephenson,  Lives 
of  Engineers^  with  an  Account  of  their 
Work»y  and  Character,  Dr.  Smiles  re- 
ceived the  degree  of  LL.D.  from  the 
Universitvof  Edinburgh  in  1878.  He 
is  a  regular  contributor  to  the  ^vlqt- 
tcrly  Review  and  other  periodicals. 

Smithy  Adam 9  apolitical  econo- 
mist of  great  distinction ;  born  at  Kir- 
caldy,  in  Fifeshire,  Scotland,  June  5, 
1723;  studied  at  the  universities  of 
Glasgow  and  Oxford,  and  was  succes- 
sively professor  of  logic  and  moral 
philosophy  in  the  University  of  Glas- 
gow. His  principal  work  is  entitled 
An  Inquiry  into  toe  Mature  and  Causes 
of  the  Wealth  of  ^^ations.    Died  1790. 

Smitliy  Alexander^  a  Scottish 
poet.  Born  in  Ayrshire  in  1830 ;  died 
18G7. 

Smithy  Andrew  J.,  an  Ameri- 
can general ;  born  in  Pennsylvania  in 
1814;  graduated  at  West  Point  in 
1838;  during  the  civil  war  was  ap- 
pointed a  major-general  and  a  corps 
commander,  and  in  1866  was  com- 
missioned a  colonel  in  the  regular 
army. 

Smithy  Charles  Fer^fuson, 
an  American  general ;  bom  in  1806 ; 
graduated  at  West  Point  in  1835 ;  was 
three  times  brevetted  for  gallant  ser- 
vices in  Mexico,  and  was  made  a 
brigadier-general  in  1861.  He  was 
promoted  to  the  rank  of  major-gene- 
ral in  1862  for  efficient  services  ren- 
dered at  the  capture  of  Fort  Donel- 
son,  and  died  at  Savannah  during  the 
same  year. 

Sniitliy  Charlotte,  an  English 
novelist.  Bom  in  17-19;  ♦died  1806. 
Sir  Walter  Scott  wrote  her  biogra- 
phy. Among  her  works  are  The  Old 
Manor-House,  Desmond,  and  The  Ro^ 
mance  of  Real  Lift, 


Smithy  Edmund  KJrter,  an 

American  g^eral;  bom  in  Florida 
in  1825;  graduated  at  West  Point  in 
1845,  and,  entering  the  Confederate 
service,  became  a  lieutenant-general 
in  1863. 

Smithy  ^Elizabeth  Oakes^  an 
American  poet;  bom  in  Portland, 
Maine,  about  1820.  She  is  a  promi- 
nent advocate  of  women's  rights,  and 
has  written  Tke  Sinless  Child  and  Other 
Poems,  Woman  and  Her  Ifeedg,  and 
several  other  works. 

Smith,  Gerrity  an  American 
philanthropist  and  member  of  Con- 
gress; bora  at  Utica,  Kew  York,  in 
1797 ;  was  educated  at  Hamilton  Col- 
lege; inherited  an  immense  estate,  and 
became  verv  prominent  as  an  anti- 
slaverv  leader.    Died  about  1875. 

Sniith,  Goldwin,  LL.D.,  M.  A^ 
an  English  scholar  and  author ;  bom 
at  Rcadinc:,  Berkshire,  August  13^ 
1823;  graduated  with  distinction  at 
Oxford,  where  he  gained  two  scholar^ 
ships  and  numerous  prizes.  He  was 
in  1847  elected  a  Fellow  of  Univer- 
sity College,  and  was  in  1858  appoint- 
ed regius  professor  of  modem  history 
in  the  University  of  Oxford.  He  was 
early  distinguished  for  his  advanced 
liberal  views  in  politics,  and  subse- 
quently as  a  champion  of  the  L^nited 
States  government  during  the  civil 
war.  The  degree  of  LL.D.  was  con- 
ferred upon  him  by  Brown  University 
of  Providence  in  1864,  and  in  1868 
he  accepted  the  professorsliip  of  Eng- 
lish and  constitutional  history  at  Cor- 
nell University,  at  Ithaca,  New  York. 
He  removed  to  Toronto,  Canada,  in 
187  U  He  is  the  author  of  a  larg« 
number  of  works. 

Smithy  Horace  and  JanieSy 
two  brothers  distinguished  as  humor- 
ous writers ;  born  respectively  in  1780 
and  1775.  After  contributing  to  sev- 
eral of  the  Ix»ndon  perio<licals  ihey 
prcKlucwl  in  1812,  in  verse,  Rejected 
AddresscSj  which  are  imitations  of 
Scott,  Byron,  Coleridge,  and  other 
eminent  writers.  James  wrote  Trips 
to  Paris,  and  Horace,  among  numer- 
ous other  works,  wrote  the  novels  of 
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XoM  QTid  Mameriim  and  Hit  Moniyed 
Man.  James  dii^  in  1839;  Horace, 
in  1S49. 

Smith,  John,  CAPTAiH.an  Eng- 
liitti  explorer;  born  in  1579;  visited 
Americ-a  in  1609 ;  was  captured  by 
the  Inilianii  in  Virginia,  and  waa  or- 
dered lo  tic  put  todeath  by  Powhalan. 
C^pL  Smith's  life  waa,  howevei,  saved 


bv  Pocahontas.     He  gubeequently ' 
plored  Chesapeake  Bnv  and  the  aborea 
or  New  England,  and  irrole  several 
vorks  on  his  travels  and  adveiiturea. 
Died  1631. 

Sinitbf  Joxeph,  the  founder  of 
the  Mormon  Cliiirrh ;  bom  in  Ver- 
mont in  1B06;  removed  at  an  early 
age  to  Palmyra,  New  York,  where, 
at  the  age  of  twenty-two,  he  claimed 
there  had  certain  golden  plates  been 
revealed  to  him,  from  which  he  pre- 
pareil  the  Hook  <•/  Monium.  Preai-h- 
\na  hia  new  doctrine  with  consider- 
able auceess,  he  removed  to  Ohio,  and 
aJlcrward  lu  Missouri.  Driven  with 
hia  followers  from  the  latter  State 
about  18:t8,  he  established  himaelf  at 
Nbiivoo,  in  Illinois,  where  he  laid  the 
foundation  of  a  maenifircnt  temple. 
HavinR  been  arrested  for  hia  criminal 
practices,  he  was  in  1844  imprisoned 
in  a  jail  in  Carthage,  where  he  waa 
toon  after  kilted  by  a  mob.  The  lionk 
of  Monaort  was  ac'lually  written  dur- 
ing; a  protracted  illness,  and  for  hia 
own  amuaement,  by  .Solcimon  Spaul- 
din^c,  a  I'reabylerian  minister. 

Smith,  i^t'blt,  a  hunioroua  and 

ililicat  writer,  waa  bom  in  Maine. 
under  the  pwudonvm  Ma- 
jor Jack  L>owillDtr.  l>ie<l  18tSS. 

Siiiltli,  Sydney,  an  English 
author  and  divine;  bom  in  1771; 
graduated  at  Oxford ;  became  the 
fimt  editor  of  the  Ayini  '  -  ' 
was  an  able  advocate  ... 
emancipation  and  the  writer  of  sev- 
eral works.  lie  received  various 
preferments  in  the  Chnrch,  and  waa 
especially  distinguished  for  his  wit 
and  ivllouiiial  powers.     Died  1845. 

Uinith,  William,  Ll.D.. 
D.  C.  L.,  an  Engliah  scholar  am 
author;    bom  in  LondoD  in  1813;

■tudied   in    the   university   of  that 

city,  and  read  law  at  Gray's  Inn. 
The  degree  of  D.  C.  L.  was  conferred 
upon  him  in  3S70  by  the  Univereily 
of  Oxford.  Among  his  works  are  a

Smith,  Sir  William  Sidney. 

an  English  admiral '  bom  near  Lon- 
don in  17^4 ;  served  with  great  dis- 
tinction aciainat  the  French,  especially 
in  his  defence  of  St  Jean  d'Acre,  an^ 
commanded  a  squadron  in  the  Medi- 
terranean. He  was  a  member  of  Par- 
liament, was  promoted  to  the  rank  of 
vice-admiral  in  1810,  and  to  that  of 
admiral  in  1821.     Died  IS41, 

Smithitnn,  Jnities,  an  English 
scicutist,  the  founder  of  the  Smiih- 
Bonian  Institute,  at  Washington,  D.  C'., 
was  bom  in  the  latter  part  of  the 
ei)chlecnth  century.  He  was  an  in- 
timate friend  of  Sir  Humphry  Davy, 
a  Fellow  of  the  Rornl  Society,  and 
tho  author  of  aeveral  acientiGc  worka. 
Dying  in  1329,  he  left  his  entire  es- 
tate to  found,  at  Washington,  the  in- 
stitution mentioned. 

Sinollvtt,  Tobias  George,  a 
Scottish  novelist,  historian,  and  hu- 
morist; bom  in  1721  ;  settled  in  Lon- 
don in  1744 ;  was  the  editor  of  'Tlie 
Briton,  and  died  in  1771.  Among  hia 
productions  are  Roderick  Hamlan, 
PtrrgHnt  Piekk,  'Iltt  Exptditian  y 
Hamplirrg  Olinktr,  and  a  Hielory  ^ 
England. 

Sniadocki,  John,  a  diaiin- 
guished  Polish  astronomer :  bom  in 
1758 ;  visited  France  and  England ; 
became  professor  at  Cracow,  and  sub- 
se4|uently  rector  of  the  University  of 
Wllna,  and  waa  the  author  of  sev- 
eral valuable  scientific  works.  Died 
1830. 

Snoiri-Sturleson,  an  ^ninent 
poet  of  Iceland;  bora  in  1178.  He 
was  a  profound  scholar,  but  was  ava- 
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ricious  and  qiiarrel80Die.  and  was 
linally  luimlered  in  1241  by  two  of 
hiH  8(>nH-in-luw. 

SoaiiCy  Sir  John,  an  English 
architect.    liorn  in  17«>^i;  died  1837. 

Sf^bieHkiy  John,  King  of  Po- 
land, diHtinguirihed  for  rare  military 
ability,  was  born  in  1029,  of  a  noble 
family.  He  bei^ame  a  commander  at 
a  very  early  age,  gained  numen>iis 
vii'torieH  over  the  Cott<ack8,  Tartan). 
Ivu^^i:ulH,  and  Turks,  wai»  made  Grand 
Marshal  and  Jletinan  of  Poland  in 
1(>G'),  and  wab  ehi'ted  King  of  that 
country  in  1G74.  In  1G8C{  he  relieved 
Vienna,  which  was  l>e8iegcd  by  a 
formidable  annv  of  Turki),  over  whom 
he  gained  a  brilliant  and  deciuive  vii*- 
tory.  Died  lf)96.  He  is  regarded  aa 
<ine  of  the  purest  patriots  and  great- 
est heroes  that  Poland  has  produced. 

SociliiiS,  Lil^liilHy  an  Italian 
theologian,  the  iirst  to  promulgate 
the  anti-trinitarian  doctrines  known 
as  "  Sociniau,'*  was  lx>ni  at  Sienna  in 
1525.  lie  was  a  profound  scholar, 
and  to  av<>id  iwrsecution  travelled 
extensively  tiiroughout  Europe.  He 
died  in  Switzerland  in  15U2. 

S<><*rat4*s,  one  of  the  greatest  of 
Gre<'ian  jihilosopliers,  w;is  born  at 
Athens  nlxMit  470  B.  <\  He  studied 
the  art«)f  his  father,  who  was  a  sculp- 
tor, and  subsequently  receiveil  a  thor- 
ough e<lucation  through  the  aitsist- 
ance  of  Crito,  an  opulent  Athenian. 
He  served  with  distinction  during  the 
PeloiMuniesian  war,  saving  the  life  of 
Alcibiades,  who  was  his  pupil,  and 
displaying  on  several  Oiviisions  an 
intrepid  soirit.  He  added  to  his  re- 
nown while  a  Senator  by  his  lirm  op- 
position to  the  Thirty  Tyrants.  But 
It  is  as  a  teacher  of  philosophy  that 
the  name  of  Socrates  luis  l)een  ren- 
dered immortal.  He  reiluced  nothing 
to  writing,  but  taught  his  disciples 
orally,  and  instille<l  into  their  minds 
bv  various  means  the  love  of  wisdom 
and  (»f  virtue. 

Socrates  was  in  400  b.  c.  ch<irgcd 
by  the  orator  Lycon  and  others  as 
being  an  unbeliever  in  the  Athenian 
divinities  and  as  being  a  corrupter  of 


youth.  He  was  found  guiltT  bjr  pi^ 
udieed  judges,  who  were  still  fimher 
incensed  against  him  by  his  csim  and 
heroic  demeanor,  and  he  was  sen- 
tenced to  die  by  drinkiiif^  hemlock. 
The  order  of  the  judges  was  canicd 
out  in  399  b.  c. 

The  philosophy  of  Socrates  was  d 
an  essentially  practical  character,  and 
directed  the  attention  of  men  to  the 
relations  and  duties  of  life.  Cicero 
says:  "(^*ratcs  called  philosophy 
down  from  the  heavens  to  earth, 
and  introduced  it  into  the  eitiei 
and  houses  of  men,  compelling  aieii 
to  inuuire  concerning  life  and  monlf 
and  things  good  and  evil.'' 

Solauder,  I>aiiiel  Charles* 
a  distinguished  Swedish  naturalirtsnd 
Fellow  of  the  Koyal  Society  of  Lon- 
don ;  bom  in  173C ;  studied  under  Lis- 
na'us.    Died  1782. 

Hole,  del,  Giau|rtosefiro»  an 
Italian  painter.  Born  in  1C54;  died 
1719. 

Soliinena,  Franoesoo,  a  poet 
and  painter, sumamed  L'Ab.atk  <.'ir- 
cio,  was  born  in  Naples  in  1(557.  Died 
1747. 

Soils  y  Ribndeneira,  de, 

AlltouiOy  a  distinguished  dramatist 
and  historian;  bom  in  Spain  in  1610; 
studied  law  at  Salamani^  and  became 
WH'n»lary  to  King  Pliili]»  IV.  Died 
]  G8G.  Among  his  productions  are  Ijfve 
and  iMy,  One  Fool  mil  Maia  a  Hunr 
dredy  and  History  oj  the  Conquul  of 
Mexico. 

Solomon,  a  King  of  Israel  cele- 
brateil  for  his  wibdom,  was  a  son  of 
David,  and  was  bom  about  1033  B.  c. 
He  succeeded  to  the  throne  in  1015. 
His  reign  was  exceedingly  peaceful 
and  prosperous.  He  built  a  great  tem- 
ple in  Jerusalem,  and  is  rsearded  as 
the  author  of  three  of  the  D(x>ks  of 
the  Old  Testament — viz.,  Proverbs^ 
Kcclesiastes,  and  the  Song  of  Solo-> 
mon.     Die<l  about  975  B.  c. 

Soloiiion,  Abraham,  an  £ng^ 
lish  artist,  the  painter  of  '^  Waiting 
for  the  Verdict  and  other  pictures, 
was  bom  in  1823.     Died  18B2. 

Solon,  an  Athenian  legislator  and 
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poet,  WM  a  descntdant  of  Codru*,  and 
waa  burn  G38  b.  c.  Elected  archon  id 
fi94  B.  c,  he  repealed  the  Draconian 
Laws  (which  were  said  lo  have  been 
written  in  blood),  caused  many  wise 
and  beneficial  laws  lo  be  enacted,  by 
which  he  greatlv  nmelioraled  tiie  con- 
dition of  the  common  people,  anil  re- 
fused to  become  King  of  Athcnit,  al- 
thuiigh  urged  ti>  do  so  by  all  parties. 
Died  about  568  d.  c. 

Solyiliail  ll.f  sumamed  the 
MAUSlflCKHT,  wan  bum  in  14M,and 
auri-eedcd  hiH  father.  f>elini  I.,  as  f>ul- 
tan  cif  Turkey  in  loliO.  IIo  captured 
Khodca  and  earrlcd  on  successful 
wars  against  Jlimgary  and  Auiitria, 
but  waa  defeated  at  Malta  witli  great 
loss  ID  lotM.     He  died  the  next  year.

8oiners,  Joliii,  Bakoh,  an 
Engtiiih  jurist  and  Whi^  utateainan; 
born  ID  llj50i  gnutuaicd  atOiford; 
waa  call»l  tt>  the  bur  at  the  Middle 
Temple  in  lOTtJj  wrule  several  treat- 
ises oD  law ;  was  a  brilliant  and  pow- 
erful ndvoi'atc,  and  siion  acquired  an 
extensive  practice.  He  was  apiminted 
Allorney-tieDeral  in  11192,  Lord  Keep- 
er the  next  Tear,  and  Lord  Chancel- 
lor in  im7,'rA  which  time  he  was 
raised  to  the  peerage  as  Baron  Kom- 
ers  of  KvetUiam.  He  was  sukwei^uenl- 
Iv  impeacliud  by  the  Tories  .in  tlie 
House  iif  <Joininona,  but  was  acquit- 
ted by  iho  Lords,  He  died  April  26, 
I'lfi.  In  the  laidst  uf  political  cor- 
ruption and  court  intrigues  Lord 
Bomers  in  represented  as  a  benevo- 
lent magistrate,  uncomipted  as  a 
statesmen  and  lawyer,  as  an  orator 
eloquent,  and  poiu««ed  of  a  moat 
relined  taste. 

Hoiiierset,  Edward  Sey- 
mour, DUKK  <>F,  an  English  atatec 
man,  hrollipr  of  June  Seymour,  on 
of  the  (Queens  of  Henry  Vdl.,  was 
born  in  the  early  partof  the  sixteenth 
cenlur.v.  He  was  the  uncle  of  Ed- 
ward VI.  After  commanding  an  artny

Sotheriiy  Edward  Askew,

appearance  in  Boston.  He  aflerward 
achieved  great  success  in  the  charac- 
ter of  "Lord  Dundreary,"  and  in 
various  otlier  rdlea  drew  crowded 
lioiises  in  America  and  England.

Entering  the  army,  he  rapidly 
rose  to  the  rank  of  general,  and  in 
1847  became  President.  Two  years 
later  he  usurped  the  title  of  Empe- 
ror. His  cruel  and  tyrannical  amrse 
-caused  him  to  bo  deposed  in  1859. 
Died  18r>7. 

Soult*  Nicolas  Jean  de 
I>ieu,  Duke  of  Dalmutia,  a  French 
Marshal ;  bom  in  1709 ;  became  a  gen- 
eral in  1794;  gained  numerous  vic- 
tories in  Germany  and  Italy ;  became 
a  Marshal  of  France  in  1804,  and 
contributed  to  the  victories  of  Aus- 
terlitz  and  Jena.  He  was  in  1809- 
10  conmiander-in-chicf  in  Spain, 
where  he  gained  a  number  of  vic- 
tories, but  was  himself  repulsed  by 
Sir  John  Moore,  and  sul»sequently 
by  Gen.  Beresford.  After  serving  in 
Germany,  Soult  again  commanded 
(1813)  in  Spain,  where  he  displayed 
rare  military  genius  in  opposing  the 
Duke  of  Wellington,  but  was  defeat- 
ed atOrthez  in  1814.  He  fought  at 
Waterloo,  became  Minister  of  War  in 
1830,  and  Prime  Minister  of  France 
in  1832.

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1580  he  received  from  the  Crown  a 
grant  of  Kilcolman,  in  the  county 
of  (!ork,  an  estate  of  upward  of  three 
thousand  acres,  on  which  he  went  to 
reside.  Sir  Walter  Raleigh  visited 
Spenser  in  1500,  took  him  with  him 
to  England,  and  intnxluced  him  to 
the  notice  of  Queen  Elizabeth;  but 
his  exiiericnce  vm  a  suitor  for  court 
favor  does  not  seem  to  liave  1)een  of 
a  very  pleasant  character.  Not  much 
more  is  known  of  his  life.  In  1504 
he  married,  in  Ireland,  a  woman 
whose  name  is  unknoH-n ;  in  1508  he 
was  made  shcriil'  of  (>)rk  by  the 
Queen;  in  the  same  year,  Tyrone's 
rebellion  breaking  out,  his  house  was 
sat'kcHl  and  burned  by  the  rebels,  and 
he  and  his  wife  escaped  with  diffi- 
culty, their  youngest  child,  it  is  said, 
perisliing  in  the  flames.  He  died  in 
London,  January  15,  1500,  in  a  state 
of  ereiit  destitution.  He  wos  buried, 
at  his  own  re({ucst,  near  Chaucer  in 
AVcstminster  Abbey,  at  the  cxi)ense 
of  the  t]arl  of  EN>ex. 

Tiie  Faerie  Qneene  is  justly  regard- 
ed OS  one  of  the  great  compof<itions 
in  the  English  lan}<:uage.  If  its  plan 
is  singularly  involved,  its  allegories 
of^en  ol)scurc,  and  its  adventures  ex- 
travagant, it  is,  on  the  other  hand, 
unrivalled  for  fertility  of  invention, 
vividness  of  painting,  and  richness 
of  imagination.  Among  Spenser's 
other  works  are  Astrophely  un  elegy 
on  the  death  of  Sir  Philip  Sidney; 
Oolin  ClouCti  Come  Home  Again^  dedi- 
cated to  Sir  Walter  Kaleigh ;  and  a 
prose  work  entitled  A  KiVw  of  the 
State  of  Ireland  (which  lay  in  manu- 
script till  1(>33,  although  written  in 
150G) — a  treatise  full  of  sagacious 
remark  and  observation.

In  I'aris,  April  22,  17GG,  and  soon  ex- 
hibited great  precocity.     At  the  age 


of  twenty  she  was  married,  againat 
her  own  wishes,  to  Baron  de  8tael, 
the  Swedish  Minister  at  Paris.    She 

Fiublished,  two  years  later,  her  first 
iterory  work,  entitled,  Lelteri  on  Ike 
Writingg  and  Oharader  of  J.  J.  Rmit- 
leau.  She  went  to  England  in  1793, 
and  remained  there  for  two  years  in 
the  company  of  il.  Talleyrand  and 
other  French  exiles.  Betuming  U 
France,  she  favored  constitutional  lib- 
erty, and  exerted  ao  great  on  influence 
as  to  excite  the  Jealousy  of  Bonaparte.

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Cor  NT,  an  AuBtrian  Field-Manhaly 
vroM  bom  in  1657 ;  diBtin||^ished  him- 
self ut  the  sieges  of  Vienna,  Bud«. 
and  Belgrade,  and  at  the  battles  oi 
Carpi,  Chiari,  and  Luzzara,  under 
Princ'e  Kii^ene ;  commanded  the  im- 
}K'rial  army  in  Italv  from  1702  to 
1704,  and  KiibHcqiicntV  in  Hungary, 
whence  he  wan  removed  to  be  plaoea 
at  the  hesid  of  the  arniv  in  Spain.  In 
the  Jatter  country  he  obtained  several 
iniixirtant  Huccesees,  but  lost  the  battle 
of  Villa  Vici^w.  He  died  in  1737. 
Prenident  of  the  Aulic  Council  of 
AVar. 

Stan<li8h,  MileH,  an  ICnglish 
offi<*er  and  Puritan;  bom  in  1584; 
emigrated  to  America  in  the  May- 
ilower  in  1620,  and  became  militarv 
commander  of  the  Pilgrims.  lie  lis 
the  hero  of  one  of  the  poems  of  Long- 
fellow.    Died  1656. 

Stniifield,  Clarkson,  an  Eng- 
lish marine* painter ;  bom  in  1708; 
was  for  several  years  a  sailor,  and,  af- 
terward turnin*;  Iuh  attention  to  scene- 
painting  in  the  thcjitrcH  of  London, 
excelled  all  his  c^ntem{)oraric8  in 
that  branch  of  art.  lie  was  ele<'ted 
to  the  Koyal  Ac:idemy  in  1835,  and 
])ainte<l  for  that  institntiou  numerous 
marine  views,  which  were  remarkable 
for  their  truthfulness  and  beauty.  lie 
also  paintwl  other  works,  including 
"  St.  SelwiHtian  during  the  Siege  under 
the  Duke  of  Wellington."  Died  May 
18,  1867. 

Stanhope*  Lady  Hester 
Tjiioy,  was  a  niece  of  William  Pitt, 
and  a  daughter  of  the  Karl  of  Stan- 
hojK',  and  wiw  lM)ni  in  London,  March 
12,  1776.  She  U»came  distinguished 
for  her  erwntricities,  and,  leaving 
Kngland  in  1812,  went  to  the  East, 
ado]>ted  Oriental  customs,  and  settled 
near  Mount  Lebanon,  where  she  ac- 
quired a  great  rei>utation  on  a  magi- 
cian.    Died  June  23,  1839. 

Stanhope,  Philip  Henry, 
fif^h  Earl  of,  an  English  historian ; 
bom  January  31^  1805;  was  elected 
to  Parliament  in  1832  as  Lord 
Mahon,  and  afterward  became  Un- 
der-Secretary of  Slate  for    Foreign

Stanley,  Artliiir  Peurhsi 
a  celebrated  English  divine  general 
known  as  Dcan  Stanley,  was  tl 
son  of  the  late  Bishop  of  Norwic 
and  was  bom  in  1815.  He  grad 
atcd  with  distinction  at  Oxford,  gaii 
ing    two    scholarships    and    sever 

i)rizes,  and  was  in  1S40  chosen 
"el low  of  University  College.  B 
was  in  1858  appointed  professor  < 
ecclesiastical  history  at  Oxford,  an 
Dean  of  Westminster  in  1863.  Tl 
degree  of  LL.D.  was  conferred  upc 
him  by  the  University  of  St.  Ai 
drews  in  1871,  of  which  Univei 
sity  he  was  elected  Rector  in  187< 
He  contributed  extensively  to  diffei 
ent  reviews  and  periodicals,  and  wt 
the  author  of  a  Life  of  Dr,  AmclU 
Stories  and  Easay$  on  the  ApoaUdia 
Age,  Lecture*  on  the  History  of  tJkt  EaA 
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«n  CA«reA,  iMivra  on  At  Bitton/  of  At 
JoBith  CImrth,  fiMyji  on  Churek  and 
Stute,  Tilt  Three  Iriih  (Aiirtka,  and  Ser- 
MOtu  and  £^yi  an  the  ApottoiiaU  Age. 
His  last  and  moM  important  work  ig 
Ou-utian  LMitutitmi.     Died  18S0. 

Stanley.  Edward  Henry 
Smith,  Earl  of  Derby,  eldest  wm 
of  the  fourtcenlh  Eari,  was  bum  July 
21,  I8'^G,  and  was  educated  at  Riigby 
and  the  L'niveniity  of  Cambridge,  was 
in  1848  elected  to  Parliament,  and 
was  in  185i  appointed  Under-Secre- 
tory of  Stale  in  the  ad  mi  nisi  rati  on  of 
liig  father.  He  was  in  IS'iS  mndc 
Secretary  n(  Slate  for  Jndia,  with  a 
seat  in  the  ('abinet,  and  in  18fif)  be- 
came tjecrelary  of  State  fur  Foreign 
Aflaira.  He  was  ID  186S  chosen  l^rt) 
Recinr  of  the  Univeraitj'  of  Glasgow, 
and  durini;  tlie  same  year  itncccciled 
bin  father  in  ihe  House  of  Peers.  He 
wai>  in  1874  elected  Lord  Htx-lor  of 
the  t'nivereltj;  of  Edinburgh.  He  re- 
signeil  0$  Minister  {or  Foreign  Adaiia 
in  1ST8,  and  joined  the  Liberal  party. 
In  IS82  he  was  appointed  Hecretaiy 
of  Suie  for  the  colonies. 

Stanley,  Henry  IM.,  an  ex- 
plorer ;  bom  in  Wales  in  1840 ;  Balled 
at  liie  ^e  of  fifteen,  as  a  cabin-boy, 
to  New  Orleans ;  served  in  the  Con- 
federate army,  and,  being  taken  pria- 
oner,  afterward  entered  the  Federal 
aervice.  He  was  the  war-correspond- 
ent of  the  Xeto  Yorh  HerM  in  Abya- 
ainia  during  the  invasion  of  that 
country  hy  the  RritiBh  in  1B67.  As 
the  ooninianderuf  the  cx]>edilion  sent 
by  lite  Ihiald  to  discover  Dr.  Living. 
Hlone,  Stanley  reached  Zanzibar,  on 
the  east  cnuet  of  Africa,  at  the  U^n- 
nins  of  the  year  1871.  With  a  party 
of  aoout  two  hundred  men  he  pene- 
trated the  inlcriot,  and  on  October  28 
found  Dr.  Livingstone  at  L'jiji,  on 
Lake  Tanganylho.  Stanley  remained 
with  Dr.  Livingstone  over  three 
months,  and  supplied  him  with  ne- 
cesHaries.  He  then  returned  to  Amer^ 
ica,  and  was  reoeived  with  great  idol. 
He  afterward  awumed  the  command 
of  another  African  szpedilion,  and 
niade  extensive  explorations  in  Cen- 


tral Africa.  Mr.  Stanley  has  pro- 
duced two  works  relative  to  his  tTav> 
els,  and  has  been  presented  by  Ihe 
President  of  the  French  Geographic 
cal  Society  with  the  cross  of  cberuier 
of  the  Legion  of  Honor. 

Stanton,    Edwin    McMas-

He  continued 
in  that  position  after  Mr.  Lincoln's 
death,  but  differed  greatly  with  Presi- 
dent Johnson  in  his  policy  of  recoa- 
Btruclion.  To  prevent  the  removal  of 
Mr.  Stanton  and  other  officers, Co n;n'ess 
paaaed  the  celebratul  Tenure«jf-OI))c« 
act  In  August,  1867,  the  President 
invited  Mr.  tijlanton  to  resign,  but  he 
det-lined  to  do  so.  He  was  then  sus- 
pended, but  was  reinstated  by  the  Sen- 
ate in  Ihe  month  of  January  follow- 
ing. He  became  a  jiuitice  of  the 
Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States 
in  December,  1869,  and  died  during 
the  same  month.  As  Secretary  of 
War,  Mr.  Stanton  displayed  remark- 
able administrative  abilitVi  and  to  hi* 
patriotic  and  untiring  labors  in  that 
position  is  in  no  small  degree  te  be 
attributed   the   final    succeee  of   the

an  able  advoote  of"  Woman's  BighiB," 
a  daughter  of  the  late  Judge  Itaniel 
Cadv  of  Fulton  County,  New  York, 
was  bom  at  Johnstown,  in  that  county, 
in  1816,  and  was  in  1S3B  married  to 
Henry  B.  Stanton,  a  prominent  lec- 
turer on  the  principles  of  anti-slav- 
ery.

Stark,  John,  an  American  g^- 
ersl;  bom  id  New  Hunrahire  in 
1738 ;  distinguished  himself  in  the 
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French  ir>r  of  1764,  tod  aAerwftrd  mt 
the  battles  of  Banker  Hill,  Tmitoa, 
■nd  Princeton,  in  the  Revolutionary 
war.  He  gained  over  the  British,  nt 
Bennington,  in  1777,  »  decided  vic- 
tory, whifh  ixintribulod  not  a  liWle  to 
the  labiiequent  succaia  of  Gen.  Gates 
>t  Sazatom.  For  his  servicee  he  vat 
pmnotca  to  the  rank  of  brigadier- 
general  and  was  Toted  the  thanka 
of  Conness.     Died  1822. 

StatluH,  Piiblius  PaplnluH. 
«  Latin  poet;  bom  >t  Nsplee  in  60 
A.  n.  Among  liiii  works  are  I3c£uu,

Steele,  Sir  Ricliard,  a  cele-

1  an  nrdeni  Whig,  and

Stephen  \.,  a  brother  of  God- 
frey of^  Lormiiie,  Duke  of  Tuecimy, 
wait  chosen  Pii{>e  in  1057,  and  itivd 
Ihe  year  following.  During  his  piin- 
tiliciile  the  question  of  Iho  celifiHcy 
of  the  <'lergy  nllructed  great  atten- 
tion and  llie  schism  between  the 
Greek  and  l.aiin  Cliurthea  occur- 
red. 

Stephen  I.t  St.,  Kint;  of  Hun- 
gary, the  win  of  a  rhieltain  named 
Gcysa,  was  bom  in  979 ;  was  edu- 
cated aiiaUhristinn;  was  in  99o  niar- 
riad  to  Ihc  sixier  of  Otho  IH.  o(  tier- 
many,  and  was  in  1000  crowned  Rrst 
King  of  Hungary.  He  established 
Chrinlinnilv  thruughont  bia  domin- 
ions.    Die^  lOid. 


Stephen  II.  became  King  of 
Hungary  in  1114,  and  reigned  until 

1131,  when,  a  short  time  after  abdi- 
cating, he  died  in  ■  monastery. 

Stephen  III.,  son  of  the  pre- 
ceding, ascended  Ihe  throne  in  1161 ; 
was  compelled  by  the  Emperor  of  the 
East  to  alidicate  m  favor  of  Ladlslaua, 
the  uncle  of  Stephen.  The  latter  waa 
Bubtiequently  restored  to  the  throne, 
and  died  in  1173. 

Stephen  IV.  succeedeil  his 
brother  Ladislans  in  1162,  but  was  in 
a  few  months  de|>08e<I  bv  hb  siibjectH, 
who  resioreit  Stephen  111.  Died  1163. 

Stephen  V.  was  King  of  Hun- 
garv  from  1270  until  his  death,  in 
1272. 

Stephen,  King  of  England, 
grandson  of  William  the  Conqueror, 
and  son  of  the  Cuunt  of  Blots,  was 
bom  in  France  in  110-3;  gained  dis- 
tinction for  skill  and  bravery  as  a  sol- 
dier; became  afurnrlte  with' the  Eng- 
lish people,  and  in  1 ISS  8na*«led  his 
uncle  Henry  I.,  notwithstanding  the 
latter  had  left  Ihecmwnto  hisdaugh- 
ler  Matilda.  A  civil  war  followed, 
during  which  Stephen  was  suj>porfed 
by  a  majority  of  the  English  jicople ; 
and  Enelund  was  invaded  by  an  army 
under  Henry,  the  son  of  Matilda.  A 
treaty  was  finally  made,  which  pro- 
vided (hat  Stephen  etiould  oontinue 
to  reign  during  his  lifetime,  and 
should  then  be  succeeded  bv  flenry. 
Hied  11>I. 

Stephentt,  Alexander  Ham- 
ilton, iin  Anifricaii  HtHfcMman  ;  bom 
in  (;eorgia,  February  1 1, 1812 ;  pradii- 
oled  nt  Franklin  College,  in  his  mt- 
live  Slate ;  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in 
IHSo;  was  elected  as  a  Whig  to  the 
Legislature  in  1S36,  State  Senator  in 
1842,  and  member  of  Congress  in 
I84.t.  He  at  first  opposed  secesHion 
in  18C0,  but,  allervard  regarding  it 
as  inevitable,  gave  it  his  support,  and 
was  elected  Viee-Prewideni  of  iho 
Confederate  Slates.  He  was  for  a 
short  time  imprisoned  at  Fort  War- 
ren, near  Boston,  in  18S5,  and  was 
afterward  elected  %  United  States 
Senator  from  Georgia,  but  was  not 
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permitted  to  take  his  seat,  as  that 
btate  hud  not  complied  with  the 
neoet«arv  oonditioiis  lor  its  readmis- 
sion  to  tlie  Union.  He  has,  however, 
sat  as  a  Representative  in  Congress 
from  one  of  the  districts  in  Geonria 
from  1874  until  the  present  time.  His 
speeches  and  letters  were  published  in 
1867.  lie  is  the  author  of  A  Hintory 
tf  the  War  betuxen  the  State f,  and  A  Oon- 
stituti'onal  Ki>tr  of  the  Late  War  between 
the  States.    Died  March  4,  1883. 

Stephen  son,  George,  an  Enff- 
lish  ensiueer  of  great  skill  and  abil- 
ity, and  the  inventor  of  the  locomo- 
tive engine,  was  born  in  Northumber- 
land, Juno  9,  1781.  His  father  was 
a  fireman  in  a  colliery,  and  he  him- 
self obtained  no  education  except  that 
which  he  received  at  a  night-school 
and  from  reading  by  himself.  He 
became  chief  engineer  of  Killing- 
worth  colliery  in  1812,  and  two 
years  later  completed  his  first  loco- 
motive engine,  which  drew  several 
loaded  cars  at  the  rate  of  four  miles 
an  hour.  In  this  engine  he  made 
many  improvements,  and  in  1822  was 
engaged  to  su])erintend  the  construc- 
tion of  a  railroad  between  Darling- 
ton and  Stockton.  This,  the  first 
public  railway  ever  constructed,  wjis 
finished  in  1825.  Mr.  Stephenson 
afterward  became  chief-engineer  of 
the  Liverpool  and  Manchester  Rail- 
wav,  and  of  several  other  roads.  Died 
1848. 

Stcphensoiiy  Robert,  a  Brit- 
ish engineer,  son  of  the  preceding; 
bom  in  1803;  studied  at  the  I'nivcr- 
sity  of  Edinburgh,  and  became  very 
successful  as  a  railway  engineer,  in 
which  capacity  he  was  employeil  by 
several  foreign  countries.  He  sulise- 
quently  constructed  the  Britannia 
tubular  bridge  over  Menai  Straits, 
the  Victoria  tubular  bridge  at  Mon- 
treal, and  other  great  works,  and  was 
aW)  employed  to  build  a  railroad  in 
Egypt  from  Alexandria  to  Cairo.  He 
entered  Parliament  in  1847,  and  died 
in  1859. 

SterliuiTy  John,  an  English 
poet.

Sttiyvesant,  Peter,  bom  in 
1602,  was  the  last  Dutch  Governor 
of  New  York.  Afler  conquering  a 
Swedish  colony  on  the  Delaware 
River  in  1655,  he  was  compelled  to 
■lurender  hiii  command  to  the  Brit- 
bh  in  1664.    Died  1682. 

Suchet,  Louis  Gabriel,  Duke 
of  Albufera,  a  Prencli  Marshal ;  bom 
at  Lyons  in  1770;  served  in  Italy  in 
1796,  and  eained  great  distinction  for 
couraKc.  He  aflcriranl  served  as  a 
general  of  brigade  and  genera]  of  di- 
vision u[ider  Maasena,  coatribulcd  to 
the  victory  of  Marengo,  wa«  made 
Governor  of  Genoa,  gained  four  de- 

Austrions,  and  held  a  high  command 
at  the  battle  of  AustcrliU,  in  1805. 
He  wai  created  a  count  by  Napoleon 
and  sent  to  serve  in  Spain,  where  by 
a  brilliant  leries  of  victories  he  ac- 
quired an  exceedingly  high  reputa- 
tion aa  a  military  commander.  He 
became  a  Marshal  of  France  in  1811, 
and  Duke  of  Albufera  aoon  after. 
Napoleon  regarded  him  aa  one  of 
the  ableat  of  all  his  MarshaU.  Died 
1826. 

Suckling,  Sir  John,  an  Eng- 
lish lyric  poet.  Bom  ia  1608 ;  died 
1642. 

Sucre,  tie,  Antonio  JfMi,  a 
South  American  general ;  bom  at 
Cumana  in  1793;  served  under  Boli- 
var, whom  he  succeeded  as  command- 
er-in-chief in  1824;  gained  several 
victories  over  the  Siuniards ;  became 
President  of  Bolivia  in  1625,  and  wh 


Sue.  Bugftne,  a  celebrated 
French  novelist  Bom  in  Paris  in 
lS04j  died  1857.  Among  tun  pro- 
ductions are  La  Saiantanart,  OceiU, 
Malkilde,  La  Myilirt*  tU  I^rit,  and 
Le  Jul/  errant. 

Suetonius,  Caiua  Tranqull- 
lus,  a  L^tin  historian  of  distinction, 
the  son  of  a  military  tribune,  was 
bom  in  70  A.  o.  He  was  the  author 
of  several  works,  the  moat  important 
of  which,  Tha  Liva  of  Iht  Tvdve 
Otm't,  is  still  extant,  and  ia  very 
hiehly  prized. 

Suldus,  a  Greek  grammarian  and 
lexicographer,  flourished  about  the 
tenth  century  A.  D. 

Sulla,  or  Sylla,  Lucius  Cor- 
nelius, a  Roman  general  and  dic- 
tator, sunuimed  Felix,  or  the  Fob- 
TusATi^  waa  born,  of  a  palridan 
family,  in  138  8.  c. ;  was  made  qiu»- 
tor  in  107;  fought  under  Marius  in 
Africa,  and  displayed  remarkable 
military  ability;  became  prsttor  in 
93  B.  c,  and  gained  great  renown 
during  the  Social  war.  Becoming 
leader  of  the  patrician  party,  he  waa 
chosen  Consul  in  8d  b,  c,  and  a  bit- 
ter rivalry  arose  between  him  and 
Marius.  Both  were  eager  to  obtain 
the  command  of  the  army  sent  against 
Mithridatee.  Their  quarrels  led  (o  a 
civil  war.  Sulla  marched 'to  Rome 
and  Marius  escaped  to  Africa,  and 
the  former  proceeded  on  bis  Eastern 
expedition.  Bulla  captured  Athena 
and  gained  two  decisive  victories  over 
the  forces  of  Mithridales.  but  was  in 
83  B.  c.  retried  to  Rome,  where  many 
of  his  adherents  had  been  massacred 
by  the  followers  of  Marius,  who  had 
gained  the  ascendency.  In  the  dvil 
war  which  followed  Sulla  was  victo- 
rioua,  became  master  of  Rome,  mas- 
sacred thousands  of  the  party  of 
Marius,  and  was  chosen  dictator. 
He  resigned  the  office  of  dictator  in 
79,  and  died  In  78. 

Sullivan,  Arthur,  a  musical 
composer;  bom  in  England  in  1844; 
studied  music  in  Germany,  and  was 
in  1876,  at  Paris,  crested  a  chevalier 
of  the  T<)ginii  of  Honor.    A'"""^  hia 
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productions  are  the  music  for  Shake- 
speare's Tempest,  and  that  ibr  the 
operas  of  Pimifaref  I^iraUB  of  Penr 
zanctj  and  Patienre, 

Siillivany  Barry,  a  British 
tragedian;  bom  in  Birmingham  in 
1824.  After  fining  distinction  in 
Ireland  and  Scotland  he  appeared 
with  decided  success  at  the  Hay- 
market  theatre  (London)  in  1851 
as  "Hamlet/'  He  has  since  visited 
the  United  States,  Canada,  and  Aus- 
tralia, and  in  1806  made  a  complete 
tour  around  the  world. 

Siillivaiiy  John,  an  American 
Bevolutionary  general ;  bom  in  Maine 
in  1740;  ser>'ed  in  numerous  battles, 
and  before  the  close  of  the  war  was 
given  command  of  the  expedition 
sent  against  the  Iroquois,  whom  he 
effectually  sulxiucd.    Died  17U5. 

Sully,  Maxiiiiilleii  de  B^ 
tliuius  Dvr  DK,  Baron  de  Rosny, 
a  celebrated  French  statesman,  the 
son  of  liaron  de  liosny,  a  Protestant, 
was  lK)m  at  Kosny  in  1500.  Knter- 
ing  the  service  of  Henry  IV.,  he  ac- 
quired the  confidence,  friendship,  and 
esteem  of  that  sovereign,  was  rapidly 
promoted  until  he  became  virtually 
the  Prime  Minister  of  France,  and 
in  1006  was  created  Due  de  Sully. 
He  was  a  wise  and  liberal  Minister, 
restored  the  financial  condition  of 
France,  promoted  commerce,  agri- 
culture, and  internal  improvements, 
and  contributed  greatly  to  the  pros- 
perity of  his  country,  isotwithstand- 
mg  tlie  change  of  Ilenry  to  the  Cath- 
olic religion,  Sully  was  an  unwaver- 
ing adherent  of  the  Protestant  faith. 
lie  was  in  1634  created  a  Marshal  of 
France.     Died  1011. 

Sully*  Tlionins,  a  skilful  paint- 
er. Born  in  Kngland  in  1783;  died 
at  Phila<lelphia,  N<)venil>er  5,  1872. 
Among  his  works  are  '^Washington 
Crcjssing  the  Delaware"  and  por- 
traits of  Jefferscm,  Decatur,  and  other 
distinguished  men. 

Suiiiucry  Charles,  an  Ameri- 
can Senator  and  accomplished  scholar, 
especially  distinguished  for  his  oppo- 
sition to  slavery,  was  bom  in  Boston, 


Jannaiy  0,  1811 ;  gradnsted  tl  ] 
▼ard  Coll^fice,  and  was  admitted  li 
bar  in  189^  aoon  after  which  ki 
coived  the  appointment  of  np 
for  the  CiTcait  Court  of  the  ti 
States.  He  acquired  a  high  ra 
tion  aa  an  orator,  joined  the  1 
8oil  part^.  supported  Van  Bara 
the  Freraaencj  in  1848,  and  in 
was  chosen  as  the  sucoesaor  of  Di 
Webster  to  the  United  States  6e 
Mr.  Webster  having  becotne  Si 
tary  of  State  in  the  Cabinet  of 
Fillmore.  Mr.  Sumner  was  an 
opponent  of  the  Fugitive-Slave 
and  of  the  aggresBions  of  the  si 
power  in  Kansas.  Having  in  ob 
his  speeches  given  ofiencc  to  Pn 
S.  Brooks,  a  member  of  Congress 
latter  brutallv  assaulted  Mr.  Swi 
(May  22j  1856),  and  inflicted  inji 
from  which  he  never  fully  reoovi 
Resuming  his  seat  in  the  Sens! 
1859,  Humner  continued  to  be  an 
champion  of  the  opprewed.  lie 
vmnted  Lincoln's  election  in  1 
and  subsequently  beitame  one  of 
(^niidential  advisers  of  that  F 
dent.     Died  March  11,  1874. 

Sumner,  Edwin  V.  9  an  Ai 
ican  general ;  bom  in  Boston  in  1' 
served  as  a  major  during  the  Mex 
war ;  became  a  colonel  in  1855,  a  I 
adier-gencral  of  the  regtilar  arm; 
1861,  and  afterward  commande 
corps.     Died  in  1863. 

Sumter,  Thomas,  a  Rev 
tionary  general ;  bom  in  South  O 
lina  in  1734.  After  serving  in 
House  of  Representatives^  he 
sent  as  Minister  to  Brazil  in  II 
and  was  chosen  a  United  States  6 
atorinlSll.     Died  1832. 

Sunderland,  Cliarlc^  Sp€ 
eer,  third  Earl  of,  an  Kng. 
statesman;  bom  in  1674;  entc 
Parliament  in  1695;  succeeded 
father  to  the  peerage  in  1702,  and 
came  a  leader  of  the  Whigs.  A 
holding  diflerent  Cabinet  {Nieitionia 
became  Prime  Minister  of  Engl; 
in  1718.  His  wife  was  a  daugl 
of  the  celebrated  Duke  of  Mank 
ough.    Died  1722. 
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Sunderland,  Xtobert  Spen- 
ceTf  second  Eabl  op,  an  lUMCnipu- 
louB English sbtleamsD;  born  in  1642; 
became  Kecretury  of  State  in  1679,  and 
a  great  favorite  with  the  Duke  of 
York,  who,  when  he  aacended  the 
throne  as  James  II.,  retained  Sunder- 
land in  office.  Sunderland,  to  please 
the  King,  embraced  the  Catholic  re- 
ligion, hut  afterward  revealed  the 
royal  secrets  to  the  Prince  of  Orange, 
and,  suspected  of  treason,  was  re- 
moved trom  his  offices  in  1638.  Died 
1702. 

Sur«na,  a  Parthian  general  un- 
der the  reign  of  King  Orodee,  de- 
feated the  Romans  under  Crassus  at 
CarrhK  in  53  b.  c,  and  was  executed 
the  year  following  by  Ihe  orders  of 
hie  royal  master. 

See  Henbt  Howabd, 
Earl  of. 

SustermanH,  Justiifi,  a  Flem- 
ish painter.  Bom  at  Antwerp  in 
1597;  died  1691. 

Sutton,  Tliomas,  an  English 
merchant,  and  the  founder  of  the  h(w- 
pilal  known  as  the  "  Charter-House," 
was  bom  in  1532.     Died  1611. 

Suwarow,  Alexander  Va- 
SlUevltcll,  a  distinguished  general ; 
bom,  of  Swedish  extraction,  in  Fin- 
land in  1729.  lie  entered  the  Rus- 
uan  army,  was  rapidly  promoted  to 
the  rank  of  general,  and  as  com- 
mander-in-chief gained  great  distinc- 
tion in  the  Turkish  wars.  For  sub. 
junting  the  Poles,  whom  he  treated 
with  great  cruelty,  he  was  created  a 
Field- Manhal.  In  the  war  against 
France,  Suwarow  was  given  the  chief 
command  of  the  Austrian  and  Rus- 
sian forces,  with  which  he  gained  a  de- 
cisive victory  on  the  Trebia,  in  June, 
1T99,  over  the  French,  who  were 
commanded  by  Mocdonold,  and  an- 
other victory  over  Joubert  al  Nov!  in 
Augustofthe  same  year.     Died  1800. 

Swain,  Charles,  "the  Man- 
chester poet,"  an  English  engraver, 
and  the  author  of  Mtlrieal  Jiuayi, 
£nglith  Mtiadia,  and  other  works, 
was  bora  in  HancheMer  in  ISOS. 
Died  September  22,  1674. 


Swedenbort:,   Emanuel,   a 

Swedish  theosophist,  the  eon  of  tha 
Bishop  of  Skara,  was  born,  of  a  noble 
fnmilj,  St  Stockholm,  January  29, 
1683.  He  graduated  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Upeai,  tmvelted  in  Europe, 
and  paid  great  attention  to  mathe- 
matica.  He  constructed  several  im- 
portant military  works  for  Chorlea 
All.,  and  devised  the  apparatus  bj 
which  beveral  large  vessels  were  taken 
overland  a  distance  of  fourteen  milee. 
He  published  the  first  of  his  theo-

Vie  White  Horie  Mentioned  in  the  Apora- 
lyptt,  On  theNevJemtaian  and  il*  tftav- 
my  Doelrine  ai  Revealed  Jrom  Heaven, 
Angeiie  Wuidom  Omcemiitg  the  Divine 
Lmeand  Divine  Witdon,  OatheFUmeta 
in  our  Siiixr  Syttern,  and  on  thoee  in  tke 
Starry  Heaverti,  with  an  Aeeounl  of  their 
IiJuibilanU  and  o/'  their  Spirilt  and  An- 
geU,  The  True  CftriiKion  Religion,  and 
several  other  works  of  a  similar  na- 
ture. He  was  also  the  author  of  eev- 
eral  mathematical  works.  His  pecu- 
liar religious  views  have  been  em- 
braced by  &  large  number  of  intel- 
lectual people  both  in  Europe  and  in 
America.

as  successor  of  Gregory  V.,  died  in 
1003.  Sylvester  was  one  of  the  moat 
meritorious  personages  of  that  age^ 
as  a  ipromoter  of  learning,  and  waa  a 
proficient  in  various  braoches  of 
science. 

Silvester  III.  (ANn-PoPE| 
was  m  1013  chosen  Pope  aa  the  rival 
of  Benedict  IX.,  but  waa  soon  sfter 
deposed* 

Svniniacliiis,  Qointus  An* 
reliuSy  a  Roman  orator,  was  an 
ardent  supporter  of  paganism,  was 
the  author  of  several  works,  aiui  was 
chosen  Consul  in  391  A.  D.  Died  410. 

SynesiuSy  a  Neo-Platonic  phil- 
osopher ;  bom  at  Cyrene,  in  Africa^  in 
378  A.  D. ;  studied  under  Hypatia  at 
Alexandria,  and,  subsequently  embn^ 
cing  Christianity,  was  made  Bishop  of 
Ptolem&is.  His  writings  have  been 
much  admired  for  grace  and  bean^ 
of  style.    Died  430.

tinguisbed,  and  ia  placed  bj  Lord 
Huaula;  and  other  crlticR  at  the 
head  of  all  the  historiana  of  Rome. 
Hi*  principal  work  is  tbe  Ammit,  a 
hiator;,  in  itxteen  books,  of  the  Ro- 
man empire  from  the  reign  of  Augus- 
tna  to  the  death  of  Nero.  Tacitus  was 
alio  the  author  of  other  Roman  his- 
toriea,  of  a  work  on  German;,  and 
wai  in  philosophj  a  Stoic  The  date 
of  hU  aealh  is  unknown. 

Tacitus,  Marcus  Claudius, 
Emperor  of  Rome,  succeeded  Aure- 
Uan  in  275  a.  s.,  at  the  age  of  seventy- 
fire,  ailer  having  twice  Deen  Consul- 
He  reigned  only  aix  months,  during 
which  short  period  he  displayed  both 
wisdom  and  vigor.  It  is  not  certain 
whether  he  was  aseatsioated  or  died 
«f  a  violent  disease. 

TafTltonl,  Maria,  a  celebrated 
dancer;  bom,  of  an  Italian  family,  in 
Stockholm,  in  March,-18(>4,  and  ap- 

ered  with  remarkable  success  u 
is,  London,  and  other  capitals  of 
Europe.  She  wai  married  to  Count 
Gilbert  de  Voisins,  and  in  1847  re- 
tired  from  the  slags.  Madame  Ta- 
glioni.  who  bad  been  left  a  widow,  lost 
all  her  pro|ierty  in  the  late  Franco- 
Prussian  war,  and  has  since  been  giv- 
inif  lessons  in  ^ancing  in  London. 

Taiue,  Hippolyt«  Adolphe, 
a  French  autho[\  philoeopher,  and 
critic;  bom  at  Vouiiers,  April  21, 
182tj;  studied  at  the  College  Bour- 
bon and  at  the  normal  school ;  was 
io  1864  a 


Ecole  dee  Beaux  Arts,  and  in  187S 
was  elected  a  member  of  the  French 
Academy.  Among  his  works  are 
Baai  lur  Tiu  Liit,  Fhilotophet  Fran' 
fow  da  XIX*  lildt,  Euaia  de  OrUi^M 
a  iTHitloire,  Hiitaire  de  la  LiUiraturt 
Anslaiie,  Idiaiigme  Aaglait,  and  Phil- 
otopliit  dt  [Art  tn  Grlee.  M..  Tatne  is 
also  a  contributor  to  several  promi- 
nent French  periodicals. 

Tait,  Archibald  Campbell, 
Archbishop  of  Canterbury  and  Pri- 
mate of  aA  England,  the  eon  of  an 
attorney,  was  bom  in  Edinburgh,  De- 
cember 22,  1811.  After  studying  at 
the  University  of  Gla^^w  he  sradu- 
ated  with  distinction  at  Oxford,  and 
in  1842  succeeded  Dr.  Arnold  as  head- 
master of  Rugby  school.  He  is  the 
author  of  many  religious  and  theologi- 
cal works.  Ha  became  Bishop  of  Lon- 
don in  185fl,  and  Archbishop  of  Canter* 
bury  in  1888.     IHed  Dec,  3,  1982. 

Talbot,  John,  Earl  of  Shrews- 
bury, a  famous  English  commander; 
bom  in  1373;  subjugated  the  Irish 
insurgents  in  1414;  served  with  di>> 
tinction  under  Henry  V.  in  France, 
and  after  the  death  of  that  King 
gained  several  brilliant  victoriei 
over  the  French.  He  was,  how* 
ever,  compelled  to  retire  from  tbe 
siege  of  Orleans  in  1429,  and  was 
subsequently  captured.  Beeaining 
his  liberty  and  being  created  com- 
mander-in-chief, he  reduced  Har- 
fleur  and  numerous  other  towns,  wu 
three  times  appointed  Lord-Lieuten- 
ant of  Ireland,  and  was  created  Earl 
of  Shrewsbury  in  England  and  Earl 
of  Waterford  and  Weifurd  in  Ire- 
land. He  was  killed  in  battle  in 
France  in  1453. 

Talbot,  Kichard.    See  Tvb* 
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bom  in  1795 ;  studied  law  under  the 
celebrated  Chitty;  was  called  to  the 
bar  in  1821 ;  entered  Parliament  in 
1835  OS  a  liberal,  and  became  a  judge 
in  1849.  Died  1854.  One  of  the  most 
important  of  his  works  is  Ion,  a 
tragedy. 

Tnliard,  de,  Camllle 
d'Hostilliy  Due,  a  French  Mar- 
shal; bom  in  1652;  served  under 
Condd  and  Turennc ;  ^ined  a  great 
victory  over  the  iniperialists  at  Spire 
in  1703,  but  was  himself  defeated  and 
made  prisoner  at  Blenheim  by  the 
Duke  of  Marlborough.  Ue  was  sub- 
sequently a  Minister  of  State.  Died 
1728. 

Tallesrrand-P^rigordy  de» 
Charles  Maurice,  Prince  of 
Benevento,  a  French  diplomatist  of 
great  distinction,  the  son  of  Count  de 
Talleyrand,  was  bora  in  Paris,  Feb- 
ruary 13,  1754.  Having  entered  the 
Church,  he  was  known  in  his  youth 
as  Abb^  de  P^rifi^ord,  and  after  having 
held  other  preferments  was  made  Bish- 
op of  Autun  in  1788.  Elected  to  the 
States-General  in  1789,  he  united 
with  the  Third  Estate,  and  resigned 
his  bishopric  in  1790.  Sent  as  a  8|)e- 
cial  envoy  to  London  in  1792,  he  was 
treated  with  great  mdeness  by  the 
^British  Ministry,  and  was  ordered  by 
'Pitt  to  quit  England  within  twenty- 
four  hours.  Having  innirrcd  the  en- 
mity of  Robespierre,  Talleyrand  then 
retired  to  the  United  States.  Return- 
ing to  France  in  1795,  he  became 
Minister  of  Foreign  Affairs  in  1797, 
and  co-operated  with  Na|)oleon,  by 
whom  he  was  reanpointed  to  that 
position  in  1799,  and  under  whom  he 
was  Grand  Chanil)erlain  from  1804 
until  1809.  Talleyrand  was  created 
Prin(H?  of  Bcnevento  in  1806,  and  the 
vear  following,  having  oflended  the 
tmperor,  he  rwigned  the  position  of 
Minister  of  Forefgn  Affairs.  Talley- 
rand contributed  to  the  restoration  of 
the  Bourbon  dynasty,  was  sent  as  Am- 
bassador  to  several  courts  by  Louis 
XVIII.,  and  was  again  made  Min- 
ister of  Foreign  Affairs.

hnmet.  He  was  especially  patronii 
by  Bonaparte.  Among  his  favor 
characters  were  those  of  "Char 
IX.,"  "Orestes,"  "Hamlet,"  m 
"Othello."     Died  1826. 

Talniash,  Thomas,  an  £r 
lish  general,  was  second  in  commai 
to  the  Duke  of  Marlborough  in  FIs 
dcrs  in  1689 ;  afterward  serrcd  in  Ii 
land,  and  was  killed  in  France 
1C94  in  an  attack  on  Brest 

Tambroui,  Clotilda,  sister  < 
Giuseppe  Tanlbroni,  was  bom  at  fi 
logna  in  1758 ;  gained  distinction  1 
her  knowledge  of  the  classics  and 
the  author  of  numerous  Italian  poen 
and  was  made  in  1794  professors 
Cireek  in  the  university  of  her  n 
tive  city.    Died  1817. 

Taiiicrlaue,  a  famous  conquero 
and  descendant  of  Jengis  Khan,  w: 
bom,  of  Mongol  extraction,  at  Ke& 
in  Independent  Tartary,  in  133 
Having  ^ined  distinction  in  arm 
he  caused  himself  to  be  proclaimc 
Khan  of  Jagatai.  He  BulHsequentl 
reduced  Khorassftn,  larse  portions  c 
Persia,  Armenia,  and  Western  Ta 
tary,  marched  into  Russia  as  fari

Moacow,  captured  Damaacos  and  Bag- 
dad, overran  Georgia,  and,  invading 
India,  gained  a  great  viclor/  in  13BiJ 
ovei  Mahmood,  Emperor  of  Delhi. 
Four  years  later,  after  a  terrible  ba(^ 
tie,  li«  defeated  and  captured  Baya- 
leed,  Sidtan  of  Turkey.  Tamerlane 
died  in  1405  wliile  preparing  to  in- 
vade Cliina. 

TaDcredt  one  of  the  most 
famous  leadeiB  of  the  first  crusade, 
was  U>m  in  Noriaaiidy  iu  1078,  aod 
was  the  cousin  of  Bohemond,  Prince 
of  Tarcntum.  Tancred,  after  display- 
ing great  valor  in  numerous  battlts 
in  I'aleatine,  ^uced  Tiberias,  on  tlie 
Sea  of  Galilee,  and  was  given  the  title 
of  Prince  of  Tiberias.  lie  died  in 
1112,  after  having  gained  another  sie- 
ual  victory  over  the  Moslems.  He  is 
one  of  the  principal  characters  of  Taa- 
k/s  JerumUm  Ddivertd. 

Taney,  Roirer  Brooke,  an 
American  juiiat;  born  in  Maryland, 
March  17,  1777.  He  graduated  at 
Dickinson  College,  Pennaylvania,  in 
1795,  was  admitted  to  the  bar  iu  1799, 
and  in  ISIG  was  elected  to  the  Senate 
of  Maryland.  In  \Ki\  he  whs  ap- 
pointed Attomey-Ueneral  of  the 
United  States,  and  in  1836  Chief- 
Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  of 
the  United  Slates.  The  moat  noted 
of  his  decisions  was  that  in  tlie  Dred 
8cott  case.  Scott,  who  was  held  as  a 
slave  in  MisBuiiri,  brought  suit  to  re- 
cover his  freedom,  on  the  gn^und  that 
he  had  been  taken  by -his  master  into 
territory  made  free  by  the  act  of  Cod- 
gresH  known  as  the  "Missouri  Com- 
promise." After  deciding  that  Scott 
was  not  entitled  to  bring  suit  in  the 
Federal  court  because  he  was  not  a 
citizen,  the  Chief- Justice  declared  that

Taanahill,  Robert,  a  Scottish 
lyric  poet;  born  at  Paisley  in  1774. 
His  writings  are  distinguished  for 
their  grace  and  ejcqubite  beauty. 
Died  IHIO. 

Tareef  Aboo-Zarah,  a  Mos- 
lem general  regarded  as  the  first  who 
efiecled  a  conquest  in  Spain,  look  pos- 
session of  an  udand  of  that  country  in 
710. 

Tarik-Ibn-Zeyad,  the  com- 
niander  of  the  Arab  forces  who  in- 
vaded Spain  in  71 1  and  defeated  Rod- 
erick, the  Gothic  King.  He  subdued 
the  southern  portion  of  Spain  and 
gave  his  name  to  Uibrallar,  a  corrup- 
Itohof  Oibft-Tdrik. 

Tarletoii,  Bannastre,  an 
English  colonel ;  born  in  Liverpool 
in  1754;  served  under  Lord  Com- 
wallie  during  tlie  Bevolution&ry  war; 
became  notorious  for  his  energy,  au- 
dacity, and  cruelty,  and  was  subse- 
quently created  a  baronet  and  knight 
of  the  Balh.     Died  1833. 

Tarleton,  Richard,  an  Eng- 
lish actor  and  dramatist,  was  patron- 
ized by  Queen  Elizabeth,  who  ap- 
g)inted  him  groom  of  the  chamber. 
led  1588.  He  was  the  author  of  a 
dramatic  perforotance  called  TheSeaea 
Deadly  Sim. 

Tarqtiiii,orLucliia  Tarqiiiu- 
lus  Priscus,  tiflh  King  of  Kome, 
was  the  son  of  a  Corinthian  merchant; 
became  the  favorite  of  Ancus  Mar- 
tius,  at  whose  death  Tan^uin  caused 
hinmeir  to  be  chosen  King,  to  the 
exclusion  of  the  legitimate  Prince. 
He  greatly  improved  Rome,  and  car- 
ried on  successful  wars  a^inst  the 
surrounding  nations.  The  sons  of 
Ancus  Martins  caused  Tarquin  to  be 
assassinated  in  578  b.  c. 

Tarquin  the  Proud,  or  Lu-  > 
ctua  Tarquin luH  SiiperbuB, 
seventh  and  last  King  of  Rome,  waa 
a  son  of  the  preceding.  Having  mar- 
ried Tullia,  a  daughter  of  Serviua 
TuUius,  he  assassinated  that  king  in 

634  B.  c.  and   became   his   

He  * 
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but  the  atrocities  which  he  perpe- 
trated, followed  by  the  ravishing  of 
Lucretia  by  his  son  Sextos,  caused 
him  to  be  deposed  by  Junius  Brutus 
and  others.  He  made  several  des- 
perate attempts  to  regain  his  throne, 
and,  with  the  assistance  of  Lars  Por- 
sena  of  Clusium,  fought,  in  496  B.  c, 
the  great  battle  of  Lake  Kegillus, 
where  the  Romans  were  victorious. 
Tarquin,  escaping  to  Cumse,  died 
there  the  year  following. 

Tartiniy  Giiiseppey  an  Italian 
Tiolinist  and  composer.  Bom  in  1692; 
died  1770. 

TassOy  Bernardo,  an  Italian 
poet ;  bom  at  Bergamo  in  1493.  His 
principal  poem  is  the  Amadigiy  the 
subject  being  taken  from  the  romance 
of  Amadis  de  Oaul,  He  was  the  &ther 
of  Torquato  Tasso.     Died  1569. 

TassOy  TorqiiatOy  one  of  the 
greatest  of  Italian  poets,  was  bom  at 
Sorrento,  Man.*h  11,  1544,  and  was 
educated  at  Bergamo,  Rome,  Padua, 
and  Venice.  He  became  a  favorite 
with  Cardinal  Luigi  d'P^ste,  and  with 
his  brother,  Alfonso  II.,  Duke  of 
Ferrara,  whose  court  was  at  that 
time  one  of  the  most  brilliant  in 
Europe,  and  who  allowed  Tasso  a 
pension  of  sixteen  hundred  golden, 
crowns  a  month  and  received  the 
poet  at  his  own  table.  He  was  sub- 
sequently confined  in  a  convent  by 
Alfonso,  whom  it  is  supposed  he  had 
offended  in  becoming  a  too  devoted 
admirer  of  Leonora,  the  Duke's  sister. 
Tasso  was  never  restored  to  the  favor 
of  Alfonso. 

Tasso  was  subsequently  invited  by 
the  Pope  to  visit  Rome,  there  to  be 
crowned  with  laurel.  Accepting  the 
invitation,  he  visited  that  city,  and 
was  lodged  in  the  pontifical  palace. 
He  die(Y,  however,  in  April,  ^1595, 
prior  to  the  day  fixed  for  tne  corona- 
tion ceremonies.  His  great  epic  poem 
(Oerusalemme  Liberata)  is  the  most 
important  of  his  productions,  and 
has  been  translated  into  many  lan- 
guages. He  was  also  the  author  of 
Rintddo^  a  romantic  poem,  Aminta,  a 
pastoral  drama,  Torriwnwndo^  a  trag- 


edy, OenualtmmM  QmguUtaia,  an  epic, 
and  other  works. 

Tate,  Nahmn,  a  po^t  and  dn- 
matist;  bom  at  Dublin  in  1652:  be- 
came poet-laureate  in  1690.  Died 
1715.  His  reputation  rests  chiefly 
on  his  version  of  the  Psalms^  made 
in  conjunction  with  Nicholas  Brady. 

Taiiclinitz,  Sernhard 
CliristiaUy  Baron,  a  German  pub- 
lisher celebrated  for  his  editions  of 
Greek  and  Latin  classics,  was  bom  in 
1816,  of  an  old  familv  of  bookseller* 
and  printers.  He  established  himself 
in  Leipsic,  and  for  his  efibrts  in  be- 
half of  the  cause  of  literature  was 
created  a  baron  by  the  Duke  of  Saze- 
Coburg.  He  is  a  member  of  the 
House  of  Peers  of  Saxony,  and  Brit- 
ish Consul-General  for  that  kingdom. 

Taiiler,  Johann,  a  Gexman 
theologian  and  Dominican  monk; 
bom  at  Strasbuijg  in  129Q.  He  ap- 
plied himself  principal Iv  to  mystiod 
divinity,  and,  as  it  was  Selieve^  that 
he  was  favored  with  revelations  from 
Heaven,  he  was  styled  "the  Illuminat- 
ed Divine."  He  was  distinguished  as 
a  preacher,  and  by  the  excellence  of 
his  style  as  a  prose-writer  improved 
the  German  language  to  a  great  ex- 
tent.    Died  1361. 

Tavernier,  Jean  Baptists, 
Baron  d'Aubonne,  a  French  traveller; 
bom  in  Paris  in  1605.  He  made  to 
Persia  and  India  six  journeys,  of 
which  he  published  an  account  which 
met  with  an  extensive  sale  and  was 
translated  into  various  languages.  He 
acquired  great  wealth  as  a  merchant, 
and  was  ennobled  by  Louis  XIV.  of 
France.    Died  1688. 

Tayler,  Frederick,  an  Eng- 
lish painter  in  water-colors;  bom 
April  30,  1804.  Among  his  pictures 
are  "  Hawkins-Parties,'*  "  Troopers 
of  Two  Centuries  Since,"  and  "  M  ay- 
side  Travellers."  He  was  in  1855 
decorated  at  Paris  with  the  cross  of 
the  Ixjgion  of  Honor. 

Taylor,  Bayard,  an  American 
traveller,  author,  and  diplomatist; 
bom  in  Pennsylvania^  January  11, 
1825;  made  a  pedestrian  toar  whea 
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about  twenty  years  of  ase  through 
Europe;  afterward  trayelled  exten- 
sively in  Asia,  Africa,  and  Europe; 
in  1849  became  one  of  the  editors  of 
the  New  York  IVibune,  and  in  1878 
was  appointed  Minister  to  Berlin, 
where  he  died  on  the  19th  of  De- 
cember of  that  year.  Among  his 
productions  are  Views  Afoot;  or^  Eu- 
rope Been  with  Knapmek  and  Staffs 
2raveU  in  Greece  and  RnmiOt  with  an 
Kxcursion  to  Orele^  Poems  of  the  Orientf 
Book  of  JRomaneeSf  IjyricSf  and  Songs, 
and  several  novels. 

Taylor,  Sir  Henry,  K.  C.  M.  G., 
D.  G.  L.,  an  English  dramatist ;  bom 
in  1800;  was  knighted  in  1873  and 
eiven  the  degree  of  D.G.  L.  by  the 
University  of  Oxford.  Among  his 
productions  are  Isaac  Cbmnemu,  A 
Sicilian  Summer,  SL  demenft  Eve, 
and  Philip  Van  Arteveide. 

Taylor,  Isaac,  Jr.,  the  author 

of  The  Natural  History  of  Enthusiasm, 
Ancient  Christianity,  and  other  works, 
was  bom  in  England  in  1787.  Diea 
1865. 

Taylor,  Jane,  an  English  writ- 
er. Born  in  London  in  1783;  died 
1824.  With  her  sister  Ann  she  pub- 
lished Original  Poems,  Hymns  for  chil- 
dren, and  Hymns  for  Sunday-schools. 
She  is  also  the  author  of  Display,  a 
tale. 

Taylor,  Jeremy,  a  celebrated 
English  prelate  and  author;  bom  in 
1613;  was  the  son  of  a  barber  and 
surgeon ;  was  educated  at  Cambridge: 
was  ordained  as  a  priest,  and  aoquirea 
the  friendship  of  Archbishop  Laud. 
He  was  a  chaplain  and  firm  adherent 
of  Charles  I.  He  was  in  1660  made 
Bishop  of  Down  and  Connor,  in  Ire- 
land, and  was  twice  married.  Among 
his  works  are  Holy  Living  and  Th/ing, 
The  Liberty  of  Prophesying,  and  The 
Golden  Grove.     Died  1667. 

Taylor,  John,  sumamed  the 
Water  Poet,  from  having  been  a 
waterman  on  the  Thames,  was  the 
author  of  various  poems  which  illus- 
trate life  and  manners  in  his  own  age. 
Bora  1580;  died  1654. 

Taylor,  Richard,  an  American 


general  and  son  of  Zachary  Taylor, 
President  of  the  United  States ;  en- 
tered the  Confederate  service  in  1861 ; 
commanded  in  Louisiana  in  1863 ;  re- 
pulsed Gen.  Banks  in  1864,  and  sur- 
rendered to  Gen.  Canby  the  year  fol- 
lowing.   Died  April  12,  1879. 

Taylor,  Tom,  an  English  dra- 
matist; born  in  1817;  studied  at  the 
Universities  of  Glasgow  and  Cam- 
bridge ;  was  called  to  me  bar,  and  was 
some  two  years  professor  of  English  lit- 
erature at  Universitv  College,  Lon- 
don. His  dramas  alone  exoc^  one 
hundred  in  number.  Among  his  pro- 
ductions are  Still  Waters  Run  Deep, 
*Twizl  Axe  and  Crown,  Joan  of  Arc, 
Our  American  Cousin,  and  The  Tidtetr 
of  Leave  Man, 

Taylor,  Zachanr,  an  Ameri- 
can general,  and  twelfth  President  of 
the  United  States,  was  bom  in  Vir- 
ginia in  1784;  removed  while  a  child 
with  his  father  to  Kentucky ;  entered 
the  army  in  1808 ;  was  a  captain  in 
1812,  and  a  colonel  in  1832;  served 
in  the  Black  Hawk  war,  and  was  ap- 
pointed commander-in-chief  in  Flor- 
ida after  gaining,  in  1837,  a  decisive 
victory  over  the  Seminoles.  He  was 
sent  with  a  amall  army  to  Mexico  in 
1845.  He  gained  the  victories  of 
Palo  Alto,  May  8,  1846,  and  Resaca 
de  la  Palma  on  the  day  following, 
and  was  made  a  m«or-general.  For 
his  peculiar  method  of  conducting  a 
campaign  he  received  from  his  sol- 
diers the  sobriquet  of  "Rough-and- 
Ready."  He  gained  over  the  Mexi- 
cans oommanoed  by  Santa  Anna 
(February  22, 1847)  the  decisive  vic- 
tory of  Buena  Vista,  and  in  1848, 
having  been  nominated  b^  the  Whig 
party,  he  was  elected  President  of  the 
United  States.  In  this  high  position 
he  pursued  a  wise,  impartial,  and  pa^ 
triotic  course.    He  died  July  9,  18i50. 

Tchernaieff,  Michael 
GreiTOrovitch,  a  Russian  general ; 
bom  October  24,  1828 ;  gained  great 
distinction  during  the  Crimean  war, 
and  was  promotea  to  the  rank  of  gen- 
eral of  in&ntqr.  He  added  to  his  re- 
nown and   gamed   several  Tictoriea 
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while  extending  the  Russian  sway  in 
Asia,  and  was  presented  by  the  Em- 
peror with  an  elegant  sabre.  Retir- 
ing from  the  Russian  service  in  1874, 
he  became  the  editor  and  proprietor 
of  the  liuski  Mir^  a  journal  devoted  to 
81av  interests,  and  in  1876  became 
commander-in-chief  of  the  Servian 
armv. 

l^ecunisehy  a  celebrated  Shaw- 
nee chieftain;  bom  near  the  Scioto 
River,  Ohio,  about  1770;  organized  a 
formidable  alliance  against  the  whites, 
and  was  in  1811  defeated  at  Tippeca- 
noe by  Gen.  Harrison.  Becoming  an 
ally  of  the  English,  he  was  made  a 
brigadier-general,  and  in  1813  fell  at 
the  battle  of  the  Thames,  in  which  he 
commanded  the  right  wing. 

Tegrethoff;  you,  wilhelm, 
an  Austrian  vice-admiral;  bom  in 
1827;  gained  a  signal  victory  over 
the  Italians  at  LiisRa  in  1866.  Died 
April  7, 1871. 

Tegrn^r,  Esains,  regarded  as 
the  greatest  of  Swedish  poets ;  bom 
in  Wermland  in  1782;  became  a 
graduate,  and  aftcnvard  professor  of 
Greek,  of  the  University  of  Lund. 
AAcr  his  death,  which  occurred  in 
1846,  a  colossal  statue  was  erected  to 
his  memory  in  that  city.  Several  of 
his  poems  have  been  rendered  into 
English  verse  by  Longfellow.  Among 
his  writings  are  Frilhiofsmtja  (esteem- 
ed the  greatest  of  his  works),  Srea^ 
Azelj  and  Schulreden. 

Telford,  Thomas,  a  Scotch 
engineer.  Born  August  9,  1757 ;  die<l 
September  2,  18.34.  Among  his  works 
arc  tlie  St.  Kathariue  docks  of  Lon- 
don, manv  canals  in  England,  Scot- 
land, and  Sweden,  and  the  Menai 
suspension-bridge. 

Tell,  Wilhelm,  a  famous  Swiss 
hero ;  bom  in  the  canton  of  Uri  in 
the  latter  part  of  the  thirteenth  cen- 
tury; formed  a  league  against  the 
Austrian  authority,   and   killed  the 

foveraor,  Hermann  Gessler,  al)out 
307.  He  is  said  to  have  been 
drowned  about  1350.  The  adven- 
tures of  Tell  have  furnished  the  sub- 
ject for  one  of  the  greatest  dramas  of 


Schiller  and  of  a  lyric  of  Uhland,  b 
he  IB  now  generally  regarded  by  hi 
torical  criticB  as  a  mjthical  chancU 

Telles,  Ctebrfel,  a  diftn 
guished  Spanish  dramatist  who  wro 
under  the  peeudonym  of  Tirso  d 
Molina,  was  bom  at  Madrid  i 
1585,  and,  becoming  a  priest,  was  i 
the  age  of  sixty  made  prior  of  tl 
convent  of  Soria.  lie  is  said  to  hai 
produced  more  than  three  hondrc 
comedies.    Died  1648. 

T cm  a  11  z a ,  Tominaso, 
Venetian  architect,  and  the  author  c 
a  standard  woiic  entitled  Z,iva  cf  ti 
AloKi  EmintfU  ArehiUeUt  and  Scmiptoi 
of  ikt  SixLtenUi  Ctntwry.  was  bom  170j 
Died  1789. 

Tcmpestay  Antonio,  a 
Italian  painter  and  engraver.  Bor 
at  Florence  in  1555;  died  1630.  Hi 
favorite  subjects  were  battles,  caTal 
cades,  huntinf^  and  proceBsions^  whid 
he  painted  with  unusual  energr  an 
spirit  He  has  left  upward  of  eigiiteei 
hundred  etchings,  among  which  ar 
one  hundred  ana  fifty  illustrations  oj 
the  Old  Testament,  known  as  Tern 
pfMs  Bible, 

Tempesta,  Cavallere,  i 
Dutch  painter  whose  true  name  wni 
Peter  Mo1>ti,  was  bora  at  Haar 
lem  in  1637,  and  was  given  the  nam* 
of  "Temjiesta"  on  account  of  his  skil 
in  delineating  storms  in  his  marine 
pictures.     Died  1701. 

Temple,  Sir  TVilliam,  a  cele- 
brated English  diplomatist,  eldest  son 
of  Sir  John  Temple,  was  born  in  Lon- 
don in  1028;  studied  at  Cambridge, 
and  was  chosen  a  member  of  the  firvt 
Irish  Parliament  that  met  after  the 
Restoration.  He  was  created  a  baro- 
net in  1666,  and  was  sent  as  envoy  to 
Brussels,  where,  in  1668,  he  nego- 
tiated, with  the  Swedes  and  Dutch, 
the  triple  alliance  against  France, 
and  raised  his  own  reputation  as  a 
diplomat  to  a  high  degree.  He  was 
afterward  recalled  bv  the  Cal»al,  de- 
clined  the  office  of  Secretary  of  State, 
but  in  1674  accepted  the  position  of 
Ambassador  to  The  Hague.  Although 
he  did  not  contribute  to  the  revoiu- 
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tion  of  1688,  he  was  urged  by  Wil- 
liam III.  to  become  a  Minister  of 
State,  but  he  again  declined.  His 
efforts  to  avoid  responsibility  and  his 
neutrality  in  politics  have  been  cen- 
sured by  Lord  Macaulay.  Sir  Wil- 
liam Temple  was  the  author  of  Me- 
moin  of  Eventufrom  1672  to  1679,  and 
of  other  works.  Died  January  27, 
1699. 

Teneraniy  Pietro,  an  Italian 
sculptor ;  born  near  Carrara,  Novem- 
ber 11,  1789;  was  a  pupil  of  Canova 
and  of  Thorwaldsen ;  was  chosen  a 
member  of  the  French  Institute  and 
of  other  societies,  and  was  appointed 
professor  of  sculpture  in  the  Academy 
of  St  Luke  at  Kome.  Died  Decem- 
ber 14, 1869.  His  best-known  works 
include  ''Christ  on  the  Cross,''  in 
silver,  in  St.  Stephen's  at  Pisa;  "An- 
sel of  the  Last  Judgment,"  in  St 
Mary's^  Bome;  "Flora,"  in  posses- 
sion of  Queen  Victoria,  and  many 
statues. 

Tenierst  Davtd,  the  ESldery 
a  skilful  Flemish  painter;  born  at 
Antwerp  in  1582;  was  a  pupil  of 
Rubens.    Died  1649. 

Teniersy  Oavid,  the 
Younffery  one  of  the  greatest  art- 
ists of  the  Flemish  school,  a  son  of 
the  preceding,  was  bom  at  Antwerp 
in  1610.  He  studied  for  some  time 
under  Adrian  Brouwer,  and  is  said 
to  have  had  the  advantage  of  receiv- 
ing the  lessons  of  Rubens  in  the  prin- 
ciples of  coloring.  He  became  di- 
rector of  the  academy  at  Antwerp 
in  1644,  but  spent  most  of  his  life  in 
the  country  near  Mechlin  in  order 
to  familiarize  himself  with  the  life  of 
the  peasantry.  His  wonderful  deline- 
ations of  the  homes  and  amusements 
of  the  laboring  classes  made  him  the 
most  popular  of  the  Flemish  paint- 
ers. He  painted  very  rapidly,  and 
produced  more  than  one  thousand 
pictures,  among  the  best  known  of 
which  are  "  The  Village  Wedding," 
" The  Prodigal  Son,"  "Heron-Shoot- 
ing," and  "  The  Music-Party."  Died 
1690. 

Teuison,  Thomas»  an  Eng- 


lish prelate;  bom  in  1636;  studied 
at  Cambridge ;  became  Bishop  of  Lin- 
coln in  1691,  and  three  years  later 
Archbishop  of  Canterbury.  Died 
1715. 

Tennant)  Williaiii»  a  poet 
and  Orientalist.  Born  in  Fifeshire  in 
1785 ;  died  1848.  The  best  known  of 
his  works  is  Anster  Fair, 

Tenniely  John,  an  English 
artist;  bom  in  London  in  1820;  be- 
came one  of  the  staff  of  Punch  in 
1851,  and  has  illustrated  The  In- 
goldsby  Legeiuia  and  numerous  other 
works. 

Tennyson  9  Alfired,  D.  C.  L., 
F.  B.  S.,  poet-laureate  of  England,  b 
the  son  of  a  clergyman ;  bom  in  Lin- 
colnshire in»1809;  was  educated  at 
Trinity  Colle^  Cambridge,  where  he 
obtained  a  prize  for  one  of  his  poems, 
written  while  an  undergraduate.  His 
first  book,  entitled  Poems  chiefly  Lyrir 
cat  appeared  in  1830.  This  was  fol- 
lowed oy  Morte  cP  Arthur.  Lockdey  Hail, 
May  Qtieenf  and  Two  Voteea,  In  Me- 
moriam  appeared  in  1850,  and  in  the 
year  following  Tennyson  succeeded 
Wordsworth  as  poet-laureate.  He 
received  in  1855  the  degree  of  D.  C. 
L.  from  the  University  of  Oxford. 
Among  the  other  productions  of  Mr. 
Tennyson  may  be  mentioned  Ode  on 
the  Death  of  the  Duke  of  Wellington^ 
The  Princess:  A  Medley,  Maud,  The 
Idylls  of  the  King,  Enoch  Arden,  The 
Holy  Urail,  Oareth  and  Lynette,  and 
2%mmu  d  Becket,  a  drama. 

Terbur^,  Cleraart,  a  Dutch 
painter  of  distinction.  Bom  in  1608; 
died  1681.  He  attended  the  congress 
assembled  at  Munster,  in  1648,  for  the 
negotiation  of  the  treaty  of  peace, 
and  there  painted  his  celebrated  pic- 
ture representing  the  portraits  of  the 
plenipotentiaries  and  principal  per- 
sons assembled  on  that  occasion.  He 
excelled  in  the  finishing  of  his  dra- 
peries and  other  accessories,  particu- 
larly white  satin,  which  he  painted 
inimitably. 

Terence  (Publius  Teren- 
tius  Afer),  a  Latin  comic  poet; 
born  at  Carthage  in  195  b.  c.  ;  was 
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iold  as  a  slave  to  Terentins  Lncanusy 
who  gave  him  his  liberty  and  an  ex- 
cellent education.  He  translated 
from  the  Greek  over  one  hundred 
of  Mennnder's  comedies,  and  him- 
self produced  PhoiiniOf  Adeiphi,  and 
£unuehu*f  which  are  still  extant,  and 
a  number  of  other  dramas.  Died 
about  160  B.  c.  The  stvle  of  Ter- 
ence is  distinguished  by  elegance  and 
purity. 

Terry,  Alfred  H.,  an  Amer- 
ican general ;  bom  in  Connecticut  in 
1827;  was  admitted  to  the  bar;  en- 
tered the  anny  as  a  colonel  in  1861 ; 
was  made  a  brigadier-general  in 
1862;  contributed  to  the  reduction 
of  Fort  Wagner  in  1863;  command- 
ed a  division  in  1864,  jnd  as  com- 
mander of  the  land  forces,  with  the 
co-operation  of  Admiral  Porter,  took 
Fort  Fisher,  North  Carolina,  in  Janu- 
ary, 1865.  He  is  at  the  present  time 
a  brigadier-general  in  the  regular 
armv  of  the  United  States. 

Tertullian  (Quintiis  Sep- 
timius  Florens  Tertullianus), 
one  of  the  Latin  Fathers  of  the 
Church,  was  the  author  of  a  large 
number  of  religious  works,  and  was 
bom  at  Carthage  in  160  A.  D.  The 
date  of  his  death  is  unknown.  The 
most  noted  of  his  writings  is  his 
ApologeticftSf  or  "Apology  for  the 
Cnristian  Religion."  He  was  the  au- 
thor of  many  other  works  which  are 
■till  extant. 

Terwesten,  Aiigrustine,  a 
painter.  Bom  at  The  Hasrue  in 
1649;  died  1711.  He  was  director 
and  one  of  the  principal  founders  of 
the  Academy  of  Fine  Arts  in  Berlin. 

Testa,  t^ietroy  called  II  Lu- 
CCliesinOy  painter  and  enf^raver,  was 
bom  at  Lucca  in  1611.  He  studied 
at  Rome,  and  was  a  pupil  of  Domen- 
ichino.  Of  his  works  at  Rome,  the 
most  worthy  of  notice  are  "  The  Death 
of  St.  Angelo,"  in  the  church  of  St. 
Martino  a  Munti,  and  "  The  Sacrifice 
of  Iphigenia,"  in  the  Palazzo  Spada. 
His  pictures  are  more  frequently  to 
he  met  with  at  Lucca.  Those  in  the 
chnrdi  of  St  Paolino  and  in  the

among  his  fineal  works.  Testa  vsi 
drowned  in  the  Tiber  in  10M. 

Test^in,  Henri,  brother  of  the 
Buoceedine.  Bom  in  1616 ;  died  1695. 

Testelin,  LiOiiis,  a  French 
painter.    Bom  in  1615;  died  1656. 

Testi,  FiUvlo,  Coukt,  an  Itat 
ian  lyric  poet  Bom  at  Ferrara  in 
1593;  died  1646. 

Tetzely  Johann,  a  Dominican 
monk  and  native  of  Leipsic  Having 
been  designated  in  1502  bjr  the  Pofw 
to  sell  indulgences,  he  carried  on  his 
traffic  in  the  most  scandalous  manner. 
He  sold  indulgences  for  all  crimei^ 
murder,  perjury,  adultery;  and  not 
only  for  crimes  already  committed^ 
but  also  for  those  which  a  pcnoB 
might  therealter  commit  At  lasl^ 
in  1517,  Luther  openly  opposed  him 
in  the  celebrated  theses  which  hs 
fixed  on  the  church-door  of  Wittem- 
bunr.    Died  1519. 

Thackeray,  Anne  Isabellat 
daughter  of  the  succeeding,  has  pub- 
lished several  novels,  among  which 
are  The  Story  c4  Elizabeth,  The  ViUage 
on  the  Cliffy  Old  Kensingtofiy  and  Miu 
Angelf  a  novel  founded  on  the  life  of 
Angelica  Kaufiman.  She  is  also  the 
author  .of  numerous  short  tales  and 
sketches. 

Thackeray, William  Make- 
peace, an  English  novelist  and  hu- 
morous writer;  bom  in  Calcutta  in 
1811;  studied  at  Cambridge,  and, 
having  inherited  quite  a  fortune,  re* 
solved  to  become  an  artist,  but  he  lost 
the  greater  part  of  his  money  by 
speculation,  and  about  the  age  of 
tnirty  adopted  literature  as  a  pro- 
fession. He  wrote  for  the  Times,  and 
other  newspapers.  He  also  contrib- 
uted to  Frasa-'s  Maqoxine  under  the 
pseudonym  of  "Michael  Angelo  Tit- 
marsh.''  He  lectured  in  the  United 
States  in  1852  on  the  English  Hu- 
morists of  the  Eighteenth  Century^  and 
in  1866  on  The  t\mr  Georges.  He  be- 
came in  1860  editor  of  the  ComhiU 
Magazine,  Died  December  24,  1863. 
Among  his  works  are  the  novels  of 
The  HiMtiory  of  Henry  Etmemd^  Ay., 
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2%e  NemtomUf  and  Foftdjy  Fair:  A 
Hovd  without  a  Hero, 

ThaiSy  a  oourteaan  of  Athens  and 
mistress  of  Alexander  the  Great,  ac- 
oompanied  him  on  his  expedition  to 
Asia,  and  is  accused  of  having  insti- 
giUed  him  to  set  fire  to  the  ptdace  of 
the  Persian  kings  of  Persepolis.  Af- 
ter the  death  of  Alexander,  Thais 
attached  herself  to  Ptolemy  Lagi, 
by  whom  she  had  two  sons  and  a 
daughter. 

TnaleSy  one  of  the  seven  sages  of 
Greece ;  bom  at  Miletus  in  640  b.  c.  ; 
is  regarded  as  the  originator  of  phil- 
osophy, uid  is  said  to  have  predicted 
an  eclipse  of  the  sun  which  occurred 
during  a  great  battle  about  609  b.  c. 
He  died  at  the  age  of  ninety. 

Thatcher,  Henrv  Knox, 
an  American  •rear-admiral;  bom  in 
Maine;  became  a  commodore  in  1862; 
contributed  to  the  capture  of  Fort 
Fisher ;  commanded  the  fleet  at  the 
reduction  of  Mobile  in  1860|  and  was 
made  a  rear-admiraL 

Theed,  William,  an  English 
sculptor;  bom  in  Stafibrdshire  in 
1804.  Among  his  works  are  a  bronze 
statue  of  the  Prince  Consort,  at  Ck>- 
buig,  twelve  bronze  reliefs,  subjects 
from  English  history,  in  the  House 
of  Lords,  statues  in  marble  of  Burke, 
Hallam,  Mackintosh,  and  Peel,  and  a 
marble  g^up  of  Hagar  and  Ishmael 
being  driven  out  into  the  wilderness 
by  Aoraham. 

Themistius,  an  orator  and  pa- 
gan philosopher;  bom  in  Paphla- 
Sonia  in  315  a.  d.  ;  was  patronized  by 
lie  Emperors  Constantius,  Julian, 
and  Theodosius  the  Great  Hb 
commentaries  on  Aristotle  and  thir- 
ty-three of  his  orations  in  Greek 
are  still  extant    Died  about  390. 

TheiaistocleSy  an  eminent  gen- 
eral, orator,  uid  statesman  ;  bom  at 
Athens  about  514  B.  o.  |  became  the 
leader  in  his  native  city  after  hb 
rival  Aristides  had  been  ostracised 
in  483.  He  became  archon  in  481, 
upon  the  invasion  by  Xerxes  was 
elected  commander-iiw^ef,  and  in 
480  gained  the  dsdsivs  naTal  vie- 


toiy  of  Salamis — a  suooess  which 
Plutarch  attributes  chiefly  to  the 
genius  of  Themistocles.  He  wss, 
however,  ostracized  in  471,  and,  re- 
tiring to  the  court  of  Persia,  where 
he  was  cordially  received,  died  (as 
some  authorities  state,  by  hb  own 
hand)  about  449  b.  c. 

Theobaldf  IiewiSy  an  Englbh 
critic  and  Shakespearean  commenta- 
tor«  was  bom  in  Kent     Died  1744. 

TheocritliSy  a  dbtinguished  pas- 
toral poet;  bom  in  Syracuse:  flour* 
bhed  about  270  b.  c.  His  Bucolia, 
which  were  written  in  the  Doric  dia- 
lect, have  been  greatly  admired,  and 
were  imitated  by  the  poet  Virgil  in 
hb  Eclogues. 

Theodora,  Empress  of  the  East, 
was  in  early  life  an  actress  and  cour* 
tesan,  and  in  525  A.  D.  was  married 
by  the  Emperor  Justinian,  who  made 
her  hb  colleague  in  the  empire.  Died 
548  A.  D. 

Theodore  I.  was  Pope  of  Borne 
from  641  A«  d.  until  hb  death,  in  649. 
The  heresy  of  the  Monothelites  was 
then  disturbing  the  Church,  and  was 
supported  by  the  Emperor  Constans 
ana  by  Paulus,  Patriarch  <5f  Constan* 
tinopfe.  Theodore  held  a  council  at 
Rome  in  648,  at  which  Paulus  was  ex- 
communicated. 

Theodore  H*  became  Pope  in 
897,  and  died  three  weeks  after  hb 
election. 

Theodore,  King  of  Abyssinia, 
was  bom,  of  humble  parentage,  about 
1820;  gained  distinction  in  the  army: 
commenced  hb  reign  about  1855,  ana 
in  1868  was  defeated  and  killed  in 
battle  by  the  British  under  Gen.  Na- 
pier. 

Theodoret,  a  Christian  eodesi- 
astical  writer ;  bom  about  390  at  An- 
tioch ;  was  an  intimate  friend  of  Nes- 
toriusy  and  became  Biriiop  of  Cyrus  in 
422.    Died  457. 

Theodoric  I«,  son  of  Alaric,  be- 
came King  of  the  Visigoths  in  419 
A.  D. ;  gained  a  victory  over  the  Bo- 
mans  at  Toulouse  in  439;  subjugated 
a  large  portion  of  Ganl,  and,  haviog 
formed  a  tjwat j  with  the  Romans^  oo- 
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operated  with  them  agminst  Attilathe 
Hun.  Theodoric  was  killed  at  the 
great  battle  of  Ch&lons,  in  451. 

Theodoric  II. »  son  of  the  pre- 
ceding, reiffned  at  Toulouse,  or  To- 
loea,  trom  the  death  of  his  father  un- 
til 460,  when  he  was  murdered  by  his 
brother  Kuric. 

Theodoric  the  Great,  son 
of  Theodemir,  King  of  the  Ostro- 
goths; born  in  455;  was  educated  at 
Constantinople,  where  he  was  held  as 
a  hostage,  and  succeeded  his  father  in 
475.  He  carried  on  a  war  a^inst  the 
Emperor  of  the  East,  and  in  several 
battles  defeated  Odoacer,  who  had  be- 
come master  of  Italy.  Theodoric  was 
then  recognized  as  King  of  Italy,  and 

¥  roved  to  be  a  generous  and  wise 
^rince.  He  defeated  the  Gepide 
and  the  Franks,  and  acquired  pos- 
session of  Provence.    Died  526. 

Theodoru8  of  Sanios,  a 
Greek  statuary  and  architect,  and 
one  of  the  first  to  cast  statues  in 
bronze,  flourished  about  600  B.  c. 

Theodosius  I.,  Flaviiis,  sur- 
named  the  Great,  a  Roman  Empe- 
ror, the  son  of  a  Roman  general,  was 
bom  in  Spain  in  346  A.  D.  He  re- 
ceived from  the  Emperor  Gratian  in 
879  command  of  the  Eastern  prov- 
inces, with  the  title  of  Augustus.  He 
zealously  opposed  the  Arians,  carried 
on  a  victorious  war  against  the  Goths, 
and  defeated  his  rival  Maximus  in 
388.  Theodosius  reip^ned  at  Constan- 
tinople, while  Valentinian  II.  held  his 
court  in  Rome,  and  upon  the  death  of 
the  latter,  in  392,  became  sole  Empe- 
ror.    Died  395. 

Tlieodosilis  II.  y  sumamed  the 
Younger,  grandson  of  the  preceding, 
and  son  of  Arcadius,  was  bom  in  401 
A.  D.,  and  commenced  his  reign  in 
408.     Died  450. 

TheodoHiiis  III.  became  Em- 
peror of  the  East  in  715  A.  D.,  and, 
retiring  to  a  convent  a  year  later,  was 
8uc(*ceued  by  I^eo  III. 

TheophiliiSy  Emperor  of  the 
East,  succeeded  his  fatner,  Michael 
II..  in  829  a.  D.    Died  842. 

TheophrastuSy  a  Greek  phil- 


oaopher ;  bom  about  874  B.C.  in  Loboi; 
Btuoiied  under  Plato^  and  mbsegiMM- 
\j  under  Aristotle.  He  gained  dutiM- 
tion  for  eloquence^  and  was  the  author 
of  numerouB  works.     Died  about  286. 

Theopompusy  a  Greek  oraior 
and  historian ;  bom  in  Chios,  orScio, 
about  378  b.  c.  He  was  the  author  of 
a  HiMonf  q^  Ortece  from  411  io  594 
B.  Cj  BXid  9^  HtMiary  of  FhiUp  f^  Ma»- 
don.  The  date  of  his  death  is  unknown. 

Theotocopiiliy  DominicOi 
sumamed  £l  Greco,  a  painter  and 
sculptor  was  a  pupil  of  Titian  and  a  res- 
ident of  Toledo,  in  Spain.    Diedl625i 

Theresa^  St.,  a  Spanish  nun  of 
the  order  of  Carmelites^  was  bom  at 
Avila  in  1515 ;  was  the  founder  of  a 
reformed  society  of  Barefooted  Car- 
melites, and  was  the  author  of  numer- 
ous religious  works  which  were  liigh- 
ly  esteemed  and  translated  into  most 
of  the  languages  of  Europe.  DM 
1682. 

Thibaudy  or  Thibaut,  Count 
of  Champagne,  succeeded  his  uncle 
Sancho  as  King  of  Navarre  in  1234, 
and  became  famous  as  a  troubadour. 
Bom  1201;  died  1253. 

Thibaudeau,  Antoine 
ClairCy  Count,  a  French  revolution- 
ist and  writer;  bom  in  1765 ;  entered 
the  National  Convention  in  1792; 
voted  for  the  death  of  the  King  with- 
out appeal ;  became  President  of  the 
Council  of  Five  Hundred  in  1796,  a 
Count  of  the  empire  in  1808»  and  a 
Senator  in  1852.  Died  1854.  Among 
his  works  is  Memoirs  of  the  ConnUaU 
and  the  Empire, 

ThievTYf  Jacques  Nicohis 
Aug^ustiny  a  French  historian. 
Bom  in  1795;  died  1856.  Among  his 
works  are  Hittorv  of  the  Conquest  of 
England  by  the  AormanSy  and  Aarra- 
tives  of  the  Merovingian  2Vmeff,  preeed- 
ed  by  Oonsideraiions  on  the  IluUory  of 
France, 

Thiers*  l/ouis  Adolphe,  Presi- 
dent of  the  French  republic,  and  a 
distinguished  historian  and  states- 
man ;  bom  at  Marseilles,  April  16, 
1797 ;  read  law :  became  an  advocate, 
and  in  1821  settled  in  Paris^  where  he 
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was  one  of  the  editors  of  a  liberal 
journal  named  the  OorutituHonel,  He 
brought  out  in  1823,  with  decided 
success,  the  first  volume  of  his  History 
of  the  French  BevoltUionf  which  was 
completed  four  years  later  in  ten  vol- 
umes. He  subsequentlj  was  one  of 
the  editors  of  the  National,  assisted  in 
placing  Louis  Philippe  on  the  throne, 
became  Councillor  of  State  in  1830, 
entered  the  Chamber  of  Deputies  the 
same  year,  was  recognized  as  a  pow- 
erful debater,  and  was  in  1832  ap- 
pointed Minister  of  the  Interior.  He 
was  elected  a  member  of  the  French 
Academy  in  1834,  and  was  made 
chief  Minister  of  France  in  1836"; 
this  last  position  he  resigned  in  1840. 
He  favored  the  election  of  Louis  Na- 
poleon as  President,  but  was  subse- 
quently one  of  his  most  powerful  op- 
ponents, and  inveighed  against  the 
foreign  policy  of  the  government. 
Thiers  was  chosen  first  President  of 
the  French  republic  in  February, 
3871,  and  resigned  May  24,  1873. 
Died  September  3,  1877. 

Thirlwally  €onnop»  an  Eng- 
lish histX)rian ;  bom  in  1797 ;  studied 
at  Cambridge,  and  in  1840  became 
Bishop  of  St.  David's.  He  was  the 
author  of  a  highlv-esteemed  Hiatory 
of  Oreeee,  and,  with  Mr.  Hare,  trans- 
lated two  volumes  of  Niebuhr's  Hi^ 
torvof  Borne.    Died  Julv  27,  1875. 

Tnolucky  Friedrich  August 
OottreUy  a  German  theologian; 
bom  at  Breslau,  March  30,  1799; 
studied  at  the  University  of  Berlin, 
where  he  became  professor  of  theol- 
ogy in  1824.  Two  years  later  he  filled 
the  same  chair  in  the  University  of 
Halle.  He  gained  distinction  as  a 
pulpit-orator,  and  was  the  author  of 
numerous  religious  works,  most  of 
which  have  b^n  translated  into  the 
English  langiiage.  Died  in  June,  1877. 

Thoniy  uaiueSy  a  sculptor ;  bom 
in  A3rrshire,  Scotland,  in  1799;  re- 
moved to  America  in  1836,  and  died 
in  1860. 

Thoniy  Willianiy  a  poet.  Bora 
in  Aberdeen,  Scotland,  in  1799 ;  died 
1850. 


Thomas,  Antoine  Iitonard, 

a  French  writer ;  bom  in  1732 ;  was 
awarded  a  prize  by  the  French  Acad- 
emv  for  his  Eulogy  on  Marshal  Saxe^ 
and  in  1754  became  professor  in  the 
College  of  Beauvais.  He  was  elected 
to  the  French  Academy  in  1767. 
Died  1785. 

Thomas,  Charles  l/ouis 
Ambroise,  a  French  musical  com- 
poser :  bom  at  Metz,  August  5,  1811 ; 
gained  numerous  prizes  before  he 
reached  the  age  of  twenty;  was 
chosen  a  member  of  the  Acad^mie 
des  Beaux  Arts  in  1851,  and  was 
created  a  commander  of  the  Legion 
of  Honor  in  1868.  Among  his  works 
are  the  operas  of  Miffnon,  Le  Ozma- 
vol  de  Venise,  and  HamUt. 

Thomas,  Georgrc  H.,  an 
American  general  of  ^reat  ability; 
born  July  31,  1816,  in  Virginia; 
graduated  at  West  Point  in  1840; 
participated  in  the  Mexican  war, 
during  which  he  attained  the  rank 
of  captain,  and  in  1861,  notwith- 
standing the  defection  of  his  native 
State,  remained  true  to  the  Union. 
He  was  in  May  of  that  year  commis- 
sioned a  colonel  in  the  regular  armv, 
and  in  the  year  following  was  made 
brigadier-general  of  volunteers  and 
given  command  of  the  right  wing  of 
the  army  under  Halleck.  He  subse- 
quently fought  in  the  battle  of  Stone 
Kiver,  contributed  to  the  capture  of 
Chattanooga,  gained  especial  distinc- 
tion for  his  conduct  at  the  battle  of 
Chickamauga,  and  in  October,  1863, 
succeeded  Kosecrans  as  commander- 
in-chief  of  the  Army  of  the  Cumber- 
land; he  was  about  the  same  time 
made  a  brigadier-general  in  the  regu- 
lar army.  Gen.  Thomas  achieved 
further  renown  under  Gens.  Grant 
and  Sherman,  and  December  15. 
1864,  after  a  hard-fought  battle  of 
two  days,  gained  a  complete  and 
brilliant  victory  over  Gen.  Hood  at 
Nashville,  Tennessee.  He  was  soon 
after  promoted  to  the  rank  of  maior- 
general  in  the  regular  army.  He  died 
March  28, 1870. 

Thomas,  John,  an  American 
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miyor-ffeneimlj  bom  in  ^laMachu- 
setts;  fought  m  the  French  war  of 
1756,  and  in  1776  succeeded  to  the 
command  of  the  American  army  in 
Canada,  upon  the  death  of  Gen. 
Montgomery.  He  died  there  during 
the  same  year. 

ThoniaSy  Joseph,  LL.D.,  a 
distinguished  philologist  and  writer ; 
born  in  1811,  near  Auburn,  New 
York;  studied  at  Yale  College, 
where  he  received  the  d^ree  of  M. 
A.,  and  in  1837  j^roduated  as  M.  D. 
from  the  University  of  Pennsylvania. 
He  visited  India  (1856-58)  chiefly 
for  the  purpose  of  studying  the  Ori- 
ental languages,  more  especially  the 
Hindofitanee,  Persian,  and  Sanscrit. 
Not  long  aAer  the  publication  of  his 
most  important  work  {Prcnouncing 
Dictionary  of  Biotjrcmhy  and  Mytk- 
ology)  the  degree  of  LL.D.  was  con- 
ferred on  him  by  the  University  of 
Pennsylvania  and  by  Princeton  Col- 
lege. He  was  for  a  time  professor  of 
Latin  and  Greek  in  Haverford  Col- 
lege, and  has  lately  filled  the  chain 
of  history  and  English  literature  in 
Swarthmore  College.  Among  his 
works  are  a  Pronouncing  GazetUer  of 
the  Worldj  and  a  Comprehensive  Medir 
eal  Dictionary, 

Thomson,   Charles,   an 

American  patriot;  bom  in  Ireland, 
November  29,  1729.  He  came  to 
America  at  the  age  of  eleven,  was 
educated  in  MarvTand,  and  taught 
school  in  Philadelphia,  where  he 
afterward  went  into  business.  He 
was  an  intimate  friend  of  Franklin, 
and  was  secretary  of  the  Continental 
Congress  tliroughout  its  existence, 
from  1774  to  1788,  and  of  the  first 
United  States  House  of  Representa- 
tives till  his  resignation,  in  July, 
1789.  He  was  the  author  of  a  trans- 
lation of  the  Bible  and  A  Synopsis  of 
the  Four  Evangelists.  Died  August  16, 
1824. 

Thomson,  James,  a  poet; 
bom  in  Scotland,  September  11, 1700; 
studied  at  the  University  of  Edin- 
burgh, and  in  1730  was  appointed 
■urveyor-genend    of    the    Leeward 


Islands.  Died  Angiul  27,  17 
Among  hii  pooos  mze  S^fnmtL  A 
mer.  Autimm,  and  Winier^  piiUii] 
nnaer  the  title  of  Tke  Seoitma,  i 
several  tragedies. 

Thomson,  Sir  Williai 
F.  B.  Sm  LL.D^  a  distinguished  na 
ral  philosopher;  bora  at  Belfast 
1824;  studied  at  the  UniTeraitj 
Glasgow,  where  in  1846  he  becu 
professor  of  natural  philosophy.  I 
his  services  in  the  cause  of  wiei 
he  has  been  knighted,  elected  a  F 
low  of  the  Boyal  Society,  and  choi 
a  member  of  numerous  other  learn 
institutions,  and  has  received  the  ( 
gree  of  D.  C.  L.  from  the  Univeni 
of  Oxford  and  that  of  IX.D.  fit 
the  univeinities  of  Cambridge^  £di 
buinghy  and  Dublin. 

Thorbum,  Robert,  a  mini 
ture-p«unter;  bom  at  DumirieL  So 
land,  in  1818 ;  studied  at  £dinbui)g 
and  in  the  Royal  Academy  of  Lc 
don,  of  which  he  was  elected  an  asi 
ciate  in  1848.  He  has  been  excec 
ingly  successful  as  an  artist. 

Thoreau,  Heiiry  I>avid,  i 
American  author  and  scientist ;  bo: 
at  Concord,  Massachusetts,  Julv  1 
1817 ;  graduated  at  Harvaitl  Colleg 
becoming  an  excellent  classical  ai 
Oriental  scholar.  He  was  a  friend  < 
Emerson  and  Hawthorne,  and  w; 
exceedingly  eccentric    Died  1862. 

Thoriinill,  Sir  James,  i 
English  historical  ^nter;  bom  i 
1676;  was  patronized  by  Quec 
Anne  and  knighted  by  George^ 
Hogarth  was  his  pupil  and  son-u 
law.    Died  1734. 

Thornycroft,  Mary,  an  £n] 
lish  sculptor,  the  daughter  of  tl 
sculptor  John  Francis,  was  bom  i 
Norfolk  in  1814,  and  in  1840  marric 
Mr.  Thornycroft,  a  pupil  of  her  fathe 
She  has  been  liberally  patronized  b 
Queen  Victoria.  Among  her  produi 
tions  are  the  "  Flower-(iirl,"  **  Sleej 
ing  Child,"  "Girl  Skipping,"  an 
statues  of  the  Princess  Koyal  and  th 
Prince  of  Wales. 

Thorwaldsen,  Bertel,  on 
of  the  greatest  sculptors  of  moder

times,  the  son  of  a  Danish  wood- 
carver,  was  bom  on  shipboard  be- 
tween Iceland  and  Denmark,  No- 
vember 19,  1770.  He  studied  in 
Copenhagen  and  in  Rome,  and  rap- 
idly rose  to  the  highest  rank  in  his 
profession.  After  residing  for  many 
years  in  Italy  he  returned  in  1838  to 
Copenhagen,  where  he  died  March 
24,  1844.  Among  his  works  are  a 
statue  of  Jason,  "  Triumphal  Entry  of 
Alexander  into  Babvlon,"  executed 
for  Napoleon  I.,  ana  "  Night''  and 
*'  Day,"  two  bas-reliefs.  His  largest 
single  work  is  the  colossal  lion  near 
Lucerne.  Switzerland,  commemora- 
tive of  tne  Swiss  ^ards  who  fell  in 
defending  the  Tuileries,  August  10, 
1792. 

Thou,  de,  Jacques  Au- 
gnste,  a  French  historian  and 
statesman  under  Henry  IV.;  bom 
in  Paris  in  1553.  His  father  was 
Christophe  de  Thou,  first  President 
of  the  rarliament.  Among  his  works 
is  History  of  His  Own  Time^  a  work 
which  has  been  highly  commended, 
and  which  compri^  one  hundred 
and  thirty-eight  books.  It  was  for 
its  liberal  tendencies  condemned  by 
the  Catholic  Church.    Died  1617. 

ThrasybuluSy  a  Grecian  gene- 
ral and  patriot ;  bom  about  435  B.  c. ; 
belonged  to  the  democratic  party; 
fought  at  the  battle  of  Cyzicus,  in 
410 ;  contributed  to  the  naval  victory 
of  ArginussBj  in  406,  and  was  subse- 
quently banished  by  the  Thirty  Ty- 
rants. After  their  deposition  he  re- 
turned to  Athens,  and  was  placed  in 
command  of  the  iieet  sent  in  390  to 
support  the  democrats  of  Rhodes.  He 
was  killed  in  389. 

Thrasybulus  succeeded  hb 
brother,  Hiero  I.,  as  Tyrant  of  Syra- 
cuse in  467  B.  c.  He  was  deposed 
and  exiled  a  few  months  later  on  ac- 
count of  his  rapacitv  and  cruelty.  He 
withdrew  to  Locri,  in  Italy,  and  there 
ended  his  days. 

Throcmortony  orThrog- 
mortouy  Sir  Nicholas^  an  Eng- 
lish diplomatist  during  the  reigns  of 
Henry  VIII.  and  ElUabeth.    Bom 
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in  1518;  died  in  1671.  His  daughter 
married  Sir  Walter  Raleigh. 

ThucydideSy  a  general  and 
historian  of  ancient  Greece;  bom 
in  Attica,  of  a  noble  family,  in  471 
B.  c.  and  in  424  was  given  com- 
mand of  a  squadron  sent  against  the 
Spartans.  This  expedition  proving 
unsuccessftil,  he  was  banished  for 
twenty  years.  He  rendered  his 
name  immortal  by  his  admirable  His- 
tory  of  the  Pei4jponnesian  ITor,  a  work 
in  eight  books^  which,  however,  he 
did  not  live  to  finish.  In  it  he  dis- 
plays the  genius  of  a  statesman  and 
a  philosopher,  as  well  as  profound 
political  wisdom.  As  a  writer  he 
was  also  very  accurate  and  impartial. 
Died  about  400  B.  c. 

Thuldeuy  van,  Theodor,  a 
Flemish  artist  and  pupil  of  Rubens. 
Bom  in  1607 ;  died  1676.  Among 
his  works  are  the  paintings  of  **  The 
Assumption  of  the  Virgin"  and  "The 
Martyrdom  of  St.  Andrew"  and  sev- 
eral skilfully  performed  etchings. 

TliurloWy  JSdwardt  Lobd,  an 
English  jurist;  bom  in  1732;  stud- 
ied at  the  University  of  Cambrid^ 
from  which  he  was  expelled  for  in- 
subordination ;  read  law  at  the  Inner 
Temple;  was  called  to  the  bar  in 
1754 ;  rose  rapidly  in  his  profession ; 
was  made  Solicitor-General  in  1770 
and  Attorney-General  the  year  fol- 
lowing ;  for  his  hearty  support  of  the 
American  policy  of  George  III.  was 
raised  to  the  peerage  as  Baron  Thur- 
low,  and  was  made  Lord  Chancellor 
in  1778.  He  held  this  ofiice  for  about 
fourteen  years,  and  became  a  zealous 
defender  of  Warren  Hastings  and  an 
enemy  of  William  Pitt.    Died  1806. 

Tiberius  (Claudius  Nero) 
was  a  stepson  of  the  ^mperor  Augus- 
tus, and  the  son  of  T.  Claudius  Nero, 
a  member  of  the  patrician  gens  of 
Claudia,  and  was  bom  in  42  B.  o. 
Entering  the  army  in  early  life,  he 
gained  renown  as  a  military  com- 
mander in  Germany,  in  Spain,  and 
in  the  East  In  12*b.  c.  he  married 
Julia,  dauffhter  of  Augustus,  and 
was  adopted  hy  that  Emperor  in  4 
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A.  v.,  after  the  death  of  Caius  Ceesar. 
Til>criii9  couimenoed  his  reign  in  14 
A.  D.,  und  governed  ut  first  with  mod- 
crution,  but  Hoon  diKplayed  his  lalse 
and  tyrannical  character,  and,  virtu- 
ally surrendering  the  government  to 
his  int'uHious  favorite  Sejanus,  retired 
about  20  A.  D.  to  the  island  of  Capri, 
where  he  gave  himself  up  to  debauch- 
ery.    Died  37  A.  D. 

TiberiiiH  II.,  Emperor  of  the 
Ea.st ;  bom  in  Thrace  about  525  A.  D.; 
wiiH  iTfnted  Ca^nr  by  Justin  II.  in 
574,  and,  hucceeding  soon  afterward 
to  the  throne,  waged  a  victorious  war 
against  Chosroes,  King  of  Persia. 
Died  582. 

TibiilluSy  AlbiuSt  a  Roman 
poet  and  intimate  friend  of  Horace, 
was  born  almut  55  B.  c.  Died  18  B.  c. 
His  |M)eni8,  which  are  cliiefly  elegies, 
are  distinguished  for  their  patlios  and 
grace. 

Ticrkcll,  Tliomas,  an  English 
poet.  Born  in  IfJSfi;  died  174U.  He 
was  a  friend  of  Addison,  and  one  of 
the  CM)ntributors  to  the  Spectator. 

Tickiior,  Gcorg'^S  an  author; 
bom  at  Ik^ton,  Massachusetts^  in 
171U ;  was  educated  at  Dartmouth 
College,  and  subsequently  became 
professor  of  the  French  and  SjMin- 
ish  languages  and  literature  in  the 
University  of  Harvard.  Dietl  1871. 
His  most  im];H)rtant  work  is  a  HUti/ry 
of  Spanish  LitenUure, 

Ticck,  LudwieTy  o.  ^t  and 
novelist;  born  in  Berlin  in  1773; 
studied  at  Halle,  Gottingen,  and  Kr- 
langen ;  was  the  author  of  numerous 
works,  the  translator  of  Don  Quixote, 
and  the  assistant  of  Schlegel  in  the 
translation  of  Shakespeare.  Tie<^k  was 
in  1840  awarded  a  {)ension  and  made 
a  Privy  Coimcillor  by  the  King  of 
Pmssia.     Died  1853. 

Tiedoiiuiniiy  Friedriohy  a 
German  anatomist,  and  the  author 
of  numerous  works.  Born  at  Cassel 
in  1781;  died  in  1861. 

Tied|>:e«  Ohristoph  Aunrust, 
a  German  i)oet.  Born  in  1752;  died 
in  1841.  His  most  celebrated  i)oem  is 
Urania,  on  the  immortality  of  t  lie  soul. 


Tien-T^  also  known  at  1 
Plug-Wail^9  a  Chinese  inmi 
leader;  bom  in  1813;  became 
tially  GonTerted  to  Christiuiitj, 
claiming  a  divine  miouon,  bsgi 
preach  against  idols,  lie  raiiei 
atandaid  of  xeTolt  in  1850,  form 
military  theocracy,  gained  many 
toriea^  overran  several  provincei, 
reduced  Nanking  in  1853.  The 
perialistB  having  retaken  that  cii 
1864,  and  having  virtually  snppn 
the  rebellion,  Tien-T^  committed 
cide. 

Tiffranes  I.,  King  of  Armi 
ascended  the  throne  in  96  B.  c. ;  n 
numerous  conquests,  including  Hij 
assumed  the  title  of  '*  Kine  of  Kii 
and  built  the  city  of  Tigranoci 
where  he  established  his  capiCal. 
was  a  son-in-law  and  ally  of  Mit 
dates  the  Great,  and  was  defeated 
the  Roman  general  Lucullus  in 
B.  c.  He  was  cowardly,  arrogant, 
tyrannical.  Died  about  56  b.  c. 
'  Tlldeiiy  Samuel  Joiien, 
American  lawyer;  bom  at  ^ 
Lebanon,  New  York,  Februarj 
1814;  was  educated  at  Yale  Colli 
and  was  admitted  to  the  New  Y 
bar.  In  1871  he  t(.>ok  a  lending  r 
in  ex]>o8ing  and  bringing  to  pun] 
ment  a  band  of  corrupt  officials  v 
hud  for  years  plundered  the  treasi 
of  the  city  of  New  York.  lie  "^ 
for  a  long  time  chairman  of  the  St 
Democratic  Committee,  was  in  II 
elected  Cyovemor  of  New  Y'ork  K 
large  majority,  and  was  in  1876  i 
Democratic  candidate  for  the  Vn 
dency,  but  was  defeated  by  Mr.  Ha; 
by  one  electoral  vote.  ?^  Hay 
Rutherford  Burchard. 

Tillenionty  de,  S<'basti< 
LiCiiaiiiy  an  ecclesiastical  historii 
Bom  in  Paris  in  1637;  died  16 
His  ecclesiastical  history  {M/moi 
pour  Berrir  d  VHitttoire  Ecci&situtU 
<les  six  Premiers  Sidles)  is  marked 
extreme  accuracy  of  facts  and  date 

Tillotsoiit  John,  an  Engli 
prelate :  bom  in  1690 ;  was  educal 
at  Camnridge,  and  in  1691  was  c 
ated  Archbishop  of  Canterbury 
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William  III.  His  wife  was  a  niece 
of  Oliver  Cromwell.  He  was  greatly 
distinguished  as  a  preacher  and  for 
his  unostentatious  piety.    Died  1694. 

Tilly*  Johann  Tzerklas»  a 
general  in  the  Spanish  and  imperial 
services,  distinguished  alike  for  his 
skill  and  his  inhumanity,  was  born  in 
Brabant  in  1559;  served  under  Alva, 
Don  John  of  Austria,  and  Alexander 
Farnese,  and  during  the  Thirty  Years' 
war,  as  commander-in-chief  of  the 
army  of  the  League,  gained  several 
victories  over  the  Protestants.  He 
was  in  1630  created  an  imperial 
Field-Marshal.  The  year  following 
he  stormed  and  captured  Magdeburg, 
where  he  allowed  the  greatest  atroci- 
ties to  be  perpetrated,  but  was  him- 
self defeated  soon  after,  near  Leipsic, 
by  Gustavus  Adolphus,  and  was  de- 
feated and  killed  in  1632  at  the  battle 
of  tlie  Lech. 

TimabUSy  a  Greek  historian ;  bom 
in  Sicily  about  352  b.  c.  He  resided 
at  Athens,  w)iere  he  died  about  256. 
The  most  important  of  his  works  is  a 
History  of  Sicily  from  the  Earliest  Times 
to  264  B.  a 

TimantlieSy  a  Greek  painter  of 
distinction,  a  native  of  Sicyon,  was  a 
rival  of  Parrhasius,  and  lived  about 
400  B.  c.  The  masterpiece  of  Timan- 
thes  was  Iiis  celebrated  picture  of  the 
"Sacrifice  of  Iphigenia,"  in  which 
Agamemnon  was  painted  with  hb 
face  hidden  in  his  mantle. 

Tiinoleoiiy  a  Corinthian  states- 
man and  general;  born,  of  a  noble 
family,  about  400  B.  c.  He  was  an 
ardent  champion  of  liberty,  and 
formed  a  conspiracy  against  his 
brother  Timophanes,  who  had 
usurped  supreme  power,  and  who 
was  deposed  and  slain.  He  oom- 
mandea,  in  344  B.  c,  a  force  sent 
by  the  Corinthians  to  assist  the 
people  of  Syracuse  against  Diony- 
sius  and  other  tyrants.  In  thb  ex- 
pedition he  was  completely  suocess- 
ml,  expelling  Dionysius  and  restor- 
ing a  democratic  form  of  govern- 
ment. He  afterward  defeated  Has- 
drubal  and  Hamilcar,  who  had  in- 


vaded Sicily  with  a  great  force  of 
Carthaginians,  and  established  ^ace 
and  prosperity  throughout  Sicily. 
Dying  in  337  B.  c,  his  memory  was 
greatly  cherished  as  a  benefactor  by 
the  Sicilians. 

TimomacliiiSt  a  punter  of  great 
excellence ;  bom  in  Bvzantium ;  nour- 
ished about  300b.  c.  Two  of  his  works, 
"Medea  about  to  Destroy  her  Chil- 
dren "  and  "  Ajax  Brooding  over  his 
Misfortunes,"  were  greatly  admired, 
and  ^ere  bought  by  Julius  Cesar  for 
a  very  large  sum.  Some  writers  say 
that  Timomachus  was  a  contemporary 
of  Julius  Ceesar. 

TiiuotlieuSy  an  Athenian  gen- 
eral of  distinction,  who,  after  defeat- 
ing the  Spartans  in  376  B.  c,  in  the 
naval  battle  of  Leucas,  entered  the 
Persian  army  and  commanded  in 
Macedonia,  where  he  gained  numer- 
ous victories.     Died  354. 

Tindale,  William,  an  English 
Reformer  and  martyr ;  bom  in  1480 ; 
studied  at  Oxford  and  Cambridge, 
and,  having  embraced  the  doctrines 
of  Luther,  to  escape  persecution  went 
to  Germany,  and  subsequently  trans- 
lated at  Antwerp  the  New  Testament 
into  English.  The  first  edition,  which 
appeared  in  1525,  had  an  extensive 
sale  both  in  England  and  on  the  Con- 
tinent. He  was  subsequently  assisted 
by  Miles  Coverdale  in  the  translation 
of  the  Pentateuch.  Tindale,  at  the 
instigation  of  Henry  VIII.  of  Eng- 
land, was  tried  for  heresy,  and  was 
first  strangled  and  then  burned  at  the 
stake  in  1536. 

Tintoretto,  Giacomo,  one  of 
the  most  celebrated  of  Venetian 
painters;  bom  in  1512;  selected 
Michael  An^lo  as  his  model  in  de- 
sign, and  painted  with  great  skill  and 
rapidity.  Among  his  works  are  *'  The 
Miracle  of  the  Slave,"  "  Paradise," 
"The  Cmcifixion,"  and  "The  Mar- 
riage at  Cuia."    Died  1594. 

Tippoo  Sahib,  bora  in  1749, 
became  Sultan  of  Mysore  in  1782; 
and  carried  on  a  war  against  the 
British,  which  was  concluded  in  1784 
by  the  Treaty  of  Mangalore.     Six 
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jesLTs  later  he  renewed  the  war,  and 
in  1792  was  compelled  by  Lord  Com- 
wallia  to  pay  a  sum  exceeding  three 
million  pounds,  to  deliver  two  of  his 
sons  as  hostages,  and  to  surrender 
more  than  half  of  his  dominions. 
He  was  killed  in  1799  while  again 
fighting  the  English. 

TiticlibeiUy  Johann  Hein- 
riclif  the  name  of  two  distinguished 
German  painters,  uncle  and  nephew ; 
born  respectively  in  1722  and  1751. 
The  elder  died  in  1789;  the  younger 
in  1829. 

TisttaphcmeSy  a  Persian  gen- 
eral and  diplomatist,  an  enemy  of  Cv- 
rus  the  Younger;  in  412  b.  c  he  made 
a  treaty  with  the  Spartans  against 
the  Athenians,  and  led  one  of  the 
four  divisions  of  the  army  of  Art»- 
xerzes  at  the  battle  of  Cunaza,  in  401 
B.  c.  Subsequently  marrying  a  daugh- 
ter of  Artazerxcs,  he  was  nmde  Sa- 
trap of  a  portion  of  Asia  Minor,  was 
defeated  by  Agesilaus,  and  was  in 
894  executed  by  order  of  the  Per- 
sian King.- 

Tissoty  Pierre  Francis,  a 
French  journalist  and  politician ;  bom 
in  1768;  became  professor  of  LAtin 
poetry  in  the  CoU^  of  France  and 
a  member  of  the  French  Academy, 
and  was  appointed  imperial  censor 
by  Napoleon.    Died  1854. 

Titiauy  or  Tiziano  Vecellio, 
the  first  of  Venetian  painters;  bom 
in  1477;  studied  under  Zuocati  and 
Bellini,  and  in  1512  painted  for  tlie 
Venetian  government,  in  the  hall  of 
the  Grand  Council,  a  representation 
of  the  "  Homage  of  Frederick  Bar- 
barossa  to  tlie  Pope/'  He  was  aftei^ 
ward  patronized  by  Alphonao  I.  of 
Ferrara,  by  Pope  Paul  111.,  by  Charles 
v..  Emperor  of  Germany  (who  creat- 
ed Titian  Count-Palatine),  and  by 
Philip  II.  of  Spain.  Titian  is  re- 
garded by  many  as  the  greatest  uf  all 
portrait-painters.  He  died  in  1576. 
Among  his  other  worlcs  are  **  Bacchus 
and  Ariadne,''  ''Aiwumption  of  the 
Virgin,"  and  "The  Death  of  St 
Peter."

ited  the  United  8utm  in  1881, 
ibur  yeaxB  later  pvodaoed  the 
volume  of  his  work  On  J^ewtoerm 
America,  the  suooess  of  which 
simply  prodigious.  Althoogh 
aristocrat  in  sentiment,  he  ptedk 
the  supreme  suoceas  of  demoa 
throughout  the  world.  He  was 
lh38  elected  a  member  of  the  Ac 
emy  of  Moral  and  Political  Scien 
entered  the  Chamber  of  Deputies 
18^,  and  two  years  later  was  adn 
ted  to  the  French  Academj.  He  ^ 
for  a  short  time  Minister  of  Forei 
Ailairs  in  1849,  and  was  the  autJ 
of  other  works  besides  the  one  om 
tioned.

Todlebeiiy  Francis  lEa 
wardy  a  Russian  general  of  d 
tinction;  bom  in  Courland,  May 
1818;  studied  at  the  College  of  I 
gineen  at  St  Petersbuig;  served 
Uie  Crimean  war,  and  in  twel 
months  was  promoted  from  the  rai

TollenSy  Hendrlk  Cornelis- 
SOOlly  a  Dutch  poet  of  distinction: 
bom  in  Rotterdam  in  1780 ;  obtainea 
in  1806  a  prise  for  his  poem  On  the 
Death  ei  Etpwmt  and  Hoom,  He  also 
wrote  Patriotic  War  Smgs^The  OiU  to 
ArmSj  and  other  poems.    Died  1856. 

Tompkins,  Daniel  D.,  an 
American  statesman:  bom  in  1774; 
was  at  the  age  of  tnirty  elected  to 
Congress  from  the  city  of  New  York, 
and  in  1807  became  Governor,  in 
which  position  he  was  influential  in 
effecting  the  abolition  of  slavery  in 
the  State  of  New  York.  He  was 
ejected  Vice-President  of  the  United 
States  in  1816,  and  again  in  1820. 
Died  1825. 

Tooke,  John  Home,  an 
English  philologist;  bom  in  Lon- 
don in  1736 ;  graduated  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Camoridge.  He  nreferred 
to  become  a  lawyer,  but  to  please  his 
father  was  ordained  a  pnest.  He 
subsequently  became  an  active  poli- 
tician and  read  law,  but  was  refused 
admission  to  the  bar  for  the  reason 
Uiat  he  had  received  holy  orders. 
He  was  fined  two  hundred  pounds 
and  sentenced  to  one  year's  imprison- 
ment for  saying  that  certain  Amer- 
cans  had  been  ''murdered''  at  the 
battle  of  Lexington,  and  was  in 
1794  tried  for  high  treason,  but 
was,  after  he  had  made  a  powerfhl 
speech  in  his  own  defence,  acquitted. 
His  most  important  production  is  a 
work  on  language,  entitled  The  Di- 
versionn  of  PiirUy.  He  was  elected  to 
Parliament  in  1801,  and  died  in  1812. 


Toole»  John  Laorencey  a 

distinguished  comedian;  bom  in  Lon- 
don, March  12,1830;  appeared  with  suc- 
cess at  the  Haymarket  theatre  in  1852i, 
and  subsequently  became  the  leading 
comedian  at  the  Adelphi  theatre.  He 
visited  the  United  States  in  1874. 

Tordenskjoldy  Peter,  a 
famous  Danish  admiral  whose  true 
name  was  Wessel,  was  bom  in 
Norway  in  1691;  achieved  distinc- 
tion in  numerous  battles  against  the 
Swedes;  was  made  a  commodore  in 
1715,  and  the  following  year  gained 
a  freeX  victory  over  the  Swedish  ad- 
miral Wachtmeister,  for  which  he 
was  awarded  a  gold  medal  and  cre- 
ated a  noble,  with  the  name  of  Tor- 
denskjold  (^*  Shield  against  Thun- 
der"), by  the  King  of  Denmark. 
He  reduced  the  stronghold  of  Mar- 
strand  in  1717,  and  four  years  later 
was  killed  in  a  duel. 

ToreftO)  Oon  Jos^  Maria 
Queypo  de  Llano  Ruiz  de 
Saravia,  a  Spanish  historian ;  bom 
in.  1786;  actively  opposed  the  French 
in  1808;  entered  the  Ck)rtes  in  1810, 
and  subsequently  became  Minister  of 
Finance,  and  in  1835  chief  Minister 
of  Spain.  On  account  of  his  liberal 
views  he  was,  however,  soon  after 
compelled  to  resign.  Died  1843.  His 
most  important  work  is  a  History  of 
the  InmrrecUony  War^  and  Bewlution 
of  Spain, 

TorflinSt  Thormodr,  an  Ice> 
landic  historian  and  antiquary.  Bom 
in  1640;  died  1719. 

Torqiiemaday  de,  Tomas,  a 
Dominican  monk  ;  bom  in  1420;  was 
made  first  Inquisitor-General  in  1483, 
and  rendered  his  name  infamous  by 
the  great  atrocities  which  he  perpe- 
trate, having  in  sixteen  years,  it  is 
stated,  sentenced  ninety  thousand  per- 
sons to  imprisonment  for  life,  and 
eight  thouMUdd  to  die  flames.  Died 
1498. 

Torricelli)  Evanflrelista»  an 
Italian  natural  philoeo{mer ;  bom  in 
the  Boma|^a  in  1608 ;  wrote  a  treat- 
ise on  motion,  and  beoune  a  ftivorite 
at  Galileo^  with  whom  he  remained 
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imtil  the  death  of  that  great  astron- 
omer. He  waa  then  made  prnfeauor 
of  mathematics  at  Florence  by  the 
Grand  Ihike.  He  subsequently  dis- 
covered the  Torricellian  vacuum  and 
a  way  of  obtaining  the  area  of  a  cy- 
cloid, and  invented  the  barometer. 
Died  1647. 

Torriii^ianOy  PietrOy  an  Italian 
sailptor;  bom  in  Florence  in  1472. 
I^ing  a  fellow-student  with  Michael 
Angelo,  he  became  so  jealous  of  that 
ilhmtriouB  artist  that  he  made  a  cow- 
ardly assault  upon  him  and  disfigured 
him  for  life.  Torrigiano  afterward 
yisitcd  England,  was  patronized  by 
Henry  VII 1.,  and,  returning  to  Ital^, 
was  put  to  death  by  the  Inquisition  in 
1522  for  having  broken  a  statue  of 
the  Vir}i:in,  which  he  had  executed 
for  an  Italian  noble  who  would  not 
puv  the  amount  charged  for  it 

Torriugrton,  Arthur  Her- 
bcrty  Earl  of,  an  English  admiral, 
who,  refusing  to  support  the  policy  of 
James  II.,  WHS  dlsniit$8ed  from  office 
by  that  sovereign  in  1087,  and  was 
subsequently  given  the  command  of 
the  Dutcli  fleet  which  bore  the  Prince 
of  Orange  from  Holland  to  Torbay. 
He  was,  however,  a  very  incompe- 
tent oflicer,  was  defeated  in  1690  ofl' 
Beachy  I  lead  by  the  French,  and  was 
immediately  after  dismissed  from  the 
service. 

Torstenson,  Lonnart*  Count 
of  Ortala,  a  Swedish  general ;  bom  in 
1603;  served  under  Gustavus  Adol- 
phus,  and  during  the  Thirty  Years' 
war  became  commander-in-chief  in 
Germany,  gaineil  a  signal  victory 
over  the  imperial  armies  at  Schwcid- 
nitz  in  1642.  He  was  afterward  cre- 
ated a  Count,  and  died  in  1651. 

Tostif  a  brother  of  Harold,  the 
last  of  the  Saxon  Kings  of  England, 
invaded  that  country  in  1066  with  his 
ally  the  King  of  N()rway.  In  the  bat- 
tle which  ensue<l  they  were  defeated 
by  Harold,  and  Tosti  was  slain. 

T<»tila  became  King  of  the  Ostro- 
goths in  541,  invaded  Italy,  gained 
successes  over  Belisarius^  ana  took 
Rome  five  years  later,  but  was  de-  i 


feated  hv  Narses    In   65%  and 
killed  while  attempting  to  cKaj

brated  French  admiral;  bora  I 
defeated  the  English  under  Ton 
ton  in  1690,  but  the  British 
Dutch  fleets  gained  a  decisive 
torv  over  him  the  same  rear  at 
Ilqrae.    Died  1701. 

Toussaint  Li'OnTertti 
a  negro  general;  born  in  Hart 
174S^wa8  the  descendant  of  an  Jl 
can  Prince.  In  the  inBurreGtioi 
the  slaves  of  that  island  in  179J 
pursued  a  humane  course,  and  n 
all  of  his  master's  family.  He  at 
co-operated  with  the  Spanianla,  bii 
receiving  intelligence  of  the  decrei 
the  French  convention  of  Fcbniar 
1794,  by  which  the  abolition  of  nt 
slavery'  was  confirmed,  he  joined 
French,  and  was  raised  to  the  rank 
briga<licr-general.  He  evinced 
markable  abilities  as  a  com  man 
and  gained  a  number  of  signal  victoi 
over  the  Spanish  troops,  restored  or 
and  prtwperity,  and  was  by  all  par 
regarded  as  a  l>enefactor.  A  Fra 
army,  however,  was  rent  for  his  sul 
gation  to  Hayti  in  1 801 .  He  retiree 
the  mountains  and  made  a  determii 
resistance,  but  was  betrayed,  taken 
France,  and  confined  in  a  dungeon  i 
castle  near  Besanron,  where  he  die<]

To^vnshencly  Charles,  kco 
Viscount  Townshend,  a  British  stati 
man;  bom  in  1676;  succeeded  I 
father  to  the  peerage  in  1686;  I 
came  a  prominent  leader  of  t 
Whigs  I  married  a  sister  of  Sir  Kc 
ert  Walpole,  and  became  Prime  Mi 
ister  of  England  in  1714.   Died  17: 

Townslioiidy  Charles,  ; 
English  Whi^,  grandson  of  the  pi 
ceding;  bom  m  1725;  entereil  Pf 
liament  in  1747;  was  Secretarv  < 
War  in  1761,  and  as  Fixit  Loixi  < 
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Trade  and  Plantations  two  years  later 
supported  the  infamous  Stamp  Act 
for  the  American  colonies,  and  suhse- 
quently,  as  leader  of  the  House  of 
Commons,  carried  through  the  hill 
which  imposed  a  tax  on  all  tea  and 
various  other  articles  imported  by  the 
colonies.    Died  1767. 

Trajan  9  or  Marcus  Ulpius 
Ner\'a  Trajaniu»9  a  Roman  Em- 
peror ;  born  near  Seville,  in  Sj:>ain, 
in  52  A.  D. ;  served  in  Asia  Minor ; 
became  Consul  in  91 ;  commanded  the 
legions  on  the  Lower  Rhine,  and  ac- 
quired  the  confidence  of  Nerva,  by 
whom  he  was  adopted  and  designated 
as  his  succet»or.  Tnyan  was  raised 
to  the  purple  in  98  a.  d.,  conquered 
Dacia,  was  victorious  over  the  Par- 
thians  in  numerous  battles,  and  cap- 
tured Ctesiphon,  their  capital.  He 
died  while  returning  home  in  117 
A.  D.  The  Column  of  Tri\jan,  in 
Rome,  was  erected  to  commemorate 
the  subjugation  of  Dacia. 

Tnyan  is  regarded  as  one  of  the 
wisest,  greatest,  and  most  liberal  of 
Roman  Emperors.  He  carried  on, 
however,  a  most  bitter  persecution 
against  the  Christians,  and  in  person 
sentenced  St.  Ignatius  to  death. 

Traun,  vou.  Otto  Fercli- 
nandy  Count,  an  Austrian  Field- 
Marshal  ;  bom  in  1677 ;  served  against 
Frederick  the  Great,  and  in  1745 drove 
the  Prussians  out  of  Bohemia.  He  was 
compared  by  Frederick  to  the  great 
Roman  commander  Sertorius.  Died 
1748. 

Trencliy  Richard  Clienevix^ 
Archbishop  of  Dublin,  a  distinguish- 
ed philologist  and  nephew  of  the  first 
Lord  Ashtown,  was  bom  September 
9,  1807 ;  graduated  at  Cambridge,  and 
was  ordained  a  priest  in  the  Church 
of  England ;  was  professor  of  theol- 
ogy in  1847,  Dean  of  Westminster  in 
1856,  and  was  raised  to  the  Archiepis- 
copal  See  of  Dublin  in  1864.  Among 
his  works  are  Notes  on  the  Miracles^ 
Sacred  Latin  Poetry y  An  Essay  on  the 
Life  and  Genius  of  Uaideron,  TJie  Study 
oj  Words^  and  Lectures  on  JUediaeval 
Church  History. 


Trenck,   von   der,  Franz, 

Babon,  a  general  distinguished  for 
ferocity  and  courage,  was  the  son  of  a 
Prussian  officer,  and  was  bom  in  Ca- 
labria in  1714.  He  first  entered  the 
Russian  service,  and  afterward  that 
of  the  Empress  Maria  Theresa.  Hav- 
ing been  made  prisoner  by  the  Prus- 
sians, he  died  at  Spielberg,  in  Mo- 
ravia, in  1749. 

Trenck,  von  der,  Fried- 
richy  Baron,  a  Prussian  officer; 
bom  at  Konigsberg  in  1726 ;  was,  un- 
til he  evinced  an  ardent  attachment 
for  the  King's  sister,  the  Princess 
Amelia,  a  favorite  with  Frederick 
the  Great  He  was  then  imprisoned, 
but,  effecting  his  escape,  went  to  Rus- 
sia, where  he  was  cordially  received 
by  the  Empress,  in  1747.  Seven  years 
later,  while  visiting  his  family,  he  was 
rearrested  by  directicm  of  the  King  of 
Prussia,  thrown  into  a  dungeon,  and, 
making  determined  efforts  to  escape, 
was  loaded  with  irons.  He  was  lib- 
erated in  1763,  and  soon  after  pub- 
lished his  MenwirXf  which  had  a  very 
extensive  circulation,  and  which  was 
translated  into  the  principal  languages 
of  Europe.  He  subsequently  went  to 
Paris,  became  a  Jacobin,  and  was 
guillotined  by  order  of  Robespierre 
in  1794. 

Trentowski,  Ferdinand  B., 
a  Polish  philosopher ,  bom  in  1808. 
Having  been  exiled,  he  settled  in  Ger- 
many, where  he  wrote  a  large  number 
of  works.     Died  June  16,  1869. 

Trevelyan,  Georgre  Otto^  aa 
English  author  and  statesman,  a 
nephew  of  Lord  Macaulay,  and  son 
of  Sir  Charles  Edward  Trevelyan, 
Bart.,  was  bom  July  20,  1828.  He 
studied  at  Cambridge,  where  he 
graduated  with  unusual  honors,  and 
entered  Parliament  as  a  Liberal  in 
1865.^  Three  years  later  he  became 
a  civil  Lord  of  the  Admiralty  under 
Mr.  Gladstone,  and  at  the  present 
time  (1882)  holds  a  position  under 
the  same  Premier  as  Secretary  for 
Ireland.  He  has  publish wl  The  Life 
and  Letters  of  Lord  Macaulay  and 
other  works. 
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Trew,  Christoph  Jakob»  a 

German  botanist  and  anatomusL  Bom 
at  Nureml)erg  in  1695;  died  1769. 

TribolOy  di,  Niccold,  a  Flor- 
entine Bt'ulptor;  bom  in  1500;  stud- 
ied under  Sansovino.  and  was  patron- 
ised by  Cosinio  de*  Medici  and  Pope 
Clement  Vll..  who  employed  bim  as 
an  afisistant  of  Michael  Angelo.  Died 
1550. 

Triboiiiaiiy  a  Roman  jurist,  and 
one  of  the  nine  commiisioners  who 
prepared  the  Codes  of  Justinian,  was 
a  great  favorite  of  that  Emperor,  by 
whom  he  was  made  qiuestor,  pnetorian 
prefect,  and  consul.  Bom  in  Pam- 
phvlia  in  475  A.  D. :  died  545. 

iMvulziOy  Gian  Giacomoy 
an  Italian  general;  bom  in  1441: 
served  under  the  King  of  Naples,  ana 
subsequently  under  Charles  VIII.  and 
Louis  XII.  of  France.  He  was  cre- 
ated a  Marshal  of  France  in  1499, 
and  was  sumamed  the  Great.  Dur- 
ing the  Biime  and  the  following  year 
he  gained  two  imnortant  victories  over 
the  Milanese  luiucr  Ludovico  Sforza, 
but  was  himself  defeated  by  Maximil- 
ian Sforzu  at  Novaru  in  1514.  He  ren- 
dered in  1515,  at  the  battle  of  Mari- 
gnano,  great  services  to  the  French, 
who  were  victorious.    Died  1518. 

Trocliu,  Louis  Jules,  a 
French  general;  bom  March  J2, 
1815;  studied  at  the  Military  Acad- 
emv  of  St.  Cvr ,  became  an  onicer  of 
artillery;  gained  distinction  in  the 
Oimean  war:  was  made  a  general  of 
diviHion ;  held  an  important  command 
in  1859,  during  the  Italian  campaign^ 
and  was  decorated  with  the  graud 
cross  of  the  Legion  of  Honor.  Dur- 
ing the  Franco-Prussian  war,  and 
after  the  battle  of  Sedan,  he  was 
was  made  Governor  of  Paris  and 
commander-in-chief  of  the  army  des- 
tined for  the  defence  of  that  capital, 
which  position  he  held  when  Paris 
surrendered  to  the  Prussians. 

TrollopCy  Anthoiiyy  a  volumi- 
nous English  novelist ;  l>om  April  24, 
1815.

York,  and  in  1666,  with  De  Ruytc 
as  his  colleague,  after  a  four  dayi 
battle,  gained  a  decisive  victory  ove 
the  English.  He  afterward  fough 
for  the  King  of  Denmark  against  th 
Swedes,  was  created  a  (!ount,  and  sue 
ceeded  De  Ruyter  as  lieu  tenant-ad 
miral-general  of  the  United  Prov 
inces.    Died  1G91. 

TroplioniiiS)  a  distineoisho 
architect,  said  to  be  a  son  of  Kin] 
Erginus  of  Orchomenos,  const ractei 
the  temple  of  Apollo  at  Delphi. 

Troyou,  van,  Rombout,  i 
Flemish  painter.  Bom  1600;  die< 
1650. 

Troyon,  Constant,  a  Frend 
painter  of  animals  and  landscapei 
Born  1813;  died  1865. 

Triiuibiillt  John*  an  Amer 
ican  poet  and  satirist ;  bom  at  Water 
bury,  Connecticut,  April   24,   1750 
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graduated  at  Yale  College;  was  ad- 
mitt^  to  the  bar,  and  beoime  a  judge 
of  the  Supreme  Court    Died  1831. 

TruinbuU,  John*  an  Amer- 
ican painter  of  eminence;  bom  in  Con- 
necticut in  1756;  became  an  aide-de- 
camp to  Washington,  and  subsequent- 
}y  went  to  London,  where  he  studied 
art  under  Benjamin  West.  Among 
his  productions  are  "  Battle  of  Bun- 
ker Hill,"  "  Death  of  Montgomery," 
"  The  Surrender  of  Comwallis,"  *'  Dec- 
laration of  Independence,"  and  **  Sur- 
render of  Buigoyne."  Several  of  his 
finest  paintings  are  at  Washington,  in 
the  Rotunda  of  the  Capitol.  He  gave 
a  large  number  of  his  works  to  Yale 
College.    Died  1843. 

Trumbull,  Jonathan*  an 
American  patriot;  born  in  1710,  in  ; 
Connecticut,  of  which  State  he  was  ' 
Governor  from  1769  until  1784.   Died 
1785. 

Trumbull)  Jonathauy  an 
American  Senator,  son  of  the  preced- 
ing; born  in  Connecticut  in  1740;  was 
secretary  and  first  aide-de-camp  to 
Gen.  Washington;  entered  Congress 
in  1789 ;  became  Speaker  of  the  House 
of  Representatives  in  1791,  and  a  Sen- 
ator of  the  United  States  in  1795.  He 
was  from  1798  until  his  death,  which 
occurred  in  1809,  Governor  of  his 
native  State. 

Truxton,  Thomas,  a  captain 
of  the  United  States  navy;  bom  on 
Long  Island  in  1755;  commanded  a 
privateer  during  the  Revolutionary 
war,  and  captured  numerous  prizes: 
was  made  a  captain  in  the  navy,  and 
in  1795  was  given  the  command  of 
the  friffate  Constellation.  Four  years 
later  ne  successively  captured  two 
French  frigates  of  greatly  superior 
size  to  his  own,  and  was  awarded  a 
gold  medal  by  Congress.    Died  1822. 

Tschudiy  i1S|;idiu»»  an  early 
Swiss  historian,  the  author  of  a  stand- 
ard work  entitled  Chronicle  of  Switter- 
landfrom  1000 A,  I),  to  1470,  was  bom 
at  Glarus  in  1505.    Died  1572. 

Tucker,  Abrahain,  a  meta- 
physician ;  bora  in  London  in  1705, 
and  graduated  at  Oxford.   Died  1774. 


His  principal  work  is  The  Light  cf 
Ntttwe  Pursued. 

Tudor^  Owen^  a  Welshman 
who  in  the  wars  of  the  Roses  es- 
poused the  Lancastrian  cause.  He 
married  Catherine  of  France,  the 
widow  of  Henry  V.  of  England,  and 
was  the  grandtather  of  Henry  VII. 
of  England,  the  founder  of  the  house 
of  Tudor.     Died  1461. 

Tulln»  Hostilins  succeeded 
Numa  Pompilius  as  King  of  Rome 
in  673  B.c.«  He  was  an  able  and  war- 
like sovereign,  and  is  said  to  have  been 
killed  by  lightning  in  640  B.  c. 

Tully.    See  Cicero. 

Tupper,  Martin  Farquhar, 
an  English  poet  and  author ;  bora  in 
London  in  1810;  was  educated  at  Ox- 
ford, where  he  received  the  degrees 
of  M.  A.  and  D.  C.  L.,  and  was 
called  to  the  bar,  but  never  prac- 
tised. Among  his  works  are  Pro- 
verbial Philosophy  t  King  Alfred^ » 
Poems  in  English  Metre,  Lgrics, 
Stephen  Langton;  or.  The  Days  of 
King  John,  and  Rides  and  Beveries 
of  Mr,  jExop  Smith. 

Turberville,  George,  an  Eng- 
lish poet.  Bora  in  1530;  died  1600. 
He  went  as  secretarv  to  Sir  Thomas 
Randolph,  Ambassador  at  the  court 
of  Russia,  of  which  country  he  wrote 
a  description  in  three  poetical  epis- 
tles, which  are  inserted  in  Hakluyt's 
Voyages. 

Turchi,  Alessapdro,  an  Ital- 
ian painter.  Born  at  Verona  in  1582 ;

Turenne,  de,  Henri  de  la 
Tour  d'Auverarne,  Vicomte, 
a  celebrated  FrencS  general;  born 
at  Sedan,  September  11, 1611 ;  was  a 
son  of  the  Dae  de  Bouillon  and  of 
Elizabeth,  daughter  of  William  the 
Silent,  Prince  of  Orange.  He  was 
educated  by  his  father,  who  was  a 
skilful  general  and  a  leader  of  the 
French  Protestants,  in  the  Calvinistic 
faith.  Turenne  afterward  served  un- 
der his  uncle,  Maurice  of  Nassau, 
against  the  Spaniards,  and,  returaine 
•to  Paris  in  1630,  was  made  the  colonel 
of  a  regiment.     He  was  i^pointed 
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Marik^hal-de-Camp  in  1635,  fought 
agiiinnt  the  C4erman8,  captured  Lan- 
drecies  in  1637,  gained  several  vic- 
tories in  Flanders,  and  contributed 
freatly  to  the  capture  of  Turin,  in 
taly,'in  1640.  Kaised  to  the  rank 
of  Marshal  in  1643,  he  was  sent  to 
(jennany,  where,  as  next  in  command 
to  the  f^riiice  of  Cond^  he  pursued 
a  victoriourt  career.  The  Prince  of 
Cond^  having  been  arrested  and  con- 
fined hv  Carainal  Maisarin  in  1650, 
Turcnnc  raised  a  force  to  effect  his 
liberation,  but  was  defeated  by  the 
royal  troops,  and  (?ond^  was  immedi- 
ately after  released.  Turenne  was 
in  1652  made  commander-in-chief  of 
the  royal  armv.  He  defeated  the 
Prince  of  Con()^  and  his  allies  the 
Spaniards  in  three  successive  battles, 
at  Paris,  at  Arras,  and  at  Dunkirk, 
and  contributed  to  the  peace  which 
was  concluded  in  1659.  Ho  alter- 
wanl  acquired  great  influence  in 
P'rcuch  affairs  of  state,  became  a 
lioman  Catholic  in  1068,  overran  a 
large  portion  of  Holland  in  1672, 
defeated  an  imperial  army  near  the 
Khine  in  1674,  and  was  killed  at 
Salzbach  in  1675. 

Turg^oncv,  Ivan  Sorgrye- 
evicli,  a  celebrated  Kussian  novel- 
ist; bom  at  Orel,  November  9,  1818; 
studied  at  8t.  Petersburg  and  at  the 
University  of  Berlin,  and  was  soon 
aflerwanl  sent  into  banishment  for 
publishing  an  article  which  he  had 
written  on  Nicholas  Gogol.  He  was 
three  years  later,  through  the  inter- 
vention of  the  Czarewitch  (afterward 
Alexander  II.),  permitted  to  return 
from  exile.  He  is  the  author  of  sev- 
eral national  poems  and  of  numerous 
novels  which  have  been  translated 
into  many  languages. 

Tiirjjot,  Anno  Robert 
Jacques,  Baron  de  I/Aulnc,  a 
French  financier  and  statesman;  born 
in  Paris  in  1727 ;  was,  after  holding 
various  other  offices  and  effecting 
many  important  reforms,  made,  in 
1774,  Controller-General  of  Finance. 
He  introduced  yet  greater  refornis 
and  abolished  many  feudal  privileges 


that  were  very  oppreanTe  to  the  | 
l)le,  and  thereby  caused  a  comb 
tion  to  be  made  a^iimt  him  by 
nobles  and  courtiers,  who  eflected 
removal  from  power  in  1776.  £ 
1781. 

Turner,  «Josepli  Hallo 
'Willianiy  a  landscB^e-niinter 
ffreat  distinctloD  ;  bom  in  Londoc 
1776;  wos  the  son  of  a  barber;  ^ 
admitted  as  a  student  to  the  Bo 
Academy  in  1789,  and  was  electet 
member  of  tliat  institution  in  IS 
Died  1851.  Amonjs^  his  producti< 
are  "The  Battle  of  the  ^'i]e,"  "Chi 
Harold's  Pilgrimage,"  **The  Sim  I 
ing  through  Vapor,"  and  "  The  F 
of  Bchafinaosen." 

Turner,  Sharon,  an  Engli 
historian.  Bom  in  London  in  l^ ti 
died  1847. 

Turpin  de  Cri88^,  lianc 
loty  CoMTE^  a  French  military  w 
ter;  bom  about  1715;  became  a  lie 
tenant-general  in  1780,  and  died 
1795. 

Tiirr,  Stoplien,  a  Ilungari: 
patriot  and  general;  born  in  182 
served  as  a  lieutenant  in  the  Austrii 
army  in  Italy,  and,  instigated  by  1: 
love  of  liberty  and  his  hatred  of  tl 
house  of  Hapsburg,  joined  the  Sa 
dinians  in  1849  and  was  apivtinti 
colonel  of  the  Hungarian  legion.  Dii 
ing  the  Crimean  war  he  fought  in  tl 
Turkish  army  against  Russia,  and  e 
ten%-ard  entered  the  British  servi 
in  the  East.  While  performing  h 
duties  he  was,  in  1855,  ar^e^te<^•  I 
the  Austrians,  tried,  and  condomm 
to  death  as  a  deserter.  These  illeg 
proceedings  being  protested  again 
by  the  French  and  Knglissh  gover 
ments,  his  sentence  was  commuted 
that  of  banishment.  He  render* 
great  and  brilliant  services  to  tl 
Italian  cause  in  the  war  of  JA)ier 
tion,  was  made  a  general  of  divisir 
bv  Victor  Emmanuel  in  1801,  and  w: 
given  command  of  the  city  and  pro' 
ini^  of  Naples.  During  the  san 
vear  he  married  the  Princess  Ad' 
line  Wyse  Bonaparte,  a  cousin  c 
Napoleon  HI. 
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Tye,  Christopher,  a  celebrated 
English  musician ;  flourished  during 
the  reigns  of  Henry  VIII.  and  Queen 
Elizabeth,  both  of  whom  were  his 
patrons. 

Tyler,  John,  tenth  President 
of  the  United  States,  and  son  of 
John  Tyler,  Governor  of  Virginia, 
was  born  in  that  Stale  in  1790 ;  was 
elected  to  Congress  in  1816,  Governor 
of  Virginia  in  1825,  and  a  Senator  of 
the  United  States  in  1827.  He  op- 
posed the  administration  of  Jackson, 
sympathized  with  the  nullifiers  of 
Soum  Carolina,  was  re-elected  to  the 
Senate  in  1833,  and  became  a  sup- 
porter of  Henry  Clay.  He  was  in 
1840  nominated  by  the  Whigs  on  the 
ticket  with  Gen.  Harrison  for  the 
office  of  Vice-President  of  the  Uni- 
ted States,  and  was  duly  elected  in 
the  following  November.  Upon  the 
death  of  President  Harrison  he  be- 
came President  of  the  United  States, 
and  immediately  began  to  show  a 
preference  for  his  former  friends  in 
the  Democratic  party.  This  excited 
the  hostility  of  the  Whigs,  and  all 
the  members  of  his  Cabinet  (except 
Daniel  Webster,  who  for  reasons  of 
state  remained  in  office  a  few  months 
longer)  resigned.  He  made  great  but 
unsuccessfiil  efforts  to  be  renominated 
in  1844.  Texas  was  annexed  before 
«the  close  of  his  administration,  in 
1845.  In  1861  he  became  a  member 
of  the  Confederate  Congress,  and  died 
theyear  following. 

l^ndall,  John,  LL.D.,  F.  R.  S., 
D.  C.  L.,  a  scientist ;  bom  near  Car- 
low,  in  Ireland,  in  1820.  He  was  for 
some  years  a  civil  engineer,  and,  af- 


terward tnming  his  attention  to  chem- 
istry, he  went  to  Germany  in  1848 
anci  studied  that  science  under  Bun- 
sen  at  the  University  of  Marburg, 
and  afterward  at  Berlin.  He  was 
elected  a  Fellow  of  the  Boyal  Society, 
and  was  in  1853  chosen  professor  of 
natural  philosophy  in  the  Boyal  In- 
stitution of  Great  Britain.  For  his 
contributions  to  science  he  has  receiv- 
ed the  Rumford  medal  of  the  Royal 
Society,  the  degree  of  LL.D.  from  the 
universities  of  Cambridge  and  Edin- 
burgh, and  that  of  D.  C.  L.  from  that 
of  Oxford.  He  is  the  author  of  nu- 
merous scientific  works. 

Tyrconnel, Richard  Tal- 
bot, £abl  of,  a  notorious  adherent 
of  King  James  II.,  was  bom,  of  Nor- 
man extraction,  in  Ireland,  and  was 
in  his  youth,  according  to  Lord  Ma- 
caulay,  one  of  the  most  famous  sharp- 
ers and  bullies  in  London.  He  became 
Lord  Deputy  of  Ireland,  resolved  to 
exterminate  all  the  Protestants  in  that 
country,  and,  commanding  at  the  bat- 
tle of  the  Bovne,  in  1690,  was  routed 
by  William  III.    Died  1691. 

Tyrtseiis,  a  Greek  elegiac  poet 
of  distinction ;  flourished  at  Miletus 
about  685  B.  c. 

Tytler,  Alexander  Fraser, 
Lord  Woodhouselee,  a  writer  and 
lawyer ;  bom  in  Edinburgh  in  1747 ; 
became  one  of  the  Lords  of  Justiciary, 
and  was  the  author  of  numerous  works 
on  law.    Died  1813. 

Tytler,  Patrick  Fraser,  a 
Scotch  historical  writer,  son  of  the 
preceding.  Bom  at  Edinburgh  in 
1791 ;  died  1849.  His  chief  work  is 
a  Hiitory  of  Scotland, 
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Ubertiy  degrliy  Farlnata,  a 

Giiibeline  leader  of  Florence,  was  ex- 
pelled from  that  citj  in  1250,  but^  hav- 
ing ten  years  later  gained  a  victory 
over  his  opponents,  re-entered  Flor- 
ence and  acquired  supreme  power. 
The  Guelphs  again  became  masters 
of  Florence,  and  Uberti,  with  the 
other  Ghibelinea,  was  driven  into 
exile.  Uberti  lived  to  an  advanced 
age,  but  never  again  set  foot  within 
the  walls  of  his  native  city. 
UccellOy  Paolo,  a  Florentine 

Sinter.  Bom  in  1390;  died  1472. 
e  was  one  of  the  first  artists  who 
applied  themselves  to  the  study  of 
perbpective,  and  distinguished  him- 
self as  a  painter  of  animals.  He  par- 
ticularly exirclled  in  his  paintings  of 
birds,  of  which  he  had  formed  a 
large  collection  of  the  most  curious, 
whence  he  acquired  the  appellation 
of  "  Uccello." 

Udaly  Nicholas,  an  English 
dramatist;  bom  in  1506;  studied  at 
Oxford,  and  became  successively  mas- 
ter of  Eton  and  Westminster  schools. 
Died  1564.  He  is  supposed  to  be  the 
first  writer  of  regular  English  come- 
dies divided  into  acts  and  scenes.  The 
onl^  one  of  his  plays  extant  is  Ralph 
Bointtr  Doisitr, 

Uhlandy  Johann  Jjiidwljgry 

a  German  lyric  poet ;  born  at  Tubin- 
gen, April  26,  1787;  read  law,  and 
received  the  degree  of  LL.D.  in  1810. 
He  was  appointed  in  1830  professor 
extraordinarv  of  the  German  lan- 
guage and  literature  in  his  native 
city.  His  patriotic  songs,  published 
in  1815,  attained  an  extensive  popu- 
laritv.     Died  November  13,  1862. 

Ulloa,  de,  Don  Aiitonio*  a 
Spanish  mathematician  and  naval 
officer;  born  at  Seville,  January  12, 
1716.  He  accompanied  a  party  of 
French  scientists  to  South  America 
in  1735  to  measure  a  degree  of  the 


meridian  at  the  equator,  and  what 
returning  to  Spfin.  in  1744,  was  cul- 
tured by  the  JSngliab^who  detained 
him  for  two  yean.    Upon  reaching 
his  home  he  was  made  a  oommander 
of  the  order  of  Santiago.     He  pub- 
lished several  scientific  works^  among 
which  was  an  HiMcrictd  AectnaU  tfikA 
Voyage  to  Sonth  America,  He  was  one 
of  the  foonden  of  the  obaervatoiy  at 
Cadis,  was  appointed  Governor  of 
Louisiana   after   that  proTinca  had 
been    ceded   to   Spain,    and    sobie- 
quently,    upon    his    return    to   that 
country,  was  made  Minister  of  Ma- 
rine.   He  contributed  laigely  to  tha 
promotion  of  learning,  arta^  and  do- 
mestic  manufactures  in   his   native 
land.    Died  July  3, 1795. 

UlphilaSy  the  apoetle  of  the 
Goths,  was  bom  in  313.^  His  family, 
originally  of  Cappadocia,  had  been 
carried  off  captives  by  the  Goths  in 
one  of  their  predatory  incursions, 
but  continued  to  profess  Christianity 
among  their  barbarous  captors.  He 
was  nrst  a  teacher  among  the  \ktA 
Goths,  and  in  343  was  ordained  a 
Bishop.  He  labored  with  so  much 
seal  as  to  provoke  Athanarich,  their 
heathen  ruler,  to  have  recourse  to 
persecution  in  order  to  arrest  the 
progress  of  conversion.  Ulphilas  at 
last  applied  to  the  Emperor  Con- 
stantius  for  leave  to  form  a  settle- 
ment within  the  bounds  of  th^em- 
pire,  and  on  receiving  permission 
crossed  the  Danube  with  a  large  body 
of  Christian  Goths  and  settled  in 
Moesia.  With  the  object  of  conver- 
sion in  view,  Ulphilas  invented  the 
Gothic  characters  and  translated  the 
Bible  into  that  language.  He  had 
always  been  attached  to  the  Arian 
confession.  He  died  at  Constantino- 
ple in  383,  and  was  buried  there  with 
great  honor. 

Ulpian,  or  Domitius  Ulpl« 
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anilSy  a  Roman  jurist,  was  born,  of 
a  Tyrian  fiEimilj,  in  the  latter  part 
of  the  second  century,  and  flourished 
under  the  Emperors  Caracalla,  Ela- 
gabalus,  and  Alexander  Severus,  with 
the  last  of  whom  he  had  great  influ- 
ence. Having  been  appointed  pree- 
fectus  prsetorio,  he  was  in  228  slain  by 
the  mutinous  soldiery,  who  dreaded 
the  strictness  of  his  discipline.  With 
Tribonian  and  hb  coadjutors,  by 
whom  the  Digest  of  Justinian  was 
prepared,  the  authority  of  Ulpian 
was  held  in  such  esteem  that  the 
extracts  from  his  works  amount  to 
about  one-third  of  the   entire   Di- 


Unger,  Johann  Fiiediich, 

a  German  printer,  wood-enffraver, 
and  the  inventor  of  the  types  Known 
as  the  '*  UiM^ian  types,''  was  the  son 
of  Johann  Georg  Unger,  and  was  bom 
at  Berlin  in  1750.    Died  1813. 

Urban  I.  (Pope)  succeeded 
Calixtus  I.  in  223.  He  was  a  Bo- 
man,  and  is  said  to  have  been  be- 
headed in  230,  during  the  reign  of 
Alexander  Severus.  The  Romish 
Church  has  placed  him  in  the  num- 
ber of  its  martyrs. 

Urban  II.  (Othon  ds  Laohy) 
was  bom  at  Ch&tillon-sur-Marae^ 
France,  about  1042.  He  became  suo- 
oessively  a  Benedictine  monk,  Prior 
of  Cluny,  Cardinal,  and  Bishop  of 
Ostia.  He  was  elected  Pope  in  1088, 
at  a  Council  held  at  Terracina,  dur- 
ing the  pontificate  of  the  Anti-Pope 
.Guibert,  styled  Clement  III.  In  1095 
a  great  council  was  held  at  Piaoenza, 
in  which  the  Anti-Pope  and  his  ad- 
herents were  excommunicated.  In 
the  same  council  the  crusade  was 
proclaimed;  and  in  the  autumn  of 
the  same  year,  in  the  famous  coun- 
cil held  at  Clermont,  France,  Urban 
made  the  well-known  appeal  on  the 
same  subject  which  called  forth  that 
enthusiasm  which  led  to  the  long 
series  of  eflbrts  to  recover  the  Holy 
Land  which  forms  so  striking  a  cha^ 
racteristic  of  the  Middle  Ages.  In 
1098.  Urban  held  a  council  at  Bari, 
in  which  many  Greek  Bishops  were 


present,  and  in  which  the  addition  of 
the  words  filioque  to  the  Creed  was 
discussed.  Urban  died  in  1099,  after 
'  a  busy  and  able  pontificate  of  eleven 
years. 

Urban  III.  (  Uberto  Criyelli) 
was  elected  to  the  pontificate  in  1184, 
and  succeeded  Lucius  III.  He  died, 
it  is  said,  of  grief  at  hearing  of  the 
capture  of  Jemsalem  by  Salah-ed- 
Deen,  in  October,  1187,  and  was  suc- 
ceeded by  Gregory  YIII. 

Urban  IV.  (Giacomo  Panta- 
ii£ON£)  was  elected  Pope  in  1261,  to 
succeed  Alexander  IV.  He  made  war 
on  Manfred  of  Sicily,  and  bestowed 
the  kingdom  of  Sicily  and  Apulia 
upon  Charles  of  Anjou:  which  act 
lead  to  almost  interminable  oontosti. 
Died  1264. 

Urban  V.  (Guillaume  ds 
Gbimoabd)  succeeded  Innocent  VI. 
in  1362.  In  1367  he  removed  the 
papal  court  to  Borne  from  Avignon, 
where  the  Popes  had  resided  since 
1304.  He  found  Rome  a  prey  to  in- 
testine divisions  of  the  worst  charac- 
ter, and  endeavored,  but  with  little 
success,  to  repress  these  disorders.  In 
1370  he  resolved  to  again  withdraw 
the  papal  residence  from  Rome.  He 
set  out  in  September  of  that  year,  but 
outlived  his  return  to  Avignon  only  a 
few  weeks,  dying  in  the  following 
December.  fjrlMUi  left  the  reputa- 
tion of  great  personid  piet^»  disinter- 
estedness, and  zeal  for  the  mtereetsof 
religion  and  morality. 

Urban  YI.  (Babtolommbo 
Pbiqkano,  Archbishop  of  Bari).  a 
Neapolitan,  succeeded  Gregory  aL 
in  April,  1378.  He  was  elected  by 
the  Italian  p^rtv  in  the  conclave ;  but 
in  the  montn  of  September  following 
the  Ultramontane,  or  French,  party 
elected,  as  Pope,  Robert,  Cardinal  of 
Geneva,  who  assumed  the  name  of 
Clement  VII. ;  but  he  is  placed  in  the 
list  of  Anti-Popes.  Urban  died  in 
October,  1389,  alter  an  unquiet  pon- 
tificate of  over  eleven  years. 

Urban  YII.  (Giovanni  Ba« 
TI8TA  Cast  AON  a)  was  elected  Pope 
in  September,  1590,  on  the  deatli  of 
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SixtuB  V.  He  died  on  the  twelfth 
duv  of  hb  pontificate. 

tJrban  YIII.  (Maffeo  Bar- 
BKRiNi),  8UCce8Bor  to  Gregory  XV^ 
was  bom  at  Florence  in  1568,  ana 
after  a  long  series  of  brilliant  servioes 
in  various  poiutions  was  elected  Pope 
in  Septeniber,  1623.  The  famous  con- 
troveroietf  in  the  Church  of  Rome  re- 
specting the  doctrines  of  Jansenius, 
Bishop  of  Ypres,  b^an  in  this  pon- 
tificate, whicn  was  also  signalized  by 
the  acquisition  by  the  Iloly  See  of  the 
duchy  of  Urbino  in  1626.  Urban  was 
the  founder  of  the  celebrated  College 
of  the  Propaganda,  and  to  him  Rome 
is  indebted  for  many  public  works^  in- 
cluding large  and  important  additions 
to  the  Vatican  Library.  His  admin- 
istration was  vigorous  and  enlighten- 
ed. ^  Died  in  1644. 

\Jre,  AndreWy  a  chemist  and 

J)hyBician ;  bom  at  Glasgow,  Scot- 
and,  in  1778 ;  graduated  as  a  phy- 
sician in  the  university  of  his  native 
city,  and  was  afterward  appointed 
professor  of  chemistry  and  natural 
philosophy  in  the  Andersonian  In- 
stitution, in  the  same  city.  He  pro- 
duced numerous  valuable  w.orks  upon 
chemistry  and  natural  philosopliy, 
the  most  important  of  which  is  i>te- 
lionary  of  Arts  and  Jdanv/aetures. 
Died  1857. 

Urf^f  d%  Honor^y  celebrated 
as  a  writer  of  romances,  was  born  at 
Marseilles  in  1567.  He  is  chiefly  re- 
meml)cred  us  the  author  of  AslrSe,  of 
which  the  first  volume  was  printea  in 
1610,  the  second  ten  years  later,  two 
more  at  subsequent  periods,  and  a 
fifth  some   time   aAer  the  author's 


death,  from  memoin  pmen 
his  secretary.

He  explored  Southern  Africa 
between  1780  and  1784,  and  returned 
to  France  (where  lie  had  previously 
passed  several  years)  with  a  large  col- 
lection of  birdB.  He  publiHhe<l  an  ac- 
count of  his  travels  and  a  very  V(ilu- 
able  Natural  HUtnry  of  the  Birds  of 
Africa,     Died  1824. 

Yalens,  Flavius,  Emperor  of 
the  East,  was  the  brother  of  Valen- 
tinian  I.,  and  was  bom  about  328  a.  d. 
He  began  to  rei^  in  364,  and  as  an 
Arian  persecuted  tlie  orthodox  Chris- 
tians. He  in  306  suppressed  an  in- 
surrection under  Procopius  and  de- 
fetited  the  Goths  in  369,  but  was  de- 
feated and  slain  by  them  in  a  great 
battle  near  Adrianople  in  378  A.  d. 

Valentin,  Moi'se,  a  French 
painter;  bom  in  1600  at  Coulomiers 
en  Brie,  in  Champagne.  He  went 
early  to  Rome,  where  he  copied  the 
manner  of  Caravaggio,  and  became 
one  of  the  most  successful  of  the 
many  imitators  of  that  painter.  He 
died  at  Rome  in  1632. 

Valentinian  I.  (Flavius  Val- 
ENTiNiANUs),  son  of  Gratianus,  was 
bom  321  A.  D.  at  Cibalis,  in  Panno- 
nia.  He  held  important  military  com- ' 
mands  under  Julian  and  Jovian ;  and 
on  the  death  of  the  latter,  in  364, 
Valentinian  was  elected  Emperor  by 
the  troops  at  Nictea.  A  few  weelcs 
later  he  made  his  brother  Valens 
Emperor  of  the  East,  while  he  him- 
self undertook  the  government  of  the 
West.  A  great  part  of  his  reign  was 
occupied  in  wars  against  the  Alle- 
manni  and  other  barbarians  on  the 
Roman  frontiers,  and  his  operations 
were  attended  with  success.  His 
usual  residence  was  Treviri  (Treves). 
In  375  he  went  to  Camuntum,  on  the 
Dapube,  in  order  to  repel  an  invasion 


of  the  Quadi  and  Sarmatians.  After 
an  indecisive  campaign  he  took  up 
his  winter-quarters  at  Bregetio.  In 
this  place,  while  giving  an  audience 
to  the  deputies  of  the  Quadi  and 
speaking  with  great  heat,  he  fell 
down  in  a  fit  and  died  suddenly,  in 
November,  375.  Valentinian  had  a 
capacity  for  military  aflairs  and  was 
a  vigilant,  impartial,  and  laborious 
ruler,  but  his  cliaracter  was  disfigured 
by  excessive  cruelty. 

Valentinian  II.  (Flayius 
Valentinianus),  son  of  the  preced- 
ing, was  born  in  371,  and  on  the  death 
of  his  father,  in  375,  received  from 
his  elder  brother,  Gratianus,  the  prov- 
inces of  Italy,  lllyricum,  and  Africa 
as  his  share  of  the  Western  Empire. 
After  the  death  of  Gratian,  Valen- 
tinian was  driven  out  of  his  domin- 
ions by  Maxinuis.  In  his  distress  he 
applied  to  Theodosius,  Emperor  of 
the  East,  who  defeated  Maximus  in 
388  and  restored  Valentinian  to  his 
throne.  The  latter  was  afterward 
strangled  by  order  of  Arbogastes,  a 
rebellious  general,  in  392.  The  fu- 
neral oration  which  St  Ambrose  de- 
livered over  his  remains  is  still 
extant. 

Valentinian  III,  (Placidius 
Valkntinianus),  son  of  Constantius 
III.  and  Placidia,  the  daughter  of  the 
great  Theodosius,  was  acknowledged 
Emperor  of  the  West  in  425  a.  d., 
when  but  six  years  old.  During  his 
minority  the  government  was  ablj 
carried  on  by  his  mother.  In  this 
reign  the  empire  was  repeatedly  ex- 
posed to  the  invasions  of  the  barbari- 
ans, and  was  saved  from  ruin  only  by 
the  military  abilities  of  Aetius.  In 
429  the  Vandals  under  Genseric  con- 
c^uered  Africa  and  the  Goths  estab- 
lished themselves  in  Gaul.  With  the 
latter  Aetius  made  peace,  and  with 
their  assistance  gained  a  great  yio 
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lory  over  Attila  and  the  vast  army 
of  the  HuDs  at  Chal6ns  in  451.  The 
power  and  influence  of  AetiiiB  excited 
the  jealousy  of  Valentinian,  who  mur- 
dered his  ^rave  and  faithful  general 
in  4o4.  In  the  following  year  Valen- 
tinian was  slain  by  Petronius  Max- 
im us,  whose  wife  he  had  violated. 
He  was  a  weak  and  contemptible 
Prince. 

Valerian  (Publius  Licinitb 
Valerianus),  Roman  £mperor,  was 
proclaimed  (a.  d.  2^)  by  the  troops 
whom  he  was  leading  against  the 
usurper  iEmilianus.  Although  the 
barlwrians  were  threatening  the  Ro- 
man frontiers  on  the  Danube  and  the 
Rhine,  the  conquests  of  the  Persians 
(who  had  crossed  the  Euphrates  and 
stormed  Antioch)  compelled  Valerian 
to  hasten  to  the  East.  At  first  his 
eflbrts  were  successful,  as  Antioch  was 
recovered  and  Bapor,  the  Persian 
King,  was  forced  to  fall  back  behind 
the  Euphrates.  The  Emperor,  flushed 
with  success,  followed  too  rashly,  and 
in  the  vicinity  of  Edessa  was  sur- 
rounded by  the  enemy,  entrapped  into 
a  conference,  and  taken  prisoner  (2(J0). 
He  passed  the  remainder  of  his  life 
in  captivity,  subjected  to  every  in- 
dignity. After  his  death,  it  is  said, 
his  skin  was  stufled  and  long  pre- 
served as  a  trophy  in  the  chief  tem- 
ple of  the  nation. 

Yalli^rey  de  la,  Louise 
Fran^^oise  de  la  Baume  le 
BlanCy  a  beautiful  and  favorite 
mistress  of  Louis  XIV.  of  France 
(to  whom  she  bore  four  children), 
was  bom  in  1644.  Retiring  to  a 
convent  in  1674,  she  died  in  1710. 

Van  Bnigrhy  Sir  John,  an 
English  dramatist  and  architect. 
Bom  in  London,  of  a  Flemish  fam- 
ily, in  16t)6;  died  1726.  He  de- 
signed and  superintended  the  con- 
struction of  Castle  Howard,  Blen- 
heim, the  princely  residence  of  the 
Duke  of  Marlborough,  and  various 
other  splendid  edilices,  and  was  the 
author  of  The  Relapw,  The  Provoked 
Wifcy  and  other  comedies. 

Van  Buren,  Marttn^  eighth 


President  of  the  United  Stato^  w 
bom    in     Columbia    County,   Kei 


Democrat  He  was  Attomey-Goh 
eral  of  his  native  State  in  ISiS,  vh 
the  following  jear  re-elected  to  tha 
New  York  SenatCL  and  soon  alia* 
ward  became  the  leader  of  the  po- 
litical association  known  as  the  "Al- 
bany Regency."  He  was  elected  id 
the  Semite  of  the  United  States  in 
1824,  and  re-elected  in  1827.  He 
was  chosen  Governor  of  New  Yoifc 
in  1828,  was  for  a  short  time  Secre- 
tary of  State  in  the  Cabinet  of  Praa- 
dent  Jackson,  resisned  that  podtioo 
in  1831,  and  in  the  aame  year  wn 
nominated  by  the  President  as  If  in- 
ister  to  England,  but  failed  to  be  con- 
firmed  hr  Uie  Senate.  He  was  elect- 
ed Vice-President  of  the  United  Statw 
on  the  ticket  with  Gen.  Jadcson  in 
1832,  and  was  the  favorite  candidate 
of  the  latter  for  the  Presidency  four 
years  later. 

Mr.  Van  Buren  was  elected  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States  in  183^,  his 
opponent  on  the  Whig  ticket  being 
Gen.  Harrison.  He  was  in  imo 
again  the  candidate  of  the  Demo- 
cratic party  for  the  Ptesidency,  but 
was  defeated  at  the  polls  by  Gen. 
Harrison.  He  subs^uently  with- 
drew fh)m  the  Democratic  party 
because  he  differed  with  it  on  the 
slavery  question,  and  in  1848  was 
nominated  by  the  Free-Soil  Con- 
vention at  bufialo  for  President, 
Charles  Francis  Adams  being  nom- 
inated for  Vice-President  At  the 
ensuing  election  Gen.  Tavlor  was 
chosen  President.    Died  1862. 

Vancouver,  Georgre,  an  Eng- 
lish navigator;  bom  about  1755;  en- 
tered the  navv  while  a  bov ;  served 
as  a  midshipman  under  Capt.  Cook, 
and  sailed  in  1791,  as  the  commander 
of  an  expedition,  to  the  north-western 
portion  of  North  America.  Vancou- 
ver's Island  was  discovered  by  and 
named  after  him.  On  his  return  to 
England,  in  1705,  he  began  to  pre- 
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pare  an  accoant  of  his  voyage,  but  it 
was   not  published    until    after    his 
death,  which  occurred  in  1798. 
Yandamine,  Domiuique, 

CJouNT,  a  French  general,  was  bom 
November  5,  1770.  He  gained  dis- 
tinction in  most  of  the  campaigns  of 
Napoleon,  and  for  his  services  at 
Austerlitz   was   rewarded    with  the 

fraud  cross  of  the  Legion  of  Honor, 
n  1813  he  was  surrounded  by  the 
allies  at  Kulm,  and  after  a  brave  re- 
sistance was  compelled  to  surrender, 
on  August  30,  with  three  other  gen- 
erals and  ten  thousand  men.  He 
was  a  prisoner  till  September,  1814, 
and  on  the  return  of  Napoleon  was 
made  a  commander  of  a  corps,  and 
defeated  the  enemy  at  Wavre  during 
the  progress  of  the  battle  of  Water- 
loo.   Died  Julv  15, 1830. 

Yandcrbilty  GorneliuSy  gen- 
erally known  as  Commodore 
Vanderbilty  an  American  cap- 
italist; bom  on  Staten  Island,  New 
York,  in  1794;  was  of  humble  pa- 
rentage, and  commenced  life  as  a  boat- 
man. He  invented  improvements  in 
steamers,  and  became  the  owner  of  a 
line  of  steamships  sailing  to  Califor- 
nia, and  of  another  to  Havre,  in 
France.  During  the  early  part  of 
the  civil  war  he  gave  a  new  steamer 
(the  Vanderbilt,  which  cost  eight 
hundred  thousand  dollars)  to  the 
United  States.  He  subsequently 
obtained  the  control  of  the  New 
York  Central  and  other  railroads. 
Died  January  3,  1877. 

Yanderlyny  Johiiy  an  Amer- 
ican painter.  Bom  in  Ulster  County, 
New  lork,  in  1776;  died  September 
23,  1852.  One  of  his  greatest  pro- 
ductions is  "Marius  sitting  Among 
the  Ruins  of  Carthage,''  which  re- 
ceived the  gold  medid  at  the  Paris 
Exhibition  of  1808. 

Yandyck,  Sir  Anthony,  one 
of  the  most  eminent  portrait-painters, 
was  bom  at  Antwerp,  March  22, 1599, 
and,  according  to  Houbraken,  was  the 
son  of  a  painter  on  glass  at  Bois-le- 
Duc;  but,  according  to  othenL  his 
fiuher  was  a  rich  merchant.    Van- 
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dyck  became  a  pupil  of  Henry  Van 
!Bialen,  a  painter  of  much  reputation, 
who  had  studied  in  Italy.  He  had 
made  rapid  progress  under  that  mas- 
ter, when  the  brilliant  reputation  of 
Kubens  and  the  sight  of  some  of  his 
finest  works  inspired  him  with  the 
ambition  of  becoming  his  disciple, 
and  by  the  intercession  of  some  mu- 
tual friends  he  was  admitted  into  the 
academy  of  that  illustrious  painter. 
In  1619,  when  he  was  twenty  years 
of  age,  he  quitted  Antwerp,  and  af- 
ter staying  for  a  while  at  Brussels 
proceeded  to  Venice,  where  he  de- 
voted so  much  attention  to  the  works 
of  Titian  that  he  is  generally  allowed 
to  approach  nearer  to  the  delicacy  and 
purity  of  that  great  artist's  carnations 
than  even  Bubens  himself.  After 
visiting  Genoa,  Rome,  Florence,  and 
other  Italian  cities  (during  which 
time  he  painted  portraits  of  many 
distingaished  persons)  he  returned  to 
Flanders. 

In  1629,  Vandyck  visited  England, 
but,  not  receiving  the  encouragement 
he  expected,  he  returned  to  Antwerp. 
In  1631,  at  the  request  of  Charles  I., 
he  again  went  to  England,  and  was 
most  graciously  received  by  that  sov- 
ereign, who  frequently  sat  to  him, 
and  on  July  5,  1632,  conferred  on 
him  the  honor  of  knighthood.  Soon 
afterward  he  was  granted  an  annuity 
of  two  hundred  pounds,  and  married 
Mary,  the  daughter  of  Lord  Ruth- 
ven,  Earl  of  Gowrie. 

Vandyck  now  became  the  roost 
popular  artist  of  his  time.  He  was 
overwhelmed  with  business,  and  the 
large  remuneration  he  received  for 
his  pictures  enabled  him  to  support 
a  splendid  establishment,  while  his 
natural  disposition  led  him  to  indulge 
in  pleasure  and  expense.  His  luxu- 
rious and  sedentary  life  brought  on 
the  gout  and  injured  his  fortune.  He 
died  in  London,  December  9, 1641,  at 
the  age  of  forty-two.  Among  the 
most  celebrated  of  his  paintings  are 
the  portraits  of  the  eminent  artists 
of  his  time,  the  portrait  of  Cardinal 
Bentivoglio,  ''St.  Augustine  in  £o- 
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litasj/'  and  "The  Crudfixion."  Of 
the  laat-named  paintinp^  Sir  Joshua 
Keynolds  says:  ''ThiB,  upon  the 
whole,  may  be  considered  one  of  the 
fincBt  pictures  in  the  world,  and 
gives  the  highest  idea  of  Vandyck's 
power." 

Yaue,  Sir  Henry,  the 
Younger,  an  English  statesman 
and  republican,  the  son  of  Sir  Henry 
Voiic;  bom  in  1612:  studied  at  Ox- 
ford and  Geneva^  became  strongly 
opiMXMHi  to  tlie  Liturgy  and  govem- 
nient  of  the  Churcli  of  England,  and, 
having  thereby  oflended  his  father, 
emigrated  to  Massachosctts,  of  which 
colony  he  was  elected  Governor  in 
1636.  He  returned  to  England  in 
1637  and  became  a  member  of  the 
Long  Parliament.  He  was  a  friend 
of  Milton  and  a  leader  of  the  Inde- 
pendentSf  and  upon  the  death  of  Pym 
the  chief  management  of  civil  aiiairs 
devolved  upon  him.  He  was  in  1649 
placed  at  the  head  of  the  naval  de- 
partment, the  duties  of  which  po- 
sition he  performed  with  great  ef- 
ficiency. Oppctsed  to  the  ambitious 
projects  of  Cromwell,  he  retired  from 
public  life  in  1653.  Excepted  from 
the  general  amnesty  at  the  llestora- 
tion,  ho  was  arrested,  imprisoned  for 
two  years,  tried  for  treason,  and  exe- 
cuted in  1662. 

Yaiiloo,  Charles  Andr^  a 
French  painter ;  bom  at  Nice  in  1705. 
After  studying  at  Rome  he  was  in- 
vited to  the  court  of  Turin,  and  was 
for  some  years  in  the  service  of  the 
King  of  Sardinia,  for  whom,  among 
other  works,  he  painted  a  series  of 
subjects  taken  from  Tasso.  In  1734 
he  returned  to  France,  was  received 
into  the  Academy  in  the  following 
year,  and  in  1752  the  King  conferred 
on  him  the  order  of  St.  Michael,  and 
nflorwani  apiK)inted  him  his  princi- 
pal painter.  Died  in  1766.  His  repu- 
tation was  very  high  ss  a  historical 
and  portrait  painter. 

Yanloo,  «Tean  Baptiste,  a 
French  painter,  brother  of  the  pre- 
ceding, was  bom  at  Aix,  Provence, 
January  14, 16S4.    He  had  a  patron 


in  the  Prince  of  OM-tgiuuMV  at  Ttan, 
who  enabled  him  to  gntii^adeBR 
of  yifliting  Bome^  where  he  itDdy 
the  worfca  of  the  great  inaitei%  aid 
in  1719  pieeented  him  at  Fkris  lotbe 
Begcnty  Duke  of  Qrieana.  In  17S1 
he  became  a  memher  of  the  Aad- 
emy,  and  painted  lor  his  picture  of 
reception  ^*I>iana  and  Endysuon,' 
and  m  1735  was  appointed  nrofenor. 
In  1738  he  went  to  Cngland,  ww  h- 
▼ored  with  the  patronage  of  Sir  Bob- 
ertWalpole^  painted,  among  otbo^ 
the  portraits  of  the  Prince  and  Pnn- 
oess  of  Wales^  and  soon  bore  away  the 
chief  bosineiB  of  London  from  efoy 
other  artist.  In  1742  he  returned  to 
his  native  oountrr,  where  he  died, 
December  19,  1745. 

Van  Bensselaery  Stephen, 
LL.D.,  known  as  Tlie  P!atrooD«  m 
American  stateaman;  bom  in  New 
York  in  1764;  was  for  six  yean 
Lieutenant-Governor  of  his  nalire 
State:  and  subsequently  ocmimander- 
in-chief  of  the  State  militia.  He 
founded  the  Rensselaer  Institute,  ren- 
dered efficient  services  to  the  comple- 
tion of  the  Erie  Canal,  and  gave  much 
attention  to  scientific  pursuits.  Died 
1839. 

Yanuden,  Lucas,  a  Flemisk 
landscape-painter  and  etcher.  Bom 
at  Antwerp  in  1595;  died  1672.  His 
great  merit  recommended  him  to  the 
notice  of  Rubens^  who  frequently  em- 
ployed him  to  paint  the  landscapes  in 
the  backgrounds  of  his  historical  pic- 
tures. 

YanYitclli,  Lui^,  an  Italian 
architect;  bom  in  Naples  in  1700. 
He  constructed  a  magnificent  palace 
for  King  Charles  of  Naples,  and  wss 
in  1725  architect  of  St.  Peters  at 
Rome.    Died  1773. 

Varehi,  Benedetto,  an  Italian 
poet  and  historian.  Bom  at  Floi^ 
encein  1502;  died  1565. 

yargraA,  de,  Luis,  a  Spanish 
painter  of  distinction.  Bom  m  Se- 
ville in  1502;  died  1568.  In  1527 
he  went  to  Rome,  and  after  remain- 
ing twenty-eight  years  in  Italy  re- 
turned  to   Seville,   where   he  soon 
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gained  a  greater  reputation  than 
any  painter  who  had  preceded  him. 
He  there  executed  many  excellent 
works  in  oil  and  in  fresco,  which 
deservedly  rank  him  with  the  first 
painters  of  Italy.  His  principal 
works  are  in  the  cathedral  at  Se- 
ville. 

Tarius,  Lucius  Buftis,  a 
Latin  poet  of  the  Augustan  age,  was 
patronized  by  Maecenas.  His  epic 
poems  and  tragedies  were  greatly 
admired.  None  of  them,  however, 
are  extant. 

Yarnha^en  von  Ense, 
Karl  Aug^ust  Ludwigr  Phil- 
ippy  a  Qerman  author ;  born  at  Dus- 
seldorf  in  1785.  He  served  in  the 
Austrian  armies  against  France,  and 
subsequently  became  a  diplomat  in 
the  service  of  Prussia.  Died  1858. 
He  is  best  known  as  a  writer  of  bi- 
ographies. 

Yarroy  Caius  Terentius,  a 
Roman  general;  became  Consul  in 
216  B.  c. ;  was  defeated  by  Hannibal 
at  the  great  battle  of  Cannse  during 
the  same  year,  but  was  subsequently 
voted  the  thanks  of  the  Senate  for 
the  vigorous  action  which  he  took 
for  the  defence  of  Home.  Died  about 
190  B.  c. 

Yarro,  Marcus  Terentius, 
a  learned  Latin  author ;  bom  in  116 
B.  c. ;  was  an  intimate  friend  of 
Cicero,  and  in  the  year  67  b.  c.  was 
given  a  high  command  under  Pom- 
pey.  He  was  the  author  of  numerous 
works  on  various  subjects.  His  great- 
est production  was  AnlimiUatum  Libriy 
comprising  forty-one  oooks  on  an- 
tiquities.   Died  about  27  b.  c. 

Varus,  Publius  Quintilius, 
a  Roman  general,  was  Consul  in  13 
B.  c,  and  was  subsequently  appointed 
to  the  government  of  Syria,  wnere  he 
gained  enormous  wealth.  On  his  re- 
turn from  Syria  he  was  made  Gov- 
ernor of  Germany  (about  A.  D.  7), 
which  Drusus  haid  conquered  as  far 
the  river  Visurgis  (Weser).  But  the 
Germans,  not  prepared  to  submit  to 
the  Roman  yoke,  found  a  leader  in 
Arminius,  a  noble  chief  of  the  Che- 


rusci,  who  organized  a  general  revolt 
of  the  German  tribes.  When  his 
plans  were  fully  matured,  Arminius 
suddenly  attacked  Varus,  who  was 
I  marching  with  three  legions  through 
a  pass  of  the  Saltus  Teutoburgiensis. 
The  battle  lasted  three  days,  and  end- 
ed with  the  total  destruction  of  the 
Roman  army.  Varus  put  an  end  to 
his  own  life.  This  defeat  was  follow- 
ed by  the  loss  of  all  the  Roman  pos- 
sessions between  the  Weser  and  the 
Rhine,  and  the  latter  river  again  be- 
came the  boundary  of  the  Roman  do- 
minions. 

Yasariy  GiorgriOy  an  Italian 
painter  and  writer  upon  art.  Bom 
at  Arezzo  in  1512;  died  1574.  His 
biographical  work  on  Italian  artists 
( Le  viU  dei  piU  eccelletiU  piUorij  acuUori, 
e  architeili)  is  still  a  standard  au- 
thority. 

Yasco  de  Glaina.    See  Gama. 

YasqueZy  Alfonso,  a  Spanish 
painter.  Bom  about  1575;  died 
1645. 

Yassar,  Matthew,  the  founder 
of  Vassar  Female  College,  near  Pough- 
keensie.  New  York,  was  bom  in  Eng- 
lana  in  1792.  He  came  to  America, 
acquired  an  ample  fortune,  and  devot- 
ed over  four  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars to  founding  the  institution  men- 
tioned, which  he  also  handsomely  en- 
dowed by  his  will.    Died  1868. 

Yattel,  von,  Cmrich,  a  Swiss 
jurist;  bom  in  Keufch&tel  in  1714; 
studied  at  the  universities  of  B&le 
and  Geneva.  The  principal  of  his 
numerous  works  is  The  Bight  of 
Nations.    Died  1767. 

Yauban,  de,  SAastien  le 
Prestre,  Seigneur,  a  French  mili- 
tary engineer ;  bom  in  1633.  After 
serving  under  the  Prince  of  Condd 
he  joined  the  royal  armj  of  France 
about  1653,  in  a  short  time  became 
distinguished  for  his  skill  in  the  con- 
duct of  sieges,  and  in  1655  was  bre- 
vetted  a  royal  engineer.  He  subse- 
qjiently  reduced  a  large  number  of 
cities  and  strongholds  and  construct- 
ed various  fortifications  in  Flanders. 
The  redaction  of  the  great  fortress  of 
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Namur  is  regarded  as  one  of  hia 
greatest  achievementa.  He  was  pro- 
moted in  1676  to  the  rank  of  mar^ 
chal-de-camp.  He  was  the  author 
of  several  works  upon  militazy  en- 
gineering.   Died  1707. 

Veeiiy  van,  Otho,  a  Dutch 
painter;  bom  at  Leyden  in  1556; 
founded  an  academy  in  Antwerp, 
where  he  had  Kubens  for  a  pupil. 
His  works  were  chiefly  portraits  and 
historical  pieces.    Died  1630. 

Velasqiiez  de  Silva,  Don 
Dicgro  KodriraeZy  a  Spanish 
portrait-painter;  oom  in  Seville  in 
1599;  removed  to  Madrid  in  1622; 
was  appointed  court-painter  to  Philip 
IV.,  and  became  wealthy  and  distin- 
guished. He  formed  an  intimacy 
with  Kubens  at  Madrid,  visited  Italy 
twice,  and  in  1656  received  the  cross 
of  the  order  of  Santiago,  a  distinc- 
tion then  rarely  conferred  except 
upon  men  of  the  highest  rank.  Ve- 
lasquez was  also  an  excellent  histor- 
ical and  landscape  paiuter.  Died 
August,  1600. 

Velde,  van  der,  Adriaan,  a 
celebrated  painter,  was  bom  at  Am- 
sterdam in  1G89.  He  did  not  con- 
fine himself  to  landscape,  but  drew 
from  the  model  and  made  the  human 
figure  his  particular  study.  He  was 
frequently  employed  to  insert  the  fig- 
ures in  the  pictures  of  Kuysdael, 
Hobbema,  Wynants,  and  otlier  artists. 
Died  1672. 

Veldc,  van  der,Willem,  the 
Klder,  a  Dutch  marine-painter ;  Ixim 
at  Leyden  in  1610.  After  having  l^een 
employed  by  the  States  of  Holland 
in  painting  several  capital  pictures 
of  naval  cngsigements,  he  accepted  an 
invitation  fi'om  Charles  II.  to  visit 
England.  He  received  a  pension  of 
one  hundred  poimds  from  tlie  Crown, 
which  he  enjoyed  during  the  reigns 
of  Charles  II.  and  James  II.  In 
order  more  exactly  to  observe  Ihe 
movements  and  various  iK>sitions  of 
shifts  engaged  in  battle  he  attended 
those  engagements  in  a  small  light 
vessel,  sailing  close  to  the  enemy  and 
attentive  only  to  his  drawing.

Greenwich,  where  he  painted  ii 
his  father's  designs.  Home  of 
pictureB,  on  being  exhibited  at 
English  court,  immediately  proc 
him  employment  from  Charles 
and  the  principal  nobility,  and 
was  granted  a  pension  of  one  ] 
dred  pounds.  His  suUects  were 
same  as  those  of  his  father,  but 
pictures  were  considered  superior 
only  to  those  of  the  elder  Van 
Velde,  but  also  to  those  of  all  oi 
artists  in  that  style.  The  grei 
number  and  the  finest  of  his  w( 
are  in  England.  Died  in  Lim 
in  1707. 

Yeuddmey  dc,  Louis  «] 
sephy  Due,  a  French  general ;  b 
in  Paris  in  1654 ;  served  with  disti 
tion  under  Turenne,  and  in  1C95  ' 
given  the  command  of  the  army 
Catalonia.  Two  years  later  he  c 
tured  Barcelona.  He  was  defea 
at  Oudenarde  in  1708  by  Marl  I 
ough  and  Prince  Eugene.  A1 
a  successful  campaign  in  Spain 
1710j  in  which  he  restored  Philip 
to  his  capital,  he  gained  a  decis 
victory  over  the  Austrians  at  Vj 
Vioiosa.    Died  1712. 

Verboocklioven,  E  u  g-  ^  i 
tJosepb,  a  Belgian  painter  of  a 
mals;  bom  June  8,  1799.  In  Ij 
he  became  known  by  hia  "Cati 
Market  at  Geneva.''  His  paintii 
bring  very  high  prices.  Died  Janm 
19,  1881. 

Verciiigretorix,  a  eelebra 
commander  of  the  Gauls  and  ch 
of  the  Arvemi,  promoted  a  rev 
against  the  Komans;  displayed  n 
skill  and  heroism;  gained  somes; 
cesses  over  Julius  Casar,  but,  havi 
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been  subeequently  defeated  by  that 
great  leader,  surrendered  himself  in 
order  to  avoid  a  further  loss  of  life, 
and  was  taken  to  Borne  and  killea 
about  4^  B.  c. 

Terdiy  Giuseppe,  a  composers- 
bom  in  the  duchy  of  Parma,  October 
9y  1814.  He  is  an  Italian  Senator, 
and  has  been  decorated  with  a  num- 
ber of  foreign  orders.  Among  his 
productions  are  Erhani,  Miisnadieriy 
Xtt  TraviatOf  H  3Votwtore,  MontezumOy 
and  A'Uia, 

Yergniaudt  Pierre  Victur- 
nieily  a  French  Girondist;  born  at 
Limoges,  May  31,  1759.  He  studied 
at  the  Coll^  du  Plessis,  in  Paris, 
read  law,  and  practised  as  an  advo- 
cate at  Bordeaux.  He  was  elected  to 
the  Legislative  Assembly  in  1791, 
and  to  the  National  Convention  in 
1792.  On  the  trial  of  the  King  he 
at  first  voted  for  an  appeal  to  the 
people,  but  subsequently  for  the 
king's  death,  and,  as  President  of 
the  Convention,  pronounced  the 
death-sentence.  He  was  an  able 
orator,  opposed  Bobespierre,  and 
with  twenty-one  other  Girondists 
was  arrested  in  June,  1793,  was 
condemned,  and  was  executed  in 
October  of  that  year. 

Yermeyeny  von,  Johann,  a 
Dutch  historical  painter.  Bom  in 
1500;  died  1559. 

Verne,  Jules,  a  French  writer ; 
bom  at  Nantes,  Febmary  8,  1828. 
Among  his  numerous  productions  are 
Arowi^L  the  World  in  Eighty  Duyn,  The 
Mystertoun  Island,  Michael  Strogoff,  and 
IWnty  ThovMiTid  Leagues  under  the 
Seas. 

Yemet,  Claude  Joseph,  a 

French  painter ;  bom  at  Avignon  in 
1714;  studied  at  Rome:  was  invited 
to  Paris  and  patronized  by  Louis  XV. 
In  1753  he  was  elected  a  member  of 
the  Academy  of  Arts.    Died  1789. 

Yemet,  Horace,  a  French 
painter,  grandson  of  the  preceding, 
was  bom  in  Paris  in  1789.  He  ex- 
celled in  battle-scenes.  Napoleon 
made  him  a  chevalier  of  the  Legion 
of  Honor,  and  Charles  X.  created 


him  an  officer  in  the  same  order.  He 
was  elected  a  member  of  the  Institute 
in  1826,  and  two  years  later  was  ap- 
pointed director  of  the  Academy  at 
Kome,  was  patronized  by  Louis  Phil- 
ippe, and  at  the  Exposition  of  1855 
was  awarded  the  grand  medal  of 
honor.    Died  1863. 

Yerres,  Caius,  a  Boman  Gov- 
ernor of  unusual  cruelty  and  rapa^ 
city,  known  especially  as  the  subject 
of  some  of  the  most  powerful  and  elo- 
quent of  the  orations  of  Cicero,  who 
prosecuted  him,  was  bom  about  112 
B.  c.  He  became  Governor  of  Sicily 
about  73  B.  c,  and  nearly  ruined  that 
wealthy  province  by  his  exactions  and 
tyranny.  The  people  of  that  island 
retain^  Cicero  to  prosecute  him  be- 
fore the  Boman  Senate.  Verres,  con- 
vinced that  he  would  be  convicted, 
escaped  to  Marseilles,  and  passed 
about  twenty-seven  years  in  exile. 
Died  about  42  b.  c. 

Yerrio,  Antonio,  an  Italian 
painter ;  bom  about  1639 ;  was  in- 
vited to  London  by  Charles  II.,  and 
was  patronized  by  that  sovereign  and 
by  James  II.    Died  1707. 

Yesalius,  Andreas,  an  anato- 
mist and  physician ;  bom  at  Bmssels 
in  1514.  He  was  physician  to  Charles 
V.  of  Germany  and  to  his  son,  Philip 
II.  of  Spain.    Died  1564. 

Yespasian,  or  Titus  Flavins 
Yespasianus,  Emperor  of  Borne; 
bom  near  Beate  in  9  ▲.  D.  He  en- 
tered the  army,  held  several  responsi- 
ble offices,  gained  a  number  of  import- 
ant victories  in  Britain,  was  appoint- 
ed Proconsul  of  Africa  about  60  A.  D., 
and  six  years  later  subjugated  the 
greater  part  of  Judea,  the  people  of 
which  had  revolted.  He  was  pro- 
claimed Emperor  in  69  A.  D.  His 
son  Titus  afterward  took  Jerusalem, 
and  his  generals  gained  numerous 
victories  over  the  Britons  and  Ba- 
tavi.  He  patronized  learning  and 
promoted  many  reforms.  He  died, 
after  a  prosperous  reign,  in  79  A.  d. 

Yespueci,  Amerisro,  an  Ital- 
ian navigator,  from  whom  the  New 
World  received  the  name  ''America,'' 
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wafl  born  at  Florence,  March  0, 1451. 
After  receiving  a  thorough  education 
especially  in  astronomy  and  cosmog* 
raphy,  ho  removed  to  Spain  about 
14*J0.  lie  made  Hcveral  vovages  to 
America.  lie  did  not  have  the  chief 
command  of  any  of  them,  but  served 
an  utftronomer.  lie  discovered  a  por- 
tion of  the  amtinent  near  the  e(jua> 
tor.  lender  the  auspices  of  the  King 
of  Portuguly  he  was  given  the  com- 
mand of  an  exploring  expedition  to 
Brazil,  from  which  he  returned  in 
1502,  when  he  was  received  at  Lis- 
bon with  great  distinction.  He  made 
several  valuable  astronomical  discov- 
eries.   Died  at  Seville  in  1512. 

YestriSy  or  Yestri,  Gaetano 
ApoUiue  Baldassare,  an  Italian 
dancer  of  note ;  bom  in  Florence  in 
1729.  From  his  unrivalled  success 
he  was  styled  "  the  God  of  Dancing." 
Died  1808. 

Yinrdot-Garcla,    Michelle 

Pauliliey  a  distinguished  French 
vocalist,  and  siHter  of  Madame  Mali- 
bran,  was  bom  in  Paris,  July  18, 
1821,  and  was  in  1840  married  to 
Louis  Viardot,  director  of  the  Paris 
Italian  opera.  Slic^  has  appeare<l 
with  great  success  in  the  various 
capitals  of  Kuronc. 

Victor  I.  (Pope)  was  bom  in 
Africa,  and  was  Bishop  of  liome 
from  185  a.  d.  until  his  ueath,  which 
occurred  about  198. 

Victor  II.,  a  native  of  Germany, 
succeeded  Leo  IX.  in  1055.  Died 
1057. 

Victor  III.  was  elected  as  the 
successor  of  Gregory  VII.  in  1080. 
He  was  succeeded  at  his  death,  in 
iaS7,  by  Urban  II. 

Victor  IV.  (Anti-Pope)  was 
recognized  in  1159  by  Fretlerick  I., 
EniiHjror  of  German v,  in  opposition 
to  Alexander  III.     Died  1164. 

Victor,  Claiiclc  Pcrriii,  Duje 
of  Belluno,  a  French  Marshal ;  bom 
in  the  Department  of  the  Yosgcs  in 
1704.  He  served  in  Spain  and  Italy, 
was  made  a  general  of  diviKion  in 
1797,  commanded  a  portion  of  the 
vanguard  at   Marengo  in  18(K),  was

1805b8erved  with  distincdon  ag

He  fought  with  g 
distinction  against  the  Austriani 
1848,  and  in  the  year  following  i 
ceeded  his  father,  who  had  abdica 
on  the  throne  of  Sardinia.  He 
mediatclv  instituted  a  wise,  libe 
and  patriotic  polic}',  steadily  oppc 
the  claims  and  restricted  the  autfc 
ity  of  the  Papal  See,  introduced  mi 
important  reforms  into  his  gove 
ment,  and  made  Count  Cavour 
statesman  of  rare  genius  and  enlig 
ened  views)  his  chief  Minister 
State.  He  bei'ume  one  of  the  all 
against  Russia  in  1855,  and  sent 
army  of  seventeen  thousand  men 
the  Crimea.  In  1859,  new  diflicult 
having  arisen  between  Sardinia  a 
Austria,  the  forces  of  the  latter  pov 
crossed  the  Ticino,  and  were  defeai 
bv  the  French  and  Sardinians 
Aiontel)ello  (May  20),  at  Palest 
(Mav  30  and  31)tat  Magenta  (Ju 
4),  and  at  Solferino  (June  24).

He  became  in 
1866  an  ally  of  Pruasia  against  Aus- 
tria, and  although  the  Italians  were 
defeated  at  Custozza,  and  their  navy 
sustained  a  reverse  off  Lissa,  by  the 
treaty  of  peace  which  was  signed 
at  Vienna  (October  3),  Venetia  was 
added  to  the  kingdom  of  Italy.  Borne 
became  the  capital  of  his  kingdom  in 
1870.  He  was  succeeded  at  his  death, 
in  1878,  by  his  son  Humbert. 

Victoria  Alexandrina,  Queen 
of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland  and 
Empress  of  India,  the  only  child  of 
the  Duke  of  Kent,  a  younger  son  of 
Qeorge  III.,  was  bom  at  Kensington 
Palace,  May  24, 1819 ;  succeeded  her 
uncle,  William  IV.,  as  Victoria  I., 
June  20,  1837;  was  crowned  June 
28,  1838,  and  wis  married,  February 
10,  1840,  to  Prince  Albert  of  Sa^ce- 
Coburg  Gk)tha.  Prince  Albert  died 
December  14, 1861.  By  virtue  of  the 
power  conferred  by  an  act  of  Parlia^ 
ment  passed  in  the  previous  session, 
Victoria  was,  on  January  1,  1877, 
proclaimed  Empress  of  India  by  the 
Govomor-Genend,  at  the  camp  of 
Delhi,  before  an  assemblage  of  all 
the  governors,  lieutenant-governors, 
heads  of  government,  princes,  chiefs, 
and  nobles  of  India.  She  is  the 
mother  of  nine  children,  the  eldest 
of  whom  (Victoria  Adelaide  Mary 
Louisa,  Princess  Boyal),  bom  in 
1840,  was  married  in  1858  to  the 
Crown  Prince  of  Prussia,  and  the 
second  of  whom  (Albert  Edward, 
Prince  of  Wales),  bom  in  1841,  mar- 
ried the  Princess  Alexandra  of  Den- 
mark in  1863. 

Yidocq,  Eugtoe  Francis, 
a  French  detective  of  almost  imrival- 
led  skill,  was  bora  in  1775 ;  entered  the 
army ;  deserted ;  became  a  gambler  and 
thief;  in  1810  entered  the  police  de- 
partment of  Paris,  and  was  finally 
made  chief  of  the  detective  force. 
Died  1850. 

VillarSy  de,  Claude  lionis 
Hector^  Due,  a  French  general; 
bom  in  1653;  entered  the  army; 
obtained  the  favor  of  Madame  de 
Maintenon  and  Louvois;  was  made 


lieutenant-general  in  1693,  and  served 
in  several  campaigns  on  the  Bhine. 
As  Ambassador  to  Vienna^  in  1698, 
he  displayed  ability  as  a  diplomatist. 
He  gained  a  victory  on  the  Bhine  in 
1702  over  the  allies,  was  in  the  same 
^ear  created  Marshal  of  France,  and 
in  1704  reduced  the  Camisard  Prot- 
estants of  C^vennes  to  subjection,  but 
treated  them  with  unusual  lenity. 
Assuming  the  command  of  the  army 
in  Flanders,  he  reduced  several  fort- 
resses, but  was  defeated  by  the  Duke 
of  Marlborough  and  Prince  Eugene 
in  1709  at  Malplaquet,  where,  al- 
though the  allies  were  victorious^ 
their  losses  were  immense.  Villars 
afterward  gained  several  victories 
over  Prince  Eugene,  who  had  in- 
vaded France  in  1712,  and  com- 
S el  led  him  to  retreat  from  the  king- 
om.    Died  1734. 

Yilleg^aSy  de,  Estevan  Man- 
nely  a  Spanish  Ivric  poet  of  great 
merit  Born  in  Old  Castile  in  1596 ; 
died  1669. 

Yilleliardouiny  Geoflfroy,  a 
French  diplomatist,  and  the  author 
of  The  History  of  the  Oapkire  of  Cbn^ 
starUinovle  by  the  French  and  Ven^ 
tiantj  wnich  is  regarded  as  the  oldest 
prose  history  in  the  French  langoage. 
Born  1165:  died  about  1213. 

Yillciminy  Abel  Fran^ois^ 
a  French  orator,  critic,  and  states- 
man. Bom  in  Paris,  June  9,  1790; 
died  1870. 

Yilleneuve,  de,  Pierre 
Charles  Jean  Baptiste  Sil- 
vestre,  a  French  admiral ;  bora  in 
1763,  and  fought  with  distinction  in 
the  American  war  of  independence 
against  the  English.  His  conduct  at 
Trafalgar  having  been  censured  by 
Napoleon,  he  committed  suicide  in 
1806. 

Yineent  de  Paul,  St.,  a  French 
pqest  and  reformer;  bora  in  1576: 
founded  in  1624  the  Congregation  or 
Missions,  and  afterward  the  Sisters 
of  Charity  and  a  hospital  in  Paris. 
Among  many  other  good  works  which 
he  accomplished  was  the  amelioration 
of  the  condition  of  galley-slaves.  He 
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died  in  1660,  and  was  canQniaed  in 
1737. 

Vinci,  da,  Leonardo,  an  Ital- 
ian painter,  architect,  and  sculptor; 
bom  ntrar  Florence  in  1452;  wbh  the 
natural  son  of  a  notary  named  Pietro 
da  N'inci.  lie  studied  in  his  native 
city  under  Andrea  Verocchio,  and 
pnHliKttl  several  works  at  an  early 
af^e.  He  atlterward  removed  to  Milan, 
\s-hcre  lie  was  patronized  bvthe  Duke 
Luiiovico  il  Moro,  and  wnere,  about 
1499,  he  completed  the  "Last  Supper," 
which  is  regarded  as  his  masterpiece. 
He  afterward  returned  to  Florence, 
visited  Kome  for  a  short  time  in 
1514,  and  went  to  Paris,  where  he 
was  received  into  the  service  of  I*>an- 
cis  I.,  who  granted  him  an  annual 
salary'.  He  was  the  author  of  a  valu- 
able treatise  on  painting,  in  which 
art  he  occupies  the  most  exalted 
rank.  He  died  in  France  in  May, 
1519.  Among  his  other  works  are 
"  Madonna,"  "Adoration  of  the  Mari," 
and  "The  Virgin  on  the  Knees  of  St. 
Anne." 

Yircliow,  Rudolph,  a  Prus- 
sian scientist  and  politician :  bom  in 
1821 ;  is  profesbor  of  pathology  and 
therapeutics  in  the  l-niversity  of  Ber- 
lin. He  is  in  politics  an  extreme 
liberal,  and  for  having  in  1865  suc- 
ceeded in  defeating  a  pd^ct  of  Bis- 
marck's for  obtaining  money  to  cre- 
ate a  navy  was  challenged  by  that 
statesman  to  fight  a  duel. 

Virgil,  or  Publius  Virgllliis 
Maro,  one  of  the  greatest  Latin 
poets;  1x)m  at  Andes,  a  village  near 
Mantua,  Otolwr  15,  70  B.  c.  His 
patrimonial  estate  having  been  in- 
cluded in  a  tract  assigned  by  Oc- 
tavius  (afterward  the  Emperor  Au- 
giibtuR)  ito  his  soldiers,  Virgil  made  a 
dire(?t  ap|)eal  to  that  leader,  and,  ob- 
taining from  him  its  restoration,  ex- 
pressed his  gratitude  in  the  first  of 
nis  Eclogues,  Kemoving  to  Rome  at 
the  age  of  thirty-three,  he  devoted 
his  attention  exclusively  to  literature. 
He  had  studied  at  Cremona,  Milan, 
and  Naples,  and  was  especiallv  well 
versed  in  the  Greek  language,  litera- 


ture, and  philosophy.  He  wi 
iriend  of  PoHio  and  Horace^  an 
paironiied  hj  Maeoeiiaa.

His  best  known 
work  is  Les  Buinetj  ou  MidilcUum$  mar 
Ua  ESvoltUions  des  Empires, 

Yolta,  Alessandro,  an  Italian 
natural  philosopher;  bom  at  Como, 
February  19,  1746;  became  professor 
of  natural  philosophy  in  the  Univer- 
sity of  Pavia  in  1776.  He  made  sev- 
eral discoveries  in  electricity  and  in- 
vented the  voltaic  nile,  upon  which 
his  reputation  chiefly  rests.  He  was 
createa  a  Count  by  Napoleon  in  1810. 
Died  1827. 

Voltaire,  de,  Francois  Ma- 
rie Arouety  the  most  celebrated 
and  versatile  of  French  authors,  was 
born  at  Ch&tenay,  near  Sceaux,  Feb- 
mary  20,  1694.  His  &ther,  Fran- 
9ois  Arouet,  was  **  anden  notaire  du 
Ch4telet"  and  treasurer  of  the  Cham- 
ber of  Accounts ;  his  mother  was  Ma- 
rie Marguerite  Daumart,  descended 
from  an  ancient  family  of  PoitoiL  The 
name  Voltaire  is  said  by  some  to  have 
been  derived  from  a  £Eunily  estate  that 
belonged  to  his  mother,  while  others 
claim  it  to  be  an  anagram  of  Arouet 
L  u  (U  jeune),  Voltaire  was  educated 
with  great  care  at  the  Jesuits'  Col- 
le^  at  Paris,  and  such  was  his  pro- 
ficiency that  many  of  his  essays, 
though  written  when  he  was  between 
twelve  and  fourteen,  indicate  the  pos- 
session of  talents  above  his  years. 
Having  been  sent  by  his  father  to  the 
equity-schools  on  leaving  college,  he 
was  so  disgusted  with  the  drjmesB  of 
the  law  that  he  devoted  himself  en- 
tirely to  the  Muses.  He  became  the 
intimate  friend  of  the  Prince  of 
Conti,  the  Abb^  Chaulieu,  the  Mar- 
quis de  la  Fare,  the  Due  de  Sully, 
Uie  Grand  Prior  of  Vend6me,  Mar- 
shal Villars,  and  the  Chevalier  de 
Bouillon,  and  he  caught  from  them 
that  easy  taste  and  delicate  humor, 
and  those  loose  principles,  that  were 
characteristic  of  the  court  of  Loub 
XIV.  In  his  twenty-second  year  he 
was  sent  to  the  Bastille  by  the  Re- 
sent on  an  unfounded  suspicion  of 
being  the  author  of  a  libel,  and  while 
in  prison  he  formed  the  plan  of  the 


Henriade  and  completed  the  tragedy 
of  (Edipe,  which  was  represented  in 
1718  with  great  success ;  and  the  Re- 
cent, Due  d'Orleans,  happening  to  see 
It  performed,  was  so  delighted  that  he 
obtained  the  author's  release  from 
prison.  In  1724,  Voltaire  produced 
the  tragedy  of  Jlforiamrae,  but  without 
success.  He  was  soon  after  again 
committed  to  the  Bastille,  and  on  his 
release  was  ordered  to  quit  France. 
He  went  to  England,  where  he  re- 
mained three  years,  was  favorably 
received  bv  many  illustrious  per- 
sons and  obtained  a  large  subscrip- 
tion for  the  Henriad$.  In  1728  he 
returned  to  France,  and  between  that 
year  and  1749  produced  the  tragedies 
of  ZairCf  Ahiref  Mahomet^  Merope,  and 
many  other  works,  was  admitted  into 
the  French  Academy,  and  was  ap- 
pointed gentleman  of  tne  king's  cham- 
ber in  ordinary  and  historiographer 
of  France.  In  1750  he  acoepted  the 
invitation  of  Frederick  the  Great  to 
reside  at  Berlin.  For  awhile  the  sov- 
ereign and  the  poet  were  on  the  most 
amicable  terms;  but  in  1763  their 
friendship  was  broken,  and  Vol- 
taire Quitted  the  Prussian  domin- 
ions. Paris,  in  consequence  of  the 
intrigues  of  his  enemies,  being  no 
longer  an  eligible  abode  for  him,  he 
lived  for  short  periods  at  Geneva  and 
other  places,  and  at  length  purchased 
an  estate  at  Femey,  in  the  Pays  de 
Gex,  on  which  he  finallv  settled. 
There,  in  possession  of  a  large  for^ 
tune  and  surrounded  by  friends,  he 
gave  free  scope  to  his  indefatigable 
pen.  In  April,  1778,  he  went  once 
more  to  Paris,  after  an  absence  of 
nearly  thirty  years.  He  was  received 
with  enthusiasm,  his  bust  was  crowned 
on  the  stage  and  was  placed  by  the 
academicians  next  to  that  of  Cornell le, 
but  he  did  not  long  enjoy  these  hon- 
ors. His  feeble  frame  was  exhausted 
by  this  round  of  excitement,  and  his 
literary  labors,  which  he  still  con- 
tinued, and  the  immoderate  use  of 
coffee,  brought  on  a  strangury,  to 
which  he  h^  been  subject.  lie  died 
May  30, 1778. 
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Voltaire  contributed  some  articles 
to  the  Encychp&iie,  which  was  being 
published  at  Taris  under ^  the  direc- 
tion of  IVAlembert  and  Diderot,  and 
his  cx>rrcH|K)ndence  with  lyAlembert 
in  reference  to  that  great  work  is  very 
interesting.  His  collected  works,  in 
the  e<lition  of  Beaumarchais,  form 
seventy  volumes.  "lie  was,"  says  a 
Freneh  author,  ''one  of  our  greatest 
poeU);  the  most  brilliant,  the  most 
elegant,  the  most  fertile,  of  our  prose- 
writers.  There  is  not  in  the  litera- 
ture of  any  country,  either  in  verse 
or  in  prose,  an  autnor  who  has  writ- 
ten on  BO  many  opposite  kinds  of  sub- 
jects, and  has  so  constantly  displayed 
a  superiority  in  all  of  them." 

Vondely  vail  den,  Joostf  a 
celebrated  Dutch  poet  and  dramatist, 
was  bom  in  1587,  at  Cologne,  whither 
his  parents,  who  were  Anabaptists, 
had  retired  from  Antwerp  to  avoid 
the  persecution  of  the  Spanish  gov- 
ernment. When  the  republic  of  the 
United  Provinces  was  established,  the 
family  removed  to  Amsterdam,  where 
Vondcl  kept  a  hosier's  shop ;  but  he 
neglected  his  business  and  applied 
himself  to  poetrj*,  for  which  he 
very  early  evinced  a  taste.  Among 
his  more  celebrated  dramatic  poems 
arc  PalamedeSj  GiJHbrecht  van  Amstd, 
and  Lucifer.  The  first  of  these  was 
an  indignant  allusion  to  the  fate  of 
tlie  Grand  Pensionary  Bameveldt, 
and  the  Inst  may  lie  considered  the 
precursor  of  Paradine  Lostj  which  it 
anticipated  by  fourteen  years.  Von- 
del  died  in  1^79. 

Yortiffem  became  King  of  the 
Britons  about  445  a.  D.  To  suppress 
the  invasions  of  the  Picts  and  Hcots 
he  called  in  the  aid  of  the  Saxons,  by 
whom  he  was,  however,  defeated  and 
slain  in  485. 

Yoss,  Johann  Heinrich,  a 


German  poet  and  critic.  Bora  ii 
Mecklenmu^^  Fehniarf  20,  1751; 
died  1826,  Amoii^  his  woiks  an 
Lauiaa  (a  poem),  IdylU,  LtUen  on 
]liythology.taid  tranalations  of  Home^ 
Heaiod,  Theocritus^  ^  "<&^>  Horace^ 
and  other  Greek  and  Koman  an- 
thora. 

Yossing,  Gerard  Jan,  a  Ger 
man  scholar;  bom  near  Heidelben 
in  1577.  He  studied  at  Don  aiM 
Leyden,  was  removed  from  the  pro 
fesBorship  of  rhetoric  and  chroiiok>' 
gy  at  Leyden  in  oonseqnence  of  hii 
favoring  the  Remonstrants,  obtained 
a  prebend  in  Canterhonr  Cathedial 
through  the  influence  of  Land,  whh 
a  dispensation  from  residence  in  Eng* 
land,  and  in  1633  acoqited  the  pco- 
feflBorship  of  history  at  Amsleraain, 
where  he  died  in  1649. 

YossiUB,  IsaaCf  son  of  the  nre- 
ceding,  was  bom  in  1618,  at  L^aen. 
After  naving  resided  for  some  time  at 
Stockholm  (to  which  capital  he  had 
been  invitea  by  Christina),  and  snb- 
sequently  in  his  own  country,  he  set- 
tled in  England  in  1670,  and  wu 
made  Canon  of  Windsor.  His  works 
are  numerous,  and  bear  ample  testi- 
mony to  his  learning.  He  was  rude 
in  his  manners,  sceptical  as  to  relig- 
ion, but  of  boundless  credulity  in  all 
other  matters.  Charles  II.  said  of 
him  that  he  believed  everything  but 
the  Bible.    Died  in  1688. 

YricSy  de,  Hans  Fredeman, 
a  Dutch  painter.  Bom  at  Lceuwar- 
den  in  1527 ;  died  1604.  He  excel- 
led in  perspective  and  architectural 
scenes.  In  1549  he  went  to  Antwerp, 
where,  in  concert  with  other  artists, 
he  painted  the  triumphal  arches 
erected  in  that  city  for  the  entry  of 
the  Emperor  Charles  V.  and  his  son 
Philip.  X>e  Vries's  paintings  are  held 
in  high  estimation. 
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Waagren,  Gustav  Fried- 
richf  a  German  art-critic;  bom  at 
Hamburg  in  1794;  wa8  director  of 
the  Royal  Grallerj  of  Paintings  at 
Berlin,  and  in  1844  became  profes- 
sor of  art-historj  in  the  Koyal  Uni- 
versity.   Died  1868. 

Wachler,  Johann  Fried- 
lich  Ludwi^y  a  German  writer 
on  literature  and  professor  of  philos- 
ophy at  Marburg,  was  bom  at  Gotha 
in  1767.    Died  1838. 

Waddingrton,  William 
Henry,  a  French  statesman,  the 
son  of  a  wealthy  Englishman  who 
established  ootton-milhs  in  France, 
was  bom  in  Paris  in  18*26:  was 
elected  to  the  National  Assembly  in 
•  1871;  voted  with  the  republicans; 
became  Minister  of  Public  Instruc- 
tion in  1873,  Minister  of  Foreign 
Affairs  in  1877,  and  first  plenipoten- 
tiary of  France  «t  the  Gsngress  of 
Berlin,  in  1878.  In  religion  he  is  a 
Protestant. 

Wade*  Bei^amin  Fraiik- 
litiy  an  American  Senator;  bom  in 
Massachusetts,  October  27,  1800;  re- 
moved to  Ohio ;  was  successively  elect- 
ed a  State  Senator  and  a  judge,  and, 
entering  the  United  States  Senate  as 
a  Whig  in  1851,  gained  distinction 
lor  his  determined  opposition  to  sla- 
very.   Died  March  2,  1878. 

Wadsworth,  James  Sam- 
uelf  an  American  general ;  bom  in 
Livingston  County,  New  York,  in 
1807.  He  studied  at  Yale  Ck>llege 
and  at  the  University  of  Harvard, 
and  read  law  in  the  office  of  Daniel 
Webster.  He  was  commissioned  a 
brigadier-general  in  1861,  command- 
ed a  division  in  1862,  fought  at  Get- 
tysburg and  other  important  battles, 
and  was  ^killed  in  the  Wilderness, 
May  6,  1864.  He  had  in  1862  been 
nominated  by  the  Republicans  for 
the  office  of  Governor  of  his  native 


State,  but  was  defeated  by  Horatio 
Seymour.  He  inherited  an  immense 
estate  and  was  a  liberal  patron  of 
learning  and  literature. 

Wager,  Sir  Cliarles,  an  Eng- 
lish admiral;  bom  1G66;  served  m 
the  war  of  the  Spanish  Succession; 
was  First  Liord  of  the  Admiralty  un- 
der Sir  Robert  Walpole;  became  a 
full  admiral  in  1731,  and  died  in 
1743. 

Wagner,  Richard,  a  musical 
composer ;  bom  at  Leipsic^  May  22. 
1813;   was  educated  at  Dresden  ana 
in  the  University  of  Leipsic.    At  an 
early  age  he  began  to  write  for  the 
lyrical  stage,  and  was  appointed  musi- 
ad  director  of  the  Royal  theatre  at 
Dresden,  where  several  of  his  operas^ 
particularly    RienMiy    Der    JFliegends 
iJoUander^  T^innhcmer.    and    lioA^n- 
grin,  were  produced.    He  contributed 
much  to  the  musical  literature  of  the 
day,   and    his  Ksthetic  opinions,  as 
well  as  the  merits  of  his  operas,  be- 
came the  subjects  of  controversy,  one 
party  representing  him  as  a  musical 
reformer  of  great  and  original  genius^ 
and  the  other  as  a  visionary  in  hia 
notions  and  extravagant  and  unin- 
telligible in  his  music.    Wagner,  who 
was  a  poet  and  a  critic,  wrote  his 
own  librettos,  and  defended  his  pri- 
vate theories  with  hb  pen  on  several 
occasions.      His    opposition    to   the 
Jews,  and  his  pamphlet  Judaism  in 
MuaiCf  gave  rise  to  an  animated  con* 
troveray.    On  May  22,  1872,  he  laid 
at  Baireuth,  a  small  town  of  central 
Germany,  the  foundation-stone  of  a 
tivsatre  m  which  his  works  were  per- 
formed in  1876  before  a  select  audi- 
ence of  his  friends.    Died  February 
13,1883. 

Warner,  Budolph,  a  German 
anatomist  and  writer.  Bom  at  Bai- 
reuth in  1805 ;  died  1864. 

Wakefield,  Gilbert^  an  £n^- 
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lifih  author  and  theologian.    Bom  in 
1756 :  died  1801. 

'Wakideey  a  distinguished  biog- 
rapher. Bom  at  Medina,  in  Arabia, 
in  748 ;  died  at  Bagdad  in  822.  Among 
his  works  are  a  Life  of  Mohammed,  re- 
garded as  much  the  liest  that  has  ever 
been  written,  and  the  Lives  of  other 
eminent  Moslems. 

Waleh,  Christian  Wilhelm 
FraiiZf  a  German  ecclesiastical 
writer.  Bom  at  Jena  in  1726 ;  died 
1784. 

Walckenaer,  Charles 
Atliaiiase*  Babon,  a  French  au- 
thor and  scholar.  Bom  in  Paris  in 
1771 ;  died  1852.  He  was  a  member 
of  the  French  Institute,  perpetual  sec- 
retary of  the  Academy  of  Inscriptions, 
and  prefect  of  Nidvre.  Among  his 
works  are  Haiurol  Hiatary  of  InaeeUy 
HUtoty  of  the  Life  and  Foema  of  Hot' 
act,  and  Ancient  Oeocrapfty,  HvUorical 
and  Comparativef  of  the  GatiU, 

Waldeck,  Christian  Au- 
gust,  an  Austrian  generaL  Bom  in 
1744;  died  1798. 

Waldeck,  George  Fried- 
richy  Prince,  an  Austrian  general. 
Bom  in  1620;  died  1692. 

Waldeniar  I.,  sumamed  the 
Great;  bom  in  1131  j  ascended  the 
throne  of  Denmark  m  1157;  con- 
quered  a  portion  of  Norway  and  the 
territor;p^  of  the  Wends  in  Germany. 
Dying  in  1181,  his  son,  Canute  Yl., 
succeeded  him. 

Waldeniar  II*  y  sumamed 
Seier,  or  "  the  Victorious,"  succeed- 
ed his  brother,  Canute  VI.,  as  King 
of  Denmark  in  1203.  He  was  an  able 
and  successful  ruler,  and  subjugated 
Livonia,  Courland,  and  several  other 
provinces.  Died  1241.  Eric  VI.  was 
his  son  and  successor. 

Waldeniar  III*  was  King  of 
Denmark  from  1340  until  1375. 

Wales 9  Albert  Kdward, 
Prince  of,  heir-apparent  to  the 
British  crown,  is  the  eldest  son  of 
Queen  Victoria,  and  was  bom  at 
Buckingham  Palace,  November  9, 
1841.  The  titles  of  Duke  of  Com- 
wall    in    the    peerage  of    England, 


Duke  of  Bothsay.  Baran  of  Bcnfrew, 
and  Lord  of  the  Isles  in  that  of  Soot- 
land,  and  Earl  of  Dublin  and  Canick 
in  tnat  of  Ireland,  have  been  con- 
ferred upon  him.  He  is  a  knight  of 
the  Garter,  general  in  the  armj,  and 
Grand  Master  of  the  Freemasons  of 
England.  He  married.  March  1(1 
1863,  the  Princess  Alexandra  oi 
Denmark,  bj  whom  he  has  had  ^ve 
children. 

Wales,  William,  an  English 
astronomer.  Bom  in  1734:  died 
1798. 

WalewsldL  florian  Alex- 
andre Joseph  Colonna*  Coukt, 
a  writer  and  statesman,  son  of  Napo- 
leon I.  and  the  Countess  Walewski, 
was  bora  in  Poland  in  1810.  He  was 
the  French  Minister  st  Floienoe.and 
Naples  in  1849,  and  AmbasMuior  at 
London  in  1852.  He  became  Min- 
ister of  Foreign  Afiaiis  three  rean 
later,  and  in  1865  President  of  the 
Corps  L^latif.    Died  1868. 

Walker,  John,  an  English 
lexicographer;  bom  in  1732.  He  was 
the  author  of  several  works,  the  most 
important  of  which  is  a  Critic  iVo- 
nouncing  Dictionary  and  Expositor  of 
the  English  Languaae,  which  has 
proved  very  successful  and  has  pass- 
ed through  nearly  forty  editions. 
Died  1807. 

Walker,  Robert  James,  apo- 
litical economist ;  bom  in  Pennsylva- 
nia in  1801 ;  read  law,  and  removed 
to  Mississippi,  from  which  State  he 
was  in  1835  chosen  a  Senator  of  the 
United  States.  He  was  Secretary  of 
the  Treasury  in  the  administration 
of  Polk,  and  in  1857  was  appointed 
by  President  Buchanan  Governor  of 
Kansas.  Difiering  with  the  admin- 
istration, he  resigned  this  position 
soon  after.    Died  Isovember  11,  1869. 

Walker,  Sears  Cook,  an 
American  astronomer.  Bom  in  Mas- 
sachusetts in  1805*  died  1853. 

Walker,  Williain,  an  Amen- 
can  adventurer,  was  bom  in  Tennessee 
in  1824,  edited  a  newspaper  in-  Call- 
fomia,  and  in  1855,  with  but  about 
sixty  followers,  invaded  Kicaragua, 
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reduced  Granada,  and  had  himself 

I)roclaimed  as  President.  Two  years 
ater  he  was  expelled  the  oonntr3r. 
He  invaded  Honduras  in  1860,  but 
was  soon  after  taken  and  put  to 
death. 

Wallace  (of  Gllerslie),  Sir 
Willianiy  a  Scottish  patriot  and 
hero  of  great  distinction,  son  of  Sir 
Malcolm  Wallace,  was  bom  in  Ren- 
frewshire about  1270.  Having  killed 
the  son  of  an  English  governor  while 
at  school  in  Dundee  in  return  for  an 
insult  which  he  had  received,  he  was 
obliged  to  secrete  himself  in  the  moun- 
tains. He  soon  organized  a  devoted 
band  of  partisans,  captured  the  garri- 
sons of  A  oerdeen  and  other  important 
places,  ^ined  a  brilliant  victory  over 
the  British  forces  at  Stirling  Bridge  in 
1297,  and  ravaged  the  northern  part 
of  England.  He  was,  however,  de- 
feated near  Falkirk  by  Edward  I.  of 
England.  After  continuing  the  stru^ 
gle  for  several  years  longer,  Sir  Wil- 
liam Wallace  was  betrayed  to  the 
English  King,  was  taken  to  London, 
and  was  executed  in  1305. 

Wallace,  WiUiam,  LIJD.,  a 
mathematician  and  writer;  bom  in 
Fifeshire,  Scotland,  in  1768 ;  became 
professor  of  mathematics  in  the  Uni- 
Tersity  of  Edinburgh.    Died  1843. 

Wallensteiny  Albrecht 
Wenzel  Eusebius,  Count  op, 
Duke  of  Mecklenburg,  Friedland, 
and  Sagau,  a  general  of  remarkable 
ability,  and  the  hero  of  one  of  Schil- 
ler's greatest  dramas,  was  the  son  of 
Baron  von  Waldstein,  and  was  bom 
in  Bohemia  in  1583.  Although  his 
parents  were  Protestants,  he  was  edu- 
cated in  the  Jesuit  College  at  Olmiitz, 
and  subsequently  at  Padua  and  Bo- 
logna, and  was  converted  to  the  Catho- 
lic faith.  He  served  in  the  Austrian 
armies  with  distinction  against  the 
Turks  and  Venetians,  and  in  1610 
married  an  opulent  widow,  through 
whom  he  inherited  an  immense  es- 
tate. At  the  commencement  of  the 
Thirty  Yeara^  war,  in  1619,  he  enter- 
ed the  Roman  Catholic  (Imperial) 
army,  gained  a  great  victory  in  Hun- 


gary over  Bethlen  Gabor  in  1621. 
and  was  made  Duke  of  Friedland 
and  Prince  of  the  empire.  He  sub- 
sequently raised  an  army  at  his 
own  expense,  supported  it  by  pillage, 

S lined  several  victories,  invaded 
enmark,  was  created  admiral  by 
the  Emperor,  and  was  given  the 
duchy  of  Mecklenburg.  The  arro- 
gance and  rapacity  of  Wallenstein 
soon  created  a  breach  between  him 
and  the  Emperor  Ferdinand,  who 
banished  the  great  general  from 
court.  The  latter  was  preparing  to 
enlist  in  the  Protestant  cause,  when 
the  victories  of  Gustavus  Adolpl^us 
and  the  death  of  the  great  Marshal 
Tilly  compelled  Ferdinand  to  beg  for 
Wallenstein's  assistance.  That  com- 
mander was  defeated  by  the  Swedes^ 
under  Gustavus  Adolphus,  at  the 
battle  of  Lutzen,  (1632)  but  he  gain- 
ed numerous  victories  in  Silesia.  A 
conspiracy  having  been  formed  against 
him  at  court,  he  was  assassinated  by 
the  Emperor's  orders,  in  1634.  The 
chan^  against  him  were  that  he  re- 
fused to  defend  Bavaria  against  the 
Swedes,  and  that  he  aspired  to  the 
throne  of  Bohemia. 

Waller,  Edmnnd,  an  English 
poet,  cousin  of  the  great  John  Hamp- 
aen ;  bom  in  1605;  was  educated  at 
Cambridge,  and  was  elected  to  the 
Long  Parliament.  Joining  the  roy- 
alists, he  ¥ras  fined  and  imprisoned  by 
Parliament,  and  escaped  execution 
only  by  the  most  cowardly  submis- 
sion. Died  1687.  Among  his  pro- 
ductions are  a  Panegyric  on  Oromwell 
and  To  the  King  upon  His  Majeatfg 
Most  Happy  Return, 

Waller,  Sir  WUllam,  an  Enp;w 
lish  Parliamentarv  general ;  bom  m 
1597 ;  fought  for  the  Protestant  cause 
in  Germany ;  sat  in  the  Long  Parlia- 
ment, and  was  given  a  command  in 
the  army  next  to  the  Earl  of  Essex, 
but  was  subsecjuently  removed  under 
the  self-denying  ordinance.  Died 
1668. 

Wallich,  Nathaniel,  a  Dan- 
ish  botanist  Bom  in  1787 ;  died 
1854. 
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Wall! n 9  Johan  Olof,  Arch- 
bishop of  Upeal ;  born  at  Dalecarlia, 
in  Sweden,  in  1779;  waa  the  author 
of  a  large  number  of  hvnina,  which 
were  regarded  as  the  best  produc- 
tions of  the  kind  in  the  language^  and 
which  were  inserted  in  the  national 
BwediHli  hymn-book.    Died  1839. 

W  a  11  i  8 ,  John,  an  English 
mathematician  and  divine;  bom  in 
1616;  studied  at  Cambridge;  was  one 
of  the  first  members  of  the  Koyal 
Society,  and  in  1649  was  appointed 
profe^r  of  geometry  in  tne  Uni- 
versity of  Oxford.  He  was  the  au- 
thor of  several  works  on  mathematics 
and  theology.    Died  1703. 

Walpole,  Horace,  fourth  Earl 
of  Orford,  an  English  author  and 
wit,  was  a  son  of  Sir  Robert  Walpole ; 
was  bom  in  1717;  was  educated  at 
Cambridge,  and  was  elected  to  Par- 
liament as  a  Whig  in  1741.  Among 
his  productions  are  Letters  to  Sir  Hor- 
ace Mann,  The  Mynterious  Mother,  The 
Caitle  of  Otranto,  Historie  I>ouht»  on 
the  Life  and  Jieign  of  Richard  III.,  and 
Oatcdoffue  of  Royal  and  IsobU  Authors. 
Died  1797. 

Walpole,  Sir  Robert,  Earl 
of  Orford,  an  En^i^lish  statesman: 
bora  August  26,  1676 ;  was  educated 
at  Cambridge,  and  in  1700  was  electa 
ed  to  Parliament  as  a  Whig.  He  was 
an  able  debater  and  a  skilful  tactician, 
and  in  1708  became  the  leader  of  his 
party  in  the  House  of  Commons  and 
Secretary  at  War.  lie  resigned  in 
1710  with  the  rest  of  the  Whig  Min- 
istry. Two  years  later  the  Tories, 
who  had  a  umjority  in  Parliament, 
expelled  him  from  the  House  of 
Commons  and  imprisoned  him  for  a 
short  time  in  the  Tower.  When 
George  I.  ascended  the  throne, 
Walpole  Ixjcame  very  influential, 
waa  made  paymaster  of  the  forces, 
participated  actively  in  the  im- 
peachment of  Lor^  Bolingbroke 
and  Oxford,  l>e(»me  First  Lt>rd  of 
the  Treoijury  in  1715^  and  Prime 
Minister  of  England  in  1721.  He 
was  reappointed  Prime  Minister  on 
the  accession  of  George  II.,  resigned 


office  in  1742,  and  wm  then  cmtod 
Earl  of  Orford.     Died  1745. 

Wal8ll»  Robert,  an  Amerkn 
author;  bom,  of  Irish  parentage,  ia 
Baltimore  in  1784.  He  waa  in  1845 
sent  as  American  Consul  to  Puisi 
where  he  died  in  1858.  Among  hii 
works  are  a  Letier  on  the  Gtniua  tmd 
DinHmHon  </  the  French  Oowmmeni, 
and  Appeal  from  the  Judgments  ej 
Great  Britain  Heepecting  the  UnUtd 
State*. 

Walsingliaiii,  Sir  FrandSf 

an  English  statesman  diatinguished 
for  his  subtlety  and  ahrewdnesB,  wae 
bom  in  1536,  and  waa  educated  ai 
Cambridc£  He  became  a  favorite  of 
Queen  Elizabeth^  was  sent  as  AmbM* 
sador  to  France  in  1570,  and  Bubae- 
qnently  became  Minister  of  Foreign 
Aflairs.  He  thwarted  many  plots  of 
the  Jesuits  and  detected  the'Babbing- 
ton  conspiracy.  His  daughter  waa 
the  wife  of  8ir  Philip  Sidney,  and 
was  after  his  death  married  to  the 
Earl  of  Essex.    Died  1590. 

Walter,  John,  the  fonnderof 
the  LfOndon  Times,  established  that 
paper  in  1788.  Bom  1739;  died 
1812. 

Walter,  Thomas  U.,  LL.D., 
an  American  architect ;  bom  in  Phila- 
delphia in  1804;  received  in  1857  the 
degree  of  LL.D.  from  Harvard  Uni- 
versity. Among  the  works  which  he 
designed  are  Girard  College,  at  Philar 
delphia,  and  the  Treasury  building 
and  the  extension  of  the  Capitol  at 
Washington. 

Walther  von  der  Vogr^l- 
weidc  (meaning  "Walter  of  the 
Bird-Meadow'')^  the  greatest  of  the 
Qerman  minnesingers,  was  bum,  of  a 
noble  femily,  in  Franconia  about 
1170,  and  was  patronized  by  the 
brothers  I^eop^vld  and  Frederick  of 
Austria.  An  account  of  his  life  was 
written  by  Uhland.   Died  about  1230, 

Walton,  Izaak,  an  Knglish 
writer.  Boni  in  1593;  died  16S3. 
His  most  celebrated  work  is  The  0)ia- 
pUte  Angler;  or,  A  ContempUitive  Man's 
Recreation,  which  mssed  through  nu- 
merous editions,    lie  also  wrote  an

elegy  on  Dr.  Donne  and  several  biog- 
raphies. 
Warbeck,    Perkin,   an   im- 

bostor  during  the  reign  of  Henry 
Vll.  of  England.  He  claimed  to  be 
one  of  the  young  Princes  (sons  of 
Edward  IV.)  supposed  to  have  been 
put  to  death  by  Richard  III.  He 
was  supported  by  many  of  the  former 
adherents  of  the  house  of  York,  raised 
a  large  army,  and  besieged  Exeter, 
but  was  taken  in  1499  and  put  to 
death. 

Warburton,  Eliot  Bar- 
tholomew Geoi^e,  a  celebrated 
writer;  bom  in  Ireland  in  1810 ;  grad- 
uated at  Cambridge,  and  ip^  drowned 
off  Land's  End  in  1852  in  the  ship 
Amazon.  Among  his  productions  are 
2he  Oreacent  and  the  O'OSSf  Prince  Ri*- 
peri  and  the  OavaUers,  a  history,  and 
Darien;  or.  The  Merchant  Prince,  a 
tale. 

Warburton,  William,  an 
English  author  and  prelate ;  bom  in 
1698;  was  the  son  of  an  attomev, 
and  was  educated  for  the  law.  He 
subsequently  studied  theology,  was 
ordained  a  priest,  became  one  of  the 
King's  chaplains  in  1754,  Dean  of 
Bristol  in  1757,  and  Bishop  of  Glou- 
cester in  1759.  Died  1779.  The  most 
important  of  his  works  is  Hie  Divine 
L^aiion  of  Moeett  dtmonttraied  en  the 
PrincipUa  of  a  Religioue  DtMi,  from  the 
Omisium  t^the  Doctrine  of  a  Future  State 
of  Rewarde  and  Puniehmente  in  the  Jew- 
tih  Diapeneation, 

IVardy  ArtcmaSy  an  American 

feneral;  bom  in  Massachusetts  in 
727 ;  fought  against  the  French  and 
Indians,  and  at  the  commencement 
of  the  Bevolutionary  war  was  ap- 
pointed next  in  command  to  Wasn- 
ington,  but  resigned  his  commission 
in  the  early  part  of  1776.  He  sub- 
sequently served  two  terms  in  Con- 
gress.   Died  1800. 

Ward,  Edward  Matthew, 
R.  A.,  an  English  painter,  was  bom 
in  1816,  and  was  elected  to  the  Boyal 
Academy  in  1855.  Amonff  his  works 
are  "Qoldsmith  as  a  Wandering  Mu- 
sician," **  Interview  of  Charles  U,  and 


Nell  Gwynne."  ''Baxter  and  Jef- 
freys," '*  Charles  IX.  and  Admiral 
Cougny,"  ''Marie  Antoinette's  Last 
Sleep,''^and  "Lady  Teazle's  Spinster 
Davs." 

Wardy  James,  an  English 
painter;  bom  in  London  in  1770: 
became  a  meml|^  of  the  Boyal 
Academy  in  1811,  and  died  in 
1859. 

Ward,  Seth,  an  English 
prelate  and  astronomer;  bom  in 
1617^  graduated  at  Cambridge;  was 
appointed  professor  of  astronomy  at 
Oxford,  ana  was  raised  to  the  See  of 
Salisbury  in  1662.    Died  1689. 

WardlaWy  Ralph,  a  theolo^p- 
cal  writer.  Bom  at  Dalkeith,  in 
Scotland,  in  1779 ;  died  1853. 

Ware,  William,  an  American 
author.  Bom  in  Massachusetts  in 
1797;  died  1852.  The  best  known 
of  his  writings  are  the  classical  ro- 
mances Zenobia  and  Aurelian, 

Warren,  Joseph,  an  eminent 
American  patriot ;  bom  in  Massachu- 
setts in  1741 ;  was  educated  at  Har- 
vard College,  and  subsequently  stud- 
ied and  practised  medicine.  He  be- 
came very  prominent  in  his  opposi- 
tion to  British  tyranny,  and  in  1774 
was  chosen  President  of  the  Provin- 
cial Congress  and  chairman  of  the 
Committee  of  Public  Safety.  He  was 
appointed  a  mi^or-general  by  Con- 
gress, June  1^  1775,  but  declined  the 
command,  which  was  tendered  him 
by  Putnam,  of  the  American  forces 
at  the  battle  of  Bunker  Hill.  He^ 
however,  fought  in  that  memorable 
engagement  as  a  volunteer,  and  was 
mortally  wounded.  Hb  loss  was 
greatly  deplored  by  the  i>eople  of 
America.  He  was  distinguished  for 
courage,  ^enerositj,  and  pmdence, 
and  for  his  untiring  energy  in  the 
cause  of  his  ooimtry. 

Warren,  Samuel,  an  English 
novelist  and  writer  on  law ;  bom  in 
1807;  was  elected  to  Parliament  in 
1856,  and  died  Julv  29,  1877.  The 
most  celebrated  of  his  works  are  Ten 
l^nuand  a  Year  and  Paua^  from 
th4  Diary  <^a  LaU  Pkyeidan, 
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Warton,  Joseph,  an  English 
critical  writer.    Bom  in  1722;  died 

1800. 

Warton,  Thomas,  an  English 
poet  and  critic ;  bom  in  1728 ;  gradu- 
ated at  Oxford,  where  he  succeBsivelj 
became  professor  of  i>oetr7  and  of 
history.  He  exceed  in  humor  and 
satire.  He  became  poet-laureate  in 
1785,  and  died  in  1790.  The  most 
important  of  his  works  is  a  Hi8iory 
of  KnglUh  Poetry, 

Warwick,  Richard  Nevil, 

Earl  of,  sumamed  the  Kino- 
Makeb,  was  a  son  of  the  Earl  of 
Salisbury  and  cousin-german  to  King 
Edward  lY.  Marrying  the  daughter 
and  heiress  of  the  Earl  of  Warwick, 
he  gained  possession  of  the  great  es- 
tates belonging  to  that  earldom.  Join- 
ing the  party  of  the  Duke  of  York, 
he  rendered  great  service  to  the  cause 
of  that  Prince,  gaining,  almost  en- 
tirely bjr  his  individu^  efforts,  the 
signal  victory  of  St.  Alban's,  in  1455, 
and  subsequently  defeating  the  Lan- 
castrians at  Northampton  in  1460  and 
at  Towton  in  1461,  capturing  King 
Henry  VI.,  and  securing  the  throne 
for  Edward  IV.  Warwick  then  be- 
came a  great  favorite  with  that  sov- 
ereign, and  the  most  powerful  noble- 
man in  the  realm.  About  nine  years 
later,  however,  he  quarrelled  with 
the  King,  made  an  alliance  with  his 
former  enemies,  proclaimed  Henry 
VI.,  and  drove  Edward  out  of  Eng- 
land. Edward,  returning  in  1471, 
gained  a  victory  at  Bamet,  where 
the  Earl  of  Warwick  was  slain.  One 
of  his  daughters  was  married  to  the 
Duke  of  Clarence,  and  the  other  to 
the  son  of  Henry  VI.,  and  afterward 
to  Richard  III.  The  Earl  of  War- 
wick  is  the  principal  character  in 
Bulwer's  Laxt  of  the  Barons, 

Washington,  Georgre,  first 
President  of  the  United  States  of 
America,  was  bom  February  22, 
1732,  near  the  banks  of  the  Potomac, 
in  Westmoreland  County,  Virginia, 
where  his  great-grandfather,  John 
Washington,  a  gentleman  from  the 
North  of  England,  had  settled  about 


1657.  Qeorge  was  the  son  of  Augus- 
tine Washington  and  his  second  wifcL 
Mary  Ball.  His  father  having  died 
in  1743,  the  care  of  his  education  de- 
volved on  his  mother.  He  appears  to 
have  been  taught  the  common  Eng- 
lish branches  only,  and  between  his 
fourteenth  and  sixteenth  years  to 
have  acquired  a  knowled^  of  mathe- 
matics sufiicient  to  qualify  him  for 
the  position  of  surveyor.  He  ex- 
celled in  athletic  exercises,  possessed 
great  strength  and  endurance,  and 
was  a  good  horseman.  Having 
formed  the  acquaintance  of  Thomas, 
Lord  Fairfax,  he  was  employed  by 
that  nobletian  to  survey  several  ex- 
tensive estates.  When  nineteen  years 
of  age  he  was  appointed  one  of  the 
adjutant-generals  of  Virginia,  with 
the  rank  of  m^jor.  In  1753  he  was 
entrusted  with  a  commission  in  which 
both  bodily  vigor  and  prudence  were 
requisite.  The  French  were  at  that 
time  engaged  in  establishing  a  chain 
of  forts  extending  from  the  Canadian 
lakes  to  the  Ohio,  the  effect  of  which 
would  be  to  limit  the  English  colonies 
to  the  east  side  of  the  Alleghenies. 
Governor  Dinwiddie  selected  Wash- 
ington to  be  the  bearer  of  a  letter  of 
remonstrance  to  the  French  com- 
mandant, with  instructions  to  pene- 
trate the  designs  of  the  French  and 
to  conciliate  the  Indians.  He  per- 
formed with  skill  the  delicate  and 
arduous  duties  of  his  mission,  and 
returned  after  an  absence  of  seventy- 
eight  days.  The  French  persisting 
in  their  plans,  a  military  expedition 
to  the  Ohio  was  resolved  on,  and 
Washington,  with  the  rank  of  lieu- 
tenant-colonel, was  appointed  second 
in  command.  On  the  24th  of  May, 
1754,  at  a  place  called  Great  Mead- 
ows, Washington  attacked  and  de- 
feated a  detachment  of  the  French, 
whose  commander,  Jumonville,  was 
killed.  On  the  3d  of  July,  however, 
he  was  attacked  by  a  superior  force 
of  French  on  the  scene  of  the  first 
skirmish,  where  he  had  thrown  up 
an  entrenchment,  and  was  compelled 
to  retreat.    In  1755,  open  war  hav- 
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ing  broken  out  between  England  and 
France,  Gen.  Braddock  was  sent  to 
command  the  English  forces  in  Amer- 
ica. Washington,  who  had  then  at- 
tained the  rank  of  colonel,  volun- 
teered as  an  aide-de-camp  to  that 
feneral  in  his  expedition  against  the 
'rench  and  Indians.  In  ue  battle 
that  ensued  (July  9. 1755)  the  Eng- 
lish were  totally  deraated,  and  Brad- 
docJc  was  mortally  wounded.  During 
the  engagement  and  retreat  Wash- 
ington gained  great  distinction  for 
his  coolness  and  courage,  and  for  the 
skill  he  displayed  in  l^raer  warfare. 
In  the  same  .year  he  was  appoint^ 
commander-in-chief  of  the  forces  of 
Virginia,  and  in  1758  served  under 
Gen.  Forbes  in  the  capture  of  Fort 
Duquesne.  In  1759  he  married  Mrs. 
Martha  Custis,  a  widow,  by  whom  he 
obtained  a  large  estate. 

Washington  sat  for manyyears  in 
the  House  of  Burgenes  of  Virginia, 
was  in  1774  elected  to  the  G^eral 
Congress  at  Philadelphia,  and  the 
year  followinji^  was  appointed  com- 
mander-in-chief dT  all  the  forces  of 
the  United  Colonies. 

The  biography  of  Washinffton  for 
the  next  eight  TMib  is  really  the 
history  of  Uie  Kevolatiooary  war, 
but  only  tfie  principal  events  in  it 
can  be  stated  here.  When  he  reached 
Cambridge,  Massachusetts,  where  he 
fixed  his  headquarters,  he  found  his 
effective  force  one  of  less  than  fifteen 
thousand  men,  without  military  or- 
ganization, stores,  clothing,  or  even 
ammunition.  In  addition  to  these 
embarrassments,  he  had  to  contend 
with  a  party  in  Congress  that  pro- 
fessed itself  suspicious  of  a  military 
dictatorship  ana  opposed  the  organ- 
ization that  alone  could  make  the 
army  powerftd  and  any  concession 
of  power  to  the  commander-in-chiefl 
Another  difficulty  was  the  jealousies 
of  the  different  colonial  governments; 
and  thus  Washington  hful  to  deal  not 
only  with  the  men  under  his  com- 
mand, not  only  with  Congress  even, 
but  with  the  authorities  am  the  Leg* 
islatures  of  the  different  colonies ;  and 
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the  correspondence  that  he  had  to 
carry  on  was  almost  as  great  as  the 
extent  of  the  difficulties  he  had  to 
overcome.  His  patience  and  perse- 
verance found  their  first  reward  in 
the  evacuation  of  Boston  by  the  Brit- 
ish, on  March  17,  1776.  He  then 
marched  his  army  to  New  York,  but. 
having  been  defeated  on  Long  Island 
(Augiut  27)  by  Qen,  Howe,  he  was 
comj^ed  to  evacuate  that  city,  re- 
treating through  New  Jersey  to  the 
west  siae  of  the  Delaware.  Congress 
now  gave  him  authority  to  enlist  sol- 
diers to  serve  during  the  war  or  for  a 
period  of  not  less  than  three  years,  and 
somethii^  like  dictatorial  power  was 
conferred  on  him  for  six  months. 

Becrosnng  the  Delaware,  and  after 
engagements  at  Trenton  (December 
26, 1776}  and  at  Princeton  (Januarv 
if  1777),  Washington  recovered  al- 
most the  whole  of  New  Jersey.  Of 
the  campaign  df  1777,  the  chief  events 
were  the  aefeat'  of  Washington  by 
Howe  at  the  battles  of  Brandy  wine 
(September  11)  and  of  Gtermantown 
(October  3).  On  the  6th  of  Febru- 
ary, 1778,  a  treaty  of  alliance  be- 
tween France  and  the  United  States 
was  sifted  at  Paris,  and  after  two 
campaigns,  during  which  Washing- 
ton acted  chiefljT  on  the  defensive,  in 
Julv,  1780,  arrived  a  French  force 
of  nve  thousand  men  under  Rocham- 
bean.  The  British,  under  Lord  Com- 
walli^  were  then  overrunninff  the 
Carolines.  A  vear  elapsed  before 
the  armies  of  Washington  and  Ro- 
chambeau  formed  an  effective  iunc- 
tion,  and  the  two  commanders  oeter- 
mined  to  act  in  concert  against  Com- 
wallis,  then  in  Virieinia.  The  latter 
entrenched  himseu  at  Yorktown, 
which  was  completely  invested  by 
Washington  and  Bochambeau  on  the 
30th  of  September.  On  the  19th  of 
October,  1781,  Cornwallis  capitulated 
— B%  event  which  virtually  ended 
the  war,  though  some  time  elapsed 
before  a  peace  was  definitively  set- 
Ued. 

A  treaty  having  been  signed  Sep- 
tember 3, 1783,  Geo.  Washington  re- 
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signed  his  commiasion  to  CongresB  in 
the  latter  part  of  December  follow- 
ing and  retired  to  Mount  Vernon, 
where  he  remained  for  nearly  six 
years,  when,  having  been  unani- 
mously el&ij&d  President  of  the 
United  States,  he  entered  upon  the 
duties  of  his  office  in  the  early  part 
of  1789,  being  inaugurated  April  30. 
His  Cabinet  was  composed  of  Thomas 
Jefferson  as  Secretary  of  State;  Alex- 
ander Hamilton,  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury ;  Gen.  Knox,  Seoretary  of 
War;  and  £dmund  Randolph,  At- 
torney-General. 

One  of  his  first  measures  was  to 
make  peace  with  the  Indians.  The 
negotiations  with  Spain  terminate 
in  her  allowing  the  free  navigation 
of  the  Mississippi.  The  difierences 
with  Great  Britain,  after  much  agita- 
tion, were  finally  settled  by  a  treaty 
signed  bv  Mr.  Jay,  at  Liondon,  in 
1794.  Aiean while,  in  1793,  his  term 
of  office  having  expired,  AVashington 
was  re-elected  to  the  Presidency ;  and 
he  again  took  the  oath  of  office  on 
the  4th  of  March.  During  his  ad- 
ministration the  progress  of  the 
United  States  was  very  rapid.  The 
public  debts  were  funded,  and  ample 
means  were  provided  for  paying  the 
interest  and  for  gradually  discharg- 
ing the  principal.  Agriculture  and 
commerce  were  extended  far  beyond 
all  former  limits,  and  no  contests  re- 
mained with  foreign  states,  with  the 
exception  of  France,  which,  under 
the  violent  counsels  of  the  Directory, 
persisted  in  infringing  the  rights  of 
the  Americans  as  an  independent 
•people. 

At  the  expiration  of  his  second 
term  of  office  there  was  a  general 
desire  among  the  American  people 
that  he  should  serve  for  still  an- 
other term,  but  he  announced  that  he 
should  positively  retire  from  public 
life  at  that  time.  His  Faretodl  Ad- 
dress to  the  People  of  the  United  States. 
which  was  puolished  in  the  fall  of 

1796,  caused  a  profound  impression, 
and  he  retired  from  office  March  4. 

1797,  returning  to  the  oomforta  of 


domestic  life  and  resuming  kif  agri- 
cultural pursuits.  From  this  state 
of  privacy  he  was,  howeyer,  called 
bv  the  anticipation  of  a  war  with 
FranocL  and  in  May,  1798^  was  reap- 
pointed commander-in-chief  of  the 
American  armies.  On  the  12th  of 
December,  1799,  he  was  eaqpoeed  in 
the  saddle  for  several  hours  to  oold 
and  snow,  and  was  attacked  with 
acute  larynsitti^  for  which  he  was 
repeatedly  bled,  bat  nnk  rapidly, 
and  died  December  14.  He  left  a 
widow,  but  no  children.  In  ^eivon 
he  was  tall  and  well  proportioned. 
His  passions  were  naturally  strong 
obt  he  had  obtained  a  full  commaiw 
over  them.  He  was  simple,  truthful, 
sincere,  patriotic^  and  served  hia 
country  with  an  energy,  persever- 
ance, and  patience  equal  to  hia  dis- 
interestedness. The  character  of 
Washington  shone  brightest  in  de- 
feat and  adversity,  and  there  is  no 
time  at  which  he  appears  to  greater 
advantage  than  while  in  winter-quar- 
ters at  Valley  Foree,  when  the  Amer- 
ican cause  seemed  almost  hopeless 
and  the  army  suffered  such  great 
hardships  for  want  of  clothing  and 
other  necessaries.  He  was  justly 
eulogized  as  ''first  in  war,  first  in 
peace,  and  first  in  the  hearts  of  his 
countrymen." 

Watelety  Claude  Henri,  an 
art-writer;  bom  in  Paris  in  1718; 
was  chosen  a  member  of  the  French 
Academy  in  17dO.  He  etched  some 
portraits  which  were  greatly  admired, 
wss  the  author  of  The  Art  of  Painting, 
a  poem,  A  Dictionary  of  the  Arts  of 
Painting,  Sculpture,  and  Engraving, 
and  of  other  works.    Died  1786. 

Watty  JameSy  an  eminent  Scot- 
tish engineer  and  inventor;  bom  at 
Greenock,  January  19,  1736 ;  became 
a  maker  of  mathematical  instruments, 
and  settled  in  Glasgow.  Being  em- 
ployed in  1764  to  repair  a  model  of 
Newcomen's  steam-engine,  he  pro- 
ceeded to  experiment  with  steam,  and 
subsequently  invented  such  improve- 
ments upon  the  steam-engine  as  to 
render  it  a  wonderful  and  oomplete 


17U7,  returning  to  the  comforts  of  I  render  it  a  wonderful  and  cx>mplete 
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•ucc«s.  A  patent  was  granted  htm 
for  thiB  iDvenUoD  in  1769.  He  iub- 
aequentlj  gave  up  the  buBiaess  of 
melting  mathematic&l  iDBtniments, 
was  for  Hime  yean  a  civil  engineer, 
and  afterward  became  a  manufac- 
turer of  Bteam-engines,  in  which 
business  he  was  very  aucrtssful.  The 
discover/  of  the  compoeition  of  walei 
has  also  been  attributed  to  him  by 
■everal  sdentiBts.  He  wu  a  Fellow 
of  the  Royal  Society  of  London  and 
one  of  the  eight  foreign  aesociates  of 
the  French  Inntilute,  and  was  regard- 
ed by  the  poet  Wordsworth  aa  "per- 
haps the  muBt  extraordinary  man  that 
this  country  ever  produced."  Died 
1819. 

Wattean,  Antoine,  a  distln- 
KoiBhed  French  painter;  horn  at  Va- 
lencicnnea  in  1684.  He  eepedall; 
excelled  in  depicdng  rural  lativaU, 
masqueradee,  and  military  acenee. 
Hib  works  were  Ereatly  admired 
and  have  nearly  all  been  engraved. 
Died  1721. 

Watts,  Isaac,  an  English  gacred 
poet;  horn  in  1674.  Hewaa  the  au- 
thor of  numerous  hymns  and  other 
work*.     Died  1748, 

WaylaQd,  FranclH,  an  Amer- 
ican author  and  divine ;  bora  in  New 
York  in  1796;  gwduated  at  Union 
College  and  at  the  Andover  Theo- 
logicd  Seminary,  and  was  in  1826 
elected  PreeidenI  of  Brown  Univer- 
aity,  at  Providence,  Bhode  Island. 
Died  1805.  Among  his  works  are 
Elementt  of  PoUtieal  Eamomy  and  a 
2^tatiie  on  Human  Rapontibility. 

Wajne,  Anthony,  a  famous 
American  general;  bom  in  Pennsyl- 
vania in  174& ;  was  in  early  life  a 
■urreyor;  was  elected  to  the  General 
AMembly  in  1774  and  a  member  of 
the  Committee  of  Public  Safety  in 
1T7G,  and  in  the  same  year  became 
the  colonel  of  a  raiment  which  he 
bad  enlisted  and  drilled.  He  fought 
with  distinction  in  Canada  in  1776, 
was  made  a  brigadier-general  in  1777, 
commanded  a  division  at  the  battle 
of  the  Brandywine,  the  right  wing  at 
the  battle  of  Oernuuitown,  and  for  his 


conduct  at  the  battle  of  Uonmouth 
received  the  commendaUons  of  the 
commander-in-chief.  He  gained  yet 
further  renown  (July  15,  1779)  hf 
his  brilliant  assault  on  uid  capture 
of  Stony  Point,  a  Btrongly  defended 
fortrees  on  the  Hudson  River.  For 
this  service  be  received  the  thanks 
of  Congress.  He  continued  to  serve 
during  the  Kevolutlonary  war,  waa 
made  a  m^or-general  in  1792,  and 
was  placed  m  command  of  the  army 
sent  against  the  Indians  in  the  North- 
west. He  had  previously  defeated 
the  savages  in  Georgia,  and  in  1794 
gained  a  great  Tictot7  over  the  Mi- 
amia  in  Ohio.  He  was  especially 
distinguished  for  his  reckless  courage 
on  the  field  of  battle.

Welle-sley,  Richard  CoUey, 
Marqueus  Welleslev,  a  British  states- 
man, brother  of  tlie  great  Duke  of 
Wellington,  and  son  of  the  Earl  of 
Mominglon,  wan  bom  in  Dublin  in 
1760;  succeeded  bin  father  to  the 
earldom  in  I'Sl ;  became  a  favorite 
of  George  III. ;  was  elected  to  the 
English  House  of  Commons;  waa 
raixed  to  the  British  peerage  as  Baron 
Mominglon,  and  in  ITUT  was  sent  aa 
Governor-General  to  India,  where  he 
carried  on  and  successfully  terminat- 
ed a  war  oguinst  Tippoo  Sahib,  who 
killed  in  bailie  in  1709.

He  entered  the  army 
as  an  ensign  in  1787,  became  lieuten- 
ant a  few  months  later,  captain  in 
1791,  and  major  and  lieutenant-col- 
onel in  1703.  He  subsequently  sen-ed 
in  the  Netherlanda,  was  made  a  col- 
onel in  1796,  and  was  sent  to  India, 
where  he  gained  great  distinction  in 
the  war  against  Tippoo  Sabib  and 
the  Mnhraltas.  He  was  promoted  lu 
tlie  rank  of  major-general  in  180i 
returned  to  England  in  1805,  married 
tt  daughter  of  Oie  Earl  of  Longford 
in  1806,  waa  the  some  year  elected  to 
Parliament,  and  was  in  IS07  appoint- 
ed Secretary  for  Ireland.    He  oAer- 
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ifftrd  fought  in  Denmark,  ^ned  a 
victory  over  the  Danes  at  Kioge,  was 
in  1808  raised  to  the  grade  of  lieu- 
tenant-general, and  was  given  tiie 
command  of  an  armv  sent  to  6ght 
Uie  French  in  Spain,  baring  the  cam- 
paign which  followed  he  was  opposed 
to  superior  forces  and  to  some  of  the 
ablest  of  Napoleon's  Marshals,  but  he 
added  greatly  to  his  renown  by  the 
skilful  manner  in  which  he  thwarted 
their  plans.  For  his  services  in  Por- 
tugal nc  received  the  thanks  of  Par- 
liament. In  1810  he  repulsed  the 
French,  under  Massena,  near  (Joim- 
bra,  and  again  at  Torres  Vedras,  and 
in  April  of  the  year  following  gained 
a  signal  victory  over  Massena  at  8a- 
bugal ;  a  few  days  later  he  again  de- 
feated Mawena  at  Fuentes  des  Onoro. 

After  suflering  some  reverses,  Wel- 
lington, in  the  eurlv  part  of  1812,  ca|>- 
turc<l  Ciudad  Koifrigo  and  Budajoz, 
defeated  Marmont  at  Salamanca  in 
July,  and  in  August  made  a  trium- 
phuiit  entry  into  Madrid.  He  gained 
a  brilliant  vic'toryover  Jourdan  (June 
21,181l{),cnptur^animmensenmount 
of  munitions  of  war,  and  repulsed  Mar- 
shal .Souh,  who  had  l)een  sent  bv  Na- 
polcon  to  retrieve  the  disasters  suffer- 
ed by  the  French  armies  in  iSjKiin.

\Voriier,  Abraham  G 
lob,  a  distinguished  ge<^Iogist ;

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2&J  1750 ;  was  educated  at  a  school  of 
mines  in  Saxony ;  subeequently  read 
law  at  Leipsic^  and  became  in  1775 
professor  of  mineralogy  at  Freyberg. 
He  introduced  a  new  method  of  clas- 
sification in  geology,  and  was  pro- 
nounced by  Cuvier  to  be  the  first  who 
raised  the  theory  of  the  earth  to  the 
rank  of  a  positive  science.  Died  1817. 

Werner,  Friedricli  Lud- 
Vfig  ZachariaSy  a  celebrated  Ger^ 
man  poet  and  dramatist.  BomatKon- 
i^berg  in  1768 ;  died  1823.  Among 
his  works  are  Twcnty'fourth  cf  Febru' 
ary,  a  tragedy  of  remarkable  power, 
aiid  The  Cross  on  the  BcUtic  and  At- 
tiia,  King  of  the  Huns,  dramas. 

Werner,  Joseph,  a  Swiss  art- 
ist of  distinction.  Bom  at  Berne  in 
1637 :  died  1710. 

Werner,  von,  Paul,  a  skilful 
general;  bom  in  Hungary  in  1707; 
entered  the  Austrian  service,  ana 
subsequently  that  of  Frederick  the 
Great  of  Prussia,  by  whom  he  was 
made  lieutenant-general  and  awarded 
a  medal  for  defeating  the  Russians 
and  raising  the  siege  of  Coburg  in 
1760.    Died  1785. 

Werth,  von,  Johann,  a  gen- 
eral ;  bom  in  Brabant  in  1594 ;  served 
in  the  armies  of  Bavaria  and  Austria, 
and  died  in  1652. 

Wesley,  Charles,  an  English 
divine,  the  author  of  numerous  hymns, 
and  the  brother  and  coa4Jutor  of  John 
Weslev,  was  bom  at  Epworth  in  1708. 
For  his  strict  religious  tenets  he  was 
called  a  ''Methodist"  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Oxford,  where  he  studied.  He 
was  for  several  years  secretary  to  the 
Govemor  of  Georgia.    Died  1788. 

Wesley,  John,  the  founder  of 
the  Methodist  Church,  was  bom  at 
Epworth,  in  England,  June  17, 1703 ; 
gniduated  at  Ojrford  with  distinction ; 
became  a  deacon  in  1725,  a  Fellow  of 
Lincoln's  College  in  1726,  and  was 
ordained  a  priest  of  the  Church  of 
England  in  1728.  He  became  deep- 
ly impresseil  with  the  necessity  for 
changes  and  reforms  in  religious  mat- 
ters, and  at  Oxford  associated  with  his  j 
brother  and  others  who  from  their 


devotion  were  termed,  in  derision, 
"  Methodists  "  and  the  "  Godly  Club.'^ 
John  Wesley  adopted  habits  of  great 
austerity,  and  studied  and  feustra  to 
such  an  extent  that  he  seriously  in- 
jured his  health.  In  1735  he  went 
with  his  brother  Charles  Wesley  to 
Georgia  as  a  missionary  to  the  In- 
dians. During  the  voyage  he  became 
acquainted  with  a  number  of  Mora- 
vians, with  whom  he  subsequently 
co-operated.  Retuming  to  Europe, 
he  visited  Count  Zinzendorf  at  Herm- 
hut  in  1738,  but,  owing  to  some  dif- 
ferences, separated  from  the  Mora- 
vians in  1740.  Prior  to  this  he  had 
commenced  preaching  in  the  open 
air,  and  at  Bristol,  England,  had 
laid  the  foundation  of  the  Methodist 
Church,  which  is  now  said  to  em- 
brace in  England  and  America  at 
least  four  million  members.  He  pos- 
sessed great  powers  of  endurance,  suf- 
fered much  persecution,  travelled  ex- 
tensively on  horseback,  and,  continu- 
ing his  system  of  field-preaching, 
often  delivered  several  sermons  in 
the  course  of  one  day.  He  was  very 
benevolent,  was  firmly  opposed  to 
African  slavery,  and  was  the  author 
of  numerous  religious  works.  Died 
1791. 

West,  Bepjamin,  a  odebrated 
painter ;  bom  in  Pennsylvania,  Octo- 
ber 10,  1738 ;  painted  portraits  for  a 
time  in  Philadelphia;  studied  in 
Rome;  settled  in  i/>ndon;  acquired 
the  favor  of  George  III.,  by  whom 
he  was  generously  patronized,  and 
in  1792  was  chosen  President  of  the 
Boyal  Academy.  Died  1820.  Among 
the  most  admired  of  his  works  are 
"Death  of  Wolfe,"  "Departure  of 
Regulus,"  and  "Death  on  the  Pale 
Horse." 

West,  William  E.,  an  Ameri- 
can artist,  was  a  friend  of  Washing- 
ton Irving,  some  of  whose  works  he 
illustrated.    Died  1857. 

Westall,  Bichard,  a  skilful 
painter  in  water-colors ;  bom  at  Hert- 
ford, England,  in  1765;  was  elected 
a  member  of  the  Boyal  Academy  in 
1794,  and  died  1836.

Among  his  works  are  a  Hi^ 
tory  of  ike  hoMO  of  NcUiona  in  Europe 
and  America  from  the  Earliest  Times  to 
the  Treaty  of  Washington,  and  Ele^ 
«i^it«  of  International  Law,    ' 

Wheatstone,  Charles,  F.  R. 
8.,  an  English  scientist ;  bom  in  1802 ; 
became  professor  of  philosophy  in 
King's  College,  London,  in  1834.  He 
invented  the  stereoscope  and  several 
improvements  in  the  magnetic  tele- 
graph. 

Whewell,  William,  F.  R.  8., 
an  English  philosopher;  bom  in 
1795;  graduated  at  the  University 
of  Cambridge,  of  which  he  became 
Vice-Chancellor  in  1856.  Of  his 
numerous  works  may  be  mentioned 
Astronomy  and  Physics  considered  with 
R^ertnce  to  Natural  Theology,  The 
History  of  the  Inductive  Sciences^  and 
Elements  of  Morality,    Died  1866. 

Whipple,  Edjnund  Percy, 
an  author  and  critic  of  distinction ; 
bom  in  Massachusetts  in  1819.  He 
has  contributed  to  the  North  American 
Peview,  the  A  tUtntie  Monthly,  and  many 
other  periodicals,  and  has  gained  a 
high  reputation  as  a  lecturer. 

Whiston,  William,  an  English 
philosopher ;  bom  December  9, 1667 ; 
entered  the  Church  and  became  an 
intimate  friend  of  8ir  Isaac  Newton, 
whom  he  succeeded  as  professor  of 
mathematics  at  Cambridge  in  1703. 
Becoming  an  Arian  seven  years  later, 
he  lost  nis  professorship  and  was 
driven  from  the  University.  He 
then  removed  to  London,  where, 
without  any  result,  he  was  prose- 
cuted in  the  spiritual  courts  as  a 
heretic.    Died  1762.    His  fame  rests 


chiefly  on  his  translation  of  the  works 
of  Jacobus. 

White,  Gilbert,  an  English 
naturalist ;  bom  in  1720  at  8elbome, 
in  Hampshire,  where  he  spent  the 
greater  part  of  his  life  in  literary 
occupations^  and  especially  in  the 
study  of  natural  history,  a  taste  for 
which  his  writings  have  contributed 
to  diffiise.  His  best  known  work  is 
Hie  Natural  History  and  Antiquities 
of  Selltome,  in  Hampshire,  Died  in 
1793. 

White,  Henry  Kirke,  an 
English  poet ;  bom  in  1786.  He  ex- 
hibited great  precocity  of  intellect, 
and  at  the  age  of  eiglri|een  had  pro- 
duced a  large  number  of  poems.  He 
acquired  the  friendship  of  the  poet 
8outhey,  who  generously  assisted  him. 
With  the  aid  of  8outhey  and  other 
friends  he  was  enabled,  in  1804,  to 
commence  his  studies  at  Cambridge, 
in  order  that  he  might  enter  the 
Church,  but  hard  study  brought  on 
an  illness  which  terminated  his  life 
in  1806.  The  apostrophe  to  him  by 
Lord  Byron,  contained-  in  British 
Bards  and  Scotch  Peviewers,  is  one 
of  the  most  touching  and  exquisite 
productions  of  that  great  poet. 

White,  Joseph  Bianco,  a 
writer;  born,  of  Irish  extraction,  at 
Seville,  Spain,  in  1776.  After  edit- 
ing two  Spanish  journals  he  removed 
to  England,  where  he  contributed  to 
the  leading  British  reviews,  and  was 
the  author  of  several  works  in  Eng- 
lish.    Died  1841. 

Whitefield,  George,  an  Eng- 
lish preacher  of  great  eloquence,  and 
founoer  of  the  society  known  as  **  Cal- 
vinistic  Methodists,''  was  bom  in  1714. 
He  studied  at  Oxford,  where  he  was 
ordained  a  deacon  in  1736,  and  where 
he  became  associated  in  religious  mat- 
ters with  the  Wesleys.  After  visiting 
(Georgia  he  was  ordained  a  priest, 
and,  having  been  excluded  from 
numerous  churches,  he  in  the  open 
air  preached  with  great  power  the 
doctrines  of  the  Methodists.  Difier- 
ences  subsequently  arose  between  him 
and  John  W  esley,  chiefly  on  the  ques- 
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tioD  of  predestination,  Whitefield  be- 
ing a  Calvinist  and  \Vei«ley  an  Ar- 
minian.  He  died  in  MassachufletU 
in  1770. 

Wliitcloeke,  Biilstrode^  an 
Knglish  lawyer;  born  in  London  in 
I6O0;  studied  at  Oxfuni-and  at  the 
Middle  Temple,  and  was  elected  to 
the  Long  Purl  lament  in  1640.  He 
oppodcd  the  tvRinnical  -nieaflures  of 
King  Charles,  and  was  chnirnian  of 
the  committee  appointed  to  manage 
the  impeat'hment  of  the  Karl  of 
t^traflhrd,  liecnme  Speaker  of  the 
House  of  Commons  in  1656,  and 
after  the  death  of  Cromwell  was 
ap{>oinUMl  President  of  the  Council 
of  State  and  kee|)cr  of  the  great  seal, 
which  positions  he  resigned  prior  to 
the  Restoration.  He  was  the  author 
of  a  vahialilc  work  entitled  AlemorutU 
of  Em/I Uh  Affair*  from  itui  Snppojsed  Ax- 
j)edithn  of  Brute  to  this  Inlamt  to  the  Etui 
of  th*'  H'utfn  of  Jtwim  I.     Died  1676. 

Wliit«riftv  John,  Archbishop 
of  Canterbury,  was  lK)m  in  Linc«>ln- 
ahirc  in  l.'>.'iO;  studied  at  Cambridge, 
where  he  became  greatlv  distinguished 
as  a  piili>it-oratur  and  professor  of 
divinity  in  lo(>.'{.  He  had  joined  the 
I'rotcM.'int  communion  at  an  oarlv 
a^c.  He  w:is  a  |>owerful  [K)lemic 
writer,  but  was  very  narn)w-minded. 
He  became  Hisliop  of  Worcester  in 
1576,  and  Archhisliop  of  Canterbury 
in  15S.S.     Die«l  !604. 

Wliitiieyf  Eli,  distinguished  as 
the  inventor  of  the  <rotton-gin,  was 
lK)rn  in  Miissuchusetts  in  1765;  grad- 
uated at  Yale  College,  and  in  1792, 
having  gone  to  (icorgia  as  a  school- 
teacher, inventc<i  the(X)tton-gin,  wliich 
by  its  immciLse  saving  of  labor  gre:itly 
proniotc<l  the  trade  in  cotton  an<l  in- 
creased the  profits  of  tlie  planters. 
Afier  exjH'riencing  great  di then Ity  in 
enforcing  his  patent-right,  and  having 
his  residence  broken  into  and  his 
models  stolen,  he  was  in  1804  paid 
fifty  thousand  dollars  fur  his  patent 
bv  the  State  of  South  Carolina.  Died 
182.").

Tubingen,  and  was  on  intimate  U 
with  Cioethe  and  Schiller.  l)ii>d  ] 
Among  his  productions  are  Ha 
and    Muiarion,    poems,    Agatho\ 
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novel,  hont  Accuaedy  Alceste^  a  yerj 
niocessful  opera,  The  People  of  Ab- 
derOf  Oberorif  a  poem,  and  transla- 
tions Of  Shakespeare  and  of  the 
Emstles  and  ScUires  of  Horace. 

>Viertz,  Antoine,  a  Belgian 
historical  painter ;  bom  in  1806 ;  be- 
came very  successful  with  a  new  and 
secret  method  of  painting,  of  which 
he  was  the  inventor.    Died  1865. 

Wilberforce,  William,  a  cele- 
brated English  philanthropist,  was 
bom  at  Hull,  August  24, 1759 ;  stud- 
ied at  Cambridge;  was  elected  to  Par- 
liament in  1780 ;  opposed  the  Amer- 
ican war,  and  became  an  intimate 
fnend  of  William  Pitt  In  1787  he 
agreed  with  Thomas  Clarkson,  Gran- 
ville Sharp,  and  others  to  use  his  in- 
fluence for  the  suppression  of  the 
slave-trade,  and  from  that  time  until 
the  accomplishment  of  his  glorious 
work  he  devoted  to  it  the  greater 
part  of  his  time  and  energies  and  dis- 
play ed  great  ability  and  determination. 
lie  was  bitterly  opposed  in  his  efforts 
by  many  in  power,  but  wan  cordial- 
ly supported  dv  Fox  and  Grenville. 
His  abolition  bill  was  finally  passed 
in  the  House  of  Commons  in  Febru- 
ary, 1807,  by  a  vote  of  two  hundred 
and  eighty-three  in  the  affirmative  to 
only  sixteen  in  the  negative.  He 
remained  in  Parliament  until  1825. 
During  the  latter  part  of  his  life  he 
devoted  his  energies  to  the  emancipa- 
tion of  the  slaves  in  the  West  Indies, 
and  his  bill  for  the  accomplishment 
of  that  purpose  had  been  read  for  the 
second  time  in  the  House  of  Com- 
mons when  he  died,  in  July,  1833. 

Wilde,  Richard  Henry,  an 
author ;  bom  in  Dublin  in  1789 ;  re- 
moved to  Georgia,  where  he  was  ad- 
mitted to  the  bar,  and  where,  in  1815, 
he  was  elected  to  Congress.  In  1844 
he  was  appointed  professor  of  law  in 
tlie  University  of  Louisiana.  Died 
1847. 

Wilfred,  St.,  a  Saxon  prelate; 
bom,  of  a  noble  family,  in  634 ;  es- 
tablished a  monastery  at  Bipon,  Eng- 
land, and  was  appointed  Bishop  of 
York  by  the  King  of  Northtunbria. 


He  was  a  xealous  upholder  of  the  ec- 
clesiastical against  the  kingly  power. 
Died  709. 

Wilkes,  Charles,  an  American 
naval  officer  and  explorer,  was  bom 
in  New  York  Citpr  in  1801 ;  entered 
the  navy  as  a  midshipman  in  1816, 
and  in  1826  gained  the  rank  of  lieu- 
tenant. In  1838  he  was  appointed  to 
the  command  of  an  exploring  expe- 
dition composed  of  five  vessels  ana  a 
storeship,  in  which  he  surveyed  the 
Samoan  group,  in  the  Pacific,  and 
discovered  many  islands  and  the  Ant- 
arctic continent.  In  1842  he  was 
made  a  commander,  and  published  a 
Narrative  of  the  United  States  ExploT' 
ing  Erpediiimiy  for  which  he  received 
the  gold  medal  of  the  Royal  Geo- 
graphical Society.  Having  been  pro- 
moted to  the  rank  of  captain  in  1855, 
he  in  1861  took  command  of  the 
United  States  steamer  San  Jacinto 
and  forcibly  removed,  from  the  Brit- 
ish mail-steamer  Trent,  Messrs.  Ma- 
son and  Slidell,  commissioners  of  the 
Confederate  States  to  England  and 
France,  and  conveved  them  to  Bos- 
ton, receiving  the  thanks  of  Congress 
and  the  acclamations  of  the  people ; 
but  at  the  demand  of  the  British 
government  his  act  was  disapproved 
and  the  commissioners  restored.  In 
1862  he  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of 
commodore,  and  in  1866  was  com- 
missioned as  rear-admiral  on  the  re- 
tired list.    Died  Februarv  8,  1877. 

Wilkes,  cJohn,  a  famous  poli- 
tician and  editor ;  bom  in  London  in 
1727;  studied  at  Leyden;  entered 
Parliament  at  the  age  of  thirty,  and 
in  1762  established  the  North  Briton, 
a  journal,  in  which  he  attacked  the 
a(uninistration  of  Lord  Bute  with 
such  effect  as  to  compel  that  Minister 
to  resign  his  position.  In  1763,  for 
having  charged  the  King  with  an 
"infamous  fallacy''  in  his  speech 
from  the  throne,  Wilkes  was  com- 
mitted to  the  Tower,  was  soon 
after  discharged  on  a  writ  of  habeas 
corpus,  but  was  expelled  from  the 
House  of  Commons  and  outlawed. 
BeUiming  to  England  in  1768,  he 
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was  elected  to  Parliament  fn>m  Mid- 
dlcrscx;  but  he  was  lined,  imprisoned, 
and  dei!lared  by  the  llouise  of  Com- 
mons to  Ik:  ini'auaritate<l  from  sitting 
in  that  btMiy.  This  treatment  caused 
a  ^reut  sensation  throughout  Eng- 
land anil  rendered  Wilkes  exceeding- 
ly popular.  He  l^ecame  L<inl  Mayor 
of  l^ondon  in  1774,  and  during  the 
same  year  was  re-elected  to  Parlia- 
ment, in  which  he  continued  to  Bit 
for  a  numlier  of  yeans  &n<^  where  he 
steadily  op|M)seil  the  American  war. 
He  had  previously  obtained  against 
Lonl  Halifax  a  judgment  of  four 
Uiourand  poundn  n>r  false  imprison- 
ment.    Die<l  17U7. 

Wilkie,  Sir  David,  a  Scottish 
painter;  born  in  ISOo;  studied  in  the 
Koyal  Academy  of  London,  and  in 
lSI50succpede<l  Sir  Thomas  Lawren(!e 
as  puintcr-in-ordinary  to  the  King. 
I)ie<l  1841.  Among  his  works  are 
the  following:  "Village  Politicians," 
**  Blindman's  Rutt',"  '*  Distraining  for 
Kent,"  "The  Reading  of  the  Will." 
**Sir  Wahcr  Scott  and  his  Family," 
"Chelsea  Pensi(»ners  listening  to  the 
News  of  WatcrhH),"  and  "John  Knox 
preaching  the  Reformation  in  St.  An- 
drew's." " 

William  I.,Rumamed  theCox- 
QUEKOR,  King  of  Kngland,  was  a 
relative  of  Kdward  the  ('onfessor,  and 
an  illegitimate  s<m  of  Rol)ert,  Duke 
of  Normandy,  whom  he  succcetled, 
at  the  age  of  ten  years,  in  1035.  Hav- 
ing acquired  the  friendship  of  PM- 
ward,  that  sovereign,  who  w:ls  very 
ttairtial  to  the  X«)nnans,  resolve<l  that 
William  should  su(*ceed  him  on  the 
p^iglish  throne;  but,  upon  the  death 
of  the  Saxon  King,  Harold,  the  son 
of  Karl  (fO<lwin,  was  chosen  as  his 
successor.  William,  who  j)i»sscssc<l  an 
astute  and  profound  intellect,  great 
ambition,  and  military  talents  <if  a 
high  onler,  invaded  Kngland,  gaincHl 
a  great  vi<tory  over  the  Saxons  at 
Hastings,  where  King  Harold  was 
killed  (October  14,  lOtUii,  and,  fol- 
lowing up  his  success,  soon  subjugated 
the  greater  part  of  Kngland.  Divid- 
ing the  island   among  his  Norman 


followers,  he  purstied  toward  the  i 
quered  Saxons  a  system  of  relent 
tyrannv.  Died  1087. 
'  William  II.,  Bumamed  Rri 
son  of  the  preceding,  waa  bom 
Normandy  m  1056,  and,  notwi 
standing  the  rights  of  his  el 
brother,  Robert,  ascended  the  thr 
of  Kngland  in  1087.  A  long  ^ 
between  the  brothers  en8ue<l.  V 
liam  was  an  arrogant,  weak,  and  t 
iidious  Prince.  He  was  found  d 
in  New  Forest  in  11 00,  and  was  f 
cceded  by  his  younger  brotl 
Henrv  I. 

William  III.,  King  of  Engla 
was  born  at  The  Hague,  Novem 
14,  16o0;  was  the  eldest  son  of  V 
liam  H.,  Prince  of  Orance  and  Sta 
hr)Ider  of  Holland,  and  Mary  Stu 
daughter  of  King  Charles  I.  of  K 
land.  William  II.  of  Orange  d 
very  soon  after  the  birth  of  his  i 
The  aristocratic  party  of  Hcdland 
S4>lvtHi  that  there  should  never  be 
other  Stadiholdcr  in  that  i^ouiitry. 
after  the  death  of  l>e  Witt  the  g 
cniment  passed  into  the  hands  of 
young  Prince  of  Orange,  as  hen 
tary  Statltholder.  He  made  a  de 
mined  resistance  to  the  oncrou 
mcnts  of  France,  and  J)e<*amc 
most  formidable  and  persistent 
emy  of  I/«Miis  XIV.  W'llliam  was 
ganled  as  the  ablest  statesman  of 
age,  but  was  inferior  in  niilit 
genius  to  the  French  generals  y 
onjMised  him.  He  marricni  Ms 
chiest  daughter  of  James  1 1. 

On  account  of  the  illegal  and  ai 
trary  acts  of  James  II..  William  ' 
invit(Hi  to  Kngland  in  1688  by  a  ni 
K'r  <if  leading  statesmen  who  w 
devote<l  to  the  rauseof  the  l*rotc>t 
reliu'ion.  He  lande<l  with  an  ar 
at  Torbay  in  November  of  that  \-\ 
was  jointnl  by  groat  niinibcrs.  a 
James  having  fleil,  ar(|nire<i 
thnme  of  Kngland  withcuit  a  bat 
From  his  reserved  manners,  de 
tive  prcmunciation  of  the  Kng] 
language,  and  other  caustw,  Willi 
became  (piite  un|>opular  in  Kngla 
and  many  who  had  favored  the  re 
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lution  began  to  make  overtures  to 
James,  who  had  retired  to  France. 
Thus  encouraged,  that  Prince,  with 
the  aid  of  Louis,  made  a  descent  upon 
Ireland.  Hb  hopes  were,  however, 
crushed  at  the  biattle  of  the  Boyne, 
fought  in  July,  1690,  and  William 
was  placed  firmly  upon  the  throne. 
The  latter,  with  the  aid  of  Spain, 
Austria,  and  Holland,  carried  on  a 
war  with  France  until  he  obtained  a  fa- 
vorable treaty  and  recognition  of  him- 
self as  King  of  England.    Died  1702. 

William  IV.,  third  son  of 
George  III.  of  England,  was  bom  in 
London,  Au^st  21, 1765 ;  entered  the 
navy  as  a  midshipman  at  the  age  of 
fourteen ;  was  created  Duke  of  Clar- 
ence in  1789  and  admiral  of  the  fleet 
in  1801.  An  elder  brother,  the  Duke 
of  York,  having  died,  William  suc- 
ceeded George  IV.  in  1830.  At  his 
death,  which  occurred  June  20,  1837, 
he  was  succeeded  by  Victoria,  daugh- 
ter of  his  younger  brother,  the  Duke 
of  Kent. 

William  the  Lion  succeeded 
his  brother.  Malcolm  IV.,  as  King 
of  Scotland  in  1165.  Having  in 
1174  invaded  England,  he  was  cap- 
tured and  compelled  to  recognize 
the  English  King  as  lord-paramount. 
He  was  subsequently  released  from 
this  obligation  by  Kichard  I.  Died 
1214. 

William  the  Silent.  See 
Orange,  Prince  op. 

William  I.,  King  of  the  Nether- 
lands, was  the  son  of  William  V., 
Prince  of  Orange-Nassau,  and  heredi- 
tary Stadtholder  of  Holland,  and  was 
bom  at  The  Hague  in  1772.  In  1791 
he  married  a  daughter  of  the  King 
of  Prussia,  and  as  commander  of  the 
Dutch  army  fought  against  the  French 
in  1793.  After  the  conquest  of  Hol- 
land he  was  made  a  ^neral  in  the 
Prussian  army,  and  m  1815,  when 
Belgium  was  annexed  to  Holland,  he 
was  proclaimed  King  of  the  Nether- 
lands, according  to  me  terms  of  the 
Treaty  of  Vienna.  Fifteen  years  later 
the  Belgians  revolted,  and.  with  the 
support   of    England    and    France, 


formed  a  separate  kingdom.  Wil- 
liam, who  was  also  Grand  Duke  of 
Luxemburg  and  Prince  of  Orange- 
Nassau,  abdicated  in  favor  of  his  son 
William  in  1840,  and  died  three  years 
later. 

William  II.,  son  of  the  preced- 
ing, was  bom  in  1792;  served  with 
distinction  under  the  Duke  of  Wel- 
lin^on;  was  wounded  at  Waterloo, 
and  in  1816  married  a  sister  of  the 
Czar  of  Russia.  He  ascended  the 
throne  in  1840,  and  died  in  1849. 

William  III.,  Alexander 
Paul  Frederick  Ltouis,  King 
of  the  Netherlands,  Prince  of  Orange- 
Nassau,  Grand  Duke  of  Luxemburg, 
and  Duke  of  Limburgh,  was  bom  in 
1817;  married  a  daughter  of  the 
King  of  Wiirtemburg  m  1839,  and 
succeeded  his  father,  William  11.,  in 
1849. 

William  I.,  Emperor  of  Ger- 
manv  and  King  of  Prussia,  son  of 
Frederick  William  HI.,  was  bom  in 
1797;  was  made  commander-in-chief 
of  the  Prussian  army  in  1849;  be- 
came'Begent  in  1858,  and  succeeded 
his  brother,  Frederick  William  IV~ 
January  2,  1861,  to  the  throne  oi 
Prussia.  He  carried  on  a  successful 
war  against  Denmark  in  1864,  \)j 
which  he  annexed  the  duchies  of 
SchlesMri^i^  and  Holstein  to  the  Prus- 
sian dominions,  in  1866  carried  on  a 
victorious  war  against  Austria,  and  in 
1867  became  the  head  of  the  North 
German   Confederation,  which  com- 

ftrised  twenty-two  States  and  a  popu- 
ation  of  twentv-nine  million.  After 
still  further  enlarging  his  dominions 
by  the  Franco-Pmssian  war  of  1870- 
71,  in  which  his  armies  were  again 
successful,  he  assumed  the  imperial 
title  and  was  proclaimed  Emperor  of 
Germany,  January  18,  1871,  in  the 
palace  of  the  French  Kings  at  Ver- 
sailles. Several  unsuccessful  attempts 
have  been  made  to  assassinate  him. 
Count  Bismarck  became  his  Prime 
Minister  in  1862,  and  under  different 
titlerhas  since  held  the  chief  control 
of  public  affairs.  William  married  in 
1829  the  Princess'  Augusta,  daughter 
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of  the  Grand  Diike  of  Weimar,  by 
whom  he  has  had  two  children, 
Prince  Frederick  William  and  the 
Princess  Louise  Marie. 

Williams,  Sir  Charles  Han- 
bury,  an  English  poet  and  diploma- 
tist, was  bom  m  17Q9 ;  was  educated 
at  Eton;  was  for  some  time  one  of 
the  members  for  the  county  of  Mon- 
mouth;  was  employed  as  Ambas- 
sador to  Dresden  and  St  Peters- 
burg, and  died  insane  in  1759.  His 
poems  are  spirited  and  witty,  but  li- 
centious. 

Williams,  Boeer,  the  founder 
of  the  State  of  Rhode  Island,  was 
a  native  of  Wales,  and  was  bom  in 
1606.  He  studied  at  Oxford  and  en- 
tered the  Church,  but  soon  joined  the 
Puritan  party.  In  order  to  escape 
the  persecutions  to  which  the  Puri- 
tans in  England  were  exposed,  he 
fled  to  America,  and  arrived  at  Bos- 
ton in  1631 ;  but,  holding  firmly  to 
the  belief  in  the  perfect  freedom  of 
conscience,  he  soon  found  himself  in 
collision  with  the  ruling  powers  of 
Church  and  State,  and  finally,  in 
1636,  was  ordered  to  embark  for 
England.  To  escape  this  he  led 
Salem  in  midwinter,  wandered 
through  the  wilderness  for  fourteen 
weeks,  made  friends  with  the  In- 
dians (whose  language  he  had 
learned),  preached  to  them,  and 
ever  afterward  retained  their  con- 
fidence and  love.  He  reached  the 
shores  of  Narragansett  Bay,  accom- 
panied by  a  few  adherents,  founded 
the  city  of  Providence,  and  estab- 
lished a  government  of  pure  dem- 
ocracy. In  1642  he  went  to  Eng- 
land to  obtain  a  charter  for  his 
colony,  and  in  1654  was  elected 
President  of  Rhode  Island.  He  was 
a  staunch  advocate  of  libertv  of  con- 
science, which  was  enjoyed  by  all 
who  settled  in  his  colony.  Died 
in  1683. 

Williams  of  Kars  (Sir  Wil- 
liam  Fenwick,  K.  C.  B.),  a  British 
general ;  bom  in  Nova  Scotia  in  1800 ; 
lought  in  Ceylon  and  Turkey ;  became 
a  brigadier-general,  and  established 


his  headquarters  at  Kara,  which,  after 
a  determmed  resistance,  he  was  com- 
pelled to  sorrender  in  1855,  on  ac- 
count of  scardtf  of  prorisiooB^  after 
having  defeatea  the  RosBians  nndsr 
Gen.  Mouravie£  He  was  sofaea* 
quently  elected  to  Parliament^  made 
commander-in-chief  in  Canada,  and 
in  1870  was  appointed  Gk>venior-Geii- 
eral  of  Gibraltar.  He  retired  firom 
the  army  in  1877. 

Willis,  Kathaniel  Parker, 
an  American  poet  and  author ;  bom 
at  Portland,  Maine,  in  1807.  He 
graduated  at  Yale  College,  edited 
the  Ameriean  Monlhly  Magaaine  and 
other  periodicals  in  New  York,  and 
in  1846,  with  George  P.  Morria,  be- 
came editor  of  Uie  Home  JounuL 
Died  1867. 

Willmore,  James  Tibbits, 

an  English  engraver.  Bom  in  Lon- 
don in  1800 ;  (Tied  1863. 

Wilmot,  Dayidy  bom  in  Penn- 
sylvania in  1814 ;  was  elected  to  Con- 
gress as  a  Democrat  in  1844.  While 
a  member  of  that  body  he  introduced 
against  the  extension  of  slavery  a 
resolution  which  became  celebrated 
as  the  "  Wilmot  Proviso."  He  sub- 
sequently joined  the  Kepublican  party, 
and  was  elected  to  the  United  states 
Senate  in  1861.    Died  1868. 

Wilson,  Alexander,  an  or- 
nithologist; bom  in  Scotland  in 
1766;  removed  to  America  in  1794, 
and  died  in  1813.  He  travelled  ex- 
tensively and  endured  ^jeat  hard- 
ships in  order  to  gain  information 
in  his  favorite  science,  and  was  the 
author  of  American  Omithologyy  a  val- 
uable work,  of  which  he  had  complet- 
ed seven  volumes  at  the  time  of  his 
death,  and  of  The  Forettert,  a  poem. 

Wilson,  Henry,  an  American 
statesman,  and  Vice-President  of  the 
United  States;  bom,  of  humble  pa- 
rentage, in  New  Hampshire,  February 
16,  1812.  He  learned  shoeroaking  at 
Natick,  Massachusetts,  was  electea  to 
both  houses  of  the  Legislature  of  that 
State  as  a  Whig,  join^  the  Free-Soil 
party,  edited  the  Boston  Rep^ibUean. 
and  was  elected  in  1855  to  soooeed 
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Edward  Everett  in  the  United  States 
Senate.  He  urged  the  repeal  of  the 
Fuffitive  Slave  law  and  the  abolition 
of  uavery  in  the  District  of  Columbia^ 
was  twice  re-elected  to  the  United 
States  Senate,  and  in  1872  was  chosen 
Vice-President  of  the  United  States. 
He  died  while  occupying  this  high 
offic^  November  22,  1875. 

Wilson,  John,  a  Scotch  writer 
and  critic  known  as  Christopher 
Korth,  was  born  Majr  19,  1785; 
studied  at  the  universities  of  Glas- 
gow and  Oxford ;  became  an  excellent 
iireek  sc^holar,  and,  inheriting  a  mod- 
erate fortune,  settled  near  L^e  Win- 
dermere and  became  the  friend  of 
Wordsworth  and  the  other  Lake 
Poets.  Losing  part  of  his  property 
about  1816,  he  removed  to  Edinburgh, 
where  he  practised  law,  and  where, 
under  the  pseudonym  of  "  Christopher 
North,''  he  ^ned  ^reat  distinction 
by  the  brilliant  articles  which  he 
contributed  to  BlacJnuoods  Alagazine, 
and  by  his  poem  The  City  of  the 
Fiague.  He  became  professor  of 
moral  philosopher  in  1820  in  the 
University  of  Edinburgh,  which  po- 
sition he  occupied  for  more  than 
thirty  vears.  Died  1854.  Among 
his  productions  are  Lights  and  Shad- 
ows of  Scottish  Lifef  JUereaiions  of 
Christopher  Norths  and  Nodes  ATnbro- 
siance, 

Wilson,  Richard,  an  English 
landscape-painter.  Bom  in  1713; 
died  1782. 

Winckelmann,  Johann  Jo- 
achinif  a  German  art-critic  and  wri- 
ter, son  of  a  mechanic,  was  bom  in 
Pmssia  in  1717 ;  studied  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Halle  J  removed  to  Rome ; 
became  a  Catholic,  and  after  holding 
other  positions  was  in  1763  appointed 
antiquary  of  the  Apostolic  Chamber. 
He  was  robbed  iad  murdered  at 
Trieste  in  1768. 

Windham,  William,  an  Eng- 
lish statesman ;  bom  in  1750;  enterea 
Parliament  in  1783;  was  a  follower 
of  Burke,  and  was  from  1794  until 
1801  Secretary  at  War  in  the  Cabinet 
of  Pitt.    Died  1810. 


Winslow,  John  A«,  an  Amer- 
ican naval  officer;  bom  in  North 
Carolina  in  1811;  entered  the  navy 
at  the  age  of  sixteen ;  attained  to  the 
rank  of  commander  in  1855,  and  with 
the  Kearsarge,  off  Cherbourg,  June  19, 
1864,  destroyed  the  Confederate  steam- 
er Alabama,  commanded  by  Capt. 
Semmes.  Capt.  Winslow  was  made 
a  rear-admiral  in  1870.  Died  Sep- 
tember 29,  1873. 

Winterlialter,  Franz  Xav- 
ier,  a  German  portrait-painter.  Bom 
at  Baden  in  1803;  died  July  8, 1873. 

Winthrop,  Theodore,  the 
author  of  Cecil  Dreeme,  John  Brent^ 
and  other  novels,  was  bom  in  New 
Haven  in  1828.  Entering  the  army, 
he  was  commissioned  a  major,  ana 
was  killed  at  the  battle  of  Great 
Bethel,  in  1861. 

Wirt,  William,  an  able  Amer- 
ican lawyer;  bora,  of  Swiss  extrac- 
tion, in  Maryland  in  1772;  was  ad- 
mitted to  the  bar  at  the  age  of  twenty ; 
practised  law  in  Kichmond  and  suV 
sequently  in  Baltimore,  and  became 
Attorney-General  of  the  United  States 
(1817),  a  position  which  he  held 
through  two  administrations.  He 
was  the  leading  counsel  in  the  pros- 
ecution of  Aaron  Burr,  and  the  au- 
thor of  a  Life  of  Patrick  Henry,  Let" 
ters  of  a  British  Spy,  and  other  works. 
Died  1834. 

Wise,  Henry  Alexander,  an 
American  politician  and  general ;  bom 
in  Virginia  in  1806 ;  was  admitted  to 
the  bar,  sent  as  Minister  to  Brazil  in 
1844,  and  elected  Governor  of  Vir- 
ginia in  1855.  He  was  made  a  brig^ 
adier-genend  in  the  Confederate  army 
in  1861.    Died  September  12,  1876. 

Wiseman,  Nicholas,  general- 
ly known  as  Cfiurdinal  Wiseman, 
a  Boman  Catholic  prelate;  bom,  of 
an  English  family,  in  Spain.  August 
2, 1802;  studied  at  the  English  col- 
lege in  Rome,  where  he  was  chosen 
rector  and  professor  of  Oriental  lan- 
guages. He  was  subsequently  created 
a  Cudinal  and  appointed  Archbishop 
of  Westminster.  This  action  of  the 
Papal  See  caused  a  great  sensation  in 
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England,  and  led  to  a  parliament- 
ary enactment  aeainst  tne  aieamp- 
tion  of  local  ecclesiastical  titles  by 
Boman  Catholics.  Died  February 
15,  1865. 

Wither,  Georsre,  a  Tolami- 
noas  poet  and  satirist ;  bom  in  Hamp- 
shire, England,  in  1688;  became  a 
major-general  in  the  Parliamentary 
army,  and  after  the  Restoration  was 
imprisoned  for  several  years  in  the 
Tower  on  a  charge  of  libel.  Died 
1667. 

Witherspoon,  Johiif  LL.D., 
a  divine;  bom  in  Scotland  in  1722; 
removed  to  America ;  became  in  1768 
President  of  Princeton  College,  New 
Jersey,  and  was  in  1776  elect^  to  the 
Continental  Congress.  He  was  one 
of  the  signers  of  the  Declaration  of 
Independence  and  the  author  of  sev- 
eral works.    Died  1794. 

Wittekindy  a  Saxon  hero  who 
contended  sacoessfully  against  the 
power  of  Charlemagne.  When  the 
l!}mperor  chose  Aix-Ia-Chapello  as 
his  residence,  and  at  the  Diet  of 
Worms  (772)  declared  his  intention 
to  force  the  Christian  religion  on  the 
Saxons,  his  first  eflTorts  appeared  suc- 
cessful; but  during  his  absence  in 
Italy  the  Saxons  determined  to  re- 
new the  war,  and  chose  as  their 
chiefs  Albion  and  Wittekind.  Dur- 
ing the  war  which  ensued,  many  of 
the  Saxon  chiefs  were  baptized  and 
submitted  to  the  Franks.  Wittekind, 
however,  retired  to  the  court  of  his 
brother-in-law,  Siegfried,  King  of 
Denmark.  In  778,  while  Charle- 
magne was  engaged  in  a  war  wiih 
the  Arabs  in  Spain,  Wittekind,  sup- 
ported by  a  body  of  Danish  horse, 
ravaged  the  Frank  ish  territory  as  far 
as  Cologne  and  Coblentz.  The  Em- 
peror promptly  returned,  defeated  the 
Saxons,  ana  many  of  the  chiefs  sub- 
mitted. Wittekind,  still  unconquered, 
roused  the  Sorbi  (a  Slavonian  nation 
on  the  right  bunk  of  the  P^lbe),  crossed 
the  river,  and  destroyed  a  Frankish 
army  near  Mindcn.  In  retaliation 
for  this,  Charlemagne  caused  four 
thousand  five  hundred  Saxons  to  be 


put  to  death.  The  war  oootk 
with  varying  raooesB  until  78-%  w 
Charlemagne  sent  several  eodesiai 
to  the  Saxon  leader,  with  a  vw\ 
induce  him  to  embrace  the  Chris 
faith,  and  ofiering,  on  oonditioD 
his  lubmissioin,  to  confirm  him  in 
possessions.  Wittekind^  from  w 
motives  cannot  now  be  clearly  kno 
accepted  the  proposal^  and  was  fa 
tiiea  at  Attign^,  with  many  ot 
Saxon  leaders,  in  786.  He  iaithft 
observed  his  allegiance^  and  reoei^ 
the  title  of  Doke  of  Sazonj.  Hi 
said  to  have  been  killed  in  battle 
807. 

Woffinsrtony  Margaret, 
celebrated  actress  who  acquired  gr 
popularity.  Bom  in  IreluKi  in  17] 
died  176a 

Wohlsremuthy   Michael, 

German  painter  and  engraver.    Bo 
at  Nurembeiig^  in  1434;  died  1519. 
Wolcott,  Johu,  a  satiric  p( 
known  under  his  nam  de  plume 
Peter  Pindar,  was  bom  in  En 
land  in  1738.     His  productions  we 
distineuisiied  bv  great  wit,  as  well 
by  vu&aritv.     I)ied  1819. 

Wolf,  ^riedrich  August, 

distinguished  Crerman  critic ;  bom 
Prussia,  February  15,  1759;  studii 
at  the  University  of  Gottingen.  1 
his  edition  of  Homer's  poems,  and  i 
one  of  the  orations  of  Deinosthent 
he  gained  great  distinction  and  ga^ 
a  new  impetus  to  the  study  of  tl 
Cxreek  classics.  He  is  chiefly  eel 
brated  as  the  author  of  the  theoi 
that  the  Homeric  poems  are  not  tl 
productions  of  any  single  autho 
Died  August  8,  1824. 

Wolf,  von,  Joliann  Cbric 
tian,  a  German  philosopher;  boi 
at  Breslau,  January  24, 1679 ;  studic 
at  Breslau,  Jena,  and  Leipsic,  and  i 
1707  became  professor  of  philosopli 
and  mathematics  at  Halle.  Beiii 
charged  with  heretical  views,  I 
was  in  1723  removed  from  his  pn 
fessorship  by  the  King  and  ordcn 
to  leave  Prussia.  He  resumed  h 
professorship  at  the  comraenoemei 
of  the  reign  of  Frederick  the  Grei 
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and  alflo  became  a  Privy  Councillor 
and  professor  of  international  law. 
Died  1754.  He  was  the  author  of 
numerous  works,  among  which  are  a 
IVetUine  on  Logic^  BaiUmal  Psychology^ 
and  Th€  hoM  of  Naiions, 

Wolfe,  CuarleSt  the  author  of 
th^  Buriai  of  Sir  John  Moore  and 
other  poems,  was  bom  in  Dublin  in 
1791.  He  graduated  at  the  university 
of  that  city,  and  became  a  clergyman. 
Died  1823.  Many  of  his  lyrical  pro- 
ductions possess  remarkable  beauty. 

Wolf  e«  James,  an  English  gen- 
eral of  distinction;  born  in  1726; 
served  in  Germany  in  the  Seven 
Years'  war  and  against  the  French, 
and  fell  at  Quebec,  in  Canada,  in 
1759,  just  after  having  gained  a  sig- 
nal victory  over  the  French  under 
Montcalm. 

WOlffl,  Joseph,  a  distinguished 
German  pianbU  Bom  in  ^zburg 
in  1772 :  died  in  London  in  1812. 

Wollaston,  William  Hyde, 
an  English  chemist  and  natural  phil- 
osooher;  bom  in  London  in  1766; 
studied  at  Cambridge;  graduated  as 
a  physician:  was  chosen  President 
of  the  Royal  Society  in  1820;  wrote 
several  treatises  on  science,  and  was 
the  first  to  demonstrate  the  identity 
of  electricity  and  galvanism.  Died 
1828. 

Wollstonecraft,  Mary,  an 
English  author;  bom  in  1759;  was 
in  1796  married  to  Godwin  the  nov- 
elist. Her  daughter  was  the  wife  of 
the  poet  Shelley.  Died  1797.  Among 
her  works  are  A  Moral  and  HiUmnetd 
View  of  the  French  Revolution  and  Vif^ 
dicaiion  of  the  Bights  of  Woman. 

Wolseley,  Sir  Garnet  Jo- 
seph, K.  C.  £.,  G.  C.  M.  G.,  a  Brit- 
ish general  ^  bom  near  Dublin,  June  4, 
1833 ;  acquired  distinction  in  the  Bur- 
mese war  of  1852,  and  subsequentlv 
in  the  Crimea;  was  decorated  with 
the  order  of  the  Legion  of  Honor  and 
with  the  Turkish  order  of  Me^jidie, 
and  became  a  colonel  in  1865.  He 
Bubseouently  served  in  Canada  and 
in  Auica  as  seneral-in-chief,  subju- 
gated the  A^antees,  wai  created  a 
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knight  of  the  Bath  and  of  St  Mi- 
chael and  St  George,  and  was  made  a 
major-general.  He  was  commander  of 
the  British  troops  in  Egypt  in  1882 
during  the  rebellion  of  Arabi  Bey. 

Wolsey,  Thomas,  Cardinal, 
an  English  statesman  and  prelate; 
bom,  of  humble  parentage,  in  1471 ; 
studied  at  Oxfora;  became  chaplain 
to  Henry  VII. ;  was  sent  as  special 
envoy  to  the  Emperor  of  Germanjr, 
and  was  made  Dean  of  Lincoln  in 
1508.  He  advanced  rapidly  under 
Henry  VIII.,  with  whom  he  was  a 
great  favorite,  was  made  Archbishop 
of  York  in  1514,  and  Chancellor  of 
England  and  Cardinal  the  year  follow- 
ing. He  then  became  the  chief  Min- 
ister of  his  sovereign,  lived  in  great 
magnificence,  and  grew  to  be  very 
arronmt  His  good  services  were 
souent  by  Charles  V.  and  Francis  I. 
Wolsey  aspired  to  the  Papal  See,  and 
relied  upon  the  Emperor  to  assbt  him 
in  attaining  the  object  of  his  ambi- 
tion, but  was  bitterly  disappointed  by 
the  course  of  that  sovereign,  of  whom 
he  became  the  determined  enemy. 
He  finally  lost  the  favor  of  the  King, 
was  deprived  of  the  great  seal  in 
1529,  was  tried  and  condemned  for 
the  commission  of  certain  offences, 
but  was  pardoned  by  Henry.  He 
was,  however,  soon  after  arrested  on  a 
charge  of  treason.  He  died,  before 
trial,  in  1530. 

Wood,  Creor^e  B«,  LL.D.,  a 
distin^ished  physician  and  author; 
bom  in  New  Jersey  in  1797;  re- 
moved to  Philadelphia;  studied  at 
the  University  of  Pennsylvania, 
where  he  graduated  as  M.  D.  in 
1818,  and  became  professor  of  ma- 
teria medica  and  pharmacy  in  1835. 
He  was  the  author,  among  other  works, 
of  a  IVeatige  on  the  Practice  of  Medicine 
and  TherapeuHee  and  Pharmacologyf 
and,  in  conjunction  with  Dr.  Frank- 
lin Bache,  produced  the  United  Slate» 
Dinpenaatory.  In  1865,  Dr.  Wood  en- 
dowed five  professorships  in  the  med- 
ical department  of  the  University  of 
Pennsylvania.    Died  March  30, 1879. 

Wood,  Mrs.  Henry,  an  £ng- 
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lish  novelist;  bom  about  1820;  has 
written  J'Mst  Lunnr,  Vemn's  Pridd^ 
ElMiern  FiMif,  hulund  Yorit,  Kdina, 
anti  nuiiK'mim  other  workv. 

\V<N»1»  tloliu  ElliH*  an  Amer- 
ican K^*neral;  lH>m  in  ITbl);  became 
a  niajdr-^enoml  of  the  regular  army 
in  I'StVJ,  .'iml  flie«l  in  1S69. 

^VooUett,  W  illiaiu,  an  En^- 
lish  engnivur.  Bora  in  1735;  died 
178.'). 

Woolmmiy  John*  a  dintin- 
guiflhtMl  American  |)hilanthro|)i8tand 
meiiil)er  of  the  S<K'iety  of  irienda; 
born  near  Hurlington,  New  Jemey, 
in  1720;  learned  the  trade  of  a  tailor, 
and  g:ive  great  attention  to  the  suf- 
ferings of  the  ncgm  Klaves.  He  waa 
an  altle  adviM'nte  of  emancipation, 
and  was  thu  author  of  several  relig- 
ious and  anti-slavery  works.  Died 
177». 

Woolner*  Thomas,  R.  A.,  an 
Kuglish  sculptor;  l)«>rn  December 
17,  1S'2'>.  lie  w:iM  elec:ted  a  lioyal 
Academician  in  1S74.  Among  his 
works  are  "The  lX*ath  of  Boudioea," 
**  Achilles  ami  Pallas  shouting  from 
the  Trenches/'  and  busts  of  Tennyson 
and  many  other  distinguished  men. 

Wools  ey  9  Theodore 
I>\vi^lltv  IAj.D.,  an  Amerimn 
scholar;  l)orn  in  New  York  Citv, 
Octol)er  31,  1801;  graduated  in  1820 
at  Yale  College,  where  he  be(»ame 
professor  of  (i  reek  in  1831  and  Presi- 
dent of  the  college  in  1840.  lie  has 
prepared  as  text-lx>oks  a  large  num- 
uer  of  the  (ireek  classics,  and  has  con- 
tributed to  several  iH^riodicals. 

Won-ostor,  Kdwarcl  Soni-

WouTennan,  Pliilip,  a  Dutch 
landscape-painter.  Born  at  Haarlem 
in  1620^  died  1668.  He  excelled  in 
battle-pieces  and  hunting-scenes. 

Wransrel,  von,  Karl  Gustaf, 
a  Swedish  general;  born  in  1613; 
fought  under  Qustavus  Adolphus ;  con- 
tributed to  the  victory  of  Lutzen; 
became  commander-in-chief  of  the 
Swedish  armies;  gained  several  sig- 
nal victories  over  the  imperialists, 
and  subsequently  over  the  Danes 
and  Dutch,  and  was  in  1660  created 
Grand  Marshal  of  Sweden.  Died 
1675. 

Wranirell,  Ferdinand  Fe- 
trovitch.  Baron,  a  Russian  vice- 
admiral  and  Arctic  navigator;  born 
in  Esthonia  about  1795.  From  1820 
until  1836  he  made  extensive  ex- 
plorations in  the  polar  regions,  and 
was  made  a  vice-admiral  in  1847. 
Died  June  10,  1870. 

Wrede,  Karl  Philipp, 
Prince,  a  German  Field-Marshal; 
born  at  Heidelberg  in  1767 ;  became 
general  of  the  Bavarian  cavalry,  and 
subsequently  commander  of  the  Aus- 
trian and  Bavarian  forces,  and  served 
against  the  French.    Died  1838. 

Wren,  Sir  Christopher,  an 
eminent  English  architect,  son  of  the 
Dean  of  Windsor,  was  bom  in  1632 ; 
graduated  at  Oxford ;  became  profes- 
sor of  astronomy  at  Gresham  Ooll^re, 
London,  and  was  one  of  the  earliest 
members  of  the  Royal  Society. 
Among  his  works  are  St.  Paul's 
cathedral,  the  Royal  Exchange,  the 
Monument,  the  obiiervatory  at  Green- 


widi,  numerous  churche^  and  two 
towers  of  Westminster  Aobey,  He 
became  President  of  the  Royal  So- 
ciety in  1680.    Died  1723. 

Wrigrht,  Silas,  an  American 
statesman;  bom  in  Massachusetts, 
May  24,  1795;  graduated  at  Middle- 
bury  College ;  read  law,  and  removed 
to  St  Lawrence  County,  New  York. 
He  was  an  opponent  of  De  Witt 
Clinton,  was  elected,  as  a  Democrat^ 
to  the  State  Senate  in  1823,  and  a 
member  of  Congress  in  1826.  He 
became  a  United  States  Senator  in 
1833,  and  in  1844  was  nominated  for 
the  office  of  Vice-President  of  the 
United  States  by  the  National  Demo- 
cratic Convention.  This  nomination 
he  declined,  as  well  as  the  position 
of  Secretary  of  the  Treasurv,  tendered 
him  by  President  Polk.  He  was  op- 
posed to  the  annexation  of  Texas,  was 
re-elected  to  the  United  States  Senate 
in  1836  and  in  1843,  and  became 
Governor  of  New  York  in  1844. 
Died  1847. 

Wurmser,  von,  Dagobert 
Sig^ismond,  Count,  an'  Austrian 
general ;  bom  in  1724 ;  served  against 
Frederick  of  Prussia,  afterward  against 
the  French  in  Italy,  and  was  several 
times  defeated  by  Bonaparte.  Died 
1797. 

Wyatt,  James,  an  English 
architect.    Bom  in  1745;  died  1813. 

Wyatt,  Sir  Matthew  Dig- 
by,  an  architect,  and  art-writer.  Bom 
in  England  in  1820;  died  May,  1877. 

Wyatt,  Sir  Thomas,  snr- 
namea  the  Elder,  an  English  states- 
man and  poet  Bom  in  1503;  died 
1542. 

Wyatt,  Sir  Thomas,  sur- 
namea  the  Younger,  son  of  the  pre- 
ceding; bom  in  1521 ;  served  against 
the  French ;  raised  an  insurrection 
against  Queen  Mary,  and  was  cap- 
tured and  executed  in  1554. 

Wycherley,  William,  a  celo- 
bratea  English  dramatist.  Bom  about 
1640:  died  1715. 

Wycliffe,  or  Wyclilf,  John, 
an  earlj  English  Keformer;  bora 
near  Bichmond  about  1824;  gradu- 


cited  to  nppear  as  a  heretii: 
ecclesiaslica!  cimrts,  bm  v 
resiill.     Dieil  1384. 

Wykeham.  de.  Wi 
English  prelate  and  slates 
in  1324;  obtained  the  & 
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Xanthippe,  the  wife  of  Socra- 
tes, wad  notorious  for  her  bad  tern- 
Eer.  Her  husband,  however,  gave 
er  credit  for  many  domestic  virtues. 

XanthippuSy  an  Athenian  gen- 
eral and  father  of  Pericles,  succeeded 
Theraistocles  in  the  command  of  the 
fleet  in  479  B.  c,  and,  with  Leoty- 
ehides,  commanded  the  Athenians 
at  the  naval  victory  gained  over 
the  Persians  at  Mycale  during  the 
fame  year.    He  took  Sestos  in  478. 

XanthippuSy  a  Spartan  general, 
was  an  ally  of  the  Carthaginians  in 
the  First  runic  war.  Ho  defeated 
tiie  Romans  and  captured  Begulus  in 
255  B.  c. 

XanthuSy  a  Greek  lyric  poet^ 
flourished  about  650  b.  c.  He  is  men- 
tioned by  Stesichorus,  but  no  frag- 
ments of  his  poetry  survive. 

XanthuSy  a  Greek  historian,  and 
a  native  of  Lydia,  is  said  to  have 
been  a  contemporary  of  Herodotus. 
Only  fragments  of  his  works  are  ex- 
tant 

Xavier,  Francis,  St.,  a  Jesuit 
missionaiy,  sumamed  the  Apostle 
OF  THE  Indies  ;  bom  in  Navarre  in 
1506.  He  studied  at  Paris,  where  he 
formed  a  friendship  with  Ignatius 
Loyola,  his  fellow-student,  with 
whom  he  became  associated  about 
1534  in  the  formation  of  the  order 
of  the  Jesuits.  Xavier  commenced 
preaching  in  Rome  in  1538,  and 
three  years  later  visited  the  East 
Indies  as  a  missionary  under  the 
auspices  of  the  King  of  Portugal. 
His  missionary  labors,  which  were 
begun  in  Goa,  were  crowned  with  re- 
markable success.  He  is  said  to  have 
baptized,  at  Travancore,  ten  thousand 
heathen  in  nine  months.  He  after- 
ward visited  Japan,  and  his  zeal  for 
the  propagation  of  Christianity  led 
him  to  uncbrt^e  a  visit  to  China;  but 
he  died  in  sight  of  the  coast)  Decem- 


ber 2, 1552.    His  body  was  interred 
at  Goa,  and  he  was  canonized  in  1622. 

XenocrateSf  a  Greek  philoso- 
pher, a  pupil  of  Plato,  and  a  fellow- 
student  of  Aristotle,  was  bom  at  Chal- 
cedon  in  396  B.  c.  He  went  with 
Plato  to  Syracuse,  and  after  the  death 
of  that  philosopher  was  sent  on  sev* 
end  embassies  to  Philip  of  Maoedon. 
He  was  chosen  in  339  the  head  of  the 
Platonic  academy  at  Athens,  over 
which  he  presided  more  than  a  quarter 
of  a  century.  He  taught  the  doctrines 
of  Plato  blended  somewhat  with  those 
of  Pythagoras.    Died  in  314  b.  c. 

XenophaiieSy  a  Greek  philoso- 
pher; bom  at  Colophon,  in  Ionia, 
about  600  b.  c.  ;  was  the  founder  of 
what  is  known  as  the  Eleatic  school. 
He  is  said  to  have  lived  for  some 
time  at  Elea,  in  Italv.  He  was  a 
teacher  of  pure  monotneism,  and  de- 
clared, "God  is  the  One."  The  work 
upon  which  his  fame  principally  rests, 
and  which  contained  his  ^stem  of 
philosophy,  was  a  Poem  on  Nature  in 
nexameter  verse.  Died  at  the  age  of 
about  one  hundred  years. 

Xenophoiiy  an  Athenian  his- 
torian and  general;  bom  about  445 
B.  c.  He  entered  the  army  at  an  early 
age  and  participated  in  the  battle  of 
I^ium,  where,  havins;  fallen  from, 
his  horse,  he  is  said  to  have  been  res- 
cued by  Socrates,  whose  pupil  he  was. 
Xenophon  afterward,  it  is  said,  edited 
or  made  known  the  History  of  Thu- 
cydides,  and  401  b.  c.  went  to  Sardis, 
entered  the  service  of  the  Persian 
Prince  Cyrus  the  Younger,  and  ac- 
companied him  on  an  expedition 
Tinst  Artaxerxes  Mnemon,  King 
Persia.  Cvms  having  been  de- 
feated and  killed  at  Cunaxa,  and  the  , 
Greek  general  Clearchus  having  been  * 
treacherously  slain,  Xenophon  be-> 
came  one  of  the  generals  who  lad  tha 
Greek  army  of  ten  thouMiid  from 
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Tigris  to  the  Black  Sea.  In  this 
position  he  displayed  rare  firmness, 
eoarage,  and  military  skill.  The 
events  of  this  expedition  and  retreat 
form  the  subject  of  the  AnabasiSf  or 
History  of  the  Expedition  of  Curus  the 
Youngery  his  most  celebrated  work, 
and  one  of  great  interest,  lie  after- 
ward served  in  the  Spartan  army 
against  the  Persians  and  Athenians. 
lie  subsequently  wrote  HelUnica,  a 
history  of  Greece,  tL  Life  of  AgesilatOy 
and  a  I'reatine  on  Hunting,  lie  is  be- 
lieved to  have  been  banished  from 
Athens  on  acooant  of  his  friendship 
for  Socrates ;  but  the  decree  of  ban- 
ishment was  repealed  some  time  prior 
to  the  death  of  Xenophon,  which  oc- 
curred about  355  B.  a  Among  the 
other  works  of  Xenophon  are  the 
Cyropcedioj  a  kind  of  ^  political  ro- 
mance, the  basis  of  which  is  the  his- 
tory of  Cyrus,  the  founder  of  the  Per- 
sian monarchy,  and  the  Memorabilia 
of  Socrates,  written  to  defend  the 
memory  of  his  master  against  the 
charee  of  irreligion  and  of  corrupt- 
ing the  Athenian  youth. 

Xerxes  1. 9  sometimes  called 
Xerxes  the  Great,  King  of 
Persia,  son  of  Darius  Hystaspis,  and 
grandson  of  Gyrus  the  Great,  suc- 
ceeded his  father  on  the  throne  in 
485  B.  c.  The  early  part  of  his  reign 
was  occupied  in  collecting  an  im- 
mense army  for  the  invasion  of 
Greece,  which  he  entered  in  480 
B.  c,  at  the  head,  it  is  said,  of  two 
million  three  hundred  and  seventeen 
thousand  men,  besides  slaves  and 
other  camp-followers.  The  Greeks 
attempted,  but  unsuccessfully,  to  de- 
fend the  pass  of  Thermopylse,  and 
Xerxes  captured  Athens,  tiom  which 
city,  however,  the  entire  population 
had  withdrawn.  Thcmistocles,  the 
leaiier  of  the  Athenians,  then  de- 
cided to  rely  chiefly  on  the  navy  as 
a  means  of  defence.  An  indecisive 
naval  action  was  fought  at  Arte- 
niisium.  The  Persian  fleet  suffered, 
however,  great  damage  from  a  storm. 
In  the  autumn  of  480  b.  c.  the  Per- 
sians met  with  a  disastrous  defeat  at 


Salamis,  and  Xerxes  made  a 
retreat  by  land  to  the  Hellesponi 
there  Grossed  over  into  the  cont 
of  Asia.  Mardonius^  who  had 
left  in  command  of  a  Persian  a 
was  defeated  at  Platam  in  the  fo 
ing  year.  Xerxes  wms  aauni 
in  465. 

XimeneSy  FraneiscOy  i 
DINAL,  a  Spanish  statesman,  pn 
and  patron  of  literature ;  bom  at 
rela^na,  in  New  Oastile,  in  1436, 
studied  at  Salamanca  and  at  Bi 
He  entered  the  order  of  St.  Fn 
at  Toledo  about  1482,  becanoe  di 
guished  as  a  preache^  was  apjpoij 
oonfesMr  to  Queen  Isabella  u  1 
and  Archbishop  of  Toledo  in  1 
In  1498  he  founded  the  UniTenit 
Alcala  de  Henaxea  He  endesTi 
to  reform  the  Fzanciscan  ordei 
monks,  and  in  1502  caused  a  nun 
of  eminent  scholars  to  oommenoe 
preparation  of  a  polyglot  Bible^  wl 
proved  to  be  tlie  gx^test  literary 
terprise  of  that  age,  and  which  : 
nisned  the  model  of  all  the  sul 
quent  versions  of  the  Bible  in  dii 
ent  languages.  Ximenes  wss  appo: 
ed,  in  1506,  Regent,  or  guaroian 
Queen  Joanna,  who  was  insane, 
that  position  he  increat^ed  the  autl 
ity  of  the  crown  and  reduced  sevc 
unruly  nobles  to  subjection.  He  ' 
created  a  Cardinal  in  1507,  and 
1509  fitted  out  with  his  own  fu 
a  fleet  and  an  army,  which  he 
in  person  to  Africa,  and  took  the  < 
of  Oran  bv  storm.

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Talden,  Thomas,  an  English 

divine  and  poet;  born  at  Exeter  in 
1671 ;  Btudi^  at  Magdalen  College, 
Oxford,  and  was  successively  appoint- 
ed to  the  livings  of  Willoughby,  Chal- 
ton,  and  Clanneld,  and  to  the  preach- 
ership  of  Bridewell  Hospital.  He  be- 
came professor  of  moral  philosophy 
at  Oxford  in  1702.  He  was  implicated 
with  Bishop  Atterbury  in  his  efforts 
for  the  restoration  of  the  Stuarts,  and 
was  imprisoned,  but  for  a  short  time 
only.    Died  1736. 

iTancey  9  William  Li.,  was 
bom  at  Columbia,  South  Carolina, 
about  1815.  He  read  law,  settle  in 
Alabama  at  the  age  of  twenty-two. 
was  elected  to  Congress  in  1844,  ana 
became  a  leader  of  the  extreme  wing 
of  the  Southern  party  called  "  Fire- 
Eaters."  In  1861  he  reported  the 
ordinance  of  secession  in  the  Con- 
vention of  Alabama,  which  was 
passed  by  that  body.  After  visiting 
Europe  in  the  early  part  of  the  same 

Sear  to  obtain  the  recognition  of  the 
outhem  Confederacy,  he  was  elected 
to  the  Congress  at  Richmond  as  Sena- 
tor from  Alabama.  Died  in  August, 
1863. 

YaOy  a  Chinese  Emperor  and 
sage,  is  supposed  to  have  ascended 
the  throne  of  China  in  2357  B.  c,  and 
to  have  reigned  seventy-two  years. 
He  was  a  wise,  enlightened,  and  pros- 
perous ruler,  and  introduced  into  the 
State  many  important  reforms  and 
regulations. 

Yaroslafy  or  Yaroslay,  Grand 
Duke  of  Russia,  and  a  son  of  Vladi- 
mir I. ;  bom  about  990  A.  D.  After 
gaining  a  decisive  victory  over  his 
brother  Sviatopok,  he  ascended  the 
throne  of  all  the  Russias  and  became 
distinguished  as  a  wise  and  beneficent 
lawgiver,  and  as  a  liberal  patron  of 
learning  and  art.  One  of  his  sisters 
was  married  to  Canmir,  King  of  Po- 


land, and  one  of  his  danghters 

gmsed  Henry  I.,  King  of  France, 
ied  1054. 

Yermak,  or  lermak,  a  Cos- 
sack chief  who  with  only  five  thousand 
men  invaded  Siberia  about  1580, 
gained  numerous  victories  over  the 
native  tribes,  and  reduced  the  coun- 
try to  the  dominion  of  Russia.  Died 
1583. 

Yezd^erdy  or  Iezde4jerd, 
1.9  a  Persian  sovereign^  of  the  Sas- 
sanide  dynasty,  succeeded  his  brother, 
Varanes  IV.,  in  899  A.  D.  He  tol- 
erated Christianity  and  remained  on 
terms  of  friendship  with  the  Roman 
nation.    Died  419  A.  d. 

Yezd^erdy  or  lezdedjerd, 
II.,  sumamed  the  Gektlr,  suc- 
ceeded his  father,  Varanes  V.,  on  the 
throne  of  Persia  in  439  A.  D.  An  ar- 
dent believer  in  the  doctrines  of  Zo- 
roaster, he  adopted  severe  measures 
against  the  Christians  in  his  domin- 
ions, and  among  other  acts  to  estab- 
lish uniformity  of  religion  sent  in 
442  an  army  into  Armenia.  It  was 
defeated  by  Vartan,  an  Armenian 
Prince,  who  was  afterward  killed 
through  treachery,  and  Armenia  waa 
subdued  in  451.    Died  457. 

Yezdcjerdy  or  lezdedjerd, 
in.  9  King  of  Persia,  son  of  She- 
heriar,  waa  the  last  of  the  race  of  the 
Sassanidae.  He  commenced  his  reign 
in  632  A.  D.,  when  the  kingdom  waa 
weakened  by  internal  dissensions  and 
verging  toward  dissolution.  He  form- 
ed a  new  calendar,  which  is  still  in 
use  by  the  followers  of  Zoroaster.  The 
Moslems  invaded  his  dominions  in 
634,  but  were  totally  defeated  by 
Roostam,  a  Persian  general.  The 
Moslems  raised  another  army,  gain- 
ed a  decisive  victory  over  Roostam 
in  636,  killed  that  general  in  the  re- 
treat, and  pnrstied  a  course  of  con- 
quest whicn  finally  resulted  in  the 
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Bubj  ugation  of  all  of  Persia  except  a  j)oi> 
tion  of  Khorawan,  to  which  thePersian 
sovereign  fled.    Killed  in  652  A.  D. 

Yon^Cy  Charlotte  Mary, 
an  English  novelist;  bom  in  1823. 
Among  the  best  known  of  her  works 
are  TA€  Heir  of  Rtddtffft,  Heartseaae, 
The  Daisy  Chain,  and  Dove  in  the 
Eagles  NesL 

Yorck,  or  York,  von  War- 
teiiburgr,  Hans  David  Liud- 
wigTy  Count,  a  Prussian  general ; 
bom  at  Konissber^  in  1759 ;  served 
against  the  I<  rench  under  the  Duke 
of  Saxe-Weimar.  and  in  1812  com- 
manded the  Prussian  corps  un- 
der Napoleon.  The  Prussian  army 
having  been  reorganized  and  with- 
drawn from  the  French  service,  Count 
Yorck  gained  victories  successively 
over  Eugene.  Viceroy  of  Italy,  Dane- 
kow,  and  Sebastiani  at  Weissig,  Ber- 
trand  at  Wartenburg,  and  Marmont 
at  Mockem.  He  was  appointed  gen- 
eral of  infantry  in  1814,  and  after  the 
surrender  of  Paris  was  made  com- 
mander of  the  forces  in  Silesia  and 
PoBcn,  created  a  Count,  and  in  1821 
a  Field-Marslial.    Died  1830. 

Yorke,  Charles,  Lord  Morden, 
an  English  statesman  and  jurist, 
and  a  younger  son  of  the  first  Lord 
Hardwicke,  was  bom  in  Tendon  in 
December,  1722.  He  studied  at  Cam- 
bridge, entered  Parliament  in  1747, 
became  Solicitor-General  in  1756, 
and  Attorney-General  in  1762.  He 
was  a  member  of  the  Whi^  P^^irty, 
and  refused  on  several  occasions  the 
offer  of  the  great  seal,  which,  how- 
ever, at  the  urgent  request  of  the 
King,  he  finally  accepted,  and  be- 
came Lord  Chancellor  in  January, 
1770,  succeeding  Lord  Camden.  This 
act  alienated  his  friends,  caused  him 
to  be  regarded  as  a  deserter  from  the 
Whig  party,  and  destroyed  his  own 
peace  of  mind.  He  died  a  few  days 
after — by  suicide,  as  it  is  supposed. 

Yoiiu^,  Arthur,  an  English 
agriculturist,  and  the  author  of  sev- 
eral works  on  agriculture  and  other 
subjects,  was  born  in  Sufiblk  in  1741. 
Died  1820. 


YounfiT,  Brisrham,  Preudent 
of  the  Mormon  Church,  was  bom  in 
Vermont  in  1801 ;  joined  that  sect  in 
Ohio  in  1832,  and  was  made  one  of 
the  twelve  apostles  in  1835.    He  be- 
came President  and  Prophet  of  the 
Church  on  the  death  of  Joseph  Smith, 
in  1844,  and  directed  the  emigration 
to  Utal^  where  he  founded  Salt  Lake 
City  in  1847,  and  of  which  Territory 
he  was  appointed  Grovemor  by  the 
President  of   the  United  States  in 
1850.    He  was  a  bold  advocate  of 
the  doctrine  of  polyf^amy.    He  died 
August  28, 1877,  leaving  a  Tery  kige 
fortune. 

YounflT,  Charles  An^rustos, 
Ph.  D.,  LL.D.,  a  distiAguished  Amer- 
ican scientist;  bom  at  Hanover,  in 
New  Hampshire,  December  15, 1831 
He  graduated  in  1853  at  Dartmouth 
College,  in  which  institution  he  after- 
ward held  the  professorship  of  natuxal 
philosophy  and  astronomy  for  several 
years.  In  1876  the  honorary  degree 
of  Doctor  of  Laws  was  conferred  upon 
him  by  the  Wesleyan  University.  In 
Febmary,  1877,  he  was  elected  to  the 
chair  of  astronomy  in  the  College  of 
New  Jersey.  Professor  Young  has 
made  several  important  discoveries 
with  the  spectroscope  of  chemical 
substances  found  in  the  atmosphere 
of  the  sun. 

Youngr,  Edward,  an  Eni^lish 
poet ;  born  at  Upham,  in  HanipsTiire, 
m  1684;  was  the  son  of  Kdwaid 
Young,  rector  of  the  parish,  and 
subsequently  Dean  of  Salisbury.  He 
studied  at  Oxford,  and  in  1708  was 
elected  a  Fellow  of  All  Souls*  College. 
The  degree  of  D.  C.  L.  was  conferred 
upon  him  in  1719,  and  he  was  soon 
afterward  granted  an  annuity  by  the 
Duke  of  "VVharton.  He  took  holy 
orders  in  1727,  was  appointed  one  of 
the  royal  chaplains  soon  after,  and 
in  1730  rector  of  Welwin,  in  Hert- 
fordshire. In  the  year  following  he 
married  Lady  Elizabeth  I.,ee,  a  daugh- 
ter of  the  Earl  of  Lichtield  and  widow 
of  Col.  Lee.  In  1761  he  was  appoint- 
ed clerk  of  the  closet  to  the  Princess- 
Dowager  of  Wales.    Young*B  reputa- 
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lion  as  a  poet  rests  chiefly  on  his 
Night'ITumghtSf  which  was  very  popu- 
lar and  Buccessfui.  He  also  produced, 
among  numerous  other  works,  7%e 
Love  of  Fame  the  Universal  Passion, 
a  collection  of  satires,  also  very  suc- 
cessful, and  for  which,  it  is  said,  the 
author  received  three  thousand 
pounds.     Died  in  April,  1765. 

Youngr*  Thomas,  an  English 
philosopher  and  scholar:  bom  at 
Milverton,  in  Somersetsnire,  June 
13,  1773.  He  studied  at  Compton 
school,  Dorsetshire,  and  became  pro- 
ficient in  the  ancient  and  moaem 
languages  and  in  mathematics.  He 
afterward  studied  medicine  in  Lon- 
don, attended  the  lectures  of  John 
Hunter,  and  about  1794  was  elected 
a  Fellow  of  the  Royal  Society.  He 
afterward  studied  at  Gottingen^here 
he  received  the  degree  of  M.  D.  In 
1800  he  commenced  the  practice  of 
medicine  in  London,  ana  the  next 
year  became  professor  of  natural 
philosophy  in  the  Boyal  Institute. 
He  was  appointed  in  1811  one  of 
the  physicians  of  St.  George's  Hos- 
pital, and  in  1827  was  elected  one  of 
the  eight  foreign  associates  of  the 
French  Institute.  His  works,  which 
were  numerous,  treated  of  the  theory 


of  light  and  colors,  natural  phil< 
ophy,    mechanical     arts,    E^rptian 
hieroglyphics,    and    other    subjects. 
Died  in  May,  1829. 
Tpsilanti,  Alexander,  a 

Greek  patriot;  bom  at  Constanti- 
nople in  1783;  entered  the  Kussian 
service;  gained  distinction  in  the 
campaigns  of  1812-13,  and  was  pro* 
moted  to  the  rank  of  mi^jor-general 
in  1817.  In  1820  he  became  the 
leader  of  an  association  formed  to 
promote  Grecian  independence.  The 
Grreeks  having  been  defeated  in  the 
next  year  at  Dragashan,  he  surren- 
dered himself  to  the  Austrians,  was 
imprisoned  by  them  for  six  ^ears^ 
and  was  released  through  the  infln- 
ence  of  the  Czar  Nicholas.  Died 
1828. 

Ypsilantif  DemetrluSf  broth- 
er of  the  preceding  J  bora  at  ConstaiK 
tinople  in  1793;  joined  the  Greek 
insurrection  of  1821 ;  stormed  and 
captured  Tripolitza,  and  guned 
further  distinction  by  his  courageous 
defence  of  the  citadel  of  Argos,  in 
consequence  of  which  the  Turkish 
army  was  annihilated  near  that  dty. 
He  was  appointed  commander  of  the 
army  in  Eastern  Greece  in  1828. 
Died  1832. 
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Zachtleveiiy  Herman*  a 

Skinter;  bom  at  Rotterdam  in  1609. 
e  applied  himself  to  designing  the 
most  picturcflque  views  on  the  borders 
of  the  Rhine  and  Meuse,  which  he 
painted  in  a  neat  highly-finished 
style,  and  introduced  an  infinite  num- 
ber of  figures  and  boats,  which  are 
correctly  drawn  and  touched  with 
neatness  and  spirit.  His  pictures 
are  found  in  the  choicest  oollections. 
He  died  at  Utrecht  in  1685. 

Zamoyski,  John  SarluSy  a 
Polish  general,  scholar,  and  states- 
man:  bom  in  1641 ;  studied  at  Paris 
and  Padua.  R^uraing  to  Poland  in 
1565,  he  was  liberally  patronized  by 
King  Sigismund  Augustus.  ^  Upon 
the  death  of  that  sovereign,  in  1572; 
ZMno3r8ki,  then  chief  of  the  eques- 
trian order,  materially  aided  in  the 
election  of  Henry  of  Anjou,  by  whom 
he  was  appointed  Grand  Chamber- ' 
lain.  Two  years  later,  when  Henry 
abdicated,  Znmovski  supported  Ste- 
phen Bathori,  from  whom  he  received 
the  office  of  Grand  Chancellor,  and 
under  whose  reign  he  became  the 
most  powerful  of  Polish  statesmen. 
He  was  commander-in-chief  in  1580- 
81  in  the  war  against  Russia,  in  1582 
negotiated  a  treaty  of  peace  by  which 
Poland  acquired  Livonia  and  Novo- 
gorod,  and  during  the  same  year 
married  a  niece  of  the  King  of  Po- 
land. Through  the  influence  of 
Zamoyski,  Sigismund  of  Sweden  was 
elected,  on  the  death  of  that  sover- 
eign, to  the  throne  of  Poland.  In 
1586,  another  candidate,  Maximilian 
of  Austria,  having  invaded  Poland, 
Zamoyski  defeated  and  captured  him 
about  the  end  of  that  year.  He  af- 
terward commanded  successfully 
against  the  Turks  and  agiiinst 
Cliarles,  Duke  of  Sudcrmania.  Died 
July  3,  1605.  He  was  the  author  of 
several  learned  and  valuable  works. 
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Zea,  I>on  Francisco  An 
toniOy  a  South  American  atalesmi 
and  naturalist;  bom  at  Medelli] 
New  Granada,  in  1770.  After  hai 
ing  been  imprisoned  for  two  yean  fa 
the  Spanish  govemineiit  for  his  HI 
end  sentiments,  he  became  in  IM 
professor  of  natoral  •denoes  and  d: 
rector  of  the  Boyal  Botanical  Oai 
den  at  Madrid,  and  was  appointet 
under  Joseph  Bonaparte,  Ministi 
of  the  Interior  and  Gtoremor  c 
Mala^  He  retained  to  Soot 
America  in  1814,  united  with  Boii 
Tar  aninst  the  Spaniards^  was  mad 
intflndant-fleneral  of  the  Colombia 
armiea  elected  Yioe-PreBident  o 
Colombia  in  1819,  and  in  1820  wa 
sent  as  Minister  to  England,  wher 
he  died  in  1822. 

Zelotti,  Battista,  a  painter 
bom  at  Verona  in  1&32.  He  wa 
the  fellow-student  and  friend  of  Paol 
Veronese,  with  whom  he  oo-operate 
in  several  important  works  in  th 
|)ub]ic  edifices  at  Venice.  He  pai 
ticularly  excelled  in  fresco-paintm^ 
and  his  ability  in  that  branch  ir 
ducod  Paolo  to  court  his  assistant: 
in  many  of  the  &:reat  works  in  whid 
he  was  engagea;  and  some  of  th 
frescoes  by  Zelotti  Imve  been  attrit 
uted  to  that  master.    Died  in  1592. 

ZenOy  or  Zenon,  a  Greek  phil 
osopher  and  founder  of  the  achoc 
of  Stoics,  was  bom  at  Citium,  ii 
Cyprus,  alx>ut  355  B.  c.  He  receive 
instruction  from  Crates  the  Cyni< 
and  from  Stilpo  and  Polcmon,  a 
Athens,  where  ne  settled,  and  when 
having  formed  a  new  system  draw 
from  t)ie  doctrines  of  various  philoc 
ophers,  he  opened  a  school.  Hi 
disciples  were  first  styl^  "Zem 
nianfe,"  but  ailerward  "Stoics,"  froi 
the  Greek  word  signifying  "  a  porch, 
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becMise  thej  reoeiTed  their  instnus 
tioQS  in  the  Atheniftn  porch.  The 
chidf  doctrine  of  Zeno  was  that  pain 
«nd  grief  for  temporal  affiiin  is  not 
an  evil,  which  he  explained,  how- 
ever, that,  as  it  merely  caused  incon- 
venience and  suffering  to  the  body, 
it  was  not  to  be  classed  with  such 
crimes  as  fix  their  indelible  impress 
on  the  soul.  Although  foreign-bom, 
Zeno  was  treated  by  the  Athenians 
with  the  most  implicit  confidence. 
At  his  death,  which  occurred  at  the 
age  of  ninety-ei^ht,  a  gold  crown 
and  a  public  burial  were  decreed  to 
him  for  his  wise  and  virtuous  teach- 
ings. Cleanthes  succeeded  him  as 
the  head  of  the  school  of  Stoics. 

ZenOy  or  Zenon,  a  Greek  phil- 
osopher; bom  at  Elea,  in  Soutnem 
Ital^,  in  495  b.  c.  ;  was  the  fiivorite 
diaaple  of  Parmenides,  whom  he  ac- 
companied to  Athens.  It  is  said  that 
he  remained  in  that  city  for  many 
years  and  was  one  of  the  instractors 
of  Pericles.  The  date  of  his  death 
is  unknown.. 

ZenOy  Emperor  of  the  East  was 
a  native  of  Isauria,  and  usurped  the 
Uirone  in  474  A.  D.  upon  the  death  of 
his  &thei^in-law,  Leo  I.  He  was  in- 
efficient and  de«>raved,  and  his  reign 
was  disturbed  oy  frequent  insurrec- 
tions and  wars.  ^  He  was  expelled 
from  his  capital  in  475  by  Basilicus, 
but  was  restored  two  years  later. 
Theodoric  the  Great,  having  invaded 
the  empire  of  the  East,  was  i>er- 
■oaded  Dy  Zeno  to  turn  his  attention 
to  the  conquest  of  Italy.  Zeno  thus 
saved  his  own  dominions  from  inva- 
sion.   Died  in  491. 

ZenOy  ApostolOy  an  Italian 
author,  dramatist,  and  critic;  bom 
at  Venice  in  1668;  in  1710  became 
editor  of  a  literary  periodical  called 
the  QiomaU  d£  LelteraU  (TltaUa,  and 
in  1717  went  to  Vienna  on  tlie  invi- 
tation of  Charles  VI.,  who  appoint- 
ed him  court-poet  and  historiogra- 
pher. He  returned  to  Venice  in 
1729,  and  died  in  November,  1750. 

SSenOy  Carlo,  a  Venetian  ad- 
miral ;  bom  abooi  1334.    He  gained 


several  victories  over  the  Genoese, 
was  appointed  oxnmander  of  the 
land  forces,  recaptured  Chioxsa  (which 
had  been  reduced  b^  them),  was  cre- 
ated grand  admiral  in  1380,  and  some 
years  later  procurator  of  St.  Mark. 
He  again  defeated  the  Genoeee,  near 
Modon,  m  1403.    Died  1418. 

ZenOy  Niccolbf  a  Venetian  navi- 
gator, and  brother  of  the  preceding, 
Hved  in  the  latter  part  of  the  four- 
teenth century.  He  is  credited  with 
the  discovery  of  several  islands,  one 
of  which,  however,  is  supposed  to 
have  been  Iceland,  ^ed  about 
1396. 

Zenobia,  Queen  of  Palmyra, 
daughter  of  Amroo,  an  Arabian 
chi^,  was  distinguished  for  her 
beauty,  learning,  and  martial  and 
political  talents.  6he  was  the  wife 
of  Odenathus,  *King  of  Palm}rra, 
who  died  about  266  A.  d.,  leaving 
two  minor  sons.  Zenobia  then  as- 
sumed the  royal  anthoritv,  with  tha 
title  of  *"  Queen  of  the  iML,"  ruled 
with  energy  and  ability,  and  pursued 
the  conquests  which  her  husband  had 
commenced.  Her  territories  extend- 
ed from  the  Euphrates  to  the  Medi- 
terranean, covering  the  greater  por- 
tion of  Asia  Minor.  Having  re- 
nounced her  allegiance  to  Kome 
upon  the  accession  of  Aurelian  to 
the  purple,  in  270  A.  d.,  her  armies 
were  defeated  by  that  Emperor  in 
two  battles  fought  near  Antioch  and 
near  Emesa,  and  she  was  then  besieffed 
by  him  in  Palmyra.  She  defended 
that  citv  for  a  long  time,  but  it  was 
reduced  in  272  or  273,  and  Zenobia 
was  taken  to  Rome  chained  with 
golden  manacles.  After  adorning 
Uie  triumphal  procession  of  Aure- 
lian, she  was  given  by  him  a  villa 
at  Tibur,  was  kindly  treated,  and 
was  permitted  to  pass  the  rest  of  her 
life  with  her  children. 

ZeuxiSy  a  Greek  painter  of  rare 
skill;  bom  at  Heradea  about  450 
B.  c.  He  is  said  to  have  been  a 
pupil  of  Demophilus  of  Himera, 
and  to  have  belonged  to  the  Asiatic 
or  Ionian  school  of  aft^  and  excelled

About  1734,  at 
Tiibingen,  he  was  r^ulnrlj  ordained 
as  B  minister  of  the  Lutheran  Church, 
was  banished  from  Saxony  two  jeara 
later,  after  which  be  travelled  in 
Europe  for  a  considerable  period, 
and  in  1737,  havlne  obtained  the 
favor  of  Frederick  William  I.  of 
Prussia,  he  was  ordained  a  Bishop. 
He  came  to  America  in  1742, 
preached  at  Oennanlown,  Pennsyl- 
vania, for  some  timc^  and  formed 
couer^^tions  of  his  followers  at 
Belhlehem  uid  Naiareth.  Afler  re- 
turning to  Europe  he  wsa  allowed,  in 
1747,  to  re-establish  his  residence  at 
Hermhut,  where  he  died  in  1760. 
He  composed  numerous  hjmns  and 
wrote  several  reliKious  works. 

Zlska,  or  Zizka,  of  Trocz- 
noWi  Jolin,  a  Bohemian  general 
and  iMder  of  the  Hussites ;  born  near 
Tiocznow  about  1360.  He  served  in 
the  Polish  army  asainst  the  Teutonic 
Knights  and  the  Turks  in  Hungarj. 
Entering  the  English  service,  he 
gained  great  distinction  at  the  battle 
of  Agincourt,  in  1415,  and  ws«  aoon 
after  appointed  Chamberlain  to  Wen- 
ceslaus.  King  of  Bohemia,  whom  Zis- 
ka,  an  ardent  disciple  of  John  Hush, 
arged  to  revenge  the  martyrdom  of 
that  Beformer,  who  was  burned  at 
Constance  in  I41G.  Ziska,  who  is  sup- 
poeed  to  have  received  permieaion 
from  the  Bohemisn  King  to  defend 
the  righto  of  the  Huseitefl,  in  1419 
raised  an  armj,  of  which  he  assumed 
chief  command.  At  this  period  Wen- 
oealaui  died,  and  Sigismtuid,  Emperoi 


of  Germany,  daimed  the  crown  of 
Bohemia.  The  Husaitee  refuung  to 
reco^iie  this  claim,  Ziska  defeUed 
the  imperial  army  near  Prague  id 
1420,  and  the  Emperor,  having  raised 
a  new  army  and  invaded  Bohemia, 
was  asain  routed  in  January,  1422, 
by  Ziska,  who  was  then  totally  blind, 
having  lost  his  only  remaining  eya 
at  a  si^  in  1421.  Ziska  also,  in 
1422,  gained  a  decisive  victory  over 
the  Baions,  the  allies  of  the  Emperor. 
Died  id  1424.  Sigismund  had  made 
overtures  for  peace,  but  the  death  of 
the  Hussite  leader  prevented  their 
consummation,  and  the  war  continued 
for  several  years.  Ziska  is  aaid  to 
have  been  victorious  in  thirteen 
pitched  battles,  and  in  more  than 
one  hundred  smaller  engagemeoto 
and  sifsee. 

Zoigft)  Georg»  a  Danish 
archKologist ;  horn  at  SchackenbuiK 
Jutland  in  176G ;  studied  at  Ootdn-

Borne,  where  he  died  in  1S09.  He 
was  the  author  of  several  valnahle 
works  on  archieology. 

ZoUIcoffer,  Felix  K.,  an 
American  general ;  bom  in  TenncMea 
in  1812.  He  edited  a  Whig  paper  oo- 
titled  the  NaihvilU  Baimtr,  and  was 
chosen  member  of  CongreM  in  1862. 
Having  entered  the  Confederste  armr, 
he  was  defeated  and  killed  at  HUl 
Spring,  January  19,  1862. 

Zoroaster,  a  Penian  philosopher 
distinguish^  as  the  founder  of  tha 
Magian  rclidon,  is  supposed  to  have 
lived  about  fifteen  huntued  years  be- 
fore the  Christian  era.  Pwo  is  the 
first  Greek  author  who  mentions  hini, 
and  Aristotle  and  other  ancient  Greek 
writers  stale  that  Zoroaster  lived  at 
least  five  thousand  years  prior  to  the 
time  of  Plato.  By  Niebulir,  Zoroastei 
is  remrded  u  a  mythical  peraonaga. 
By  the  Peruaiw  b«  i*  nprcMnled  ai 
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vhich  ia  vritten  in  the  luiguage 
•ndenl  Penia  and  purports  to  coa- 
tain  th«  rovelBtions  receired  bv  him. 

Zortilla  y  Moral)  Dop  Jo»^ 
a  BponUh  poet  and  drsmstiEt;  bora 
at  Vallidorid,  Februarr  21,  lSt7. 

Zsctaokke.  Joliann  Hein- 
rich  Daniel)  ■  Gernui)  author; 
boni  at  MigdcbnrK,  March  2$,  1771, 
and  RTadual«d  at  the  UniTenil;?  of 
Frankfbrt-oQ-the-Oder.  After  travel-

ZiiccarO)  or  Ziiccherot  Fe- 
derlgo, an  Italian  painter;  bom  at 
Sunt'  An^Io,  in  the  dticby  of  Ur- 
bino,  in  1543.  After  atudfins  under 
his  brother  Taddeo  he  painted  in 
Florence,  Borne,  the  Netherlands, 
and  Englnnd,  making  in  the  laat- 
nentioned  cniinliT  portraits  of  Queen 
Eliiabeth,  Mar;  Queen  of  Scots,  and 
of  manv  other  persons  of  celebritj. 
He  was  afterward  patronized  bv  Pope 
'  XIII.  and  PhUip  II,  of 
ij  whom  he  was  emplored  to 
point  the  Kscurial.  He  founded  in 
1695  the  Academy  of  St.  Lufce  at 
Kom^  of  which  he  became  the  first 
Presidertt.  Zuccaro  was  also  a  skil- 
fbl  architect  and  sculptor.  Died 
1609. 

Znrbaran,  Franclaco,  a 
Spanish  painter;  bom  in  Estrema- 
dura  in  169S ;  studied  nnder  Juan 
de  Roelas  at  Seville,  and  received  the 
title  of  painter  to  King  Philip  lit. 
He  was  also  pntroniied  by  Philip 
IV.  Zurbaran  was  dislin^iBhed  for 
his  fidelity  (o  nature,  and,  irom  the 
resemblance  of  his  style  to  that  of 
the  Italian  painter,  was  frequently 
celled  "the  Spanish  Caravaggio.
